(Par.  612.1 — "The  persons  elected  by  their  respective  delegations  to  serve  on 
the  several  jurisdictional  Committees  on  Episcopacy  shall  meet  jointly  at  the  time 
of  the  General  Conference,  constituting  an  Interjurisdictional  Committee  on 
Episcopacy,  not  later  than  the  fifth  day  of  the  conference  session  and  at  the  time 
and  place  set  for  their  convening  by  the  president  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  and 
shall  elect  from  their  number  a  chairperson,  vice-chairperson,  and  secretary.  The 
function  of  this  joint  committee  shall  be  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  transfers  of 
bishops  across  jurisdictional  lines  at  the  forthcoming  Jurisdictional  Conferences 
for  residential  and  presidential  responsibilities  in  the  ensuing  quadrennium.

"The  plan  of  organization  and  rules  of  order  of  the 
General  Conference  shall  be  the  plan  of  organization 
and  rules  of  order  as  published  in  the  journal  of  the 
preceding  General  Conference  until  they  have  been 
altered  or  modifled  by  the  action  of  the  General 
Conference."  (Discipline,  II  607.) 


PLAN  OF  ORGANIZATION 

I.  OPENING  SESSION  AND  ORGANIZATION 

The  General  Conference  shall  assemble  on  the  day  fixed  and  at 
the  place  designated  in  accordance  with  the  action  taken  by  the 
preceding  General  Conference  or  the  Commission  on  the  General 
Conference.  The  Holy  Communion  shall  be  celebrated  by  the 
Conference,  the  Council  of  Bishops  being  in  charge.  The  opening 
business  session  of  the  Conference  shall  be  on  the  day  and  at  the 
hour  fixed  by  the  Commission  on  the  General  Conference  and 
shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  bishop  designated,  as  provided  in 
H  15  §  11  of  the  Discipline. 

The  following  order  of  business  shall  be  observed: 
A.  Roll  Call.  The  roll  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
General  Conference  in  the  following  manner: 

(1)  There  shall  be  called  the  names  of  the  bishops  who  have 
died  since  the  adjournment  of  the  preceding  General  Conference, 
and  likewise  the  names  of  delegates-elect  who  have  died. 

(2)  The  record  of  attendance  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  General  Conference  by: 

(a)  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  for  the  bishops, 

(b)  The  Secretary  of  the  Judicial  Council  for  that  body, 

(c)  The  General  Secretary  of  the  General  Council  on  Ministries 
for  all  general  and  executive  secretaries,  and 

(d)  The  chairperson  of  each  delegation  for  its  membership. 
The  chairperson  shall  be  provided  with  a  blank  form  on  which  to 
report  in  writing  the  attendance  of  its  members,  noting 
absentees  and  substitutions,  which  reports  shall  be  tabulated  by 
the  Secretary  and  published  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate. 
Any  reserve  seated  in  the  place  of  a  regular  delegate  shall  have 
been  duly  elected  as  a  reserve  delegate  by  the  Annual 
Conference,  and  shall  meet  the  requirements  set  forth  in  the 
Discipline,  HI  38-40  as  amended  by  Amendment  VIII,  H  67. 
Delegates,  including  reserves,  when  the  latter  are  substituted 
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for  a  delegate  or  delegates,  shall  be  seated  in  the  order  of  their 
election,  except  when  a  reserve  is  seated  temporarily,  in  which 
case  the  reserve  shall  occupy  the  seat  of  the  delegate  for  whom 
the  substitution  is  made.  All  delegates  arriving  after  the  opening 
roll  call  shall  be  reported  by  the  chairperson  of  the  delegation  to 
the  Committee  on  Credentials,  in  order  to  be  properly  enrolled. 

(3)  A  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  delegates  to  the  General 
Conference  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business.  {Discipline,  II  608.) 

B.  Election  of  Secretary-Designate  {Discipline,  II  605).  The 
Council  of  Bishops  shall  present  a  nomination  from  the  ministry 
or  lay  membership  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  for 
secretary-designate.  Other  nominations  shall  be  permitted  from 
the  floor.  The  time  of  election  shall  be  scheduled  during  the 
session  by  the  Agenda  Committee.  The  election,  if  there  be  two 
or  more  nominees,  shall  be  by  ballot.  The  secretary-designate 
shall  assume  the  responsibiUties  of  the  office  of  secretary  as  soon 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  General  Conference  as  all  work  in 
connection  with  the  session  including  the  preparation,  printing 
and  maiUng  of  the  Journal  has  been  completed  {Discipline 
II  606).  The  exact  date  of  the  transfer  of  responsibiUty  to  the 
secretary-designate  shall  be  determined  by  the  Commission  on 
the  General  Conference  but  shall  not  be  later  than  12  months 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  General  Conference. 

C.  Committee  Nominations  and  Elections.  The  Council  of 
Bishops  shall  present  nominations  or  appoint  members  for  the 
standing  administrative  committees,  and  such  other  nominations 
as  are  hereinafter  committed  to  it,  for  election  by  the  General 
Conference. 

D.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

E.  Adjournment. 

II.  EPISCOPAL  ADDRESS 

The  Quadrennial  Address  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  shall  be 
delivered  early  in  the  Conference,  at  such  hour  as  determined  by 
the  Commission  on  the  General  Conference  in  consultation  with 
the  Council  of  Bishops. 

III.  PRESIDING  OFFICERS 

The  presiding  officers  for  the  several  sessions  of  the  Confer- 
ence, the  opening  session  excepted  (see  div.  I  above),  shall  be 
chosen  from  among  the  effective  bishops  in  the  following  manner: 
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The  Council  of  Bishops  shall  at  the  opening  session  nominate  for 
election  by  the  Conference  a  Committee  on  Presiding  Officers 
composed  of  one  minister  and  one  lay  person  from  each 
Jurisdiction,  and  one  minister  and  one  lay  person  from  among  the 
delegates  representing  the  Annual  Conferences  outside  the 
United  States,  and  four  members  at  large.  The  Committee  on 
Presiding  Officers  shall  establish  a  continuing  pool  of  five  names 
of  bishops  from  which  group  the  presiding  officer  shall  be 
selected  by  the  committee.  Each  bishop  shall  be  given  reasonable 
notice  of  selection  for  this  pool,  but  subsequent  to  being  selected 
and  notified  shall  be  available  for  assignment  as  presiding  officer 
at  any  session.  The  committee  shall  be  free  to  select  a  bishop  for 
more  than  one  session,  whenever  it  seems  advisable. 


IV.  SECRETARIAL  STAFF 

(1)  The  Secretary  of  the  General  Conference  elected  as 
hereinbefore  provided  shall  be  responsible  for  all  functions  of  the 
office  in  preparation  for  the  session  of  the  General  Conference 
following  that  election.  The  Secretary  shall  serve  until  all  work  in 
connection  with  the  session  for  which  such  preparation  was  made 
has  been  completed;  shall  keep  the  record  of  proceedings  of  all 
sessions  of  the  General  Conference;  shall  compile  and  edit  a 
Handbook  for  The  General  Conference;  and  shall  edit  the  official 
Journal  of  the  General  Conference. 

(2)  The  Conference  shall  elect,  upon  nomination  by  the 
Secretary,  a  Coordinator  of  Calendar  who  shall  assist  the 
Committee  on  Calendar  in  presenting  reports  in  such  an  order  so 
as  to  expedite  the  business  of  the  Conference,  as  well  as  in  other 
responsibilities  of  the  committee.  (See  VI-A  (2).) 

(3)  The  Conference  shall  elect,  upon  the  nomination  of  the 
Secretary,  such  assistant  secretaries  from  the  ministry  or  lay 
membership  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  as  it  may  deem 
wise. 

(4)  The  work  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  supervised  by  the 
Commission  on  the  General  Conference.  A  budget  for  the  work  of 
the  Secretary  shall  be  presented  by  the  Commission  on  the 
General  Conference  to  the  General  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration.  Such  budget  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  General 
Administration  Fund. 

(5)  If  in  the  interim  of  the  quadrennial  sessions  of  the  General 
Conference  the  office  of  Secretary  shall  for  any  reason  be 
vacated,  the  Council  of  Bishops  shall  elect  a  successor  to  serve 
until  the  next  session. 
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V.  ENTERTAINMENT  AND  PROGRAM 

There  shall  be  a  Commission  on  the  General  Conference 
composed  of  one  minister  and  one  lay  person  from  each 
Jurisdiction  and  four  members  at  large  who  shall  be  nominated 
by  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  elected  by  the  General  Conference 
for  a  term  of  eight  years,  half  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  the 
General  Conference  each  quadrennium.  The  Secretary  of  the 
General  Conference,  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  and  the  Director  of  the  Convention 
Bureau  shall  also  be  members  ex-officio  but  without  vote.  If 
vacancies  occur,  the  Council  of  Bishops  shall  elect  successors  to 
serve  until  the  next  session  of  the  General  Conference  and  then 
nominate  for  election  by  the  General  Conference  persons  to  serve 
any  remainder  of  the  term.  The  Commission  shall  elect  two 
additional  members  at  large  for  each  quadrennium. 

The  Council  of  Bishops  shall  designate  one  of  its  members  to 
convene  and  organize  the  Commission  before  the  adjournment  of 
the  General  Conference. 

This  Commission  shall  determine  the  place  and  time  (within 
such  limits  as  may  be  set  up  by  the  General  Conference)  of  the 
next  General  Conference  and  shall  send  an  official  notice  to  all 
elected  delegates  announcing  specifically  the  opening  day  and 
hour  of  the  General  Conference  and  anticipated  time  of 
adjournment.  It  shall  further  advise  the  General  Conference 
delegates  in  advance  of  all  such  special  events  and  orders  of  the 
day,  the  dates  and  times  of  which  have  been  determined  prior  to 
the  opening  of  General  Conference,  in  order  that  the  delegates 
may  have  an  overview  of  the  General  Conference  program.  The 
Commission  shall  make  all  necessary  arrangements  in  connection 
therewith,  including  arrangements  for  the  pubUcation  of  a  book 
of  quadrennial  reports  of  the  general  boards  and  other  general 
agencies  of  the  Church,  the  same  to  be  published  by  the  United 
Methodist  Publishing  House. 

The  Commission  shall  plan  the  schedule  for  the  opening  day  of 
the  Conference. 

The  Commission  shall  recommend  to  the  General  Conference 
the  per  diem  allowance  to  be  paid  to  the  elected  delegates. 

The  Commission  shall  issue  invitations  to  fraternal  delegates 
after  consultation  with  the  Council  of  Bishops,  and  shall  arrange 
for  their  local  entertainment  for  the  specific  period  of  time 
required  for  their  presentation  to  the  General  Conference. 

The  Commission  is  authorized,  if  it  deems  it  advisable,  to  select 
the  site  of  the  General  Conference  two  quadrennia  in  advance.

VI.  COMMITTEES 

The  General  Conference  shall  have  the  standing  committees 
hereinafter  indicated,  with  such  functions,  responsibiUties,  and 
limitations  respectively  as  are  hereinafter  prescribed,  and  such 
special  committees  as  it  may  order. 

A.  Standing  Administrative  Committees^ 

(1)  Committee  on  Agenda.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on 
Agenda. 

(a)  It  shall  be  composed  of  twelve  members,  at  least  four  of 
whom  shall  be  lay  persons,  to  be  constituted  as  follows:  One  from 
each  Jurisdiction,  one  from  overseas,  four  members  at  large,  the 
chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Calendar  when  elected,  and  the 
chairperson  or  substitute  for  the  Program  Chairperson  of  the 
Program  Committee  of  the  Commission  on  the  General  Confer- 
ence. It  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  at  its  winter 
meeting  next  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  General  Conference 
from  the  elected  delegates  to  the  General  Conference. 

(h)  The  Committee  shall  be  convened  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
General  Conference  at  least  the  day  before  the  opening  of  the 
General  Conference  and  shall  consult  with  the  Council  of  Bishops, 
the  Commission  on  the  General  Conference  and  the  Secretary  of 
the  General  Conference  concerning  pending  business. 

(c)  Following  the  presentation  and  adoption  of  the  report  of 
the  Commission  on  the  General  Conference  at  the  opening 
session  of  the  General  Conference,  the  Committee  on  Agenda 
shall  immediately  become  responsible  for  helping  guide  the  order 
of  business  of  the  Conference. 

(d)  To  this  committee  shall  be  referred  all  requests  for  special 
orders  of  the  day,  except  those  requested  in  the  report  of  the 
Commission  on  the  General  Conference  on  the  first  day  of  the 
Conference. 

(e)  Proposals,  questions,  communications,  resolutions,  and 
other  matters  not  included  in  the  regular  business  of  the  General 
Conference  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Agenda 
without  motion  or  debate.  This  committee  shall  determine 
whether  or  not  the  matter  presented  shall  be  considered  by  the 
General  Conference.  Appeal  from  the  decision  of  this  committee 
may  be  presented  to  the  Conference  upon  the  written  signature 
of  twenty  members  of  the  Conference,  and  the  item  shall  be

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presented  to  the  Conference  if  the  appeal  is  supported  by  a 
one-third  vote. 

(f)  The  Committee  on  Agenda  shall  report  to  each  session  of 
the  General  Conference  its  recommendations  concerning  busi- 
ness agenda  and  time  allocations  for  the  various  reports  and 
business  items,  except  that  at  all  times  the  Committee  on 
Calendar  shall  determine  the  order  in  which  legislative  commit- 
tee reports  shall  be  presented.  Priority  shall  be  given  to  calendar 
items  as  soon  as  they  are  available.  At  the  last  plenary  session  of 
each  day  a  tentative  agenda  for  the  next  day  shall  be  announced. 

(2)  Calendar.  The  Committee  on  Calendar  shall  be  composed 
of  four  members,  nominated  by  the  Council  of  Bishops.  None  of 
them  shall  be  chairperson  of  a  Standing  or  Legislative  Committee 
or  a  member  or  staff  person  of  any  General  Board  or  Agency.  The 
committee,  upon  advice  of  the  Coordinator  of  Calendar  (IV  (2)), 
shall  (a)  present  calendar  reports  in  such  an  order  so  as  to 
expedite  the  business  of  the  Conference,  (b)  advise  the 
Committee  on  Presiding  Officers  as  far  ahead  as  is  feasible  of  the 
calendar  to  be  considered,  (c)  inform  the  presiding  bishop  of  the 
priority  status  of  the  calendar,  (d)  keep  an  overview  of  calendar 
progress,  and  (e)  give  priority  to  calendar  items  involving 
majority  and  minority  reports.  The  Secretary  of  the  General 
Conference  shall  convene  the  Committee  on  Calendar. 

(3)  Correlation  and  Editorial  Revision.  There  shall  be  a 
committee  of  four  known  as  the  Committee  on  Correlation  and 
Editorial  Revision.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  four 
persons  not  members  of  the  General  Conference,  appointed  by 
the  Council  of  Bishops.  The  Book  Editor  shall  be  an  ex-officio 
member.  They  shall  be  entitled  to  travel  expense  and  per  diem 
allowance,  the  same  as  the  delegates.  Two  alternates  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Council  of  Bishops.  The  function  of  this 
committee  shall  be: 

(a)  To  review  all  proposed  legislation  reported  in  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate  and  that  presented  in  special  reports  to  the 
General  Conference  and  all  legislation  enacted  by  the  General 
Conference.  The  Committee  shall  report  promptly  to  the 
standing  committees  concerned,  or  to  the  General  Conference  as 
the  situation  may  warrant,  any  and  all  contradictions,  duplica- 
tions, and  inconsistencies  discovered  therein. 

(h)  To  report  to  the  chairpersons  of  the  several  standing 
legislative  committees  all  changes  it  has  made  in  the  language  of 
the  reports  adopted  by  the  General  Conference. 

(4)  Courtesies  and  Privileges.  There  shall  be  a  committee  of 
sixteen,  composed  of  one  minister  and  one  lay  person  from  each 
Jurisdiction,  one  minister  and  one  lay  person  from  among  the 
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delegates  representing  Annual  Conferences  outside  the  United 
States,  and  four  members  at  large  known  as  the  Committee  on 
Courtesies  and  Privileges,  having  the  following  duties  and 
responsibilities: 

(a)  To  consider,  as  presented  to  it  by  members  of  the 
Conference,  what  said  members  regard  as  questions  or  matters 
of  privilege,  to  decide  whether  they  are  such  or  not,  and  if  they 
are  regarded  as  being  such,  to  recommend  to  the  Conference  that 
they  be  heard.  (Note:  Only  questions  or  matters  of  privilege 
which  are  so  urgent  that  they  cannot  wait  for  consideration  by 
this  committee  may  be  presented  immediately  to  the  Conference, 
as  provided  in  Rule  9.) 

(b)  Members  of  the  General  Conference  desiring  the  adoption 
of  resolutions  of  commendation,  courtesy,  appreciation,  etc., 
shall  submit  them  in  writing  to  the  Committee  on  Courtesies  and 
Privileges.  The  committee  may  initiate  similar  resolutions  and 
edit  and  amend  those  submitted  to  it.  Resolutions  approved  by 
the  committee  shall  be  printed  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate, 
and  brought  to  the  floor  if  the  committee  considers  them  of 
unusual  importance  or  urgency. 

(c)  To  arrange  for  extending  courtesies  of  the  Conference  to 
any  to  whom  they  may  be  due,  fraternal  delegates  and  official 
visitors  excepted. 

(d)  To  arrange  for  a  memorial  service,  at  some  time  agreeable 
to  the  Conference,  for  deceased  delegates-elect,  and  for  bishops 
and  general  officers  of  the  Church  who  have  died  since  the 
adjournment  of  the  last  preceding  General  Conference. 

(e)  To  limit  its  report,  including  the  statement  of  the 
chairperson  and  the  hearing  of  such  persons  as  may  be  presented, 
to  a  maximum  of  ten  minutes  in  any  one  business  session.  No 
person  or  persons  shall  be  presented  after  the  sixth  day  unless 
approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Conference. 

(f)  To  prepare  and  publish  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate, 
contemporaneously  with  the  list  of  the  nominees  for  election  to 
the  Judicial  Council,  biographical  sketches  not  to  exceed  100 
words  in  length  for  each  nominee. 

(5)  Credentials.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Credentials  of 
seven  members.  To  this  Committee,  the  chairpersons  of  the 
respective  annual  conference  delegations  shall  report  on  a  form 
provided  for  that  purpose  any  change  in  seating  of  delegates, 
indicating  the  length  of  time  for  which  the  change  shall  be 
effective.  Through  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  this  Commit- 
tee shall,  in  turn,  report  to  the  Conference  all  changes  in  seating 
which  have  been  reported  to  it  and  approved  by  it.  In  the  event  of 
disapproval,  or  in  connection  with  any  other  questions  which  may 
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arise  regarding  the  eligibility  of  seating  any  delegates,  this 
Committee  shall  report  to  the  General  Conference  with  its 
recommendations. 

Any  request  for  seating  a  person  other  than  an  elected 
delegate  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Credentials  Committee  for  its 
consideration  and  recommendation. 

(6)  Fraternal  Delegates.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on 
Fraternal  Delegates  of  nine  members,  eight  of  whom  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  from  the  regularly  elected 
delegates  to  the  ensuing  General  Conference  at  the  winter 
meeting  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  immediately  preceding  the 
General  Conference  and  the  Chairperson  of  the  sub-Committee 
on  Fraternal  Delegates  of  the  Commission  on  the  General 
Conference.  The  Council  of  Bishops  shall  designate  a  temporary 
chairperson  of  the  committee,  who  shall  call  the  committee  to 
meet  at  the  seat  of  the  General  Conference  at  least  one  full  day 
prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Conference.  To  this  committee  shall  be 
referred  all  communications,  credentials,  and  information  in  the 
hands  of  the  Secretary  or  the  Council  of  Bishops  relating  to 
fraternal  delegates  and  official  visitors. 

The  function  of  the  committee  shall  be  to  extend  the  courtesies 
of  the  Conference  to  the  fraternal  delegates  and  official  visitors 
and  present  them  to  the  General  Conference.  The  terms 
"fraternal  delegates"  and  "official  visitors"  shall  be  interpreted  to 
include  only  persons  who  have  been  duly  elected  by  the  Christian 
communions  of  which  they  are  respectively  members,  to 
represent  the  same  before  the  General  Conference,  who  present 
the  appropriate  credentials  of  such  elections,  and  who  have  been 
invited  through  the  Commission  on  the  General  Conference,  after 
consultation  with  the  Council  of  Bishops. 

In  so  far  as  possible  the  committee  shall  plan  the  presentation 
of  such  fraternal  delegates  and  official  visitors  during  the  first 
week  of  the  General  Conference. 

(7)  Journal.  There  shall  be  a  committee  of  seven  which  shall 
daily  examine  the  record  of  the  Secretary,  comparing  it  with  the 
stenographic  record,  and  report  its  findings  to  the  Conference 
through  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  unless  a  correction  needs 
to  be  made. 

(8)  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order.  There  shall  be  a 
Committee  on  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order  of  eleven 
members.  The  Secretary  of  the  Conference  shall  be  an  ex-officio 
member  and  one  of  the  eleven.  To  this  committee  shall  be 
referred  any  proposed  amendments  to  the  Plan  of  Organization 
and  Rules  of  Order.  (See  Rule  40.)  To  it  may  be  referred  any 
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other  matters  relating  to  parliamentary  order  or  procedure  in  the 
business  of  the  General  Conference. 

This  committee  shall  serve  as  an  Interim  Committee  between 
sessions  of  the  General  Conference  and  shall  restudy  the  Plan  of 
Organization  and  Rules  of  Order  and,  after  making  such  needed 
changes  and  adaptations  therein  as  in  its  judgment  are  neces- 
sary, shall  present  them  to  the  General  Conference  for  considera- 
tion and  final  action,  same  to  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  the 
General  Conference. 

The  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order  of  the  General 
Conference  shall  be  the  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order 
as  published  in  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  General  Conference 
until  they  have  been  altered  or  modified  by  the  action  of  The 
General  Conference.  (See  Discipline,  11  607.) 

(9)  Presiding  Officers.  See  div.  Ill  above. 

(10)  Reference.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Reference 
composed  of  one  ministerial  and  one  lay  representative  from  each 
Jurisdiction,  at  least  two  of  whom  shall  be  lawyers,  one  minister 
and  one  lay  person  from  Annual  Conferences  outside  the  United 
States,  and  four  members  at  large,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Council  of  Bishops  from  the  regularly  elected  delegates  to  the 
ensuing  General  Conference  at  the  winter  meeting  of  the  said 
Council  of  Bishops  preceding  the  session  of  the  General 
Conference.  This  committee  shall  be  convened  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  General  Conference  prior  to  and  at  the  seat  of  the  General 
Conference.  After  ascertaining  that  the  petitions,  resolutions, 
and  similar  communications  dealing  with  the  regular  business  of 
the  Conference  meet  the  requirements  herein  specified,  this 
committee  shall  refer  the  same  to  the  appropriate  standing 
administrative  or  legislative  committees.  This  committee  shall  be 
responsible  for  such  assignment  of  all  petitions  which  may  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  Secretary  prior  to  the  opening  session,  including 
the  Episcopal  Address,  the  book  of  printed  Quadrennial  Reports, 
all  reports  and  recommendations  from  General  Boards,  General 
Councils,  Standing  or  Special  Commissions  and  Committees,  and 
all  other  communications  which  shall  come  into  the  Secretary's 
hands  after  the  convening  of  the  General  Conference,  all  of  which 
shall  be  referred  directly  to  appropriate  Legislative  Committees 
without  presentation  to  a  plenary  session  of  the  General 
Conference.  (Par.  609  of  the  Discipline  provides  that  petitions 
shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  not  later  than  forty-five 
days  before  the  opening  of  the  Conference  session;  provided, 
however,  the  Secretary  shall  accept  up  to  the  opening  day 
petitions  from  overseas  and  from  Conferences  meeting  within 
forty-five  days  before  the  General  Conference.) 
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The  Committee  on  Reference  may  withdraw  a  paper  after 
having  assigned  it  to  a  committee,  either  upon  a  request  or  upon 
its  own  motion.  It  may  also  withhold  from  reference  or 
publication  any  document  it  shall  deem  improper,  promptly 
advising  the  author,  or  authors,  thereof  of  its  action  in  order  that 
an  appeal  may  be  made  to  the  Conference  if  desired.  The 
committee  shall  publish  as  promptly  as  possible  in  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate  lists  of  the  communications  it  has  referred  to 
the  several  standing  committees,  identifying  each  by  number, 
title,  origin,  and  destination.  Where  the  Committee  finds  two  or 
more  substantially  identical  petitions,  it  may  group  them  under 
one  title  and  number,  indicating  the  total  number  of  petitions.  In 
the  case  of  a  single  petition  signed  by  a  number  of  people,  the 
Committee  need  print  only  the  name  of  the  first  signer,  with  an 
indication  of  the  total  number  of  signers.  No  petition  shall  be 
assigned  by  the  Committee  on  Reference  to  any  General 
Conference  committee  unless  it  comes  from  some  organization, 
minister,  or  member  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  and  also 
contains  information  essential  to  the  verification  of  the  alleged 
facts  concerning  its  origin. 

All  petitions  should  be  presented  in  triplicate.  Each  should  deal 
with  only  one  general  subject,  and  so  far  as  possible,  only  one 
chapter  in  the  Discipline.  Not  more  than  one  petition  should  be 
presented  on  a  single  sheet  of  paper, 

(11)  Tellers.  There  shall  be  a  committee  of  sixty,  to  act  as 
tellers  for  the  purpose  of  reporting  on  count  votes  and  ballots 
ordered  by  the  General  Conference.  The  tellers  shall  be  divided 
into  two  groups  of  thirty  each.  Each  group  shall  have  reserve 
tellers.  The  Secretary  of  the  General  Conference  shall  appoint 
tellers  and  reserve  tellers  whose  names  shall  be  printed  in  the 
Daily  Christian  Advocate. 

B.  Standing  Legislative  Committees* 

The  General  Conference  shall  have  the  following  standing 
legislative  committees,  which  shall  consider  all  proposals  looking 
toward  new  legislation  or  changes  in  the  present  legislation  of  the 
church,  including  all  reports  and  recommendations  from  General 
Boards,    Councils,   and   Standing  or   Special   Commissions   or

To  this  committee  shall  be  referred  all 
petitions,  resolutions,  etc.,  relating  to  the  composition  and 
activities  of  the  General,  Jurisdictional,  Annual,  District,  and 
Missionary  Conferences,  Missions  and  Affiliated  Autonomous 
Churches,  including  the  Annual  and  District  Conference  Councils 
on  Ministries.  {Discipline  HH  7-47;  601-70;  831-36;  1444.)  Petitions 
relating  to  Central  Conferences  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Commission  on  Central  Conference  Affairs  {Discipline,  H  1283).

C.  Membership  of  Legislative  Committees 

Each  delegate  shall  serve  as  a  member  of  one  of  the  standing 
legislative  committees  numbered  1  to  10.  Within  the  Annual 
Conference  delegation  each  member  shall  choose  from  the 
legislative  committees  1  to  10  the  committee  on  which  to  serve, 
the  choice  being  made  in  order  of  election.  For  the  first  General 
Conference  after  1976,  the  minister  first  elected  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  first  choice,  the  lay  delegate  first  elected  to  the  second 
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choice,  and  thus  the  right  of  choice  shall  continue  to  alternate 
between  ministerial  and  lay  delegates  in  the  order  of  their 
election.  For  subsequent  General  Conferences,  first  choice  shall 
alternate  between  the  lay  and  clergy  delegates,  provided  that 
two  members  of  a  delegation  may  not  serve  on  any  one  of  the 
above-designated  standing  legislative  committees  1  to  10  unless 
the  said  delegation  is  represented  on  each  of  them.  All 
delegations  composed  of  ten  or  more  members  shall  assign  all 
members  in  excess  of  ten  according  to  this  same  principle  of 
distribution.  (For  example,  a  Conference  with  sixteen  delegates 
shall  have  two  members  on  each  of  any  six  of  these  ten 
committees,  and  one  on  each  of  the  remaining  four.  Similarly,  a 
Conference  with  32  delegates  shall  have  four  members  on  each  of 
two  committees  and  three  on  each  of  the  remaining  eight.  Each 
delegate  may,  in  the  order  herein  indicated,  select  any  one  of 
these  ten  committees,  provided  that  the  foregoing  division  of 
delegates  among  the  committees  is  maintained.)  Whenever  a 
delegation  has  more  than  one  member  on  a  legislative  committee, 
its  members  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  possible  between  lay 
and  clergy.  Thus,  if  there  are  three  members  on  a  committee, 
they  shall  be  two  clergy  and  one  lay  or  vice  versa. 

If  a  matter  is  under  consideration  in  any  standing  legislative 
committee  which  in  the  judgment  of  any  Annual  Conference 
delegation  vitally  affects  the  interests  of  its  constituency,  and  if 
the  said  Annual  Conference  is  not  represented  in  the  membership 
of  said  committee,  then  the  said  delegation  may  choose  one  of  its 
number  to  represent  its  Annual  Conference  in  the  committee 
when  the  matter  judged  to  be  vital  to  the  interests  of  this 
constituency  is  under  consideration.  Such  a  person  shall  be 
entitled  to  sit  with  the  committee  while  this  particular  matter  is 
being  considered  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  floor,  subject  to  such 
limitations  as  are  imposed  on  the  regular  members  of  said 
committee,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote.  Each  person  seated 
in  the  General  Conference  with  right  to  speak  but  not  vote  may 
submit  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Conference  a  choice  of  a 
legislative  committee  and  shall  have  the  same  right  in  that 
committee  to  speak  but  not  vote. 

D.  Meeting  of  Committees 

(1)  For  Organization.  All  standing  legislative  and  administra- 
tive committees  shall  meet  for  organization  at  such  time  as  the 
Commission  on  the  General  Conference  shall  determine.  A 
Bishop  appointed  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  an  assistant 
secretary  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Conference

shall  serve,  respectively,  as  chairperson  and  secretary  to  effect 
an  organization  in  each  of  the  several  standing  committees.  The 
first  meeting  of  the  legislative  committees  shall  be  held  as  soon  as 
possible  following  the  first  plenary  session  of  the  General 
Conference.  The  election  of  committee  officers  shall  be  the  first 
item  of  business. 

(a)  The  election  of  chairperson,  vice-chairperson,  and  secre- 
tary of  each  standing  committee,  both  administrative  and 
legislative,  shall  be  by  ballot. 

(h)  The  Secretary  of  the  General  Conference  shall  be 
responsible  for  arranging  for  a  coaching  meeting  for  all 
chairpersons,  vice-chairpersons,  and  secretaries  of  legislative 
committees,  as  soon  as  possible  after  their  elections.  This 
coaching  shall  include  instruction  in  their  duties,  all  procedures  in 
the  handling  of  petitions,  the  times  of  the  daily  deadUne  for 
publishing  reports,  and  other  information  to  expedite  the  work  of 
the  committees.  The  Commission  on  the  General  Conference  is 
requested  to  arrange  for  a  time  and  place  for  such  a  meeting. 

(2)  Regular  Meetings.  The  standing  legislative  committees  1  to 
10  inclusive  shall  meet  for  business  as  scheduled  by  the  Agenda 
Committee  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conference,  until 
their  work  is  completed,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the 
committees  may  themselves  determine. 

(3)  Quorum  for  Committee  Meetings.  A  majority  of  the 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business  in  all  committees. 

(4)  Each  legislative  committee  shall  estabUsh  an  area  in  which 
only  voting  committee  members  will  be  seated.  Staff,  resource 
persons,  and  visitors  may  speak  only  when  authorized,  in  each 
instance  by  specific  committee  action. 

(5)  Legislative  committees  are  urged  to  give  priority  to 
significant  and  controversial  legislation  so  that  their  reports  on 
such  matters  may  be  printed  as  soon  as  possible  in  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate  and  considered  by  the  General  Conference. 

(6)  Minority  reports  should  be  encouraged  so  that  differing 
views  held  by  a  significant  portion  of  the  committee  may  be 
carefully  prepared  and  expressed  and  the  issues  clearly  defined 
for  decision  by  the  General  Conference.  Adequate  time  should  be 
given  for  the  minority  to  prepare  its  report  and  every  effort  made 
to  have  the  majority  and  minority  reports  printed  together  in  the 
Daily  Christian  Advocate.  (See  Rules  17,  23,  33,  and  36.) 

E.  Function  and  Authority  of  Committees 

(1)  The  standing  administrative  committees,  without  specific

instruction  or  direction  from  the  Conference,  shall  assume 
responsibility  for  considering  and  reporting  to  the  Conference 
upon  all  matters  which  would  logically  fall  within  their  respective 
purviews,  if  it  seems  wise  to  do  so,  as  these  are  indicated 
hereinbefore. 

(2)  The  standing  legislative  committees  may  not  originate 
business,  but  shall  consider  and  report  only  upon  that  which  is 
referred  to  them  directly  by  the  Conference  or  through  the 
Committee  on  Reference,  the  Agenda  Committee,  or  the 
Committee  on  Calendar.  (See  Rule  31.) 


VII.  PROPOSAL  INVOLVING  EXPENDITURE 
OF  UNBUDGETED  FUNDS 

When  any  proposal  is  submitted  to  the  General  Conference  to 
establish  an  interim  or  continuing  board,  commission,  or 
committee,  before  final  action  is  taken  by  the  General  Conference 
establishing  such  board,  commission,  or  committee,  said  proposal 
shall  be  referred  to  the  General  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  or  its  executive  committee,  with  the  request  that 
it  bring  to  the  General  Conference  an  estimated  budget  of  the 
expense  of  operation  of  the  proposed  board,  commission,  or 
committee  for  the  next  quadrennium  and  a  statement  of  how  the 
adoption  of  such  proposal  will  affect  the  budget  or  budgets  for  the 
existing  boards,  commissions,  or  committees  as  already  pre- 
sented by  the  General  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 

When  any  proposal  is  submitted  to  the  General  Conference 
which  involves  the  expenditure  of  funds  not  included  in  an 
established  budget,  such  proposal  shall  be  referred  for  advice  and 
recommendation  to  the  General  Council  on  Finance  and  Adminis- 
tration before  final  action  is  taken  by  the  General  Conference. 


VIII.  DELEGATES'  EXPENSE  ACCOUNTS 

(1)  The  report  of  the  chairpersons  of  the  respective  annual 
conference  delegations  shall  be  the  basis  for  settlement  with 
principal  and  reserve  delegates  for  their  per  diem  allowances. 

(2)  The  total  traveUng  expense  shall  be  payable  to  the  principal 
delegate  if  present  and  seated.  If  during  the  session  of  the 
Conference  a  reserve  delegate  is  seated  for  a  principal  delegate, 
the  principal  delegate  shall  adjust  the  travel  expense  with  such 
reserve  on  the  basis  of  the  time  served  by  each. 

(3)  Travel  expense  for  delegates  to  the  Conference  shall  be  on 
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the  basis  of  railroad  fp^'e  by  the  most  direct  route  (clergy  fare  for 
ministers),  lower  berth  or  roomette  (Pullman)  and  meals  en 
route,  or  by  air  coach.  Overseas  delegates  shall  be  allowed  travel 
expenses  on  the  basis  of  roundtrip  tourist  air  fare,  directly  to  and 
from  the  seat  of  the  Conference.  Additional  expenses  may  be 
allowed  such  delegates  for  arrival  and  departure  not  to  exceed 
two  days  in  either  case.  Unavoidable  exceptions  to  this  Hmitation 
of  two  days  before  and  two  days  after  General  Conference,  due  to 
transportation  schedules,  must  be  approved  by  the  General 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The  per  diem  expense 
allowance  for  all  such  days  before  and  after  General  Conference 
shall  be  at  the  same  rate  as  granted  delegates  during  General 
Conference.  When  one  or  more  delegates  come  in  the  same 
automobile,  the  owner  will  be  allowed  12  cents  per  mile  plus  the 
cost  of  room  and  meals  en  route.  Guest  passengers  who  are  the 
principal  delegates  to  the  General  Conference  shall  submit  only 
the  cost  of  room  and  meals  en  route.  Maximum  use  of  automobiles 
for  travel  may  not  exceed  1,000  miles  round-trip  for  reimburse- 
ment purposes.  If  automobile  travel  exceeds  1,0(X)  miles  round- 
trip,  reimbursement  will  be  based  upon  round-trip  air  coach  fare, 
rather  than  mileage.  In  all  cases  delegates  shall  report  only  the 
actual  cost  of  travel. 


IX.  MATERIAL  TO  BE  INCLUDED 
IN  THE  DISCIPLINE 

(1)  No  non-legislative  material  shall  be  ordered  printed  in  the 
Discipline  without  first  referring  it  to  the  Committee  on 
Correlation  and  Editorial  Revision  for  consideration  and  report 
to  the  General  Conference  for  further  consideration  and  final 
action. 

(2)  The  Book  Editor,  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Conference 
and  the  Publisher  of  the  United  Methodist  Church  shall  be 
charged  with  editing  the  Discipline  and  Book  of  Resolutions.  The 
Editors,  in  the  exercise  of  their  judgment,  shall  have  the 
authority  to  make  changes  in  phraseology  as  may  be  necessary  to 
harmonize  legislation  without  changing  its  substance. 

X.  DISTRIBUTION  TO  DESKS  OF  MEMBERS 

After  the  first  day,  only  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  shall  be 
placed  on  the  desks  of  the  members,  with  additional  copies  for  the 
first  ministerial  and  first  lay  reserve  delegate  from  each 
delegation. 
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XL    REPORTS    TO    BE    MAILED    BEFORE    GENERAL 
CONFERENCE 

The  reports  and  recommendations  of  all  Councils,  Boards  and 
Standing  Committees  or  Special  Commissions  or  Committees  to 
the  General  Conference  shall  be  printed  in  an  Advance  Edition  of 
the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  mailed  to  all  delegates  and  to 
the  first  ministerial  and  first  lay  reserve  delegates  at  least  sixty 
days  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  General  Conference.  Such 
reports  shall  be  printed  in  the  same  size  and  style  as  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate  and  be  punched  for  binding.  In  order  to 
accomplish  this,  the  finished  copy  of  all  such  reports  and 
recommendations  shall  be  submitted  to  the  editor  of  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate  at  least  120  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  the 
General  Conference.  Any  such  reports  and  recommendations  not 
so  submitted,  and  not  printed  in  an  Advance  Edition  of  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate,  shall  be  received  by  the  General  Conference 
only  upon  the  approval  of  three-fourths  vote  of  the  General 
Conference. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 
I.  DAILY  SCHEDULE 

Rule  1.  Hours  of  Meetings 

The   following   shall   be   the   daily   order  for  the   General 
Conference,  Sundays  excepted: 

(1)  8:30  A.M.  to  9:00  A.M. — Devotional  service  under  direc- 
tion of  the  Council  of  Bishops. 

(2)  9:00  A.M.  to  12:30  P.M.— Conference  business  or  commit- 
tee meetings. 

(3)  2:30  P.M.  to  5:00  P.M. — Conference  business  or  committee 
meetings. 

(4)  7:30  P.M. — Evening  programs  as  planned  by  the  Commis- 
sion on  the  General  Conference,  Conference  business,  or 
committee  meetings. 

(5)  Recess  may  be  called  during  any  plenary  session  at  a  time 
deemed  appropriate  by  the  presiding  bishop. 

Rule  2.  Order  of  Business 

After  devotional  service  the  daily  sessions  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  conducted  as  follows: 

(1)  Reports  of  standing  administrative  and  special  committees. 

(2)  Agenda  and  calendar  items. 

(3)  Miscellaneous  business. 


IL  PRESIDING  OFFICERS 

Rule  3.  Authority  of  the  Chairperson 

The  bishop  presiding  shall  be  the  legal  chairperson  of  the 
General  Conference.  The  chairperson  shall  decide  points  of  order 
raised  by  the  members,  and  shall  rule  on  points  of  order  not 
raised  by  the  members,  as  the  chair  deems  necessary  to  conform 
to  these  rules  of  order;  subject,  in  both  cases,  to  an  appeal  to  the 
Conference  by  any  member  without  debate;  except  that  the 
chairperson  and  the  appellant,  in  the  order  here  named,  shall 
each  have  five  minutes  for  a  statement  in  support  of  their 
respective  positions.  A  tie  vote  in  the  case  of  appeal  shall  sustain 
the  chair.  Any  member  who  raises  a  point  of  order  shall  cite,  by 
number,  the  rule  adjudged  to  have  been  violated.  The  presiding 
bishop  shall  have  the  right  to  recess  a  session  of  the  General 
Conference  at  any  time  at  the  chair's  discretion  and  to  reconvene 
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at  such  time  as  the  chair  shall  announce.  The  presiding  bishop 
shall  also  have  the  right  to  stipulate  that  the  session  shall 
reconvene  with  only  delegates,  authorized  personnel  and  au- 
thorized guests  permitted  to  attend  such  a  session  following 
recess. 

Rule  4.  Calling  the  Conference  to  Order 

When  the  chairperson  stands  and  calls  the  Conference  to 
order,  no  member  shall  speak,  address  the  chair,  or  stand,  while 
the  chairperson  stands. 


III.  RIGHTS  AND  DUTIES  OF  MEMBERS 

Rule  5.  Attendance  and  Seating  Reserves 

No  member,  unless  hindered  by  sickness  or  otherwise  from 
being  present,  shall  be  absent  from  the  sessions  of  the 
Conference  without  permission  of  the  Conference;  and  all 
absentees  shall  be  reported  by  the  chairpersons  of  the  several 
Annual  Conference  delegations  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
on  a  form  provided  for  this  purpose.  A  reserve  delegate  may  be 
seated  when  the  substitution  has  been  reported  in  writing  to  the 
Committee  on  Credentials  on  a  form  provided  for  this  purpose.  If 
the  Credentials  Committee  finds  the  substitution  in  order,  it  shall 
so  report  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  as  soon  as  practical.  If 
the  Committee  disapproves  the  substitution,  after  consultation 
with  the  chairperson  of  the  delegation,  it  may  report  to  the 
Greneral  Conference  with  its  recommendation. 

Rule  6.  Directions  for  Securing  the  Floor 

A  delegate  desiring  to  speak  to  the  Conference  shall  arise  in 
place,  holding  up  the  placard  provided  for  that  purpose.  Unless 
raising  a  point  of  order  or  parliamentary  inquiry,  the  delegate 
shall  not  speak  until  given  the  floor.  When  two  or  more  delegates 
rise  simultaneously,  the  presiding  bishop  is  requested  to  consider 
the  various  sections  of  the  auditorium  in  rotation.  The  delegate 
recognized  shall  proceed  to  the  nearest  microphone  and  shall  first 
announce  her  or  his  name  and  the  name  of  the  Annual  Conference 
represented;  which,  in  turn,  the  bishop  shall  then  announce  to  the 
Conference. 

Rule  7.  Interrupting  the  Speaker 

No  member  who  has  the  floor  may  be  interrupted  except  for  a 
breach  of  order,  or  a  misrepresentation,  or  to  direct  the  attention 
of  the  Conference  to  the  fact  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  a 
special  order,  or  to  raise  a  very  urgent  question  of  high  privilege. 
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Rule  8.  Speaking  More  Than  Once; 
Length  of  Speech 

No  member  shall  speak  a  second  time  on  the  same  question  if 
any  member  who  has  not  spoken  desires  the  floor,  no  more  than 
twice  on  the  same  subject  under  the  same  motion,  and  no  longer 
than  six  minutes  unless  that  time  shall  be  extended  by  the 
Conference,  except  as  provided  in  Rule  37.  This  six-minute  limit 
may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Conference  at  any 
time,  and  for  any  period  of  duration. 

Rule  9.  Question  of  High  Privilege 

A  member  claiming  the  floor  at  any  time  for  what  the  member 
believes  is  a  very  urgent  question  of  high  privilege  shall  be 
allowed  to  indicate  briefly  the  nature  of  the  question  and,  if  it  be 
adjudged  by  the  chair  to  be  such,  may  proceed  as  desired  or  until 
the  chairperson  judges  that  the  privilege  has  been  exhausted. 
(See  Plan  of  Organization,  div.  VI,  sec.  A,  subs.  4a.) 

Rule  10.  Voting  Area  of  Conference 

Only  delegates  within  the  area  of  the  Conference  when  the 
vote  is  taken  shall  be  entitled  to  vote.  All  delegates  within  the 
area  at  the  time  a  question  is  put  shall  vote,  except  such  as  shall 
have  been  excused  for  special  reasons  by  the  Conference. 

Rule  11.  Voting  Procedure 

Voting  shall  be  by  a  show  of  hands  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Conference.  An  "aye"  and  "nay"  vote,  if  taken,  shall  be  by 
signed  ballot.  An  "aye"  or  "nay"  vote  by  secret  ballot  may  be 
ordered  on  call  of  any  member,  supported  by  one-third  of  the 
members  present  and  voting.  A  count  vote  may  be  ordered  on 
call  of  any  member  supported  by  one-third  of  the  members 
present  and  voting,  in  which  case  the  delegates  shall  rise  from 
their  seats  and  stand  until  counted. 

No  other  business  shall  be  in  order  when  a  vote  is  being  taken 
or  when  the  previous  question  has  been  called,  until  the  process 
is  completed,  except  such  as  relates  to  the  vote  itself,  or  that 
which  can  be  appropriately  fitted  into  the  time  while  waiting  for 
the  report  of  the  secretaries  on  a  count  vote,  or  an  "aye"  or  "nay" 
vote.  The  count  shall  be  made  by  the  Committee  of  Tellers  as 
appointed  and  assigned  by  the  Secretary  of  General  Conference. 

Rule  12.  Division  of  Question 

Before  a  vote  is  taken  any  delegate  shall  have  the  right  to  call 
for  a  division  of  any  question,  if  it  is  subject  to  such  division  as  the 
delegate  indicates.  If  no  delegate  objects,  the  division  shall  be 
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made;  but  if  there  is  objection,  the  chair  shall  put  the  question  of 
division  to  vote,  not  waiting  for  a  second. 

Rule  13.  Vote  by  Orders 

The  ministerial  and  lay  delegates  shall  deliberate  as  one  body; 
but  upon  a  call,  by  motion  of  any  delegate,  seconded  by  another 
delegate  of  the  same  order  and  supported  by  one-third  of  the 
members  of  that  order  voting,  the  ministerial  and  lay  delegates 
shall  vote  separately.  But  when  the  Conference  votes  by  orders, 
no  measure  shall  be  passed  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority 
of  both  classes  of  delegates.  In  cases  of  such  a  vote  the  order 
calling  for  it  shall  vote  first;  provided,  however,  that  the 
Conference  may  not  vote  by  orders  on  a  proposed  amendment  to 
the  Constitution.  {Discipline,  HI!  64-66.) 


IV.  BUSINESS  PROCEDURE 

Rule  14.  Motion  for  Adoption  of  Reports 
and  Resolutions  Unnecessary 

Whenever  a  report  of  a  committee  signed  by  the  chairperson 
and  secretary  thereof,  or  a  resolution  signed  by  two  or  more 
members  of  the  Conference,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Conference 
for  its  action,  it  shall  be  deemed  in  proper  order  for  consideration 
by  the  Conference  without  the  formality  of  a  motion  to  adopt,  and 
a  second  thereto. 

Rule  15.  Required  Forms  for  Reports, 
Resolutions,  Motions,  Amendments 

All  resolutions  and  committee  reports  shall  be  presented  in 
triplicate;  and,  when  requested  by  the  Secretary,  motions, 
including  amendments,  shall  be  presented  in  writing. 

Rule  16.  Reading  of  Reports  and  Resolutions 

All  resolutions,  committee  reports,  and  communications  to  the 
Conference  shall  be  read  by  the  Secretary  except  as  otherwise 
provided  in  Rule  34. 

Rule  17.  Alterations  of  Motions,  etc. 

When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  or  a  resolution  is 
introduced  and  seconded,  or  a  committee  report  is  read,  or  is 
pubHshed  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  it  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  in  possession  of  the  Conference,  and  may  not  be  altered  except 
by  action  of  the  Conference.  (See  Rule  33.) 
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Rule  18.  Undebatable  Motions 

The  following  motions  shall  be  acted  upon  without  debate: 

(1)  To  adjourn,  when  unqualified,  except  to  adjourn  the 
Conference  finally. 

(2)  To  suspend  the  rules. 

(3)  To  lay  on  the  table,  except  as  provided  in  Rule  37. 

(4)  To  take  from  the  table. 

(5)  To  call  for  the  previous  question. 

(6)  To  reconsider  a  non-debatable  motion. 

(7)  To  limit  or  extend  the  limits  of  debate. 

(8)  To  call  for  the  orders  of  the  day. 

Rule  19.  Rights  of  the  Main  Question 

The  main  question  may  be  opened  to  debate  under  the 
following  motions:  to  adopt,  to  commit  or  refer,  to  substitute,  to 
postpone,  and  to  reconsider.  No  new  motion,  resolution,  or 
subject  shall  be  entertained  until  the  one  under  consideration 
shall  have  been  disposed  of  except  as  provided  in  Rule  11.  The 
foregoing  does  not  apply  to  secondary  motions  if  otherwise 
allowable  in  the  existing  parUamentary  situation. 

Rule  20.  Precedence  of  Secondary  Motions 

If  any  one  or  more  of  the  following  motions  shall  be  made  when 
one  or  more  other  motions  are  pending,  the  order  of  their 
precedence  in  relation  to  one  another  shall  be  the  same  as  the 
order  of  their  listing  below: 

(1)  To  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Conference  shall  adjourn.  (This 
motion  is  subject  to  amendment,  or  it  may  be  laid  on  the 
table.) 

(2)  To  adjourn. 

(3)  To  take  recess. 

(4)  To  order  the  previous  question. 

(5)  To  lay  on  the  table. 

(6)  To  limit  or  extend  the  limits  of  debate. 

(7)  To  postpone  to  a  given  time. 

(8)  To  commit  or  refer. 

(9)  To  amend  or  to  substitute  (one  amendment  being  allowed 
to  an  amendment). 

(10)  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Rule  21.  Tabling  Related  Motions 

No  motion  which  adheres  to  another  motion,  or  has  another 
motion  adhering  to  it,  can  be  laid  on  the  table  by  itself  Such 
motions,  if  laid  on  the  table,  carry  with  them  the  motions  to 
which  they  respectively  adhere,  or  which  adhere  to  them. 
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Rule  22.  Referring  Reports,  etc. 

It  shall  be  in  order  for  the  Conference  to  refer  to  a  committee  a 
section  or  part  of  a  report  or  resolution  which  is  before  the 
Conference  for  consideration,  or  any  amendment  offered  thereto. 

Rule  23.  Procedure  for  Consideration  of  Substitutes 

When  a  resolution  or  committee  report  is  properly  before  the 
Conference  for  consideration  and  action,  even  if  amendments 
thereto  are  pending,  a  substitute  therefor  may  be  offered  by  any 
member  moving  that  the  same  be  substituted  for  the  report  or 
resolution  under  consideration.  The  Conference  shall  then 
proceed  first  to  perfect  the  original  report  or  resolution, 
including  consideration  and  action  upon  any  amendments  which 
may  be  offered  to  it.  The  same  perfecting  process  shall  then  be 
followed  with  respect  to  the  substitute.  The  question  shall  then 
be  put  first  on  the  motion  to  substitute,  followed  by  the  motion  to 
adopt  the  report  or  resolution;  provided,  however,  that  the 
motion  for  the  previous  question  shall  not  be  in  order  on  the 
adoption  of  the  report  or  recommendation  or  on  making  the 
proposed  substitution  until  opportunity  has  been  given  for  at 
least  two  members  to  speak  on  each  side  of  the  question  of 
substitution  or  adoption. 

Rule  24.  Previous  Question 

Any  member  who  moves  the  previous  question  (that  is,  that 
the  vote  be  now  taken  on  the  motion  or  motions  pending),  shall 
also  indicate  to  what  it  is  intended  to  apply,  if  any  secondary 
motion  or  motions  are  also  pending.  If  said  member  does  not  so 
indicate,  it  shall  be  regarded  as  applying  only  to  the  immediately 
pending  question.  This  motion  shall  be  taken  without  debate,  and 
shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  for  its 
adoption;  and  if  it  is  adopted,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the 
motion  or  motions  to  which  it  applies  without  further  debate 
except  as  provided  in  Rule  37.  (See  also  Rules  18,  23,  25.) 

Rule  25.  Unlawful  Motion  After  Speech 

It  shall  not  be  in  order  for  a  member  immediately  after 
discussing  a  pending  question,  and  before  relinquishing  the  floor, 
to  make  a  motion  whose  adoption  would  limit  or  stop  debate. 

Rule  26.  Exceptions  to  Majority  Vote 

A  majority  of  those  voting,  a  quorum  being  present,  shall 
decide  all  questions  with  the  following  exceptions. 

(1)  One-third  of  those  present  and  voting  shall  suffice  to 
sustain  a  call  for  a  count  vote  in  case  the  decision  of  the  chair  is 
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doubted.  (See  Rule  11.)  A  tie  vote  sustains  the  chair  (Rule  3). 

(2)  A  call  for  a  vote  by  orders  shall  prevail  if  sustained  by 
one-third  of  the  members  of  the  order  from  which  the  call  came, 
present  and  voting.  (See  Rule  13.) 

(3)  A  two-thirds  vote  shall  be  required  to  sustain  a  motion  to 
suspend  (Rule  39)  or  amend  (Rule  40)  the  rules;  to  sustain  a 
motion  for  the  previous  question  (Rule  24);  to  set  aside  a  special 
order;  to  consider  a  special  order  before  the  time  set  therefor;  to 
sustain  the  request  of  the  Committee  on  Courtesies  and 
Privileges  for  the  presentation  of  any  person  after  the  sixth  day 
of  the  General  Conference. 

(4)  A  two-thirds  vote  shall  be  required  to  approve  a  proposal 
for  a  constitutional  amendment.  (Discipline,  HH  64-66.) 

Rule  27.  Reconsideration 

A  motion  to  reconsider  an  action  of  the  Conference  shall  be  in 
order  at  any  time  if  offered  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the 
prevailing  side.  If  the  motion  it  is  proposed  to  reconsider  is 
non-debatable,  the  motion  to  reconsider  may  not  be  debated. 

Rule  28.  Calendars,  Regular  and  Non-Concurrence 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  chronological  record  of  orders  of  the 
day  and  of  reports  of  committees  (See  Rule  32),  which  record 
shall  be  called  the  Calendar;  and  the  matters  of  business  placed 
on  it  shall  be  considered  as  recommended  by  the  Committee  on 
Calendar,  unless  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Conference  an  item 
is  taken  up  out  of  its  order. 

When  a  committee  presents  a  report  on  a  given  subject,  as  a 
part  of  its  report,  it  must  also  Ust  the  numbers  of  all  petitions 
relating  to  this  subject  on  which  the  committee  voted  non- 
concurrence. 

Rule  29.  Motion  to  Adjourn  in  Order  Except — 

The  motion  to  adjourn,  when  unqualified,  shall  be  taken 
without  debate,  and  shall  always  be  in  order,  except: 

(1)  When  a  delegate  has  the  floor. 

(2)  When  a  question  is  actually  put,  or  a  vote  is  being  taken, 
and  before  it  is  finally  decided. 

(3)  When  the  previous  question  has  been  ordered  and  action 
thereunder  is  pending. 

(4)  When  a  motion  to  adjourn  has  been  lost,  and  no  business  or 
debate  has  intervened. 

(5)  When  the  motion  to  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Conference 
shall  adjourn  is  pending. 

The  foregoing  does  not  apply  to  a  motion  for  final  adjournment 
of  the  Conference. 
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V.  COMMITTEES 

Rule  30.  Rules  of  Order  of  Legislative  Committees 

The  rules  of  order  of  the  General  Conference  shall  be  observed 
in  meetings  of  standing  legislative  committees  in  so  far  as  they 
apply. 

Rule  31.  Duties  and  Prerogatives  of  Committees 

As  its  first  work,  a  committee  shall  evaluate  its  petitions,  come 
to  agreements  regarding  priority,  and  outline  its  work  on  the 
basis  of  those  priorities. 

When  a  petition  or  resolution  or  any  similar  item  is  referred  to 
one  of  the  several  standing  legislative  committees,  it  shall  be 
understood  that  the  whole  question  with  which  the  paper  has  to 
do  is  referred  to  that  committee  for  such  action  as  it  may  deem 
wise.  Committees  shall  report  to  the  Conference  upon  all  matters 
referred  to  them  by  the  Conference,  directly  or  through  the 
Committee  on  Reference.  Committee  reports  on  resolutions, 
petitions,  etc.,  shall  cite  the  same,  identifying  them  by  numbers 
they  bear  respectively  in  the  published  reports  of  the  Committee 
on  Reference,  or  in  some  other  suitable  manner. 

When  a  committee  ascertains  that  another  committee  is  or,  in 
its  judgment,  should  be  considering  a  subject  which  the  former  is 
considering,  it  shall  report  the  matter  to  the  Committee  on 
Reference  for  such  adjustment  as  the  situation  may  require. 

Rule  32.  Legislative  Committees  Report 
to  Secretary 

As  quickly  as  material  can  be  prepared,  each  secretary  of  a 
standing  legislative  committee  shall  present  a  clearly  marked 
original  work  copy  of  the  committee's  report,  signed  by  the 
committee  chairperson  and  secretary,  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Conference.  The  original  work  copy  shall  be  marked  with  the 
priority  the  committee  places  on  that  subject.  The  Secretary  of 
the  Conference  shall  receive  said  reports,  type  them  in  triplicate, 
enter  them  into  the  calendar  and  furnish  the  editor  of  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate  with  one  of  the  copies  for  publication. 

Committee  and  minority  reports  which  propose  changes  in  the 
Discipline  shall  give  chapter,  section  and  paragraph  to  be 
affected  and  shall  be  prepared  in  the  following  manner:  existing 
words  used  as  reference  points  shall  be  in  quotes;  words  to  be 
deleted  shall  be  single-underscored;  words  to  be  added  shall  be 
double-underscored.  In  pubUcation  of  these  reports  The  Daily 
Christian  Advocate  shall  substitute  italics  for  single  underscor- 
ing and  boldface  for  double  underscoring. 
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Rule  33.  Published  Reports 
in  Possession  of  Conference 

Reports  submitted  by  the  committee  according  to  the  deadUne 
as  announced  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  shall  appear  in 
the  next  day's  Daily  Christian  Advocate.  The  report  as  printed 
in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  becomes  the  official  copy, 
subject  only  to  grammatical  or  other  obvious  editorial  changes, 
and  shall  be  regarded  as  in  the  possession  of  the  Conference.  On 
the  day  following  its  first  appearance  in  the  Daily  Christian 
Advocate,  or  any  time  thereafter,  a  report  is  in  order  for 
consideration  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Conference.  The  same  rule 
shall  apply  to  a  report  of  a  minority  of  any  committee  signed  by 
one-tenth  of  the  members  of  the  committee,  or  by  ten  members 
thereof.  (See  Rule  17.) 

Rule  34.  Preparation  and  Printing  of  Reports 

All  committee  reports  shall  be  presented  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Conference  in  tripUcate  on  paper  provided  therefor,  and  shall 
bear  at  the  top  the  name  of  the  committee,  its  total  membership, 
the  number  present  at  the  time  the  report  was  adopted,  the 
number  voting  for  and  the  number  voting  against  the  report 
respectively,  and  the  number  not  voting.  In  addition  to 
concurrence  or  non-concurrence,  a  committee  may  recommend 
referral  to  the  next  General  Conference,  or  to  a  Board,  Council, 
Commission,  or  committee,  either  for  action  or  for  report  to  the 
next  General  Conference.  Reports  of  the  standing  legislative 
committees  shall  be  printed  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  at 
least  one  day  before  being  presented  for  consideration  by  the 
Conference,  and  they  shall  not  be  read  unless  by  its  order. 

Reports  of  minorities  of  committees  adopted  by  them  with  a 
view  to  their  being  offered  as  substitutes  for  committee  reports 
(see  Rule  33)  shall  likewise  conform  to  this  rule  so  far  as  it  is 
applicable,  indicating  clearly  to  what  committee  the  respective 
minorities  belong  and  for  what  reports  by  serial  number,  etc., 
they  propose  the  respective  substitutes. 

Rule  35.  Committee  Chairperson 
Not  in  Harmony  With  Report 

When  the  chairperson  of  a  committee  is  not  in  harmony  with  a 
report  adopted  by  the  committee,  it  shall  be  the  chairperson's 
duty  to  state  the  fact  to  the  committee,  which  shall  elect  one  of  its 
members  to  represent  it  in  the  presentation  and  discussion  of  the 
report  in  the  Conference;  but  if,  in  such  a  case,  the  committee 
shall  fail  to  select  a  representative,  the  chairperson  shall 
designate   a  member  to   represent  the   committee,   and   said 
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representatives  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
chairperson  in  relation  to  such  report. 

Rule  36.  Presentation  of  Report  of  Minority 

A  member  selected  by  the  signers  of  a  report  of  a  minority  of  a 
committee  (see  Rule  33)  to  present  the  same  shall  have  the  same 
rights  and  privileges  in  relation  thereto  which  belong  to  the 
chairperson  in  the  presentation  of  the  regular  (majority)  report  of 
the  committee,  except  that  such  member  may  not  present  said 
minority  report  until  the  majority  report  has  been  presented,  and 
shall  then  offer  it  as  a  substitute  therefor,  and  except,  further, 
that  in  closing  the  debate  on  the  question  of  making  the 
substitution  the  member  presenting  the  minority  report  shall 
speak  first  and  the  chairperson  last.  (See  Rule  23.) 

Rule  37.  Speakers  For  and  Against 

When  the  report  of  a  committee  is  under  consideration,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer  to  ascertain,  when  recognizing 
a  member  of  the  Conference,  on  which  side  the  member  proposes 
to  speak;  and  the  chair  shall  not  assign  the  floor  to  any  member 
proposing  to  speak  on  the  same  side  of  the  pending  question  as 
the  speaker  immediately  preceding  if  any  member  desires  to 
speak  on  the  other  side  thereof. 

Except  for  undebatable  motions,  no  report  shall  be  adopted  or 
question  relating  to  the  same  decided  without  opportunity  having 
been  given  for  at  least  two  speeches  for  and  two  against  the  said 
proposal,  provided  that  right  is  claimed  before  the  chairperson  or 
duly  authorized  member  representing  the  committee's  report  or 
the  minority  report,  if  there  be  such,  is  presented  to  close  the 
debate. 

When  all  have  spoken  who  desire  to  do  so,  or  when  (and  after) 
the  previous  question  has  been  ordered,  the  chairperson  or/and 
duly  authorized  member  or  members  presenting  the  committee's 
report  (and  the  minority  report  if  there  be  one)  shall  be  entitled 
to  speak  before  the  vote  is  taken. 

This  right  of  the  chairperson  and/or  other  member  or  members 
to  close  the  debate  shall  prevail  in  Uke  manner  to  a  Hmit  of  five 
minutes  when  a  vote  is  about  to  be  taken  on  a  motion  to  amend,  to 
substitute,  to  postpone,  to  refer,  or  to  lay  on  the  table  or  any 
other  motion  whose  adoption  would  vitally  affect  the  report 
under  consideration;  provided,  that  this  five-minute  limit  shall 
not  apply  to  a  motion  to  substitute  a  minority  report  (see  Rule  33) 
for  a  regular  (majority)  report  of  a  committee. 
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Rule  38.  Effective  Date 

All  legislation  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  shall  become  effective  January  1  following  the 
session  of  the  General  Conference  at  which  it  is  enacted,  unless 
otherwise  specified  (this  rule  to  become  effective  with  the  1980 
General  Conference). 


VI.  SUSPENDING,  AMENDING,  AND 
SUPPLEMENTING 

Rule  39.  Suspension  of  Rules 

The  operation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Plan  of 
Organization  or  of  these  Rules  of  Order  may  be  suspended  at  any 
time  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Conference.  (See  Rule  26,  subs. 
3.) 

Rule  40.  Amending  Rules 

The  Plan  of  Organization  and  these  Rules  of  Order  may  be 
amended  or  changed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Conference; 
provided  the  proposed  change  or  amendment  has  originated  in 
the  Committee  on  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order,  or 
has  been  presented  to  the  Conference  in  writing  and  referred  to 
this  committee,  which  committee  shall  report  thereon  not  later 
than  the  following  day.  (See  Rule  26,  subs.  3.) 

Rule  41.  Robert's  Rules  of  Order, 
Supplemental  Authority 

In  any  parliamentary  situation  not  clearly  covered  by  the  Plan 
of  Organization  or  these  Rules  of  Order,  the  General  Conference 
shall  be  governed  in  its  action  by  the  current  edition  of  Robert's 
Rules  of  Order. 

Rule  42.  Persons  Without  Right  to 
Make  or  Second  Motions 

A  person  seated  in  the  Conference  with  the  right  to  speak,  but 
without  vote,  does  not  have  the  right  to  make  a  motion  or  second 
motions.

ADDRESS 


Delivered  by  Bishop  James  S.  Thomas  on  Tuesday 

evening,  April  27, 1976,  for  the  Council  of  Bishops 

of  The  United  Methodist  Church 

Mr.  Chairman,  Brothers  and  Sisters  of  the  General  Conference 
of  1976,  Friends: 

This  General  Conference  convenes  with  a  keen  awareness  of  its 
history  and  heritage.  It  was  so  from  the  beginning.  When 
Bishops  Coke  and  Asbury  presented  the  first  "Form  of 
Discipline"  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  1789,  they  were 
writing  under  the  light  of  the  Clwistmas  Conference  of  1784. 
There  the  foundations  of  our  understanding  of  Wesleyan 
discipleship  were  laid. 

In  the  preface  to  the  first  Form  of  Discipline,  Bishops  Coke  and 
Asbury  said: 

We  esteem  it  our  duty  and  privilege  most  earnestly  to 

recommend  to  you  as  members  of  our  church,  our  Form  of 

Discipline,  which  has  been  founded  on  the  experience  of  50 

years  in  Europe,  and  of  20  years  in  America;  as  also  on  the 

observations  and  remarks  we  have  made  on  ancient  and 

modern  churches.  (1) 

All  subsequent  Books  of  Discipline,  among  the  Methodist, 
Evangelical,  and  United  Brethren  Churches,  have  taken  special 
account  of  the  heritage  of  those  who  are  called  to  reform  the 
continent  and  spread  scriptural  holiness  throughout  the  land.  We 
shall  do  no  less  in  this  session  which  meets  during  the 
bicentennial  observance  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

Since  our  last  General  Conference  in  1972,  13  bishops  have 
died.  We  remember  them  in  loving  praise  of  their  faithful  service 
as  ministers  of  Jesus  Christ.  Their  ministry  in  the  episcopacy 
greatly  enriched  our  council  fellowship  and  the  life  of  the  larger 
Church  as  well.

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PERSPECTIVE 

When  we  reflect  upon  the  work  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  over  the  last  12  years,  we  are  led  both  to  gratitude  and  to 
challenge.  This  is  the  eighth  session  of  the  General  Conferences 
from  1964  to  1976;  all  enrich  this  present  session  in  its  ministry  to 
our  Church  today  and  tomorrow. 

In  1966,  while  The  Methodist  Church  was  still  deeply  involved 
in  the  Central  Jurisdiction  issue,  a  special  session  of  the  General 
Conference  met  to  prepare  for  union  with  the  Evangelical  United 
Brethren  Church.  The  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church  also 
met  in  its  General  Conference  to  consider  union.  In  1968,  the 
union  was  consummated  in  Dallas,  Texas,  several  important 
studies  were  authorized,  and  a  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race 
was  created.  In  1970,  we  met  for  interim  reports  and  to  complete 
some  unfinished  business  from  the  1968  General  Conference. 

In  1972,  the  General  Conference  accepted  reports  from  its 
Structure  Study  Commission,  Social  Principles  Commission,  and 
Commission  on  Doctrine  and  Doctrinal  Standards.  It  also 
authorized  a  General  Council  on  Ministries  and  four  major 
commissions — a  Commission  to  Study  the  Ministry  (full  ordina- 
tion and  clergy  rights  had  been  granted  to  Methodist  women  in 
1956),  a  Commission  to  Study  the  Episcopacy  and  District 
Superintendency,  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of 
Women,  and  a  Continuing  Commission  on  the  Black  Colleges. 

It  was  a  dramatic  moment  when  the  vote  was  taken,  in  the 
Methodist  General  Conference  of  1956,  granting  full  clergy  rights 
to  women.  We  meet  today  on  the  20th  anniversary  of  that  action. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  a  growing  sensitivity  to  the  equal 
status  and  role  of  women  in  The  United  Methodist  Church.  But 
we  are  quick  to  point  out  that  this  is  no  time  to  measure  progress 
by  the  standards  of  1956.  This  was  a  very  late  time  to 
acknowledge  that  women  have  literally  kept  many  churches  alive 
in  their  ministry  of  the  laity.  The  United  Brethren,  now  a  part  of 
The  United  Methodist  Church,  authorized  the  ordination  of 
women  at  its  1889  General  Conference  and  had  its  ministry 
enriched  by  many  women  serving  as  pastors  and  evangelists.  The 
time  has  come  to  affirm  clearly  the  equal  rights  of  women  to 
occupy  any  executive  position  in  the  Church.  A  combination  of 
forces  has  led  us  to  see  the  richness  of  the  contribution  which 
women,  both  lay  and  clergy,  have  made  and  are  making  to  The 
United  Methodist  Church.  But  the  struggle  for  women's  rights 
and  equality  is  only  beginning  in  world  consciousness,  and  The 
United  Methodist  Church  has  a  heavy  responsibility  in  this 
struggle. 

In  the  fall  of  1975,  there  were  814  women  enrolled  in  United 
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Methodist  theological  seminaries.  Five  hundred  fifty-five  of  these 
students  were  enrolled  in  Master  of  Divinity  curricula.  The 
graduation  and  appointment  of  these  women  will  enrich  a  clergy 
once  exclusively  reserved  for  males  and  express  a  vital  mutuality 
in  the  ministry  of  the  Church. 

Now  we  come  together  after  a  quadrennium  of  dedicated  work 
and  solid  achievement  in  the  restructured  Church.  Valued 
insights  have  come  from  new  doctrinal  standards  and  social 
principles.  We  mention  the  intensity  of  our  work  since  1972  in 
order  that  we  may  share  our  vision  of  the  faith  that  defines  our 
life;  the  ministry  that  expresses  our  life;  the  discipline  that  orders 
our  life;  the  mission  that  motivates  our  life;  and  the  grace  that 
transforms  our  life. 

We  begin,  not  with  business  and  legislation — as  important  as 
these  are — but  with  a  fresh  emphasis  on  Jesus  Christ  for  all  our 
living.  It  is  he  who  calls  us  into  being  and  gives  meaning  to 
whatever  we  do  here.  Plainly,  we  are  here  to  recognize  and 
respond  to  his  Lordship,  to  plan  for  his  mission  in  the  world,  and 
to  divide  the  labor  and  pass  the  legislation  that  will  be  consistent 
with  such  discipleship. 

Christ  calls  us  to  wholeness  in  mission  and  ministry.  We  are 
not  here  to  choose  various  themes  that  will  rove  over  the 
landscape  looking  for  a  place  to  center  down.  Jesus  Christ  is  the 
center,  and  his  ministry  in  the  world  is  what  we  are  about.  No 
disjointed  series  of  brilliant  flashes  here  or  there  can  substitute 
for  him.  In  this  Christ-center,  we  will  both  frame  and  express  our 
special  ministries,  whatever  may  be  their  name.  By  him  we  are 
defined  and  to  him  we  are — each  and  all — accountable. 

To  get  a  clear  theological  perspective  is  our  first  order  of 
business.  But  neither  our  Lord  nor  our  heritage  will  permit 
doctrine,  however  clear,  to  be  a  haven.  It  is  the  world  that  God 
loves  and  the  world  for  which  he  gives  his  Son.  We  are  the 
Church  within  a  world  where  the  velocity  of  history  will  not  allow 
us  to  escape  the  enormous  problems  of  living,  both  personally  and 
socially,  in  our  times.  To  be  the  Church  in  the  world,  we  must  be 
ecumenical  in  our  outlook  and  worldwide  in  our  perspective.  It 
cannot  be  said  too  clearly  that  The  United  Methodist  Church  is  a 
worldwide  church,  and  we  celebrate  this  breadth  of  our  witness 
as  we  assemble  from  all  sections  of  the  world. 

The  concerns  to  which  we  call  your  attention  relate  both  to  the 
life  of  the  world  and  the  life  of  the  Church  in  the  world;  and  the 
first  of  these  is  world  hunger. 

HUMAN  HUNGERS 

Hunger  on  a  global  basis  has  many  complexities.  In  a  sense,  we 
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are  victims  of  our  own  progress,  especially  in  technology.  The 
production  of  foodstuffs  has  grown  dramatically  in  some  parts  of 
the  world  and  lagged  tragically  behind  in  others.  It  is  ironic  that 
there  is  less  food  in  the  more  populous  countries  than  in  others. 
For  the  first  time  in  decades  the  word  "famine"  has  reentered  our 
vocabulary  because  it  has  become  a  tragic  fact  of  human 
existence. 

Experts  talk  of  selective  starvation,  population  control, 
theology  as  seen  through  the  perspective  of  hunger  issues,  the 
politics  of  relief.  For  our  purpose  here,  the  major  emphasis  must 
be  upon  Christian  discipleship  in  a  world  of  hunger.  We  begin 
with  the  call  to  hope  in  the  midst  of  problems  so  gigantic  that  to 
think  long  without  action  is  to  invite  paralysis. 

We  recognize  that  most  of  us  come  from  places  where  there  is 
abundance,  even  waste.  We  are  called  to  life-styles  which 
express  our  intention  to  contribute  that  over  which  we  have  the 
most  control.  Ours  must  be  a  personal  life  of  simplicity  and 
sharing  in  the  spirit  of  Him  who  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto 
but  to  minister.  It  must  also  be  a  life  of  voluntary  frugality  and 
generosity  as  a  witness  of  our  faith  to  a  world  in  desperate  need. 

As  bishops  in  the  Church,  we  are  gratefiil  to  recog- 
nize the  responses  of  many  of  our  Annual  Conferences  to 
hunger  appeals.  Several  milUons  of  dollars  have  been  sent 
through  the  United  Methodist  Committee  on  Relief  and 
through  other  agencies  designed  to  help  those  who  hunger.  If 
these  figures  could  be  assembled  in  one  place,  they  would  reveal 
a  witness  of  meaningful  proportions.  If  such  generosity  is 
voluntarily  continued,  there  is  hope  that,  in  the  spirit  of  Christ,  a 
new  pattern  of  life  will  go  far  towards  short-run  solutions  of  an 
enormous  problem.  For  the  future,  we  must  direct  the  full  force 
of  our  technology  and  national  legislation  toward  areas  at  home 
and  abroad  where  they  are  most  needed. 

Clearly,  a  simpler  life-style  is  an  urgent  necessity.  It  is 
certainly  required  of  Christians  to  do  much  more.  The  conscience 
and  sensitivity  of  the  affluent  nations  need  greatly  to  be  raised.  A 
clear  understanding  and  example  of  Christian  ethics  and  high 
morality  in  national  and  international  affairs  is  at  a  high-priority 
level.  The  Church  cannot  allow  the  present  motivations  of 
national  self-interest  to  foster  the  politics  of  relief.  We  must — 
with  clarity  and  consistency — proclaim  that  God  is  the  creator  of 
all  the  resources  which  we  hold  in  stewardship.  They  are  not  ours 
in  any  lasting  sense. 

The  solidarity  of  the  human  family  is  no  longer  a  romantic 
dream.  True,  we  have  particularities  and  differences  in  culture, 
color,  heritage,  and  history;  and  these  are  often  quite  dramatic. 
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But  there  is  nothing  more  dramatic  than  the  facts  that  all  human 
beings  breathe  the  same  air,  all  are  in  need  of  food  to  eat,  and  all 
want  the  opportunity  for  abundant  Hving. 

This  General  Conference,  therefore,  will  not  allow  itself  to  be 
diverted  from  the  human  issues  in  world  hunger.  Nor  will  it  be 
overwhelmed  by  a  problem  of  such  proportions  as  to  stagger  the 
minds  of  experts.  What  we,  above  all  other  institutions,  are 
called  upon  to  share  is  what  the  world  needs  supremely — a 
vibrant  and  intelligent  faith  in  the  Christ  who  ministered  to  the 
physical  hungers  of  people  who  came  to  him  when  their  spiritual 
hungers  prompted  them  to  neglect  physical  hungers.  We  must 
have  a  general  caring  for  the  whole  human  family.  We  must 
proclaim  the  message  that  all  persons  are  God's  children  and  we 
are  all  tied  together,  finally,  in  a  common  destiny. 

We  see  a  close  connection  between  the  current  interest  in 
feeding  the  hungry  and  the  Bishop's  Call  for  Peace  and  the 
Self-development  of  Peoples.  While  notable  progress  has  been 
made,  much  more  remains  to  be  done  by  United  Methodists  and 
the  entire  Methodist  family.  We  also  commend  those  Annual 
Conferences  whose  leadership  has  actively  and  intelligently 
sought  national  legislation  aimed  at  alleviating  world  hunger.  If 
we  can  accept  the  miracles  of  space  exploration  because  human 
beings  put  massive  effort  into  the  enterprise,  we  shall  also  accept 
the  goal  of  feeding  the  world's  hungry.  The  call  of  Christ  is  clear: 
that  we  must  feed  the  hungry  and  visit  the  prisoner  in  our 
discipleship,  acting  both  from  Christian  conscience  and  human 
compassion.  We  must  close  the  gap  between  those  who  have  in 
abundance  and  those  who  lack.  At  the  present  population  count, 
there  is,  or  can  be,  enough  for  all. 

HUMAN  EQUALITY  AND  JUSTICE 

A  second  crucial  issue  of  our  time  is  that  of  human  equality  and 
justice.  No  member  of  this  General  Conference  will  need  an 
extended  analysis  of  this  issue.  The  evidences  of  this  continuing 
struggle  are  inescapable.  Whether  we  speak  in  the  broad  sense  of 
human  rights,  palpably  denied,  or  more  specifically  of  ethnic 
minorities,  prisoners,  or  the  poor,  our  proclamations  must  be 
clear  and  our  involvement  constant. 

Concerning  this  issue,  much  more  could  be  said  in  analysis  than 
is  necessary  for  our  Christian  concern.  With  due  respect  for  the 
necessary  sociological  analyses  of  our  current  situations,  we  do 
not  suffer  primarily  from  the  lack  of  factual  data.  What  we  need, 
supremely,  is  a  clear  theological  understanding  of  our  mission  in 
human  rights  and  the  unwavering  decision  to  take  initiatives  in 
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discipleship  before  crises  and  intergroup  conflicts  threaten  to 
engulf  us. 

Let  it  be  admitted  that  much  social  action  on  the  part  of  the 
church  has  often  lacked  deep  biblical  and  theological  roots.  A 
very  discerning  sociologist  of  religion,  who  is  himself  committed 
to  Christian  social  action,  found  it  necessary  to  say:  "The  one 
thing  that  troubles  me  is  that  social  action  or  social  engagement 
can  be  a  convenient  method  to  avoid  contact  with  the  question  of 
truth  in  religion. "(2)  The  avoidance  of  our  faith  foundations, 
either  for  reasons  of  pietism  or  activism,  is  clearly  not  what  we 
are  here  to  affirm.  Given  this  warning,  let  us  return  to  the  main 
issue:  How  can  The  United  Methodist  Church  be  involved  in 
questions  of  human  equality  and  justice  to  the  end  that  Christ 
will  be  aUve  both  in  us  and  in  a  particular  social  movement?  We 
offer  two  suggestions. 

First,  let  us  make  clear  to  the  entire  membership  of  our 
Church  the  wholeness  of  the  gospel.  We  shall  see  today — as  we 
have  seen  before — the  theological  pendulum  swing  in  this 
direction  or  that.  Our  primary  need,  however,  is  not  the 
comfortable  embracing  of  one  side  of  the  gospel  or  the  other  but  a 
clear  view  of  its  wholeness.  As  between  deep  personal  piety  and 
intentional  social  action,  the  Christian  should  have  no  viable 
choice.  Persons  of  faith  cannot  keep  their  own  motivations  clear 
unless  they  are  constantly  under  the  light  of  God's  hoUness,  or 
wholeness,  as  he  is  known  to  us  in  Christ.  Between  an  emphasis 
upon  personal  salvation  and  one  upon  systemic  reformation, 
there  should  be  no  real  choice.  All  human  systems  are  made  up  of 
persons  who,  without  the  transforming  experience  of  Christ,  can 
and  will  do,  in  the  anonymity  of  togetherness,  what  they  would 
shrink  from  doing  in  personal  individual  living.  Clearly,  the 
wholeness  of  our  faith  calls  for  a  both/and  approach. 

Second,  we  must  both  accept  our  faith  as  God's  gracious  gift 
and  the  inevitability  of  human  conflict  as  a  sociological  fact.  We 
would  do  well  to  ponder  the  words  of  St.  Paul:  "From  first  to  last 
this  has  been  the  work  of  God.  He  has  reconciled  us  men  to 
himself  through  Christ,  and  he  has  enlisted  us  in  this  service  of 
reconciliation.  What  I  mean  is  that  God  was  in  Christ  reconciling 
the  world  to  himself,  no  longer  holding  men's  misdeeds  against 
them,  and  that  he  has  entrusted  us  with  the  message  of 
reconciliation."  (2  Corinthians  5:18-19,NEB). 

In  a  word,  we  have  been  given  a  ministry  of  reconciliation.  The 
members  of  the  human  family  that  God  intended  to  work 
together  and  in  harmony  have  often  been  set  over  against  each 
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other — and  this,  quite  often,  by  human  manipulation.  If  we  are  to 
have  a  part  in  the  coming  of  God's  kingdom  on  earth,  how  can  it 
be  unless  we  take  initiatives  to  set  right  what  is  wrong? 

More  specifically,  we  are  called  in  Christ's  name  to  be  the  voice 
of  those  who  cannot  speak  for  themselves.  Whether  these  are 
ethnic  minorities,  the  urban  poor,  or  the  aging  population,  our 
voice  must  be  clear  and  our  action  sustained. 

Experts  will  argue  long  and  often  brilliantly  about  the  root 
causes  of  human  oppression.  In  those  discussions  we  will 
participate,  and  from  them  we  will  be  informed.  But  nothing  will 
divert  us  from  our  central  task  of  taking  the  initiative  in  making 
the  ministry  of  reconciliation  real  and  clear  to  all  human  beings 
who  suffer  oppression. 

THE  CHURCH  AND  CRIME 

A  third  crucial  issue  of  our  time  is  criminal  justice.  Special 
attention  was  given  to  this  issue  in  the  spring  meeting  of  the 
Council  of  Bishops  last  year.  For  reasons  that  need  not  be 
detailed  here,  the  urgency  of  the  criminal  justice  issue  has  grown 
both  as  a  national  emphasis  and  as  an  unavoidable  concern  for  the 
Church. 

To  speak  about  crime  at  all  is  to  come  face  to  face  with  social 
breakdown.  The  statistics  are  incredible.  Beyond  these  figures,  it 
must  be  remembered  that,  in  the  United  States,  a  high 
proportion  of  some  crimes  are  unreported,  and  even  more  is 
hidden  in  the  plush  precincts  of  white-collar  operators.  There  are 
good  reasons  to  believe  that,  with  few  exceptions,  this  is  a 
worldwide  situation. 

What  concerns  us  primarily  are  not  the  statistics  of  crime, 
tragic  as  these  are.  Our  primary  concerns  are  the  human  beings 
behind  the  statistics:  the  victims,  the  prisoners,  the  judges  and 
the  juries,  the  society  out  of  which  crime  grows  and  on  which  it 
preys.  We  place  before  you  the  criminal  justice  system  as  it  now 
operates — and  fails  to  operate — in  our  society. 

Like  all  massive  problems,  criminal  justice  may  seem  too  big 
for  individual  or  even  denominational  action.  A  few  facts  should 
dispel  this  thought,  and  we  can  comprehend  most  of  the  facts  if 
we  are  true  to  our  trust  to  understand  and  identify  with  people. 
The  massiveness  of  crime  statistics  reflects  the  reports  gathered 
from  every  community  in  the  land.  County  sheriffs  and  chiefs  of 
poUce  provide  the  data  which  are  eventually  summarized  in  one 
place.  Behind  every  statistical  fact  is  a  person,  who  comes  from  a 
family,  who  may  or  may  not  belong  to  a  church.  It  is  statistically 
predictable  that  a  disproportionately  large  number  will  be  poor, 
of  an  ethnic  minority,  and  uneducated.  Whatever  the  situation, 
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these  persons  are  the  unavoidable  concern  of  the  Church,  and  our 
ministry  to  them  must  be  clearly  intentional,  intelligent,  and 
Christian. 

What,  then,  can  be  said  about  criminal  justice?  First,  the 
Church  must  respond  to  the  clear  call  to  proclaim  and 
demonstrate  Christ's  caring  love  for  the  prisoner.  This  is  not  to 
be  a  sentimental  journey  in  which  we  condescend  to  redeem  the 
lost  so  that  they  will  become  respectable  middle-class  citizens. 
Rather,  our  task  is  the  acceptance  of  local  responsibility  for 
ministries  that  will  humanize  legislation  through  concerted 
effort.  It  is  to  visit  the  prisoners  in  our  midst.  It  is  no  less  to  deal 
with  the  great  disparities  which  let  many  persons  out  on  bail  who 
can  afford  it  and  keep  others  in  because  they  cannot  raise  the 
money.  It  is  to  be  as  informed  and  as  wise  as  possible  in  our 
understanding  and  as  compassionate  and  supportive  as  possible 
in  our  caring. 

We  call  upon  this  General  Conference  to  empower  the  varied 
ministries  of  the  Church  to  deal  directly  with  the  conditions  out  of 
which  crime  grows.  Crime,  after  all,  is  a  symptom  of  deeper 
social  ills.  Our  chief  concern,  at  the  minimum,  is  that  justice  be 
equitably  administered.  Crime  dramatizes  societal  and  famihal 
breakdown.  We  may  not  be  able  to  comprehend  all  of  the  facts 
involved  in  crime,  but  we  can  provide  the  best  possible  family  and 
neighborhood  ministries,  not  simply  as  a  crime  deterrent  but  as 
an  extension  of  the  reconciling  ministry  of  Christ. 

Crime  is  breakdown  in  our  understandings  and  Christian 
motivations.  If  imprisonment  is  primarily  for  revenge  and 
punitive  action,  it  will  inevitably  produce  a  bitter  harvest.  Young 
prisoners  will  be  trained  to  be  callous  while  in  prison,  and  their 
release  will  continue  a  tragic  cycle  of  crime-jail-prison-more 
prison. 

This  General  Conference  is  called  to  the  study  that  will  inform 
us.  How  many  Christians  really  know  the  conditions  within  their 
own  community  that  breed  the  crime  so  often  deplored?  If  it  is 
argued  that  the  reasons  for  crime  are  deeper  than  sociology,  this 
does  not  reduce  one  whit  our  Christian  responsibility.  We  are 
called  to  know  and  act  to  change  the  serious  inequities  in  criminal 
justice.  Our  response  to  criminal  justice  in  1976  must  not  be 
compared  to  its  advantage  with  barbaric  practices  of  the  past. 
Our  witness  must  be  seen  under  the  loving  judgment  of  Christ 
who  included  prisoners  in  his  chief  ministerial  concerns. 

THE  CRISIS  OF  FAITH 

There  is  no  deeper  crisis,  either  within  or  without  the  Church, 
than  the  crisis  of  faith.  Contrary  to  the  views  of  some  religious 
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people,  this  is  not  a  crisis  of  unbelief.  There  is  abundant  evidence 
that  the  human  population  is  given  to  a  plethora  of  beUefs, 
probably  in  desperation  to  find  a  place  on  which  to  stand.  To 
those  who  point  uncritically  to  a  revival  of  religion,  we  would  say 
that  there  has  also  been  a  revival  of  the  occult.  Ours  is  a  world  in 
which  a  fervent  faith  in  secularism  can  go  hand  in  hand  with  a 
commitment  to  astrology,  or  satanism,  or  a  kind  of  civil  religion 
which  is  itself  a  sort  of  cafeteria  of  beUefs. 

In  a  highly  pluraUstic  world,  there  is  some  need  for  varied 
approaches  to  truth.  The  depth  of  the  faith  crisis  is  not  a 
pluralism  in  beUefs;  this  we  have  always  had.  It  is  the  grave 
identity  crisis  of  Christians,  many  of  whom  do  not  know  what 
they  believe  or  why.  It  is  the  wistful  hope  that  their  beUef  would 
bring  more  satisfaction  to  doubting  spirits,  more  excitement  to 
questing  minds,  more  hope  to  desperate  situations.  The  faith 
crisis  comes  at  the  point  of  a  naive  beUef  in  the  sufficiency  of  our 
own  technologies  to  meet  deep  inner  needs  that  they  can  never 
reach. 

For  us  as  United  Methodists,  the  crisis  can  become  even 
deeper.  We  do  not  beUeve  now — and  we  never  have — in  rigid 
doctrinal  concepts  to  hold  us  steady  in  a  wavering  world.  This  is  a 
virtue,  we  think.  But  there  is  no  deeper  peril  than  that  of  taking 
to  the  high  seas  in  a  ship  whose  structure  we  do  not  know  and 
whose  capacity  we  are  afraid  to  test.  We  need  to  know  and 
cherish  the  faith  that  is  in  us. 

Instead  of  rigid  doctrinal  outlines,  we  have  a  faith  rooted  in  a 
heritage  of  scriptural  commitment.  And  this  requires  the  most 
careful  and  reverent  study  that  can  be  invited.  Beyond  a  religion 
of  correct  but  cold  concepts,  we  have  a  heritage  of  experience. 
But  what  if  our  Christian  experience  is  so  much  a  piece  with  all 
other  experiences  that  we  do  not  know  how,  or  if,  a  loyalty  Uke 
patriotism  (a  tradition  among  American  Methodists)  can  be 
related  to  vital  religion  in  any  meaningful  way? 

Instead  of  unrelieved  emotion  and  sentiment,  our  heritage  calls 
us  to  a  clear  commitment  to  reason.  But  there  is  a  vast  difference 
between  arid  intellectualism  and  loving  God  with  all  the  mind. 
Beyond  the  regular  pendulum-swings  of  history,  our  heritage 
calls  us  to  a  commitment  to  tradition.  The  crisis  arises  when  we 
consider  who  is  to  say  when  tradition  becomes  the  history  that 
imprisons  us  or  the  record  of  the  best  of  our  experiences  with  God 
and  the  human  community. 

Our  answer  to  such  a  faith  crisis  is  not  more  and  more  analysis. 
Perhaps  most  people  sense  intuitively  more  uneasiness  than  we 
can  ever  put  into  words.  The  answer  is  a  clear  understanding  of 
and  commitment  to  the  faith  which  is  made  secure  by  Christ,  the 
Lord  of  Life. 
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In  any  case,  the  signs  are  clear.  Question  as  much  as  we  Uke 
the  theologies  of  conservative  churches,  their  membership  rolls 
are  growing.  We  may  not  agree  with  their  behefs,  but  they  often 
know  what  they  believe  with  a  clarity  that  is  easily  communi- 
cated. The  lesson  here  is  not  for  us  to  go  and  do  likewise.  To  do 
this  would  be  so  much  out  of  character  for  us  as  to  constitute  a 
betrayal  of  our  heritage.  Our  major  task  is  to  proclaim  the 
message  of  Christ's  redeeming  love  so  clearly,  and  demonstrate  it 
so  joyously,  that  we  will  move  from  uncertainty  to  vitality. 

The  easiest  route  to  take  is  to  criticize  others  for  examining 
their  faith,  or  lack  of  it,  and  content  ourselves  with  fractional 
answers  to  questions.  So  people  hunger  for  affirmation — what  is 
wrong  with  that?  Let  us  affirm  that  God  is  real,  Christ  is  Lord, 
and  the  Holy  Spirit  is  present;  and  let  us  be  sure  of  the  faith  that 
is  in  us. 

This  certainly  is  vital  to  us  and,  through  our  descriptions  of 
what  Christ  is  doing  for  us,  we  may  help  others.  After  all,  ours  is 
a  faith  of  experience,  both  personal  and  social.  So  there  is  an 
overemphasis  on  feeling.  Indeed,  there  may  be.  But  let  us  waste 
no  time  in  criticism.  What  comes  from  others  as  excess  emotion 
may  come  from  us  with  such  genuine  compassion  as  to  be 
reconciling  and  redeeming.  Are  we  not  sons  and  daughters  of  the 
warm  heart? 

Christ  is  never  met  adequately  by  an  argument  over 
differences.  Multitudes  in  our  age  are  not  only  in  faith  crises  but 
are  also  in  crises  of  personal  Uving.  For  some  it  is  an  act  of 
heroism  to  stay  afloat  at  all.  For  others,  there  is  as  much  need  for 
salvation  now  as  there  ever  was  in  the  past.  They  deserve  from 
us  much  more  than  detached  analyses  of  the  human  condition. 
They  need  our  wholehearted  concern  for  their  lives  and  our 
genuine  outreach  to  them  in  the  name  of  Christ. 

EVANGELISM  AND  EXPERIENCE 

To  say  this  much  is  to  face  another  crucial  concern  of  this 
General  Conference:  evangeUsm.  In  1972,  the  Council  of  Bishops 
was  requested  to  produce  two  books  in  the  areas  of  Christian 
experience  and  the  Holy  Spirit  and  to  teach  throughout  the 
Church.  We  have  sought  to  be  faithful  to  these  tasks.  Our 
concern  now  is  to  bring  these  teachings  and  our  total  discipleship 
into  the  service  of  Christ  who  transforms  life.  There  is  abundant 
evidence  that  evangelism  is  a  chief  interest  of  many  throughout 
the  Church.  It  is  our  task  to  bring  this  concern  to  clearer 
definitions  and  more  vital  expressions  than  ever  before. 

Whatever  the  reasons,  we  have  inherited  images  of  evangelism 
that  make  meaningful  definitions  difficult.  A  part  of  our  heritage 
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is  the  vivid  image  of  the  camp  meeting.  This  was,  for  a  time,  a 
most  successful  method  of  evangehsm  that  ran  into  later 
excesses.  We  often  remember  the  excesses  and  forget  the  chief 
end  of  it  all — to  bring  persons  into  a  transforming  relationship 
with  Jesus  Christ. 

Since  the  term  "evangelism"  is  still  with  us,  we  deem  it 
important  to  clarify  its  positive  meanings.  Evangelism  is  not  a 
method  or  a  function  of  the  Church  to  be  assigned  to  one  board  or 
a  division  of  a  board.  It  is  the  heart  of  Christian  self-definition, 
the  fundamental  reason  why  we  exist  as  Christians.  It  is — or 
should  be — pervasive,  not  occasional;  permeative,  not  segmental. 
It  should  go  along  with  the  job  as  it  did,  in  consuming  fashion,  for 
Francis  Asbury,  John  Seybert,  and  Christian  Newcomer. 

But  to  say  this  much  is  not  to  say  enough.  Evangelism  comes  so 
close  to  meaning  "gospel"  that  the  two  are  almost  synonymous.  It 
is  proclamation,  but  no  less  is  it  teaching.  It  is  conversion, 
without  long  debates  as  to  whether  it  is  step-by-step  or 
instantaneous.  Evangehsm  is  the  church  at  work  in  terms  of  its 
best  self-understanding  and  the  way  in  which  it  relates  to  and 
identifies  with  all  people.  The  Christian  community  would  be 
much  advanced  if  we  could  recognize  that  evangehsm  is  not  so 
much  the  fighting  of  a  battle  as  it  is  the  sharing  of  a  faith. 

It  is  our  business  in  this  session  to  provide  ways  by  which 
evangehsm  will  become  the  chief  concern  of  this  quadrennium 
and  lead  to  new  evangehstic  growth  in  the  future.  This  does  not 
mean  an  emphasis  on  evangehsm,  as  if  it  were  a  function  to  which 
we  give  attention  for  a  time  and  then  move  on  to  something  else. 
It  means  that  we  will  see  evangelism  as  a  continuing  expression 
of  the  total  life  and  definition  of  this  part  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ.  It  is  an  expression  of  our  total  Christian  witness  that  we 
would  not  avoid  even  if  we  could. 

Quite  beyond  method,  therefore,  we  call  upon  every  board  and 
agency,  every  segment  of  the  Church,  to  create  situations  in 
which  the  Lordship  of  Christ  may  become  luminous  in  whatever 
style  or  language  may  be  most  appropriate.  It  is  not  incorrect  to 
say  that  much  of  this  evangelism  will  occur  indirectly  and  even  by 
surprise.  Whatever  our  human  methods  may  be,  it  is  good  to 
remember  that  the  Holy  Spirit  is  the  major  actor  in  bringing 
people  to  Christ.  Evangelism  will  not  occur,  either  by  direction 
or  indirection,  unless  there  is  a  deep  commitment  to  let  method 
follow  the  enkindUng  flame  of  the  Good  News. 

No  member  of  this  General  Conference  should  assent  to  cut  our 
Church  membership,  even  for  the  purpose  of  pruning  the  rolls  of 
"inactives."  The  task  of  the  ministry,  clergy  and  lay,  is  to  lead 
inactive  members  to  become  active;  idle  and  passive  Christians  to 
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be  alive,  with  a  workable  and  working  faith.  Our  recruitment 
takes  place  inside  as  well  as  outside.  We  reject  the  negativism 
that  says  the  Church  is  stronger  when  it  is  smaller,  made  up  of 
those  who  have  become  fully  committed.  We  think  and  act  on  the 
assumption  that  all  our  members  are  precious  persons  for  whom 
Christ  died  and  who  need  the  nurturing  ministries  of  the  Church. 
Winning  persons  to  Christ  is  not  a  mere  afterthought. 

At  any  rate,  we  should  not  leave  this  place  without  looking 
upon  evangelism  as  a  future  to  be  experienced  rather  than  a  past 
to  which  we  may  return.  We  should  not  want  to  get  back  to  any 
state  we  have  known  in  the  past.  Our  future  with  Christ  is  ahead, 
not  behind.  Our  God  is  moving  decisively  into  the  future.  Indeed, 
he  is  well  ahead  of  any  Utopian  future  of  which  we  can  possibly 
dream.  It  is  our  business  to  be  where  God  calls  us,  however  far  or 
hard  that  seems  to  be.  We  desperately  need  a  deep  and 
unashamed  passion  for  the  kingship  of  Christ  in  all  the  structures 
of  life.  And  when  such  an  expression  occurs,  this  will  be 
evangelism. 

THE  MINISTRY  TO  ETHNIC  MINORITIES 

No  Christian  communion  has  a  better  opportunity  for  effective 
witness  in  ethnic  minority  relations  than  The  United  Methodist 
Church.  And  there  is  no  time  in  the  world's  history  when  such  a 
witness  needs  more  to  be  made. 

If  the  enormous  problems  of  world  hunger  seem  too  vast  for 
concrete  action,  the  urgent  problems  of  ethnic  minorities  give 
this  General  Conference  ample  opportunities  for  creative  pro- 
grams that  can  begin  upon  adjournment.  For  example,  the  ethnic 
minority  membership  of  the  Church  is  decreasing  faster  than  the 
total  membership.  Its  ministers  are  getting  older,  and  its  ranks 
are  rapidly  depleting.  The  opportunities  for  the  growth  and 
development  of  ethnic  minority  ministers  have  not  been  en- 
couraging enough  to  claim  the  attention  of  some  of  the  most  able 
youth.  Other  professional  opportunities  have  sometimes  grown 
and  become  inclusive  faster  than  those  within  ecclesiastical 
bodies. 

Within  fifteen  years,  The  United  Methodist  Church  could  lose 
the  opportunity  to  witness  effectively  to  ethnic  minorities.  If  we 
allow  this  to  happen,  the  situation  will  be  irreversible  here  as  it 
has  been  in  several  prominent  church  bodies  in  the  past. 
Obviously,  The  United  Methodist  Church  is  at  a  crucial  point  of 
decision  in  1976.  As  limited  as  may  be  our  present  opportunities, 
they  will  not  exist  at  all  if  present  trends  are  allowed  to  run  their 
course. 

Such  a  tragic  default  in  witness  need  not  occur.  This  is  not  a 
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time  for  viewing  with  alarm.  It  is  the  time  for  a  vital  witness  and 
a  carefully  drafted  program.  If  this  General  Conference  should 
undertake  such  a  vital  program  in  ethnic  church  development,  it 
could  do  so  without  creating  any  new  structural  units.  What  is 
needed  now  can  be  provided  in  financial  support,  imagination, 
interboard  cooperation,  jurisdictional  programs,  and  Annual 
Conference  initiatives. 

Obviously,  such  a  general  program  should  be  refined  in  detail 
and  its  major  outUne  made  clear  to  the  entire  General 
Conference.  The  crucial  points  here  are:  (1)  The  United 
Methodist  Church  still  has  a  remarkable  opportunity  to  witness 
to  its  wealth  in  pluralism  by  providing  significant  support  for  its 
ethnic  minority  churches.  (2)  The  sense  of  timing  makes  present 
action  crucial.  At  the  present  rate  of  aging  of  ministry,  changes  in 
communities,  and  local  church  decline,  the  ethnic  minorities  may 
cease  to  exist  as  viable  parts  of  our  pluraHsm,  perhaps  within 
fifteen  years.  (3)  It  is  crucial  to  provide  significant  financial 
support  over  the  quadrennium — partly  through  this  General 
Conference  and  partly  through  the  five  jurisdictions.  (4)  The 
Council  of  Bishops  can  have  an  important  role  in  the  leadership. 
If  we  can  put  these  concerns  into  a  sustained  program,  we  will 
come  to  the  next  General  Conference  with  significant  evidences 
of  growth  in  ethnic  minority  churches. 

FOR  A  TIME  LIKE  THIS 

To  speak  of  the  bicentennial  at  all  is  to  move  beyond  provincial 
boundaries  in  our  thinking.  The  United  States  of  America  is  a 
nation  whose  particular  history  we  will  emphasize  in  1976.  But 
this  should  be  done  within  a  worldwide  context.  Ours  is  a 
worldwide  church  which  has  long  witnessed  to  God's  presence 
and  action  in  all  the  nations  of  the  earth.  We,  therefore,  believe 
that  The  United  Methodist  Church  has  special  responsibilities 
both  to  speak  to  God's  blessings  upon  one  nation  and  his  equal 
concern  for  all  the  nations  of  the  earth. 

Throughout  this  session,  we  shall  return  again  and  again  to  a 
view  of  history  as  time  which  God  has  given  us  as  a  priceless  gift. 
We  know  that  other  nations  and  peoples  Uve  by  different  time 
clocks.  At  200  years  of  age,  the  United  States  of  America  is 
younger  than  many,  though  older  than  a  growing  company  of 
new,  emergent  nations.  We  rejoice  in  the  blessings  God  has  given 
us,  and  we  are  aware  that  blessings  mean  responsibilities.  As  a 
Church  that,  with  its  antecedents,  grew  up  with  the  country,  we 
have  a  special  responsibility  for  the  wholeness  of  our  ministry  to 
all  Americans,  and  to  all  the  world  as  well.  Even  as  our  churches 
in  the  United  States  of  America  join  in  the  celebration  of  the 
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bicentennial,  the  whole  United  Methodist  Church  looks  forward 
to  another  bicentennial  in  1984,  when  we  celebrate  the  anniver- 
sary of  the  Christmas  Conference  in  Baltimore.  There  and  then, 
Philip  Otterbein,  one  of  the  three  founders  of  the  EvangeUcal 
United  Brethren  Church,  participated  in  the  consecration  of 
Bishop  Asbury. 

Our  church  has  never  exceeded  in  achievement  what  it  has  not 
first  visualized  in  Christian  hope.  At  this  crucial  time  in  the  life  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  we  dare  to  believe  that  the  nation 
will  be  led  to  see,  in  luminous  outline,  what  the  patriots  of  1776 
had  in  mind.  We  also  pray  that  The  United  Methodist  Church  will 
be  prompted  to  make  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  Christmas 
Conference  a  time  for  realizing  in  1984  what  the  revolutionary 
church  leaders  hoped  for  in  1784. 

As  a  part  of  this  forthcoming  event,  we  call  upon  the  General 
Conference  of  1976  to  approve,  in  principle,  two  important 
proposals:  First,  we  propose  a  serious  goal  of  a  responsible 
increase  in  church  membership.  If  such  a  membership  goal  is 
taken  seriously,  we  should  add  at  least  another  million  persons  to 
the  active  fellowship  of  our  local  churches  by  1984.  And  second, 
we  propose  a  major  funds  campaign  with  a  goal  of  $20  per 
member  above  regular  apportionments.  If  the  financial  goal  is 
taken  seriously,  the  amount  realized  could  amount  to 
$200,000,000  by  1984.  Half  of  the  amount  raised  could  be  retained 
in  the  Annual  Conferences  to  meet  such  missional  and  institu- 
tional priorities  as  each  Annual  Conference  determines.  The 
other  half  could  be  made  available  to  the  general  church  to  meet 
similar  priorities  as  the  General  Conference  sets  them. 

In  order  that  Annual  Conferences  may  have  adequate  chance 
to  get  this  churchwide  event  in  their  planning,  we  suggest  that 
they  be  requested  to  express  their  intent  to  participate  no  later 
than  1978.  Should  the  General  Conference  of  1976  approve  these 
bicentennial  proposals  in  principle,  we  urge  the  appointment  of 
the  appropriate  body  or  bodies  within  The  United  Methodist 
Church  to  do  the  detailed  planning  and  bring  to  the  General 
Conference  of  1980  a  specific  plan  for  action. 

We  believe  that  such  a  plan,  or  a  variation  of  it,  would  go  far 
towards  making  a  major  contribution  to  our  times,  as  we  read  the 
signs  of  the  times.  The  1984  bicentennial  would  be  an  act  of 
thanksgiving  to  God  for  the  gift  of  time  itself.  It  would  be  an 
evidence  of  our  appreciation  and  practice  of  the  stewardship  of 
time.  It  would  help  to  firm  up  our  high  resolve  to  use  the  future 
better  than  we  have  the  past. 

What  better  time,  then,  than  in  this  bicentennial  year,  to 
recommit  ourselves  to  reforming  the  continents  and  spreading 
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scriptural  holiness  over  all  the  lands!  There  is  no  time  like  the 
present  to  commit  ourselves  to  following  God  into  the  future  with 
faith,  prayerfully  believing  that  our  church,  under  God,  can  do 
even  greater  things  than  we  ever  dared  to  attempt  before.

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AFTERNOON  SESSION 

Holy  Communion 

The  Sacrament  of  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  at  3:00  p.m.  in  the 
Memorial  Coliseum,  Portland,  Oregon.  It  was  administered  by  the  Council  of 
Bishops  with  the  active  participation  of  bishops  of  the  several  Jurisdictions  and 
representatives  of  the  Central  Conferences  and  the  Autonomous  Churches 
related  to  The  United  Methodist  Church. 

The  Council  of  Bishops  was  joined  in  the  processional  by  the  Judicial  Council. 

The  musical  aspects  of  the  service  were  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  Carlton  R. 
Young.  Mr.  Jonas  Nordwall  of  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Portland,  Oregon, 
was  the  organist.  Participating  in  the  service  were  an  instrumental  ensemble 
consisting  of  members  of  the  Portland  Symphony  and  The  Chamber  Singers  of 
Scarritt  College,  Nashville,  Tennessee. 

The  ushers  were  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Shedrich  Williams,  and  the  pages 
under  that  of  the  Reverend  William  R.  Lavely. 

The  Communion  Table  was  arranged  with  The  First  Communion  Set  of  Wesley 
Chapel  (John  Street  Church,  New  York  City),  used  first  by  Bishop  Thomas  Coke 
and  Bishop  Francis  Asbury  and  still  in  use;  and  the  Embury  Bible,  used  by  Philip 
Embury  in  Ireland  and  brought  to  America  by  him  in  1768,  and  read  by  Philip 
Embury  at  the  Dedication  of  John  Street  Church  October  30,  1768,  and  by  others 
at  later  rededication  services  of  John  Street  Church.  Philip  Embury's  signature  is 
on  the  first  page  of  the  New  Testament.

The  1976  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  Memorial  CoUseum  Arena  in 
Portland,  Oregon,  Tuesday,  April  27,  1976,  following  the  Service 
of  Holy  Communion.  Presiding  was  Bishop  W.  Ralph  Ward,  Jr., 
of  the  New  York  Area,  Northeastern  Jurisdiction,  and  President 
of  the  Council  of  Bishops. 

Bishop  W.  Ralph  Ward:  It  is  of  interest  to  a  large  number  of  you,  I  think,  that 
the  gavel  that  I  hold,  with  which  I  have  called  this  conference  to  order,  the  wood 
in  it  was  made  from  some  of  the  wood  of  the  original  John  Street  Chapel,  our  first 
church  here  in  the  United  States.  The  same  gavel  was  used  to  open  the  General 
Conference  76  years  ago,  meeting  in  the  city  of  Chicago  in  1900.  It  is  my  high 
privilege  and  joy  to  call  to  order  this  1976  General  Conference  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church,  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  the  Son  and  the  Holy  Spirit.

Commission  on  the  General  Conference 

Gene  E.  Sease  (Western  Pennsylvania),  chairperson  of  the 
Commission,  made  a  brief  statement  and  introduced  Norman  L. 
Conard  (General  Conference  Business  Manager),  William  Beatty 
and  Scott  Bozeman  (Commission  Vice-chairpersons),  Herbert  C. 
Hardy  (Local  Committee  Chairperson),  and  Earl  Riddle  (Local 
Committee  Executive  Director).  He  then  presented  the  Honor- 
ary Chairperson  of  the  Local  Committee,  Bishop  Jack  Tuell,  to 
bring  official  greetings  to  the  Conference  from  the  Portland 
Area. 

Greetings 

Bishop  Jack  M.  Tuell  (Portland  Area):  We  welcome  you  all  to  Portland.  I  think 
you  have  perhaps  found  out  by  now  that  the  climate  can  be  delightful,  and  we  are 
hoping  that  it  will  stay  that  way  during  these  two  weeks  that  we  are  together.  I 
think  you  have  had  some  opportunity  to  meet  some  of  our  people  at  the  airport,  at 
the  hotel  and  many  other  places,  and  to  sense  something  of  the  warmth  of 
fellowship  of  discipleship  that  is  ours  here  in  this  part  of  the  world.  There  will  be 
many  opportunities  for  you  who  are  delegates,  as  well  as  those  who  are  not 
delegates — those  who  are  visitors — to  be  engaged  in  a  variety  of  activities.  We 
hope  that  you  will  take  note  of  these  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  out  at 
the  information  booth  and  avail  yourselves  of  them,  so  that  this  time  will  be  a 
memorable  one  for  you  here  in  Portland.  Dr.  Sease  made  mention  of  a  couple  of 
our  local  people.  I  just  want  to  say  another  word  about  them — in  particular  the 
chairperson,  Mr.  Herbert  Hardy,  who  is  a  local  attorney,  a  very  devoted  member 
of  the  First  United  Methodist  Church  of  this  city — and  all  of  the  people  on  this 
committee  who  have  done  so  much. 

I  recall  that  it  was  in  March,  1969,  a  little  over  seven  years  ago  that  some  of  us 
gathered  together  for  the  first  meeting  in  Portland  to  start  talking  about  the 
General  Conference.  And  the  period  of  intense  activity  of  planning  has  taken 
place  over  the  last  three  years.  The  last  person  I  would  like  to  mention  is  our 
executive  director.  He  has  been  mentioned  once  but  I  think  he  deserves  another 
good  word,  because  Rev.  Earl  Riddle  has  given  of  himself  with  complete  devotion 
to  this  task.  He  happens  to  be  the  director  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  of  our 
Annual  Conference,  and  has  a  fulltime  job  on  his  hands.  But  in  addition  to  that,  he 
took  up  on  the  executive  directorship  and  has  just  been  outstanding  in  terms  of  all 
that  he  has  done  to  make  possible  the  gathering  together  here. 
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So  I  want  to  pay  tribute  to  those  persons  especially  as  we  welcome  you  officially 
to  the  General  Conference,  to  the  City  of  Portland,  to  the  Oregon-Idaho 
Conference  and  to  the  Portland  Area.  Thank  you  very  much. 

Commission  on  the  General  Conference — ^Report 

Gene  E.  Sease  resumed  the  report  of  the  Commission.  He 
noted  that  the  Commission  was  assigned  the  responsibiUty  of 
planning  the  schedule  for  the  opening  day,  and  that  the  schedule 
was  printed  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate. 

He  reported  that  invitations  had  been  issued  to  fraternal 
delegates  through  a  committee  chaired  by  Irving  L.  Smith 
(Oklahoma),  and  that  it  was  the  recommendation  of  the 
Commission  that  an  Order  of  the  Day  be  established  for  Friday, 
April  30,  at  11:30  a.m.  for  the  presentation  of  fraternal  delegates 
to  the  Conference.  The  Order  of  the  Day  was  set  by  vote  of  the 
Conference. 

Mr.  Sease  stated  that  it  was  the  recommendation  of  the 
Commission  that  the  per  diem  allowance  for  this  General 
Conference  be  set  at  $25.00  per  day  for  each  delegate  for  the  days 
said  delegate  is  in  attendance  at  the  sessions  of  the  Conference. 
The  recommendation  was  approved  by  vote  of  the  Conference. 

Mr.  Sease:  Seating:  We  recommend  that  the  seating  chart  on  page  A-7  become 
our  seating  plan  and  that  active  and  retired  members  of  the  Judicial  Council  be 
seated  on  the  platform  along  with  the  bishops.  We  are  pleased  to  announce  that 
Dr.  Roger  Burgess  has  been  elected  by  the  commission  to  serve  as  the  editor  of 
the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  upon  nomination  by  Dr.  John  Procter,  publisher. 
We  would  like  to  express  our  profound  appreciation  to  the  publishing  interests  of 
the  Church  and  to  United  Methodist  Communications  for  the  splendid  cooperation 
which  they  have  given  this  commission  in  making  news  of  the  General  Conference 
available  across  the  church,  and  in  assisting  us  in  cost  reduction  through  the 
preparation  of  our  reports  in  a  uniform  booklet. 

This  commission  has  been  very  cost  conscious,  and  the  publisher  and  his 
associates  have  been  extremely  helpful.  We  also  express  our  deep  appreciation  to 
the  Publishing  House  for  the  complimentary  copies  of  the  hymn  laooks  printed 
both  in  Spanish  and  in  English.  Dr.  Carlton  R.  Young  will  again  serve  as  our 
director  of  music.  You  will  witness  his  masterful  leadership  throughout  the 
sessions.  He  has  brought  together  an  impressive  array  of  talented  choirs  and 
groups  representative  of  our  church  to  assist  us  in  worship.  The  first  of  three 
telecasts  featuring  choirs  and  bishops  leading  worship  will  be  viewed  tomorrow 
morning  at  7:00  on  Channel  12. 

The  facilities  for  meetings  of  the  legislative  committees  have  been  arranged  as 
established  by  the  Committee  on  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order  as 
authorized  by  the  1972  General  Conference.  The  commission  has  cooperated  with 
anticipated  legislation  which  will  shortly  be  presented  as  a  part  of  the  report  of 
that  committee  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Leonard  Slutz.  Because  of  questions 
which  have  been  raised  regarding  the  legality  of  motions  from  the  floor  to  seat 
delegates  with  vote  and  provide  per  diem  expense,  the  commission  requested  a 
ruling  on  this  subject  from  the  Judicial  Council.  The  question  asked  was,  "Who 
can  elect  and  seat  delegates  to  the  General  Conference  and  by  what  process?"  The 
decision.  No.  402,  was  as  follows:  (We  quote  that  decision.)  "It  is  the  decision  of 
the  Judicial  Council  that  the  only  legally  constituted  delegates  to  the  General 
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Conference  are  those  who  are  elected  by  the  Annual  Conferences  or  those  elected 
by  affiliated  autonomous  Methodist  Churches  or  by  the  Methodist  Church  in 
Great  Britain  in  concordats  approved  by  the  General  Conference.  Only  such  duly 
elected  persons  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  delegates  including  the  right 
to  expenses  and  per  diem."  Still  another  responsibiUty  of  our  commission  is  to  fix 
the  time  and  place  of  the  next  General  Conference.  It  is  our  present  plan  to  meet 
in  April,  1980,  in  Indianapolis,  Indiana.  Respectfully  submitted,  Gene  Sease, 
chairperson;  J.  B.  Holt,  secretary. 

The  report  was  adopted  by  vote  of  the  Conference. 

Committee  on  Agenda 

Douglas  F.  Verdin  (New  York),  chairman  of  the  committee, 
presented  a  preliminary  report  for  the  committee.  He  outlined 
the  committee's  general  intentions  with  respect  to  the  scheduling 
of  time  for  legislative  committee  meetings  and  plenary  sessions 
during  the  early  days  of  the  Conference.  Other  officers  of  the 
committee  were  introduced  as  Willie  B.  Clay  (Northern  Ilhnois), 
vice-chairman,  and  Yvonne  Ferris  (Nebraska),  secretary.  The 
report  was  received  by  action  of  the  Conference. 

Election  of  Secretarial  Staff 

Bishop  Ralph  T.  Alton  (Secretary,  Council  of  Bishops) 
explained  that  J.  B.  Holt  had  been  elected  Secretary-Designate 
by  the  1972  General  Conference  and  would  therefore  serve  as 
Secretary  for  the  1976  General  Conference.  He  called  on  Dr.  Holt 
to  present  nominations  of  persons  to  serve  on  the  secretarial  staff 
for  this  Conference.  The  persons  nominated  by  Dr.  Holt  were 
elected  (see  pages  14-15). 

Nominations — Standing  Administrative  Committees 

Bishop  Alton  presented  nominations  from  the  Council  of 
Bishops  for  membership  on  the  Standing  Administrative  Com- 
mittees of  the  Conference.  He  announced  the  locations  in  which 
the  several  committees  would  hold  their  organizational  meetings 
and  the  names  of  the  bishops  designated  to  convene  them.  The 
persons  nominated  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  to  serve  on  these 
committees  were  elected  by  the  Conference  (see  pages  19-21). 

Interim  Committee  on  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of 
Order 

Leonard  D.  Slutz  (West  Ohio),  chairman  of  the  committee, 
presented  the  report.  He  stated  that  there  were  a  number  of 
changes  proposed  in  the  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order, 
but  suggested  that,  since  many  of  them  were  comparatively 
minor,  they  be  voted  at  the  conclusion  of  the  report  instead  of 
individually. 
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Mr.  Slutz  presented  the  following  recommended  changes: 
(Editor's  note:  The  reference  in  parenthesis  is  to  the  page  in  this 
Journal  on  which  the  amended  reading  appears.) 

1.  In  Plan  of  Organization  I,  A,  delete  the  word  "preceding" 
before  "General  Conference"  (see  page  158). 

2.  In  Plan  of  Organization  I,  A,  (2),  (d),  following  the 
reference  to  the  Discipline,  Pars.  38-40,  add  the  words  "as 
amended  by  Amendment  VIII,  Par.  67"  (see  page  158). 

3.  In  Plan  of  Organization  III,  amend  the  last  sentence  to 
read  as  follows:  "The  committee  shall  be  free  to  select  a 
bishop  for  more  than  one  session  whenever  it  seems 
advisable."  (see  page  160) 

4.  In  Plan  of  Organization  V,  delete  that  portion  of  the  first 
sentence  following  the  semicolon  and  substitute  the 
following:  "half  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  the  General 
Conference  each  quadrennium"  (see  page  161). 

5.  In  the  same  section,  amend  the  sentence  dealing  with  the 
filling  of  vacancies  to  read  as  follows:  "If  vacancies  occur, 
the  Council  of  Bishops  shall  elect  successors  to  serve  until 
the  next  session  of  the  General  Conference  and  then 
nominate  for  election  by  the  General  Conference  persons  to 
serve  any  remainder  of  the  term."  (see  page  161) 

6.  In  the  same  section,  the  third  paragraph,  add  the  following 
to  the  end  of  the  first  sentence:  "and  anticipated  time  of 
adjournment"  (see  page  161). 

7.  In  Plan  of  Organization  VI,  A,  (1),  add  a  new  (e)  to  read  as 
follows:  ''(e)  Each  special  study  commission  ordered  by  the 
previous  General  Conference  shall  be  given  20  minutes  on 
the  agenda,  as  early  as  possible,  for  presentation  of  its 
report  before  reference  to  the  appropriate  legislative 
committee."  (Editor's  note:  Inasmuch  as  this  provision 
would  have  conflicted  with  a  revision  to  Plan  of  Organiza- 
tion VI,  A,  (10),  which  was  adopted  in  a  later  session  of  the 
Conference,  it  is  not  included  in  the  Plan  of  Organization  as 
printed  in  this  Journal.) 

8.  In  Plan  of  Organization  VI,  A,  (1),  (f),  add  two  new 
sentences  as  follows:  "Priority  shall  be  given  to  calendar 
items  as  soon  as  they  are  available.  At  the  last  plenary 
session  of  each  day  a  tentative  agenda  for  the  next  day 
shall  be  announced."  (see  page  163) 

9.  In  Plan  of  Organization  VI,  A,  (2),  add  a  new  (e)  as  follows: 
"and  (e)  give  priority  to  calendar  items  involving  majority 
and  minority  reports."  (see  page  163) 

10.  In  Plan  of  Organization  VI,  A,  (4),  delete  present  (h)  in  its 
entirety    and    substitute    the    following    new    (b):    ''(b) 
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Members  of  the  General  Conference  desiring  the  adoption 
of  resolutions  of  commendation,  courtesy,  appreciation, 
etc.,  shall  submit  them  in  writing  to  the  Committee  on 
Courtesies  and  Privileges.  The  committee  may  initiate 
similar  resolutions  and  edit  and  amend  those  submitted  to 
it.  Resolutions  approved  by  the  committee  shall  be  printed 
in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  and  brought  to  the  floor  if 
the  committee  considers  them  of  unusual  importance  or 
urgency."  (see  page  164) 

11.  In  Plan  of  Organization  VI,  A,  (4)  (e),  substitute  "ten"  for 
"twenty"  (see  page  164). 

12.  In  Plan  of  Organization  VI,  A,  (5),  add  the  following  to  the 
end  of  the  second  sentence:  "indicating  the  length  of  time 
for  which  the  change  shall  be  effective."  (see  page  164) 

13.  In  the  same  section,  the  third  sentence,  substitute  a  period 
for  the  semicolon  and  delete  everything  following  the 
semicolon.  At  the  beginning  of  the  third  sentence,  add  the 
words  "Through  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate";  and  add 
two  new  sentences.  The  last  three  sentences  of  VI,  A,  (5) 
would  then  read:  "Through  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate, 
this  Committee  shall,  in  turn,  report  to  the  Conference  all 
changes  in  seating  which  have  been  reported  to  it  and 
approved  by  it.  In  the  event  of  disapproval,  or  in 
connection  with  any  other  questions  which  may  arise 
regarding  the  eligibility  of  seating  any  delegates,  this 
Committee  shall  report  to  the  General  Conference  with  its 
recommendations.  Any  request  for  seating  a  person  other 
than  an  elected  delegate  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Credentials  Committee  for  its  consideration  and  recom- 
mendation." (see  pages  164-165) 

14.  In  Plan  of  Organization  VI,  A,  (7),  delete  the  last  three 
words  of  the  first  sentence  and  all  of  the  second  sentence; 
substitute  the  following  at  the  end  of  the  first  sentence: 
"through  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  unless  a  correc- 
tion needs  to  be  made."  (see  page  165) 

15.  In  Plan  of  Organization  VI,  A,  (10),  the  fourth  sentence, 
immediately  after  the  words  "Quadrennial  Reports,"  insert 
the  following  new  language:  "all  reports  and  recommenda- 
tions from  General  Boards,  General  Councils,  Standing  or 
Special  Commissions  and  Committees."  (see  page  166) 
(Editor's  note:  This  sentence  was  further  amended  later  in 
the  conference.) 

16.  In  the  same  section,  the  second  paragraph,  following  the 
words  "origin  and  destination,"  the  committee  recom- 
mended inserting  two  new  sentences  as  follows:  "Where 
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the  Committee  finds  two  or  more  substantially  identical 
petitions,  it  may  assign  consecutive  numbers  to  them, 
printing  only  the  group  of  numbers,  followed,  without 
separate  paragraphing,  by  the  names  of  the  persons 
submitting  the  petitions.  When  a  single  petition  is  signed 
by  a  number  of  people,  the  committee  need  print  only  the 
name  of  the  first  signer,  with  an  indication  of  the  total 
number  of  signers." 

Mr.  Slutz  indicated  that  the  Committee  on  Reference  wished  to 
propose  a  substitute  for  this  recommendation.  The  Chair 
recognized  William  P.  Bailey  (Memphis)  for  presentation  of  the 
substitute. 

Mr.  Bailey:  The  substitute  that  the  Reference  Committee  proposes  would 
cause  this  addition  to  read:  "Where  the  committee  finds  two  or  more  substantially 
identical  petitions,  it  may  group  them  under  one  title  and  number,  indicating  the 
total  number  of  petitions.  In  the  case  of  a  single  petition  signed  by  a  number  of 
people,  the  Committee  need  print  only  the  name  of  the  first  signer,  with  an 
indication  of  the  total  number  of  signers." 

Mr.  Bailey  spoke  in  support  of  the  substitute,  and  it  was 
adopted  by  vote  of  the  Conference,  (see  page  167) 

Mr.  Slutz  resumed  presentation  of  the  committee's  recom- 
mended changes  in  the  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order. 

17.  In  Plan  of  Organization  VI,  B,  the  first  sentence,  following 
the  words  "present  legislation  of  the  church,"  insert  this 
phrase:  "including  all  reports  and  recommendations  from 
General  Boards,  Councils,  and  Standing  or  Special  Com- 
missions or  Committees";  delete  the  language  which  now 
follows  the  semicolon  in  this  sentence  (see  page  167). 

18.  In  the  same  section,  delete  the  three  sentences  beginning 
with  the  words  "Too  extensive  use  ..."  and  ending  with 
"...  authorize  immediately  consideration  of  this  report." 

19.  In  Plan  of  Organization  VI,  C,  the  committee  proposed 
changes  which  would  result  in  the  first  choice  of  legislative 
committee  assignment  alternating  between  the  first  lay 
delegate  and  first  ministerial  delegate,  and  then  between 
subsequently  elected  lay  delegates  and  ministerial  dele- 
gates, in  each  annual  conference  delegation.  This  was 
proposed  as  a  substitute  for  existing  language  which 
provided  that  the  first  lay  delegate  from  each  annual 
conference  had  the  first  choice  of  legislative  committee 
assignment  at  every  General  Conference.  In  the  same 
section  the  committee  proposed  other  editorial  changes  to 
accommodate  the  reduction  of  the  number  of  legislative 
committees  from  fourteen  to  ten  (see  pages  170-171). 
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20.  In  the  same  section,  at  the  end  of  the  first  paragraph, 
following  the  material  in  parentheses,  add  two  new 
sentences  as  follows:  "Whenever  a  delegation  has  more 
than  one  member  on  a  legislative  committee,  its  members 
shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  possible  between  lay  and 
clergy.  Thus,  if  there  are  three  members  on  a  committee, 
they  shall  be  two  clergy  and  one  lay  or  vice  versa."  (see 
page  171) 

21.  In  the  same  section,  at  the  end  of  the  second  paragraph, 
add  a  new  last  sentence:  "Each  person  seated  in  the 
General  Conference  with  right  to  speak  but  not  vote  may 
submit  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Conference  a  choice 
of  a  legislative  committee  and  shall  have  the  same  right  in 
that  committee  to  speak  but  not  vote."  (see  page  171) 

22.  In  Plan  of  Organization  VI,  D,  (1),  add  a  new  sentence  as 
follows:  "The  first  meeting  of  the  legislative  committee 
shall  be  held  as  soon  as  possible  following  the  first  plenary 
session  of  the  General  (!lonference."  (see  page  172) 

Time  Extended 

The  Chair  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  time  set  for 
adjournment  had  been  reached,  and  asked  whether  the  Confer- 
ence wished  to  extend  the  time  for  the  completion  of  the  report 
which  was  in  progress.  By  action  of  the  Conference,  the  time  was 
extended. 

Report  Resumed 

Mr.  Slutz  resumed  presentation  of  the  committee  report. 

23.  In  Plan  of  Organization  VI,  D,  (1),  following  the  new 
sentence  added  previously,  the  committee  recommended 
the  addition  of  another  sentence  as  follows:  "The  expediter 
assigned  by  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Conference  shall 
give  a  brief  statement  of  the  purpose  and  work  of  the 
committee,  after  which  the  election  of  its  officers  shall  be 
the  first  item  of  business."  (see  page  172.  Editor's  Note: 
The  General  Conference  did  not  approve  a  subsequent 
recommendation  of  the  committee,  which  would  have 
authorized  the  Secretary  to  select  an  expediter  for  each 
legislative  committee;  therefore,  the  reference  to  the  role 
of  the  expediter  does  not  appear  in  the  Plan  of  Organiza- 
tion as  printed  in  this  Journal.) 

24.  In  Plan  of  Organization  VI,  D,  (1),  delete  sub-paragraph 
(b)  and  reletter  (c)  as  (b)  (see  page  172). 

Mr.  Slutz  presented  the  committee's  recommendation  for  the 
addition  of  a  new  section  VI,  D,  (1),  (c).  The  proposed  new 
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sub-paragraph  contained  provisions  governing  the  selection  and 
responsibilities  of  persons  who  would  serve  the  Conference's 
standing  legislative  committees  as  expediters. 

C.  P.  Minnie k,  Jr.  (Virginia)  moved  to  delete  the  proposed 
new  sub-paragraph  VI,  D,  (1),  (c)  in  its  entirety.  He  spoke  in 
support  of  his  motion  to  delete  on  the  grounds  that  each  of  the 
functions  proposed  for  the  expediters  could  be  better  cared  for  in 
other  ways.  Mr.  Slutz  spoke  in  support  of  the  committee 
recommendation.  Gloster  Current  (New  York)  supported  the 
motion  to  delete.  By  vote  of  the  Conference,  the  proposed  new 
sub-paragraph  was  deleted  from  the  report. 

Mr.  Slutz  resumed  presentation  of  the  amendments  to  the  Plan 
of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order  proposed  by  the  committee. 

25.  In  Plan  of  Organization  VI,  D,  add  a  new  (4)  to  read  as 
follows:  "(4)  Each  legislative  committee  shall  establish  an 
area  in  which  only  voting  committee  members  will  be 
seated.  Staff,  resource  persons,  and  visitors  may  speak 
only  when  authorized,  in  each  instance  by  specific  commit- 
tee action."  (see  page  172) 

26.  In  Plan  of  Organization  VI,  D,  add  a  new  (5)  to  read  as 
follows:  "(5)  Legislative  committees  are  urged  to  give 
priority  to  significant  and  controversial  legislation  so  that 
their  reports  on  such  matters  may  be  printed  as  soon  as 
possible  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  considered 
by  the  General  Conference."  (see  page  172) 

27.  In  Plan  of  Organization  VI,  D,  add  a  new  (6)  to  read  as 
follows:  "(6)  Minority  reports  should  be  encouraged  so  that 
differing  views  held  by  a  significant  portion  of  the 
committee  may  be  carefully  prepared  and  expressed  and 
the  issues  clearly  defined  for  decision  by  the  General 
Conference.  Adequate  time  should  be  given  for  the 
minority  to  prepare  its  report  and  every  effort  made  to 
have  the  majority  and  minority  reports  printed  together  in 
the  Daily  Christian  Advocate.  (See  Rules  17,  23,  33,  and 
36.)"  (see  page  172) 

28.  In  Plan  of  Organization  VIII,  increase  the  mileage 
allowance  for  delegates  coming  by  car  to  120  per  mile,  (see 
page  174). 

Ernest  K.  Emurian  (Virginia)  objected  to  the  proposed  new 
section  VI,  D,  (6)  on  the  grounds  that  the  phrase  "significant 
portion"  was  too  vague.  He  asked  whether  Mr.  Slutz  would 
accept  a  specific  percentage  for  the  portion  of  a  committee 
required    for    submission    of   a    minority    report.    Mr.    Slutz 
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responded  that  Rule  33  of  the  Conference  set  10%  or  10  members 
of  a  committee  as  the  number  requh*ed  in  support  of  a  minority 
report.  He  opposed  the  suggestion  to  include  a  specific  percent- 
age in  the  new  VI,  D,  (6). 

John  R.  VanSickle  (Northern  IlHnois)  asked  a  question  about 
the  relationship  of  the  language  in  Plan  of  Organization  VIII  to 
that  included  in  the  instructions  printed  on  the  delegates' 
expense  vouchers.  He  referred  specifically  to  a  1000-mile 
limitation  on  reimbursable  automobile  expense  which  appeared  in 
the  expense  voucher  instructions,  but  not  in  the  Plan  of 
Organization.  Mr.  Slutz  responded  briefly  for  the  committee.  At 
the  request  of  the  Chair,  Ewing  T.  Wayland  (Associate  General 
Secretary,  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration)  explained 
that  the  1000-mile  limitation  was  a  practice  of  long  standing  in  the 
reimbursement  of  travel  expenses  for  the  Council  of  Bishops  and 
general  boards  and  agencies  in  connection  with  their  meetings 
and  staff  travel. 

Clifford  Droke  (California-Nevada)  moved  to  amend  Plan  of 
Organization  VIII  (3)  by  deleting  the  two  sentences  beginning 
with  the  words  "When  two  or  more  delegates  .  .  .  ,"  and  by 
substituting  language  from  the  travel  expense  voucher  as 
follows: 

Mr.  Droke:  "When  one  or  more  delegates  come  in  the  same  automobile  the 
owner  will  be  allowed  12  cents  per  mile  plus  the  cost  of  room  and  meals  enroute. 
Guest  passengers  who  are  the  principal  delegates  to  the  General  Conference  shall 
submit  only  the  cost  of  room  and  meals  enroute.  Maximum  use  of  automobiles  for 
travel  may  not  exceed  1,000  miles  round  trip  for  reimbursement  purposes.  If 
automobile  travel  exceeds  1,000  miles  round  trip,  reimbursement  will  be  based  on 
round  trip  air  coach  fare  rather  than  mileage." 

Charles  E.  Edgar  (Central  Pennsylvania)  asked  a  question  for 
clarification.  The  Chair  responded.  The  motion  to  substitute  was 
put  to  a  vote  and  was  adopted.  Richard  E.  Johnsoyi  (Kansas 
East)  stated  that  he  had  not  heard  the  Chair  call  for  the  negative 
vote.  The  Chair  called  for  the  Conference  to  vote  again  and 
reaffirmed  that  the  substitute  was  adopted. 

Rodolfo  C.  Beltran  (Middle  Philippines)  asked  a  question 
regarding  the  provision  in  Plan  of  Organization  VIII  that 
overseas  delegates  were  to  be  allowed  travel  expenses  on  the 
basis  of  roundtrip  tourist  air  fare. 

Mr.  Beltran:  My  question,  Mr.  Chairman,  is  what  is  the  difference  between  an 
excursion  ticket  and  a  tourist  ticket?  The  Middle  Philippines  delegation  were 
given  excursion  tickets,  which  is  good  only  for  21  days. 

Mr.  Slutz  asked  for  clarification  on  the  question. 
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Mr.  Beltran:  Mr.  Chairman,  the  tourist  ticket  is  good  for  one  year;  the 
excursion  ticket  is  good  only  for  21  days.  If  we  go  outside  more  than  the  21  days, 
we  are  absorbing  the  additional. 

Mr.  Slutz  responded.  Gregorio  R.  Bailen  (Northwest  Philip- 
pines) made  a  statement  critical  of  the  practice  of  limiting  the 
payment  of  overseas  delegates'  travel  expenses  to  a  twenty-one 
day  excursion  ticket  and  to  per  diem  expenses  for  two  days 
before  and  two  days  after  the  General  Conference.  Mr.  Slutz 
moved  that  the  provision  in  the  Plan  of  Organization  governing 
overseas  delegates'  expenses  be  referred  to  the  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  for  its  consideration  and  recommen- 
dation to  the  General  Conference.  The  motion  to  refer  was 
adopted. 

Mr.  Slutz  resumed  presentation  of  the  report  of  the  Interim 
Committee  on  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order. 
29.  Add  new  sections  X  and  XI  to  the  Plan  of  Organization  as 
follows: 

X.  DISTRIBUTION  TO  DESKS  OF  MEMBERS 
"After  the  first  day,  only  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate 

shall  be  placed  on  the  desks  of  the  members." 

XI.  REPORTS  TO  BE  MAILED  BEFORE  GENERAL 
CONFERENCE 

"We  strongly  urge  all  Councils,  Boards  and  Standing  or 
Special  Commissions  or  Committees  to  mail  their  reports 
and  recommendations  to  all  delegates  at  least  60  days  prior 
to  the  opening  of  the  General  Conference.  Such  reports 
shall  be  printed  in  the  same  size  and  style  as  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate  and  be  punched  for  binding." 

C.  P.  Minnick,  Jr.  (Virginia)  moved  to  amend  the  committee's 
recommendation . 

Mr.  Minnick:  I'd  like  you  to  delete  those  first  three  words  "We  strongly  urge" 
and  amend  the  section  to  read  "All  councils,  boards,  and  standing  or  special 
commissions  or  committees  shall  mail  their  reports  and  recommendations  to  all 
delegates  at  least  60  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  General  Conference.  Such 
reports  shall  be  printed  in  the  same  size  and  style  as  the  Daily  Christian 
Advocate  and  be  punched  for  binding."  I'd  like  to  add  this  statement,  "Any  such 
reports  not  mailed  60  days  in  advance  may  be  presented  to  the  General 
Conference  only  upon  a  motion  to  receive  them,  which  motion  must  be  approved 
by  three-fourths  vote  of  the  General  Conference." 

Bishop  Ward:  Seconded?  Yes,  you  would  speak  to  it,  sir? 

Mr.  Minnick:  Yes,  I  would  like  to.  All  of  us  are  grateful  for  the  advance  copies 
of  reports  much  better  than  in  previous  General  Conferences,  but  it  is  still 
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extremely  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  study  and  digest  this  much  material  in  less 
than  60  days.  It  just  seems  to  me  that  our  boards,  committees  and  commissions 
need  to  meet  earlier  and  complete  their  work  earlier;  otherwise,  it  seems  to  me 
that  we  are  in  danger  of  doing  too  much  hasty  legislation  here,  in  fact  we  move 
toward  legislation  by  boards  and  committees. 

Mr.  Minnick's  amendment  was  put  to  a  vote  and  adopted. 
(Editor's  note:  Both  Plan  of  Organization  X  and  XI  were  further 
amended  later  in  the  Conference  and  are  printed  in  this  Journal 
in  their  final  form;  see  pages  174-175.) 

Woodrow  Seals  (Texas)  moved  to  add  a  new  section  XII  to  the 
Plan  of  Organization  to  provide  that  a  place  would  be  made 
available  for  the  distribution  of  materials  which  section  X 
prohibits  from  being  placed  on  members'  desks.  He  spoke  in 
support  of  his  motion.  Paul  E.  Myers  (Central  Pennsylvania) 
stated  that  the  Commission  on  the  General  Conference  had 
already  made  provision  for  such  a  place.  Based  on  this 
information,  Mr.  Seals  withdrew  his  motion, 

Richard  W.  Harrington  (Western  New  York)  asked  Mr.  Slutz 
a  question.  Herbert  L.  Gwyer  (Western  Pennsylvania)  moved  to 
adjourn,  with  the  committee  report  to  be  resumed  at  the 
Wednesday,  April  28,  plenary  session.  The  motion  to  adjourn 
was  adopted. 

Melvin  Brawn  (California-Nevada)  asked  a  question.  Bishop 
Ward  made  an  announcement.  Gloster  Current  (New  York) 
moved  that  the  evening  session  be  set  for  7:30  p.m.  The  motion 
was  adopted.  The  session  was  adjourned. 


FIRST  DAY,  TUESDAY,  APRIL  27,  1976 
EVENING  SESSION 

Opening — ^Hymn  Sing 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  evening  session  of 
Tuesday,  April  27,  1976,  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Memorial  Coliseum, 
Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  W.  Ralph  Ward,  New  York  Area, 
presiding. 

The  Conference  engaged  in  a  Hymn  Sing  under  the  direction  of 
Carlton  R.  Young,  with  leadership  and  participation  by  the 
following  individuals  and  groups:  Robert  C.  Harvey,  Director  of 
Youth  and  Outdoor  Ministries,  Oregon-Idaho  Annual  Confer- 
ence; Julie  Stickney,  Director  of  the  Children  of  the  Universe 
Choir,  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Vancouver,  Washington; 
Chet  Earls,  Associate  Minister,  First  United  Methodist  Church, 
Portland,  Oregon;  Marjorie  Tuell,  a  certified  Director  of  Music, 
Portland,  Oregon;  The  Chamber  Singers,  Scarritt  College, 
Nashville,  Tennessee;  Jonas  Nordwall,  Organist,  First  United 
Methodist  Church,  Portland,  Oregon;  Brass  Ensemble,  Portland 
Symphony. 

Bishop  Nolan  B.  Harmon  led  the  Conference  in  prayer.  Bishop 
Ward  expressed  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Marjorie  Tuell,  Dr.  Carlton 
Young,  and  all  of  those  associated  with  the  service  of  music  and 
worship  just  concluded. 

Episcopal  Address — ^Bishop  James  S.  Thomas 

The  Episcopal  Address  was  given  by  Bishop  James  S.  Thomas 
(Iowa  Area)  (see  page  187). 

June  Goldman  (Iowa):  Bishop  Ward,  members  of  the  General  Conference,  I 
would  move  that  we  receive  the  Episcopal  Address  delivered  by  Bishop  James 
Thomas,  and  I  would  request  that  the  Chair  grant  permission  for  me  to  express  a 
word  of  appreciation  from  the  Iowa  delegation  and  the  entire  Iowa  Conference  to 
our  beloved  Bishop.  Thank  you.  Iowa  means  "beautiful  land,"  and  in  our  lexicon 
"Thomas"  means  "beautiful  person."  Iowa  United  Methodists  are  deeply 
appreciative,  Bishop  Thomas,  of  your  incisive,  but  always  sensitive,  administra- 
tive leadership  during  these  12  years  which  have  passed  all  too  swiftly.  We  are 
particularly  grateful  for  your  compassionate  caring  for  each  one  of  your  flock.  We 
shall  always  rejoice  that  you  passed  our  way,  and  we  thank  you  for  having 
touched  our  lives  with  a  special  grace. 

Bishop  Ward:  Thank  you,  Mrs.  Goldman,  and  the  applause  and  standing  of  this 
entire  house  expresses  unanimously  our  appreciation  not  only  for  this  formal 
resolution  and  the  spirit  in  which  it  has  been  given  but  all  of  us  for  the  address 
which  the  Bishop  has  delivered.

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Procedure  for  Evening  Session 

The  Chair  noted  that,  in  order  for  the  Conference  to  be  able  to 
proceed  with  organization  of  the  legislative  committees  and  other 
matters  necessary  to  its  proper  functioning,  it  was  quite 
important  that  action  on  the  rules  be  completed  at  this  session. 
He  asked  if  it  would  be  the  will  of  the  body  to  extend  the  time 
after  consideration  of  the  Bicentennial  Resolution  to  permit 
action  on  the  rules.  By  action  of  the  Conference  it  was  so  ordered. 

Bicentennial  Resolution 

Albert  C.  Outler  (North  Texas):  Mr.  Chairman,  members  of  the  Conference, 
the  Committee  of  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History  has  been  working 
through  the  quadrennium  to  bring  a  report  to  this  Conference  on  Bicentennial- 
USA.  This  committee  joins  with  all  of  you,  and  with  the  Iowa  delegation  in 
particular,  in  expressing  our  appreciation  for  the  masterful  Episcopal  Address  of 
Bishop  Thomas.  His  reference  to  human  history  as  that  time  which  God  has  given 
us  as  a  priceless  gift  reminds  us  of  all  the  various  histories  and  heritages  which  we 
have  come  to  cherish  in  a  world  church  such  as  ours.  With  Bishop  Thomas  we  also 
recall  that  The  United  Methodist  Church,  with  its  antecedents,  grew  up  in  the 
USA  and  still  has  a  special  responsibility  for  the  wholeness  of  our  ministry  to  all 
Americans  and  to  all  the  world  as  well. 

What  better  time  than  this  Bicentennial  year  to  recommit  ourselves  to  the 
reforming  of  this  continent  and  the  world,  spreading  scriptural  holiness  over  this 
land  and  over  all  lands.  We  responded  with  special  interest  to  the  Bishops' 
suggestion  that  we  now  begin  to  look  ahead  toward  the  American  Methodist 
Bicentennial  and  to  make  of  it  a  time  for  realizing  in  1984  what  the  Revolutionary 
church  leaders  hoped  for  in  1784.  In  line  therefore  with  what  we  have  heard  and 
affirmed  we  offer  the  foUowing  comment  together  with  a  concurrent  resolution 
prepared  by  the  committee  in  consultation  with  the  GCOM  and  with  the 
Commission  on  Religion  and  Race. 

Dr.  Outler  proceeded  with  the  reading  of  the  resolution  as 
recommended  by  the  committee. 

Dr.  Outler:  "The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church — the  oldest  of  the  constituent 
bodies  of  what  is  now  The  United  Methodist  Church — was  the  first  church 
organized  in  the  new  "United  States  of  America."  Bishops  Francis  Asbury  and 
Thomas  Coke  were  the  first  church  officials  to  present  a  formal  address  to  the 
new  nation's  newly  inaugurated  President,  George  Washington.  The  texts  of 
their  address  and  of  President  Washington's  cordial  response  are  recorded  in 
Nathan  Bangs'  History  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  (1839),  I,  284-86. 

"Since  their  beginnings,  therefore,  Methodist  history  and  United  States  history 
have  been  linked  and  intertwined.  Methodism's  role  during  these  two  centuries 
has  been  significant,  even  though  its  contributions  to  the  course  of  this  nation's 
development  have  all  too  often  fallen  short  of  our  professed  ideals.  We  would, 
however,  be  ungrateful  if  we  forgot  the  heroism,  zeal  and  vision  of  our  Methodist 
pioneers  and  circuit  riders  ("friars  on  horseback,"  in  Charles  Ferguson's  apt 
phrase)  or  if  we  underestimated  the  splendid  service  of  faithful  Methodist,  and 
other,  witnesses  to  Christ,  in  a  succession  that  runs  from  Barbara  Heck,  Jacob 
Albright,  William  Otterbein  down  to  Bishop  Thomas  himself.  This  is  a  goodly 
heritage  and  for  it  we  offer  thanks  and  praise  to  God. 
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"We  are,  of  course,  very  much  aware  of  The  United  Methodist  Church's 
present  status  as  a  world  church,  dedicated  to  authentic  inclusiveness  as  an  ideal, 
committed  to  a  multinational,  multiracial  outreach.  We  are  grateful  for  this 
diversity-in-unity,  unity-in-diversity.  Even  so,  it  ought  not  to  be  inappropriate 
for  even  such  a  church  to  share  in  the  celebrations  of  Bicentennial-USA  and  to 
affirm,  in  appropriate  ways,  the  vision  and  values  of  a  particular  national  heritage 
at  its  best:  (1)  its  guiding  passion  for  "the  sacred  cause  of  liberty";  (2)  its 
constitutionally  grounded  commitments  to  human  rights;  (3)  its  unparalleled 
efforts  in  the  mingling  of  diverse  races  and  cultures  even  while  also  affirming 
ethnic  particularities;  (4)  its  survival  as  the  oldest  representative  national 
government  in  history.  Despite  sad  lapses  and  tragic  failures,  this  is  a  national 
heritage  worthy  of  grateful  celebration. 

"United  Methodists  are  urged,  therefore,  to  seek  and  find  their  own  best  ways 
to  share  in  the  observances  of  Bicentennial-USA,  to  make  of  it  a  fitting  occasion 
for  serious  reflection  upon  the  lessons  of  modem  history  and  the  relevance  of 
these  lessons  for  our  present  dilemmas.  This  Bicentennial  year  is  a  fullness  of 
time  in  which  we  may  all  join  in  still  more  earnest  struggles  for  liberty,  justice, 
and  community  in  more  sensitive  efforts  to  comprehend  and  help  redeem  the 
tragedies  of  alienation  and  frustration  permeating  modem  societies  everywhere. 
This,  in  its  turn,  becomes  a  challenge  to  us  all — to  rekindle  the  spirit  of  true 
thanksgiving  to  God,  to  ponder  anew  his  mysterious  providences  in  history,  to 
sound  yet  once  again  the  prophetic  call  to  obedience  to  God's  rule  of  righteousness 
in  human  hearts  and  human  affairs.  It  is,  moreover,  an  opportunity  to  re-examine 
the  ethical  issues  involved  in  the  complex  problem  of  political  revolutions  (violent 
and  non-violent)  as  means  of  social  change — as  an  aspect  of  the  still  larger 
question  of  the  role  and  mission  of  the  church  in  a  secular  world. 

"But  our  observances  will  be  no  more  than  ceremonial  unless  they  prompt  us  to 
fresh  and  positive  commitments.  Bicentennial-USA  is,  therefore,  an  occasion  for 
personal  and  national  rededication  to  God's  high  purpose  that  humanity  should 
attain  his  goal  for  it:  viz.,  of  compassionate  community,  in  this  nation,  in  other 
nations,  in  the  family  of  nations.  Two  centuries  have  dimmed  the  original  vision  of 
"liberty  under  law";  this  vision  must  be  renewed  or  else  it  will  fade  still  further.  It 
is  all  too  clear  that  God's  business  in  the  world  is  woefully  unfinished;  we  must 
enlarge  our  obedience  to  the  imperatives  of  his  Kingdom  or  else  our  hypocrisies 
wiU  become  even  more  starkly  evident.  The  two  centuries  that  are  symbolized  by 
this  Bicentennial  have  brought  humanity  to  new  frontiers  of  national  and  global 
community.  We  must  be  more  venturesome,  courageous  and  wise  in  their 
exploration  than  ever  before,  or  else  be  left  in  history's  lurch. 

"God  has  had  a  way  of  calling  and  sending  his  pilgrim  people  into  mission — from 
Abram  in  Chaldea  down  to  our  own  times.  Even  the  greatest  of  them,  however, 
have  understood  that  "such  transcendent  power  (in  human  history)  does  not  come 
from  us,  but  is  God's  alone"  (II  Cor.  4:7).  It  is,  therefore,  our  unshaken  faith  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  Lord  of  history — of  what  has  been  and  what  may  yet  be.  And  thus 
we  see  this  Bicentennial-USA  as  yet  another  instance  of  God's  calling  and 
sending — calling  us  back  to  grateful  remembrance  of  an  important  chapter  in  the 
human  past,  sending  us  forward  into  an  uncertain  future  with  fi-esh  hope  and 
courage. 

Resolution 

"Wherefore,  be  it  resolved  that  the  Bicentennial-USA  be  commended  by  this 
Conference  to  United  Methodists  as  an  event  worthy  of  appropriate  observance, 
and 

"Further, 

1.  That  Annual  Conferences  and  local  churches  in  the  USA  be  encouraged  to 
include  such  Bicentennial  observances  in  their  program  emphases  for  1976; 
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2.  That  the  goodwill  and  prayers  of  United  Methodists  in  other  nations  be 
sought  and  petitioned,  and  their  recognition  of  this  event  be  invited,  to  be 
expressed  in  ways  of  their  own  choosing. 

3.  That  in  the  USA,  the  "Thanksgiving  season"  of  1976  be  designated  as  a  time 
of  National  Rededication  for  United  Methodists  and  that  the  Sunday  before 
"Thanksgiving"  be  appointed  for  special  emphasis — e.g.,  services  of  fasting, 
prayer,  repentance,  and  commitment. 

"And  Further, 

That  United  Methodists  in  the  USA  be  urged  to  cooperate  with  other  Christian 
churches,  councils  of  churches,  synagogues  and  civic  organizations  in  whatever 
ways  that  may  be  deemed  appropriate. 

"And  Finally, 

That  the  Council  of  Bishops  in  consultation  with  the  GCOM  and  the  Commission 
on  Archives  and  History,  be  directed  to  appoint  and  supervise  a  representative 
Committee  on  the  Bicentennial  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  (1984).  This 
Committee  will  be  expected  to  consult  and  cooperate  with  all  appropriate 
agencies  in  other  Methodist  and  associated  denominations  in  the  USA  and  to 
submit  its  progress  report  and  a  preliminary  proposal  to  the  General  Conference 
of  1980." 

Dr.  Outler  moved  that  the  resolution  be  accepted  by  the 
General  Conference.  In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  the  Chair,  he 
indicated  that,  since  it  had  been  printed  in  the  Daily  Christian 
Advocate  as  required  by  the  Rules,  the  resolution  could  either  be 
acted  upon  at  this  session  or  referred,  at  the  Conference's 
discretion. 

Diane  Moats  (Southern  California- Arizona):  Jesus,  when  He  was  here,  gave  us 
a  rather  astonishing  and  difficult  task  to  carry  out  for  we,  as  Christians  and 
representatives  of  the  church  community,  that  whatever  we  did  and  how  we 
respond  and  how  we  interact  with  our  sisters  and  brothers  should  be  as  if  we  were 
interacting  and  responding  to  our  Lord.  Yet  we  find  an  amazing  lack  of  sensitivity 
for  native  people  in  The  United  Methodist  Church  exhibited  through  this 
Bicentennial  report.  Never  is  it  mentioned  or  alluded  to  that  you  are  thankful  for 
native  people  or  for  our  land  which  has  proven  so  fruitful  to  you.  It  is  not  stated 
that  you  may  even  celebrate  Thanksgiving  because  native  peoples  had  such  a 
concern  for  all  living  beings  that  they  made  survival  possible  for  Europeans  in  this 
country. 

Ben  Franklin  points  out  that  the  native  form  of  government  was  something  that 
the  United  States  government  should  be  patterned  after  and  use  this  when  they 
did  a  pattern  for  the  United  States  government.  You  stated  what  your 
Bicentennial  means  to  you  in  this  paragraph  about  liberty,  about  commitment  to 
human  rights,  unparalleled  efforts  of  mingUng  diverse  races  and  cultures  and 
survival  of  the  oldest  representative  national  government.  To  us  Bicentennial 
celebration  means  celebration  of  massacre  of  our  people,  massive  death  or 
sickness  with  a  life  span  now  of  age  45,  and  hunger.  But  more  importantly,  we 
can't  view  this  report  with  satisfaction  for  human  rights,  because  here  we  are, 
after  one  hundred  and  thirty  two  years  of  native  work  in  the  Oklahoma  Indian 
Missionary  Conference,  the  two  Indian  delegates  still  cannot  vote  in  this  General 
Conference.  How  can  I  go  back  to  my  people  and  to  my  native  American  church 
and  tell  them  that  we  are  to  support,  to  affirm,  and  to  bring  out  in  our  churches 
the  Bicentennial? 

We  ask  when  our  native  people  have  been  so  loyal  and  dedicated  to  The  United 
Methodist  Church  that  even  where  the  comity  agreements  exist  that  they  have 
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still  retained  their  membership  in  United  Methodist  Church  where  native 
churches  did  not  exist.  They  remain  this  loyal  and  yet  we  will  go  back  and  what 
will  you  respond  when  they  ask  "Why  have  you  forsaken  us?" 

Following  this  statement,  Dr.  Outler  moved  that  the  resolution 
be  referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Independent 
Commissions. 

Thomas  Roughface,  Sr.  (Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary):  Mr.  Chairman,  this 
afternoon  in  a  great  communion  service  we  prayed  a  prayer.  Part  of  this  prayer 
was  that  in  our  deliberations  we  shall  overcome  all  forms  of  human  exploitation 
which  deprive  persons  of  their  selfhood  and  deny  them  their  dignity  as  the 
children  of  God.  It  is  sad  that  not  one  statement  is  made  in  this  resolution 
concerning  the  native  American. 

I  could  hardly  celebrate,  Mr.  Chairman,  the  tragic  loss  of  untold  thousands  of 
my  people,  the  loss  of  our  culture,  our  pride,  and  dignity  as  a  sovereign  people. 
While  the  Bicentennial  USA  celebrates  its  heritage  I  would  call  attention  to  my 
Church  to  a  history  that  has  never  told  our  story.  I  personally  choose  to  reject  the 
resolution,  if  you  please,  and  its  intent. 

I  say  "I  choose"  sir,  because  I  have  no  vote  in  this  General  Conference.  I've 
been  a  Methodist  all  of  my  life,  twenty- two  years  in  its  ministry.  I  love  my  church 
but  I  am  embarrassed  for  my  people.  Thank  you. 

The  motion  to  refer  was  put  to  a  vote  and  adopted. 

Interim  Committee  on  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of 
Order  (Report  Resumed) 

Leonard  Slutz  (West  Ohio)  resumed  presentation  of  the  report, 
beginning  with  the  Committee's  recommended  amendments  to 
the  Rules  of  Order. 

In  Rule  1  (1),  the  Committee  recommended  substituting  9:00 
for  9:10;  in  Rule  1(2),  make  the  same  substitution,  and  also 
substitute  the  words  "or  committee  meetings"  for  "with  recess 
for  ten  minutes  at  10:30."  In  Rule  1(3),  insert  the  words 
"Conference  business  or";  and  in  Rule  1(4),  insert  the  words 
"Conference  business,"  before  "or  committee  meetings."  Add  a 
new  Rule  1(5)  to  read,  "Recess  may  be  called  during  any  plenary 
session  at  a  time  deemed  appropriate  by  the  presiding  bishop." 
(see  page  176) 

In  Rule  2,  delete  (1)  and  (2),  which  mandated  daily  reports  by 
the  Committee  on  Journal  and  Committee  on  Courtesies  and 
Privileges  to  the  plenary  sessions  of  the  Conference,  and 
renumber  remaining  sections  accordingly.  In  the  new  Rule  2(1), 
delete  the  word  "other"  before  "standing";  amend  the  new  Rule 
2(2)  to  read,  "Agenda  and  Calendar  items"  (see  page  176). 

In  Rule  3,  the  last  sentence,  change  the  comma  after 
"announce"  to  a  period,  and  begin  a  new  sentence  with  the  words, 
"If  he  so  stipulates,  it  shall  reconvene"  (see  page  177). 

In  Rule  5,  delete  the  last  sentence  of  the  existing  rule,  and 
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substitute  three  new  sentences  as  follows:  "A  reserve  delegate 
may  be  seated  when  the  substitution  has  been  reported  in  writing 
to  the  Committee  on  Credentials  on  a  form  provided  for  this 
purpose.  If  the  Credentials  Committee  finds  the  substitution  in 
order,  it  shall  so  report  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  as  soon 
as  practical.  If  the  Committee  disapproves  the  substitution,  after 
consultation  with  the  chairman  of  the  delegation,  it  may  report  to 
the  General  Conference  with  its  recommendation,"  (see  page  177) 

In  Rule  6,  delete  everything  after  the  words  "at  his  designated 
seat,"  and  substitute  the  following:  "holding  up  the  placard 
provided  for  that  purpose.  Unless  raising  a  point  of  order  or 
parliamentary  inquiry,  the  delegate  shall  not  speak  until  given 
the  floor.  When  two  or  more  delegates  rise  simultaneously,  the 
presiding  bishop  is  requested  to  consider  the  various  sections  of 
the  auditorium  in  rotation.  The  delegate  recognized  shall  proceed 
to  the  nearest  microphone  where  he  shall  first  announce  his  name 
and  the  name  of  the  Annual  Conference  which  he  represents; 
which,  in  turn,  the  bishop  shall  then  announce  to  the  Confer- 
ence." (see  page  177) 

Tom  Reavley  (Southwest  Texas)  moved  a  substitute  for  the 
Committee  recommendation.  The  substitute  would  allow  dele- 
gates to  proceed  to  a  microphone  while  seeking  recognition 
instead  of  requiring  them  to  remain  at  their  seats  until 
recognized.  He  spoke  in  support  of  the  substitute.  Gloster 
Current  (New  York)  opposed  the  substitute.  Mr.  Slutz  made  a 
final  statement  in  behalf  of  the  Committee's  recommendation. 
The  substitute  was  defeated. 

Mr.  Slutz  continued  with  the  Committee's  proposed  amend- 
ments to  the  Rules  of  Order.  In  the  last  sentence  of  Rule  8, 
substitute  "six"  for  "ten"  and  "amended"  for  "reduced"  (see  page 
178). 

The  Committee  proposed  that  Rule  13,  which  provides  for 
voting  by  orders,  be  deleted.  Mr.  Slutz  explained  that  since  this 
would  also  require  a  change  in  the  Discipline,  the  Committee  was 
proposing  that  this  recommendation  be  referred  to  the  Legisla- 
tive Committee  on  Conferences.  It  was  noted  that  Rule  26(2), 
which  also  deals  with  voting  by  orders,  would  also  be  deleted, 
and  the  recommendation  was  that  it  also  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Conferences. 

The  Committee  recommended  amending  Rule  34  by  adding  to 
the  end  of  it  the  following:  "or  to  a  Board,  Council,  Commission, 
or  committee,  either  for  action  or  for  report  to  the  next  General 
Conference."  (see  page  184) 

Having  concluded  his  presentation,  Mr.  Slutz  moved  adoption 
of  the  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order  as  amended  by 
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this  report  and  as  this  report  had  been  amended  by  action  of  the 
Conference.  Richard  D.  Tholin  (Northern  lUinois)  asked  a 
question  regarding  references  to  legislative  committees.  Mr. 
Slutz  responded  that  such  matters  would  have  to  be  determined 
by  the  Committee  on  Reference.  Mr.  Tholin  moved  to  suspend 
the  rules  in  order  for  the  Conference  to  adopt  a  motion 
determining  the  legislative  committees  to  which  certain  matters 
before  the  Conference  would  be  referred.  The  Chair  ruled  the 
motion  out  of  order  until  the  rules  had  been  adopted. 

C.  P.  Minnick  (Virginia)  asked  a  question  regarding  Rule  40; 
Mr.  Slutz  responded.  Mr.  Minnick  asked  a  question  about  the 
proposed  deletion  of  Rule  13;  Mr.  Slutz  responded.  Mr.  Minnick 
again  asked  for  clarification  regarding  the  effect  of  Rule  40  on 
proposed  rules  changes  which  might  be  considered  by  the  next 
General  Conference;  Mr.  Slutz  responded. 

Paul  E.  Myers  (Central  Pennsylvania)  moved  to  amend  Plan  of 
Organization  V,  the  last  sentence  of  the  first  paragraph,  by 
substituting  the  word  "four"  for  "two."  Mr.  Slutz  opposed  the 
amendment.  It  was  defeated. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of 
Order  as  amended  by  the  Committee's  report  and  from  the  floor 
was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  adopted. 

Motion  to  Suspend  Rules 

Richard  D.  Tholin  (Northern  Illinois):  I  would  move  to  suspend  the  rules  so 
that  for  the  1976  session  of  the  General  Conference  all  legislative  matters  that  are 
involved  in  the  relationship  between  the  General  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  and  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  be  referred  to  both 
Committee  7,  Financial  Administration,  and  Committee  8,  Council  on  Ministries. 
If  there  is  a  second  I  would  hke  to  speak  very  briefly  to  it. 

The  Chair  put  the  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  to  a  vote,  and  it 
did  not  receive  the  required  two-thirds  majority. 

Announcements 

Jameson  Jones  (Rocky  Mountain),  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Presiding  Officers,  announced  the  presiding  officers  for 
Wednesday's  sessions.  Bishop  Ward  expressed  appreciation  to 
Leonard  Slutz  and  his  committee  for  their  work.  J.  B.  Holt 
(Secretary)  made  announcements. 

Bishop  Ward  announced  that  the  Council  of  Bishops  had 
excused  Bishop  James  Armstrong  from  attendance  because  of 
the  critical  illness  of  his  mother.  He  expressed  appreciation  to 
Bishop  Roy  Short  for  assisting  him  in  the  task  of  presiding. 

Adjournment 

Bishop  Emilio  de  Carvalho  (Angola)  pronounced  the  benedic- 
tion, and  the  evening  session  was  adjourned.

Stowe,  Dallas-Ft.  Worth  Area,  presiding. 

Memorial  Service 

Following  the  Organ  Prelude,  anthems  were  presented  by  the 
Guitar  Choir  of  Mill  Valley  United  Methodist  Church,  Mill 
Valley,  California,  under  the  direction  of  Shirley  Jautz.  There 
was  a  reading  from  the  Psalter,  Psalm  27,  followed  by  the  singing 
of  the  hymn,  "Holy  God,  We  Praise  Thy  Name."  There  was  a

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Committee  on  Agenda 

Douglas  F.  Verdin  (New  York),  chairman  of  the  Committee, 
presented  the  report.  He  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  and 
explained  that  the  Committee  had  allotted  more  time  than  the 
newly  adopted  rules  allow  for  the  hearing  of  two  of  the  reports  on 
the  morning  agenda;  therefore,  in  order  for  the  agenda  as 
recommended  to  be  adopted,  the  rules  would  have  to  be 
suspended.  By  action  of  the  Conference,  the  rules  were 
suspended,  and  the  agenda  was  adopted. 

Report  on  Quadrennial  Theme 

The  Chair  recognized  John  T.  King  (Southwest  Texas), 
president  of  the  General  Council  on  Ministries,  for  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  report. 

Dr.  King:  Last  night  we  heard  Bishop  James  S.  Thomas  remind  United 
Methodists  that  the  centrality  of  Christ  is  the  unspoken  theme  of  all  Christians. 
The  General  Council  on  Ministries,  with  the  strong  and  enthusiastic  support  and 
encouragement  of  the  Council  of  Bishops,  is  recommending  a  theme  for  the 
1977-1980  Quadrennium— "Committed  to  Christ— Called  to  Change."  Dr.  Paul  A. 
Duffey,  chairperson  of  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  section  on  planning  and 
research  and  a  pastor  from  Montgomery,  Alabama,  will  give  a  background 
statement.  Theme  implementation  possibilities  will  be  suggested  by  my 
coUeagues  as  follows:  The  General  Church,  Bishop  W.  Kenneth  Goodson, 
President-elect  of  the  Council  of  Bishops,  and  President  of  the  General  Board  of 
Discipleship;  The  General  Agency  level,  Mrs.  Barbara  A.  Thompson,  President  of 
the  General  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  and  a  member  of  the 
General  Council  on  Ministries.  The  Annual  Conference  level.  Dr.  R.  Jervis 
Cooke,  Director,  Conference  Council  on  Ministries,  Peninsula  Conference,  and 
Vice-President  of  the  General  Council  on  Ministries;  The  District  level.  Dr. 
George  Y.  Nishikawa,  District  Superintendent,  The  Los  Angeles  District, 
Southern  California- Arizona  Conference,  and  a  member  of  the  General  Council  on 
Ministries;  The  Local  Church  level,  two  persons:  Dr.  Hermann  Sticher,  Pastor, 
Ludwigsburg,  West  Germany,  and  a  member  of  the  General  Council  on 
Ministries,  and  Dr.  Paul  A.  Duffey. 

Paul  A.  Duffey  (Alabama-West  Florida):  The  United  Methodist  Church  is 
impressive  as  to  its  size,  wealth,  geographical  distribution,  and  diversity  of 
membership.  Because  of  these  very  things,  it  is  also  characterized  by  complexity 
of  sociological  and  theological  views.  She  often  needs  a  central  call  to  action  in  her 
powerful  ministry. 

To  mobilize  such  a  significant  body  of  Christians  we  must  first  motivate  her 
people.  One  of  the  functions  of  the  council  this  quadrennium  has  been  to  ascertain 
the  need  for  such  a  central  theme  and  to  call  in  terms  of  any  proposed  special 
quadrennial  program.  During  the  current  quadrennium  the  General  Council  on 
Ministries — through  the  Section  on  Planning  and  Research,  the  interagency  task 
force  on  planning,  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Research,  and  the  staff  and  others 
to  whom  we  are  indebted — gathered  data  from  The  United  Methodist  Church 
constituency  by  means  of  surveys,  pubHc  hearings,  discussions  concerning  the 
needs  of  the  individuals  in  the  church,  the  needs  of  the  church,  and  the  needs  of 
the  world. 

In  addition  other  agencies  in  our  denomination  were  developing  proposals  for 
ministry  in  response  to  determined  needs.  The  Council  of  Bishops  and  the  Board 
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of  Discipleship  pled  for  an  emphasis  upon  evangelism.  The  Board  of  Global 
Ministries  and  many  others  in  our  church  have  championed  the  cause  of  world 
hunger.  The  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  and  the  ethnic  and  racial  minority 
caucus  groups  helped  develop  a  response  to  the  urgent  need  for  the  racial  and 
ethnic  minority  local  church  enablement,  and  Higher  Education  and  Ministry  has 
urged  inclusion  of  knowledge  and  training. 

While  The  United  Methodist  people  have  expressed  opposition  to  quadrennial 
emphases  with  a  packaged  program  approach,  we  have  determined  a  strong 
support  for  a  plan  to  challenge  our  people  to  purposeful  involvement  in  sharing 
the  meaning,  message  and  benefits  of  the  gospel.  Thus,  the  General  Council  on 
Ministries  has  refined  the  theme  which  we  commend  to  the  General  Conference 
for  its  approval.  The  proposed  theme  is  "Committed  to  Christ — Called  to 
Change." 

You  have  read  it  in  the  advance  edition  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate, 
Section  D,  pages  50-53.  The  theme  has  an  accompanying  logo,  a  sunburst  with 
rays  suggesting  hungers  for  the  needs  of  all  humankind,  and  a  scripture  text  from 
Romans  12:2.  As  a  denomination  we  have  often  used  a  theme  or  slogan  approach 
to  call  our  people  to  coordinated  planning  and  action.  The  fact  that  the  General 
Conference  meets  quadrennially  forces  us  to  study  our  church  and  our  world,  and 
to  project  our  program  for  the  ensuing  years. 

Such  a  theme  should  be  current,  prophetic  and  flexible.  A  denomination  such  as 
ours  has  certain  risks  in  her  life:  apathy  from  little  concern  or  an  overload  of 
programs;  apprehension  about  too  much  centralization  of  programming  and 
power;  and  antipathy  bom  of  frustration  or  resentment.  What  we  propose  is  an 
effort  to  call  our  people  from  each  of  these  to  anticipation,  through  careful 
planning  and  meaningful  participation  in  changes  in  keeping  with  the  coming  of 
the  Kingdom  of  God.  Therefore,  we  must  sharpen  our  definitions  of  human  needs 
and  call  for  personal  and  group  commitment  to  the  performance  of  Christian 
ministry. 

This  theme  is  flexible  and  open.  It  appeals  to  the  diversity  of  our  membership 
and  of  our  opportunities.  We  challenge  every  individual  and  all  our  congregations 
to  plan  on  a  firm  ecclesiological,  biblical  and  theological  base.  The  theme  does  not 
stand  alone,  it  will  have  other  parts  upon  which  you  might  express  your  opinion 
later  as  the  conference  develops. 

The  entire  idea  is  to  issue  a  call  to  each  local  church  and  to  our  denomination  at 
every  level  to  seek  to  break  out  of  old  patterns  into  new  ways  and  dimensions  of 
ministry — in  evangelism,  missions,  social  concerns  and  education.  The  ideas  are 
available  to  any  individual,  clergy  or  laity,  and  to  any  local  congregation.  We  do 
not  seek  uniformity  of  response,  but  inclusiveness  of  response.  We  trust  that  each 
local  church  will  do  some  careful  planning  and  develop  its  own  specific  action 
programs.  We  have  been  excited  about  the  tentative  testing  and  response  which 
you  have  given  across  the  church.  The  material  offers  an  opportunity  for 
coordination.  It  is  neither  orchestrated  nor  controlled.  It  offers  a  possibility  for  a 
unifying,  healing  idea  for  our  connectionalism. 

We  desire  to  rally  United  Methodists  to  the  celebration  of  common  purpose, 
offer  resources  for  service  programs,  relate  every  part  of  our  denomination  to 
other  parts  in  cooperative  endeavors,  and  to  call  all  of  us  to  rely  more  surely  on 
God,  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Spirit.  Calling  for  voluntary  participation,  it 
nonetheless  puts  the  resource  and  structure  of  our  entire  denomination  at  the 
disposal  of  each  local  congregation. 

As  to  the  cost  of  it  we  have  included  a  resolution  authorizing  the  possible 
negotiation  for  expense  in  the  beginning  of  such  a  program.  It  is  specified  that 
$25,000  per  year  might  be  asked,  but  this  is  to  be  negotiated  according  to  need 
from  the  General  Council  on  F"'inance  and  Administration  in  cooperation  with  the 
General  Council  on  Ministries.  The  cost  is  expected  to  be  very  minimal,  but  we 
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have  learned  out  of  experience  if  we  do  not  make  some  resolution  of  financial 
enablement  we  get  difficulty  down  the  line.  This,  therefore,  is  before  you,  and  we 
commend  it  for  your  attention.  Thank  you. 

Bishop  W.  Kenneth  Goodson  addressed  the  Conference, 
placing  the  proposed  new  theme  in  the  context  of  other  themes 
used  by  the  church  in  the  past:  the  Crusade  for  Christ,  the 
Advance  for  Christ  and  His  Church,  One  Witness  in  One  World, 
Jesus  Christ  Is  Lord,  A  New  Church  for  a  New  World.  He 
stressed  that  the  church's  use  of  themes  was  "not  as  gimmicks 
with  neither  integrity  nor  depth,  but ...  as  rallying  cries  to  our 
troops  to  marshall  strength  and  to  move  on."  He  called  on  the 
church  to  respond  with  enthusiasm  and  integrity  to  this  new 
theme,  especially  in  the  area  of  evangelism,  as  representing  the 
very  heart  of  the  gospel. 

Barbara  R.  Thompson  (Baltimore):  As  extensions  of  the  local  church,  the 
general  boards  and  agencies  are  at  work  to  bring  about  Christian  change  at  home 
and  overseas.  As  you  well  know,  the  policy-making  members  of  the  various 
boards  and  agencies  are  persons  from  local  churches,  persons  who  have  been 
identified  as  being  able  to  be  sensitive  to  the  needs  and  concerns  of  the  local 
church  as  the  general  boards  and  agencies  deUberate. 

The  various  hungers  of  mankind  have  not  suddenly  emerged  in  the  world  or  in 
our  consciousness.  Rather,  the  theme,  "Committed  to  Christ — Called  to  Change," 
helps  to  focus  the  way  in  which  resources  are  channelled  to  bring  about  the 
kingdom.  Hearing  again  that  the  church  calls  for  meeting  the  needs  of 
himiankind,  the  process  of  striving  for  justice  is  strengthened.  Of  necessity, 
board  members  are  continually  challenged  to  be  a  part  of  the  examination  of  how 
commitment  to  Christ  manifests  itself  in  the  call  to  change.  Commitment  to 
Christ  and  call  to  change  never  takes  place  in  a  vacuum  or  in  general,  but  it  must 
be  specific;  and  in  its  specificity  it  sometimes  may  be  painful.  Concern  for  world 
peace;  respect  and  love  for  children  of  God,  all  children  of  God,  regardless  of  their 
lifestyle;  justice  for  the  oppressed — these  are  all  needs  of  humankind.  These  are 
all  needs  that  the  theme  will  focus  the  resources  of  the  general  boards  and 
agencies  upon.  Knowledge  of  being  responsible  Christians  in  a  world  of  finite 
resources;  the  responsibility  for  providing  education  for  those  who  are  growing  to 
be  the  stewards  and  to  be  the  responsible  persons  of  our  world — these  then  are 
the  points  at  which  the  theme  will  make  it  possible  for  the  various  general  boards 
and  agencies  to  focus. 

The  general  Church  continues  to  move  forward  in  pursuing  the  rights  of  those 
who  are  underfed  to  be  fed,  the  efforts  to  assure  that  the  minority  concern  is 
inclusive  in  the  life  of  our  Church,  to  ascertain  that  women  are  continuing  to  be  a 
part  of  the  participation  of  the  life  of  The  United  Methodist  Church.  These 
responsibiUties,  then,  as  the  various  general  boards  and  agencies  begin  to  take 
hold  of  the  theme  and  begin  to  utilize  the  theme  during  the  coming  quadrennium; 
it  does  not  call  for  additional  expenditures  of  resources,  but  rather  what  it  says  is 
to  look  at  what  we  have  on  hand,  to  prioritize  and  to  be  certain  that  every 
expenditure,  every  resource  is  channeled  to  bring  about  on  the  part  of  United 
Methodists  a  greater  Commitment  to  Christ  and  a  Call  to  Change. 

These  resources,  the  resources  of  humans  and  the  resources  of  finances, 
properly  utilized,  can  in  fact  change  the  world,  and  the  general  church  as  an 
extension  of  the  local  church  can  make  that  possible. 
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R.  Jervis  Cooke  (Peninsula):  Let  us  look  for  a  moment  now  at  the  possibilities 
for  implementing  this  theme  in  the  Annual  Conference.  Recent  General 
Conferences  have  reorganized  the  local  church  and  restructured  the  general 
agencies.  In  the  process  the  Annual  Conferences  have  exercised  certain  latitudes 
in  restructure  themselves. 

A  study  of  the  73  conferences  reveals  a  wide  variety  of  structures,  some  very 
simple,  others  exceedingly  complex.  We  can  assume  that  within  constitutional 
limits  and  given  regional  differences  and  differing  concepts  of  programming,  you 
have  organized  your  conference  to  best  achieve  your  goals  and  your  objectives. 
The  theme  before  us  lends  itself  well  to  this  variety.  It  does  not  require  that  we 
all  be  alike  or  that  we  all  do  the  same  things,  or  that  we  synchronize  our  responses 
with  any  master  schedule.  It  does  suggest  that  we  all  in  every  possible  way 
emphasize  commitment  to  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  It  further  suggests  that  a 
deepening  of  commitment  will  require  and  produce  change — change  in  ourselves, 
change  in  our  life-styles,  change  in  our  systems,  and  change  in  the  church.  It  says 
clearly  that  Christians  should  be  agents  of  change.  Each  Annual  Conference  will 
want  to  study  this  theme  to  discover  how  it  relates  to  its  own  needs.  Some  will 
wish  to  add  to  the  seven  suggested  points  of  the  theme.  Others  may  feel  that  for 
them  it  wiU  be  enough  to  emphasize  less  than  the  seven  points.  One  conference 
may  choose  to  deal  simultaneously  with  all  the  points  for  the  entire  quadrennium; 
another  may  select  a  different  point  for  emphasis  in  each  year  of  the 
quadrennium,  giving  one  a  high  priority  in  financial  and  program  resourcing  for 
one  year  and  shifting  to  another  for  the  next.  As  a  council  director,  I  expect  to 
recommend  a  combination  of  the  above  to  our  annual  conference.  I  believe,  as 
Bishop  Thomas  said  in  the  Episcopal  Address,  that  evangelism  is  a  continuous 
expression  of  the  growing  life  of  a  Church.  Without  question  our  Annual 
Conference  will  want  to  emphasize  evangelism,  world  hunger,  and  the  needs  of 
the  ethnic  and  minority  churches  for  the  whole  quadrennium  and  beyond.  We 
have  specific  program  proposals  to  proceed  with  these  emphases  under  the 
umbrella  of  this  theme. 

Beyond  these  three  major  thrusts  I  expect  that  we  will  give  special  attention  in 
each  of  the  four  years  to  some  of  the  other  identified  hungers  of  humankind.  This 
theme  gives  us  a  rallying  cry,  a  challenge  to  join  the  rest  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  in  being  and  in  doing.  The  General  Conference,  in  adopting  this  theme, 
will  allow  us  the  freedom  to  choose  our  own  way.  It  will  permit  us  to  adapt  the 
ideas  and  resources  related  to  this  theme  to  our  particular  needs.  "Committed  to 
Christ — Called  to  Change." 

George  Y.  Nishikawa  (Southern  California-Arizona):  Mr.  Chairperson  and 
friends,  the  genius  and  strength  of  our  United  Methodist  Church  are  found  in  the 
interrelatedness  of  our  connectional  structure.  I  speak  briefly  of  the  districts  to 
which,  with  which  and  from  which  we  move.  As  we  look  at  a  district  it  represents 
the  combined  possibilities  of  all  of  its  churches,  composed  of  persons  possessing  a 
wide  variety  of  resources,  backgrounds,  experiences  and  commitments.  The 
plurality  of  cultures  and  people  can  be  translated  into  a  rainbow  of  expressions. 

It  is  to  this  creativity  and  possibility  within  each  and  every  district  within  The 
United  Methodist  Church  that  I  call  your  specific  attention  to  the  theme 
"Committed  to  Christ — Called  to  Change." 

The  implementation  of  theme  with  countless  provocative  ways  to  express  the 
theme  can  give  a  district  evidences  of  its  particular  commitment.  All  districts 
have  resources  to  utilize  in  deciding  upon  ways  to  express  and  to  use  this  theme. 
We  have  the  channel  and  vehicle  of  the  District  Council  on  Ministries.  We  have 
the  task  group  method;  the  clustering  of  churches  geographically  oriented; 
generational  clustering  might  be  a  possibility.  Ethnic  and  national  groups  may 
want  to  cluster  as  they  try  to  think  on  and  express  that  theme  "Committed  to 
Christ — Called  to  Change";  clusters  further  by  assignments  to  uphold  and 
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program  cooperatively  in  concert.  Whatever  decision  is  reached  by  a  district  to 
give  recognition  to  the  theme,  it  is  anticipated  that  full  expression  shall  come. 
May  the  expressions  count  and  equal  the  potential  that  is  in  all  of  us.  May  the 
richness  of  those  expressions  deepen  the  faith  of  our  corporate  and  individual 
lives.  May  The  United  Methodist  Church  be  enriched  because  this  theme 
"Committed  to  Christ — Called  to  Change"  has  reached  out  to  enrich  the  lives  of 
others.  Thank  you. 

Hermann  Sticker  (South  Germany):  I  serve  a  local  church  at  Ludwigsburg  in 
the  South  Germany  Conference.  I  reflected  upon  what  the  theme  "Committed  to 
Christ — Called  to  Change"  might  mean  to  my  congregation  in  our  situation  and  in 
our  environment.  I  am  grateful  that  the  theme  does  not  impose  new 
structures,  but  intends  to  help  using  existing  structures  for  God's  purposes.  The 
theme  "Committed  to  Christ — Called  to  Change"  makes  spiritual  renewal  the  top 
priority. 

We  in  Ludvdgsburg  need  such  renewal  and  shall  seek  it  in  new  earnestness  of 
prayer.  Spiritual  renewal  in  the  Church  comes  about  by  one  or  two  or  three 
persons  taking  Jesus  Christ  seriously  in  fully  committing  their  lives  to  Him. 
Renewal  is  not  a  matter  of  quantity  but  of  quality.  We  in  Ludwigsburg  need  and 
shall  endeavor  to  find  new  and  better  ways  of  Christian  nurture  and  spiritual 
growth,  including  improved  training  programs. 

The  fact  that  four  persons  volunteered  in  the  past  six  months  to  become  lay 
preachers  is  additional  challenge.  I  expect  all  this  to  bring  about  changes  urgently 
needed.  One,  a  new  sense  of  direction.  A  recent  editorial  in  our  Ludwigsburg 
newspaper  said  this  spiritual  crisis  of  Western  society  is  in  the  last  analysis  due  to 
problems  of  faith,  and  faith  has  widely  been  lost.  Many  people  no  longer  know 
where  they  are  going,  let  alone  where  they  ought  to  go.  Two,  a  new 
Christ-centered  and  Christ-based  sense  of  mission,  undergirded  by  the  reahzation 
that  the  issue  is  not  whether  people  want  Christ  but  that  they  need  Christ.  Third, 
new  concern  for  people  in  need,  relating  to  specific  forms  of  needs  both  of 
individual  persons  and  of  societal  structures  at  home  and  abroad. 

I  expect  and  pray  that  it  happens  again  and  again,  what  occurred  prior  to  my 
time  in  a  small  Black  Forest  town  I  once  served.  For  years,  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  the  month  considerable  numbers  of  townspeople  had  to  appear  before  a  court 
for  a  wide  range  of  offenses.  Last  but  not  least  for  assault  and  battery.  All  of  a 
sudden  the  number  melted  down  to  a  mere  trickle.  When  the  court  people  made 
inquiries  into  the  reasons  for  this  changing  situation  they  received,  what  I  think  is 
a  classical  answer:  there  is  a  man  who  converts  them  all.  Persons  were  changed 
by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  this  worked  for  visible  and  tangible  change  in 
a  society. 

I  expect  and  pray  that  the  theme  "Committed  to  Christ — Called  to  Change" 
vrill  help  that  this  church  under  God  shall  have  a  rebirth  of  Christ-inspired 
vitality,  so  that  dedicated  service  of  United  Methodist  people,  by  United 
Methodist  people,  for  all  people  shall  not  perish  from  the  earth  in  Ludwigsburg, 
where  I  serve,  and  wherever  United  Methodists  are  faithfully  building  the 
kingdom  in  our  midst.  I  am  certain  that  the  theme  "Committed  to  Christ — Called 
to  Change"  can  be  of  help  in  my  congregation  and  with  proper  adjustments  to 
local  churches  all  over  the  world. 

Paul  A.  Duffey:  And  that  kind  of  vision  can  indeed  be  applied  to  every  local 
church  in  our  denomination  and  connection.  We  believe  that  this  possibihty  is  an 
offering  of  excitement  and  incitement  to  all  of  our  people  and  we  commend  it  to 
every  local  church.  If  commitment  to  Christ  be  central,  change  will  be  certain.  If 
the  local  church  will  be  involved  anywhere  in  giving  direction  to  that  change,  it 
can  be  creative  and  helpful. 

An  optimist  has  been  defined  as  one  who  beUeves  that  the  future  is 
uncertain — that  is,  that  it  is  wide  open  to  possibilities  of  the  Holy  Spirit  leading  us 
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to  serve  God  and  serve  His  people.  Efficiency  has  been  defined  as  the  effective 
use  of  fire.  We  believe  that  God  is  ready  to  pour  out  His  Holy  Blessings  upon  our 
denomination  if  in  fact  we  will  respond.  And  if  religion  is  to  be  more  than  selfish 
ecstasy  it  needs  to  be  challenged  in  definite  directions  of  service,  taking  care  of 
the  hungers  of  humankind. 

John  T.  King  (Southwest  Texas)  moved  that  Resolution  H  in 
the  report  of  the  General  Council  on  Ministries,  the  resolution 
dealing  with  the  theme  "Committed  to  Christ — Called  to 
Change,"  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  legislative  committees. 
The  motion  was  adopted  (see  pages  390-391,  2086-2087). 

Report  of  the  Bishop  and  District  Superintendent  Study 
Commission  (see  page  1909) 

The  Chair  recognized  Merlyn  W.  Northfelt  (Northern  Illinois), 
chairman  of  the  study  commission,  for  the  presentation  of  the 
report.  Dr.  Northfelt  noted  corrections  which  needed  to  be  made 
in  the  printed  report  of  the  Commission  and  called  attention  to 
the  "Plan  of  Implementation,"  which  was  printed  separately  from 
the  rest  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Northfelt  outlined  the  process  by  which  the  Commission 
had  been  created  and  by  which  its  membership  and  consultants 
had  been  chosen.  He  noted  that  the  membership  was  predomi- 
nantly lay  and  included  eight  ethnic  minority  persons  and  ten 
women. 

Dr.  Northfelt:  The  commission  dedicated  itself  to  the  serious  study  of  the 
issues  before  any  final  decisions  were  to  be  made.  We  steadfastly  resisted  in  the 
early  years  of  the  study  any  premature  conclusions,  until,  if  possible,  we  could 
achieve  consensus  on  all  of  the  major  issues.  I  wish  now  to  pay  tribute  to  a  highly 
qualified  and  dedicated  group  of  people  who  constantly  tried  to  put  the  best 
interests  of  a  church  in  mission  to  the  world  above  all  other  considerations.  It  is 
our  belief  that  we  have  done  our  work  well,  and  that  the  report  now  must  stand  on 
its  own. 

Please  examine  our  report  in  its  entirety.  A  too-casual  reading  might  lead  one 
to  believe  that  the  report  calls  for  the  status  quo.  There  are  many  new  proposals 
within  it,  which,  if  allowed  to  become  operative,  may  lead  us  into  new  faithfulness 
and  obedience  to  the  Lord  of  the  Church.  This  is  not  an  attempt  to  trim  the  power 
of  bishops  and  D.S.'s.  It  is  an  attempt  to  provide  for  a  creative,  courageous, 
continuing,  collegial  leadership  for  the  church,  and  to  provide  means  also  for 
mutual  accountability  between  the  bishops  and  the  district  superintendents  on 
the  one  hand  and  pastors  and  local  churches  on  the  other  hand.  Now,  we  wish  for 
you  to  hear  all  too  briefly  from  four  members  of  the  Commission:  Dr.  Ridgway  F. 
Shinn  from  the  Southern  New  England  Conference;  Dr.  William  James  from  the 
New  York  Conference;  Mrs.  Aloha  Wyckoff  from  the  Pacific  Northwest 
Conference;  and  Dr.  Harold  Fink  from  the  Virginia  Conference. 

Ridgway  F.  Shinn,  Jr.  (Commission  member):  Members  of  the  Commission 
were  directly  involved  in  the  study  process,  the  definition,  the  design,  the 
development  of  instruments,  writing  papers,  participating  in  the  interviews  and 
reading.  I  believe  the  fact  that  right  from  the  outset  members  invested  their  time 
and  energies  so  directly  provides  one  of  the  distinctive  characteristics  of  the  work 
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of  this  Commission.  At  the  initial  organizational  meeting  members  looked  at  the 
mandate  and  task  and  as  the  minutes  state  "unanimously  agreed  that  the  scope 
and  purpose  should  not  be  limited  to  the  functional  and  mechanical  aspects  of  the 
office  of  episcopacy  and  district  superintendency,  but  to  include  broad  and 
fundamental  issues  of  episcopacy  and  district  superintendency,  historically, 
theologically,  bibhcally,  philosophically  and  ideally."  That  was  clearly  a  large 
order,  but  members  of  the  commission  were  serious  to  see  that  a  study  of  that 
scope  be  undertaken. 

Now  let  me  summarize  the  stages,  and  there  are  four  of  them,  in  the  study 
process.  The  first  stage  was  data-gathering,  which  involves  three  kinds  of  data: 
survey  data  from  across  the  whole  United  Methodist  Church;  interview  data 
derived  from  indepth  interviews  with  bishops,  with  some  district  superintendents 
and  with  some  cabinets;  consultation  data,  gathered  from  a  joint  session  of  the 
Commission  and  the  Council  of  Bishops,  as  well  as  from  a  session  of  some 
members  of  the  commission  and  the  general  secretaries  of  the  general  boards  and 
agencies. 

The  second  stage  was  evaluation  and  testing.  Here  members  of  the  commission 
undertook  an  extensive  study  of  episocpacy  and  superintendency  in  our  own  and 
other  branches  of  Methodism,  in  scripture  and  its  interpretation,  in  regional  and 
ecumenical  conversations  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches,  in  historic 
Anglicanism  and  Roman  Catholicism,  in  the  Eastern  churches,  and  in  the  early 
church.  The  third  stage  was  issue  clarification.  All  members  of  the  commission 
participated  in  identifying  the  issues,  worked  at  clarifying  the  issues,  and 
developed  alternative  ways  of  dealing  with  them. 

The  final  stage  involved  decision  making.  After  reflecting  on  the  research  data, 
the  studies,  the  theological  understanding  and  issues,  members  of  the 
Commission  then  made  the  decisions  that  are  reflected  in  the  report  and 
recommendation.  Now,  throughout  this  study  process  ran  two  fundamental 
perspectives.  The  first  is  that  the  Commission  looked  continually  at  the  totality  of 
superintendency,  that  is  at  the  total  picture  of  leadership  as  it  exists  and  as  it 
might  exist.  It  is  clear  that  one  of  the  vital  issues  of  our  times  is  the  need  for 
models  of  effective  leadership  in  complex  organizations.  It  is  far  easier  to  design  a 
system  which  constrains  leaders  rather  than  a  system  which  frees  and  empowers 
leaders  and  yet  holds  them  accountable.  Commission  recommendations  do  not 
arise  from  any  one  element  of  data;  rather  they  arise  from  a  composite  view 
drawn  from  all  data  and  all  studies  in  relationship  to  all  issues  of  superintending  in 
The  United  Methodist  Church. 

For  the  second  perspective  the  commission  understood  its  tasks  to  be  rooted  in 
the  central  question  of  our  time.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  20th  century  what  is  it 
that  Gk)d  is  calling  the  faithful,  especially  United  Methodists,  to  be,  to  do  and  to 
become?  And  what  are  the  requirements  for  leadership  in  relation  to  that  call?  If 
we  are  to  be  a  church  inclusive  in  more  than  a  symbolic  sense,  some  process  must 
exist,  so  that  Bishops  with  particular  insights,  for  instance,  into  racial  and  ethnic 
pluralism  can  be  shared  across  the  whole  church,  not  just  within  a  particular 
jurisdiction. 

If  we  are  to  be  a  church  confi-onting  the  world  some  process  must  exist  to 
support,  to  sustain  and  to  empower  leaders  so  that  they  along  with  others  will 
undertake  the  heavy  personal  risks  involved  in  such  leadership.  If  we  are  to  be  a 
church  that  learns  how  to  translate  such  issues  as  race,  poverty,  hunger,  violence, 
maldistribution  of  wealth  into  effective  radical  response,  some  process  must  exist 
to  develop  leaders  who  will  define  and  articulate  those  issues  and  who  in  God's 
name  will  lead  us.  The  study  process  has  resulted  in  a  report  that  I  believe  has 
been  faithful  to  the  mandate  given  to  the  commission  and  that  has  as  well,  when 
you  look  at  the  totality  of  the  report,  the  potential  of  energizing  such  leadership. 
For  the  question  is  never  whether  or  not  we  will  have  leaders  but  rather  whether 
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or  not  with  all  our  human  fallibility  we  can  design  structures  and  strategies  to 
bring  the  best  possible  persons,  men  and  women,  into  positions  of  leadership. 

William  M.  James  (New  York):  The  leadership  and  servanthood — our  selection 
of  the  quotation  of  Jesus  recorded  in  the  Gospel  of  Mark  was  not  accidental  nor 
incidental.  The  quotation  "among  you  whoever  wants  to  be  great  must  be  your 
servant  and  whoever  wants  to  be  first  must  be  your  slave."  This  means  that  the 
commission  thought  that  our  ideas  of  leadership  should  spring  from  the  basic 
ideas  of  leadership  as  taught  and  exemplified  by  our  Lord.  We  sought  to  move 
from  the  cliche-ish  use  of  these  words  that  they  may  come  aUve  through  the 
Church. 

Christ  is  the  chief  model  of  leadership  in  this  report.  Christ  not  only  talked 
about  servanthood  but  became  a  servant.  He  did  this  by  taking  upon  Himself  the 
burdens  and  the  problems  of  others.  His  servanthood  was  demonstrated  by  His 
service  to  humankind  as  He  sought  to  meet  the  needs  of  people.  This  was  rarely 
demonstrated  in  the  four  walls  of  temple  or  synagogue  but  out  there  where  the 
people  were.  Therefore,  the  commission  in  its  search  for  leadership  models  did 
not  turn  to  the  secular  image  but  saw  its  model  in  the  person  of  Jesus. 

There  is  a  great  crisis  of  leadership  among  us.  We  see  it  in  our  government.  We 
see  it  in  our  churches  and  in  every  walk  of  life.  In  the  research  of  the  commission, 
it  was  found  that  there  was  a  lack  of  confidence  in  our  leaders,  on  one  hand,  and 
the  cry  for  more  effective  and  more  creative  leadership  on  the  other.  The  message 
is  loud  and  clear  to  the  church  as  to  what  our  urgent  needs  are. 

The  commission  is  saying  we  need  strong,  dynamic  leadership  but  we  do  not 
need  dictatorial  leadership.  Strong  leadership  is  not  the  bishops  and  the  district 
superintendents  lording  over  ministers  and  churches  but  leading  ministers  and 
churches  to  be  involved  in  the  spirit  of  Jesus  Christ.  We  do  not  mean  setting  the 
bishops  and  superintendents  on  a  pedestal  in  order  to  venerate  them  but  putting 
them  in  leadership  positions  that  they  may  be  a  catalyst  to  prepare  us  to  serve 
this  present  age.  The  weakness  of  the  eight-year  term  episcopacy  is  found  in  the 
tendency  to  weaken  corporate  leadership.  In  our  Methodist  structure  we  have 
Conference  Cabinets  and  Bishops'  Councils  in  the  church  at  large.  These  bodies 
should  be  giving  dynamic  leadership  in  our  times  when  our  cities  are  falling  apart, 
mission  of  the  church  is  being  distorted,  the  effectiveness  of  leadership  is  being 
questioned  and  many  are  abandoning  the  organized  church  to  seek  spiritual 
fulfillment  elsewhere. 

This  is  a  time  in  which  the  church  must  not  undercut  its  corporate  leadership 
but  to  seek  to  undergird  and  to  compel  it  to  move  forward  and  accept  the 
challenge  of  our  time.  Therefore,  we  need  the  kind  of  continuing  overlapping 
leadership.  The  church  is  still  a  fi'agmented  body.  There  are  rents  in  the  body  of 
Christ,  so  therefore,  we  need  the  kind  of  leadership  that  can  give  the  ecumenical 
movement  a  thrust.  As  we  go  into  the  21st  Century  we  must  start  thinking  about 
the  oneness  of  the  Church  and  what  we  can  do  about  it.  And  we  cannot  do  it  by 
having  a  kind  of  revolving  door  leadership.  We  must  have  leadership  in  parity 
with  other  groups  that  we  are  cooperating  with  in  the  ecumenical  movement.  In 
the  elective  and  selective  process  we  must  seek  persons  who  possess  leadership 
and  servanthood  quality  and  that  are  well  grounded  in  the  Christian  faith. 

Politics  must  not  be  substituted  for  prayerful  dehberation.  Open  campaigning 
in  the  church  by  office  seekers  can  never  be  as  effective  as  earnest  prayerful 
guidance  by  the  spirit  of  God  through  Jesus  Christ  as  our  Lord.  We  must  not 
abandon  the  idea  that  in  the  Church  the  leadership  is  poor.  We  have  people  called, 
persons  called,  to  the  ministry.  We  have  people  called  to  the  ordained  ministry. 
We  have  persons  called  to  the  local  churches,  and  I  submit  to  you  that  we  have 
persons  called  to  the  wider  leadership  of  the  Church  and  this  should  be  a  calling 
and  we  cannot  block  it  or  turn  it  on  and  turn  it  off  as  we  can  by  vote,  but  we  must 
be  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  in  doing  this. 
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The  commission  has  kept  in  mind  the  fact  that  all  conditions  and  all  situations 
are  not  the  same.  Therefore,  the  commission  tried  to  avoid  setting  rules  and 
regulations  in  concrete,  but  we  have  left  a  flexible  way  to  deal  with  our  leadership 
problems.  In  order  to  get  the  best  results  in  different  settings,  the  leader  and 
people  must  have  some  leeway.  This  is  true  whether  it  is  concerning  interests  and 
procedures  or  time  in  an  area,  or  tenure.  We  believe  that  what  we  are  doing  here 
is  to  give  our  leadership  power  to  lead  to  the  world,  while  building  a  system  of 
accountability  so  that  leadership  can  be  judged  by  its  achievement  through  the 
mandate  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Commission  has  kept  in  mind  that  the  idea  of  Prophet,  Priest,  and  King  in 
Jesus  has  always  been  different  from  the  kings  of  the  world.  Our  Lord  was  the 
first  to  challenge  the  rehgious  leaders,  the  business  interests  of  his  day,  without 
fear  of  consequence.  He  was  the  first  to  wear  the  crown  of  thorns  and  to  go  out  on 
that  familiar  limb  that  was  cut  off  by  giving  His  life  for  the  things  in  which  He 
believed,  and  in  so  doing  becoming  servant  of  all.  The  church  in  this  day  can 
expect  no  less  of  its  leaders. 

Aloha  M.  Wyckoff  (Pacific  Northwest):  It  is  the  desire  of  the  study  commission 
to  help  bring  about  a  positive  understanding  of  leadership  within  The  United 
Methodist  Church.  It  is  my  desire,  if  only  briefly,  to  help  you  understand  that  the 
commission  proposes  to  do  this  through  the  accountability  and  support  of  these 
leaders.  The  commission  recognized  that  that  crisis  of  leadership,  which  exists 
within  society,  extends  into  the  life  of  the  church  also.  Two  specific  effects  result. 
One  is  that  people  wish  to  participate  in  decision  making,  with  the  right  to  opt  out 
when  they  please;  and  second  is  a  yearning  for  someone  in  whom  to  put  trust,  and 
in  whom  to  believe. 

Struggling  with  the  understanding  of  the  term  "leadership,"  commission 
members  realized  that  it  needed  to  be  of  more  content  than  used  in  secular 
society.  Within  the  Church,  we  use  the  term  as  it  relates  to  the  leadership  of 
Christ,  the  Lord  of  the  Church,  who  is,  indeed,  a  King,  but  a  King  with  a  crown  of 
thorns,  a  King  who  is  a  Servant  Ruler.  The  report  purposely  ties  the  term 
leadership  to  the  term  servanthood.  To  understand  how  we  built  our  model  of 
accountability  and  support,  it  is  important  to  understand  that  those  chosen  to  lead 
the  faithful  into  the  world  in  order  to  transform  it  must  be  effectively  equipped 
and  free  to  reflect  the  servanthood  of  Jesus,  the  Christ. 

Not  only  did  we  study  how  we  might  help  our  leaders  be  structurally  and 
creedally  accountable,  but  how  we  might  strengthen  their  moral  accountability.  A 
good  church  leader  is  one  who  is  faithful  both  to  church  structures  and  the 
Christian  tradition,  but  who  also  consults  with  others  to  take  their  views  into 
account  in  decision  making.  It  is  important  to  understand  that  the  church  is  a 
training  ground  in  which  persons  are  equipped  to  deal  v^ith  structures  of  the 
world  on  behalf  of  God  and  His  purposes.  Leadership,  then,  arises  out  of  that 
community  and  not  from  above  it. 

The  office  of  superintendency  arises  from  the  company  of  the  faithful  as  one 
way  in  which  that  company  may  be  equipped  for  service  to  the  world,  and  may  be 
led  into  the  world.  Since  those  who  participate  in  the  ministry  of  Christ,  whether 
as  a  lay  person  or  an  ordained  person,  are  committed  to  God's  future,  they  must 
be  prepared  to  let  God  break  in  on  the  present,  making  all  things  new.  Therefore, 
those  who  are  elected  or  selected  for  the  task  of  superintending  are  not  merely 
persons  who  keep  records,  who  run  meetings,  who  spin  wheels,  essential  yes,  but 
not  ends  in  themselves.  They  are  simply  vehicles  to  help  leaders  lead  the  whole 
community  into  the  world. 

A  good  Christian  leader  will  not  continually  have  feelers  out  to  test  the  wind, 
while  at  the  other  extreme  making  autocratic  decisions.  All  superintending,  in 
order  to  be  authentically  related  to  Christ,  must  arise  out  of  mutuality, 
interdependence,  and  a  sense  of  servanthood.  In  order  to  enable  the  bishops  and 
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district  superintendents  to  lead  in  the  common  ministry,  they  must  work 
mutually  with  other  persons  in  the  church  to  seek  goals  for  their  part  of  the  work. 
Important  tools  in  this  process  being  planning,  assessment— which  includes 
self-appraisal  and  mutual  evaluation  and  support. 

It  is  not  only  to  support  and  enable  these  leaders  in  the  temporal  and  spiritual 
matters  of  the  church,  but  the  purpose  is  also  one  of  advocacy.  By  setting  in  order 
networks  of  accountability,  with  whom  the  leaders  and  those  being  led  can 
identify,  there  can  be  advocacy.  These  networks  or  structures  of  accountability 
are  quite  simply  a  systematic  elaboration  of  the  pastor-parish  relations  committee 
model,  particularly  in  districts  for  superintendents  and  in  conferences  for  bishops. 
Jurisdictional  committees  and  the  General  Committee  on  Episcopacy  can  look  at 
leadership  needs  and  resources  in  the  regions  and  the  total  Church. 

Realizing  that  it  is  impossible  to  prescribe  or  to  legislate  completely  the  manner 
in  which  persons  vdll  function  in  particular  roles,  legislation  was  designed  to 
enable  a  desired  course  of  performance  to  occur.  It  is  well  known  that  members  of 
the  Church  have  designed  a  set  of  expectations  for  leaders  that  go  beyond  the 
ability  of  human  beings  to  fulfill.  The  plan  of  accountability  proposed  by  the 
commission  will  assist  leaders  and  others  in  the  community  of  the  leaders  to  know 
what  leaders  ought  to  do  at  particular  times  and  in  particular  seasons.  It  is  hoped 
that  holding  superintendents  accountable  this  way  will  help  in  the  interpretation 
of  leadership  throughout  the  community  of  the  faithful. 

Harold  H.  Fink  (Virginia):  Historically,  in  both  the  Methodist  and  the 
Evangelical  United  Brethren  tradition,  the  purpose  of  the  stationing  of  ministers 
has  been  a  strategic  method  of  helping  churches  to  fulfill  their  mission  to  their 
own  constituency,  to  their  own  communities  and  to  the  world.  This  same  strategy 
has  been  used  in  the  appointment  of  district  superintendents  and  bishops.  The 
appointment  process  has  changed  very  little  over  the  years,  except  that  there  is 
more  openness  on  the  part  of  cabinets  today,  and  bishops  and  district 
superintendents,  with  some  exceptions,  are  generally  more  responsive  to  the  felt 
and  expressed  needs  of  both  ministers  and  churches.  One  step  in  the  appointive 
process  which  is  designed  to  produce  more  openness  is  consultation.  Consultation 
is  now  called  for  in  The  Book  of  Discipline. 

It  is  the  feeling  of  the  commission  that  consultation  throughout  our  entire 
appointive  system,  including  bishops,  district  superintendents,  pastors  and 
special  appointees,  is  so  vital  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  mission  of  the  Church  at  all 
levels  that  we  have  defined  it  in  this  language  and  are  recommending  its  insertion 
into  the  new  Discipline.  "Consultation  means  conferring  with  the  parties  affected 
by  the  process  of  appointment  making.  Consultation  is  not  unilateral  decision 
making  or  notification.  Consultation  is  both  a  continuing  process  and  a  more 
intensive  involvement  during  the  period  of  change  in  appointment." 

Generally  speaking,  there  is  nothing  which  a  bishop  does  that  affects  the  lives 
of  more  people  and  does  more  to  shape  the  course  of  a  conference  than  the 
appointment  of  the  ministers  to  the  charges.  This  contention  is  supported  by  the 
response  to  the  survey  instrument  which  the  commission  sent  to  several  thousand 
ministers  and  lay  persons.  It  asks  for  the  ranking  of  sixteen  responsibilities  of  the 
bishop.  The  setting  of  appointments  ranked  first  and  second  by  all  respondents. 
Now,  while  we  acknowledge  the  importance  of  this  function,  we  believe  that  the 
responsibility  for  appointments  should  be  born  mutually  but  not  equally  by  the 
bishop,  the  district  superintendent,  the  pastor  and  the  pastor-parish  relations 
committee.  In  this  manner,  all  involved  parties  must  exercise  their  servant  roles 
under  the  Lordship  of  Christ  by  listening  to  one  another,  by  listening  to  the 
world,  and  by  prayerfully  and  conscientiously  seeking  out  God's  will  for  every 
given  situation. 

Ideally,  we  have  given  weight  through  the  appointive  process  to  matching 
ministers  with  missional  needs  of  congregations.  In  practice,  however,  we  have 
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often  fallen  short  of  our  high  ideals.  We  feel  that  one  responsibility  of  the 
commission  is  once  again  to  remind  the  Church  to  make  mission  the  prime 
criterion  in  the  making  of  the  appointments.  In  addition,  we  commend  the  servant 
role  as  the  operational  style  of  the  appointive  process.  In  the  hope,  therefore,  that 
through  the  process  of  consultation  and  negotiation,  more  effective  and  strategic 
appointments  will  be  made,  we  commend  this  section  of  our  report  and  indeed  the 
report  in  its  entirety  to  you  for  your  prayerful  consideration.  Thank  you. 

Dr.  Northfelt  made  a  summary  statement,  following  which  he 
moved  referral  of  Part  C  of  the  report,  entitled  "Leadership  and 
the  Discipline  of  the  Church,"  to  be  considered  as  a  substitute  for 
Pars.  382-397  and  399  of  the  Discipline,  and  also  referral  of  Part 
B  of  the  report,  entitled  "Leadership,  the  Welfare  of  the  Church, 
Recommendations  for  the  Future." 

Minority  Report  (see  pages  1933-1935) 

The  Chair  recognized  Louise  Branscomb  (North  Alabama)  for 
presentation  of  a  minority  report  to  the  report  of  the  Commis- 
sion. 

Dr.  Branscomb:  With  such  a  thorough  report,  such  a  thorough  study,  why 
should  there  be  a  minority  opinion?  Let  me  try  to  tell  you. 

In  1972  the  General  Conference  received  a  number  of  petitions  asking  for  term 
episcopacy.  A  commission  was  set  up  to  study  the  episcopacy  and  district 
superintendency.  The  commission  was  told  to  give  special  consideration  to  the 
areas  of  selection,  tenure,  function,  and  assignment. 

This  commission  was  a  hardworking  group.  Early  in  the  study  we  sent  out  a 
questionnaire  and  received  answers  from  some  4,000  church  leaders.  To  the 
question,  "Should  bishops  continue  to  be  elected  for  life?"  57  percent  of  the  laity 
and  53  percent  of  the  clergy — this  did  not  include  bishops  and  district 
superintendents — said  no.  Interestingly  enough,  throughout  the  questionnaire, 
the  answers  of  bishops  and  district  superintendents  were  similar,  with  a  Uke 
similarity  between  the  votes  of  ministers  and  lay  persons.  When  the  words,  "in 
the  future,"  were  added  to  the  question  of  tenure,  the  laity  vote  rose  favoring 
term  episcopacy  to  70  percent,  and  the  clergy  to  65  percent. 

Later  in  the  study  a  task  force  made  up  of  members  from  each  jurisdiction  was 
set  up  to  give  special  consideration  to  the  matter  of  tenure  and  to  bring  to  the 
commission,  the  full  commission,  a  recommendation  concerning  this.  This  task 
force,  after  a  two-day  meeting,  brought  in  a  unanimous  opinion  favoring  term 
episcopacy. 

An  important  factor  in  arriving  at  this  decision  was  a  feeling  of  task  force 
members  that  the  matter  of  tenure  was  too  important  to  be  dealt  with  in  any 
conclusive  way  by  a  commission  of  31  persons,  no  matter  how  committed  and 
conscientious  its  members.  This  conviction  was  expressed  by  task  force  members 
themselves  saying,  "The  General  Conference  should  have  the  right  to  vote  this 
issue  up  or  down." 

And,  so,  because  of  the  interest  of  the  1972  Conference,  because  the  majority  of 
pastors  and  lay  persons  voted  for  term  episcopacy  in  our  questionnaire,  and 
because  the  special  task  force  unanimously  recommended  term  episcopacy,  we 
seven  signers  of  the  minority  opinion  continued  to  believe  that  this  was  an  option 
which  should  be  placed  before  this  Conference. 

The  provision  itself  is  simple  and  is  the  same  as  that  brought  in  by  the  task 
force  to  the  commission.  A  bishop  would  serve  one  term,  eight-year  term,  with  no 
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possibility  of  re-election.  On  completing  the  term  he  or  she  would  return  to  the 
former  conference  for  further  assignment  or  appointment. 

The  provision  would  not  apply  to  bishops  already  elected  and  would  not  go  into 
effect  until  1980. 

Dr.  Branscomb  proceeded  to  outline  why  the  signers  of  the 
minority  report  believed  term  episcopacy  would  be  good  for  the 
church,  as  outlined  in  their  printed  report.  Following  her 
presentation,  Dr.  Branscomb  moved  the  referral  of  the  minority 
report. 

The  Chair  put  both  the  motion  to  refer  the  Commission  report 
and  the  motion  to  refer  the  minority  report  to  a  vote,  and  by 
separate  votes  of  the  Conference  both  reports  were  referred. 

Commission  to  Study  the  Ministry  (see  pages  2145-2167) 

Following  a  recess,  the  Chair  recognized  Bishop  WilUam  R. 
Cannon,  chairman  of  the  Commission  to  Study  the  Ministry,  for 
presentation  of  the  report.  Bishop  Cannon  reviewed  the 
historical  stance  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  and  its 
antecedents  toward  formal  education  for  clergy  and  noted  that, 
since  the  establishment  of  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund, 
United  Methodist  "seminaries  are  better  supported  by  far  than 
are  those  of  any  other  church  .  .  .  and  .  .  .  are  able  to  manage 
better  financially  than  the  well-known  interdenominational 
schools  within  this  country."  He  hsted  five  specific  mandates 
given  the  Commission  by  the  1972  General  Conference: 

Bishop  Cannon:  First,  to  supervise  and  evaluate  progress  of  the  seminaries  in 
their  review  through  regional  task  forces  of  their  life  and  work  in  the  Ught  of 
certain  principles  for  the  future  of  theological  education  and  to  ask  the  seminaries 
to  address  themselves  to  basic  questions  about  the  nature  of  theological  education 
and  especially  the  number  and  location  of  the  schools.  Two,  to  deUneate  the 
meaning  of  ordination  and  the  covenant  relation.  Three,  to  consider  the 
enhstment,  education  and  ordination  of  women.  Four,  to  deal  with  special 
appointments  including  professional  chaplains.  And  five,  continuing  education,  its 
growth  and  development.  This  mandate  the  Commission  has  tried  faithfully  to 
carry  out. 

Bishop  Cannon  recognized  several  persons  who  had  served  in 
leadership  roles  in  the  Commission:  Paul  Duffey,  chairman  of  the 
committee  dealing  with  the  seminaries;  Richard  Harrington, 
chairman  of  the  committee  dealing  with  ordination  and  the 
covenant  relation  and  vice-chairman  of  the  Commission;  Mrs. 
Olin  Troy,  chairwoman  of  the  committee  dealing  with  the 
recruitment,  education,  and  ordination  of  women  and  secretary 
of  the  Commission;  Bishop  D wight  E.  Loder,  chairman  of  the 
committee  dealing  with  special  appointments;  Wayne  Cuff, 
chairman  of  the  committee  dealing  with  continuing  education; 
Bishops   Don   Holter,  Jack  Tuell,   and   Roy  Short;   and  staff 
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consultants  Gerald  McCulloh  and  Robert  Thomburg  of  the  Board 
of  Higher  Education  and  Ministry.  As  an  especially  noteworthy 
achievement  of  the  Commission  Bishop  Cannon  mentioned  the 
statement  which  attempted  "a  theological  definition  both  of  the 
general  ministry  and  of  the  ordained  ministry,  showing  thereby 
their  inherent  relationship  and  interdependence,  yet  at  the  same 
time  delineating  their  distinctiveness."  Following  his  statement 
he  introduced  Paul  Duffey  and  Richard  Harrington  for  presen- 
tations of  portions  of  the  report. 

Paul  A.  Duffey  (Alabama- West  Florida):  Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
conference,  following  the  action  of  the  1972  General  Conference,  the  Commission 
to  Study  the  Ministry  established  a  Subcommittee  on  Seminaries.  Its 
responsibility  was  to  evaluate  the  extent  and  quaUty  of  the  work  of  the  existing 
fourteen  seminaries  of  the  denomination  and  to  make  recommendations 
concerning  any  possible  mergers  to  be  effected.  The  factors  which  entered  the 
decision  made  by  the  committee  related  to  geographical  location,  density  of 
population  in  general,  density  of  United  Methodist  population,  the  financial 
resources  of  the  institutions  involved,  the  number  and  classifications  of  persons 
enrolled  in  the  institutions,  the  number  and  denominational  affiliation  of  faculty 
and  administrative  personnel. 

Other  factors  emerged  as  we  developed  the  discussion:  the  responsibility  of  the 
church  for  ethnic  and  racial  minorities  involved  in  training  for  ministry;  financial 
factors  relating  to  costs  of  merger  and  supposed  long  range  economies  to  be 
achieved;  the  possible  transfer  of  endowment  and  other  resources  of  funding  for 
seminary  education;  and  the  significance  of  the  Methodist  program  for  seminary 
support^the  Ministerial  Education  Fund — were  most  important  elements  in  our 
deliberations. 

The  action  of  the  1972  General  Conference  has  been  interpreted  by  many  as  a 
"mandate"  to  merge  some  of  the  seminaries.  Upon  more  careful  reflection  the 
committee,  later  its  judgment  being  confirmed  by  the  commission,  suggested  that 
the  1972  report  did  not  in  fact  require  such  mergers.  What  was  required  was  the 
establishment  of  task  forces  made  up  of  representatives  of  the  seminaries  and 
colleges  or  the  universities  to  which  they  are  related  plus  representation  from  the 
University  Senate,  the  Division  of  Ordained  Ministry,  and  the  Commission  to 
Study  the  Ministry. 

These  Task  Forces  were  charged  with  the  evaluation  of  the  quality  of  education 
offered  and  the  effectiveness  of  recruitment  concerning  enrollment  of  persons 
who  might  be  made  available  for  ministry  in  our  denomination.  There  were 
extensive  involvements  of  faculty,  trustees,  students,  and  persons  in  administra- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  various  institutions  as  these  task  forces  addressed 
themselves  to  their  responsibilities.  Most  careful  deliberation  and  thought  was 
given  in  every  area  to  the  immediate  and  long  range  problems  of  merger  in 
specific  and  theological  education  in  general. 

Mr.  Duffey  proceeded  to  review  and  explain  further  the 
Commission's  recommendations  relative  to  specific  seminaries  in 
the  various  regions,  as  contained  in  its  printed  report.  He  then 
summarized  the  other  recommendations  in  the  Commission's 
printed  report,  dealing  with  the  continuation  of  the  Ministerial 
Education  Fund  and  ongoing  evaluation  of  the  seminaries  by  the 
Division  of  Ordained  Ministry. 
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Richard  W.  Harrington  (Western  New  York)  introduced  the 
portion  of  the  Commission's  report  deahng  with  the  general 
ministry  and  its  relationship  to  the  ordained  ministry. 

Mr.  Harrington:  What  you  have  before  you  represents  SVz  years  of  study, 
consultation,  and  collaboration  in  writing  on  the  parts  of  many,  many  persons — a 
number  of  whom  are  sitting  out  there  among  you  today.  Thus,  we  feel  that  we 
have  statements  with  a  wide  degree  of  ownership  because  so  many  individuals 
have  played  important  roles  in  their  formulation.  In  the  commission's  attempt  to 
take  seriously  the  mandate  to  study  ordination  and  the  covenant  relation  as 
defined  in  Par.  331  of  the  1968  Book  of  Discipline,  a  major  concern  arose  almost 
immediately  in  the  fact  that  the  chapter  which  contains  that  paragraph  is  entitled 
simply,  "The  Ministry,"  and  deals  exclusively  then  with  the  ordained  ministry  of 
the  church. 

We  were  confronted  with  the  fact,  and  it  soon  became  a  deep  conviction,  that 
the  use  of  the  word  "ministry"  as  being  particularly,  or  even  predominantly, 
identified  with  those  who  are  ordained  is  indefensible  from  the  standpoint  of  our 
accepted  theological  standards — namely,  scripture,  tradition,  reason,  and 
experience.  The  word  "ministry"  has  too  vital  and  too  inclusive  a  meaning  to  allow 
any  one  group  of  persons  vvithin  the  life  of  a  church  to  possess  it  exclusively. 
Therefore,  it  was  very  early  in  our  deliberations  that  we  sought  to  clarify  that 
"ministry"  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  whether  carried  out  by  a  clergy  person  or 
a  lay  person,  is  ministry  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ. 

No  matter  who  performs  it,  if  love  and  concern  and  caring  in  his  name  are 
present,  it  is  ministry  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the  word.  Thus,  as  a  part  of  the  total 
proposal  of  the  commission  there  is  a  statement  on  the  ministry  of  all  Christians 
which  we  are  recommending  to  be  included  in  the  1976  Book  of  Discipline  as 
Chapter  1  of  Part  IV.  It  is  an  attempt  to  identify  ministry  as  the  responsibility  of 
the  total  church  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  ministry  of  all  Christians  starts  in  baptism  and  moves  to  greater  fulfillment 
in  the  conscious  act  of  confirmation.  Baptism  and  confirmation  are  rites  of  entry 
into  ministry.  The  statement  thus  calls  for  an  honest  commitment  to  the  full 
meaning  of  church  membership.  It  defines  ministry  plainly  and  simply  as  "the 
concern  of  the  whole  People  of  God."  Included  in  this  general  ministry  of  the 
church  are  those  who  respond  to  call — to  serve  the  church  in  professional 
ministries,  both  lay  and  ordained.  Such  persons  who  are  thus  called  are  never 
reUeved  of  their  basic  responsibility  for  being  in  ministry  simply  by  their  being 
Christian,  responding  to  the  call  to  ministry  implicit  in  their  baptism  and 
confirmation,  reaching  out  with  serving  love  to  the  world  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

Mr.  Harrington  continued  with  an  introduction  to  the  portion 
of  the  Commission's  report  dealing  with  "Guidelines  for  Recogni- 
tion of  Diaconal  Ministry,"  followed  by  comments  on  the  section 
entitled,  "The  Ordained  Ministry." 


Time  Extended 

The  chair  noted  that  the  time  allotted  for  the  presentation  of 
the  Commission's  report  had  been  exhausted.  There  was  a 
motion  to  extend  the  time  for  this  report  for  five  minutes,  and  it 
was  adopted. 
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Report  Continued 

Mr.  Harrington  resumed  his  presentation  on  "The  Ordained 
Ministry."  He  moved  the  referral  of  the  entire  report  of  the 
Commission  to  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Higher  Education 
and  Ministry.  By  vote  of  the  Conference,  the  motion  of  referral 
was  adopted. 

Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women 

The  Chair  recognized  Barbara  R.  Thompson  (Baltimore), 
president  of  the  Commission,  for  presentation  of  the  report. 

Ms.  Thompson:  In  1972  this  General  Conference  stood  to  honor  Georgia 
Harkness  as  she  observed  her  81st  birthday.  On  behalf  of  all  women  and  men  in 
the  church,  I  salute  that  esteemed  lay  woman  who  would  have  been  85  years  of 
age  on  April  22  of  this  year.  Women  have  been  inspired  by  the  commitment 
Georgia  Harkness  made  to  strengthening  the  life  of  our  church.  On  page  J-49  of 
the  Advance  Edition  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  you  will  note  that  we  have 
identified  Georgia  Harkness  as  one  of  the  Foremothers  in  the  Faith,  and  I  read  a 
description  that  I  would  Uke  to  share  with  you  in  terms  of  how  we  feel  about  her. 

For  what  (Georgia  Harkness  did  was  to  integrate  academic  theology  with  the 
spiritual,  ethical  and  social  needs  of  believers.  Such  was  an  important  first  step 
towards  feminine  theologizing.  I  beUeve  that  if  she  were  here  today  with  us  she, 
too,  would  be  wearing  yellow  as  a  symbol  of  the  solidarity  for  the  concerns  of 
women. 

If  you  will  look  around  you  you  will  note  that  there  are  many  people  wearing 
yellow,  and  perhaps  those  who  have  taken  off  jackets  would  put  them  on  so  that 
the  yellow  shows  and  those  who  are  covering  the  yellow  would  take  it  off.  But  we 
would  Uke  for  you  to  see  the  expression  of  solidarity  for  the  concerns  of  women. 
Throughout  this  great  hall  there  are  many  people  who  have  been  directly  involved 
in  helping  to  bring  about  greater  participation  for  women  in  the  Church. 
Involvement  has  come  from  the  episcopal  ranks.  There  are  many  delegates, 
women  and  men,  who  are  present  because  the  concerns  of  women  have  been 
supported  at  aU  levels  of  the  church. 

People  have  been  working  to  enrich  the  community  as  members  of  Annual 
Conference  commissions  or  task  forces,  as  liaison  persons  from  other  boards  and 
agencies  or  as  part  of  the  rich  resource  of  the  total  life  of  our  United  Methodist 
Church. 

Ms.  Thompson  called  attention  to  the  printed  report  of  the 
Commission  and  introduced  the  Commission  members  who  would 
present  portions  of  the  report:  Doris  Handy  (Western  Pennsyl- 
vania), Hazel  Decker  (Texas),  Erwin  Schwiebert  (Oregon- 
Idaho),  Lydia  M.  Saenz  (Chairwoman  of  the  Task  Force  on  Third 
World  Women),  and  Jeanne  Audrey  Powers  (Minnesota). 

Ms.  Handy  called  attention  to  portions  of  the  Commission's 
printed  report.  She  stressed  that  while  there  had  been  small  but 
significant  gains  during  the  quadrennium,  the  Commission's 
agenda  was  not  complete.  She  noted  the  recommendation  of  the 
General  Council  on  Ministries  that  it  should  become  one  of  the 
standing  commissions  of  the  church.  Ms.  Handy  referred  to  the 
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fact  that  twelve  clergywomen  were  delegates  to  this  General 
Conference  and  observed  that  this  was  the  first  time  in  history 
that  clergywomen  had  been  seated  as  delegates. 

Ms.  Handy:  This  is  progress  which  we  can  be  proud  of,  but  we  must  not  be 
satisfied.  There  is  need  for  a  standing  commission  instead  of  a  quadrennium  by 
quadrennium  life  and  we  have  proposed  legislation  to  that  end.  It  is  significant 
that  60  of  73  Annual  Conferences  have  already  estabUshed  Conference 
commissions.  This  is  clear  evidence  that  the  empowerment  of  women  is  a  deeply 
felt  need.  The  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  is  also  proposing 
legislation  to  enable  these  groups  for  effective  leadership  and  service.  We  are 
challenged  to  be  an  inclusive  Church,  making  it  possible  for  women  to  move 
forward  in  the  main  stream  of  the  poHcy-making  channels  of  the  Church — this 
great  church  of  ours  as  it  fulfills  its  mission  to  the  world.  You,  we,  this  General 
Conference  have  the  power  to  make  it  happen.  Let's  do  so  and  as  my  Bishop 
would  say,  so  be  it. 

Hazel  Decker  (Texas):  Along  vdth  every  other  woman  in  the  Women's  Division 
I  strongly  supported  the  creation  of  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of 
Women,  but  four  years  ago  in  Atlanta  when  I  voted  for  the  commission  it  never 
entered  my  head  that  I  would  become  a  member  of  the  commission — one  of  the 
three  liaison  persons  from  the  Women's  Division.  Now  if  I  had  had  more  time  and 
there  had  been  fewer  conflicts  in  schedules,  I  could  have  also  participated  in  the 
United  Methodist  Women's  Caucus,  which  indeed  any  woman  vdthin  the  Church 
may  do. 

From  my  vantage  point  as  a  member  of  two  of  the  groups  and  in  contact  with 
the  third,  since  members  from  the  caucus  regularly  meet  with  commissions,  it 
was  easy  to  see  similarities  and  diversity  of  the  three,  yet  the  unique  character 
and  the  distinct  function  of  each  one.  There  is  no  duplication  or  competition. 
There  is  a  spirit  of  support  and  cooperation  because  one  over-arching  concern  is 
common  for  the  three  groups  within  The  United  Methodist  Church.  And  that  is 
the  utilization  of  the  potential  of  women  and  the  full  participation  of  women  both 
lay  and  clergy  in  church  and  society.  Only  yesterday  a  statistic  from  a  recent 
census  in  the  United  States  tells  a  lot  about  this  land  in  which  we  live.  It  was  this. 
Thirteen  percent  of  the  homes  of  this  land  are  headed  by  women.  More  than  50 
percent  of  the  world's  people  are  women.  Women  are  more  than  50  percent  of  the 
Church. 

One  tangible  product  of  the  commission's  life  during  this  past  quadrennium  is  a 
book  of  poems  and  prose  written  by  women  and  initiated  by  Nan  Self  of  the 
Secretariat.  One  short  poem  of  just  one  line  by  Sister  Martha  N.  Kirk  expressed 
for  women  the  situation.  She  expresses  it  so  well  when  she  said,  "Until  woman 
assumes  her  rightful  place  in  ministry  then  Christ  has  only  one  hand  to 
strengthen,  to  teach  and  to  heal." 

Erwin  Schwiebert  (Oregon-Idaho),  noting  that  he  was  one  of 
seventeen  men  who  had  been  members  of  the  Commission, 
expressed  profound  respect  for  what  the  women  who  were 
members  and  leaders  of  the  Commission  had  been  able  to 
accomplish  in  a  short  period  of  time  and  with  limited  financial 
resources.  He  spoke  of  his  work  as  a  member  of  the  Commission's 
Task  Force  on  Biblical  and  Theological  Perspectives,  stressing 
the  importance  of  achieving  better  understanding  in  this  area.  He 
referred  to  the  ongoing  task  remaining  to  be  accomplished  and 
expressed  hope  for  the  approval  of  a  standing  commission. 
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Lydia  M.  Saenz  (At-large  Commission  Member)  recalled  that 
at  its  organizing  meeting  the  Commission  had  identified  the 
concerns  of  ethnic  and  racial  minority  women  as  one  of  its  major 
concerns  for  the  quadrennium.  She  referred  to  the  fact  that  many 
ethnic  minority  persons  were  either  in  missionary  conferences, 
and  therefore  without  vote  at  pohcy-making  levels  of  the  Church, 
or  in  small  conferences  with  only  two  General  Conference 
delegates,  in  which  case  only  a  lajnvoman  or  a  layman  has  a  vote. 
She  stated  that  the  Commission  had  established  a  joint  task  force 
with  the  Commission  on  Rehgion  and  Race  to  deal  with  the 
complex  interrelationships  of  sexism  and  racism  and  "to  assist 
both  Commissions  and  the  church  at  large  to  be  sensitive  to  ,  .  . 
the  double  discrimination  faced  by  ethnic  minority  women,  the 
need  for  fair  emplo^Tnent  practices  in  the  church,  the  need  for 
affirmative  action  guidelines  to  eliminate  sexism  and  racism  in 
the  total  life  of  the  church."  Ms.  Saenz  reported  that,  to  help  deal 
with  these  issues,  legislation  was  being  proposed  that  would 
designate  at  least  25%  of  scholarship  funds  for  ethnic  minority 
women  who  experience  a  call  to  the  ordained  ministry',  and  that 
at  least  257c  of  the  proposed  HANA  scholarship  funds  be  for 
Hispanic,  Asian,  and  Native  American  women. 

Time  Extended 

The  Chau'  noted  that  the  time  allotted  for  the  report  of  the 
Commission  had  been  exhausted.  Douglas  Verdin  (New  York), 
chairman  of  the  Agenda  Committee,  moved  to  extend  the  time 
for  this  report  for  five  minutes.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

Report  Resumed 

Jeanne  Audrey  Poicers  (Minnesota):  At  the  General  Conference  in  1928,  Mr. 
M.  C.  Wright  made  an  outspoken  speech  on  the  ordination  of  women.  "The 
itinerant  ministrj-  as  much  as  any  calling  is  a  man's  job.  It  takes  a  real  he-man  to 
qualify'.  Riding  circuits,  raising  steeples  among  the  hills,  building  spires  among 
the  smokestacks  calls  for  the  labor  of  brawny  men.  We  must  keep  it  so  if  we  are  to 
keep  up  the  work  of  the  fathers."  I  just  hope  that  he  had  a  chance  to  meet 
Margaret  Henrichsen,  first  woman  District  Superintendent,  who  raised  seven  of 
those  steeples  in  rural  Maine. 

But  the  church  has  yet  to  experience  that  vital  mutuality  of  the  ministry  when 
both  women  and  men  can  exercise  their  gifts.  Our  work  has  just  begun.  Our 
Council  of  Bishops  in  the  Episcopal  Address  has  affirmed  the  rights  of  women, 
both  lay  and  clerg>\  to  occupy  any  executive  position  in  the  church. 

And  yet  the  only  agency  with  disciplinary  guidelines  for  including  women  at  the 
top  levels  of  staffing  is  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries.  Three  of  our  major 
agencies  do  not  have  a  single  woman  in  the  top  three  levels  of  their  staff,  and  that 
seated  row  back  there  of  heads  of  boards  and  agencies,  except  for  this 
commission,  has  yet  to  have  a  woman  seated. 

The  Commission's  mandate  has  been  to  work  toward  the  recruitment,  training 
and  fuD  utilization  of  women  in  the  pastoral  and  related  ministries  in  The  United 
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Methodist  Church.  And  yet  our  cabinets  are  very  nervous  about  the  appointment 
of  a  woman  to  a  congregation,  particularly  if  she  is  single  and  there  is  no 
parsonage  family,  and  particularly  if  she  is  married  and  the  itinerancy  is 
seemingly  challenged,  and  particularly  if  she  is  married  to  another  minister,  and 
particularly  if  she  has  children. 

The  commission  has  responded  increasingly  in  seeking  inquiry,  advocacy  and 
justice  in  employment  practices  affecting  women  employed  by  the  boards  and 
agencies  and  in  conference  staffs  or  churches.  And  yet  women  who  are  directors 
of  Christian  education  or  in  the  deaconess  relationship  or  local  church  secretaries 
who  are  fully  qualified  in  their  respective  professions  remain  among  the  most 
poorly  paid  and  most  eagerly  fired  when  the  budget  crunches. 

And  finally,  how  can  we  share  with  you  the  growing  sense  of  excitement  and 
expectancy,  the  zest  for  ministry,  that  we  have.  And  yet  seminaries  are  still 
reluctant  to  hire  women  in  tenured  positions.  Bibhcal  and  theological  sexism  is 
relegated  to  specific  women's  courses,  which  remain  peripheral  to  mainUne 
theological  education.  And  concern  about  language  as  symbolic  carrier  of  ideas  is 
stiU  not  universally  adopted.  What  a  contrast  we  had  yesterday  between  the 
inclusiveness  of  the  language  of  the  hymnody  last  night  and  the  exclusiveness  of 
the  ecclesiastical  procession  in  the  afternoon.  Anna  Howard  Shaw,  first  ordained 
Methodist  minister,  a  foremother  to  all  of  us  in  the  faith,  wrote,  "Some  day  they'll 
open  all  the  ft-ont  doors  and  make  a  proper  use  of  the  enthusiasm  for  service  that 
women  have  got.  Not  only  in  the  ministry,  but  everywhere.  But  until  then  we've 
got  to  keep  climbing  in  the  best  way  we  know."  And  until  that  day  comes  when  all 
the  doors  are  open,  the  Commission  on  Women  is  only  a  beginning,  but  it  is  a 
beginning,  and  we  are  on  our  way. 

Following  the  individual  presentations,  Barbara  Thompson 
noted  that  the  funding  support  for  a  standing  commission  was 
included  in  the  World  Service  budget  proposal.  She  moved  that 
the  legislation  to  establish  a  standing  commission  and  the 
legislation  to  establish  Annual  Conference  commissions  be 
referred  to  the  proper  legislative  committees.  The  motion  to 
refer  was  adopted. 

Bishops'  Call  for  Peace  and  Self-development  of  Peoples 

The  Chair  recognized  Bishop  Ralph  E.  Dodge  for  presentation 
of  the  report.  Bishop  Dodge  called  delegates'  attention  to  the 
printed  report  of  the  Bishops'  Call  (see  page  1936).  He  then 
presented  Bishop  James  Armstrong,  Dakotas  Area,  chairperson 
of  the  Coordinating  Committee  of  the  Bishops'  Call. 

Bishop  Armstrong:  You  have  the  printed  report  before  you.  It  contains  a 
fragmentary  summary  of  activities  and  a  skeletal  statement  of  underlying 
directions  and  theological  cultural  insights. 

Now,  how  can  I  dramatize  the  substance  of  the  call?  Last  Sunday,  April  25, 
after  twenty  years  of  ruinous  tragic  struggle,  the  people  of  Vietnam  voted  for  the 
reunification  of  their  land.  Vietnam  is  a  continuing  embarrassment  to  us.  As  a 
nation,  as  a  church,  we  wish  it  would  go  away,  we  try  to  ignore  it,  we  try  to  forget 
it.  But  the  reality  of  the  self-development  dreams  of  45  million  people  in 
Southeast  Asia  is  with  us  yet. 

Perhaps  if  for  the  moment  we  try  to  see  Vietnam  as  a  microcosmic  view  of  the 
enemies  and  the  sources  of  peace,  we  will  better  understand  the  implications  of 
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the  Bishops'  Call.  Let  me  insert  a  parenthetical  word  of  explanation  and  apology 
to  those  who  are  delegates  and  visitors  from  other  nations.  In  speaking  of 
Vietnam  I  will  be  specific  and  direct,  for  without  such  honesty  any  talk  of 
Vietnam  in  retrospect  is  meaningless.  Therefore,  I  will  speak  as  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States  and  will  make  repeated  references  to  the  moods  and  the  policies  of 
my  own  country,  a  country  which  I  love,  even  as  you  love  yours. 

Vietnam  and  the  enemies  of  peace.  Economic  exploitation  was  listed  as  an 
enemy  of  peace  by  the  Bishops'  call.  The  clash  of  economic  systems  provided  the 
real  reason  for  U.S.  military  involvement  in  Vietnam,  ignoring  the  well-being  of 
the  people.  We  argued  that  the  struggle  being  waged  was  between  capitalism  and 
communism.  We  had  to  stand  the  communist  tide,  we  said.  We  had  to  keep  those 
dominoes  from  toppling.  The  people  were  not  the  object.  Some  two  million  of 
them  died  between  1954  and  1974,  and  80  percent  of  the  casualties  were  civilian. 
Freedom  was  not  the  object.  The  Saigon  government  from  beginning  to  end  was  a 
corrupt,  military  police  state. 

The  culture  was  not  the  object.  The  culture  was  nearly  destroyed.  Peasants 
were  torn  from  their  villages,  from  their  sacred  land  and  traditional  graveyards. 
Families  were  ripped  apart  or  flooded  into  already  over-crowded  cities,  children 
became  beggars,  girls  became  prostitutes.  Confucian  family  concepts,  Buddhist 
pacifism,  the  Christian  love  ethic  were  all  flaunted  by  the  brute  irrationality  of 
hatred  and  violence.  A  young  attorney,  a  member  of  the  nationalist  assembly  of 
South  Vietnam  told  a  group  of  us  in  Saigon  in  1969,  "The  best  thing  you  can  do  for 
us  is  to  save  us  from  your  salvation." 

If  not  for  fi-eedom,  if  not  to  preserve  traditional  values,  if  not  for  the  sake  of  the 
people  involved,  then  why  were  we  there?  To  serve  the  political  and  economic 
interests  of  the  United  States.  Nation  worship  was  listed  as  an  enemy  of  peace  by 
the  Bishops'  CaU.  The  national  interest  has  been  used  to  justify  everything  in  this 
country  from  McCarthyism  to  the  Bay  of  Pigs,  from  criminal  misadventures  of  the 
FBI  and  CIA  to  Watergate  to  Vietnam.  But,  of  course,  to  certain  of  our  leaders, 
domestic  practice  and  foreign  policy  must  be  based  on  the  national  interest.  That's 
the  way  it  has  always  been,  and  that's  the  way  it  will  continue  to  be. 

But  think  for  a  moment.  If  we  have  a  right  to  exhalt  and  make  secure  our  nation 
at  the  expense  of  others,  then  so  do  150  other  nations  across  the  face  of  the  globe. 
The  law  of  the  jungle  is  legitimized.  It  rules  out  any  possibility  of  international 
law  and  international  order.  It  makes  inevitable  the  violent  chaos  of  international 
anarchy.  And  all  of  this  in  a  moment  of  time  when  human  survival  depends  upon  a 
sense  of  global  community,  mutual  responsibility  and  the  development  of 
structures  of  interdependency.  Nation  worship,  whether  in  Russia  or  Rhodesia, 
China  or  Chile,  whether  in  Israel  or  Syria  or  the  United  States  of  America, 
contains  the  seeds  that  in  a  near  and  altogether  predictable  future  could  destroy 
us  all. 

Racism  was  listed  as  an  enemy  of  peace  in  the  Bishop's  Call.  At  its  best  war 
brutalizes  everyone  involved.  The  Vietnamese  were  gooks  and  slants;  they  were 
not  seen  as  persons.  Read  the  testimony  surrounding  the  My  Lai  massacre. 
Human  beings  were  not  murdered,  they  were  wasted.  Babies  and  young  mothers 
and  helpless  old  men  were  not  people;  not  once  did  Lt.  Calley  refer  to  them  as 
people.  They  were  the  enemy.  And  always  the  words  were  there — gooks,  slants, 
gook,  slant.  Racism. 

Continued  reliance  upon  military  violence  was  called  an  enemy  of  peace  by  the 
Bishop's  Call.  In  1954  the  Geneva  Agreement  called  for  a  temporary  division  of 
Vietnam.  Within  two  years  elections  would  be  held  over  all  the  country  to  choose 
the  leadership  for  a  united  Vietnam.  That  was  20  years  ago.  Those  elections  were 
never  held.  Ngo  Dinh  Diem,  the  ruler  of  South  Vietnam  that  was  living  in  the 
United  States  when  the  Geneva  agreements  were  signed,  would  not  permit  them. 
Our  State  Department  backed  him  to  the  hilt.  Why?  Because  both  Diem  and  the 
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State  Department  knew  that  an  election  in  1956  would  bring  Ho  Chi  Minh  an 
overwhelming  landsUde  victory.  And  we  talk  about  the  self-determination  of 
people.  Gareth  Porter,  in  his  significant  new  book  A  Peace  Denied,  points  out 
time  and  time  again  when  negotiations  were  in  progress  and  political  solutions 
seemed  within  reach,  we  choose  the  military  option  instead. 

In  January,  1973,  when  the  Peace  Agreements  were  signed,  we  received  less 
than  we  could  have  in  1969,  far  less  than  we  could  have  in  1954.  And  that  after 
twice  as  much  bomb  tonnage  had  been  dropped  on  a  people  than  in  aU  previous 
wars  combined.  Early  this  month  I  stood  on  the  site  of  the  Bach  Mai  Hospital  in 
Hanoi.  On  December  22,  1972  one  hundred  bombs  were  dropped  on  that  hospital. 
It  was  destroyed.  Today,  partially  rebuilt,  it  stands  as  a  grim  reminder  of  the  fact 
that  modem  warfare  is  no  respecter  of  persons.  It  is  as  indiscriminate  as  it  is 
insane.  Certainly  in  Vietnam  it  was  both.  And  in  the  end  it  proved  nothing  except 
its  own  futility. 

You  will  remember  the  call  began  by  saying  that  bUnd  self-interest  is  an  enemy 
of  peace.  That  included  us  all.  Reference  was  made  to  greed  and  cowardice, 
silence  and  truculence,  arrogance  and  apathy,  to  sin.  And  analyzing  the  tragedy 
of  Vietnam,  it  is  not  enough  to  blame  economic,  political  and  military  institutions. 
Not  enough  to  blame  opposing  ideologies  or  superpowers  vying  for  supremacy. 
We  are  involved.  The  very  traits  we  referred  to — greed,  cowardice,  silence  when 
voices  should  be  heard,  arrogance,  indifference,  blind  self-interest — are  ex- 
pressed in  the  natural  depths  of  our  own  being. 

Even  as  nations  need  spiritual  renewal  so  do  we,  and  we  cannot  expect  nations 
to  change  unless  our  own  attitudes  and  values  and  lifestyles  are  converted. 
Whether  looking  at  an  international  disgrace  like  Indochina  or  a  national  shame 
like  Watergate  or  our  most  private  pitfalls,  we  need  to  know  the  hope  and  power 
and  the  promise  of  new  birth. 

Vietnam  and  the  sources  of  peace.  We  talked  about  the  enemies  of  peace.  As  we 
take  this  microcosmic  view  of  Vietnam  where  do  we  see  the  sources  of  peace? 
Liberation.  The  genuine  self-development  of  peoples  must  supplant  continuing 
patterns  of  exploitation.  Vietnam  is  not  a  perfect  society  today.  No  thoughtful 
person  would  claim  that.  However,  Vietnam  has  been  returned  to  the  hands  of 
the  Vietnamese. 

For  a  thousand  years  they  defended  themselves  against  the  Chinese,  then  the 
French  were  the  outsiders,  then  the  Americans,  and  now  the  aliens  are  gone  and 
Vietnam  is  left  with  a  legacy  of  overwhelming  problems.  Unemployment,  lack  of 
food,  disease,  epidemics,  crippled  transportation  and  communications  systems, 
and  the  challenge  of  building  a  new  and  equitable  society.  When  Ho  Chi  Minh 
emerged  from  the  jungles  at  the  end  of  World  War  II  as  the  socialist  leader  of  the 
nationalist  movement  he  borrowed  heavily  from  our  own  Declaration  of 
Independence  in  writing  a  Constitution.  Even  as  we  have  much  to  learn  from 
Vietnam  about  sacrifice  and  collective  responsibility,  so  too  can  Vietnam  learn 
much  fi-om  us  about  individual  freedom.  Perhaps  in  a  new  atmosphere  of  humihty 
and  mutual  respect  we  will  be  willing  to  learn  from  one  another.  As  freedom  and 
justice,  as  individual  rights  and  collective  responsibility  are  joined,  liberation 
becomes  a  reality. 

Wherever  one  travels  in  Vietnam  today,  one  sees  this  quotation  from  Ho  Chi 
Minh  emblazoned  against  the  sky,  "There  is  nothing  more  precious  than 
independence  and  freedom."  Let  us  pray  that  this  poor,  ravaged  people  may  find 
them  both. 

Another  source  of  peace  is  racial  justice.  Look  about  you  in  this  assembly.  Asia 
is  here.  Europe  is  here.  Africa  is  here.  South  and  North  America  are  here.  The 
islands  of  the  sea  are  here.  Black,  brown,  red,  yellow,  white,  all  are  one  in  the 
Creator's  sight.  No  one  here  would  presume  to  say  that  he  or  she  is  inherently 
superior  to  another.  In  Christ,  there  is  no  East,  no  West,  no  Jew,  no  Arab,  no 
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male,  no  female,  no  Communist,  no  capitalist,  no  black,  no  white,  no  Jew,  no 
spick,  no  gook,  no  slant — all  are  one  in  Christ. 

For  years  idealists  and  activists  have  been  singing,  "We  Shall  Overcome 
Someday,"  but  time  is  running  out.  That  someday  of  racial  justice  must  soon  come 
if  peace  is  to  be  made  real. 

Another  source  of  peace,  the  demilitarization  of  our  psychology,  of  our 
economy,  of  our  approach  to  fundamental  human  problems.  How  long,  0  Lord, 
how  long  will  we  permit  military  budgets  to  soar  while  people  programs  suffer. 
How  long,  0  Lord,  how  long  will  we  permit  the  tentacles  of  a  military  industrial 
network  to  ensnare  and  stifle  the  free  and  peace  loving  instincts  of  the  republic. 
How  long,  0  Lord,  how  long  will  we  train  and  support  military  dictatorships 
around  the  world,  arming  virtually  every  side  of  every  war  while  paying  Up 
service  to  human  rights  and  impartial  justice. 

How  long,  0  Lord,  how  long  will  we  allow  the  most  nationalistic  and  militaristic 
of  our  presidential  candidates  to  set  the  ground  rules  for  foreign  policy  debate  in 
an  election  year.  A  debate  that  becomes  a  disgrace  in  the  light  of  international 
need  and  global  reality.  What  right  have  we  as  a  people  to  go  through  the  agony  of 
Vietnam  if  we  fail  to  learn  and  apply  the  harsh  lessons  therefrom.  Somehow,  we 
must  become  convinced  that  the  true  glory  of  this  republic  rests  in  something 
other  than  a  battle  hymn. 

Another  source  of  peace — let's  be  more  specific:  self-development  programs, 
humanitarian  aid  programs,  reconstruction  programs  that  will  help  heal  the 
wounds  of  the  past  and  build  for  a  more  secure  and  just  tomorrow.  Following 
World  War  H,  the  United  States  helped  rebuild  vanquished  nations.  Germany 
and  Japan,  totalitarian  countries  responsible  for  crimes  against  humanity,  were 
granted  massive  economic  and  technological  assistance  that  helped  lift  them  from 
the  ruin  of  their  defeat.  For  the  Allies,  at  least,  the  issues  in  that  war  seemed 
clear.  Right  was  right,  wrong  was  wrong,  and  right  we  felt  was  clearly  on  our  side. 
Not  so  in  Vietnam.  The  issues  were  not  clear.  The  more  we  learned  about 
Indochina,  the  more  confused  we  became.  The  United  States  was  sharply  divided. 
A  sense  of  shame  followed  our  confusion.  Yet  now  in  the  aftermath  of  that  sort  of 
war  the  United  States  has  withheld  diplomatic  recognition,  vetoed  United 
Nations  membership,  imposed  a  trade  boycott  and  steered  clear  of  logical  steps 
that  would  lead  to  the  normalization  of  relationships. 

Apparently  the  humiliation  was  too  great.  How  could  a  tiny  peasant  people,  a 
hardy,  gentle  people,  stave  off  the  economic  and  technological  power,  the  air  and 
naval  power,  the  manpower  of  a  superpower.  We  don't  know,  but  they  did.  So 
today  we  would  rather  not  talk  about  it — rather  not  think  about  it.  Rebuild 
Vietnam?  We  don't  seem  ready  yet  to  extend  our  traditional  response  to  a 
devastated  people.  Their  spirit  wasn't  broken.  They  weren't  defeated.  We  don't 
seem  ready  yet  to  assume  our  moral  obligations.  In  February,  1973,  in  private 
correspondence  now  made  public,  President  Nixon  promised  Vietnam  $3V4  billion 
of  reconstruction  aid  with  no  conditions,  no  political  strings  attached. 

In  the  Paris  Agreement,  Articles  8  and  21  lead  naturally  to  the  normalization  of 
relationships  referred  to  in  Article  22.  Article  8  deals  with  the  MIA  question,  and 
it  must  be  dealt  with.  But  the  congressional  committee  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Mississippi's  Sonny  Montgomery  is  dealing  with  it,  and  Congressman  Montgom- 
ery, a  so-called  hawk  during  the  war,  insists  that  we  must  respond  to  Article  21 
calling  for  significant  reconstruction  aid  if  we  expect  Vietnam  to  respond  further 
to  the  MIA  proviso.  Montgomery,  who  with  his  committee  recently  visited 
Vietnam,  has  also  called  for  the  lifting  of  the  embargo  and  the  normalization  of 
ties  between  the  two  lands. 

Surely  on  the  basis  of  past  precedents,  remember  World  War  II,  international 
morality  and  Christian  conscience,  the  government  of  the  United  States  has  no 
choice  but  to  offer  massive  assistance  to  a  people  devastated  by  thirty  years  of 
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continuous  warfare.  We  bore  80  percent  of  the  French  costs  during  the  French 
Indochinese  War.  We  paid  the  fuU  tab  for  the  twenty  years  of  ruinous  violence 
that  followed.  American  dollars  paid  for  the  carpet  bombing  and  napalm,  for  the 
leveling  of  forests  and  the  chemical  rape  of  countless  rice  paddies  and  sweet 
potato  fields,  for  the  irreparable  mutilation  of  a  land  and  the  indescribable 
suffering  of  a  people.  We  paid  for  the  war.  Now  in  the  name  of  God  and  for  the 
sake  of  humanity  let  us  help  pay  for  the  peace. 

Peace  with  honor?  There  wiU  be  no  legitimate  claim  to  national  honor  for  us  this 
side  of  a  significant  role  in  the  reconstruction  of  a  ravaged  country.  Our  churches 
have  a  role  to  play  in  this.  Through  UMCOR  and  Church  World  Service,  through 
the  Fund  for  Reconciliation  and  Reconstruction  in  Indochina  of  the  World  Council 
of  Churches,  and  the  humanitarian  aid  programs  of  fi-iendship,  we  will  be  called 
upon  to  help  with  food,  with  restoration  of  agriculture  and  the  rural  base,  with 
resources  to  help  in  the  development  of  indigenous  industry,  with  medical 
supplies  and  educational  equipment,  and  in  a  thousand  gestures  designed  to 
symbolize  reconciliation  and  friendship. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  General  Conference  in  1972,  the  Council  of  Bishops  asked 
me  to  leave  Atlanta  and  attend  the  third  United  Nations  Conference  on  Trade  and 
Development  being  held  in  South  America.  There  I  represented  the  Bishops'  Call 
for  Peace  and  the  Self-development  of  Peoples.  During  the  last  days  of  this 
General  Conference  I  have  been  asked  to  chair  a  press  conference  and  enter  into 
conversation  with  congressional  leadership  in  Washington  to  plead  for  a 
humanitarian  response  to  the  urgent  needs  in  Vietnam,  again  as  a  representative 
of  the  Bishops'  Call. 

These  activities  symbolize  in  some  smaU  way  the  relationship  of  a  legislative 
body  like  this  General  Conference  to  a  real  world  out  there  where  exploitation  and 
tyranny  and  suffering  and  war  continue  to  plague  God's  created  order.  Just  as  the 
enemies  of  peace  must  be  personalized,  so  must  the  sources  of  peace.  As  the 
Bishops'  Call  said,  "New  life  based  upon  an  honest  awareness  of  past  failures  and 
sins  is  a  requisite  for  peace.  If  God's  conditions  for  peace  include  penitence  and 
new  life,  they  can  also  be  summarized  with  one  word — love.  Freedom  is  love's 
expression,  justice  is  love's  demand.  Believing  that  those  who  live  by  the  sword 
will  perish  by  the  sword,  and  that  those  who  find  their  security  in  nuclear 
stockpiles  may  well  be  destroyed  by  that  weaponry,  love  seeks  to  overcome  evil 
with  good.  God  was  in  Christ  reconciling  the  world  unto  himself.  He  has  entrusted 
us  with  the  message  of  reconciliation." 

We  began  by  saying  that  Vietnam  offers  a  microcosmic  study  of  the  enemies 
and  sources  of  peace.  Let  me  close  with  a  note  of  hope  and  promise  drawn  from 
the  pen  of  a  Vietnamese  poet:  "I  would  like  to  say  some  simple  things,  simple  as  a 
field  of  rice  or  sweet  potatoes,  or  a  silent  early  morning.  Please  let  me  breathe 
again  the  air  of  yesterday.  Let  children  frolic  in  the  sun  with  kites  over  bamboo 
bridges.  Just  a  narrow  little  space  will  be  enough,  for  rows  of  bamboo  trees 
around  it.  And  leave  a  little  space  for  an  entrance,  a  place  for  a  girl  and  a  boy  to 
tell  the  story  of  the  moon,  for  old  women  with  babies  to  gather  and  chatter.  Please 
give  me  back  these  things  I've  mentioned.  A  story  as  simple  as  a  bird's  unbroken 
song,  as  a  mother,  as  a  baby,  as  the  life  of  long  ago  the  poets  used  to  tell." 

Bishop  Armstrong  was  accorded  a  standing  ovation  at  the 
conclusion  of  his  statement. 

Continuing  Commission  on  the  Black  Colleges  (see  page  1947) 

The  Chan-  recognized  Bishop  Ernest  T.  Dixon  (Kansas  Area) 

for  the  presentation  of  the  report.   Bishop  Dixon  introduced 

members  of  the  Continuing  Commission  and  three  presidents  of 
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black  colleges  who  were  also  delegates  or  reserve  delegates  to 
the  General  Conference:  Dr.  Samuel  Meyer  (West  Ohio),  Joseph 
T.  Johnson  (Northern  Illinois),  Marjorie  Mann  (North  Carolina), 
Dr.  John  T.  King  (Southwest  Texas;  President,  Huston-Tillotson 
College),  Clarice  M.  Howe  (Northern  New  Jersey),  Mary  Good 
(Detroit),  Robert  E.  Hayes  (Texas;  President,  Wiley  College), 
and  Richard  V.  Moore  (Florida;  Chancellor,  Bethune-Cookman 
College).  He  expressed  appreciation  to  Fred  Harris,  F.  Thomas 
Trotter,  and  DePriest  Whye  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education 
and  Ministry  staff  for  their  assistance  in  preparing  the  report  of 
the  Continuing  Commission.  He  also  recognized  the  support  of 
the  Council  of  Bishops  and  individual  bishops  for  the  black 
colleges. 

Bishop  Dixon  referred  to  the  printed  report  of  the  Commission 
and  lifted  up  certain  portions  of  it  for  special  emphasis.  Following 
his  presentation  the  report  was  referred  by  vote  of  the 
Conference. 

Time  Extended 

Douglas  Verdin  (Chairman,  Agenda  Committee)  moved  the 
time  be  extended  for  ten  minutes  to  permit  the  completion  of  the 
agenda.  The  time  was  extended. 

Matter  of  High  Privilege 

Diane  Moats  (Southern  California-Arizona)  attempted  to 
secure  the  floor  for  presentation  of  a  question  of  high  privilege, 
which  she  identified  as  the  matter  of  voting  rights  for  delegates 
of  the  Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary  Conference.  The  Chair  ruled 
that  she  was  not  in  order  at  this  time  inasmuch  as  this  involved  a 
constitutional  change. 

Concordats  with  the  Methodist  Church  of  Mexico  and  the 
Methodist  Church  in  the  Caribbean  and  the  Americas 

Forrest  C.  Stith  (Baltimore),  chairman  of  the  Legislative 
Committee  on  Global  Ministries,  moved  that  the  rules  be 
suspended  for  the  presentation  of  reports  related  to  this  matter 
and  that  Leonard  Slutz  (West  Ohio)  be  recognized  to  present  the 
reasons  for  the  suspension  of  rules.  Mr.  Slutz  explained  the 
constitutional  provision  under  which  concordats  may  be  estab- 
hshed  with  autonomous  Methodist  churches  permitting  the 
mutual  exchange  of  voting  delegates  in  one  another's  highest 
legislative  bodies.  He  then  proceeded  to  give  background 
information  on  the  concordats  to  be  presented  at  this  time. 

Mr.  Slutz:  Over  the  last  three  years  the  Division  of  Ecumenical  and 
Interreligious  Concerns,  with  the  authority  and  backing  of  Global  Ministries  and 
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in  consultation  with  the  Council  of  Bishops,  has  been  working  toward  a  Concordat 
with  the  Methodist  Church  of  Mexico,  our  closest  neighbor  geographically,  a  close 
neighbor  historically,  a  church  that  has  had  over  a  hundred  years  existence,  that 
for  46  years  has  been  completely  independent,  self-supporting  and  a  growing  vital 
church.  The  yellow  sheet  distributed  this  morning  uiifortunately  referred  to  it  as 
a  missionary  church,  but  it  is  a  fully  independent,  self-supporting,  autonomous 
church  which  comes  to  this  concordat  on  the  basis  of  equality. 

On  July  4  of  last  year,  symbohcally,  the  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist 
Church  of  Mexico  voted  approval  of  a  concordat  with  The  United  Methodist 
Church.  They  selected  two  delegates,  one  clergy  and  one  lay  who  are  here,  and 
the  reason  we  have  asked  that  this  petition  be  considered  now  is  so  that  if  it  is 
passed  these  delegates  may  immediately  be  seated  and  take  fuU  part  in  all  the 
deliberations  of  this  Conference;  so  that  they  can  take  their  place  in  the 
committees,  the  committee  work  and  be  seated  this  morning. 

As  we  worked  out  that  concordat  the  opportunity  developed  for  another  one, 
with  the  Methodist  Church  in  the  Caribbean  and  the  Americas,  a  church  coming 
out  of  the  British  tradition  which  for  nine  years  now  has  been  completely 
independent.  And  they  approached  us,  said  that  they  felt  they  had  close  cultural 
and  economic,  social  and  religious  ties  with  our  church  and  with  our  country,  and 
they  said  that  they  would  be  very  much  interested  in  a  similar  concordat,  and  so 
one  again  has  been  negotiated  and  is  to  be  presented  to  you  this  morning  if  you 
will  suspend  the  rules  so  that  we  can  present  it  this  morning. 

And  again  the  reason  why  we  feel  it  is  rather  urgent  so  far  as  time  is  concerned 
is  that  the  president  of  the  Methodist  Church  of  the  Caribbean  and  the  Americas 
is  here  today,  but  must  leave  tonight  to  go  back  to  his  own  church  because  their 
conference  meets  in  the  next  few  days.  The  hope  is  that  if  we  can  approve  this 
concordat,  we  can  here  select  our  delegates  to  go  to  their  conference  which  will  be 
held  in  a  couple  of  weeks.  Then  if  their  General  Conference  approves  the 
concordat  our  delegates  can  promptly  be  seated  at  the  beginning  of  their  session. 
Consequently,  we  are  asking  that  these  two  petitions  which  were  unanimously 
passed  by  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  Committee  last  night  be  presented  to 
you.  And  if  adopted,  that  these  men  can  be  seated  and  the  president  of  the  Church 
of  the  Caribbean  can  say  hello  and  we  will  have  approved  these  two  concordats. 

The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Stith  presented  the  report  of  the  Legislative  Committee 
on  Global  Ministries,  recommending  that  the  concordat  with  the 
Methodist  Church  of  Mexico  be  approved.  He  explained  that  it 
would  authorize  the  immediate  seating  of  one  clergy  and  one  lay 
delegate  from  that  Church  in  this  General  Conference  and  also 
the  election  by  this  Conference  of  delegates  and  reserves  to  the 
General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church  of  Mexico.  He 
moved  the  adoption  of  the  report,  and  it  was  adopted  (see  page 
1549). 

Mr.  Stith  then  presented  a  similar  committee  action  to 
establish  a  concordat  with  the  Methodist  Church  in  the 
Caribbean  and  the  Americas.  He  moved  its  adoption,  and  it  was 
adopted  (see  page  1549). 

Mr.  Slutz  introduced  the  two  delegates  from  the  Methodist 
Church  of  Mexico,  Bishop  Alejandro  Ruiz  and  Roberto  Rios,  and 
the  president  of  the  Methodist  Church  of  the  Caribbean  and  the 
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Americas,  Claude  Cadogan.  Dr.  Cadogan  and  Bishop  Ruiz  each 
greeted  the  Conference  and  expressed  appreciation  on  behalf  of 
their  respective  churches  for  the  action  of  the  Conference.  Bishop 
Stowe  welcomed  the  new  members  of  the  Conference. 

Announcements 

Bishop  Alton  (Secretary,  Council  of  Bishops)  announced  a 
meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of 
Order, 

Bishop  Tuell  (Portland  Area)  announced  that  a  telegram  had 
been  received  which  read,  in  part,  as  follows:  "Regret  unable  to 
attend  General  Conference  due  to  pressure  of  work  in  the 
liberation  of  Zimbabwe.  Bishop  Abel  T.  Muzorewa." 

Zan  Holmes  (North  Texas)  made  an  announcement.  J.  B.  Holt 
(Secretary)  made  additional  announcements. 

Bishop  Stowe  expressed  appreciation  to  Bishops  Mathews  and 
Alton  for  their  assistance  in  the  task  of  presiding  over  the 
session. 

Adjournment 

Bishop  James  W.  Henley  pronounced  the  benediction,  and  the 
session  was  adjourned. 


SECOND  DAY,  WEDNESDAY,  APRIL  28,  1976 
AFTERNOON  SESSION 

Opening — ^Bishop  Francis  E.  Kearns 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  afternoon  session  of 
the  second  day,  Wednesday,  April  28,  1976,  at  2:30  p.m.  in  the 
Memorial  CoUseum,  Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  Francis  E. 
Kearns,  Ohio  East  Area,  presiding. 

Carlton  Young  introduced  the  organist,  Joan  Pratt  of  the  First 
United  Methodist  Church  of  Vancouver,  Washington,  and  led  in 
the  singing  of  a  hymn.  Bishop  0.  Eugene  Slater,  San  Antonio 
Area,  led  the  Conference  in  prayer. 

Committee  on  Presiding  Officers 

Jameson  Jones  (Rocky  Mountain),  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Presiding  Officers,  announced  that  Bishop  Paul  W.  Milhouse, 
Oklahoma  Area,  had  been  chosen  to  preside  at  the  Thursday 
morning  session. 

Matter  of  High  Privilege 

Kenneth  Cooper  (Alabama- West  Florida)  requested  recogni- 
tion as  a  matter  of  high  privilege  for  the  purpose  of  responding  to 
Bishop  Armstrong's  statement  at  the  morning  session.  Bishop 
Kearns  ruled  that  the  Chair  did  not  consider  this  to  be  a  matter  of 
high  privilege  and  asked  that  Mr.  Cooper  present  his  request  to 
the  Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Privileges. 

General  Council  on  Ministries  (see  pages  2073-2144) 

The  Chair  recognized  John  T.  King  (Southwest  Texas), 
president  of  the  General  Council  on  Ministries,  for  presentation 
of  the  report.  Dr.  King  called  attention  to  the  printed  report  of 
the  Council,  as  found  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate.  He  also 
introduced  those  who  would  participate  in  the  presentation  of  the 
report:  Paul  Duffey  (Alabama- West  Florida),  Dolphus  Whitten 
(Oklahoma),  Norman  E.  Deunre  (General  Secretary,  General 
Council  on  Ministries)^  and  Paul  V.  Church  (Consultant  and 
former  General  Secretary,  General  Council  on  Ministries).  He 
asked  that  the  Conference  express  its  appreciation  to  Dr.  Church 
for  his  years  of  service,  inasmuch  as  he  was  scheduled  to  retire  a 
few  months  hence.  The  Conference  responded  with  applause. 

Dr.  King  presented  the  Council's  report  on  the  reference  from 
the  1972  General  Conference  deaUng  with  central  ordering  and 
distribution  for  all  publications  and  supplies  produced  by  the 
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boards  and  agencies  (see  page  2073).  He  called  attention  to  the 
resolution  for  action  on  this  report  (see  pages  1817-1818). 

Dr.  King  then  presented  the  Council's  report  on  its  functions 
with  respect  to  the  allocation  of  World  Service  funds  to  the 
general  program  agencies  (see  pages  2080-2084). 

The  work  of  the  Council  in  coordinating  the  legislative 
proposals  of  the  general  agencies  to  this  General  Conference  was 
described.  Attention  was  directed  to  five  miscellaneous  resolu- 
tions related  to  legislation  (see  pages  1822-1825). 

Dr.  King  stated  that  the  1972  (General  Conference  had  assigned 
to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  and  the  General 
Council  on  Ministries  certain  responsibilities  related  to  the 
property  and  location  of  general  agencies'  headquarters.  He 
called  attention  to  a  resolution  for  study  and  action  related  to  the 
headquarters  location  of  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  which  the 
two  Councils  were  submitting  jointly  as  a  result  of  their  work  in 
this  area  (see  page  1819). 

Finally  Dr.  King  presented  a  "Resolution  on  a  Task  Force  on 
the  Church  and  Human  Sexuality"  which  was  included  in  the 
Council's  report  (see  pages  1812-1813). 

Paul  A.  Duffey  (Alabama- West  Florida)  reported  on  the 
Council's  work  in  the  development  of  planning  materials  to  be 
made  available  to  local  churches  for  use  in  planning  their 
programs  and  ministries.  He  referred  the  Conference  to  the 
document  included  in  the  Council's  report  under  the  title,  "The 
Kingdom  in  our  Midst." 

Mr.  Duffey:  It  is  a  rather  comprehensive  document.  It  is  well  illustrated  and 
deals  with  the  basic  results  of  our  survey  and  study  concerning  the  determined 
need  of  our  people  as  perceived  by  a  wide  range  of  people  within  our 
denomination. 

This  document  is  related  to  seven  vital  concerns  which  are  listed  as  deeper 
personal  commitment  to  Christ;  strengthening  the  local  church;  full  participation 
by  lay  persons;  concern  for  persons;  values  and  ethics  in  public  and  private  life; 
living  as  good  stewards  in  an  age  of  scarcity;  the  future  of  church-related 
institutions.  These  were  arrived  at  through  a  process  of  survey  and  study  and 
feed-back  across  our  whole  denomination. 

They  represent  the  perceived  needs  and  urgencies  of  our  people  as  they  plan  for 
ministry,  but  undergirding  them  are  an  equal  number  of  basic  perspectives  so 
that  our  ministry  is  not  only  programmatic,  but  it  is  also  the  "warp  and  woof"  of 
our  fabric  of  ministry.  Each  of  these  is  to  be  undergirded  by  theological 
understanding,  by  the  perspective  of  global  involvement,  ecumenical  and 
interreligious  style  relating  to  systems,  racial,  ethnic  pluralism,  world  hunger, 
communications  as  part  of  the  undergirding  of  each  of  the  seven  vital  concerns. 

Now  taking  seven  concerns  and  seven  underlying  principles,  there  is  a  fabric  to 
be  woven  of  response  in  a  meaningful  way  to  the  people  and  to  the  needs  of  the 
people.  Now  we  believe  that  the  local  church  needs  some  opportunity  for  planning 
so  that  we  have  produced  this  planning  document.  It  is  not  a  program  in  the  sense 
of  something  to  be  filled  out  but  a  possibility  for  fulfillment. 
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Taking  the  theme  and  then  using  this  document  there  will  be  other  parts  of  a 
planning  process  made  available.  That  is  the  program  of  getting  people  involved 
from  the  smallest  church  to  the  largest,  and  from  every  agency  in  our 
denomination. 

Mr.  Duffey  explained  that  The  Interpreter  would  present 
articles,  resources,  and  planning  aids  in  connection  with  this 
emphasis.  General  agencies  had  been  involved  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  proposal  and  would  develop  the  resources  for 
implementing  it,  if  it  was  approved  by  the  General  Conference. 
There  would  be  a  tie-in  with  the  two  missional  priorities  being 
recommended,  world  hunger  and  enablement  of  racial  and  ethnic 
minority  local  churches,  and  with  evangelism.  He  called  attention 
to  resolutions  related  to  this  emphasis  (see  pages  2085-2088). 

Dolphus  Whitten,  Jr.  (Oklahoma)  presented  the  Council's 
report  dealing  with  publications  (see  pages  2130-2141). 

Dr.  Whitten:  In  March  last  year  the  Council  on  Ministries  instructed  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Communications,  which  is  the  communications  arm  of  the 
G.C.O.M.,  to  make  a  study  of  the  general  periodicals  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  to  determine  how  adequate  they  are  and  to  determine  what  other  media 
might  be  needed  in  order  to  serve  the  general  church  and  especially  at  the  church, 
the  local  church,  and  the  Annual  Conference  levels. 

Now,  about  a  month  after  this  study  began,  the  necessity  of  the  study  was 
greatly  reinforced  when,  as  you  recall,  the  Publishing  House  found  it  necessary  to 
discontinue  publication  of  Today  magazine.  This  was  a  rather  dramatic  change  in 
the  publication  and  communication  effort  of  the  Church.  It  represented  pulling 
out  about  a  million  dollar  operation  a  year — about  half  of  this  being  in  subsidies  by 
the  Publishing  House  and  about  half  of  it  in  subscriptions  from  United 
Methodists.  Obviously,  something  had  to  be  done  to  replace  this  part  of  our 
communications  system.  The  Joint  Committee  on  Communications  made  its 
report  to  the  Council  on  Ministries  in  December,  1975.  The  report  analyzed  the 
various  audiences  which  need  to  be  served  through  our  communications  system 
and  suggested  a  number  of  alternatives  for  meeting  these  needs. 

Dr.  Whitten  called  attention  first  to  that  portion  of  the  report 
which  set  forth  the  proposals  and  then  to  an  additional  report 
which  set  forth  the  funding  request  for  a  comprehensive 
communications  system  (see  pages  1788,  2142). 

Dr.  Whitten:  I  would  like  to  leave  you  with  this  thought.  The  Council  on 
Ministries  is  recommending  not  a  continuation  or  replacement  of  a  $1  million 
operation  such  as  we  had  with  Today  magazine.  Instead  of  that  we  are  asking  that 
the  church  approve  $659,500  for  what  we  think  will  be  a  comprehensive  program 
of  communication  for  the  church  and  geared  primarily  toward  the  place  where  we 
feel  the  communication  is  needed  most,  and  that  is  at  the  local  church  level.  Thank 
you  very  much. 

John  T.  King  (Southwest  Texas)  reported  Council  recommen- 
dations regarding  missional  priorities.  By  way  of  background 
information  he  outlined  the  disciplinary  authority  and  the  process 
by  which  the  Council  had  arrived  at  its  recommendations. 
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In  presenting  recommendations  on  the  world  hunger  priority, 
Dr.  King  cited  portions  of  a  report  to  the  General  Council  on 
Ministries  by  an  Interagency  Task  Force  on  World  Hunger 
Priority,  as  printed  in  an  Addendum  to  the  Council's  report  in  the 
Daily  Christian  Advocate  for  April  27. 

Dr.  King  then  reported  the  Council's  recommendations  related 
to  the  ethnic  minority  local  church  priority.  He  presented 
background  information  leading  to  the  Consultation  on  the 
Ethnic  Minority  Local  Church,  which  had  been  authorized  by  the 
Council  and  convened  by  the  General  Board  of  Discipleship. 
After  outlining  the  process  by  which  the  Consultation's  recom- 
mendations had  been  considered  by  the  Council,  Dr.  King  called 
attention  to  Resolution  I  in  the  Council's  report,  deaUng  with 
actions  to  be  implemented  in  addressing  this  priority  (see  pages 
2087-2088).  Reference  was  made  to  additional  Council  actions  and 
recommendations  dealing  with  monitoring  and  evaluating  func- 
tions and  with  strategies  and  implementation  of  items  in  the  report 
(see  pages  2129-2130).  Included  in  this  was  the  recommendation 
for  the  creation  of  a  Study  Committee  of  Native  American 
Ministries  (see  page  1805). 

Frieda  Spafford  (Detroit)  moved  that  the  time  be  extended  ten 
minutes  to  allow  a  representative  from  each  of  the  four  ethnic 
minorities  who  had  participated  in  the  consultation  process  to 
speak  to  the  recommendation.  The  extension  of  time  was  voted 
by  the  Conference. 

George  Outen  (Staff,  General  Board  of  Discipleship)  introduced 
the  four  persons  who  would  speak  on  behalf  of  the  ethnic 
minorities:  Joel  Martinez,  chairperson  of  the  Committee  on 
Strategy  and  Implementation  of  the  Consultation,  for  Hispanic 
concerns;  Lloyd  Wake  (California-Nevada),  for  Asian- Americans; 
Maceo  Pembroke  (Northern  Illinois),  representing  blacks;  and 
Diane  Moats  (Southern  California- Arizona),  representing  native 
Americans. 

Mr.  Martinez:  Mr.  Chairman,  members  of  the  Council  of  Bishops,  delegates, 
fraternal  delegates,  ethnic  minority  constituency  and  other  visitors.  We  rise  to 
bring  urgent  words  on  behalf  of  the  Asian,  Black,  Hispanic  and  Native  American 
constituencies  in  The  United  Methodist  Church.  My  colleagues  and  I  have  been 
delegated  to  speak  by  our  respective  groups  and  will  address  the  matter  of  the 
report  on  the  Ethnic  Minority  Local  Church,  which  is  before  this  General 
Conference  for  action,  in  the  same  manner  in  which  the  report  was  developed, 
written  and  recommended,  that  is,  by  ethnic  minority  people  speaking  for 
themselves. 

We  call  to  the  attention  of  this  General  Conference  two  central  facts  and  one 
unanimous  recommendation.  The  two  central  facts:  first  of  all  this  report 
represents  the  most  comprehensive,  sustained  and  significant  inter-ethnic 
development  in  the  history  of  this  denomination.  An  inter-ethnic  coalition  of  deep 
concern  for  the  survival  and  strengthening  of  the  ethnic  minority  local  churches 
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has  emerged,  crystalized  and  grows  stronger  with  every  passing  day.  We  are 
together. 

Number  two:  the  ethnic  minority  constituencies  and  leadership  understand  the 
fate  of  this  report  to  be  inextricably  related  to  the  survival  and  endurance  of  The 
United  Methodist  denomination  itself.  For  if  this  denomination  will  not  live  with 
its  pronouncements  on  the  inclusive  nature  of  the  church,  which  is  the  prime  and 
ultimate  meaning  of  this  priority,  then  it  will  not  live  for  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
The  issue  then  is  not  ethnic  minority  survival,  it  is  the  wholeness,  the  faithfulness 
and  the  spirituality  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  as  a  whole. 

The  one  unanimous  recommendation:  every  ethnic  minority  caucus,  namely  the 
Asian- American  Federation  of  United  Methodists,  the  National  American  Indian 
Committee,  the  Black  Methodists  for  Church  Renewal,  the  Hispanic  Caucus 
MARCHA,  have  all  endorsed  the  full  funding  of  $5,000,000  annually  in  new  funds 
for  the  1977-80  quadrennium.  And  further,  that  this  new  financing  come  through 
an  increase  in  the  World  Service  Fund  ceiling. 

Never  in  the  history  of  our  interethnic  coalitional  efforts  have  expectations 
been  higher.  Never  have  we  witnessed  the  full,  free  and  committed  support  of  our 
people  in  the  grass  roots,  the  leadership,  and  everyone  that  is  concerned  and 
related  to  the  priorities.  This  means  that  a  clearly  defined  mission  priority 
common  to  all  our  ethnic  groups  and  a  cause  for  whom  each  will  give  full  and  free 
support  has  emerged,  crystalized  and  is  before  the  church.  We  are  together. 
Thank  you. 

Mr.  Wake:  Brothers  and  sisters  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  a  mouse  one 
day  in  quest  of  food  came  out  and  ran  face  to  face  with  a  cat,  who  was  also  looking 
for  a  meal.  The  mouse  began  to  bark  loudly,  "Bow-wow,  Bow-wow!"  The 
frightened  cat  dashed  off,  his  tail  between  his  legs.  A  fellow  mouse  had  seen  this 
drama  from  his  tiny  hole  and  came  out  and  said,  "Wow,  I  didn't  know  you  could 
bark."  The  response  was,  "Well,  I've  always  said  it  paid  to  be  bilingual." 

As  Asians,  we  have  often  felt  that  The  United  Methodist  Church,  symbolicaUy 
speaking,  has  carried  out  its  mission  to  Asian  countries  and  ministry  to  Asian 
Americans  in  one  language  from  one  perspective.  We  feel  it  is  to  affirm  the  value 
of  being  bilingual,  and  to  affirm  the  plurahsm  that  is  the  rich  heritage  of  our 
beloved  United  Methodist  Church.  I  am  one  of  the  handicapped  Asian  Americans 
in  that  I  speak  only  one  language — English,  but  many  of  my  Asian  American 
brothers  and  sisters,  both  clergy  and  lay,  are  bilingual  not  only  in  speaking  but  in 
their  sensitivity,  in  their  feelings.  They  are  extremely  valuable  and  the  need  for 
their  leadership  is  becoming  increasingly  necessary. 

Why?  Because  hosts  of  immigrants  from  Hong  Kong,  from  Taiwan,  Japan, 
Korea  and  the  Philippines  are  entering  the  United  States  at  a  rapid  rate.  Many  of 
these  are  from  our  sister  churches  in  these  countries.  Many  are  immigrating 
because  they  are  fearful  of  the  economic,  social  and  political  unrest  in  their 
countries.  The  heroic  services  being  given  by  our  ministers  and  lay  people  to 
these  new  immigrants  must  be  supported.  New  clergy  leadership  must  be 
recruited  and  trained.  Many  present  Asian  American  clergy  are  very  near 
retirement  age.  Church  development  and  church  extension  are  a  necessity  in  our 
Asian  and  other  ethnic  minority  communities.  These  are  generally  communities 
vacated  or  in  the  process  of  being  vacated  by  white  congregations.  Many  of  the 
buildings  need  to  be  upgraded  or  repaired  so  that  growing  ethnic  minority 
communities  in  these  areas  can  be  served  more  adequately. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  goals  being  sought  by  ethnic  minority  churches.  The 
United  Methodist  Church  at  this  General  Conference  is  being  given  a  great 
opportunity  to  make  our  beloved  United  Methodist  Church  truly  inclusive. 

Mr.  Pembroke:  Bishop,  and  members  of  the  Conference,  I'm  indebted  to  The 
Methodist  Church,  for  this  month  I  end  35  years  in  the  pastoral  ministry  in  one 
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way  or  another  in  the  church.  And  today  I  speak  for  an  indigenous  group  who  has 
a  lovers'  quarrel  with  The  United  Methodist  Church. 

Why?  I  and  some  of  us  have  mixed  emotions  when  we  know  that  we  are 
indigenous  and  we  see  the  name  of  Wesley,  Asbury,  Albright  and  Otterbein  on 
the  board.  Lest  we  forget,  Betty,  a  black  woman,  was  one  of  the  five  at  the  first 
Methodist  prayer  meeting.  And,  therefore,  we  were  one-fifth  at  the  beginning. 
We  omit  Harry  Hoosier,  whom  Bishop  Asbury  commended  highly  for  his 
evangehstic  work  in  winning  Methodists. 

And  this  brings  us  to  the  order  of  the  day,  lest  the  ethnic  minorities  be  omitted 
and  be  forgotten  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  1976-80  has  made  us  a  missional  priority. 
You  have  the  studies  and  the  facts  and  the  knowledge,  and  we  call  upon  this 
General  Conference  to  add  love  to  the  knowledge  that  you  have  about  the  money 
of  $15  miUion  that's  needed  for  one  year  and  $60  million  for  the  quadrennium;  with 
$5  million  coming  from  the  reordering  of  priorities  of  general  boards  and  agencies, 
$5  million  from  Annual  Conferences  and  $5  million  for  new  money.  And  we  ask 
that  this  General  Conference  mandate  our  73  Annual  Conferences — the  body  of 
control — to  see  that  this  ethnic  minority  becomes  a  realistic  reality  in  each  of  the 
Annual  Conferences.  And  that  we  in  our  Annual  Conferences  become  sensitive  to 
the  needs  of  ethnic  minorities. 

If  we  fail  to  put  this  in  the  World  Service  giving,  and  put  it  under  special 
apportionments  or  second-mile  giving  or  selective  giving,  I  think  Markham  has 
said  what  will  happen.  You  will  have  drawn  a  circle  to  shut  the  ethnic  minorities 
out. 

The  Chair  noted  that  the  time  was  exhausted,  and  it  was 
extended  by  action  of  the  Conference. 

Ms.  Moats:  I  would  like  to  share  with  you — when  Hudson  came  down  the  river 
when  he  first  came  to  rediscover  America,  they  wanted  to  have  a  trading  post, 
and  so  they  came  and  they  asked  the  natives,  you  know,  if  they  could  have  a  little 
bit  of  land  for  their  trading  post.  And  they  said  sure  that  would  be  fine.  The  next 
morning  they  came  and  they  found  a  huge  area  because  what  they  had  done  was 
taken  a  buffalo  skin  and  said  we  will  use  this  as  the  land  we  want,  but  they  took 
the  buffalo  skin  and  turned  it  on  end,  from  one  end  to  another,  into  a  round  circle, 
and  the  natives  laughed  and  thought  it  was  a  good  joke.  And  they  would  have  to 
be  more  careful  the  next  time.  And  as  we  see,  they  did. 

We  have  always  had  a  philosophy  which  is  in  the  two-row  wampum.  A  two-row 
wampum  is  something  you  exchange  in  the  flight  for  barter.  One  row  was  for  the 
European  culture  for  the  identity,  for  their  respect  for  their  government,  for  the 
people  of  who  they  were.  The  other  row  was  for  the  native  culture,  language, 
religions  and  who  they  were.  And  they  said  in  this  exchange  that  when  we  come 
and  live  together  that  we  can  Uve  in  peace  respecting  each  other.  But  because 
they  are  two-rows  they  shall  not  overlap  or  exchange  but  a  mutual  respect. 

In  1924,  Native  Americans  were  recognized  as  citizens  of  the  United  States. 
Fifty-two  years  later  in  the  history  of  our  country  and  192  years  later  in  the 
history  of  our  organized  church,  you  as  a  part  of  this  General  Conference  are  part 
of  a  historical  event  for  our  church.  For  never  before  has  a  Native  American  stood 
before  this  General  Conference  who  can  vote,  and  I  thank  my  conference,  my 
bishop  and  my  delegation  for  their  support. 

Yet  I  must  share  with  you  my  pain  when  four  of  my  brothers  and  sisters  from 
Mexico  and  the  Caribbean  are  seated,  and  I  celebrate  that  joy,  while  at  the  same 
time  looking  at  my  people  from  the  Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary  Conference  in 
their  pain.  Must  we  proclaim  our  sovereignty  as  a  people  and  as  a  nation  before 
we  can  gain  the  same  kind  of  recognition  before  you?  Surely  you  can  see  why  we 
have  been  calling  for  a  Native  American  Commission  to  evaluate  and  study 
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Native  American  ministries — their  philosophical  and  social  basis  which  they  have 
been  dealt  in  The  United  Methodist  Church.  We  hope  the  change  in  the  name  that 
came  from  GCOM — commission  to  committee — does  not  mean  that  this  will  not  be 
referred  to  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Commissions  and  will  not  be  dealt  with 
as  such — a  commission. 

But  we  are  here  before  you  as  ethnics,  we  come  in  love,  we  are  united,  we  ask 
you  to  share  with  us  in  the  advocacy.  We  do  not  stand  before  you  on  one  side  of  an 
issue  or  alone,  but  we  know  that  in  the  brotherhood  of  the  church  it  is  only 
together  that  we  can  work  toward  the  good  of  mankind.  With  the  issue  of  hunger 
you  can  show  a  little  child  starving  and  it  can  deeply  cut  our  heart,  but  if  you  have 
not  had  experience  in  an  ethnic  community  it  is  very  difficult  to  understand  what 
we  mean  when  you  say  the  crisis  in  the  local  ethnic  church.  And  I  fear  that  the 
only  way  that  we  can  depict  this  crisis  in  a  local  ethnic  church  so  that  people  could 
understand  without  being  there,  would  be  to  show  a  cross.  Because  if  the  local 
ethnic  church  crisis  is  not  properly  funded  you  are  going  to  see  the  death  of  the 
ethnic  church  in  The  United  Methodist  Church. 

Mr.  Outen  made  a  brief  concluding  statement.  Dr.  King  moved 
that  all  items  in  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  Report,  both  in 
the  Advance  Edition  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  in  the 
April  27  issue,  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  legislative 
committees.  The  motion  of  referral  was  adopted. 

Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  (see  pages  2000-2055) 

The  Chan-  recognized  Bishop  F.  Gerald  Ensley,  president  of 
the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  for  the  report. 
Bishop  Ensley  introduced  Merrill  W.  Drennan  (Baltimore)  for 
the  presentation. 

Mr.  Drennan  presented  the  "Comparative  Report  of  Recom- 
mendations for  All  Apportioned  General  Funds"  as  found  in  the 
Council's  printed  report,  and  then  called  attention  to  the 
preliminary  calculations  of  Annual  Conference  apportionments  as 
they  would  appear  if  these  recommendations  were  adopted.  He 
stressed  that  the  apportionments  as  printed  were  for  information 
only,  and  that  the  official  apportionments  would  be  calculated, 
based  on  the  actions  of  the  (Conference,  after  the  Conference's 
adjournment. 

Mr.  Drennan  then  presented  the  Council's  Report  No.  1, 
dealing  with  the  World  Service  Fund  (see  page  2000).  He  outUned 
the  process  followed  by  the  Council  in  arriving  at  its  recommen- 
dation for  the  total  of  this  fund  for  the  1977-80  quadrennium;  he 
observed  that  while  the  recommended  total  was  only  6.3%  larger 
than  the  present  World  Service  apportionment,  it  was  approxi- 
mately 15%  higher  than  the  amount  actually  paid  on  World 
Service  in  1975.  The  process  of  consultation  between  the  Council 
and  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  with  respect  to  program 
agency  allocations  was  then  described,  and  it  was  noted  that  the 
two   Councils  were   in   agreement   on   these   allocations.   Mr. 
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Drennan  noted  that  additional  recommendations  had  been 
received  from  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  asking  that  the 
World  Service  total  be  increased,  but  that  the  Council  on  Finance 
and  Administration,  after  considering  these  recommendations, 
beUeved  that  the  total  of  $24,980,000  should  be  maintained. 

Mr.  Drennan  then  presented  Report  No.  2  (see  page  2010), 
dealing  with  the  apportionment  formula,  and  Report  No.  9, 
dealing  with  recommendations  for  a  proposed  Ethnic  Minority 
Concerns  Fund. 

Mr.  Drennan:  The  matter  of  the  Ethnic  Minority  Local  Churches  was  referred 
to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  after  the  World  Service  budget 
process  had  been  observed  on  which  there  was  mutual  agreement.  The  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  recognizes  the  need  as  reflected  in  the  task  force 
report  on  Ethnic  Minority  Local  Churches  and  it  understands  the  amount  that  has 
been  referred  to  the  General  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The  total  of 
the  Ethnic  Minority  Local  Church  Fund  is  projected  as  $15  milHon  per  year. 
However,  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  has  made  other  recommendations 
concerning  $13.5  milhon  of  that  $15  million  and  referred  to  our  council  then  the 
$1.5  million  of  that  fund.  Coincident  with  the  referral  of  the  Ethnic  Minority  Local 
Church  matter,  there  came  to  us  on  recommendation  of  GCOM  a  $500,000  per 
year  scholarship  fund  which  is  called  HANA,  standing  for  assistance  to  Hispanics, 
Asian  Americans  and  Native  Americans.  The  two  items  together  then  become  $2 
million.  And  while  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  requested  that  this  be  added 
to  the  World  Service  budget,  it  is  the  recommendation  of  the  Council  on  Finance 
and  Administration  that  a  new  general  fund  be  established  to  be  called  the  Ethnic 
Minority  Concerns  Fund. 

Mr.  Drennan  introduced  John  W.  Curry,  Sr.  (South  CaroHna) 
for  the  next  presentation.  Dr.  Curry  presented  the  Council's 
Report  No.  3  (see  page  2012),  dealing  with  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

Recess 

Bishop  Alton  made  an  announcement,  following  which  the 
Conference  was  in  recess  for  fifteen  minutes.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  recess  Carlton  Young  led  in  the  singing  of  a  hymn. 

Committee  on  Agenda 

Douglas  Verdin  (New  York)  outlined  revisions  in  the  agenda 
which  would  allow  completion  of  all  of  the  reports  scheduled  for 
the  afternoon  session. 

Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  (Report  Resumed) 

Bishop  H.  Ellis  Finger,  Nashville  Area,  presented  the 
Council's  report  dealing  with  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund  (see 
page  2020). 

Bishop  Finger:  Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of  the  General  Conference,  the 
Council  is  recommending  two  substantive  changes  in  the  Ministerial  Education 
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Fund.  One  relates  to  the  percentage  used  to  compute  the  apportionments  to  the 
Annual  Conferences.  It  has  been  2  percent  which  would  have  yielded  $10  million 
had  it  been  paid  in  full.  The  new  percentage  is  1.75  percent.  It  is  projected  that 
this  will  yield  $11  million  plus. 

The  second  change  of  substance  has  to  do  with  the  year  on  which  the 
percentage  is  figured.  In  the  quadrennium  just  closing,  it  was  fixed  at  the  $10 
million  dollar  level.  In  the  new  quadrennium  the  recommendation  is  that  the  1.75 
percent  be  figured  on  the  basis  of  the  latest  figures  available  for  a  given  year, 
which  would  mean  with  increased  giving  across  the  church,  the  amount  of  the 
apportionment  for  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund  would  be  increased  by  that 
amount. 

Paul  Webb,  Jr.  (North  Georgia)  presented  Report  No.  5, 
dealing  with  theTemporary  General  Aid  Fund  (see  page  2023).  He 
summarized  the  historical  background  which  led  to  the  creation 
of  the  fund  and  then  presented  the  recommendations  for  the 
1977-1980  quadrennium. 

Recommendations  related  to  the  General  Administration 
Fund,  Report  No.  6  (see  page  2025),  were  presented  by  James  A. 
Crippen,  who  gave  brief  explanations  of  selected  line  items  in  the 
proposed  fund  budget.  Council  recommendations  for  the  Inter- 
denominational Cooperation  Fund,  Report  No.  7  (see  page  2028), 
were  introduced  by  Barbara  Stauss.  She  noted  changes  in  line 
items  included  in  the  fund  which  resulted  from  1972  General 
Conference  actions  in  restructuring  the  general  agencies. 

Marjorie  Mann  (North  Carolina)  presented  Report  No.  8,  the 
Black  College  Fund  (see  page  2030),  noting  that  the  recommended 
amount  was  the  same  as  for  the  current  quadrennium. 

Bishop  Paul  W.  Milhouse,  Oklahoma  Area,  called  attention  to 
the  Council's  recommendations  related  to  Special  Days  as  found 
in  Report  No.  10  (see  page  2033)  and  to  the  Council's 
recommended  legislation  dealing  with  Special  Days  (see  pages 
1740-1744). 

Bishop  Milhouse  also  announced  that  the  amount  of  the 
offering  taken  on  April  27  for  World  Hunger  was  $5,396.78,  and 
that  $25.00  additional  had  come  in  later. 

Merrill  Drennan  made  a  brief  concluding  statement  and 
moved  reference  of  the  reports  to  the  appropriate  legislative 
committees.  The  motion  to  refer  was  adopted. 

The  United  Methodist  Church  and  the  Charismatic 
Movement — ^Report 

The  Chair  recognized  Bishop  W.  Kenneth  Goodson,  president 
of  the  General  Board  of  Discipleship,  for  presentation  of  the 
report. 

Bishop  Goodson:  Mr.  Chairman,  though  it  is  not  on  the  agenda  this  hour,  my 
real  desire  would  be  to  bring  you  a  report  of  the  quadrennial  life  of  your  newest 
major  board,  the  Board  of  Discipleship.  It  would  be  a  thrilling  report  of  a  new 
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entity  struggling  to  become,  and  finally  at  long  last  becoming,  and  now  is  one  of 
the  really  great  stories  of  structural  development  in  the  life  of  our  church. 

But  I  will  not  do  this  today  for  it  is  not  my  task.  I  will  address  myself  to  the 
agenda.  But  I  wish  you  knew  the  exciting  story  of  the  development  of  the  Board 
of  Discipleship.  The  General  Conference  of  our  church,  meeting  in  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  in  April-May  of  1972,  acting  out  of  deep  concern  and  great  interest, 
directed  the  newly  formed  Board  of  Discipleship  to  make  two  studies  during  this 
quadrennium  and  to  report  the  result  of  these  studies  to  this  session  of  the 
General  Conference. 

These  two  studies  had  to  do  with:  No.  1,  The  United  Methodist  Church  and  the 
Charismatic  Movement;  No.  2,  A  Study  of  the  Decline  in  Church  Membership. 
We  are  now  ready  to  report  our  stewardship  and  the  results  of  our  study.  Let  me 
say  to  you  that  we  present  these  reports  proudly  by  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Board  of  Discipleship,  but  they  are  not  staff  papers.  They  have  been  discussed 
and  processed  every  conceivable  way  by  the  membership  of  the  board,  and 
through  that  membership  they  have  been  exposed  and  discussed,  written  and 
revmtten,  and  finally  presented  to  you  by  the  Board  of  Discipleship. 

Bishop  Goodson  introduced  others  who  would  participate  in 
this  and  the  succeeding  report  for  the  Board  of  Discipleship  as 
follows:/?  OSS  £".  Whetstone  and  Warren  Hartman,  staff  members 
of  the  board,  and  Melvin  G.  Talbert  (Southern  California- 
Arizona),  General  Secretary. 

Mr.  Whetstone  presented  the  printed  report  entitled 
"GUIDELINES:  The  United  Methodist  Church  and  the  Charis- 
matic Movement"  (see  page  1989). 

Study  of  Membership  Trends — ^Report 

Warren  J.  Hartman:  Bishop  Reams,  Bishop  Goodson,  members  and  friends  of 
the  General  Conference,  any  analysis  of  church  membership  trends  must  be 
placed  in  some  kind  of  perspective. 

When  analyzing  trends  and  developments,  the  social  scientists  frequently 
speak  of  about  three  major  kinds  of  indicators.  There  are  those  indicators  which 
precede  major  developments.  They  may  or  may  not  be  the  cause  of  the 
developments,  but  in  terms  of  time  they  are  usually  the  harbingers  of  other 
trends  and  other  developments  which  can  be  expected  to  follow. 

The  second  indicators  are  those  which  accompany  or  are  contingent  with  major 
developments  and  trends,  and  if  a  phenomenon  is  noticeable,  then  we  can  look  for 
and  expect  to  find  certain  other  contingent  factors  accompanying  those 
conditions.  And  the  third  group  of  indicators  are  those  lagging  indicators  which 
follow  after  and  are  often  the  result  of  previous  trends  which  may  have  been 
developing  over  an  extended  period  of  time. 

In  a  study  of  church  membership  trends,  we  actually  have  to  take  all  of  the 
different  kinds  of  trends  into  account,  and  indicators  into  account,  but  in  many 
cases  the  current  decline  in  church  membership  is  actually  a  lagging  indicator. 

Church  membership  decline  in  The  United  Methodist  Church  could  probably 
have  been  predicted  as  much  as  15  or  more  years  ago  on  the  basis  of  trends  and 
developments  which  were  then  beginning  to  emerge  elsewhere  in  the  life  of  the 
church  long  before  the  decline  of  church  membership  was  reported  in  1964. 

The  late  1940's  and  the  50's,  when  the  Church  was  enjoying  some  of  its  most 
rapid  growth  and  expansion,  there  were  some  signs  then  that  decline  was 
beginning  to  appear,  but  we  weren't  particularly  concerned  about  them;  we 
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weren't  concerned  about  the  decelerated  rate  of  growth  in  the  Church,  and 
especially  in  the  church  school,  nor  in  some  of  the  other  trends.  We  tended  to 
explain  them  by  noting  changes  in  the  record  keeping  procedures,  or  in  changing 
concepts  in  the  mission  of  the  Church,  or  by  reminding  ourselves  that  we  were  not 
going  to  be  directed  or  victimized  by  an  emphasis  on  numbers  and  statistics  and 
all  of  those  kinds  of  records.  We  pointed  out  that  church  membership  and  financial 
support  was  continuing  to  increase,  and  therefore  these  were  ample  proof  that  the 
Church  was  robust  and  healthy  and  growing. 

But  we  failed  to  realize  that  the  rapid  growth  of  the  late  50's  and  the  early  60's 
was  due  in  large  measure  to  a  number  of  factors  which  had  produced  a  momentum 
that  by  that  time  was  losing  its  influence  and  power,  and  when  the  Evangelical 
United  Brethren  Church  and  The  Methodist  Church  united  in  1968,  we  were 
already  in  the  fourth  year  of  church  membership  decline. 

Dr.  Hartman  proceeded  to  present  material  from  the  printed 
report,  outlining  the  background  leading  to  the  study,  trends  in 
membership  receptions  and  removals,  trends  in  areas  of  the 
church's  life  other  than  membership  which  appear  to  lead 
membership  trends,  the  influence  of  personal  and  societal  factors 
on  church  membership,  and  recommendations  for  action  (see 
page  2056). 

Time  Extended 

The  Chair  noted  that  the  time  set  by  the  Conference  for 
adjournment  had  arrived.  A  motion  to  extend  the  time  was 
adopted. 

Report  Resumed 

Bishop  Goodson:  Thank  you,  sir.  When  The  United  Methodist  Church  came 
into  being  eight  years  ago,  we  all  had  an  exciting  new  vision  of  a  new  church 
which  would  have  an  ever-expanding  ministry  in  a  new  world.  We  talked  about  it 
under  a  quadrennial  theme — "A  New  Church  For  A  New  World."  We  have 
witnessed  the  fulfillment  of  many  dimensions  of  that  vision.  We  have  had  some 
victories  and  they  have  challenged  us  to  seek  some  more. 

There  is  one  area,  however,  in  which  we  have  been  far  fi'om  satisfied.  In  fact, 
many  of  us  are  deeply  concerned  about  the  steady  decline  in  church  membership. 
The  effects  of  that  declining  membership  have  been  noticeable  in  a  number  of 
ways.  We  have  fewer  persons  in  our  worship  services,  far  fewer  people  in  our 
church  schools.  The  number  of  persons  who  have  professed  their  faith  in  Christ 
and  united  with  the  church  have  been  almost  cut  in  half.  We  have  begun  to  be 
comfortable  in  our  losses,  and  we  have  rationalized  them  away.  That  comfort  is  a 
disaster  to  the  life  of  the  church.  Many  members  in  our  local  church  are  becoming 
alarmed  as  they  become  aware  of  the  erosion  that  is  taking  place. 

Is  it  possible  that  some  of  us  are  losing  parts  of  the  vision  which  brought  our 
new  church  into  being?  When  people  lose  their  vision  of  the  future,  they  are 
inclined  to  concentrate  on  the  glories  of  the  past  and  the  pains  of  the  present. 
Members  and  staff  of  the  Board  of  Discipleship  believe  that  it  is  time  to  recreate 
those  missing  parts  of  that  vision  through  a  renewed  emphasis  on  ministries  of 
outreach  and  nurture  and  growth.  In  more  common  terms,  we  are  talking  about 
local  church  evangelism  and  Christian  education. 
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We  believe  those  are  some  of  the  important  things  that  a  local  church  can  do. 
We  believe  it  to  be  imperative  for  a  local  church  not  only  to  survive 
institutionally,  but  to  be  in  mission  and  ministry  which  is  the  reason  for  being. 

It  is  out  of  that  conviction  that  the  Board  of  Discipleship  has  responded  to  your 
mandate  and  is  now  offering  to  The  United  Methodist  Church  two  very  exciting 
emphases.  We  are  calling  them:  A  Comprehensive  Program  of  Evangelism  and 
Decision  Point:  Church  School.  You  have  a  folder  on  your  desk  which  contains  a 
brief  description  of  each  of  these  emphases.  I'm  not  going  to  repeat  a  lot  of 
information  which  is  in  those  booklets  but  I  do  want  to  tell  you  some  things  about 
these  emphases. 

Both  of  the  emphases  affirm  the  importance  of  the  ministry  of  our  local 
churches.  If  it  doesn't  happen  back  home  in  the  local  church,  it  isn't  Ukely  to 
happen  anywhere  else.  If  good  things  are  going  to  happen  in  The  United 
Methodist  Church,  then  they  must  begin  there.  Both  emphases  are  designed  to  be 
used  in  the  local  church.  There  are  a  number  of  things  in  each  of  them  which  can 
be  done  by  every  local  church  regardless  of  their  size  or  their  circumstances.  Both 
programs  are  structured — we  seem  to  work  well  that  way — yet  they  are 
open-ended  so  that  every  local  church  can  adapt  the  program  and  do  those  things 
which  they  feel,  which  are  most  appropriate  to  their  own  position  and  to  their  own 
situation. 

The  programs  are  designed  to  have  a  built-in  accumulative  effect  that  pastors 
and  local  church  leaders  are  encouraged  to  determine  their  own  schedule,  and 
where  they  will  place  their  strongest  emphasis.  While  there  are  two  separate 
emphases,  a  Comprehensive  Program  of  Evangelism  and  Decision  Point:  Church 
School,  they  have  been  developed  cooperatively  and  are  closely  interrelated  to 
the  necessity  of  this  hour  and  to  the  mandate  about  membership  that  you  gave  us 
when  we  met  in  Atlanta.  They  share  some  common  emphasis  and  they 
complement  and  support  each  other  in  their  other  emphasis.  Both  emphases  are 
based  heavily  upon  findings  of  the  Study  of  the  Local  Church  Membership  Trends 
and  other  research  concerning  the  church  and  its  programs.  A  number  of  program 
implications  growing  out  of  those  studies  will  be  included  in  the  guidance 
resources. 

There  will  be  a  number  of  new  guidance  resources  which  will  give  practical, 
down-to-earth,  challenging  suggestions  about  ways  to  carry  out  the  program  in 
every  local  church.  Most  of  the  resources  are  ab-eady  in  various  stages  of 
preparation  and  development.  Some  of  them  will  be  ready  for  your  use  before  this 
year  ends.  All  of  this  will  be  a  part  of  your  assignment  to  us  concerning 
membership  trends. 

I  want  to  say  a  brief  word  to  you  about  each  program.  A  Comprehensive  Plan 
for  Evangelism  is  really  a  strategic  plan  helping  every  local  church  to  become  a 
functioning  center  for  a  continuing  evangelistic  ministry.  The  emphasis  is  based 
on  the  assumption,  and  be  glory  it  better  be,  that  the  evangelistic  ministry  is  at 
the  heart  of  the  ministry  of  every  local  church.  Evangelism  is  not  an  option, 
evangeUsm  is  an  imperative;  we  are  under  orders. 

You  probably  read,  or  you  have  at  least  glanced  over  the  descriptive  booklet 
about  it,  but  just  let  me  call  your  attention  to  the  three  Ufe  streams  which  have 
been  identified.  The  major  emphasis  is  on  the  outreach  of  the  Church  to  persons 
who  are  not  now  a  part  of  the  Church,  the  body  of  Christ,  and  to  those  members  of 
the  Church  who  are  in  it  but  not  in  it,  who  are  not  very  active.  This  is  an  active 
emphasis  on  conversion  and  Christian  experience  which  expresses  itself  in  a 
number  of  ways  including  active  participation  in  the  local  church.  The  other  two 
streams  support  that  main  emphasis.  The  second  life  stream,  growth  in 
discipleship,  recognizes  the  critical  importance  of  study  and  learning  about  the 
Christian  faith,  especially  in  the  church  school,  but  also  in  other  settings  in  the  life 
of  the  church.  The  third  life  stream  emphasizes  the  development  of  a  supportive 
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community  in  which  a  person  experiences  koinonia  of  fellowship  with  others  in  a 
community  of  Christian  love  and  understanding. 

You  also  have  before  you  a  description  of  the  program  known  as  Decision  Point: 
Church  School.  I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  several  parts  of  that  emphasis. 
Decision  Point:  Church  School  is  based  on  the  conviction  that  we  are  under  a 
divine  mandate  to  help  each  generation  learn  about  the  Christian  faith  and  life. 
We  have  an  obligation  to  nurture  the  Christian  growth  and  the  development  of 
every  child,  every  young  person,  every  adult  so  that  they  might  be  disciples  of 
our  Lord  at  every  stage  of  their  life. 

We  have  a  responsibility  for  teaching  each  Christian  what  they  must  know  and 
the  skills  they  must  have  in  order  to  function  responsibly  as  Christians  in  the 
world  and  as  leaders  in  the  church.  If  you  mark  off,  or  de-emphasize  the  Church 
School,  indeed  the  Sunday  School,  you  will  be  doing  it  at  your  own  and  your 
denomination's  peril.  In  the  United  Methodist  Church,  we  have  an  organized 
church  school  in  practically  every  local  church  to  work  at  the  task.  Think  of  it, 
forty  thousand  church  schools.  But  they  need  help,  they  need  aU  that  they  can 
get.  We  all  acknowledge  that,  we  all  admit  it,  and  Decision  Point:  Church  School 
is  designed  to  provide  that  help. 

It  is  soundly  based  on  three  major  research  studies  and  focuses  on  the  work  of 
those  persons  who  hold  the  key  to  church  school  success  or  to  church  school 
failure — namely  the  pastors,  the  teachers,  the  parents,  the  work  area  chairper- 
sons and  the  Sunday  school  superintendents. 

Because  of  what  happens  in  the  church  school  eventually  affects  the  whole 
church,  we  believe  that  Decision  Point:  Church  School  is  imperative  for  us.  Both 
of  these  emphases  are  involved  in  a  number  of  conference  and  district  leaders  in 
their  development  as  well  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Discipleship.  Plans  are 
under  way  to  continue  working  very  closely  with  them  in  the  further  development 
of  this  program.  We  firmly  believe  that  these  two  emphases  which  are  related  to 
the  very  heart  of  our  ministry  in  the  local  church  could  help  to  recreate  those 
missing  parts  of  the  vision  which  aU  of  us  have  for  The  United  Methodist  Church. 

We're  not  only  offering  them  to  you,  we  are  also  inviting  you  to  seriously 
consider  ways  to  implement  them  in  your  Annual  Conferences,  and  in  your 
districts  and  in  your  local  church.  May  I  have  one  final  word?  The  emphases  are 
good,  the  programs  and  the  papers  that  have  been  laid  on  your  desk  like 
Membership  Trends  represent  long  hours  of  research  and  study  and  have  been 
done  with  the  technical  skill  that  is  remarkable  and  amazing.  They  have  in  their 
development  some  of  the  finest  research,  some  of  the  finest  scholarship  that  is 
available  in  the  life  of  the  church  today.  This  they  shall  continue  to  receive  until 
they  are  finally  perfected  and  distributed  throughout  the  church.  Evangelism  is 
not,  hear  me,  evangelism  is  not  a  lost  word  in  the  church's  vocabulary,  but  an 
exciting  new  call  to  the  church  to  care,  to  seek  out,  to  find,  to  enlist,  to  chaUenge, 
to  train  and  to  nurture  those  who  know  not  yet  the  full  joy  of  following  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

We  believe,  indeed  we  know,  that  there  are  new  signs  of  life  and  renewal 
beginning  to  emerge  and  surface  in  the  Sunday  school  and  in  the  church  school 
and  in  that  movement  all  across  this  land.  We  call  upon  the  church,  indeed  with  a 
loud  trumpet  we  call  upon  the  church,  to  be  a  part — a  creative  and  innovative 
part — of  a  new  church  school  emphasis  throughout  all  of  United  Methodism. 
Renewal,  even  revival,  is  possible  in  the  church  school  movement;  indeed,  it  is 
already  beginning  to  happen.  This,  Mr.  Chairman  and  friends  of  the  Conference, 
is  our  answer  to  your  mandate. 

Melvin  G.  Talbert  (Southern  California- Arizona)  moved  that 
both  reports,  "GUIDELINES:  The  United  Methodist  Church 
and  the  Charismatic  Movement"  and  "A  Study  of  Membership 
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Trends  in  The  United  Methodist  Church,  1949-1975,"  be  received 
and  referred  by  the  Reference  Committee  to  the  appropriate 
legislative  committees  for  necessary  action  and  response.  The 
motion  of  referral  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Talbert  called  attention  to  an  additional  report  which  had 
been  distributed  to  delegates,  entitled  "A  Report  of  the  Study  of 
Black  Pastors  and  Churches  in  The  United  Methodist  Church." 
Although  it  was  not  a  part  of  the  study  just  presented,  Mr. 
Talbert  suggested  that  it  would  be  supplemental  data  that  would 
be  helpful  and  moved  that  it  also  be  referred  by  the  Reference 
Committee  to  an  appropriate  legislative  committee.  The  Chair 
indicated  that  these  items  would  be  referred  under  the  Rules  of 
the  Conference  without  the  need  for  a  vote  by  the  Conference. 

Procedural  Motion 

Joe  Pevahouse  (Memphis)  moved  that  in  future  General 
Conferences  all  reports  that  have  been  printed  and  mailed  to  the 
delegates  be  referred  directly  to  the  proper  legislative  commit- 
tees without  verbal  presentation.  The  Chair  stated  that  this 
motion  would  have  to  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Plan  of 
Organization  and  Rules  of  Order.  Mr.  Pevahouse  spoke  in 
support  of  the  motion,  and  the  Chair  indicated  that  it  was 
referred  to  the  Committee. 

Committee  on  Agenda 

Douglas  Verdin  (New  York),  chairman  of  the  Committee, 
informed  the  Conference  that  the  matter  of  nominations  for 
Judicial  Council  members  would  be  on  the  next  morning's 
agenda.  He  outlined  the  procedure  to  be  followed  and  gave 
additional  information  about  the  Committee's  plans  for  the 
remainder  of  the  week. 

Concluding  Business 

Miriam  Isaacs  (New  York)  made  an  announcement.  Joe 
Pevahouse  (Memphis)  inquired  as  to  the  parliamentary  status  of 
his  motion,  inasmuch  as  the  Conference  had  not  voted  referral  of 
it.  The  Chair  called  for  a  vote,  and  the  motion  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order. 

There  were  additional  announcements  by  the  Chair  and  by  J. 
B.  Holt  (Secretary).  Bishop  Keams  expressed  appreciation  for 
the  privilege  of  presiding  and  thanked  Bishop  L.  Scott  Allen  and 
Bishop  Ralph  Alton  for  assisting  him. 

Bishop  Eric  Mitchell,  Delhi  Area,  pronounced  the  benediction, 
and  the  session  was  adjourned.

I*ursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  morning  session  of  the 
third  day,  Thursday,  April  29,  1976,  at  8:30  a.m.  in  the  Memorial 
Coliseum,  Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  Paul  W.  Milhouse, 
Oklahoma  Area,  presiding. 

Devotional  Service 

The  Organ  Prelude  was  followed  by  the  singing  of  the  hymn, 
"Ask  Ye  What  Great  Thing  I  Know."  Deuteronomy  6:10-13  was 
read  by  the  Uturgist,  G.  Ross  Freeman  (South  Georgia),  followed 
by  a  prayer.  Choral  selections  were  presented  by  the  Willamette 
University  Choir,  Salem,  Oregon,  Walter  H.  Farrier,  Director. 
Bishop  William  R.  Cannon,  Atlanta  Area,  preached  the  devo- 
tional sermon,  entitled  "The  Place  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  in  the  Total  Christian  Heritage"  (see  page  765). 

Business  Session 

Bishop  Milhouse  called  the  business  session  to  order,  and 
Carlton  Young  led  in  the  singing  of  a  hymn. 

Committee  on  Agenda 

Willie  B.  Clay  (Northern  IlUnois)  presented  the  Committee 
report.  He  asked  that  the  agenda  as  printed  in  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate  be  adopted.

Thomas  L.  Cromwell  (East  Ohio)  moved  that  a  time  for  the 
election  of  Judicial  Council  members  be  set  as  a  part  of  the 
agenda  for  the  Saturday  morning  session.  The  motion  was 
adopted. 

Update  on  Doctrinal  Statement 

The  Chair  recognized  Bishop  William  R.  Cannon,  Atlanta 
Area,  for  presentation  of  the  report. 

Bishop  Cannon:  The  last  General  Conference  set  up  a  special  commission  to 
edit  documents  relative  to  our  Methodist  Theology  and  History,  and  that  was 
done  and  it  is  in  three  parts. 

The  first  part  deals  with  our  ecumenical  heritage.  We  have  doctrines  that  we 
hold  in  common  with  the  other  major  denominations  of  Christians,  and  these  are 
far  more  numerous  and  more  important  than  any  other,  and  we  fail  to  see  that 
unless  we  look  at  some  of  these  documents,  and  they  are  in  the  book  together  with 
a  brief  statement  putting  them  in  context. 

The  next  section  deals  with  our  own  heritage:  Evangelical  United  Brethren 
heritage,  the  Methodist  heritage,  the  Wesleyan  heritage.  Because  we  are  a 
denomination  and  what  caused  us  to  be  what  we  are,  and  these  have  been 
arranged  and  explained.  Then  the  last  section,  I  don't  know  whether  you  will  like 
it  or  not,  it  is  an  innovation,  but  we  feel  that  theology  is  not  a  dead  issue.  It  is 
something  that  goes  on  all  the  time,  and  we  are  urged  as  the  guidelines  stated 
from  the  original  doctrinal  Commission  to  continue  to  think  theologically,  and  so 
we  have  given  some  contemporary  documents  and  patterns  of  worship,  and  also 
urge  the  congregations  to  think  about  these. 

Now  the  Council  of  Bishops  will  promote  this  as  a  special  study.  Bishop  Roy 
Nichols  and  his  teaching  section  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  has  ah*eady  brought  in 
that  recommendation,  and  it  was  adopted  by  the  Council.  And  if  you  could  urge  it 
to  be  done,  too,  it  would  help  a  lot.  I  know  it  would  cheer  Ewart  Watts'  heart  and 
Harold  Fair.  We  are  indebted  to  Harold  Fair  as  the  staff  person  who  succeeded 
David  Randolph  in  this  work,  and  prepared  it  very  carefully  so  that  it  can  be  used 
in  the  churches.  And  this  is  under  the  general  direction  of  Dr.  Ewart  Watts,  so 
Dr.  Watts  and  Dr.  Fair  will  lift  the  book  before  you.  That's  our  work;  it  doesn't 
need  to  be  referred  anywhere,  it's  over,  finished,  completed!  And,  that's  it,  they'll 
show  the  book.  Thank  you  very  much. 

Ewart  G.  Watts  (Editor,  Church  School  Publications):  The  Section  on 
Curriculum  Resources  and  United  Methodist  Publishing  House  have  certainly 
been  glad  to  work  with  Council  of  Bishops  in  the  editing  and  publishing  of  this 
important  book  entitled  God's  Action:  Our  Affirmation.  We  do  believe  that  our 
established  channels  for  getting  study  materials  into  local  churches  is  the  best 
way  to  reach  the  largest  number  of  individual  church  members. 

For  instance,  the  other  book  commissioned  by  the  1972  General  Conference, 
The  Holy  Spirit  And  Christian  Experience,  by  Bishop  Mack  Stokes,  has  already 
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sold  110,000  copies.  We  feel  sure  that  this  second  church-wide  study  book  will  also 
touch  the  lives  of  thousands  in  our  local  churches  and  even  beyond.  I  think  I 
should  say  that  we  look  forward  to  similar  assignments  from  the  General 
Conference  in  the  future  as  they  seek  to  involve  local  church  members  in 
important  studies.  I  believe  I  should  also  mention  that  we  have  followed  your 
directive  in  preparing  study  guides  for  the  Doctrinal  Statement  and  also  for  the 
Social  Principles  Statement,  which  you  instructed  us  to  do  at  your  last  session, 
and  we  had  a  good  response  on  all  of  these.  We  thank  you  for  this  opportunity  and 
look  forward  to  serving  you  in  other  ways  in  the  future.  Thank  you. 

Presentation  of  Special  Gavel 

The  Chair  recognized  Bishop  W.  Ralph  Ward,  New  York  Area, 
for  a  presentation. 

Bishop  Ward:  Bishop  Milhouse,  members  of  General  Conference  and  guests,  I 
would  like  to  ask  Bishop  Kenneth  Goodson  to  come  and  join  us  here  at  the  desk  for 
just  a  moment.  He  may  not  be  able  to  walk  back  alone  but  I  think  he  can  make  it 
down  here  alone.  Dear  friends,  it  gives  me  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  stand  here 
for  a  moment  in  this  time  that  has  been  granted  to  us  by  the  Committee  on 
Courtesies  as  members  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  to  share  with  you  the  passing  of 
the  gavel  from  one  administrative  moment  in  this  Council  to  another. 

First,  just  a  word  about  the  Council  of  Bishops  would  be  appropriate  to  say 
here.  And  that  is,  that  it  has  a  disciplinary  and  functional  role  in  the  life  of  the 
church  which  we  try  to  fulfiU  with  a  sense  of  responsibility,  and  also  out  of  the 
feeling  of  expectancies  which  you  have  for  your  episcopal  leaders  across  the 
church.  It  is  also  fair  for  us  to  say  that  in  the  Council  of  Bishops  there  is  not  only 
this  traditional  well-established  functional  and  disciplinary  role  which  we  have, 
but  also  the  Council  of  Bishops  has  something  of  family  relationship  for  us  who  are 
in  the  episcopacy. 

For  in  the  Council,  we  are  able  to  share  together  our  anxieties,  and  our  joys  and 
our  hopes.  And  there  is  a  rich  feeling  of  family  fellowship  there.  With  our  spouses, 
we  are  able  to  have  moments  of  rich  fellowship  and  worship  and  prayer  as  well  as 
real  humor,  genuine  life  together.  For  this  we  are  grateful  to  the  church  which 
makes  this  possible  for  us  and  to  each  one  of  you. 

We  in  the  Council  of  Bishops  who  have  the  presiding  role  for  a  brief  period  of 
time  realize  that  the  great  work  of  the  Council  is  carried  on  under  the  able 
administration  and  leadership  of  the  secretary.  And  I,  along  with  other  Bishops, 
want  to  express  here  publicly  the  deep  regard  that  we  have  for  the  support  and 
stewardship  that  our  secretary.  Bishop  Ralph  Alton,  extends  and  gives  to  us 
constantly  as  we  do  our  work.  We  are  grateful  for  this  and  could  not  function  at  all 
without  him.  I  might  just  say  that  in  the  Council  of  Bishops,  contrary  to  what  you 
might  think  out  there,  there  is  a  very  informal  process  that  goes  forward  in  the 
Council  of  Bishops.  We  are  very  permissive  and  very  open.  It's  a  bit  hard  at  times 
to  bring  things  back  together  again  but  once  in  a  while  we  can  get  a  few  things 
done. 

We  have  in  the  Council  a  rich  way  of  letting  everyone  speak  his  o\m  mind  about 
as  long  as  he  wants  to,  and  you  can  imagine  for  that  reason  once  in  a  while  it  takes 
a  bit  longer  to  get  some  things  done  than  ordinarily  we  would  like  to  do.  But  this 
says  something  about  the  leveling  peership  and  the  feeling  of  love  and  affection 
which  exists  between  the  Bishops  and  the  church  as  they  meet  in  the  activities 
and  in  the  services  of  the  Council. 

I  want  to  thank  my  colleagues  for  their  gracious  support  and  encouragement 
over  this  recent  year.  I  was  more  surprised  than  anyone  else  to  be  elected.  But  I 
was  never  so  much  surprised  at  the  good  will  and  support  that  I  have  been  given 
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throughout  all  these  months,  and  in  this  period  of  time  in  which  I  have  had  this 
opportunity  of  leadership.  And  now  it  is  my  very  great  privilege  to  turn  over  to 
my  duly  elected  successor,  this  office  of  the  president  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  for 
the  period  which  lies  just  ahead.  Somewhere,  Bishop  Goodson,  on  the  Richter 
scale  this  ladder  of  being  the  president  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  stands  in 
reputation  somewhere  between  the  excitement  of  being  Miss  America  and  the 
anxiety  of  being  Pope  for  a  day. 

But  I  here  now  have  the  privilege  to  present  to  you,  Sir,  the  gavel  which  is  the 
symbol  of  the  administrative  role  of  your  office.  And  if  you  will  permit  me  to 
extend  to  you  this  cross  which  I  have  had  the  privilege  of  wearing  as  given  to  me 
when  I  came  to  this  office,  you  may  or  may  not  choose  to  wear  over  a  long  period 
of  time.  But  certainly  now  out  of  my  own  heart  and  affection  for  you.  Sir,  I  give 
this  to  you.  This  Bishop  will  preside  over  this  Conference  with  dignity,  with 
humor  and  with  a  zeal  for  the  warm  heart  which  will  encourage  us  and  lead  us  all 
to  greater  things  in  our  United  Methodism.  God  bless  you  again. 

Bishop  W.  Kenneth  Goodson,  Richmond  Area,  expressed 
appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  for  the 
honor  accorded  in  selecting  him  as  the  new  president  of  the 
Council.  Noting  that  Bishop  Ralph  Alton  had  asked  to  be  relieved 
of  his  responsibilities  as  Secretary  of  the  Council,  he  asked  that 
the  Conference  recognize  his  service  in  that  office.  Bishop  Alton 
was  accorded  a  standing  ovation  by  the  Conference. 

Bishop  Goodson  also  presented  the  new  Secretary  of  the 
Council,  Bishop  James  K.  Mathews,  Washington  Area,  and  the 
new  President-Designate,  Bishop  Paul  W.  Milhouse,  Oklahoma 
Area. 

W.  Roland  Walker  (Virginia):  Bishop  Milhouse,  members  of  the  Conference,  I 
would  like  to  make  a  statement  for  the  Virginia  Conference  delegation,  to  say  to 
you  that  this  is  a  moment  of  genuine  pride  for  the  United  Methodists  of  the 
Virginia  Conference.  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Goodson  have  been  in  Virginia  for  a  short 
four  years,  but  yet  through  that  period  of  time  they  have  won  the  deep  love  and 
affection  of  almost  400,000  United  Methodists  in  our  conference.  We  have  been 
inspired  and  blessed  by  their  lives  among  us,  their  ministry  has  been 
characterized  by  pastoral  passion  and  Christian  servanthood.  When  Bishop 
Goodson  came  to  Virginia,  he  hit  the  ground  running  and  he  hasn't  stopped 
running.  He  continues  to  go  constantly  to  all  of  the  18  districts  of  our  conference. 
He  has  visited  many  times  in  the  smallest  churches  on  the  circuit  and  to  the 
largest  urban  parishes.  Their  faithfulness  was  recognized  at  our  last  Annual 
Conference  in  his  being  given  the  Circuit  Rider  of  the  Year  Award  for  it.  He  has 
been  truly  out  among  us  and  we  are  thankful.  Bishop  Goodson  has  been  that 
which  we  believe  a  bishop  ought  to  be,  the  chief  teaching  and  witnessing  elder, 
embodying  in  himself  the  nature  and  mission  of  the  church  as  a  servant  of  God  and 
persons  in  our  midst.  For  this  we  thank  God  and  we  thank  The  United  Methodist 
Church.  We  congratulate  the  bishops  of  our  church  for  their  deep  perception  and 
good  judgment  in  electing  Bishop  W.  Kenneth  Goodson  as  President  of  the 
Council  of  Bishops.  Thank  you. 

Richard  S.  Parker  (New  York),  on  behalf  of  the  New  York 
Conference  delegation,  asked  delegates  to  join  in  expressing 
appreciation  for  the  service  rendered  the  whole  church  by  Bishop 
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Ward  during  his  tenure  as  president  of  the  Council  of  Bishops. 
Vivian  P.  Overton  (New  York)  stated  that,  as  a  lay  delegate,  she 
wished  to  affirm  Mr.  Parker's  statement.  She  also  asked  that  the 
greetings  of  the  Conference  be  sent  to  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Lloyd  C. 
Wicke,  who  had  been  detained  by  a  small  accident  to  Mrs.  Wicke 
on  their  way  to  the  Conference. 

Announcements 

/.  B.  Holt  (Secretary),  Bishop  Ralph  Alton,  and  Charles  White 
(Assistant  Secretary)  made  announcements. 

Hector  Navas  (Florida)  expressed  appreciation  on  behalf  of  the 
Hispanic  Caucus  and  Hispanic  delegates  for  the  Spanish  language 
hymnals  which  had  been  provided.  He  asked  that  any  delegates 
not  wishing  to  keep  their  Spanish  hymnals  turn  them  in  as  a  gift 
to  the  Methodist  Church  of  Mexico  and  announced  that  the 
Louisiana  Conference  had  offered  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
transporting  the  hymnals  to  Mexico. 

Oscar  Garza,  IV  (Rio  Grande),  as  a  matter  of  high  privilege, 
asked  the  Conference  to  show  its  support  of  voting  rights  for  the 
Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary  Conference  by  standing. 

Lloyd  K.  Wake  (California-Nevada)  made  an  announcement. 

Motion  to  Suspend  Rules 

William  0.  Walker  (Oregon-Idaho)  moved  to  suspend  the  rules 
to  allow  an  immediate  vote  on  the  question  of  voting  rights  for 
delegates  from  the  Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary  Conference. 
Thomas  L.  Cromwell  (East  Ohio)  noted  that  there  was  a 
proposed  constitutional  amendment  deaUng  with  this  under 
consideration  by  a  legislative  committee.  The  Chair  ruled  the 
motion  out  of  order. 

Adjournment 

Willie  B.  Clay  (Northern  IlUnois)  moved  that,  in  accordance 
with  the  agenda,  the  plenary  session  be  adjourned  to  legislative 
committee  meetings.  The  motion  was  adopted.

MORNING  SESSION 

Opening — Bishop  Joel  B.  McDavid 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  morning  session  of  the 
fourth  day,  Friday,  April  30,  1976,  at  8:30  a.m.  in  the  Memorial 
Coliseum,  Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  Joel  B.  McDavid, 
Florida  Area,  presiding. 

Devotional  Service 

Following  the  Organ  Prelude,  the  hymn  "And  Are  We  Yet 
Alive"  was  sung.  The  Conference  joined  in  a  Collect  from  The 
Doctrines  and  Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
1813,  p.  108.  Choral  selections  were  presented  by  "The  Second 
Touch,"  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Boise,  Idaho,  Wayne 
Richmond,  Director.  Bishop  Don  W.  Holter,  Nebraska  Area, 
brought  the  devotional  sermon,  "Publish  Your  Message  in  the 
Open  Face  of  the  Sun"  (see  page  770).  The  service  was 
concluded  with  the  singing  of  "A  Charge  To  Keep,  I  Have," 
followed  by  the  benediction. 

Committee  on  Agenda 

After  an  announcement  by  J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary),  Yvonne 
Ferris  (Nebraska)  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Agenda.  She 
moved  the  adoption  of  the  agenda  as  printed,  and  it  was 
approved.  She  outlined  the  agenda  for  the  Saturday  morning 
session  as  planned  by  the  Committee. 

Matter  of  Privilege 

Sydney  Atkinson  (New  York)  referred  to  the  fact  that  the 
biographical  sketch  of  Judicial  Council  nominee  Douglas  Verdin 
(New  York)  did  not  appear  in  today's  Daily  Christian  Advocate 
and  moved  that  the  sketch  be  printed  in  the  Saturday  issue,  in 
order  that  it  could  be  voted  on  along  with  the  others  at  the 
Saturday  morning  session.  Roger  Burgess  (Editor,  Daily 
Christian  Advocate)  stated  that  there  were  others  which  had  not 
reached  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  in  time  for  this  edition, 
and  that  they  were  working  with  the  Committee  on  Courtesies 
and  Privileges  to  try  to  get  the  remaining  sketches  printed  in  the 
Saturday  edition. 

Gloster  Current  (New  York)  moved  that,  in  view  of  the 
omissions  and  the  great  importance  of  the  election,  the  balloting 
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be  postponed  until  Monday.  Helen  Fannings  (Northern  Illinois) 
reported  that  the  Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Privileges  had 
made  every  attempt  to  secure  all  of  the  sketches  in  time  to  be 
printed,  but  that  if  there  were  some  which  had  been  overlooked, 
the  Committee  apologized  and  would  be  happy  to  work  with 
those  who  had  been  omitted. 

Thomas  L.  Cromwell  (East  Ohio)  opposed  the  motion  to  delay 
the  balloting  until  Monday.  Mr.  Current's  motion  to  delay  was 
put  to  a  vote  and  was  defeated. 

The  Chair  inquired  of  Mr.  Atkinson  whether  it  was  the  intent 
of  his  motion  that  the  rules  be  suspended  in  order  to  permit  the 
balloting  to  begin  on  Saturday,  and  Mr.  Atkinson  stated  that  it 
was.  Richard  0.  Truitt  (Wisconsin)  objected  that  it  was  unfair  to 
proceed  with  the  election  as  scheduled  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
some  of  the  sketches,  even  though  they  had  been  submitted  on 
time,  were  not  printed  in  today's  Daily  Christian  Advocate. 
Roger  Burgess  clarified  his  earlier  statement,  stating  that  in  the 
case  of  Alvin  Lindgren,  the  sketch  had  been  submitted  on  time 
but  was  inadvertently  omitted  from  the  printing. 

The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  in  order  for  the  balloting  to 
begin  on  Saturday  as  scheduled  was  adopted. 

Recognition  of  Seminarians 

Gordon  G.  Thompson  (North  Georgia)  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  a  large  group  of  seminarians  was  visiting  the  General 
Conference.  He  said  that  it  was  his  wish  that  representatives  of 
the  seminarians  could  be  seated  with  voice  in  the  Conference,  but 
that  he  had  been  informed  by  the  presiding  officer  and  the 
parliamentarian  that  this  was  not  possible.  He  asked  that  the 
Conference  recognize  their  presence  by  asking  them  to  stand  and 
greet  them  with  applause,  and  it  was  done. 

Matter  of  Privilege 

Irving  A.  Marsland,  Jr.  (New  York)  rose  to  a  point  of 
privilege  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  a  resolution. 

Mr.  Marsland:  "Recognizing  the  need  for  a  constitutional  amendment  to  give 
permanent  voting  rights  to  the  officially  elected  delegates  of  the  Indian 
Missionary  Conference,  we  hereby  affirm  our  support  of  and  solidarity  with  their 
expressed  desire  for  recognition  in  this  Conference  and  look  forward  to  the 
constitutional  action  that  will  make  them  fully  participating  members  of  the 
General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church."  I  move  its  adoption. 

The  Chair  ruled  that,  since  this  matter  was  being  considered  by  a 
legislative  committee,  it  would  not  be  in  order  for  the  Conference 
to  act  on  the  resolution  at  this  time  but  only  to  refer  it  to  the 
Committee. 
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Parliamentary  Inquiry 

William  W.  Reid,  Jr.  (Wyoming)  asked  for  clarification  on  the 
Chair's  explanation  of  the  earlier  vote  on  the  scheduling  of  the 
Judicial  Council  elections.  He  stated  that  he  had  understood  the 
vote  to  be  in  favor  of  a  delay  until  Monday.  The  Chair  explained 
that  it  was  his  understanding  that  the  vote  was  to  proceed  with 
the  elections  on  Saturday.  Sensing  the  agreement  of  the 
Conference,  the  Chair  affirmed  the  earlier  ruUng  that  the 
Conference  had  voted  to  suspend  the  rules  in  order  to  permit  the 
election  to  begin  on  Saturday,  even  though  some  of  the 
biographical  sketches  would  not  be  published  until  Saturday 
morning.

Announcements  were  made  by  Ewing  T.  Wayland  (Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration)  and  J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary). 

Legislative  Committee  Session 

In  accordance  with  the  agenda,  the  plenary  session  was 
adjourned  in  favor  of  legislative  committee  sessions  until  the  time 
set  for  an  Order  of  the  Day. 

Presentation  of  Fraternal  Delegates 

Bishop  McDavid  reconvened  the  morning  plenary  session  of 
the  Conference  at  11:30  a.m.  and  recognized  Paul  A.  Duffey 
(Alabama- West  Florida),  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Frater- 
nal Delegates.  Carlton  Young  led  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "In 
Christ  There  Is  No  East  or  West." 

Mr.  Duffey  introduced  Alfred  L.  Norris  (Louisiana),  vice- 
chairman  of  the  Committee,  who,  in  turn  introduced  Irving  L. 
Smith,  chairman  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Fraternal  Delegates  of 
the  Commission  on  the  General  Conference.  Mr.  Smith  intro- 
duced the  fraternal  delegates  to  the  Conference  as  follows:

Mr.  Smith  reported  that  two  fraternal  delegates  had  been 
scheduled  to  be  present  for  this  session  but  were  unable  to  do  so: 
Father  Anthony  Scott,  Portland,  Oregon,  Antiochian  Orthodox 
Christian  Church,  and  Dr.  Gene  Garrison,  Oklahoma  City, 
Oklahoma,  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  He  explained  that  Dr. 
Garrison  had  been  scheduled  to  address  the  Conference  on  behalf 
of  the  fraternal  delegates,  but  that  his  plane  had  been  grounded. 
Mr.  Smith  presented  Bishop  Percival  R.  Henkelman,  who  had 
agreed  to  speak  in  his  stead. 

Bishop  Henkelman:  Mr.  Chairman,  distinguished  guests  and  members  of  the 
assembly,  as  a  young  pastor  I  was  officiating  at  a  marriage  ceremony  some  years 
ago  when  the  groom  seemed  inordinately  nervous.  He  stood  on  one  foot  for  a 
while  and  then  the  other,  and  he  seemed  to  be  searching  for  something,  and  I 
asked  if  somehow  I  could  help.  He  said,  "No,  no,  I  am  just  fine,"  but  he  was  still 
nervous.  So  I  said,  "There  must  be  something  wrong,  have  you  lost  something?" 
and  he  said,  "Yes,  Pastor,  I  think  I  have  lost  my  enthusiasm." 

My  observation  leads  me  to  proclaim  that  The  Methodist  Church — The  United 
Methodist  Church — has  not  lost  its  enthusiasm.  When  I  accepted  this  invitation,  I 
was  profoundly  moved  and  I  wrote  that  I  have  a  profound  respect  for  The  United 
Methodist  Church.  This  is  confirmed  when  I  see  all  of  you  struggling  sincerely 
with  the  issues,  the  important  issues,  the  serious  issues  of  our  day.  It  is  confirmed 
when  I  meet  weekly  at  a  leadership  forum  of  the  Ecumenical  Institute  with 
colleagues  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  the  Downey  United  Methodist  Church.  It 
is  confirmed  when  I  see  you  struggling  to  be  a  global  church  and  dealing  with  the 
global  issues  of  the  world.  It  is  confirmed  when  I  see  the  Claremont  Seminary 
from  which  my  son  is  to  graduate  in  May,  I  see  them  doing  a  great  work,  a  great 
tradition,  spiritual  training,  academic  training. 

When  I  learned  I  was  to  speak  this  morning,  and  I  only  learned  it  a  little  while 
ago,  I  was  again  greatly  moved.  I  think  I  felt  a  little  like  Peter  Boehler  would 
have  felt  if  he  knew  that  Wesley  was  in  his  audience  that  great  day.  My  wife  who 
attended  the  Baptist  Seminary  here  in  Portland,  Ore.,  during  World  War  II,  and 
whom  I  met  here,  would  say,  I  am  sure,  that  it  had  something  to  do  with  the 
grounding  of  the  plane  of  the  Baptist  delegate  so  he  could  not  speak  here  today. 

Seriously  it  is  a  great  privilege,  an  awesome  privilege  to  represent  all  of  the 
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traditions  here  and  the  ecumenical  representatives  here  on  the  platform.  As 
Moravians,  we  are  reminded  of  the  influence  that  we  had  on  the  Methodists,  but 
somehow  the  student  has  far  surpassed  the  teacher,  and  as  you  know,  you  have  a 
great  responsibility — "to  whom  much  is  given,  of  him  much  shall  be  required." 

And  so  we  stand  vdth  you  as  brothers  and  sisters  in  Jesus  Christ,  in  a  time 
when  I  sincerely  believe  there  is  a  new  consciousness,  a  new  resurgence  in  the 
lives  of  people.  In  February  I  spent  a  week  with  the  brother  of  Bishop  Mathews  in 
a  consultation  in  the  Marshall  Islands.  Again  I  was  moved  by  the  universal  work 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  and  the  task  of  the  Church  to  be  those  who  care.  A 
fine  young  MarshaUese  by  the  name  of  Jiba  Kabooa  reminded  me  that  Americans 
have  a  great  responsibility  in  the  Christian  work. 

We  cannot  fail  these  gentle  people.  We  dare  not  fail  in  our  leadership 
responsibilities  around  the  world.  We  congratulate  you.  We  love  you  and  we  look 
to  a  great  communion  to  lead  in  these  days  in  which  we  serve  Christ  our  common 
Lord. 

Mr.  Smith  thanked  Bishop  Henkelman  for  his  wilHngness  to 
substitute  for  Dr.  Garrison. 

Delegates  from  Outside  the  United  States 

Alfred  N orris  called  on  Lawrence  R.  Taylor  (West  Michigan) 
for  the  presentation  of  delegates  from  outside  the  United  States. 
Mr.  Taylor  explained  that  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  was 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  orienting  delegates  from  lands 
outside  the  United  States  in  the  procedures  of  the  General 
Conference.  He  introduced  those  who,  along  with  him,  were 
members  of  the  committee  responsible  for  this:  Merritt  Clymer 
(East  Ohio),  Johyi  Montgomery  (Missouri  East),  Martha 
Ragsdale  (Holston),  Mary  Good  (Detroit),  Hermann  Sticher 
(South  Germany).  He  expressed  appreciation  to  the  General 
Board  of  Global  Ministries,  the  Commission  on  the  General 
Conference,  and  the  local  Entertainment  Committee  chaired  by 
Elizabeth  Watson  for  their  assistance  and  work. 

Bishop  Ralph  T.  Alton  explained  that  among  the  delegates 
from  outside  the  United  States  were  persons  representing 
Affiliated  Autonomous  Churches.  He  presented  those  who  were 
heads  of  their  AffiUated  Autonomous  Churches  and  who  were  at 
the  Conference  either  as  delegates  or  as  visitors:

Bishop  Alton:  May  I  say  to  all  of  you  that  the  Council  of  Bishops  appreciates 
our  relationship  with  you  because,  as  we  have  visited  the  areas  of  the  Church 
which  you  head,  we  have  appreciated  your  courtesies  to  us  and  the  sense  of 
fellowship  you  have  extended  to  us  as  we  have  met  with  your  people  and  learned 
something  of  your  ministry  where  you  are.  As  a  return  gesture  the  Council  of 
Bishops  is  to  entertain  these  who  are  the  heads  of  these  autonomous  churches 
with  a  dinner  this  evening,  and  I  am  asked  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  to  say  to  all 
of  you  that  at  any  time  when  you  would  not  prefer  to  sit  with  your  delegation 
where  you  are,  we  would  be  glad  to  have  you  join  us  on  the  platform  at  seats  up 
here.  I  can  tell  you  that  really,  if  most  of  us  who  are  members  of  the  Council  had 
our  choices,  we  would  rather  be  with  the  delegations  on  the  floor;  but  we  want 
you  to  know  that  we  extend  to  you  this  opportunity  for  fellowship  with  us  and 
participation  with  us  in  the  affairs  of  this  Conference.  We  greet  you  in  this  way  in 
fellowship  with  us  in  the  leadership  of  the  Church. 

Mr.  Taylor  asked  that  all  of  those  who  were  delegates  from 
lands  outside  the  United  States  stand  and  receive  the  greeting  of 
the  Conference,  and  it  was  done. 

Methodist  Church  of  Great  Britain 

Alfred  Norris  (Louisiana)  presented  the  delegates  from  the 
Methodist  Church  of  Great  Britain,  and  introduced  John  Stacey 
to  bring  greetings  to  the  Conference  on  their  behalf. 

Mr.  Stacey:  Mr.  Chairman  and  delegates,  I  bring  to  you  the  very  warmest 
greetings  from  the  British  Methodist  Conference.  It  is  a  great  privilege  for  us  to 
be  here.  Two  days  ago  I  was  out  in  the  concourse,  and  was  engaged  in 
conversation  by  one  of  the  delegates.  When  he  discovered  that  I  came  from 
London,  England,  he  said,  "It's  good  to  have  Mother  here."  I  thought  in  view  of 
your  recent  union  he  might  have  said  "grandmother."  And  only  yesterday  I 
dutifully  attended  my  legislative  committee  and  discovered  that  the  proceedings 
started  with  a  roll  call.  Our  names  were  duly  called  out,  and  we  responded  "here," 
and  a  check  was  put  against  our  name  if  we  were  present. 

And  I  leaned  across  and  said  to  the  gentleman  sitting  next  to  me,  "Excuse  me, 
but  what  is  this  for?  What's  he  going  to  do  with  that  list?"  And  he  said  to  me  with 
a  twinkle  in  his  eye,  "These  transcultural  questions  throw  me!"  (laughter)  Here 
we  are,  Mr.  Chairman,  representing  "Mother,"  and  bridging  the  cultures.  And  it 
is  a  great  privilege  so  to  do. 

We  are,  of  course,  learning  there  are  many  things  you  do  in  your  Conference 
that  you  do  better  than  we  do  them,  and  just  one  or  two  things  that  perhaps  we  do 
a  little  better  than  you.  Certainly,  this  whole  enterprise  is  a  very  enriching 
experience  for  us  and  if  I  may  say  so,  not  least  among  them  is  the  joy  of  hearing 
here  again  and  again,  the  prophetic  voice,  the  voice  that  includes  the  cry  for  peace 
and  justice  as  part  of  the  totality  of  the  Gospel.  We  are  most  grateful  to  you,  Mr. 
Chairman  and  delegates,  for  accepting  us  and  for  welcoming  us  here  as  your 
colleagues  and  as  your  friends.  We  are  very  grateful  for  the  opportunity  to  come. 

Mr.  Norris  asked  that  the  other  two  delegates  present  from  the 
Methodist  Church  of  Great  Britain,  Blanche  M.  Baker  and 
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Jennifer  Norgate,   stand  and  be  recognized,   and  they  were 
greeted  with  applause  by  the  Conference. 


Wesley's  Chapel  Appeal 

The  Chair  recognized  John  R.  Harper,  treasurer  of  the  World 
Methodist  Council. 

Mr.  Harper:  Bishop  McDavid,  acting  on  behalf  of  all  United  Methodists,  it  has 
been  my  privilege  as  treasurer  of  the  World  Methodist  Council  to  forward  to  the 
restoration  work  of  the  Wesley  Chapel  in  London,  the  sum  of  $300,000.  To  this 
will  be  added,  perhaps  another  $25,000  or  $35,000  received  by  the  Chapel  by 
many  tour  groups  and  by  reason  of  direct  contributions  from  members  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church.  The  largest  contribution  outside  The  United  Methodist 
Church  comes  from  the  Christian  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  which  Bishop 
Norris  Curry  is  presiding  bishop  and  is  present  here  as  a  fraternal  delegate.  Their 
gift  of  $10,000  matches  a  similar  gift  from  the  United  Church  of  Canada  and  has 
given  us  much  encouragement.  In  February  of  this  year  I  along  with  other 
leaders  of  the  World  Methodist  Council  visited  this  sacred  spot  on  City  Road  and 
observed  at  first  hand  aU  that  is  entailed  making  this  church  safe  to  again  be  seen 
and  used  by  Methodists  throughout  the  world.  We  hope  to  have  later  in  the  week 
in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  a  list  of  the  fair  share  goals  and  a  report  on  the 
amounts  reported  by  conferences  as  of  April  15,  1976.  As  has  been  said  we  will  be 
the  poorer  if  we  do  not  contribute  our  fair  share  to  keep  this  historic  church  of  our 
early  heritage.  We  appreciate  so  very  much  the  leadership  given  this  project  by 
our  Council  of  Bishops  and  the  assurance  by  so  many  of  their  plans  to  give  their 
people  an  opportunity  to  share  in  this  program  on  Heritage  Sunday. 

Mr.  Harper  presented  John  Stacey  (Great  Britain)  and  Bishop 
William  R.  Cannon,  Atlanta  Area,  for  statements  regarding  the 
appeal  in  behalf  of  Wesley's  Chapel. 

Mr.  Stacey:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  simply  wish  to  say  thank  you  for  what  seems  to  us 
to  be  already  a  quite  magnificent  response  to  the  appeal  of  Wesley's  Chapel  and 
House.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  think  the  trustees  and  the  congregation  of  Wesley's 
Chapel  have  virtually  set  themselves  up  in  opposition  to  the  entire  population  of 
the  United  Kingdom  in  praying  fervently  that  the  exchange  rate  will  sink  lower 
and  lower  and  lower.  However,  perhaps  I  should  very  briefly  indicate  the  lines 
along  which  the  debate  is  proceeding,  for  there  is  a  debate  in  our  country.  It  is,  as 
you  might  suspect,  a  polarization  on  the  issue  of  people  or  buildings.  To  use  the 
British  terms,  between  Christian  Aid  and  Oxfam  and  war  on  want  and  social 
agencies  on  the  one  hand,  and  Wesley's  Chapel,  City  Road,  on  the  other.  Now, 
wherever  a  choice  has  to  be  made,  clearly  we  must  as  Christians  always  choose 
people  instead  of  buildings,  and  it  is  not  true  that  we  want  one  English  pound  or 
one  American  dollar  for  Wesley's  Chapel,  City  Road,  which  could  and  would  have 
been  spent  on  the  hungry  and  the  homeless.  But  we  say  to  all  people,  this  is  not 
really  the  choice.  The  pounds  that  we  want  are  not  the  pounds  that  would  go  to 
the  needy  and  the  hungry,  but  the  pounds  that  would  have  gone  to  the  extra 
television  sets  or  the  second  motorcar,  and  it  is  on  that  basis  that  so  far  we  have 
done  tolerably  well  in  our  appeal  in  our  own  country.  Now,  I  simply  want  to  say  to 
you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  delegates,  how  very  grateful  we  are  for  the  generosity  of 
your  great  Church  towards  the  preservation  of  this  particular  and  very  important 
piece  of  our  Methodist  heritage.  Thank  you  very  much  indeed. 
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Bishop  Cannon  made  an  additional  statement  urging  The  United 
Methodist  Church  to  meet  and  exceed  its  goal  of  $875,000  for  this 
cause. 

Statement  by  Discipline  Editor 

Emory  S.  Bucke  (Book  Editor,  United  Methodist  Publishing 
House)  made  a  statement  asking  that  legislative  committees 
observe  the  distinction  between  legislation,  which  is  for  inclusion 
in  the  Book  of  Discipline,  and  resolutions.  He  also  stressed  that 
committee  reports  containing  amendments  to  the  Discipline 
must  cite  the  number  of  the  paragraph  to  be  amended. 

Closing 

J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary)  made  announcements.  Bishop  McDavid 
expressed  his  thanks  to  Bishop  Alton  for  assisting  him  as 
parliamentarian.  Carlton  Young  led  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn 
"Dios  de  Amor  y  Dios  de  Gloria"  from  the  Spanish  hymnal. 
Bishop  James  Malone  of  Youngstown,  Ohio,  led  the  Conference 
in  a  closing  prayer,  and  the  session  was  adjourned. 


FIFTH  DAY,  SATURDAY,  MAY  1,  1976 
MORNING  SESSION 

Opening — Bishop  L.  Scott  Allen 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  morning  session  of  the 
fifth  day,  Saturday,  May  1,  1976,  at  8:30  a.m.  in  the  Memorial 
Coliseum,  Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  L.  Scott  Allen,  Holston 
Area,  presiding. 

Devotional  Service 

Following  the  Organ  Prelude,  the  Conference  joined  in  singing 
the  hymn,  "March  On,  0  Soul,  With  Strength."  Three  choral 
selections  were  presented  by  The  Youth  Choir,  Bellaire  United 
Methodist  Church,  Bellaire,  Texas,  under  the  direction  of  Earle 
B.  Lowder.  Two  passages  of  Scripture  were  read,  Matthew 
28:19-20  and  Luke  24:47-49,  followed  by  a  prayer.  The  devotional 
sermon,  entitled  "Go  Therefore  ...  To  All  the  Nations,"  was 
preached  by  Bishop  Ole  E.  Borgen,  Northern  Europe  Area  (see 
page  778).  The  Conference  then  sang  the  hymn,  "Talk  With  Us, 
Lord,"  and  Bishop  Borgen  pronounced  the  benediction. 

Business  Session — Matter  of  Privilege 

Bishop  Allen  called  the  business  session  to  order.  George  W. 
Martin  (Little  Rock),  as  a  matter  of  privilege,  reported  that 
Virgil  D.  Keeley  (Little  Rock)  had  been  hospitalized  and 
requested  that  members  of  the  Conference  remember  Mrs. 
Keeley  and  Dr.  Keeley  in  their  thoughts  and  prayers.  It  was 
ordered  by  action  of  the  Conference. 

Committee  on  Agenda 

E.  Russell  Praetorius  (Minnesota)  reported  for  the  committee 
and  moved  that  the  agenda  as  printed  be  adopted.  The  agenda 
was  adopted  by  action  of  the  Conference.  Mr.  Praetorius  further 
reported  that  the  Committee  on  Agenda  would  recommend  no 
further  time  for  legislative  committee  meetings  after  today,  and 
that  beginning  Monday  all  of  the  time  would  be  spent  in  plenary 
sessions,  with  the  bulk  of  the  time  being  devoted  to  calendar 
items. 

Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Privileges 

Donald  D.  Fermer  (Wisconsin),  vice-chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee, presented  the  report.  He  presented  Bishop  Paul  Granadosin, 
Philippines  Area,  for  a  statement  of  greeting. 
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Bishop  Granadosin:  Much  has  been  said  in  retrospect  about  the  burning 
passion  for  justice  and  hberty  that  compelled  your  great  men  and  women,  sung 
and  unsung,  to  unselfishly  sacrifice  the  best  that  they  had  for  the  very  lofty  and 
noble  ideals  that  inspired  men's  hearts  everywhere.  The  commitments  of  your 
dedicated  citizenry  to  join  in  a  unified  effort  to  forge  a  great  nation,  based  on 
individual  freedom,  truth,  righteousness,  and  a  trust  in  God,  is  worthy  of 
emulation.  And  200  years  of  industrial,  economic,  social  and  political  growth  have 
proclaimed  to  the  world  that  courage,  determination  and  love  for  all  that  is  best 
can  bring  about  great  things  for  more  people. 

Above  all,  God  has  indeed  blessed  your  land,  and  this  blessing  has  been  shared 
with  other  nations  across  the  globe.  God  has  certainly  shed  his  grace  on  America, 
the  land  of  the  free  and  the  home  of  the  brave.  Again,  congratulations  to  the 
United  States  of  America  and  to  all  freedom-loving  Americans.  May  you  continue 
to  be  that  power  and  influence  God  has  called  you  to  be  in  this  day  and  age.  I 
thank  you. 

Mr.  Fenner  then  presented  William  Veale  of  the  New  Haven 
Register  for  a  statement  on  behalf  of  representatives  of  the  news 
media  who  were  covering  the  Conference.  Mr.  Veale  expressed 
appreciation  for  the  many  services  and  resources  made  available 
by  United  Methodist  Communications  to  persons  covering  the 
Conference. 

Address — Phillip    A.    Potter,    General    Secretary,    World 
Council  of  Churches 

Mr.  Fenner  presented  Bishop  James  K.  Mathews,  Washington 
Area,  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  Dr.  Potter. 

Bishop  Mathews:  Mr.  Chairman,  sisters  and  brothers  of  the  General 
Conference,  as  president  of  the  Division  of  Ecumenical  and  Interreligious 
Concerns  of  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  and  as  a  member  of  the  Central 
Committee  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches  it  is  my  responsibility  and  privilege 
to  present  to  you  the  General  Secretary  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches.  The 
United  Methodist  Church  is  very  much  a  part  of  the  World  Council.  To  mention 
only  one  Methodist  layperson,  John  R.  Mott,  as  we  know,  was  one  of  its  principal 
architects.  And  among  the  members  of  its  presidium  during  the  years  are  a 
number  of  Wesleyans,  Bishop  G.  Bromley  Oxnam,  Dr.  Sarah  Chakko,  Dr. 
Charles  Parlin,  Bishop  Sante  Uberto  Barbieri,  Daniel  T.  Niles;  and  at  present. 
Dr.  Migues  Bonino  of  Argentina. 

Our  church  is  fully  represented  on  its  governing  bodies  and  its  many 
committees.  Now  we  know  the  World  Council  of  Churches  is  not  without  its 
critics.  But  I  remind  you  that  it  is  the  kind  of  organization  that,  if  it  did  not  exist 
today,  would  need  to  be  established  tomorrow,  for  through  it  a  half-million 
Christians  of  nearly  every  nation  from  three  hundred  denominations  reach  out  in 
witness  and  service  to  the  whole  world. 

Now  there  is  a  much  maligned  and  misrepresented  fund  to  combat  racism.  Far 
fi^om  being  used  to  arm  belligerent  peoples,  it  has  been  used  as  a  mission  of  mercy 
to  the  most  sorely  oppressed  of  the  earth.  While  the  Viet  Nam  conflict  was  going 
on,  for  fifteen  years  in  Africa  a  war  raged.  Most  of  us  had  never  heard  of  it.  Haifa 
million  people,  many  of  them  our  Christian  brothers  and  sisters,  lost  their  lives  in 
that  conflict.  But  due  to  the  credibility  that  the  World  Council  of  Churches,  aided 
by  our  Church  and  others,  gained  through  its  fund  to  combat  racism,  two 
secretaries  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches  were  finally  called  to  arbitrate  that 
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conflict  to  a  peaceful  conclusion.  Now  you  cannot  buy  that  kind  of  influence  and 
acceptability  in  the  market  place,  for  it  is  not  for  sale.  It  is  available  free,  but  we 
are  willing  to  be  obedient  servants  to  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  But  this  is  a  small 
part  of  the  activities  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches  through  its  three  units  of 
faith  and  witness,  justice  and  service,  education  and  renewal. 

Phillip  Potter  is  one  of  us.  He  is  a  minister  of  the  Methodist  Church  of  the 
Caribbean  and  the  Americas,  to  which  denomination  we  afforded  a  concordat 
relationship  the  other  day.  But  he  belongs  to  the  whole  Church,  and  he  is  a 
representative  of  the  third  world  as  we  say,  but  he  belongs  to  the  whole  world,  to 
the  entire  oikumene.  Indeed  he  grew  up  with  the  ecumenical  movement,  was  a 
youth  leader  at  Amsterdam  in  1948;  the  director,  following  that,  of  the  Youth 
Department  of  the  World  Council;  a  student  leader  in  the  British  Student 
Christian  movement,  and  president  of  the  World  Student  Christian  Federation. 

He  followed  there  in  the  steps  of  Niles  and  John  R.  Mott,  and  for  five  years  as 
Missionary  Secretary  with  the  Methodist  Missionary  Society  of  London  for  West 
Africa  and  the  West  Indies,  for  five  years  Associate  General  Secretary  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches,  a  Director  of  its  Commission  on  World  Mission  and 
Evangelism.  And  since  1972,  General  Secretary  of  the  World  Council  of 
Churches.  He  guided  us  through  the  Fifth  Assembly  recently  in  Nairobi,  put  it  on 
a  mature  and  balanced  course.  I  only  regret  that  his  good  wife  is  not  with  us,  she 
is  a  lovely  lady,  and  one  of  the  sweet  singers  of  Israel.  But  it  is  an  honor,  I  think, 
for  the  General  Conference  to  stand  to  greet,  to  meet,  and  to  hear  Dr.  Phillip  A. 
Potter,  General  Secretary  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches. 

Phillip  A.  Potter  (General  Secretary,  World  Council  of  Churches):  Dear 
Bishop,  dear  sisters  and  brothers  in  Christ,  I  am  very  deeply  grateful  to  my 
friend.  Bishop  Mathews,  for  his  kind  words  of  introduction.  It  is  indeed  a 
privilege  and  honor  for  me  to  be  permitted  to  speak  to  this  great  gathering  of 
United  Methodists.  I  believe  this  is  the  first  time  the  General  Secretary  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches  has  had  this  privilege. 

I  have  often  heard  of  this  great  and  unique  gathering  by  the  hearing  of  the  ear, 
but  now  my  eyes  see  it.  I  remember,  when  I  was  a  young  student  in  Jamaica, 
going  to  a  village  where  in  the  mountains,  one  lady  saying,  "You  know,  you  know, 
parson,  we  Methodists,  we  are  clannish."  There  is  indeed  an  element  of  the 
clannishness  of  Methodism  in  the  sense  of  belonging  to  one  another,  and  I  feel  that 
I  can  say  that  now  because  of  the  action  you  took  in  a  covenant  relationship  with 
my  own  church  in  the  Caribbean. 

This  is  an  opportunity  for  me  to  bring  warm  greetings  in  Christ  to  you  on  behalf 
of  the  285  other  member  churches  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches  and  of  over 
500  million  Christians  all  over  the  world.  The  United  Methodist  Church  is  a 
treasured  and  integral  part  of  this  fellowship  of  churches.  Moreover  our 
fellowship  is  now  even  wider  because  since  1965  there  has  been  a  close 
relationship  with  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  through  a  joint  working  group. 
Tomorrow  I,  myself,  have  to  fly  straight  over  to  Rome  for  the  cabinet  meeting  of 
this  joint  working  group,  where  we  shall  be  thinking  together  of  how  the  Roman 
Catholic  churches  and  the  other  churches  can  work  together  to  witness  to  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  the  next  few  years. 

Bishop  Mathews  has  already  spoken  to  the  contribution  of  Methodists  and  I 
want  to  emphasize  this — this  contribution  in  drawing  together  God's  scattered 
people  in  process  of  being  renewed  for  His  purpose  of  uniting  all  persons  in  all 
things  in  Christ.  You  have  heard  of  John  R.  Mott  who  in  1910  led  that  first 
ecumenical  World  Conference  on  the  theme  of  EvangeHzation  of  the  World  in  this 
Generation.  It  was  he  who  was  the  father  of  the  International  Missionary  Council 
and  of  the  World  Student  Christian  Federation  with  its  motto — "All  may  be  one 
that  the  world  may  believe."  You  have  heard  of  the  leadership  of  bishops  like 
Bishop  Bromley  Oxnam,  one  of  the  first  presidents,  and  several  other  bishops, 
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and  I  want  to  mention  here  Bishop  Mueller,  who  for  many  years  was  the 
president  of  the  World  Council  of  Christian  Education  which  has  now  become 
integrated  into  the  World  Council  of  Churches.  And  of  course  Bishop  Mathews 
and  Bishop  Roy  Nichols  have  most  recently  been  giving  very  yeoman  leadership 
to  the  Council. 

Many  Methodists  have  played  and  continue  to  play  significant  roles  in  the  life  of 
the  World  Council  of  Churches.  In  fact,  one  of  the  complaints  made  by  people  of 
other  confessions  is  that  there  are  too  many  Methodists  around.  This  is  natural 
because  Methodism  was  conceived  as  an  ecumenical  body  and  is  always  true  to  its 
heritage  when  it  is  ecumenical,  that  is  to  say,  when  it  is  considered  concerned 
about  all  the  peoples  of  the  world  and  in  the  fellowship  of  the  whole  pilgrim  people 
of  God. 

I  remind  you  that  as  early  as  1739,  just  a  few  months  after  his  heart-warming 
experience,  John  Wesley  said  these  words,  "I  look  upon  all  the  world  as  my 
parish.  Thus  far  I  mean  that  in  whatever  part  of  it  I  am,  I  judge  it  meet,  right  and 
my  bounden  duty  to  declare  unto  all  who  are  wiUing  to  hear  the  glad  tidings  of 
salvation.  This  is  the  work  which  I  know  God  has  called  me  to,  and  sure  I  am  that 
his  blessing  attends  it.  Great  encouragement  have  I  therefore  to  be  faithful  in 
fulfilling  the  work  he  has  given  me  to  do.  His  servant  I  am  and  as  such  am 
employed  according  to  the  plain  direction  of  His  Word  as  I  have  opportunity  of 
doing  good  to  all  men." 

His  brother,  Charles,  helped  us  to  sing,  "Thy  undistinguishing  regard  was 
constant,  Adam's  fallen  race,  For  all  thou  hast  in  Christ  prepared  sufficient 
sovereign  saving  grace.  Help  us  thy  mercy  to  extol,  immense,  unfathomed, 
unconfined,  to  praise  the  Lamb  who  died  for  all,  the  general  Savior  of  mankind. 

And,  we  just  heard  in  our  meditation  how  Wesley  again  in  that  same  year, 
1739,  right  at  the  beginning  of  his  long  ministry,  wrote  in  the  Preface  to  The 
Collection  of  Hymns  and  Sacred  Poems,  "The  Gospel  of  Christ  knows  of  no 
religion  but  social,  no  holiness  but  social  holiness."  Faith  working  by  love  is  the 
length  and  breadth  and  depth  and  height  of  Christian  perfection.  My  Father 
works  hitherto  and  I  work  and  at  all  possible  opportunities  he  is,  like  his  Master, 
going  about  doing  good. 

So  Methodism  has  always  held  these  two  together,  proclaiming  the  glad  tidings 
of  salvation  and  doing  good  to  all  men.  That  is,  indeed,  its  ecumenical  heritage. 
And  Wesley  did  this  up  and  down  the  land  in  every  sphere  of  life  of  people.  And  I 
am  proud  to  say  that  the  very  last  words  that  Wesley  put  pen  to  paper,  very,  very 
soon  before  his  death,  was  a  letter  protesting  to  Wilberforce  against  the  dreadful 
institution  of  slavery.  And  within  two  days  of  writing  that  letter  he  died  with  the 
word  you  have  here:  "And  best  of  all  is,  God  is  with  us." 

And  so  his  understanding  of  Emmanuel,  God  with  us,  was  the  coming  of  Jesus 
Christ  in  the  flesh  and  blood  of  our  life  to  take  upon  himself,  taking  the  form  of  the 
slave,  that  he  might  redeem  us  totally  as  human  beings.  And  he  is  with  us  as  we 
go  on,  not  only  baptizing  people,  but  also  teaching  them  what  he  taught  us  to  do, 
to  give  our  lives  for  the  sake  of  others.  That  is  the  whole  understanding  of 
Methodism,  and  I  would  say  that  is  the  understanding  of  the  ecumenical 
movement. 

But  Wesley  never  conceived  of  these  tasks  as  being  for  Methodists  only;  he 
cooperated  with  all  who  shared  a  common  commitment  to  Christ  and  a  concern  for 
all  mankind.  And  he  counted  numerous  friends  and  helpers  from  other 
communions — even  Roman  Catholics.  It  was  to  a  Roman  Catholic  that  he  said,  "If 
thy  heart  is  as  my  heart,  give  me  thy  hand."  And  he  would  say  of  Methodists  that 
they  were  friends  of  all  and  enemies  of  none.  Therefore,  from  the  very  beginning, 
Methodism  was  conceived  as  part  of  the  Church  catholic,  the  Church  entrusted 
with  the  wholeness  of  the  Gospel  for  the  whole  world. 

Wesley  would  have  subscribed  to  the  statement  made  in  meetings  of  the  World 
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Council  of  Churches,  "The  whole  Church  with  the  whole  Gospel  to  the  whole 
person  in  the  whole  world."  This  is  the  spirit  of  the  prophetic,  statesmanlike, 
evangelical,  and  moving  address  of  the  bishops  presented  here  by  Bishop  Thomas 
earlier  this  week.  This  address  says  very  rightly,  "To  be  the  Church  in  the  world, 
we  must  be  ecumenical  in  our  outlook  and  worldwide  in  our  perspective."  But  I 
see  no  reference  in  that  great  address  of  the  bishops  to  the  ecumenical 
involvement  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  both  in  terms  of  what  it 
contributes  to  it  and  what  it  receives  from  it.  This  is  all  the  more  striking  since  we 
have  just  had  the  Fifth  Assembly  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches  under  the 
theme,  "Jesus  Christ  Frees  and  Unites,"  and  The  United  Methodist  Church  was 
very  strongly  represented. 

I  would,  therefore,  like  to  indicate  ways  in  which  the  World  Council  of 
Churches  and  its  member  churches  and  associate  councils  of  churches  are  deeply 
caught  up  in  God's  mission  and  ministry  in  the  world  today.  And  I  want  to  do  that 
under  three  heads,  which  represent  the  three  program  units  of  the  World  Council 
of  Churches. 

First  of  all,  we  are  committed  to  unity  and  witness,  and  in  the  last  years  we 
have  produced  as  a  World  Council  of  Churches — which  means  a  fellowship  of 
churches  around  the  world — a  considerable  amount  of  writing  and  thinking  on 
what  is  salvation  today.  On  giving  an  account  of  the  hope  that  is  in  us,  and  of  the 
assembly  on  confessing  Christ  today,  which  is  the  heart  of  the  words  we  speak  in 
evangelism.  We  have  done  in  this  country,  and  other  countries,  a  great  deal  of 
work  on  the  missionary  structure  of  the  congregation,  and  there  is  a  very 
worthwhile  book  used  in  many  places  on  the  church  for  others.  We  produce  a 
monthly  letter  on  evangelism. 

We  have  had  conversations  with  evangelicals,  and  60  percent  of  those  who 
attended  the  Lausanne  Conference  in  1974  came  from  member  churches  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches.  In  October,  1974,  I  was  the  first  non-Roman  Catholic 
to  speak  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Conference  of  Bishops,  and  I  spoke  on  the  theme 
"The  Evangelization  of  the  World  Today."  We  are  involved  in  urban  and 
industrial  missions,  and  there  are  over  2,000  projects  all  over  the  world  in  which 
Methodists  are  involved.  We  have  a  program  on  rural  missions.  Many  of  these 
tasks  have  been  under  the  guidance  of  a  committee  led  by  Tracey  Jones,  one  of 
your  own. 

We  are  concerned,  too,  for  the  churches  found  in  different  cultures,  because  we 
recognize  that  the  voice  with  which  people  have  to  respond  to  the  voice  of  Christ 
cannot  be  a  borrowed  voice.  It  has  to  be  the  voice  of  their  own  culture;  hence,  we 
understand  your  work  on  minority  churches  and  different  cultural  groups  and  we 
have  done  a  great  deal  in  that  field. 

We  are  concerned  about  the  unity  of  the  church  and  the  unity  of  mankind,  for 
conciliar  fellowship,  the  ways  in  which  the  churches  can  become  unitable  through 
being  open  to  one  another,  being  corrected  by  one  another  and  receiving  from  one 
another.  And  this  is  what  we  are  doing  in  relation  to  the  world  confessional 
families,  including  the  World  Methodist  Council.  And  in  the  next  ten  days  there 
will  be  a  meeting  of  all  these  world  confessional  families  in  London  concerned  with 
that.  We  have  produced,  with  Roman  Catholic  scholars,  Orthodo.x,  Protestants,  a 
book  which  we  have  sent  to  all  the  member  churches  including  The  United 
Methodist  Church  on  baptism,  eucharist  and  a  mutually  accepted  ministry,  and 
we  have  asked  for  the  judgment  of  these  churches  by  the  end  of  this  year.  We  are 
involved  in  many  parts  of  the  world  in  dialogue  with  people  of  living  faiths, 
seeking  through  this  dialogue  this  interchange  of  life  with  life  at  the  depths,  in  the 
deepest  convictions  of  faith,  sharing  our  faith  with  one  another  as  we  seek 
community  in  the  world  where  men  and  women  are  crying  out  for  fullness  of  life, 
meaning,  and  justice. 

We  are  involved  through  our  church  and  society  in  such  studies  as  the  future  of 
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humanity,  in  the  technological  and  the  science-based  society,  with  the  help  of  top 
scholars  of  our  time — scientists,  technologists  and  theologians — and  we  are 
concerned  about  a  just  and  sustainable  society.  In  all  these  things  evangelism  is 
seen  here  as  the  word  through  the  church,  in  the  world,  a  church  which  is  being 
renewed  and  uniting  for  proclaiming  that  glad  tidings  of  salvation  in  word  and  in 
deed. 

Through  a  program  unit  in  justice  and  service  we  are  working  precisely  along 
the  lines  of  the  Bishops'  Call  for  Peace  and  Self-development  of  Peoples.  You  are 
going  to  give  a  great  deal  of  attention  as  you  have  been  doing  it  in  the  last  year  or 
two  on  human  hungers.  The  hungers  for  food,  for  knowledge,  for  meaning,  for 
community,  salvation,  love  and  justice.  Indeed,  in  the  same  spirit  as  the  Pope 
used  in  his  encyclical  on  the  development  of  peoples  when  he  spoke  about  the 
development  of  peoples  and  of  the  whole  person.  Or  as  the  Prophet  Micah  said, 
"He  has  shown  you,  0  man,  what  is  good  and  what  the  Lord  requires  of  you  but  to 
do  justice,  love  mercy,  and  to  walk  humbly  with  your  God." 

Therefore,  when  we  are  concerned  about  hunger  as  a  stark,  immediate  need,  or 
about  hunger  in  terms  of  enabling  people  to  help  themselves  in  self-reliance 
through  their  own  participation,  we  must  go  to  the  root  of  that  hunger,  the  root 
and  structures  of  human  selfishness  and  sin,  the  structures  of  injustice  in  rich  and 
poor  countries,  the  root  that  goes  to  the  whole  world  economic  order  which  is 
totally  broken  down,  where  the  rich  become  richer  and  the  poor,  poorer.  These 
are  moral  and  spiritual  issues.  How  can  people  see  their  relations  with  creation 
and  with  their  fellow  human  creatures  in  the  purpose  of  God?  That  is  what  we  are 
concerned  about. 

The  millions  we  get  are  palliatives  if  we  are  only  concerned  with  just  giving  up 
some  money  for  helping  and  not  going  to  the  root.  There  is  a  Zulu  proverb  that 
says,  "When  the  thorn  gets  into  the  toe,  the  whole  body  stoops  to  pick  it  out."  You 
don't  put  salve  on  it,  but  you  go  for  the  thorn  itself.  That  is  what  we  are  concerned 
with  in  the  World  Council  of  Churches,  and  we  ask  you  to  be  involved  in  this  and 
to  be  willing  to  share  with  us  the  things  that  are  being  produced  all  over  the  world 
by  Christians  in  different  ways. 

For  example,  it  is  now  over  a  year  that  we  have  set  up  an  ecumenical 
development  cooperative  society,  which  is  a  means  of  enabling  the  poorer  people 
of  the  world  to  receive  help  to  help  themselves,  and  we  have  been  trying  to  get  $5 
million  from  the  member  churches  and  from  others  during  the  past  year.  I  don't 
know  how  much  you  know  about  this,  how  much  this  is  a  concern  of  yours.  Yet 
millions  of  people  are  waiting  for  this  kind  of  symbol  of  our  solidarity  with  them. 
Evangelism,  as  someone  has  said,  is  hope  in  action,  hope — God's  future  being 
made  alive  by  the  tokens  of  our  bringing  glad  tidings  in  word  and  in  deed. 

Do  you  realize  that  today  is  May  Day — the  first  of  May — the  day  when  the 
workers  of  the  world  are  remembering  there  is  a  continuing  struggle  for  justice  in 
the  world.  Do  you  remember  the  words  of  Karl  Marx  when  his  manifesto  of  1848 
said,  "Workers  of  the  world  unite.  You  have  nothing  to  lose  but  your  chains." 
That  is  what  has  been  going  on  ever  since,  but  do  you  also  remember  that  100 
years  before  that,  Charles  Wesley  taught  Methodists  to  sing  of  what  the  blood  of 
Jesus  Christ,  when  we  receive  it  into  ourselves,  does  for  each  of  us.  "My  chains 
fell  off,  my  heart  was  free,  I  rose,  went  forth,  and  followed  thee."  But  to  follow 
Christ  means  to  take  up  His  cross  and  to  give  ourselves  for  the  sake  of  others,  as 
He  did. 

That  is  what  this  May  Day  should  mean  for  us,  and  is  it  any  surprise  to  you  that 
the  trade  union  movement  today  owes  more  to  the  Methodist  class  meetings  than 
to  any  other  body,  because  there  with  those  people  who  found  their  chains  falling 
off  and  the  freedom  given  by  Christ  felt  free  to  storm  the  citadel  of  power  and 
prejudice  and  the  principalities  and  powers,  in  order  to  bring  to  life  a  way  of 
justice.  We  Methodists  have  a  history  of  that  kind.  Today  we  are  called  to  make  it 
a  more  living  one. 
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Secondly,  in  the  bishops'  address,  we  heard  about  human  equality  and  justice. 
We  were  told  about  human  rights.  Do  you  know  the  considerable  amount  of  work 
that  was  done  through  the  World  Council  of  Churches,  and  particularly  through 
its  Commission  of  the  Churches  on  International  Affairs,  to  insure  that  the 
universal  Declaration  of  Human  Rights  was  produced  in  1948?  Do  you  know  it  was 
largely  through  the  churches  together  that  the  Article  XVIII  on  Religious 
Liberty  was  received  by  the  nations  of  the  world?  Do  you  know  the  role  that  the 
churches  have  been  playing  together  in  the  Covenant  on  Personal  and  Social 
Rights?  Do  you  know  that  it  is  largely  through  the  fellowship  of  the  World  Council 
of  Churches  that  relations  were  opened  with  churches  across  the  curtains,  and  so 
these  churches  are  now  in  our  fellowship?  So  we  have  the  possibility  of  talking 
with  them  about  the  violation  of  human  rights  in  those  countries. 

Do  you  know  that  in  Latin  America  today,  where  so  many  Christians  because  of 
their  stand  for  their  Christian  faith,  because  of  their  preaching  by  life  and  deed  of 
the  good  news  of  salvation,  are  in  prison,  and  some  of  them  tortured?  Do  you 
know  that  the  World  Council  of  Churches  has  an  office  specially  concerned  about 
this,  and  making  representations  to  the  United  Nations  and  enabling  Christians 
together  to  work  for  these  folk  there? 

Do  you  know  of  all  that  has  been  happening  through  this  program  to  combat 
racism,  to  support  your  brethren  Uke  Bishop  Muzorewa  and  Bishop  deCarvalho  in 
maintaining  our  solidarities  as  human  beings  and  as  Christians  with  those  who 
have  been  suffering  from  that  greatest  skin  disease  of  our  time — racism?  Do  you 
know  of  the  efforts  made  for  reconciliation  between  peoples?  You've  heard  about 
it,  but  do  you  know  that  after  17  years  of  civil  war  between  the  Muslim  North  and 
the  Christian  South  in  the  Sudan — it  was  largely  through  this  fellowship  of 
churches  that  reconciliation  took  place.  Do  you  know  about  the  Fund  for 
Reconcihation  and  Reconstruction  in  Indochina  in  which  your  own  Board  of  Global 
Ministries  is  involved,  and  of  the  efforts  being  made  in  other  areas  of  tension  like 
in  the  Middle  East,  through  material  help,  through  bringing  people  from  the 
different  sides  together  to  seek  to  find  reconciliation  in  that  situation? 

Do  you  know  the  considerable  amount  of  work  done  on  the  issues  of 
disarmament?  And  of  the  challenge  which  we  now  are  called  to  put  into  action  of 
the  struggle  against  the  growing  militarism  in  the  world,  and  an  arms  race  which 
is  depriving  people  more  and  more  of  their  human  rights?  These  are  some  of  the 
things  in  which  we  have  been  involved. 

And  lastly,  the  program  unit  on  education  and  renewal.  Here,  in  education  we 
are  concerned  about  general  education,  about  Christian  education,  and  about  the 
theological  education  of  the  people  of  God.  We  have  been  involved  in  producing  a 
curriculum  for  many  countries  in  the  Third  World,  or  the  Two-thirds  World  as  I 
prefer  to  call  them,  because  they  have  the  population  you  know.  We  have  a 
theological  education  fund  which  has  sought  to  help  people  to  do  the  theological 
education  in  context  of  their  own  cultures  and  doing  theology  for  the  sake  of 
mission.  We  have  a  special  portfolio  on  Biblical  studies,  as  one  who  goes  to  help 
people  to  know  how  to  use  the  Bible  effectively  in  the  context  of  their  own  daily 
lives.  We  have  an  Ecumenical  Institute,  which  for  the  past  nearly  thirty  years  has 
been  enabling  people  coming  from  many  different  parts  of  the  world  to  share 
together  what  God  has  given  to  them  and  what  He  is  calHng  them  to  do. 

And  in  renewal  we  are  involved  in  the  work  with  laity  and  youth.  It  was 
through  the  World  Council  of  Churches  that  twenty  years  ago  there  was  a  whole 
effort  to  convince  our  churches  that  the  laity,  the  laos,  is  the  whole  people  of  God, 
the  ninety-nine  frozen  assets  of  the  church.  And  the  call  that  they  should  be,  that 
we  who  are  leaders  and  bishops  and  so  on,  are  the  enablers  of  those,  the  whole 
people  of  God,  to  be  the  evangelists  and  missionaries  and  witnesses  to  the  world. 

Do  you  know  about  the  work  that  is  done  among  women?  Since  1948  there  has 
been  a  special  department  of  cooperation  of  men  and  women  in  church  and 
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society.  The  very  careful  studies  that  have  been  made  of  the  ordination  of  women, 
the  very  explosive  consultation  held  in  1974  on  "Sexism  in  the  1970's,"  and  the 
way  in  which  we  have  lifted  up  the  concern  for  rural  women  who  carry  the  great 
burden  in  our  hungry  world.  During  the  International  Women's  Year  the  projects 
that  were  done  there  and  the  studies  that  were  to  be  carried  out  with  theologians 
on  the  community  of  men  and  women  in  the  church  and  in  the  society,  and  the 
ways  in  which  we  are  seeing  the  liberation  of  women  in  terms — in  the  Biblical 
perspective — as  ways  in  which  men  and  women  together  can  work  for  social  and 
racial  justice  and  breaking  down  the  structures  which  oppress  women  as  well  as 
people  of  other  races  and  ethnic  groups. 

We  are  in  touch,  and  I  notice  that  you  have  some  work  here  on  the  charismatic 
movement — we  have  an  office  concerned  with  the  renewal  movement,  including 
the  charismatic  movement — and  on  spirituality  and  on  lifestyles.  All  these  things 
are  concerns  which  the  churches  have  laid  upon  us,  including  The  United 
Methodist  Church.  All  these  constitute  what  it  means  to  be  ecumenical. 

Your  General  Council  on  Ministries  has  proposed  the  theme.  Committed  to 
Christ — Called  to  Change.  Committed  to  Christ — Called  to  Change.  It  was 
Wesley  himself  who  said  the  Methodists  did  not  come  to  start  a  new  sect,  but  to 
reform  the  nation  and  especially  the  church  and  to  spread  scriptural  holiness 
throughout  the  land.  Holiness  means,  in  its  root,  total  commitment  to  God  and 
Christ  and  to  His  purpose  in  the  world.  Commitment  to  Christ  and  Called  to 
Change — that  is  the  task  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  and  also  all  churches. 
And  the  change  which  would  start  is  the  change  which  will  start  with  us. 

It  is  the  metanoia,  the  repentance,  the  conversion  to  God  and  the  world.  Faith 
in  the  crucified  and  risen  Lord  is  a  radical  break  from  a  static  understanding  of 
our  existence  into  a  dynamic  living  and  daring  God's  future.  It  also  calls  for  radical 
transformation  of  structures  of  churches  and  societies,  so  that  they  may  become 
more  fruitful  instruments  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  which  is  in  our  midst.  It  is 
Charles  Wesley  who  said  to  us,  "Faith,  mighty  faith,  the  promise  sees  and  looks 
to  that  alone,  laughs  at  impossibilities  and  cries  'It  shall  be  done'."  So,  brethren 
and  sisters,  in  this  bicentennial  year,  and  as  you  look  forward  to  the  bicentenary 
of  your  Methodist  Conference  in  1984,  you  join  in  the  calling  of  the  whole  Church 
in  this  country  and  beyond  to  be  committed  to  Christ  and  called  to  change,  and  to 
work  for  change,  for  God.  As  fellow  workers  with  God  to  create  one  human  family 
through  Christ  and  in  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  may  God  bless  you  all  in  this 
enterprise. 

The  Chair  expressed  appreciation  to  Dr.  Potter  for  his 
presence  and  his  message.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Courtesies  and  Privileges  having  been  completed,  it  was 
approved  by  vote  of  the  Conference. 

Judicial  Council  Ballot 

The  Chair  announced  that  the  time  had  been  reached  for  an 
Order  of  the  Day  for  balloting  for  members  of  the  Judicial 
Council.  /.  B.  Holt  (Secretary)  explained  the  mechanics  of  the 
balloting  procedure  and  indicated  a  correction  to  a  typographical 
error  in  one  of  the  names.  Richard  0.  Truitt  (Wisconsin)  called 
attention  to  one  other  misspelled  name.  Reta  Barto  (Eastern 
Pennsylvania)  asked  for  the  Secretary  to  read  the  names  of 
continuing  Judicial  Council  members  whose  terms  had  not 
expired.  Charles  D.  White  (Assistant  Secretary)  reported  that 
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Florence  Lucas  Edwards,  Tom  Matheny,  Truman  W.  Potter,  and 
Hoover  Rupert  would  be  continuing  as  members.  The  Chair 
explained  the  Disciplinary  and  parliamentary  provisions  that 
would  govern  the  election.  Bishop  Edward  J.  Pendergrass  led 
the  Conference  in  prayer.  The  ballots  were  collected,  and  the 
Chair  declared  the  ballot  closed. 

Proposal  to  Amend  Rules 

John  B.  Russell  (Virginia)  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  Plan 
of  Organization,  to  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Plan  of 
Organization  and  Rules  of  Order  for  their  consideration.  Mr. 
Russell  moved  to  amend  Plan  of  Organization  XI  as  adopted  at 
the  first  session  of  the  Conference  (see  pages  233-234)  by 
substituting  the  foUovdng: 

Mr.  Russell:  "The  reports  and  recommendations  of  all  Councils,  Boards  and 
Standing  Committees  or  Special  Commissions  or  Committees  to  the  General 
Conference  shall  be  printed  in  an  Advance  Edition  of  the  Daily  Christian 
Advocate  and  mailed  to  all  delegates  at  least  sixty  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  the 
General  Conference.  In  order  to  accomplish  this  the  finished  copy  of  all  such 
reports  and  recommendations  shall  be  submitted  to  the  editor  of  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate  at  least  120  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  General 
Conference.  Any  such  reports  and  recommendations  not  so  submitted  and  printed 
in  an  Advance  Edition  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  shall  be  received  by  the 
General  Conference  only  upon  the  approval  of  three-fourths  of  the  delegates  of 
the  General  Conference  present  and  voting." 

Mr.  Russell  spoke  in  support  of  his  proposal.  The  Chair  put  the 
proposed  substitute  to  a  vote,  and  it  was  referred  by  action  of  the 
Conference. 

General  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration — Election 
of  Members 

Bishop  James  K.  Mathews  was  recognized  for  the  purpose  of 
presenting  nominations  from  the  Council  of  Bishops  for  member- 
ship on  the  General  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The 
following  persons  were  nominated:  North  Central  Jurisdiction, 
Gerald  Jones,  Emerson  Colaw,  Donald  Strong,  Tom  Moore,  Mrs. 
Ellen  Hanna,  Mrs.  Kathleen  Haining;  Northeastern  Jurisdiction, 
Merrill  Drennan,  J.  Clair  Jarvis,  Harold  H.  Quickel,  Harry 
Johnson,  Mrs.  Mary  Lou  Williams,  Mrs.  Ehzabeth  Brogdon; 
South  Central  Jurisdiction,  Leighton  Farrell,  Douglas  McGuire, 
WilUam  Shepherd,  Roy  Grogan,  Mrs.  Ruby  Bane,  Mrs.  Mary 
Metzel;  Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  Guy  K.  Hutcherson,  Ralph 
Mohney,  A.  B.  Blackburn,  Richard  Fields,  Mrs.  Marjorie  Mann, 
Mrs.  Barbara  Stauss;  Western  Jurisdiction,  Clifford  Broke, 
Elias  Galvan,  Norman  Lee,  Robert  Stevens,  Mrs.  OUvia  Carrell, 
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Mrs.  Pauline  Bobbitt;  At-large,  C.  P.  Minnick,  Clarence  Borger, 
James  Barber,  Ruben  Siller,  James  Shaw,  W.  R.  Byrd,  Mrs, 
Helen  Fannings,  Mrs.  Jeanette  Winton,  and  Mrs.  Lucille 
Schroeder. 

Willie  B.  Clay  (Northern  Illinois)  asked  why  there  had  been  a 
substitution  in  the  list  of  nominations  for  Joseph  Johnson,  whose 
name  had  been  included  in  the  list  as  printed  in  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate.  Bishop  W.  Kenneth  Goodson  (Council  of 
Bishops  President)  stated  that  Mr.  Johnson's  name  was  removed 
at  his  own  request,  because,  as  a  trustee  of  Wiley  College,  he  felt 
that  there  might  be  a  conflict  of  interest. 

The  Chair  called  for  a  vote  on  the  nominations,  and  the  persons 
nominated  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  were  elected. 

Committee  on  Calendar 

Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South  Indiana),  chairperson,  reported  for 
the  committee.  He  introduced  the  other  committee  members:  C. 
R.  Hager  (Kentucky),  vice-chairperson;  Jeanie  Stoppel 
(Oregon-Idaho),  secretary;  and  Jim  Egan  (Oklahoma).  Mr. 
Hodapp  stated  that  three  legislative  committees  had  reports 
which  had  been  printed  for  the  amount  of  time  required  by  the 
rules  and  were  therefore  ready  to  report.  He  called  for  reports 
from  the  Committee  on  Conferences. 

Committee  on  Conferences,  Report  No.  1,  Calendar  No.  1 

Bruce  Blake  (Kansas  West),  chairperson  of  the  committee, 
introduced  R.  Jervis  Cooke  (Peninsula)  for  presentation  of  the 
report  (see  page  1282).  Mr.  Cooke  explained  that  the  report 
recommended  approval  of  the  revision  and  renumbering  of  Par. 
831  of  the  1972  Book  of  Discipline  as  proposed  by  the  general 
boards  and  commissions  and  printed  in  Advance  Edition  E  of  the 
Daily  Christian  Advocate;  he  explained  the  purpose  of  the 
proposed  revisions. 

Mr.  Blake  moved  adoption  of  the  report.  Marilyn  Roberts 
(North  Georgia)  moved  to  amend  the  report  by  inserting  the 
words  "two  young  adults"  after  "United  Methodist  Men"  in  Par. 
831.2;  she  spoke  in  support  of  her  amendment.  In  response  to  a 
question  from  the  Chair,  Mr.  Blake  stated  that  he  could  not 
accept  the  amendment  for  the  committee,  since  the  committee 
had  not  discussed  this  issue.  The  Chair  asked  whether  the 
amendment  was  germane  to  the  report,  and  Mr.  Blake  and 
Franklin  Blackstone,  Jr.  (Western  Pennsylvania)  both  expressed 
the  judgment  that  it  was  germane.  Omega  Newman  (South 
Carolina)  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  amendment.  Kathy  LaPoint 
(California-Nevada)  spoke  for  it.  By  vote  of  the  Conference,  the 
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previous  question  on  the  amendment  was  ordered.  Floyd  H. 
Coffman  (Kansas  East)  attempted  to  present  a  related  report  but 
was  ruled  out  of  order.  The  amendment  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
adopted. 

Jerry  G.  Bray,  Jr.  (Virginia)  moved  to  amend  the  report  by 
substituting  the  words  "annual  conference"  for  "council"  in  the 
last  phrase  of  Par.  831.4.  He  explained  that  this  would  retain  the 
provision  in  the  1972  Book  of  Discipline  according  to  which  the 
annual  conference  determines  additional  members  of  the  confer- 
ence Council  on  Ministries  executive  committee.  Sam  N. 
Varnell,  Jr.  (Holston)  asked  a  question;  the  Chair  responded. 
The  Chair  asked  whether  the  committee  would  accept  the 
amendment,  and  Mr.  Cooke  replied  that  it  would  not.  William  M. 
James  (New  York)  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment.  John  F. 
Osborn  (West  Ohio)  opposed  it.  Alice  G.  Morrison  (Oregon- 
Idaho)  attempted  to  move  the  previous  question  but  was  ruled 
out  of  order.  C.  Rex  Bevins  (Nebraska)  attempted  to  speak 
against  the  amendment,  but  the  Chair  stated  that  a  speech  in 
support  was  next  in  order.  Thomas  L.  Cromwell  (East  Ohio) 
spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment.  Mr.  Bevins  opposed  it.  John  D. 
Humphrey ,  Sr.  (North  Mississippi)  moved  the  previous  question. 
Mr.  Blake  declined  the  opportunity  for  a  final  statement  in  behalf 
of  the  committee  position.  The  amendment  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
was  defeated. 

/.  Irwin  Trotter  (Southern  California-Arizona)  moved  to 
amend  the  new  recommended  sub-section  lOg)  by  inserting 
"district  Councils  on  Ministries"  after  "annual  conference  agen- 
cies." Mr.  Blake  accepted  the  amendment  on  behalf  of  the 
committee. 

Jean  Troy  (Holston)  moved  to  amend  Par.  831.4  by  inserting 
the  words  "the  elected  representatives  of  the  General  Council  on 
Ministries"  after  "director  of  the  council."  Mr.  Blake  stated  that 
this  issue  had  not  been  discussed  by  the  committee,  and  that  he 
would  prefer  that  it  be  decided  by  the  Conference.  Mrs.  Troy 
spoke  in  support  of  her  amendment.  Charles  E.  Edgar  (Central 
Pennsylvania)  asked  for  clarification;  Mrs.  Troy  responded.  The 
amendment  was  adopted  by  vote  of  the  Conference. 

P.  Boyd  Mather  (Iowa)  moved  to  amend  the  report.  Par.  831.7, 
by  deleting  the  words,  "and  other  matters  as  the  cabinet  may 
determine."  Mr.  Mather  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  The 
amendment  was  defeated  by  vote  of  the  Conference. 

Adjournment 

Frank  A.  Nichols  moved  that  the  plenary  session  be  adjourned 
in  favor  of  legislative  committee  sessions.  At  the  request  of  the 
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Chair,  E.  Russell  Praetorius  (Minnesota),  speaking  for  the 
Agenda  Committee,  opposed  the  motion.  Mr.  Nichols  spoke  in 
support  of  it.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

Bishop  Jack  M.  Tuell  (Portland  Area)  made  a  statement 
regarding  the  local  committee's  plans  for  Sunday,  May  2,  and 
regarding  the  Oregon-Idaho  Celebration.  He  introduced  William 
0.  Walker  (Oregon-Idaho),  chairperson  of  the  Oregon-Idaho 
Celebration,  who  made  an  additional  statement  about  the  plans 
for  that  event. 

J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary)  made  announcements.  Norman  L. 
Conard  (Business  Manager)  made  a  statement  regarding  the 
safety  of  materials  left  on  the  tables  over  the  weekend.  John  P. 
Miles  (Little  Rock)  asked  a  question;  Dr.  Conard  responded. 

Bishop  Allen  expressed  appreciation  to  Bishops  Finger  and 
Mathews  for  their  assistance  to  him  in  the  task  of  presiding. 
Following  the  singing  of  one  stanza  of  the  hymn  "Amazing 
Grace,"  Bishop  Noah  W.  Moore  pronounced  the  benediction,  and 
the  session  was  adjourned.

MORNING  SESSION 


Opening — Bishop  Jack  M.  Tuell 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  morning  session  of  the 
sixth  day,  Monday,  May  3,  1976,  at  8:30  a.m.  in  the  Memorial 
Coliseum,  Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  Jack  M.  Tuell,  Portland 
Area,  presiding. 

Devotional  Service 

Following  the  Organ  Prelude,  the  Conference  joined  in  the 
singing  of  the  hymn,  "Joyful,  Joyful,  We  Adore  Thee."  Choral 
selections  were  presented  by  The  Chancel  Choir,  Edmonds 
United  Methodist  Church,  Edmonds,  Washington,  under  the 
direction  of  Dick  L.  Kite.  The  liturgist,  Mrs.  Lillian  Sloan 
(Western  Pennsylvania),  read  the  Scripture,  John  10:7-11,  and 
led  the  Conference  in  prayer.  An  anthem  was  sung  by  the 
Edmonds  Chancel  Choir.  Bishop  Roy  C.  Nichols  (Pittsburgh 
Area)  preached  the  Devotional  Sermon,  "Dimensions  of  Disciple- 
ship"  (see  page  783). 

Following  the  service,  Bishop  Tuell  expressed  appreciation  to 
Bishop  Nichols  for  his  message  and  noted  that  he  and  his  wife  had 
once  been  members  of  the  Edmonds  United  Methodist  Church 
Choir. 

Committee  on  Agenda 

Lee  Drinkard  (North  Georgia)  reported  for  the  committee  and 
moved  that  the  agenda  as  printed  in  the  Daily  Christian 
Advocate  be  adopted.  The  agenda  for  the  day  was  adopted  as 
printed. 

Committee  on  Presiding  Officers 

Jameson  Jones  (Rocky  Mountain)  reported  for  the  committee. 
He  stated  that  Bishop  Tuell  had  been  chosen  by  the  committee  to 
preside  at  this  session,  and  that  Bishop  D.  Frederick  Wertz 
(West  Virginia  Area)  and  Bishop  Eugene  M.  Frank  (Arkansas 
Area)  were  scheduled  to  preside  at  the  afternoon  and  evening 
sessions  respectively.  He  also  reported  that  the  committee  did 
plan  to  utilize  the  new  rule  which  the  Conference  had  adopted, 
continuing  presiding  officers  from  one  session  to  the  next  when 
the  parliamentary  situation  warranted. 
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Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Privileges 

Thomas  P.  Grissom  (California-Nevada),  committee  secre- 
tary, led  in  the  presentation  of  the  report.  He  called  attention  to 
the  Oregon-Idaho  celebration  the  previous  evening  and  ex- 
pressed appreciation  to  Governor  Straub,  Representative  Nancie 
Fadeley,  Bishop  Tuell,  Dr.  Glenn  Olds,  the  Oregon-Idaho 
Celebration  Committee  chaired  by  William  0.  Walker,  and  the 
directors  who  participated  in  the  event. 

Mr.  Grissom  presented  the  bishops'  wives  and  asked  them  to 
stand  and  be  greeted  by  the  Conference.  He  then  called  attention 
to  the  committee's  printed  report  as  found  in  the  Daily  Christian 
Advocate  (see  page  824). 

Lester  L.  Moore  (Iowa)  moved  that  the  address  of  Dr.  Glenn 
Olds,  delivered  at  the  Oregon-Idaho  Celebration,  be  printed  in 
the  Daily  Christian  Advocate.  The  Chair  asked  if  the  Conference 
would  suspend  the  rules  to  permit  action  on  this  motion,  and  the 
rules  were  suspended.  Mr.  Moore's  motion  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
adopted. 

Report  on  First  Judicial  Council  Ballot 

Bishop  Tuell:  Now,  we  have  come  to  the  time  in  our  agenda  for  another  ballot. 
I  have  before  me  the  results  of  Ballot  No.  1,  and  I  think  that  you  should  get  a 
piece  of  paper  and  be  prepared  to  list  these  names  and  the  number  of  votes  they 
have  received.  First  I  will  read  for  you  the  lay  ballot  for  Judicial  Council.  Total 
ballots  cast,  945;  invalid  ballots,  10;  valid  ballots,  935;  necessary  to  elect,  468. 
There  is  no  election.  All  right.  Here  are  the  names  in  the  order  of  the  votes 
received:  Leonard  D.  Slutz,  286;  Elizabeth  B.  Gundlach,  250;  Kathryn  Mowrey 
Grove,  249;  Tom  Reavley,  224;  John  E.  Stumbo,  172;  Paul  Webb,  Jr.,  163;  Julia 
Gibson,  116;  Susan  Spruce,  116;  Paul  V.  Shearer,  113;  James  M.  Dolliver,  74; 
Walter  Douglas,  36;  Basil  H.  Lorch,  Jr.,  35;  Rodolfo  C.  Beltran,  28;  Crisolito 
Pascual,  22. 

I'll  read  the  results  of  the  clergy  ballot,  and  then  ask  the  secretary  to  instruct 
us  in  the  second  ballot.  This  is  now  the  clergy  ballot.  There  were  945  ballots  cast; 
10  were  invalid;  935  valid  ballots;  necessary  to  elect,  468.  There  is  no  election. 

They  are  now  listed  in  the  order  of  number  of  votes  received.  First,  Paul

Matter  of  Privilege 

Barbara  R.  Thompson  (Baltimore)  moved,  as  a  point  of 
personal  privilege,  that  Attorney  Susan  Spruce  be  permitted  to 
speak.  John  D.  Humphrey,  Sr.  (North  Mississippi)  requested  an 
indication  of  the  purpose  of  the  request.  Ms.  Thompson  stated 
that  Ms.  Spruce  planned  to  withdraw  from  the  Judicial  Council 
election.  Richard  0.  Truitt  (Wisconsin)  stated  that,  in  fairness  to 
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all,  the  statement  should  be  one  of  withdrawal  only  and  not  of 
endorsement.  Ms.  Thompson's  motion  was  adopted.  Ms.  Spruce 
stated  that  it  was  an  honor  to  be  one  of  four  women  nominated  for 
the  Judicial  Council,  but  that  she  requested  that  her  name  be 
withdrawn  from  nomination. 

Ballot  for  Judicial  Council  Members 

J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary)  gave  instructions  for  the  second  ballot 
for  members  of  the  Judicial  Council.  Clarence  M.  Winchester 
(Western  North  Carolina)  asked  a  question;  Dr.  Holt  responded. 
When  the  Chair  determined  that  the  ballots  had  been  collected, 
he  declared  the  second  ballot  for  Judicial  Council  members 
closed. 

Questions  Regarding  Expenses 

Ted  Richardson  (Southwest  Texas)  asked  a  question  regarding 
the  number  of  days  for  which  per  diem  expenses  would  be  paid; 
Gene  Sease  (Western  Pennsylvania),  chairperson  of  the  Commis- 
sion on  the  General  Conference,  responded.  Alick  Seymour 
(Delhi)  asked  whether  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administra- 
tion had  made  a  determination  on  a  matter  referred  to  it  earher, 
dealing  with  per  diem  expenses.  The  Secretary  suggested  that  he 
inquire  at  the  Council  office  in  the  Coliseum. 

Presentation  of  "Wesley's  Works" 

Joseph  Quillian  (Dean,  Perkins  School  of  Theology):  Mr.  President  and 
friends,  we  all  have  a  stake  in  John  Wesley.  We  do  as  United  Methodists  and  as 
members  of  the  world  family  of  Methodists  and  also  as  members  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ.  We  need  to  know  John  Wesley  in  accurate  and  lively  fashion  for 
what  he  means  to  us  as  Methodists  and  for  what  his  theology  can  and  ought  to 
mean  in  the  relationship  among  Protestants,  Roman  Catholics  and  Orthodox.  To 
make  Wesley  effectively  accessible,  a  group  of  persons  competent  in  Wesleyan 
studies,  in  18th  century  studies,  both  American  and  British,  have  been  at  work 
since  1960. 

The  objective  is  to  produce  a  definitive  critical  edition  of  The  Works  of  John 
Wesley  with  a  dependable  text,  enabling  and  enlightening  introductions, 
adequate  footnotes,  the  identification  of  numerous  scriptural  and  literary 
allusions  that  have  not  so  far  been  identified,  and  an  effective  apparatus  for  study. 

Dean  Quillian  proceeded  to  give  information  regarding  the  length 
of  the  series,  the  pubhsher,  and  the  expected  publication 
schedule.  He  stated  that  an  enterprise  such  as  this  often  operates 
at  a  loss,  and  that  the  United  Methodist  seminaries,  the  Division 
of  Ordained  Ministry,  and  the  Commission  on  Archives  and 
History  had  been  principal  supporters  of  the  project,  along  with 
some  annual  conference  historical  societies  and  the  British 
Methodist  Conference.  He  urged  that  delegates  buy  copies,  for 
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themselves  and  as  gifts,  that  church  Hbraries  buy  copies,  that 
historical  societies  support  the  project,  and  to  be  mindful  of 
persons  who  might  be  willing  to  sponsor  a  volume.  He  indicated 
that  good  sales  of  the  first  volume  would  encourage  the  pubUsher 
to  print  larger  quantities  of  succeeding  volumes,  thus  permitting 
a  lower  price  per  volume. 

Address — Bishop  Emilio  de  Carvalho 

Douglas  Verdin  (New  York),  chairperson  of  the  Committee  on 
Agenda,  presented  Bishop  Ralph  E.  Dodge  and  asked  that  the 
Conference  join  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "0  For  a  Thousand 
Tongues  to  Sing." 

Bishop  Dodge:  Bishop  Tuell,  members  of  the  General  Conference,  and  friends. 
It  was  some  thirty  years  ago  that  a  pastor  and  his  wife  in  Angola,  at  a  dedication 
service,  presented  their  small  boy  at  the  altar  of  the  church,  dedicating  his  life  to 
the  work  of  the  church,  to  the  Kingdom  of  God.  They  very  wisely  nurtured  him 
through  his  young  manhood,  and  then  the  church  joined  with  them  in  helping  him 
get  the  background  that  he  needed  for  leadership  by  providing  a  scholarship,  in 
Brazil  and  later  here  in  the  United  States  at  Garrett  Biblical  Institute  and 
Northwestern  University. 

Returning  to  his  home  country,  he  taught  in  the  Union  Theological  Seminary 
until  the  Central  Conference  of  1972,  and  at  that  time  the  Central  Conference  had 
the  wisdom  in  selecting  as  one  of  the  youngest  bishops  in  The  United  Methodist 
Church,  Emilio  de  Carvalho,  who  is  here  representing  his  church  in  what  I  think 
is  the  newest  nation  in  the  world  of  nations,  the  Popular  Republic  of  Angola. 
Bishop  de  Carvalho. 

Bishop  de  Carvalho:  Mr.  Chairman,  members  of  the  world-wide  Methodist 
family.  First  of  all,  I  want  to  express  my  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  the  Courtesies 
and  Privileges  Committee  for  extending  to  me  this  high  privilege  to  briefly 
address  this  General  Conference.  I  also  feel  a  great  sense  of  responsibility  upon 
me  when  I  am  invited  to  speak  about  issues  that  involve  the  integrity  and  the 
dignity  of  a  people  whose  survival  and  preservation  are  so  vital  to  the  whole 
continent  of  Africa.  I  come  to  you  from  Angola,  a  country  that  has  been  very 
much  in  the  news  today.  The  history  of  our  independence  that  was  sacrificially 
achieved  on  November  11,  1975,  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  chapters  of  the 
African  liberation  struggle. 

The  independence  of  Angola,  the  political  conflicts  that  ended  in  a  war  of 
resistance,  the  reality  of  foreign  intervention  in  my  country,  and  the  attempt 
from  some  nations  to  transform  Angola  in  a  battlefield  between  the  West  and 
East,  between  capitalism  and  communism,  and  the  attempt  to  underestimate  the 
true  Angolan  authenticity  of  our  independence,  the  role  of  the  Christian  churches 
in  that  newly-independent  nation,  are  perhaps  some  of  the  issues  raised  today 
when  people  are  talking  about  Angola.  There  have  been  attempts  to  avoid  the 
fundamental  issue  in  Southern  Africa  today.  And  the  fundamental  issue  in 
Southern  Africa  today  is  liberation.  As  far  as  my  country  is  concerned,  the 
fundamental  issue  has  been  liberation  from  500  years  of  colonial  oppression,  of 
denial  of  human  dignity,  liberation  from  exploitation  and  from  neo-colonialism, 
mainly  on  the  part  of  those  looking  from  the  outside. 

We  believe  that  the  independence  of  Angola  and  of  Mozambique  will  be 
meaningless  as  long  as  other  oppressed  peoples  of  Southern  Africa  still  remain 
under  regimes  that  deny  the  liberating  forces  of  Zimbabwe,  South  Africa,  and 
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Namibia  the  right  to  determine  their  own  destinies  and  to  establish  the  alliances 
better  fitted  to  their  anxieties.  The  church  in  Angola  is  not  divorced  from  this 
struggle.  We  are  not  asking  questions  about  church  and  state  relationships  in 
Angola  because  this  is  the  first  time  in  our  history  that  we  are  a  state.  We  did  not 
struggle  for  the  survival  of  the  church,  but  we  struggled  for  the  survival  and 
for  the  total  liberation  of  the  total  Angolan  people,  and  the  church  in  Angola  we 
feel  is  a  part  of  the  total  Angolan  community.  It  is  not  a  separate  entity  in  the 
Angolan  society.  Some  of  you  may  ask  questions  about  the  survival  of  the  church 
in  Angola,  about  the  existence  of  the  religious  freedom  out  of  your  fears  and 
apprehensions  about  the  outcome  of  political  changes  in  Angola.  But  I  tell  you 
that  the  achievement  of  independence  in  Angola  does  not  put  a  question  mark  on 
the  future  and  on  the  present  of  the  church  in  Angola.  On  the  contrary,  the 
achievement  of  political  independence  gives  the  church  in  Angola  great 
opportunity  to  become  a  truly  Christian  church.  It  is  to  avoid  the  main  issues 
today  if  we  think  that  the  main  isssue  in  Angola  today  is  the  survival  of  the 
church. 

Christians  in  my  country  have  always  been  involved  in  the  struggle  for 
liberation,  because  we  believe  that  the  mission  of  the  church  is  also  God's  mission: 
to  see  the  affliction  of  our  people,  and  the  church  is  also  part  of  the  people;  to  hear 
the  cry  of  the  people  because  of  their  oppressors,  and  the  church  is  also  the 
oppressed  community;  and  to  know  the  suffering  of  the  people,  and  the  church  is 
also  a  suffering  community;  and  to  bring  liberation  to  the  country.  The  church  is 
also  part  of  the  process  of  bringing  liberation  to  the  country.  I  believe  that  the 
Christian  Church  in  Angola  exists  for  the  sake  of  the  people  and  not  for  its  own 
sake.  The  church  in  Angola  exists  for  the  sake  of  the  people  and  to  minister  unto 
the  people.  This  is  why  we  believe  that  in  Angola  the  preservation  of  the  prestige 
of  the  Christian  Church  and  of  the  Christian  missions,  as  institutions,  is  less 
important  than  the  achievement  of  the  dignity  of  the  Angolan  people  as  a  whole. 
The  church  in  Angola  still  bears,  unfortunately,  this  stigma  of  being  a  foreign 
entity.  Speaking  particularly  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  in  Angola,  this 
church  is  still  known  in  my  country  as  "Missao  Americana" — American  Mission. 
And  I  believe  that  we  can  avoid  that  by  being  with  the  oppressed,  and  never  with 
the  oppressors. 

Southern  Africa  is  experimenting  significant  and  radical  changes  today.  If  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  to  be  a  relevant  answer  to  hate,  to  racism,  to 
misunderstandings  and  divisions,  the  Christian  Church  cannot  remain  indifferent 
to  the  cry  and  to  the  sufferings  of  the  people.  The  Christian  Church  cannot  excuse 
itself  from  participation  in  the  ministry  of  liberation,  of  salvation,  and  of  relief. 
Before  we  can  really  contribute  to  help  those  people  who  suffer  from  hunger  and 
from  misery,  the  Christian  Church  must  first  participate  in  the  promotion  of  a 
just  society,  wherever  it  stands  for  an  authentic  gospel.  We  are  engaged  in 
creating  a  new  church  in  a  new  society.  We  are  trying  to  respond  to  the  challenges 
of  the  present  hour,  because  we  believe  that  as  Christians  and  as  citizens  we  are 
an  integral  part  of  the  task  of  national  reconstruction. 

It  is  not  easy  to  be  a  Christian  in  that  part  of  our  continent  today,  where 
pacifism  is  only  required  of  those  who  are  oppressed.  However,  we  believe  that  as 
our  nations  march  toward  their  full  realization,  the  Christian  Church  will  also  go 
on  fulfilling  its  destiny  as  the  "salt  and  as  the  light  of  the  world."  At  this  very 
moment  let  us  again  remember  our  colleague.  Bishop  Abel  T.  Muzorewa,  leader 
of  the  people  of  Zimbabwe  and  the  leader  of  United  Methodists  in  that  country. 
Let  us  not  only  remember  him  and  remember  peoples  of  Southern  Africa  in  our 
prayers.  This  will  not  be  enough.  In  order  that  the  work  of  this  general  assembly 
of  The  United  Methodist  Church  can  fully  touch  and  penetrate  all  the  aspects  of 
our  Christian  solidarity  with  oppressed  peoples,  you  must  also  make  decisions — 
decisions  that  will  directly  help  churches  and  peoples  in  Southern  Africa  whose 
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Christian  witness  is  widely  known  to  you  as  coming  out  of  a  very  difficult  situation 
many  of  us  never  went  through. 

United  Methodism  is  a  "World  Parish."  So  let  it  truly  be.  Thank  you,  Mr. 
Chairman. 

The  Chair  stated  that  Bishop  de  Carvalho  would  take  a  few 
moments  to  respond  to  questions. 

David  L.  Crawford  (West  Michigan):  Bishop,  the  other  evening  you  had  some 
rather  helpful  comments  to  your  point  that  it  was  basically  an  issue  of  liberation 
for  the  Angolan  people,  not  a  struggle  between  the  East  and  West,  and  on  the 
role  of  the  United  States  with  regard  to  the  three  movements  within  your 
country.  Could  you  comment  to  that  point? 

Bishop  de  Carvalho:  Yes,  the  main  issue  in  my  country  today  is  the  issue  of 
liberation.  It  is  not  the  issue  of  the  Cold  War  between  the  West  and  the  East.  It  is 
very  simply,  to  agree  with  me,  that  after  500  years  of  Portuguese  colonialism, 
Angolan  people  wanted  to  be  free.  This  is  the  main  issue  today.  So  as  I  said,  it  is 
useless  to  transform  this  main  issue  in  a  Cold  War  between  the  West  and  the 
East.  It  is  not  really  happening  in  my  country  today.  This  may  be  an  issue  of  the 
so-called  "big  powers"  and  not  the  issue  of  the  Angolan  people. 

As  far  as  the  three  liberations  in  the  country,  this  is  not  longer  the  present 
political  reality  in  my  country  today.  As  you  know,  Angola  is  now  an  independent 
nation.  It  has  been  governed  by  one  of  those  political  movements  in  Angola,  and 
we  are  no  longer  discussing  the  problem  of  three  liberation  movements.  There  are 
no  longer  three  liberation  movements.  We  are  no  longer  liberation  movements; 
we  are  an  independent  and  a  sovereign  nation  and  the  issue  you  put  is  not  being 
now  discussed  in  my  country. 

S.  Clifton  Ives  (Maine):  I  would  like  publicly  to  ask  the  Bishop  a  question 
regarding  the  two  empty  seats  beside  which  I  have  been  sitting.  I  have  the 
privilege  of  sitting  beside  two  empty  seats  of  the  Angolan  delegation  which  makes 
me  very  aware  of  the  Angolan  presence  by  the  absence  of  those  delegates.  I  just 
ask  him  if  he  would  bring  the  greetings  of  the  Conference  to  those  two  who  are 
not  here  and  ask  if  there  is  any  explanation  as  to  why  they  are  not  present. 

Bishop  de  Carvalho:  Yes,  thank  you  very  much.  I  don't  have  any  explanation 
for  their  absence.  Our  Annual  Conference  elected  the  delegates  to  this  General 
Conference,  and  I  am  also  sorry  that  our  delegates  have  not  been  able  to  come  to 
this  Conference  yet.  I  had  to  leave  earher  for  the  Bishops'  Council  meeting,  and  I 
was  very  much  sure  that  the  delegates  would  be  here  last  Tuesday.  I  think  that 
they  may  have  two  difficulties.  One  of  them  is  to  get  their  tickets.  I  think  that  the 
way  things  were  arranged  this  year  for  the  so-called  "overseas  delegates"  to  come 
to  this  General  Conference  was  not  good  to  us.  The  fact  that  the  tickets  would  be 
issued  in  Angola  but  ordered  from  New  York  has  made  it  very  difficult  to  get  the 
tickets  at  the  Portuguese  airhnes  agency  in  Luanda.  And  I  think  this  is  one  of  the 
difficulties. 

The  other  difficulty,  as  you  know,  we  have  the  same  difficulties — myself  and 
my  wife — to  get  into  this  country  because  we  are  travelling  on  Angolan  passports. 
And  as  the  United  States  has  not  yet  recognized  the  Popular  Repubhc  of  Angola, 
we  had  to  wait  three  days  in  Lisbon  to  get  a  special  visa  to  get  into  this  country, 
and  perhaps  the  delegates  must  have  the  same  difficulties. 

D.  W.  Brooks  (North  Georgia):  I  have  spent  a  large  part  of  my  life  overseas  in 
many  of  the  countries  both  communist  and  non-communist.  Generally,  when  the 
communists  take  over  a  country  they  start  off  allowing  hberty  for  the  church,  but 
soon  thereafter  they  gradually  close  down  the  churches. 

I  realize  that  your  struggle  was  for  independence,  but  the  fact  that  a  communist 
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group  was  very  helpful  in  maybe  bringing  about  this  independence,  the  question, 
I  think,  in  all  of  our  minds  now  is  whether  the  church  will  be  able  to  maintain  its 
independence  in  the  future. 

Bishop  de  Carvalho:  First  of  all,  it  is  so  difficult  for  you  in  this  country  to 
understand  what  is  really  going  on  in  my  country.  As  I  said,  my  country  was  ruled 
by  Portugal  for  500  years,  and  very  few  people  accused  Portugal  of  oppressing  the 
Angolan  people.  And  I  remember  during  the  days  of  Salazar — a  Portuguese 
dictator — everyone  who  was  against  Salazar  was  a  communist.  And  now  that  we 
fought  this  long  battle  to  achieve  our  independence  you  think  that  the  communists 
took  over  in  Angola.  We  cannot  accept  that.  Communists  did  not  take  over  in 
Angola. 

Angolans  did  achieve  their  independence  at  the  high  cost,  the  high  price  of  our 
sons  and  daughters.  Even  if  communists  took  over  in  Angola  we  would  never  be 
concerned  about  the  future  of  the  church  because  we  have  gone  through  such 
difficult  days  during  the  colonial  times  that  the  church  has  survived  anyway.  But 
I  want  to  tell  you  that  as  long  as  you  think  that  the  communists  took  over  in 
Angola,  you  will  miss  the  real  point. 

Edgar  F.  Singer  (Wyoming):  Bishop,  would  you  comment  on  the  role  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches  in  Angola  during  the  troubles  of  recent  months? 

Bishop  de  Carvalho:  Yes,  we  cannot  speak  very  much  on  the  role  of  the  World 
Council  of  Churches  in  recent  months,  but  we  are  very  grateful  in  Angola  for  the 
role  the  World  Council  of  Churches  has  played  in  the  whole,  in  the  total  liberation 
struggle  of  the  African  continent.  The  World  Council  of  Churches  has  helped  the 
African  liberation  movements  in  the  past  and  we  are  very  grateful  for  this. 

The  Chair  expressed  appreciation  to  Bishop  de  Carvalho  for  his 
presentation  and  his  willingness  to  respond  to  questions. 

Privilege  Motions 

As  a  matter  of  privilege,  Richard  D.  Tholin  (Northern  Illinois) 
moved  "that  this  General  Conference  express  its  solidarity  as 
Christians  with  Bishop  Emilio  de  Carvalho  and  Bishop  Abel 
Muzorewa  as  they  struggle  to  express  the  liberating  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  in  situations  full  of  difficulty  and  opportunity."  The 
motion  was  adopted. 

F.  Lewis  Walley  (Eastern  Pennsylvania)  moved  that  the 
message  delivered  by  Bishop  de  Carvalho  be  included  in  the 
Daily  Christian  Advocate.  The  Chair  stated  that  it  would  be 
included  as  a  part  of  the  Daily  Proceedings.

Bishop  Alton:  The  Discipline  provides  that  the  Council  of  Bishops  is  to  present 
to  the  General  Conference  the  nomination  of  a  secretary-designate  for  the 
following  General  Conference.  In  connection  with  this  procedure  nominations 
from  the  floor  are  to  be  received.  If  other  nominations  are  received  the  election 
would  be  by  ballot.  The  Council  of  Bishops  would  like  to  present  as  a  nominee  for 
the  General  Conference  of  1980,  Dr.  J.  B.  Holt. 

Opportunity  was  given  for  nominations  from  the  floor;  there 
being  none,  /.  B.  Holt  (Central  Texas)  was  elected  Secretary- 
Designate  for  the  1980  General  Conference  by  vote  of  the 
Conference. 

Recess 

Thomas  Whitehead  (Oregon-Idaho)  made  an  announcement 
regarding  the  morning's  coffee  break.  The  Conference  was  in 
recess  for  fifteen  minutes.  Following  the  recess,  Carlton  Young 
led  the  Conference  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "Praise  the  Lord, 
the  Almighty,  the  King  of  Creation." 

Printing  of  Devotional  Addresses 

Ernest  K.  Emurian  (Virginia)  moved  that  the  addresses  given 
by  the  bishops  during  the  morning  devotional  period  be  included 
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in  the  printing  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  and  that  such 
printing  be  retroactive  to  include  the  previous  week's  devotional 
addresses.  H.  L.  Watson  (North  Carolina)  asked  a  question 
regarding  how  the  cost  of  such  printing  would  be  underwritten; 
Mr.  Emurian  responded.  Gene  E.  Sease  (Chairperson,  Commis- 
sion on  the  General  Conference)  reported  that  it  had  been  the 
Commission's  judgment  that  it  would  be  less  costly  if  United 
Methodist  Communications  were  to  provide  the  addresses  in  both 
printed  and  cassette  form  to  be  sold  to  persons  who  wished  them 
on  a  cost  basis.  Robert  B.  Carpenter  (Virginia)  moved,  as  a 
substitute  for  Mr.  Emurian's  motion,  that  the  Conference  make 
arrangements  to  have  the  devotional  messages  reproduced  and  to 
make  these  available  to  the  delegates  at  cost.  The  motion  to 
substitute  was  put  to  a  vote  and  approved.  The  main  motion,  as 
substituted,  was  then  adopted. 


Committee  on  Calendar — Procedural  Motion 

Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South  Indiana),  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Calendar,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee,  moved  "that  all 
non-concurrence  calendar  items  receiving  a  vote  of  more  than 
90%  of  those  present  and  voting  for  non-concurrence  in  the 
Legislative  Committee  be  presented  to  the  plenary  session  on  the 
final  day  of  the  Conference  under  a  single  corporate  motion  for 
non-concurrence."  Mr.  Hodapp  stated  that  the  purpose  was  to 
expedite  the  process  by  which  all  such  items  have  previously 
required  individual  consideration  by  the  Conference,  and  that  the 
chairpersons  of  all  ten  legislative  committees  had  agreed  to  this 
motion.  He  also  indicated  that  any  non-concurrence  report  which 
received  less  than  90%  support  in  the  legislative  committee 
would  still  be  presented  separately,  and  that  at  the  time  the 
blanket  motion  was  made  on  the  last  day,  it  would  still  be  possible 
to  Uft  specific  items  from  it  and  consider  them  individually.  The 
motion  was  adopted. 


Committee  on  Conferences,  Report  No.  1   (Consideration 
Resumed) 

Mr.  Hodapp  reminded  the  Conference  of  the  parUamentary 
situation  which  had  been  reached  in  the  consideration  of  this  item 
at  the  previous  session  (see  page  306).  Wayne  C.  Jarvis  (North 
Arkansas)  moved  that  the  proposed  amended  version  of  Par. 
831.7  be  further  amended  by  the  addition  of  the  following 
sentence:  "The  director  shall  not  participate  in  the  cabinet 
consultation  on  matters  related  to  the  making  of  appointments." 
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Mr.  Jarvis:  Presently  there  is  no  disciplinary  limit  on  the  tenure  of  Council  on 
Ministries  directors;  there  is  no  disciplinary  provision  prohibiting  the  interchange 
of  cabinet  members  and  Council  on  Ministries  directors.  In  the  absence  of  such 
limitation,  it  is  possible — indeed,  in  some  conferences,  it  is  the  fact  that  it  now 
occurs — for  a  person  to  go  from  the  cabinet  to  the  director's  position  and, 
secondly,  for  the  director  to  function  in  the  unique  role  of  district  superintendent, 
i.e.,  the  making  of  appointments.  Without  this  amendment,  a  person  can  in  effect 
function  as  a  conference  superintendent  or  perform  a  cabinet  role  for  periods 
longer  than  six  years.  The  first  practice  has  been  ruled  unconstitutional  by  the 
Judicial  Council,  and  the  second  is  contrary  to  our  Discipline.  This  amendment 
would  specifically  prohibit  this  practice. 


Seeing  no  one  else  who  wished  to  speak  to  the  amendment,  the 
Chair  called  for  the  vote,  and  it  was  adopted. 

Howard  J.  Horton  (Western  Pennsylvania)  moved  to  amend 
the  report,  present  Par.  831.2,  following  the  reference  to  "two 
representatives  of  the  conference  United  Methodist  Women,  one 
of  whom  shall  be  the  president,"  by  adding  the  following:  "two 
representatives  from  the  conference  United  Methodist  Men,  one 
of  whom  shall  be  the  president  or  his  designate."  He  spoke  in 
support  of  his  amendment.  Ted  Richardson  (Southwest  Texas) 
asked  a  question;  Mr.  Horton  responded.  The  Chair  indicated 
that  the  question  would  be  counted  as  a  speech  against  the 
amendment.  Robert  G.  Mayfield  (Kentucky)  spoke  for  the 
amendment.  Franklin  Blackstone,  Jr.  (Western  Pennsylvania) 
attempted  to  move  the  previous  question  on  all  before  the 
Conference;  the  Chair  stated  that  the  motion  was  not  in  order, 
since  there  had  not  been  the  requisite  number  of  speeches  against 
the  amendment.  Clifford  Droke  (California-Nevada)  moved  to 
suspend  the  rules  in  order  to  vote  the  previous  question  on  all 
before  the  Conference.  The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was 
adopted.  Mr.  Blackstone  then  moved  the  previous  question,  and 
it  was  adopted. 

At  the  Chair's  request  Charles  D.  White  (Assistant  Secretary) 
read  Mr.  Horton's  amendment.  It  was  put  to  a  vote  and  adopted. 
The  Committee  on  Conferences  Report  No.  1,  as  amended,  was 
then  adopted  by  vote  of  the  Conference  (see  pages  1282-1285). 

Committee  on  Church  and  Society,  Report  No.  2,  Calendar 
No.  108 

Mr.  Hodapp  called  on  John  E.  Stumbo  (Kansas  East), 
chairman  of  the  legislative  committee,  for  presentation  of  the 
report.  Mr.  Stumbo  presented  Richard  0.  Truitt  (Wisconsin), 
chairman  of  the  sub-committee  which  had  worked  on  the  report, 
to  respond  to  any  questions.  Mr.  Truitt  moved  the  adoption  of 
the  report,  and  it  was  adopted  (see  page  1117). 
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Committee  on  Church  and  Society,  Report  No.  3,  Calendar 
No.  109 

Mr.  Truitt  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report,  and  it  was 
adopted  (see  page  1117). 

Committee  on  Church  and  Society,  Report  No.  8,  Calendar 
No.  114;  Minority  Report,  Calendar  No.  115  (see  pages 
1119-1130) 

Mr.  Stumbo  called  attention  to  two  changes  to  be  made  in  the 
report  as  printed  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate.  Mr.  Stumbo 
then  indicated  that  there  was  a  minority  report  and  that  it  was 
the  committee's  intention  that  the  Conference  consider  the 
majority  and  minority  reports  in  accordance  with  Rule  36.  He 
introduced  Johyi  D.  Wo/!/ (North  Indiana)  for  the  presentation  of 
the  minority  report.  Mr.  Wo^/ explained  that  the  minority  report 
was  in  the  form  of  a  substitute  for  two  paragraphs  of  the  section 
of  the  report  entitled  "IV.  Marijuana";  he  explained  the  purpose 
of  the  proposed  substitute. 

The  Chair  explained  that,  in  accordance  with  Rule  23, 
amendments  to  the  original  report  were  in  order.  Fletcher 
Carter  (South  Carolina)  asked  what  was  meant  in  the  report  by 
"a  small  amount";  Mr.  Wolf  responded.  Mr.  Carter  moved  to 
amend  to  include  a  reference  to  one  ounce.  The  Chair  ruled  that 
this  amendment  related  to  the  minority  report  and  was  not  in 
order  at  this  time. 

John  M,  Meares  (North  Carolina)  moved  to  amend  the  section 
headed  "II.  Alcohol"  by  adding  a  new  paragraph  6  at  the  end  of 
the  section,  to  read  as  follows:  "We  urge  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission  to  develop  a  health  hazard  warning  statement 
concerning  the  use  of  alcohol  as  a  beverage  and  that  it  be  affixed 
to  all  alcoholic  beverage  offered  for  sale."  Mr.  Stumbo  stated  that 
he  could  not  accept  the  amendment  on  behalf  of  the  committee. 
Mr.  Meares  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment,  and  it  was 
adopted. 

Fletcher  Carter  (South  Carolina)  called  the  Chair's  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  term  "small  amounts"  did  appear  in  the  majority 
report  in  the  section  dealing  with  marijuana  and  moved  to 
substitute  the  words  "one  ounce  or  less"  for  it;  he  spoke  in 
support  of  his  amendment.  William.  W.  Reid,  Jr.  (Wyoming) 
spoke  against  the  amendment  on  the  grounds  that  each  state,  in 
its  own  laws,  defines  "small  amounts"  for  itself.  George  A. 
Wright  (South  Georgia)  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment. 
Blaine  E.  Taylor  (Southern  New  England)  spoke  against  it.  Mr. 
White  (Assistant  Secretary)  read  the  amendment.  It  was  put  to  a 
vote  and  defeated. 
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C.  Rex  Bevins  (Nebraska)  moved  to  amend  the  section  headed 
"VII.  Psychedelics  or  Hallucinogens"  by  deleting  the  paragraph 
numbered  "3,"  which  dealt  with  studying  the  claims  of 
psychedelic  drug-related  religious  experience. 

Mr.  Bevins:  I  have  worked  in  the  drug  abuse  field  for  nearly  15  years,  spent 
my  life  in  a  pastoral  ministry  but  with  a  particular  focus  on  counseling  many  who 
are  drug  casualties.  I  have  worked  with  a  number  of  young  people  who  have  tried 
to  find  "better  living  through  chemistry"  and  for  those  who  have  been  in  search  of 
a  deeper  religious  experience  through  the  use  of  the  hallucinogens  and 
psychedelics,  and  I  really  believe  that  this  particular  statement  is  open  to 
misinterpretation  and  that  it  can  lead  to  greater  experimentation  with 
psychedelics  in  search  of  a  deeper  religious  experience.  Therefore,  sir,  I  wish  to 
delete  this  particular  statement,  but  I  support  the  rest  of  the  majority  report. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

James  A.  Summers  (Western  North  Carolina)  stated  that  the 
majority  report  contained  a  sentence  to  the  effect  that  the 
removal  of  felony  penalties  in  no  way  implied  approval  or 
recognition  of  marijuana  use  or  its  legalization,  and  that  the 
omission  of  this  sentence  in  the  minority  report  had  not  been 
called  to  the  Conference's  attention. 

Minority  Report — Calendar  No.  115 

The  Chair  called  for  amendments  on  the  minority  report.  Heinz 
P.  Fischer  (South  Germany)  spoke  against  the  minority  report. 
John  V.  Moore  (California-Nevada)  moved  to  amend  the  minority 
report  by  adding  a  new  last  sentence,  to  read:  "The  removal  of 
criminal  penalties  in  no  way,  however,  implies  approval  or 
encouragement  of  marijuana  use  or  its  legalization." 

William  B.  Grove  (Western  Pennsylvania):  The  discussion  in  the  committee 
revolved  around  the  relationship  between  the  removal  of  all  legal  penalties  and 
legalization.  I  would  like  the  maker  of  the  amendment  to  define  how  we  can 
declare  that  the  removal  of  all  legal  penalties,  criminal  penalties,  does  not 
represent  legalization. 

Bishop  Tuell:  Does  the  maker  of  the  amendment  wish  to  respond?  I  interpret 
the  last  question  as  a  speech  against. 

Mr.  Moore:  There  might  be  some  individuals  here  from  states  where  this  is  the 
case,  but  it  is  my  understanding  that  at  least  if  it's  not  a  reality  in  some  states,  it 
is  a  possibility  that  citations  may  be  given  for  possession  of  small  amounts  of 
marijuana  as  citations  are  given  for  driving  offenses. 

William  0.  Walker  (Oregon-Idaho)  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
amendment.  Joe  Pevahouse  spoke  in  support  of  the  majority 
report.  John  D.  Wolf  (North  Indiana),  speaking  on  behalf  of  the 
signers  of  the  minority  report,  opposed  the  amendment  on  the 
grounds  that  the  report  already  contained  strong  language 
against  the  use  of  marijuana.  After  the  reading  of  the  amendment 
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by  the  Assistant  Secretary,  it  was  put  to  a  vote  and  adopted. 

Leonard  Slutz  (West  Ohio)  moved  to  amend  the  minority 
report  by  changing  the  term  "criminal  penalties"  to  "imprison- 
ment penalties";  he  spoke  in  support  of  his  motion.  Richard  0. 
Truitt  (Wisconsin)  spoke  against  it.  Floyd  H.  Coffman  (Kansas 
East)  spoke  for  it.  William  0.  Walker  (Oregon-Idaho)  asked  a 
question;  Mr.  Wolf  responded.  Robert  D.  Cheyne  (North 
Arkansas)  asked  whether  the  minority  report  had  the  requisite 
number  of  signers  under  Rule  33,  inasmuch  as  only  six  persons 
were  shown  as  having  voted  against  the  majority  report.  The 
Chair  ascertained  from  Mr.  Wolf  that  the  minority  report  did 
have  the  required  number  of  signers.  John  J.  Thomas  (South 
Indiana)  stated  that,  contrary  to  statements  which  had  been 
made  from  the  Conference  floor,  some  states  do  have  felony 
penalties  for  the  possession  of  small  amounts  of  marijuana. 
Following  the  reading  of  the  amendment  by  the  Assistant 
Secretary,  it  was  adopted  by  vote  of  the  Conference. 

Mr.  Wo// indicated  that  he  had  no  further  statement  to  make  in 
behalf  of  the  minority  report.  Mr.  Stumbo  (Kansas  East)  made  a 
final  statement  in  support  of  the  majority  report. 

Calendar  No.  114  Adopted 

The  vote  on  whether  to  substitute  the  minority  report  for  the 
majority  report  was  taken,  and  it  was  not  substituted.  The 
majority  report  was  adopted  as  amended  (see  page  1119).

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Committee  on  Administrative  Order,  Report  No.  7,  Calen- 
dar No.  87 

Leroy  Hodapp  (South  Indiana),  chairman  of  the  Calendar 
Committee,  called  on  David  A.  Duck  (South  Georgia),  chairman 
of  the  legislative  committee,  for  presentation  of  the  report.  Mr. 
Duck  explained  the  purpose  of  the  report,  and  it  was  adopted 
(see  page  1873). 

Report  No.  5,  Calendar  No.  85 

Mr.  Duck  explained  that  this  was  a  non-concurrence  report  on 
which  more  than  10%  of  the  committee  had  voted  against 
non-concurrence,  and  that  under  the  terms  of  the  procedural 
motion  adopted  earlier  in  the  session  (see  page  ),  it  needed 
separate  consideration  by  the  Conference.  He  explained  that  the 
issue  was  whether  agency  members'  votes  on  controversial  issues 
should  be  recorded  by  name.  Elaine  J.  Woodworth  (Pacific 
Northwest)  gave  additional  explanation  regarding  the  committee 
action.  Zan  Holmes,  Jr.  (North  Texas)  asked  a  question;  Mr. 
Duck  responded.  Mr.  Holmes  asked  for  further  clarification;  Mr. 
Duck  responded.  Omega  Newman  (South  Carolina)  spoke 
against  the  committee's  non-concurrence  recommendation.  John 
Chittum  (East  Ohio)  asked  a  procedural  question;  the  Chair 
responded.  Theressa  Hoover  (New  York)  spoke  in  support  of  the 
committee  recommendation.  The  Chair  asked  if  the  (Conference 
wished  to  defer  action  on  the  report  until  a  copy  of  the  petition 
was  available;  the  Conference  voted  not  to  defer  action.  Merrill 
W.  Drennan  (Baltimore)  moved  the  previous  question,  and  it  was 
adopted.  Mr.  Duck  made  a  final  statement  in  behalf  of  the 
committee  position,  and  the  committee's  non-concurrence  re- 
commendation was  supported  by  vote  of  the  Conference  (see 
page  1872). 

Report  No.  13,  Calendar  No.  93;  Report  No.  14,  Calendar 
No.  94 

Mr.  Duck  explained  that  the  petitions  called  for  the  removal  of 
the  quota  system,  and  that  the  committee's  recommendation  was 
for  non-concurrence.  The  Conference  voted  to  support  the 
non-concurrence  recommendation  (see  page  1874). 

He  then  presented  Report  No.  14,  explaining  that  the  issue 
was  similar,  and  that  the  committee  recommended  non- 
concurrence  with  the  petitions  in  this  report  also.  The  Confer- 
ence approved  the  committee  report  (see  page  1874). 

Report  No.  22,  Calendar  No.  102 

Mr.  Duck  explained  that  the  petitions  dealt  with  in  this  report 
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called  for  a  reduction  in  the  membership  of  the  program  boards, 
and  that  the  committee  recommended  non-concurrence.  The 
non-concurrence  recommendation  was  approved  (see  page  1876). 

Committee  on  the  Local  Church,  Report  No.  1,  Calendar  No. 
22 

Mr.  Hodapp  presented  Woodrow  Seals  (Texas),  chairman  of 
the  legislative  committee.  Mr.  Seals  introduced  the  report, 
deaUng  with  the  outline  and  numbering  of  the  new  disciplinary 
chapter  on  the  local  church.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page 
1628). 

Report  No.  2,  Calendar  No.  23 

Mr.  Seals  explained  that  the  report  would  amend  Par.  107  of 
the  Book  of  Discipline  by  deleting  the  words  "without  regard  to 
race,  color,  national  origin  or  economic  condition." 

Mr.  Seals:  We  did  that  for  two  reasons.  Firstly,  we  thought  that  the  church  has 
come  to  the  point  in  time  where  every  person  has  those  rights  set  out  in 
Paragraph  107,  and  it  was  not  necessary  at  this  time  in  the  history  of  the  church 
to  quaUfy  any  person;  and  secondly,  it  would  avoid  adding  other  qualifications 
from  other  identifiable  groups. 

Bishop  Tuell:  All  right.  Yes,  right  here. 

Blaine  E.  Taylor  (Southern  New  England):  I  rise  to  speak  in  opposition  of  the 
majority  for  two  reasons.  In  the  first  place,  many  of  us  in  this  church  worked  long 
and  hard  to  establish  the  stance  that  now,  albeit  for  a  good  cause  supposedly,  is 
suggested  for  deletion.  But  I  think  it  would  be  misunderstood  if  we  attack  the 
problem  of  homosexuality  by  deleting  such  phrases  "without  regard  to  race,  color, 
national  origin  or  economic  condition."  This  has  been  historically  the  stance  of  The 
Methodist  Church.  Let  us  keep  it  as  the  stance  of  The  Methodist  Church. 
Secondly,  I  feel  that  we  should  not  avoid  other  issues  by  verbiage  that  avoids 
those  issues.  I  think  that  we  should  speak  to  all  issues  clearly. 

Albert  C.  Outler  (North  Texas)  spoke  against  the  committee 
report.  William  C.  Vaughan  (Virginia)  spoke  for  it.  Richard  S. 
Parker  (New  York)  spoke  against  the  deletion  proposed  by  the 
committee.  Mr.  Seals  made  a  final  statement  for  the  committee 
position.  The  Conference  voted  not  to  concur  with  the  committee 
report  (see  page  1628). 

Motion  to  Suspend  Rules 

Mr.  Seals  moved  the  suspension  of  the  rules  to  permit  the 
consideration  of  reports  which  had  been  printed  for  less  than  the 
required  length  of  time.  At  the  Chair's  request,  Mr.  Hodapp 
stated  that  there  were  four  other  committees  which  could  report 
some  items  without  the  suspension  of  the  rules.  Mr.  Seals 
withdrew  his  motion. 
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Committee  on   Independent   Commissions,   Report  No.   4, 
Calendar  No.  17 

Mr.  Hodapp  presented  Hector  Navas  (Florida),  chairman  of 
the  committee.  Mr.  Navas  presented  the  report,  explaining  that 
it  called  for  an  addition  to  the  Historical  Statement  in  the  Book  of 
Discipline.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1829).  Emory  S. 
Bucke  (Editor,  Book  of  Discipline)  asked  for  further  guidance 
and  information  as  to  how  this  statement  was  to  be  presented  and 
whether  it  would  be  completed  in  time  to  meet  publication 
deadlines.  Mr.  Navas  asked  Woodie  W.  White  (Detroit)  to 
respond.

Mr.  Navas  presented  each  of  the  reports  separately,  and  each 
was  adopted  by  separate  vote  of  the  Conference,  without 
discussion  (see  pages  1830-1831).

Mr.  Navas  presented  the  report.  Ruth  Daugherty  (Eastern 
Pennsylvania)  asked  whether  the  report  should  read  "Quadren- 
nial Committees"  instead  of  "Quadrennial  Commissions."  H. 
Sharon  Howell  (Kansas  East),  secretary  of  the  legislative 
committee,  responded  that  the  report  should  be  corrected  to  read 
"committees."  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1831). 

Committee  on  Conferences,  Report  No.  2,  Calendar  No.  2 

Mr.  Hodapp  called  on  Bruce  Blake  (Kansas  West),  chairman  of 
the  committee,  to  present  the  report.  It  was  adopted  (see  page 
1285). 

Report  No.  19,  Calendar  No.  49 

Mr.  Blake  asked  Jerry  G.  Bray,  Jr.  (Virginia),  sub-committee 
chairman,  to  present  the  report.  Mr.  Bray  explained  that  the 
petition  was  to  reduce  the  size  of  the  General  Conference  by 
one-half,  and  that  the  committee  recommended  nonconcurrence. 
The  Conference  approved  the  non-concurrence  recommendation

concurrence.  The  non-concurrence  recommendation  was  adopted

Mr.  Bray  explained  that  the  petition  would  have  limited  the 
time  a  minister  could  serve  as  a  conference  Council  on  Ministries 
director,  and  that  the  committee  recommended  non-concurrence. 
The  committee  recommendation  was  adopted  (see  page  1291). 

Report  No.  51,  Calendar  No.  137 

Mr.  Blake  presented  a  correction  to  the  printed  report.  Orion 
N.  Hutchinson,  Jr.  (Western  North  Carolina)  stated  that  other 
calendar  items,  which  were  to  come  before  the  Conference  later, 
would  propose  amendments  to  other  portions  of  the  same 
paragraphs  amended  by  this  report,  and  that  action  on  this 
report  should  not  preclude  those  subsequent  actions.  The  report 
was  adopted  (see  page  1295).

Mr.  Blake  explained  that  the  purpose  of  the  report  was  to 
change  the  discipUnary  terminology  referring  to  conference 
young  adult  organizations.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page 
1297). 

Report  No.  54,  Calendar  No.  140 

Mr.  Bray  explained  that  the  purpose  of  the  report  was  to 
recommend  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  inclusion  of 
persons  from  small  membership  churches  in  constituting  annual 
conference  agencies.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1297). 

Report  No.  55,  Calendar  No.  141 

Mr.  Bray  explained  that  this  change  was  to  recognize  the  new 
name  of  the  Commission  on  the  General  Conference  in  a 
disciplinary  paragraph  in  which  that  Commission's  name  ap- 
peared. The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1298). 

Report  No.  57,  Calendar  No.  143 

Mr.  Bray  presented  a  change  in  the  report  as  printed  in  the 
Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  explained  that  the  committee 
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recommendation  was  for  a  study  of  the  jurisdictional  system,  and 
that  the  recommendation  was  to  go  to  the  General  Council  on 
Ministries.  The  report  was  put  to  a  vote,  and  the  Chair  stated 
that  it  was  adopted.

Mr.  Bray  explained  that  the  report  would  amend  the 
constitutional  provision  governing  eligibility  for  election  as  a 
delegate  to  General  or  Jurisdictional  Conference  by  reducing  the 
required  period  of  United  Methodist  church  membership  prior  to 
election  from  four  to  two  years,  and  by  adding  the  requirement  of 
active  participation  for  four  years  prior  to  election. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  Conference  was  within  two  minutes 
of  an  order  of  the  day  and  asked  for  guidance  as  to  whether  to 
move  into  consideration  of  a  constitutional  amendment.  Harry  K. 
Underwood  (Baltimore)  moved  that  the  session  be  adjourned, 
and  the  motion  was  adopted. 

Announcements  and  Adjournment 

J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary)  made  announcements. 

Bishop  Tuell:  I  have  just  received  in  the  mail  this  letter  which  I  am  sure  will  be 
of  interest  to  you.  There  are  United  Methodists  who  worship  within  the  Soviet 
Union  who  had  hoped  to  be  here.  They  are  from  Estonia,  and  this  letter  gives  us 
the  word  which  we  had  heard  earlier  through  other  channels  that  though  they  had 
hoped  to  be  here,  that  in  the  last  minute,  their  visa  was  refused  from  Moscow. 
They  express  regret  because  they  had  hoped  to  be  here  and  wished  to  extend 
greetings  of  the  Methodist  people  in  Estonia  to  the  delegates  of  the  General 
Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church.  They  are  praying  for  the 
Conference. 

Bishop  Tuell  thanked  the  Conference  for  its  cooperation  during 
the  session.  Erwin  H.  Schwiebert  (Oregon-Idaho)  expressed 
appreciation  to  Bishop  and  Mrs.  Tuell  for  their  leadership. 
Bishop  John  Wesley  Lord  dismissed  the  Conference  with  a 
prayer. 


SIXTH  DAY,  MONDAY,  MAY  3,  1976 
AFTERNOON  SESSION 

Opening — Bishop  D.  Frederick  Wertz 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  afternoon  session  of 
the  sixth  day,  Monday,  May  3,  1976,  at  2:30  p.m.  in  the  Memorial 
Coliseum,  Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  D.  Frederick  Wertz, 
West  Virginia  Area,  presiding. 

Carlton  Young  led  the  Conference  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn, 
"Be  Still,  My  Soul."  Bishop  Wertz  led  in  an  opening  prayer. 

Committee  on  Calendar 

Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South  Indiana),  chairman  of  the  committee, 
reported  that  after  some  reports  which  had  been  printed  in  the 
previous  day's  Daily  Christian  Advocate  had  been  presented,  it 
was  the  committee's  intention  to  ask  for  a  suspension  of  the  rules 
to  permit  consideration  of  items  which  had  been  printed  less  than 
the  twenty-four  hours  required  by  the  rules.  He  then  called  for 
Bruce  Blake  (Kansas  West)  to  continue  with  the  report  which 
was  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  morning  session. 

Committee  on  Conferences,  Report  No.  65,  Calendar  No. 

151  (Consideration  Resumed) 

Mr.  Blake:  To  clarify,  the  subject  at  the  top  is  erroneous  in  part  because  it 
should  read  "Laymembers  of  General  Conference,"  not  just  youth  members.  That 
was  misleading  to  some  because  it  does  deal  with  the  total  lay  membership.  The 
two  changes,  changing  four  years  to  two  years,  in  relationship  to  membership, 
and  then  require  active  participation  for  at  least  four  years. 

Two  reasons  for  this  were  given  in  the  committee — first  of  all,  the  fact  that 
because  of  our  mobile  society  many  persons  move  around,  are  in  locations  where 
there  is  no  United  Methodist  Church  for  a  time,  and  then  return,  and  even  for 
adult  and  young  adult  members  of  the  General  Conference,  this  is  an  issue  that  we 
discussed.  The  second  reason  for  this  is  that  many  pastors  in  United  Methodist 
Churches  confirm  youth  in  the  ninth  or  tenth  grade,  which  essentially  eliminates 
youth  participation  at  this  level  of  the  church  if  their  local  pastor  chooses  to 
confirm  youth  at  an  older  age,  and  therefore,  by  the  time  they  have  been  four 
years  members  of  the  church,  they  are  no  longer  qualified  to  serve  as  youth 
members  of  the  General  Conference. 

Leonard  Slutz  (West  Ohio)  moved  to  amend  the  report  by 
deleting  the  words,  "one  of  the  constituent  churches  forming  this 
union  or."  Mr.  Blake  accepted  the  amendment  on  behalf  of  the 
committee. 

H.  Sharon  Howell  (Kansas  East)  moved  to  amend  the  report 
by  deleting  the  words,  "shall  have  been  active  participants  in  The 
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United  Methodist  Church  for  at  least  four  years  next  preceding 
their  election."  Ms.  Howell  explained  that  her  reason  for 
proposing  the  deletion  of  this  language  was  that  it  leaves 
unanswered  such  questions  as  who  would  define  what  active 
participation  means  and  who  will  be  responsible  for  enforcing  or 
certifying  who  has  been  an  active  participant  for  four  years.  Mr. 
Blake  stated  briefly  the  committee's  reason  for  including  the 
language.  John  A.  Collins  (New  York)  spoke  in  support  of  the 
report  and  against  the  amendment.  Clifford  Broke  (California- 
Nevada)  spoke  in  favor  of  Ms.  Howell's  amendment.  A.  C.  Epps 
(North  Georgia)  asked  whether  the  report  affected  the  require- 
ments for  election  as  ministerial  delegates;  Mr.  Blake  replied 
that  it  did  not.  Mr.  Epps  asked  whether  there  was  any  other 
legislation  to  be  presented  on  that  subject;  Mr.  Blake  said  that 
there  was  none  in  relation  to  this  issue. 

William  B.  Grove  (Western  Pennsylvania)  moved  the  previous 
question  on  all  before  the  Conference,  and  it  was  adopted.  Ms. 
Howell's  amendment  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  defeated.  The 
Chair  reminded  the  Conference  that  the  report  involved  a 
constitutional  amendment  and  therefore  required  a  two-thirds 
majority.  It  was  put  to  a  vote,  and  the  Chair  stated  that  it  was 
adopted  by  the  necessary  two-thirds  vote  (see  page  1300). 

Report  No.  66,  Calendar  No.  152 

Mr.  Blake  explained  that  this  report  made  the  same  changes  in 
the  requirements  for  lay  membership  in  annual  conferences  as 
had  just  been  voted  for  General  Conference.  The  Chair  stated 
that  this  was  also  a  constitutional  matter.  It  was  put  to  a  vote, 
and  the  Chair  ruled  that  it  had  been  approved  by  the  required 
two-thirds  majority  (see  page  1301). 

Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry,  Report  No.  3, 
Calendar  No.  35 

Mr.  Hodapp  called  for  reports  from  the  Legislative  Committee 
on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry  and  introduced  the  chairman, 
Thomas  A.  Langford  (Western  North  Carohna).  Mr.  Langford 
presented  the  report  and  explained  that  its  purpose  was  to 
replace  present  Par.  400  with  a  new  Par.  511  which  would  be 
identically  worded.  Clifford  Droke  (California-Nevada)  asked  a 
question  regarding  the  effect  of  the  proposed  action.  Mr. 
Langford  responded  that  this  report  was  for  deletion  from  the 
present  Discipline  and  that  the  new  material,  with  the  paragraph 
in  its  new  numbering,  would  be  presented  later.  The  report  was 
adopted  (see  page  1415). 
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Report  No.  6,  Calendar  No.  38 

Mr.  Langford  presented  the  report,  a  resolution  on  the  subject 
"National  Commission  on  Higher  Education,"  and  it  was  adopted 
(see  page  1416). 

Report  No.  7,  Calendar  No.  39 

Mr.  Langford  presented  the  report,  a  resolution  on  the 
subject,  "Churchwide  Support  for  Institutions  of  Higher  Educa- 
tion." R.  Andrew  Lady  (Central  Pennsylvania)  suggested  that 
there  should  be  an  editorial  correction  in  the  last  paragraph  of  the 
report,  so  that  it  would  begin,  "Be  It  Further  Resolved,  that  the 
General  Conference  and  the  Annual  Conferences  ..."  The 
correction  was  accepted  by  Mr.  Langford.  Vernon  Bigler 
(Western  New  York)  called  attention  to  a  misprint  in  the  report 
as  printed,  and  Mr.  Langford  indicated  the  manner  in  which  the 
report  should  be  corrected.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page

Mr.  Langford  presented  the  report,  which  dealt  with  the 
continuation  of  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund  with  the  reten- 
tion of  the  2%  funding  plan  for  the  1977-80  quadrennium.  James 
L.  Carraway  (Western  Pennsylvania)  asked  whether  this  item 
was  in  conflict  with  a  recommendation  which  would  be  coming 
from  the  Committee  on  Financial  Administration.  Mr.  Langford 
stated  that  it  was,  and  that  a  decision  needed  to  be  made  on  the 
appropriate  way  to  handle  the  matter.  C.  W.  Hancock  (South 
Georgia)  moved  that  consideration  of  the  report  be  postponed 
until  the  Committee  on  Financial  Administration  made  its  report 
on  this  subject.  The  motion  to  postpone  was  adopted. 

Report  No.  10,  Calendar  No.  106 

Mr.  Langford  presented  editorial  corrections  in  the  report  as 
printed.  The  report,  a  resolution  on  the  subject  "Churchwide 
Support  for  Campus  Ministries,"  was  adopted  (see  page  1419). 

Report  on  Third  Judicial  Council  Ballot 

The  Chair  stated  that  there  was  a  report  on  the  ballot  for 
members  of  the  Judicial  Council  and  asked  the  Secretary  to  read 
the  results. 

Mr.  Holt  (Secretary):  Bishop  Wertz,  members  of  the  Conference,  Ballot 
Number  3,  Judicial  Council,  clergy  ballot.  Ballots  cast,  954;  invalid  ballots,  24; 
valid  ballots,  930;  number  needed  to  elect,  466.  Ballot  is  as  follows:  Charles  B. 
Copher,  491,  and  he  is  elected.  Bishop,  that  completes  the  clergy.  Do  you  want  to 
read  the  rest  of  the  clergy  votes? 
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Bishop  Wertz:  I  think  it  is  not  necessary.  The  house  does  not  seem  to  desire 
that  information. 

Mr.  Holt:  All  right.  Ballot  Number  3  on  the  Judicial  Council  for  lay  members. 
954  ballots  cast;  25  invalid;  929  valid  ballots;  number  needed  to  elect,  465.  Ballots 
are  as  follows:  Elizabeth  B.  Gundlach,  493  and  she  is  elected.  The  next  one, 
Leonard  D.  Slutz,  468  and  he  is  elected.  Bishop,  that  completes  the  Judicial 
Council  regular  members  needed  to  be  elected. 

First  Ballot — Judicial  Council  Alternates 

Mr.  Holt  stated  that  there  were  three  clergy  and  four  lay- 
persons to  be  elected  as  alternate  members  of  the  Judicial 
Council.  He  gave  instructions  for  the  taking  of  the  ballot.  The 
Chair  explained  further  that  one  of  the  lay  alternate  members  to 
be  elected  would  fill  the  place  created  by  the  election  of  Mrs. 
Gundlach  as  a  regular  member  of  the  Judicial  Council,  and  that 
the  term  would  expire  in  four  years;  the  terms  of  the  other  six 
persons  to  be  elected  would  expire  in  eight  years. 

Mr.  Holt  indicated  that  two  names  on  the  ballot  should  be 
stricken:  Elizabeth  Gundlach,  who  was  elected  a  regular 
member,  and  Crisolito  Pascual,  whose  term  as  an  alternate 
member  had  not  yet  expired.  /.  Kenneth  Forbes  (South  Indiana) 
asked  for  the  full  result  of  the  previous  ballot  to  be  read. 

Charles  White  (Assistant  Secretary):  Continuing  the  complete  ballot  after 
Elizabeth  Gundlach  who  was  elected  and  Leonard  Slutz  who  was  elected, 
Kathryn  Mowrey  Grove,  272;  Tom  Reavley,  222;  John  E.  Stumbo,  121;  Paul 
Webb,  Jr.,  89;  Paul  V.  Shearer,  46;  Julia  Gibson,  39;  Crisolito  Pascual,  23;  James 
M.  Dolliver,  17;  Basil  H.  Lorch,  Jr.,  14;  Walter  Douglas,  13;  Rodolfo  C.  Beltran, 
1;  but  he  had  withdrawn  before  that. 

Now,  the  clergy.  After  Charles  B.  Copher,  who  was  elected;  Alvin  J.  Lindgren, 
126;  Wayne  W.  Coffin,  109;  Roy  C.  Clark,  71;  Daniel  Garcia,  28;  R.  Herman 
Nicholson,  25;  Raymond  E.  Balcomb,  23;  Douglas  F.  Verdin,  20;  Robert  L.  Close, 
13;  Richard  E.  Hamilton,  11;  G.  Eliot  Jones,  7;  William  R.  Persons,  4;  Clifford  E. 
Trotter,  4. 

Augusta  Carruth  (South  Georgia)  asked  that  the  names  of  all 
Judicial  Council  alternates  whose  terms  had  not  expired  be  read.

Mr.  Hodapp  called  on  Hector  Navas  (Florida),  chairman  of  the 
committee,  for  reports  from  the  Legislative  Committee  on 
Independent  Commissions.  Mr.  Navas  asked  that  the  Confer- 
ence grant  the  privilege  of  the  floor  to  Mama  Kat  Namwan  and 
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Mama  Mujing  Kamwashi,  both  of  Zaire,  and  to  Tom  Cloyd  to 
serve  as  translator.  While  they  were  coming,  Mr.  Navas  made  a 
statement  regarding  when  the  committee  would  report  back  to 
the  Conference  on  the  bicentennial  resolution  which  had  been 
referred  to  them. 

Report  No.  15,  Calendar  No.  30  (see  page  1834) 

Mr.  Navas  presented  the  report,  dealing  with  the  creation  of  a 

standing  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women.  Pat 

Stroman  (Central  Texas)  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  report. 

Kathryn   Carroll  (California-Nevada)   spoke  in  support  of  it. 

George  A.  Wright  (South  Georgia)  spoke  against  it.  JoAnne 

Wilshusen  (Southwest  Texas)  spoke  for  it. 

Reta  Barto  (Eastern  Pennsylvania)  moved  to  amend  the  report 

by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  first  sentence  the  words,  "for  the 

quadrennium  1976-80."  She  spoke  in  support  of  her  amendment. 

Ben  F.  Jordan  (North  Arkansas)  spoke  against  it.  James  A. 

Starr  (Detroit)  spoke  for  it. 

Barbara  R.  Thompson  (Baltimore):  I  speak  in  opposition  to  the  amendment.  I 
agree  wholeheartedly  that  the  commission  should  not  have  to  spend  four  years 
defending  its  existence.  If  you've  had  an  opportunity  to  read  the  report  of  the 
commission,  and  I  think  'we  have  a  very  good  report — I  know  that  is  a  biased 
opinion — but  I  think  that  we  have  well  stated  the  work  that  we  have  attempted  to 
do  during  the  last  quadrennium.  And  if  you  read  between  the  lines,  you  will  see 
that  we  have  very  much  been  involved  with  the  point  of  trying  to  say  to  the 
church,  "the  job  is  not  done." 

If  we  do  in  fact  establish  this  as  a  quadrennial  commission,  we  will  be  wasting 
time  in  the  process  of  attempting  to  defend  the  fact  that  the  United  Methodist 
Church  is  not  yet  fully  inclusive.  If  you  will  look  around  you,  yes,  there  are  more 
women  present  in  the  General  Conference  delegations  than  in  previous  years.  But 
that  came  about  because  of  hard  work  by  many  committed  women  and  men  in  the 
church  to  make  that  possible.  We  are  recommending  that  it  should  be  a  standing 
commission  because  the  job  is  not  done.  As  we  say  in  our  report,  we  have  an 
over-arching  goal  that  by  the  end  of  the  century  sexism  will  be  eliminated  from 
the  life  of  The  United  Methodist  Church.  We  feel  it  should  be  an  independent 
commission  because  if  it  is  attached  to  anybody  it  is  not  independent,  cannot 
work,  cannot  move  out  and  will  find  itself  very  much  impeded  by  those  who  have 
not  yet  seen  the  vision  that  the  church  can  be  inclusive,  given  the  opportunity.  So 
I  speak  in  opposition  to  the  amendment. 

Charles  Purdham  (Minnesota)  moved  the  previous  question  on 
all  before  the  Conference.  William  C.  Vaughan  (Virginia)  asked  a 
question  regarding  the  cost  of  continuing  the  Commission.  With 
respect  to  the  previous  question  motion,  Jerry  G.  Bray,  Jr. 
(Virginia)  asked  whether  there  had  been  the  prescribed  number 
of  speeches  for  and  against  the  report.  The  Chair  stated  that 
there  had  been  only  one  speech  against.  Kathy  LaPoint 
(California-Nevada)  called  the  Chair's  attention  to  the  fact  that 
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there  had  been  two  speeches  against.  Richard  L.  Christopher 
(South  Indiana)  asked  whether  there  was  any  difference  between 
a  standing  commission  and  a  permanent  commission.  Mr.  Navas 
responded.  Mr.  Christopher  asked  for  further  clarification,  and 
Mr.  Navas  responded  again.  Barbara  Thompson  (Baltimore) 
stated  that  "permanent"  and  "standing"  were  synonymous  in 
relation  to  this  issue. 

Jerry  Bray  (Virginia)  moved  the  previous  question  on  the 
amendment,  and  the  motion  was  adopted.  Charles  White 
(Assistant  Secretary)  read  the  amendment  for  the  Conference, 
and  it  was  put  to  a  vote  and  defeated. 

Billy  M.  Starnes  (Tennessee)  spoke  in  favor  of  adoption  of  the 
legislative  committee  report.  C.  W.  Hancock  (South  Georgia) 
moved  to  amend  the  report  by  inserting,  in  the  first  sentence  of 
the  proposed  legislation,  the  words,  "and  a  Commission  on  the 
Status  and  Role  of  Men."  He  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment. 
John  E.  Stumbo  (Kansas  East)  spoke  against  it.  Horace  F.  Ether 
moved  to  defer  consideration  of  the  report  until  certain  other 
calendar  items  were  considered.  The  Chair  observed  that  the 
other  calendar  items  in  question  were  nonconcurrence  items  and 
would  not  be  considered  individually  unless  the  Conference  voted 
for  separate  consideration  of  them.  Leigh  Roberts  (Wisconsin) 
raised  a  point  of  order,  asking  whether  the  amendment  was 
germane  to  the  proposal  contained  in  the  committee  report.  The 
Chair  ruled  that  it  was  not  germane,  that  the  estabhshment  of  a 
commission  on  the  status  and  role  of  men  was  a  separate  question 
from  the  establishment  of  a  continuing  Commission  on  the  Status 
and  Role  of  Women,  and  that  the  amendment  was  therefore  out 
of  order  at  this  time. 

Alice  G.  Morrison  (Oregon-Idaho)  moved  the  previous  ques- 
tion on  all  before  the  Conference,  and  the  motion  was  adopted. 
William  C.  Vaughan  (Virginia)  asked  again  for  information  as  to 
the  cost  of  the  Commission.  At  the  Chair's  request,  Merrill  W. 
Drennan  (Baltimore)  reported  that  the  amount  which  would  be 
later  recommended  to  the  Conference  for  inclusion  in  the  World 
Service  budget  for  the  commission  was  $200,000  annually. 
Calendar  No.  30  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  adopted. 

Report  No.  9,  Calendar  No.  24 

Mr.  Navas  presented  the  report,  deahng  with  the  estabhsh- 
ment of  annual  conference  Commissions  on  the  Status  and  Role  of 
Women.  He  asked  that  the  Conference  hear  a  statement  from 
Mama  Kat  Namwan  (Southern  Zaire). 

Mama  Kat  Namwan:  (Tom  Cloyd  translates)  I'm  happy  to  be  with  you  here  at 
this  General  Conference.  First,  in  the  name  of  the  women  in  Zaire  and  for  myself, 
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we  pray  for  peace  and  happiness  in  Jesus  Christ.  It  is  our  desire  and  the  desire  of 
our  Conference  to  work  with  the  women  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  in 
America,  both  with  the  women  in  America  and  join  wth  all  the  women  in  the 
world  in  this  great  work. 

In  this  new  work  for  women  has  begun  already  here  in  America.  This  work  has 
already  begun  here  in  America  for  progress  for  women.  The  progress  for  women 
to  become  pastors  and  leaders  in  the  Church  has  begun  here  in  America.  We  pray 
for  the  women  in  America  to  help  teach  us  also  so  that  our  Church  can  move 
ahead.  It  is  wise  and  good  for  us  to  help  each  other,  and  it  is  good  for  us  to  help 
one  another  in  this  time  in  which  we  live. 

We  hope  and  pray  to  also  be  included  in  the  Committee  for  Women's  work.  We 
want  to  be  included  and  not  be  apart  from,  but  to  be  a  part  of  this  great  women's 
commission  here.  The  women  of  America  have  the  experience  to  help  others  all 
over  the  world  and  to  help  us.  Don't  forget  us  and  to  help  us  as  we  want  to  be 
included  in  this  great  endeavor.  Thank  you  very  much. 

Ruth  Daugherty  (Eastern  Pennsylvania)  moved  to  amend  the 
report  by  adding,  at  the  end  of  the  first  sentence  of  the  proposed 
legislation,  the  words  "or  other  structural  unit."  She  spoke  in 
support  of  the  amendment.  Ben  F.  Jordan  (North  Arkansas) 
spoke  against  it.  Patricia  Soderholm  moved  to  amend  the 
amendment  to  read  "or  other  comparable  structural  unit";  Mrs. 
Daugherty  accepted  the  addition  to  her  amendment.  Omega 
Newman  (South  Carolina)  opposed  the  amendment.  S.  Clifton 
Ives  (Maine)  observed  that  there  was  other  legislation  being 
proposed  which  related  to  the  permissiveness  of  annual  confer- 
ence structure,  that  this  was  a  question  the  Judicial  Council  had 
considered,  and  that  it  would  probably  be  dealt  with  again  by  the 
Conference.  Arthur  B.  Oot,  Jr.  (Northern  New  York)  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  amendment,  arguing  that  it  would  be  helpful  to  small 
annual  conferences.  Michael  Watson  (South  Carolina)  stated  that 
the  other  legislation  to  which  Mr.  Ives  had  referred  related  only 
to  the  four  program  boards. 

Charles  Stewart  (Florida)  moved  the  previous  question,  and 
the  motion  was  adopted.  Charles  White  (Assistant  Secretary) 
read  the  amendment,  and  it  was  adopted. 

George  E.  Naff,  Jr.  (Holston)  moved  to  amend  the  section  of 
the  proposed  legislation  dealing  with  the  membership  of  the 
commissions,  the  second  sentence,  by  inserting  the  words,  "each 
member  to  be  a  member  of  The  United  Methodist  Church."  He 
spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment,  and  it  was  adopted. 

The  report  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  adopted  as  amended  (see 
page  1832). 

Matter  of  Privilege 

Mr.  Hodapp  (Chairman,  Committee  on  Calendar)  called  for 
reports  from  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Council  on  Ministries. 
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Walter  Thompson  (Southern  New  England)  was  recognized  for 
a  matter  of  privilege. 

Mr.  Thompson:  I  would  move  the  following  resolution  for  adoption  by  this  1976 
General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church:  "Because  the  Boston  school 
crisis  has  remained  unresolved  for  at  least  the  past  twelve  years,  despite 
affirmative  rulings  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals,  the  Federal  District  Court  and  the  Commonwealth's 
Superior  Court  of  Appeals,  and  because  children  are  being  denied  an  education, 
because  of  vandahsm  and  assault  on  school  property,  as  well  as  teachers,  parents 
and  students,  and  because  the  governor  of  Massachusetts  has  employed  the 
National  Guard  and  approved  the  use  of  federal  marshals  to  protect  the 
constitutional  rights  of  children  and  adults  in  Boston,  and  also  has  the  support  of 
the  Commissioner  of  the  Boston  Police  Department;  and,  although  Methodism  is  a 
numerical  minority  church  in  the  Boston  Area,  that  nevertheless  the  resident 
bishop,  Edward  G.  Carroll,  as  well  as  leaders  of  laity  and  clergy,  have  exerted 
influence  far  beyond  Methodism's  numerical  strength;  and  because  the  United 
States  District  Justice  W.  Arthur  Garrity  has  demonstrated  unusual  patience, 
moderation,  and  yet  heroic  firmness  in  complying  with  decisions  of  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court,  as  well  as  the  clear  mandates  of  the  Constitution;  and 
because  the  members  of  our  Southern  New  England  Annual  Conference 
delegation,  present  at  this  General  Conference,  are  deeply  concerned  and 
indignant  inasmuch  as  the  crisis  in  Boston  is  not  improving,  but  gives  evidence  of 
becoming  more  acute,  and  of  dangerous  proportions  in  a  region  known  historically 
for  its  commitment  to  law  and  order;  I  ask  that  this  General  Conference  today 
condemn  and  deplore  the  breakdown  of  law  and  order,  personal  and  public 
security  in  the  Boston  area,  and  specifically  the  Boston  Public  Schools,  and 
further  use  the  communications  personnel  present  at  this  General  Conference  to 
proclaim  to  the  nation  and  to  the  world  our  Christian  concern  for  our  brothers  and 
sisters  in  the  Metropolitan  Boston  area."  I  am  signing  this,  Walter  L.  Thompson, 
on  behalf  of  the  Southern  New  England  Conference  delegation. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  under  the  rules  of  the  Conference  the 
resolution  would  be  automatically  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Agenda  and  would  come  back  to  the  Conference  for  consideration 
at  a  time  determined  by  that  committee. 

Committee  on  Council  on  Ministries,  Report  No.  3,  Calendar 
No.  125 

G.  Ross  Freeman  (South  Georgia),  chairman  of  the  legislative 
committee,  presented  the  report,  calling  for  leadership  at  all 
levels  of  the  church  to  continue  the  emphasis  outlined  during  the 
current  quadrennium  in  the  Bishops'  Call  to  Peace  and  Self- 
Development  of  Peoples.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1775). 

Report  No.  1,  Calendar  No.  123 

Mr.  Freeman  noted  that  the  committee  action  in  this  report 
was  for  non-concurrence,  but  that  more  than  ten  percent  of  the 
committee  disagreed  with  the  action  of  the  full  committee,  and 
that    the    report    was    therefore    being    brought    before    the 
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Conference  separately.  He  called  on  Ruth  Daugherty  (Eastern 
Pennsylvania),  vice-chairwoman  of  the  committee,  for  presenta- 
tion of  the  report. 

Mrs.  Daugherty:  This  petition  refers  to  \he  Discipline,  Par.  828.2,  which  deals 
with  the  matter  of  making  changes  in  missional  priorities  necessitated  by 
emergencies  or  by  other  significant  developments  between  General  Conferences 
which  would  substantially  affect  the  life  of  the  church  and  gives  the  authority  to 
make  adjustments  in  program  allocations  accordingly. 

The  amendment  to  this  as  it  was  proposed  would  come  at  the  conclusion  and  I 
will  read  a  few,  it  provides  for  this  adjustment  to  be  made  after  consultation  with 
the  affected  boards  and  agencies  and  approved  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  CouncD 
on  Finance  and  Administration  with  this  to  be  added  ".  .  .  and  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  Council  of  Bishops  ..."  The  reason  given  for  this  proposal  was  that  this 
would  involve  all  three  councils  in  the  decision — the  General  Council  on 
Ministries,  the  General  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  and  the  Council  of 
Bishops.  It  was  the  feeling  of  the  committee  that  the  bishops  do  have  input  into 
this  decision-making  as  members  of  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  and  the 
GCFA,  and  also  the  boards  and  agencies  who  would  be  involved. 

Mr.  Freeman  added  a  brief  additional  explanation.  Larry  A. 
Bauman  (North  Georgia)  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  recommen- 
dation of  non-concurrence.  The  Chair  made  a  statement  explain- 
ing the  effect  of  positive  and  negative  votes  on  the  report.  The 
report  was  put  to  a  vote,  and  the  committee  recommendation  of 
non-concurrence  was  defeated  (see  pages  337,  1775). 

Report  No.  4,  Calendar  No.  126 

Mr.  Freeman:  The  subject  is  the  Jurisdictional  Council  on  Ministries.  Again, 
there  were  65  voting  in  favor  of  nonconcurrence  and  15  voting  against  it.  The 
issue  here  is  the  two  sentences  in  the  1972  Book  of  Discipline  having  to  do  with 
the  Jurisdictional  Council  on  Ministries.  There  is  no  suggested  outline  of  purpose 
or  possible  organization  for  such  a  council  as  that.  The  petition  which  came  to  us 
outlined  a  purpose  which  is  in  keeping  with  the  purpose  of  the  General  Council  on 
Ministries  and  basically  the  same  kind  of  organizational  pattern.  The  committee 
recommended  nonconcurrence,  and  the  minority  group  felt  that  it  would  be  well, 
since  it  is  permissive  anyway,  if  guidelines  or  suggestions  were  included  for  the 
organization  of  a  Jurisdictional  Council  on  Ministries.  The  matter,  I  believe,  is 
before  us. 

Clifford  Droke  (California-Nevada)  asked  a  question  regarding 
the  preceding  action  on  Report  No.  1.  He  asked  whether  the 
effect  of  the  Conference's  vote  had  been  to  support  the  petition, 
or  whether  an  additional  action  was  required.  The  Chair  replied 
that  the  same  question  had  been  under  discussion  on  the 
platform,  and  that  the  Conference  would  return  to  that  issue 
after  action  on  Repoi't  No.  4. 

James  W.  Turner  (Virginia)  asked  if  Mr.  Freeman  would  read 
the  petition,  stating  that,  as  a  member  of  the  committee,  he 
recalled    that    the    petition    set    forth    rather    specifically    the 
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membership  of  jurisdictional  Councils  on  Ministries.  Mr. 
Freeman  replied  that  the  membership  was  outlined,  but  that  the 
language  was  all  permissive. 

Floyd  H.  Coffman  (Kansas  East)  moved  that  Report  No.  1  be 
re-referred  to  the  Committee  on  Council  on  Ministries.  The  Chair 
ruled  that  the  motion  was  out  of  order,  since  a  different  report 
was  now  under  consideration. 

George  A.  Wright  (South  Georgia)  spoke  in  opposition  to  the 
committee  recommendation  of  non-concurrence.  Charles  Purd- 
ham  (Minnesota)  spoke  in  favor  of  the  committee  report.  Jerry  G. 
Bray,  Jr.  (Virginia)  asked  that  the  legislation  proposed  in  the 
petition  be  read.  Ruth  Daugherty  (Eastern  Pennsylvania), 
vice-chairwoman  of  the  committee,  read  the  proposed  legislation 
from  the  petition.  Merrill  W.  Drennan  (Baltimore)  moved  to 
amend  the  petition  as  read  by  substituting  "may"  for  "shall" 
wherever  it  appeared.  The  amendment  was  adopted.  Robert 
Courtney  (East  Ohio)  spoke  in  favor  of  the  committee's 
non-concurrence  recommendation.  Fletcher  Carter  (South 
Carolina)  asked  whether  a  vote  to  sustain  the  committee  would 
have  any  effect  on  jurisdictional  Councils  on  Ministries  now 
operative.  Mr.  Freeman  responded;  Mr.  Carter  asked  for  further 
clarification.  Mr.  Freeman  stated  that  supporting  the  committee 
position  would  have  no  effect  on  existing  structures. 

Harry  K.  Underwood  (Baltimore)  moved  the  previous  question 
on  all  before  the  Conference,  and  the  motion  was  adopted. 
Charles  White  (Assistant  Secretary)  outlined  the  parliamentary 
situation.  Leigh  Roberts  (Wisconsin)  asked  for  clarification;  Mr. 
White  responded.  The  committee  recommendation  of  non- 
concurrence  was  adopted  (see  page  1776). 

Report  No.  1,  Calendar  No.  123,  Consideration  Resumed 

Floyd  H.  Coffman  (Kansas  East)  asked  that  his  motion  for 
re-referring  this  report  to  the  legislative  committee,  previously 
ruled  out  of  order,  be  considered  at  this  time.  The  Chair  stated 
that  by  common  consent  the  Conference  would  return  to  that 
item  at  this  time  (see  pages  335,  1775). 

Paul  E.  Myers  (Central  Pennsylvania)  spoke  in  opposition  to 
the  referral  and  in  support  of  a  role  for  the  Council  of  Bishops  in 
the  changing  of  missional  priorities  between  sessions  of  the 
General  Conference.  John  A.  Collins  (New  York)  spoke  for 
referral  and  in  opposition  to  such  a  role  for  the  Council  of 
Bishops.  Kathy  LaPoint  (California-Nevada)  spoke  against 
referral  and  in  favor  of  the  Conference  deciding  the  issue. 
Thomas  L.  Cromwell  (East  Ohio)  attempted  to  speak  against 
referral,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  a  speech  in  favor  of  it  was  next 
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in  order.  Mary  Metzel  (Oklahoma)  spoke  in  favor  of  referral.  Mr. 
Cromwell  opposed  it.  Robert  J.  McCune  (Central  New  York) 
spoke  for  referral,  stating  that  there  were  issues  which  needed  to 
be  clarified  if  the  Conference  was  going  to  act  on  the  proposal  in  a 
positive  form. 

Melvin  M.  Firikbeiner  (Pacific  Northwest)  moved  the  previous 
question  on  all  before  the  Conference,  and  it  was  adopted.  The 
motion  to  re-refer  the  issue  to  the  legislative  committee  was 
defeated. 

Roy  C.  Clark  (Tennessee)  moved  to  amend  Par.  828.2,  1972 
Book  of  Discipline,  by  adding  the  words,  "and  approval  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  Council  of  Bishops."  He  spoke  in  support  of 
the  motion.  Charles  Purdham  (Minnesota)  asked  how  to  get  a 
count  vote  on  the  motion.  The  Chair  advised  that  he  call  for  a 
division  of  the  house  at  the  time  of  the  vote.  Clifford  Droke 
(California-Nevada)  asked  whether  it  was  the  purpose  of  the 
amendment  to  involve  the  Council  of  Bishops  in  voting  on  budget 
adjustments  or  in  voting  on  missional  priorities.  Mr.  Clark 
rephed  that  it  was  to  involve  them  in  changing  missional 
priorities  and  that  he  beheved  the  amendment  did  that. 

Mr.  Droke  moved  to  amend  Mr.  Clark's  motion  by  placing  the 
reference  to  the  Council  of  Bishops  at  a  different  place  in  the 
sentence,  so  that  it  would  read,  "Upon  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  of  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  present  and  voting 
and  upon  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Council  of 
Bishops  present  and  voting,  the  General  Council  on  Ministries 
may  make  changes  in  missional  priorities  ..."  (the  remainder  of 
the  section  to  read  as  in  the  1972  Book  of  Discipliyie).  Horace  F. 
Ether  (Eastern  Pennsylvania)  expressed  the  view  that  the 
Council  of  Bishops  should  have  input  on  the  allocation  of  funds  for 
such  changes  in  priorities. 

Robert  Kesler  (Southern  California-Arizona):  A  clarification.  I  am  not  quite 
sure  as  a  Church  how  it  is  that  we  deal  with  the  power-making  decision,  and  I 
want  to  ask  the  question  out  of  my  innocence  and  naivete.  The  bishops  of  the 
Church  as  a  council  make  their  presentation  to  the  church  at  the  General 
Conference — the  state  of  the  Church,  their  recommendations,  etc. — which  are 
then  voted  upon  by  the  legislative  body,  the  elected  lay  and  clerical 
representatives — members  of  the  body. 

My  question  in  reality  is,  is  the  procedure  being  recommended  now  giving  to 
the  Council  of  Bishops — not  as  members  of  either  General  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  and  the  General  Council  on  Ministries,  but  now  as  a  body,  a  part 
in  the  policy-making  or  decision-making  that  is  really  for  those  who  are  elected  to 
the  legislative  bodies?  I  hope  I  have  not  made  that  so  poorly  that  you  cannot 
understand  my  question. 

At  Mr.  Freemayi's  request,  Mr.  Clark  responded. 
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Roy  C.  Clark  (Tennessee):  As  the  issue  is  understood  by  me  in  making  the 
motion,  we  are  speaking  of  changing  the  missional  priorities  during  a 
quadrennium;  and  we  are  proposing  that  in  that  decision  the  Council  of  Bishops, 
as  those  who  have  direct  supervision  of  the  Ufe  of  the  Church,  be  involved  in  that 
decision.  It  is  my  feeling,  and  the  feeling  of  some  who  have  shared  in  this 
viewpoint,  that  this  will  provide  for  those  who  are  daily  and  weekly  and  monthly 
in  touch  with  the  life  of  the  Church  as  it  is  being  fulfilled  to  be  a  part  of  the 
decision-making  process  between  the  sessions  of  the  legislative  body. 

Paul  A.  Duffey  (Alabama-West  Florida)  spoke  against  the 
motion  and  the  amendment  and  in  favor  of  the  legislative 
committee's  original  recommendation  of  non-concurrence. 

John  F.  Walker  (Little  Rock)  moved  the  previous  question, 
and  it  was  adopted.  Albert  C.  Outler  (North  Texas)  asked 
whether  Mr.  Clark's  motion  or  Mr.  Droke's  substitute  was 
before  the  Conference.  The  Chair  rephed  that  Mr.  Droke's 
substitute  would  be  put  to  a  vote  first. 

L.  Bevel  Jories  (North  Georgia)  requested  that  the  chairman  of 
the  legislative  committee  give  a  definitive  statement  of  the 
rationale  that  guided  the  committee  in  its  recommendation  of 
non-concurrence.  Mr.  Freeman  stated  the  issue  which  was 
before  the  committee  and  the  Conference  in  the  petition.  Melvin 
G.  Talbert  (Southern  CaUfornia-Arizona)  raised  a  parhamentary 
inquiry  as  to  whether  Mr.  Freeman  was  representing  the 
committee  position  or  the  minority  position.  Mr.  Freeman 
responded  that  the  committee  rationale  was  stated  in  the  printed 
legislative  committee  report.  Charles  White  (Assistant  Secre- 
tary) read  Mr.  Droke's  substitute,  and  it  was  adopted.  Charles 
Purdham  (Minnesota)  called  for  a  division  of  the  house,  but  it 
failed  to  receive  the  one-third  vote  of  the  Conference  necessary 
to  sustain  such  a  call.  Mr.  Droke's  motion,  having  become  the 
main  motion  by  action  of  the  Conference,  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
adopted  (see  page  1775). 


Committee  on   Financial   Administration,   Report  No.   13, 
Calendar  No.  167;  Report  No.  16,  Calendar  No.  170 

Mr.  Hodapp  called  for  reports  of  the  Legislative  Committee  on 
Financial  Administration.  Thomas  P.  Moore  (East  Ohio),  chair- 
man of  the  committee,  presented  the  reports,  deahng  with 
petitions  requesting  that  the  pension  of  bishops  be  the  same  as 
for  other  United  Methodist  ministers.  Mr.  Moore  noted  that  the 
committee  was  recommending  non-concurrence  on  both  peti- 
tions. The  reports  were  presented  and  put  to  a  vote  separately, 
and  in  both  cases  the  committee's  recommendation  for  non- 
concurrence  was  supported  by  the  Conference  (see  pages  1696, 
1697). 
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Report  No.  10,  Calendar  No.  164 

Mr.  Moore  presented  the  report,  dealing  with  participation  in 
Project  Equality,  and  it  was  adopted  (see  page  1695).  Merrill  W. 
Drennan  (Baltimore)  asked  whether  there  was  to  be  any  more 
specific  direction  from  the  General  Conference  regarding  the 
financial  contribution  mentioned  in  the  report.  Mr.  Moore  replied 
that  there  would  be  another  report  presented  at  another  time  on 
that  subject. 

Question  Regarding  Letter  from  Estonian  Church 

Torrey  A.  Kaatz  (West  Ohio)  inquired  whether  there  was  to  be 
any  response  from  the  General  Conference  to  the  letter  from  the 
Estonian  church  which  had  been  read  at  the  close  of  the  morning 
session.  Douglas  F.  Verdin  (New  York)  repHed  that  the  matter 
was  before  the  Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Privileges  and 
would  be  reported  back  with  an  appropriate  response. 

Adjournment 

J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary)  made  announcements.  Bishop  Wertz 
expressed  appreciation  to  the  Conference  and  to  Bishops 
Mathews  and  Alton  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  given  him 
as  presiding  officer.  Bishop  T.  Otto  Nail  dismissed  the  Confer- 
ence session  with  prayer. 


SIXTH  DAY,  MONDAY,  MAY  3,  1976 
EVENING  SESSION 

Opening — Bishop  Eugene  M.  Frank 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  evening  session  of  the 
sixth  day,  Monday,  May  3,  1976,  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Memorial 
Cohseum,  Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  Eugene  M.  Frank, 
Arkansas  Area,  presiding. 

Carlton  Young  introduced  the  organist  for  the  session,  Phillip 
Baker,  organist-choirmaster  of  the  Multnomah  United  Presbyte- 
rian Church,  Portland.  Mr.  Yming  led  the  Conference  in  the 
singing  of  two  stanzas  of  "He  Leadeth  Me."  Bishop  Frank  led  the 
Conference  in  unison  prayer. 

Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Privileges 

Thomas  P.  Grissom  (California-Nevada),  secretary  of  the 
committee,  presented  the  report.  He  asked  that  Earl  B.  Carter 
(North  Arkansas)  be  recognized  for  a  matter  of  privilege.  Mr. 
Carter  reported  that  the  two  annual  conferences  in  Arkansas  had 
organized  a  Joint  Committee  on  the  History  of  Arkansas 
Methodism,  and  that  under  its  direction  Dr.  Walter  Vernon  had 
written  and  compiled  a  book  on  that  subject.  Dr.  Vernon  joined 
Mr.  Carter  in  presenting  the  first  copy  of  the  new  book  to  Bishop 
Frank.  Bishop  Frank  expressed  appreciation  for  it. 

Report   on    First    Ballot   for   Judicial    Council    Alternate 
Members 

J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary)  read  the  results  of  the  ballot. 

Mr.  Holt:  Bishop  Frank  and  members  of  the  Conference,  the  results  of  the  first 
ballot  for  the  alternates  for  the  Judicial  Council.  Votes  cast,  932;  invalid  ballots, 
22;  valid  ballots,  910;  number  needed  for  election,  456.  The  lay  ballot  is  as  follows: 
Tom  Reavley,  597,  and  he  is  elected.  John  E.  Stumbo,  581,  and  he  is  elected. 
Kathryn  Mowrey  Grove,  555,  and  she  is  elected.  Paul  Webb,  Jr.,  454;  Paul  V. 
Shearer,  439;  Julia  Gibson,  319;  James  M.  DoUiver,  248;  Walter  Douglas,  160; 
Basil  H.  Lorch,  Jr.,  113. 

Bishop  Frank:  Thank  you  very  much.  Any  further  question  about  this?  The 
clergy?  All  right,  now  the  clergy  report,  please. 

Mr.  Holt:  Votes  cast,  931;  invalid  ballots,  20;  valid  ballots,  911;  number  needed 
for  election,  456.  Clergy  votes  as  follows:  Alvin  J.  Lindgren,  566,  and  he  is 
elected.  Wayne  W.  Coffin,  456  votes,  and  he  is  elected.  The  other  clergy  votes: 
Roy  C.  Clark,  433;  Daniel  Garcia,  217;  Douglas  F.  Verdin,  158;  Raymond  E. 
Balcomb,  151;  Richard  E.  Hamilton,  149;  Robert  L.  Close,  131;  R.  Herman 
Nicholson,  125;  EUot  Jones,  106;  Clifford  E.  Trotter,  96;  William  R.  Persons,  51. 
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Second  Ballot  for  Judicial  Council  Alternate  Members 

Mr.  Holt  gave  instructions  for  preparing  the  ballot,  on  which 
delegates  were  to  vote  for  one  lay  and  one  clergy  person.  When 
the  ballots  had  been  collected,  the  Chair  declared  the  ballot 
closed. 

Committee  on  Central  Conference  Affairs 

Leroy  Hodapp  (South  Indiana),  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Calendar,  called  for  reports  from  the  Committee  on  Central 
Conference  Affairs.  Bishop  Ole  Borgen  (Northern  Europe 
Central  Conference),  chairman  of  the  committee,  presented  the 
report.  He  called  attention  to  the  reports  as  printed  in  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate  and  stated  that  they  had  been  presented  to 
and  reviewed  by  the  Committee  on  Conferences  and  that  they 
had  approved  them  without  any  further  amendments  or  recom- 
mendations. He  outUned  the  contents  of  the  reports  and 
presented  some  editorial  corrections. 

Bishop  Borgen  asked  that  the  Conference  act  first  on  Report 
No.  8,  deaUng  with  the  division  of  the  Zaire  Area.  He  explained 
that  since  the  authority  of  the  General  Conference  is  to  decide 
how  many  bishops  will  be  elected  by  a  Central  Conference,  the 
action  of  the  committee  was  to  recommend  that  the  Africa 
Central  Conference  be  authorized  to  elect  five  bishops.  Reta 
Barto  (Eastern  Pennsylvania)  asked  a  question;  the  Chair 
responded.  Report  No.  8  was  adopted  (see  page  1983). 

Bishop  Borgen  called  attention  to  Report  No.  1,  section  B 
("New  Requests"),  sub-section  1,  dealing  with  the  change  in 
name  of  the  Central  Conference  in  the  Federal  Repubhc  of 
Germany  and  West  Berlin.  He  asked  for  Conference  action  on 
this  portion  of  the  report,  and  it  was  adopted  (see  page  1976). 

Bishop  Borgen  then  presented  Report  No.  4,  dealing  with  the 
continuation  of  the  Southwest  Philippines  Provisional  Confer- 
ence, for  adoption.  Augusta  Carruth  (South  Georgia)  asked  a 
question  regarding  an  action  of  the  1972  General  Conference 
granting  approval  for  the  church  in  the  Philippines  to  become 
autonomous.  Bishop  Borgen  explained  that  permission  had  been 
granted  for  the  conferences  in  the  Philippines  to  become 
autonomous  if  they  so  decided,  and  that  they  had  not  yet  made 
this  decision.  Report  No.  4  was  adopted  (see  page  1980). 

Bishop  Borgen  then  presented  Report  No.  1,  Section  III  A, 
1-10  for  adoption,  and  that  portion  of  the  report  was  approved 
(see  page  1975).  He  then  presented  changes  in  Section  III  A,  11, 
and  asked  for  its  adoption. 

Billy  M.  Starnes  (Tennessee):  I'm  referring  to  11(a),  the  use  of  the  name 
"Zimbabwe."  I  would  personally  hope,  and  sincerely  pray  that  this  is  prophetic. 
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but  as  of  this  date  there  is  no  such  country.  And  I  question  our  use  of  that 
nomenclature. 

Bishop  Frank:  You  may  want  to  speak  to  that. 

Bishop  Borgen:  There  are  other  people  who  think  there  is  no  such  nation  as 
Rhodesia. 

Bishop  Frank:  All  right,  back  here  if  you  please.  Microphone  13. 

Orion  N.  Hutchinson,  Jr.  (Western  North  Carolina):  In  the  preceding 
legislation,  and  in  this  one,  reference  is  made  to  the  China  Central  Conference.  I 
would  like  to  know  what  is  the  status  in  regard  to  that  conference.  That  is,  what 
bishops  are  in  active  service  and  what  territory  specifically  the  China  Central 
Conference  is  now  designated  to  cover. 

Bishop  Borgen:  Well  the  answer  is  quite  clear,  none,  but  we  feel,  and  the  last 
General  Conference  did  the  same,  that  since  we  do  not  have  sufficient  knowledge 
nor  do  we  see  what  lies  in  the  future  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  formally  delete 
this  from  our  records  since  we  have  experiences  from  the  time  after  the  second 
World  War  where  there  were  sections  of  the  Church,  as  a  matter  of  fact  in  my 
area,  which  we  thought  had  disappeared  completely.  Nothing  was  done  about  the 
changing  and  suddenly  after  about  10  or  12  years  after  the  war  we  discovered  a 
Church  still  alive  there  and  there  was  still  a  connection,  and  that  is  the  reason 
why  we  suggest  that  we  keep  it  in  until  the  time  has  come  when  it  is  crystal  clear 
there  is  nothing  more  or  whether  there  should  be  another  form  of  work. 

Report  No.  1,  Section  III  A,  11  was  approved  (see  page  1976). 

Section  IIIB,  2(a),  dealing  with  proposed  changes  in  Par.  1283, 
\WJ2Book  of  Discipline,  was  presented  for  adoption.  Thomas  L. 
Cromwell  (East  Ohio)  moved  that  action  be  deferred  until  the 
Committee  on  Central  Conference  Affairs  and  the  Committee  on 
Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order  have  an  opportunity  to 
consult  on  it.  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  motion.  Bishop  Borgen 
agreed,  and  Mr.  Cromwell's  motion  was  adopted. 

Bishop  Borgen  then  presented  Section  IIIB,  2(b),  dealing  with 
a  proposed  change  in  Par.  983,  and  it  was  adopted  (see  page 
1977). 

Report  No.  1,  Section  IIIB,  2(c),  dealing  with  a  proposed 
change  in  Par.  1082.6,  was  then  presented.  Horace  F.  Ether 
(Eastern  Pennsylvania)  asked  a  question  regarding  the  correla- 
tion of  this  change  with  another  proposed  change  in  Par.  803; 
Bishop  Borgen  responded.  Section  IIIB,  2(c)  was  adopted  (see 
page  1977). 

Bishop  Borgen  then  presented  a  second  proposal  to  amend  Par. 
1082.6,  contained  in  Report  No.  1,  Section  IIIB,  2  (d),  and  it  was 
adopted  (see  page  1977). 

He  then  presented  Section  IIIB,  2(e),  which  was  a  proposal  to 
amend  Par.  646.  Reta  Barto  (Eastern  Pennsylvania)  asked  if  it 
would  be  in  order  to  propose  an  amendment  to  Par.  646.4.  Bishop 
Borgen  stated  that  there  was  a  petition  pending  on  that  section, 
and  the  Chair  asked  that  Mrs.  Barto  present  her  amendment  at 
the  time  that  report  was  brought  before  the  Conference.  Section 
IIIB,  2(e)  was  adopted  (see  page  1977). 
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Bishop  Borgen  attempted  to  present  Report  No.  1,  Section 
IIIB,  3  for  action.  The  chair  asked  if  he  did  not  intend  to  present 
the  report  to  which  Mrs.  Barto's  amendment  related  at  this  time. 
Bishop  Borgen  replied  that  that  report  had  not  yet  been  printed. 
After  brief  discussion  with  the  Chair,  Mrs.  Barto  moved  to  delay 
further  action  on  the  committee's  report  until  that  report  was 
brought  to  the  floor.  Bishop  Borgen  asked  whether  Mrs.  Barto's 
concern  related  to  the  portion  of  the  report  he  was  trying  to 
present.  She  replied  that  it  related  to  Par.  646,  which  had  been 
amended  by  action  on  the  previous  section  of  his  report.  At  the 
Chair's  request,  Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South  Indiana),  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Calendar,  offered  as  a  procedural  suggestion 
that  the  Conference  continue  to  act  on  the  report  as  presented  by 
Bishop  Borgen,  but  that  action  on  the  report  as  a  whole  be 
delayed  until  the  report  in  question  was  printed  and  considered 
by  the  Conference.  Mrs.  Barto  accepted  the  suggestion.  Vernon 
Bigler  (Western  New  York)  asked  Mrs.  Barto  to  indicate  the 
nature  of  the  concern  she  wished  to  raise;  she  responded. 

Bishop  Borgen  presented  Report  No.  1,  Section  IIIB,  3  for 
action,  explaining  that  it  called  for  a  study  of  Central  Conference 
structures  and  requested  that  $5,000  be  allocated  for  such  a 
study.  The  Chair  asked  whether  the  request  had  been  before  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  Bishop  Borgen  indicated 
that  it  had  not,  and  the  Chair  stated  then  that  the  action  would  be 
for  referral  to  that  Council.  Bishop  Borgen  asked  whether  it 
would  then  be  reported  back  to  the  Conference,  and  the  Chair 
stated  that  it  would.  The  item  was  adopted  and  referred  (see 
pages  1977-1978). 

Bishop  Borgen  presented  Report  No.  2,  deaUng  with  a  petition 
to  create  additional  Central  Conferences  in  Africa.  He  pointed 
out  that  the  recommendation  was  to  refer  this  request  to  the 
study  committee  which  had  just  been  approved.  The  report  was 
adopted  (see  page  1978). 

Bishop  Borgen  presented  Report  No.  3,  explaining  that  it  dealt 
with  the  request  of  the  Evangelical  Methodist  Church  in  the 
Philippines  to  become  an  affiUated  autonomous  Methodist 
church.  He  explained  that  this  body  had  come  out  of  the  former 
Methodist  church  and  had  been  autonomous  for  many  years  and 
was  now  requesting  this  relationship,  and  that  the  committee 
was  recommending  concurrence.  The  report  was  adopted  (see 
page  1979). 

Bishop  Borgen  presented  Report  No.  5,  which  recommended 
an  extension,  until  1980,  of  the  enabling  act  giving  the  Philippines 
Central  Conference  the  right  to  decide  whether  it  wants  to 
become  an  affiliated  autonomous  Methodist  Church  or  remain  a 
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Central  Conference.  Clemente  S.  Zuniga,  Jr.  (Philippines) 
moved  to  amend  the  recommendation  by  inserting  after  the 
words  "Philippines  Central  Conference"  the  phrase  "through  the 
annual  conferences"  and  by  adding  at  the  end  the  words,  "the 
same  to  be  decided  by  the  total  number  of  affirmative  votes  as 
against  the  total  number  of  negative  votes  of  said  annual 
conferences."  Mr.  Zuniga  explained  the  reason  for  his  amend- 
ment and  spoke  in  support  of  it.  At  the  Chair's  request,  he  read 
the  amendment  again  for  clarity.  Gregorio  R.  Bailen  (Northwest 
Philippines)  spoke  against  it.  Michael  Watson  asked  if  Bishop 
Borgen  would  have  a  chance  to  reply  to  the  amendment;  the 
Chair  stated  that  he  would.  Gloster  B.  Current  (New  York) 
asked  if  representatives  from  the  Philippines  had  the  opportunity 
to  appear  before  the  committee  to  present  their  point  of  view. 
Bishop  Borgen  replied  that  they  had  representatives  in  the 
committee,  and  that  the  petition  had  come  to  the  committee  from 
the  Coordinating  Council  of  the  Philippines  Central  Conference. 
The  Chair  asked  whether  the  previous  action  of  the  Conference 
on  Report  No.  1,  Section  IIIB,  2(e)  (see  above,  page  343) 
cared  for  this  matter;  Bishop  Borgen  replied  that  that  is  a 
clarified  procedure  which  would  avoid  this  dilemma.  Olivia  S. 
Pascual  (Philippines)  spoke  in  support  of  Mr.  Zuniga's  amend- 
ment. Benjamin  B.  Soriano  (Mindanao)  opposed  it. 

Bishop  Borgen:  First  of  all,  we  have  legislation  which  gives  the  right  for  a 
Central  Conference  to  negotiate  for  church  union.  In  order  to  do  that  you  need  to 
become  autonomous,  affiliated  autonomous,  at  least.  The  whole  issue  pertaining 
to  India,  through  that  issue,  the  Judicial  Council  has  accepted  a  procedure  as  vahd 
which  goes  as  follows:  a  decision  by  the  Central  Conference  ratified  by  the  Annual 
Conferences  is  a  valid  decision.  We  have,  in  the  legislation  we  just  passed,  taken 
care  of  the  problem  in  that  we  say  that  after  the  Central  Conference  has  made  a 
decision,  it  should  be  approved  by  two-thirds  majority  of  the  aggregate  votes  of 
the  conference  or  the  conferences.  For  this  reason  in  a  fellowship  of  several 
Annual  Conferences  as  it  is  found  in  a  Central  Conference,  there  is  a  functioning 
fellowship  which  will  then  have  something  to  do  with  all  the  Annual  Conferences 
if  one  or  two  or  more  break  out.  Therefore,  it  was  felt  by  the  committee  that  in 
such  a  case  all  those  who  have  been  influenced  by  or  affected  by  such  a  decision 
should  have  a  voice  in  this  and  this  is  cared  for  by  the  aggregate  vote  and 
therefore,  it  seems  to  me  that  this  procedure  outUned  most  likely  will  be  rather 
doubtful  from  a  disciplinary  sense,  in  that  I  question  on  disciplinary  grounds 
whether  a  Central  Conference  can  delegate  the  power  like  that  to  the  conferences 
without  first  passing  a  decision  by  itself.  So  I  think  I  would  like  for  the  committee 
to  stand  by  its  petition  which  is  a  request  fi"om  the  co-ordinating  council  that  this 
be  extended,  and  then  it  is  up  to  the  Philippines  Central  Conference  and  its 
Annual  Conferences  to  proceed  and  satisfy  the  requirements  for  two-thirds 
approval  by  the  Annual  Conference  if  the  Central  Conference  decides  for 
autonomy. 

The  amendment  was  put  to  a  vote  and  defeated.  Report  No.  5 
was  adopted  (see  page  1981). 
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Bishop  Borgen  presented  Report  No,  6  and  explained  that  it 
was  simply  a  formal  recognition  of  what  the  Judicial  Council  had 
already  declared,  that  the  Methodist  Church  of  Southern  Asia  is 
a  continuing  Central  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1981). 

Elliot  Clive  (Delhi):  Mr.  Chairman,  at  this  time  I  believe  that  it  would  be  quite 
appropriate  to  place  on  record  the  gratitude  of  the  Methodist  membership  in 
Southern  Asia,  a  Central  Conference,  for  the  sympathetic  judicial  review  of  our 
request  by  the  Judicial  Council.  We  are  grateful  to  this  General  Conference  for 
extending  a  welcome  and  full  participation  of  fellowship  in  full  relation  to  us. 

The  Chair  asked  if  the  Conference  would  adopt  Mr.  Clive's 
statement  as  a  resolution,  and  it  was  adopted. 

Bishop  Borgen  presented  Report  No,  7,  dealing  with  an 
amendment  to  Par,  646,5,  which  set  forth  the  process  by  which 
an  autonomous  church  may  become  an  affiliated  autonomous 
Methodist  or  affihated  united  church,  Vernon  Bigler  (Western 
New  York)  asked  a  question;  Bishop  Borgen  replied,  Augusta 
Carruth  (South  Georgia)  asked  for  a  definition  of  an  affiliated 
autonomous  church;  Bishop  Borgen  explained.  The  report  was 
adopted  (see  page  1982). 

Composition  of  Commission  on  Central  Conference  Affairs 

Augusta  Carruth  (South  Georgia)  moved  that  the  Commission 
on  Central  Conference  Affairs  have  representation,  both  division 
members  and  staff,  from  the  World  Division  of  the  Board  of 
Global  Ministries,  and  also  representation  on  the  executive 
committee.  After  brief  discussion  between  the  Chair,  Bishop 
Borgen,  and  Mrs.  Carruth,  it  was  agreed  that  this  would  be  a 
matter  of  reference  to  the  Committee  on  Reference.  Mrs. 
Carruth  spoke  in  support  of  her  motion.  William  C.  Vaughan 
(Virginia)  asked  that  the  report  back  from  this  referral  include 
information  about  any  cost  involved  in  the  action.  William  P. 
Bailey  (Memphis),  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reference, 
questioned  whether  the  motion  should  be  referred  to  that 
committee,  Gregorio  R.  Bailen  (Northwest  Philippines)  moved  to 
amend  the  motion  to  provide  that  the  reference  be  to  the 
Committee  on  Central  Conference  Affairs,  Leonard  Slutz  (West 
Ohio)  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment.  The  amendment  was 
adopted.  Mrs.  Carruth's  motion,  as  amended,  was  adopted. 

Reta  Barto  (Eastern  Pennsylvania)  asked  whether  the  Com- 
mittee on  Central  Conference  Affairs  would  have  the  authority  to 
add  members  to  the  committee,  under  the  reference  just  made  to 
it.  Bishop  Borgen  replied  that  the  committee  would  bring  back  a 
recommendation  to  the  Conference  for  its  decision. 
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Negail  R.  Riley  (Little  Rock)  suggested  that  under  the  Plan  of 
Organization  the  action  just  taken  might  have  been  referred  to 
the  Legislative  Committee  on  Conferences.  The  Chair  replied 
that  the  Conference  had  already  taken  a  different  action,  but  that 
nothing  precluded  the  Committee  on  Central  Conference  Affairs 
from  taking  the  matter  to  the  legislative  committee.  Bishop 
Borgen  stated  that  this  would  be  done. 

Matter  of  Privilege 

William  V.  S.  Tubman,  Jr.  (Liberia):  Mr.  Chairperson,  amatter  of  privilege.  I 
have  sat  here  and  have  kept  silent  on  a  rather  visual  incongruity.  I  refer  to  the 
board  behind  you — Horizons  and  I  see  Third  World  as  a  horizon.  I  am  so  confused 
about  which  is  the  First  World,  which  is  the  Second  World,  Third,  or  Fourth 
World.  Politically,  the  term  Third  World  is  sometimes  used  to  refer  to  nonaligned 
countries  or  to  that  group  of  countries  referred  to  as  developing  countries.  But  as 
Methodists  I  thought  the  Horizon  in  keeping  with  the  mandate  of  Christ  was  to  go 
out  to  preach  to  all  nations  and  therefore  the  world  is  our  horizon  and  not  a  third 
world.  Additionally  from  the  standpoint  of  the  Christian  world  as  it  exists, 
Liberia  for  example  has  had  Methodism  for  more  than  a  150  years.  There  is 
religious  freedom  complete  in  the  country  as  it  is  in  several  African  countries.  We 
understand  that  in  Communist  countries  this  is  not  true.  Is  it  then  the  Communist 
countries  that  are  the  third  world  that  you  are  referring  to?  Or  is  it  the  African 
countries?  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  the  Third  be  deleted  and  the  world 
become  the  Horizon  of  the  General  Conference.  Thank  you. 

Rule  Suspended 

Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South  Indiana),  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Calendar,  moved  that  the  rule  requiring  calendar  items  to  be 
printed  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  twenty-four  hours 
before  consideration  be  suspended,  in  order  to  permit  considera- 
tion of  items  which  had  been  printed  in  Monday's  Daily  Christian 
Advocate.  The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  adopted  by  the 
required  two-thirds  majority. 

Committee  on  Conferences,  Report  No.  75,  Calendar  No. 
251 

Bruce  Blake  (Kansas  West),  chairman  of  the  committee, 
presented  the  report,  dealing  with  the  right  of  annual  confer- 
ences to  determine  their  own  program  board  structure.  Mr. 
Blake  noted  that  it  was  intended  as  a  replacement  for  a 
paragraph  on  which  the  Judicial  Council  had  ruled  adversely.  He 
said  that  if  the  Conference  adopted  this  report  he  would  move  to 
request  a  declaratory  decision  from  the  Judicial  Council  as  to  the 
constitutionality  of  this  proposed  paragraph.  He  also  pointed  out 
that  it  applied  only  to  the  four  major  program  boards  at  the 
annual  conference  level,  and  that  the  thinking  of  the  legislative 
committee  was  that  it  would  be  better  to  deal  with  the 
commissions  individually. 
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Merrell  D.  Geible  (North  Indiana)  called  attention  to  an 
editorial  correction  in  the  new  legislation  as  printed.  John 
Chittum  (East  Ohio)  asked  a  question  about  the  relationship 
between  this  proposal  and  one  being  considered  by  another 
legislative  committee  that  one  of  these  boards  be  mandatory  in 
annual  conferences.  Mr.  Blake  replied  that  the  chairpersons  of 
the  legislative  committees  had  conferred  and  agreed  that  no 
legislation  contradictory  to  this  paragraph  would  be  presented 
for  action  until  this  report  had  been  considered  by  the  Conference 
and,  if  adopted,  until  Judicial  Council  action  was  reported.  If  this 
paragraph  was  adopted  and  deemed  constitutional,  legislation 
from  other  committees  would  be  adjusted  accordingly. 

Alferd  E.  Wilken  (Iowa)  asked  about  the  scope  of  the  material 
included  in  the  report  under  consideration;  Mr.  Blake  responded. 
Edward  L.  Duncan  (Detroit)  spoke  in  favor  of  the  report.  It  was 
adopted  (see  page  1305). 

Mr.  Blake  moved  that  the  Conference  request  the  Judicial 
Council  to  make  a  declaratory  decision  as  to  the  constitutionality 
of  the  action  just  taken.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

Legislative  Committee  on  Council  on  Ministries,  Report  No. 
8,  Calendar  No.  190 

G.  Ross  Freeman  (South  Georgia),  chairman  of  the  committee, 
presented  the  report,  a  resolution  dealing  with  one  of  the 
recommendations  from  the  Study  on  Church  Membership 
Trends,  and  it  was  adopted  (see  page  1777). 

Report  No.  9,  Calendar  No.  191 

Mr.  Freeman  presented  the  report,  a  resolution  dealing  with 
the  estabUshment  of  special  study  commissions,  committees,  or 
task  groups  by  the  General  Conference.  Ruth  Daugherty 
(Eastern  Pennsylvania),  vice-chairwoman  of  the  legislative 
committee,  made  a  supporting  statement,  relating  the  report  to 
one  of  the  general  recommendations  included  in  the  "Evaluation 
Report  on  the  General  Program  Agencies  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church,"  submitted  to  the  Conference  by  the  General 
Council  on  Ministries.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1777). 

Committee  on  Global  Ministries,  Report  No.  6,  Calendar  No. 
270 

Forrest  C.  Stith  (Baltimore),  chairman  of  the  committee, 
presented  the  report,  dealing  with  an  amendment  to  the 
legislation  governing  the  United  Methodist  Development  Fund. 
The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1550). 
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Report  No.  9,  Calendar  No.  273 

Mr.  Stith  presented  the  report,  which  was  the  committee's 
response  to  the  Episcopal  Address,  and  it  was  adopted  (see  page 
1551). 

Report  No.  10,  Calendar  No.  274 

Mr.  Stith  presented  the  report,  recommending  the  referral  of 
petitions  related  to  the  needs  of  handicapped  persons  to  the 
Division  of  Health  and  Welfare  Ministries,  and  it  was  adopted 
(see  page  1552). 

Report  No.  11,  Calendar  No.  275 

Mr.  Stith  explained  that  the  petition  called  for  maintaining 
work  in  the  area  of  mission  education  for  children  and  youth  and 
that  the  report  recommended  reference  to  the  Women's  Division. 
The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1552). 

Report  No.  12,  Calendar  No.  276 

Mr.  Stith:  .  .  .  There  were  some  more  petitions  also  related  to  this,  specifically 
concerned  with  guaranteed  salary  support  for  the  clergy  of  the  Rio  Grande 
Conference.  What  they  have  asked  for  specifically  in  this  proposal  is  that  the 
conference  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Rio  Grande  Conference  respectfully  petition 
the  Greneral  Conference  herein  to  provide  a  guaranteed  sum  of  $350,000  for  salary 
supplement  support  each  year  of  the  1977-80  quadrennium  for  Rio  Grande 
Conference  clergy,  and  that  a  five  percent  cost  of  hving  increase  be  added  each 
year  in  order  to  keep  up  with  the  basic  cost  of  living  increase  in  the  salary  of  each 
minister.  We  did  not  feel  that  we  could  ask  the  General  Conference  to  vote  such 
dollars  without  also  voting  the  total  budget  specifications  of  the  Board  of  Global 
Ministries  in  the  National  Division,  and  all  the  involvements  therein,  but  we  do 
have  support  for  what  the  Rio  Grande  Conference  is  seeking,  and  so  our 
recommendation  here  is  to  refer  this  to  the  National  Division  of  the  General 
Board  of  Global  Ministries  for  its  interest  and  action. 

Jose  Galindo  (Rio  Grande):  Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  a  member  of  this  committee, 
and  you  omitted  the  following  statement.  Let  me  read  to  you:  "In  referring  this 
petition  to  the  National  Division,  we  urge  the  Division  give  this  request  its  most 
serious  consideration,  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  an  urgent  need."  That's  what  we 
approved. 

Mr.  Stith  explained  that  the  additional  language  had  been  added 
to  committee  action  on  a  different  petition,  that  the  report  on 
that  petition  had  not  yet  been  printed,  and  that  that  was  the 
reason  he  could  not  technically  report  it  as  an  action  of  the 
committee  on  this  report.  Mr.  Galindo  moved  to  amend  this 
report  by  adding  the  sentence  he  had  cited.  Mr.  Stith  accepted 
the  amendment  on  behalf  of  the  committee,  and  the  report  was 
adopted  as  amended  (see  page  1552). 

Report  No.  15,  Calendar  No.  279 

Mr.  Stith  presented  the  report,  which  recommended  referral  of 
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petitions  dealing  with  a  federal  union  of  churches  to  the 
Ecumenical  and  Interreligious  Concerns  Division.  The  report 
was  adopted  (see  page  1553). 

Report  No.  16,  Calendar  No.  280 

Mr.  Stith  presented  the  report,  a  resolution  inviting  other 
Christian  churches  to  a  discussion  of  cooperation  and  association 
and  possible  merger.  He  noted  that  the  recommendation  was  for 
concurrence  and  referral  to  the  Ecumenical  and  Interreligious 
Concerns  Division.  Albert  C.  Outler  (North  Texas)  moved  to 
amend  the  report  by  substituting  the  term  "union"  for  "merger." 

Dr.  Outler:  "Merger"  as  a  technical  term  in  the  ecumenical  discussions  means 
one  thing  and  for  many  people  it  means  something  rather  fearful.  There  are  other 
possibilities  of  organic  union  than  institutional  merger,  and  it  would  give  us  a 
wider  range  both  of  dialogue  and  negotiation  if  we  would  say  "union"  instead  of 
"merger." 

The  amendment  was  put  to  a  vote  and  adopted.  The  report  as 
amended  was  adopted  (see  page  1553). 

Report  No.  17,  Calendar  No.  281 

Mr.  Stith  explained  that  the  report  requested  the  drafting  of  a 
statement  on  Christian  unity  and  that  it  recommended  referral  to 
the  Council  of  Bishops.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page 
1553). 

Motion  to  Extend  Time 

Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South  Indiana)  moved  that  the  time  of 
adjournment  be  set  at  10:00  p.m.,  one-half  hour  later  than  stated 
in  the  approved  agenda.  The  motion  was  defeated.  Mr.  Hodapp 
observed  that  he  had  had  no  opportunity  to  speak  in  behalf  of  the 
motion.  The  Chair  repUed  that  the  vote  had  been  quite  decisive. 

Committee  on  Administrative  Order,  Report  No.  26,  Calen- 
dar No.  171 

David  A.  Duck  (South  Georgia),  chairman  of  the  committee, 
presented  the  report,  dealing  with  the  church  membership  of 
ministers  who  surrender  their  credentials  under  charges. 
Charles  A.  Tyler  (South  Indiana)  asked  whether  the  report  dealt 
with  similar  situations  involving  lay  pastors;  Mr.  Duck  replied 
that  it  did  not.  Mr.  Tyler  stated  that  he  would  like  to  see  the 
similar  paragraphs  dealing  with  lay  pastors  included  in  the 
report.  William  0.  Walker  (Oregon-Idaho)  asked  if  it  were  not 
true  that  a  lay  pastor  already  holds  church  membership  in  a  local 
church;  Mr.  Duck  answered  that  that  is  the  case.  Harry  Kent 
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(South  Carolina)  called  attention  to  an  editorial  correction  which 
needed  to  be  made  in  the  printed  report;  Mr.  Duck  accepted  the 
correction.  Ted  Richardson  (Southwest  Texas)  moved  to  amend 
the  new  language'in  the  report  by  inserting  the  word  "former" 
before  "minister's  membership";  Mr.  Duck  accepted  the  amend- 
ment on  behalf  of  the  committee.  David  L.  Dykes,  Jr.  (Louisiana) 
asked  a  question;  Mr.  Duck  responded.  Mr.  Dykes  asked  for 
further  clarification;  Mr.  Duck  responded.  Clarence  Borger 
(Kansas  West)  asked  a  question  about  the  terminology  used  in 
the  report;  Mr.  Duck  responded.  Mr.  Borger  pressed  the 
question;  Mr.  Duck  responded.  Alva  H.  Clark  (Nebraska)  asked 
about  the  relationship  of  the  paragraph  being  amended  by  this 
report  to  Par.  368  (1972  Discipline). 

C.  J.  Lupo,  Jr.  (South  Carolina):  I  think  this  is  precisely  the  point.  I  was  on  this 
legislative  committee,  and  several  places  the  Discipline  is  not  in  keeping  with 
itself.  The  reference  that  was  just  given  in  Par.  368,  also  in  370.3,  which  deals 
specifically  with  a  minister  under  complaints  or  charges  and  the  reference  there 
says,  "The  credentials  shall  be  surrendered  to  the  district  superintendent  for 
deposit  with  the  secretary  of  the  conference.  And  their  membership  may  be 
transferred  to  a  local  church."  Which  answers  the  question  about  transfer. 
"Transferred  to  a  local  church  which  they  designate  after  consultation  with  the 
pastor."  It  was  partly  the  reasoning  of  the  Committee  to  bring  the  reference  that 
is  right  before  us  now  into  harmony  with  the  Discipline,  because  without 
amendment  it  seems  to  say  that  when  you  terminate  under  charges  or  complaints 
you  are  expelled  and  you  have  no  posibility  of  transfer  of  membership.  It  doesn't 
say  you  can't  join  over,  but  it  says  you  don't  have  any  continuing  relationship.  The 
Committee  was  trying  to  say,  let's  guarantee  some  kind  of  counseling,  and 
recognizing  that  the  district  superintendent  may  not  be  the  best  person  or  the  one 
in  position  to  serve  as  counselor  if  he  has  been  in  an  administrative  position,  that 
the  bishop  or  the  superintendent  and  the  pastor  of  the  church  which  he  may  wish 
to  relate  to  may  need  to  be  involved  in  the  conference. 

The  Chair  noted  that  it  was  past  the  time  set  for  adjournment. 
Harry  K.  Underwood  (Baltimore)  moved  the  previous  question, 
and  it  was  adopted.  Mr.  Duck  declined  the  opportunity  to  make  a 
final  statement  for  the  committee.  The  report  was  adopted  (see 
page  1877). 

Adjournment 

J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary)  made  announcements.  Bishop  Frank 
expressed  appreciation  to  the  Conference  for  its  kindness  to  him 
during  the  session,  and  to  Bishop  Don  Holter,  Nebraska  Area, 
for  assisting  him  as  he  presided.  Bishop  W.  Earl  Ledden 
(Retired)  gave  the  benediction,  and  the  session  was  adjourned.

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  morning  session  of  the 
seventh  day,  Tuesday,  May  4,  1976,  at  8:30  a.m.  in  the  Memorial 
CoUseum,  Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  Prince  A.  Taylor,  Jr., 
New  Jersey  Area,  presiding. 

Devotional  Service 

Following  the  Organ  Prelude,  the  Conference  joined  in  the 
singing  of  the  hymn,  "Rise  to  Greet  the  Sun."  Three  choral 
selections  were  presented  by  the  Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary 
Choir,  under  the  direction  of  Harry  Folsom.  Elaine  Woodworth 
(Pacific  Northwest),  the  liturgist  for  the  service,  read  the 
Scriptures,  John  3:16-21  and  Luke  10:25-37,  and  led  the 
Conference  in  two  Collects  for  Eastertide.  The  devotional 
sermon,  entitled  "Who  Is  My  Neighbor?"  was  preached  by 
Bishop  Wilbur  W.  Y.  Choy,  Seattle  Area  (see  page  788).  The 
closing  hymn  was  "0  Master  of  the  Waking  World." 

Bishop  Taylor  expressed  appreciation  to  Bishop  Choy  and  the 
Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary  Choir  for  their  part  in  the 
devotional  service. 

Committee  on  Agenda 

Thomas  Whitehead  (Oregon-Idaho)  reported  for  the  committee 
and  moved  adoption  of  the  agenda  for  Tuesday,  May  4,  as  printed 
in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate.  The  agenda  was  adopted  as 
printed. 

Committee  on  Presiding  Officers 

Martha  S.  Ross  (Baltimore),  committee  secretary,  reported 
that  Bishop  Taylor  had  been  chosen  to  preside  at  this  session, 
that  Bishop  W.  Kenneth  Goodson,  Richmond  Area,  would 
preside  at  the  afternoon  session,  and  that  Bishop  James  K. 
Mathews,  Washington  Area,  would  preside  at  the  evening 
session. 

Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Privileges 

Rhoda  A.  Peters  (Louisville)  reported  for  the  committee;  she 
offered  the  following  resolution:

Mr.  Schwiebert  reported 
that  Robert  W.  Burtner  (Oregon-Idaho),  who  had  been  hos- 
pitalized just  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Conference,  was  making 
a  good  recovery.  He  asked  for  continuing  prayers  by  members  of 
the  Conference  for  Mr.  Burtner's  full  and  speedy  recovery. 

Mrs.  Peters  asked  that  Thomas  Roughface,  Sr.  (Oklahoma 
Indian  Missionary)  be  recognized  for  a  statement  regarding  the 
choir  which  had  sung  at  the  devotional  service. 

Mr.  Roughface:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  rise  to  speak  just  a  brief  word  for  our  choir, 
to  say  a  word  of  thanks  to  those  agencies  and  individual  churches  who  helped  to 
make  it  possible  for  our  young  people  to  be  here  this  morning.  I  would  like  to 
introduce  to  you  the  director  of  the  choir — a  member  of  the  Choctaw  Tribe,  pastor 
and  campus  minister  of  the  Lawrence  United  Methodist  Church  and  Haskell 
Indian  Junior  College  of  Lawrence,  Kans.,  Mr.  Harry  Folsom. 

Mr.  Chairman,  our  choir  is  representing  today  to  us  16  different  tribes  from  ten 
different  states.  And  it  is  with  a  great  sense  of  pride  that  the  delegation  from  the 
Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary  Conference  presents  to  you  our  choir  from  the 
Haskell  Indian  Junior  College  and  various  areas  of  our  work.  Thank  you  very 
much. 


Matter  of  Privilege 

Roy  E .  Blessing  (West  Virginia)  was  recognized  for  a  matter  of 
privilege  and  made  a  statement  of  appreciation  on  behalf  of  the 
West  Virginia  delegation  for  Bishop  Wertz's  leadership  in 
presiding  over  the  Monday  afternoon  session  of  the  Conference, 
and  also  for  his  leadership  in  the  West  Virginia  Area  during  the 
past  eight  years. 

Committee  on  Calendar 

Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South  Indiana)  introduced  Jim  A.  Egan 
(Oklahoma),  a  member  of  the  committee,  for  a  procedural  motion. 
Mr.  Egan  moved  that  "when  the  house  fails  to  support  a 
non-concurrence  recommendation  from  a  legislative  committee, 
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the  calendar  report  be  returned  to  that  legislative  committee  to 
perfect  and  to  submit  a  new  calendar  report  stating  positively  the 
minority  viewpoint  which  the  house  has  affirmed."  Mr.  Egan 
spoke  in  support  of  the  motion.  A.  C.  Epps  (North  Georgia) 
spoke  against  the  motion.  Mary  A.  Hampton  (Missouri  West) 
asked  whether  action  on  this  motion  would  affect  the  action  the 
Conference  had  taken  the  previous  day  on  a  report  of  this  kind; 
the  Chair  replied  that  the  previous  day's  action  would  not  be 
affected.  Ms.  Hampton  spoke  in  support  of  the  motion.  Paul 
Hardin  (Northern  New  Jersey)  opposed  it.  Thomas  L.  Cromwell 
(East  Ohio)  spoke  for  it. 

The  Chair  stated  that  someone  had  called  for  the  previous 
question,  and  the  previous  question  motion  was  approved.  Mr. 
Egan's  motion  was  put  to  a  vote  and  defeated. 

Mr.  Hodapp  introduced  C.  R.  Hager  (Kentucky),  vice- 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Calendar,  who  called  on  David  A. 
Duck  (South  Georgia),  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Adminis- 
trative Order,  to  present  reports  from  that  committee. 

Report  on  Second  Ballot  for  Judicial  Council  Alternates 

The  Chair  interrupted  to  announce  that  the  results  of  the 
second  ballot  for  alternate  members  of  the  Judicial  Council  were 
ready. 

J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary):  Ballot  number  two,  alternates  to  the  Judicial  Council, 
clergy  vote:  ballots  cast,  846;  invalid  ballots,  17;  valid  ballots,  829;  number  needed 
to  elect,  415.  The  vote:  Roy  C.  Clark,  436,  and  he  is  elected.  This  completes  the 
clergy  alternate  group. 

Lay  ballot  number  two,  alternates  to  the  Judicial  Council:  ballots  cast,  846; 
invalid  ballots,  16;  valid  ballots,  830;  number  needed  to  elect,  416.  There  is  no 
election.  The  votes:  Paul  Webb,  Jr.,  363;  Paul  D.  Shearer,  277;  Julia  Gibson,  132; 
James  M.  Dolliver,  41;  Walter  Douglas,  25;  Basil  H.  Lorch,  Jr.,  16. 

Mr.  Holt  gave  instructions  for  the  ballot  for  the  remaining  lay 
alternates  to  be  elected.  After  all  of  the  ballots  had  been 
received,  the  Chair  declared  the  ballot  closed. 

Procedural  Motion 

John  R.  Van  Sickle  (Northern  IlHnois):  I  move  that  all  legislative  reports  that 
contain  recjuests  for  funds  not  provided  for  in  the  CFA  suggested  (budget)  be  held 
for  final  action  until  we  have  the  CFA  reports  before  us  so  that  we  may 
understand  the  full  implications  of  all  the  financial  requests  coming  to  this 
conference.  In  this  way  we  can  make  rational  decisions  on  the  amounts  of 
budgeted  money  that  we  wish  to  approve. 

G.  Ross  Freeman  (South  Georgia)  asked  a  question  for 
clarification  of  the  effect  of  the  proposed  action;  Mr.  Van  Sickle 
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responded.  Mr.  Freeman  stated  that  he  did  not  oppose  the 
motion  if  it  would  not  prevent  the  Conference  from  considering 
and  discussing  reports  with  funding  implications,  including 
discussion  of  funding  methods,  before  referring  them  to  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  Richard  D.  Tholin 
(Northern  Illinois)  opposed  the  motion.  Benjamin  R.  Oliphint 
(North  Texas)  spoke  in  favor  of  it.  John  T.  King  (Southwest 
Texas)  spoke  against  it. 

Thomas  Whitehead  (Oregon-Idaho)  moved  to  amend  the 
motion  to  provide  for  the  printing  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  report  in  the  next  Daily  Christian  Advocate, 
either  the  special  edition  this  afternoon  or  the  next  morning's 
edition.  Merrill  Drennan  (Baltimore)  asked  a  question  about  the 
additional  pubhcation  being  requested,  stating  that  all  of  the 
Council's  reports  were  already  published,  and  that  legislative 
committee  recommendations  on  them  would  be  coming  as 
calendar  items.  Mr.  Whitehead  asked  whether  Council  reports  on 
matters  referred  to  them  since  the  Conference  began  had  been 
printed.  Mr.  Drennan  replied  that  the  only  matter  newly 
referred  to  the  Council  was  the  missional  priority  on  world 
hunger,  that  the  Council  had  made  a  recommendation  concerning 
the  funding  of  this  priority  through  the  Advance,  and  that  that 
action  was  not  in  the  Council  report  because  the  Council  did  not 
have  the  authority  to  direct  an  Advance  special,  but  could  only 
refer  such  a  recommendation  to  the  Advance  Committee. 

Gordon  G.  Thompson  (North  Georgia)  asked  for  guidance  from 
the  Chair  as  to  how  to  get  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  report  before  the  Conference  for  action.  The 
Chair  replied  that  it  was  the  responsibility  of  the  Committee  on 
Agenda  to  recommend  when  that  report  would  be  considered. 
Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South  Indiana),  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Calendar,  asked  Tom  Moore  (East  Ohio),  chairman  of  the 
Legislative  Committee  on  Financial  Administration,  whether 
sufficient  material  had  been  printed  to  allow  earlier  action  on 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  reports.  Mr.  Thompson 
referred  to  the  Council  report  as  printed  in  the  Advance  Edition 
of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate. 

Mr.  Moore:  Mr.  Chairman,  CF  and  A  and  the  legislative  committee  have 
anticipated  that  which  might  eventually  be  voted  by  the  body  of  General 
Conference,  but  that  is  only  an  anticipation.  So  far,  General  Conference  has  not 
established  missional  priorities.  That  must  be  done  first.  After  the  missional 
priorities  have  been  established,  then  CF  and  A  and  the  legislative  committee  can 
say  that  our  determination  will  be  finalized.  This  can,  then,  go  to  the  floor  of 
General  Conference;  but  if  you  wish  to  speak  money  before  you  speak  priorities, 
you  are  putting  the  cart  before  the  horse.  This  body  must  establish  its  priorities 
first. 
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Mr.  Whitehead  withdrew  his  amendment,  stating  that  it  was  his 
understanding  from  the  discussion  that  the  Conference  did  have 
the  budget  already  before  it  in  a  way  that  would  permit  it  to 
consider  priorities  and  funding  at  the  same  time. 

Clifford  Droke  (California-Nevada):  It  seems  to  me,  Bishop,  that  it  is  not  the 
assumption  that  we  will  be  able  to  act  on  financial  matters  at  the  same  time  we  are 
establishing  priorities,  and  I  am  somewhat  surprised  to  hear  some  of  my 
colleagues  in  this  Conference  speak  as  if  it  were  possible  to  establish  priorities 
and  vote  "X"  sums  of  dollars  without  an  opportunity  to  look  at  the  total,  the  grand 
total,  that  we  will  be  voting  on  apportionment  to  the  churches. 

It  seems  to  me  it  is  part  of  the  process  of  determining  priorities,  that  those 
priorities  inevitably  have  impact  on  the  rest  of  the  budget.  We  are  not  gathered 
here  to  increase  a  recommended  grand  total  on  apportionments  from  52  million  up 
to  75  or  100  million,  because  we  know  that  kind  of  increase  in  apportionment  is  not 
wise  and  would  not  be  available.  If  the  Conference  votes  some  priorities  that  it 
wants  to  include  in  the  apportionments  to  the  churches,  we  may  want  to  increase 
that  total  some.  We  may  also  want  to  decrease  some  other  items  in  the  budget  as 
a  way  of  saying  these  really  all  are  our  priorities.  I  do  not  see  how  we  can  act  on 
financial  matters  until  the  General  Conference  has  expressed  its  will  on  priorities 
and  we  have  a  chance  to  see  the  total  figure  that  we  are  looking  at. 

At  the  Chair's  request,  the  Assistant  Secretary  read  Mr.  Van 
Sickle's  motion,  and  it  was  approved. 

Legislative  Committee  on  Administrative  Order,  Report 
No.  31,  Calendar  No.  176 

David  A.  Duck  (South  Georgia),  chairman  of  the  committee, 
presented  the  report,  dealing  with  a  records  management 
program  for  general  boards  and  agencies.  He  stated  that  the 
recommendation  was  for  concurrence  and  reference  to  the 
Commission  on  Archives  and  History.  The  report  was  adopted 
(see  page  1878). 

Report  No.  32,  Calendar  No.  177 

Mr.  Duck  explained  that  the  report  was  a  resolution  designat- 
ing the  Advent  and  Christmas  seasons  of  1984  as  a  time  of 
celebrating  the  bicentennial  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in 
America;  it  was  adopted  (see  page  1878). 

Report  No.  33,  Calendar  No.  178 

Mr.  Duck  presented  the  report,  which  provided  for  the 
rearrangement  of  the  sequence  of  Pars.  1530-1560  of  the  1972 
Discipline,  and  it  was  adopted  (see  page  1879). 

Report  No.  35,  Calendar  No.  180 

Mr.  Duck  presented  the  report,  dealing  with  a  revision  of  Par. 
4  of  the  Constitution,  and  noted  that  the  recommendation  was  for 
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nonconcurrence.  The  nonconcurrence  recommendation  was  ap- 
proved (see  page  1879). 

Report  No.  36,  Calendar  No.  181 

Mr.  Duck  presented  the  report,  explaining  that  it  dealt  with 
petitions  on  the  subject  of  non-discrimination  because  of  age  and 
that  the  recommendation  was  for  referral  to  the  General  Council 
on  Ministries  for  study  and  a  report  to  the  1980  General 
Conference.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1880). 

Report  No.  38,  Calendar  No.  218 

Mr.  Duck  stated  that  the  subject  of  the  report  was  a 
re-evaluation  of  the  quota  system  in  relation  to  membership  on 
boards  and  agencies,  and  that  the  recommendation  was  for 
concurrence  and  reference  to  the  General  Council  on  Ministries. 
The  report  was  approved  (see  page  1880). 

Committee  on  Global  Ministries,  Report  No.  7,  Calendar  No. 
271 

C.  R.  Hager  (Kentucky),  Committee  on  Calendar,  called  on 
Forrest  C.  Stith  (Baltimore),  chairman  of  the  committee,  for  the 
presentation  of  reports.  Mr.  Stith  presented  the  report,  identify- 
ing it  as  an  amendment  to  the  disciplinary  sentence  which 
enumerates  the  sources  of  funding  for  UMCOR.  After  brief 
discussion  between  the  Chair,  the  Secretary,  and  Mr.  Stith 
regarding  the  scope  of  the  material  covered  in  the  report,  it  was 
adopted  (see  page  1551). 

Committee  on  Local  Church,  Report  No.  3,  Calendar  No.  282 

Mr.  Hager  called  on  Woodrow  Seals  (Texas),  chairman  of  the 
committee,  for  the  presentation  of  reports.  Mr.  Seals  presented 
the  report,  dealing  with  amendments  to  the  legislation  related  to 
the  local  church  Council  on  Ministries.  The  report  was  adopted 
(see  page  1629). 

Report  No.  4,  Calendar  No.  283 

Mr.  Seals  explained  that  the  report  dealt  with  the  age 
requirement  for  membership  on  local  church  Boards  of  Trustees; 
it  was  approved  (see  page  1630). 

Report  No.  5,  Calendar  No.  284 

Mr.  Seals  presented  the  report,  stating  that  it  was  a 
recommendation  of  non-concurrence  on  a  petition  dealing  with 
the  manner  of  election  of  the  chairman  of  a  local  church  Board  of 
Trustees;  the  nonconcurrence  recommendation  was  adopted  (see 
page  1630). 
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Report  No.  6,  Calendar  No.  285 

Mr.  Seals  presented  the  report,  dealing  with  the  relationship 
between  the  terms  "trustee"  and  "director";  it  was  approved  (see 
page  1631). 

Report  No.  7,  Calendar  No.  286 

Mr.  Seals  presented  a  correction  to  be  made  in  the  report  as 
printed,  which  dealt  with  the  legislation  governing  the  reporting 
of  trusts  in  which  the  local  church  is  beneficiary.  The  report  was 
adopted  (see  page  1631). 

Report  No.  8,  Calendar  No.  287 

Mr.  Seals  explained  that  the  purpose  of  the  proposed 
amendment  to  the  Discipline  was  to  provide  for  public  notice  of 
the  sale  of  abandoned  local  church  property.  Earle  N.  Cooper 
(Troy)  asked  for  clarification  as  to  whether  the  reference  to 
"thirty  days  before  the  sale"  meant  "before  the  contract,  before 
the  closing,  or  before  the  conference  authorizes  the  sale?"  Mr. 
Seals  responded.  Mr.  Cooper  asked  for  additional  clarification; 
Mr.  Seals  replied  that  he  could  not  answer  Mr.  Cooper's 
question. 

Mr.  Cooper:  .  .  .  Then  I  would  speak  in  opposition  to  this  because  you  are  going 
to  foul  up  more  titles  than  there  are  people  here. 

Mr.  Seals:  No,  this  will  not  foul  up  the  titles.  This  is  in  the  Discipline  only,  it 
has  nothing  to  do  with  legal  titles,  it  is  only  for  the  benefit  of  persons  who  are 
interested  in  the  sale  of  the  property.  It  has  nothing  to  do  with  legal  title  of  the 
property  which  is  governed  by  state  law.  This  is  only  for  the  benefit  of  persons  in 
the  community  who  have  an  emotional  interest  in  property  and  would  like  to  know 
a  little  in  advance  when  it  is  going  to  be  sold. 

The  Chair  asked  if  the  committee  wished  to  withdraw  the  item 
and  bring  it  back  later  in  a  different  form;  Mr.  Seals  replied  that 
he  would  rather  have  it  amended  on  the  Conference  floor,  if 
clarification  was  needed.  Mr.  Cooper  stated  that  he  did  not  wish 
to  amend  the  report,  only  to  defeat  it. 

Herbert  Doggett  (Baltimore)  moved  to  amend  the  proposed 
addition  by  inserting  the  words  "date  of  before  '"ssde."  Joseph  R. 
Graham  (West  Ohio)  spoke  against  the  report.  Don  Hand 
(Southwest  Texas)  moved  as  a  substitute  for  Mr.  Doggett's 
amendment  the  insertion  of  the  words  "property  is  offered  for" 
before  "sale."  Mr.  Seals  accepted  the  substitute  on  behalf  of  the 
committee. 

The  Chair  stated  that  there  had  been  a  call  for  the  previous 
question,  and  the  motion  for  the  previous  question  was  adopted. 
John  V.  Moore  (California-Nevada)  attempted  to  raise  a  point  of 
order,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  he  was  not  in  order  at  this  time. 
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W.  D.  Cotton  (Louisiana)  raised  a  point  of  order  that  the  vote  for 
the  previous  question  motion  was  not  in  order,  because  no 
opportunity  had  been  given  for  the  requisite  number  of  speeches 
on  the  main  motion. 

Recess 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  time  set  for  recess  had  arrived.  J.  B. 
Holt  (Secretary)  made  announcements.  Following  recess  Carlton 
Young  led  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "Mine  Eyes  Have  Seen  the 
Glory." 

Report  No.  8,  Calendar  No.  287  (Consideration  Resumed) 

The  Chair  made  a  statement  regarding  the  parliamentary 
situation  and  stated  that  he  would  recognize  one  more  speaker 
for  the  report,  and  that  this  would  fulfill  the  required  number  of 
speeches.  Mr.  Seals  suggested  that  the  Chair  recognize  a 
delegate  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  sub-committee  which  had 
developed  the  report. 

Walter  E.  Mischke,  Jr.  (Memphis):  This  concerns  abandoned  property  only.  I 
think  that  needs  to  be  understood.  There's  no  intent  in  this  to  interfere  with  the 
processes  of  the  church  in  disposition  or  handling  of  property,  certainly  no 
intention  to  complicate  that  procedure.  But  the  idea  is  that  when  you  have, 
especially  in  the  rural  area,  in  the  open  country  area,  small  churches  that  may 
have  been  abandoned  for  a  number  of  years  and  the  time  comes  to  dispose  of  this 
property,  you  have  persons  in  those  communities  whose  roots — they  may  not 
even  be  members  of  that  church — but  family  roots  go  real  deep. 

And  these  people  need  an  opportunity  to  know  that  this  sale  is  coming  up.  They 
may  be  people  unknown  to  the  authorities,  the  church  authorities,  and  we  may 
not  be  able  to  get  them  word,  so  a  public  notice  in  a  county  paper  would  suffice 
and  give  them  an  opportunity  to  have  at  least  a  forum  to  express  their  feeling, 
deep  feehngs  about  this  matter. 

Therefore,  when  the  property  is  finally  disposed  of,  they  cannot  say  that  it  was 
done  in  some  manner  that  prohibited  them  from  getting  involved  in  it.  We  feel 
that  this  is  something  that  will  be  very  good  for  public  relations  in  those  areas 
where  we  have  to  be  concerned  about  that. 

Rodolfo  C.  Beltran  (Middle  Philippines)  asked  a  question;  Mr. 
Seals  responded.  Mr.  Beltran  asked  another  question,  and  Mr. 
Seals  responded.  The  report  was  put  to  a  vote  and  adopted  (see 
page  1631). 


Report  No.  9,  Calendar  No.  288 

Mr.  Seals  presented  the  report,  which  consisted  of  amend- 
ments to  the  1972  Discipline,  Par.  1443,  deahng  with  churches  in 
static  and  declining  population  areas;  it  was  adopted  (see  page 
1631). 
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Report  No.  10,  Calendar  No.  289 

Mr,  Seals  presented  the  report,  which  consisted  of  an 
amendment  to  the  disciplinary  legislation  governing  a  local 
church  building  program.  Norbert  Sukovaty  (Nebraska)  asked 
what  was  meant  by  "value"  as  used  in  the  proposed  legislation. 
Mr.  Seals  responded  that  he  assumed  it  meant  the  present  cash 
value.  He  asked  th^XMelvin  M.  Finkbeiner  (Pacific  Northwest), 
chairman  of  the  sub-committee  which  had  considered  this  report, 
respond  to  subsequent  questions. 

James  W.  Turner  (Virginia):  Bishop  Taylor,  I  would  like  to  ask  the  chairman 
about  the  last  sentence,  where  it  says  the  Study  Committee's  findings  become  a 
part  of  the  report  of  the  district  Board  of  Church  Location  and  to  the  Conference 
Review  Committee  on  Building  and  Church  Extension.  Is  this  a  mandatory 
review  of  the  district  committee's  work,  or  is  this  the  opportunity  for  a  local 
church  to  ask  for  a  review? 

Melvin  M.  Finkbeiner  (Pacific  Northwest):  In  answer  to  that.  Bishop,  this  is 
an  opportunity  for  that  body  within  the  conference  Board  of  Global  Ministries, 
whatever  it  might  be  called,  to  have  an  opportunity  to  review  it  also,  but  the 
primary  responsibility  rests  with  the  district  Board  of  Church  Location  and 
Building.  The  intent  of  this  paragraph,  it  becomes  number  1  in  that  paragraph  on 
construction,  and  the  intent  of  this  is  that  the  local  church  shall  in  fact  make  a 
study  prior  to  the  time  when  any  decision  has  been  made.  So  often,  in  my 
experience  as  a  superintendent,  at  least,  a  local  church  will — people  within  the 
local  church  will — have  already  made  decisions  which  it's  very  difficult  to 
influence  by  the  district  Board  of  Church  Location  and  the  district  superintendent 
in  keeping  with  the  total  strategy  of  the  district's  work  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church.  This  requires  then  that  a  local  church  will  in  fact  make  a  very  detailed 
and  careful  study  of  its  program  and  needs  prior  to  the  time  of  then 
moving — launching  a  building  program. 

Mr.  Turner  asked  again  whether  the  review  by  the  conference 
agency  was  mandatory  under  the  proposed  legislation;  Mr. 
Finkbeiner  replied  that  it  was  not.  William  B.  Rollins  (Southern 
California- Arizona)  asked  whether  the  role  assigned  the  Confer- 
ence Review  Committee  on  Building  and  Church  Extension  could 
be  fulfilled  by  a  comparable  conference  body  if  an  annual 
conference  did  not  have  such  a  committee,  Mr.  Finkbeiner 
replied  that  it  could.  Mr.  Rollins  suggested  that  the  words  "or 
appropriate  body"  be  added  to  the  report;  Mr.  Seals  accepted  the 
amendment  on  behalf  of  the  committee. 

John  B.  Russell  (Virginia)  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  report, 
Mr.  Finkbeiner  responded,  John  P.  Miles  (Little  Rock)  spoke  in 
favor  of  it.  Richard  D.  Pittenger  (South  Dakota)  made  a  brief 
remark  and  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  to  permit  a  vote  on  the 
report.  The  Chair  ruled  that  he  had  made  a  speech  and  that  his 
motion  to  close  debate  was  therefore  not  in  order. 

Clifford  Droke  (California-Nevada)  moved  to  amend  the  report 
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by  deleting  the  words  "or  a  parsonage";  he  spoke  in  support  of 
the  amendment.  The  amendment  did  not  carry. 

Willard  A.  Zellmer  (Pacific  Northwest)  moved  the  previous 
question  on  all  before  the  Conference,  and  the  motion  was 
adopted.  The  report  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  approved  (see 
page  1632). 

Report  No.  11,  Calendar  No.  290 

Mr.  Seals  presented  the  report,  which  dealt  with  a  portion  of 
the  legislation  governing  local  church  building  programs.  Mr. 
Finkheiner  added  a  brief  explanation.  Joseph  R.  Graham  (West 
Ohio)  asked  about  the  procedure  to  be  followed  when  there  were 
dupUcate  reports  from  various  legislative  committees.  The  Chair 
rephed  that  if  the  reports  were  identical,  the  first  one  adopted 
would  care  for  the  matter  and  there  would  be  no  need  to  present 
the  others.

Mr.  Seals  presented  the  report,  and  Mr.  Finkheiner  explained 
that  its  purpose  was  to  delete  a  redundant  phrase  in  the 
legislation  dealing  with  parsonage  equity  on  pastoral  charges 
with  two  or  more  churches.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page

Report  No.  13,  Calendar  No.  292 

Mr.  Seals  explained  that  the  purpose  of  the  report  was  to 
change  the  title  of  the  disciplinary  section  dealing  with  the  local 
church  Council  on  Ministries.  Joseph  G.  Stapleton  (Peninsula) 
called  attention  to  Report  No.  80  of  the  Committee  on 
Administrative  Order  and  noted  that  it  contained  a  differing 
recommendation  on  this  same  subject.  Thomas  L.  Cromwell 
(East  Ohio)  observed  that  the  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of 
Order  designates,  by  disciplinary  paragraph  number,  the  items 
which  should  be  assigned  to  each  legislative  committee,  and  that 
it  should  not  have  been  possible  for  this  item  to  be  assigned  to  the 
Committee  on  Administrative  Order.  The  Chair  suggested  that 
the  conflict  be  resolved  by  the  Committee  on  Calendar.  Mr.  Seals 
objected,  stating  that  it  would  be  a  simple  matter  for  someone  to 
seek  to  amend  the  report  now  under  consideration  and  for  the 
Conference  to  decide  the  issue  in  this  manner. 

H.  Dan  Rice  (North  Georgia)  moved  to  amend  the  report  so 
that  the  heading  of  the  disciplinary  section  would  read  "The 
Council  on  Ministries  of  the  Local  Church  and  Parish."  Mr.  Rice 
spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment.  Mr.  Seals  accepted  the 
amendment  on  behalf  of  the  committee.  David  A.  Duck  (South 
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Georgia),  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Administrative  Order, 
asked  that  this  action  also  be  registered  as  approval  of  that 
committee's  Report  No.  80;  the  Chair  replied  that  if  the  two 
reports  are  identical,  the  first  one  adopted  would  take  care  of  the 
second.  H.  Glenn  Biddle  (West  Ohio)  spoke  against  the  report 
and  in  favor  of  the  heading  as  it  read  in  the  1972  Discipline.  The 
report  as  amended  was  adopted  (see  pages  1634,  1890). 

Mr.  Seals  stated  that  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Local 
Church  had  completed  its  work  and  that  the  remainder  of  the 
reports  would  be  printed  in  the  next  day's  Daily  Chris- 
tian Advocate. 

Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry,  Report  No. 
11,  Calendar  No.  192 

Mr.  Hager  (Committee  on  Calendar)  called  on  Thomas  A. 
Langford  (Western  North  Carohna),  committee  chairman,  for 
reports  from  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Higher  Education 
and  Ministry. 

Dr.  Langford  presented  the  report,  explaining  that  it  was  a 
resolution  on  the  subject,  "The  Mission  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  in  Its  Institutions  of  Higher  Education."  He  called 
attention  to  editorial  changes  to  be  made  in  the  printed  text.  The 
report  was  adopted  (see  pages  1419-1432). 

Report  No.  14,  Calendar  No.  195 

Dr.  Langford  explained  that  the  report  recommended  concur- 
rence with  the  Introduction  and  Sections  I,  II,  III,  IV,  V,  and  VI 
of  the  report  of  the  Commission  to  Study  the  Ministry;  it  was 
adopted  (see  page  1433). 

Report  No.  15,  Calendar  No.  196 

Dr.  Langford  presented  the  report,  dealing  with  the  recom- 
mended text  to  be  included  in  the  Book  of  Discipline,  Part  IV, 
Chapter  I,  entitled  "The  Ministry  of  All  Christians."  He 
explained  changes  recommended  by  the  legislative  committee  in 
the  text  submitted  by  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and 
Ministry.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1433).

Dr.  Langford  presented  the  report,  which  recommended 
concurrence  with  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Commission  to 
Study  the  Ministry  entitled  "Guidelines  for  Recognition  of 
Diaconal  Ministry."

Dr.  Langford  presented  the  report,  which  was  the  text  for  the 
new  disciplinary  paragraph  governing  annual  conference  Boards 
of  Diaconal  Ministry.  He  also  presented  additional  changes 
beyond  those  printed  in  the  calendar  report  as  follows:  the  last 
statement,  dealing  with  changes  in  terminology  to  be  made 
throughout  the  proposed  legislation,  should  read,  "Change  all 
wording  to  conform  to  this:  Lay  Ministries  to  Diaconal 
Ministry,  Lay  Worker  to  Diaconal  Minister,  and  professional 
lay  careers  to  diaconal  careers."  At  the  end  of  section  2  of  the 
proposed  legislation,  add  "and  may  name  committees  as  needed." 
The  report  was  adopted  as  amended  (see  page  1441). 

Report  No.  20,  Calendar  No.  201 

Dr.  Langford  introduced  the  report,  consisting  of  new 
disciphnary  legislation  for  the  Division  of  Diaconal  Ministry,  and 
it  was  adopted  (see  page  1444). 

Report  No.  21,  Calendar  No.  202 

Dr.  Langford  introduced  the  report,  which  recommended 
concurrence  with  proposed  disciplinary  legislation  numbered 
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Pars.  1601-1606.1  for  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and 
Ministry,  and  it  was  adopted  (see  page  1446). 

Report  No.  22,  Calendar  No.  203 

Dr.  Langford  presented  the  report,  consisting  of  proposed 
legislation  for  The  Book  of  Discipline,  Part  IV,  Chapter  Four, 
entitled  "The  Ordained  Ministry."  John  Chittum  (East  Ohio) 
asked  a  question  regarding  the  proposed  deletion  of  Par.  306 
(1972  Discipline).  He  noted  that  the  report  stated  that  this 
paragraph  was  being  included  elsewhere,  but  that  he  had  been 
unable  to  locate  it  in  the  new  material.  Dr.  Langford  asked 
permission  for  Robert  W.  Thomburg  (Central  Illinois),  Associate 
General  Secretary,  Division  of  Ordained  Ministry,  to  respond. 

Dr.  Thomburg:  The  answer  to  the  question  is  that  Par.  306  in  the  current 
Discipline  was  taken  from  the  Discipline  of  The  EvangeHcal  United  Brethren 
Church  of  1967.  It  is  the  assurance  of  the  character  of  those  ordained.  It  was 
deleted,  not  because  it  is  included  verbatim  at  this  point,  but  because  the 
substance  of  the  assurance  of  character  is  included  in  five  or  six  different  places  in 
which  we  ask  for  the  complete  dedication  of  life,  and  there  are  about  seven  places 
which  one  of  our  later  resolutions  will  point  you  to.  I  think  we  could  consider  that 
the  question  of  the  assurance  of  the  character  of  those  to  be  ordained  has  been 
thoroughly  and  adequately  cared  for  in  all  of  the  other  paragraphs.  It  was 
included  here  originally  because  it  had  come  out  of  the  Discipline  of  the 
Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church. 

Mr.  Chittum  moved  that  Par.  306  be  retained  in  the  new 
legislation.  James  E.  Flinchbaugh  (West  Ohio)  spoke  against  the 
amendment,  stating  that  the  full  content  of  Par.  306  was  found, 
supported  and  amplified,  in  the  proposed  Par.  404(7)  and  the 
footnote  to  it.  Mr.  Chittum's  amendment  was  defeated.  The 
report  was  adopted  (see  page  1450). 

Report  No.  27,  Calendar  No.  297 

Dr.  Langford  explained  that  the  report  recommended  referral 
of  some  of  the  legislation  which  had  been  adopted  to  the  editors  of 
The  Book  of  Discipline  for  the  purpose  of  achieving  consistency 
in  certain  editorial  matters.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page 
1454). 

Definition  of  "Diaconal": 

Robert  E.  Hayes,  Sr.  (Texas):  Before  the  brother  sits  down,  I  would  like  for 
him  to  explain  the  derivation  of  the  word  "diaconal."  I  have  to  go  back  to  Texas 
where  this  word  might  frighten  someone. 

Bishop  Taylor:  Help  the  man  who  has  to  go  back  to  Texas. 

Dr.  Langford:  I  think  this  is  a  slight  problem  we  need  to  deal  with.  It's  one  of 
the  kind  of  contemporary  "in"  words;  though  it  is  also  a  very  old  word  and  a  very 
important  word.  It  comes  from  the  notion  of  servant.  It  is,  by  the  way,  defined 
earlier  in  the  material  in  a  rather  crisp  and  clear  way.  But  when  we  speak  of 
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diaconal  ministries,  we  are  really  speaking  of  ministries  of  service.  Now,  if  you 
remember  the  New  Testament  text,  there  were  people  called  deacons  who  had 
special  responsibilities.  It  is  sometimes  used  at  the  level  of  ordination  of  deacons, 
but  the  diaconal  ministry  is  more  inclusive  than  that,  referring  principally  to  the 
ministries  of  service,  so  that  those  who  are  servants  of  the  Word,  servants  of  the 
Gospel,  express  their  ministry  in  appropriate  styles.  That's  what  "diaconal" 
means.  It  is  somewhat  new,  perhaps,  to  the  average  person,  but  I  think  it  does 
speak  to  the  heart  of  understanding  Christian  ministry  and  perhaps  in  this  sense 
the  reclaiming  of  a  very  old  word  might  have  important  contemporary 
significance. 

Committee  on  Independent  Commissions,  Report  No.  16, 
Calendar  No.  204 

Mr.  Hager  (Committee  on  Calendar),  called  on  Hector  Navas 
(Florida),  chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Indepen- 
dent Commissions,  for  reports  from  that  committee. 

Mr.  Navas  presented  the  report,  stating  that  it  was  simply 
supportive  to  Report  No.  15,  which  had  already  been  adopted  by 
the  Conference;  the  report  was  approved  (see  page  1837). 

Report  No.  18,  Calendar  No.  206 

Mr.  Navas  stated  that  the  report  was  for  adoption  of  a 
resolution  designating  the  Robert  Strawbridge  House  National 
Methodist  Shrine  as  a  recipient  of  shrine  funds  to  be  distributed 
through  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History.  The  report 
was  adopted  (see  page  1838). 

Report  No.  22,  Calendar  No.  210 

Mr.  Navas  indicated  that  the  report  was  simply  supportive  of 
an  action  taken  earlier  in  approving  the  committee's  Report  No. 
4;  it  was  adopted  (see  page  1839). 

Report  No.  23,  Calendar  No.  211 

Mr.  Navas  explained  that  the  purpose  of  the  report  was  to 
amend  the  legislation  governing  the  membership  of  the  Commis- 
sion on  Archives  and  History  to  provide  for  one  young  adult 
among  its  members;  the  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1839). 

Report  No.  24,  Calendar  No.  212 

Mr.  Navas  stated  that  the  report  called  for  a  special  committee 
of  the  Commission  on  Archives  and  History  to  research  and 
publish  a  history  of  the  contributions  of  women  to  The  United 
Methodist  Church;  the  report  was  approved  (see  page  1840). 

Report  No.  27,  Calendar  No.  215 

Mr.  Navas  presented  the  report,  which  had  for  its  purpose  the 
defining  of  the  term  "young  adult"  as  used  in  the  Discipline.  In 
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order  to  be  in  conformity  with  earlier  action  on  Committee  on 
Conferences  Report  No.  52,  he  asked  that  the  report  as  printed 
be  amended  so  that  the  age  designation  would  be  "between 
eighteen  (18)  and  thirty-one  (31)."  The  report  was  adopted  as 
amended  (see  page  1844). 

Report  No.  25,  Calendar  No.  213 

Mr.  Navas  presented  the  report,  consisting  of  committee 
recommendations  on  legislation  for  the  annual  conference, 
jurisdictional,  and  general  Commissions  on  Archives  and  His- 
tory, including  the  designation  of  John  Wesley's  American 
Parish,  Savannah,  Georgia,  as  a  new  national  United  Methodist 
historic  landmark,  and  the  designation  of  Peter  Cartwright 
United  Methodist  Church,  Pleasant  Plains,  Illinois,  as  a  new 
national  United  Methodist  historic  shrine.  Ralph  B.  Huston 
(Florida)  moved  to  amend  the  report  by  deleting  the  sentence  in 
Par.  1911.2b),  beginning  with  the  words,  "No  records  shall  be 
destroyed  ..."  Mr.  Navas  explained  that  the  language  was  only 
intended  to  apply  to  official  records  of  general  boards  and 
agencies  and  bishops,  not  to  conferences  or  districts.  Horace  F. 
Ether  (Eastern  Pennsylvania)  attempted  to  make  a  statement 
regarding  the  terminology  related  to  national  historic  shrines 
and  landmarks,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  he  was  out  of  order 
inasmuch  as  there  was  an  amendment  on  another  subject  before 
the  Conference.  Mr.  Huston's  amendment  was  defeated. 

Mr.  Ether  stated  his  concern  again,  but  offered  no  amendment 
to  the  report. 

Patti  B.  Russell  (Virginia)  moved  to  amend  the  report  by 
removing  the  paragraph  which  provided  for  the  deletion  of  the 
phrase  "or  a  location"  from  the  definition  of  national  historic 
shrines  (new  Par.  1912.2a).  Mrs.  Russell  spoke  in  support  of  her 
amendment.  William  W.  Reid,  Jr.  (Wyoming)  expressed  concern 
that  the  Conference  was  not  dealing  with  the  great  needs  and 
great  challenges  awaiting  its  action.  Mr.  Navas  asked  permission 
for  John  Ness,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Commission  on 
Archives  and  History,  to  speak  to  the  Conference.  There  being 
no  objection,  Mr.  Ness  explained  the  rationale  for  the  legislation 
as  proposed.  At  the  Chair's  request,  the  Assistant  Secretary 
read  Mrs.  Russell's  amendment,  and  it  was  defeated.  John  B. 
Russell  (Virginia)  requested  a  divison  of  the  house  on  the 
amendment,  but  his  call  was  not  sustained  by  the  required 
one-third  vote  of  the  Conference.  The  report  was  adopted  (see 
page  1840). 

Committee  on  Church  and  Society 

Mr.  Hager  (Committee  on  Calendar)  called  on  John  E.  Stumbo 
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(Kansas  East),  chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Church 
and  Society,  for  the  presentation  of  reports. 

Mr.  Stumbo  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  to  permit  considera- 
tion of  the  committee's  recommendation  on  the  resolution 
presented  the  previous  day  on  the  Boston  school  situation.  In 
response  to  a  question  from  the  Chair,  Mr.  Stumbo  stated  that 
the  report  was  not  yet  printed,  but  that  it  could  be  considered  if 
the  Conference  was  willing  to  suspend  Rule  33.  The  motion  did 
not  receive  the  required  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Conference. 

Report  No.  16,  Calendar  No.  238  (see  page  1133) 

At  Mr.  Stumbo's  request,  Richard  0.  Truitt  (Wisconsin) 
presented  the  report,  a  resolution  on  the  subject,  "The  United 
Methodist  Church  and  Peace."  David  A.  Seamands  (Kentucky) 
referred  to  section  6c)  of  the  report,  the  paragraph  beginning 
with  the  words,  "We  will  continue  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  secure 
amnesty  .  .  .",  and  asked  for  an  interpretation  as  to  whether 
subsequent  language  in  that  paragraph  was  intended  to  advocate 
amnesty  for  persons  who  may  have  committed  offenses  other 
than  refusal  to  participate  in  war. 

Mr.  Truitt:  This  relates,  of  course,  to  a  number  of  situations  that  have  occurred 
within  the  Indochina  affair  in  which  there  were  particular  laws  broken.  Some  of 
these  laws  were  military  and  some  were  civil — all  of  them  related  to  the 
participation  of  American  soldiers  in  Vietnam  and  resulted  in  some  kind  of 
judgment  against  them,  and  the  language  here  is  to  relieve  those  persons  of  that 
experience  and  that  record.  It  would  likewise  be  in  case  of  drugs.  This  does  not 
relate  to  drug  violations  that  may  be  occurring  in  1975  or  1976  here  in  the  United 
States. 

Mr.  Seamands  moved  to  amend  the  paragraph  by  deleting  the 
references  to  "civil  (law)"  and  "drugs."  Tom  Reavley  (Southwest 
Texas)  moved  as  a  substitute  for  the  amendment  to  place  a  period 
after  the  words,  "with  restoration  of  legal  rights  for  these,"  and 
to  delete  the  following  language: 

"...  and  also  for  all  others  who  have  suffered  for  their 
violations  of  civil  or  miUtary  law  and  regulations  often  arising 
out  of  encounters  with  racism,  rigid  bureaucracy,  and  drugs.  In 
the  U.  S.  specifically,  amnesty  is  essential  for  all  those  persons 
who  have  suffered  the  loss  of  civil  rights  as  a  result  of  violation 
of  civil  or  military  laws  because  of  the  war  in  S.  E.  Asia." 

Mr.  Reavley  spoke  in  support  of  his  substitute.  Horace  F.  Ether 
moved  to  amend  the  substitute  so  that  the  entire  section  6c), 
entitled  "Amnesty  and  Reconciliation,"  would  be  deleted.  He 
spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  S.  Clifton  Ives  (Maine)  raised 
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a  point  of  order  that  Mr.  Ether's  motion  was  not  an  amendment, 
but  another  substitute.  The  Chair  upheld  the  point  of  order  and 
ruled  that  Mr.  Ether's  motion  was  not  in  order  at  this  time. 
Albert  C.  Outler  (North  Texas)  spoke  in  support  of  Mr.  Reavley's 
substitute.  Mr.  Seamands  withdrew  his  amendment  in  favor  of 
Mr.  Reavley's  substitute.  The  Assistant  Secretary  read  the 
substitute.  Mr.  Truitt  made  a  final  statement  in  behalf  of  the 
committee  position.  Mr.  Reavley's  substitute  was  put  to  a  vote 
and  was  adopted. 

Richard  D.  Pittenger  (South  Dakota)  moved  to  amend  the 
report  by  restoring  one  sentence  out  of  the  material  which  had 
been  deleted  by  action  on  Mr.  Reavley's  substitute.  The  Chair 
ruled  that  the  Conference  had  already  acted  on  this  material,  and 
that  an  action  to  reconsider  would  be  required  before  Mr. 
Pittenger's  amendment  was  in  order. 

Adjournment 

The  Chair  noted  that  the  time  set  for  adjournment  of  the 
session  was  near.  The  Secretary  made  announcements. 

Rhoda  A.  Peters  (Louisville),  speaking  for  the  Committee  on 
Courtesies  and  Privileges,  asked  that  Clair  W.  Black  (Northern 
New  Jersey)  be  granted  opportunity  to  speak.  Mr.  Black  made  a 
statement  expressing  appreciation  for  Bishop  Taylor's  leadership 
in  the  New  Jersey  Area  during  the  past  twelve  years  and  asking 
the  Conference  to  join  the  Area's  delegation  in  wishing  Bishop 
and  Mrs.  Taylor  many  years  of  good  health  and  happiness  in  their 
retirement.  The  Conference  responded  with  a  standing  ovation. 
Bishop  Taylor  expressed  appreciation  for  the  statement  and  for 
the  assistance  of  Bishops  Short  and  Alton  during  the  morning's 
session. 

Bishop  Reuben  H.  Mueller  (Retired)  led  the  Conference  in  a 
closing  prayer.

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

Opening — Bishop  W.  Kenneth  Goodson 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  afternoon  session  of 
the  seventh  day,  Tuesday,  May  4,  1976,  at  2:30  p.m.,  in  the 
Memorial  CoHseum,  Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  W.  Kenneth 
Goodson,  Richmond  Area,  presiding. 

Carlton  Young  led  the  conference  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn, 
"The  Church's  One  Foundation."  Carlton  P.  Minnick,  Jr. 
(Virginia)  led  in  prayer. 

Matters  of  Privilege 

Richard  V.  Moore  (Florida)  asked  that  the  Conference  extend 
its  prayers  and  best  wishes  to  Judge  P.  B.  Revels  (Florida),  who 
had  been  hospitalized  in  a  local  hospital.  The  Chair  assured  him 
that  this  would  be  done. 

Carroll  H.  Long  (Holston),  speaking  on  behalf  of  the  Holston 
Conference  delegation,  expressed  appreciation  and  good  wishes 
to  Bishop  L.  Scott  Allen  on  the  occasion  of  his  birthday. 

Committee  on  Calendar 

James  W.  Bristah  (Detroit)  asked  whether  the  Conference  was 
ready  to  resume  consideration  of  the  report  which  had  been 
before  it  at  the  close  of  the  morning  session.  The  Chair  asked  that 
that  be  held  until  after  a  statement  by  Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South 
Indiana),  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Calendar. 

Mr.  Hodapp  made  a  statement  regarding  the  reports  the 
committee  expected  to  have  presented  during  the  afternoon  and 
evening  sessions.  He  also  indicated  that  there  would  be  a  special 
edition  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  on  delegates'  desks  at 
the  beginning  of  the  evening  session,  and  that  material  published 
in  this  edition  would  be  in  order  for  consideration  at  the 
Wednesday  morning  session. 

Committee  on  Church  and  Society,  Report  No.  16,  Consid- 
eration Resumed 

The  Chair  outlined  the  parliamentary  situation  which  existed 
at  the  close  of  the  morning  session  with  respect  to  the 
consideration  of  this  report  (see  page  1133).  He  indicated  that  he 
would  first  give  opportunity  for  the  Conference  to  decide 
whether  to  reconsider  its  action  on  Mr.  Reavley's  amendment  for 
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the  purpose  of  considering  the  amendment  Mr.  Pittenger  had 
attempted  to  offer.  Robert  C.  Morgan  (North  Alabama)  moved 
reconsideration,  and  the  Chair  ruled  that  the  motion  to 
reconsider  was  approved.  Robert  M.  Harris  (Nebraska)  asked  if 
the  rules  required  a  two-thirds  vote  on  a  motion  to  reconsider; 
the  Chair  replied  that  they  do  not.  A.  Jason  Shirah  (South 
Georgia)  requested  a  count  vote  on  the  motion  to  reconsider,  but 
his  motion  was  not  supported  by  the  required  one-third  vote  of 
the  Conference. 

Richard  D.  Pittenger  (South  Dakota)  moved  to  amend  Mr. 
Reavley's  amendment  by  adding  the  word  "persons"  after 
"restoration  of  legal  rights  for  these,"  and  by  adding  immediately 
thereafter  the  following  sentence:  "In  addition,  amnesty  is 
essential  for  those  in  the  United  States  who  have  suffered  the 
loss  of  civil  rights  or  have  received  other  than  honorable 
discharges  due  to  the  war  in  Southeast  Asia,  with  provision  for 
individual  review  for  cases  involving  offenses  against  other 
persons."  Mr.  Pittenger  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment. 
Albert  C.  Outler  (North  Texas)  opposed  it.  Steve  Galyon 
(Holston)  attempted  to  offer  an  amendment  to  Mr.  Pittenger's 
amendment,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  he  was  not  in  order.  Blaine 
E.  Taylor  (Southern  New  England)  spoke  against  Mr.  Pit- 
tenger's amendment.  Richard  D.  Tholin  (Northern  IlUnois)  spoke 
in  favor  of  it.  John  B.  Russell  (Virginia)  moved  the  previous 
question  on  Mr.  Pittenger's  amendment  and  on  Mr.  Reavley's 
amendment,  and  the  previous  question  motion  was  adopted.  C. 
Wilbume  Hancock  (South  Georgia)  asked  if  Mr.  Reavley  would 
have  opportunity  to  make  a  final  statement;  Mr.  Reavley  spoke  in 
support  of  his  original  amendment.  Richard  0.  Truitt  (Wiscon- 
sin), in  a  final  statement  on  behalf  of  the  legislative  committee, 
supported  Mr.  Pittenger's  amendment.  After  the  Assistant 
Secretary  had  read  Mr.  Pittenger's  amendment,  it  was  put  to  a 
vote  and  was  defeated.  Mr.  Reavley's  original  amendment  was 
again  put  to  a  vote,  and  it  was  approved. 

Clarence  A.  Guittard  (North  Texas)  moved  to  amend  section  4 
of  the  report,  the  sentence  beginning  with  the  words,  "Economic 
systems  structured  to  cope  .  .  .",  by  adding  the  words,  "and 
should  be  designed  to  provide  maximum  incentive  and  opportu- 
nity for  ordinary  persons  to  improve  their  economic  condition  by 
voluntary  individual  and  cooperative  efforts."  He  spoke  in 
support  of  his  amendment.  Jerome  K.  Del  Pino  (Southern  New 
England)  asked  a  question;  Mr.  Guittard  replied.  The  amend- 
ment was  defeated. 

John  T.  King  (Southwest  Texas)  moved  the  previous  question 
on  all  before  the  Conference.  Carroll  H.  Long  (Holston)  raised  a 
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point  of  order,  that  there  had  been  insufficient  debate  on  the 
report  as  a  whole.  The  Chair  ascertained  from  the  Assistant 
Secretary  that  there  had  been  no  speeches  for  or  against  the 
report  as  a  whole,  but  that  only  amendments  had  been  debated. 
The  point  of  order  was  sustained. 

Mr.  Long  moved  to  amend  section  1,  entitled  "Disarmament," 
by  adding  to  the  end  of  it  the  following  sentence:  "The  United 
Methodist  Church  urges  the  United  States  government  to 
prohibit  the  sale  of  arms  abroad  unless  it  is  under  exceptional 
circumstances  threatening  the  self-determination  of  a  people." 

Mr.  Long:  Bishop,  this  paragraph  on  disarmament  is  a  beautiful  statement.  I 
believe,  however,  that  I  should  call  attention  to  two  deficiencies  which  are 
inherent  in  this  paragraph  on  disarmament.  The  statement  is  weak  at  two  points. 
It  depends  upon  an  age-old  custom  of  negotiation  as  the  principal  instrument  for 
disarmament.  It  is  obvious  to  all  of  us  that  negotiation  has  been  the  means  by 
which  disarmament  has  been  sought  since  the  beginning  of  time.  It  is  just  as 
obvious  that  today's  armaments  are  more  costly  and  more  deadly  than  at  any  time 
in  the  world's  history.  I  raise  the  possibility  of  unilateral  progi-essive 
disarmament  by  our  nation,  the  only  nation  of  the  world  strong  enough  to  take  the 
leadership  in  such  a  new  departure.  I  do  not  beheve  this  General  Conference  has 
the  grace  to  accept  a  motion  at  this  time,  but  I  urge  the  prayerful  study  by  the 
Board  of  Church  and  Society  of  unilateral  disarmament  as  a  new  approach  to 
peace. 

The  second  point  at  which  I  find  weakness  in  the  paragraph  on  disarmament — 
perhaps  it  is  an  inadvertent  omission — is  in  its  failure  to  speak  to  the  point  of 
international  traffic  in  armament.  Surely  we  abhor  the  exportation  of  military 
armament  simply  to  maintain  our  own  economy  in  a  more  healthy  state.  Surely 
we  disapprove  our  government  penchant  for  supporting  foreign  military 
dictatorships,  which  oftentimes  are  necessarily  repressive  and  sometimes 
stimulate  an  armaments  race  in  particular  areas  of  the  world.  My  amendment  is 
addressed  to  this  omission.  I  hope  you  will  support  it. 

The  amendment  was  put  to  a  vote  and  defeated. 

Steve  Galyon  (Holston)  asked  a  question  regarding  the  reading 
of  section  6c),  in  its  amended  form.  After  receiving  an  answer,  he 
began  to  offer  an  amendment,  but  the  Chair  stated  that  the 
amendment  related  to  an  issue  the  Conference  had  already 
decided  in  its  action  on  Mr.  Reavley's  amendment.  William  B. 
Grove  (Western  Pennsylvania)  argued  that  the  issue  raised  in 
Mr.  Galyon's  amendment  had  not  been  decided.  The  Chair  ruled 
that  Mr.  Galyon  could  proceed.  His  amendment  was  to  add  the 
word,  "persons"  after  "legal  rights  for  these,"  and  to  add 
thereafter  two  additional  sentences,  as  follows: 

"In  the  U.  S.  specifically  amnesty  is  essential  for  all  those 
persons  who  have  suffered  the  loss  of  civil  rights  as  a  result  of 
their  protest  against  the  war  in  Southeast  Asia.  A  special 
review  body  shall  be  estabHshed  for  cases  involving  assault 
against  persons." 
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Mr.  Galyon  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment,  but  it  was 
defeated. 

John  B.  Russell  (Virginia)  moved  to  suspend  the  provisions  of 
Rule  37  requiring  two  speeches  for  and  two  against  before  the 
house  can  vote  on  the  full  report.  The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules 
was  defeated. 

Francisco  Franceschi  (Puerto  Rico)  moved  to  amend  the 
report,  section  2,  immediately  after  the  sentence  which  ends  with 
the  words,  "discriminate  against  black  majorities,"  by  adding  the 
following  new  sentence:  "We  are  also  concerned  for  Puerto  Rico, 
which  has  several  political  prisoners  in  United  States  jails  and  as 
an  act  of  Christian  compassion  ask  for  their  unconditional 
freedom."  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  Mr.  Truitt 
asked  to  see  a  written  copy  of  the  amendment,  in  order  to 
determine  if  it  could  be  accepted  by  the  committee.  Paul  E. 
Myers  (Central  Pennsylvania)  asked  that  Conrad  Page  (Central 
Pennsylvania)  be  recognized.  The  Assistant  Secretary  read  Mr. 
Franceschi's  amendment.  Mr.  Truitt  stated  that  he  was  unable  to 
accept  it  for  the  committee  in  this  report.  The  amendment  was 
defeated. 

Conrad  M.  Page,  Jr.  (Central  Pennsylvania)  moved  to  amend 
the  report,  section  6b),  by  deleting  the  words,  "or  to  the  payment 
of  taxes  for  miUtary  purposes,"  from  the  last  sentence  of  the 
section.  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  Robert  L.  Taylor 
(North  Georgia)  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by  substituting 
the  following  for  the  sentence  in  question:  "We,  therefore, 
recognize  the  right  of  anyone  to  become  a  conscientious  objector 
in  the  time  of  war."  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment. 
William  0.  Walker  (Oregon-Idaho)  spoke  against  it.  Carlton 
Dodge  (Eastern  Pennsylvania)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that  Mr. 
Taylor's  motion  was  really  a  substitute  for  the  entire  paragraph 
and  not  really  an  amendment  to  Mr.  Page's  amendment,  and  was 
therefore  not  properly  before  the  Conference.  The  Chair  ruled 
that  even  as  a  substitute,  it  was  in  order.  Joh^i  V.  Moore 
(CaUfornia-Nevada)  spoke  against  the  amendment.  Mr.  Taylor's 
amendment  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  defeated.  Mr.  Page's 
original  amendment  was  then  put  to  a  vote  and  was  also  defeated. 

A^.  Robert  Kesler  (Southern  California-Arizona)  spoke  in 
support  of  the  report  as  a  whole. 

Robert  D.  Cheyne  (North  Arkansas)  moved  to  amend  the 
report,  section  2,  immediately  after  the  first  paragraph  in  the 
section,  by  inserting  the  following: 

"We  support  every  effort  being  made  by  the  United  States 
government  to  secure  the  release  of  names  and/or  persons  dead 
or  alive  who  are  still  listed  as  missing  in  action  in  Southeast  Asia 
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as  the  result  of  the  conflict  in  that  area.  We  deplore  the  lack  of 
compassion  on  the  part  of  those  governments  who  have 
steadfastly  refused  to  provide  this  information  to  the  satisfaction 
of  those  families  involved." 

Mr.  Cheyne  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  Franklin 
Blackstone,  Jr.  (Western  Pennsylvania)  moved  to  suspend  the 
rules  in  order  to  move  the  previous  question  on  all  before  the 
Conference.  The  Chair  asked  that  action  on  the  amendment  be 
completed  before  the  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  consid- 
ered. Mr.  Cheyne's  amendment  was  put  to  a  vote,  and  the  Chair 
stated  that  it  had  been  defeated.  Mr.  Truitt  stated  that  he  had 
not  had  the  opportunity  to  speak  on  behalf  of  the  committee  in 
relation  to  Mr.  Cheyne's  amendment.  At  the  Chair's  request,  the 
Assistant  Secretary  read  the  amendment,  and  Mr.  Truitt  stated 
that  he  would  be  willing  to  accept  it  on  behalf  of  the  committee. 
The  Chair  asked  if  the  Conference  would  confirm  the  acceptance 
of  the  amendment,  and  it  was  approved. 

Mr.  Blackstone  offered  his  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  in  order 
to  vote  the  previous  question.  The  Chair  stated  that  the 
suspension  of  rules  was  no  longer  required,  and  the  previous 
question  motion  was  adopted.  Mr.  Truitt  made  a  final  comment 
on  behalf  of  the  legislative  committee.  Report  No.  16  was  put  to  a 
vote  and  was  adopted  as  amended  (see  page  1133). 

Report  on  Third  Ballot,  Alternate  Judicial  Council  Member 

J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary):  This  is  ballot  number  three  on  the  alternate  member  of 
the  Judicial  Council.  There  was  no  election.  Votes  cast  948,  valid  ballots  948, 
necessary  to  elect  475.  Paul  Webb,  Jr. — 466;  Paul  Shearer — 292;  Julia 
Gibson — 143;  James  Dolliver — 31;  Basil  Lorch — 9;  Walter  Douglas — 7. 

Fourth  Ballot,  Judicial  Council  Alternate  Member 

The  Secretary  gave  instructions  for  the  marking  of  the  ballot. 
When  all  of  the  ballots  had  been  collected,  the  Chair  declared  the 
ballot  closed. 

Report  No.  18,  Calendar  No.  240 

John  E.  Stumbo  (Kansas  East),  chairman  of  the  legislative 
committee,  explained  that  the  report  was  a  resolution  on  the 
Bishops'  Call  for  Peace  and  the  Self-development  of  Peoples.  It 
was  adopted  (see  page  1139). 

Report  No.  19,  Calendar  No.  241 

Mr.  Stumbo  stated  that  the  report  consisted  of  a  resolution 
calling  for  the  display  in  the  Pentagon  of  works  of  art  depicting 
peace.  It  was  adopted  (see  page  1140). 
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Report  No.  22,  Calendar  No.  244 

Mr.  Stumbo  presented  the  report,  which  was  a  resolution  on 
the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  and  tobacco  on  church  property, 
and  it  was  adopted  (see  page  1141). 

Report  No.  23,  Calendar  No.  245 

Mr.  Stumbo  presented  the  report,  a  resolution  on  the  subject 
of  gambling,  and  it  was  adopted  (see  page  1141). 

Report  Nos.  24,  25,  26,  27;  Calendar  Nos.  246,  247,  248,  249 

Mr.  Stumbo  presented  the  reports,  noting  in  each  case  that  the 
recommendation  was  for  referral  to  the  Board  of  Church  and 
Society.  The  reports  were  put  to  a  vote  individually,  and  each 
was  approved  (see  pages  1142-1143). 

Report  No.  28,  Calendar  No.  250 

Mr.  Stumbo  called  on  Orion  N.  Hutchinson,  Jr.  (Western 
North  Carolina),  chairman  of  the  sub-committee  which  had 
prepared  the  report,  to  lead  in  its  presentation.  Mr.  Hutchinson 
explained  that  the  report  dealt  with  legislation  governing  the 
Board  of  Church  and  Society  which  had  been  printed  in  an 
advance  edition  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate.  He  explained 
the  major  changes  from  existing  legislation.  Larry  A.  Bauman 
(North  Georgia)  asked  a  question;  Mr.  Hutchinson  replied. 
James  L.  Carraway  (Western  Pennsylvania)  asked  a  question; 
Mr.  Hutchinson  responded.  Danita  Trudeau  (Alaska  Missionary) 
called  attention  to  an  editorial  correction  which  needed  to  be 
made  in  the  printed  report,  and  Mr.  Hutchinson  accepted  the 
correction.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1143). 

Committee  on  Calendar 

Mr.  Hager  moved  that  Rule  33  be  suspended  in  order  to  permit 
consideration  of  calendar  items  printed  in  the  Daily  Christian 
Advocate  for  Tuesday,  May  4.  The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules 
was  adopted. 

Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South  Indiana),  chairman  of  the  committee, 
made  a  statement  indicating  a  change  in  the  scheduling  of  reports 
to  be  presented  during  the  remainder  of  the  afternoon  session. 
He  then  moved  that  the  time  of  adjournment  for  the  evening 
session  be  set  at  10:30  p.m.  The  motion  was  approved. 

Mr.  Hager  called  for  reports  from  the  Legislative  Committee 
on  Administrative  Order. 

Committee  on  Administrative  Order,  Report  No.  44,  Calen- 
dar No.  305 

David  A.  Duck  (South  Georgia)  presented  the  report,  dealing 
with  the  establishment  of  a  legal  office,   and  noted  that  the 
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recommendation  was  for  concurrence  and  referral  to  the  Council 
on  Finance  and  Administration.  He  explained  that  the  petition 
called  for  an  office  that  would  facilitate  communication  between 
conferences  and  areas  on  legal  matters,  and  that  it  would  not 
require  the  estabhshment  of  a  new  office,  inasmuch  as  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  already  had  such  an  office 
on  a  limited  basis.  S.  Clifton  Ives  (Maine)  asked  a  procedural 
question;  Mr.  Duck  and  the  Chair  responded.  R.  Andrew  Lady 
(Central  Pennsylvania)  asked  if  there  were  any  budget  recom- 
mendations related  to  this  report;  Mr.  Duck  stated  that  there 
were  none.  Thomas  L.  Cromwell  (East  Ohio)  commented  further 
on  the  question  Mr.  Ives  had  raised,  which  was  whether  it  was 
appropriate  for  a  committee  to  recommend  both  concurrence  and 
referral  on  a  petition.  The  Chair  ruled  that  such  recommenda- 
tions were  in  order. 

William  W.  Reid,  Jr.  (Wyoming)  called  attention  to  a  report  of 
the  Legislative  Committee  on  Financial  Administration,  which 
carried  a  recommendation  of  nonconcurrence  on  the  same  issue  as 
that  dealt  with  in  the  report  under  consideration.  Millard  C. 
Cleveland  (Florida)  asked  whether  adoption  of  the  report  as  it 
now  reads  would  demand  implementation  by  the  CFA.  The  Chair 
responded.  Merrill  W.  Drennan  (Baltimore)  moved  to  amend  the 
report  so  that  the  recommendation  would  be  for  referral  only. 
Mr.  Duck  accepted  the  amendment  on  behalf  of  the  committee. 
Jerome  K.  Del  Pino  (Southern  New  England)  asked  whether 
such  referral  was  a  referral  for  implementation;  the  Chair  repKed 
that  it  was.  Mr.  Duck  stated  that  it  would  mean  referral  to  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  for  whatever  disposition 
they  would  determine,  and  that  as  an  agency  of  the  General 
Conference,  they  would  report  that  disposition  back  to  the 
General  Conference.  David  L.  Dykes,  Jr.  (Louisiana)  asked 
whether  approval  of  the  report  would  give  the  Council  permis- 
sion to  set  up  such  an  office  and  finance  it,  if  the  Council  felt  it 
wise  to  do  so.  Mr.  Duck  replied  that  it  would,  and  stated  again 
that  the  Council  already  performed  some  functions  in  the  area  of 
legal  services. 

Gloster  B.  Current  (New  York)  spoke  in  opposition  to  the 
report.  C.  W.  Hancock  (South  Georgia)  stated  that  it  was 
because  of  its  understanding  that  the  Council  already  had  a  legal 
department  that  the  Committee  on  Financial  Administration  had 
recommended  nonconcurrence  with  a  similar  petition.  Merrill  W. 
Drennan  (Baltimore)  stated  that,  inasmuch  as  the  Council  was 
already  performing  this  service,  it  would  welcome  the  reference 
as  an  expression  of  support  by  the  General  Conference  for  such  a 
service. 
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Melvin  M.  Finkbeiner  (Pacific  Northwest)  moved  the  previous 
question  on  all  before  the  Conference,  and  the  previous  question 
was  adopted.  The  report,  as  amended,  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
adopted  (see  page  1881). 

Report  No.  46,  Calendar  No.  307 

Mr.  Duck  presented  the  report  and  explained  that  it  was  a 
statement  of  policy  that  would  require  the  permission  of  the 
bishop  for  fund-raising  activities  by  general  agencies  in  an  annual 
conference.  Ruth  Tubbs  (Wisconsin)  requested  that  speakers 
using  the  name  of  the  denominaton  refer  to  it  correctly  as  The 
United  Methodist  Church.  Clifford  Broke  (California-Nevada) 
asked  whether  approval  of  this  report  would  give  individual 
bishops  the  authority  to  countermand  an  action  of  a  general 
agency  in  instructing  one  of  its  staff  persons  to  follow  up  on  an 
agency  decision.  Mr.  Duck  responded  that  the  language  of  the 
report  was  that  the  staff  person  must  have  the  bishop's 
permission.  Mr.  Droke  stated  that  he  was  opposed  to  the  report. 
Walter  N.  i^aZa/ (Florida)  asked  a  question  about  the  effect  of  the 
proposed  policy;  Mr.  Duck  responded. 

Patricia  Soderholm  (Wisconsin)  moved  to  amend  the  report  by 
substituting  the  word  "informing"  for  "granted  permission  by." 
Fletcher  Carter  (South  Carolina)  asked  for  an  illustration  of  what 
kind  of  fund-raising  activity  would  be  affected  by  this  policy;  Mr. 
Duck  responded.  Willie  B.  Clay  (Northern  Illinois)  objected  to 
Mr.  Duck's  interpretation,  observing  that  the  language  of  the 
report  referred  to  "all  fund-raising  drives."  He  attempted  to 
introduce  an  amendment,  but  the  Chair  stated  that  he  was  not  in 
order  inasmuch  as  there  was  already  an  amendment  before  the 
Conference.  Robert  L.  Dillard,  Jr.  (North  Texas)  identified 
himself  as  a  member  of  the  legislative  committee  and  explained 
further  the  purpose  of  the  proposed  policy  statement.  Richard 
Cain  (Southern  Cahfornia-Arizona)  spoke  in  opposition  to  the 
report. 

Kathi  Hughes  (Virginia)  moved  the  previous  question.  The 
Chair  put  Mrs.  Soderholm's  amendment  to  a  vote  and  stated  that 
it  was  defeated.  Terry  C.  Thomason  (Southern  New  England) 
spoke  against  the  report.  Charles  Stewart  (Florida)  moved  the 
previous  question.  Edgar  F.  Singer  (Wyoming)  raised  a  point  of 
order,  that  when  Ms.  Hughes  moved  the  previous  question,  her 
motion  had  not  been  put  to  a  vote.  The  Chair  stated  that  Mr. 
Singer  was  correct.  The  previous  question  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
was  adopted.  Mrs.  Soderholm's  amendment  was  again  put  to  a 
vote  and  was  defeated.  Torrey  Kaatz  (West  Ohio)  asked  whether 
there  had  been  sufficient  speeches  for  and  against  the  report.  The 
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Chair  replied  that  there  were.  Mr.  Stewart's  motion  for  the 
previous  question  on  the  report  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was 
approved.  Mr.  Duck  made  a  final  statement  on  behalf  of  the 
committee.  The  report  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  defeated  (see 
page  1882). 

Report  No.  48,  Calendar  No.  309 

Mr.  Duck  explained  that  the  report  was  on  a  petition  calUng  for 
the  use  of  the  term  "moderator"  at  the  annual  conference  level, 
and  that  the  committee  recommendation  was  for  nonconcurrence. 
The  committee  recommendation  was  approved  (see  page  1882). 

Report  No.  58,  Calendar  Nos.  350-351 

Mr.  Duck  explained  that  the  report  consisted  of  two  calendar 
items,  a  majority  report  and  a  minority  report.  The  Chair 
explained  the  procedure  for  considering  the  reports.  Mr.  Duck 
stated  that  the  subject  of  the  report  was  the  provision  of  child 
care  by  church  agencies  at  official  meetings  at  all  levels  of  the 
church,  and  that  the  majority  report  was  a  recommendation  of 
nonconcurrence.  He  explained  that  the  minority  report  was  a 
statement  supporting  the  petition. 

The  Chair  stated  that,  since  the  majority  report  was  for 
nonconcurrence,  the  Conference  would  proceed  to  perfect  the 
minority  report.  Phyllis  Tyler  Wayman  (Southern  CaUfornia- 
Arizona)  presented  the  minority  report  and  spoke  in  support  of 
it.  Lloyd  A.  Peters  (Oklahoma)  asked  how  the  report  could  be 
implemented  without  a  provision  for  funding.  Ms.  Wayman 
replied  that  the  cost  of  providing  persons  to  care  for  children 
could  be  borne  either  by  the  body  holding  the  meeting  or  by  the 
individuals  using  the  child  care  service,  but  that  there  was  no 
General  Conference  funding  involved.  Miriam  Isaacs  (New  York) 
spoke  in  support  of  the  minority  report.  Leonard  Slutz  (West 
Ohio)  also  spoke  in  favor  of  the  minority  report.  William  C. 
Vaughan  (Virginia)  opposed  it.  Mr.  Slutz  spoke  to  clarify  the 
provisions  of  the  minority  report. 

Floyd  H.  Coffman  (Kansas  East)  moved  the  previous  question 
on  all  before  the  Conference.  The  Chair  ascertained  that  there 
had  been  two  speakers  on  each  side  of  the  question,  and  the 
previous  question  was  voted.  The  minority  report  was  put  to  a 
vote  and  was  approved.  The  Chair  stated  that  by  this  action,  the 
minority  report  had  been  substituted  for  the  majority  report. 
Report  No.  58  as  substituted  was  put  to  a  vote  and  adopted  (see 
page  1885). 

Report  No.  83,  Calendar  No.  376 

Mr.  Duck  explained  that  the  report  dealt  with  a  petition  calling 
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for  a  reduction  in  the  size  of  general  boards  and  agencies,  and 
that  the  recommendation  was  for  referral  to  the  General  Council 
on  Ministries  for  study  and  report  back  to  the  1980  General 
Conference.  The  recommendation  was  adopted  (see  page  1891). 

Report  No.  86,  Calendar  No.  379 

Mr.  Duck  reported  that  the  petition  dealt  with  the  subject, 
"No  Discrimination  with  Respect  to  Age,"  and  that  the 
recommendation  was  for  referral  to  the  General  Council  on 
Ministries  for  study  and  report  back  to  the  1980  General 
Conference.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1891). 

Report  No.  95,  Calendar  No.  388  (see  pages  1894-1907) 

Mr.  Duck  observed  that  some  of  the  committee's  reports  could 
best  be  handled  after  action  on  Report  No.  95.  He  asked  Charles 
A.  Sayre  (Southern  New  Jersey),  chairman  of  the  sub-committee 
which  had  prepared  the  report,  to  lead  in  its  presentation.  Mr. 
Sayre  explained  that  the  report  dealt  with  amendments  to  the 
1972  Book  of  Discipline,  Pars.  801-823,  and  was  related  to 
material  printed  in  an  advance  edition  of  the  Daily  Christian 
Advocate.  Mr.  Sayre  further  explained  that  certain  paragraphs 
in  the  report  were  also  related  to  other  reports  of  the  committee, 
and  that  reference  to  these  would  be  made  as  appropriate.  He 
presented  editorial  corrections  to  the  printed  report.  By  way  of 
procedure,  he  suggested  that  the  report  be  perfected  seriatim 
and  that  each  paragraph  (801,  802,  etc.)  be  voted  separately. 

Mr.  Sayre  presented  the  recommended  amendments  to  Par. 
801.  Vernon  Bigler  (Western  New  York)  moved  to  amend  the 
report,  Par.  801.1,  by  restoring  the  language  found  in  the  1972 
Discipline,  "God  reconciles  all  people  to  himself."  He  spoke  in 
support  of  his  amendment.  P.  Boyd  Mather  (Iowa)  opposed  the 
amendment,  stating  that  the  proposed  new  language  would 
include  God's  provision  for  reconciliation  between  persons  as  well 
as  reconciliation  of  persons  to  himself.  Mr.  Sayre  made  a  final 
statement  on  behalf  of  the  committee.  The  amendment  was 
defeated  and  Par.  801  was  approved  as  recommended  by  the 
committee  (see  page  1894). 

Adjournment 

Joe  Pevahouse  (Memphis)  moved  that  the  session  be  ad- 
journed, and  the  motion  was  adopted.  The  Secretary  made 
announcements.  Bishop  Goodson  expressed  appreciation  to 
members  of  the  Virginia  Conference  delegation,  to  his  wife,  and 
to  the  Conference  for  their  support  during  his  presiding.  Bishop 
Carl  J.  Sanders,  Birmingham  Area,  pronounced  the  benediction.

Opening — Bishop  James  K.  Mathews 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  evening  session  of  the 
seventh  day,  Tuesday,  May  4,  1976,  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Memorial 
Coliseum,  Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  James  K.  Mathews, 
Washington  Area,  presiding. 

Carlton  Young  led  the  Conference  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn, 
"Blow  Ye  The  Trumpet,  Blow."  Felton  E.  May  (Peninsula)  led  in 
prayer. 

Committee  on  Calendar 

Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South  Indiana),  chairman  of  the  committee, 
moved  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Administrative 
Order,  which  was  under  consideration  when  the  afternoon 
session  adjourned,  be  discontinued  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
other  calendar  items.  Mr.  Hodapp  explained  the  purpose  of  the 
motion  and  outlined  the  matters  which  would  be  presented  to  this 
Conference  session  if  the  motion  was  adopted:  reports  of  the 
Committee  on  Council  on  Ministries  on  proposed  missional 
priorities,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Conferences  regarding 
the  Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary  Conference,  and  either  the 
report  on  the  Social  Principles  or  a  resumption  of  the  report 
discontinued  at  the  end  of  the  afternoon  session. 

John  T.  King  (Southwest  Texas)  asked  whether  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Financial  Administration  related  to  the 
missional  priorities  would  be  presented  at  the  same  time  as  the 
Committee  on  Council  on  Ministries  report.  Mr.  Hodapp 
indicated  that  it  could  not  and  asked  Thomas  P.  Moore  (East 
Ohio),  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Financial  Administration, 
to  comment  further.  Mr.  Moore  explained  that,  under  the  rules  of 
the  Conference,  the  legislative  committee's  recommendations  on 
matters  of  funding  would  come  as  amendments  to  the  report  of 
the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  and  that  that  report 
was  scheduled  to  begin  Thursday  evening.  Mr.  King  moved  as  a 
substitute  that  the  report  from  the  Legislative  Committee  on 
Council  on  Ministries  regarding  missional  priorities  be  deferred 
until  that  time  when  the  report  from  the  Legislative  Committee 
on  Financial  Administration  regarding  missional  priorities  will  be 
available  for  discussion,  so  that  the  two  could  be  discussed  at  the 
same  time.

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Mr.  King:  Bishop  and  friends,  the  word  "priority"  to  me  means  something 
special,  it  means  something  to  which  we  want  to  give  very  serious  consideration 
because  of  the  nowness — because  of  the  urgency  of  it.  I  cannot  see  how  we  can 
make  a  determination  on  a  programmatic  matter  without  at  the  same  time  looking 
at  the  financial  aspect  regarding  that  programmatic  matter. 

And  if  it's  a  real  priority,  then  it  does  not  have  the  same  kind  of  relationship  to 
regular  budgetary  items  that  other  matters  would  have.  I  think  it  would  be  very 
unfortunate  and  very  unfair  if  the  report  on  Missional  Priorities  from  the  COM 
legislative  committee  would  be  discussed  without  the  financial  implications  being 
laid  side  by  side  with  it.  So  I  am  opposed  to  this  being  done  in  that  way. 

Mr.  Moore:  Bishop,  it  is  by  Disciplinary  order,  Par.  842  on  page  261.  The 
General  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  is  to  present  all  funding 
recommendations  in  the  form  of  an  entire  budget  to  the  General  Conference. 
Now,  at  some  time  that  was  put  into  the  Discipline  because  of  a  sense  of  wisdom. 
Apparently  based  upon  the  fact  that  without  this  kind  of  protection  for  the  body  of 
General  Conference,  then  whoever  hit  the  floor  first  with  the  most  emotional 
appeal  would  be  he  who  got  the  dollars,  all  the  apples  in  the  barrel.  Now  if  we  are 
able  to  take  a  look  at  a  total  budget  all  at  one  time,  I  think  the  General  Conference 
can  come  out  of  here  with  the  most  sane  budget. 

But  we  must  have  the  Missional  Priorities  established  first.  GCFA  cannot 
respond  until  General  Conference,  meaning  General  Conference  itself,  has 
actually  said  that  it  wants  these  Missional  Priorities.  So  far  we  have  heard  these 
from  the  General  Council  on  Ministries,  fi-om  individual  members  of  the  General 
Conference,  but  General  Conference  itself  has  not  spoken.  That  must  be  done 
first  and  then  there  must  be  time  for  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  to 
respond  with  the  proper  total  budget  after  matters  are  in.  Hence,  I  would  have  to 
speak  against  this  amendment. 

Mr.  King's  substitute  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  defeated.  Mr. 
Hodapp's  motion  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Hodapp  called  attention  to  the  special  edition  of  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate  which  had  been  placed  on  delegates'  desks 
and  expressed  appreciation  to  Roger  Burgess,  editor,  and  the 
Daily  Christian  Advocate  staff  for  the  preparation  of  the  special 
edition.  He  then  called  on  C.  R.  Hager  (Kentucky)  to  provide 
guidance  in  the  presentation  of  calendar  items. 

Committee  on  Council  on  Ministries 

Mr.  Hager  called  for  reports  to  be  presented  by  the  Legislative 
Committee  on  Council  on  Ministries,  G.  Ross  Freeman  (South 
Georgia),  chairman.  Mr.  Freeman  explained  that  the  Council  on 
Ministries  reports  on  the  missional  priorities  would  also  give  the 
Conference  opportunity  to  consider  various  approaches  to 
funding  the  priorities  and  to  express  a  preference  among  those 
approaches  in  making  its  reference  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration.  By  way  of  introduction,  Mr.  Freeman  called 
attention  to  Report  No.  11,  Calendar  No.  320,  the  report  deahng 
with  the  quadrennial  theme,  and  pointed  out  the  relationship 
between  the  theme  and  the  missional  priorities  which  were  being 
proposed. 
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Mr.  Freeman  stated  that  the  committee  would  be  recommend- 
ing three  missional  priorities:  ethnic  minority  churches,  world 
hunger,  and  evangeUsm. 

Report  No.  22,  Calendar  Nos.  344,  345  (see  pages  1801-1803) 

Mr.  Freeman  explained  that  this  report  was  the  report  on  the 
missional  priority  on  ethnic  minority  churches,  that  there  were 
both  majority  and  minority  reports  on  this  subject,  and  that  the 
majority  report  would  be  presented  by  Roy  C.  Clark  (Tennes- 
see). 

Mr.  Clark:  This  is  Calendar  Item  344,  Report  No.  22  of  the  Committee  on 
Council  on  Ministries.  This  deals  with  the  Missional  Priority  of  Ethnic  Minority 
Local  Churches.  It  is  a  recommendation  by  the  committee  that  the  strengthening 
of  ethnic  minority  churches  has  become  one  of  the  missional  priorities  of  the 
quadrennium.  You  will  note  that  it  calls  upon  Annual  Conferences  to  evaluate  its 
ministry  in  these  areas,  to  give  priority  in  the  use  of  its  funds  for  this  purpose.  It 
provides  for  a  progress  report  on  the  development  of  this  priority  by  Annual 
Conferences,  and  then  it  provides  for  funding  of  the  emphasis.  This  is  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee  that  it  be  adopted. 

Mr.  Freeman  called  on  Harold  F.  Smith,  Sr.  (Southern  New 
England)  for  the  presentation  of  the  minority  report.  Mr.  Smith 
read  the  minority  report,  which  called  for  the  full  $5  million 
funding  for  the  ethnic  minority  local  churches  missional  priority 
to  come  from  the  World  Service  Fund. 

The  Chair  called  for  discussion  and  perfecting  of  the  majority 
report.  Ernest  W.  Lee  (Southern  New  Jersey)  moved  to  amend 
the  majority  report,  the  first  sentence  of  the  paragraph  dealing 
with  funding  through  a  general  Advance  special,  by  deleting  the 
words  "further"  and  "that  the  General  Conference  affirm,"  so 
that  the  sentence  would  begin,  "We  recommend  a  general 
Advance  special  ..."  Mr.  Clark  accepted  the  amendment  on 
behalf  of  the  committee. 

Richard  W.  Cain  (Southern  California- Arizona)  moved  to 
amend  the  majority  report  by  adding  a  new  paragraph  after  the 
paragraph  which  ends  with  the  words,  "to  the  General  Council  on 
Ministries."  The  new  paragraph  would  read  as  follows:  "That  the 
General  Conference  affirm  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  in 
their  request  to  the  general  program  agencies  to  consider  a 
reordering  of  their  priorities  so  as  to  respond  to  the  $5,000,000 
annual  request  for  the  ethnic  minority  local  church  missional 
priority."  John  H.  Mikkelsen  (Nebraska)  raised  a  point  of  order; 
the  Chair  ruled  that  the  point  of  order  was  not  well  taken.  Mr. 
Cain  spoke  in  behalf  of  his  amendment.  The  amendment  was  put 
to  a  vote  and  defeated. 

Harold  F.  Smith,  Sr.  (Southern  New  England)  moved  the 
substitution  of  the  minority  report  for  the  majority.  Clifford

Droke  (California-Nevada)  asked  for  clarification  as  to  whether 
there  was  any  difference  between  the  minority  and  majority 
reports  other  than  the  source  of  the  $5  milhon  funding.  Mr.  Smith 
replied  that  that  was  the  only  difference.  Mr.  Droke  then  asked 
whether  it  was  appropriate  for  the  Conference  to  take  action 
between  the  majority  and  minority  reports  at  this  time,  in  \iew 
of  the  action  earher  in  the  evening  on  Mr.  King's  motion.  The 
Chair  replied  that  in  either  event,  under  the  Conference  rules, 
the  Conference's  action  would  be  referred  to  the  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration. 

Roy  Barton  (Rio  Grande):  Mr.  Chairman.  I  speak  in  favor  of  the  minority 
report,  and  I  would  Hke  to  make  several  comments  about  this  report.  First  of  all 
let  me  say  that  I  have  been  a  member  of  the  General  Council  of  Ministries  and 
have  also  been  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  so  I  have  been  rather  fully 
aware  of  the  struggle  that  both  the  task  force  and  the  GJeneral  Council  have  gone 
through  to  tr\-  to  arrive  at  some  recommendation.  It  is  also  a  little  difficult  to 
speak  again  about  this  Missional  Priority,  because  I  really  think  everyone  has 
heard  the  storj-. 

If  I  were  to  begin  to  talk  about  the  status  of  the  Ethnic  Minority  Local  Church 
it  would  be  redundant.  It  has  been  on  every  newspaper,  church  newspaper,  in 
mailings  and  in  our  reports.  We  have  heai'd  it  probably  at  District  Council,  we 
have  heard  it  at  legislative  committees;  it  has  been  brought  before  you  here 
already  initially.  So  to  talk  about  the  status  of  the  Ethnic  Minority  Local 
Churches  is  a  little  redundant  now.  I  don't  think  that  I  can  add  any  more  to  what 
has  already  been  said  about  the  needs  and  about  what  is  before  us. 

And  then  there  is  a  certain  degree  of  risk  in  reenforcing  some  possible  images 
and  attitudes  about  where  the  Ethnic  Minority  community  is  within  the  Church 
and  its  ability  to  maintain  itself  and  carry  out  the  mission  of  the  church. 

So  what  I  would  hke  to  do,  I  would  like  to  take  a  little  slice  of  what  I  am  very 
familiar  with,  and  I  really  think  a  lot  of  this  would  shde  over  into  the  other  Ethnic 
Minorities. 

I  am  very  familiar  with  at  least  one  of  them.  I  belong  to  a  Conference  where 
The  United  Methodist  Church  has  invested  over  100  years  of  service.  Many  of  you 
know  the  history  and  have  known  the  conditions  of  that  portion  of  the  Ethnic 
Minority  Local  Church  for  many,  many,  many  years.  I  am  from  the  Southwest, 
the  South  Central  Jurisdiction:  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  people  know 
exactly  what  I  am  talking  about.  And  this  is  very  true  about  the  other  minority 
churches. 

What  I  want  to  say  is  that  for  years  and  years  we  have  been  trying  to  put  our 
thing  together  by  pieces.  We  have  come  to  the  general  agencies,  a  Httle  bit  at  the 
time,  we  have  come  to  divisions,  boards,  committees,  task  forces,  staff  people, 
trying  to  put  it  together.  And  we  have  been  doing  this  a  little  bit  at  the  time.  And 
when  finally  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  gave  us  the  opportunity  to  bring 
the  total  aspect  of  the  church  to  it,  it  raised  a  lot  of  expectations  in  the  midst  of  the 
community.  And  it  is  before  you. 

If  all  of  you  had  been  attending  as  many  consultations  as  we  have  in  the  last  ten 
years,  concerning  where  we  are,  you  would  also  say,  "How  long  do  we  have  to 
keep  doing  this?" 

Finally  the  GCOM  has  been  given  the  authority  to  look  at  missional  issues, 
missional  priorities,  and  here  we  are.  Just  let  me  say  that  I  just  don't  reidly  believe 
that  the  delegates  are  against  the  Missional  Priorities.  It's  how  much  can  we 
really  afford,  and  I  wish  I  had  more  time  to  tell  you  about  what  at  least  one  of 
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these  Annual  Conferences  whose  economic  power  is  way  beyond  all  other  Annual 
Conferences  is  able  to  do  when  it  determines  that  there  are  some  survival  things 
at  stake.  And  I  wish  I  had  some  time  to  tell  you  what  I  am  trying  to  do,  encourage 
you  not  to  be  afraid  of  investing  a  great  deal  of  the  whole  United  Methodist 
Church  in  the  life  of  the  Ethnic  Minority  Local  Church.  It  would  be  far  worth  it. 
Thank  you. 

William  O.  Walker  (Oregon-Idaho)  made  a  statement  asking  for 
help  in  knowing  which  of  the  two  approaches  would  result  in 
raising  the  most  money  for  the  missional  priority. 

Alferd  E.  Wilken  (Iowa)  observed  that  the  minority  report 
related  only  to  the  last  portion  of  the  majority  report,  and  if  Mr. 
Smith's  motion  to  substitute  the  one  report  for  the  other  were 
adopted,  the  other  recommendations  contained  in  the  majority 
report  would  be  lost.  Mr.  Smith  rephed  that  the  intent  of  the 
motion  was  to  substitute  the  minority  report  only  for  the  portion 
of  the  majority  report  beginning  with  the  words,  "We  recom- 
mend a  general  Advance  special  ..." 

Hazel  M.  Decker  (Texas)  spoke  in  support  of  the  minority 
report.  Donald  W.  Durham  (Kentucky)  spoke  against  it. 
Douglas  F.  Verdin  (New  York)  spoke  in  favor  of  it.  Robert 
Courtney  (East  Ohio)  asked  for  clarification  regarding  the 
provisions  of  the  minority  report;  Mr.  Smith  responded.  Mr. 
Courtney  spoke  against  the  minority  report.  Blaine  E.  Taylor 
(Southern  New  England)  spoke  for  it. 

Carroll  H.  Long  (Holston)  asked  a  question  about  the 
percentage  increase  in  the  World  Service  apportionment  which 
would  result  from  each  of  the  reports.  Merrill  Drennan 
(Baltimore)  estimated  that  the  minority  report  would  result  in  a 
twenty  percent  increase.  Mr.  Long  made  a  further  comment. 
Robert  Albrecht  (Northern  Illinois)  attempted  to  move  a 
substitute  for  the  minority  report,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  it  was 
not  a  proper  substitute.  Mr.  Albrecht  made  an  additional 
statement,  which  the  Chair  ruled  was  a  statement  against  the 
minority  report. 

C.  W.  Hancock  (South  Georgia)  asked  whether  there  was  a 
procedure  by  which  the  Conference  could  separate  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  missional  priority  from  the  question  of  funding 
the  priority.  The  Chair  responded.  G.  Eliot  Jones  (Mississippi) 
raised  a  point  of  order,  that  the  Conference  should  not  be 
considering  funding  methods,  but  should  only  refer  these  matters 
to  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Financial  Administration  and 
the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The  Chair  did  not 
sustain  the  point  of  order,  observing  that  it  had  already  been 
stated  that  the  Conference's  action  on  this  report  would  be 
referred  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  Barbara 
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R.  Thompson  (Baltimore)  made  a  statement  supporting  the 
process  being  followed,  by  which  the  referral  would  also  include 
guidance  from  the  Conference  as  to  the  method  of  funding. 

Woodrow  Seals  (Texas)  moved  as  a  substitute  the  following: 
"The  General  Conference  directs  GCOM  to  provide  a  program 
and  special  committee  to  spend  $3  million  in  the  next  quadren- 
nium  for  scholarships  only,  to  be  awarded  to  appropriate 
recipients  of  black,  Hispanic-American,  Asian-American,  and 
Native  American  (sic),  and  to  be  administered  by  GCOM,  and, 
further,  that  this  $3  milUon  be  provided  by  World  Service  and 
none  of  the  $3  milUon  be  used  for  any  administration  costs,  but 
GCOM  will  use  funds  from  their  general  budget  for  the 
administration  of  this  program."  Zan  Holmes,  Jr.  (North  Texas) 
spoke  against  the  substitute  and  in  favor  of  the  minority  report. 
William  B.  Oden  (Oklahoma)  asked  whether  it  would  be  in  order 
to  call  for  the  previous  question  on  all  before  the  Conference;  the 
Chair  replied  that  it  would  not  be  in  order  at  this  time.  Harold 
Smith,  Sr.  (Southern  New  England)  made  a  final  statement  in 
behalf  of  the  minority  position  against  Mr.  Seals'  substitute;  the 
substitute  was  defeated. 

Mr.  Smith  made  a  final  statement  in  support  of  substituting  the 
minority  report  for  the  majority  report.  Mr.  Freem,an  made  the 
final  statement  in  support  of  the  majority  report. 

Mr.  Freeman:  There  is  absolutely  no  question  in  the  mind  of  the  committee  nor 
of  this  conference  about  the  importance  of  this  Missional  Priority.  I  believe  that 
all  of  us  came  here  completely  committed  to  it.  So  that  the  question  is  not  the 
direction  in  which  we  are  going,  it  is  simply  a  matter  of  how  are  we  going  to  get 
there. 

I  think  it  is  important  for  us  to  note  that  the  majority  of  the  legislative 
committee  felt  that  we  ought  to  move  in  the  direction  of  the  majority  report. 
There  were  13  votes  against  that  majority  report;  the  overwhelming  number  was 
in  favor  of  it.  I  think  it  is  important  for  us  at  this  stage  in  the  General  Conference 
not  to  lose  perspective.  We  understand  the  enormous  weight  of  the  world's 
problems,  and  we  understand  that  we  are  not  to  be  concerned  primarily  about 
ourselves  but  we  are  to  look  at  the  needs  of  people  everywhere  around  the  world. 

It  does  seem  that  we  need  to  shore  up  some  of  the  weak  places  in  our  Church. 
We  do  need  to  throw  the  resources  of  the  entire  denomination  into  those  areas 
where  there  is  the  great  need.  But  let's  remember  that  our  e.xistence  is  not  simply 
to  build  up  ourselves  but  to  become  the  channel  through  which  the  grace  and  the 
power  of  God  can  move  in  blessing  to  the  entire  world.  The  majority  felt  that  this 
was  very  important  and  we  felt  that  we  needed  the  two  prong  approach  to 
providing  funding  for  it.  We  see  the  importance  of  getting  an  item  in  World 
Service  and  $2  million  is  placed  there,  but  we  also  know  the  tremendous  appeal 
which  can  be  generated  in  the  Advance  special,  and  so  we  wanted  to  make  an 
appeal  to  the  entire  Church  for  first  mile  giving  and  for  second  mile  giving.  I  hope 
that  you  will  defeat  the  minority  report  and  support  the  committee  in  the 
majority  recommendation  which  is  before  us. 

The  motion  to  substitute  the  minority  report  for  the  majority 
report  was  defeated. 
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The  majority  report,  Calendar  No.  344,  was  adopted  (see  page 
1801).  In  response  to  a  question  from  Mr.  Freeman,  the  Chair 
indicated  that  the  report  would  be  referred  without  motion  to  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 

Report  No.  21,  Calendar  No.  343  (see  page  1801) 

Mr.  Freeman  stated  that  the  report  dealt  with  the  missional 
priority  on  world  hunger  and  asked  Roy  C.  Clark  (Tennessee)  to 
present  it.  Mr.  Clark  indicated  editorial  corrections  which 
needed  to  be  made  in  the  printed  report.  Alva  H.  Clark 
(Nebraska)  moved  to  amend  the  report,  section  a),  the  first 
sentence,  so  that  the  sentence  would  read,  "Recommend 
approval  of  a  minimum  of  $5  milUon  additional  money  annually  for 
the  alleviation  of  world  hunger,  and  that  this  amount  of  $5  miUion 
be  funded  through  an  apportioned  benevolence."  He  spoke  in 
support  of  the  amendment.  A.  Jason  Shirah  (South  Georgia) 
spoke  against  it.  Paul  M.  Minus  (West  Ohio)  spoke  for  it.  Melvin 
M.  Finkbeiner  (Pacific  Northwest)  spoke  in  opposition  to  it.  Mr. 
Clark  made  a  final  statement  in  behalf  of  the  committee  report. 
The  Assistant  Secretary  read  Mr.  Clark's  amendment,  and  it 
was  defeated. 

S.  Clifton  Ives  (Maine)  moved  to  amend  the  report,  section  a), 
the  first  sentence,  by  substituting  the  following  for  the  material 
in  the  parentheses:  "(that  $2  million  be  funded  through  the  World 
Service  apportionment  and  that  a  minimum  of  $3.5  milUon  from 
Advance  specials,  the  latter  being  developed  in  a  broad 
category.)"  The  Chair  indicated  that  the  amendment  failed  for 
lack  of  a  second. 

D.  W.  Brooks  (North  Georgia)  spoke  in  support  of  the 
committee  report.  John  R.  Van  Sickle  (Northern  IlUnois)  asked  a 
question  for  clarification;  Mr.  Clark  responded. 

J.  Irwin  Trotter  (Southern  California- Arizona)  moved  to 
amend  the  report,  the  material  in  parentheses  in  the  first 
sentence  of  section  a),  to  read  as  follows:  "(all  of  the  money  to  be 
raised  through  Advance  specials.)"  He  spoke  in  support  of  his 
amendment.  Charles  Purdham  (Minnesota)  spoke  against  it. 
Terry  C.  Thomason  (Southern  New  England)  made  a  statement 
urging  that,  in  responding  to  new  priorities,  the  Conference  cut 
back  some  of  its  support  for  other  causes.  The  Chair  stated  that 
his  speech  would  be  recorded  as  one  in  support  of  the 
amendment.  William  P.  Appelgate  (Iowa)  spoke  in  opposition  to 
the  amendment.  Douglas  F.  Verdin  (New  York)  spoke  for  it. 
Elizabeth  S.  Brogdon  (Southern  New  Jersey)  moved  to  amend 
the  amendment  to  read  as  follows:  "That  a  general  Advance 
special  of  $5  million  for  the  world  hunger  priority  be  approved,

with  the  understanding  that  administrative  and  promotional 
costs  of  the  hunger  program  will  be  borne  by  the  agencies 
charged  with  the  responsibihty  for  this  program."  Mr.  Trotter 
accepted  the  amendment.  W.  David  Stedman  (Western  North 
Carolina)  spoke  against  the  amendment. 

Paul  Hardin  (Northern  New  Jersey)  moved  the  previous 
question  on  the  amendment.  The  previous  question  motion  was 
adopted.  Mr.  Clark  asked  Ruth  Daugherty  (Eastern  Pennsyl- 
vania) to  make  a  final  statement  in  behalf  of  the  committee 
position. 

Mrs.  Daugherty:  We  have  been  hearing  about  the  best  stewardship  of  ovir 
resources.  It  was  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  that  this  proposal  before  you,  the 
majority  report  of  the  Committee,  does  represent  the  best  stewardship  of  our 
resources.  The  proposal  for  Advance  Special  means  that  no  funds  can  come  from 
that  money  for  administrative  costs.  It  was  amended,  I  believe,  or  accepted  that 
administrative  costs  come  from  the  program  boards.  I  was  a  part  of  the  hearing 
team  for  some  of  those  program  boards  in  the  finances — for  the  budget  for  this 
next  quadrennium  and  I  know  that  those  budgets  are  bare  bones  and  don't  even 
cover  the  inflationary  rate.  So  to  vote  this  means  that  we  are  asking  those  boards 
to  cut  further  the  programs  which  they  have  to  take  out  administrative  costs  for 
these  funds.  I  support  the  majority  report  of  the  committee  because  I  believe  this 
is  the  best  stewardship  and,  because  in  the  total  interest  of  our  whole  Church  in 
the  program  which  our  program  boards  and  agencies  are  responsible  for  under 
the  Discipline,  this  is  the  best  plan  in  a  two-pronged  approach. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  read  Mr.  Trotter's  amendment,  and  it 
was  defeated. 

Jerry  G.  Bray,  Jr.  (Virginia)  stated  as  a  matter  of  privilege 
that  Mr.  Ives'  amendment,  which  the  Chair  had  ruled  to  have 
failed  for  lack  of  a  second,  had  in  fact  been  seconded.  At  the 
Chair's  request,  S.  Clifton  Ives  (Maine)  stated  his  amendment 
again  (see  above,  page  385)  and  spoke  in  support  of  it.  Mr.  Clark 
spoke  in  favor  of  the  committee  report.  Mr.  Ives'  amendment  was 
defeated. 

C.  P.  Minnick  (Virginia)  moved  to  amend  the  report,  section 
c),  so  that  the  distribution  of  receipts  would  be  80%  for  the  Board 
of  Global  Ministries,  8%  for  the  Board  of  Discipleship,  8%  for  the 
Board  of  Church  and  Society,  and  4%  for  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  and  Ministry.  Mr.  Minnick  spoke  in  support  of  his 
amendment.  Charles  Stewart  (Florida)  spoke  against  it.  K.  June 
Goldman  (Iowa)  moved  an  amendment  to  Mr.  Minnick's 
amendment,  that  the  first  year  of  the  program  the  percentages 
be  as  stated  in  the  committee  report,  and  that  each  succeeding 
year  the  amounts  distributed  to  the  Boards  of  Discipleship  and 
Church  and  Society  be  reduced  2%  and  that  distributed  to  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Ministry  be  reduced  1%,  with 
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these  deductions  to  be  added  to  the  share  distributed  to  the 
Board  of  Global  Ministries. 

Gloster  B.  Current  (New  York)  moved  that  the  Conference 
recess  for  ten  minutes,  but  the  motion  was  defeated.  Heinz  P. 
Fischer  (South  Germany)  moved  suspension  of  the  rules  in  order 
to  be  able  to  move  the  previous  question  on  all  before  the 
Conference.  The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  adopted.  Mr. 
Fischer  moved  the  previous  question,  and  the  motion  was 
adopted.  Franklin  Blackstone,  Jr.  (Western  Pennsylvania)  stated 
that  he  wished  to  ask  a  question  on  the  report;  the  Chair 
suggested  that  he  wait  until  later. 

Mr.  Clark  made  a  final  statement  on  behalf  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Clark:  I  would  like  to  say  as  you  look  at  this,  I  would  like  to  remind  you  of 
one  or  two  things  and  then  make  a  statement  about  the  basic  principle  involved. 
First  of  all,  I  want  you  to  be  very  aware  of  the  statement  at  the  top  of  the  second 
column  of  this  particular  resolution.  It  says  that  this  is  to  be  reviewed  annually  by 
the  recipient  agency,  which  is  the  GCOM,  in  consultation  with  the  Coordinating 
Committee  on  Hunger  and  the  Advance  Committee. 

The  purpose  of  that  is  so  that  in  the  case  of  real  need  for  hunger  that  should  be 
met  or  other  emergency  need,  these  percentages  can  be  adjusted.  There  is  built 
into  the  proposal  a  means  of  responding  to  needs  which  may  demand  a  different 
percentage  break-up  than  the  one  which  you  see  initially  before  you  at  this  time. 
Secondly,  you  ought  to  be  aware  that  this  particular  division  of  funds  has  been 
agreed  upon  by  an  inter-agency  task  force;  it  has  been  negotiated  in  terms  of  the 
anticipated  contributions  of  each  of  these  areas;  and  is  presented  after  having 
been  very  carefully  worked  out. 

Now,  the  third  thing  I  want  to  say  to  you  is  this.  I  understand,  as  a  local  pastor, 
quite  clearly  that  what  the  people  in  the  local  church  want  to  give  to,  is  directly  to 
feed  someone.  But  I  submit  to  you  that  we  are  increasingly  learning  that  there 
simply  are  not  resources  to  continue  simply  feeding  people  unless  we  get  to  the 
systemic  causes  of  hunger  and  do  something  about  them. 

There  must  be  a  holistic  approach.  And  I  know  it  will  be  much  easier  to  go  back 
home  and  tell  stories  about  hungry  people  and  raise  money.  You  have  more  of  an 
educational  and  interpretive  and,  I  think,  a  more  constructive  task  to  do  to  go 
back  and  interpret  and  approach  the  hunger  which  attempts  to  deal  with  it  in  all  of 
its  facets.  And  I  hope  you  wDl  support  the  report  of  the  committee. 

Mrs.  Goldman  asked  to  withdraw  her  amendment,  and  it  was 
withdrawn.  Mr.  Blackstone  asked  a  question  regarding  the 
proposed  allocation  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and 
Ministry;  Mr.  Clark  responded.  Mr.  Minnick's  amendment  was 
put  to  a  vote  and  defeated. 

Report  No.  21  was  put  to  a  vote  and  adopted  (see  page  1801). 

Report  No.  23,  Calendar  No.  346 

Mr.  Freeman  stated  that  the  report  dealt  with  a  petition  on  the 
subject  of  world  hunger  and  asked  that  it  be  editorially  amended 
to  include  reference  to  Calendar  No.  343.  William  S.  Evans,  II 
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(Memphis)  attempted  to  offer  an  amendment,  but  the  Chair  ruled 
that  it  was  not  in  order.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1803). 

Report  No.  25,  Calendar  No.  348 

Mr.  Freeman  asked  that  this  report  also  be  editorially 
amended  by  inclusion  of  a  reference  to  Calendar  No.  343.  The 
report  was  adopted  (see  page  1803). 

Report  No.  24,  Calendar  No.  347 

Mr.  Freeman  read  the  report,  a  resolution  recommending 
certain  actions  to  Church  World  Service.  The  report  was  adopted 
(see  page  1803). 

Report  No.  26,  Calendar  No.  349 

Mr.  Freeman  explained  that  the  report  dealt  with  the  third 
missional  priority  being  recommended  by  the  legislative  commit- 
tee and  asked  Roy  C.  Clark  (Tennessee)  to  lead  in  its 
presentation.  Mr.  Clark  stated  that  it  was  the  report  deaUng 
with  the  missional  priority  on  evangelism;  he  presented  an 
editorial  change  which  needed  to  be  made  in  the  report  as 
printed. 

Franklin  Blackstone,  Jr.  (Western  Pennsylvania)  asked 
whether  there  was  any  provision  for  funding  this  priority.  Mr. 
Clark  replied  that  it  would  be  funded  through  the  normal 
channels  of  the  Board  of  Discipleship.  Mr.  Blackstone  moved  to 
amend  the  report  by  inserting  a  paragraph  to  read,  "And  that  a 
general  Advance  special  therefor  be  estabUshed."  He  spoke  in 
support  of  his  amendment.  Kathy  LaPoint  (CaUfornia-Nevada) 
spoke  against  it.  Edward  L.  Duncan  (Detroit)  spoke  for  the 
amendment. 

Emerson  S.  Colaw  (West  Ohio)  moved  to  amend  the  amend- 
ment by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  eighth  paragraph  of  the 
proposed  resolution,  the  following  words:  "that  additional 
funding  of  $250,000  annually  be  provided  to  make  evangehsm  a 
genuine  priority."  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment  and 
indicated  that  if  adopted  it  should  be  referred  to  the  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  for  implementation.  Alva  H.  Clark 
(Nebraska)  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  amendment.  William  B. 
Grove  (Western  Pennsylvania)  spoke  in  favor  of  it.  Martha  E. 
Loyd  (West  Virginia)  opposed  it.  Roy  E.  Blessing  (West 
Virginia)  spoke  in  support  of  it.  Thomas  L.  Cromwell  (East  Ohio) 
spoke  for  it. 

John  P.  Miles  (Little  Rock)  moved  the  previous  question  on  all 
before  the  Conference.  The  previous  question  motion  was 
adopted.  In  his  final  statement  for  the  committee,  Mr.  Clark  said 
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that  the  question  of  funding  had  not  been  before  the  legislative 
committee,  and  that  therefore  he  would  not  speak  for  or  against 
the  amendments.  Allan  Zagray  (East  Ohio)  raised  a  parUamen- 
tary  inquiry,  and  the  Chair  agreed  that  Mr.  Colaw's  motion  was 
in  effect  a  substitute  for  Mr.  Blackstone's.  Mr.  Colaw's 
substitute  was  adopted,  thereby  replacing  Mr.  Blackstone's 
amendment.  The  amendment  as  substituted  was  adopted,  and 
the  report  as  amended  was  adopted  (see  page  1804). 

Committee  on  Discipleship,  Report  No.  1,  Calendar  No.  130 

Mr.  Freeman  stated  that  the  Legislative  Committee  on 
Discipleship  had  some  reports  related  to  the  missional  priority  on 
evangelism,  and  asked  that  they  be  introduced  at  this  time. 
Wesley  Bailey  (Western  North  Carolina),  chairman  of  the 
legislative  committee,  presented  the  report,  indicating  that  it 
was  supportive  of  the  missional  priority  on  evangeUsm.

Mr.  Bailey  presented  the  report,  dealing  with  Recommenda- 
tion #4  of  the  Membership  Trends  study,  and  it  was  approved

Mr.  Bailey  explained  that  the  report  dealt  with  Recommenda- 
tion #5  of  the  Membership  Trends  study.  P.  Boyd  Mather 
(Iowa)  asked  a  question  regarding  the  scheduhng  of  reports 
deahng  with  voting  rights  for  the  Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary 
Conference;  Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South  Indiana),  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Calendar,  replied.  Report  No.  8  was  adopted  (see 
pages  1349,  2071). 

Committee    on    Council    on    Ministries,    Report    No.    11, 

Calendar  No.  320 

G.  Ross  Freeman  (South  Georgia),  chairman  of  the  legislative 
committee,  explained  that  the  report  dealt  with  the  establish- 
ment of  a  quadrennial  theme,  the  relationship  of  the  missional 
priorities  to  the  theme,  and  the  task  force  which  would  oversee 
the  theme.  Wayne  E.  Shoemaker  (Iowa)  moved  to  amend  the 
report  by  inserting  the  following  new  sentence  just  prior  to  the 
last  paragraph:  "Funds  received  from  world  hunger  and  evange- 
lism priorities  shall  not  be  used  to  provide  support  for  present 
staff  members  of  the  recipient  boards  and  agencies,  and  no  staff 
members  to  promote  these  causes  shall  be  employed  without  the 
approval  of  the  General  Council  on  Ministries."  He  spoke  in 
support  of  his  amendment,  and  it  was  adopted. 

Elaine  J.  Woodworth  (Pacific  Northwest)  moved  to  amend  the 
report  as  follows:  by  deleting  the  first  eight  paragraphs;  by 
deleting  from  the  ninth  paragraph  the  words,  "vital  concerns 
enumerated  in  Committed  to  Christ-Called  to  Change  be 
enabhng  guidelines  for  fulfillment  of  the  theme  and  with"  and  "so 
that  these  issues  together";  and  by  substituting  "these  priorities" 
for  "the  theme"  in  the  last  paragraph. 

Ms.  Woodworth:  I'd  like  to  speak  to  it.  I  know  this  isn't  a  very  controversial 
proposal  in  a  lot  of  ways,  but  I  feel  called  to  make  the  amendment.  Some  of  you 
have  read  my  feelings  about  this  document  as  printed  in  the  Young  Adult  Caucus 
newsletter.  Combining  two  sorry  pieces  of  proposed  kind  of  programming 
emphasis  doesn't  really  make  the  union  any  better  than  either  of  the  original  two. 

Before  I  go  on,  I  want  to  make  three  basic  amendments,  just  so  that  there's 
clarity  about  where  I  stand.  I  love  the  Church  and  I  want  it  to  be  strong.  I  know 
that  there  are  brilliant  inspirational  leaders  in  the  Church  and  I  take  stewardship 
seriously.  Because  of  these  things,  however,  and  because  the  Church  exists  in  an 
agonizing  world,  we  need  to  hear  a  strong  voice  to  lead  us  in  program 
development.  I  cannot  vote  for  this  document.  It  is  tranquilizing  in  nature, 
simplistic  in  content,  and  disintegrated  in  organization. 
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The  document  calls  us  back  to  where  we've  already  been  when  what  we  need  is 
progressive  leadership.  While  we've  been  here  this  week  we've  heard  some 
dynamic  speakers— Bishop  Thomas,  Bishop  Armstrong,  Dr.  Olds,  and  Bishop 
Choy  this  morning,  among  them.  These  men  have  led  us  to  see  new  directions  for 
our  ministry.  It's  good  to  get  this  kind  of  inspu-ation.  If  we  as  a  General 
Conference  can't  grasp  ahold  of  the  hard  realities  we  face,  we  ought  to  be 
ashamed,  but,  in  any  case,  we  ought  to  justify  expending  the  Church's  money  to 
print  resources  until  we  have  a  document  of  quality  to  present  to  the  Church  and 
to  the  world.  The  three  priorities  we've  just  voted  speak  clearly  and  boldly  to 
these  issues.  I  urge  concurrence  with  this  amendment — that  we  let  the  Missional 
Priorities  stand  on  their  own  sufficient  merit. 

William  C.  Vaughan  (Virginia)  spoke  against  the  amendment. 
Richard  0.  Truitt  (Wisconsin)  spoke  for  it.  John  N.  Grenfell 
(Detroit)  spoke  in  opposition  to  it.  The  amendment  was  defeated. 
Report  No.  11  was  adopted  as  amended  (see  page  1778). 

Committee  on  Conferences,  Report  No.  67,  Calendar  No. 
153 

C.  R.  Hager,  Committee  on  Calendar,  called  for  reports  from 
the  Legislative  Committee  on  Conferences.  Bruce  Blake  (Kansas 
West),  chairman  of  the  committee,  made  a  brief  statement  of 
introduction  to  the  reports,  which  dealt  with  the  subject  of  voting 
rights  for  three  missionary  conferences,  and  called  on  Kenneth 
Hulit  (East  Ohio)  for  presentation  of  the  reports. 

Mr.  Hulit  explained  that  the  report  grew  out  of  the  desire  to 
extend  General  Conference  voting  rights  to  members  of  the 
Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary  Conference.  Inasmuch  as  this  was  a 
matter  requiring  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  the  report 
consisted  of  three  such  amendments,  to  Pars.  12,  22,  and  53. 

John  E.  Stumbo  (Kansas  East)  spoke  in  support  of  the  report. 
Alferd  E.  Wilken  (Iowa)  suggested  that  there  was  a  misprint  in 
one  of  the  paragraph  numbers  in  the  printed  report.  Leonard 
Slutz  (West  Ohio)  stated  that  the  paragraphs  cited  in  the  report 
were  paragraphs  which  needed  to  be  amended  as  provided  in  the 
report.  The  Chair  clarified  that  the  report  was  to  amend  Pars.  12, 
22,  and  53  of  the  Constitution.  The  report  was  adopted,  and  the 
Chair  stated  that  the  vote  in  favor  was  "virtually  unanimous," 
exceeding  the  two-thirds  vote  required  for  constitutional  amend- 
ments (see  page  1301). 

Time  Extended 

The  Chair  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  time  set  for 
adjournment  was  at  hand.  Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South  Indiana) 
moved  to  extend  the  time  to  hear  the  remainder  in  a  series  of 
reports  needed  to  complete  the  action  just  begun.  The  motion 
was  adopted. 
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Committee  on  Conferences,  Report  No.  77,  Calendar  No. 
332 

Mr.  Hulit  explained  that  because  there  were  no  ministerial 
members  of  either  the  Alaska  or  Red  Bird  Missionary  Confer- 
ences, a  series  of  legislative  and  constitutional  changes  needed  to 
be  made  to  make  possible  the  election  of  ministerial  members  to 
General  and  Jurisdictional  Conferences.  Ben  F.  Jordan  (North 
Arkansas)  asked  a  question  for  clarification;  Mr.  Hulit  re- 
sponded. Carroll  H.  Long  (Holston)  asked  for  information  as  to 
how  many  ministers  and  how  many  lay  persons  were  in  each  of 
the  missionary  conferences.  Mr.  Hulit  replied  that  there  were  no 
ministerial  members  in  either  Alaska  or  Red  Bird  Missionary 
Conference.  Thomas  Roughface,  Sr.  (Oklahoma  Indian  Mission- 
ary) reported  that  there  were  65  ministers  and  120  churches  in 
his  conference.  John  W.  Bischoff  (Red  Bird  Missionary)  stated 
that  there  were  16  pastors  and  26  churches  in  that  conference. 
The  report  was  adopted,  and  the  Chair  stated  that  it  was  by 
unanimous  vote  (see  page  1306).

Mr.  Blake  expressed  appreciation  to  the  representatives  of  the 
three  missionary  conferences  who  had  worked  with  the  Commit- 
tee on  Conferences  in  preparing  these  reports.

Houston  presented  retired  and  retiring  members  of  the  Judicial 
Council  who  were  present:  Vincent  P.  Clarke,  A.  Wesley  Pugh, 
Murray  H.  Leiffer,  Theodore  M.  Berry,  Kathryn  Mowrey  Grove, 
and  /.  Lynd  Esch. 

Ms.  Mabee  asked  that  Hoover  Rupert,  a  member  of  the  Judicial 
Council,  be  recognized  for  a  matter  of  privilege.  Mr.  Rupert 
expressed  appreciation  on  behalf  of  members  of  the  Judicial 
Council  to  the  four  persons  who  were  retiring  from  the  Council  at 
the  end  of  this  General  Conference  session,  Mr.  Berry,  Ms. 
Grove,  Mr.  Esch,  and  Mr.  Houston,  the  president  of  the  Council 
during  the  past  quadrennium. 
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Matters  of  Privilege 

J.  Kenneth  Forbes  (South  Indiana),  speaking  on  behalf  of  the 
conferences  of  the  Indiana  Area,  expressed  a  word  of  welcome 
for  the  1980  General  Conference,  to  be  held  in  Indianapolis,  and 
noted  that  the  area  delegations  had  had  souvenir  pens  placed  on 
delegates'  desks  as  a  reminder  of  the  plans  for  that  Conference. 

The  Chair  requested  that  as  many  matters  of  privilege  as 
possible  be  processed  through  the  Committee  on  Courtesies  and 
Privileges.  Dight  W.  Crain  (Southern  New  England)  called 
attention  to  Report  No.  4  of  the  Committee  on  Courtesies  and 
Privileges,  deaUng  with  the  retirement  of  Emory  Stevens  Bucke; 
the  Chair  stated  that  there  would  be  a  special  time  of  recognition 
for  Mr.  Bucke  at  a  later  session  of  the  Conference. 

As  a  matter  of  privilege,  Alfred  B.  Bonds  (East  Ohio) 
expressed  gratitude  to  Bishop  W.  McFerrin  Stowe  "for  the 
insightful,  moving  expression  which  he  gave  to  the  relationship 
between  vital  piety  and  knowledge  in  his  presentation  this 
morning." 


Committee  on  Calendar 

Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South  Indiana),  chairman  of  the  committee, 
made  remarks  regarding  the  remaining  time  available  to  the 
Conference  and  its  progress  in  considering  calendar  items.  He 
asked  delegates  to  indicate  by  a  show  of  hands  whether  they 
could  remain  for  a  Saturday  morning  session,  if  such  a  session 
were  held.  On  the  basis  of  the  response,  he  stated  that  the 
Conference  should  plan  to  complete  its  business  at  the  Friday 
evening  session.  He  cautioned  that  his  statement  was  not  to  be 
understood  as  a  formal  action  setting  the  time  of  final  adjourn- 
ment. He  moved  that  for  the  remaining  three  days  of  the 
Conference,  2  p.m.  be  set  as  the  hour  for  convening  the  afternoon 
session,  and  the  motion  was  adopted. 

Jimmy  Sowder  (Florida)  asked  a  question  about  the  possibihty 
of  a  quorum  for  a  Saturday  morning  session;  the  Chair 
responded.  Richard  W.  Harrington  (Western  New  York)  moved 
that  the  Conference  request  the  Commission  on  the  General 
Conference  to  announce  beforehand  the  adjournment  time  for  the 
1980  General  Conference,  and  that  the  Conference  then  work 
toward  that  time  and  keep  faith  with  it.  The  motion  was  adopted, 
and  the  Chair  stated  that  the  action  would  be  referred. 

Mr.  Hodapp  called  on  Jeanie  Stoppel  (Oregon-Idaho),  secre- 
tary of  the  Committee  on  Calendar,  to  give  leadership  in  the 
presentation  of  committee  reports. 
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Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry,  Report  No. 
116,  Calendar  Nos.  494,  495  (see  pages  1489,  1915,  1934) 

Ms.  Stoppel  called  on  Thomas  A.  Langford  (Western  North 
Carolina),  chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Higher 
Education  and  Ministry,  for  reports  from  that  committee.  Dr. 
Langford  explained  the  format  in  which  the  report  was  printed, 
noting  that  deletions  and  additions  were  with  reference  to  the 
report  of  the  Bishop  and  District  Superintendent  Study  Commis- 
sion as  printed  in  an  advance  edition  of  the  Daily  Christian 
Advocate.  He  pointed  out  editorial  corrections  which  needed  to 
be  made  in  the  printed  report  of  the  legislative  committee,  and 
stated  also  that  Par.  398.1  of  the  1972  Book  of  Discipline  should 
be  inserted  immediately  following  Par.  510  of  the  legislative 
committee  report.  He  called  on  Merlyn  W.  Northfelt  (Northern 
Illinois),  chairman  of  the  study  commission,  for  a  statement. 

Mr.  Northfelt:  Bishop  Alton  and  members  of  the  General  Conference,  it's  my 
privilege  now  to  remind  you  that  one  week  ago  today  we  gave  you  the  background 
of  our  report.  We  do  not  intend  to  repeat  that. 

But  today,  very  briefly,  as  we  prepare  for  the  debate  which  is  to  come  on  the 
issue  of  life  or  term  episcopacy,  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
specifics  of  the  commission's  report  are  based  on  the  assumption  by  the 
commission  that  the  office  of  the  bishop  needs  both  to  be  strengthened  and  held 
accountable  by  the  Church  by  realistic  support  and  accountability  structures. 

You  will  not  find  in  the  commission's  report  any  legislation  regarding  the  life 
issue,  because  it  is  already  in  the  Constitution,  and  we  began  with  the  assumption 
that  it  should  be  continued.  But  we  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  an 
open  election  process  called  for  in  our  report  is  intended  to  provide  an  opportunity 
to  measure  potential  candidates  for  election  to  the  office  of  bishop  by  the 
guidelines  we  have  proposed  for  leadership  in  our  times. 

Popularity  and  geographical  origin  are  not  adequate  reasons  for  electing 
anyone.  But  style  of  leadership,  theological  competence,  commitment  to  Christ, 
and  integrity  are  important,  yes,  even  vital.  Further,  we  wish  to  affirm  and 
reinforce  the  office  of  the  bishop  as  a  general  superintendent.  And  we  say  to  them 
that  they  are  members  of  a  corporate  body,  namely  the  Council  of  Bishops. 

In  that  body  they  must  hold  one  another  accountable  for  their  episcopal 
leadership.  They  are  not  individuals  free  to  do  as  they  please  about  whatever  they 
please  without  recognizing  that  they  have  corporate  responsibility  to  and  for  their 
colleagues. 

We  as  a  commission  felt  it  important  also  to  reaffirm  the  unique  system  of 
appointment-making  in  American  Methodism,  and  hence  have  inserted  quite  a 
lengthy  part  to  our  report  in  that  regard.  For  among  other  things  it  is  our  belief 
that  ethnic  minorities,  and  of  women  particularly,  have  a  greater  possibility  for 
appointment  in  our  system  than  in  any  other  system.  We  believe  also  it  is  the 
authority  of  the  office  of  bishop  that  clearly  guarantees  that  right.  We  believe 
that  term  episcopacy  would  weaken  the  appointive  system,  and  hence  another 
reason  for  our  basic  assumption  for  life  tenure. 

Finally,  we  have  taken  another  step  toward  general  superintendency  and  away 
from  parochialism  by  a  new  system  of  appointing  bishops  across  jurisdictional 
Unes.  Our  report  thus  may  be  seen  both  as  a  message  to  the  bishops  and  to  the 
Church,  for  it  is  our  firm  conclusion  that  the  time  has  come  to  reaffirm  the  need 
for  a  strong,  prophetic  office  of  bishop  to  be  filled  by  persons  who  see  themselves 
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as  servants  of  Christ  and  His  Church  and  will  make  themselves  accountable  to  one 
another,  to  their  constituents,  and  to  the  church  at  large. 

The  commission  is  pleased  with  the  high  level  of  debate  that  has  taken  place  in 
the  commission  itself,  in  the  sub-committee  of  the  Legislative  Committee  on  the 
Ministry,  and  in  the  whole  legislative  committee.  And  now  we  are  pleased  at  the 
prospect  of  a  candid,  open,  and  rational  debate  in  this  General  Conference  on  an 
issue  that  we  feel  to  be  of  extreme  importance,  and  we  ask  that  you  will  support 
the  study  committee  working  through  this  quadrennium  in  its  entire  report. 
Thank  you. 

Richard  E.  Hamilton  (South  Indiana)  moved  to  amend  the 
report  by  including  in  it  amendments  to  the  Constitution, 
Division  Three,  Pars.  50-59,  as  proposed  in  the  study  commission 
"Minority  Report  to  the  General  Conference  Concerning  Term 
Episcopacy,"  a  report  which  had  been  distributed  in  an  advance 
edition  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate.  He  noted  that  the 
amendment  was,  in  effect,  a  minority  report  of  the  legislative 
committee  to  Report  No.  116  as  found  in  Calendar  No.  495. 

Mr.  Hamilton:  The  individuals  for  whom  I  speak  at  this  moment  bring  before 
you  the  critical  amendment  to  the  report  of  the  Commission  to  Study  the 
Episcopacy  and  the  District  Superintendency,  having  to  do  of  course  with  term 
episcopacy.  I  want  to  say  that  last  night  the  action  of  this  body  and  the  discussion 
in  terms  of  missional  and  programmatic  material  was  a  very  positive  and 
constructive  session.  We  see  this  morning  as  an  extension  of  that  kind  of  approach 
to  the  work  of  the  Church,  now  addressing  the  question  of  leadership  style  and 
philosophy.  It's  the  belief  of  the  24  members  of  the  legislative  committee  (a 
number  which  does  not  appear  in  the  report  of  action  because  it  was  taken  on  a 
preliminary  motion  in  the  legislative  committee,  but  24  members  of  that 
committee  voted  for  the  amendment  which  is  now  being  presented  to  you) — the 
belief  of  these  people,  and  I  am  sure  of  many  others,  is  that  we  desire  also  to  make 
the  leadership  style  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  consistent  at  the  highest 
level  of  the  Church  with  that  which  prevails  throughout.  We  appreciate  very 
much  a  great  deal  of  the  content  of  the  work  of  this  study  commission  and  affirm 
most  of  it. 

We  bring  this  specific  amendment.  I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
we  have  already  dealt  in  this  body  with  statements  about  the  general  ministry  of 
all  Christian  believers.  We  have  been  studying  this  week  the  way  in  which  the 
ordained  ministry  rises  out  of  that  and  is  supported  by  that  in  the  body  of  the 
Church  and  that  from  the  ordained  ministry,  there  are  selected  general  and 
district  superintendents. 

Report  of  the  study  commission  affirms  the  essential  unity  of  those  offices.  The 
two  are  distinctly  related,  and  it  is  the  position  of  those  for  whom  I  speak  just  now 
that  we  should  make  consistent  across  the  life  of  the  Church  the  pattern  of 
leadership  which  rises  from  the  body  of  believers,  assumes  functions  of  leadership 
for  a  time,  and  then  moves  to  other  positions  of  leadership  and  input. 

I  want  to  urge  your  free  and  careful  consideration  of  this  proposal  to  extend 
that  principle  of  leadership  which  moves  throughout  the  life  of  the  Church,  except 
at  the  point  of  episcopal  leadership.  We  do  not  believe  that  any  term  episcopacy 
would  be  in  violation  of  any  principle.  We  believe  it  is  consistent  with  the 
missional  tradition  out  of  which  our  several  predecessor  denominations  came  and 
The  United  Methodist  Church  in  which  it  stands  in  which  the  style  and  form  of 
leadership  varies  with  mission  and  time  and  setting.  Now  this  principle  is 
supported  by  a  great  many  people  throughout  The  United  Methodist  Church. 
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The  General  Conference  of  1972  commissioned  this  group  to  study  the 
episcopacy  with  specific  reference  to  tenure.  That  body  was  not  to  begin  with  an 
assumption  about  tenure.  Its  report  includes  a  report  to  you  about  a  survey  taken 
in  which  a  majority  of  pastors  and  laity  across  the  church  supported  the  principle 
of  a  limited  term  episcopacy.  I  direct  you  to  that  as  a  part  of  the  report  of  the 
commission  itself. 

We  do  not  believe  that  this  consideration  nor  certainly  do  we  believe  that  the 
action  here  being  proposed  is  a  thing  to  be  feared.  It  has  been  under  consideration 
for  a  long  time.  It  has  been  brought  into  open  and  broad  discussion  by  the 
commission's  work  itself. 

It  is  an  action  which  would  not  take  effect  until  1980  and  would  not  affect  any 
present  residents  in  the  episcopal  office.  I  would  remind  you  that  the  nature  of  the 
episcopacy  takes  various  forms  in  terms  of  tenure,  in  various  parts  of  our 
tradition,  and  in  Central  Conferences  and  elsewhere,  it  is  already  in  effect. 

I  think  the  question  that's  asked  most  which  seems  to  stop  discussion  of  this  in 
minds  of  many,  is  the  question  what  would  you  do  when  a  bishop's  term  has  come 
to  a  conclusion.  Now  I  pause  there  to  let  you  think  about  that  question  rather  than 
just  shut  off  debate  with  the  question.  What  is  it  in  that  question  which  seems  to 
dictate  an  automatic  response  on  many  people.  Is  it  that  the  persons  who  occupy 
the  office  of  the  episcopacy  have  changed  to  such  a  degree  that  their  leadership 
and  recognized  abilities  could  not  be  well  invested  in  the  Church  in  other  places? 

The  leadership  style  for  which  we  are  contending  is  that  which  rises  from  the 
body,  which  assumes  a  specific  and  highly  strategic,  very  important  office  of 
leadership  in  the  Church  for  a  time,  and  then  retunis  to  other  places  of  leadership 
in  the  Church.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  so-called  problem  of  re-entry  is  impossible 
at  all.  It  is  faced  every  year  in  every  conference  with  the  return  of  district 
superintendents.  It  could  be  faced  in  the  general  Church  with  the  return  of 
general  superintendents. 

There  has  been  consensus  on  this  in  the  discussion.  We're  talking  about  the 
style  and  nature  of  leadership  in  the  church.  We  contend  for  flexibihty.  We 
contend  for  freedom  in  that  office.  We  do  not  believe  that  either  spiritual 
leadership  or  prophetic  vigor  and  courage  are  guaranteed  by  a  specific  style  of 
episcopacy.  We  beUeve  those  characteristics  are  found  just  as  widely  outside  the 
episcopal  office  as  within  it,  and  we  contend  they  need  not  stand  together. 

We  see  this  not  as  a  step  back  from  a  form  of  leadership  which  has  served 
United  Methodist  churches  very  well.  We  see  it  as  a  step  forward.  We  see  it  as  an 
affirmation  of  the  direction  in  which  we  as  a  people  in  our  time  are  moving,  and  in 
which  the  church  can  move.  We  think  the  time  is  coming  for  this  affirmation  of 
flexible,  moving,  free  and  vigorous  leadership  in  The  United  Methodist  Church, 
and  that  this  Conference  could  be  a  part  of  its  coming. 

Mr.  Chairman,  in  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  move  a  procedural  motion,  sir,  and 
that  is  that  when  the  vote  is  taken  in  this  body  on  the  motion  to  amend,  which  I 
have  made,  that  that  vote  be  by  written  ballot. 

The  Chair  indicated  that  Mr.  Hamilton's  procedural  motion 
required  only  a  one-third  vote  for  approval.  Willie  B.  Clay 
(Northern  IlHnois)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that  Mr.  Hamilton, 
having  made  a  speech,  was  not  in  order  in  making  his  procedural 
motion.  The  Chair  ruled  that  the  procedural  motion  was  in  order. 
A.  C.  Epps  (North  Georgia)  objected  to  the  call  for  a  written 
ballot,  inasmuch  as  ballots  which  could  be  counted  by  computer 
were  available  for  use.  There  ensued  a  discussion  between  the 
Chair,  Mr.  Hamilton,  and  the  Secretary  concerning  the  intent  of 
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Mr.  Hamilton's  motion  and  the  various  types  of  ballots  provided 
for  in  the  Rules  of  the  Conference.  Mr.  Hamilton  stated  that  if 
the  option  of  a  written  ballot  was  not  available  except  as  a  signed 
ballot,  he  would  amend  his  procedural  motion  to  accept  the  use  of 
ballot  cards  designed  for  computerized  counting. 

Jerry  G.  Bray,  Jr.  (Virginia)  expressed  the  view  that  Mr. 
Hamilton  was  trying  to  achieve  a  secret  ballot.  William.  B.  Lewis 
(Southern  lUinois)  called  for  a  counted  ballot,  but  not  a  secret 
ballot.  The  Chair  clarified  that  Mr.  Hamilton  had  amended  his 
procedural  motion  to  provide  for  the  use  of  the  prepared  ballot 
cards;  the  motion  was  put  to  a  vote  and  adopted. 

Royal  B.  Fishbeck,  Jr.  (Troy)  asked  a  question  regarding  the 
legislative  committee  vote  on  the  issue  of  term  episcopacy.  Mr. 
Hamilton  replied  that  the  vote  on  the  essence  of  that  issue  had 
been  24  for  term  episcopacy,  69  against. 

Dr.  Langford  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  amendment. 

Dr.  Langford:  This  is  an  historic  occasion.  Three  times  in  American  Methodist 
tradition  the  fundamental  nature  of  our  episcopacy  has  been  questioned,  in  1808, 
1844,  and  1976.  Today  the  issue  is  before  us  because  a  group  of  persons  is 
persuaded  that  term  episcopacy  would  be  best  for  United  Methodism.  This  is  a 
serious  matter  and  would  radically  affect  United  Methodist  polity. 

What  is  the  strength  of  their  argument?  Do  they  have  reason,  convincing 
reason?  I  have  studied  the  minority  report  as  printed.  I  have  listened  at  length  to 
their  arguments  in  our  committee,  and  I  find  their  position  to  be  inadequate.  The 
minority  report  is  unpersuasive.  It  allows  a  thin  description  of  contemporary 
culture  to  set  its  agenda.  Rather  than  discerning  a  deep  mood  of  Church  and 
society,  it  quickly  grabs  contemporary  jargon,  such  as  "openness"  and  "change" 
and  "democratic  styles  of  leadership,"  and  refers  in  support  to  such  improbabili- 
ties as  demise  of  academic  tenure  and  term  appointment  of  Supreme  Court 
Justices. 

The  description  is  neither  accurate  nor  a  sufficient  base  for  such  important 
recommendations.  The  foundations  of  the  supports  are  unusually  weak.  For 
instance,  they  seriously  raise  the  question,  "Do  bishops  have  adequate  feedback?" 
They  find  that  71  percent  of  bishops  think  they  do,  26  percent  of  clergy  think  they 
do,  43  percent  of  laity  think  they  do.  This  is  an  intriguing  but  meaningless 
statistic.  Suppose  you  insert  the  word  "parent"  for  bishop  and  then  check  with 
teen-aged  children  and  neighbors.  Or  suppose  you  insert  the  words  "local  pastor" 
for  bishop  and  then  check  with  laity  and  UMYF  members.  The  percentages  would 
be  roughly  comparable.  The  condition  is  general,  not  specific.  The  report  is 
romantic  about  youth,  somewhat  saccharin  about  providing  opportunity  for 
privilege,  rather  cynical  about  age,  uneasy  about  strong  leadership,  confused 
about  appropriate  diversity  of  function,  and  without  clear  historical  awareness. 

The  most  serious  deficiencies  are  that  the  minority  report  is  devoid  of  all 
theological  bases  and  completely  lacks  analysis  of  administrative  structure  or 
systems  of  function.  It  is  personalistic,  privatistic,  and  individualistic.  The 
question  is  not  whether  one  likes  bishops,  or  has  known  bishops  who  are  nice,  or 
what  shall  we  do  with  bishops  when  they  retire.  What  is  at  issue  are  polity  and 
power.  In  terms  of  polity,  we  are  dealing  with  no  small  thing.  We  are  talking 
about  the  fundamental  nature  of  our  structure  as  a  denomination. 

In  American  Methodist  tradition  the  episcopacy  has  been  the  cohering  center  of 
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our  connectional  system.  Our  system  is  not  connected  because  we  have  boards  or 
agencies  or  bureaucracies — Presbyterian  or  Congregational  polities  also  have 
those.  Our  tradition  is  connectional  because  of  the  episcopacy. 

The  episcopacy  is  the  center  of  our  system  of  itineracy.  The  bishops  are  to  move 
from  conference  to  conference  and  serve  the  general  Church.  This  is  so  important 
that  Rule  No.  3,  the  restrictive  Rule  No.  3,  states  the  General  Conference  shall 
not  destroy  the  plan  of  our  general  superintendency.  I  submit  to  you  that  in  fact 
term  episcopacy  does  this  in  spirit  and  perhaps  in  fact.  This  is  a  historical 
occasion;  the  issue  is  fimdamental;  I  hope  you'll  support  the  majority  position. 

John  D.  Wolf  (North  Indiana)  asked  a  question  about  the 
minority  report;  Mr.  Hamilton  responded.  Mr.  Wolf  moved  to 
amend  the  minority  report  by  changing  the  term  proposed  for 
bishops  from  eight  to  twelve  years.  He  spoke  in  support  of  his 
amendment.  Robert  A.  Byler  (West  Ohio)  attempted  to  speak  on 
the  minority  report  as  a  whole,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  only 
speeches  on  Mr.  Wolfs  amendment  were  in  order  at  this  time. 
Melvin  M.  Finkbeiner  (Pacific  Northwest)  spoke  against  Mr. 
Wolfs  amendment.  Erwin  H.  Schwiebert  (Oregon-Idaho)  spoke 
for  it.  It  was  adopted. 

Emerson  S.  Colaw  (West  Ohio)  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
Mr.  Byler  wished  to  speak  on  the  minority  report. 

Mr.  Byler:  I  rise  to  speak  in  favor  of  term  episcopacy,  because  of  the  reasons 
set  before  us  by  the  Study  Commission.  If  you  were  to  read  carefully  what  they 
are  proposing  I  think  they  came  up  with  the  wrong  conclusion  because  they 
started  with  a  premise  rather  than  with  a  study. 

The  power  of  the  idea  of  "term  episcopacy"  resides  not  in  the  misuse  of  the 
office  or  any  other  reasons  similar  to  the  abuse  of  the  office  but  in  the  nature  of 
superintendency  described  in  the  legislation  under  study  at  the  present  time. 

Under  the  study,  and  I  quote  from  page  F-11,  "Initially,  the  commission 
attempted  to  treat  bishops  and  district  superintendents  separately.  It  was  found 
that  such  distinctions  made  little  theological  sense.  In  fact,  the  tasks  of 
superintending  join  both  offices  and  link  them  together  in  a  functional 
relationship."  So  that  the  opening  statement,  then,  of  this  section  is,  "The  task  of 
superintending  in  The  United  Methodist  Church  resides  in  the  offices  of  Bishop 
and  extends  to  the  district  superintendency  with  each  possessing  distinct 
responsibility." 

Now  if  the  Church  sees  fit  to  declare  that  a  six-year  term  for  a  district 
superintendent  does  not  hinder  the  work  of  that  superintendent,  why  should  it 
hamper  a  general  superintendent  in  a  position  of  tenure?  This  responsibility  is  the 
same  and  therefore  should  be  treated  alike. 

The  office  of  district  superintending  has  risks  in  it  as  well  as  general 
superintendency,  and  they  should  be  treated  alike.  The  questionnaire  of  where 
the  feeling  of  the  Church  was,  was  lightly  put  aside  by  the  chairman  of  this 
Higher  Education  Committee,  but  I  think  it  has  validity  in  that  it  shows  that  the 
persons  who  are  closest  to  life  episcopacy  are  not  in  favor  of  tenure.  Next  would 
be  district  superintendents,  then  clergy,  then  laity  where  the  strongest  move  is  at 
the  present  time  to  consider  this  proposition. 

Since  life  tenure  is  not  essential  to  the  nature  of  episcopacy,  but  is  something 
which  we  adapted  after  we  got  going  and  not  originally  in  Wesley's  idea, 
therefore,  it  is  an  historic  moment,  and  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  consider  this 
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proposition.  I  am  not  afraid  of  the  future  with  life  tenure  for  general 
superintendents.  It  is  only  in  accord  with  the  way  in  which  the  world  is  going.  It  is 
not  taking  the  agenda  from  the  world,  but  is  leading  the  world  in  the  right 
direction. 

Ethel  W.  Born  (Virginia):  When  we  arrived  here,  the  latest  issue  of  The  New 
World  Outlook  was  on  our  desk,  and  perhaps  you  noticed  the  excellent  editorial 
which  referred  to  the  matter  of  the  term  episcopacy.  I  would  quote  just  one 
sentence  from  it.  It  is  this,  "We  must  say  that  we  think  term  episcopacy  is  a 
terrible  idea  which,  if  adopted,  will  have  the  opposite  effect  of  what  its 
supportants  claim." 

I  would  follow  up  that  statement  with  these  points.  First  of  all,  we  are  hearing 
the  claims  that  the  episcopacy  promotes  an  autocratic  nature.  Let  us  realize  that 
once  one  is  elected  to  a  job  for  life,  no  matter  what  it  is,  that  there  is  a  more 
relaxed  attitude  and  the  freedom  to  do  one's  job.  The  majority  report  pointed  out 
that  the  episcopal  leaders  need  the  freedom  to  take  personal  risks.  Life  election  to 
the  episcopacy  provides  this. 

We  are  hearing  about  what  will  happen  when  a  bishop  must  be  returned  to  the 
Annual  Conference.  I  am  not  concerned  about  this  at  all,  for  the  leadership  which 
they  would  provide  would  be  welcomed  in  many  areas  of  conferences,  districts 
and  local  churches.  My  concern  is  the  loss  to  the  Church  when  the  build-up  of 
continuing  leadership  and  wisdom  is  no  longer  available  to  our  Church  should  we 
vote  for  a  term  episcopacy.  Let  us  remember  that  it  is  this  build-up  of  wisdom 
that  is  housed  only  in  the  Council  of  Bishops. 

If  we  were  to  have  an  in  and  out,  eight-year  tenure  for  bishops,  let  us 
remember  that  the  real  continuing  leadership  of  the  Church  would  be  in  the 
elected  staff  members  of  our  boards  who  have  no  such  limitations.  It  is  the 
Council  of  Bishops  that  does  provide  the  cement  that  holds  our  connectional 
system  together.  Each  board  has  its  own  advocacy,  it  has  its  own  priorities,  and 
often  times  is  a  divisive,  although  unintentional,  divisive  influence  in  our  Church 
because  of  their  responsibilities. 

And  so  I  would  strongly  urge  you,  for  the  sake  of  the  connectionalism  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church,  to  vote  against  the  amendment  and  maintain  life 
episcopacy. 

Harry  K.  Underwood  (Baltimore)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that 
the  time  set  for  recess  was  past.  The  Chair  replied  that,  under 
the  new  rule,  the  presiding  officer  could  determine  the  time  of 
recess. 

Porter  J.  Womeldorff  (Central  Illinois)  moved  "that  the  matter 
of  term  episcopacy  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education 
and  Ministry  with  instructions  to:  a)  perfect  the  concept  of  term 
episcopacy,  including  length  of  term,  eligibility  for  reelection, 
handling  of  pension  benefits,  post-episcopal  privileges,  and  other 
such  administrative  matters  as  are  presently  unresolved,  and  b) 
report  to  the  General  Conference  of  1980,  with  such  report  to 
include  complete  proposed  legislation."  He  spoke  in  support  of  his 
motion.  Roy  E.  Blessing  (West  Virginia)  spoke  against  it.  Mr. 
Womeldorffs  motion  of  reference  was  defeated. 

Gordon  C.  Goodgame  (Holston):  I  do  not  appreciate  the  way  in  which  we  have 
been  lambasted  with  general  accusations  of  being  general.  This  is  a  method  that  is 
not  new  to  the  Church. 

There  are  those  who  were  referred  to  as  disturbers  of  the  peace  for  turning  the 
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world  upside  down.  We  are  heirs  of  that  tradition.  There  were  those  accused  of 
being  like  wild  boars  in  the  vineyard.  We  are  heirs  of  that  tradition.  There  are 
those  who  began  to  preach  in  the  field  and  do  other  things  that  were  not  like  they 
used  to  be.  We  are  heirs  of  that  tradition. 

We  are  people  who  have  thought  this  matter  through.  The  biblical  perspective 
of  the  matter  does  not  tell  us  that  bishops  were  to  operate  anything  like  we  now 
have  in  our  more  complex  society.  For  that  matter,  I  find  little  reason  to  believe 
that  the  prophetic  nature  of  either  Elijah  or  Amos  or  many  of  the  others  was  as 
the  result  of  being  guaranteed  safety  of  position. 

Historically  we  have  come  out  of  a  tradition  that  reacted  against  much  of  the 
episcopacy,  and  I  do  not  want  to  react  against  the  episcopacy,  but  I  do  wish  to  say 
that  we  are  part  of  a  tradition  where  neither  Calvin  nor  Luther  nor  Wesley  were 
guaranteed  a  prophetic  place  by  office. 

Now  as  we  move  into  my  experience,  and  I  believe  I  am  being  theological  along 
our  line  as  we  have  adopted  as  United  Methodists,  my  experience  has  been  that 
Martin  Luther  King  was  not  guaranteed  safety  but  was  prophetic.  I  appreciate 
the  bishops  under  whom  I  have  served  and  the  men  of  my  jurisdiction.  I 
appreciate  Bishop  Armstrong  and  Bishop  Tuell  and  Bishop  Nichols  and  Bishop 
Stowe,  and  a  lot  of  great  persons  who  have  served. 

My  experience  is,  however,  that  greatness  does  not  necessarily  come  with 
safety.  Nor  does  it  necessarily  come  with  holding  on  to  the  past.  I  appreciate  our 
past.  I  celebrate  our  history.  Reason  tells  me,  however,  that  in  the  current  day  if 
we  are  to  follow  Dr.  Niebuhr  and  look  at  the  advances  in  management  and 
leadership,  we  are  likely  to  find  that  in  a  voluntary  group,  greater  participation  is 
needed. 

I  want  to  support  my  bishops.  I  want  to  invite  them  to  be  a  full  participating 
part  of  the  whole  body  of  Christ.  Let  us  not  separate  them  or  oppose  them.  We 
want  to  bring  them  into  the  group  and  surround  them  with  our  love  so  that  the 
Holy  Spirit,  working  through  the  whole  body  of  Christ,  can  make  us  one  and 
strong  and  able  to  move  ahead. 

I  think  that  we  need  to  put  this  on  a  positive  basis,  looking  to  using  our  best 
persons  in  the  best  way,  working  together,  accepting  that  the  spirit  does  not  flow 
through  the  channels  but  comes  through  the  body  and  makes  us  one  and  strong. 
Thank  you. 

Reta  Barto  (Eastern  Pennsylvania):  I  am  a  very  practical  person.  I  expect  my 
leader  to  be  a  very  practical  person  who  is  willing  to  adopt  goals  and  to  work 
toward  the  future,  with  long  range  planning  in  mind.  I  am  against  this 
amendment  for  the  simple  reason  that  the  Church  doesn't  move  very  fast,  and  it 
takes  quite  awhile  to  develop  long-range  planning  and  to  really  become  involved 
in  the  work.  I  expect  my  leader  to  know  all  the  preachers  and  most  of  the 
laypeople  in  the  Annual  Conference.  You  don't  learn  all  this  and  their 
idiosyncracies  in  a  short  time.  I  hope  we  will  not  approve  this  amendment. 

Paul  M.  Minus  (West  Ohio):  Mr.  Chairman,  four  historical  and  theological 
considerations  compel  me  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  minority  and  to  urge  you  to  do 
likewise. 

First,  as  John  Wesley  himself  saw,  the  New  Testament  prescribes  no  single 
pattern  of  Church  government.  Instead,  the  Gospel  frees  us  to  develop  fresh 
forms  of  leadership  that  best  fit  the  needs  and  opportunity  of  every  new  age. 

Second,  life  episcopacy  does  have  a  long  history  in  the  Christian  church,  but 
note  this  fact.  It  developed  under  the  influence  of  the  monarchal  form  of 
government  that  prevailed  in  the  Roman  Empire,  and  that  persisted  for  many 
centuries  afterwards.  In  the  Roman  Catholic  and  Eastern  Orthodox  churches,  life 
episcopacy  usually  has  been  justified  theologically  by  the  argument  that  the 
bishop  represents  a  third  and  supreme  order  of  ministry,  that  he,  alone,  receives 
the  fulness  of  priestly  ministry  and  that  he  receives  it  for  life. 
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Thirdly,  our  spiritual  forebears  emphatically  insisted  that  Methodism  must 
have  no  part  of  those  ancient  traditions  that  made  episcopacy  a  separate  and 
supreme  order  of  ministry.  John  Wesley  thought  that  while  the  superintendent 
has  an  important  leadership  role,  the  superintendent  remains  one  elder  among 
other  elders.  Francis  Asbury  had  this  to  say,  and  I  quote:  "We  make  no  special 
claim  for  the  office  of  bishop  as  the  Latin,  Greek,  EngHsh  or  Lutheran  bishops  do. 
One  can  easily  see  that  we  are  so  different  that  we  are  not  even  third  cousins." 

And  the  last  point,  the  real  genius  of  our  heritage  is  the  abihty  to  improvise,  to 
develop  fresh  patterns  that  let  us  best  carry  forward  Christ's  servant  ministry  in 
every  age.  The  Minority  Report  challenges  us  to  be  faithful  to  this  great  heritage 
by  now  adopting  a  pattern  of  leadership  that  can  help  bring  us  closer  both  to  the 
spirit  of  Christ  and  to  the  spirit  of  our  time. 

Jerome  K.  Del  Pino  (Southern  New  England):  I  have  been  a  Methodist  all  of 
my  life,  by  virtue  of  birth,  and  by  virtue  of  my  own  convictions  and  religious 
experience.  I  would  suggest  to  this  body  that  the  method  of  historical  selectivity 
that  has  been  prevailing  in  arguments  both  for  and  against  life  tenure  are 
arguments  that  are  incomplete  without  relating  them  to  our  present  condition  and 
circumstance. 

It  is  theologically  as  well  as  historically  naive  to  assume  that  by  proof-texting 
both  biblically  and  in  terms  of  historical  record  that  we  are  going  to  be  able  to 
adumbrate  our  arguments  for  or  against  life  tenure,  in  such  a  way  that  it  is  going 
to  make  sense  in  this  complex  world  in  which  we  live. 

If  anything  can  be  drawn  from  tradition,  it  is  primarily  that  the  spirit 
itself — the  spirit  which  was  to  be  of  the  whole  community  of  the  faithful — that 
which  resided  in  the  office  and  not  the  person. 

I  believe  that  in  this  particular  time  it  is  already  more  than  self-evident  that 
The  United  Methodist  Church  is  perhaps  the  most  poUtical  institution  in  the 
world.  It  is  also  more  self-evident  to  me  that  this  institution  is  as  subject,  if  not 
more  so,  to  the  slings  and  arrows  of  an  instant  culture,  a  culture  that  is  constantly 
in  the  throes  of  change,  and  without  very  much  foundation. 

The  direction  that  our  Church  has  taken  so  forthrightly  in  its  previous  history 
toward  making  it  an  institution  that  is  inclusive  of  all  God's  people  is  a  direction,  I 
would  say,  that  is  not  due  to  the  most  assiduous  work  of  our  boards  and  agencies, 
but  it  is  due  to  the  fact  that  in  my  opinion  there  is  a  basis  of  continuity  of  not  only 
tradition  but  of  accountabihty.  That  resides  fundamentally  in  the  office  of  bishop. 

I  believe  that  if  we  in  this  body  move  at  this  time  to  adopt  a  measure  that  is 
going  to,  in  fact,  leave  us  open  constantly  to  the  politicizing  that  is  already 
over-prevalent  in  this  body,  where  we  are  constantly  going  to  be  facing  a 
revolving  door  of  men  and  women,  I  hope  and  pray  some  day,  who  are  going  to 
have  to  be  worried,  who  are  going  to  have  to  be  under  the  threat  of  the  reprisals 
that  do  come  with  not  having  guarantee  of  what  reentry  is  going  to  be. 

I  believe  that  the  continuity  which  is  provided  in  this  arrangement  which  we 
presently  have  needs  only  for  us  as  a  body  to  make  clear  the  terms  of 
accountability.  That  has  not  been  done.  I  lament  the  fact  that  we  are  not  able  at 
this  time  to  have  any  more  than  the  number  of  minority  bishops  that  we  presently 
have  sitting  on  the  bench.  I  lament  that.  I  lament  that  we  do  not  have  women  who 
have  been  elected  to  episcopacy.  But  I  do  not  believe  that  these  long  historical 
problems  are  going  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  moment,  instantaneously,  by  adopting 
a  procedure  for  seeing  to  it  that  the  life  of  this  Church  no  longer  has  continuity  in 
terms  of  its  leadership  strength,  in  terms  of  its  direction. 

I,  also,  believe  that  if  we  are  to  be  responsible  for  future  generations  of  this 
Church,  if  we  are  to  be  responsible  in  terms  of  our  accountability  to  the  world  for 
our  ministry,  which  is  connectional,  then  we  have  no  other  alternative  but  to  see 
to  it  that  we  do  not,  in  a  very  real  sense,  discard  the  baby  with  the  bath.  But 
maybe  we  just  simply  need  to  change  those  methods  by  which  accountability  are 
to  be  upheld. 
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Harvey  L.  Watson  (North  Carolina)  raised  a  point  of  order, 
that  the  Chair  was  not  recognizing  persons  who  wished  to  speak 
in  certain  sections  of  the  auditorium.  Don  L.  Riggin  (Little  Rock) 
moved  the  previous  question,  and  the  previous  question  motion 
was  adopted.  Richard  Hamilton  (South  Indiana)  made  a  final 
statement  in  behalf  of  the  minority  report. 

The  Chair  stated  the  issue  on  which  the  Conference  would  be 
voting.  Paul  Hardin  (Northern  New  Jersey)  raised  a  point  of 
order  for  clarification;  the  Chair  responded.  J.  B.  Holt  (Secre- 
tary) gave  instructions  for  taking  the  vote.  Merlyn  Northfelt 
asked  for  the  right  to  make  the  final  statement  in  behalf  of  the 
majority  position.  The  Chair  replied  that  when  Dr.  Langford  rose 
to  speak  at  the  beginning  of  the  debate,  the  Chair  had  stated  to 
him  that  he  interpreted  his  speech  to  be  in  lieu  of  a  last  speech  for 
the  committee  position.  P.  Boyd  Mather  (Iowa)  asked  that  in  the 
future  ballot  cards  be  prepared  in  a  way  that  persons  who  are 
color-bUnd  could  identify  them  easily.  When  the  ballots  had  been 
received,  the  Chair  declared  that  the  ballot  was  closed,  and  that 
the  Conference  would  be  in  recess  for  fifteen  minutes. 

Committee  on  Administrative  Order,  Report  No.  95, 'Calen- 
dar No.  388  (Consideration  Resumed) 

Mr.  Hodapp  asked  that,  while  the  vote  on  Calendar  No.  495 
was  being  counted,  the  Conference  resume  consideration  of 
Calendar  No.  388,  which  had  been  interrupted  the  previous  day 
(see  page  1894).  David  A.  Ducki^oMWi  Georgia),  chairman  of  the 
legislative  committee,  called  on  Charles  A.  Sayre  (Southern  New 
Jersey)  to  continue  with  the  presentation  of  the  report. 

Mr.  Sayre  presented  the  proposed  changes  to  Par.  802,  and 
they  were  approved.  He  presented  the  proposed  new  Par.  803, 
and  it  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Sayre  explained  the  various  sections  of  the  proposed  Par. 
804.  William  0.  Walker  (Oregon-Idaho)  asked  a  question  for 
clarification;  the  Chair  responded.  Robert  Courtney  (East  Ohio) 
moved  to  amend  the  proposed  Par.  804.1  by  deleting  the 
sentence,  "At  least  one  of  the  clergy  shall  be  a  woman."  He  spoke 
in  favor  of  his  amendment.  David  H.  Andrews  (Baltimore)  spoke 
against  it.  Willard  A.  Zellmer  (Pacific  Northwest)  spoke  for  the 
deletion.  Katherine  A,  Wilcox  (West  Michigan)  spoke  in  opposi- 
tion to  it.  Edward  L.  Duncan  (Detroit)  asked  whether  the 
nominating  procedure  was  to  be  amended  so  as  to  assure  the 
nomination  of  women  clergy  by  annual  conferences;  Mr.  Sayre 
stated  that  it  was  not.  Mr.  Duncan  spoke  in  support  of  the 
amendment.  Joe  A.  Harding  (Pacific  Northwest)  moved  the 
previous  question  on  the  amendment;  the  motion  was  adopted. 
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Mr.  Sayre  made  a  final  statement  in  behalf  of  the  committee 
position.  The  amendment  was  defeated. 

John  D.  Humphrey,  Sr.  (North  Mississippi)  asked  a  question; 
Mr.  Sayre  responded.  The  Chair  stated  that  the  count  of  the  vote 
on  Calendar  No.  495  was  completed  and  would  be  reported  to  the 
Conference  following  action  on  the  paragraph  under  considera- 
tion. 

Edward  L.  Duncan  (Detroit)  moved  to  amend  proposed  Par. 
804  to  provide  that  each  annual  conference  would  nominate  a 
clergyman  and  a  clergywoman  for  each  of  the  boards  to  the 
jurisdictional  conferences.  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amend- 
ment. Charles  H.  Mercer  (North  Carolina)  spoke  against  it.  The 
amendment  was  defeated. 

John  Chittum  (East  Ohio)  asked  a  procedural  question;  Mr. 
Sayre  and  the  Chair  responded.  The  proposed  Par.  804  was  put 
to  a  vote  and  was  approved. 

Report  on  Vote,  Calendar  No.  495 

The  Secretary  read  the  results  of  the  vote  on  Calendar  No.  495: 
Yes,  345;  No,  625;  Number  voting,  970.  The  Chair  stated  that 
Calendar  No.  495,  the  minority  report  to  Report  No.  116  of  the 
Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry,  was  defeated 
(see  page  1489). 

Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry,  Report  No. 
116,  Calendar  No.  494  (Consideration  Resumed) 

Thomas  L.  Cromwell  (East  Ohio)  moved  that,  for  the 
remainder  of  the  consideration  of  this  report,  each  speaker  be 
hmited  to  not  more  than  three  minutes.  He  spoke  in  support  of 
the  motion;  it  was  adopted. 

Lester  L.  Moore  (Iowa)  attempted  to  offer  an  amendment  to 
the  report,  but  the  Chair  asked  that  he  defer,  pending  a 
procedural  motion  by  Dr.  Langford.  Dr.  Langford  moved  that 
the  Conference  consider  the  report  section  by  section,  seriatim. 
The  motion  was  adopted. 

Richard  D.  Tholin  (Northern  Illinois)  moved  to  amend  the 
report,  Par.  501,  the  first  sentence,  by  changing  "office"  to 
"offices"  and  by  deleting  the  words  "extends  to  the";  and  further, 
to  amend  Par.  515,  the  first  sentence,  by  deleting  the  words, 
"Inasmuch  as  the  district  superintendency  is  an  extension  of  the 
general  superintendency."  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amend- 
ment. Ridgway  F.  Shinn,  Jr.  (Southern  New  England)  spoke 
against  it.  Albert  C.  Outler  (North  Texas)  opposed  it.  The 
amendment  was  defeated. 

Charles  A.  Sayre  (Southern  New  Jersey)  attempted  to  offer  an 
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amendment  to  Section  III  of  the  report,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that 
it  was  not  in  order  at  this  time.  Section  I,  Pars.  501-502,  was  put 
to  a  vote  and  was  approved. 

Jeanne  D.  Barger  (Western  New  York)  attempted  to  offer  an 
amendment  to  Par.  502.  Dr.  Langford  pointed  out  that  that  was  a 
part  of  the  section  which  had  just  been  approved.  The  Chair 
stated  that  Section  II  of  the  report  was  now  under  consideration. 

John  G.  Johnson  (Western  Pennsylvania)  moved  to  amend  the 
report.  Par.  503,  by  placing  a  period  after  the  phrase,  "are 
ordained  to  be  ministers,"  and  deleting  the  rest  of  the  sentence. 
He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  Robert  Tolbert  (East 
Ohio)  spoke  against  it.  Edgar  F.  Singer  (Wyoming)  spoke  in 
favor  of  it. 

S.  Clifton  Ives  (Maine)  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  so  that 
only  the  word  "royal"  would  be  deleted.  Ralph  B.  Huston 
(Florida)  spoke  against  the  amendment.  Albert  C.  Outler  (North 
Texas)  spoke  against  it.  Van  Bogard  Dunn  (East  Ohio)  asked 
whether,  in  the  committee  report,  Par.  503  would  contain  the 
biblical  references  which  were  a  part  of  the  study  commission 
report;  Mr.  Langford  stated  that  the  references  would  be 
retained.  Mr.  Dunn  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment  which 
would  result  in  their  being  deleted. 

James  F.  W.  Talley  (Baltimore)  moved  the  previous  question 
on  the  Johnson  amendment,  and  the  previous  question  motion 
was  adopted.  The  amendment  to  delete  only  the  word  "royal" 
was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  defeated. 

Vernon  Bigler  (Western  New  York):  I  just  want  to  rise  to  support  the  language 
of  the  committee.  This  language  is  language  which  is  very  crucial  in  our 
understanding  of  the  ministry,  not  because  the  language  speaking  as  it  does  of  the 
words  "sacrament"  and  "order"  sets  the  ministry  aside  in  a  sense  of  being  better 
or  worse  or  different,  but  in  that  it  clearly  defines  the  function  of  the  ordained 
elder. 

Now  we  live  in  a  time  when  we're  having  a  very  difficult  time  discovering  what 
it  means  to  function  appropriately,  and  this  is  a  statement  that  has  come  out  of 
very  hard  and  long  and  serious  theological  and  ecumenical  and  scholarly  study, 
and  also  a  historical  study  of  the  nature  of  the  function  of  those  who  are  ordained. 
And  I  urge  this  Conference  to  maintain  these  words  which  put  us  in  a  clear 
tradition  of  the  best  which  we  know  in  the  Christian  Church,  not  only  in  our  time 
but  through  the  centuries,  not  only  in  our  denomination  but  ecumenically,  not 
only  in  terms  of  our  own  polity  but  in  terms  of  the  Church  Universal.  These  are 
significant  words  and  don't  take  them  lightly. 

Forrest  C.  Stith  (Baltimore):  My  only  concern  in  the  language  is  that  it  seems 
to  imply  that  the  words  of  Paul,  which  are  meant  for  the  Church  itself  and  its 
ministers  all,  lay  and  clergy,  is  now  being  significantly  applied  to  just  those  who 
are  clergy.  And  I  think  that  might  be  a  little  misleading. 

Leigh  Roberts  (Wisconsin)  moved  the  previous  question  on  all 
before  the  Conference  in  Section  II,  and  the  previous  question 
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motion  was  adopted.  Dr.  Langford  made  a  final  statement  in 
behalf  of  the  committee  position.  Thomas  L.  Cromwell  (East 
Ohio)  asked  a  question  regarding  the  language  of  the  committee 
report  and  the  effect  of  Mr.  Johnson's  amendment.  The  Chair  and 
Dr.  Langford  responded.  Paul  E.  Myers  (Central  Pennsylvania) 
made  a  comment  about  the  effect  of  the  amendment  on  another 
section  of  the  Discipline.  Mr.  Johnson's  amendment  was  put  to  a 
vote  and  was  defeated.  Section  II  of  the  report  was  put  to  a  vote 
and  was  approved. 

Robert  J.  McCune  (Central  New  York)  moved  to  amend  the 
report,  Par.  506.2,  the  provision  governing  the  maximum  length 
of  a  bishop's  assignment  to  the  same  residence,  by  changing 
"eight"  to  "twelve."  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  John 
E.  Rutland  (North  Alabama)  spoke  against  it.  F.  Lewis  Walley 
(Eastern  Pennsylvania)  spoke  for  it.  Theressa  Hoover  (New 
York)  spoke  in  opposition  to  it.  David  L.  Dykes,  Jr.  (Louisiana) 
spoke  in  favor  of  it.  D.  W.  Brooks  (North  Georgia)  asked  a 
question  about  the  content  of  the  legislative  committee  report; 
Mr.  Langford  responded. 

John  R.  Van  Sickle  (Northern  Illinois)  moved  the  previous 
question  on  the  amendment  and  on  Section  III  of  the  report.  The 
previous  question  motion  was  adopted.  Mr.  McCune's  amend- 
ment was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  defeated.  Section  III  of  the 
report  was  approved. 

Dr.  Langford  presented  Section  IV  of  the  report.  Paul  V. 
Shearer  (Iowa)  asked  if  this  would  be  the  proper  time  to  present 
a  motion  of  implementation  related  to  Par.  509  of  the  report.  The 
Chair  suggested  that  the  motion  be  deferred  until  after  the  full 
report  had  been  adopted. 

William  B.  Grove  (Western  Pennsylvania)  asked  the  Chair  to 
rule  as  to  whether  the  motion  for  the  previous  question  on 
Section  III  of  the  report  had  been  in  order,  inasmuch  as  there  had 
been  no  discussion  on  the  section  itself,  but  only  on  an 
amendment  to  the  section.  The  Chair  stated  that  Mr.  Grove  was 
correct,  and  that  discussion  on  Section  III  was  still  in  order. 

Merrill  W.  Drennan  (Baltimore)  moved  to  amend  the  report, 
Par.  506.2,  by  substituting  "episcopal  area(s)"  for  "residence(s)" 
in  two  places  where  it  appeared  in  that  paragraph.  The 
amendment  was  adopted. 

Wallace  T.  Shook  (Texas)  moved  to  amend  the  report,  Par. 
506.2,  the  last  sentence  of  the  paragraph,  by  placing  a  period 
after  the  words,  "recently  held"  and  deleting  the  remainder  of 
the  sentence.  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  Lyle 
Christianson  (Minnesota)  spoke  against  it.  Merlyn  Northfelt 
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(Northern  Illinois)  made  a  final  statement  in  behalf  of  the 
committee  position.  The  amendment  was  defeated. 

Jerry  G.  Bray,  Jr.  (Virginia)  moved  to  amend  the  report,  Par. 
507.1,  by  changing  the  date  at  the  end  of  the  paragraph  from 
"1980"  to  "1984."  He  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment.  Mr. 
Northfelt  stated  the  committee  position.  The  amendment  was 
defeated. 

Richard  W.  Harrington  (Western  New  York)  asked  a 
question;  Mr.  Langford  responded. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  time  set  for  adjournment  of  the 
session  had  been  reached. 

Matters  of  Privilege 

Charles  E.  Hefley  (North  Indiana),  speaking  on  behalf  of  the 
conferences  of  the  Indiana  Area,  expressed  appreciation  for 
Bishop  and  Mrs.  Alton  and  their  service  in  that  Area,  for  Bishop 
Alton's  presiding  at  this  session  of  the  General  Conference,  and 
for  his  service  as  Secretary  of  the  Council  of  Bishops. 

Gregorio  R.  Bailen  (Northwest  Phihppines)  made  a  statement 
about  the  difficulty  delegates  from  outside  the  United  States 
were  having  gaining  recognition  from  certain  sections  of  the 
auditorium. 

Adjournment 

/.  B.  Holt  (Secretary)  read  announcements.  Bishop  L.  Scott 
Allen,  Holston  Area,  pronounced  the  benediction,  and  the  session 
was  adjourned.

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

Opening — Bishop  Roy  C.  Nichols 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  afternoon  session  of 
the  eighth  day,  Wednesday,  May  5,  1976,  at  2:00  p.m.  in  the 
Memorial  CoUseum,  Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  Roy  C. 
Nichols,  Pittsburgh  Area,  presiding. 

Carlton  R.  Young  led  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "A  Charge  to 
Keep  I  Have,"  and  Bishop  Earl  G.  Hunt,  Jr.,  Charlotte  Area, 
offered  the  opening  prayer. 

Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry,  Report  No. 
116,  Calendar  No.  494  (Consideration  Resumed) 

Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South  Indiana),  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Calendar,  called  on  Thomas  A.  Langford  (Western  North 
Carolina),  chairman  of  the  legislative  committee,  to  lead  in 
resumption  of  consideration  of  the  report  which  had  been 
interrupted  at  the  close  of  the  morning  session  (see  pages  1489, 1915). 
Charles  D.  White  (Western  North  Carolina),  Assistant  Secre- 
tary, stated  that  Section  III  of  the  report  was  before  the 
Conference,  with  no  amendment  pending. 

Dr.  Langford  stated  that  a  delegate  wished  to  be  recognized 
for  a  motion  of  reconsideration.  Thomas  L.  Cromwell  (East  Ohio) 
moved  to  reconsider  an  earher  amendment  to  Par.  506.2  whereby 
the  term  "residence(s)"  had  been  changed  to  "episcopal  area(s)" 
in  the  legislation  in  two  places.  The  motion  to  reconsider  was 
approved.  He  explained  that  the  point  of  using  the  term 
"residence"  was  to  give  the  jurisdictional  conferences  the 
authority  to  determine  where  the  residence  of  a  bishop  shall  be 
within  the  episcopal  area.  He  moved  that  the  original  language  of 
the  report  be  restored  in  the  two  places  where  it  had  been 
changed  by  the  amendment.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

William  B.  Grove  (Western  Pennsylvania)  moved  to  amend  the 
report.  Par.  506.2,  by  inserting  a  new  sentence  at  the  end  of  the 
first  paragraph  of  Par.  506.2.  The  new  sentence  would  read, 
"This  eight-year  tenure  rule  shall  become  effective  in  1980."  Mr. 
Grove  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  Mr.  Langford  stated 
that  Mr.  Grove's  concern  was  to  be  cared  for  in  the  plan  of 
implementation  which  the  committee  would  present  at  a  later 
time.  Mr.  Grove  withdrew  his  amendment. 

P.  Boyd  Mather  (Iowa)  moved  to  amend  the  report.  Par.  507.1, 
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dealing  with  mandatory  retirement  of  bishops,  the  first  sentence, 
beginning  with  the  words,  "sixty-sixth  birthday,"  to  read, 
"sixty-fifth  birthday  within  the  quadrennium  prior  to  the  meeting 
of  that  Jurisdictional  Conference."  Mr.  Mather  spoke  in  support 
of  his  amendment.  Harold  H.  Fink  (Virginia)  spoke  against  it. 

Claude  R.  Collins  (West  Virginia)  moved  a  substitute  for  the 
amendment,  to  delete  Par.  507.1  as  it  appears  in  the  report,  and 
to  substitute  for  it  the  following:  "A  bishop  shall  be  retired  at  the 
close  of  the  regular  session  of  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  the 
first  day  of  which  next  precedes  the  bishop's  seventy-second 
birthday."  Mr.  Collins  explained  that  his  amendment  would 
essentially  restore  the  retirement  age  already  in  effect  for 
bishops  and  spoke  in  support  of  it.  Frank  A.  Nichols  (Iowa) 
observed  that  the  legislative  committee,  in  another  report,  was 
recommending  lowering  the  mandatory  retirement  age  for  all 
ordained  ministers.  Torrey  Kaatz  (West  Ohio)  spoke  in  support  of 
Mr.  Collins'  substitute.  Ridgway  F.  Shinn,  Jr.  (Southern  New 
England)  spoke  against  it.  The  substitute  was  defeated. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  read  Mr.  Mather's  amendment,  and  it 
was  defeated. 

William  H.  Patrick,  Jr.  (Louisiana)  asked  a  question;  Dr. 
Langford  responded.  Mr.  Patrick  moved  to  amend  the  report. 
Par.  507.1,  the  last  sentence,  to  read,  "This  shall  be  effective  for 
bishops  elected  at  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  of  1980."  He 
spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  Edgar  F.  Singer  (Wyoming) 
raised  as  a  point  of  order  the  question  of  whether  the  substance  of 
this  amendment  had  not  already  been  defeated  earher.  The  Chair 
expressed  the  belief  that  it  had,  but  put  the  amendment  to  a  vote, 
and  it  was  defeated. 

Ray  W.  Goens  (Texas)  moved  to  amend  the  report  in  two 
related  places:  in  Par.  507.1,  the  first  portion  of  the  first 
sentence,  amend  to  read,  "A  bishop  shall  be  retired  at  the 
completion  of  Jurisdictional  Conference  of  that  year  .  .  .";  and 
Par.  506.2,  the  provision  governing  effective  date  of  assignment, 
to  read,  "The  effective  date  of  assignment  for  all  bishops  is 
immediately  following  the  completion  of  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ence." He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  Thomas  L. 
Cromwell  (East  Ohio)  spoke  against  it.  The  amendment  was 
defeated. 

Dwight  W.  Grain  (Southern  New  England)  moved  the  previous 
question  on  Section  III  of  the  report.  W.  D.  Cotton  (Louisiana) 
asked  a  question  about  the  effective  date  of  the  legislation.  The 
Chair  ruled  that  the  question  was  out  of  order  while  the  previous 
question  motion  was  pending.  The  previous  question  motion  was 
adopted.  Section  III  of  the  report  was  approved. 
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Dr.  Langford  presented  Section  IV  and  indicated  an  additional 
editorial  change  to  be  made  in  the  printed  report.  George  W. 
Bashore  (Eastern  Pennsylvania)  moved  to  amend  the  report, 
Par.  513.3,  by  restoring  a  sentence  contained  in  the  study 
commission  report,  but  which  the  legislative  committee  proposed 
to  delete;  the  sentence  reads,  "But  no  minister  shall  be  appointed 
a  district  superintendent  for  more  than  six  years  in  any 
consecutive  nine  years,  and  no  minister  shall  serve  more  than 
twice."  He  explained  that  the  legislative  committee  limitation  on 
service  as  a  district  superintendent  Hmited  only  the  number  of 
years  of  service,  and  that  this  amendment  would  limit  both  the 
number  of  terms  and  the  number  of  years.  A.  Jason  Shirah 
(South  Georgia)  spoke  against  the  amendment.  John  V.  Moore 
(Cahfornia-Nevada)  asked  whether  the  amendment  should  not 
more  appropriately  be  considered  in  connection  with  Section  V, 
Par.  516  of  the  report.  The  Chair  suggested  that  since  it  was 
before  the  Conference,  the  issue  could  be  decided  now.  Merlyn 
W.  Northfelt  (Northern  lUinois),  speaking  for  the  study  commis- 
sion, stated  that  this  was  the  only  place  in  the  report  where  the 
study  commission  wished  to  defend  its  original  report  over 
against  the  legislative  committee  recommendations;  he  spoke  in 
support  of  the  amendment.  Dr.  Langford  made  a  final  statement 
in  behalf  of  the  legislative  committee  position.  Robert  J.  McCune 
(Central  New  York)  asked  a  question;  Dr.  Langford  responded. 
The  amendment  was  defeated. 

Section  IV  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  approved. 

Dr.  Langford  presented  Section  V  for  consideration.  Lester  L. 
Moore  (Iowa)  moved  to  amend  the  report,  Par.  515,  by  adding  a 
new  sentence  to  the  end  of  the  paragraph,  the  new  sentence  to 
read  as  follows:  "Nothing  in  the  foregoing  section  shall  preclude 
the  bishop  from  the  appointment  of  more  than  one  superinten- 
dent to  a  district."  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  Albert 
C.  Outler  (North  Texas)  spoke  against  it.  The  amendment  was 
defeated. 

John  E.  Vickers  (Alabama-West  Florida)  moved  to  amend  the 
report.  Par.  515,  by  deleting  the  second  and  third  sentences, 
beginning  with  the  words,  "Prior  to  each  appointment  ..."  and 
continuing  through  "Annual  Conference  and  district  (Par. 
501-502)."  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  Mary  A. 
Hampton  (Missouri  West)  spoke  against  it.  Dr.  Langford  spoke 
in  support  of  the  committee  position.  Jerome  K.  Del  Pino  spoke 
in  opposition  to  the  amendment.  James  L.  Carraway  (Western 
Pennsylvania)  asked  a  question;  Dr.  Layigford  responded.  The 
amendment  was  defeated. 

P.  Boyd  Mather  (Iowa)  asked  why  Par.   516  of  the  study 
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commission  report  was  recommended  for  deletion  by  the 
legislative  committee;  Dr.  Langford  responded  briefly  and  asked 
that  someone  else  from  the  committee  respond  in  greater  detail. 

Albert  C.  Outler  (North  Texas):  Mr.  Chairman,  I  am  in  great  sympathy  with 
what  I  take  to  be  the  spirit  of  the  question,  and  what  I  would  anticipate  will  be  the 
motion  he  might  make.  The  answer,  however,  is  that  the  subcommittee  worked 
over  this  and  made  the  point  that  we  do  not  now  have  an  office  of  installation  for 
pastors  and  that  an  office  of  installation  for  district  superintendents  would  be 
adding  to  the  body  of  pomp  and  circumstance  in  the  symbolization  of  the  office  of 
district  superintendent  that  was  neither  necessary  nor  wise  to  make  mandatory. 
There  is,  however,  no  specification  here  that  a  conference  may  not  do  this  at  its 
own  discretion. 

Mr.  Mather  moved  to  amend  the  report  by  restoring  the 
paragraph  which  had  been  numbered  as  Par.  516  in  the  study 
commission  report,  entitled  "Installation  of  a  District  Superin- 
tendent." He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  Ridgway  F, 
Shinn,  Jr.  (Southern  New  England)  spoke  against  it.  Orion  N. 
Hutchinson,  Jr.  (Western  North  CaroHna)  moved  to  amend  the 
amendment  by  inserting  at  the  beginning  of  the  paragraph  in 
question  the  words,  "It  is  recommended  that  ..."  Mr.  Mather 
accepted  this  addition  as  a  part  of  his  amendment.  H.  Eugene 
Peacock  (Western  North  Carolina)  spoke  against  the  amend- 
ment. It  was  defeated. 

Section  V  of  the  report  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  approved. 

Dr.  Langford  presented  Section  VI  of  the  report.  Wallace  T. 
Shook  (Texas)  moved  to  amend  the  report,  Par,  520.3,  by 
changing  the  word  "executive"  to  "chairperson"  in  the  provision 
describing  the  role  of  the  district  superintendent  in  relation  to 
the  district  Committee  on  Ordained  Ministry.  He  spoke  in 
support  of  his  amendment.  N.  Robert  Kesler  (Southern 
California-Arizona)  spoke  against  it.  Walter  N.  Kalaf  (Florida) 
asked  a  question  about  some  related  legislation;  Mr.  Northfelt 
responded. 

Lyle  Christianson  (Minnesota)  also  referred  to  some  related 
legislation  and  moved  as  a  substitute  for  the  amendment  that 
Par.  520.3  begin  with  the  words,  "May  be  the  executive  .  .  ."He 
spoke  in  support  of  his  substitute.  Robert  L.  Wilcox  (Holston) 
spoke  against  it.  The  substitute  was  defeated.  Mr.  Shook's 
amendment  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  defeated. 

Donald  J.  Jones  (Central  lUinois)  attempted  to  offer  an 
amendment  but  was  ruled  out  of  order  inasmuch  as  his  proposed 
amendment  was  on  a  section  subsequent  to  Section  VI.  Section 
VI  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  approved. 

Dr.  Langford  presented  Section  VII,  and  it  was  approved. 
Section  VIII  was  presented.  Charles  F.  Schoenlein  (Northern 
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New  York)  attempted  to  offer  an  amendment  to  the  proposed 
legislation  for  the  Conference  Committee  on  Episcopacy,  but  the 
Chair  ruled  that  that  portion  of  the  legislation  was  not  yet  before 
the  Conference.  Paul  V.  Shearer  (Iowa)  attempted  to  offer  an 
amendment  to  the  proposed  legislation  for  Jurisdictional  Com- 
mittees on  Episcopacy,  but  it  was  similarly  ruled  that  this 
material  was  not  yet  before  the  Conference.  Willie  B.  Clay 
(Northern  IlUnois)  asked  a  question  regarding  an  action  he 
believed  the  committee  had  taken  but  which  was  not  reflected  in 
the  printed  report;  Dr,  Langford  responded.  Section  VIII  was 
approved. 

Dr.  Langford  presented  the  proposed  legislation  for  a  General 
Committee  on  the  Episcopacy.  Richard  W.  Harrington  (Western 
New  York)  moved  to  amend  the  report  by  deleting  from  it  the 
legislation  for  the  General  Committee  on  Episcopacy,  and  by 
assigning  any  functions  which  were  unique  to  it  to  the 
Jurisdictional  Committee  on  Episcopacy.  He  spoke  in  support  of 
his  motion.  Robert  Tolbert  (East  Ohio)  spoke  against  it.  Pat 
Stroman  (Central  Texas)  spoke  for  it.  Mr.  Northfelt  spoke  in 
support  of  the  position  of  the  study  commission  and  the 
legislative  committee.  The  Chair  ascertained  from  Mr.  Northfelt 
that,  while  there  were  constitutional  amendments  to  be  consid- 
ered later  in  relation  to  the  General  Committee  on  Episcopacy, 
the  legislation  presently  under  consideration  did  not  involve  the 
Constitution.  Frank  A.  Nichols  (Iowa)  asked  a  question  for 
clarification;  Mr.  Northfelt  responded.  The  Assistant  Secretary 
read  Mr.  Harrington's  amendment,  and  it  was  adopted. 

Clifford  Droke  (California-Nevada)  asked  whether  an  amend- 
ment to  the  proposed  legislation  on  Conference  Committees  on 
Episcopacy  was  in  order;  Dr.  Langford  responded  that  it  was  not 
at  this  time.  Dr.  Langford  presented  the  proposed  legislation 
dealing  with  the  Jurisdictional  Committee  on  Episcopacy.  Paul 
V.  Shearer  (Iowa)  moved  to  amend  the  legislation,  the  paragraph 
beginning  with  the  words,  "Each  newly  elected  .  .  .  ,"  by  adding 
the  sentence,  "The  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  biennially."  He 
spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment,  and  it  was  adopted. 

J.  Spurgeo7i  McCartt  (Holston)  moved  to  amend  the  legisla- 
tion, the  first  sentence,  by  substituting  the  word  "by"  for  "in" 
after  the  phrase,  "by  separate  orders."  He  spoke  in  support  of  his 
amendment,  and  Dr.  Langford  accepted  it  on  behalf  of  the 
committee. 

Paul  Hardin  (Northern  New  Jersey)  asked  a  question  about 
the  editing  of  other  sections  of  the  report  where  references  were 
made  to  the  General  Committee  on  Episcopacy.  In  response  to  a 
question  from  the  Chair,  Mr.  Northfelt  stated  that  there  were  a 
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number  of  references  of  this  nature.  Melvin  G.  Talbert  (Southern 
Cahfornia-Arizona)  suggested  another  piece  of  legislation  which 
needed  to  be  reviewed  in  the  hght  of  the  defeat  of  the  legislation 
deaUng  with  the  General  Committee  on  Episcopacy.  Mr. 
Northfelt  expressed  the  hope  that  there  could  be  another  meeting 
of  the  legislative  committee  to  prepare  recommendations  for  the 
Conference  on  matters  which  had  been  related  to  the  General 
Committee  on  Episcopacy. 

Report   on    Fourth   Ballot   for   Alternate    Member   of  the 
Judicial  Council 

The  Chair  reported  that,  because  of  the  fact  that  more  ballots 
were  cast  on  the  fourth  ballot  for  alternate  member  of  the 
Judicial  Council  than  there  are  delegates  to  the  General 
Conference,  the  entire  ballot  was  declared  invalid. 

Fifth  Ballot  for  Alternate  Member  of  the  Judicial  Council 

Paul  V.  Shearer  (Iowa)  asked  that  his  name  be  withdrawn  from 
consideration  in  the  balloting.  The  Chair  stated  that  a  request 
had  been  received  that  members  of  the  General  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  be  excused  from  the  session  in  order 
to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Council.  Permission  was  granted  by 
action  of  the  Conference. 

Richard  P.  Meredith  (Little  Rock)  attempted  to  offer  a 
suggestion  for  the  choosing  of  the  final  alternate  member  of  the 
Judicial  Council,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  the  position  could  only 
be  filled  by  ballot.  J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary)  gave  instructions  for  the 
taking  of  the  ballot.  C.  W.  Hancock  (South  Georgia)  asked  that 
the  results  of  the  last  ballot  be  read.  Terry  C.  Thomason 
(Southern  New  England)  asked  whether  this  would  be  in  order, 
inasmuch  as  the  ballot  had  been  declared  invalid.  The  Chair 
clarified  that  the  results  of  the  last  vaUd  ballot  should  be  read 
again.  The  results  of  the  third  ballot  were  read  by  the  Secretary. 

When  the  ballots  had  been  collected,  the  Chair  declared  the 
ballot  closed  and  ordered  a  five-minute  recess. 

Legislative  Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry 

Following  the  recess,  Carlton  Young  led  the  Conference  in  the 
singing  of  the  hymn,  "Many  and  Great,  0  God." 

Dr.  Langford  asked  that  consideration  of  Report  No.  116, 
Calendar  No.  494,  be  interrupted  and  that  the  Legislative 
Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry  meet  following  the 
afternoon  session. 

Committee  on  Calendar 

Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South  Indiana),  chairman  of  the  committee, 
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explained  the  sequence  in  which  the  committee  wished  to  have 
reports  considered  for  the  remainder  of  the  afternoon  session.  He 
called  for  consideration  to  be  resumed  on  a  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Administrative  Order  which  had  previously  been 
interrupted. 

Request  Declaratory  Decision  From  Judicial  Council 

H.  Eugene  Peacock  (Western  North  Carolina)  moved  that  the 
General  Conference  request  the  Judicial  Council  to  render  a 
declaratory  judgment  pertaining  to  the  constitutionality  of 
legislation  which  places  the  retirement  of  bishops  on  an  age-scale 
different  from  that  of  other  ministerial  members.  The  Chair 
stated  that  only  a  one-fifth  vote  was  required  to  adopt  the 
motion.  It  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  adopted. 

Questions  Regarding  District  Superintendency  and  Episco- 
pacy Report 

James  L.  Carraway  (Western  Pennsylvania)  asked  whether 
the  Legislative  Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry 
could  really  complete  its  work  on  the  District  Superintendency 
and  Episcopacy  report  without  knowing  the  attitude  of  the 
Conference  toward  the  Conference  Committee  on  the  Episcopacy 
and  the  Committee  on  District  Superintendency.  Albert  C. 
Outler  (North  Texas)  expressed  the  view  that  it  could.  Miriam 
Isaacs  (New  York)  made  a  statement  about  the  importance  of  the 
General  Committee  on  Episcopacy  in  the  study  commission's 
report.  A.  Jason  Shirah  (South  Georgia)  asked  if  a  motion  on  the 
Committee  on  District  Superintendency  would  be  in  order  at  this 
time;  the  Chair  ruled  that  it  would  not.  Richard  P.  Meredith 
(Little  Rock)  attempted  to  move  reconsideration  of  the  amend- 
ment which  had  deleted  the  legislation  related  to  the  General 
Committee  on  Episcopacy.  The  Chair  ruled  that,  by  the  consent 
of  the  Conference,  all  matters  related  to  the  report  of  the  Bishop 
and  District  Superintendent  Study  Commission  had  been  de- 
ferred until  a  later  time.  He  was  sustained  in  his  ruling  by  vote  of 
the  Conference. 

Paul  J.  Beeman  (Pacific  Northwest)  asked  if  it  would  be  in 
order  for  the  legislative  committee  to  be  excused  from  the 
plenary  session.  Paul  Hardin  (Northern  New  Jersey)  gave 
information  regarding  the  procedure  the  legislative  committee 
was  following.  Mr.  Beeman  asked  another  question;  the  Chair 
responded. 

J.  Kenneth  Forbes  (South  Indiana)  moved  that  the  order 
recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Calendar  be  set  as  an  Order 
of  the  Day  for  the  remainder  of  the  afternoon  session.  The  motion 
was  adopted. 
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Committee  on  Administrative  Order,  Report  No.  95,  Calen- 
dar No.  388  (Consideration  Resumed)  (see  page  1894) 
David  A.  Duck  (South  Georgia),  chairman  of  the  legislative 
committee,  called  on  Charles  A.  Sayre  (Southern  New  Jersey)  to 
continue  presentation  of  the  report  at  the  point  at  which  it  had 
been  interrupted  in  a  previous  session  (see  page  406).  Mr.  Sayre 
presented  Par.  805  of  the  report,  and  it  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Sayre  presented  Pars.  806,  807,  and  808,  explaining  each 
individually,  and  each  was  approved  individually,  by  separate 
votes  of  the  Conference. 

Mr.  Sayre  presented  the  proposed  Par.  809,  entitled  "Provi- 
sions Pertaining  to  Board  Membership."  He  presented  a 
correction  to  the  printed  report,  stating  that  the  first  sentence  in 
Par.  809.1  should  read,  "Members  and  executive  staff  of  all 
general  boards  and  agencies  shall  be  members  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church."  He  explained  that  the  action  of  the 
committee  to  include  executive  staff  in  this  provision  was 
contained  in  its  Report  No.  69,  Calendar  No.  362.  Theressa 
Hoover  (New  York)  spoke  against  the  inclusion  of  the  words  "and 
executive  staff."  L.  Bevel  Jones  (North  Georgia)  spoke  for  the 
provision. 

Kathryn  Carroll  (California-Nevada)  moved  to  amend  the 
report  by  deleting  the  words,  "and  executive  staff."  John  L. 
McWhorter  (Western  North  Carolina)  spoke  against  the  motion 
to  delete.  Robert  W.  Stevens  (Pacific  Northwest)  spoke  in 
support  of  it.  Norma  Wieting  (Northern  Illinois)  asked  whether  a 
provision  governing  staff  was  properly  placed  in  this  paragraph, 
since  the  paragraph  title  was  "Provisions  Pertaining  to  Board 
Membership."  Mr.  Duck  explained  that  the  committee  proposal 
was  actually  to  add  all  of  the  language  contained  in  Report  No. 
69,  Calendar  No.  362,  and  that  this  language  provided  for  some 
exceptions  and  excluded  present  incumbents  of  staff  positions 
from  the  new  provision.  In  response  to  Mrs.  Wieting's  objection, 
the  Chair  ruled  that  the  matter  was  properly  before  the 
Conference.  Martha  G.  Rowlett  (California-Nevada)  asked  how 
many  executive  staff  members  of  boards  and  agencies  were 
presently  not  members  of  The  United  Methodist  Church.  Mr. 
Duck  replied  that  a  spot  check  had  been  made,  and  that  the 
committee  knew  of  none.  Richard  S.  Parker  (New  York)  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  motion  to  delete.  L.  Carroll  Yingling,  Jr. 
(Baltimore)  asked  how  the  committee  provision  related  to  equal 
employment  opportunity  legislation.  Mr.  Sayre  repUed  that  in  his 
personal  opinion,  there  was  a  problem,  but  that  this  was  not  the 
committee  view. 
J.    Clay    Madison    (Western    North    Carolina)    moved    the 
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previous  question  on  the  amendment.  William  P.  Appelgate 
(Iowa)  attempted  to  make  a  statement,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that 
he  was  not  in  order  while  a  previous  question  motion  was 
pending.  Plyna  G.  Strong  (West  Michigan)  asked  a  question 
about  the  answer  to  an  earlier  question  regarding  the  number  of 
executive  staff  persons  presently  serving  who  were  not  United 
Methodist  members.  Mr.  Sayre  responded  that  the  committee 
felt  that  there  must  be  some,  but  that  they  had  not  been  able  to 
discover  any  in  a  spot  check.  Mrs.  Strong  replied  that  there  are 
such  persons  and  that  she  was  prepared  to  give  examples.  Joyce 
Sohl  (Rocky  Mountain)  asked  for  the  committee's  definition  of 
"executive  staff";  Mr.  Sayre  repHed  that  they  were  those  staff 
persons  elected  by  the  agency.  James  E.  Phipps  (West  Virginia) 
asked  a  question;  Mr.  Sayre  responded.  Frank  A.  Nichols  (Iowa) 
raised  a  parliamentary  question;  the  Chair  responded.  Mattie  M. 
Henderson  (West  Ohio)  attempted  to  ask  a  question;  the  Chair 
ruled  that  she  was  debating.  Franklin  Blackstone,  Jr.  (Western 
Pennsylvania)  asked  a  parUamentary  question.  The  previous 
question  motion  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  adopted.  The 
Assistant  Secretary  read  Ms.  Carroll's  amendment.  Mr.  Sayre 
clarified  the  meaning  of  the  amendment.  Horace  Ether  (Eastern 
Pennsylvania)  attempted  to  ask  a  question,  but  the  Chair  ruled 
that  he  was  not  in  order  while  the  Conference  was  in  the  process 
of  voting.  Ms.  Carroll's  amendment  was  defeated. 

Mr.  Sayre  presented  Par.  809.2,  .3,  ,4,  and  .5  of  the  report, 
and  those  sections  of  the  proposed  legislation  were  approved.  He 
then  presented  Par.  809.6,  .7,  .8,  .9,  and  .10,  and  they  were 
approved.  Pars.  810  and  811  were  presented  individually,  and 
were  approved  by  separate  votes  of  the  Conference.  Porter  J. 
Womeldorff  (Central  Illinois)  called  attention  to  the  fact  that, 
while  an  amendment  to  Par.  809.1  had  been  defeated,  the 
paragraph  as  recommended  had  not  been  put  to  a  vote.  It  was  put 
to  a  vote  and  was  approved.  Mr.  Sayre  presented  Par.  812,  and  it 
was  approved. 

Mr.  Sayre  presented  Par.  813  of  the  report.  He  explained  that 
in  Par.  813.1,  which  hmits  service  as  an  elective  staff  officer  of  an 
agency  to  twelve  years,  the  committee  was  recommending  the 
deletion  of  the  provision  whereby  the  agency  responsible  for  the 
election  could  suspend  the  limitation  by  a  two-thirds  vote.  Sandra 
Baker  (Virginia)  moved  to  amend  the  report.  Par.  813.1,  by 
substituting  "eight"  for  "twelve."  She  spoke  in  support  of  her 
amendment.  Arthur  L.  Doty  (Troy)  spoke  against  it.  Thomas  K. 
Kim  (Northwest  Texas)  spoke  against  it.  Walter  L.  Underwood 
(Central  Texas)  asked  a  question;  the  Chair  responded.  Torrey 
A.  Kaatz  (West  Ohio)  asked  to  speak  against  the  amendment,  but 
the  Chair  stated  that  a  speech  for  it  was  needed. 
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Paul  D.  Martin,  Jr.  (Virginia)  moved  as  a  substitute  for  the 
amendment  that  the  language  be  restored  as  in  the  1972  Book  of 
Discipline  by  the  addition  of  the  following  sentence:  "The  agency 
responsible  for  the  election  of  these  staff  officers  may  suspend 
this  provision  by  a  two-thirds  ballot  vote."  He  spoke  in  support  of 
his  motion.  Mr.  Sayre  stated  that,  following  consultation  among 
the  officers  of  the  legislative  committee,  he  was  wilUng  to  accept 
Mr.  Martin's  substitute  on  behalf  of  the  committee,  if  no 
committee  member  objected.  Terry  C.  Thomason  (Southern 
New  England)  identified  himself  as  a  member  of  the  legislative 
committee  and  objected  to  acceptance  of  the  substitute.  Mr. 
Sayre  reported  that  the  legislative  committee  vote  on  recom- 
mending the  deletion  was  27  to  25.  Basil  Lorch,  Jr.  (South 
Indiana)  spoke  in  support  of  the  substitute.  It  was  adopted. 

Franklin  Blackstone,  Jr.  (Western  Pennsylvania)  offered  a 
substitute  for  proposed  Par.  809.1  as  substituted.  He  explained 
how  it  differed  from  the  proposal  of  the  committee,  but  the  Chair 
ruled  that  it  was  so  similar  that  a  motion  of  reconsideration  would 
be  required  before  his  substitute  would  be  in  order.  Erwin  H. 
Schwiebert  (Oregon-Idaho)  asked  for  clarification  on  the  effect  of 
the  action  the  Conference  had  taken;  the  Chair  responded. 

Mr.  Sayre  presented  Pars.  813.2,  .3,  and  .4  of  the  report,  and 
they  were  approved. 

Proposed  Par.  813.5  was  presented,  with  the  explanation  that 
it  was  new  and  that  it  was  intended  to  assure  that  a  minimum  of 
40%  of  general  agency  executive  staff  persons  would  be  women. 
Lawton  Shroyer  (Eastern  Pennsylvania)  moved  a  substitute  for 
the  paragraph  to  read  as  follows:  "In  future  hiring  policies  in 
filling  positions  for  executive  staff,  sex  shall  not  determine  the 
fining  of  such  positions.  Sex  discrimination  shall  not  be  practiced, 
but  only  abiUty  and  the  proper  personality  shall  determine  the 
hiring  of  the  applicant."  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  substitute. 
Following  its  reading  by  the  Assistant  Secretary,  the  substitute 
was  adopted.  Jerome  K.  Del  Pino  (Southern  New  England) 
questioned  whether  adoption  of  the  substitute  was  consistent 
with  other  action  taken  by  the  Conference  providing  for  the 
maintenance  of  quotas.  The  Chair  ruled  that  the  Conference 
action  in  adopting  the  substitute  was  in  order. 

Mr.  Sayre  presented  proposed  Par.  814,  entitled  "Policies 
Relative  to  Non-discrimination."  J.  Melvin  Brawn  (California- 
Nevada)  asked  a  question  regarding  the  meaning  of  the  term 
"sexual  inclusiveness"  in  the  paragraph.  Mr.  Sayre  replied  that  it 
meant  "the  establishment  of  an  inclusive  church  with  adequate 
representation  of  women  as  well  as  men." 

R.  Andrew  Lady  moved  to  amend  the  paragraph  by  placing  a 
period  after  the  word  "sex"  at  the  end  of  (b),  and  by  deleting  the 
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remainder  of  the  paragraph.  He  spoke  in  support  of  his 
amendment,  which  would  delete  the  provision  for  adequate 
representation  by  laymen  and  laywomen. 

Patricia  Soderholm  (Wisconsin)  moved  as  a  substitute  that  the 
word  "laity"  be  substituted  for  "laymen  and  laywomen."  John  E. 
Stumbo  (Kansas  East)  spoke  in  support  of  the  substitute. 
Katherine  W.  Wilcox  (West  Michigan)  spoke  against  it.  Ms. 
Soderholm's  substitute  was  adopted. 

Harry  K.  Underwood  (Baltimore)  asked  whether  it  was  still 
intended  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Discipleship  on  the 
youth  organization  legislation  be  considered  at  this  session.  The 
Chair  responded. 

Jean  L.  Wickett  (Southern  CaUf or nia- Arizona)  moved  to 
amend  the  report,  Par.  814(b),  so  that  the  last  portion  would 
read,  ".  .  .  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  sex  or  age."  Mr.  Sayre 
accepted  the  amendment  on  behalf  of  the  committee  and  moved 
that  Par.  814  be  approved  as  amended.  Thomas  K.  Kim 
(Northwest  Texas)  raised  a  parliamentary  inquiry;  the  Chair 
responded. 

Mr.  Sayre  presented  Pars.  815,  816,  817,  and  818  of  the  report, 
and  they  were  approved. 

Mr.  Sayre  moved  adoption  of  Report  No.  95,  Calendar  No. 
388,  in  its  entirety,  as  amended,  and  it  was  adopted  (see  page 
1894). 

Motion  to  Reconsider 

Mr.  Sayre  explained  that,  in  its  action  just  completed  on  the 
committee's  omnibus  report  on  new  Pars.  801-818,  the  Confer- 
ence had  in  effect  acted  on  a  number  of  the  committee's  other 
reports,  and  that  these  reports  would  now  be  presented  in  order 
to  complete  the  committee's  work.  He  called  for  Wayne  E. 
Shoemaker  (Iowa)  vice-chairman  of  the  legislative  committee,  to 
introduce  the  related  reports. 

Mr.  Shoemaker  noted  that  a  delegate  had  asked  for  the 
opportunity  to  present  a  motion  to  reconsider  a  section  of  the 
report,  and  that  this  would  be  an  appropriate  time  to  hear  such  a 
motion.  Thomas  K.  Kim  (Northwest  Texas)  moved  to  reconsider 
Par.  804.3  and  explained  that,  if  the  motion  to  reconsider  was 
approved,  he  would  introduce  a  substitute  for  that  paragraph. 
The  Chair  ascertained  that  Mr.  Kim  had  not  voted  for  adoption  of 
the  paragraph,  and  Richard  0.  Truitt  (Wisconsin)  introduced  the 
reconsideration  motion  in  his  stead.  Arthur  L.  Doty  (Troy)  asked 
if  the  Conference  could  hear  the  substitute  Mr.  Kim  intended  to 
introduce;  Mr.  Kim  read  his  substitute.  The  motion  to  reconsider 
was  defeated. 
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Committee  on  Administrative  Order,  Report  No.  69,  Calen- 
dar No.  362 

Mr.  Shoemaker  presented  the  report,  which  dealt  with  the 
requirement  that  executive  staff  of  general  agencies  be  members 
of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  and  the  report  was  adopted  in 
accordance  with  previous  action  (see  pages  417-418,  1887). 
Clifford  Droke  (California-Nevada)  noted  that  the  legislation  in 
this  report  referred  to  "all  boards  and  agencies,"  and  asked 
whether  it  was  the  committee's  intention  that  this  be  "all  general 
boards  and  agencies."  Mr.  SAoeTnaker  replied  that  it  was  intended 
to  apply  to  general  boards. 

Report  No.  88,  Calendar  No.  381 

Mr.  Shoemaker  presented  the  report,  which  was  on  the  subject 
of  at-large  membership  of  program  boards,  and  it  was  adopted 
(see  page  1892). 

Report  No.  90,  Calendar  No.  383 

Mr.  Shoemaker  presented  the  report,  dealing  with  youth  and 
young  adult  membership  on  general  agencies,  and  it  was  adopted 
(see  page  1892). 

Report  No.  93,  Calendar  No.  386 

Mr.  Shoemaker  presented  the  report,  which  dealt  with  the 
hmitation  of  staff  service  with  general  agencies.  He  explained 
that  the  committee  recommendation  was  for  concurrence,  but 
that  to  be  consistent  with  its  earlier  action,  the  Conference 
should  vote  nonconcurrence.  The  Conference  voted  not  to  concur 
with  the  committee  report  (see  pages  418-419,  1893). 

Report  No.  94,  Calendar  No.  387 

The  report,  dealing  with  women  members  of  general  agency 
executive  staffs,  was  presented.  Mr.  Shoemaker  explained  that 
in  this  case  also,  the  committee  recommendation  had  been  for 
concurrence,  but  a  nonconcurrence  action  by  the  Conference 
would  be  in  accordance  with  its  previous  action.  The  Conference 
voted  nonconcurrence  (see  pages  419,  1893). 

Report  No.  92,  Calendar  No.  385 

Mr.  Shoemaker  explained  that  the  report  was  on  the  subject  of 
the  formula  for  membership  on  general  program  agencies,  and 
that  the  recommendation  was  to  refer  the  entire  issue  to  the 
General  Council  on  Ministries  for  study  and  for  any  recommenda- 
tions they  might  wish  to  make  to  the  1980  General  Conference. 
The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1893). 
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Report  No.  76,  Calendar  No.  369 

Mr.  Shoemaker  explained  that  the  report  called  for  the 
General  Council  on  Ministries  to  establish  a  task  force  to  draw  up 
guidelines  for  eliminating  sexism,  racism,  and  ageism  (sic)  in 
periodicals,  materials,  publications,  and  all  other  resource 
materials  of  the  church.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1889). 

Report  No.  74,  Calendar  No.  367 

Mr.  Shoemaker  explained  that  the  report  recommended  the 
deletion  from  the  Discipline  of  enabling  legislation  related  to  the 
Plan  of  Union,  inasmuch  as  this  legislation  was  no  longer  needed. 
The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1888). 

Committee  Report  Completed 

David  A.  Duck  (South  Georgia),  chairman  of  the  Legislative 
Committee  on  Administrative  Order,  stated  that  this  completed 
the  committee's  report  on  all  items  which  had  been  referred  to  it. 
He  introduced  Gwendolyn  B.  Williams  (California-Nevada), 
committee  secretary. 

Time  Extended 

The  Chair  asked  if  the  Conference  wished  to  extend  the  time  to 
hear  the  report  dealing  with  youth  organization  legislation.  The 
time  was  extended. 

Report    on    Fifth    Ballot    for    Judicial    Council    Alternate 
Member 

J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary):  The  final  ballot  for  the  final  alternate  elected  on  the 
Judicial  Council  is  as  follows:  Votes  cast,  928;  invahd  ballots,  none;  valid  ballots, 
928.  Number  needed  for  election,  465.  Paul  Webb,  Jr.,  698,  and  he  is  elected. 

Legislative  Committee  on  Discipleship 

Mr.  Hodapp,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Calendar,  called 
for  reports  from  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Discipleship  and 
presented  Wesley  Bailey  (Western  North  Carolina),  chairman  of 
the  committee. 

Reconsider  Extension  of  Time 

Susie  English  (Oklahoma)  moved  reconsideration  of  the 
Conference  action  to  extend  the  time,  explaining  that  there 
would  be  inadequate  time  to  debate  the  reports  being  presented. 
The  motion  was  adopted,  and  the  Chair  declared  that  the  reports 
in  question  would  be  considered  at  the  beginning  of  the  evening 
session. 
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Announcements  and  Adjournment 

An  announcement  was  made  by  Thomas  Langford  (Western 
North  Carolina).  Douglas  Verdin  (New  York),  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Agenda,  asked  that  the  Conference  set  an  order  of 
the  day  during  the  Thursday  morning  session  for  the  recognition 
of  ushers  and  pages.  It  was  set  by  vote  of  the  Conference. 

Mr.  Hodapp  moved  that  the  Conference  set  11  p.m.  as  the  time 
of  adjournment  for  the  evening  session  this  evening,  with  a  10 
minute  recess  at  9:15  p.m.  The  motion  was  adopted.  Mr.  Hodapp 
made  an  announcement. 

Bishop  Nichols  thanked  Bishops  Stowe  and  Golden  for  their 
assistance  during  his  presiding.  The  Secretary  made  announce- 
ments. Bishop  Nichols  dismissed  the  session  with  a  closing 
prayer,  and  the  afternoon  session  was  adjourned.

Opening — Bishop  James  S.  Thomas 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  evening  session  of  the 
eighth  day,  Wednesday,  May  5,  1976,  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the 
Memorial  Cohseum,  Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  James  S. 
Thomas,  Iowa  Area,  presiding. 

Carlton  R.  Young  led  the  Conference  in  the  singing  of  the 
hymn,  "Are  Ye  Able." 

Matter  of  Privilege 

The  Chair  recognized  Robert  E.  Hayes,  Sr.  (Texas),  president 
of  Wiley  College,  for  a  matter  of  privilege.  Dr.  Hayes  reported 
that  he  and  John  T.  King  (Southwest  Texas),  president  of 
Huston-Tillotson  College,  would  be  leaving  the  Conference 
shortly  to  attend  commencement  exercises  at  their  respective 
schools.  Speaking  on  behalf  of  the  twelve  black  colleges.  Dr. 
Hayes  expressed  appreciation  for  gifts  to  the  Black  College  Fund 
during  the  quadrennium  and  asked  for  the  continued  support  of 
the  Conference  as  it  set  the  Black  College  Fund  apportionment 
for  the  coming  quadrennium. 

Committee  on  Discipleship,  Report  No.  23,  Calendar  No. 
539  (see  pages  1377-1382) 

Jeanie  Stoppel  (Oregon-Idaho),  secretary  of  the  Committee  on 
Calendar,  called  on  Wesley  Bailey  (Western  North  Carolina)  for 
the  presentation  of  the  report.  Mr.  Bailey  explained  that  the 
report  was  in  the  form  of  amendments  to  disciplinary  legislation 
which  had  been  submitted  by  the  Board  of  Discipleship  and  which 
had  been  printed  in  full  in  an  advance  edition  of  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate.  He  explained  further  that  it  was  the 
committee's  intention  at  this  time  to  present  only  that  portion  of 
the  report  deaUng  with  youth  organization  legislation.  Par. 
1401ff. 

Mr.  Bailey  pointed  out  that  there  was  also  a  minority  report, 
and  the  Chair  explained  the  procedure  which  would  be  followed 
in  considering  the  reports.  Following  a  brief  presentation  by  Mr. 
Bailey,  the  Chair  called  for  the  perfecting  of  the  majority  report. 

Kathy  LaPoint  (CaHfornia-Nevada)  moved  to  amend  the 
report,  Par.   1401.3,  the  provision  for  paying  the  expenses  of 
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conference  representatives,  by  substituting  "General  Board  of 
Discipleship"  for  "conference  they  represent,"  and  by  deleting 
the  sentence  in  parentheses.  She  spoke  in  support  of  her 
amendment.  Mr.  Bailey  stated  the  committee  position.  The 
Assistant  Secretary  read  the  amendment.  The  amendment  was 
defeated. 

Charles  H.  Stewart,  III  (Florida)  moved  to  amend  the  report. 
Par.  1402.2,  the  second  sentence,  by  substituting  the  words 
"two-year  terms"  for  "no  more  than  one  two-year  term."  He 
spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  Lee  Drinkard  (North 
Georgia)  spoke  against  it.  The  amendment  was  defeated. 

Report  No.  23  (Minority  Report),  Calendar  No.  540  (see 
page  1382) 

The  Chair  called  for  the  perfecting  of  the  minority  report. 
Marilynn  Mabee  (Southern  California-Arizona)  moved  to  amend 
the  minority  report,  Par.  1401.3,  by  changing  "quadrennially"  to 
"biennially"  in  the  provision  governing  meetings  of  the  National 
Youth  Ministry  Convocation.  She  spoke  in  support  of  her 
amendment.  J.  Melvin  Brawn  (California-Nevada)  raised  a  point 
of  order,  that  no  one  representing  the  minority  report  point  of 
view  had  been  given  the  opportunity  to  present  it.  The  Chair 
ruled  that  his  point  of  order  was  well  taken.  Michael  Gray 
(Wisconsin)  presented  the  amendments  contained  in  the  minority 
report,  noting  that  the  rationale  for  the  minority  position  was 
also  printed  in  the  report.  The  Chair  then  called  for  discussion  on 
Ms.  Mabee's  amendment.  Alice  G.  Morrison  (Oregon-Idaho) 
asked  to  hear  an  explanation  of  the  rationale  for  the  minority 
position. 

Kim  Brown  (Memphis):  The  reason  for  the  minority  report  is  as  follows.  The 
Board  of  Discipleship  decided  that  this  Greneral  Conference  would  decide  on  a 
major  restructuring  of  youth  ministry.  They  called  a  consultation  on  the  future  of 
youth  ministry  last  August  in  Norman,  Okla.  Representatives  from  45  Annual 
Conference  Councils  on  Youth  Ministries  came  to  discuss  what  they  wanted  to  be 
the  plan  for  reorganization.  Their  decision  is  found  in  the  Daily  Christian 
Advocate  on  page  E-129.  This  report  was  considered  at  the  consultation  and  was 
voted  affirmatively  by  the  majority  of  the  people  there,  representing  45  Annual 
Conferences. 

The  Board  of  Discipleship  decided  they  wanted  their  own  plan,  so  they  made 
their  own  plan  up,  presented  it  to  the  General  Conference,  and  both  plans  were 
considered  in  the  Committee  on  Discipleship.  The  plan  proposed  by  the  United 
Methodist  Council  on  Youth  Ministry  was  not  voted  in  the  affirmative  in  the 
subcommittee,  was  not  heard  in  the  subcommittee,  and  was  allowed  a  14-minute 
presentation  in  the  committee.  The  major  points  of  this  plan,  which  were  affirmed 
by  those  representatives  in  Norman  last  summer,  are  contained  in  the  minority 
report  which  is  found  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  as  Calendar  Item  540. 
Those  changes  are  not  the  complete  report  that  those  persons  at  the  consultation 
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wanted  to  implement  as  the  restructure  plan,  but  they  do  embody  the  basic 
principles  that  were  affirmed  as  how  the  consultation  wanted  youth  ministry  to  go 
for  the  next  quadrennium. 

The  minority  report  is  an  attempt  to  let  the  General  Conference  decide  how 
youth  ministry  shall  be  restructured  in  the  next  quadrennium.  The  minority 
report  embodies  the  major  points  in  the  legislation  that  was  proposed  from  the 
consultation  on  the  future  of  youth  ministry.  I  urge  you  to  carefully  consider  the 
differences  between  the  two  reports.  Thank  you. 

John  G.  Corry  (Tennessee)  raised  a  point  of  order,  stating  that 
Ms.  Mabee's  amendment  had  been  included  among  those 
presented  in  the  majority  report. 

Mr.  Brown:  The  amendment  which  is  proposed  from  the  rear  of  the  auditorium 
is  one  which  is  embodied  in  the  majority  report.  These  are  the  basic  decisions  that 
have  to  be  made:  Shall  we  have  a  consultation  every  two  years  or  every  four 
years?  Shall  we  have  three  persons  going  from  each  conference  or  four  persons? 
Shall  one  of  these  persons  or  two  of  these  persons  be  from  a  racial  ethnic 
minority?  Shall  one  of  these  persons  be  junior-high  youth?  The  minority  plan  that 
we  have  proposed  is  a  unit.  It  embodies  everything  that  was  decided  by  the 
consultation.  It  would  not  accomplish  anything  to  amend  the  minority  report  to 
read  like  the  majority  report.  The  differences  are  there.  The  minority  report 
would  provide  for  junior-high  representation,  a  stronger  emphasis  on  the 
recommendation  of  racial  inclusiveness,  a  lower  cost  projection,  and  other  points 
embodied  therein. 

The  Chair  stated  that  if  the  substance  of  Ms.  Mabee's 
amendment  was  incorporated  in  the  majority  report,  it  would  be 
out  of  order  as  an  amendment  to  the  minority  report.  P.  Boyd 
Mather  (Iowa)  objected  that  the  amendment  should  be  in  order 
because  it  was  only  one  of  several  points  of  difference  between 
the  majority  and  minority  reports.  Ms.  Mabee  stated  that  this 
was  her  only  point  of  disagreement  with  the  minority  report. 

Janet  Luciani  (Detroit)  raised  a  parliamentary  inquiry;  the 
Chair  rephed.  She  attempted  to  speak  in  opposition  to  other 
features  of  the  minority  report,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  only 
discussion  on  the  amendment  was  in  order  at  this  time.  Susie 
EngUsh  (Oklahoma)  spoke  against  the  amendment.  Paul  A. 
Duffey  (Alabama- West  Florida)  made  a  statement  of  clarifica- 
tion. The  Assistant  Secretary  read  the  amendment.  Bob  Carhsle 
(Oklahoma)  asked  Mr.  Brown  a  question;  Mr.  Brown  responded. 
Perry  H.  Saito  (Wisconsin)  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  amend- 
ment. Don  L.  Riggin  (Little  Rock)  raised  a  point  of  order,  asking 
whether  Mr.  Saito's  speech  was  on  the  amendment  or  on  the 
minority  report  as  a  whole.  Mr.  Saito  stated  that  he  was 
speaking  against  the  amendment  and  completed  his  statement. 
William  W.  Reid,  Jr.  (Wyoming)  spoke  in  support  of  the 
amendment.  Cathy  Wells  (Mississippi)  spoke  against  it. 

James  F.  W.  Talley  (Baltimore)  moved  the  previous  question 
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on  the  amendment.  The  previous  question  motion  was  adopted. 
Mr.  Brown  made  a  final  statement  against  the  amendment.  The 
Assistant  Secretary  read  the  amendment,  and  it  was  defeated. 
John  Hildreth  (Alabama-West  Florida)  spoke  in  support  of  the 
minority  report. 

Mr.  Hildreth:  I  would  like  to  speak  to  the  minority  report.  The  General 
Conference  has  before  it  two  proposals  for  the  future  of  Youth  Ministry 
organizations  on  a  general  level.  Both  proposals  call  for  necessary  changes  which 
should  strengthen  the  responsiveness  and  accountability  of  youth  ministry.  The 
minority  report  before  you  affirms  most  of  the  changes  found  in  the  Board  of 
Discipleship  proposal,  but  would  amend  it  in  a  few  major  areas. 

The  major  differences  are  related  to  the  calling  of  a  national  convocation  every 
two  years  by  the  majority  report  and  every  four  years  by  the  minority  report,  as 
well  as  the  levels  of  participation  found  within  those  convocations. 

It  has  already  been  pointed  out  to  this  Conference  the  financial — the  matter  of 
financial  stewardship.  It  is  projected  that  the  minority  report  would  save 
quadrennially  somewhere  in  the  amount  of  $37,000,  money  which  can  be  spent 
and  should  be  spent  by  Annual  Conferences  on  the  Annual  Conference,  district 
and  local  level  in  programming,  not  in  meetings.  If  Annual  Conferences — and  this 
is  a  problem  we  have  had  in  the  past,  we  have  national  meetings  and  Annual 
Conferences  cannot  afford  to  attend — if  they  cannot  afford  to  attend  they  will  not 
participate.  If  they  do  not  participate  they  wiU  not  be  represented.  One  of  the 
crucial  questions  in  analyzing  both  of  these  proposals  is  that  of  representation. 

It  has  been  shown  in  recent  national  meetings,  similar  to  those  proposed,  that 
fewer  Annual  Conferences  and  fewer  persons  are  represented  at  national 
gatherings  than  at  meetings  held  on  the  Jurisdictional  level.  The  Jurisdictional 
connection  works  for  other  general  boards  and  agencies  in  The  United  Methodist 
Church.  There  is  no  reason  why  it  should  not  work  for  youth  ministry. 

The  question  of  accountability  comes  up.  Those  groups  are  essentially 
accountable  to  the  same  people,  the  difference  comes  on  what  level  that 
accountability  arises  from.  In  the  minority  report  members  of  the  steering 
committee  are  accountable  to  each  Annual  Conference  who  participates  in  the 
Jurisdictional  conferences.  Every  year  there  will  be  a  Jurisdictional  conference.  If 
the  Annual  Conference  participates,  they  have  a  direct  control  over  the  people 
who  are  elected,  and  those  persons  who  are  elected  are  accountable  to  them.  In 
the  majority  report  the  accountability  rests  in  the  national  convocation.  It  seems 
to  me  that  if  fewer  Annual  Conferences  are  at  the  national  meeting  there  is  a 
great,  greater  deal  of  accountability  on  the  Jurisdictional  level  as  found  in  the 
minority  report. 

The  participation  of  adults  in  the  youth  ministry  is  essential  and  is  insured  by 
both  proposals.  The  differentiation  occurs,  however,  in  the  method  of  participa- 
tion. The  majority  report  calls  for  a  voting  membership  in  all  matters  of  from  33  to 
50  percent  of  adults.  The  minority  report  insures  adult  membership  of  from  25  to 
33  percent,  and  they  could  vote  in  all  matters  except  the  election  of  youth.  It 
seems  to  me  that  if  youth  members  of  the  steering  committee  are  expected  to  be 
truly  representative  of  youth  they  should  be  elected  by  youth,  and  adult 
representatives  should  be  elected  by  adults. 

The  objective  of  this  General  Conference  should  be  to  adopt  the  plan  of 
organization  for  youth  ministry  on  the  general  level  which  would  do  one  of  two 
things.  First  of  all  a  proposal  that  combines  the  best  portions  of  all  proposals  that 
have  been  made.  This  combination  of  proposals  should  serve  to  heal  old  wounds 
and  to  unify  and  strengthen  youth  ministry  at  every  level  throughout  The  United 
Methodist  Church.  Secondly,  it  should  facilitate  the  development  of  a  youth 
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ministry  that  allows  for  the  fullest  participation  of  youth  while  addressing  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  the  spiritual  and  physical  needs  of  all  youth.  I  feel  the 
minority  report  most  adequately  fulfills  these  objectives.  I  urge  your  support  of 
the  minority  report.  Thank  you. 

Janet  Luciani  (Detroit)  spoke  against  the  minority  report. 

Ms.  Luciani:  Both  of  the  reports  are  essentially  similar  in  many  areas  except 
for  one  basic  difference.  Who  decides  where  youth  service  fund  money  goes? 
Where  are  our  representatives  elected?  What  kind  of  policy  do  we  expect  them  to 
carry  out?  Where  is  accountability?  I  address  myself  right  now  particularly  to 
(the  minority  report  amendment  to  Par.  1401.  le). 

The  amendment  taking  out,  deleting  in  italics  the  phrase,  "To  set  the  policy  and 
criteria  for  selection  of  projects  and  distribution  of  the  national  portion  of  the 
Youth  Service  Fund." — and  instead  inserting,  "Evaluate  and  review  structure, 
philosophy,  goals  and  priorities  of  youth  ministry  in  The  United  Methodist 
Church."  This  cuts  right  out  from  under  the  National  Youth  Convocation  our 
purpose  and  our  direction:  policy  and  criteria  are  specific  and  tangible; 
criteria — the  standards  projects  would  have  to  meet;  policy — how  this  would  be 
done;  distribution  of  Youth  Service  Fund — money. 

If  you  are  accountable  to  us,  then  the  money  will  be  allocated  for  these  projects, 
as  it  is  done  in  General  Conference,  Annual  Conference,  and  all  levels  in  the 
church  except  youth  ministry.  Election  of  officers  at  this  meeting.  If  you  are 
doing  a  good  job  at  this  meeting  and  you  are  setting  up  the  criteria  which  you  will 
be  expected  to  follow  out,  then  you  should  come  from  this  meeting  biennially. 
Unlike  General  Conference  or  Annual  Conference,  or  the  adult  segment  of  the 
church,  there  is  an  age  limit  as  to  how  long  you  can  be  a  youth.  If  you  are  going  to 
attend  and  you  are  going  to  be  good,  then  you  should  have  a  chance  at  attending 
more  than  one. 

As  for  the  Youth  Convocation  where  this  vote  was  taken,  as  to  which  one  the 
youth  would  want,  my  Annual  Conference  wasn't  there.  We  were  struggling  to 
set  up  our  own  youth  conference  on  our  Annual  Conference  level.  We  didn't  even 
know  about  it.  We  hadn't  been  in  communication  with  any  national  youth 
organization  since  it  started.  We  didn't  even  know  it  existed.  We  found  out  that 
strengthening  Annual  Conferences  wasn't  listed  as  any  goal  on  the  national  youth 
conference  level,  as  if  we  didn't  exist.  We  had  to  do  it  on  our  own.  And  now  we  are 
saying  we  want  to  be  heard,  and  we  wanted  help  in  this  process  and  be 
responsible  church  members  and  learn  like  everybody  else  does.  And  that's  why 
we  want  it  set  up  this  way. 

Mr,  Hildreth  attempted  to  respond  to  one  of  Ms.  Luciani's 
statements,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  he  was  not  in  order. 

William  0.  Walker  (Oregon-Idaho)  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
minority  report.  Jack  F.  Emerick  (Western  Pennsylvania)  spoke 
against  the  minority  report. 

Mr.  Emerick:  I  serve  as  the  conference  coordinator  of  youth  ministries  in  the 
Western  Pennsylvania  Conference.  The  Youth  Council  of  our  conference  has 
studied  both  of  the  original  proposals  and  support  the  recommendation  of  the 
Board  of  Discipleship.  The  Minority  Report  that  is  before  us  is  a  watered  down 
version  of  the  Board  of  Discipleship  report  with  the  teeth  removed,  and  might  I 
add  a  Minority  Report  which  for  the  most  part  has  been  designed,  not  by  high 
school  youth,  but  by  young  adults. 
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We  do  not  agree  that  to  be  against  the  amendment  means  that  you  are  against 
youth,  or  that  adults  are  trying  to  put  a  lid  on  the  expression  of  youth.  Rather  we 
feel  that  to  support  the  Board  of  Discipleship  report  is  indeed  responding  to  the 
will  and  the  wishes  of  the  youth  across  our  Church. 

If  delegates  will  note  the  number  and  the  substances  of  the  petitions  that  this 
General  Conference  has  received  from  individual  youth,  local  churches,  and 
Annual  Conferences,  related  to  youth  ministries,  one  finds  that  youth  are 
speaking  to  this  issue,  and  they  are  supporting  the  recommendation  of  the  Board 
of  Discipleship.  We  do  not  see  the  issue  being  the  cost  of  a  biennial  convocation,  or 
adult  over  youth,  but  we  see  the  core  of  the  issue  as  twofold. 

First,  clearly  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  the  general  church  youth  council  to 
be  a  representative  group  of  youth  with  a  wide  base  who  are  sensitive  to  the 
needs  and  priorities  of  youth  from  the  local  churches  and  Annual  Conferences; 
second,  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  the  youth  structure  to  be  directly  related  to 
the  mainstream  of  our  Church  with  a  sense  of  ownership  by  the  youth  across  our 
Church. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Discipleship  provides  for  both  of  these 
needs.  The  truth  is  that  the  Minority  Report  only  continues  a  power  base  that  has 
been  of  no  assistance  to  the  local  church  or  Annual  Conference  but  rather  a 
hindrance  to  the  ongoing  work  of  the  youth  across  our  Church. 

The  Consultation  in  Oklahoma  met  at  two  different  times.  Our  conference, 
Western  Pennsylvania,  sent  a  youth  and  an  adult  to  the  first  meeting  because  our 
conference  representatives  felt  that  the  General  Youth  Conference  membership 
were  not  open  to  a  wide  base  leadership.  Our  Annual  Conference  was  one  of 
several  that  did  not  return  to  Oklahoma,  and  I  believe  that  the  Board  of 
Discipleship  realizes  that  the  consultation  did  not  represent  the  youth  of  our 
Church,  and  thus  the  board  is  recommending  their  different  report. 

The  youth  of  Western  Pennsylvania  Conference  have  requested  that  I  convey 
to  you  that  they  would  hke  you  to  support  the  Board  of  Discipleship  report. 

Lucille  V.  Van  Zant  (Oklahoma)  spoke  in  support  of  the 
minority  report.  Steve  Galyon  (Holston)  spoke  against  it.  Marion 
Jones  (South  Carolina)  spoke  for  it. 

Don  L.  Riggin  (Little  Rock)  moved  the  previous  question  on  all 
before  the  Conference.  The  Chair  stated  that  the  previous 
question  motion  would  apply  to  the  minority  report.  Steve  Banks 
(North  Carolina)  asked  a  question  about  the  number  of  speeches 
which  had  been  given  for  and  against  the  minority  report;  the 
Chair  responded  that  there  had  been  four  for  and  three  against. 
Mr.  Banks  asked  to  speak  against  the  minority  report,  but  the 
Chair  ruled  that  he  was  not  in  order.  Susie  English  (Oklahoma) 
asked  for  clarification  as  to  whether  Ms.  Jones'  statement  was 
actually  in  favor  of  the  minority  report  now  under  consideration. 
The  Chair  replied  that  the  answer  to  the  question  was  not 
relevant  to  the  parliamentary  situation.  Mr.  Brown  attempted  to 
answer  Ms.  English's  question,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  he  was 
not  in  order.  Arthur  L.  Doty  (Troy)  raised  a  parliamentary 
inquiry;  the  Chair  responded.  Kathy  LaPoint  (California- 
Nevada)  attempted  to  ask  a  question,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that 
her  question  was  in  the  nature  of  debate.  Mr.  Bailey,  chairman  of 
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the  legislative  committee,  asked  a  question  regarding  procedure; 
the  Chair  responded.  Wallace  H.  Kirby  (North  Carolina)  raised  a 
parliamentary  inquiry;  the  Chair  responded. 

Report  No.  23,  Calendar  Nos.  539,  540— Final  Action 

Mr,  Brown  made  a  final  statement  on  behalf  of  the  minority 
report.  Lee  Drinkard  (North  Georgia)  made  a  final  statement  in 
support  of  the  majority  position. 

The  Conference  voted  not  to  substitute  the  minority  report  for 
the  majority  report.  The  majority  report  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
was  adopted  (see  page  1377). 

Matters  of  Privilege 

Mr.  Bailey,  chairman  of  the  legislative  committee,  observed 
that  this  was  the  first  General  Conference  in  which  there  had 
been  youth  voting  delegates  and  asked  that  those  delegates  stand 
and  be  recognized.  They  were  accorded  a  standing  ovation  by  the 
Conference. 

Harry  K.  Underwood  (Baltimore)  identified  himself  as  a 
member  of  the  legislative  committee  and  asked  that  the 
Conference  also  express  its  appreciation  to  Larry  Manley,  who 
had  served  for  the  past  two  years  as  president  of  the  National 
Youth  Council;  the  Conference  responded  with  applause. 

John  Hildreth  (Alabama-West  Florida)  asked  permission  to 
make  a  brief  statement  of  reconciliation,  but  the  Chair  stated 
that  he  would  not  be  in  order.  The  Chair  asked  if  the  Conference 
would  sustain  him  in  his  ruling,  and  he  was  sustained. 

Limitation  of  Debate 

A.  Hunter  Colpitis  (North  Indiana)  moved  "that  all  future 
speeches  for  and  against  the  issues  be  limited  to  three  minutes." 
The  motion  was  adopted. 

Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry,  Report  No. 
116 — Consideration  Resumed 

Jeanie  Stoppel,  Committee  on  Calendar,  called  for  resumption 
of  consideration  of  the  legislative  committee  recommendations 
related  to  the  Bishop  and  District  Superintendent  Study 
Commission  report,  which  had  been  interrupted  during  the 
afternoon  session  (see  page  415). 

Thomas  A.  Langford  (Western  North  Carolina),  chairman  of 
the  legislative  committee,  asked  that  Richard  W.  Harrington 
(Western  New  York)  be  recognized  for  a  motion.  Mr.  Harrington 
moved  reconsideration  of  that  portion  of  the  proposed  legislation 
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related  to  the  General  Committee  on  the  Episcopacy.  The  motion 
to  reconsider  was  defeated. 

Dr.  Langford  explained  that  this  action  would  necessitate 
certain  changes,  which  he  could  present  to  the  Conference,  in  the 
proposed  legislation  related  to  the  jurisdictional  Committees  on 
Episcopacy.  He  moved  approval  of  that  legislation,  with  the 
necessary  changes.  Paul  F.  Abel  (New  York)  asked  a  question; 
Dr.  Langford  responded.  Ralph  B.  Huston  (Florida)  objected 
that  the  committee  was  not  bringing  its  recommendations  in  the 
manner  in  which  the  Conference  had  asked  and  suggested  that 
the  matter  be  referred  back  to  the  committee  again,  and  that  the 
committee  bring  back  a  total  document,  with  the  General 
Committee  on  Episcopacy  legislation  deleted,  for  the  Confer- 
ence's consideration.  Dr.  Langford  responded.  Walter  N.  Kalaf 
(Florida)  made  an  additional  statement  regarding  what  was  being 
requested  of  the  committee. 

Merlyn  W.  Northfelt  (Northern  Illinois),  chairman  of  the  study 
commission,  explained  that  some  members  of  the  committee  had 
felt  that  there  had  been  a  misunderstanding  which  could  have 
been  cleared  up  with  a  reconsideration  of  the  matter.  Since  the 
Conference  had  voted  not  to  reconsider,  it  would  still  be  possible 
to  complete  action  on  legislation  related  to  jurisdictional  and 
conference  Committees  on  Episcopacy  and  to  Committees  on  the 
District  Superintendency.  The  committee  could  then  come  back 
later  with  a  report  on  the  reassignment  of  functions  which  had 
originally  been  assigned  to  the  General  Committee  on  Episco- 
pacy. 

Erwin  H.  Schwiebert  (Oregon-Idaho)  expressed  the  view  that 
part  of  the  problem  resulted  from  the  fact  that  the  Conference 
had  been  operating  under  the  erroneous  assumption  that  the 
motion  to  reconsider  was  not  debatable.  At  the  Chair's  request, 
the  Assistant  Secretary  read  the  motion  the  Conference  had 
adopted  earher  deleting  the  legislation  related  to  the  General 
Committee  on  Episcopacy.  Mr.  Northfelt  made  a  statement 
regarding  the  functions  which  would  need  to  be  reassigned  as  a 
result  of  that  action.  Willie  B.  Clay  (Northern  Illinois)  asked  a 
question;  the  Chair  responded.  Dr.  Langford  explained  that  the 
recommendations  he  had  attempted  to  present  to  this  session  had 
been  based  on  an  incorrect  impression  that  an  agreement  had 
been  reached  which  met  the  objections  raised  against  the 
committee's  report.  He  stated  that  since  this  was  apparently  not 
the  case,  the  legislative  committee  would  be  happy  to  accept 
re-referral  of  the  matter  or  to  proceed  as  the  Conference  might 
wish  to  direct.  The  Chair  asked  if  the  Conference  wished  to  have 
the  matter  re-referred  to  the  legislative  committee,  and  the 
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Conference  voted  to  re-refer.  Mr.  Northfelt  made  an  announce- 
ment. Franklin  Blackstone,  Jr.  (Western  Pennsylvania)  made  a 
statement  related  to  the  re-referral. 

Recess 

The  Chair  called  for  the  Conference  to  be  in  recess  for  ten 
minutes.  Following  the  recess,  Leroy  C.  Hodapp,  Committee  on 
Calendar,  made  an  announcement. 

Committee  on  Church  and  Society,  Report  No.  32,  Calendar 
No.  393  (see  page  1172) 

Jeanie  Stoppel  (Oregon-Idaho),  Committee  on  Calendar,  called 
on  John  E,  St  umbo  (Kansas  East),  chairman  of  the  legislative 
committee,  for  presentation  of  the  report.  He  explained  that  the 
committee's  Report  No.  9,  Calendar  No.  116,  was  also  related  to 
this  report.  Mr.  Stumbo  noted  that  these  reports  dealt  with  the 
Social  Principles  statement  and  referred  to  the  large  number  of 
petitions  which  had  been  received  in  relation  to  this  document. 
He  moved  that  the  document  be  considered  seriatim,  with  the 
Preface,  Preamble,  and  the  several  Roman-numeral  sections 
being  dealt  with  in  sequence.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Stumbo  called  on  Orion  N.  Hutchinson,  Jr.  (Western 
North  CaroHna),  chairman  of  the  sub-committee  which  had 
prepared  the  report,  to  lead  in  its  presentation.  Mr.  Hutchinson 
presented  the  Preface,  and  it  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Hutchinson  presented  the  Preamble  and  observed  that 
the  proposed  changes  were  to  remove  sexist  language. 

Ernest  K.  Emurian  (Virginia):  The  historic  Nicene  Creed  deals  with  God  for 
the  Christian  as  Father  before  He  is  Creator.  Whether  that  is  sexist  language  or 
not  is  incidental.  God  is  Father,  "I  believe  in  God  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker  of 
Heaven  and  Earth."  For  2,000  years  this  has  expressed  our  Christian  relationship 
with  God.  First  He  is  our  Heavenly  Father,  the  first  recorded  words  of  Jesus 
were  "Wist  ye  not  that  I  must  be  about  my  Father's  business."  The  Lord's  Prayer 
begins  "Our  Father,  who  art  in  Heaven."  The  first  word  from  the  Cross  was 
"Father,  forgive  them,"  and  the  last  word  from  the  Cross  was  "Father,  into  thy 
hands  I  commend  my  spirit."  I  will  not  allow  any  group  in  the  interest  of 
relevance  to  make  ridiculous  our  Lord's  reference  to  God  as  His  Heavenly  Father. 
I  move  the  continuance  of  the  word  "Father"  in  every  reference  to  God  when  we 
relate  to  Him  as  Christians. 

Mr.  Emurian  moved  to  amend  the  Preamble,  as  contained  in 
the  report,  by  restoring  the  word  "Father"  in  place  of  "Creator," 
which  the  committee  had  recommended.  The  amendment  was 
adopted.  The  Preamble  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Hutchinson  presented  the  section  entitled  "I.  THE 
NATURAL  WORLD."  The  section  was  approved. 
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He  presented  "II.  THE  NURTURING  COMMUNITY,"  and 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  Calendar  No.  394  was  a  minority 
report  related  to  sub-section  A,  "The  Family."  He  further 
explained  that  one  of  the  changes  in  sub-section  B,  "Marriage," 
was  also  found  in  Report  No.  9,  Calendar  No.  116,  and  that  action 
on  this  sub-section  would  therefore  constitute  action  on  that 
report  as  well. 

Mr.  Hutchinson  stated  that  there  were  two  persons  the 
committee  wished  to  have  recognized  in  connection  with 
consideration  of  section  II:  Steve  Galyon  (Holston),  for  presenta- 
tion of  the  minority  report,  Calendar  No.  394,  and  Keith  Spare,  a 
representative  of  the  United  Methodist  Gay  Caucus.  The  Chair 
stated  that,  under  Rule  23,  the  Conference  should  perfect  the 
entire  majority  report  first  and  then  return  to  the  minority 
report.  Don  L.  Riggin  (Little  Rock)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that, 
since  the  Conference  was  considering  the  document  seriatim,  it 
would  be  in  order  to  consider  the  minority  report  immediately 
after  the  perfection  of  section  II  of  the  majority  report.  The 
Chair  ruled  that  the  point  of  order  was  well  taken  and  that  this 
would  be  the  procedure.  Mr.  Hutchinson  suggested  that  the 
minority  report  be  perfected  and  considered  after  perfection  of 
sub-section  II,  A,  and  the  suggestion  was  approved. 

Leonard  Slutz  (West  Ohio)  asked  a  question;  Mr.  Hutchinson 
responded.  WilUam  C.  Vaughan  (Virginia)  asked  a  question 
regarding  the  effect  of  Mr.  Emurian's  earlier  amendment  to  the 
Preamble;  Mr.  Hutchinson  and  the  Chair  responded. 

Katherine  W.  Wilcox  (West  Michigan)  moved  to  amend  the 
report,  section  II,  A,  by  inserting  a  new  second  sentence,  to  read 
as  follows:  "We  understand  the  family  as  encompassing  a  wider 
range  of  options  than  that  of  the  two-generational  unit  of  parents 
and  children  (the  nuclear  family),  including  the  extended  family, . 
families  with  adopted  children,  single  parents,  couples  without 
children,  and  persons  living  in  intentional  communities."  She 
spoke  in  support  of  her  amendment.  Marilyn  Roberts  (North 
Georgia)  observed  that  part  of  Dr.  Wilcox's  amendment  was 
contained  in  the  minority  report.  Porter  J.  Womeldorff  (Central 
Illinois)  asked  a  question.  Dr.  Wilcox  responded.  Mr.  Womeldorff 
moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by  the  addition  of  a  footnote  to 
the  term  "intentional  communities,"  to  read  as  follows:  "Persons 
sharing  a  commitment  to  one  another  and  to  common  purposes 
and  enduring  over  a  period  of  time.  Christian  intentional 
communities  have  included  communal  groups  such  as  Koinonia 
farms,  certain  monastic  and  other  religious  orders  and  some 
types  of  corporate  church  life."  Dr.  Wilcox  accepted  the 
amendment. 
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Jack  H.  Henton  (Memphis)  spoke  in  opposition  to  the 
amendment.  A.  Hunter  Colpitts  (North  Indiana)  asked  a 
question  as  to  the  meaning  of  a  portion  of  the  footnote;  Dr. 
Wilcox  responded.  Edwin  C.  Boulton  (Iowa)  responded  further. 

Leonard  Slutz  (West  Ohio)  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by 
deleting  the  words,  "and  persons  living  in  intentional  com- 
munities" and  the  footnote.  Elaine  J.  Woodworth  (Pacific 
Northwest)  spoke  against  the  amendment.  James  Egan  (Ok- 
lahoma) asked  a  question  regarding  the  content  of  the  footnote; 
Mr.  Hutchinson  responded.  Paul  M.  Minus  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
amendment.  Hazel  M.  Decker  (Texas)  asked  whether  the  term 
"intentional  communities"  included  retirement  homes  and  nurs- 
ing homes.  Mr.  Stumbo  replied  that,  as  far  as  the  legislative 
committee  was  concerned,  it  was  because  of  uncertainty  as  to 
what  was  included  that  the  statement  had  been  omitted  from  the 
committee  report.  John  P.  Miles  (Little  Rock)  spoke  against  the 
amendment.  Harold  M.  Karls  (Detroit)  spoke  in  support  of  it. 
Edward  L.  Duncan  (Detroit)  asked  a  parliamentary  question;  the 
Chair  responded.  Mr.  Duncan  asked  to  hear  a  rationale  for  the 
legislative  committee  position;  Mr.  Hutchinson  responded. 

Becky  Kesler  (Southern  California- Arizona)  attempted  to  offer 
an  additional  amendment,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  no  additional 
amendments  were  in  order  while  Mr.  Slutz's  amendment  was 
pending.  John  G.  Corry  (Tennessee)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that 
the  amendment  before  the  Conference  was,  in  essence,  the 
minority  report.  The  Chair  ruled  that  the  amendments  were 
properly  before  the  Conference  under  the  procedure  it  had 
adopted.  Mr.  Hutchinson  responded  to  Mr.  Corry's  statement. 

Gloster  B.  Current  (New  York)  moved  the  previous  question 
on  all  before  the  Conference.  The  previous  question  motion  was 
adopted.  Mr.  Hutchinson  decHned  the  opportunity  to  make  a 
final  statement  on  behalf  of  the  committee,  and  the  Assistant 
Secretary  read  Mr.  Slutz's  amendment  to  the  amendment;  it  was 
adopted. 

Don  L.  Riggin  (Little  Rock)  made  a  statement  of  clarification 
as  to  what  was  presently  pending  before  the  Conference.  The 
Assistant  Secretary  read  Dr.  Wilcox's  amendment  as  amended, 
and  it  was  adopted.  Section  II,  A,  the  majority  report,  was  put  to 
a  vote  and  was  adopted  as  amended. 

Merrill  W.  Drennan  (Baltimore)  raised  a  point  of  order;  the 
Chair  responded.  William  W.  Reid,  Jr.  (Wyoming)  sought  to 
amend  the  report  by  adding  a  new  subsection  B,  but  the  Chair 
ruled  that  the  amendment  was  not  in  order  at  this  time. 

Steve  Galyon  (Holston)  stated  that,  unless  one  of  the  sponsors 
of  the  minority  report  objected,  he  would  withdraw  the  minority 
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report,  inasmuch  as  the  substance  of  it  had  been  added  to  the 
majority  report  by  amendment.  The  withdrawal  was  approved 
by  vote  of  the  Conference.  G.  Ross  Freeman  (South  Georgia) 
raised  a  parliamentary  question  regarding  the  disposition  of  the 
minority  report;  Mr.  Hutchinson  and  the  Chair  responded. 
Section  II,  A,  the  majority  report  as  amended,  was  approved  for 
inclusion  in  the  report. 

Mr.  Hutchinson  presented  section  II,  B  and  C,  entitled 
"Marriage"  and  "Human  Sexuality"  respectively.  William  W. 
Reid,  Jr.  (Wyoming)  moved  to  amend  the  report  by  inserting  a 
new  section  II,  B,  to  be  entitled  "The  Christian  Intentional 
Community."  The  new  section  would  read  as  follows: 

"We  further  recognize  the  movement  to  find  new  patterns  of 
Christian  nurturing  communities,  such  as  koinonia  farms, 
certain  monastic  and  other  reUgious  orders  and  some  types 
of  corporate  church  life.  We  urge  the  church  to  seek  ways  of 
understanding  the  needs  and  concerns  of  such  Christian 
groups  and  to  find  ways  of  ministering  to  them  and  through 
them." 


Pat  Stroman  (Central  Texas)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that  the 
Conference  had  already  dealt  with  the  substance  of  this 
amendment.  The  Chair  ruled  that  the  point  of  order  was  well 
taken. 

The  Chair  put  to  a  vote  a  procedural  suggestion  which  had 
been  made  by  Mr.  Hutchinson,  that  section  II,  B  and  C,  be 
considered  as  a  unit  by  the  Conference,  and  the  procedure  was 
approved.  Mr.  Hutchinson  explained  the  changes  being  proposed 
in  the  two  subsections.  Mr.  Reid  argued  that  his  proposed 
amendment  was  substantively  different  from  what  the  Confer- 
ence had  considered  earUer,  inasmuch  as  he  was  placing  it  as  a 
separate  subsection  rather  than  as  a  part  of  "The  Family."  He 
also  asked  that  the  subsection  title  be  changed  to  "Other 
Christian  Communities."  Cathy  Wells  (Mississippi)  asked  a 
question;  the  Assistant  Secretary  responded.  Ms.  Wells  spoke  in 
support  of  the  amendment.  Mr.  Reid  reiterated  the  change  he 
had  suggested  in  the  subsection  title.  Gloster  B.  Current  (New 
York)  raised  again  the  point  of  order  that  the  substance  of  Mr. 
Reid's  amendment  had  been  dealt  with  in  approving  Mr.  Slutz's 
earlier  amendment.  Mr.  Hutchinson  responded.  The  Chair  ruled 
that  consideration  of  the  amendment  could  proceed.  Harriet  L. 
Miller  (West  Ohio)  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment.  The 
Assistant  Secretary  read  the  amendment,  and  Mr.  Reid  again 
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clarified  his  subsequent  change  in  the  title  for  the  proposed 
subsection.  The  amendment  was  adopted. 

John  Blundell  (Little  Rock)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that  action 
on  Mr.  Reid's  amendment  was  out  of  order,  because  Mr.  Reid 
had  amended  his  own  amendment  after  submitting  it  in  writing. 
The  Chair  ruled  that  the  point  of  order  was  not  well  taken  and 
upheld  the  action  of  the  Conference. 

Mr.  Hutchinson  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  in  order  to 
allow  Keith  Spare  to  speak  in  behalf  of  the  United  Methodist  Gay 
Caucus  on  the  issues  in  subsections  B  and  C,  the  statement  not  to 
exceed  three  minutes.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

J.  R.  Kemmerly  (Louisiana)  requested  a  count  vote  on  Mr. 
Reid's  amendment,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  the  time  had  passed 
when  such  a  request  could  be  made.  Mr.  Kemmerly  asked  a 
parliamentary  question;  the  Chair  responded.  William  0. 
Walker  (Oregon-Idaho)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that  the  time  set 
for  adjournment  had  been  reached,  but  the  Chair  stated  that  it 
had  not.  Richard  P.  Meredith  (Little  Rock)  made  a  statement 
about  procedure. 

Keith  Spare:  Sisters  and  brothers  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  we  of  the 
United  Methodist  Gay  Caucus  are  painfully  sensitive  to  the  complex  nature  of  the 
issues  which  are  before  us  in  the  matter  of  gay  people  in  the  life  and  struggle  of 
our  Church.  We  come  before  this  body  breaking  a  history  of  silence  and 
invisibility  which  has  surrounded  this  issue.  This  silence  has  been  a  perpetuation 
of  untold  suffering  not  only  of  our  gay  brothers  and  sisters  and  their  families,  but 
the  entire  Christian  community. 

As  we  move  toward  a  new  horizon  of  what  we  hope  to  be  a  grace-filled  dialogue 
we  cannot  ignore  the  inevitability  of  residual  fears  and  misunderstandings.  Yet 
our  Christian  duty  demands  we  acknowledge  that  all  persons  have  fallen  short  in 
the  glory  of  God  and  need  the  saving  grace  of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ. 
Throughout  this  week  our  caucus  has  attempted  to  hold  before  you  this  model  of 
openness  and  dialogue.  We  pray  now  in  the  issues  that  are  before  you  that  the 
action  of  this  Conference  will  reflect  a  willingness  of  our  Church  to  continue  in  this 
dialogue.  Thank  you. 

Leonard  Slutz  (West  Ohio)  asked  a  question  about  the  report; 
Mr.  Hutchinson  responded.  Mr.  Slutz  moved  to  amend  the 
report,  subsection  II,  C,  by  adding  the  following  to  the  end  of  it: 

"We  welcome  all  persons  regardless  of  sexual  orientation 
into  the  fellowship  and  membership  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church;  and  we  insist  that  all  persons  are  entitled  to  have 
their  human  and  civil  rights  ensured." 

Mr.  Slutz  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  Mr.  Hutchinson 
made  a  statement  of  clarification. 
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K.  June  Goldman  (Iowa):  I  am  very  mindful  of  the  diverse  opinion  that  is  here 
in  this  body  just  as  there  were  differing  views  in  our  subsection  and  in  the 
legislative  section  of  which  I  was  a  part.  I  feel  that  each  one  of  us  might  prefer  to 
change  this  wording  in  some  way.  I  think  it  was  a  very  fine  statement  just  made 
by  Keith  Spare;  he  made  the  same  statement  in  our  subsection  in  our  legislative 
section  as  a  whole.  He  requested  that  we  enter  into  dialogue. 

I  think  we  all  feel  that  we  may  welcome  all  persons,  and  I  think  that  we  have 
stated  this  by  the  first  sentence  that  when  we  say,  "Homosexuals  no  less  than 
heterosexuals  are  persons  of  sacred  worth  who  need  the  ministry  and  guidance  of 
the  Church  in  their  struggles  for  human  fulfillment,"  etc.  So  that  we  are  not  in 
any  way  excluding  them  from  the  fellowship,  the  community  of  the  Church,  but 
we  do  not  condone  homosexuality.  It  is  my  very  deep  feeling  that  what  we  are 
facing  here  is  to  listen  to  the  voice  of  the  grassroots  of  the  Church. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  there  has  seldom  been,  if  ever,  this  many  petitions 
addressed  to  a  single  subject.  I  was  one  of  those  people  who  had  the  dubious 
pleasure  of  reading  the  great  bulk  of  those  five  thousand  and  some  petitions 
representing  not  only  individual  voices  but  Annual  Conferences,  youth  groups, 
Women's  Societies,  United  Methodist  Women,  all  kinds  of  groups,  not  just  from 
one  geographic  location  but  from  a  cross-section  of  the  entire  United  Methodist 
Church. 

And  I  think  that  it  would  be  a  great  breach  in  credibility  for  this  General 
Conference  to  vote  against  the  wish  which  has  become,  in  essence,  a  mandate 
from  United  Methodism,  that  we  keep  intact  the  wording  of  section  C,  and  I  do 
make  this  request  that  we  not  amend  this  section. 


Earle  N.  Cooper  (Troy)  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment.  Albert 
C.  Outler  (North  Texas)  spoke  against  it.  Leigh  Roberts 
(Wisconsin)  spoke  in  support  of  it. 

Thomas  L.  Butts  (Alabama-West  Florida)  moved  the  previous 
question  on  the  Slutz  amendment.  The  previous  question  motion 
was  adopted.  Clifford  Droke  (California-Nevada)  asked  that  the 
amendment  be  read,  and  it  was  read  by  the  Assistant  Secretary. 
K.  June  Goldman  (Iowa)  asked  Mr.  Slutz  a  question,  and  he 
responded.  John  M.  Meares  (North  CaroHna)  asked  a  question, 
but  the  Chair  ruled  that  it  was  not  germane.  Mr.  Slutz's 
amendment  was  defeated. 

Granville  D.  Crockett  (North  Mississippi)  called  attention  to 
the  approaching  time  of  adjournment. 

Nadine  Hardin  (North  Arkansas)  moved  to  amend  the  report, 
subsection  II,  C,  by  deleting  the  two  sentences  which  read  as 
follows:  "Homosexuals  no  less  than  heterosexuals  are  persons  of 
sacred  worth,  who  need  the  ministry  and  guidance  of  the  church 
in  their  struggles  for  human  fulfillment,  as  well  as  the  spiritual 
and  emotional  care  of  a  fellowship  which  enables  reconciling 
relationships  with  God,  with  others  and  with  self.  Further  we 
insist  that  all  persons  are  entitled  to  have  their  human  and  civil 
rights  ensured,  though  we  do  not  condone  the  practice  of 
homosexuality   and   consider   this   practice   incompatible   with 
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Christian    teaching."    Ms.    Hardin    spoke    in    support    of   her 
amendment. 

Adjournment 

John  R.  Van  Sickle  (Northern  Illinois)  moved  that  the  session 
be  adjourned,  and  the  motion  was  adopted. 

Leroy  C.  Hodapp,  Committee  on  Calendar,  made  a  statement 
regarding  the  reports  to  be  considered  at  the  next  day's  sessions. 
J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary)  made  announcements.  Edwin  C.  Boulton 
(Iowa)  made  a  statement  of  appreciation  to  Bishop  Thomas. 

Bishop  Jose  L.  Valencia  (Retired)  pronounced  the  benediction, 
and  the  session  was  adjourned. 


NINTH  DAY,  THURSDAY,  MAY  6,  1976 
MORNING  SESSION 


Opening — Bishop  O.  Eugene  Slater 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  morning  session  of  the 
ninth  day,  Thursday,  May  6,  1976,  at  8:30  a.m.  in  the  Memorial 
CoUseum,  Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  0.  Eugene  Slater,  San 
Antonio  Area,  presiding. 

Frances  Alguire  (Northern  IlHnois)  was  the  liturgist  for  the 
devotional  service.  The  opening  hymn  was  "Praise  to  the  Living 
God."  Anthems  were  sung  by  the  Hispanic  Choir  of  La  Trinidad 
United  Methodist  Church,  Los  Angeles,  California,  EU  Saenz, 
Director.  Ms.  Alguire  read  the  Scripture,  Galatians  3:23-29,  and 
led  the  Conference  in  prayer.  Bishop  Paul  A.  Washburn,  Chicago 
Area,  preached  the  devotional  sermon  entitled,  "Free  in  Christ" 
(see  page  801).  A  closing  hymn,  "Many  Gifts,  One  Spirit,"  was 
sung,  following  which  Bishop  Washburn  pronounced  the  benedic- 
tion. 

Committee  on  Agenda 

Douglas  F.  Verdin  (New  York),  chairman  of  the  committee, 
presented  the  report.  Mr.  Verdin  observed  that  the  General 
Conference  had  been  called  to  be  in  session  through  May  8,  and 
the  fact  that  many  delegates  had  indicated  that  they  would  not  be 
present  on  that  day  did  not  alter  that  fact. 

He  asked  that  J.  Kenneth  Forbes  (South  Indiana)  be  recog- 
nized for  a  procedural  motion.  Mr.  Forbes  moved  that  in  this 
morning  session  of  the  Conference  debate  be  limited  to  two 
speeches  on  each  side  of  any  issue,  and  that  no  speech  exceed  two 
minutes  in  length.  The  motion  was  adopted.  J.  Melvin  Brawn 
(California-Nevada)  objected  to  the  limitation  on  debate,  but  the 
Chair  ruled  that  he  was  not  in  order. 

Mr.  Verdin  asked  that  John  T.  King  (Southwest  Texas)  be 
recognized. 

Dr.  King:  Bishop  Slater,  members  of  the  General  Conference,  my  sisters  and 
brothers,  thank  you  very  much  for  this  high  privilege.  Two  of  the  sins  of 
humankind  which  I  consider  to  be  among  the  greatest  are  the  sin  of  selfishness 
and  the  sin  of  ingratitude.  I  try  hard  to  be  free  of  both  but  I  have  much  more 
success  with  the  second  than  with  the  first. 

Let  me  express  my  personal  appreciation  and  the  gratitude  of  many  other 
people  to  the  Church  through  this  General  Conference  for  the  support  of  all  of  our 
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institutions  of  higher  education  and  especially  the  historic  black  colleges  related 
to  our  church. 

This  support  has  been  most  helpful  to  thousands  of  young  women  and  men 
across  the  years.  This  support  has  enabled  our  historic  black  colleges  to  assist 
young  people  from  the  poverty  pockets  of  our  nation  through  meaningful 
educational  experiences  to  transfer  themselves  from  the  welfare  roles  to  the  tax 
roles,  and  this  is  of  upmost  importance  to  our  country. 

The  history  of  the  support  of  our  twelve  historic  black  colleges  is  well  known  to 
some  but  not  to  all.  The  old  Race  Relations  Sunday  offering,  which  served  its 
time,  was  not  effective,  as  it  did  not  receive  the  support  of  the  church  as  a  whole. 
It  provided  much  less  than  minimum  support  for  these  colleges. 

At  the  1970  General  Conference  some  of  us  made  plea  after  plea  to  place  two 
million  dollars  in  World  Service  to  not  only  support  these  institutions  but  to  call 
them  to  the  attention  of  the  Church  in  a  most  dramatic  way. 

This  was  not  done,  but  the  Negro  Colleges  Advance  was  authorized,  and  that 
was  an  improvement.  The  General  Conference  of  1972,  as  a  result  of 
recommendations  of  a  special  Study  Commission  on  the  Black  Colleges, 
recommended  the  Black  College  Fund.  There  was  some  support  at  that 
Conference  to  place  the  Black  College  Fund  in  World  Service,  but  the  Black 
College  presidents  agreed  to  accept  a  special  benevolence  apportionment, 
realizing  that  this  would  be  a  new  experience  for  the  Church. 

However,  we  presidents  had  faith  and  trust  and  confidence  in  our  Church,  and 
the  record  of  the  Black  College  Fund  in  the  first  three  years  of  this  quadrennium 
has  sustained  that  faith  and  trust  and  confidence. 

Bishop  Slater:  Dr.  King,  I  must  call  you,  please,  the  time  is  up. 

Dr.  King:  Thank  you  very  much.  But  as  I  leave  this  General  Conference  to  go 
to  my  Centennial  Commencement  at  which  our  son  will  be  a  graduate,  I  leave  you 
with  my  prayers,  with  my  blessings  and  with  this  one  plea;  please  do  not  take  any 
action  in  this  General  Conference  which  will  hurt  the  Black  College  Fund  and 
"vaya  con  Dios." 

Mr.  Verdin  moved  adoption  of  the  agenda,  as  printed,  with  the 
understanding  that,  although  no  recess  was  Usted,  a  recess  would 
be  called  at  a  time  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Chair.  The  agenda 
was  adopted  (see  page  823). 

Appreciation  for  Marshals  and  Pages 

Mr.  Verdin  presented  E.  A.  Bailey  (North  Mississippi),  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Agenda,  who  made  a  statement  of 
appreciation  for  the  services  rendered  to  the  Conference  by  the 
marshals  and  pages,  and  called  for  an  offering  to  be  received  as  a 
way  of  expressing  gratitude  to  them.  While  the  offering  was 
being  received,  the  Chair  called  for  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Presiding  Officers. 

Committee  on  Presiding  Officers 

Walter  L.  Underwood  (Central  Texas)  reported  for  the 
committee  that  Bishops  0.  Eugene  Slater,  San  Antonio  Area, 
Earl  G.  Hunt,  Charlotte  Area,  and  Paul  A.  Washburn,  Chicago 
Area,  had  been  chosen  to  preside  at  Thursday's  morning, 
afternoon,  and  evening  sessions  respectively. 
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Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Privileges 

Norma  C.  Eby  (Pacific  Northwest)  reported  on  behalf  of  the 
committee  that  there  were  some  persons  to  be  presented  to  the 
Conference.  The  Chair  observed  that  this  would  require 
suspension  of  the  rule  which  provides  that  no  persons  shall  be 
presented  after  the  sixth  day,  except  by  approval  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  Conference.  The  rule  was  suspended  by  vote  of  the 
Conference. 

Ms.  Eby  asked  that  Josafat  Curti,  executive  director  of 
MARCHA,  be  recognized. 

Mr.  Curti:  Good  morning.  Buenos  Di^s.  Bishop  Slater,  sisters  and  brothers.  I 
stand  before  you  as  one  who  believes  that  ours  is  a  pluralistic  church.  I  stand 
before  you  to  symbolize  one  of  the  expressions  of  our  pluralism.  I  stand  before  you 
in  order  to  stir  your  awareness,  your  conscience  and  your  concern  for  the 
Hispanic  Ethnic  Minority  group  of  our  country  and  Puerto  Rico.  When  I  talk 
about  Hispanic  minority  I  am  not  refering  only  to  the  Hispanic  United  Methodist 
people,  but  rather  I  am  referring  to  the  miUions  of  Hispanic  persons  who  are  not 
related  to  our  denomination  nor  to  any  other  church  and  therefore  are  an  integral 
part  of  our  missional  responsibility  and  concern.  The  United  Methodist  Church 
must  develop  a  plan  and  a  strategy  for  relevant,  contemporary  and  intensive 
ministries  of  outreach  and  service  to  our  people.  I  am  concerned  for  the  fact  that 
at  least  80  percent  of  Hispanic  people  of  our  population,  or  about  19  or  20  milUon, 
are  not  actively  related  to  any  church  at  all. 

Why  am  I  saying  this?  It  is  because  this  is  part  of  our  responsibility.  This  is  the 
inaUenable  responsibility  not  only  for  the  Hispanic-American,  but  for  you  too.  All 
of  our  people  are  looking  and  watching  at  you  and  us.  And  this  is  precisely  why  we 
ethnic  caucuses  and,  in  this  case,  the  Hispanics,  have  been  actively  engaged  to 
bring  consciousness  and  to  let  a  church  be  at  work  with  the  still  inadequacies  in 
The  United  Methodist  Church  toward  Hispanic-Americans. 

One  of  the  top  priorities  concerns  of  our  time  is  in  the  whole  area  of  salaries  and 
pensions  for  the  Rio  Grande  and  Puerto  Rico  Conferences  and  the  inadequate 
representation  in  the  boards  and  agencies  of  the  Church.  We  have  improved  very 
much,  but  still,  we  need  your  help.  I'm  not  going  to  ask  you  to  chant  with  me. 
"Viva  MARCHA,"  not  this  time.  I'm  going  to  ask  you  to  please  go  back  and 
sensitize  the  Church  for  the  request  of  Hispanic-Americans.  Muchas  gracias.  We 
extend  you  greetings  from  MARCHA. 

Ms.  Eby  called  on  Bishop  James  K.  Mathews  for  a  matter  of 
privilege. 

Bishop  Mathews:  Bishop  Slater  and  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  Conference, 
Emory  Bucke  has  been  Book  Editor  for  20  years.  Before  that  he  was  for  two 
years  College  Editor.  Before  that  he  was  for  ten  years  the  distinguished  and 
provocative  editor  of  Zion's  Herald,  the  oldest  Wesleyan  publication  in  the 
United  States  in  continuous  publication.  Before  that  he  was  the  pastor  of  two 
churches  in  New  England.  The  first  one  blew  down  due  to  an  act  of  God  in  the 
hurricane  of  1938;  the  second  suffered  no  apparent  damage  during  his  pastorate. 

As  Book  Editor,  he  has  processed  two  thousand  titles.  He  and  his  staff  have 
scrutinized  4,000  manuscripts  a  year.  His  principal  achievement  has  been  the 
production  of  the  Dictionary  of  the  Bible.  125,000  sets  of  four  volumes  are  in  use. 
He  edits  a  best-seller,  namely  The  United  Methodist  Disciphne,  and  is  such  a 
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perfectionist  that  he  redoes  it  every  four  years  and  rumor  has  it  he's  engaged  in 
that  task  now. 

As  a  boy,  he  sold  peanuts  on  the  streets  of  Sudbury,  Pa. ,  to  raise  money  for  the 
United  Methodist  building  in  Washington.  Thanks,  Emory,  my  office  is  there 
today.  By  his  own  admission  he's  a  bishop-chaser.  He  followed  Bishop  Hartman  as 
editor  of  Zion's  Herald;  Bishop  Harmon  as  Book  Editor;  and  followed  Bishop 
Charles  Wesley  Bums  long  enough  to  catch  his  lovely  daughter,  Barbara,  who  is 
here — a  specialist  in  education  at  Peabody,  a  wonderful  woman  in  her  own  right.  I 
hope  that  Bishop  Carroll  will  bring  them  over  here  so  that  you  may  salute  them. 

Dr.  Bucke  was  accorded  a  standing  ovation  by  the  Conference. 
Ms.  Eby  called  on  Gene  E.  Sease  (Western  Pennsylvania)  for  a 
presentation. 

Mr.  Sease:  Bishop,  yesterday  we  had  the  privilege  of  presenting  the  members 
of  the  Conrmiission  on  General  Conference  and  Local  Committee. 

We  have  saved  for  today  the  opportunity  to  single  out  one  of  those  persons  who 
was  here  long  before  any  of  us  arrived  and  has  been  here  each  night  after  we  have 
all  left  the  building,  has  been  the  first  one  here  in  the  morning,  who  will  be  here 
long  after  we  have  gone  home  to  clean  up  after  us,  and  who  has  done  that  for  nine 
times  in  the  General  Conferences. 

I  refer  to  the  person  who  in  the  good  judgement  of  Editor  Roger  Burgess 
deserved  the  cover  picture  and  article  in  this  morning's  DCA,  namely  Dr. 
Norman  Conard. 

All  of  us  who  are  parts  of  commissions  and  boards  know  that  when  we  fly  in  and 
do  our  policy-making  and  then  fly  out,  we  leave  staff  members  with  the  work  to 
do.  Norman  has  done  that.  I  should  like,  before  I  present  Norman  for  your 
acknowledgement,  to  mention  that  for  two  weeks  now  I  have  been  watching  across 
here  above  microphone  No.  5,  section  15,  and  when  she  hasn't  been  running  back 
and  forth  to  the  airport  to  pick  someone  up  or  to  answer  phones  or  to  do  chores, 
Mary  Conard  has  been  sitting  there,  as  she  has  through  nine  General  Conferences 
watching  that  everything  goes  well.  Mary,  would  you  stand,  please.  And  I 
present  to  you  Dr.  Norman  Conard. 

Dr.  Conard  was  accorded  a  standing  ovation  by  the  Conference 
and  made  a  statement  of  appreciation. 

Ms.  Eby  called  on  Bishop  W.  Kenneth  Goodson  for  the 
presentation  of  retiring  bishops.  Bishop  Goodson  called  the 
names  of  the  bishops  who  would  be  retiring  following  the  1976 
Jurisdictional  Conferences:  Eugene  M.  Frank,  Arkansas  Area, 
20  years  of  service;  0.  Eugene  Slater,  San  Antonio  Area,  16  years 
of  service;  Paul  V.  Galloway,  Houston  Area,  16  years  of  service; 
Don  W.  Holter,  Nebraska  Area,  4  years  of  service;  Francis  E. 
Kearns,  Ohio  East  Area,  12  years  of  service;  Prince  A.  Taylor, 
New  Jersey  Area,  20  years  of  service;  C.  Ernst  Sommer, 
German  Federal  Republic  Central  Conference,  8  years  of  service; 
and  F.  Gerald  Ensley,  Ohio  West  Area,  24  years  of  service.  The 
retiring  bishops  were  given  a  standing  ovation. 

Ms.  Eby  asked  that  Ralph  Houston  be  recognized  for  Judicial 
Council    presentations.    Mr.    Houston    asked   Judicial    Council 
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members'  spouses  and  former  members,  present  members,  and 
new  members  of  the  Council  to  stand.  He  introduced  the  new 
members  of  the  Council:  Leonard  Slutz  (West  Ohio);  Paul  A. 
Duffey  (Alabama-West  Florida);  Elizabeth  B.  Gundlach  (West- 
ern New  York);  Gene  E.  Sease  (Western  Pennsylvania);  Charles 
B.  Copher  (North  Georgia),  reelected  for  another  term;  and 
Florence  Lucas  Edwards  (New  York).  He  then  presented  the 
newly  elected  officers  of  the  Council:  Truman  W.  Potter  (West 
Virginia),  vice-president;  Hoover  Rupert  (West  Michigan), 
secretary;  and  Tom  Matheny  (Louisiana),  president. 

Ms.  Eby  stated  that,  because  of  the  pressure  of  time,  unless 
there  was  great  urgency  to  bring  a  matter  to  the  floor,  all  future 
courtesies  would  be  printed  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate. 

Committee  on  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order 

Thomas  L.  Cromwell  (East  Ohio),  chairman  of  the  committee, 
presented  the  report.  Mr.  Cromwell  referred  to  Plan  of 
Organization  I,  A,  (2),  (c),  and  moved  that  it  be  amended  to  read, 
"The  General  Secretary  of  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  for 
all  general  and  executive  secretaries."  The  amendment  was 
approved  by  the  required  two-thirds  vote. 

Mr.  Cromwell  presented  a  recommendation  to  amend  Plan  of 
Organization  VI,  A,  (10),  by  adding,  at  the  end  of  the  first  full 
paragraph,  the  following:  ".  .  .  and  shall  be  referred  directly  to 
appropriate  legislative  committees,  without  presentation  to  a 
plenary  session  of  the  General  Conference."  The  recommendation 
was  approved. 

Mr.  Crom^well  presented  a  recommendation  to  amend  Plan  of 
Organization  XI  by  deleting  the  existing  paragraph  and  sub- 
stituting the  following: 

"The  reports  and  recommendations  of  all  Councils,  Boards 
and  Standing  Committees,  or  Special  Commissions  or 
Committees  to  the  General  Conference  shall  be  printed  in  an 
Advance  Edition  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  mailed 
to  all  delegates  at  least  sixty  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  the 
General  Conference.  Such  reports  shall  be  printed  in  the 
same  size  and  style  as  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  be 
punched  for  binding.  In  order  to  accomplish  this,  the  finished 
copy  of  all  such  reports  and  recommendations  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  editor  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  at 
least  120  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  General 
Conference.  Any  such  reports  and  recommendations  not  so 
submitted,  and  not  printed  in  an  Advance  Edition  of  the 
Daily  Christian  Advocate,  shall  be  received  by  the  General 
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Conference  only  upon  the  approval  of  three-fourths  vote  of 
the  General  Conference." 


He  observed  that  the  recommendation  was  in  response  to  a 
referral  from  the  floor  of  the  Conference  some  days  earlier. 
David  A.  Duck  (South  Georgia)  asked  if  the  committee  would 
accept  an  amendment  providing  that  agency  reports  and 
recommendations  should  go  to  only  one  legislative  committee. 
Mr.  Cromwell  responded  that  such  a  provision  might  best  come 
later,  and  that  it  might  be  better  if  it  were  referred  to  the 
committee. 

William  P.  Bailey  (Memphis)  offered  a  motion  to  refer. 


Mr.  Bailey:  I  move  that  the  new  Interim  Committee  on  Plan  of  Organization 
and  Rules  of  Order  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  review  and  act  for  the 
Conference  in  preparation  for  the  1980  session — as  related  to  a  manner  in  which 
the  general  boards  and  agencies  or  an  interagency  task  force  may  get  its 
legislative  proposals  before  the  General  Conference  other  than  in  the  traditional 
petition  system. 


Mr.  Bailey  spoke  in  support  of  his  motion.  Robert  Courtney 
(East  Ohio)  also  spoke  in  favor  of  the  motion.  Mr.  Cromwell 
expressed  the  committee's  willingness  to  accept  the  referral. 
William,  E.  Trice  (North  Texas)  expressed  the  hope  that  the 
procedure  developed  by  the  committee  would  give  delegates 
ample  time  to  study  agency  recommendations.  Mr.  Cromwell 
responded.  Mr.  Bailey  explained  that  that  was  also  the  intent  of 
his  motion  of  referral.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

G.  Ross  Freeman  (South  Georgia)  moved  to  amend  the 
recommendation  by  substituting  "thirty  days"  for  "sixty  days," 
and  "sixty  days"  for  "120  days."  He  spoke  in  support  of  the 
amendment.  John  B.  Russell  (Virginia)  moved  to  amend  the 
amendment  by  substituting  "ninety  days"  for  "sixty  days,"  where 
the  original  recommendation  had  read  "120  days."  Mr.  Freeman 
accepted  the  amendment.  Lawrence  R.  Taylor  (West  Michigan) 
spoke  in  opposition  to  Mr.  Freeman's  amendment,  on  the 
grounds  that  delegates  outside  the  United  States  would  not 
receive  their  materials  before  leaving  for  the  Conference.  Joseph 
R.  Graham  (West  Ohio)  asked  a  question;  Mr.  Cromwell 
responded.  Mr.  Graham  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment. 

Douglas  F.  Verdin  (New  York)  moved  the  previous  question 
on  all  before  the  Conference  on  Plan  of  Organization  XI.  The 
previous  question  motion  was  adopted.  Mr.  Cromwell  made  a 
final    statement    in    behalf   of   the    committee    position.    Mr. 
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Freeman's  amendment  was  defeated.  The  committee  recommen- 
dation was  adopted,  and  the  Chair  stated  that  adoption  was  by 
the  required  two-thirds  majority. 

Mr.  Cromwell  presented  the  committee's  recommendation  to 
amend  Rule  38  to  read  as  follows:  "All  legislation  of  the  General 
Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  shall  become 
effective  January  1  following  the  session  of  the  General 
Conference  at  which  it  is  enacted,  unless  otherwise  specified  (this 
rule  to  become  effective  with  the  1980  General  Conference)."  Mr. 
Cromwell  explained  the  rationale  for  the  proposed  change. 
Clifford  Droke  (Cahfornia-Nevada)  asked  a  question;  Mr. 
Cromwell  responded.  Mr.  Droke  moved  that  Rule  38  be  referred 
back  to  the  committee.  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  motion.  David 
H.  Andrews  (Baltimore)  spoke  against  it.  Wayyie  E.  Shoemaker 
(Iowa)  asked  a  question;  Mr.  Cromwell  responded.  Mr.  Crom- 
well expressed  the  opinion  that  a  vote  to  refer  the  matter  back  to 
committee  would  mean  that  it  could  not  be  resolved  before  the 
next  General  Conference.  He  and  Mr.  Droke  discussed  the 
possibiUty  of  getting  Conference  action  on  a  new  recommenda- 
tion at  this  session.  Erwin  H.  Schwiebert  (Oregon-Idaho)  moved 
to  defer  action  on  Rule  38  pending  examination  of  its  effect  on 
other  disciplinary  paragraphs.  The  Chair  observed  that  positive 
action  on  the  motion  to  refer  would  have  the  same  effect.  Mr. 
Cromwell  responded  to  Mr.  Schwiebert.  Mr.  Droke's  motion  to 
refer  was  defeated.  The  committee  recommendation  was 
adopted,  with  the  Chair  certifying  that  the  action  was  by  the 
required  two-thirds  vote. 

Carlton  Dodge  (Eastern  Pennsylvania)  moved  to  amend  Plan 
of  Organization  X  and  XI  to  provide  for  distribution  and  maihng 
of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  other  delegates'  materials  to 
the  first  reserve  delegate  from  each  annual  conference.  Franklin 
Blackstone,  Jr.  (Western  Pennsylvania)  expressed  impatience  at 
the  amount  of  time  being  spent  on  matters  other  than  calendar 
items  and  asked  about  a  procedure  for  expediting  matters. 
Douglas  F.  Verdin,  Committee  on  Agenda,  replied  that  the 
administrative  committee  reports  were  taking  more  time  than 
expected.  He  suggested  that  action  on  the  remainder  of  this 
committee's  report  be  deferred  and  that  the  Conference  turn 
immediately  to  consideration  of  calendar  items.  The  Chair 
suggested  that  action  be  completed  on  Mr.  Dodge's  motion,  and 
that  the  remainder  of  the  report  then  be  deferred.  The  Assistant 
Secretary  read  the  amendment.  Mr.  Cromwell  suggested  that  it 
should  be  amended  to  read  "first  ministerial  and  first  lay"  reserve 
delegates.  Mr.  Dodge  accepted  the  amendment,  and  his  amend- 
ment was  adopted  as  amended. 
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Committee  on  Calendar 

Leroy  C.  Hodapp,  chairman  of  the  committee,  made  a 
statement  about  a  possible  Saturday  session  of  the  Conference, 
He  then  moved  that  the  Thursday  evening  plenary  session  begin 
at  7  p.m.  and  adjourn  at  11  p.m. ,  with  a  fifteen  minute  recess  at  9 
p.m.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

Recess 

Mr.  Hodapp  moved  that  a  ten  minute  recess  be  scheduled  at 
11:30  a.m.,  in  order  to  give  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Church 
and  Society  a  block  of  time  before  recess  for  their  reports.  The 
motion  was  defeated.  At  Mr.  Hodapp's  suggestion,  the  Chair 
announced  that  the  Conference  would  be  in  recess  at  this  time  for 
ten  minutes. 

Following  the  recess,  Carlton  Young  led  the  Conference  in  the 
singing  of  the  hymn,  "Come,  Thou  Fount  of  Every  Blessing." 

Committee  on  Calendar 

Jim  A.  Egan  (Oklahoma),  Committee  on  Calendar,  called  on 
Mr.  Hodapp  for  an  announcement.  Mr.  Hodapp  and  Norman  L. 
Conard  (General  Conference  Business  Manager)  made  state- 
ments about  the  possibility  of  making  changes  in  travel  plans  to 
accommodate  a  Saturday  session.  Mr.  Egan  called  on  John  E. 
Stumbo  (Kansas  East),  chairperson,  for  the  presentation  of 
reports  by  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Church  and  Society. 

Committee  on  Church  and  Society,  Report  No.  32,  Calendar 
No.  393  (Consideration  Resumed) 

Mr.  Stumbo  called  on  Orion  N.  Hutchinson,  Jr.  (Western 
North  Carolina)  to  resume  presentation  of  the  report  on  the 
Social  Principles  statement,  which  had  been  interrupted  earlier 
(see  page  438). 


Mr.  Hutchinson:  Some  words  of  clarification  as  a  backdrop  for  our 
deliberations  this  morning.  Some  have  requested  or  suggested  that  a  more 
extensive  statement  be  made  by  me  of  the  rationale  of  the  subcommittee  and  the 
committee  for  the  proposals  you  see  before  you.  I  intended  to  do  this  only  at  a 
minimum  for  a  few  basic  reasons — one  is  the  time  factor;  the  second  is  the  fact 
that  on  every  issue  there  were  varying  opinions  within  subcommittee  and 
committee,  and  I  would  want  to  be  fair  to  the  minority  as  well  as  the  majority. 

That  third  reason  is  that  when  we  come  with  proposals  to  relate  to  the  beliefs  of 
the  participant,  you  are  in  a  sort  of  different  situation,  it  seems  to  me,  than  you 
are  when  you  bring  in  structural  or  process  proposals.  In  dealing  with  those,  you 
have  a  certain  direction  in  which  you  want  to  go,  you  listen  to  those  with 
expertise,  you  develop  a  process  which  you  think  is  practical  and  workable,  and 
then  you  defend  it  as  you  present  it.  Here  we  have  the  journey  from  a  person's 
individual  beliefs  to  the  corporate  expression  of  those  beliefs.  It  is  an  impossible 
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journey  to  take  to  begin  with,  and  yet  we  must  take  it.  I  think  the  gospel 
mandates  it. 

In  this  type  of  process  the  best,  it  seems  to  me,  that  we  can  do  is  to  share  with 
you  the  considered  opinion  of  a  large  group  of  people  who  have  already  tried  to 
make  this  agonizing  journey — 40  to  50  or  more  in  the  subcommittee,  which  I 
suppose  is  the  largest  subcommittee  of  them  all,  and  then  the  general  committee. 
We  offer  you  the  wording  to  both  inform  and  suggest  to  you  the  way,  but  we  have 
to  leave  it  to  you  to  find  that  which  expresses  your  beliefs,  for  these  are  our 
commonly  held  social  principles. 

Mr.  Hutchinson  reviewed  the  parliamentary  situation  which 
had  existed  at  the  time  consideration  of  the  report  was 
interrupted,  and  at  his  request,  the  Assistant  Secretary  read  the 
amendment  proposed  by  Nadine  Hardin  (North  Arkansas). 
Albert  C.  Outler  (North  Texas)  spoke  against  the  amendment. 
William  0.  Walker  (Oregon-Idaho)  spoke  in  support  of  it.  K. 
June  Goldman  (Iowa)  opposed  it.  Lawton  Shroyer  (Eastern 
Pennsylvania)  attempted  to  offer  an  amendment,  but  the  Chair 
ruled  that  it  was  not  in  order  pending  action  on  Ms.  Hardin's 
amendment.  Charles  P.  McDonald  (North  Arkansas)  spoke  in 
support  of  the  amendment.  Mr.  Shroyer  was  recognized  again, 
but  the  Chair  ruled  that  the  Conference  should  vote  on  Ms. 
Hardin's  amendment  before  another  was  offered.  S.  Clifton  Ives 
(Maine)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that  Ms.  Hardin  should  have  an 
opportunity  to  make  a  final  statement  in  support  of  her 
amendment.  Don  L.  Riggin  (Little  Rock)  objected  that  Ms. 
Hardin  had  spoken  at  the  time  she  offered  the  amendment.  Mr. 
Hutchinson  made  a  final  statement  on  behalf  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Hutchinson:  Bishop,  the  basic  posture  regarding  all  of  subsection  C,  after 
extensive  discussion  by  the  subcommittee  and  then  later  confirmed  by  the  full 
committee,  was  to  retain  this  section  as  it  is,  the  reasons  being,  first,  we  felt  that 
it  did  say  constructive  things  to  the  Church  in  behalf  of  the  Church  in  an  area 
which  had  not  been  previously  discussed;  second,  we  felt  that  many  of  our  peoples 
were  just  now  becoming  aware  of  what  had  been  said  and  studying  it  to  their 
profit;  and,  thirdly,  because  of  the  number  of  petitions  that  requested  this 
subsection  be  retained  as  it  is — subsection  C — we  felt  the  best  posture  at  this 
time  was  to  retain  it  as  is  and  continue  to  study  it  for  the  next  quadrennium. 

The  amendment  was  defeated. 

Mr.  Shroyer:  My  motion  then  is  to  delete,  "further  we  insist  that  all  persons 
are  entitled  to  have  their  human  and  civil  rights  insured,  though  we  do  not 
condone  the  practice  of  homosexuality  and  consider  this  practice  incompatible 
with  Christian  teaching,"  and  substitute  the  following:  "We  condemn  the  practice 
of  homosexuality  and  consider  this  practice  incompatible  with  Christian 
teaching." 

Mr.  Shroyer  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  Millard  C. 
Cleveland  (Florida)  asked  a  question  about  the  relationship  of  the 
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proposed  amendment  to  the  action  just  taken  on  Ms.  Hardin's 
amendment;  the  Chair  responded.  Richard  W.  Harrington 
(Western  New  York)  spoke  against  the  amendment.  Albert  C. 
Outler  (North  Texas)  spoke  against  it. 

William  B.  Grove  (Western  Pennsylvania)  moved  to  suspend 
the  rules  in  order  to  be  able  to  vote  the  previous  question  on 
subsection  II,  C.  The  motion  was  adopted.  Don  L.  Riggin  (Little 
Rock)  asked  a  question  about  what  was  included  in  the  previous 
question  motion;  the  Chair  responded.  Mr.  Hutchinson  asked 
that  the  right  be  reserved  for  an  amendment  to  be  presented  on 
subsection  II,  B.  The  Assistant  Secretary  read  Mr.  Shroyer's 
amendment.  Dean  A.  banning  (Northern  New  Jersey)  asked  a 
parUamentary  question;  the  Chair  responded.  The  amendment 
was  defeated.  Subsection  II,  C  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was 
adopted. 

Mr.  Hutchinson  asked  that  Carolyn  Oehler  (Northern  Illinois) 
be  recognized  for  an  amendment.  Ms.  Oehler  moved  to  amend  the 
report,  subsection  II,  B,  by  adding  at  the  end  of  the  first 
sentence  the  words,  "which  is  best  expressed  by  love  and  mutual 
support."  Mr.  Hutchinson  accepted  the  amendment  on  behalf  of 
the  committee. 

Becky  Kesler  (Southern  California-Arizona)  moved  to  amend 
the  report,  subsection  II,  B,  by  adding  a  new  sentence  at  the  end 
of  the  subsection,  the  new  sentence  to  read,  "To  this  end  we 
encourage  an  active,  accepting,  and  enabling  commitment  of  the 
Church  and  our  society  to  minister  to  the  needs  of  divorced 
persons."  Roy  E.  Blessing  (West  Virginia)  spoke  against  the 
amendment.  Emerson  S.  Colaw  (West  Ohio)  spoke  in  support  of 
it. 

Floyd  H.  Coffman  (Kansas  East)  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  to 
move  the  previous  question  on  subsection  II,  B.  The  motion  was 
adopted.  Mr.  Hutchinson  stated  that  he  was  willing  to  have  the 
Conference  decide  on  the  amendment  but  was  not  in  a  position  to 
accept  it  on  behalf  of  the  committee.  The  Assistant  Secretary 
read  the  amendment,  and  it  was  put  to  a  vote  and  adopted. 
Subsection  II,  B  was  adopted  as  amended. 

Mr.  Hutchinson  presented  subsections  II,  D  and  E,  entitled 
"Abortion"  and  "Death  with  Dignity,"  respectively.  Katherine 
W.  Wilcox  (West  Michigan)  moved  to  amend  the  report, 
subsection  II,  D,  by  inserting  a  new  sentence  at  the  point  where 
the  old  provision,  beginning  with  the  words  "We  support 
removal,"  was  being  deleted.  The  new  sentence  would  read,  "We 
support  the  1973  U.S.  Supreme  Court  decision  on  abortion, 
which  makes  primary  the  decision  on  abortion  by  the  first 
trimester  pregnant  woman,  while  abortions  in  the  second  and 
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third  trimesters  could  involve  other  kinds  of  considerations,  such 
as  medical  and  social."  Dr.  Wilcox  spoke  in  support  of  her 
amendment.  Edwin  E.  Morehead  (Mississippi)  stated  that  the 
Chair  was  not  recognizing  persons  in  a  certain  portion  of  the 
auditorium. 

Carroll  H.  Long  (Holston)  moved  as  a  substitute  for  the 
amendment  that  the  following  language  be  deleted  from  the 
report:  "We  support  the  legal  option  of  abortion  under  proper 
medical  procedures.  Nevertheless,  governmental  laws  and 
regulations  do  not  necessarily  provide  all  the  guidance  required 
by  the  informed  Christian  conscience.  Therefore,  ..."  Mr.  Long 
spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  Lois  Olson  (Wisconsin)  spoke 
against  it.  Marianne  Norman  (North  Indiana)  spoke  in  favor  of  it. 
Wayne  C.  Jarvis  (North  Arkansas)  opposed  it. 

Don  L.  Riggin  (Little  Rock)  moved  the  previous  question.  Mr. 
Hutchinson,  in  his  final  statement  on  behalf  of  the  committee, 
pointed  out  that  adoption  of  the  substitute  would  leave  the 
document  without  any  positive  statement  on  the  subject  of 
abortion.  The  Assistant  Secretary  read  the  substitute.  It  was 
defeated.  He  read  Dr.  Wilcox's  amendment.  Mr.  Hutchinson 
spoke  against  it  on  behalf  of  the  committee.  John  R.  Van  Sickle 
(Northern  Illinois)  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  to  permit  a 
vote  on  subsections  II,  D  and  E.  The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules 
was  adopted.  Dr.  Wilcox's  amendment  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was 
defeated.  Pat  Stroman  (Central  Texas)  stated  that  there  was  a 
section  of  the  Conference  in  which  persons  desiring  to  speak  were 
not  being  recognized. 

The  Chair  observed  that  in  order  to  continue  consideration  of 
this  item,  an  extension  of  time  would  be  required.  Erwin 
Schwiebert  (Oregon-Idaho)  moved  to  extend  the  time,  and  the 
motion  was  adopted. 

N.  Robert  Kesler  (Southern  California-Arizona)  raised  a  point 
of  order,  that  the  Conference  had  had  no  opportunity  to  address 
subsection  II,  E.  The  Chair  replied  that  the  Conference  had 
voted  to  suspend  the  rules  in  order  to  proceed  to  the  vote  on  this 
subsection.  Subsections  II,  D  and  E  were  put  to  a  vote  and  were 
adopted.  John  V.  Moore  (California-Nevada)  asked  for  the 
privilege  of  moving  to  delete  a  word  in  the  section  which  had  just 
been  approved,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  his  request  was  not  in 
order. 

Committee  on  Calendar 

Jim  A.  Egan  (Oklahoma)  called  on  G.  Ross  Freeman  (South 
Georgia)  for  the  presentation  of  a  report  from  the  Legislative 
Committee  on  Council  on  Ministries. 
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Committee    on    Council    on    Ministries,    Report    No.    35, 
Calendar  No.  534 

Mr.  Freeman  called  attention  to  an  error  in  the  title  of  the 
report  as  printed  and  asked  Robert  D.  Cheyne  (North  Arkansas) 
to  present  the  report,  which  was  a  resolution  on  the  subject 
"Mass  Media."  Mr.  Cheyne  indicated  that  this  was  the  first  of 
four  items  to  be  presented  dealing  with  mass  communication  and 
pointed  out  one  point  at  which  the  legislative  committee  had 
amended  the  resolution  from  the  form  in  which  it  had  been 
circulated  before  the  Conference.  John  Chittum  (East  Ohio) 
asked  a  question;  Mr.  Cheyne  responded. 

Arthur  L.  Doty  (Troy)  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  in  order  to 
proceed  to  a  vote  on  the  report.  The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules 
was  adopted.  Report  No.  35  was  adopted  (see  page  1808). 

Report  No.  36,  Calendar  No.  535 

Mr.  Cheyne  presented  the  report,  which  was  in  the  form  of 
amendments  to  "L.  Report  on  Publications  of  the  General  Council 
on  Ministries,"  as  found  in  an  advance  edition  of  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate.  He  explained  the  changes  being  recom- 
mended by  the  legislative  committee.  Joseph  G.  Stapleton 
(Peninsula)  asked  whether,  if  the  Conference  concurred  in  the 
report,  any  new  money  was  being  committed.  Mr.  Cheyne 
explained  that  this  report  simply  called  for  "substantial  funds," 
without  specifying  an  amount,  and  that  a  report  which  would  be 
presented  subsequently  would  include  a  specific  funding  propos- 
al. Lowan  Pitts  (Peninsula)  asked  that  the  term  "substantial 
funding,"  as  used  in  this  report,  be  defined.  Mr.  Cheyne  stated 
again  that  the  funding  proposal  would  be  spelled  out  specifically 
in  another  report.  Ms.  Pitts  rephed  that  she  needed  more  specific 
information  about  what  was  meant  before  deciding  how  to  act  on 
this  report.  Mr.  Cheyne  indicated  that  the  funding  which  would 
be  requested  would  be  approximately  the  amount  ($500,000) 
which  had  appeared  in  the  original  General  Council  on  Ministries 
report  and  for  which  the  legislative  committee  had  substituted 
the  phrase  "substantial  funds,"  Mr.  Freeman  explained  further 
that  this  report  was  simply  a  resolution  to  establish  a  philosophy 
of  communication,  and  that  that  was  the  reason  that  specific 
amounts  were  not  being  included  in  it.  Spurgeon  M.  Dunnam, 
III  (North  Texas)  referred  to  a  statement  in  the  report 
recommending  the  providing  of  management  consultation  in 
areas  such  as  composition,  printing,  and  production;  he  asked 
what  such  management  consultation  would  involve  and  what 
expertise  could  be  brought  to  this  area.  Mr.  Cheyne  replied  that 
the  intention  was  that  JCC  would  be  able  to  develop  resources 
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and  workshops  in  these  areas  upon  request  and  thereby  provide 
expertise  where  it  is  requested  in  the  publishing  of  local  and 
conference  periodicals. 

Douglas  F.  Verdin  (New  York)  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  in 
order  to  vote  the  previous  question  on  this  report.  The  motion 
was  adopted.  Report  No.  36  was  adopted  (see  page  1811). 

Report  No.  19,  Calendar  No.  328 

In  presenting  the  report,  which  provided  for  funding  the 
comprehensive  communications  system  in  the  amount  of  $659,000 
per  year,  Mr.  Cheyne  referred  to  a  "Report  to  the  General 
Council  on  Ministries  from  the  Joint  Committee  on  Communica- 
tions," which  had  appeared  as  part  of  an  "Addendum  to  the 
General  Council  on  Ministries  Reports,  Recommendations,  and 
Resolutions"  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  pages  28-32.  He 
spoke  in  support  of  Report  No.  19.  Blaine  E.  Taylor  (Southern 
New  England)  spoke  in  favor  of  the  report.  C.  W.  Hancock 
(South  Georgia)  spoke  against  it.  Mr.  Taylor  responded  to  Mr. 
Hancock.  Thomas  P.  Moore  (East  Ohio)  spoke  in  support  of  the 
report.  The  Chair  called  for  a  vote  on  the  report,  but  Benedict  A. 
Galloway  (Louisiana)  called  to  his  attention  that  there  had  been 
only  one  speech  against  and  three  for  the  recommendation. 
Edward  L.  Duncan  (Detroit)  opposed  the  report.  Oscar  0. 
Garza,  IV  (Rio  Grande)  asked  whether  any  of  the  proposed 
publications  would  be  in  Spanish;  Mr.  Cheyne  replied  that  he 
hoped  and  had  reason  to  believe  that  they  would  be.  Mr.  Cheyne 
made  a  final  statement  on  behalf  of  the  committee,  and  the  report 
was  put  to  a  vote.  John  B.  Russell  (Virginia)  moved  to  defer 
action  on  the  report  until  the  General  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  budget  reports  were  presented  at  the  evening 
session,  but  his  motion  was  not  put  to  a  vote.  Report  No.  19  was 
again  put  to  a  vote,  and  was  adopted  (see  page  1788). 

Committee  on  Church  and  Society,  Report  No.  59,  Calendar 
No.  907 

Mr.  Egan,  Committee  on  Calendar,  called  on  John  E.  Stumbo 
(Kansas  East)  for  presentation  of  a  report  from  the  Legislative 
Committee  on  Church  and  Society.  Mr.  Stumbo  presented  the 
report,  a  resolution  on  the  Boston  school  crisis  which  had  been 
referred  to  the  committee  from  the  Conference  floor  at  an  earlier 
session  (see  page  335).  Walter  Thompson  (Southern  New  Eng- 
land) asked  that  Bishop  Edward  G.  Carroll,  Boston  Area,  be 
granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor.  Bishop  Carroll  was  granted  the 
right  to  speak  by  vote  of  the  Conference. 
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Bishop  Carroll:  Bishop  Slater,  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  faith.  First  of  all  will 
you  permit  me  to  express  profound  gratitude  on  the  part  of  the  church  leaders 
who  joined  me  in  the  Boston  Area — I  refer  to  the  leaders  of  the  major 
denominations,  Protestant  as  well  as  Cardinal  Medeiros — in  expressing  our 
gratitude  for  the  prayers  through  telegrams,  letters,  telephone  calls,  telling  us  of 
your  deep  concern  for  a  matter  that  is  not  just  located  in  Boston  and  its  environs, 
but  one  that  affects  us  all  over  this  country,  and,  indeed  stretches  to  other  parts 
of  the  world. 

We  want  to  express  that.  Time  will  permit  me  only  to  urge  your  profound 
support  of  this  kind  of  a  resolution,  coming  from  a  major  denomination  such  as  the 
General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  for  the  reason  of  spiritual 
power  being  made  available  to  those  who  need  your  support  in  seeking  to  do  the 
will  of  God  as  it  invades  our  actions  in  our  ordinary  life  which,  in  this  instance, 
pertains  to  the  pursuit  of  quality  education. 

I  urge  your  support  because  you  will  be  able  to  reinforce  those  who  are 
attempting  to  obey  the  law  and  thereby  undergird  that  which  supports  our 
nation.  This  is  a  nation  of  law  and  order.  This  also  is  a  nation  under  Gkid.  You  will 
support  people  like  a  lady  that  I  saw  when  I  had  the  temerity  to  step  into  South 
Boston — maybe  it  is  because  I  have  an  Irish  name.  Bishop  Carroll,  and  also  I  was 
wearing  the  purple  rabat  of  an  episcopal  leader — but  I  went  to  affirm  a  strong 
Irish  lady  who  was  insisting  that  her  daughter  would  ride  the  bus  in  support  of 
law  and  order,  which  was  the  law  of  the  land.  And  also  in  support  of  a  person  like 
President  John  Silber,  the  only  president  of  a  major  university  in  Boston, 
inclusive  of  Harvard,  M.I.T.,  who  volunteered  his  services  with  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Police  to  help  cool  the  situation  as  the  infectious  hatred  sprung  from  the 
busing  situation  almost  like  a  rippling  wave  of  endless  circles  of  hatred  and 
violence.  You  will  reinforce  people  like  this. 

You  will  also  help  to  save  us  from  despair,  and  saving  from  despair  is  important 
not  only  for  Boston,  but  also  for  this  entire  country.  For  you  and  I  must  be 
involved  in  a  program  where  there  is  living  hope  that  we  can  achieve  the  goals  of 
righteousness  made  evident  through  obedience  to  the  law  and  reahzing  that  this  is 
a  nation  under  God.  May  I  therefore  urge  your  prayerful  consideration,  and  I 
hope  that  it  will  be  in  the  mood  of  the  poet  Rabindrath  Tagore,  whom  I  would  like 
to  paraphrase  at  this  time:  "That  you  will  make  your  decision  where  the  mind  is 
without  fear  and  the  head  is  held  high,  where  knowledge,  quahty  education  is 
free,  where  the  world  is  not  broken  up  into  narrow  fragments  of  South  Boston  or 
Roxbury  or  the  communities  that  are  represented  here — wherever  they  may  be 
in  this  country — where  the  clear  stream  of  reason  has  not  lost  its  way  in  the 
dreary  desert  sand  of  dead  habits." 

We  haven't  done  it  this  way  before,  so  therefore  we  won't  do  it.  Into  that 
heaven  of  freedom  where  God  leads  us  into  everwidening  circles  of  thought  and 
action,  may  this  General  Conference  lead  Christendom  and  this  world  into  the 
walking  in  freedom  that  is  so  important  for  the  salvation  of  this  old  world  of  ours. 
I  thank  you. 

Robert  B.  Carpenter,  Jr.  (Virginia):  Bishop,  this  is  indeed  a  great  moment  in 
the  history  of  this  Conference.  I  think  for  once  that  we  have  a  matter  we  see 
needs  help,  and  I  hope  that  at  this  moment  we  can  suspend  the  rules  and  rise  in 
one  accord  to  help  the  brethren  of  Boston  and  those  who  need  our  help  so  much.  I 
move  its  adoption  if  the  rules  are  suspended. 

The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  adopted.  Report  No.  59 
was  adopted,  with  the  Chair  indicating  that  it  was  by  unanimous 
vote  (see  page  1275). 
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Committee  on  Calendar 

Mr.  Egan  called  for  a  report  from  the  Legislative  Committee 
on  Financial  Administration.  P.  Boyd  Mather  (Iowa)  asked  a 
question  about  Committee  on  Council  on  Ministries  Report  No. 
38,  which  also  contained  a  financial  matter.  Ruth  Daugherty 
(Eastern  Pennsylvania),  vice-chairwoman  of  that  legislative 
committee,  pointed  out  that  funds  mentioned  there  were  to  come 
from  the  budget  of  the  General  Council  on  Ministries. 

Committee  on  Financial  Administration;  Report  Nos.  44, 
45;  Calendar  Nos.  552,  553 

Thomas  P.  Moore  (East  Ohio)  presented  the  reports,  explain- 
ing that  they  provided  for  the  General  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  to  become  the  successor  to  the  Methodist 
Corporation  effective  January  1,  1977,  and  that  they  had  been 
agreed  upon  between  the  GCFA  and  the  Methodist  Corporation. 
Reports  Nos.  44  and  45  were  adopted  (see  pages  1713,  1714). 

Report  No.  43,  Calendar  No.  551 

Mr.  Moore  explained  that  the  report  dealt  with  the  distribution 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  Methodist  Corporation  property. 
Thomas  MilHgan  (Central  New  York)  moved  to  amend  the  report 
by  deleting  references  to  the  Methodist  Corporation  Trust  Fund, 
with  its  share  of  the  distribution  to  be  added  to  that  to  be 
returned  to  the  Annual  Conferences.  He  spoke  in  support  of  his 
amendment.  Merrill  W.  Drennan  (Baltimore)  asked  that  Bishop 
James  K.  Mathews  be  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor,  and 
permission  was  granted  by  vote  of  the  Conference. 

Bishop  Mathews:  Mr.  Chairman  and  the  members  of  the  Conference.  I  shall  be 
brief.  What  is  involved  here  is  a  report  on  stewardship.  The  United  Methodist 
Church  by  consent  of  repeated  General  Conferences  did  invest  in  a  property  in 
Washington — the  largest  unused  piece  left  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  We 
secured  the  19  acres  for  $1.5  million.  Additional  funds  amounted  to  $1  million 
more.  Our  total  investment  was  $2.5  million.  This  has  now  been  sold  for  a  total 
amount  of  something  in  excess  of  $8  million  which  will  be  realized. 

This  is  the  source  of  the  funds.  We  think  that's  good  stewardship  by  anybody's 
book,  but  we  did  not  intend  it  for  this  purpose.  It  was  meant  to  be  a  United 
Methodist  Center.  To  have  built  the  center  we  would  have  needed  $10  million 
more  we  do  not  have.  We've  moved  into  a  time  when  we're  more  concerned  about 
the  welfare  of  people  instead  of  buildings  and  it  is  for  the  enhancement  of  the  lives 
of  people  that  the  four  proposals  were  made  by  The  Methodist  Corporation  and 
processed  through  this  General  Conference. 

With  respect  to  this  specific  matter,  it  is  a  center  not  for  lobbying  at  all,  but  to 
do  the  basic  scholarly  research  of  the  theological  and  Christian  nature  which 
would  inform  public  policy.  This  is  not  a  gift  of  money  to  a  center  which  may  be 
authorized  by  this  General  Conference,  but  is  putting  aside  monies,  the  income  of 
which  to  the  amount  of  $50,000  a  year,  would  be  made  available  for  this  purpose 
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together  with  funds  from  other  denominations.  This  would  be  re-evaluated  after 
four  yeai'S,  and  if  it  did  not  meet  acceptable  standards  and  performance  to  the 
General  Conference,  then  this  would  not  be  proposed  for  further  authorization.  I 
trust  that  that  may  be  of  some  help. 

The  Chair  noted  that  the  time  set  for  adjournment  was  near. 
By  vote  of  the  Conference  the  time  was  extended  to  complete 
action  on  this  report  and  to  hear  announcements. 

John  R.  Van  Sickle  (Northern  Illinois)  moved  to  suspend  the 
rules  to  permit  action  on  the  amendment  and  the  report.  The 
motion  was  adopted.  The  Assistant  Secretary  read  the  amend- 
ment. It  was  defeated.  Richard  S.  Parker  (New  York)  attempted 
to  offer  an  amendment,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  the  Conference 
was  on  the  previous  question  on  the  report.  Report  No.  43  was 
adopted  (see  page  1711). 

Adjournment 

J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary)  read  announcements.  Mr.  Hodapp, 
Committee  on  Calendar,  reported  that,  on  the  basis  of  reports 
from  delegation  chairpersons,  it  was  clear  that  there  would  not 
be  a  quorum  for  a  Saturday  session,  and  that  the  Conference 
would  need  to  finish  its  business  at  the  Friday  evening  session. 

Tom  Reavley  (Southwest  Texas),  speaking  on  behalf  of  United 
Methodists  of  the  San  Antonio  Area,  expressed  appreciation  for 
Bishop  Slater's  presiding.  Bishop  Slater  expressed  his  apprecia- 
tion to  the  Conference  and  to  Bishops  Alton  and  Carleton  for 
assisting  him.  Bishop  W.  Kenneth  Pope  (Retired)  pronounced  the 
benediction,  and  the  session  was  adjourned.

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  afternoon  session  of 
the  ninth  day,  Thursday,  May  6,  1976,  at  2  p.m.  in  the  Memorial 
Cohseum,  Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  Earl  G.  Hunt,  Jr., 
Charlotte  Area,  presiding. 

Carlton  R.  Young  led  the  Conference  in  the  singing  of  the 
hymn,  "Joy  to  the  World."  Jeremiah  Wolfe  (Western  North 
Carolina)  offered  the  opening  prayer,  first  in  his  native  Cherokee 
and  then  in  English. 

Limitation  on  Debate 

Jim  A.  Egan  (Oklahoma),  Committee  on  Calendar,  moved  that 
for  the  balance  of  the  day,  debate  be  limited  to  two  speeches  for 
and  two  against  each  motion  and/or  amendment,  and  that  the 
time  for  each  speech  be  limited  to  two  minutes.  The  motion  was 
adopted. 

Committee  on  Agenda 

Douglas  F.  Verdin  (New  York),  chairman  of  the  committee, 
stated  that  the  committee  had  requested  him  to  remind  the 
Conference  that  all  amendments  are  to  be  submitted  in  writing. 
He  urged  delegates  to  have  amendments  written  and  ready  to 
send  to  the  Secretary  before  presenting  them  at  the  micro- 
phones, thus  avoiding  delay.  Richard  0.  Truitt  (Wisconsin) 
asked  a  question  about  the  request;  the  Chair  responded. 

The  Chair  made  a  statement  regarding  the  policies  he  would 
attempt  to  follow  with  respect  to  the  closing  of  debate  and  the 
limitation  on  debate. 

Committee  on  Independent  Commissions;  Report  Xos,  56, 
57,  58;  Calendar  Nos.  518,  519,  520 

Mr.  Egan,  Committee  on  Calendar,  called  on  Hector  Navas 
(Florida),  chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Indepen- 
dent Commissions,  for  the  presentation  of  reports.  Mr.  Navas 
presented  the  reports,  which  dealt  with  legislative  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  related  to  the  local 
church,  the  annual  conference,  and  the  "Administrative  Order" 
sections  of  the  Book  of  Discipline,  respectively.  Each  of  the 
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reports  was  put  to  a  vote  separately,  and  each  was  adopted  (see 
pages  1858,  1859,  1861). 

Report  No.  59,  Calendar  No.  521 

The  report,  dealing  with  amendments  to  the  legislation 
governing  the  general  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race,  was 
presented.  Vernon  Bigler  (Western  New  York)  asked  a  question 
about  whether  the  legislation  being  proposed  was  permissive 
with  respect  to  annual  conference  Commissions  on  Religion  and 
Race.  He  expressed  the  view  that  it  was  the  will  of  the 
Conference  that  annual  conference  structure  be  permissive. 
Douglas  F.  Verdin  (New  York)  referred  to  a  report  which  would 
be  coming  from  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Local  Church 
dealing  with  structure  at  that  level.  John  D.  Humphrey,  Sr. 
(North  Mississippi)  observed  that  the  previous  report  had  left 
standing  a  disciplinary  provision  by  which  annual  conference 
commissions  were  mandatory.  He  expressed  the  view  that  this 
was  in  conflict  with  Judicial  Council  Memorandum  No.  411.  Mr. 
Navas  stated  that  if  the  legislation  were  in  conflict  with  a  Judicial 
Council  ruling,  the  committee  would  accept  a  change. 

E.  Robert  Dickerson  (Alabama-West  Florida)  suggested  a 
change  in  the  provision  for  the  upper  limit  of  the  young  adult  age 
group,  in  order  to  be  consistent  with  earlier  Conference  actions; 
Mr.  Navas  accepted  the  change. 

The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1862). 

Report  No.  60,  Calendar  No.  522 

The  report,  dealing  with  the  transfer  of  United  Methodist 
ministers  from  other  Methodist  churches,  was  presented.  H.  L. 
Watson  (North  Carolina)  stated  that  the  report  was  at  variance 
with  another  report  on  the  same  subject  which  would  be  coming 
from  the  Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry.  He 
asked  about  the  procedure  for  deaUng  with  the  varying 
recommendations.  The  Chair  asked  if  Mr.  Navas  would  be 
willing  to  withdraw  the  report  until  a  later  time,  but  Mr.  Navas 
declined  to  do  so.  Mr.  Watson  moved  that  Report  No.  60  be 
tabled,  and  the  motion  was  adopted  (see  page  1866). 

Report  No.  30,  Calendar  No.  293 

Mr.  Navas  explained  that  the  report  had  to  do  with  the 
election  of  trustees  of  the  John  Street  Church,  New  York  City. 
He  noted  that  there  was  a  second  report.  Report  No.  31,  dealing 
with  the  same  subject,  in  which  the  recommendation  was  for 
nonconcurrence.  He  explained  that  the  petition  addressed  in 
Report  No.  31  had  consisted  only  of  the  names  of  the  nominees 
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and  had  been  originated  by  the  trustees,  whereas  the  petition 
addressed  in  Report  No.  30  had  originated  with  the  Charge 
Conference  and  contained  an  additional  statement  of  background 
material. 

Wilham  T.  Staubach  (New  York)  moved  to  amend  the  report 
by  deleting  the  paragraphs  numbered  1,  2,  3,  and  4,  leaving  only 
the  names  of  the  nominees;  he  moved  further  "that  the  legal  and 
disciplinary  questions  of  the  act  of  the  New  York  State 
Legislature  in  1866  be  referred  to  the  Judicial  Council  for  a 
declaratory  decision."  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment. 
Richard  S.  Parker  (New  York)  asked  that  the  privilege  of  the 
floor  be  granted  to  H.  Bumham  Kirkland,  a  reserve  delegate 
from  the  New  York  Annual  Conference  and  the  district 
superintendent  in  whose  district  John  Street  Church  was  located. 

Mr.  Kirkland:  Bishop  and  Conference  delegates,  this  may  seem  to  you  like  an 
in-house  argument,  and  we  have  reached,  I  think,  a  satisfactory  conclusion  with 
this  proposed  amendment.  As  I  understand  the  amendment  from  Mr.  Staubach, 
you  will  elect  the  Trustees  nominated  by  the  Charge  Conference.  There  is  a 
difference  of  opinion  between  the  Charge  Conference  and  the  existing  Trustees  as 
to  amenability  in  the  four-year  span  between  sessions  of  the  General  Conference 
as  well  as  from  whence  shall  come  the  nominations,  so  that  if  the  Judicial  Council 
can  resolve  this  for  us  prior  to  the  next  General  Conference,  we  hope  we  will  all  be 
in  order.  And  so  we  will  accept  this  amendment  and  hope  you  will  elect  the 
Trustees  nominated  by  the  Charge  Conference. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  report  was  adopted  as 
amended,  including  the  reference  of  the  deleted  portion  to  the 
Judicial  Council  (see  page  1845). 

Report  No.  32,  Calendar  No.  295 

Mr.  Navas  presented  the  report,  dealing  with  the  composition 
of  annual  conference  councils,  boards,  and  agencies.  Clay  F.  Lee, 
Jr.  (Mississippi)  moved  to  amend  the  report  by  inserting,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  proposed  legislation,  the  words,  "It  is  recom- 
mended that  ..."  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment. 
Kathryn  Carroll  (California-Nevada)  spoke  against  it.  V.  L. 
Daughtery,  Jr.  (South  Georgia)  spoke  in  favor  of  it.  Leigh 
Roberts  (Wisconsin)  opposed  it.  The  Assistant  Secretary  read 
the  amendment,  and  it  was  defeated.  Vernon  Bigler  (Western 
New  York)  attempted  to  move  reconsideration  of  Report  No.  59, 
but  the  Chair  ruled  that  the  motion  was  not  in  order  pending 
action  on  the  report  before  the  Conference.  Report  No.  32  was 
adopted  (see  page  1846). 

Motion  for  Reconsideration 

Vernon  Bigler  (Western   New   York)   moved  to  reconsider 
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Report  No.  59,  Calendar  No.  521.  He  indicated  that  he  had  voted 
for  the  report.  He  explained  that  the  question  was  "whether  the 
Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  shall  be  mandatory  and 
mandated  in  respect  to  the  membership."  The  motion  to 
reconsider  was  defeated. 

Report  No.  33,  Calendar  No.  296 

Mr.  Navas  presented  the  report,  consisting  of  legislation 
governing  the  membership  of  annual  conference  Boards  of  the 
Ministry.  William  Hemphill  (Peninsula)  spoke  against  the 
provision  in  the  report  for  lay  membership  on  such  boards,  noting 
that  the  annual  conferences  had  rejected  a  constitutional 
amendment  which  would  have  accomplished  this  purpose  and 
that  the  provision  would  conflict  with  legislation  coming  from  the 
Legislative  Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry. 

John  V.  Moore  (California-Nevada)  moved  to  amend  the 
report,  the  provision  for  lay  membership,  by  adding  the 
following:  "provided  that  lay  persons  shall  not  vote  on  recom- 
mendations regarding  ordination,  character  and  conference 
relations  of  ministers."  Pat  Stroman  (Central  Texas)  asked  a 
question;  Mr.  Navas  responded.  Mr.  Stroman  spoke  against  the 
provision  for  lay  persons  to  be  members  of  Boards  of  the 
Ministry.  The  Chair  stated  that  the  speech  was  recorded  as  one 
against  the  amendment.  Thomas  Whitehead  (Oregon-Idaho) 
spoke  in  favor  of  it. 

H.  L.  Watson  (North  Carolina)  pointed  out  that  in  this  case 
also  there  was  a  report  from  the  Legislative  Committee  on 
Higher  Education  and  Ministry  which  contained  a  recommenda- 
tion that  was  different  from  the  one  being  considered.  Mr.  Navas 
responded  that  the  matter  had  been  referred  to  his  committee, 
that  they  had  acted  on  it,  and  that  their  recommendation  was 
before  the  Conference.  Mr.  Watson  moved  that  the  report  be 
tabled  until  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Higher  Education  and 
Ministry  reports  on  the  same  legislation.  The  motion  to  table  was 
adopted  (see  page  1847). 

Committee  on  Calendar 

Mr.  Navas  noted  that  the  time  allotted  for  him  to  present 
reports  had  expired.  Mr.  Egan,  Committee  on  Calendar,  called 
for  Woodrow  Seals  (Texas),  chairman,  to  present  reports  from 
the  Legislative  Committee  on  Local  Church. 

Committee  on  Local  Church 

Mr.  Seals  introduced  the  subcommittee  chairpersons  who 
would  assist  him  with  the  presentation  and  called  attention  to 
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editorial  corrections  which  needed  to  be  made  in  several  of  the 
committee's  printed  reports. 

Report  No.  142,  Calendar  No.  745 

Mr.  Seals  explained  that  the  report  dealt  with  petitions  on  the 
subjects  of  baptism,  dedication,  and  confirmation,  and  that  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee  was  that  they  be  referred  to 
the  Board  of  Discipleship  for  study.  The  report  was  adopted  (see 
page  1691). 

Report  No.  55,  Calendar  No.  658 

The  report,  the  committee's  response  to  the  Episcopal 
Address,  was  presented  and  adopted  (see  page  1670). 

Report  No.  44,  Calendar  No.  609 

Mr.  Seals  presented  the  report,  a  resolution  calling  for  the 
creation  of  local  church  structures  which  would  involve  church 
members  in  specific  kinds  of  action,  to  be  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Discipleship  for  appropriate  implementation.  The  report  was 
adopted  (see  page  1657). 

Report  No.  31,  Calendar  No.  596 

Mr.  Seals  called  on  Paul  E.  Myers  (Central  Pennsylvania), 
subcommittee  chairman,  for  presentation  of  a  series  of  reports. 
Mr.  Myers  presented  Report  No.  31,  with  the  explanation  that  it 
contained  legislation  designed  to  permit  flexibihty  in  local  church 
structure.  Albert  F.  Fisher  (North  Carolina)  asked  whether, 
under  the  legislation  being  proposed,  it  would  be  permissible  for 
a  local  church  Administrative  Board  and  Council  on  Ministries  to 
be  one  and  the  same.  Mr.  Myers  asked  that  Mr.  Fisher  hold  his 
question  pending  the  presentation  of  some  of  the  subsequent 
reports  which  would  deal  with  alternate  models  of  organization. 
The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1648). 

Report  No.  48,  Calendar  No.  613 

Mr.  Myers  presented  the  report,  containing  legislation  intro- 
ducing the  term  "cooperative  parish"  as  a  designation  for  pastoral 
charges  of  two  or  more  churches.  He  referred  the  Conference  for 
background  to  the  committee's  Report  No.  9,  adopted  earlier, 
dealing  with  churches  in  static  and  declining  population  areas. 
Report  No.  48  was  adopted  (see  page  1660). 

Report  No.  44 — Reconsideration 

Peter  F.  Chen  (Southern  California-Arizona)  moved  reconsid- 
eration of  Report  No.  44  and  explained  that  his  motion  was  for 
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the  purpose  of  correcting  the  omission  of  any  reference  to 
Asian-Americans  in  it.  The  motion  to  reconsider  was  adopted.  He 
asked  that  Asian-Americans  be  included  in  the  paragraph  which 
referred  to  other  ethnic  groups.  Mr.  Seals  accepted  the  inclusion 
on  behalf  of  the  committee,  and  the  report  was  adopted  as 
amended  (see  pages  459,  1657). 

Report  No.  41,  Calendar  No.  606  (see  page  1655) 

Mr.  Myers:  Mr.  Chairman,  the  Committee  on  Local  Church  is  understandably 
concerned  about  all  the  types  of  churches  which  we  have  in  United  Methodism, 
both  large  and  small,  but  we  remind  you  that  the  next  few  items  are  of  particular 
concern  to  the  small  churches  in  our  denomination.  We  remind  you  also  that  of  the 
39,000  local  churches  in  our  denomination  here  in  the  United  States,  29,437  of 
them — or  roughly  75  percent — have  less  than  300  members.  The  largest  single 
group  is  9,302  churches  between  60  to  99  members.  Now,  many  studies  show  that 
a  viable  church  by  itself  needs  to  have  at  least  400  members,  so  obviously  these 
small  churches  are  concerned  not  only  about  their  existence  but  the  way  in  which 
they  can  continue  in  dynamic  ministry.  And  Calendar  Items  606,  603  are  intended 
to  implement  four  things. 

First  that  these  small  churches  become  visible,  that  they  have  a  positive  image 
and  that  we  present  this  positive  image  in  the  paragraph  of  the  Discipline  at  this 
point  in  the  local  church  section  rather  than  as  definitions  in  the  glossary  that  has 
been  suggested  by  some  of  the  petitions. 

Second,  that  we  admit  though  we  have  a  recommended  structure  for 
middle-sized  and  larger  churches,  that  we  must  have  a  variable  structure  for 
different  forms  of  parish  of  small  churches  in  combination  with  each  other, 
whether  in  the  rural  areas  or  the  suburban  areas  or  in  the  downtown  areas  of  our 
cities. 

And  third,  that  these  churches  be  in  viable  situations,  that  they  have  workable 
ministries  under  competent  leadership.  And  fourth,  that  these  churches  though 
small  can  be  and  are  very  vital,  and  we  are  concerned  about  promoting  a 
life-giving  element  and  a  procedure  of  dynamism  for  these  small  churches  in  both 
the  rural  and  urban  areas.  Having  said  that,  most  of  the  petitions  that  came  in 
this  area,  and  there  were  almost  100  of  them,  came  from  small  churches,  not  only 
in  Appalachia,  not  only  in  the  Southeastern  Jurisdiction,  but  in  the  Northeastern 
Jurisdiction,  in  Ohio,  in  Pennsylvania,  and  in  all  the  states  surrounding.  Now,  we 
call  your  attention  to  Calendar  Item  606  and  I  think  you  will  note  that  there  are 
three  introductory  .  .  .  two  introductory  paragraphs,  one  indicating  the 
theological  principle  of  what  is  being  established  here  in  variable  forms  of  mutual 
cooperation,  and  second,  that  Annual  Conferences  should  consider  the  establish- 
ment of  this  kind  of  parish  ministry.  And — then.  Number  3,  Mr.  Chairman,  lists 
in  order  seven  definitions  of  cooperative  parishes.  We  are  not  trying  to  limit  it  to 
seven,  but  these  seven  are  visible,  and  these  small  churches  want  to  be  visible, 
they  want  to  be  counted,  and  they  are  proud  of  the  type  of  ministries  which  they 
are  presenting  to  you. 

Delton  Krueger  (Minnesota):  Bishop  Hunt  and  fellow  delegates.  This 
legislation  reflects  what  we  feel  is  a  forward  step  in  a  recognition  of  what  is 
happening  in  nearly  every  conference  across  the  connection.  This  legislation  gives 
disciplinary  sanction  and  also  establishes  understood  terms  and  guidelines  and 
therefore  we  feel  it  needs  to  be  at  this  place  in  the  Discipline. 

Number  two,  the  legislation  strikes  me  as  being  theologically  sound  and 
connectionally  appropriate.  The  incarnate  love  of  God  in  Jesus  Christ  finds 
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expression  in  cooperative  work  and  life  among  the  local  congregations.  And  with 
Paul  in  First  Corinthians  we  are  conscious  of  the  frailties  of  the  local  church,  but 
with  Paul,  we  strongly  affirm  the  theological  and  sociological  place  of  the  local 
church. 

Cooperative  parish  ministries  are  providing  a  happy  instance  of  local  strong 
units  willing  to  cooperate  in  love  for  the  good  of  all.  When  many  flowers  are 
blooming  brightly,  it  is  a  sign  of  strength,  and  I  think  if  you  look  over  the  church, 
it  is  the  springtime  of  our  Lord.  Amen,  brothers  and  sisters,  Amen. 

Eugene  J.  Moore  (Central  Illinois)  moved  to  amend  the  report, 
Par.  107.3(5)  of  the  proposed  legislation,  by  substituting  "shared 
ministry"  for  "extended  ministry."  He  spoke  in  support  of  his 
amendment.  Mr.  Myers  replied  that,  if  it  was  agreeable  to  Mr. 
Moore  and  to  other  members  of  the  legislative  committee,  he 
would  accept  an  amendment  to  change  the  reading  to  "extended 
or  shared  ministry."  The  suggestion  was  accepted.  Mr.  Myers 
read  a  proposed  Par.  107.4  and  explained  that  it  had  been 
inadvertently  omitted  in  the  printing  of  the  report.  The  Chair 
suggested  that  the  Conference  vote  the  inclusion  of  this  material 
as  an  amendment  and  it  was  so  voted. 

Willie  B.  Clay  (Northern  lUinois)  moved  to  amend  the  report, 
proposed  Par.  107.3(4),  by  adding  a  new  second  sentence,  to  read 
as  follows:  "Each  church  shall  have  a  lay  member  to  an  Annual 
Conference."  Mr.  Clay  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment. 
Harry  K.  Underwood  (Baltimore)  suggested  that  the  proposed 
amendment  would  be  unconstitutional,  inasmuch  as  the  Constitu- 
tion provides  for  an  equal  number  of  lay  and  clergy  members  in 
the  annual  conferences.  The  Chair  ruled  that  Mr.  Underwood's 
observation  was  correct,  and  that  the  amendment  was  therefore 
not  in  order.  N.  Robert  Kesler  suggested  that  the  amendment 
would  not  necessarily  be  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution,  since 
many  annual  conferences  have  to  add  lay  members  in  order  to 
balance  the  number  of  clergy  not  appointed  to  pastoral  charges. 
The  Chair  asked  if  the  Conference  would  support  his  ruhng  that 
the  motion  was  not  in  order,  and  he  was  supported  by  vote  of  the 
Conference. 

John  F.  Walker  (Little  Rock)  moved  that  the  rules  be 
suspended  in  order  to  move  the  previous  question.  The  motion  to 
suspend  the  rules  was  adopted.  The  previous  question  motion 
was  then  adopted.  Report  No.  41  was  adopted  as  amended  (see 
page  1655). 

Report  No.  38,  Calendar  No.  603 

Mr.  Myers  presented  the  report,  explaining  that  it  was 
intended  to  permit  pastoral  charges  with  two  or  more  churches  to 
elect  charge-wide  boards,  councils,  and  committees.  Robert  L. 
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Close  (Central  Pennsylvania)  observed  that  the  proposed  legisla- 
tion stated  that  a  charge  conference  "may"  elect  a  charge-wide 
Pastor-parish  Relations  Committee,  whereas,  hy  Discipline,  this 
committee  must  be  representative  of  the  entire  charge.  Mr. 
Myers  accepted  a  change  to  a  wording  which  would  reflect  this. 
Report  No.  38  was  adopted  (see  page  1653). 

Emory  S.  Bucke  (Book  Editor,  United  Methodist  Publishing 
House)  pointed  out  that  there  was  no  other  use  in  the  Discipline 
of  the  term  "charge-wide."  He  asked  if  the  committee  and 
Conference  would  be  wilhng  to  use  the  term  "charge"  in  place  of 
"charge-wide."  The  Chair  stated  that  there  was  no  objection  to 
the  change. 

Report  No.  49;  Calendar  Nos.  614,  615 

Mr.  Myers  explained  that  Calendar  No.  614  was  a  majority 
report  and  Calendar  No.  615  a  minority  report.  He  presented  the 
majority  report,  which  consisted  of  proposed  amendments  to  the 
legislation  governing  local  church  Committees  on  Nominations 
and  Personnel.  He  then  explained  that  the  minority  report  was  in 
agreement  with  the  majority  report  on  all  of  the  changes  except 
one.  In  proposed  Par.  162.2,  the  language  of  the  majority  report 
would  require  that  the  pastor  be  the  chairperson  of  the 
committee,  whereas  the  minority  report  would  permit  the 
committee  to  elect  its  chairperson. 

Thomas  L.  Cromwell  (East  Ohio)  spoke  in  behalf  of  the 
minority  position.  Gerald  L.  Downie  (Central  lUinois)  spoke  in 
support  of  the  minority  report.  Charles  A.  Sayre  (Southern  New 
Jersey)  spoke  against  it. 

Mark  J.  Hostetter  (Eastern  Pennsylvania)  moved  to  amend  the 
minority  report  by  deleting  the  sentence,  "The  committee  shall 
elect  its  own  chairperson,"  and  substituting  a  new  sentence,  "The 
charge  conference  shall  elect  the  chairperson."  He  spoke  in 
support  of  his  amendment.  Mr.  Cromwell  offered  to  accept  the 
amendment  for  the  minority,  but  the  Chair  observed  that  the 
Conference  wished  to  discuss  it.  James  E.  Flinchhaugh  (West 
Ohio)  spoke  against  the  amendment  and  for  the  majority  report. 
Reta  Barto  (Eastern  Pennsylvania)  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
amendment.  Henry  Clay,  Jr.  (Mississippi)  opposed  it.  Richard 
W.  Harrington  (Western  New  York)  asked  a  question;  Mr. 
Hostetter  responded.  The  amendment  was  defeated. 

Mr.  Myers  asked  that  Walter  Thompson  (Southern  New 
England)  make  the  final  statement  on  behalf  of  the  majority. 
Frank  A.  Nichols  (Iowa)  asked  a  question;  the  Chair  responded. 
Paul  F.  Blomquist  (Detroit)  spoke  in  support  of  the  minority 
position.  William  C.  Vaughan  (Virginia)  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
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majority  report.  Mr.  Cromwell  declined  the  opportunity  to  make 
a  final  statement  in  behalf  of  the  minority  position.  Mr.  Myers 
made  a  brief  statement  and  called  on  Mr.  Thompson  to  make  the 
final  statement  for  the  majority.  The  Chair  ruled,  however,  that 
Mr.  Myers'  statement  would  have  to  be  considered  as  the  closing 
statement  for  the  majority  position.  The  minority  report  was 
defeated. 

Lyle  Christianson  (Minnesota)  called  for  a  count  vote  on  the 
minority  report.  The  Chair  put  the  call  to  a  vote  of  the 
Conference  and  ruled  that  it  did  not  receive  the  one-third  vote 
required  to  order  a  count  vote. 

Lawrence  R.  Taylor  (West  Michigan)  moved  to  amend  the 
report  by  deleting  the  phrase,  "as  well  as  economic,  social,  and 
theological  orientation  of  the  congregation."  He  spoke  in  support 
of  his  amendment.  Walter  Thompson  (Southern  New  England) 
spoke  against  it. 

A.  Jason  Shirah  (South  Georgia)  moved  as  a  substitute  for  the 
amendment  that  all  of  the  new  proposed  subsection  4  be  deleted. 
He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment,  Wayne  C.  Hess  (Central 
Ilhnois)  spoke  against  it. 

J.  Kenneth  Forbes  (South  Indiana)  moved  the  suspension  of 
the  rules  for  the  purpose  of  moving  the  previous  question  on  all 
before  the  Conference.  The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was 
adopted.  The  previous  question  motion  was  then  approved.  Mr. 
Myers  made  a  final  statement  on  behalf  of  the  committee  against 
the  substitute,  and  the  substitute  was  defeated.  The  amendment 
was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  defeated.  Report  No.  49  was  adopted 
(see  page  1660). 

Statement  Concerning  Report  No.  38 

Walter  E.  Mischke,  Jr.  (Memphis)  asked  a  question  regarding 
the  change  in  terminology  from  "charge-wide"  to  "charge"  in 
Report  No.  38  (see  page  462). 

Mr.  Mischke:  The  terminology  "charge-wide"  was  used  intentionally  at  this 
point.  Par.  106.1  in  the  Discipline  designated  a  pastoral  charge  as  being  an 
appointment.  If  we're  going  to  have  multiple  forms  such  as  cooperative  ministry 
designations,  then  the  term  "charge-wide"  covers  all  forms  of  cooperative 
ministries. 

And  rather  than  use  any  other  term  or  term  that  is  not  inclusive,  we  would 
prefer  for  the  terminology  "charge-wide"  be  kept  so  that  it  applies  to  all  forms  and 
there  is  no  misunderstanding  about  the  intended  legislation. 

Bishop  Hunt:  Thank  you.  The  record  of  your  concern  shall  appear  as  a  part  of 
the  official  record  of  this  debate  and  will  be  taken  into  account,  I  am  certain,  by 
those  who  edit  the  Discipline.  Thank  you  very  much. 

Perry  H.  Saito  (Wisconsin)  raised  a  procedural  question;  the 
Chair  responded. 
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Committee  on  Calendar 

Mr.  Egan,  Committee  on  Calendar,  called  for  reports  from  the 
Legislative  Committee  on  Global  Ministries,  Forrest  C.  Stith 
(Baltimore),  chairman. 

At  the  Chair's  suggestion,  the  Conference  stood  for  the  singing 
of  a  hymn. 


Motion  to  Reconsider 

Wayne  C.  Jarvis  moved  to  reconsider  Committee  on  Indepen- 
dent Commissions  Report  No.  32,  Calendar  No.  295  (see  page 
457).  Mr.  Jarvis  explained  that  the  provisions  of  the  report  were 
in  conflict  with  other  legislation  the  Conference  had  adopted.  The 
motion  to  reconsider  was  defeated.  The  Chair  stated  that  the 
reports  in  question  would  have  to  be  reconciled  by  the  Committee 
on  Correlation  and  Editorial  Revision.  Mr.  Jarvis  raised  a  point 
of  order,  that  the  conflicts  could  not  be  resolved  by  correlation  or 
editorial  change.  The  Chair  replied  that  the  Conference  had 
refused  to  order  reconsideration  of  the  report  and  that  therefore 
no  other  action  on  the  matter  was  in  order. 

Committee  on  Global  Ministries,  Report  No.  76,  Calendar 

No.  834 

Mr.  Stith  called  for  consideration  of  Report  No.  76  and  asked 
Plyna  Strong  (West  Michigan)  to  present  it.  Mrs.  Strong  noted 
that  the  report  was  related  to  proposed  changes  in  legislation 
governing  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  as  printed  in  an  advance 
edition  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate.  Becky  Kesler  (Southern 
Cahfornia-Arizona)  suggested  that  there  were  two  other  para- 
graphs in  that  block  of  legislation  which  needed  to  be  brought 
into  line  with  new  legislation  adopted  by  this  Conference.  Mrs. 
Strong  stated  that  the  committee  would  probably  be  willing  to 
accept  any  such  changes,  if  they  could  be  identified.  Thomas  L. 
Cromwell  (East  Ohio)  suggested  that,  if  these  changes  were  of  an 
editorial  nature,  they  could  be  made  in  the  editing  of  the 
Discipline.  The  Chair  read  from  the  Plan  of  Organization  the 
functions  of  the  Committee  on  Correlation  and  Editorial 
Revision. 

Mr.  Stith  explained  that  there  were  some  additional  changes  in 
the  legislation  covered  by  Report  No.  76,  and  that  these  changes 
came  as  a  result  of  negotiations  with  the  Committee  on  Central 
Conference  Affairs.  He  called  on  H.  Claude  Young,  Jr.  (Western 
North  Carolina)  for  presentation  of  these  additional  changes. 

Mr.  Young  presented  amendments  to  the  proposed  legislation 
in  addition  to  those  printed  in  the  committee  report  as  follows: 
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(1)  Proposed  Par.  1559,  delete  the  word  "entire." 

(2)  Proposed  Par.  1561.1,  delete  the  paragraph  title  as  it 
appears  in  Par.  1165  of  the  1972  Book  of  Discipline. 

(3)  Proposed  Par.  1561.3,  after  the  word  "fiscal"  add  "program 
grants." 

(4)  Delete  proposed  Par.  1567.2  in  its  entirety.  The  material 
being  deleted  read  as  follows:  "The  division  shall  facilitate 
the  presence  of  overseas  church  consultants  maintaining  in 
its  forums  an  international  perspective." 

Cathy  Wells  (Mississippi)  called  attention  to  an  editorial 
change  which  needed  to  be  made  in  the  proposed  legislation;  Mr. 
Stith  accepted  it.  Robert  M.  Harris  (Nebraska)  asked  a  question; 
Mr.  Stith  responded.  Charles  H.  Stewart,  III  (Florida)  called 
attention  to  a  needed  editorial  change;  Mr.  Stith  accepted  it.  John 
C.  Simpson,  Jr.  (Virginia)  asked  a  question;  Mr.  Stith  responded. 
Report  No.  76  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  adopted  (see  page  1578). 

Report  No.  20,  Calendar  No.  748 

Mr.  Stith  presented  the  report,  explaining  that  it  called  for  the 
relocation  of  Par.  644  of  the  1972  Book  of  Discipline  in  a  new 
section  to  be  entitled,  "Affiliated  United  Churches."  The  report 
was  adopted  (see  page  1554). 

Report  No.  37,  Calendar  No.  781 

Mr.  Stith  presented  the  report,  consisting  of  revision  in  the 
legislation  governing  Missions.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page 
1563). 

Report  No.  21,  Calendar  No.  749 

John  N.  Trundle  (Holston)  presented  the  report.  He  explained 
that  the  report  was  a  statement  from  the  legislative  committee  to 
the  General  Conference  and  to  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  in 
response  to  petitions  calHng  for  the  establishment  of  a  Division  on 
Outreach  Evangelism  and  Church  Growth  in  that  board.  Mr. 
Stith  noted  that  the  report  recommended  nonconcurrence  with 
the  petitions  in  addition  to  concurrence  with  the  statement. 
George  E.  Poe  (Missouri  West)  commended  the  committee  for  the 
statement  and  expressed  the  hope  that  it  would  be  widely  read. 
The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1555). 

Report  No.  24,  Calendar  No.  768 

Mr.  Stith  presented  the  report,  a  resolution  dealing  with 
mutual  recognition  of  memberships  between  The  United 
Methodist  Church  and  other  Christian  churches,  and  it  was 
adopted  (see  page  1557). 
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Report  No.  25,  Calendar  No.  769 

Mr.  Stith  read  the  report,  a  short  statement  recommending 
that  boards  and  agencies  program  ecumenically  wherever 
possible,  and  it  was  adopted  (see  page  1560). 

Report  No.  44,  Calendar  No.  788 

Mr.  Stith  explained  that  the  report  was  in  the  form  of  a 
resolution  asking  that  a  higher  priority  be  placed  on  Town  and 
Country  Ministries,  and  that  it  was  recommended  for  adoption 
and  referral  to  the  National  Division  of  the  Board  of  Global 
Ministries.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1568). 

Report  No.  45,  Calendar  No.  789 

Mr.  Stith  presented  the  report,  a  resolution  dealing  with  work 
in  Appalachia,  and  it  was  adopted  (see  page  1568). 

Report  No.  46,  Calendar  No.  790 

Mr.  Stith  explained  that  the  report  was  a  resolution  affirming 
the  actions  and  stance  of  the  leadership  of  the  Board  of  Global 
Ministries  with  respect  to  the  relationship  of  missionaries  to  the 
CIA.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1569). 

Report  No.  50,  Calendar  No.  794 

Mr.  Stith  presented  the  report,  which  was  in  the  form  of 
proposed  revisions  in  legislation  related  to  Religion  and  Ameri- 
can Life.  It  was  adopted  (see  page  1570). 

Report  No.  51,  Calendar  No.  795 

Mr.  Stith  explained  that  the  purpose  of  the  report  was  to 
amend  the  legislation  governing  the  selection  of  delegates  to  the 
National  Council  of  Churches  governing  board.  The  report  was 
adopted  (see  page  1571). 

Report  No.  18,  Calendar  No.  746 

Mr.  Stith  presented  the  report,  a  resolution  calUng  for  the 
drafting  of  a  statement  on  the  subject  of  interreligious  relation- 
ships, and  it  was  adopted  (see  page  1554). 

Report  No.  22,  Calendar  No.  750 

Mr.  Stith  explained  that  the  report  was  a  resolution  calling  for 
approval  of  the  reference  of  recommendations  to  the  churches 
from  the  World  Council  of  Churches  Fifth  Assembly;  it  was 
adopted  (see  page  1556). 
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Report  No.  23,  Calendar  No.  751 

Mr.  Stith  presented  the  report,  an  invitation  to  other 
autonomous  churches  to  discuss  concordats,  and  it  was  adopted 
(see  page  1557). 

William  V.  S.  Tubman,  Jr.  (Liberia)  indicated  that  he  had  tried 
to  get  the  floor  for  the  purpose  of  speaking  on  Report  No.  23  and 
moved  reconsideration.  The  motion  to  reconsider  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Tubman:  Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman.  I  speak  on  this  issue  to  get  the  clear 
picture  and  to  put  in  the  minds  of  the  members  of  this  General  Conference  some  of 
the  fears  that  some  of  us  have  from  jurisdictions  outside  of  the  United  States. 
Now,  there  appears  to  be  certain  other  reports  that  will  be  forthcoming.  An 
attitude  which  I  may  be  interpreting  improperly,  but  bringing  about  more 
autonomous  churches  and  making  it  easier  for  Annual  Conferences  within  Central 
Conferences  outside  of  this  jurisdiction  to  gain  autonomy.  Now  the  reason  for 
this,  I  do  not  quite  know,  but  I  would  hke  to  say  one  thing.  Perhaps  this  is  a  result 
of  the  misunderstanding  of  the  decision  taken  at  the — what  is  referred  to — the 
decision  taken  at  Lusaka  by  the  Council  of  Churches  of  Africa  in  1974. 

Bishop  Hunt:  Sir,  you  have  twenty  seconds  by  our  rules. 

Mr.  Tubman:  And  it  is  unfortunate,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  matters  dealing 
with  the  churches  outside  of  the  United  States  have  to  come  at  such  a  time  now, 
speaking  to  what  you  just  said,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  we  do  not  have  time  to  talk 
about  it.  It  is  unfortunate  that  sufficient  time  was  not  given  for  us  to  speak  on 
matters  that  affect  us.  Obviously  I  cannot  say  what  I  wanted  to  say  within  20 
seconds. 

I  would  hke  to  assure  the  Committee  on  Global  Ministries  that  the  churches  in 
Africa  and  other  parts  of  the  world  still  need  and  appreciate  the  idea  of  having 
missionaries  going  to  these  countries  but  on  the  conditions  that  are  conducive  to 
the  present  circumstances  prevaiUng  in  these  countries. 


Leonard  Slutz  (West  Ohio)  made  a  brief  statement  and  moved 
that  the  invitation  contained  in  the  report  be  approved  in 
principle,  and  that  the  report  also  be  referred  to  the  Commission 
on  Central  Conference  Affairs  for  their  study  and  recommenda- 
tion. The  motion  was  adopted. 

Report  No.  42,  Calendar  No.  786 

Mr.  Stith  presented  the  report,  a  statement  dealing  with  the 
alleviation  of  world  hunger,  and  it  was  adopted  (see  page  1567). 

Report  No.  39,  Calendar  No.  783 

Mr.  Stith  explained  that  the  report  was  in  the  form  of  a 
resolution  on  proclaiming  1975-85  as  International  Women's 
Decade.  It  was  adopted  (see  page  1564). 

Report  No.  40,  Calendar  No.  784 

Mr.  Stith  presented  the  item,  noting  that  it  had  already  been 
covered  by  Conference  action  on  Committee  on  Conferences 
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Report  No.  71  (see  pages  393,  1565).  No  additional  action  was 
required. 

Report  No.  41,  Calendar  No.  785 

Mr.  Stith  explained  that  the  report  was  a  resolution  affirming 
the  Red  Bird  Missionary  Conference,  its  viability  and  unique- 
ness. The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1566). 

Report  No.  47,  Calendar  No.  791 

Mr.  Stith  noted  that  the  report  was  related  to  an  aspect  of  the 
missional  priority  on  world  hunger;  it  was  adopted  (see  page 
1570). 

Report  No.  56,  Calendar  No.  800 

Mr.  Stith  explained  that  the  report  dealt  with  a  petition  calling 
for  support  of  Episcopal  women  ordained  priests,  that  the 
recommendation  was  for  nonconcurrence  because  of  Umitations  in 
addressing  another  communion  with  regard  to  its  own  legislation, 
but  that  there  was  also  a  call  to  "affirm  and  uphold  our  sisters  in 
their  choice  to  respond  to  the  call  to  the  ordained  ministry."  The 
report  was  adopted  (see  page  1573). 

Report  No.  64,  Calendar  No.  808 

Mr.  Stith  presented  the  report,  a  resolution  directing  United 
Methodist  COCU  representatives  to  use  all  reasonable  means  to 
bring  churches  other  than  those  of  a  predominantly  USA 
background  into  COCU  discussions.  It  was  adopted  (see  page 
1575). 

Report  Nos.  72,  77;  Calendar  Nos.  816,  835 

Mr.  Stith  reported  that  the  substance  of  these  reports  had 
been  covered  by  action  taken  on  other  committee  reports,  and 
that  no  further  action  was  required  on  them  (see  pages  1577, 1626). 
Emerson  S.  Colaw  (West  Ohio)  suggested  that  time  not  be  taken 
for  the  presentation  of  reports  which  duplicate  previous  actions. 

Report  No.  52,  Calendar  No.  796 

Mr.  Stith  explained  that  the  report  called  for  referral  to  the 
Ecumenical  and  Interreligious  Concerns  Division  of  a  petition  on 
the  relationship  between  Christians  and  Jews.  It  was  adopted 
(see  page  1572). 

Report  No.  78,  Calendar  No.  836 

Mr.  Stith  observed  that  the  recommendation  on  this  also  was 
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for  referral  to  the  Ecumenical  and  Interreligious  Concerns 
Division,  and  that  it  called  for  an  intensified  program  of 
interpretation  of  the  goals  and  purposes  of  the  World  Council  of 
Churches.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1626). 

Legislative  Committee  Agenda  Completed 

Mr.  Stith  stated  that,  except  for  matters  related  to  annual 
conference  legislation,  which  would  be  cared  for  in  reports  from 
the  Committee  on  Conferences,  the  work  of  the  Legislative 
Committee  on  Global  Ministries  was  completed. 

Motion  to  Reconsider 

H.  Bumham  Kirkland  (New  York)  moved  reconsideration  of 
Report  No.  44,  Calendar  No.  788.  He  explained  that  his  purpose 
was  to  permit  the  introduction  of  an  amendment  to  the  report. 
The  motion  to  reconsider  was  defeated. 

Committee  on  Calendar 

Mr.  Egan,  Committee  on  Calendar,  called  for  reports  from  the 
Legislative  Committee  on  Church  and  Society,  John  E.  Stumbo 
(Kansas  East),  chairman. 

Committee  on  Church  and  Society,  Report  No.  32,  Calendar 
No.  393  (Consideration  Resumed) 

Mr.  Stumbo  called  for  a  resumption  of  consideration  of  the 
report  deaUng  with  the  Statement  of  Social  Principles,  which  had 
been  interrupted  at  an  earlier  session  (see  page  449).  He 
presented  Section  III,  entitled  "The  Social  Community."  Charles 
L.  Allen  (Texas)  moved  reconsideration  of  subsection  II,  E.  The 
motion  to  reconsider  was  defeated. 

Mr.  Stumbo  asked  Orion  N.  Hutchinson,  Jr.  (Western  North 
Carolina)  to  lead  in  the  presentation  of  the  report. 

Franklin  Blackstone,  Jr.  (Western  Pennsylvania)  moved  that 
the  remainder  of  the  Statement  of  Social  Principles  be  adopted 
with  no  further  amendment. 

Mr.  Blackstone:  Mr.  President,  and  delegates,  the  Statement  of  Social 
Principles  has  been  before  you  for  four  years  and  for  several  days.  I've  been  a 
member  of  a  Committee  that  has  dealt  with  this  at  considerable  length  over  the 
days  preceding  today. 

We  think  those  of  you  who  have  heard  me  speak  privately,  publicly,  and  in 
committee  meetings  know  that  I  am  no  flaming  liberal  and  am  not  any  member  of 
the  Board  of  Church  and  Society  or  a  devout  adherent  to  all  the  things  that  it 
does;  but  I  believe  that  we  have  adopted,  or  presented  to  you,  a  balanced, 
reasonably  historic  document,  if  you  can  have  historicity  in  four  years. 

Each  one  of  the  amendments  that  has  been  offered  in  the  last  hours  of 
consideration  by  this  body  have,  in  fact,  been  considered  by  the  Committee  if  not 
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verbatim,  almost  verbatim;  and  we  have  with  almost  complete  unanimity  come  to 
the  conclusions  which  we  offer  to  the  body  at  this  time. 

I  would,  therefore,  urge  that  we  resist  the  temptation  to  each  of  us  be  an 
author,  and  that  we  proceed  now  to  adopt  what  is  a  reasonable,  balanced  and,  I 
believe,  acceptable  document  for  this  Conference  and  for  the  Church. 

William  B.  Leims  (Southern  Illinois)  asked  a  question  for 
clarification  of  the  printed  report;  Mr.  Hutchinson  responded.  C. 
Rex  Bevins  (Nebraska)  asked  whether  there  were  any  additional 
amendments  to  be  proposed  by  the  committee,  beyond  those 
found  in  the  printed  report.  Mr.  Hutchinson  replied  that  all  of 
the  amendments  were  printed.  William  C.  Vaughan  (Virginia) 
spoke  in  opposition  to  Mr.  Blackstone's  motion.  David  A. 
Seamands  (Kentucky)  responded  to  Mr.  Vaughan.  Marilyn 
Roberts  (North  Georgia)  spoke  in  favor  of  the  motion.  Paul 
Hardin  (Northern  New  Jersey)  spoke  against  the  motion  and 
stated  that  he  had  hoped  to  have  an  opportunity  to  offer  an 
amendment  to  subsection  V,  D,  of  the  report.  Mr.  Hutchinson 
corrected  the  statement  he  had  made  earlier  in  response  to  Mr. 
Bevins'  question  and  asked  that  subsection  III,  I,  be  amended,  in 
the  second  sentence  of  the  subsection,  by  the  addition  of  the 
words  "and  any  illegal  drugs"  after  "marijuana." 

Mr.  Blackstone's  motion  was  adopted,  and  Report  No.  32  was 
adopted  (see  pages  1172-1189).  William  B.  Lewis  (Southern  Illinois) 
moved  reconsideration  of  subsection  V,  D,  for  the  purpose  of 
considering  the  amendment  Mr.  Hardin  wished  to  offer.  Leigh 
Roberts  (Wisconsin)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that  Mr.  Leu/is  had 
not  voted  on  the  motion  to  adopt  the  report  and  was  not  therefore 
eligible  to  offer  a  motion  to  reconsider.  Mr.  Lewis  acknowledged 
that  Mr.  Roberts  was  correct.  William  H.  Patrick,  Jr.  (Louisiana) 
offered  the  motion  of  reconsideration  in  Mr.  Lewis's  stead,  and  it 
was  adopted. 

Mr.  Hardin  moved  to  amend  the  report,  subsection  V,  D,  by 
deleting  the  second,  third  and  fourth  sentences,  and  by 
substituting  the  following  for  them: 

"In  our  society  this  function  can  best  be  fulfilled  through 
public  policies  which  insure  access  for  all  persons  to  free 
public  elementary  and  secondary  schools  and  to  post- 
secondary  schools  of  their  choice.  Persons  in  our  society 
should  not  be  precluded  by  financial  barriers  from  access  to 
church-related  and  other  institutions  independent  from  the 
state.  We  affirm  the  right  of  public  and  independent 
institutions  to  exist  and  endorse  public  policies  which  insure 
access  and  choice  and  which  do  not  create  unconstitutional 
entanglements  between  church  and  state." 
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Mr.  Hardin:  Thank  you.  The  report  in  chief,  which  I  am  seeking  to  amend, 
states  the  United  Methodist  position  as  favoring  free  higher  education.  This  is  a 
noble  ideal,  but  impractical  in  this  day.  A  very  practical  ideal  which  indeed  is  one 
toward  which  a  great  many  very  responsible  people  are  working  is  to  insure  that 
we  have  access  to  a  variety  of  those  secondary  institutions  by  all  persons 
regardless  of  race,  age,  sex,  and  economic  condition.  This  ideal  is  very  important 
and  quite  attainable. 

My  amendment  also  would  support  church-related  institutions,  bringing  the 
Social  Principles  document  into  accord  with  one  of  our  proposed  quadrennial 
emphases,  and  with  resolutions  adopted  earlier  in  this  conference,  and  with  the 
very  excellent  sermon  given  by  Bishop  Stowe  earlier  in  the  week. 

The  original  document  supports  the  right  of  independent  institutions  to  exist.  I 
think  we  might  also  extend  that  right  to  public  institutions,  but  the  point  is  surely 
more  than  existence — the  point  would  be  service  to  all  who  seek  higher  education. 
Finally,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  prefer  to  use  my  caution  about  constitutional 
entanglement,  rather  than  the  Jeffersonian  phrase  "separation  of  church  and 
state."  There  is  no  rigid  separation  of  Church  and  state;  otherwise,  we  couldn't 
have  public  police  and  fire  protection  of  church  property.  That  phrase  was  a 
Jeffersonian  infelicity  used  for  good  historical  reasons,  but  not  currently 
important  in  constitutional  law.  What  is  important,  however,  is  that  Church  and 
state  not  be  entangled  in  ways  that  would  inhibit  either  the  free  exercise  of 
religion  or  tend  to  establish  a  state  church.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  appreciate 
support  of  the  body  on  this  amendment. 

Erwin  Schwiebert  (Oregon-Idaho):  I  would  Uke  to  ask  a  question  as  to  whether 
this  proposed  amendment  is  intended  to  open  the  door  to  federal  support  for 
church-related  colleges?  If  so,  I  would  like  to  speak  against  it. 

Mr.  Hardin:  Mr.  Chairman,  it  obviously  is  intended  to  continue  the  present 
poUcies  we  now  have  in  which  students  attending  church-related  institutions  in 
common  with  other  students  are  eligible  for  student  financial  assistance.  My 
personal  philosophy  supports  that  kind  of  aid  to  higher  education  as  the  best 
constitutional  way  to  achieve  some  freedom  of  choice  for  students,  and  some 
diversity  in  American  higher  education.  I  favor  that,  rather  than  direct  grants  to 
the  church-related  schools  precisely  because  of  the  entanglement  issue. 

James  W.  Bristah  (Detroit):  I  am  very  confused  by  the  introduction  of  an  issue 
which  is  very  substantial,  the  text  of  which  none  of  us  have  before  us.  I  am  not 
entirely  clear  after  just  hearing  the  reading  of  this  amendment  of  just  what  all  it 
includes.  It  does  get  us  into  an  arena  which  is  veiy  involved,  and  very  complex, 
and  without  the  kind  of  written  material  in  front  of  us,  I  seriously  doubt  that  we 
can  handle  this  complex  item  with  a  great  degree  of  responsibility.  For  example, 
it  is  not  clear  to  me  just  the  scope  of  the  kind  of  support  that  would  be  given  to 
poor  students  to  go  to  school. 

Does  this  have  reference,  for  example,  to  the  several  forms  of  efforts  that  are 
going  on  in  the  country  to  get  some  form  of  tax  credits  or  some  kind  of 
reimbursement  to  parents  who  wish  to  send  their  children  to  private  elementary 
and  secondary  schools.  It  is  not  clear  to  me  from  hearing  the  reading  that  this 
kind  of  issue  is  very  clearly  delineated.  And  because  of  this,  I  would  hope  we 
would  vote  this  down. 


Richard  B.  Wilke  (Kansas  West)  spoke  in  support  of  the 
amendment  but  moved  that  action  on  it  be  deferred  until  it  could 
be  printed  in  Friday's  Daily  Christian  Advocate.  The  Chair 
suggested  that  the  motion  to  defer  be  held  in  abeyance,  pending  a 
determination  as  to  whether  it  would  be  needed.  Paul  M.  Minus 
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(West  Ohio)  asked  for  the  legislative  committee's  response,  and 
the  Chair  indicated  that  the  committee  would  have  an  opportu- 
nity to  respond.  Richard  L.  Christopher  (South  Indiana)  spoke 
against  the  amendment.  Mr.  Hutchinson  stated  that  he  would 
not  oppose  the  amendment  but  could  not  accept  it  because  the 
committee  had  not  considered  it.  The  Assistant  Secretary  read 
the  amendment,  and  it  was  adopted,  (see  page  1185). 

Related  Reports 

Mr.  Hutchinson  stated  that  there  were  legislative  committee 
reports  which  were  related  to  the  Statement  of  Social  Principles. 
The  Chair  suggested  that  these  not  be  presented  for  individual 
action.  Mr.  Hutchinson  presented  a  correction  which  needed  to 
be  made  in  Report  No.  9,  Calendar  No.  116.  He  indicated  that 
Report  Nos.  65-66,  Calendar  Nos.  1033-1034,  would  be  covered 
later  by  an  omnibus  motion  (see  pages  1130,  1277-1281). 

Mr,  Stumbo  expressed  appreciation  to  the  Conference  for  its 
confidence  in  the  committee's  work  on  the  Statement  of  Social 
Principles. 

Adjournment 

Bishop  Hunt  stated  that  the  time  set  for  adjournment  of  the 
session  had  arrived.  He  thanked  Bishops  Short  and  Crutchfield 
for  assisting  him  during  his  presiding.  He  also  thanked  the 
Conference  for  their  cooperation  and  hard  work.  He  stated  that  a 
representative  of  his  Area  had  requested  the  opportunity  to 
make  a  statement,  but  that  he  had  asked  that  that  not  be  done. 

J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary)  made  an  announcement.  Bishop  Roy  H. 
Short  (Retired)  pronounced  the  benediction,  and  the  session  was 
adjourned. 


NINTH  DAY,  THURSDAY,  MAY  6,  1976 
EVENING  SESSION 


Opening — Bishop  Paul  A.  Washburn 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  evening  session  of  the 
ninth  day,  Thursday,  May  6,  1976,  at  7  p.m.,  in  the  Memorial 
Coliseum,  Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  Paul  A.  Washburn, 
Chicago  Area,  presiding. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Carlton  R.  Young,  the  Conference 
joined  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "God  of  Love  and  God  of 
Power."  Bishop  Washburn  led  the  Conference  in  prayer. 

Procedural  Statement 

The  Chair  explained  that  the  first  item  on  the  evening's  agenda 
was  the  presentation  of  recommended  budgets  for  the  new 
quadrennium.  He  stated  that  the  procedure  would  be  for  the 
General  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  to  present  its 
recommendations  and  then  for  the  related  recommendations  of 
the  Legislative  Committee  on  Financial  Administration  to  be 
presented.  The  recommendations  would  then  be  before  the 
Conference  for  consideration. 

Matter  of  Privilege 

R.  Franklin  Thompson  (Council  on  Finance  and  Administra- 
tion) asked  that  Bishop  F.  Gerald  Ensley,  president  of  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  be  recognized  for  a 
matter  of  privilege.  Bishop  Ensley  introduced  R.  Bryan 
Brawner,  General  Treasurer,  and  explained  that  Dr.  Brawner 
would  be  retiring  in  a  few  days. 

Dr.  Brawner:  Thank  you  very  much,  Bishop  Ensley,  for  this  opportunity  to 
speak  just  a  word  to  the  Conference.  I  realize  very  definitely  that  this  is  not  a 
time  for  speeches,  but  what  I  want  to  say  to  you  is  this. 

It's  been  a  real  joy  and  a  privilege  to  have  served  the  Church  in  this  capacity  for 
the  past  eight  years,  and  I  want  to  say  that  for  every  kindness,  every  gracious 
act,  and  for  you  individually  as  faithful  and  dedicated  servants  of  the  Church,  I 
shall  be  eternally  grateful.  I  hope  you  will  not  feel  that  I  am  off  base  when  I  thank 
specifically  one  other  person. 

The  responsibilities  of  this  office  have  taken  me  away  from  home  many  days 
and  weeks,  and  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  say  a  word  of  "thank  you"  for  a 
faithful  and  understanding  wife.  She's  been  understanding  and  committed  to  what 
the  office  of  the  General  Secretary  and  Treasurer  has  to  do  by  way  of  service  to 
the  Church.  And  in  leaving  this  office  of  the  General  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of 
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the  General  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  I  do  so  with  a  sense  of 
gratitude  and  with  an  humble  and  contrite  heart. 

Thank  you  for  everything  that  you  have  meant  to  me  and  will  continue  to  mean 
to  me  across  the  years,  and  may  God  bless  you  all.  Thank  you. 

Bishop   Ensley   then   presented  Ewing   T.    Wayland   as   Dr. 
Brawner's  successor  in  the  office  of  General  Treasurer. 

Committee  on  Financial  Administration 

Jim  A.  Egan  (Oklahoma),  Committee  on  Calendar,  called  for 
reports  from  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Financial  Adminis- 
tration, Thomas  P.  Moore  (East  Ohio),  chairman.  Mr.  Moore 
reviewed  the  procedure  which  would  be  followed  in  the 
presentation  of  budget  recommendations  and  introduced  Merrill 
W.  Drennan  (Baltimore)  for  the  introduction  of  reports  from  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 


Council    on    Finance    and    Administration,    Report    No. 

1 — World  Service  Fund  (see  page  2000) 

Mr.  Drennan  introduced  the  Council's  Report  No.  1  as  printed 
in  an  advance  edition  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  calling 
particular  attention  to  the  "Proposed  World  Service  Budget" 
included  in  the  report.  He  noted  that  the  figures  shown  were  the 
recommendations  for  annual  allocations  to  the  agencies  and 
causes  indicated  for  each  of  the  four  years,  1977-1980.  Mr. 
Drennan  recounted  briefly  the  process  from  which  these 
recommendations  had  emerged.  He  stated  that  the  proposed 
total  of  $24,980,000  per  year  for  the  World  Service  Fund 
represented  a  6.3%  increase  over  the  amount  apportioned  during 
the  1973-76  quadrennium,  but  a  15%  increase  over  1975  receipts. 

Report  No.  9 — Missional  Priorities  Fund  (see  page  2032) 

Mr.  Drennan  stated  that,  because  of  the  close  connection 
between  the  report  on  the  World  Service  Fund  and  the  Council's 
recommendations  regarding  the  funding  of  missional  priorities, 
the  two  matters  would  be  considered  together.  He  called  on  Paul 
Webb,  Jr.  (North  Georgia)  for  the  presentation  of  the  report 
dealing  with  the  funding  of  missional  priorities. 

Mr.  Webb  called  attention  to  a  report  of  the  Council  printed  in 
Thursday's  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  explained  that  it  was 
intended  as  a  substitute  for  the  Council's  original  Report  No.  9, 
as  presented  to  an  earlier  session  of  the  Conference  (see  page  275). 
He  pointed  out  that  the  recommendation  was  to  establish  a  single 
apportioned  fund  to  include  funding  for  each  of  the  three 
missional  priorities   set  by   the   Conference.    He   noted  that, 
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between  the  proposed  apportioned  funding  and  recommended 
Advance  special  funding,  the  recommendations  for  two  of  the 
missional  priorities  were  for  the  maximum  amount  requested  by 
the  Conference.  In  the  case  of  the  smaller  amount  recommended 
for  the  evangelism  priority,  he  stated  that  the  proposed  amount 
was  based  on  a  recommendation  to  the  Council  by  the  General 
Council  on  Ministries. 

Mr.  Webb  explained  the  Council's  rationale  for  recommending 
a  single  apportioned  fund,  rather  than  three  funds,  and  for 
recommending  a  separate  fund,  rather  than  inclusion  in  the 
World  Service  Fund.  Following  his  statement,  Mr.  Webb  moved 
adoption  of  the  Council's  Report  No.  1  and  of  the  material  now 
proposed  as  a  substitute  for  Report  No.  9. 


Committee  on  Financial  Administration,  Report  No.   17, 
Calendar  No.  252 

Thomas  P.  Moore  (East  Ohio),  chairman  of  the  legislative 
committee,  explained  that  the  report  recommended  concurrence 
with  the  Council's  Report  No.  1,  and  that  there  was  also  a 
minority  report  to  be  presented  at  the  appropriate  time. 

Edward  L.  Duncan  (Detroit)  moved  to  amend  the  Council's 
new  Report  No.  9,  the  figure  proposed  for  inclusion  in  the 
apportioned  fund  for  the  evangelism  priority,  by  changing  that 
amount  to  $250,000,  and  by  increasing  the  total  of  the  proposed 
apportioned  fund  to  $4,250,000.  Mr.  Moore  asked  a  procedural 
question;  the  Chair  responded.  Mr.  Duncan  spoke  in  support  of 
his  amendment.  R.  Jervis  Cooke  (Peninsula)  identified  himself  as 
vice-chairman  of  the  General  Council  on  Ministries;  he  spoke 
against  the  amendment,  stressing  the  process  by  which  GCOM 
had  arrived  at  its  recommendation  and  the  reasons  for  the 
recommendation.  H.  Thomas  Walker  (Minnesota)  spoke  in  favor 
of  the  amendment. 

Jimmy  Sowder  (Florida)  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by 
adding  a  provision  that  the  United  Methodist  National  Associa- 
tion of  Conference  Evangelists  be  included  in  the  work  done 
under  the  missional  priority  on  evangelism.  The  Chair  ruled  that 
the  amendment  was  not  germane  to  the  question  of  the  amount  to 
be  included  in  the  fund  for  the  support  of  the  evangeUsm  priority. 
Robert  D.  Cheyne  (North  Arkansas)  attempted  to  ask  a  question 
on  a  subject  other  than  that  dealt  with  in  Mr.  Duncan's 
amendment,  but  the  Chair  stated  that  it  would  not  be  in  order  at 
this  time. 

H.  Eugene  Peacock  (Western  North  Carolina)  spoke  against 
the  amendment.  Mr.  Duncan's  amendment  was  defeated. 
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Report  No.  17  (Minority);  Calendar  No.  253 

Clifford  Droke  (California-Nevada)  presented  the  minority 
report.  He  explained  that  its  effect  would  be  to  place  an 
additional  $2,000,000  ($1,500,000  for  the  ethnic  minority  local 
church  priority  and  $500,000  for  scholarships  for  Hispanic,  Asian 
and  Native  Americans)  in  the  World  Service  Budget,  making  a 
new  total  of  $26,980,000,  and  to  reduce  the  proposed  Missional 
Priorities  Fund  by  a  corresponding  $2,000,000.  Mr.  Droke  called 
on  Merlyn  W.  Northfelt  (Northern  Illinois),  a  signer  of  the 
minority  report,  and  Mr.  Northfelt  presented  the  rationale  for 
the  minority  report. 

Hazel  M.  Decker  (Texas)  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  to  allow 
for  four  speeches  on  each  side  of  this  issue.  The  motion  to 
suspend  the  rules  was  defeated. 

Clay  F.  Lee,  Jr.  (Mississippi)  spoke  in  opposition  to  the 
minority  report. 

Majority  Report — Consideration  Resumes 

The  Chair  stated  that  he  had  proceeded  incorrectly  in  failing  to 
allow  perfection  of  the  majority  report  before  turning  to  debate 
and  perfection  of  the  minority  report.  He  called  for  debate  and 
proposed  amendments  to  the  majority  report. 

Dwight  M,  Bittner  (Western  Pennsylvania)  moved  to  amend 
the  majority  report  by  reducing  the  total  of  the  proposed  World 
Service  Fund  budget  to  $23,500,000,  the  reduction  of  $1,380,000 
to  be  distributed  among  the  on  ratio  items  in  the  World  Service 
budget  in  amounts  to  be  determined  jointly  by  GCOM  and 
GCFA;  in  case  agreement  cannot  be  reached,  all  on  ratio  items 
would  be  reduced  proportionately.  Mr.  Bittner  spoke  in  support 
of  his  amendment.  Thomas  L.  Butts  (Alabama-West  Florida) 
spoke  against  the  amendment.  William  B.  Grove  (Western 
Pennsylvania)  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment.  Norma  C.  Eby 
(Pacific  Northwest)  spoke  in  opposition  to  it.  The  Assistant 
Secretary  read  the  amendment,  and  it  was  defeated. 

John  R.  Van  Sickle  (Northern  Illinois)  spoke  in  support  of  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  Report  No.  1.  Pat 
Stroman  (Central  Texas)  asked  whether  an  amendment  to 
Report  No.  1  would  be  in  order  at  this  time.  The  Chair  and  Mr. 
Drennan  responded.  Stanley  Ha^iks  (Minnesota)  asked  a  ques- 
tion about  the  most  appropriate  funding  method  to  achieve  the 
goals  which  had  been  set;  Mr.  Drennan  responded. 

Robert  D.  Cheyne  (North  Arkansas)  asked  whether  the 
$659,500  approved  earlier  for  communications  was  included  in  the 
recommendations  for  the  World  Service  Fund.  Mr.  Drennan 
stated  that  it  was  not,   and  that  the  Council  would  have  a 
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recommendation  to  make  on  that  later  in  the  budget  presenta- 
tions. Gerald  A.  Krause  (Wisconsin)  moved  to  amend  the  report 
by  taking  $659,000  from  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund  and 
adding  it  to  the  Joint  Committee  on  Communications  allocation  in 
the  World  Service  Fund.  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment. 

Thomas  L.  Cromwell  (East  Ohio)  asked  a  question  regarding 
which  reports,  recommendations,  and  calendar  items  were 
properly  before  the  Conference  at  this  time.  A  discussion  ensued 
between  the  Chair,  the  Assistant  Secretary,  Mr.  Drennan,  and 
Mr.  Cromwell,  seeking  to  clarify  this  matter.  Mr.  Drennan 
summarized  that,  as  he  understood  it,  the  matters  before  the 
Conference  included  the  World  Service  Fund  budget  and  the 
recommendations  related  to  the  funding  of  the  missional 
priorities.  The  Chair  ruled  that  Mr.  Krause's  amendment  was 
not  in  order. 

William  D.  White  (Northern  IlUnois)  asked  a  question 
regarding  parliamentary  procedure;  the  Chair  responded. 

Pat  Stroman  (Central  Texas)  moved  to  amend  Report  No.  1  of 
the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  by  reducing  the 
allocation  of  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  to 
$150,000  and  increasing  that  of  the  Board  of  Discipleship  to 
$3,350,000.  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  Eleanor 
Richardson  (North  Georgia)  spoke  against  it. 

Rules  Suspended 

Charles  Purdham  (Minnesota)  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  in 
order  to  first  perfect  and  act  upon  the  minority  report  and  then  to 
proceed  to  the  majority  report.  The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules 
was  adopted. 

Report  No.  17  (Minority);  Calendar  No.  253 — Consideration 
Resumed 

The  Chair  recognized  Paul  A.  Duffey  (Alabama- West  Florida) 
for  a  speech  in  favor  of  the  minority  report.  P.  Boyd  Mather 
(Iowa)  raised  a  point  of  order,  stating  that  at  the  time 
consideration  of  the  minority  report  was  suspended  earlier,  there 
had  been  a  related  motion  pending.  The  (^hair  ruled  that  Mr. 
Duffey  was  in  order  to  proceed,  and  Mr.  Duffey  spoke  in  favor  of 
the  minority  report. 

Robert  W.  Stevens  (Pacific  Northwest)  moved  to  amend  the 
minority  report  to  provide  that  the  entire  $4,125,000  proposed 
for  the  Missional  Priorities  Fund  be  placed  in  the  World  Service 
budget  as  separate  Une  items,  making  a  new  total  of  $29,105,000 
for  the   World   Service   Fund.    He   spoke   in   support   of  his 
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amendment.  H.  Claude  Young,  Jr.  (Western  North  Carolina) 
spoke  in  opposition  to  the  amendment  and  in  favor  of  the  minority 
report.  John  B.  Russell  (Virginia)  asked  how  World  Service 
receipts  were  divided  if  they  were  less  than  the  amount 
apportioned.  Mr.  Drennan  explained  that,  in  that  event,  all  of 
the  allocations  under  the  "On  Ratio"  heading  were  reduced 
proportionately.  W.  David  Stedman  (Western  North  CaroUna) 
made  a  statement  related  to  the  proposed  budget.  Harold  F. 
Smith,  Sr.  (Southern  New  England)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that 
Mr.  Stedman's  statement  should  be  recorded  as  a  speech  against; 
the  Chair  indicated  that  it  would  be  so  recorded.  William  0. 
Walker  (Oregon-Idaho)  spoke  against  the  amendment  and  in 
favor  of  the  minority  report.  Carroll  H.  Long  (Holston)  observed 
that  Mr.  Stedman's  statement  related  to  the  budget  proposals  as 
a  whole  and  should  not  be  recorded  as  a  statement  against  Mr. 
Stevens'  amendment. 

Alferd  E.  Wilken  (Iowa)  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  in  order  to 
be  able  to  vote  the  previous  question  on  the  amendment  and  the 
minority  report.  The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  adopted. 
Mr.  Stevens'  amendment  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  defeated. 
Clifford  Droke  (California-Nevada)  made  a  final  statement  on 
behalf  of  the  signers  of  the  majority  report.  Mr.  Drennan  made  a 
final  statement  in  behalf  of  the  majority  position.  Perry  H.  Saito 
(Wisconsin)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that  the  motion  to  suspend 
the  rules  had  been  put  to  a  vote,  but  that  the  previous  question 
motion  had  not  been  voted;  he  asked  if  he  could  be  permitted  to 
speak.  The  previous  question  motion  was  adopted.  Betty  Jean 
Foster  (Minnesota)  asked  whether  there  was  any  projection  of 
anticipated  income  under  the  two  funding  approaches  repre- 
sented in  the  minority  and  majority  reports.  No  one  called  for  the 
floor  for  the  purpose  of  answering  the  question,  and  the  Chair  put 
the  minority  report  to  a  vote.  Melvin  M.  Finkheiner  (Pacific 
Northwest)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that  there  was  a  question 
before  the  Conference.  Paul  Webb,  Jr.  (North  Georgia)  re- 
sponded to  Ms.  Foster's  question.  Oscar  0.  Garza,  IV  (Rio 
Grande)  asked  a  question,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  it  was 
argumentative  in  nature.  The  minority  report  was  put  to  a  vote, 
and  it  was  defeated  (see  page  1697). 

Majority  Report — Consideration  Resumed 

The  Chair  called  for  resumption  of  debate  on  Mr.  Stroman's 
amendment  to  the  majority  report  (see  page  477).  Sharon  Brown 
Christopher  (Wisconsin)  spoke  against  it.  George  A.  Wright 
(South  Georgia)  spoke  in  favor  of  it.  Mr.  Stroman's  amendment 
was  defeated. 
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Recess 

The  Chair  announced  that  the  Conference  would  be  in  recess 
for  a  brief  period.  Following  the  recess  Carlton  Young  led  in  the 
singing  of  the  hymn,  "Son  of  My  Soul,  Thou  Saviour  Dear," 

Committee   on   Financial   Administration,   Report  No.   34 
(Majority  Report),  Calendar  No.  542 

Mr.  Moore  explained  that  the  report  called  for  the  funding  of 
the  missional  priority  on  hunger  by  means  of  a  recommended 
general  Advance  special  in  the  amount  of  $5,000,000.  He  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  there  were  three  reports  in  opposition 
to  this  recommendation:  Committee  on  Council  on  Ministries 
Report  No.  21,  previously  adopted  by  the  Conference  and 
referred  to  CFA  (see  page  1801);  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration's  newly  substituted  Report  No.  9  (see  page  2032); 
and  the  Committee  on  Financial  Administration  Report  No.  34 
(Minority  Report),  Calendar  No.  927.  Each  of  these  three  reports 
would  place  $2,000,000  for  world  hunger  in  an  apportioned 
benevolence  and  would  seek  the  remaining  $3,000,000  as  a 
general  Advance  special. 

Mr.  Moore  called  for  the  adoption  of  Report  No.  34  (Majority 
Report)  and  asked  that  C.  Rex  Bevins  (Nebraska)  be  recognized 
for  presentation  of  the  minority  report. 

Report  No.  34  (Minority  Report),  Calendar  No.  927 

Mr.  Bevins  presented  the  report  and  moved  its  substitution  for 
the  majority  report.  Robert  Courtney  (East  Ohio)  asked  if  this 
minority  report  was  the  same  as  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  report;  Mr.  Bevins  replied  that  it  was  the  same. 
Mr.  Drennan  added  that  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administra- 
tion was  willing  to  accept  the  minority  report.  C.  Wilbume 
Hancock  (South  Georgia)  asked  for  further  clarification  on  the 
relationship  between  the  reports;  Mr.  Dreyman  responded. 
Gloster  B.  Current  (New  York)  asked  whether  there  would  be 
further  opportunity  to  perfect  the  majority  report;  the  Chair 
replied  that  there  would. 

Ernest  W.  Lee  (Southern  New  Jersey)  asked  for  clarification  on 
the  parliamentary  situation;  the  Chair,  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
and  Mr.  Drennan  responded.  Alferd  E.  Wilken  (Iowa)  objected 
that  only  the  report  of  the  legislative  committee,  not  the  report  of 
the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  was  properly  before 
the  Conference.  Paul  Webb,  Jr.  (North  Georgia)  raised  a  point  of 
order,  that  according  to  Plan  of  Organization  VI,  B,  7,  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  does  present  its  report 
to  the  General  Conference,   and  that  when  it  does  so,   the 
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Legislative  Committee  on  Financial  Administration  presents  its 
recommendations  and  may  propose  amendments.  John  H. 
Mikkelsen  (Nebraska)  raised  a  series  of  questions  about  the 
parliamentary  situation,  to  which  the  Chair  responded. 

Don  L.  Riggin  (Little  Rock)  moved  concurrence  with  the 
minority  report,  Calendar  No.  927.  Earle  N.  Cooper  (Troy) 
moved  to  amend  the  motion  to  read  that  the  minority  report, 
Calendar  No.  927,  be  substituted  for  the  majority  report, 
Calendar  No.  542. 

R.  Jervis  Cooke  (Peninsula):  I  would  like  to  speak  in  support  of  this  motion  to 
substitute  927  for  the  other  report,  and  the  rationale  for  which  the  GCOM  has 
given  its  support  to  this,  I  think,  needs  to  be  understood  by  this  body.  If  this 
hunger  priority  were  all  in  Advance  Specials  there  would  be  a  very  severe 
problem,  and  it  is  this.  Advance  Specials  must  be  for  specific  projects,  and  no 
monies  in  Advance  Specials  may  be  used  for  administration  of  program. 

Now,  we  feel  that  it  is  important  that  this  be  divided,  $2,000,000  in  the 
benevolence  and  $3,000,000  Advance  Special,  because  the  $3,000,000  will  be  on 
projects,  specific  projects;  the  $2,000,000  will  be  used  part  of  it  for  administra- 
tion, but  also  partly  for  broad  programming  which  might  not  be  easily  catalogued 
into  projects — broad  programming  in  the  interest  of  the  hunger  program.  We 
believe  it  is  very  important  that  this  money  be  divided  in  this  fashion,  support  the 
substitution  and  the  CFA  position. 

Paul  L.  Hartsfield  (Florida)  spoke  against  the  motion.  Robert 
Courtney  (East  Ohio)  spoke  in  favor  of  it.  H.  L.  Watson  (North 
Carolina)  attempted  to  ask  a  question,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that 
his  question  was  not  in  order. 

Carroll  H.  Long  (Holston):  Mr.  Chairman,  I  was  much  impressed  by  the 
remarks  of  the  gentleman  from  the  Florida  Conference  with  the  results  that  they 
had  in  their  campaign  for  hunger  in  the  last  few  months.  I  believe,  with  him,  that 
this  would  be  the  response  which  we  would  find  all  over  the  Church.  It  seems  to 
me  that  we  want  to  do  the  right  thing  for  world  hunger,  we  will  go  by  way  of 
Advance  Specials  because  it  probably  will  produce  more  money. 

There  is  another  danger  which  I  would  like  to  point  out  in  trying  to  place  it  as  a 
Missional  Priority  Fund  or  in  the  World  Service  Fund,  and  that  is  the  damage 
that  it  will  do  to  other  funds  which  are  ab*eady  there,  particularly  the  Black 
College  Fund  which  would  be  a  direct  competitor.  Since  the  Black  College  Fund  is 
established  in  this  manner  of  being  promoted,  and  since  there  is  already  a  proven 
method  of  promoting  the  World  Hunger  Fund  which  has  been  very  productive,  it 
seems  to  me  that  we  would  want  to  keep  all  of  the  World  Hunger  Fund  in 
Advance  Specials  as  the  most  productive  method.  Thank  you. 

The  motion  to  substitute  the  minority  report  for  the  majority 
report  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  adopted  (see  page  1703).  The 
Chair  explained  that  because  of  this  action,  the  legislative 
committee  report  and  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
report  were  in  agreement. 
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Motion  to  Amend  Missional  Priorities  Fund  Report 

Richard  D.  Tholin  (Northern  Illinois)  moved  to  amend  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  report  related  to  the 
Missional  Priorities  Fund  by  increasing  the  amount  designated 
for  the  ethnic  minorities  local  church  priority  to  $2,000,000,  and 
by  increasing  the  amount  designated  for  the  HANA  scholarship 
program  to  $650,000,  making  the  fund  total  $4,775,000.  Mr. 
Tholin  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment. 

Final  Action — Committee  on  Financial  Administration,  Re- 
port No.  34 

Charles  A.  Tyler  (South  Indiana)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that, 
having  voted  to  substitute  the  minority  report  (Calendar  No. 
927)  for  the  majority  report  (Calendar  No.  542),  the  time  when 
the  reports  could  be  perfected  was  past,  and  Mr.  Tholin' s 
amendment  was  therefore  not  in  order.  The  Chair  replied  that  in 
his  judgment  consideration  of  the  amendment  would  be  in  order, 
but  Mr.  Tyler  disagreed.  Erwin  H.  Schwiebert  (Oregon-Idaho) 
expressed  the  view  that,  regardless  of  the  parhamentary 
situation  in  which  the  Conference  found  itself,  if  Calendar  No. 
927  was  to  be  the  basis  of  its  action  on  the  Missional  Priorities 
Fund,  the  Conference  needed  to  be  free  to  amend  it  in  any  way 
that  might  improve  it.  The  Chair  stated  that  Dr.  Tholin's 
amendment  was  related  to  a  different  report  and  called  for  a  final 
vote  on  Report  No.  34,  as  substituted.  The  report  was  adopted 
(see  page  1703). 

Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  Reports — Consid- 
eration Resumed 

The  Chair  stated  that  Mr.  Tholin's  amendment  (see  above) 
was  now  properly  before  the  Conference  for  consideration.  Earl 
B.  Carter  (North  Arkansas)  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  in  order 
to  be  able  to  vote  on  all  matters  before  the  Conference.  The 
motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  adopted. 

Gerald  A.  Krause  (Wisconsin)  asked  what  the  effect  of  the 
proposed  vote  would  be  on  his  earlier  amendment  related  to  the 
Ministerial  Education  Fund  and  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Communications  allocation  (see  page  477).  The  Chair  replied  that 
the  report  to  which  that  amendment  was  related  was  not  yet 
before  the  Conference.  William  W.  Reid,  Jr.  (Wyoming)  asked 
whether  the  report  on  the  General  Administration  Fund  was 
included  in  Mr.  Carter's  previous  question  motion;  the  Chair 
repHed  that  it  was  not  included.  Robert  Courtney  (East  Ohio) 
asked  Mr.  Drennan  to  clarify  what  reports  were  now  before  the 
Conference;  Mr.  Drennan  replied  that  the  Council  on  Finance 
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and  Administration  report  on  the  World  Service  Fund  and  its 
proposal  for  the  Missional  Priorities  Fund  were  the  matters 
before  the  Conference.  The  Chair  put  the  previous  question  to  a 
vote,  and  it  was  ordered. 

Mr.  Drennan  indicated  that  there  was  one  more  matter  related 
to  the  World  Service  Fund  budget  which  needed  to  be  reported. 
Robert  D.  Cheyne  (North  Arkansas)  asked  that  the  report  on 
this  matter  be  heard.  The  Chair  asked  whether  Mr.  Drennan 
intended  to  modify  the  report,  and  Mr.  Drennan  replied  that  he 
did  not. 

Mr.  Drennan:  You  referred  to  us  the  matter  of  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Communications  item  of  $659,000.  Your  referral  directed  CFA  to  find  $659,000. 
We  acted  upon  this  at  lunch  time,  and  this  is  our  response.  Concerning  Calendar 
Item  328,  referred  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  to  find  $659,000 
for  additional  support  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Communications  system,  the 
council  reports  that  there  are  no  contingent  or  other  funds  on  hand  to  allocate  to 
this  JCC  request.  The  Joint  Committee  on  Communications  is  already  funded  in 
the  World  Service  budget,  two  items  totalling  $2,500,000  toward  similar 
purposes.  The  General  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  reaffirms  its 
earlier  World  Service  budget  recommendation  for  a  total  to  be  retained  at 
$24,980,000  annually  for  the  next  quadrennium. 

The  council  suggests  that  if  this  General  Conference  desires  to  fund  a 
communications  program  by  an  additional  $659,000,  this  amount  may  be  added  to 
the  Joint  Committee  on  Communications  Hne  item  in  the  World  Service  budget  on 
ratio.  This  would  have  the  net  effect  of  increasing  the  World  Service  budget  from 
$24,980,000  to  $25,639,000.  The  Council  feels  strongly  that  this  should  not  be 
done,  but  if  the  General  Conference  desires  to  fund  the  communications  program 
further,  the  appropriate  way  to  do  it  is  to  add  the  JCC  budget  item. 

Robert  D.  Cheyne  (North  Arkansas):  Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  may  I  address 
myself  to  that  because  I  had  prior  agreement  with  the  speaker — now  I'm  not 
speaking  on  the  World  Service  Fund.  I  am  speaking  on  the  action  of  this 
Conference  this  morning,  because  I  do  not  wish  it  to  be  added  to  the  World 
Service  Fund.  And  this  is  what  we  have  been  discussing.  But  if  we  are  going  to 
move  in  areas  under  the  World  Service  Fund,  on  page  670,  then  I  beheve  I  should 
have  the  opportunity  because  this  Conference  directed  CFA  to  find  a  place  for  it. 
I  do  not  wish  for  it  to  be  in  World  Service  Fund. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  matter  before  the  Conference  was  the 
World  Service  Fund.  Willie  B.  Clay  (Northern  Illinois)  made  a 
statement  regarding  the  parliamentary  situation. 

The  Chair  called  for  the  vote  on  Mr.  Tholin's  amendment,  and 
the  Assistant  Secretary  read  it.  The  amendment  was  defeated. 
The  Chair  called  for  the  vote  on  the  Council's  Report  No.  1,  the 
World  Service  Fund,  and  Report  No.  9,  the  Missional  Priorities 
Fund,  and  they  were  adopted  (see  pages  2000,  2032). 

Motion  to  Extend  the  Time 

Mr.  Hodapp,  Committee  on  Calendar,  stated  that  a  time  had 
been  reached  which  had  been  set  aside  by  his  committee  for 
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reports  from  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Church  and  Society. 
WilUam  C.  Vaughan  (Virginia)  moved  "to  extend  the  time  to 
finish  the  World  Service  Report."*  The  motion  was  adopted. 

Jameson  Jones  (Rocky  Mountain)  suggested  that  the  Confer- 
ence be  in  recess  for  five  minutes,  but  the  suggestion  was 
defeated  by  vote  of  the  Conference. 

Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  Report  No.  2 

Mr.  Drennan  presented  the  report,  dealing  with  the  formula 
by  which  the  World  Service  Fund  and  other  funds  as  specified 
were  to  be  apportioned.  William  B.  Lewis  (Southern  Illinois) 
moved  to  amend  the  report  to  provide  that  one-half  of  the 
apportionment  would  be  based  on  membership  and  one-half  on 
non-building,  non-benevolence  expenditures.  He  spoke  in  sup- 
port of  his  amendment. 

Richard  P.  Meredith  (Little  Rock)  moved  that  the  Council's 
recommendations  regarding  fund  totals  and  all  supporting 
reports  be  approved.  John  P.  Miles  (Little  Rock)  spoke  in  favor 
of  the  motion.  Mr.  Drennan  suggested  that  Report  No.  2  and 
Mr.  Lewis's  pending  amendment  should  be  disposed  of  before 
considering  a  motion  such  as  Mr.  Meredith's. 

Don  L.  Riggin  (Little  Rock)  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  in 
order  to  move  the  previous  question  on  Report  No.  2.  The  motion 
to  suspend  the  rules  was  adopted,  and  the  previous  question 
motion  was  likewise  approved.  The  Assistant  Secretary  read  Mr. 
Lewis's  amendment,  and  it  was  defeated.  Oscar  0.  Garza,  IV 
(Rio  Grande)  attempted  to  offer  an  amendment,  but  the  Chair 
ruled  that  he  was  not  in  order  because  the  previous  question 
motion  had  been  voted.  Report  No.  2  was  adopted  (see  page 
2010). 

Matter  of  Privilege 

Bishop  Washburn  thanked  the  Conference  for  its  courtesy  to 
him  and  asked  that  he  be  permitted  to  relinquish  the  chair  to  one 
of  his  colleagues  to  preside  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 
Bishop  Washburn  was  accorded  a  standing  ovation  by  the 
General  Conference. 

Bishop  Yeakel  Presides 

Bishop  Joseph  H.  Yeakel,  Syracuse  Area,  assumed  the  task  of 
presiding  over  the  remainder  of  the  session.  Bishop  Yeakel  asked

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that  he  be  permitted  the  privilege  of  putting  in  words  the 
Conference's  appreciation  to  Bishop  Washburn,  both  for  the 
courage  he  had  just  displayed  and  for  the  sermon  he  had 
preached  to  the  Conference  at  the  morning  session. 

Council  on  Finance  and  Administration — Report  No.  3 

Mr.  Dreyinan  introduced  John  W.  Curry,  Sr.  (South  Carolina) 
for  the  presentation  of  the  Council's  Report  No.  3.  Mr.  Curry 
presented  the  report,  dealing  with  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

Committee  on  Financial  Administration,  Report  No.   18, 
Calendar  No.  254 

The  report,  which  consisted  of  amendments  to  Report  No.  3  of 
the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  was  presented  by  the 
legislative  committee  chairman,  Thomas  P.  Moore  (East  Ohio). 
John  D.  Wolf  (North  Indiana)  moved,  as  a  substitute  for  the 
legislative  committee's  amendment  to  the  provision  for  bishops' 
salaries,  to  amend  the  CFA  report  to  include  the  following 
provision  governing  salary  increases:  "Salary  increases  graduated 
each  year  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  cost  of  living  of  the 
previous  year  plus  $500."  The  Chair  stated  that  he  had  been 
informed  that  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  was 
willing  to  accept  the  amendment,  Thomas  L.  Cromwell  (East 
Ohio)  asked  a  question  about  the  amendment;  the  Chair 
responded.  Mr.  Cromwell  asked  for  further  clarification,  and  Mr. 
Moore  asked  that  a  representative  of  the  Council  respond.  Mr. 
Cromwell  asked  whether  it  was  in  order  for  the  Council  to  accept 
an  amendment  to  the  report  of  the  legislative  committee.  The 
Chair  asked  Mr.  Wolf  a  question  related  to  his  amendment;  Mr. 
Wolf  responded.  The  Chair  ascertained  that  the  legislative 
committee  would  not  accept  Mr.  Wolfs  amendment,  and  Mr. 
Wolf  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment. 

Barbara  Blackstone  (Western  Pennsylvania)  moved  that  a 
representative  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  be  permitted  to  give 
information  about  a  news  report  that  the  Council  had  considered 
requesting  that  bishops'  salaries  be  held  at  the  present  level  for 
the  1977-80  quadrennium.  The  motion  was  defeated. 

Richard  O.  Truitt  (Wisconsin)  spoke  against  Mr.  Wolfs 
amendment.  William  McPherson  (Minnesota)  asked  what  other 
salaries  in  the  church  were  tied  directly  or  indirectly  to  bishops' 
salaries.  Mr.  Drennan  responded  that  the  committee  which  sets 
salary  ranges  for  general,  associate  general,  assistant  general, 
and  executive  secretaries  takes  into  consideration  the  level  of 
bishops'  salaries,  and  that  the  salaries  for  these  staff  persons  may 
not  exceed  those  of  bishops.   Lowan  Pitts  (Peninsula)  asked 
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questions  about  the  source  of  the  funds  and  the  effect  of  the 
proposed  amendment  on  the  Episcopal  Fund  apportionment.  The 
Chair  and  Mr.  Drennan  responded. 

Robert  Courtney  (East  Ohio)  asked  Mr.  Moore  a  question 
about  the  legislative  committee  amendment  to  the  episcopal 
salary  provisions;  Mr.  Moore  responded.  The  Chair  stated  that  it 
was  his  judgment  that  Mr.  Wolfs  amendment  was  proper. 

Leonard  Slutz  (West  Ohio)  spoke  in  support  of  Mr.  Wolfs 
amendment.  James  A.  Starr  (Detroit)  spoke  against  it.  Mr. 
Wolfs  amendment  was  defeated. 

John  B.  Russell  (Virginia)  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended 
for  the  purpose  of  moving  the  previous  question,  and  the  motion 
to  suspend  the  rules  was  adopted.  Mr.  Russell  moved  the 
previous  question  on  the  committee  report  and  the  CFA  report 
dealing  with  the  Episcopal  Fund,  and  the  previous  question 
motion  was  adopted.  William  T.  Robey,  Jr.  (Virginia)  asked  a 
question  about  the  report;  the  Chair  responded.  John  D. 
Humphrey,  Sr.  (North  Mississippi)  asked  a  question;  the  Chair 
responded.  Mr.  Curry  stated  that  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  was  willing  to  accept  the  amendments  proposed 
by  the  legislative  committee  to  the  Council's  Report  No.  3. 
Charles  Dailey  (East  Ohio)  asked  whether  the  figures  in  the 
section  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  pensions  of  surviving 
spouses  of  bishops  would  also  be  adjusted  in  accordance  with  the 
other  changes  recommended  by  the  legislative  committee.  Mr. 
Drennan  repHed  that  the  appropriate  adjustments  would  be 
made  in  that  section.  The  legislative  committee's  Report  No.  18 
and  the  Council's  Report  No.  3,  as  amended  by  the  legislative 
committee  report,  were  adopted  (see  pages  1698,  2012). 

Motion  to  Suspend  Rules 

J.  Lloyd  Knox  (Florida)  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  in  order  to 
vote  on  the  remaining  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
reports  numbered  4  through  fifteen,  as  printed  in  the  advance 
edition  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  with  the  minor  changes 
made  by  the  legislative  committee.  Robert  W.  Thomburg 
(Central  IlHnois)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that  reports  from  other 
legislative  committees  which  related  to  some  of  these  reports  had 
been  deferred  until  this  time,  and  that  these  reports  ought  to  be 
considered.  The  Chair  put  the  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  to  a 
vote,  but  it  did  not  receive  the  required  two-thirds  vote. 

Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  Report  No.  4 

Mr.  Drennan  presented  the  report,  dealing  with  the  Ministe- 
rial Education  Fund,  and  moved  its  adoption. 
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Committee  on  Financial  Administration,  Report  No.   19, 
Calendar  No.  255 

Mr.  Moore  reported  that  the  legislative  committee  recom- 
mended concurrence  with  the  report  of  the  Council  on  Finance 
and  Administration  on  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund,  but  noted 
that  there  was  an  amending  report  from  the  Legislative 
Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry. 

Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry,  Report  No.  9, 
Calendar  No.  41 

Thomas  A.  Langford  (Western  North  Carolina),  chairman  of 
the  legislative  committee,  presented  the  report.  He  explained 
that  the  report  recommended  concurrence  with  a  petition  calling 
for  "retention  of  the  2%  plan  for  the  Ministerial  Education  Fund 
for  1977-80."  At  the  request  of  the  Chair,  in  order  to  place  the 
issue  before  the  Conference,  Dr.  Langford  moved  that  Report 
No.  4  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  be  amended 
by  substituting  2%  for  1.75%  as  the  percentage  factor  in  section  3 
of  the  report.  D.  W.  Brooks  (North  Georgia)  spoke  in  support  of 
the  amendment.  Bernard  R.  Shashaguay  (West  Michigan)  asked 
a  question  about  the  apportionment  base  to  which  the  2%  would 
be  appUed.  Mr.  Drennan  replied  that  he  assumed  that  the 
purpose  of  "restoring  the  2%  plan"  would  include  restoring  the 
fixed  base,  as  it  had  been  in  the  present  quadrennium;  the  result 
of  this  would  be  that  expenditures  for  1974  would  be  the  base  to 
which  the  2%  was  applied,  and  the  apportionment  would  remain 
the  same  for  the  quadrennium.  He  explained  that  the  Council's 
report  differed  not  only  in  recommending  a  factor  of  1.75%,  but 
also  in  recommending  that  the  apportionment  base  change  each 
year.  Thus  each  year  the  apportionment  would  change  and  would 
be  based  on  expenditures  for  the  most  recent  year  for  which  data 
were  available.  Mr.  Shashaguay  spoke  in  opposition  to  the 
amendment  proposed  by  the  Higher  Education  and  Ministry 
committee.  Paul  E.  Myers  (Central  Pennsylvania)  spoke  in  favor 
of  it. 

Carl  E.  Price  (Detroit):  The  Legislative  Committee  on  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  voted  85  to  0  to  maintain  the  1.75  ratio  as  recommended  by  CFA. 
The  reason  we  voted  that  way  was  because  it  was  our  understanding  that  the 
total  dollars  raised  over  the  quadrennium  would  not  be  significantly  different 
between  the  two  formulas. 

The  significant  difference  that  was  important  to  us  is  that  if  we  go  on  the  2 
percent  plan,  it  increases  the  budget  a  million  and  a  half  dollars  for  the  first  year 
of  this  quadrennium.  That  is  going  to  deplete  the  other  items  as  the  money  does 
not  come  in  to  fund  all  of  them  fully.  We  felt  it  was  better  for  the  total  church  to 
get  the  seminaries  their  money  on  a  graduated  base  that  would  increase  each  year 
of  the  quadrennium,  instead  of  tai<ing  that  tremendous  jump  in  the  first  year. 
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Jameson  Jones  (Rocky  Mountain):  I  speak  on  behalf  of  the  committee  first  to 
say  that  there  is  great  gratitude  for  this  fund  and  the  Church  should  be  proud  of 
it.  Let  me  try  to  suggest  what  the  issue  really  is  and  give  you  the  facts  as  best  I 
know  them.  There  is  no  disagreement  on  the  purpose  or  use  of  the  fund.  The  basic 
issue  is  the  difference  between  2%  plan  as  originally  voted  by  the  Uniting 
Conference,  and  the  1.75%  plan  as  proposed  by  CFA.  You  will  vote  between  the 
two. 

The  difference  is  that  the  2%  plan  is  based  on  the  second  year  of  the  previous 
quadrennium.  The  1.75%  plan  is  based  on  the  latest  year  for  which  statistics  are 
available.  This  does  bring  a  change.  Under  the  2%  plan  the  apportionment  will  be 
the  same  for  each  year  of  the  quadrennium.  Under  the  1.75%  plan  the 
apportionment  will  change  and  probably  rise  each  year  of  the  quadrennium. 

The  issue  is  the  amount  of  dollars.  Both  speakers  against  the  amendment  are 
incorrect.  The  1.75%  plan  that  is  changed  annually  on  the  basis  of  the  latest  year 
for  which  statistics  are  available  which  will  produce  a  larger  apportionment,  will 
cost  more  money  over  the  quadrennium,  than  will  a  2%  plan  that  begins  three 
years  old  and  by  the  end  of  the  quadrennium  is  based  on  figures  seven  years  old. 

Why  then,  do  the  seminaries  want  less  money?  In  order  to  preserve  a  principle. 
The  CFA  report,  if  adopted,  will  set  a  precedent  whereby  CFA  will  come  into  the 
General  Conference  every  four  years  and  suggest  a  percentage  which  the 
Conference  must  act  upon.  We  are  proposing  a  smaller  amount  of  money  in  the  2% 
plan  in  order  to  preserve  the  basic  idea  that  the  plan  is  built  into  the  life  of  the 
local  churches  and  of  the  whole  Church  for  the  support  of  ministry. 

In  support  of  the  2%  plan  are  the  Association  of  United  Methodist  Theological 
Schools,  the  Commission  to  Study  the  Ministry  of  the  General  Conference,  the 
Division  of  the  Ordained  Ministry,  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Ministry, 
and  the  Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry  of  this  General  Conference 
without  a  single  negative  vote.  I  ask  you  to  vote  yes  on  the  amendment  which 
retains  the  2%  plan  and  will  cost  you  less  over  a  quadrennium. 

Mr.  Drennan  made  a  final  statement  on  behalf  of  the  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration. 

Clifford  Broke  (California-Nevada)  attempted  to  ask  a  ques- 
tion, but  the  Chair  ruled  that  the  question  was  not  in  order.  The 
Higher  Education  and  Ministry  amendment  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
was  adopted  (see  page  1418). 

Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  Report  No.  4 — Final 
Action 

Mr.  Drennan  explained  that  the  amendment  just  adopted 
would  require  some  additional  changes  in  the  definition  of  the 
apportionment  base,  but  that  if  the  Conference  would  understand 
that  these  changes  would  be  made  in  a  way  which  would  restore 
the  method  of  apportionment  to  that  used  during  the  1973-76 
quadrennium,  the  report  could  be  voted  with  that  understanding. 
The  Chair  asked  if  the  Conference  would  agree  to  an  amendment 
such  as  Mr.  Drennan  had  described,  and  the  vote  was 
affirmative.  Report  No.  4,  as  amended,  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was 
adopted  (see  page  2020). 
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Time  Extended 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  time  set  for  adjournment  had  arrived 
and  asked  for  guidance  as  to  the  will  of  the  Conference.  He  stated 
that  there  was  a  motion  to  extend  the  time  to  complete  the 
report,  and  the  motion  to  extend  the  time  was  adopted. 


Council    on    Finance    and    Administration    Report    No. 
5 — Temporary  General  Aid  Fund 

Kim  Brown  (Memphis)  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  in  order  to 
be  able  to  vote  the  previous  question  on  Report  No.  5.  The 
motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  adopted.  Mr.  Drennan  moved 
the  adoption  of  the  report.  Melvin  G.  Talbert  (Southern 
California-Arizona)  asked  a  question;  the  Chair  responded. 
Report  No.  5  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  adopted  (see  page  2023). 

Richard  0.  Truitt  (Wisconsin)  asked  whether  there  was  a 
legislative  committee  report  related  to  this  item;  Mr.  Moore 
responded  that  the  legislative  committee  recommendation  on  this 
report  was  for  concurrence.  Mr.  Truitt  asked  whether  the  motion 
to  adopt  should  not  have  been  made  by  the  legislative  committee. 
The  Chair  asked  if  the  Conference  would  sustain  him  in  the 
procedure  which  had  been  followed,  and  the  vote  was  to  sustain 
the  Chair. 


Report  No.  6 — General  Administration  Fund  (see  page  2025) 
The  Chair  asked  if  there  were  any  reports  from  the  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  in  which  the  legislative  committee 
did  not  concur.  It  was  determined  that  there  were  legislative 
committee  amendments  to  the  Council's  Report  No.  6,  dealing 
with  the  General  Administration  Fund,  and  that  there  was  also  a 
minority  report.  William  C.  Vaughan  (Virginia)  asked  that  the 
legislative  committee  calendar  item  be  clearly  identified  in 
connection  with  each  of  the  Council's  reports. 

Committee  on   Financial  Administration,  Report  No.  22, 
Calendar  No.  258 

Mr.  Drennan  identified  the  legislative  committee's  Report  No. 
22  as  the  item  related  to  the  Council's  report  on  the  General 
Administration  Fund.  Mr.  Moore  presented,  in  sequence,  the 
amendments  to  the  Council  report  as  contained  in  the  legislative 
committee  report.  At  his  request,  Paul  D.  Martin,  Jr.  (Virginia) 
explained  one  of  the  proposed  amendments.  Each  of  the 
legislative  committee  amendments  was  adopted  by  separate  vote 
of  the  Conference  (see  page  1699). 
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Report  No.  22  (Minority  Report),  Calendar  No.  259 

Mr.  Moore  called  for  the  presentation  of  the  minority  report, 
and  it  was  presented  by  J.  Kenneth  Forbes  (South  Indiana). 

Mr.  Forbes:  I  find  myself  in  a  rather  strange  position  here  because  in 
comparison  to  the  millions  of  dollars  we  are  talking  about,  I  feel  like  I  am  under  a 
table  some  place  searching  for  a  crumb,  when  I  begin  to  discuss  Project  Equality. 
You  are  probably  all  aware  of  the  history  of  this  movement  which  came  about  by  a 
combination  of  ecumenical  bodies  trying  to  find  an  approach  to  the  problems  of 
equal  opportunity  employment. 

The  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  during  the  past 
quadrennium  has  been  funding  Project  Equality  to  the  tune  of  approximately 
$20,000  a  year,  coming  from  ihe  budgets  of  the  boards  and  agencies  of  our 
Church.  The  present  projection  for  the  1976-1980  quadrennium  is  for  a  support 
placed  in  the  General  Administration  budget  in  the  amount  of  $1,000.  Those  of  us 
who  present  the  minority  report  are  interested  in  Project  Equality,  first  of  all, 
because  we  believe  that  there  are  still  economic  problems  which  exist  in  terms  of 
minority  peoples  and  that  Project  Equality  is  a  viable  proposition  whereby  we 
support  the  Office  of  Economic  Opportunity  of  the  government,  adding  conscience 
to  effort. 

The  thrust  of  the  minority  report  asks  for  the  placement  of  $20,000  in  the 
General  Administration  budget  for  the  continual  support  of  this  work.  We  believe 
that  the  $1,000  suggested  or  presently  proposed,  is  token  giving,  and  that  the 
$20,000  signifies  the  total  commitment  of  the  Church,  not  only  in  philosophy  but 
in  finance.  And  we  move  the  acceptance  of  the  minority  report. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  the  Chair,  Mr.  Drennan  explained 
that  the  $1,000  to  which  Mr.  Forbes  had  referred  was  a  one-time 
grant  from  contingency  funds  and  thus  did  not  appear  in  the  line 
item  budget  for  the  General  Administration  Fund  as  contained  in 
the  Council's  Report  No.  6.  Mr.  Drennan  indicated  that  adoption 
of  the  minority  report  would  add  such  a  line  item  to  the  budget 
and  would  increase  the  fund  total  to  $1,462,000. 

James  A.  Mackay  (North  Georgia)  asked  a  question:  Mr. 
Drennan  and  the  Chair  responded.  Charles  H.  Weston,  Jr.  (West 
Ohio)  asked  about  the  rationale  for  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  recommendation. 

Mr.  Drennan:  Thank  you,  sir.  This  matter  was  brought  to  us,  and  the  history  i.<? 
that  during  this  quadrennium  several  of  the  boards  and  agencies  have  contributed 
an  amount  of  about  $20,000  to  National  Project  Equality.  The  history  of  Project 
Equality  is  that  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  and  other  denominations  felt  that 
there  was  need  for  an  agency  to  monitor  the  hiring  practices,  the  purchase  from 
suppliers  that  might  not  be  observing  the  same  non-segregation,  etc. — 
discrimination  against  hiring,  etc. 

Now,  the  agencies  have  been  giving  $20,000  as  of  now,  and  they  wiU  not — they 
have  suggested  that  these  program  agencies  not  give  this  money  for  the  next 
quadrennium.  So  they  have  come  now  and  made  a  request  for  $25,000  to  us.  Now, 
Project  Equality  was  involved  in  both  monitoring  the  outside  secular  world — for 
instance  hotels  that  were  not  open  in  their  services  to  all  persons,  etc. — and  the 
money  was  also  to  monitor  the  agencies  of  The  United  Methodist  Church — an 
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outside  agency  to  come  in  and  monitor.  Now  the  rationale  for  our  feeling  that  the 
support  should  be  reduced  is  this.  As  far  as  the  outside  world  is  concerned,  since 
Project  Equality  began,  there  have  been  state  laws  and  federal  laws  that  are 
doing  the  things  and  requiring  adherence  to  certain  hiring  practices,  et  cetera — 

Bishop  Yeakel:  Excuse  me.  I  think  the  question  was  why  did  CFA  reduce  the 
$20,000  to  $1,000? 

Mr.  Drennan:  Because — if  I  may  have  just  30  more  seconds — we  feel  that  what 
Project  Equality  was  doing  outside  was  now  being  done  by  somebody  else,  and 
Project  Equality  doesn't  have  to  do  it.  Internally  within  The  United  Methodist 
Church,  we  have  had  requests  from  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  for 
money  to  do  the  internal  work.  We  feel  that  Project  Equality  does  not  have  a 
program  which  would  be  beneficial  to  the  Church,  and  we  would  then  along  with 
other  denominations  either  eliminate  or  reduce  the  contribution.  The  Roman 
Catholic  Church  has  completely  abdicated  this,  and  we  feel  we  will  make  a 
symbolic  appropriation  of  $1,000. 

L.  Doyle  Masters  (Tennessee)  moved  suspension  of  the  rules  in 
order  to  be  able  to  vote  on  the  minority  report  and  the  Council's 
Report  No.  6.  The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  adopted. 
William  W.  Reid,  Jr.  (Wyoming)  asked  a  question;  Mr.  Drennan 
responded.  Mr.  Reid  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
Conference  had  earlier  adopted  Committee  on  Financial  Admin- 
istration Report  No.  10  (see  page  1695),  and  that  that  report  was 
supportive  of  the  minority  report  position.  Mr.  Forbes  made  a 
final  statement  in  behalf  of  the  minority  report.  Mr.  Drennan 
declined  the  opportunity  to  make  an  additional  statement  on 
behalf  of  the  Council.  WilHam  C.  Vaughan  (Virginia)  asked  a 
question;  the  Chair  responded.  The  minority  report  was  defeated 
(see  page  1699). 

Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  Report  No.  6 — ^Final 
Action 

Melvin  G.  Talbert  (Southern  California-Arizona)  attempted  to 
introduce  a  motion;  the  Chair  ruled  that  a  motion  would  not  be  in 
order,  since  the  Conference  had  suspended  the  rules  in  order  to 
vote  on  the  report.  Report  No.  6  was  adopted  (see  pages 
1699,  2025). 

Report  No.  7 — Interdenominational  Cooperation  Fund 

Mr.  Drennan  presented  the  report  and  moved  its  adoption. 

Adjournment 

Roy  C.  Clark  moved  adjournment,  and  the  motion  was 
adopted.  Mr.  Hodapp,  Committee  on  Calendar,  made  an 
announcement. 

William  P.  Bailey  (Memphis):  Mr.  Chairman,  I  move  the  suspension  of 
applicable  rules  in  order  that  this  General  Conference  may  vote  concurrence  in 
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one  vote  upon  all  Calendar  Items  before  us  which  had  no  dissenting  vote  in  the 
respective  legislative  committees  and  that  the  Calendar  Committee  inventory 
such  items  and  duplicate  the  Calendar  Item  numbers  in  order  that  they  may  be 
placed  upon  the  desks  of  the  delegates  during  the  morning  session  tomorrow  and 
acted  upon  later  in  the  day. 

The  Chair  stated  that  the  parliamentary  situation  would  not 
permit  formal  action  on  such  a  motion.  He  asked  if  the 
Conference  would  be  willing  to  indicate  agreement  with  the 
intent  of  the  motion,  in  order  that  the  necessary  information 
could  be  developed.  Agreement  was  indicated  by  vote  of  the 
Conference, 

Bishop  F.  Gerald  Ensley,  Ohio  West  Area,  pronounced  the 
benediction,  and  the  session  was  adjourned. 


TENTH  DAY,  FRIDAY,  MAY  7,  1976 
MORNING  SESSION 


Opening — ^Bishop  Charles  F.  Golden 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  morning  session  of  the 
tenth  day,  Friday,  May  7,  1976,  at  8:30  a.m.  in  the  Memorial 
Coliseum,  Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  Charles  F.  Golden,  Los 
Angeles  Area,  presiding. 

Rebecca  K.  Barger  (Baltimore)  was  the  hturgist  for  the 
devotional  service.  Following  the  Organ  Prelude,  the  Conference 
joined  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "All  Praise  to  Our  Redeeming 
Lord."  Four  anthems  were  sung  by  the  group  known  as 
"Celebrate  the  Sun"  from  Indiana  Central  University,  In- 
dianapolis, Indiana.  Ms.  Barger  read  the  epistle  lesson  from 
Ephesians  4:4-6,  and  the  gospel  lesson  was  selected  verses  from 
John  17.  The  devotional  sermon,  entitled  "That  All  May  Be  One," 
was  preached  by  Bishop  James  K.  Mathews,  Washington  Area, 
(see  page  806).  The  closing  hymn  was  "Thine  is  the  Glory." 

Call  to  Order 

The  Chair  called  the  business  session  to  order  and  made  a  brief 
statement  about  procedures  which  would  expedite  the  business 
of  the  Conference. 

Leonard  Slutz  (West  Ohio):  Bishop,  I  rose  only  to  urge  that  this  Conference  not 
panic.  We  have  been  in  worse  situations  by  far  in  other  General  Conferences,  and 
we  got  through.  Let's  not  completely  abandon  the  democratic  process.  There  is 
danger  of  motions  that  would  cut  off  any  resistance  or  any  opposition  to  what  is 
before  us.  And  I  suggest  to  you  that  if  by  some  chance  we  did  not  finish  our  work, 
the  existing  legislation  would  remain,  which  may  be  much  better  than  hastily 
adopted  legislation  that  has  not  been  considered  and  opposed. 

Committee  on  Agenda 

Douglas  F.  Verdin  (New  York),  chairman,  reported  on  behalf 
of  the  committee.  He  called  attention  to  evaluation  forms  which 
had  been  distributed  to  the  delegates'  places,  asked  that  they  be 
completed,  and  explained  that  they  would  be  delivered  to  the 
Committee  on  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order  for  their 
use  in  preparing  rules  changes  for  submission  to  the  next  General 
Conference.  Mr.  Verdin  then  moved  that  the  agenda  as  printed 
be  amended  by  providing  for  a  ten  minute  presentation  by  the 
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Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Privileges  at  the  beginning  of  the 
afternoon  session.  The  motion  was  adopted  by  the  required 
two-thirds  majority. 

Mr.  Verdin  reported  that  the  Council  of  Bishops  would  have 
two  nominations  to  present  during  the  morning  session.  He 
moved  that  the  agenda  as  printed  and  amended  be  adopted  and 
announced  that  Bishop  J.  Kenneth  Goodson  would  bring  the 
closing  address  whenever  the  Conference  adjourned.  The  agenda 
was  adopted. 

Committee  on  Presiding  Officers 

Jameson  Jones  (Rocky  Mountain),  chairman  of  the  committee, 
announced  that  the  presiding  officers  would  be  Bishops  Charles 
F.  Golden,  Los  Angeles  Area,  H.  ElUs  Finger,  Jr.,  Nashville 
Area,  and  Dwight  E.  Loder,  Michigan  Area,  for  Friday's 
morning,  afternoon,  and  evening  sessions,  respectively.  He 
expressed  appreciation  to  the  bishops  who  had  presided  and  to 
those  who  had  been  asked  and  had  expressed  willingness  to 
preside  if  needed. 

Committee  on  Calendar 

Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South  Indiana),  chairman,  reported  on 
behalf  of  the  committee.  He  explained  that  the  plan  for  the 
morning  and  afternoon  sessions  was  to  work  in  blocks  of  time, 
approximately  one-half  hour  to  a  block.  If  there  were  to  be 
exceptions  to  this  plan,  he  asked  that  the  legislative  committee 
chairpersons  and  the  Committee  on  Calendar  be  permitted  to 
negotiate  those  exceptions,  rather  than  having  motions  to  extend 
the  time  come  from  the  floor  of  the  Conference.  He  announced 
that  the  schedule  called  for  specified  priority  reports  to  be 
presented  during  the  morning  and  afternoon  from  the  following 
legislative  committees:  Financial  Administration  (completion  of 
the  budget).  Higher  Education  and  Ministry  (the  question  of 
homosexual  ordination).  Council  on  Ministries  (recommendations 
concerning  a  study  of  human  sexuality),  Discipleship  (concerns 
about  family  life).  Church  and  Society  (omnibus  report  on  general 
welfare).  Independent  Commissions  (two  constitutional  matters). 
Central  Conference  Affairs  (remainder  of  their  report).  Confer- 
ences (minority  report  items).  Local  Church  (important  local 
church  legislation),  and  Council  on  Ministries  again  (General 
Council  on  Ministries  legislation). 

He  called  for  reports  from  the  Legislative  Committee  on 
Financial  Administration,  Thomas  P.  Moore  (East  Ohio),  chair- 
man. 
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Matter  of  Privilege 

A.  Jason  Shirah  (South  Georgia)  stated  that  on  two  occasions 
when  a  member  of  the  South  Georgia  delegation  had  spoken,  he 
had  not  been  accorded  a  respectful  hearing  by  the  Conference. 
Mr.  Shirah  attempted  to  make  a  statement  protesting  this 
matter,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  he  was  not  in  order. 

Committee  on  Financial  Administration,  Report  No.  23, 
Calendar  No.  260 

Mr.  Moore  explained  that  the  legislative  committee  report 
related  to  the  report  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administra- 
tion dealing  with  the  Interdenominational  Cooperation  Fund.  He 
added  that  the  committee  recommended  concurrence  in  this 
report  (see  page  1700)  and  in  all  remaining  reports  of  the  Council, 
except  for  two  amendments  to  the  report  on  Special  Days.  He 
also  reported  that  the  Committee  on  Higher  Education  and 
Ministry  wished  to  present  an  amendment  to  the  Black  College 
Fund  report. 

Council  on  Finance  and  Administration,  Report  No.  7 — 
Interdenominational  Cooperation  Fund 

Merrill  W.  Drennan  (Baltimore)  introduced  the  report 
and  moved  its  adoption.  Frances  M.  Manson  (Kansas  East) 
attempted  to  introduce  a  motion  of  reconsideration  on  an  earlier 
report,  but  the  Chair  asked  that  she  delay  her  motion  until  the 
completion  of  this  report. 

Thomas  Milligan  (Central  New  York)  moved  to  amend  the 
report  by  reducing  the  allocation  to  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  by  50%  to  $250,000,  and  that  to  the  World  Council  of 
Churches  also  by  50%,  to  $150,000.  He  spoke  in  support  of  his 
amendment. 

Augusta  Carruth  (South  Georgia):  I  would  like  to  speak  against  the  motion.  To 
begin  with,  the  increase  that  has  been  suggested  and  recommended  is  a  very 
small  amount.  We  are  practically  holding  the  line. 

Number  two,  in  our  proportion  of  giving  to  these  National  and  World  Councils 
of  Churches,  we  do  very  little  compared  to  the  size  of  our  denomination.  Three,  I 
think  this  is  the  day  of  ecumenicity.  As  we  heard  earlier  this  morning.  Bishop 
Mathews  saying  that  Christian  unity  is  what  it's  all  about. 

To  me  it's  really  a  sin  not  to  be  working  with  people  of  other  denominations. 
The  image,  I  think,  that  we  have  as  separated  Christians  is  one  which  is  a  great 
detriment  to  all  of  us. 

And  finally,  that  we  have  people — both  board  members,  division  members — on 
the  World  Council  of  Churches  from  the  United  Methodist  organizations.  We 
have  very  effective  members  and  staff  who  are  on  the  National  Council  of 
Churches.  And  we  are  trying  to  be  accountable  in  these  places,  to  represent  our 
denomination,  as  well  as  to  serve  as  Christian  persons. 
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Frank  A.  Nichols  (Iowa)  moved  the  previous  question  on  the 
amendment,  and  the  previous  question  motion  was  adopted.  The 
amendment  was  defeated.  Report  No.  7  was  adopted  (see  page 
2028). 

Motions  to  Reconsider 

Frances  M.  Manson  (Kansas  East)  moved  to  reconsider 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  Report  No.  6.  She 
explained  that  she  had  additional  information  concerning  Project 
Equality  which  the  Conference  had  not  had  before  it  when  action 
was  taken  on  this  report  the  previous  evening.  The  motion  to 
reconsider  was  defeated. 

John  H.  Mikkelsen  (Nebraska)  moved  to  reconsider  the 
Council's  Report  No.  2.  He  indicated  that  the  purpose  of  his 
motion  was  to  allow  Oscar  Garza  IV  (Rio  Grande)  to  introduce  an 
amendment  related  to  the  apportionments  of  the  missionary 
conferences.  He  spoke  in  support  of  the  motion  to  reconsider,  but 
it  was  defeated. 

Erwin  Schwiebert  (Oregon-Idaho)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that 
the  motion  to  reconsider  was  debatable.  The  Chair  stated  that  he 
was  correct,  but  that  no  one  had  sought  to  debate  the  motion. 

Report  No.  8— Black  College  Fund 

Mr.  Drennan  introduced  the  report  and  moved  its  adoption. 

Committee  on  Financial  Administration;  Report  Nos.  24,  32; 
Calendar  Nos.  261,  303 

Mr.  Moore  explained  that  Report  No.  24  recommended 
concurrence  with  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  Report 
No.  8,  and  that  Report  No.  32  was  also  supportive  of  the  dollar 
amount  recommended  for  the  Black  College  Fund  for  the  ensuing 
quadrennium. 

Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry,  Report  No. 
163,  Calendar  No.  891 

Thomas  A.  Langford  (Western  North  CaroUna),  chairman  of 
the  legislative  committee,  called  attention  to  this  report  of  his 
committee  which  was  also  related  to  the  Black  College  Fund.  He 
explained  that  there  had  been  no  opportunity  to  present  it  to  the 
Conference  for  action,  but  that  it  was  supportive  of  the  Black 
College  Fund. 

Council    on    Finance    and    Administration    Report    No. 
8 — ^Action  Completed 

The  Council's  Report  No.  8,  dealing  with  the  Black  College 
Fund,  was  adopted  (see  page  2030). 
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Mass  Communications  Fund 

Mr.  Drennan  explained  that  this  concluded  the  reports  of  the 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  related  to  budgetary 
matters,  but  that  the  request  of  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Communications  for  the  funding  of  a  communications  system  was 
as  yet  unresolved.  He  asked  that  Robert  D.  Cheyne  (North 
Arkansas)  be  recognized.  By  vote  of  the  Conference  Mr.  Cheyne 
was  granted  permission  to  introduce  a  motion  related  to  this 
matter. 

Mr.  Cheyne  moved  the  estabUshment  of  a  line  item  under 
apportioned  funds,  "to  be  labeled  'Mass  Communications  Fund,' 
and  that  an  annual  apportionment  for  the  next  quadrennium  be 
fixed  at  $600,000,  for  the  primary  purpose  of  carrying  out  a  broad 
communications  effort  with  the  emphasis  on  supporting  our 
missional  priorities."  Mr.  Cheyne  spoke  in  support  of  his  motion. 
Dean  A.  tanning  (Northern  New  Jersey)  spoke  against  it. 

Kenneth  Plummer  (Central  Pennsylvania)  referred  to  a 
statement  in  the  CouncU  on  Finance  and  Administration  report 
which  provided  that  the  cost  of  promoting  the  Missional 
Priorities  Fund  would  be  a  prior  claim  against  that  fund.  He 
asked  whether  this  provision  would  be  eUminated  if  Mr.  Cheyne's 
motion  was  adopted.  The  response  was  that  the  provision  would 
not  be  eliminated.  C.  W.  Hancock  (South  Georgia)  asked  whether 
the  proposal  was  to  increase  the  allocation  to  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Communications  from  the  World  Service  Fund. 
Mr.  Cheyne  replied  that  that  was  not  the  motion.  A.  McKay 
Brabham,  Jr.  (South  Carolina)  spoke  in  favor  of  the  motion. 

Merlyn  W.  Northfelt  (Northern  IlUnois)  moved  to  amend  the 
motion  to  provide  that  the  $600,000  item  be  placed  in  the  World 
Service  Fund.  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  George  M. 
Mann  (Southern  California-Arizona)  spoke  in  opposition  to 
additional  funds  for  mass  communications,  explaining  that  he 
would  prefer  to  have  the  Joint  Committee  on  Communications 
provide  assistance  and  guidelines  for  the  use  of  free  radio  and 
television  time  already  available  to  churches  in  many  com- 
munities. Walter  Thompson  (Southern  New  England)  spoke  in 
favor  of  the  additional  fiinds. 

Patti  B.  Russell  (Virginia)  asked  for  information  on  the  total 
amount  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Communications'  budget.  Mr. 
Drennan  referred  her  to  Report  No.  11  of  the  Council  on  Finance 
and  Administration. 

A.  C.  Epps  (North  Georgia)  moved  that  the  entire  matter  be 
referred  back  to  the  Joint  Committee  on  Communications  for 
study  and  report  back  to  the  1980  General  Conference.  He  spoke 
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in  support  of  his  motion.  J.  R.  Kemmerly  (Louisiana)  spoke 
against  it. 

H.  Thomas  Walker  (Minnesota)  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  in 
order  to  be  able  to  vote  the  previous  question  on  all  before  the 
Conference.  The  motion  was  adopted.  Mr.  Epps'  substitute  was 
put  to  a  vote  and  was  defeated.  Mr.  Northfelt's  amendment  was 
likewise  defeated. 

Mr.  Cheyne  made  a  final  statement  in  behalf  of  his  original 
motion. 

Mr.  Cheyne:  Yes,  we  are  spending  money  on  communication  to  tell  each  other 
in  The  Methodist  Church  (sic)  how  good  we  are.  We  haven't  told  the  world 
anything.  Let  me  tell  you  what  we  propose  to  do  with  this  $600,000,  and  we  will 
use  the  free  radio  time.  I  have  spent  a  life-time  in  radio. 

$340,000  will  be  spent  in  developing  52  thirty-minute  radio  tapes  entitled 
"United  Methodists  Today"  and  tell  the  world.  $210,000  will  be  spent  on  press  kits 
wath  features,  photos,  local  church  success  stories.  United  Methodist  Informa- 
tion, Social  Concerns,  to  the  secular  press — we  are  not  moving  to  them  now. 
$50,000  will  be  spent  on  the  ethnic-minority  communications  to  present  your 
programs  to  the  world. 

We  are  not  growing  in  membership  or  financial  strength  because  we  lack  vision 
in  this  Church.  The  business  community  would  die  without  advertising  to  new 
people,  and  The  United  Methodist  Church  four  years  from  now  will  decline  if  we 
fail  to  use  communication  as  a  missional  arm  in  the  broad  media  concept  of 
communication.  Thank  you,  sir. 

S.  Clifton  Ives  (Maine)  raised  a  point  of  order  and  objected  to 
the  fact  that  Mr.  Cheyne  had  been  allowed  a  final  statement;  he 
argued  that  in  a  similar  situation  the  previous  day  someone  had 
been  denied  the  opportunity  to  make  a  final  statement  after 
having  spoken  earlier  in  the  debate.  The  Chair  ruled  against  Mr. 
Ives'  point  of  order.  Mr.  Drennan  asked  for  the  opportunity  to 
make  a  final  statement  on  behalf  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration.  The  Chair  ruled  that,  inasmuch  as  the  motion  did 
not  come  in  relation  to  a  specific  report  of  the  Council,  the 
Council  had  no  right  to  such  a  statement.  P.  Boyd  Mather  (Iowa) 
raised  a  point  of  order,  that  Mr.  Cheyne's  motion  was  in  the 
nature  of  a  minority  report  to  the  report  of  the  Council.  Mr. 
Cheyne  replied  that  he  was  representing  a  report  of  a  legislative 
committee  which  the  Conference  had  adopted  at  an  earlier 
session.  The  Chair  ruled  against  Mr.  Mather's  point  of  order. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  read  the  motion,  and  it  was  put  to  a 
vote.  The  Chair  stated  that  it  had  not  been  approved,  but 
members  of  the  Conference  voiced  disagreement.  The  Chair 
asked  for  the  vote  to  be  taken  a  second  time  and  ruled  that  the 
motion  was  adopted.  Mr.  Moore  stated  that  the  Committee  on 
Financial  Administration  had  other  reports  to  present,  but  that 
the  time  allotted  to  it  had  been  exhausted. 
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Request  for  Count  Vote 

John  R.  Van  Sickle  (Northern  HHnois)  called  for  a  count  vote 
on  the  motion  to  establish  a  Mass  Communications  Fund.  The 
Chair  put  the  call  to  a  vote  of  the  Conference  and  ruled  that  the 
Conference  had  sustained  it.  J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary)  gave 
instructions  for  taking  the  vote.  At  the  request  of  Thomas  L. 
Cromwell  (East  Ohio),  the  Assistant  Secretary  read  the  motion. 

Motion  to  Reconsider 

J.  Kenneth  Forbes  (South  Indiana)  moved  to  reconsider 
Conference  action  on  Report  No.  6  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration.  He  explained  that  the  purpose  of  his  motion  was 
to  be  able  to  present  a  motion  requesting  the  Council  to  rescind 
its  action  for  payment  of  $1,000  to  Project  EquaUty  from  its 
contingency  funds,  and  to  release  the  Council  "from  any  further 
proposition  for  financial  support  for  Project  EquaUty  during  the 
ensuing  quadrennium."  The  motion  to  reconsider  was  defeated. 

F.  Lewis  W alley  (Eastern  Pennsylvania)  attempted  to  intro- 
duce a  privilege  motion  related  to  Report  No.  1  of  the  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  the  motion 
he  sought  to  introduce  did  not  quahfy  as  a  matter  of  high 
privilege. 

Committee  on  Calendar 

Mr.  Hodapp,  chairman  of  the  committee,  called  on  Thomas  A. 
Langford  (Western  North  Carolina)  for  the  presentation  of 
reports  from  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Higher  Education 
and  Ministry. 

Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry,  Report  No. 

28,  Calendar  No.  298  (see  page  1455) 

Dr.  Langford  presented  the  report,  entitled  "Consideration  of 
Applicants  for  Ordination,"  and  explained  that  it  dealt  with  the 
issue  of  ordination  of  professed  homosexuals.  He  noted  that  the 
report  was  in  two  parts:  first,  a  recommendation  of  nonconcur- 
rence  with  a  number  of  petitions  dealing  with  the  subject,  and 
second,  a  resolution  prepared  by  the  committee.  He  suggested 
that  these  two  parts  be  considered  separately  and  moved 
approval  of  the  committee's  recommendation  of  nonconcurrence 
with  the  petitions.  The  motion  was  adopted  (see  page  1455). 

Dr.  Langford  then  moved  concurrence  with  the  committee's 
resolution,  which  was  also  a  part  of  the  report.  J.  Chess  Lovem 
(Oklahoma)  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by  deleting  the  last 
three  sentences,  beginning  with  the  words,  "The  United 
Methodist  Church  has  moved  away  .  .  ."He  spoke  in  support  of 
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his  amendment.  Alice  G.  Morrison  (Oregon-Idaho)  attempted  to 
move  a  substitute  for  the  amendment,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that 
her  substitute  was  related  to  a  different  part  of  the  resolution 
than  the  amendment  and  was  therefore  not  in  order.  Gordon  G. 
Thompson  (North  Georgia)  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  amend- 
ment. Carroll  H.  Long  (Holston)  attempted  to  speak  against  it, 
but  the  Chair  ruled  that  a  speech  in  favor  was  required  first. 

Paul  J.  Beeman  (Pacific  Northwest)  asked  to  hear  the 
amendment  Ms.  Morrison  had  sought  to  introduce.  The  Chair 
reiterated  his  ruling  that  it  would  not  be  in  order  at  this  time. 

Erwin  H.  Schwiebert  (Oregon-Idaho)  moved  to  defer  action  on 
Mr.  Lovem's  amendment  until  Ms.  Morrison's  amendment  was 
heard.  After  clarifying  the  intent  of  Mr.  Schwiebert's  motion  to 
defer,  the  Chair  put  it  to  a  vote  and  ruled  that  it  was  defeated. 
Charles  White  (Assistant  Secretary)  observed  that  the  Chair  had 
not  called  for  the  negative  vote  on  the  motion  to  defer.  The  vote 
was  taken  again,  and  the  motion  to  defer  was  defeated. 

Emerson  S.  Colaw  (West  Ohio)  asked  the  Chair  to  clarify  the 
parliamentary  situation.  The  Chair  explained  that  the  Confer- 
ence was  ready  to  vote  on  Mr.  Lovem's  amendment,  and  the 
Assistant  Secretary  read  it.  Mr.  Colaw  moved  to  amend  the 
amendment  to  provide  that  only  the  one  sentence  ("The  United 
Methodist  Church  has  moved  away  from  prohibitions  of  specific 
acts,  for  such  prohibitions  can  be  endless")  would  be  deleted.  Mr. 
Lovem  accepted  Mr.  Colaw's  amendment. 

Sam  P.  McConnell  (Holston)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that 
Carroll  H.  Long  (Holston)  had  been  promised  the  floor  at  an 
appropriate  time,  but  that  he  had  not  yet  been  recognized.  The 
Chair  repUed  that  the  parliamentary  situation  had  not  developed 
in  such  a  way  as  to  permit  Mr.  Long's  statement  to  be  in  order. 
Mr.  Lovem's  amendment,  as  amended  by  Mr.  Colaw,  was  put  to 
a  vote  and  was  adopted. 

The  Chair  recognized  Mr.  Long,  but  Mr.  Long  indicated  that 
he  had  wanted  to  speak  in  favor  of  the  legislative  committee 
language  and  that  the  time  for  that  had  now  passed.  Jerry  G. 
Bray,  Jr.  (Virginia)  objected  that  Mr.  Long  was  debating  a 
matter  which  had  been  decided,  and  the  Chair  agreed. 

Dr.  Langford's  motion  to  concur  in  the  resolution  was  put  to  a 
vote  and  was  adopted.  Dr.  Langford  suggested  that  the 
Conference  should  now  vote  to  adopt  the  report  as  a  whole. 
Sharon  Brown  Christopher  (Wisconsin)  asked  if  an  amendment 
to  the  report  would  be  in  order  at  this  time,  and  the  Chair  ruled 
that  it  would  be.  She  moved  to  amend  the  report  by  deleting  the 
third  paragraph  from  the  end,  beginning  with  the  words,  "In  the 
Social  Principles  ..." 
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C.  Dale  White  (Southern  New  England)  raised  a  point  of  order, 
that  the  last  vote  the  Conference  had  taken  was  on  the 
resolution,  and  that  Ms.  Christopher's  amendment  was  therefore 
not  in  order.  The  Assistant  Secretary  made  a  statement 
regarding  the  parUamentary  situation.  The  Chair  ruled  that,  as 
long  as  the  report  as  a  whole  had  not  been  adopted  and  there  was 
no  motion  for  the  previous  question,  the  amendment  was  in 
order.  Ms.  Christopher  spoke  in  support  of  her  amendment. 
Albert  C.  Outler  (North  Texas)  spoke  against  it.  Richard  P. 
Meredith  (Little  Rock)  asked  a  question  about  the  intended 
purpose  of  the  resolution.  Robert  Albrecht  (Northern  Illinois) 
raised  a  point  of  order,  that  the  item  before  the  Conference  had 
been  defeated  in  the  committee.  Dr.  Langford  stated  that  Mr. 
Albrecht  must  be  referring  to  the  amendment,  inasmuch  as  the 
report  had  the  full  support  of  the  legislative  committee. 

David  A.  Seamands  (Kentucky)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that 
the  language  proposed  for  deletion  was  the  basis  on  which  the 
Conference  had  voted  nonconcurrence  with  the  petitions.  The 
Chair  ruled  that  that  did  not  preclude  consideration  of  the 
amendment.  Kathy  LaPoint  (California-Nevada)  spoke  in  sup- 
port of  the  amendment.  Roy  E.  Blessing  (West  Virginia)  spoke 
against  it.  The  amendment  was  defeated. 

Report  No.  28  was  adopted  (see  page  1455). 

Report  on  Count  Vote  on  Mass  Communications  Fund 

The  Chair  announced  the  results  of  the  count  vote  on  the 
motion  to  establish  a  Mass  Communications  Fund  (see  above, 
page  498):  Yes,  557;  No,  367.  The  motion  was  adopted  (see  pages 
496,  543). 

Recess 

The  Chair  called  for  the  Conference  to  be  in  recess  for  fifteen 
minutes.  Following  the  recess,  Carlton  R.  Young  led  in  the 
singing  of  the  spiritual,  "Lord,  I  Want  To  Be  a  Christian." 

Committee  on  Calendar 

Mr.  Hodapp  called  on  G.  Ross  Freeman  (South  Georgia)  for 
the  presentation  of  reports  from  the  Legislative  Committee  on 
Council  on  Ministries. 


Committee    on    Council    on    Ministries,    Report    No.    38, 
Calendar  No.  537 

Mr.  Freeman  presented  the  report,  which  was  on  the  subject, 
"Study  of  the  Christian  Faith  and  Human  Sexuality."  He  stated 
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that  there   was  also   a  minority  report  to   be   presented   in 
connection  with  this  item  (see  pages  1812-1813). 

Mr.  Freeman:  These  two  reports  sharpen  the  issues  for  us,  and  I  think  that  it 
might  expedite  discussion  and  enable  us  to  come  to  a  httle  clearer  understanding 
of  where  we  are.  I  believe  that  the  house  needs  to  understand  that  we  had  about 
1,400  petitions  asking  for  the  General  Conference  to  refuse  consideration  of  a 
Study  of  Human  Sexuality.  Now  a  study  of  these  petitions  shows  that  they 
indicate  the  misunderstanding  about  the  whole  matter.  It's  difficult  for  the 
general  church  member  to  grasp  the  nuances  of  difference  between  Social 
Principles,  legislation,  on  the  other  hand,  and  calls  for  a  study  on  another  hand. 
Our  church  members  saw  that  the  call  for  the  study  was  supported  by  the  same 
groups  who  were  supporting  other  things  in  which  they  disagreed,  and  so  they 
wanted  to  deny  us  the  right,  the  opportunity,  to  deal  with  it. 

However,  the  number  of  petitions  reflects  the  concern  of  the  Church  about  this 
issue.  If  we  disregard  this  warning  from  our  people,  we  are  not  being  faithful  to 
our  stewardship.  On  the  other  hand  we  have  a  responsibihty  for  leadership. 
Leaders  have  to  know  what  people  think.  Leaders  have  to  test  ideas,  leaders  have 
to  have  holds,  but  leaders  also  have  to  chart  a  course  into  a  reasonable  and  an 
intelligent  future. 

Here  at  this  General  Conference  we  have  the  advantage  of  perspective  and 
information  which  others  do  not  have.  We  cannot  simply  refuse  to  act  because  the 
question  is  explosive.  Neither  can  we  be  irresponsible  and  pretend  that  the  local 
church  has  not  spoken.  We  need  to  think  the  matter  through  calmly,  refuse  to  be 
stampeded  in  any  direction  and  plan  what  we  think  is  best. 

The  Church  is  not  now  nor  has  it  ever  been  afraid  of  the  truth.  What  it  objects 
to  is  propaganda  from  a  particular  point  of  view  in  the  guise  of  a  study.  Now  my 
cowardice  says  let's  not  have  it.  My  heart  says  that  we  need  the  biblical  and 
theological  insights  of  Christianity  to  instruct  the  widely  disseminated  informa- 
tion about  sex  which  sociological  and  psychological  and  pornographic  writers  are 
making  available  to  our  people. 

But  my  mind  says  that  we  do  not  have  the  resources  to  budget  much  money  for 
it,  so  we  have  to  plan  within  the  limitations  of  our  existing  situation. 

Mr.  Freeman  indicated  that  the  report  was  a  composite  and  a 
rewriting  of  proposals  from  the  General  Council  on  Ministries, 
the  Women's  Division,  the  Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of 
Women,  the  Board  of  Discipleship,  and  the  work  of  one  of  the 
subcommittees  of  the  legislative  committee.  He  outlined  the 
contents  of  the  report. 

Report  No.  38  (Minority  Report),  Calendar  No.  538 

Mr.  Freeman  called  on  John  N.  Grenfell  (Detroit)  for  the 
presentation  of  the  minority  report.  Mr.  Grenfell  spoke  of  the 
reasons  for  submitting  a  minority  report  and  outlined  its 
provisions. 

Mr.  Grenfell:  First,  it  authorizes  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  to  provide 
an  inventory  of  resources.  These  resources  are  to  be  collected  from  all  agencies  of 
the  Church  and  from  all  significant  disciplines  of  our  society.  Therefore,  it  is  quite 
inclusive  of  the  scope  of  consideration  that  we  want  this  subject  to  have. 

Secondly,  it  chaUenges  the  local  church  to  study,  but  it  leaves  it  a  matter  of 
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choice,  and  I  think  that  we  have  long  learned  that  when  a  church  owns  a 
particular  study,  it  is  much  more  beneficial  to  them. 

Third,  it  suggests  that  the  study  move  to  ministry,  and  that,  of  course,  is  the 
real  task  of  the  Church. 

The  fourth  thing  the  minority  report  does,  it  eliminates  a  cost  factor  and  calls 
the  General  Council  on  Ministries  to  adjust,  if  you  will,  to  reprioritize  its  time,  its 
energy,  and  work  out  a  schedule  by  which  they  can  provide  us  with  this  inventory 
for  study.  I  encourage  you  to  seriously  consider  the  minority  report  as  a  means  of 
listening  to  the  Church  and  hearing  what  they  are  trying  to  say  to  us.  Thank  you. 


Report  No.  38 — Debate  and  Consideration 

The  Chair  made  a  statement  regarding  the  procedure  which 
would  be  followed  in  considering  the  majority  and  minority 
reports.  He  called  for  the  perfecting  of  the  majority  report. 

J.  Melvin  Brawn  (California-Nevada):  I  have  had  the  privilege  of  serving  as  a 
delegate  to  three  General  Conferences.  I  believe  this  issue  is  one  of  the  most 
important  issues  facing  the  life  of  the  Church  in  any  of  these  four  General 
Conferences,  and  it's  potentially  the  most  divisive. 

Bishop  Stuart  has  established  and  appointed  a  committee  in  the  California- 
Nevada  Conference  to  deal  with  ministerial  work  loads.  I  am  privileged  to  serve 
as  its  chairperson.  It  will  deal  broadly  with  issues,  such  as  work  loads,  ministerial 
effectiveness,  salary,  retirement,  and  appointability.  The  one  key  provision  is 
accountability. 

Now  on  this  proposal  on  the  sexuality  study  there  are  no  clear  evidences  of 
accountability.  During  the  discussion  in  the  legislative  committee  the  statement 
was  made  that  this  proposal  would  still  allow  them  to  do  what  they  desired  to  do. 
The  individuals  recommending  the  study  would  Hke  this  General  Conference  to 
give  birth  to  the  committee,  sprinkle  it  with  holy  water,  and  then  let  it  run  free  to 
do  whatever  it  wants.  To  whom  will  it  be  accountable?  My  second  concern  deals 
with  the  parameters  of  the  study.  Sexuality  is  no  small  issue  and  may  be  as  big  as 
aU  of  life. 

The  Chair  interrupted  Mr.  Brawn  to  inquire  whether  he  intended 
to  propose  an  amendment  to  the  majority  report.  Mr.  Brawn 
replied  that  his  comments  were  in  the  nature  of  debate  on  the 
majority  and  minority  reports,  and  the  Chair  ruled  that  he  was  in 
order  to  continue. 

Mr.  Brawn:  How  broad  will  the  study  be?  Will  the  sexuality  claim  of  reference 
be  the  broad  base  of  middle  America  or  will  it  be  the  avant-garde's  sexual  position 
promoted  by  Cecil  Williams  in  the  Glide  Memorial  Church  in  San  Francisco? 

The  third  point  is,  by  what  criteria  will  we  test  the  findings?  We  must  be  able  to 
trust  its  validity  before  it  becomes  part  of  the  Christian  witness  in  the  world.  Will 
the  criteria  of  our  quadrilateral  principle  in  our  doctrinal  standards  be  imposed? 
Is  it  biblical?  Is  it  faithful  to  the  Methodist  tradition?  Is  it  faithful  to  Christian 
experience?  And  is  it  faithful  to  reason? 

In  the  absence  of  an  objective  means  of  selecting  the  personnel  and  in  the 
absence  of  adecjuate  accountability,  I  urge  you  all  to  support  the  minority  report 
to  allow  the  local  churches  to  study  sexuality.  Let's  make  a  positive  impact  on  the 
life  of  the  Church. 
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James  A.  Wert  (Wyoming)  moved  to  amend  the  majority 
report  by  adding  a  new  sentence  after  the  fourth  paragraph  of 
the  resolution,  the  new  sentence  to  read  as  follows:  "It  shall 
confer  with  similar  task  forces  and  study  groups  in  other 
denominations  and  ecumenical  bodies  where  they  exist,  so  as  to 
achieve  as  comprehensive  and  objective  report  as  possible."  Mr. 
Wert  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment,  and  it  was  accepted  by 
the  committee. 

Justin  N.  Harris  (Bombay)  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  majority 
report.  James  M.  Bell  (Tennessee)  moved  to  table  the  report. 
The  Chair  pointed  out  that  the  effect  of  the  motion,  if  adopted, 
would  be  to  table  the  entire  issue,  and  Mr.  Bell  repUed  that  that 
was  his  intention.  The  motion  to  table  was  defeated. 

Franklin  Blackstone,  Jr.  (Western  Pennsylvania)  moved  to 
amend  the  majority  report  by  inserting  the  words  "the  family"  in 
the  first  paragraph  of  the  resolution  and  in  the  title,  immediately 
after  the  word  "faith."  He  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment. 
Lois  Olson  (Wisconsin)  spoke  against  it.  Charles  H.  Stewart,  III 
(Florida)  asked  a  question  about  the  amendment,  and  the 
Assistant  Secretary  responded. 

Walter  D.  Krech  (Central  Illinois)  moved  the  suspension  of  the 
rules  in  order  to  be  able  to  vote  on  the  majority  report.  A 
discussion  ensued  between  Mr.  Krech  and  the  Chair  as  to  the 
effect  of  Mr.  Krech' s  motion  on  subsequent  consideration  of  the 
majority  and  minority  reports. 

Louise  Branscomb  (North  Alabama)  questioned  whether  the 
motion  as  stated  by  Mr.  Blackstone  and  as  read  by  the  Assistant 
Secretary  were  the  same.  The  Assistant  Secretary  acknowledged 
that  the  amendment  as  submitted  in  writing  was  slightly 
different  from  Mr.  Blackstone's  oral  statement  of  it.  Mr. 
Blackstone  indicated  that  the  wording  read  by  the  Assistant 
Secretary  was  accurate. 

The  Chair  made  a  statement  regarding  the  parliamentary 
situation  and  attempted  to  put  Mr.  Blackstone's  amendment  to  a 
vote.  The  Assistant  Secretary  called  his  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  had  not  been  put  to  a  vote.  The 
motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  voted  and  adopted.  Mr. 
Blackstone's  amendment  was  then  defeated. 

Keith  I.  Pohl  (West  Michigan)  asked  whether  an  amendment  to 
the  majority  report  would  be  in  order;  the  Chair  replied  that  it 
was  in  order.  He  moved  to  amend  the  resolution,  the  second 
paragraph,  the  second  sentence,  so  that  the  last  portion  of  the 
sentence  would  read  as  follows:  "changes  facing  the  family  unit; 
premarital  and  extramarital  sexual  relations;  male/female  role 
stereotyping;  homosexuahty;  and  such  other  concerns  as  may  be

appropriate  to  Christian  understanding  of  human  sexuality." 

John  E.  Stumbo  (Kansas  East)  raised  a  point  of  order,  stating 
that  it  was  his  understanding  that  Mr.  Krech's  motion  to  suspend 
the  rules  had  been  intended  to  bring  the  process  of  perfecting  the 
majority  report  to  a  close.  The  Assistant  Secretary  explained 
that  the  Chair  had  ruled  that  the  motion  applied  only  to  closing 
debate  on  Mr.  Blackstone's  amendment.  Mr.  Stumbo  reiterated 
his  point  of  order,  but  the  Chair  ruled  against  it. 


Mr.  Pohl:  I  had  the  privilege  of  chairing  the  Task  Force  that  negotiated  and 
rewrote  the  resolution  that  is  before  you.  When  it  was  introduced  to  the 
legislative  subcommittee  I  found  myself  among  the  minority  resisting  changes  in 
that  resolution.  I  have  no  great  crusade  for  the  cause  of  the  Study  of  Human 
Sexuality  or  for  premarital,  extramarital  sexual  relations  or  homosexuality. 

But  I  do  have  deep  concern  about  the  integrity  of  this  General  Conference.  The 
present  motion  before  you,  the  resolution  as  written,  does  permit  a  study  of 
homosexuality  under  the  broad  category  of  other  concerns.  This  to  me  is 
smacking  of  cover-up,  deceit,  and  the  Watergate  syndrome  that  we  all  abhor. 
Either  we  face  the  question  of  homosexuality  squarely  and  honestly  before  our 
people,  or  we  do  not  cover  it  up  by  some  sort  of  amorphous  language.  Also  I  feel 
that  if  we  are  to  have  a  study  on  human  sexuality  it  becomes  necessary  to  be  true 
to  the  study  itself.  Lastly,  it  seems  to  me  that  an  issue  that  is  of  this  importance 
needs  to  be  faced  squarely  and  honestly  by  the  total  assembly  of  this  General 
Conference,  therefore,  I  move  the  amendment. 

Blaine  E.  Taylor  (Southern  New  England):  I  think  I  probably  do  want  to  vote, 
but  I  do  want  to  speak  against  the  amendment  and  for  the  minority  report  in 
three  ways.  First  place,  I  am  against  this  amendment  because  I  think  it  does  not 
recognize  the  facts  as  we  have  them  in  this  country.  In  the  last  four  years  since  we 
met  the  last  time,  there  have  been  more  than  4,000  books  published  representing 
studies  in  individual  and  conference  studies  in  the  area  of  sexuahty.  To  think  that 
any  study  of  the  Methodist  Church  would  add  fundamentally  to  the  vast,  vast 
amount  of  knowledge  that  we  have  on  this  subject  it  seems  to  me  is  naive. 

Secondly,  I  am  again  and  again  puzzled  by  the  attempt  to  solve  with  sociological 
information  a  theological  question.  It  seems  to  me  that  those  of  us  who  are  wiUing 
to  study  any  area  of  sexuality  must  not  try  to  confuse  these  two  very  precise 
academic  disciplines.  And  thirdly,  I  feel  that  the  most  Watergate  syndrome  that 
we  could  do  in  this  church  is  to  ignore  the  great  discussion  that  has  been  abound  in 
this  church  for  the  last  year.  Each  one  of  us  comes  as  a  result  of  that  discussion.  If 
we  have  integrity  we  are  not  afraid  of  study,  but  personally  I  am  afraid  of 
spending  the  dollars  of  this  Church  dupUcating  what  has  been  in  the  secular 
community  and  also  adding  to  this  church  an  issue  that  will  dominate  issues  far 
more  important  in  the  four  years  to  come. 


R.E.  Kimbrough  (North  Alabama)  moved  to  suspend  the  rules 
in  order  to  be  able  to  vote  on  the  amendment  and  on  the  majority 
report.  The  Chair  stated  that  he  understood  this  as  a  motion  to 
close  the  debate,  and  the  motion  was  adopted.  Mr.  PohVs 
amendment  was  defeated.  The  Chair  asked  if  the  Conference  was 
ready  to  cease  perfecting  the  majority  report,  and  it  was  done  by 
vote  of  the  Conference. 
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Report  No.  38  (Minority  Report) — Debate  and  Considera- 
tion (see  pages  1813-1814) 

The  Chair  called  for  the  perfecting  of  the  minority  report.  Roy 
C.  Clark  (Tennessee)  asked  a  parliamentary  question;  the  Chair 
responded. 

Emerson  S.  Colaw  (West  Ohio)  moved  a  substitution  for  the 
minority  report  as  printed,  the  substitution  to  consist  of 
Committee  on  Discipleship  Report  No.  74  (see  page  1410),  plus 
the  third  paragraph  from  the  majority  report  which  had  just  been 
perfected.  Mr.  Freeman  reported  that  the  chairman  of  the 
Legislative  Committee  on  Discipleship  had  stated  that  the 
additional  paragraph  from  the  majority  report  was  supposed  to 
have  been  included  in  the  Discipleship  committee's  report  but 
had  been  omitted  from  the  printing  by  error.  Mr.  Freeman  and 
the  Assistant  Secretary  explained  the  effect  of  Mr.  Colaw's 
substitution.  J.  Melvin  Brawn  (California-Nevada)  raised  a  point 
of  order;  the  Chair  responded.  Wesley  Bailey  (Western  North 
Carolina),  chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Disciple- 
ship, made  a  statement  of  explanation  regarding  material 
omitted  from  the  printing  of  his  committee's  Report  No.  74. 

John  E.  Stumbo  (Kansas  East)  opposed  the  substitute  and 
supported  the  minority  report.  Everett  R.  Jones  (Baltimore) 
raised  a  point  of  order,  that  the  proposed  substitute  was  not 
related  to  the  minority  report.  The  Chair  rephed  that  a 
substitute  does  not  have  to  be  germane.  William  0.  Walker 
(Oregon-Idaho)  spoke  against  the  substitute.  P.  Boyd  Mather 
(Iowa)  observed  that  on  the  last  three  motions  there  had  been 
seven  speeches  against  the  motions  and  none  in  support  of  them, 
except  those  made  by  the  makers  of  the  motions.  Foy  Campbell 
(Alabama- West  Florida)  asked  a  question  about  the  contents  of 
the  petitions  related  to  these  reports;  Mr.  Freeman  responded. 
Theressa  Hoover  (New  York)  attempted  to  speak  against  the 
substitute,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  a  speech  in  favor  of  it  was 
required  by  the  rules. 

Joe  B.  Dekle  (North  Georgia)  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  in 
order  to  be  able  to  vote  on  all  that  was  before  the  Conference 
with  reference  to  the  minority  report.  The  motion  to  suspend  the 
rules  was  adopted.  Mr.  Colaw  raised  a  point  of  order  and  sought 
to  clarify  the  fact  that  the  substitute  he  had  proposed  did  not 
include  any  financial  provisions.  The  previous  question  was 
voted.  The  Assistant  Secretary  read  Mr.  Colaw's  substitute. 
Lester  L.  Moore  (Iowa)  asked  whether  the  substitute  included 
provision  for  financing  a  study  in  the  amount  of  $58,000;  the 
Assistant  Secretary  repUed  that  it  did  not.  Wesley  Bailey 
(Western  North  Carolina)  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  for  the 
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purpose  of  correcting  Report  No.  74  of  the  Committee  on 
Discipleship  by  adding  material  approved  by  the  committee  but 
omitted  from  the  printed  report.  The  Chair  ruled  that  the  motion 
was  not  in  order  at  this  time.  J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary)  reported  that 
there  was  material  in  the  original  copy  of  the  Discipleship  report 
which  was  not  printed,  but  that  this  material  could  not  now  be 
before  the  Conference.  The  Assistant  Secretary  again  read  the 
substitute.  Ralph  B.  Huston  (Florida)  asked  for  clarification  as  to 
which  paragraph  from  the  majority  report  of  the  Council  on 
Ministries  committee  (Calendar  No.  537)  was  included  in  the 
substitute.  The  Assistant  Secretary  stated  that  it  was  the 
paragraph  beginning  with  the  words,  "The  study  will  seek  to 
interpret  the  theological  ..."  The  substitute  was  defeated.  The 
Chair  asked  if  the  Conference  wished  to  bring  to  a  close  the 
perfecting  of  the  minority  report,  and  the  Conference  voted  to  do 
so. 

John  N.  Grenfell  (Detroit)  made  a  final  statement  in  behalf  of 
the  minority  position.  Ruth  Daugherty  (Eastern  Pennsylvania) 
made  the  final  statement  on  behalf  of  the  majority  report.  Polly 
Gramling  (South  Carolina)  asked  for  information  about  the 
procedure  for  voting  for  no  study  at  all.  Mr.  Freeman  and  Paul 
Hardin  (Northern  New  Jersey)  responded.  By  vote  of  the 
Conference  the  minority  report  (Calendar  No.  538)  was  substi- 
tuted for  the  majority  report  (Calendar  No.  537)  (see  page  1813 
and  below,  page  509). 

The  Chair  put  the  report  as  substituted  to  a  final  vote  and 
ruled  that  it  had  been  approved.  Members  of  the  Conference 
disagreed,  and  a  count  vote  was  authorized.  The  Secretary  gave 
instructions  for  taking  the  count  vote.  When  the  votes  had  been 
collected,  the  Chair  declared  the  voting  closed. 

Procedural  Motion 

The  Chair  made  a  statement  about  the  pace  at  which  the 
Conference  was  proceeding  with  its  business.  C.  W.  Hancock 
(South  Georgia)  moved  to  suspend  Rule  23,  so  that  the  process 
would  be  that  when  a  majority  and  a  minority  report  were  before 
the  Conference,  the  Conference  would  first  perfect  the  minority 
report;  if  the  minority  report  is  not  then  substituted  for  the 
majority  report,  the  (Conference  would  then  proceed  to  perfect 
the  majority  report  and  to  vote  on  it.  Kenneth  Cooper 
(Alabama- West  Florida)  asked  a  question  about  the  effect  of  the 
motion,  and  the  Chair  replied  that  he  did  not  know  the  answer. 
The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  adopted.  Mr.  Hancock 
repeated  his  motion  related  to  the  proposed  procedure.  Mr. 
Hodapp  (Chairman,  Committee  on  Calendar)  observed  that  the 
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proposed  procedure  would  be  prejudicial  in  favor  of  minority 
reports.  Mr.  Hancock's  motion  was  defeated. 

Committee  on  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order 

Douglas  F.  Verdin  (New  York),  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Agenda,  stated  that  there  was  an  order  of  the  day  at  this  time 
calling  for  a  report  of  the  Committee  on  Plan  of  Organization  and 
Rules  of  Order.  Thomas  L.  Cromwell  (East  Ohio),  chairman  of 
the  committee,  presented  the  report. 

Mr.  Cromwell  presented  a  proposed  change  in  Plan  of 
Organization  VI,  B,  2;  the  committee  recommendation  was  to 
delete  the  words  "and  Central  Conferences"  from  the  first 
sentence,  to  delete  "1283"  from  the  parenthesized  list  of 
paragraph  numbers,  and  to  add  a  new  second  sentence,  to  read  as 
follows:  "Petitions  relating  to  Central  Conferences  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Central  Conferences  (sic)  (Disci- 
pline, Par,  1283)."  He  explained  that  the  proposed  change  was  a 
result  of  a  consultation  between  the  committee  and  the 
Commission  on  Central  Conference  Affairs  and  that  it  was 
intended  to  avoid  double  assignment  of  petitions  related  to 
Central  Conferences.  He  noted  that  the  change  would  require  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  approval.  The  proposed  change  was  adopted 
(see  page  168). 

Mr.  Cromwell  presented  a  proposed  amendment  to  Plan  of 
Organization  V,  by  which  a  new  second  sentence  would  be 
inserted  in  the  third  paragraph  of  the  section.  The  new  sentence 
would  read,  "It  shall  further  advise  the  General  Conference 
delegates  in  advance  of  all  such  special  events  and  orders  of  the 
day,  the  dates  and  times  of  which  have  been  determined  prior  to 
the  opening  of  General  Conference,  in  order  that  the  delegates 
may  have  an  overview  of  the  General  Conference  program."  The 
recommendation  was  adopted  (see  page  161). 

Mr.  Cromwell  presented  the  following  three  committee 
recommendations:  (1)  a  request  to  authorize  the  editor  of  the  1976 
General  Conference  Journal  to  edit  the  Plan  of  Organization  and 
Rules  of  Order  for  the  purpose  of  removing  sexist  language;  (2)  a 
request  to  authorize  the  committee  to  harmonize  paragraph 
numbers  with  the  new  numbering  which  would  appear  in  the  1976 
Book  of  Discipline;  and  (3)  a  request  to  authorize  the  committee 
"to  determine  the  number  and  responsibilities  of  the  legislative 
committees  for  the  1980  General  Conference."  Mr.  Cromwell 
explained  that  the  committee  would  be  in  contact  with  those  who 
had  served  as  legislative  committee  chairpersons  at  this  Confer- 
ence and  would  also  be  assisted  by  the  delegates'  evaluation 
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forms  in  relation  to  its  work  on  the  legislative  committees.  The 
three  recommendations  were  approved. 

Mr.  Cromwell  then  presented  a  committee  recommendation 
that  it  be  granted  "authority  to  determine  the  responsibilities  of 
the  Standing  Administrative  Committees."  He  stressed  that  this 
would  not  be  authority  to  change  the  number  of  these 
committees.  The  recommendation  was  approved. 

Mr.  Cromwell  then  called  attention  to  a  proposed  change  in  a 
disciplinary  provision  governing  the  effective  date  of  legislation 
adopted  by  the  General  Conference;  the  change  had  been  printed 
in  an  advance  edition  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  and  was 
recommended  by  the  General  Council  on  Ministries.  Mr. 
Cromwell  explained  that  his  committee  wished  to  propose  a 
change  in  this  recommendation,  in  order  to  be  consistent  with 
Rule  38,  and  that  the  change  had  been  discussed  with  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Conferences.  The  change  would 
cause  the  proposed  new  Par.  611  to  read  as  follows:  "Legislation 
passed  by  the  1976  General  Conference  becomes  effective 
immediately  throughout  the  entire  church,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  (Par.  652).  Legislation  passed  by  the  1980  General 
Conference  and  all  following  General  Conferences  becomes 
effective  January  1  following  the  adjournment  of  each  General 
Conference  throughout  the  entire  church,  except  as  otherwise 
provided."  He  explained  that  he  was  not  asking  for  action  on  this 
recommendation  at  this  time,  but  had  presented  it  in  order  to 
have  it  before  the  Conference  when  the  Legislative  Committee 
on  Conferences  makes  its  report  on  this  item. 


Nominations  by  Council  of  Bishops 

Mr.  Verdin,  Committee  on  Agenda,  called  for  the  presentation 
of  nominations  from  the  Council  of  Bishops.  Bishop  Mathews 
explained  that  the  nominations  were  for  persons  to  be  the  United 
Methodist  representatives  at  the  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Church  of  the  Caribbean  and  the  Americas,  meeting  next  week, 
and  at  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church  of 
Mexico,  which  will  meet  in  1979.  For  the  former  the  nominees 
were  Martha  S.  Ross  (Baltimore)  and  Joseph  B.  Bethea  (Western 
North  Carolina).  They  were  elected  by  vote  of  the  Conference. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Mexican  General  Conference  was  not  to  meet 
until  1979,  Bishop  Mathews  asked  the  Conference  to  authorize 
the  Council  of  Bishops  to  appoint  representatives  at  a  later  time, 
in  accordance  with  Pars.  1097.8  and  1289.  The  authority  was 
granted  by  vote  of  the  Conference. 
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Committee    on    Council    on    Ministries,    Report    No.    38, 
Calendar  No.  538— Result  of  Vote 

/.  B.  Holt  (Secretary)  announced  that  by  a  count  vote  of 
ill-AAQ  Report  No.  38,  Calendar  No.  538  was  adopted  (see  above, 
page  506). 

Motion  of  Reference 

Lester  L.  Moore  (Iowa)  moved  reference  of  the  following  to  the 
Committee  on  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order:  amend 
Plan  of  Organization  VI,  A,  1,  (c),  by  addition  of  two  new 
sentences  which  read  as  follows:  "The  Committee  shall  have  the 
power  to  allocate  specific  time  Hmits  for  agenda  items;  when  the 
time  limit  has  expired,  the  Conference  shall  vote  on  the  item 
before  it.  Procedures  may  be  developed  to  insure  a  fair  hearing 
on  controversial  issues."  The  matter  was  referred  by  vote  of  the 
Conference. 

Adjournment 

Bishop  Golden  expressed  appreciation  to  Bishops  Allen  and 
Choy  for  assisting  him  in  the  task  of  presiding.  J.  B.  Holt 
(Secretary)  read  announcements.  Bishop  L.  Scott  Allen,  Holston 
Area,  offered  the  closing  prayer,  and  the  session  was  adjourned.

Opening — Bishop  H.  Ellis  Finger,  Jr. 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  afternoon  session  of 
the  tenth  day,  Friday,  May  7,  1976,  at  2  p.m.  in  the  Memorial 
Coliseum,  Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  H.  Ellis  Finger,  Jr., 
Nashville  Area,  presiding.  The  hymn,  "Rejoice,  the  Lord  is 
King,"  was  sung,  followed  by  a  prayer  of  invocation  by  Bishop 
Prince  Albert  Taylor,  Jr. ,  New  Jersey  Area. 

Committee  on  Agenda 

Douglas  F.  Verdin  (New  York),  chairman  of  the  committee, 
called  on  Helen  Fannings  (Northern  Illinois),  chairwoman  of  the 
Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Privileges,  for  a  report. 

Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Privileges 

Mrs.  Fannings  explained  that  the  committee  had  a  matter  of 
courtesy  which  required  the  suspension  of  the  rules,  and  she 
moved  that  they  be  suspended.  The  motion  was  adopted.  She 
introduced  Bishop  Wilbur  W.  Y.  Choy,  Seattle  Area. 

Bishop  Choy  presented  A.  Dudley  Ward,  retiring  general 
secretary  of  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society. 

Bishop  Choy:  He  was  founding  General  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Social  and 
Economic  Relations  of  the  former  Methodist  Church,  in  1953.  At  the  time  he  was 
the  youngest  general  secretary  of  the  Church.  When  the  board  joined  with  the 
Board  of  World  Peace  and  the  Board  of  Temperance  to  form  the  Board  of 
Christian  Social  Concerns  in  1960,  he  was  one  of  the  associate  general  secretaries, 
heading  up  the  Division  of  Social  and  Economic  Relations  and  assumed  the 
general  secretaryship  in  1963.  He  remained  as  chief  executive  with  the  merger  of 
the  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church  and  The  Methodist  Church  and  the 
change  of  name  of  the  agency  to  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society. 

As  the  chief  executive  he  has  been  able  to  attract  an  outstanding  staff  and  keep 
them,  maintain  an  underfunded  board  in  the  black  and  yet,  on  the  cutting  edge  of 
the  issues  which  confront  us  as  a  church  and  as  a  society,  and  developed  a  coalition 
and  strategies  between  our  board  and  other  religious  and  secular  groups. 

Dudley  may  be  known  as  a  social  activist  and  unapologetically  one,  but  he  is 
also  deeply  involved  in  developing  the  spiritual  life  and  in  the  healing  ministries 
through  prayer.  This  was  a  ministry  he  shared  with  his  wife,  Alice,  and  he 
continued  in  it  after  her  death  in  1969.  Dudley  is  a  ministerial  member  of  the  New 
York  Conference  and  was  a  business  executive  before  entering  the  ministry  as  a 
clergyman.  Before  serving  on  our  board  and  its  predecessors  he  was  Director  of 
Economic  Studies  of  the  Federal,  or  the  former  Federal  and  now  the  National, 
('ouncil  of  Churches. 
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He  has  authored  several  books,  written  numerous  articles,  edited  two  sets  of 
reference  works.  For  this  quarter  of  a  century  of  labor  and  leadership  in 
denominational  and  ecumenical  agencies  of  social  action,  bringing  the  gospel  of 
Christ  to  bear  on  the  issues  of  the  day  and  offering  the  reconciling  and  healing 
ministry  of  Christ  to  the  alienated  and  the  wounded  members  of  society  and 
sensitizing  all  of  us  to  the  needs  of  this  kind  of  ministry  by  Dr.  Dudley  Ward,  I 
hope  that  you  will  express  to  him  the  gratitude  of  the  Church  and  grant  him  the 
floor  for  some  remarks. 

A.  Dudley  Ward:  Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of  the  General  Conference,  it  is  a 
great  pleasure  for  me  to  stand  before  you  at  this  crucial  time  in  my  life  and  in  the 
life  of  the  Church.  I  express  my  thanks  through  the  General  Conference  to  the 
entire  Church  for  the  opportunity  to  serve  these  many  years  in  a  ministry  unique, 
completely  engrossing,  which  has  demanded  my  total  energies  and  all  of  the 
talents  which  I  might  have.  The  Church  has  afforded  me  the  great  privilege  of 
moving  across  the  connection — national  and  internationally — to  relate  the  gospel 
in  a  very  special  way  to  the  crucible  of  history. 

I  am  extremely  grateful  for  having  served  with  many  distinguished  bishops  of 
the  Church  as  officers  of  the  boards,  with  lay  and  clergy  members  from  across  our 
Church  in  ways  that  are  stimulating  and  for  many  upsetting,  but  for  most,  finding 
the  expression  of  our  faith.  To  a  staff  of  colleagues  who  have  joined  me  during 
these  years  in  working  diligently  and  without  reserve,  I  am  very  grateful  and 
express  my  thanks  to  them.  It  is  my  opportunity  now  to  reflect  on  all  the  things 
that  have  happened  and  to  with  joy  transfer  this  tremendous  opportunity  in  the 
Church  to  a  very  close  friend.  Dr.  George  Outen,  whom  you  have  heard  and  seen 
and  know  very  well-a  friend  of  many  years  who  brings  distinguished  capacities  to 
this  office.  He  inherits  a  board  which  is  strong  in  finance  and  structure  and  in  staff 
with  the  unique  opportunities  to  minister  in  a  very  special  way,  and  I  do  pray  that 
as  he  takes  leadership  you  will  respond  to  him  in  the  best  way  possible.  We  have  a 
tremendous  opportunity  in  The  United  Methodist  Church,  having  the  largest 
single  social  action  unit  in  any  church  anywhere  in  the  world. 

And  so  for  this  opportunity  I  express  my  thanks  to  the  Church,  to  the  General 
Conference.  I  hope  that  we  will  maintain  this  ministry,  this  witness.  We  have 
before  us  an  opportunity  unparalleled.  God  bless  us  all  and  especially  bless  you. 
Thank  you. 

Mrs.  Fannings  asked  iYidX  Irving  A.  Marsland,  Jr.  (New  York) 
be  recognized  for  a  resolution  of  appreciation. 

Mr.  Marsland:  Bishop  and  members  of  the  Conference,  the  New  York  Annual 
Conference  requests  the  high  privilege  of  expressing  to  this  General  Conference 
its  pride  in  and  appreciation  to  Ralph  M.  Houston,  one  of  its  members,  who 
retires  at  this  session  of  the  General  Conference  as  president  of  the  Judicial 
Council.  He  has  served  on  Methodism's  "supreme  court"  for  18  years,  1952 
through  1960,  and  1966  through  1976;  four  of  those  years  as  secretary  and  the  last 
four  as  president. 

He  has  brought  to  the  Council  the  erudition,  clear  thinking,  sensitivity  and 
concern  for  the  Church  of  Christ  called  United  Methodist  that  he  articulated  with 
integrity  in  the  pulpit  and  practiced  in  the  exercise  of  pastoral  responsibility. 

As  recipients  of  his  wisdom  and  grace  through  the  Judicial  Council,  we  are  a 
stronger  church.  As  participants  in  the  warmth  of  his  fellowship,  we  are  enriched. 
We  invite  the  members  of  this  General  Conference  to  concur  in  this  expression  of 
appreciation. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 
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Mrs.  Fannings  presented  a  final  resolution  of  appreciation  for 
the  services  of  many  persons  during  the  Conference. 

Mrs.  Fannings:  To  our  Local  Committee  and  host  Conference,  for  your 
successful  efforts  to  prepare  this  place  for  all  of  us  and  to  anticipate  our  needs, 
especially  to  the  six  district  United  Methodist  Women  who  provided  nourishment 
for  our  bodies  each  morning;  to  the  Commission  on  the  General  Conference  whose 
ten  working  committees  anticipated  our  every  need  and  brought  success  and 
order  to  our  lives.  Your  job  was  exceedingly  well  done. 

To  our  worship  leaders  and  guest  choirs,  you  have  brought  a  dimension  to  our 
worship  experiences  that  made  this  coliseum  a  beautiful  sanctuary  for  special 
encounter  with  God.

Perhaps 
they  were  not  aware  that  we  would  not  be  as  active  as  the  athletes  who  frequently 
use  this  facility. 

If  we  by  chance  have  missed  a  group  or  allowed  special  kindness  to  go 
unmentioned,  it  is  not  because  we  are  unappreciative,  but  it  is  time  does  not 
permit  us  to  say  all  those  things  that  we  would  say.  It  is  because  time  does  not 
permit  us  to  name  each  of  you  one  by  one. 

And  finally,  we  would  offer  one  humble  suggestion  for  the  next  General 
Conference.  If  possible,  it  would  be  helpful  to  have  persons  to  serve  on  this 
committee  who  have  previously  had  experience  with  Courtesies  and  Privileges. 
Therefore,  we  would,  perhaps,  eliminate  some  of  the  errors  that  we  made. 

Mrs.  Fannings  expressed  appreciation  to  the  committee  mem- 
bers (see  page  19)  and  to  Bishop  Finis  Crutchfield,  Louisiana 
Area,  for  serving  in  an  advisory  role  to  the  committee. 
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Committees  on  Agenda,  Calendar 

Mr.  Verdin,  Committee  on  Agenda,  called  for  consideration  of 
calendar  items.  Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South  Indiana),  Committee  on 
Calendar,  made  a  statement  regarding  the  work  which  had  been 
accomplished  at  the  morning  session  and  the  reports  remaining  to 
be  heard.  He  called  for  presentation  of  calendar  item  reports 
from  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Discipleship,  Wesley  Bailey 
(Western  North  Carolina),  chairman. 

Procedural  Matters 

Kenneth  Cooper  (Alabama- West  Florida)  sought  to  offer  a 
substitute  related  to  a  report  which  had  been  considered  at  the 
morning  session,  but  the  Chair  stated  that  action  had  been 
completed  on  the  matter  and  that  the  substitute  would  not  be  in 
order. 

Robert  E.  Knupp  (Central  Pennsylvania)  moved  that  the  rules 
be  suspended,  that  all  debate  on  forthcoming  legislation  be 
eliminated,  and  that  the  Conference  act  immediately  on  all 
pending  legislation.  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  motion,  but  the 
motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  defeated. 

F.  Rossing  Smith  (West  Virginia)  moved  that  the  Conference 
consider  first  only  those  agenda  items  that  would  change  the 
Discipline.  Mr.  Smith  spoke  in  support  of  his  motion.  Mr. 
Hodapp,  Committee  on  Calendar,  spoke  against  it.  The  motion 
was  defeated. 

Committee  on  Discipleship;  Report  Nos.  23,  75;  Calendar 
Nos.  539,  1026  (see  pages  1353-1377,  1411-1413) 

Mr.  Bailey  explained  that  the  Conference,  at  an  earUer  session, 
had  already  acted  on  that  portion  of  Report  No.  23  deahng  with 
the  National  Youth  Ministry  Organization.  He  noted  that  the 
report,  as  printed  in  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate,  was  in  the 
form  of  amendments  to  proposed  legislation  for  the  Board  of 
Discipleship  which  had  been  printed  in  an  advance  edition  of  the 
DCA.  Mr.  Bailey  then  called  attention  to  Report  No.  75, 
explaining  that  the  committee  was  recommending  the  material 
found  there  as  the  new  legislation  relating  to  men's  work,  and 
that  this  was  a  substantive  change  in  what  had  been  printed  as 
Par.  1321.4  in  the  advance  edition.  He  stated  that  with  these  two 
items  before  it,  the  Conference  could  consider  the  Board  of 
Discipleship  legislation  as  a  complete  package.  He  called  on  Joe 
Pevahouse  (Memphis)  for  presentation  of  Report  No.  75. 

Mr.  Pevahouse:  This  is  in  reference  to  men's  work  within  our  Church.  We 
received,  in  the  legislative  committee,  several  petitions  asking  for  a  Division  of 
Men's  Work. 
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We  considered  this,  we  considered  leaving  the  lay  work  where  it  was,  or  lifting 
it  up  and  giving  it  a  higher  area  of  visibility  within  the  Division  of  Lay  Life  and 
Work. 

The  choice  of  the  committee  was  to  give  it  this  visibility,  lifting  it  up  within  the 
Division  of  Lay  Life  and  Work.  There  is  a  little  ambiguity  in  the  first  part  of  the 
petition  where  it  says  the  division. 

If  you  read  there,  this  is  referring  to  the  Division  of  Lay  Life  and  Work.  It 
would  read  better  in  your  own  mind  if  you  would  think  of,  "The  Division  of  Lay 
Life  and  Work  in  the  area  of  men's  work  shall  have  the  following  functions." 
These  functions  are  lifted  up  there  fairly  well  for  you  to  see. 

Mr.  Pevahouse  outlined  the  contents  of  the  proposed  legislation. 

J.  Edgar  Rowe  (Virginia)  moved  to  amend  Report  No.  75  in 
two  places:  (1)  amend  the  first  sentence  to  read,  "A  Division  of 
Men's  Work  shall  have  the  following  functions:";  (2)  amend 
proposed  Par.  1323.1c  to  read,  "Promote  the  charter  and 
affiliation  of  local  church  men's  fellowships  with  the  National 
Association  of  United  Methodist  Men  through  each  annual 
conference  organization  of  United  Methodist  Men." 

Mr.  Rowe  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  James  F.  W. 
Talley  (Baltimore)  asked  whether  the  first  part  of  the  amend- 
ment provided  for  the  caseation  of  a  division  at  the  general  church 
level.  Charles  D.  White  (Assistant  Secretary)  cited  the  second 
part  of  the  amendment  as  submitted  by  Mr.  Rowe.  Mr.  Talley 
asked  again  about  the  first  part  of  the  amendment;  Mr.  White 
responded.  Mr.  Talley  explained  that,  as  Mr.  Pevahouse  had 
explained  it,  he  understood  the  committee  report  to  refer  to  the 
existing  Division  of  Lay  Life  and  Work,  but  that  he  had 
understood  Mr.  Rowe's  amendment  to  call  for  the  establishment 
of  a  new  division.  J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary)  confirmed  that  Mr. 
Rowe's  amendment  as  he  had  stated  it  had  called  for  a  new 
division,  but  that  this  was  not  in  the  written  form  of  the  motion. 
Mr.  Talley  replied  that  if  the  matter  of  a  new  division  was  not 
before  the  Conference,  he  did  not  wish  to  speak. 

Walter  N.  Kalaf  (Florida)  stated  that  he  understood  the 
legislative  committee  language  to  call  for  a  new  division  and 
asked  whether  this  would  require  additional  money.  Mr.  White 
read  the  first  part  of  Mr.  Rowe's  amendment  and  noted  that 
there  was,  after  all,  a  change  in  wording  from  the  committee's 
version.  Mr.  Pevahouse  explained  again  that,  in  the  legislative 
committee's  language,  the  words  "the  division"  refer  to  the 
existing  Division  of  Lay  Life  and  Work.  The  Chair  asked  to  hear 
the  amendment  again  and  ruled  that  it  did  call  for  a  new  division 
to  be  established;  he  recognized  Mr.  Talley  for  a  statement. 
Robert  G.  Mayfield  (Kentucky)  stated  that  the  purpose  of  the 
language  was  to  change  only  the  name,  but  not  to  create  a  new 
division.  The  Chair  replied  that  Mr.  Rowe  had  clarified  with  the 
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Secretary  that  he  intended  for  a  new  division  to  be  created.  Mr. 
Talley  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  creation  of  a  new  division. 

Willie  B.  Clay  (Northern  lUinois)  moved  to  suspend  the  rules 
in  order  to  vote  on  Report  No.  75.  The  motion  was  adopted.  The 
Chair  called  for  the  vote  on  Mr.  Rowe's  amendment,  and  it  was 
defeated.  Report  No.  75  was  adopted  (see  page  1411). 

Mr.  Bailey  explained  that  Report  No.  23  was  now  before  the 
Conference.  Jim  Beal  (North  Arkansas)  stated  that  Report  No. 
23  had  been  adopted  at  an  earlier  session;  Mr.  Bailey  reiterated 
that  the  previous  consideration  of  this  report  had  been  confined 
to  the  portion  dealing  with  youth  ministry.  Report  No.  23  was 
adopted  (see  page  1353). 

Report  No.  29,  Calendar  No.  564 

Mr.  Bailey  called  on  Fletcher  Carter  (South  Carohna)  for 
presentation  of  the  report.  Mr.  Carter  explained  that  the  report 
was  in  the  form  of  committee  amendments  to  a  document 
presented  earlier  to  the  Conference  under  the  title,  "Guidelines, 
The  United  Methodist  Church  and  the  Charismatic  Movement." 
He  presented  the  proposed  amendments.  Report  No.  29  was 
adopted  (see  page  1388). 

Report  No.  74,  Calendar  No.  926 

Mr.  Bailey  presented  the  report,  which  dealt  with  a  quadren- 
nial study  of  family  life.  Mr.  Bailey  stated  that  a  portion  of  the 
report  had  been  omitted  in  printing,  and  that  the  omitted  portion 
requested  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  to 
recommend  funding  in  support  of  the  study  for  a  total  amount  of 
$58,000  for  the  quadrennium.  The  Chair  stated  that,  unless  there 
was  objection,  the  funding  request  would  be  included  in  the 
report.  Merrill  W.  Drennan  (Baltimore)  asked  a  question 
regarding  the  funding  request;  Mr.  Bailey  responded.  Paul  A. 
Duffey  (Alabama- West  Florida)  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
Conference  had  already  voted  on  this  report  and  had  rejected  it. 
Mr.  Bailey  explained  that  an  attempt  had  been  made  to 
substitute  the  language  of  this  report  for  another  report,  and  that 
it  was  that  motion  which  had  been  defeated.  The  report  was  put 
to  a  vote  and  was  defeated  (see  page  1410). 

Report  No.  58,  Calendar  No.  910 

Mr.  Bailey  moved  adoption  of  the  report,  which  was  on  the 
subject,  "Supplemental  Contemporary  Hymnal."  The  Chair  put 
the  report  to  a  vote  and  ruled  that  it  was  adopted.  Ernest  W.  Lee 
(Southern  New  Jersey)  observed  that  the  report  contained  a 
sentence  which  read,  "The  project  shall  be  adequately  funded  by

General  Conference."  He  objected  to  the  fact  that  this  had  not 
been  called  to  the  Conference's  attention  in  the  presentation  of 
the  report. 

Mr.  Bailey  explained  the  committee's  purpose  in  making  this 
report.  Patti  B.  Russell  (Virginia)  moved  to  amend  the  report  by 
substituting  the  word  "recommend"  for  "mandate"  in  the  first 
sentence  after  "General  Conference."  She  spoke  in  support  of  her 
amendment.  The  amendment  was  adopted. 

George  E.  Naff,  Jr.  (Holston)  asked  a  question  regarding  the 
anticipated  financing  of  the  project.  Mr.  Bailey  responded  that  it 
was  the  committee's  understanding  that,  if  approved,  the  matter 
would  have  to  be  referred  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration. 

Rebecca  K.  Barger  (Baltimore)  moved  to  amend  the  report  by 
deleting  the  sentence  dealing  with  the  funding  of  the  project.  She 
explained  that  it  was  her  understanding  that  when  an  item  such 
as  this  is  developed,  it  is  published  by  the  United  Methodist 
PubUshing  House,  and  that  it  is  then  sold  at  a  cost  set  by  the 
Publishing  House,  and  that  there  should  then  be  no  reason  for  the 
General  Conference  to  include  a  budget  item  for  its  development. 
The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Reta  Barto  (Eastern  Pennsylvania)  expressed  the  view  that 
the  proposed  hymnal  supplement  would  be  of  great  benefit  to 
ethnic  minority  local  churches  and  asked  whether  its  cost  might 
come  from  the  Missional  Priorities  Fund.  Mr.  Bailey  responded 
that  he  did  not  know.  The  Chair  stated  that  the  suggestion  would 
be  placed  in  the  record  of  the  General  Conference. 

Thomas  L.  Cromwell  (East  Ohio)  spoke  in  support  of  the 
report.  J.  Kenneth  Forbes  (South  Indiana)  moved  the  suspension 
of  the  rules  in  order  to  be  able  to  vote  the  previous  question  on  all 
before  the  Conference.  The  Chair  asked  if  the  Conference  was 
ready  to  move  to  a  vote  on  Report  No.  58  without  suspending  the 
rules,  and  there  was  no  objection.  Report  No.  58  was  adopted  as 
amended  (see  page  1406). 

Legislative  Committee  on  Church  and  Society 

Mr.  Hodapp,  Committee  on  Calendar,  called  for  reports  from 
the  Legislative  Committee  on  Church  and  Society,  John  E. 
Stumbo  (Kansas  East),  chairman. 

Report  No.  31,  Calendar  No.  392  (see  page  1154) 

Mr.  Stumbo  called  for  consideration  of  Report  No.  31,  a 
"Resolution  on  Health,  Welfare,  and  Human  Development."  Max 
W.  Kreager  (Iowa)  raised  a  point  of  order  in  relation  to  this 
report  and  the  manner  in  which  Report  No.  47  (Calendar  No. 
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895)  had  subsequently  been  brought  before  the  Conference.  He 
stated  that  Report  No.  47,  entitled  "Health  Care  Resolution," 
was  basically  the  same  content  and  material  as  Section  IV, 
entitled  "Health  Care,"  in  Report  No.  31.  His  point  of  order  was 
that  Report  No.  47,  under  the  rules  of  the  Conference,  should 
have  been  treated  as  a  minority  report  to  Section  IV  of  Report 
No.  31. 

At  the  request  of  the  Chair,  Mr.  Stumbo  explained  the 
sequence  of  events  in  the  legislative  committee.  He  stated  that, 
following  committee  action  on  Report  No.  31,  another  petition 
had  been  re-referred  to  the  Committee  on  Church  and  Society, 
and  that  Report  No.  47  was  the  result  of  action  on  that  petition. 
While  large  sections  of  the  two  blocks  of  material  were  identical, 
there  were  also  significant  differences  between  them.  This  had 
been  caused  by  the  fact  that  the  committee  had  been  so  evenly 
divided  on  certain  issues  that  it  had  voted  differently  when 
considering  Report  No.  47  than  it  had  earlier  when  considering 
Report  No.  31.  The  result  was  that  the  two  reports  were,  at  some 
points,  contradictory.  Mr.  Stumbo  suggested  that  the  Confer- 
ence consider  Report  No.  31  seriatim,  and  that  when  Section  IV 
was  reached.  Report  No.  47  be  moved  as  an  amendment  to  it. 
This  would  allow  the  Conference  to  decide  between  the  two.  He 
stressed  that,  with  the  committee  so  closely  divided,  his  chief 
concern  was  that  there  be  a  process  by  which  the  Conference 
could  decide  the  i^sue. 

Mr.  Kreager  reTterated  his  view  that  Report  No.  47  should  be 
treated  as  a  minority  report.  Mr.  Stumbo  noted  that  there  was 
also  a  minority  report,  which  was  "identical  to  the  difference 
between  the  two."  The  Chair  suggested  that  the  procedure  be 
that  outlined  by  Mr.  Stumbo,  namely,  that  the  Conference 
proceed  to  consider  Report  No.  31,  and  that  material  in  other 
calendar  items  related  to  portions  of  Report  No.  31  be  treated  as 
amendments. 

Mr.  Stumbo  called  on  Gordon  C.  Goodgame  (Holston)  to  lead  in 
presenting  Report  No.  31.  Mr.  Goodgame  explained  the  material 
included  in  Section  I,  "Introduction."  Section  I  was  approved. 

Mr.  Goodgame  presented  Section  II,  "National  Incomes 
Policy,"  pointing  out  what  was  new  in  the  resolution  in 
comparison  with  similar  statements  adopted  by  earlier  General 
Conferences.  Don  Hand  (Southwest  Texas)  moved  to  amend 
Section  II  by  adding  a  new  sentence  at  the  end  of  the  second 
paragraph;  the  new  sentence  would  read  as  follows:  "We,  as 
Christians,  also  recognize  our  obligation  to  work  with  others  to 
develop  in  each  person  an  attitude  of  responsible  stewardship  of 
time,  talent,  and  resources  that  will  enable  the  maximum  number 
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of  families  to  be  self-reliant  and  economically  independent  to  the 
greatest  possible  extent."  Mr.  Goodgame  accepted  the  amend- 
ment on  behalf  of  the  committee. 

Robert  L.  Taylor  (North  Georgia)  referred  to  the  language  in 
Section  II  which  listed  "a  guaranteed  minimum  annual  income"  as 
one  of  the  "basic  objectives  of  a  strategy  for  economic  justice." 
He  asked  whether  this  income  was  to  be  guaranteed  by 
government  action,  or  whether  it  was  an  objective  toward  which 
we  strive  as  a  standard  of  living. 

Mr.  Goodgame:  I  believe  that  this  is  all  stated  in  forms  of  the  objectives  to 
which  we'U  be  working.  I  think  it  would  be  fair  to  say  that  the  intent  of  this  group 
is  that  the  government  would  participate  in  guaranteeing  this  level. 

Mr.  Taylor  moved  to  amend  the  statement  so  that  it  would  begin, 
"2)  strive  toward  a  minimum  annual  income  ..."  He  spoke  in 
support  of  his  amendment.  William  M.  James  (New  York)  spoke 
against  it.  The  amendment  was  defeated. 

Richard  P.  Meredith  (Little  Rock)  referred  to  the  second 
paragraph  of  Section  II  and  asked  whether,  in  adopting  this,  the 
Conference  was  recommending  "the  doing  away  of  the  capitalistic 
system  ..."  Mr.  Goodgame  replied  that  that  was  not  what  was 
meant  by  the  language  of  the  report. 

William  B.  Grove  (Western  Pennsylvania)  moved  that  the 
Conference  refer  Report  No.  31  in  its  entirety  with  appreciation 
but  without  concurrence  to  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society  to  be 
used  as  a  study  document.  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  motion  of 
referral.  J.  R.  Kemmerly  (Louisiana)  asked  whether  referral 
would  leave  operative  actions  of  the  1972  General  Conference  on 
this  subject.  The  Chair  stated  that  the  motion  had  to  do  with 
referring  the  report  before  the  Conference  and  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  1972  General  Conference.  Mr.  Kemmerly  spoke  in 
opposition  to  the  motion  to  refer.  Richard  S.  Parker  (New  York) 
also  spoke  against  the  motion  of  referral.  William  McPherson 
(Minnesota)  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  for  the  purpose  of 
moving  the  previous  question.  The  Chair  stated  that  no  one  had 
spoken  in  favor  of  the  motion  to  refer,  and  that  opportunity 
should  be  given  for  such  a  speech  before  closing  debate.  Roy  T. 
Sublette  (Alabama- West  Florida)  spoke  for  the  referral  motion. 

Mr.  McPherson  moved  the  previous  question  on  all  before  the 
Conference.  The  Chair  stated  that  he  would  entertain  a  motion 
on  the  motion  to  refer,  but  not  on  all  before  the  Conference.  Mr. 
Stumbo  made  a  final  statement  on  behalf  of  the  committee 
against  the  referral  motion.  The  motion  to  refer  was  defeated. 

W.  David  Stedman  (Western  North  Carolina)  moved  to  amend 
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the  report,  Section  II,  by  deleting  the  statement  relating  to  a 
guaranteed  minimum  annual  income.  He  spoke  in  support  of  his 
amendment.  A^.  Robert  Kesler  (Southern  California-Arizona) 
spoke  against  it.  The  amendment  was  defeated. 

John  G.  Johnson  (Western  Pennsylvania)  made  a  statement 
about  the  time  being  consumed  in  consideration  of  this  report. 
Section  II  of  the  report  was  adopted  as  amended. 

Mr.  Goodgame  presented  Section  III,  "Social  Welfare,"  and  it 
was  adopted. 

Mr.  Goodgame  observed  that  Section  IV,  "Health  Care,"  was 
the  section  to  which  Report  No.  47  was  related,  and  that  there 
were  also  two  minority  reports  (Calendar  Nos.  523  and  524) 
related  to  the  section.  The  Chair  asked  if  the  minority  reports 
were  separate  from  or  identical  to  one  another.  Mr.  Stumbo 
explained  that  the  section,  as  it  was  originally  presented  to  the 
legislative  committee,  had  additional  material  at  the  end  of  it, 
numbered  "10,"  whereas  the  section,  as  adopted  by  the 
committee,  ended  with  a  paragraph  numbered  "9."  The  two 
minority  reports  were  differing  versions  of  the  paragraph  10, 
which  had  been  rejected  by  the  committee. 

Report  No.  47,  Calendar  No.  895  (see  page  1158) 

Mr.  Stumbo  moved  that  Report  No.  47,  Calendar  No.  895,  be 
substituted  for  Section  IV  of  Report  No.  31.  He  explained  again 
that  when  the  committee  considered  Report  No.  31,  it  voted  to 
delete  the  material  which  appears  as  the  last  three  paragraphs  of 
Report  No.  47  (the  paragraphs  contained  in  the  minority  report 
which  appears  as  Calendar  No.  524).  Later,  in  response  to 
another  petition,  the  committee  adopted  Report  No.  47  and  voted 
not  to  delete  those  paragraphs;  in  both  instances  the  committee 
vote  was  very  evenly  divided.  The  paragraphs  in  question  dealt 
with  the  method  of  financing  health  care  services. 

Gerald  L.  Downie  (Central  Illinois):  The  question  I  have  is,  are  you  including 
the  private  sector  that  we  now  have,  or  is  this  to  become  totally  national  health 
care,  and  if  so,  what  of  the  many  systems  being  proposed  are  you  talking  about? 

Mr.  Stumbo:  My  understanding  of  Par.  10  on  page  613  of  Calendar  item  895  is 
that  it  provides  for  a  national  health  care  trust  ftind  which  would  supersede  and 
replace  the  private  health  care  insurance  industry.  Now  I  do  not  understand  that 
it  replaces  the  private  deliverers  of  health  care,  such  as  hospitals  or  doctors  or 
that  kind  of  thing.  I  understand  that  it  is  designed  to  be  a  social  security  type 
program  for  national  health  insurance  to  enable  national  health  insurance,  or 
health  cost  coverage,  to  be  available  for  all  people. 

James  A.  Summers  (Western  North  Carolina)  moved  to  amend 
Report  No.  47  by  deleting  the  final  three  paragraphs,  beginning 
with  "10.  A  universal  program  to  meet  .  .  .",  and  ending  with 
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"...  in  their  congregational  life."  Mr.  Summers  spoke  in  support 
of  his  amendment.  Richard  D.  Tholin  (Northern  Illinois)  spoke 
against  it.  John  Chittum  (East  Ohio)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that 
the  amendment,  if  adopted,  would  make  Report  No.  47  identical 
with  Section  IV  of  Report  No.  31,  and  that  the  same  end  could  be 
achieved  by  simply  defeating  Mr.  Stumbo's  motion  to  substitute. 
The  Chair  ruled  that  the  amendment  was  properly  before  the 
Conference.  Blanche  M.  Baker  (Great  Britain)  sought  to  speak 
against  the  amendment,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  a  speech  in 
favor  was  required  at  this  time.  Robert  L.  Dillard,  Jr.  (North 
Texas)  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment.  Ms.  Baker  spoke  in 
opposition  to  it.  Mr.  Summers'  amendment  was  adopted. 

J.  R.  Kemmerly  (Louisiana)  moved  to  amend  Report  No.  47  by 
deleting  the  following  sentences:  "We  beUeve  Walter  J.  McNer- 
ney.  President  of  the  Blue  Cross  Association,  was  persuasive 
when  he  said:  'Health  systems  are  simply  not  self-regulating. 
They  must  be  managed.  To  pour  your  money  into  the  present 
system  without  changing  that  system,  I  think  would  be 
disastrous.'  (Statement  to  the  Senate  Committee  on  Finance, 
Tuesday,  April  17,  1971)."  Mr.  Kemmerly  stated  that  he  had 
been  in  correspondence  with  Mr.  McNemey  and  had  been 
advised  that  the  quote,  while  accurate,  was  out  of  context  and  did 
not  accurately  reflect  his  position  or  that  of  the  Blue  Cross 
Association.  Mr.  Stumbo  accepted  the  deletion  on  behalf  of  the 
committee. 

Michael  Watson  (South  CaroHna)  referred  to  the  paragraph 
which  begins,  "3.  No  arbitrary  limits.  .  .  ,"  and  asked  a  question 
regarding  the  meaning  of  the  phrase  "not  only  through 
government  compulsion."  Mr.  Goodgame  responded.  Mr.  Wat- 
son asked  for  more  information,  and  Mr.  Goodgame  answered 
again.  Mr.  Watson  moved  to  amend  the  paragraph  by  substitut- 
ing "government  encouragement"  for  "government  compulsion." 
The  amendment  was  accepted  by  the  committee. 

Theressa  Hoover  (New  York)  moved  to  amend  the  report  by 
adding  the  following  from  the  1972  Book  of  Resolutions:  "A 
universal  program  to  provide  all  basic  and  necessary  health  care 
services  should  have  such  costs  shared  by  employers,  individuals, 
and  general  revenue  funds.  Such  a  program  should  be  publicly 
administered.  The  health  care  industry  and  health  care  profes- 
sionals may  be  paid  for  services  in  a  variety  of  ways,  with  special 
incentives  to  attract  health  professionals  to  shortage  areas." 

J.  R.  Kemmerly  (Louisiana)  raised  a  point  of  order,  that  the 
amendment  did  not  differ  in  substance  from  what  the  Conference 
had  voted  to  delete  in  its  action  on  Mr.  Summers'  amendment 
(see   above).    A   discussion   ensued   between   the   Chair,    Mr. 
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Stumbo,  Ms.  Hoover,  and  Mr.  Kemmerly.  The  Chair  ruled  that 
there  was  sufficient  doubt  as  to  whether  the  two  were 
substantially  the  same,  and  that  the  Conference  should  have  the 
opportunity  to  consider  Ms.  Hoover's  amendment.  Jerry  G. 
Bray,  Jr.  (Virginia)  appealed  the  ruling  of  the  Chair.  The  appeal 
was  put  to  a  vote,  and  the  Chair  stated  that  his  ruling  was  not 
sustained  by  the  Conference,  and  that  Ms.  Hoover's  amendment 
was  therefore  not  in  order.  William  W.  Reid,  Jr.  (Wyoming) 
expressed  the  view  that  a  two-thirds  vote  was  necessary  to 
overrule  the  judgment  of  the  Chair,  but  the  Chair  repHed  that  a 
simple  majority  was  enough. 

Minority  Report — Calendar  No.  524 

Mr.  Stumbo  observed  that,  by  its  action  on  Mr.  Summers' 
motion  to  delete,  the  Conference  had  also  dealt  with  the  minority 
report  contained  in  Calendar  No.  524,  since  the  material  in  the 
minority  report  was  identical  with  what  had  been  deleted  from 
Report  No.  47  (see  page  1171). 

Minority  Report — Calendar  No.  523 

Mr.  Stumbo  called  on  Benedict  A.  Galloway  (Louisiana)  for 
presentation  of  the  report.  Mr.  Galloway  summarized  the 
position  of  this  minority  report  as  follows: 

Mr.  Galloway:  The  minority  report  proposes  that  we  not  destroy  our  private 
health  insurance  program  and  thus  replace  them  with  a  massive  government 
program,  but  rather  that  we  build  an  insurance  program  which  calls  for  a 
combination  of  both  public  government  and  private  sector  experience,  structure 
and  expertise,  to  ensure  that  all  citizens  have  quality  medical  care  available  with 
no  barriers.  The  reason  for  this,  of  course,  is  that  if  you  delete,  you  have  no  kind 
of  insurance  or  help  for  persons  who  cannot  afford  insurance.  This  would  still  keep 
the  health  insurance  companies  in  operation,  and  they  would  still  be  administer- 
ing their  program  for  about  89  percent  of  the  population.  But  those  who  cannot 
afford  to  pay  insurance  premiums  or  to  have  insurance  would  be  cared  for  out  of 
government  funds. 

Richard  S.  Parker  (New  York)  sought  to  introduce  an 
amendment;  he  characterized  his  amendment  as  a  compromise 
between  the  position  espoused  in  this  minority  report  and  that 
found  in  the  minority  report  which  had  been  defeated.  The  Chair 
stated  that  the  minority  report  now  under  consideration  was 
actually  an  amendment  to  an  amendment,  and  that  therefore  no 
further  amendment  was  in  order.  He  noted  that  Mr.  Galloway 
was  free  to  accept  the  change  if  he  wished  to  do  so.  Mr.  Galloway 
stated  that  he  could  not  accept  it,  because  he  could  not  speak  for 
the  other  persons  who  had  signed  the  minority  report.  P.  Boyd 
Mather  (Iowa)  asked  whether  the  ruhng  of  the  Chair  meant  that 
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no  amendments  at  all  would  be  in  order  in  connection  with  this 
minority  report.  The  Chair  stated  that  that  was  the  case  and 
explained  again  the  basis  for  his  ruhng,  namely  that  Report  No. 
31  was  the  main  motion,  that  Report  No.  47  was  an  amendment 
to  it,  and  that  Calendar  No.  523  was  now  an  amendment  to  an 
amendment.  A  discussion  ensued,  seeking  to  clarify  the  par- 
liamentary situation,  between  Mr.  Mather,  the  Chair,  Mr. 
Stumbo,  and  the  Assistant  Secretary,  and  at  its  conclusion  the 
Chair  reaffirmed  his  ruUng. 


Edsel  A.  Ammons  (Northern  Illinois):  I  am  speaking  in  opposition  to  Mr. 
Galloway's  amendment.  I  think  the  issue  is  far  too  complex.  I  don't  suspect  that 
we  can  in  the  moments  that  still  remain  to  this  General  Conference  provide  an 
answer  to  a  matter  that  lays  upon  the  hearts  of  so  many  people  in  this  nation.  It  is 
the  task  and  responsibiUty  of  the  Church  to  bear  good  news  to  the  poor.  Any 
program  that  cannot  give  that  news — good,  full  of  hope,  bearing  joy  and  its 
implications,  is  not  worthy  of  the  time  of  this  General  Conference. 

It  is  clear  to  me  and  to  most  of  us  that  programs  that  are  presently  constituted, 
largely  privately  sponsored,  do  not  provide  that  good  news  for  so  many  of  the 
poor  who  live  in  the  cities  across  this  nation.  Until  we  can  spare  the  time  to  devote 
carefully  to  the  reconstruction  of  some  sort  of  a  program  of  health  care  delivery 
for  the  poor  who  need  that  good  news  so  desperately  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ, 
we  ought  not  try  it  in  these  few  moments.  I  speak  against  it. 

Katherine  W.  Wilcox  (West  Michigan):  I  really  want  to  speak  in  favor  of  this 
new  proposal.  It  is  a  compromise;  it  is  not  as  good  as  some  of  us  would  Hke  it,  but 
better  than  some  others  would  like  it.  We  are  not  fully  in  agreement;  there's 
certainly  very  divided  opinion,  but  the  need  is  very  great,  the  need  is  urgent,  and 
I  think  this  is  a  step  forward  in  the  right  direction.  It  combines  the  public,  the 
private,  and  the  insurance  aspects.  And  somehow,  as  we  are  muddling  along,  we 
as  a  Church  and  as  a  nation,  we  are  going  to  come  to  some  kind  of  solution.  I  agree 
with  Dr.  Ammons  that  it  is  not  ideal,  but  I  think  it  is  very  much  better  than  some 
of  the  other  proposals.  I  favor  it. 


Vernon  Bigler  (Western  New  York)  moved  to  suspend  the 
rules  for  the  purpose  of  moving  the  previous  question.  The  Chair 
stated  that  a  speech  against  the  minority  report  was  required  at 
this  time.  William  C.  Vaughan  (Virginia)  spoke  against  it.  The 
minority  report.  Calendar  No.  523,  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was 
defeated  (see  page  1170). 

Report  No.  47,  Calendar  No.  895 — Final  Action 

Report  No.  47,  as  amended,  was  adopted  as  a  substitute  for 
Section  IV  of  Report  No.  31  (see  page  1158).  The  Assistant 
Secretary  suggested  that,  since  Report  No.  31  was  being  adopted 
seriatim,  it  would  be  well  to  take  an  additional  vote  adopting 
Section  IV  as  substituted.  The  vote  was  taken,  and  the  newly 
substituted  Section  IV  was  approved. 
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Report  No.  31,  Calendar  No.  392— Final  Action 

Kenneth  Cooper  (Alabama- West  Florida)  observed  that  action 
on  this  report  had  already  consumed  more  time  than  was  allotted 
to  it  by  the  Committee  on  Calendar,  and  that  it  was  not  yet 
completed.  Mr.  Hodapp,  Committee  on  Calendar,  repUed  that  it 
was  the  judgment  of  the  committee  that  it  was  more  time- 
consuming  to  stop  a  debate  that  was  in  progress  and  re-start  it  at 
a  later  time  than  to  allow  it  to  continue.  At  his  suggestion,  the 
Chair  inquired  whether  there  were  additional  amendments  to  be 
proposed  to  the  remaining  sections  of  the  report;  the  Chair  stated 
that  there  did  not  seem  to  be  any  delegates  wishing  to  propose 
amendments.  Mr.  Goodgame  moved  the  adoption  of  Sections  V, 
VI,  VII,  and  VIII,  and  they  were  adopted. 

Report  No.  31  was  then  put  to  a  vote  and  adopted  as  a  whole 
(see  page  1154). 

Committee  on  Independent  Commissions 

Mr.  Hodapp  called  for  reports  from  the  Legislative  Committee 
on  Independent  Commissions,  Hector  Navas  (Florida),  chairman. 

Report  No.  50,  Calendar  No.  512 

Mr.  Navas  presented  the  report,  recommending  adoption  of  a 
change  in  Par.  151.3d  as  proposed  by  the  Commission  on  the 
Status  and  Role  of  Women,  and  it  was  approved  (see  page  1855). 

Report  No.  51,  Calendar  No.  513 

Mr.  Navas  presented  the  report,  consisting  of  recommenda- 
tions related  to  amendments  proposed  by  the  Commission  on  the 
Status  and  Role  of  Women  and  the  Board  of  Discipleship  in 
legislation  governing  the  Committee  on  Nominations  and  Per- 
sonnel of  the  local  church.  He  explained  that  the  committee  had 
voted  approval  of  this  report,  but  that  in  order  to  be  consistent 
with  a  previous  action  on  a  report  of  another  committee,  the 
Conference  should  vote  nonconcurrence  on  this  report  (see  pages 
462-463,  1160).  Fer/y  H.  Saito  (Wisconsin)  and  William  C. 
Vaughan  (Virginia)  raised  questions  about  the  relationship  of  this 
item  to  earlier  actions.  Mr.  Navas  repeated  that  a  vote  of 
nonconcurrence  on  this  report  would  be  consistent  with  the  earlier 
action.  The  Conference  voted  nonconcurrence  on  the  report  (see 
page  1856). 

Procedural  Question 

Thomas  L.  Cromwell  (East  Ohio),  speaking  as  the  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order, 
observed  that  at  least  Report  Nos.  50-54  (Calendar  Nos.  512, 
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513,  514,  515,  and  516),  and  perhaps  others,  dealt  with  the  local 
church,  that  under  the  rules  of  the  Conference  they  had  been 
assigned  to  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Local  Church,  and  that 
they  should  not  have  been  assigned  to  the  Legislative  Committee 
on  Independent  Commissions.  The  Chair  replied  that  they  were 
before  the  Conference  as  legislative  committee  calendar  items 
and  that  the  Conference  would  have  to  dispose  of  them  in  some 
manner. 

Report  No.  52,  Calendar  No.  514 

Mr.  Navas  presented  the  report,  which  recommended  con- 
currence with  an  amendment  proposed  by  the  Commission  on  the 
Status  and  Role  of  Women  to  Par.  162.1.  John  L.  McWhorter 
(Western  North  CaroUna)  objected  that  all  of  the  matters  being 
presented  had  been  before  the  Conference  previously,  and  that 
the  Conference  ought  not  waste  its  time  taking  actions  which 
might  prove  to  be  contradictory  to  those  taken  earlier. 

Motion  to  Refer 

John  B.  Russell  (Virginia)  moved  "that  these  matters  be 
referred  back  to  this  committee  to  find  out  which  ones  have  been 
acted  upon  and  their  report  be  deferred  until  they  do."  The 
motion  was  adopted. 

Erwin  H.  Schwiebert  (Oregon-Idaho)  objected  that  a  motion  to 
refer  was  debatable,  and  that  no  debate  had  been  allowed.  Mr. 
Navas  stated  that  he  had  conferred  with  other  committee 
chairpersons  and  would  identify  items  which  duplicated  other 
reports  as  he  presented  them. 

Mr.  Schwiebert  moved  that  the  motion  to  refer  be  reconsid- 
ered, and  the  Chair  put  the  motion  to  a  vote.  Mr.  Schwiebert 
objected  that  the  motion  to  reconsider  was  also  debatable  and 
asked  for  the  opportunity  to  debate  it.  He  stated  that  the  items 
now  being  presented  were  matters  on  which  the  Commission  on 
the  Status  and  Role  of  Women  had  had  proposals  which  differed 
from  those  considered  earlier,  and  that  these  proposals  should  be 
heard  by  the  Conference.  Johri  D.  Humphrey,  Sr.  (North 
Mississippi)  spoke  against  the  motion  to  reconsider.  Walter  N. 
Kalaf  (Florida)  also  spoke  against  it.  Paul  E.  Myers  (Central 
Pennsylvania)  spoke  for  reconsideration;  he  explained  that  the 
Committee  on  Local  Church  had  considered  many  of  these 
matters  and  expressed  the  view  that  the  best  way  to  deal  with 
the  situation  was  to  bring  the  Independent  Commissions  reports 
back  to  the  floor  and  vote  nonconcurrence  on  all  of  them.  The 
motion  to  reconsider  was  defeated. 

Mr.  Kalaf  asked  whether  the  motion  to  refer  included  Report 
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No.  50;  the  Chair  rephed  that  it  did  not.  Mr.  Kalaf  moved  to 
reconsider  Report  No.  50  for  the  purpose  of  referral.  The  motion 
to  reconsider  was  adopted.  Report  No.  50  was  then  referred  back 
to  the  committee  by  vote  of  the  Conference.  William  M.  James 
(New  York)  asked  a  question  about  the  referrals;  the  Chair 
replied. 

Statement  Concerning  Procedure 

Hazel  M.  Decker  (Texas):  I  am  the  chairperson  of  the  subcommittee  which 
dealt  with  all  of  the  legislation  having  to  do  with  the  Commission  of  the  Status  and 
Role  of  Women.  We  don't  know  why  they  were  referred  to  us,  but  we  dealt  with 
them  in  good  faith,  and  I  hope  that  this  kind  of  a  contradictory  situation  will  not 
occur  again.  In  the  first  place,  we  wasted  time,  and  then  it  seems  as  though  there 
is  an  unfair  advantage  for  whichever  committee  brings  its  legislation  first,  so  I 
would  hope  that  for  the  next  General  Conference  this  kind  of  confusion  would  not 
occur  again. 

John  B.  Russell  (Virginia)  stated  that  he  had  intended  his 
motion  of  referral  (see  above)  to  apply  to  all  further  items  in  the 
Independent  Commissions  committee's  calendar.  Mr.  Navas 
stated  that  there  were  committee  reports  which  could  be 
presented  that  were  not  related  to  the  work  of  other  committees. 
The  Chair  called  for  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Calendar 
to  designate  the  next  committee  which  would  report.  Mrs. 
Decker  sought  to  introduce  a  substitute  motion,  but  the  Chair 
stated  that  there  was  nothing  before  the  Conference  to  which  a 
substitute  could  relate.  Mr.  Hodapp,  Committee  on  Calendar, 
called  for  reports  by  Bishop  Ole  E.  Borgen,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Central  Conference  Affairs. 

Gloster  B.  Current  (New  York)  raised  a  point  of  order, 
claiming  that  earlier  in  the  Conference  it  had  been  agreed  that 
when  reports  were  in  duplication,  "the  first  committee's  report 
that  was  approved  would  stand  for  the  whole."  The  Chair  replied 
that  the  Conference  was  acting  on  that  presupposition.  He  raised 
another  point  of  order,  that  the  Committee  on  Independent 
Commissions  had  other  reports  which  were  not  in  duplication, 
and  that  they  should  be  considered  at  this  time.  The  Chair  replied 
that  that  was  not  in  order  by  action  of  the  Conference. 

Committee  on  Central  Conference  Affairs — Report  No.l 

Bishop  Borgen  reported  on  behalf  of  the  committee.  He  called 
attention  to  the  committee's  Report  No.  1,  section  III,  B,  2(a) 
and  recalled  for  the  Conference  that  this  had  been  referred  back 
to  a  consultation  between  the  Committee  on  Central  Conference 
Affairs  and  the  Committee  on  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of 
Order.  He  reported  that,  as  a  result  of  that  consultation,  the 
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committee  wished  to  withdraw  the  second  and  third  paragraphs 
under  subsection  2(a).  The  recommendation  was  approved. 
Report  No.  1  was  adopted  as  a  whole,  as  amended  (see  page 
1974). 

Report  No.  9 

Bishop  Borgen  called  attention  to  Report  No.  9,  but  stated  that 
no  additional  action  was  needed  since  the  matter  had  been 
approved  by  the  Conference  at  an  earUer  session  (see  pages 
342-343,  1976). 


Report  No.  10 

Bishop  Borgen  presented  Report  No.  10,  entitled  "Invitation 
to  Other  Autonomous  Churches  to  Discuss  Concordats."  He 
noted  that  the  recommendation  was  for  referral  for  study  to  the 
Ecumenical  and  Interreligious  Concerns  Division,  with  the 
provision  that  the  Central  Conference  members  of  the  Board  of 
Global  Ministries  be  part  of  the  study.  The  report  was  adopted 
(see  page  1984). 

Report  No.  11 

Report  No.  11  was  presented;  the  subject  of  the  report  was 
"Granting  of  Autonomy  Between  General  Conferences,"  and 
Bishop  Borgen  noted  that  the  recommendation  was  for  noncon- 
currence.  The  nonconcurrence  recommendation  was  approved 
(see  below,  page  527). 

Report  No.  12 

Report  No.  12  was  presented,  and  Bishop  Borgen  stated  that 
the  committee  recommended  nonconcurrence  by  unanimous  vote; 
the  nonconcurrence  recommendation  was  approved  (see  page 
1986). 

Report  No.  13 

Bishop  Borgen  presented  Report  No.  13,  explaining  that  it 
consisted  of  amendments  to  legislation  proposed  by  the  Board  of 
Global  Ministries  for  provisional  annual  conferences.  The  report 
was  adopted  (see  page  1986). 

Report  No.  14 

Bishop  Borgen  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  Report  No.  14 
was  a  constitutional  amendment  which  was  necessary  to  allow 
provisional  annual  conferences  to  have  voting  delegates  to 
General,  Jurisdictional,  and  Central  Conferences.  The  report  was 
adopted,  and  the  Chair  stated  that  it  had  received  the  two-thirds 
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vote  of  approval  required  for  constitutional  amendments  (see 
page  1987). 

Report  No.  15 

Report  No.  15  was  presented,  and  Bishop  Borgen  explained 
that  it  was  in  response  to  a  matter  referred  to  the  committee 
from  the  Conference  floor,  and  that  the  effect  of  the  report  would 
be  to  add  representatives  from  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  to 
the  new  Commission  on  Central  Conference  Affairs.  He  also 
called  attention  to  a  correction  which  needed  to  be  made  in  the 
printed  report.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1987). 

Report  No.  16 

Bishop  Borgen  presented  Report  No.  16,  a  resolution  on  the 
"Lateness  of  Conference  Literature  to  Central  Conference 
Delegates."  William  McPherson  (Minnesota)  stated  that  there 
was  a  delegate  from  Mozambique  who  wished  to  speak  to  a  report 
which  had  already  been  adopted,  but  who  had  not  been 
recognized  when  the  report  was  presented.  The  Chair  replied 
that  after  action  had  been  completed  on  Report  No.  16  he  would 
see  if  the  Conference  wished  to  reconsider  the  earlier  report. 
Report  No.  16  was  adopted  (see  page  1988). 

Report  No.  11 — Reconsideration 

Mr.  McPherson  identified  Report  No.  11  (see  above,  page  526) 
as  the  report  in  which  the  delegate  was  interested.  Report  No.  11 
was  reconsidered  by  vote  of  the  Conference. 

Andre  N.  Bahule  (Southeast  Africa):  I  wanted  to  make  a  reference  to  Report 
No.  11  from  the  Commission  on  Central  Conferences.  You  need  to  know  the 
situation  of  the  Church  in  Africa  before  you  can  make  a  decision  about  the  Church 
in  Africa.  What  is  asked  for  in  this  proposal  was  a  way  to  ask  for  autonomy 
between  General  Conferences  without  waiting  for  another  session  of  General 
Conference. 

This  can  become  necessary.  The  important  thing  about  the  autonomy  of  the 
Church  is  the  personality  of  the  Church,  the  character  of  the  Church,  which 
should  be  appropriate  to  its  own  country.  We  beheve  that  it  is  important  that  this 
General  Conference  give  to  the  Central  Conference — at  least  the  Central 
Conferences  of  Africa — the  possibility  of  achieving  autonomy  before  the  next 
General  Conference,  because  it  may  become  necessary. 

One  of  the  things  that  I  was  told  to  do  when  I  came  was  to  talk  to 
representatives  of  other  autonomous  churches  and  see  how  they  became 
autonomous  so  that  we  could  begin  to  move  in  that  direction.  We  do  not  want 
forced  autonomy.  The  Church  will  make  its  decision.  What  we  are  asking  is  if  the 
Church  should  decide  to  become  autonomous  that  it  would  have  that  possibility 
without  waiting  four  years  for  another  General  Conference. 

Therefore,  I  would  like  for  this  Conference  not  to  move  concurrence,  but 
nonconcurrence  with  that  proposal  so  that  this  could  become  possible,  and  I  would 
have  a  motion  to  make  if  it  were  appropriate  and  in  order. 
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Bishop  Borgen  responded  briefly.  Alick  Seymour  (Delhi)  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Bahule  had  wished  to  make  a 
motion  and  asked  the  Chair  to  rule  on  whether  a  motion  would  be 
in  order. 

Mr.  Bahule:  I  would  move  that  this  1976  General  Conference  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  authorize  any  Central  Conference  or  any  Annual  Conference  of 
the  Central  Conference,  should  it  so  choose,  to  request  autonomy  during  the 
quadrennium.  Such  a  request  would  be  directed  to  the  Commission  on  Central 
Conference  Affairs.  That  commission  would  be  authorized  to  effectuate  the 
autonomy  without  awaiting  another  General  Conference  and  would  report  such 
action  to  the  General  Conference  of  1980. 

Ralph  B.  Huston  (Florida)  asked  to  hear  the  rationale  for  the 
committee  position.  The  Chair  called  on  Bishop  Borgen  for 
response,  but  he  stated  that  he  would  prefer  to  have  the 
opportunity  to  make  the  final  statement  on  behalf  of  the 
committee.  Mr.  Seymour  (Delhi)  spoke  in  support  of  the  report. 

Raiji  Rathod  (Gujarat):  From  the  ruling  of  the  Judicial  Council  we  have  come 
to  know  that  unless  and  until  each  Annual  Conference,  which  is  declared  as  the 
basic  body,  decides  and  gets  an  aggregate  vote  which  again  will  be  approved  by 
the  Central  Conference,  no  individual  conference  or  any  one  Central  Conference 
could  make  such  a  decision,  and  so  I  strongly  oppose  this.  This  should  be  studied 
by  each  Annual  Conference,  approved  by  two-thirds  vote,  be  recommended  to  the 
Central  Conference,  and  when  the  Central  Conference  by  two-thirds  vote 
approves,  then  the  petition  comes  to  the  General  Conference.  And  so  one 
individual  cannot  pass  such  a  motion,  one  Annual  Conference  cannot  set  such 
tradition.  And  so  I  strongly  oppose  this  motion. 

The  Chair  noted  that  the  time  set  for  adjournment  had  been 
reached.  There  was  a  motion  to  extend  the  time  to  complete 
action  on  the  report  which  was  before  the  Conference,  and  the 
time  was  extended. 

WilUam  V.  S.  Tubman,  Jr.  (Liberia)  spoke  against  the  motion. 

Bishop  Borgen:  I  have  first  a  question  pertaining  to  this  motion  itself.  There's 
a  fact  that  Bishop  Zunguze,  his  bishop,  spoke  differently.  Secondly,  I  would  like 
to  pose  a  question  whether  he  speaks  for  himself  or  if  he  has  an  official  position  of 
his  conference  behind  him.  I  see  it  this  way — that  if  the  church  in  Mozambique 
had  wanted  this,  they  could  have  asked  for  an  enabling  act  at  this  time, 
conditional  enabling  act,  whidi  they  have  not  done. 

No  such  proposition  has  been  before  us,  and  therefore  I  will  question  the 
propriety  of  this  whole  motion  at  the  present  time  because  I  do  not  know  the 
background  of  it. 

Now  in  terms  of  the  decision  of  the  committee,  there  were  quite  a  few.  First  of 
all,  this  proposition  of  this  petition  gives  blanket  authority  to  a  small  committee  of 
a  few  members — I  am  a  member  of  it — but  I  feel  very  uneasy  about  this.  It  means 
that  the  General  Conference  has  taken  out  of  deciding  a  very,  very  vital 
connectional  matter  and  delegating  its  authority  to  a  small  body  as  our  committee 
is. 

Secondly,  was  the  question  raised  by  the  person  from  India.  The  Judicial 
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Council  has  very  clearly  defined  the  proper  procedure  for  this  kind  of  thing.  A 
decision  by  the  Central  Conferences  ratified  by  the  Annual  Conferences,  and 
unless  this  is  done,  they  have  declared  a  procedure  unconstitutional.  It  was  one  of 
the  reasons  why  we  did  not  find  this  acceptable. 

Thirdly,  the  present  legislation  seems  to  be  sufficient  even  in  a  crisis.  In  this 
way  that  we  have  the  machinery  through  the  committee  who  can  prepare 
everything  except  the  enabling  action  in  conjunction  with  the  conference  or 
conferences  involved.  At  the  same  time  we  have  other  paragraphs  pertaining  to 
Central  Conferences,  which  gives  the  Central  Conferences  authority  or  mandate 
to  adjust  its  organization,  its  life  according  to  the  laws  of  the  land.  And  it  seems  to 
me  here  that  we  should  not  confuse  national  legal  situations  with  ecclesiastical 
legal  situations.  It  appears  that  there  is  a  confusion  here. 

It  is  quite  possible  to  be  legally  in  connection  with  The  United  Methodist 
Church  in  terms  of  the  law  of  the  land  to  be  a  separate  entity.  We  have  several 
areas  of  our  Church  functioning  that  way  already  in  Europe,  among  other  places. 
For  these  reasons  and  also  the  vote  taken,  I  brought  it  back  to  the  committee  for 
reconsideration  and  they  reaffirmed  the  present  vote.  And  I  have  no  other  choice 
than  to  bring  back  the  nonconcurrence  vote  in  this  case.  In  other  words,  we  find 
that  if  they  want  a  remedy,  they  should  ask  for  it  straight  and  have  a  decision  in 
the  General  Conference.  Secondly,  it  should  be  made  by  the  proper  authorities 
given  in  the  Discipline.  And  thirdly,  we  find  that  we  have  present  legislation  that 
we  could  be  able  to  handle  the  situation  in  a  crisis  situation  if  necessary. 

Mr.  Bahule's  amendment  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  defeated. 
Report  No.  11  was  adopted  (see  page  1985). 

Adjournment 

Mr.  Hodapp,  Committee  on  Calendar,  made  an  announcement, 
after  which  he  moved  that  the  evening  plenary  session  convene  at 
7  p.m.  The  motion  was  adopted.  Bishop  Finger  offered  a  closing 
prayer,  and  the  session  was  adjourned. 


TENTH  DAY,  FRIDAY,  MAY  7,  1976 
EVENING  SESSION 

Opening — Bishop  D wight  E.  Loder 

Pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  convened  in  the  evening  session  of  the 
tenth  day,  Friday,  May  7,  1976,  at  7  p.m.  in  the  Memorial 
Coliseum,  Portland,  Oregon,  with  Bishop  Dwight  E.  Loder, 
Michigan  Area,  presiding. 

Carlton  Young  led  the  Conference  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn, 
"We  Gather  Together." 

Bishop  Loder:  Martin  Luther  one  time  said,  "This  is  going  to  be  an  especially 
busy  day  so  I  must  spend  more  time  than  usual  at  prayer."  This  is  going  to  be  an 
especially  busy  evening,  and  it  is  suitable  that  we  spend  a  few  more  moments  than 
usual  at  prayer. 

I  want  to  create  a  setting.  I  served  a  church  which  had  a  beautiful,  tall  spire  at 
the  very  center  of  it.  Before  every  service  I  spent  some  time  alone.  I  would 
visualize  myself  as  suspended  above  the  spire  looking  down  on  the  congregation 
gathered  and  identifying  them  one  by  one  as  I  knew  them,  and  then  I  would 
visualize  where  they  had  come  from.  Then  I  would  attempt  to  visualize  how  the 
influence  of  that  gathered  congregation  would  radiate  out  from  that  house  of 
worship. 

Tonight  I  want  to  spend  a  few  moments  suspended  in  my  imagination  above 
this  auditorium  looking  at  each  one  of  you  trying  to  imagine  where  you  have  come 
from  and  attempting  to  feel  something  of  the  influence  that  will  radiate  out  from 
this  place.  We  are  going  to  spend  a  few  moments  in  absolute  silence  after  I  tell 
you  the  thing  that  is  deepest  in  my  heart  tonight.  And,  perhaps,  if  I  share  it  with 
you  I  will  not  be  preoccupied  with  it,  and  I  wish  we  could  hear  from  you  the  thing 
deepest  in  your  heart,  but  it  is  more  important  that  God  can  hear  from  both  of  us. 

Last  night,  ten  minutes  after  ten,  I  received  word  that  Lewis  Redmond  and  his 
wife  Norma  lost  a  son.  Lewis  Redmond  has  been  in  a  downtown  church  in  Detroit 
for  over  twenty  years,  because  he  has  wanted  to  be  there.  He  has  carried  on  an 
effective  ministry  in  an  area  of  Detroit  where  I  am  afraid  to  walk  alone.  Last 
night  his  son,  twenty-two  years  of  age,  went  to  see  a  young  man  who  had  dropped 
out  of  the  church  and  was  pushing  guns,  to  see  if  he  couldn't  get  him  to  come  back. 
He  knocked  on  the  apartment  door.  When  the  door  was  opened,  he  was  shot  twice 
through  the  heart  before  he  knew  what  had  happened.  When  James  Bristah,  his 
superintendent,  and  I  talked  to  him  and  Norma  last  night,  both  of  them  said,  "I 
thank  God  he  died  in  the  service  of  our  Master."  That  helps  me  to  be  in 
perspective  tonight. 

This  is  a  time  when  we  are  in  the  service  of  the  Master.  It  is  no  time  to  feel 
sorry  for  ourselves;  it  is  a  time  for  us  to  come  together  now,  to  complete  the 
business  of  this,  one  of  the  great  General  Conferences  of  the  Church.  We  want  to 
do  it  with  dignity,  we  want  to  do  it  with  serenity,  we  want  to  do  it  with  clarity,  we 
want  to  do  it  in  the  spirit  of  our  Lord  and  Master  Jesus  Christ. 

And  so  for  a  moment  now  think  about  Lew  and  Norma  Redmond  with  me,  and 
then  let  your  mind  wander.  See  us  together  as  the  community,  for  that  is  what  we 
are,  a  gathered  community,  let  us  never  forget  that,  that  is  why  we  are  here.  Let 
us  pray. 
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Our  Father,  hear  our  prayers.  Let  us  so  conduct  ourselves  and  this  business 
that  even  a  casual  visitor  who  chances  by  will  say  of  us,  surely  God  is  in  this  place, 
and  those  who  are  here  know  it.  Amen. 


Bishop  Loder  made  an  additional  statement  regarding  the 
manner  in  which  he  intended  to  apply  parliamentary  procedure 
during  this  last  plenary  session  of  the  Conference.  He  expressed 
the  hope  that  the  Conference  could  spend  its  time  debating  the 
issues  rather  than  on  procedural  matters.  He  explained  that 
there  would  be  times  when,  with  the  consent  of  the  Conference, 
he  would  shortcut  some  parliamentary  procedures,  but  asked 
that  it  be  called  to  his  attention  if  any  delegate  felt  he  was  being 
unfair. 

Committee  on  Calendar 

Leroy  C.  Hodapp  (South  Indiana),  chairman,  reported  on 
behalf  of  the  committee.  He  moved  that  all  calendar  items  for 
concurrence,  with  no  negative  votes  in  the  legislative  committee, 
be  combined  in  one  comprehensive  motion  for  concurrence,  to  be 
presented  later  in  this  evening  session.  He  called  attention  to  a 
sheet  which  had  been  distributed  to  delegates  containing  the 
calendar  numbers,  by  committee,  of  reports  which  had  received 
no  negative  votes  in  the  legislative  committees.  He  explained 
that  the  list  for  each  committee  had  been  prepared  by  that 
committee's  chairperson,  and  that  this  had  been  done  in  response 
to  the  motion  presented  by  William  P.  Bailey  (Memphis)  at  the 
close  of  the  Thursday  evening  session  (see  pages  491-492).  Mr. 
Hodapp  stressed  that  the  motion  he  had  just  introduced  was  not  a 
motion  to  concur  in  these  reports  at  this  time  but  only  to  affirm  the 
process.  He  also  explained  the  process  by  which  delegates  could 
seek  to  have  items  removed  from  the  list  and  considered 
individually,  and  that  this  could  occur  later  in  the  evening  at  the 
time  the  motion  for  concurrence  with  the  list  was  presented.  Mr. 
Hodapp' s  motion  was  adopted  (see  below,  pages  558-564). 

Mr.  Hodapp  then  moved  that  all  calendar  items  which  called 
for  referral  to  various  boards  and  agencies  of  the  church  without 
recommendation  be  so  referred.  He  called  attention  to  a  second 
list  which  had  been  distributed  to  delegates  containing  the 
calendar  numbers  of  reports  in  this  category.  The  Chair  asked 
Mr.  Hodapp  to  clarify  that  the  motion  now  before  the  Conference 
would  refer  these  reports,  and  that  there  would  be  no  further 
action  on  them.  Mr.  Hodapp  confirmed  that  this  was  the  case. 
The  motion  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Hodapp  called  for  reports  from  the  Legislative  Committee 
on  Conferences,  Bruce  Blake  (Kansas  West),  chairman. 
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Committee  on  Independent  Commissions,  Report  No.  32, 
Calendar  No.  295 — ^Reconsideration 

Mr.  Blake  called  attention  to  this  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Independent  Commissions  and  moved  reconsideration  of  it.  He 
explained  that  the  report  (see  pages  457, 1846)  was  in  conflict  with 
existing  legislation  governing  the  composition  of  certain  annual 
conference  agencies.  He  stated  that  he  had  been  in  consultation 
with  the  chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Independent  Commis- 
sions, and  that  he  was  in  agreement  that  the  report  should  be 
reconsidered.  The  motion  to  reconsider  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Blake  moved  to  amend  the  proposed  legislation  by 
inserting  the  words  "Insofar  as  possible"  at  the  beginning  of  the 
sentence.  The  report  was  amended  and  adopted. 

Committee  on  Conferences,  Report  No.  124,  Calendar  No. 
1020 

Mr.  Blake  presented  the  report,  which  was  on  the  subject, 
"Annual  Conference  Responsibility  for  Program  Functions";  the 
report  was  in  the  form  of  legislative  committee  recommendations 
to  legislation  proposed  by  the  general  program  agencies  and 
printed  in  an  advance  edition  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate. 
He  presented  corrections  to  the  printed  report,  and  it  was 
adopted  (see  page  1325). 

Report  No.  125,  Calendar  No.  1021 

Mr.  Blake  presented  the  report,  consisting  of  a  recommenda- 
tion of  concurrence  with  proposals  of  the  general  agencies  on 
legislation  for  the  Book  of  Discipline,  Part  IV,  Chapter  Six,  "The 
Conferences,"  as  printed  in  an  advance  edition  of  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate,  except  as  it  may  have  been  otherwise 
amended  or  deleted  by  General  Conference  action.  In  order  to 
avoid  contradictions,  Mr.  Blake  listed  the  paragraph  numbers 
covered  by  this  report,  as  they  were  numbered  in  the  advance 
edition,  as  follows:  601-612,  620-642,  650-652,  660-667,  680-683, 
702-704,  726,  754,  756,  and  757.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page 
1337). 

Report  No.  94,  Calendar  No.  989 

Mr.  Blake  presented  the  report,  which  was  in  the  form  of 
amendments  to  legislation  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Discipleship 
to  govern  the  office  of  conference  lay  leader.  The  report  was 
adopted  (see  page  1313). 

Report  No.  84  (Majority  and  Minority  Reports);  Calendar 
Nos.  339,  987 

Mr.  Blake  pointed  out  that  the  majority  report  contained  a 
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simple  recommendation  of  nonconcurrence,  but  that  it  was  the 
minority  report  which  contained  a  substantive  recommendation. 
He  asked  that  Oscar  Garza,  IV  (Rio  Grande)  be  recognized  to 
present  the  minority  report,  a  resolution  calUng  for  two 
additional  delegates  to  General  Conference  for  each  of  seven 
conferences  now  represented  by  only  two  delegates  each.  The 
Chair  asked  the  Conference  to  indicate  its  willingness  to  hear  the 
minority  report,  and  it  was  voted  to  hear  it.  Mr.  Garza  moved 
that  the  minority  report,  Calendar  No.  987,  be  referred  to  the 
General  Council  on  Ministries  for  study  and  report  back  at  the 
1980  General  Conference.  The  motion  was  adopted  (see  page 
1310). 

Report  No.  102  (Majority  and  Minority  Reports);  Calendar 
Nos.  997,  998 

Mr.  Blake  presented  the  report,  deaUng  with  the  membership 
of  the  District  Conference,  and  called  on  Jerry  G.  Bray,  Jr. 
(Virginia)  for  the  presentation  of  the  mmority  report.  He  spoke 
briefly  for  the  majority  report,  according  to  which  the  members 
of  the  District  Conference  would  be  as  determined  by  the  Annual 
Conference.  Mr.  Bray  spoke  in  support  of  the  minority  report. 
The  Chair  called  for  the  perfecting  of  the  majority  report,  but  no 
one  sought  to  speak  or  offer  amendments  to  it.  Opportunity  was 
likewise  given  for  the  perfecting  of  the  minority  report,  but  there 
were  no  speeches  or  amendments  related  to  it.  The  question  of 
whether  to  substitute  the  minority  report  for  the  majority  report 
was  put  to  a  vote,  and  it  was  not  substituted.  The  majority  report 
was  adopted  (see  page  1317). 

Report  No.  90  (Majority  and  Minority  Reports);  Calendar 

Nos.  873,  988 

Mr.  Blake  indicated  that  Michael  Watson  (South  Carolina) 
would  present  the  minority  report  at  the  appropriate  time.  Mr. 
Blake  introduced  the  majority  report  and  explained  that  it  was  a 
constitutional  matter.  The  petition  to  which  the  report  was 
related  called  for  the  addition  of  the  word  "sex"  to  the  phrase 
"regardless  of  race  or  status"  in  Pars.  15.1,  .14  of  the 
Constitution;  the  majority  report  recommended  nonconcurrence. 
Mr.  Watson  spoke  briefly  in  support  of  the  minority  report, 
which  recommended  amending  the  Constitution  by  adding  the 
word  "sex"  as  requested  in  the  petition. 

Leonard  Slutz  (West  Ohio):  I  do  not  wish  to  oppose  the  minority  report,  but  I 
call  your  attention  to  a  very  serious  legal  problem.  If  we  write  into  our 
Constitution  that  there  may  be  no  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  sex,  much  of  the 
legislation  we  already  have  in  the  Discipline  would  be  under  .  .  .  might  very  well 
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be  unconstitutional  because  it  does  prescribe  that  women  shall  be  put  in  those 
places,  which  means  there  is  discrimination  on  basis  of  sex. 

We  had  this  very  problem  at  the  Uniting  Conference  in  Dallas  in  1968,  and  the 
Interim  Judicial  Council  said  that  if  you  have  a  provision,  there  may  be  no 
discrimination  on  the  basis  of  race,  then  you  may  not  mandate  that  people  be  in 
certain  places  because  of  race,  and  so  you  will  notice  that  our  Discipline  is  pretty 
carefully  written  in  that  regard.  It  says,  "It  is  recommended,"  or  "It  is  urged," 
that  there  be  ethnic  minority,  but  it  does  not  say,  "There  shall  be,"  ethnic 
minority.  If  this  amendment  were  to  prevail,  much  of  the  legislation  that  we  have 
that  says  there  shall  be  women  here,  and  women  there,  women  in  the  Women's 
Division  and  that  sort  of  thing  might  well  be  unconstitutional. 

Louise  Branscomb  (North  Alabama)  asked  a  question  about 
the  relationship  of  Mr.  Slutz's  observation  to  an  earUer  action  of 
the  Conference  creating  a  United  Methodist  Men's  organization. 
The  Chair  pointed  out  that  that  action  had  not  been  a 
constitutional  amendment. 

Beverly  J.  Anderson  (Southern  California- Arizona)  moved  to 
amend  the  report  so  that  Par.  15.14  would  read:  "To  secure  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  membership  in  all  agencies,  programs 
and  institutions  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  the  commitment  of  The  United  Methodist  Church 
to  ethnic,  racial,  and  sexual  inclusiveness."  She  spoke  in  support 
of  her  amendment.  Ms.  Anderson's  amendment  was  defeated. 

Mr.  Watson  made  a  final  statement  in  support  of  the  minority 
report,  but  it  was  defeated.  The  majority  report  was  adopted 
(see  page  1312). 

Committee  on  Conferences — ^Reports  Withdrawn 

Mr.  Blake  announced  that,  because  of  action  at  the  afternoon 
session  on  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Central  Conference 
Affairs,  the  Committee  on  Conferences  wished  to  withdraw  the 
following  reports:  Report  No.  74,  Calendar  No.  189;  Report  No. 
88,  Calendar  No.  871;  Report  No.  89,  Calendar  No.  872.  The 
Chair  stated  that  this  did  not  require  action  by  the  Conference. 

Question  on  Report  No.  125,  Calendar  No.  1021 

Harvey  L.  Watson  (North  Carolina)  called  attention  to  a 
recommended  disciplinary  paragraph  numbered  721,  proposed  by 
the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Ministry  and  printed  in  an 
advance  edition  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate.  He  noted  that, 
earlier  in  the  Conference,  when  another  legislative  committee 
had  sought  to  recommend  action  on  this  legislation,  it  had  been 
tabled  pending  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Higher  Education 
and  Ministry.  He  stated  that  he  had  understood  that  Mr.  Blake 
had  now  included  it  in  the  matters  adopted  in  the  omnibus 
recommendation  in  Report  No.   125,  Calendar  No.   1021.  Mr. 
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Blake  replied  that  that  paragraph  was  not  among  the  items 
included  in  Calendar  No.  1021. 

Statement  Related  to  Report  No.  84,  Calendar  No.  987 

John  Chittum  (East  Ohio)  explained  that  a  delegate  had  sought 
to  be  recognized  in  connection  with  action  on  Calendar  No.  987 
(see  above,  page  532)  and  asked  if  it  would  be  possible  to  recognize 
him  now  for  two  minutes.  The  request  was  granted  by  vote  of  the 
Conference. 

Gustav  Soiland  (Norway)  explained  that  he  had  wished  to 
amend  Calendar  No.  987  to  provide  that  every  annual  conference 
would  be  entitled  to  at  least  two  ministerial  and  two  lay  delegates 
to  the  General  Conference.  The  Chair  suggested  that,  inasmuch 
as  this  matter  had  been  referred  to  the  General  Council  on 
Ministries  for  study,  Mr.  Soiland  should  present  his  concerns  to 
a  representative  of  that  council.  Mr.  Soiland  moved  that  his 
suggestion  also  be  referred  to  that  council,  and  the  motion  was 
adopted. 

Legislative  Committee  on  Local  Church 

Mr.  Hodapp,  Committee  on  Calendar,  called  for  the  presenta- 
tion of  reports  by  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Local  Church, 
Woodrow  Seals  (Texas),  chairman. 

Report  No.  44,  Calendar  No.  609 

Mr.  Seals  asked  to  make  an  editorial  change  in  this  report, 
which  had  been  considered  earUer  by  the  Conference  (see  page 
459).  He  asked  that  the  word  "Indian,"  in  section  2  of  the 
resolution,  be  changed  to  "Native  American";  the  change  was 
approved. 

Statement  Regarding  Remaining  Reports 

Mr.  Seals  explained  that  he  and  Hector  Navas,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Independent  Commissions,  had  met  and  had 
reconciled  differences  on  all  matters  which  had  been  referred  to 
both  committees  except  two.  He  introduced  the  subcommittee 
chairpersons  who  would  be  reporting  on  behalf  of  the  Committee 
on  Local  Church. 

Report  No.  40,  Calendar  No.  605 

William  B.  Oden  (Oklahoma)  presented  the  report;  he 
explained  that  it  was  an  amendment  to  Par.  129.4  (1972  Book  of 
Discipline)  governing  the  process  by  which  members  are 
removed  by  Charge  Conference  action.  The  report  was  adopted 
(see  page  1654). 
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Question  on  Earlier  Report 

Ralph  B.  Huston  (Florida)  asked  a  question  related  to  a  report 
adopted  earlier  in  the  session.  The  Chair  asked  that  he  hold  his 
question  until  after  the  time  segment  assigned  to  the  Committee 
on  the  Local  Church  was  completed. 

Committee  on  Local  Church,  Report  No.  16,  Calendar  No. 
581 

Robert  C.  Morgan  (North  Alabama)  presented  the  report,  on 
the  subject  "Coordinator  of  Young  Adult  Ministries,"  and  it  was 
adopted  (see  page  1638). 

Report  No.  27,  Calendar  No.  592 

Mr.  Morgan  presented  the  report,  entitled  "Young  Adult 
Ministry,"  and  indicated  that  there  was  an  amendment  to  be 
presented  to  it.  Marilyn  Roberts  (North  Georgia)  moved  to 
amend  the  proposed  legislation  contained  in  the  report  by  adding 
the  following  sentence:  "A  cooperative  approach  to  young  adult 
ministries  with  other  churches,  denominations,  community 
organizations  and  groups  shall  be  encouraged  as  a  valid  outreach 
ministry  of  the  local  United  Methodist  church."  Mr.  Morgan 
accepted  the  amendment  on  behalf  of  the  committee,  and  it  was 
approved  by  the  Conference.  The  report  was  adopted  as 
amended  (see  page  1646). 

Report  No.  18,  Calendar  No.  583 

Mr.  Morgan  presented  the  report,  which  recommended 
amending  and  adopting  legislation  submitted  by  the  Board  of 
Discipleship  governing  the  responsibilities  of  the  work  area 
chairperson  of  education.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page 
1639). 

Report  No.  19,  Calendar  No.  584 

Mr.  Morgan  presented  the  report,  explaining  that  it  recom- 
mended approval  of  amendments  to  the  legislation  governing  the 
responsibiUties  of  the  work  area  chairperson  on  evangelism;  the 
report  was  adopted  (see  page  1640). 

Report  No.  22,  Calendar  No.  587 

Mr.  Morgan  explained  that  this  report  was  similar  to  the 
previous  one,  except  that  it  dealt  with  the  work  area  chairperson 
on  stewardship;  the  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1642). 

Report  No.  25,  Calendar  No.  590 

Mr.  Morgan  explained  that  the  report  contained  legislation  for 
a  new  local  church  work  area  chairperson  on  religion  and  race. 
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Porter  Womeldorff  (Central  Illinois):  In  the  interest  of  time  I  won't  read  my 
prepared  statement,  but  we  are  preparing  to  mandate  three  additional  structures 
for  the  local  church.  I  sense  in  our  conference  a  satisfaction  with  the  present 
structure  and  a  literal  plea  to  the  General  Conference  not  to  add  to  the  mandatory 
local  church  structure.  Sensitization  can  come  through  the  elected  connectional 
representatives  and  appointed  connectional  representatives,  and  we  don't 
structure  for  the  purpose  of  sensitization. 

The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1644). 

Report  No.  28,  Calendar  No.  593  (see  page  1646) 

Mr.  Morgan  presented  the  report,  consisting  of  new  legislation 
for  United  Methodist  Men  in  the  local  church. 

Sam  N.  Varnell,  Jr.  (Holston):  Mr.  Chairman,  I  rise  to  oppose  the  idea  of 
mandating  a  United  Methodist  Men's  organization  in  every  local  church.  I  served 
many  years  of  my  life  as  pastor  of  circuits,  and  the  idea  of  having  to  organize  in 
each  of  those  churches  a  United  Methodist  Men's  group  is  purely  an  encumbrance; 
it's  an  imposition  in  terms  of  structure  that  I  feel  we  should  avoid.  And  I  would 
hope  that  we  could  make  this  permissible  and  not  require  such  an  organization  in 
every  church  or  every  charge. 

Richard  B.  Wilke  (Kansas  West)  moved  to  amend  the  first 
sentence  of  the  proposed  Par.  254.4a  by  changing  the  word 
"shall"  to  "may."  Charles  E.  Hefley  (North  Indiana)  made  a 
statement  regarding  the  report;  Mr.  Morgan  responded. 

William  B.  Oden  (Oklahoma)  moved  as  a  substitute  for  the 
amendment,  that  the  words  "It  is  recommended  that"  be  inserted 
at  the  beginning  of  the  proposed  Par.  254.4a;  he  moved  to  further 
amend  the  legislation  by  inserting  a  new  Par.  254.4c(4).  Mr. 
Oden  indicated  he  had  additional  amendments  to  propose,  and 
the  Chair  asked  that  those  be  held  unless  they  were  related  to  the 
ones  he  had  already  presented.  The  Chair  further  suggested  that 
the  two  amendments  Mr.  Oden  had  read  be  included  in  one 
motion.  H.  Dan  Rice  (North  Georgia)  called  attention  to 
proposed  Par.  254. 4d  and  suggested  that  because  of  it,  it  was 
unnecessary  to  change  the  word  "shall"  in  the  first  sentence  of 
Par.  254.4a.  Mr.  Oden  attempted  to  reply,  but  the  Chair  ruled 
that  he  was  not  in  order.  Doris  M.  Handy  (Western  Pennsyl- 
vania) spoke  in  favor  of  the  committee  language  and  against  the 
amendment  and  the  substitute. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  amendment  and  the  related 
substitute  were  proving  to  be  controversial,  the  Chair  suggested 
that  the  Conference  act  on  them  separately  from  Mr.  Oden's 
second  amendment.  Mr.  Morgan  made  a  final  statement  on 
behalf  of  the  committee.  Mr.  Oden's  substitute  was  defeated.  Mr. 
Wilke's  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  Chair  then  called  for  action  on  Mr.  Oden's  second 
amendment;  it  called  for  the  addition  of  a  new  Par.  254.4c(4)  and 
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the  renumbering  of  subsequent  subsections.  The  addition  would 
read  as  follows:  "(4)  To  encourage  knowledge  of  and  support  for 
the  total  mission  of  The  United  Methodist  Church."  Mr.  Morgan 
indicated  the  willingness  of  the  committee  to  accept  the 
amendment,  and  it  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Oden  then  moved  to  amend  the  newly  renumbered  Par. 
254.4c(5)  by  deleting  "personal"  and  "especially  among  men  and 
boys,"  and  by  adding  the  words,  "by  sharing  the  fullness  of  the 
gospel  in  its  personal  and  social  dimensions."  Mr.  Morgan  stated 
that  the  committee  was  willing  to  accept  the  amendment,  and  it 
was  adopted. 

Dale  F.  DeLong  (West  Ohio)  moved  to  amend  the  proposed 
legislation  by  substituting  the  following  for  proposed  Par.  254. 4e: 
"The  duly  appointed  pastor  of  the  church  shall  be  an  ex-officio 
member."  He  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment.  Marilynn 
Mabee  (Southern  California-Arizona)  spoke  against  it.  The 
amendment  was  defeated. 

Torrey  A.  Kaatz  (West  Ohio)  asked  to  hear  an  additional 
amendment  which  Mr.  Oden  wished  to  propose.  Mr.  Oden  moved 
to  amend  the  proposed  legislation  by  inserting  a  new  Par. 
254.4c(6),  which  would  read  as  follows:  "(6)  To  clarify  and  speak 
to  the  identity  and  role  of  men  in  contemporary  society."  Mr. 
Morgan  expressed  the  wilUngness  of  the  committee  to  accept  the 
amendment,  and  it  was  adopted. 

The  report  was  adopted  as  amended  (see  page  1646). 

Report  No.  15,  Calendar  No.  580 

Mr.  Morgan  presented  the  report,  dealing  with  membership  of 
the  local  church  Council  on  Ministries.  It  was  adopted  (see  page 
1637). 

Committee  on  Independent  Commissions  Reports 

Paul  E.  Myers  (Central  Pennsylvania)  explained  that  he  would 
be  presenting  a  group  of  reports  from  the  Legislative  Committee 
on  Independent  Commissions,  and  that  these  were  the  reports  to 
which  Mr.  Seals  had  referred  (see  above,  pages  524, 535)  as  having 
been  cleared  for  action  by  consultation  between  that  committee 
and  the  Committee  on  Local  Church. 

Committee  on  Independent  Commissions,  Report  No.  52, 
Calendar  No.  514 

Mr.  Myers  presented  the  report  and  explained  that  it  was  in 
agreement  with  Committee  on  Local  Church  Report  No.  49, 
which  had  already  been  adopted  (see  page  1660).  Calendar  No.  514 
was  adopted  (see  below,  page  544). 
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Committee  on  Independent  Commissions,  Report  No.  53, 
Calendar  No.  515 

Mr.  Myers  stated  that  the  report  was  included  in  Committee 
on  Local  Church  Report  No.  14,  Calendar  No.  579,  and  that  the 
Committee  on  Local  Church  would  accept  the  recommendations 
in  the  Independent  Commissions  report. 

James  W.  Turner  (Virginia)  moved  to  amend  the  report  by 
deleting  the  words  "one  youth"  in  the  provisions  for  membership 
of  the  Pastor-Parish  Relations  Committee.  He  spoke  in  support 
of  his  amendment.  The  Chair  asked  for  clarification  on  the 
amendment,  and  Mr.  7'?^r?ier  responded.  Charles  H.  Stewart,  III 
(Florida)  spoke  in  opposition  to  it.  The  Chair  asked  if  the 
Conference  was  ready  to  vote  the  previous  question,  and  it  was 
voted.  Mr.  Myers  made  a  final  statement  against  the  amendment 
on  behalf  of  the  Committee.  The  amendment  was  defeated. 

Jerome  K.  Del  Pino  (Southern  New  England)  moved  to  amend 
the  proposed  legislation  so  that  the  provision  for  a  youth  member 
of  the  Pastor-Parish  Relations  Committee  would  be  in  the  form  of 
a  recommendation.  The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Arthur  B.  Oot,  Jr.  (Northern  New  York)  spoke  in  opposition  to 
a  provision  in  the  legislation  as  originally  submitted  by  the 
Commission  on  the  Status  and  Role  of  Women,  which  would 
require  the  provision  of  health,  life,  and  pension  benefits  for  local 
church  lay  employees,  including  part-time.  Erwin  H.  Schwiebert 
(Oregon-Idaho)  pointed  out  that  the  provision  to  which  Mr.  Oot 
was  objecting  had  already  been  deleted  by  the  Legislative 
Committee  on  Independent  Commissions.  Calendar  No.  515  was 
adopted  as  amended  (see  page  1857). 

Committee  on  Independent  Commissions,  Report  No.  54, 
Calendar  No.  516 

Mr.  Myers  reported  that  the  recommendation  contained  in  this 
item,  that  one-half  of  the  membership  of  the  local  church 
Committee  on  Finance  be  women,  was  in  direct  conflict  with  a 
Committee  on  Local  Church  report  which  would  be  presented 
shortly.  He  stated  that  the  Committee  on  Local  Church  would 
recommend  that  the  Conference  vote  nonconcurrence  on  this 
report.  The  Conference  voted  nonconcurrence  on  Calendar  No. 
516  (see  page  1857). 

Committee  on  Independent  Commissions,  Report  No.  55, 
Calendar  No.  517 

Mr.  Myers  explained  that  the  report  would  provide  for  local 
church  Boards  of  Trustees  to  have  approximately  one-half 
women  in  their  membership,  and  that  this  would  be  in  conflict 
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with  earlier  Conference  action  on  Committee  on  Local  Church 
Report  No.  49,  Calendar  No.  614.  He  stated  that  the  Committee 
on  Local  Church  recommendation  would  be  to  vote  nonconcur- 
rence  on  this  report.  The  Conference  voted  nonconcurrence  on 
Calendar  No.  517  (see  page  1858). 

Committee  on  Local  Church,  Report  No.  35,  Calendar  No. 
600 

Mr.  Myers  stated  that  the  committee  recommendation  on  this 
report,  dealing  with  Charge  Conference  acceptance  of  general 
fund  apportionments,  was  that  it  be  referred  to  the  General 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The  referral  recommen- 
dation was  approved  (see  page  1652). 

Report  No.  53,  Calendar  No.  656 

Mr.  Myers  presented  the  report,  consisting  of  new  legislation 
governing  the  local  church  Committee  on  Finance,  and  it  was 
adopted  (see  page  1668). 

Report  No.  56,  Calendar  No.  659 

Mr.  Myers  explained  that  the  petitions  to  which  this  report 
were  related  dealt  with  possible  administrative  board  member- 
ship for  associate  members,  affiliate  members,  and  ministerial 
members  on  special  appointment;  he  stated  that  the  committee 
was  not  actually  in  disagreement  with  the  petitions  but  beUeved 
them  to  be  in  conflict  with  a  Judicial  Council  decision.  Based  on 
this  judgment  the  committee  recommended  nonconcurrence  and 
referral  to  the  Board  of  Discipleship  for  study.  The  recommenda- 
tion was  adopted  (see  page  1670). 

Report  No.  51,  Calendar  No.  617 

Mr.  Myers  presented  the  report,  which  was  on  the  subject, 
"Co-pastorates."  He  stated  that  the  committee  recommended 
nonconcurrence  with  the  petition  to  which  the  report  related, 
because  it  believed  the  present  disciplinary  language  of  Par. 
106.1  to  be  adequate. 

Objections  to  Procedure 

Hazel  Decker  (Texas)  questioned  why  a  report  which  she 
identified  as  Calendar  No.  504  had  been  referred  to  the  General 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The  Chair  replied  that 
she  had  misunderstood,  that  504  had  been  a  page  number  rather 
than  a  calendar  item  number. 

Kim  Brown  (Memphis)  objected  to  the  procedure  whereby  the 
Conference  had  been  voting  on  legislation  recommended  by  the 
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Legislative  Committee  on  Independent  Commissions  without  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  having  opportunity  to  present  or 
speak  on  it.  He  noted  that  the  Conference  had  voted  nonconcurr- 
ence  on  certain  of  that  committee's  reports  without  hearing  from 
its  chairman.  The  Chair  replied  that  the  reports  in  question  had 
been  referred  to  two  committees,  that  the  two  chairpersons  had 
conferred  on  them,  and  that  the  presenter  of  the  reports  was 
representing  both. 

Report  No.  51 — Consideration  Resumed 

Charles  H.  Stewart,  III  (Florida)  asked  a  question  regarding 
the  reporting  of  the  vote  on  Report  No.  51;  Mr.  Myers 
responded.  Phyllis  Tyler  Wayman  (Southern  California- 
Arizona)  moved  to  amend  the  report  so  that  the  last  portion  of 
Par.  106.1  would  read  as  follows:  ".  .  .  to  which  a  minister  or 
ministers  may  be  duly  appointed  or  appointable  as  pastor  or 
co-pastors  in  charge."  She  spoke  in  support  of  her  amendment. 
William  C.  Vaughan  (Virginia)  spoke  against  it.  Walter  B. 
Rutland  (Florida)  spoke  in  favor  of  it.  J.  Spurgeon  McCartt 
(Holston)  spoke  against  it.  Mr.  Myers  declined  the  opportunity  to 
make  a  final  statement  on  behalf  of  the  committee.  P.  Boyd 
Mather  (Iowa)  again  questioned  the  recording  of  the  committee 
vote  as  it  appeared  in  the  printed  report;  the  Chair  replied  that 
the  vote  of  the  committee  had  been  a  nonconcurrence  vote.  The 
Assistant  Secretary  read  the  amendment.  It  was  defeated.  The 
report  was  adopted  as  printed  (see  page  1662). 

(Secretary's  note:  In  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  the 
committee  vote  on  this  report  was  shown  as  "For  16;  Against  56; 
Not  Voting  0."  Based  on  the  wording  of  the  report  and  the 
Chair's  response  to  Mr.  Mather's  question,  the  record  of  the 
committee  vote  as  printed  in  this  Journal  is  shown  as  "For  56; 
Against  16;  Not  Voting  0.") 

Report  No.  47,  Calendar  No.  612 

Mr.  Myers  called  on  Melvin  M.  Finkheiner  (Pacific  Northwest) 
for  the  presentation  of  the  report;  it  consisted  of  legislation 
calhng  for  local  church  building  committees  to  insure  that  steps 
are  taken  to  obtain  the  services  of  female  and  minority  skilled 
persons  in  construction  projects  under  their  direction.  Mr. 
Finkheiner  explained  the  committee  recommendation. 

James  W.  Turner  (Virginia)  moved  to  amend  the  report  by 
substituting  the  words  "are  urged  to  take  steps"  for  "shall  insure 
that  adequate  steps  are  taken."  He  spoke  in  support  of  his 
amendment.  Forrest  C.  Stith  (Baltimore)  spoke  against  it. 
Robert   Albrecht   (Northern    Illinois)   spoke   in   favor   of  the 
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amendment,  stating  that  without  it  the  legislation  would  be 
impossible  to  implement  in  farming  communities  where  there 
were  no  minorities.  Joseph  G.  Stapleton  (Peninsula)  observed 
that  the  last  sentence  of  the  proposed  legislation  negated  Mr. 
Albrecht's  argument.  Mr.  Finkbeiner  made  a  final  statement  on 
behalf  of  the  committee.  The  amendment  was  defeated. 

Charles  E.  Hefley  (North  Indiana)  asked  a  question;  the  Chair 
responded.  Report  No.  47  was  adopted  (see  page  1659). 

Mr.  Seals,  chairman,  reported  that  this  completed  the  work  of 
the  Committee  on  Local  Church. 

Committee  on  Calendar 

Mr.  Hodapp,  Committee  on  Calendar  chairman,  called  on 
Bruce  Blake  (Kansas  West)  to  answer  a  question  asked  earlier; 
Mr.  Blake  responded. 

Motion  to  Reconsider 

Orion  N.  Hutchinson,  Jr.  (Western  North  Carolina)  moved 
reconsideration  of  Committee  on  Local  Church  Report  No.  40, 
Calendar  No.  605.  He  stated  that  the  report  as  it  had  been 
adopted  could  "delay  removal  of  members  from  the  church  from 
three  to  possibly  six  years,  and  discussion  was  not  permitted  to 
point  out  that  fact  to  the  body."  The  motion  to  reconsider  was 
defeated. 

Committee  on  Calendar 

Mr.  Hodapp  moved  that  the  time  of  adjournment  of  this 
session  be  extended  until  the  work  of  the  1976  General 
Conference  is  completed.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Hodapp  called  on  Merrill  W.  Drennan  (Baltimore)  for 
reports  from  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 

Conflicting  Legislation  Cited 

John  L.  McWhorter  (Western  North  Carolina)  stated  that  the 
Conference  had  adopted  conflicting  legislation  in  its  actions  on 
Committee  on  Local  Church  Report  No.  49  (see  page  1660)  and 
Committee  on  Independent  Commissions  Report  No.  52  (see 
above,  page  538).  He  explained  that  the  Committee  on  Local 
Church  report  provided  that  the  pastor  be  the  chairperson  of  the 
Committee  on  Nominations  and  Personnel,  while  the  Committee 
on  Independent  Commissions  report  was  in  conflict  with  that. 
The  Chair  asked  Woodrow  Seals  (Texas),  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Local  Church,  to  work  out  the  conflict  and  report 
back  to  the  Conference. 
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Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  Reports 

Mr.  Drennan  introduced  a  report  of  the  Council  dealing  with 
Evangelism  Sunday.  Joe  Bailey,  Jr.  (North  Mississippi)  called 
attention  to  Calendar  No.  134,  a  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Discipleship,  which  dealt  with  EvangeUsm  Sunday  and  which  had 
been  adopted  by  the  Conference.  The  Assistant  Secretary 
reported  that  Calendar  No.  134  had  been  referred  to  the  Council 
on  Finance  and  Administration  (see  pages  389,  1348).  The  report  of 
the  Council  was  adopted  (see  page  2054). 

Mr.  Drennan  introduced  a  report  of  the  Council  related  to  the 
funding  of  the  Committee  on  Central  Conference  Affairs;  the 
report  was  adopted  (see  page  2054). 

Mr.  Drennan  presented  a  report  of  the  Council  dealing  with 
overseas  delegates'  expense  accounts;  it  was  adopted  (see  page 
2054). 

Mass  Communications  Fund — ^Motion  of  Implementation 

Mr.  Drennan  moved  that  the  Mass  Communications  Fund  be 
apportioned  to  the  several  annual  conferences  on  the  World 
Service  Fund  apportionment  formula,  and  that  the  promotion  of 
the  Mass  Communications  Fund  be  a  responsibility  of  the 
Division  of  Program  and  Benevolence  Interpretation  of  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Communications,  the  cost  being  a  prior  claim 
against  the  Mass  Communications  Fund  and  within  a  budget 
approved  by  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  and  the  General 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  Report  No.  2 — 
Reconsideration 

Mr.  Drennan  moved  reconsideration  of  the  Council's  Report 
No.  2.  He  called  attention  to  the  provisions  in  the  report  for 
determining  the  apportionments  of  the  Puerto  Rico,  Rio  Grande, 
Alaska  Missionary,  Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary,  and  Red  Bird 
Missionary  Conferences  and  explained  that  additional  negotiation 
on  the  amounts  of  these  conferences'  apportionments  was 
needed.  The  motion  to  reconsider  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Drennan  moved  that  the  Council  be  granted  authority  to 
negotiate  downward  the  percentages  of  increase  as  set  forth  in 
paragraph  Ic  of  the  report,  if  necessary.  Jerome  K.  Del  Pino 
(Southern  New  England)  asked  if  it  would  be  possible  to  have 
included  in  this  referral  to  the  Council  the  application  of  the  same 
reduction  in  formula  for  all  ethnic  minority  churches  within  The 
United  Methodist  Church.  The  Chair  replied  that  that  would  not 
be  in  order  in  connection  with  the  matter  before  the  Conference. 
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Mr.  Drennun's  motion  was  adopted.  Report  No.  2  was  then 
adopted  as  amended  (see  page  2010). 

Recess 

The  Chair  announced  that  the  Conference  would  be  in  recess 
for  ten  minutes.  J.  B.  Holt  (Secretary)  made  an  announcement. 
Following  the  recess,  Carlton  Young  led  the  Conference  in  the 
singing  of  the  hymn,  "Love  Divine,  All  Loves  Excelling." 

Committee  on  Calendar 

Mr.  Hodapp  reported  that  Paul  Myers  (Central  Pennsylvania) 
was  prepared  to  report  on  a  way  of  resolving  the  conflict  between 
Committee  on  Local  Church  Report  No.  49  and  Committee  on 
Independent  Commissions  Report  No.  52. 

Privilege  Motion 

The  Chair  recognized  J.  E.  Broyles  (Tennessee)  for  a  privilege 
motion.  Mr.  Broyles  introduced  the  following  resolution:  "Be  it 
resolved  that  the  General  Conference  requests  the  General 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  to  ascertain  the  total  cost 
of  this  1976  General  Conference,  and  that  this  report  include  the 
number  of  general  board  and  agency  personnel  in  attendance  and 
the  total  cost  of  their  presence;  that  this  information  be  made 
available  to  the  delegates  of  the  1980  General  Conference."  He 
asked  to  speak  on  the  matter,  but  the  Chair  stated  that  no  debate 
was  in  order  on  a  matter  of  privilege.  The  resolution  was 
adopted. 

Committee  on  Independent  Commissions,  Report  No.  52, 
Calendar  No.  514 — Reconsideration 

Mr.  Myers  (Central  Pennsylvania)  reported  that  there  was  a 
conflict  between  this  report  and  Committee  on  Local  Church 
Report  No.  49,  as  reported  to  the  Conference  earlier.  He  moved 
reconsideration  of  the  Independent  Commissions  report  in  order 
to  vote  nonconcurrence  on  it.  The  motion  to  reconsider  was 
adopted.  Mr.  Myers  moved  nonconcurrence  with  the  Indepen- 
dent Commissions  report,  and  the  motion  was  adopted  (see 
page  1856). 

Committee  on  Financial  Administration 

Mr.  Hodapp  called  on  Thomas  P.  Moore  (East  Ohio),  chairman, 
for  reports  from  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Financial 
Administration. 
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Report  No.  49,  Calendar  No.  557  (see  page  1724) 

Mr.  Moore  explained  that  the  report  was  in  the  form  of 
amendments  to  legislation  submitted  by  the  Council  on  Finance 
and  Administration  and  related  to  the  General  Council  and  the 
general  funds.  He  called  on  George  M.  Boswell  (North  Texas)  for 
the  presentation  of  the  report;  he  also  pointed  out  that  there  was 
a  minority  report  which  would  be  presented  by  William  W.  Reid, 
Jr.  (Wyoming).  Mr.  Boswell  noted  that  the  committee  was 
recommending  nine  changes  in  the  legislation  as  proposed  by  the 
Council.  In  response  to  a  question  from  the  Chair,  he  stated  that 
an  additional  change  was  proposed  in  the  minority  report,  which 
was  printed  as  Calendar  No.  558. 

Report  No.  49  (Minority),  Calendar  No.  558  (see  page  1751) 
Mr.  Boswell  identified  Par.  906.1b  of  the  proposed  legislation 
as  the  portion  which  would  be  amended  by  the  minority  report. 
He  stated  that  both  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Financial 
Administration  and  the  Committee  on  Council  on  Ministries  had 
approved  the  section  as  printed. 

Mr.  Reid  (Wyoming)  explained  the  provisions  of  the  minority 
report  which  was  related  to  the  process  by  which  recommenda- 
tions to  the  General  Conference  on  program  agency  allocations 
from  the  World  Service  Fund  budget  are  determined. 

Mr.  Reid:  We  feel  that  the  expertise  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  is  in 
programming,  the  expertise  of  GCFA  is  in  financing,  and  that  the  financing 
should  be  done  by  one  agency,  but  it  should  not  get  into  area  where  its  expertise 
is  not — that  the  GCOM  working  within  the  figure  that  GCFA  has  given  should 
work  on  the  programming. 

We  are  concerned  about  what  happens  if  GCFA  and  GCOM  do  not  agree,  if 
there  is  a  deadlock  there  and — which  could  affect  the  work  of  the  Church.  We  are 
concerned  about  the  possibility  of  centrahzation  of  power  within  one  agency  which 
would  have  control  both  of  the  amount  of  money  to  be  raised  and  also  the  way  in 
which  that  money  is  spent  in  programming.  I  reiterate,  the  GCFA  still  sets  the 
financial  Hmits  in  our  proposed  change,  but  GCOM  allocates  this  to  the  various 
boards  and  agencies  as  it  sees  fit. 

Perfection  of  Majority  Report 

The  Chair  explained  that,  under  the  Rules,  the  Conference 
should  now  return  to  the  perfection  of  the  majority  report. 
Ernest  W.  Lee  (Southern  New  Jersey)  asked  a  question  about  the 
legislative  committee  recommendation  on  proposed  Par.  913.3. 
He  explained  that  his  specific  concern  was  that  this  not  create  a 
problem  with  respect  to  funds  which  were  now  to  be  raised  by 
means  of  general  Advance  specials  for  the  missional  priorities. 
Mr.  Moore  responded. 

Lloyd  M.  Bertholf  (Central  Illinois)  asked  for  information  on 
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the  committee  vote  on  this  report.  Mr.  Reid  rephed  that  the  vote 
on  Calendar  No.  557  was  75  for,  none  against,  and  one  not  voting, 
with  the  understanding  that  there  would  be  a  minority  report  on 
the  one  section;  he  explained  that  these  figures  had  been 
inadvertently  omitted  from  the  printed  report. 

John  R.  Van  Sickle  (Northern  Illinois)  made  a  statement 
regarding  the  meaning  of  the  majority  and  minority  reports  with 
respect  to  the  World  Service  budget  recommendation  process. 

Perfection  of  Minority  Report 

The  Chair  called  for  the  perfection  of  the  minority  report.  Reta 
Barto  (Eastern  Pennsylvania)  asked  whether  the  minority  report 
would  still  permit  joint  hearings  of  agency  budget  requests  with 
participation  by  both  Councils;  Mr.  Reid  rephed  that  it  would. 
William  D.  White  (Northern  IlUnois)  spoke  in  support  of  the 
minority  report.  Joyce  D.  Sohl  (Rocky  Mountain)  spoke  against 
it. 

David  H.  Andrews  (Baltimore)  identified  Calendar  No.  330  as 
a  minority  report  of  the  Committee  on  Council  on  Ministries 
which  was  identical  to  this  minority  report.  Merrill  W.  Drennari 
(Baltimore)  spoke  against  the  minority  report.  Mr.  Reid  made  a 
final  statement  in  behalf  of  the  minority  report. 

Mr.  Boswell:  This  legislation  as  presented  by  the  majority  report  assures 
consultation  between  GCFA  and  the  Council  on  Ministries  in  arriving  at  budget 
items  across  the  board.  In  no  local  church  represented  on  the  floor  of  this 
conference  would  the  budget  committee  write  a  blank  check  and  turn  it  over  to 
the  Council  on  Ministries  without  having  consultation  on  where  those  funds  were 
to  be  spent  in  programming  through  the  year.  The  same  thing  is  applicable  at  the 
general  Church  level  at  this  point. 

The  Chair  called  for  the  vote  on  the  minority  report,  and  it  was 
defeated. 

Report  No.  49,  Calendar  No.  557 — Final  Action 

Report  No.  49  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  adopted  (see 
page  1724). 

Report  No.  84,  Calendar  No.  935 

Mr.  Moore  called  on  John  B.  Russell  (Virginia)  for  presentation 
of  the  report.  Mr.  Russell  explained  that  the  effect  of  the  report 
would  be  to  amend  the  disciplinary  paragraph  governing  the 
composition  of  the  Board  of  Publication;  the  report  was  adopted 
(see  page  1763). 
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Report  No.  52,  Calendar  No.  630 

Mr.  Russell  explained  that  the  report  was  a  committee 
recommendation  for  nonconcurrence  with  a  petition  calling  for 
the  Board  of  Pensions  to  become  a  full  participating  member  of 
the  Interfaith  Center  on  Corporate  Responsibility.  The  report 
was  adopted  (see  page  1753). 

Report  No.  47,  Calendar  No.  555 

Mr.  Russell  explained  that  the  report  had  been  unintentionally 
omitted  from  the  list  of  items  covered  in  the  omnibus  referral 
motion,  that  the  committee  recommendation  was  for  referral  to 
the  National  Division  of  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  and  that 
it  pertained  to  the  Rio  Grande  Conference.  The  report  was 
adopted  (see  page  1724). 

Committee  on  Independent  Commissions 

Mr.  Hodapp,  Committee  on  Calendar,  called  on  Hector  Navas 
(Florida)  for  reports  from  the  Legislative  Committee  on 
Independent  Commissions. 

Report  No.  38,  Calendar  No.  500  (see  page  1849) 

Mr.  Navas  explained  that  the  report  dealt  with  a  disciplinary 
paragraph  which  had  already  been  dealt  with  in  connection  with 
Conference  action  on  another  report,  and  that  the  committee 
wished  to  propose  what  was  contained  in  this  report  as  a 
substitute  for  what  had  been  previously  adopted.  The  Chair 
stated  that  the  Conference  would  have  to  reconsider  its  previous 
action  in  order  for  this  report  to  be  in  order.  The  Assistant 
Secretary  asked  for  the  calendar  number  under  which  the 
previous  action  had  been  recorded.  Wayne  E.  Shoemaker  (Iowa) 
reported  that  the  reference  was  to  Par.  813.5  as  found  in 
Calendar  No.  388  (Committee  on  Administrative  Order,  Report 
No.  95,  see  page  1906).  In  response  to  a  question  from  the  Chair, 
Mr.  Shoemaker  explained  that  the  Conference  had  amended  the 
legislative  committee  recommendation  on  this  paragraph,  and 
that  the  report  now  before  the  Conference  was  closer  to  the 
original  Administrative  Order  committee  recommendation.  The 
motion  to  reconsider  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  defeated. 

Report  No.  40,  Calendar  No.  502 

Mr.  Navas  stated  that  the  Conference  had  acted  earlier  to 
refer  a  matter  similar  to  what  was  contained  in  this  report;  he 
identified  the  earlier  report  as  Calendar  No.  218  (Committee  on 
Administrative  Order  Report  No.  38,  see  page  1880).  He  moved 
that  this  report,  dealing  with  the  composition  of  the  Judicial 
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Council,    likewise    be    referred    to    the    General    Council    on 
Ministries.  The  motion  to  refer  was  adopted  (see  page  1850). 

Report  No.  41,  Calendar  No.  503 

Mr.  Navas  moved  to  defer  action  on  this  report,  dealing  with 
lay  members'  right  to  vote  on  conference  relations  of  ministers, 
until  the  Legislative  Committee  on  Higher  Education  and 
Ministry  had  reported  on  the  same  subject;  the  motion  to  defer 
was  adopted  (see  page  1850). 

Report  No.  51,  Calendar  No.  513 

Mr.  Navas  moved  to  defer  action  on  this  report  also,  pending  a 
report  from  another  committee.  The  Assistant  Secretary  re- 
ported that  the  Conference  had  already  voted  nonconcurrence  on 
this  item,  and  the  Chair  ruled  that  the  motion  to  defer  was  not  in 
order. 

Question  Regarding  Report  No.  38 

Mr.  Navas  called  on  Perry  H.  Saito  (Wisconsin)  for  the 
presentation  of  the  next  report.  James  A.  Summers  (Western 
North  CaroUna)  asked  about  the  disposition  of  Report  No.  38  (see 
above,  page  547).  The  Chair  stated  that  failure  to  reconsider  the 
previous  action  meant  that  the  Conference  had  rejected  Report 
No.  38. 

Report  No.  62,  Calendar  No.  984 

Mr.  Saito  identified  the  report  as  the  Bicentennial  Resolution 
and  moved  its  adoption.  Theodore  L.  Agnew  (Oklahoma)  asked  if 
it  would  be  in  order  to  propose  a  substitute  for  the  report;  the 
Chair  replied  that  it  would.  Thomas  L.  Cromwell  (East  Ohio) 
asked  whether  a  substitute  was  in  order  before  Mr.  Saito  had  the 
opportunity  to  speak;  the  Chair  replied  that  Mr.  Saito  would 
have  the  opportunity  to  speak  before  a  vote  was  taken.  Mr. 
Agnew  moved  as  a  substitute  that  the  "Report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Bicentennial — USA,  A  Draft  Resolution"  (see  page  236) 
be  added  to  the  legislative  committee  report,  and  that  both 
documents  be  referred  to  the  Council  of  Bishops  for  implementa- 
tion and  reconciling.  The  Chair  asked  for  clarification  on  the 
nature  of  the  substitute,  and  Mr.  Agnew  replied  that  he  wished 
to  add  to  the  legislative  committee  report  and  refer  it.  The  Chair 
asked  for  further  clarification  on  the  material  Mr.  Agnew  wished 
to  add,  and  he  identified  it  as  the  material  which  had  been 
referred  to  the  legislative  committee  earlier  in  the  Conference. 
The  Chair  asked  if  Mr.  Agnew  was  willing  to  have  his  motion 
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treated  as  a  motion  to  refer  rather  than  as  a  substitute,  and  Mr. 
Agnew  agreed.  Mr.  Agnew  spoke  in  support  of  his  motion.  At  the 
Chair's  request,  the  Assistant  Secretary  repeated  the  motion. 

Gloster  B.  Current  (New  York):  Speaking  against  the  motion  to  refer.  The 
original  draft  document  was  referred  to  the  Independent  Commissions  of  which  I 
was  a  member  as  well  as  the  gentlemen  on  the  platform.  Through  the  document 
an  acceptable  document  has  come  forth.  The  only  essential  difference  between  the 
original  document  and  that  which  is  now  before  you  on  page  623  is  a  very  careful 
exacting  statement  on  repentance  which  addresses  itself  to  the  feelings  of  the 
Native  American,  the  Black  Americans,  the  Japanese- Americans,  and  the 
Hispanics. 

I  would  hope  that  we  would  not  refer  this  to  the  Council  of  Bishops,  although 
we  love  them  and  think  they  could  do  quite  well.  Having  this  printed  and  available 
to  read  for  some  time,  this  body  ought  to  be  able  to  deal  affirmatively  with  the 
work  of  the  committee. 

Kathy  LaPoint  (CaHfomia-Nevada)  asked  when  the  Council  of 
Bishops  would  meet  next;  the  Chair  replied  that  the  next  meeting 
would  be  in  November.  David  L.  Severe  (Oklahoma)  asked  a 
question  about  the  time  the  legislative  committee  had  spent 
dealing  with  the  original  document  which  was  referred  to  them; 
Mr.  Saito  replied  to  the  question  and  indicated  further  that  the 
committee  recommendation  included  a  great  deal  of  language 
from  the  original  document.  Mr.  Agnew's  motion  to  refer  was  put 
to  a  vote  and  was  defeated, 

Katherine  W.  Wilcox  (West  Michigan)  spoke  in  favor  of  the 
committee  report.  Sandra  Baker  (Virginia)  moved  to  amend  the 
report,  the  section  headed  "Rejoicing,"  by  inserting  the  name  of 
Richard  Allen  after  that  of  William  Otterbein. 

Henry  H.  Nichols  (Eastern  Pennsylvania):  Mr.  Chairman,  a  matter  of 
correction.  Richard  Allen  came  along  a  little  later.  If  we  are  going  to  name  anyone 
in  here  it  ought  to  be  Harry  Hosier,  who  accompanied  Richard  Allen.  I  would 
hope  that  our  friend  would  make  the  correction,  because  Richard  Allen  is  the  one 
who  withdrew.  It  would  seem  to  me  that  if  we  want  to  recognize  we  ought  to 
recognize  sometimes  the  son  who  stayed  home — ^and  that's  Harry  Hosier. 

Ms.  Baker  accepted  the  change,  and  the  amendment  was 
adopted. 

Albert  C.  Outler  (North  Texas)  moved  to  amend  the  report  by 
deleting  all  of  the  introductory  material  preceding  the  resolution. 
He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment.  John  E.  Rutland  (North 
Alabama)  spoke  against  it.  The  Chair  asked  if  the  Conference 
was  ready  to  vote,  and  the  previous  question  was  voted.  Dr. 
Gutter's  amendment  was  defeated. 

Mr.  Saito  made  a  final  statement  in  behalf  of  the  report,  and  it 
was  adopted  (see  page  1867). 
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Matter  of  Privilege 

RaijiM.  Rathod  (Gujarat):  Since  we  have  passed  this  Bicentennial  Resolution, 
I  would  like  to  say  this.  It  is  a  matter  of  great  joy  and  privilege  that  this  General 
Conference  has  met  during  the  Bicentennial  Year  of  this  great  nation.  We  rejoice 
with  you  and  wish  you  God's  richest  blessings  on  America  in  the  coming  years.  I 
would  like  to  quote  a  favorite  hymn  as  my  prayer:  "Oh,  God,  our  help  in  ages  past, 
our  hope  for  years  to  come.  Be  Thou  her  guide  while  life  shall  last,  and  her  eternal 
home." 

Committee  on  Independent  Commissions,  Report  No.  61, 
Calendar  No.  983 

Mr.  Navas  identified  the  report  as  the  committee's  response  to 
the  Episcopal  Address,  and  it  was  adopted  (see  page  1866). 

Mr.  Navas  expressed  appreciation  to  the  committee's  mem- 
bers and  officers. 

Committee  on  Council  on  Ministries 

Mr.  Hodapp,  Committee  on  Calendar,  called  for  reports  from 
the  legislative  Committee  on  Council  on  Ministries,  G.  Ross 
Freeman  (South  Georgia),  chairman. 

Report  No.  20  (Majority  and  Minority  Reports);  Calendar 
Nos.  329-330 

Mr.  Freeman  identified  the  report  as  proposed  legislation 
pertaining  to  the  General  Council  on  Ministries.  He  reminded  the 
Conference  that,  by  its  action  on  an  earlier  Committee  on 
Financial  Administration  report  (Report  No.  49,  see  page  545),  it 
had  also  acted  on  this  minority  report.  Calendar  No.  330  (see  page 
1800).  He  called  on  Robert  J.  McCune  (Central  New  York)  for 
presentation  of  the  report. 

Mr.  McCune  identified  material  in  an  advance  edition  of  the 
Daily  Christian  Advocate  to  which  the  report  was  related  and 
presented  changes  and  corrections  to  be  made  in  the  previously 
printed  material:  1)  proposed  Par.  1006.1a,  amend  the  upper  age 
limits  for  youth  and  young  adults  at  the  time  of  their  election  to 
18  and  30,  respectively;  2)  proposed  Par.  1006.1c,  after  the  words 
"one-third  clergy,"  add  "with  specific  consideration  given  to 
representation  of  clergywomen";  3)  proposed  Par.  1006.4c,  add  a 
new  third  sentence,  to  read  as  follows:  "The  director  shall 
cooperate  with  the  General  Secretary  of  the  General  Council  on 
Ministries  for  coordination  of  the  Advance  with  the  total  program 
of  the  church";  and  4)  proposed  Par.  1006. 4d,  after  the  word 
"director"  add,  "directly  related  to  his  or  her  work  as  director, 
not  including  salary  or  related  benefits."  He  reiterated  that  the 
issue  addressed  in  the  minority  report  had  been  resolved  by 
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earlier  Conference  action,  and  that  the  minority  report  was 
therefore  no  longer  before  the  Conference. 

C.  Rex  Bevins  (Nebraska)  asked  a  question  about  a  provision 
in  the  report  estabhshing  the  age  limits  for  youth  and  young  adult 
members  of  the  Council;  Mr.  McCune  responded. 

Charles  H.  Stewart,  III  (Florida)  moved  that  the  age  limits  for 
youth  members  become  effective  January  1,  1977;  he  explained 
that  some  jurisdictional  youth  caucuses  had  already  met  and 
made  nominations  based  on  the  old  legislation.  The  motion  was 
adopted.  Report  No.  20  was  adopted  (see  page  1788). 

Report  No.  12,  Calendar  No.  321 

Mr.  Freeman  called  on  Robert  D.  Cheyne  (North  Arkansas) 
for  presentation  of  the  report.  Mr.  Cheyne  explained  that  the 
report  consisted  of  the  committee  recommendations  on  revised 
legislation  governing  the  Joint  Committee  on  Communications. 
The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1778). 

Report  No.  45,  Calendar  No.  758  (see  page  1818) 

Mr.  Freeman  called  on  Ruth  Daugherty  (Eastern  Pennsyl- 
vania) for  the  presentation  of  the  report,  which  dealt  with  special 
days  without  offering.  She  referred  to  Committee  on  Local 
Church  Report  No.  32  (see  page  1649)  and  stated  that  the 
committee  had  accepted  a  minor  change  in  the  wording  of  the 
provision  for  World  Order  Sunday  as  proposed  there. 

Mrs.  Daugherty  then  called  attention  to  Committee  on  Church 
and  Society  Report  No.  29  (see  page  1153),  noting  that  the 
recommendation  there  was  for  Drug  and  Alcohol  Concerns 
Sunday  to  be  observed  on  the  third  Sunday  in  February,  while 
the  Council  on  Ministries  Committee  was  recommending  that  the 
observance  remain  on  the  second  Sunday  in  November.  John  E. 
Stumbo  (Kansas  East),  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Church 
and  Society,  explained  that  his  committee  proposed  the  change  in 
order  to  avoid  conflict  with  local  churches'  every  member 
commitment  programs.  He  moved  to  amend  Calendar  No.  758  to 
provide  for  the  observance  on  the  third  Sunday  in  February.  Mrs. 
Daugherty  indicated  that  the  Council  on  Ministries  Committee 
would  have  no  strong  objection  to  the  change,  and  the 
amendment  was  adopted. 

James  F.  W.  Talley  (Baltimore)  moved  to  amend  the  report, 
proposed  Par.  267. 2d,  by  adding  language  relating  to  the  raising 
of  funds  for  the  Missional  Priorities  Fund  on  Laity  Day.  Mrs. 
Daugherty  asked  whether  this  was  a  proper  amendment,  since 
the  report  dealt  with  special  days  without  offering.  The  Chair 
ruled  that  the  amendment  was  not  in  order. 
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Rebecca  K.  Barger  (Baltimore)  asked  why  there  was  no 
reference  to  Evangelism  Sunday  in  the  report.  Mrs.  Daugherty 
replied  that  Conference  action  estabUshing  Evangelism  Sunday 
had  only  occurred  earlier  in  this  session  (see  above,  page  543). 

John  D.  Humphrey,  Sr.  (North  Mississippi)  moved  to  amend 
the  report  by  adding  a  new  subsection  h  to  read  as  follows:  "h. 
Student  Recognition  Day — the  last  Sunday  in  December."  The 
Chair  asked  if  this  appeared  elsewhere  in  the  committee's  report, 
and  Mrs.  Daugherty  replied  that  it  did  not.  Mr.  Humphrey  spoke 
in  support  of  his  amendment.  Mrs.  Daugherty  stated  that  the 
committee  would  not  oppose  it.  Donald  E.  Carper  (Kansas  West) 
asked  a  question  about  the  relationship  between  Student 
Recognition  Day  and  United  Methodist  Student  Day;  Mr. 
Humphrey  responded.  Robert  J.  McCune  (Central  New  York) 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  General  Council  on  Ministries 
was  charged  with  the  task  of  making  recommendations  regarding 
special  days  without  offerings,  that  it  had  estabUshed  a 
procedure  for  considering  suggested  special  days,  and  that 
Heritage  Sunday  and  World  Order  Sunday  were  the  only  two 
being  recommended  by  the  Council  as  a  result  of  this  procedure. 

Edward  L.  Duncan  (Detroit)  referred  to  two  special  days 
which  had  been  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Discipleship: 
Covenant  Sunday,  to  be  observed  the  second  Sunday  in  January, 
and  EvangeUsm  Sunday,  established  earUer  in  the  evening  as  the 
Sunday  following  Ash  Wednesday.  He  noted  the  possibility  of 
conflict  between  EvangeUsm  Sunday  and  the  new  date  for  World 
Order  Sunday  and  moved  that  the  report  be  referred  briefly  to 
the  legislative  committee  chairperson  for  the  purpose  of  resolv- 
ing possible  conflicts.  The  Chair  asked  that  Mr.  Duncan  hold  his 
motion  until  action  had  been  taken  on  Mr.  Humphrey's 
amendment. 

Earle  N.  Cooper  (Troy)  moved  the  previous  question  on  all 
before  the  Conference,  and  the  previous  question  motion  was 
adopted.  Mr.  Humphrey's  amendment  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
adopted.  Mr.  Freeman  suggested  that  the  report  be  referred  to 
the  General  Council  on  Ministries  for  the  purpose  of  coordinating 
the  dates.  The  Chair  suggested  that  it  could  be  referred  with 
power  to  act.  The  report  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  adopted  (see 
page  1818). 

Mr.  Freeman  moved  that  the  report  as  adopted  be  referred  to 
the  General  Council  on  Ministries  for  the  purpose  of  reconciling 
the  various  dates.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

Report  No.  28,  Calendar  No.  527 

Mr.  Freeman  presented  the  report,  which  recommended  the 
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establishment  of  a  Quadrennial  Study  Committee  on  Native- 
American  Ministries.  Torrey  A.  Kaatz  (West  Ohio)  asked  a 
question  about  staff  for  the  proposed  committee  and  the  source  of 
its  funding.  Mr.  Freeman  replied  that  the  staff  would  be  as 
stated  in  the  report  and  that  it  was  to  be  funded  from  money 
designated  for  the  ethnic  minority  local  church  missional  priority. 
Melvin  G.  Talhert  (Southern  California- Arizona)  asked  for 
additional  information  regarding  which  portion  of  the  ethnic 
minority  funds  would  bear  the  cost  of  the  study  committee.  Mr. 
Freeman  replied  that  it  would  come  from  part  6  of  the  fund 
distribution  ("Special  Funding").  Reta  Barto  (Eastern  Pennsyl- 
vania) asked  who  had  initiated  the  proposed  study. 

Thomas  Roughface,  Sr.  (Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary):  Mr.  Chairman, 
obviously  I  am  speaking  for  the  Native  American  Studies  Commission  for  the 
quadrennium.  Throughout  our  history  we  have  been  one  of  the  most  studied 
species,  at  one  time  even  considered  an  endangered  species.  Volumes  have  been 
written  about  us.  Many,  many  conclusions  drawn  in  our  regard. 

Now,  we  call  upon  General  Conference  to  give  us  the  right  to  set  up  the 
machinery  by  which  we  will  be  able  to  effectively  conduct  our  own  study.  We 
believe  we  have  the  structure  and  the  dynamic  leadership  within  the  ranks  of 
Native  Americans  to  do  just  such  a  study,  and  deal  with  the  real  issues  now 
confronting  Native  Americans.  And  I  want  to  say  to  General  Conference,  in  1966 
I  attended  a  first  what  was  labeled  a  Consultation  on  Indian  Work  held  at 
Riverside  Drive,  New  York  City,  then  the  Board  of  Missions.  Representatives  of 
all  Indian  work  of  the  former  Methodist  Church  were  invited  and  present.  There 
were  many  in  attendance.  However,  I  was  the  only  Native  American.  For 
obvious  reasons  I  felt  as  though  I  was  the  Lone  Ranger. 

That  was  10  years  ago.  Time  and  determination  has  made  a  big  difference. 
Native  Americans  are  now  visible  and  attempting  to  find  their  place  in  our 
Church  community,  and  have  demonstrated  they  are  quite  capable  of  giving 
leadership  in  our  crucial  times.  I  appeal  to  your  support  for  our  study  committee. 
Thank  you. 

The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1805). 

Report  No.  47,  Calendar  No.  760 

Mr.  Freeman  identified  the  report  as  a  recommendation  for  a 
study  on  the  headquarters  location  of  the  Board  of  Global 
Ministries.  He  explained  that  the  report  needed  to  be  corrected 
to  conform  with  the  action  of  the  legislative  committee;  the 
printed  report  should  be  amended  by  adding  to  section  4)  the 
words,  "bring  its  recommendations  to  the  1980  General  Confer- 
ence, and  by  deleting  section  5),  which  would  have  given  the 
committee  authority  to  "develop  a  firm  proposal  for  action  ..." 
The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1819). 

Report  No.  65,  Calendar  No.  830 

Mr.  Freeman  explained  that  the  report  consisted  of  a 
resolution  having  to  do  with  the  process  which  the  General 
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Council   on    Ministries   would   use    in   determining   emerging 
priorities.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1826). 

Report  No.  68,  Calendar  No.  833 

Mr.  Freeman  identified  the  report  as  a  recommendation  that 
the  report  of  the  Advance  Committee  be  received  with 
commendation,  and  it  was  adopted  (see  page  1827). 

Report  No.  67,  Calendar  No.  832 

Mr.  Freeman  called  attention  to  material  in  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate  for  Tuesday,  April  27,  pages  19-27.  He 
explained  that  this  material,  found  in  the  "Addendum  to  the 
General  Council  on  Ministries  Reports,  Recommendations,  and 
Resolutions"  and  dealing  with  the  missional  priorities,  was  to  be 
substituted  for  comparable  material  in  Advance  Edition  D  of  the 
Daily  Christian  Advocate.  Mr.  Freeman  noted  that  the  commit- 
tee recommendation  was  that  these  materials  be  received.  The 
report  was  adopted  (see  page  1827). 

Report  No.  29,  Calendar  No.  528 

Mr.  Freeman  stated  that  the  report  was  in  response  to 
petitions  suggesting  evaluation  of  the  disciplinary  educational 
requirements  for  ministers  from  minority  groups,  and  that  the 
recommendation  was  for  referral  to  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  and  Ministry  for  study  and  possible  implementation; 
the  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1805). 

Mr.  Freeman  reported  that  this  completed  the  work  of  the 
Committee  on  Council  on  Ministries,  except  for  items  included  in 
the  list  of  100%  concurrence  reports. 

Committee  on  Church  and  Society 

Mr.  Hodapp,  Committee  on  Calendar,  called  for  reports  from 
the  Legislative  Committee  on  Church  and  Society,  John  E. 
Stumbo  (Kansas  East),  chairman. 

Report  No.  45  (Majority  and  Minority);  Calendar  Nos.  893, 

525  (see  pages  1206,  1258) 

Mr.  Stumbo  identified  the  report  as  the  committee's  omnibus 
Resolution  on  Human  Relations  and  called  on  Julieanne  S. 
Hallman  (Southern  New  England)  for  presentation  of  the 
majority  report.  He  identified  Calendar  No.  525  as  the  related 
minority  report.  Ms.  Hallman  made  an  introductory  statement 
on  the  majority  report. 
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Calendar  No.  525 — ^Minority  Report 

G.  Ross  Freeman  (South  Georgia)  expressed  the  opinion  that 
Calendar  No.  525  was  not  actually  a  minority  report,  but  that  it 
was  instead  a  call  for  referral  of  the  material  in  the  majority 
report.  He  expressed  support  for  referral  and  moved  that 
Calendar  No.  893  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society. 

After  examining  Calendar  No.  525,  the  Chair  ruled  that  it  was 
not  properly  a  minority  report,  but  was  a  report  of  general 
concurrence  asking  that,  without  specific  approval,  the  material 
be  referred  and  commended.  The  Chair  asked  for  clarification  of 
Mr.  Freeman's  motion,  and  Mr.  Freeman  replied  that  he  was 
moving  referral  with  commendation. 

JoAnn  Wilshusen  (Southwest  Texas)  expressed  the  view  that 
the  section  related  to  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment  was  of  such 
urgency  that  it  should  receive  the  positive  action  of  the 
Conference  rather  than  referral.  She  moved  that  this  section  be 
lifted  out  from  the  material  being  referred  and  considered  for 
adoption.  She  identified  the  section  headed  "VI.  WOMEN,  A. 
Equal  Rights  for  Women"  as  the  portion  of  the  report  to  which 
her  motion  was  to  apply.  The  Chair  explained  that  her  motion 
was  essentially  an  amendment  to  Mr.  Freeman's  motion  of 
referral. 

Richard  S.  Parker  (New  York)  attempted  to  speak  against  Mr. 
Freeman's  motion,  but  the  Chair  ruled  that  only  debate  related 
to  Mrs.  Wilshusen's  amendment  was  in  order.  The  amendment 
deleting  section  VI,  A  from  the  material  being  referred  was 
adopted. 

Charles  Purdham  (Minnesota)  moved  that  a  section  of  the 
report  entitled  "XI,  H.  CONCLUSION"  be  similarly  lifted  out 
from  the  material  being  referred.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

Miriam  Isaacs  (New  York)  spoke  in  favor  of  adoption  of  a 
section  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  hunger  crisis  and  hungry 
children.  The  Chair  asked  for  clarification  as  to  the  section  to 
which  Ms.  Isaacs  was  referring,  and  she  identified  the  section 
headed  "XI.  HUMAN  HUNGER  AND  THE  WORLD  FOOD 
CRISIS." 

The  Chair  made  a  statement  to  clarify  that  those  sections  being 
removed  from  the  report  for  possible  adoption  would  still  be 
subject  to  acceptance  or  rejection  by  the  Conference,  and  that 
"what  we  are  doing  as  we  refer  is  concurring  and  sending  with 
commendation  that  which  we  refer."  Mr.  Stumbo  asked  to  have 
clarified  that  the  motion  was  to  refer  with  concurrence,  and  the 
Chair  replied  that  that  was  the  case.  Mr.  Stumbo  asked  also  that 
someone  representing  the  signers  of  the  minority  report  be 
allowed  to  speak,  but  the  Chair  stated  that  that  would  not  be  in 
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order  inasmuch  as  he  had  ruled  that  Calendar  No.  525  was  not 
properly  a  minority  report.  Douglas  F.  Verdin  (New  York)  asked 
for  further  assurance  that  the  motion  was  to  refer  with 
concurrence,  stating  that  such  assurance  might  help  the 
Conference  move  expeditiously  on  the  report.  The  Chair  repUed 
that  it  was  his  interpretation  "that  Dr.  Freeman  changed  this 
substitute  into  a  motion  to  refer  with  concurrence  and  commen- 
dation." 

N.  Robert  Kesler  (Southern  California)  attempted  to  speak 
against  the  motion  to  refer,  but  the  Chair  ruled  him  out  of  order, 
explaining  that  only  Ms.  Isaacs'  motion  on  section  XI  was  now 
before  the  Conference  for  debate. 

Heinz  P.  Fischer  (South  Germany)  moved  to  suspend  the  rules 
in  order  to  move  the  previous  question  on  all  before  the 
Conference.  The  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  was  adopted.  The 
previous  question  motion  was  then  adopted. 

John  Blundell  (Little  Rock)  raised  a  point  of  order,  stating 
that,  on  the  basis  of  the  numbering  of  the  sections,  the  report 
appeared  to  be  incomplete.  The  Chair  replied  that  the  point  of 
order  was  not  germane  and  that  the  Conference  was  under  the 
order  of  the  previous  question. 

L.  Carroll  Yingling,  Jr.  (Baltimore)  asked  whether  the 
proposed  referral  was  to  the  church  or  to  the  Board  of  Church 
and  Society.  The  Chair  replied  that  it  was  to  the  board,  that  Mr. 
Freeman's  motion  differed  from  Calendar  No.  525  at  this  point, 

William  C.  Kirkwood  (New  York)  called  attention  to  additional 
discrepancies  in  numbering  in  the  report  as  printed. 

The  Chair  put  the  question  of  the  deletion  of  section  XI  as 
proposed  by  Ms.  Isaacs  to  a  vote,  and  the  Conference  voted  not 
to  delete  the  section  from  the  material  being  referred. 

J.  Melvin  Brawn  (California-Nevada)  attempted  to  make  a 
statement  regarding  the  parliamentary  situation,  but  the  Chair 
called  for  the  Conference  to  vote  on  the  motion  to  refer.  Mr. 
Freeman's  motion  was  adopted  as  amended  by  the  deletion  of  the 
two  sections  covered  by  Mrs.  Wilshusen's  and  Mr.  Purdham's 
amendments  (see  page  1206). 

Calendar  No.  893 — ^Action  on  Sections  Not  Referred 

The  Chair  called  for  action  on  section  VI,  A,  which  had  been 
deleted  from  the  material  being  referred  by  action  on  Mrs. 
Wilshusen's  amendment  (see  above,  page  555).  Ms.  Hallnian 
moved  its  adoption. 

William  B.  Grove  (Western  Pennsylvania)  identified  himself  as 
the  spokesman  for  the  signers  of  the  minority  report.  Calendar 
No.  525,  and  asked  the  Chair  to  interpret  why  that  item  was  not 
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suitable  as  a  minority  report.  The  Chair  ruled  that  he  was  out  of 
order  and  called  for  the  vote  on  Ms.  Mailman's  motion.  Section 
VI,  A  of  Calendar  No.  893  was  adopted  (see  page  1216). 

The  Chair  then  called  for  action  on  section  XI,  H,  which  had 
been  similarly  deleted  by  action  on  Mr.  Purdham's  amendment 
(see  above,  page  555).  Ms.  Hallman  moved  adoption  of  the 
section.  The  Chair  asked  for  clarification  on  the  scope  of  the 
material  affected.  Mr.  Purdham  replied  and  explained  that  at  the 
time  he  made  the  motion  he  had  not  understood  that  all  of  the 
material  was  being  referred  with  concurrence;  he  stated  that  the 
purpose  of  his  motion  had  been  to  concur  and  refer  to  the  Board 
of  Church  and  Society  for  implementation.  The  Chair  stated  that 
such  concurrence  and  referral  would  be  understood  as  the  motion 
now  before  the  Conference,  and  the  motion  was  adopted  (see  page 
1247). 


Motion  to  Permit  Editorial  Changes 

Mr.  Stumbo  moved  that,  to  facilitate  publication  of  the 
material  submitted  in  Calendar  No.  893,  the  committee  in 
consultation  with  the  secretarial  staff  be  permitted  to  make  some 
editorial  changes.  He  noted  that  there  did  appear  to  be  problems 
with  the  numbering  of  the  sections.  The  Chair  asked  if  there 
were  problems  of  a  substantive  nature,  and  Mr.  Stumbo  replied 
that  there  were  not.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

Report  No.  46,  Calendar  No.  894 

Mr.  Stumbo  identified  the  report  as  a  Resolution  on  Crime 
Prevention,  Criminal  Justice,  and  Conflict  Resolution.  He 
presented  a  change  which  needed  to  be  made  in  the  printed 
report,  namely,  that  Section  I,  B,  2  be  changed  to  read:  "The 
development  of  appropriate  jury  selection  procedures  which 
would  insure  more  inclusive  representation,  including  represen- 
tation of  the  socio-economic  class  and  ethnic  group  of  the 
defendant."  He  also  presented  an  editorial  change  in  the 
numbering  of  paragraphs  in  the  report.  In  response  to  a  question 
from  the  Chair,  the  Conference  indicated  by  show  of  hands  that  it 
was  ready  to  vote  on  the  report.  The  report  was  adopted  (see 
page  1259). 

Church  and  Society  Reports  Concluded 

Mr.  Stumbo  expressed  appreciation  to  the  committee's  vice- 
chairwoman,  Carolyn  Oehler  (Northern  Illinois),  to  its  secretary, 
Lester  L.  Moore  (Iowa),  and  to  the  members  of  the  committee.

Parliamentary  Inquiry 

Clarence  A.  Guittard  (North  Texas):  I'd  like  to  understand  the  meaning  of 
referral  with  concurrence.  Does  that  mean  that  all  of  that  resolution  was  referred 
to  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society  with  concurrence?  Then  the  Board  of  Church 
and  Society  would  be  able  to  take  the  position  that  this  resolution  represents  that 
which  was  adopted  without,  what  I  consider,  due  consideration.  It  represents  the 
official  statement  and  policy  determination  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  and 
that  can  be  presented  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  as  The  United 
Methodist  policy.  Is  that  what  that  means? 

Bishop  Loder:  I  would  say  that  we  generally  concurred  that  the  statement  has 
in  it  some  specifics  that  mean  that  they  are  going  to  have  to  be  studied  and 
worked  over.  It's  a  matter  of  reference  without  specifics  being  concurred  in. 

The  Chair  asked  if  the  Conference  would  agree  to  his  explana- 
tion, and  it  was  agreed  by  a  show  of  hands. 

Omnibus  Concurrence  Motion 

Mr.  Hodapp,  Committee  on  Calendar,  stated  that  he  wished  at 
this  time  to  ask  for  Conference  action  on  an  omnibus  motion  he 
had  presented  earlier  in  the  session;  he  explained  again  that  the 
motion  covered  reports  which  had  received  legislative  committee 
concurrence  with  no  negative  votes  and  which  had  been  placed  on 
a  list  which  was  in  delegates'  hands.  At  the  Chair's  suggestion 
Mr.  Hodapp  outlined  the  other  reports  which  were  to  be 
presented  following  action  on  the  omnibus  motion. 

Mr.  Hodapp  presented  changes  in  the  Ust  of  calendar  items  to 
be  included  in  the  omnibus  concurrence  motion.  Thomas  A. 
Langford  (Western  North  CaroUna)  presented  additional 
changes  in  the  same  list  as  it  related  to  reports  of  the  Committee 
on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry. 

Mr.  Hodapp  explained  that  he  wished  to  read  the  motion  he 
would  introduce,  but  that  before  introducing  it,  opportunity 
would  be  given  for  items  to  be  removed  from  the  Ust.  The  motion 
he  would  introduce  would  be  that  these  calendar  reports  which 
were  voted  concurrence  with  no  negative  votes  be  voted 
concurrence,  and  that  any  other  calendar  items  not  Usted  and  not 
specifically  voted  on  by  the  delegates  at  this  Conference  be  voted 
nonconcurrence. 

Richard  0.  Truitt  (Wisconsin)  observed  that  there  were 
reports  from  the  Committee  on  Church  and  Society  which  had 
not  been  presented  and  were  not  on  the  list.  The  Chair  replied 
that,  under  the  terms  of  the  motion  Mr.  Hodapp  had  read,  they 
would  be  recorded  as  having  received  nonconcurrence  action  by 
the  Conference.  Mr.  Hodapp  reported  that,  according  to  Mr. 
Stumbo,  there  were  five  items  from  the  Committee  on  Church 
and  Society  which  had  received  negative  votes  and  which  Mr. 
Stumbo  had  not  brought  to  the  floor. 
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Don  Hand  (Southwest  Texas)  asked  that  Calendar  No.  904 
(Committee  on  Church  and  Society  Report  No.  56)  be  deleted 
from  the  list  for  the  purpose  of  voting  nonconcurrence.  He  made 
a  statement  objecting  to  the  procedure  which  was  being  followed. 
In  response  to  a  question  from  the  Chair,  Mr.  Hand  stated  that 
he  also  wanted  to  propose  deletion  of  Calendar  No.  1034  and  399 
(Committee  on  Church  and  Society  Report  Nos.  66  and  37)  from 
the  list.  He  explained  that  in  Calendar  Nos.  904  and  1034  as 
printed  there  was  insufficient  information  as  to  what  action  the 
Conference  was  being  asked  to  approve. 

Mr.  Hand:  I  have  a  separate  reason  for  wishing  to  consider  399  and  to 
nonconcur  with  it.  And  that  reason  is  that  the  United  States  is  referred  to  in 
critical  language  that  I  do  not  believe  is  justified,  and  several  other  countries  that 
have  delegations  in  their  Church  at  this  Conference  are  condemned,  and  I  think 
that  we  don't  have  adequate  reason  or  discussion  to  justify  condemning  all  of 
these  countries  named  in  that  resolution. 

Mr.  Hodapp  reminded  the  Conference  that  the  procedure 
suggested  earlier  was  for  delegates  to  present  items  one  at  a  time 
for  possible  deletion  from  the  Ust.  The  Chair  stated  that  the  items 
presented  by  Mr.  Hand  would  be  considered  for  deletion  in 
separate  votes. 

With  respect  to  Calendar  No.  904,  Mr.  Stumbo  stated  that,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  committee,  the  petition  was  identical  in 
substance  with  another  calendar  item  entitled  "The  United 
Methodist  Church  and  World  Peace,"  and  that  that  was  the 
reason  for  reporting  it  in  this  manner.  The  Conference  voted  not 
to  delete  Calendar  No.  904  from  the  list  of  unanimous 
concurrence  reports. 

With  respect  to  Calendar  No.  1034,  Mr.  Stumbo  explained  that 
the  committee  recommendation  of  concurrence  with  the  petitions 
Hsted  had  been  omitted  from  the  report  as  printed.  He  stated 
that  these  were  petitions  requesting  that  no  change  be  made  in 
the  "Human  Sexuality"  subsection  of  the  Statement  of  Social 
Principles.  Inasmuch  as  the  committee  recommended  no  change 
in  that  section,  it  also  reported  a  recommendation  of  concurrence 
with  these  petitions.  The  Conference  voted  not  to  delete 
Calendar  No.  1034  from  the  list  of  unanimous  concurrence 
reports. 

Report  No.  37,  Calendar  No.  399  (see  page  1195) 

Carl  Judy  (Korean  Methodist  Church)  objected  to  the  fact  that 
the  procedure  which  had  been  adopted  would  now  preclude 
overseas  delegates  from  speaking  in  favor  of  the  removal  of 
Calendar  No.  399  from  the  unanimous  concurrence  hst.  Follow- 
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ing  a  brief  discussion  between  Mr.  Judy  and  the  Chair,  Mr. 
Hodapp  suggested  that  Mr.  Judy  be  granted  the  opportunity  to 
speak,  and  the  Chair  agreed. 

Mr.  Judy:  Calendar  Item  399  deals  with  many  of  the  overseas  countries.  The 
overseas  delegates  have  not  spoken  because  most  of  the  business  did  not  affect 
them.  This  report  does  affect  Korea,  the  Philippines,  Chile,  Brazil  and  others. 
Some  of  these  groups  desire  to  speak  to  this  report  and  give  another  view.  Some 
feel  this  report  does  not  represent  the  real  situation.  The  Korean  delegation 
would  Uke  to  speak  and  seek  an  opportunity  for  objectionable  sections  to  be 
deleted.  They  did  not  vote  against  this  report  in  the  Legislative  Committee 
because  they  cannot  vote.  There  are  probably  other  delegations  here  who  also 
have  come  under  the  attack  of  this  report  who  also  might  like  to  speak. 

Mr.  Judy  concluded  his  remarks  by  listing  alternative  actions  the 
Conference  could  take  on  the  report  which  would  be  acceptable  to 
his  delegation.  Mr.  Stumbo  declined  the  opportunity  to  make  a 
statement  on  behalf  of  the  committee.  Gregorio  R.  Bailen 
(Northwest  Philippines)  asked  for  the  opportunity  to  make  a 
statement  on  behalf  of  the  Philippines.  The  Conference  voted  to 
delete  Calendar  No.  399  from  the  unanimous  concurrence  list  for 
the  purpose  of  separate  consideration  (see  below,  page  564). 

Question  Regarding  Procedure 

J.  R.  Kemmerly  (Louisiana)  referred  to  Calendar  No.  395 
(Committee  on  Church  and  Society  Report  No.  33).  He  noted 
that  it  had  not  been  adopted  unanimously  in  the  committee  and 
was  therefore  not  in  the  Ust  now  being  considered  by  the 
Conference,  but  neither  had  it  been  presented  to  the  Conference 
for  separate  action.  Mr.  Stumbo  explained  again  that  there  were 
five  such  items  which  had  not  been  presented  due  to  the  pressure 
of  time.  Mr.  Kemmerly  asked  if  there  was  any  procedure  by 
which  Calendar  No.  395  could  be  called  for  consideration.  The 
Chair  asked  that  the  matter  be  deferred  until  action  on  the 
unanimous  concurrence  list  was  complete. 

Omnibus  Concurrence  List — Consideration  Resumed 

Charles  H.  Stewart,  III  (Florida)  asked  that  Calendar  No. 
1017  (Committee  on  Conferences  Report  No.  121)  be  removed 
from  the  unanimous  concurrence  Ust  and  held  for  separate 
consideration.  He  explained  that  he  wished  to  propose  an 
amendment  which  would  change  the  terminology  contained  in  the 
report  as  it  related  to  the  jurisdictional  youth  organization.  Bruce 
Blake  (Kansas  West),  chairman  of  the  legislative  committee, 
responded.  The  Conference  voted  not  to  delete  Calendar  No. 
1017  from  the  unanimous  concurrence  Ust. 

Willie  B.  Clay  (Northern  Illinois)  asked  a  question  about  a 
Higher  Education  and  Ministry  report;  Mr.  Hodapp  responded. 
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James  S.  Barrett  (South  Carolina)  asked  that  Calendar  No.  882 
(Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry  Report  No.  154) 
be  removed  from  the  list  and  held  for  separate  consideration.  Dr. 
Langford,  chairman  of  the  legislative  committee,  expressed 
willingness  for  the  report  to  be  considered  separately,  but  the 
Conference  voted  not  to  delete  the  item  from  the  unanimous 
concurrence  Hst. 

James  F.  W.  Talley  (Baltimore)  asked  that  Calendar  No.  597 
(Committee  on  Local  Church  Report  No.  32)  be  lifted  from  the 
list  and  held  for  separate  consideration.  Woodrow  Seals  (Texas), 
chairman  of  the  legislative  committee,  spoke  against  the  request. 
The  Conference  voted  not  to  delete  the  item  from  the  unanimous 
concurrence  list. 

J.  Melvin  Brawn  (California-Nevada)  asked  that  Calendar  No. 
655  (Committee  on  Local  Church  Report  No.  52)  be  lifted  from 
the  unanimous  concurrence  list.  He  stated  that  there  were 
inconsistencies  in  the  report  and  that  he  would  like  to  have  them 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Discipleship  for  study  and  clarification 
for  the  next  General  Conference.  Mr.  Seals  expressed  willingness 
for  the  report  to  be  deleted  from  the  list,  and  it  was  voted  to 
remove  it  for  separate  consideration. 

Carl  E.  Price  (Detroit)  asked  which  Committee  on  Financial 
Administration  reports  were  yet  to  be  presented  to  the 
Conference.  At  Mr.  Hodapp's  request,  Thomas  P.  Moore  (East 
Ohio),  chairman  of  the  committee,  reported  his  intention  to 
present  Calendar  Nos.  971,  559,  933,  and  635. 

Harold  W.  Dellit  (Iowa)  asked  that  Calendar  No.  654 
(Committee  on  Financial  Administration  Report  No.  76)  be 
removed  from  the  unanimous  concurrence  list  and  held  for 
separate  consideration.  The  Conference  voted  not  to  remove  it 
from  the  hst. 

A.  McKay  Brabham,  Jr.  (South  CaroUna)  was  recognized,  but 
stated  that  the  matter  he  had  wished  to  raise  had  already  been 
presented  by  another  delegate. 

Thom,as  F.  Stevenson  (North  Alabama)  asked  for  the 
opportunity  to  present  a  motion  related  to  the  legislation 
governing  membership  of  the  General  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  whenever  it  was  presented.  Thomas  P.  Moore 
(East  Ohio),  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Financial  Adminis- 
tration, reported  that  all  legislation  related  to  that  Council  had 
already  been  adopted. 

Woodrow  Seals  (Texas)  referred  to  the  Conference  action 
removing  Calendar  No.  655  from  the  unanimous  concurrence  list 
(see  above);  he  explained  that,  contrary  to  the  earlier  state- 
ment, his  committee  did  oppose  its  removal  from  the  Ust,  and  he 
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asked  that  the  Conference  action  removing  it  be  reconsidered. 
The  Chair  stated  that  it  had  been  removed  only  for  the  purpose  of 
separate  consideration  and  that  it  could  be  discussed  at  the  time 
it  was  presented. 

Mr.  Stevenson  (North  Alabama)  asked  again  about  the  GCFA 
legislation,  but  Mr.  Moore  repeated  that  the  Conference  had 
already  acted  on  it. 

Mr.  Brabham  (South  Carolina)  asked  as  a  matter  of  privilege 
for  the  opportunity  to  state  why  he  had  wanted  Calendar  No.  654 
(see  above)  removed  from  the  unanimous  concurrence  Ust.  He 
explained  that  he  wished  to  amend  the  report  in  a  manner  that 
would  allow  the  Basic  Salary  Plan  to  remain  as  a  discipUnary 
option,  because  his  annual  conference  was  studying  such  a  plan. 
Mr.  Moore  responded  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Financial 
Administration.  The  Conference  again  voted  not  to  remove  the 
item  from  the  unanimous  concurrence  list. 

Roger  G.  Roberts  (West  Virginia)  asked  that  Calendar  No.  506 
(Committee  on  Independent  Commissions  Report  No.  44)  be 
removed  from  the  Ust  and  held  for  separate  consideration.  He 
spoke  in  favor  of  his  request,  and  Mr.  Navas,  chairman  of  the 
legislative  committee,  responded.  The  Conference  voted  not  to 
remove  the  item  from  the  list. 

Wayne  E.  Shoemaker  (Iowa)  stated  that  Calendar  Nos.  497, 
498,  499,  504,  and  505  (Committee  on  Independent  Commissions 
Report  Nos.  35-37,  42-43)  should  be  removed  from  the  unanimous 
concurrence  list,  because  they  were  in  direct  contradiction  to 
legislation  already  adopted  in  Calendar  No.  388  (Committee  on 
Administrative  Order  Report  No.  95).  They  were  removed  from 
the  Ust  by  vote  of  the  Conference. 

Harvey  L.  Watson  (North  CaroUna)  stated  that  Calendar  No. 
508  (Committee  on  Independent  Commissions  Report  No.  46) 
should  be  deleted  from  the  unanimous  concurrence  Ust,  because  it 
was  related  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Higher  Education 
and  Ministry  and  was  in  direct  conflict  with  that  report.  Mr. 
Navas  stated  that  the  item  had  been  referred,  and  the  Chair 
ruled  that  if  it  was  referred  it  should  automatically  be  removed 
from  the  unanimous  concurrence  list. 

Walter  B.  Rutland  (Florida)  stated  that  there  were  three 
reports  from  the  Committee  on  Independent  Commissions  which 
in  his  judgment  were  substantive  and  which  should  have  been 
referred  to  other  committees.  He  referred  to  Calendar  No.  509 
(Report  No.  47);  Mr.  Navas  repUed  that  it  had  been  adopted  by 
the  Committee.  In  response  to  a  question  from  the  Chair,  Mr. 
Rutland  stated  that  if  it  had  not  been  referred  to  another 
legislative  committee,  he  would  like  to  have  it  removed  from  the 
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unanimous  concurrence  list  for  the  purpose  of  separate  consid- 
eration. Mr.  Navas  reiterated  that  the  report  had  received  a 
100%  concurrence  vote  in  the  committee,  and  the  Conference 
voted  not  to  remove  it  from  the  unanimous  concurrence  Ust. 

Mr.  Rutland  then  referred  to  Calendar  No.  511  (Report  No. 
49)  and  asked  whether  it  had  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Higher  Education  and  Ministry.  Mr.  Navas  replied  that  it  had, 
and  the  Chair  stated  that  it  should  then  be  deleted  from  the 
unanimous  concurrence  list. 

Vivienne  Gray  (Texas)  called  attention  to  Calendar  No.  242 
(Committee  on  Church  and  Society  Report  No.  20);  she  observed 
that  the  printed  report  showed  it  as  having  5  negative  votes  and 
questioned  whether  it  was  properly  included  in  the  unanimous 
concurrence  list.  Mr.  Stumbo,  chairman  of  the  legislative 
committee,  replied  that  it  had  been  included  because  it  was  a 
follow-up  to  the  resolution  on  Panama  Canal  Treaty  Negotiations 
(Report  No.  3,  Calendar  No.  109).  Mrs.  Gray  asked  for 
information  about  Conference  action  on  Calendar  No.  109,  and 
Mr.  Stumbo  replied  that  it  had  been  adopted. 

Floyd  H.  Coffman  (Kansas  East)  again  called  attention  to 
Calendar  No.  506  (Committee  on  Independent  Commissions 
Report  No.  44;  see  above).  He  pointed  out  that  it  precluded  the 
possibility  of  clergymen  being  nominated  to  membership  on  the 
Board  of  Pensions  by  the  Council  of  Bishops.  Mr.  Navas 
expressed  wilUngness  to  have  the  report  considered  separately  if 
it  was  the  will  of  the  Conference,  but  the  Conference  again  voted 
not  to  remove  the  item  from  the  unanimous  concurrence  list. 

Paul  Hardin  (Northern  New  Jersey)  asked  for  permission  to 
try  again  to  have  Calendar  No.  882  (Committee  on  Higher 
Education  and  Ministry  Report  No.  154)  removed  from  the 
unanimous  concurrence  list.  He  explained  the  amendment  he 
wished  to  offer,  but  the  Conference  voted  not  to  remove  it  from 
the  list. 

Theressa  Hoover  (New  York)  asked  that  Calendar  No.  995 
(Committee  on  Conferences  Report  No.  100)  be  removed  from 
the  unanimous  concurrence  list.  She  spoke  in  support  of  her 
request.  Bruce  Blake  (Kansas  West),  chairman  of  the  committee, 
stated  that  the  committee  had  considered  the  point  Ms.  Hoover 
had  raised,  but  that  it  had  voted  unanimously  for  the  report  as 
printed.  The  Conference  voted  not  to  remove  it  from  the  list. 

At  the  Chair's  request,  the  Assistant  Secretary  read  the  item 
numbers  which  had  been  removed  from  the  unanimous  concur- 
rence list.  Leonard  Slutz  (West  Ohio)  attempted  to  offer  a  motion 
related  to  one  of  the  items,  but  the  Chair  asked  him  to  wait. 

Thomas  Moore  (East  Ohio)  stated  that  Calendar  No.   510 
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(Committee  on  Independent  Commissions  Report  No.  48)  was  in 
direct  conflict  with  legislation  already  passed,  and  that  the 
chairman  of  the  Independent  Commissions  committee  had 
expressed  willingness  for  it  to  be  referred  to  the  General  Council 
on  Finance  and  Administration. 

Harold  W.  Dellit  (Iowa)  asked  a  question  about  how  editorial 
changes  might  be  made  in  the  items  being  adopted  as  a  part  of  the 
unanimous  concurrence  list.  The  Chair  stated  that  a  motion 
would  be  offered  later  to  deal  with  that.  The  Chair  called  for  a  vote 
on  the  unanimous  concurrence  items  which  had  not  been  lifted  for 
individual  consideration,  and  they  were  adopted. 

Committee  on  Church  and  Society,  Report  No.  37,  Calendar 
No.  399 

Leonard  Slutz  (West  Ohio)  moved  that  the  report,  removed 
earUer  from  the  unanimous  concurrence  list,  be  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Church  and  Society  without  any  expression  of  opinion, 
except  the  expression  of  the  opinion  of  the  committee.  John  E. 
Stumbo  (Kansas  East),  chairman  of  the  legislative  committee, 
spoke  in  opposition  to  referral  and  in  favor  of  adoption  of  the 
report.  The  motion  to  refer  was  adopted  (see  page  1195). 

Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry 

Mr.  Hodapp,  Committee  on  Calendar,  suggested  that,  before 
acting  on  other  reports  which  had  been  removed  from  the 
unanimous  concurrence  list,  reports  from  the  Committee  on 
Higher  Education  and  Ministry  be  heard.  The  procedure  was 
approved  by  vote  of  the  Conference. 

Report  Nos.  116,  182;  Calendar  Nos.  494,  1048 

Thomas  A.  Langford  (Western  North  CaroHna),  chairman  of 
the  legislative  committee,  presented  the  report,  which  was  to 
complete  action  on  the  recommendations  of  the  Bishop  and 
District  Superintendent  Study  Commission's  report  (see  pages 
1929-1932).  He  explained  that  Report  No.  182  contained  the 
legislative  committee's  recommendations  for  the  reassignment  of 
functions  which  the  study  commission  had  originally  assigned  to  a 
General  Committee  on  the  Episcopacy.  He  stated  that  the 
committee  had  reviewed  the  transcript  of  the  Conference's  action 
on  the  proposal  for  a  General  Committee  and  had  concluded  that 
the  intention  of  the  Conference  was  the  complete  removal  of  the 
General  Committee  on  Episcopacy  and  the  transfer  of  its 
functions  to  the  jurisdictional  committees.  Accordingly,  Report 
No.  182  contained  detailed  recommendations  for  removal  of  all 
references  to  the  General  Committee,  the  transfer  of  many  of  its 
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functions  to  the  jurisdictional  committees  or,  in  one  instance,  to 
the  GCFA,  and  the  deletion  of  the  remaining  functions. 

Dr.  Langford  then  presented  proposed  legislation  governing 
the  jurisdictional  Committees  on  Episcopacy  and  moved  its 
adoption,  as  amended  by  Report  No.  182.  The  legislation  was 
adopted  as  amended. 

Dr.  Langford  presented  the  proposed  legislation  governing 
conference  Committees  on  Episcopacy.  Donald  W.  Durham 
(Kentucky)  asked  whether  the  legislation  was  proposed  for 
adoption  as  originally  submitted  by  the  Study  Commission  or  as 
amended  by  the  legislative  committee.  Dr.  Langford  repUed  that 
the  legislative  committee  amendments  were  to  be  included  in 
what  he  was  presenting  for  adoption.  Mr.  Durham  moved  to 
amend  the  proposed  legislation  by  restoring  the  original  Study 
Commission  language  in  section  2.  It  was  noted  that  the 
legislative  committee  version  would  mandate  at  least  three 
meetings  of  the  committee  annually.  Mr.  Durham  spoke  in 
support  of  his  amendment,  and  Dr.  Langford  spoke  in  behalf  of 
the  committee  language.  The  amendment  was  adopted.  The 
proposed  legislation  as  amended  was  then  adopted. 

Dr.  Langford  presented  the  proposed  legislation  governing  the 
Committee  on  District  Superin tendency.  James  A.  Starr  (De- 
troit) proposed  an  amendment,  but  it  failed  for  lack  of  a  second. 
James  L.  Carraway  (Western  Pennsylvania)  moved  to  amend 
the  report  by  deleting  the  proposed  legislation  for  a  Committee 
on  District  Superintendency  in  its  entirety.  He  spoke  in  support 
of  his  amendment.  Jim  T.  Pickens  (Northwest  Texas)  spoke 
against  it.  Tal  Oden  (Oklahoma)  made  a  final  statement  against 
the  amendment  on  behalf  of  the  committee.  The  amendment  was 
defeated. 

Boyd  E.  Wagner  (Southern  Illinois)  moved  to  amend  the 
proposed  legislation  by  restoring  the  wording  of  the  Study 
Commission  in  section  3,  thus  eliminating  the  legislative 
committee  recommendation  which  would  require  the  committees 
to  meet  at  least  three  times  annually.  The  amendment  was 
adopted. 

Nadine  Hardin  (North  Arkansas)  moved  to  amend  the 
proposed  legislation,  section  1,  by  substituting  "two"  for  "three" 
in  each  category  of  membership,  thus  reducing  the  committee  to 
ten  members.  The  amendment  was  adopted.  Earle  N.  Cooper 
(Troy)  moved  that  the  minimum  number  of  clergy  on  the 
committee  be  reduced  from  five  to  three.  Dr.  Langford  accepted 
the  amendment  on  behalf  of  the  committee.  The  proposed 
legislation  governing  the  Committee  on  the  District  Superinten- 
dency was  adopted  as  amended. 
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Dr.  Langford  moved  the  approval  of  the  Study  Commission 
report  as  a  whole,  with  all  of  the  amendments  which  had  been 
made.  He  explained  that  constitutional  amendments  which  had 
been  a  part  of  the  original  report  were  no  longer  included, 
because,  with  the  removal  of  the  General  Committee  on 
Episcopacy,  they  were  no  longer  needed.  Willie  B.  Clay 
(Northern  IlUnois)  moved  to  reconsider  the  portion  of  the  report 
having  to  do  with  reassignment  of  the  functions  of  the  General 
Committee  on  Episcopacy.  He  explained  the  purpose  of  his 
motion  to  reconsider,  but  it  was  defeated.  The  report  was 
adopted  as  a  whole  (see  page  1909). 

Motion  of  Implementation 

Paul  V.  Shearer  (Iowa)  presented  a  motion  of  implementation 
for  the  newly-adopted  legislation  providing  for  annual  conference 
nominees  for  episcopal  election  (see  page  1917,  Par.  505. 1).  The 
motion  was  as  follows:  "For  1976,  biographical  data  of  the  annual 
conference  nominees  shall  be  made  available  to  the  delegates 
prior  to,  or  at  the  first  business  session  of,  the  jurisdictional 
conferences  by  the  secretaries  of  the  jurisdictional  conferences." 
He  spoke  in  support  of  the  motion.  Dr.  Langford  reported  that 
the  legislative  committee  also  had  a  plan  of  implementation  to 
present,  but  that  this  provision  was  not  included  in  it.  Mr. 
Shearer's  motion  was  adopted. 

Report  No.  168,  Calendar  No.  981 

Dr.  Langford  identified  the  report  as  a  Plan  of  Implementation 
related  to  the  Bishop  and  District  Superintendent  Study 
Commission  report.  He  presented  changes  which  needed  to  be 
made  as  a  result  of  amendments  to  the  report.  Report  No.  168 
was  adopted  (see  page  1505). 

Report  No.  174,  Calendar  No.  1037 

Dr.  Langford  called  on  Lyle  Christianson  (Minnesota)  to  give 
leadership  in  the  presentation  of  the  report.  Mr.  Christianson 
explained  that  the  report  as  printed  in  the  Daily  Christian 
Advocate  was  in  the  form  of  amendments  to  proposed  legislation 
dealing  with  the  ordained  ministry  as  printed  in  an  advance 
edition  oii\\e  Daily  Christian  Advocate.  Mr.  Christianson  Hsted 
what  he  characterized  as  seven  items  of  substance  in  the  report. 
Following  his  presentation  he  indicated  that  there  was  one  item 
the  legislative  committee  had  not  perfected,  and  he  asked  that 
Willie  B.  Clay  (Northern  Illinois)  be  recognized  for  an  amend- 
ment. 

Mr.  Clay  moved  to  amend  the  report,  proposed  Par.  427.10,  by 
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the  insertion  of  a  new  second  sentence,  which  would  read  as 
follows:  "In  the  case  of  ministers  coming  from  Methodist 
denominations  composed  primarily  of  minority  persons,  consulta- 
tion with  the  executive  committee  of  the  Board  of  the  Ordained 
Ministry  shall  not  be  required."  He  spoke  in  support  of  his 
amendment,  but  it  was  defeated. 

Mr.  Christianson  called  attention  to  proposed  Par.  434  of  the 
report,  dealing  with  maternity  leave.  He  pointed  out  that  the 
recommendation  differed  from  that  of  the  Committee  on 
Independent  Commissions  on  the  same  subject  (Report  No.  46, 
Calendar  No.  508,  see  page  1852),  particularly  in  proposed  Par. 
434.2.  He  moved  that  Par.  434.2  as  recommended  by  the 
Committee  on  Higher  Education  and  Ministry  be  approved.  The 
motion  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Christianson  presented  proposed  legislation  dealing  with 
the  retirement  of  ordained  ministers.  Robert  L.  Wilcox  (Holston) 
moved  to  amend  the  legislation  to  provide  for  mandatory 
retirement  at  age  72  instead  of  age  70.  He  spoke  in  support  of  his 
amendment.  Mr.  Christianson  spoke  against  it  on  behalf  of  the 
committee.  The  amendment  was  defeated. 

John  B.  Russell  (Virginia)  asked  a  question  to  clarify  that  the 
report  was  printed  and  before  the  Conference  in  its  entirety;  Mr. 
Christianson  rephed  that,  with  the  material  in  the  advance 
edition  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate  to  which  the  calendar 
item  referred,  the  report  was  complete.  He  then  asked  about  the 
vote  of  the  committee  on  the  report,  and  Mr.  Christianson 
replied  that  the  vote  of  74-0  as  shown  was  correct.  Mr.  Russell 
then  moved  the  suspension  of  the  rules  in  order  to  move  the 
previous  question  on  the  entire  report.  The  motion  was  adopted. 
Report  No.  174  was  adopted  (see  page  1507). 

Matter  of  Privilege 

P.  Boyd  Mather  (Iowa)  asked  a  question  about  a  Judicial 
Council  decision;  Dr.  Langford  responded.  He  then  asked  a 
question  about  the  Conference  action  on  clergy  retirement  age; 
the  Chair  responded. 

Committee    on   Higher   Education    and   Ministry — ^Report 
Resumed 

Dr.  Langford  stated  that  he  and  Mr.  Navas  had  had  an 
agreement  that  Mr.  Navas  would  have  an  opportunity  to  present 
the  Committee  on  Independent  Commissions'  point  of  view  on 
the  issue  of  maternity /paternity  leave,  but  that  the  Conference 
had  approved  Calendar  No.  1037  so  quickly  that  this  had  not  been 
possible.  He  expressed  embarrassment  over  the  fact  that  such 
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opportunity  had  not  been  given.  The  Chair  expressed  his  regrets 
over  the  matter  but  explained  that  in  his  judgment  the 
Conference  had  given  its  decision. 

Report  No.  156,  Calendar  No.  884 

Dr.  Langford  presented  the  report,  which  was  on  the  subject 
"Diaconal  Ministry,"  and  explained  that  it  was  a  confirmation  of 
action  previously  taken.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1501). 

Report  No.  177,  Calendar  No.  1040 

Dr.  Langford  presented  the  report,  which  dealt  with  a  portion 
of  the  report  of  the  Commission  to  Study  the  Ministry;  it  was 
adopted  (see  page  1542). 

Motion  of  Implementation 

Dr.  Langford:  Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  a  motion  as  to  implementation.  I  think  this 
will  be  important  to  the  Conference.  I  want  to  move  that  the  effective  date  for  all 
of  the  materials  that  we  have  approved  from  the  Commission  to  Study  the 
Ministry,  and  the  materials  which  will  be  contained  in  Chapters  Three  and  Four  of 
the  Disciplme  become  effective  as  of  January  1,  1977. 

The  word  of  explanation  is  that  this  has  to  do  with  entrance  into  ministry,  the 
matters  of  approval  by  Boards  of  the  Ministry,  and  it  would  simply  be  impossible 
to  distribute  this  or  to  implement  this  by  Annual  Conference  time  this  year.  The 
motion  to  move  to  January  1,  1977  will  give  time  for  Boards  of  the  Ministry, 
Annual  Conferences,  etc.,  to  get  the  material  in  hand,  become  familiar,  and  utilize 
it. 

The  motion  was  adopted. 

Report  No.  179,  Calendar  No.  1042 

Dr.  Langford  introduced  the  report,  consisting  of  proposed 
legislation  governing  conference  Boards  of  Ordained  Ministry. 
Alden  B.  Bums  (West  Michigan)  moved  to  amend  the  report,  the 
first  sentence  of  proposed  Par.  721.1,  by  deleting  the  words,  "at 
the  first  session  following  the  General  Conference  shall  elect  for  a 
term  of  four  years,"  and  by  substituting  therefor  the  words, 
"shall  elect  annually."  He  spoke  in  support  of  his  amendment; 
Lyle  Christianson  (Minnesota)  spoke  against  it.  The  amendment 
was  defeated. 

Eugene  Zimmerman  (Florida)  called  attention  to  a  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Independent  Commissions  and  spoke  in 
opposition  to  the  adoption  of  legislation  which  would  include  lay 
persons  as  members  of  Boards  of  the  Ordained  Ministry.  Willard 
A.  Zellmer  (Pacific  Northwest)  spoke  in  favor  of  lay  members  on 
such  boards.  Don  M.  Pike  (Central  Texas)  spoke  against  it  and 
asked  whether  there  had  been  a  Judicial  Council  decision  on  the 
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constitutionality  of  such  legislation.  The  Chair  and  Dr.  Langford 
responded.  Miriam  Isaacs  (New  York)  spoke  for  it.  William 
Hemphill  (Peninsula)  asked  whether  the  legislation  being 
recommended  by  this  committee  report  contained  any  provision 
for  lay  membership  on  Boards  of  Ordained  Ministry.  Robert  W. 
Thomburg  (Central  lUinois)  repHed  that  no  such  provision  was 
included  in  the  legislation  now  before  the  Conference.  Wayne  E. 
Shoemaker  (Iowa)  attempted  to  introduce  an  amendment  dealing 
with  the  process  by  which  lay  members  of  Boards  of  the  Ordained 
Ministry  would  be  nominated.  Dr.  Langford  attempted  to  explain 
that  the  material  included  in  this  report  did  not  include  the 
provision  for  lay  members.  Carroll  H.  Long  (Holston)  asked  for 
further  clarification,  and  Dr.  Thomburg  reiterated  that  only 
clergy  members  in  full  connection  would  be  on  the  boards.  The 
report  was  adopted  (see  page  1543). 

Higher  Education  and  Ministry  Reports  Completed 

Dr.  Langford  expressed  appreciation  to  Lenora  F.  Clark 
(Texas),  who  had  served  as  secretary  of  the  legislative  commit- 
tee. 

Harvey  H.  Potthoff  (Rocky  Mountain)  asked  about  the  status 
of  the  Inter-jurisdictional  (Committee  on  the  Episcopacy.  Dr. 
Langford  replied  that  its  status  had  not  been  changed  by  this 
Conference.  Mr.  Potthoff  referred  to  a  disciplinary  statement  of 
its  functions  and  asked  about  the  assignment  of  that  function;  Dr. 
Langford  responded  that  that  function  remained  with  the 
Inter-jurisdictional  Committee. 

Committee  on  Discipleship 

Mr.  Hodapp,  Committee  on  Calendar,  called  for  a  report  from 
the  Legislative  Committee  on  Discipleship,  Wesley  Bailey 
(Western  North  Carolina),  chairman. 

Report  No.  55  (Majority  and  Minority);  Calendar  Nos.  869, 

870 

Mr.  Bailey  explained  that  the  report  consisted  of  a  Resolution 
on  the  Family.  He  called  on  P.  Boyd  Mather  (Iowa)  for 
presentation  of  the  minority  report.  Mr.  Mather  explained  that 
the  minority  report  also  called  for  adoption  of  the  resolution 
contained  in  the  majority  report,  but  that  it  called  for  the 
addition  of  a  series  of  recommendations  to  the  end  of  that 
resolution. 

Paul  V.  Shearer  (Iowa)  moved  to  suspend  the  rules  so  as  to 
eliminate  debate  on  any  remaining  items  to  be  presented  to  the 
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Conference,  and  to  proceed  directly  to  a  vote  on  each  item 
presented.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

The  minority  report,  Calendar  No.  870,  was  put  to  a  vote  and 
was  defeated  (see  page  1401).  Calendar  No.  869,  the  majority 
report,  was  adopted  (see  page  1395). 

Committee  on  Financial  Administration 

Mr.  Hodapp,  Committee  on  Calendar,  called  for  reports  from 
the  Legislative  Committee  on  Financial  Administration,  Thomas 
P.  Moore  (East  Ohio),  chairman. 

Report  No.  82,  Calendar  No.  933 

Mr.  Moore  presented  the  report,  explaining  that  it  was  a 
resolution  calhng  for  the  use  of  resources  and  funds  by  boards 
and  agencies  only  in  support  of  programs  consistent  with  the 
Social  Principles  of  the  church.  The  report  was  adopted  (see  page 
1762). 

Report  No.  120,  Calendar  No.  971 

Mr.  Moore  explained  that  the  report  was  a  recommendation  of 
concurrence  with  a  petition  which  would  prohibit  the  use  of  funds 
for  projects  favoring  homosexual  practices;  the  report  was 
adopted  (see  page  1774). 

Report  No.  50,  Calendar  No.  559 

Mr.  Moore  presented  the  report,  which  consisted  of  proposed 
legislation  designed  to  insure  that  no  agency  shall  give  United 
Methodist  funds  to  any  "gay"  organization  or  use  such  funds  to 
promote  the  acceptance  of  homosexuaUty.  The  report  was 
adopted  (see  page  1752). 

Financial  Administration  Reports  Completed 

Mr.  Moore  gave  information  in  response  to  inquiries  which  had 
been  addressed  to  him  during  the  evening  about  the  status  of 
various  committee  reports.  He  expressed  appreciation  to  Bar- 
bara Thompson  (Baltimore),  vice-chairwoman,  and  William  W. 
Reid,  Jr.  (Wyoming),  secretary  of  the  legislative  committee. 

Committee  on  Local  Church,  Report  No.  52,  Calendar  No. 
655 

Mr.  Hodapp,  Committee  on  Calendar,  called  on  Paul  E.  Myers 
(Central  Pennsylvania)  to  present  the  report,  which  had  been 
removed  from  the  unanimous  concurrence  list  earlier  in  the 
session  (see  page  561). 
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Mr.  Myers:  This  represents  eleven  pages  of  important  local  church  legislation. 
There  are  matters  of  substance  here.  None  of  them  is  in  question.  We  have 
consulted  with  those  concerned  about  a  few  inconsistencies  in  the  use  of 
objectives  and  goals  with  regard  to  both  the  Administrative  Board  and  the 
Council  on  Ministries.  Judge  Seals  and  I  assure  those  persons  that  if  they  would 
write  letters  to  Judge  Seals,  he  will  pass  them  on  to  the  Board  of  Discipleship,  and 
they  study  the  apparent  inconsistencies.  We  don't  think  any  other  action  is 
necessary,  and  we  now  move  concurrence  on  Calendar  Item  655. 

The  report  was  adopted  (see  page  1662). 

Committee  on  Church  and  Society 

Mr.  Hodapp  called  for  the  final  reports  from  the  Legislative 
Committee  on  Church  and  Society,  John  E.  Stumbo  (Kansas 
East),  chairman. 

Report  No.  34,  Calendar  No.  396 

Mr.  Stumbo  called  on  Richard  0.  Truitt  (Wisconsin)  for 
presentation  of  the  report.  Mr.  Truitt  explained  that  the  report 
was  a  Resolution  on  Southern  Africa;  it  was  adopted  (see  page 
1191). 

Report  No.  35,  Calendar  No.  397 

Mr.  Truitt  presented  the  report,  a  Resolution  on  the  Middle 
East,  and  it  was  adopted  (see  page  1192). 

Report  No.  40,  Calendar  No.  402 

Mr.  Truitt  introduced  the  report,  which  was  on  the  subject, 
"ReconciUation  and  Reconstruction  in  Indochina."  It  was  adopted 
(see  page  1202). 

Report  No.  42,  Calendar  No.  404 

Mr.  Truitt  presented  the  report,  entitled  "Conflict  in  Northern 
Ireland  and  Lebanon,"  and  it  was  adopted  (see  page  1204). 

Report  No.  33,  Calendar  No.  395 

J.  R.  Kemmerly  (Louisiana)  reminded  the  Chair  that  he  had 
asked  earlier  in  the  evening  for  the  opportunity  to  bring  the 
report  before  the  Conference  for  consideration.  The  Chair  repHed 
that  the  Conference  could  decide  if  it  wished  to  consider  the 
matter.  Mr.  Kemmerly  attempted  to  introduce  an  amendment  to 
the  report,  but  the  Chair  explained  that  the  Conference  had  not 
yet  voted  to  consider  it.  Mr.  Stumbo  expressed  wilUngness  to 
present  the  report,  but  the  Conference  voted  not  to  consider  it 
(see  page  1190). 
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Matter  of  Privilege 

Thomas  A.  Langford  (Western  North  Carolina):  If  you  will  bear  with  me  just  a 
minute.  Out  of  embarrassment  and  deep  appreciation  I  want  to  stand  to  express  I 
think  what  is  a  debt  of  unusual  proportions  of  all  of  us  to  Dr.  Merlyn  Northfelt  and 
those  members  whom  we  elected  four  years  ago  to  do  the  Study  of  Episcopacy 
and  District  Superintendency.  It  has  been  a  major  part  of  our  work.  While  we 
have  changed  some  things,  they  have  given  us  a  document  to  work  with,  concepts 
to  work  with,  important,  important  material.  I'd  like  to  recognize  all  those 
members  who  are  here  just  for  us  to  express  our  appreciation  to  them  for  their 
work. 

The  Conference  responded  with  applause. 

Concluding  Business 

Judy  M.  Gilreath  (North  Texas)  asked  about  the  disposition  of 
items  included  in  the  omnibus  referral  list.  Mr.  Hodapp, 
Committee  on  Calendar,  repUed  that  the  motion  to  refer  those 
items  had  been  adopted  earUer  in  the  session  (see  above,  page 
531). 

Mr.  Hodapp  explained  that  he  wished  to  present  a  resolution 
on  behalf  of  William  P.  Bailey  (Memphis),  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Reference.  The  motion,  made  in  Mr.  Bailey's 
name,  was  as  follows:  "I  move  that  the  Committee  on  Plan  of 
Organization  and  Rules  of  Order  be  authorized  and  given  power 
to  review  the  responsibilities  of  the  Reference  Committee  in  the 
1980  session,  and  if  the  Reference  Committee  is  to  be  taken 
seriously,  to  call  for  its  convening  early  enough  to  review  and 
refer  all  petitions  rather  than  placing  such  heavy  responsibiUty 
upon  the  Petitions  Secretary."  The  motion  was  adopted. 

Matter  of  Privilege 

Andre  N.  Bahule  (Southeast  Africa):  I  want  to  thank  you  in  the  name  of  the 
delegation  from  Mozambique,  and  I  think  I  can  say  for  the  people  from  Southern 
Africa,  for  the  position  you  took  on  Southern  Africa.  We  know  about  the 
resolution  of  1972  condemning  colonialism  in  Southern  Africa.  Now  some  of  the 
countries  have  become  independent;  others  still  have  not,  but  we  want  to  say 
thank  you  for  the  position  that  you  have  taken  on  Southern  Africa. 

Concluding  Business  Resumed 

Mr.  Hodapp  moved  "that  all  calendar  reports  which  in 
committee  received  the  vote  of  more  than  ninety  percent  for 
nonconcurrence  be  acted  upon  by  this  body  also  as  nonconcur- 
rence."  The  motion  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Hodapp  moved  that  "according  to  the  Plan  of  Organization 
IX  that  there  be  published  a  Book  of  Resolutions  containing 
appropriate  non-legislative  material  adopted  by  this  Conference, 
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and  that  these  resolutions  shall  include  those  identified  by  the 
following  calendar  numbers:  Committee  on  Church  and  Society 
Calendar  Nos.  109,  114,  238,  240,  244,  245,  392  as  amended  by 
895,  399,  400,  401,  403,  893,  894,  896;  Committee  on  Council  on 
Ministries  Calendar  Nos.  125,  190,  191,  529,  530,  536;  Committee 
on  Global  Ministries  Calendar  Nos.  768  and  785;  and  Committee 
on  Local  Church  Calendar  No.  658."  (Note:  The  Calendar 
numbers  Usted  above  were  not  read  to  the  Conference  as  part  of 
the  motion  but  were  supplied  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
General  Conference. — Editor)  The  motion  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Hodapp  moved  that  "omissions  and  corrections  in  calendar 
reports  be  edited  for  inclusion  in  the  Journal  by  the  Conference 
Secretary  and  those  he  shall  designate,  in  a  manner  to  express 
the  action  of  the  legislative  committees  and  the  interests  of  the 
General  Conference."  The  motion  was  adopted. 

Calendar  Completed 

Mr.  Hodapp:  Mr.  Chairman,  there  are  a  few  other  items  that  do  not  really 
affect  the  life  of  the  Church.  The  legislative  chairmen  have  asked  me  to  express 
the  feeling  that  all  of  the  necessary  legislative  work  has  been  done.  And, 
therefore,  on  behalf  of  the  Calendar  Committee,  I'm  pleased  to  report  that  the 
Calendar  of  this  1976  General  Conference  is  completed. 

Closing  Address — ^Bishop  W.  Kenneth  Goodson 

The  Chair  announced  that,  following  the  closing  statement  by 
Bishop  W.  Kenneth  Goodson,  President  of  the  Council  of 
Bishops,  he  would  recognize  John  R.  Van  Sickle  (Northern 
Illinois)  for  the  motion  to  adjourn. 

Bishop  Goodson:  All  right,  dear  friends,  may  I  say  a  word  to  you.  I  want  you  to 
know  that  I  understand  quite  well  what  time  and  hour  it  is,  and  I  want  to  say  a 
word  to  you  about  it.  I  want  to  say  that  in  front  of  me  I  have  a  manuscript  that  I 
have  prepared  having  to  do  with  tlie  closing  remarks  of  this  Conference,  and  with 
your  permission  I  shall  turn  it  over  to  the  editors  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate 
and  ask  them  to  print  it,  and  to  read  it  to  you.  Having  heard  no  amendment  to 
that  suggestion,  may  I  then  say  to  you  four  brief  words. 

No.  1,  may  I  congratulate  you  from  the  deep  of  my  heart  for  the  unusual  loyalty 
you  have  shown  in  standing  by,  not  only  in  this  session,  but  in  all  of  the  sessions  of 
the  General  Conference  of  our  church.  We  meet  together  every  four  years  to 
discuss  the  matters  that  are  akin  to  our  church  and  are  akin  to  the  life  of  the 
church.  As  I  said  to  you  on  the  opening  day,  I  have  been  to  every  session  of  a 
General  Conference  in  the  whole  course  of  my  adult  life  and  all  of  my  ministry  as  a 
Methodist  minister,  with  one  single  exception,  and  with  the  exception  of  the 
Uniting  Conference  in  Kansas  City,  many  years  ago  when  the  inspiration  was 
ahnost  more  than  I  could  take,  this  has  been  the  finest  session  of  the  General 
Conference  of  the  Wesleyan  movement  that  I  ever  attended  in  my  Hfe,  and  I  come 
tonight  on  behalf  of  my  colleagues  and  on  my  own  behalf  to  congratulate  you.  You 
have  been  sensitive  to  the  grass  root  concerns  of  the  church  back  home,  and  the 
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criticism  that  the  local  church  is  not  heard  in  the  General  Conference  can  no 
longer  be  a  valid  criticism. 

I  come  to  commend  you  for  your  dedication.  You've  talked  about  the  authentic 
Christian  fundamentals  that  Christians  ought  to  talk  about,  and  we've  set  our 
sights  in  the  direction  to  do  something  about  evangelism,  something  about  world 
hunger,  and  something  about  ethnic  minorities. 

I  come  to  you  tonight  on  behalf  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  to  thank  you  out  of  the 
deep  of  our  hearts  for  your  unusual  display  and  your  unusual  affirmation  of  loyalty 
to  Jesus  Christ  and  loyalty  to  the  Church. 

I  can  only  say  to  you,  as  you  wing  your  way  home,  beginning  even  now  within  a 
few  hours,  that  all  of  us  shall  pray  for  each  other  that  the  journey  mercies  of  the 
Heavenly  Father  shall  watch  over  us  until  we  have  returned  to  our  homes  and  to 
those  who  await  our  arrival  and  that  our  Church  shall  find  under  the  mercy  and 
providence  of  God  the  kind  of  prosperity  that  befits  the  coming  of  the  Kingdom. 

I  come  to  say  to  you  that  the  King  is  not  only  coming.  He  is  here.  Amen.

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Vote  of  the  Annual  Conferences  on 
Proposed  Constitutional  Amendments 

The  1972  regular  session  of  The  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 

Church  held  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  approved  the  following  amendments  to  the 

Constitution  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  and  submitted  them  to  the  Annual 

Conferences  for  vote: 
Amendment  No.  1972-7:  That  the  first  paragraph  of  The  Preamble  of  the 

Constitution  be  amended  by  deleting  the  word  men  in  the  second  sentence  and  by 

substituting  in  its  place  the  word  persons  so  that  the  first  paragraph  of  The 

Preamble  of  the  Constitution  as  amended  will  read: 

The  Church  is  a  community  of  all  true  believers  under  the  Lordship  of  Christ. 
It  is  the  redeemed  and  redeeming  fellowship  in  which  the  Word  of  God  is 
preached  by  persons  divinely  called,  and  the  Sacraments  are  duly  adminis- 
tered according  to  Christ's  own  appointment.  Under  the  discipline  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  the  Church  seeks  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  worship,  the 
edification  of  believers,  and  the  redemption  of  the  world. 
Number  of  members  of  the  Annual  Conferences  present  was  29, 162;  number 

voting  Aye  was  27,856;  number  voting  No  was  1,046;  number  Abstaining  was  260. 

This  amendment  was  approved. 

Amendment  No.  1972-8:  That  the  first  paragraph  of  Section  II,  Article  II 

(Par.  13)  be  amended  to  read: 

The  General  Conference  shall  meet  at  such  times  and  place  as  shall  be 
determined  by  the  General  Conference  or  by  its  duly  authorized  committees, 
but  not  more  often  than  once  in  two  consecutive  calendar  years.  Each 
Annual  Conference  shall  determine  whether  to  elect  delegates  each  two 
years  or  each  four  years. 
Number  of  members  of  the  Annual  Conferences  present  was  29,495;  number 

voting  Aye  was  14,722;  number  voting  No  was  14,282;  number  Abstaining  was 

491.  This  amendment  was  not  approved  by  the  two-thirds  Aye  vote  required. 
Amendment  No.  1972-9:  That  Section  VII,  Article  I  (Par.  36)  be  amended  by 

adding  a  paragraph  at  the  end  thereof  as  follows: 

If  the   lay   membership  should   number  less  than  the  ministerial 
members  of  the  Annual  Conference,  the  Annual  Conference  shall,  by  its 
own  formula,  provide  for  the  election  of  additional  lay  members  to 
equalize  lay  and  ministerial  membership  of  the  Annual  Conference. 
Number  of  members  of  the  Annual  Conferences  present  was  29,801;  number 

voting  Aye  was  24,707;  number  voting  No  was  4,567;  number  Abstaining  was  527. 

This  amendment  was  approved. 
Amendment  No.  1972-10:  That  Section  VII,  Article  II  (Par.  37)  be  amended 

by  deleting  the  words  urith  the  exception  that  the  lay  members  may  not  vote  on 

matters  of  ordination,  character  and  conference  relations  of  ministers  so  that  the 

paragraph  as  amended  will  read: 

The  Annual  Conference  is  the  basic  body  in  the  Church  and  as  such  shall  have 
reserved  to  it  the  right  to  vote  on  all  constitutional  amendments,  on  the  election 
of  ministerial  and  lay  delegates  to  the  General  and  Jurisdictional  or  Central 
Conferences,  on  all  matters  relating  to  the  character  and  conference  relations  of 
its  ministerial  members,  and  on  the  ordination  of  ministers  and  such  other 
rights  as  have  not  been  delegated  to  the  General  Conference  under  the 
Constitution.  It  shall  discharge  such  duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as  the 
General  Conference  under  the  Constitution  may  determine. 
Number  of  members  of  the  Annual  Conferences  present  was  28,498;  number 
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voting  Aye  was  12,253;  number  voting  No  was  15,486;  number  Abstaining  was 
759.  This  amendment  was  not  approved  by  the  two-thirds  Aye  vote  required. 

Amendment  No.  1972-11:  That  Section  VII,  Article  V  (Par.  40)  be  amended 
by  deleting  the  words  provided  that  such  delegates  be  at  least  twenty-one  (21) 
years  of  age  and  and  substituting  therefor,  the  words  without  regard  to  age, 
provided  such  delegates  so  that  the  paragraph  as  amended  will  read: 

The  lay  delegates  to  the  General  Conference  and  to  the  Jurisdictional  or 
Central  Conferences  shall  be  elected  by  the  lay  members  of  the  Annual 
Conference  or  Provisional  Annual  Conference,  without  regard  to  age, 
provided  such  delegates  shall  have  been  members  of  one  of  the  constituent 
churches  forming  this  union  or  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  for  at  least  four 
years  next  preceding  their  election,  and  are  members  thereof  within  the 
Annual  Conference  electing  them  at  the  time  of  holding  the  General  and 
Jurisdictional  or  Central  Conferences. 

Number  of  members  of  the  Annual  Conferences  present  was  28,862;  number 
voting  Aye  was  22,652;  number  voting  No  was  5,756;  number  Abstaining  was  454. 
This  amendment  was  approved. 

Amendment  No.  1972-12:  That  Division  III,  Article  V  (Par.  54)  be  amended 
by  deleting  in  subunit  (2)  of  the  first  paragraph  thereof  the  words  he  shall  have 
given  his  specific  consent  and  substituting  in  their  place  the  words  that  bishop 
shall  have  specifically  consented  and 

by  deleting  in  subunit  (3)  of  the  first  paragraph  thereof  the  words  he  and  him 
and  substituting  in  their  place  the  words  the  bishop  and 

by  deleting  in  the  second  paragraph  thereof  the  word  him  and  substituting  in 
its  place  the  words  the  bishop 
so  that  the  paragraph  as  amended  will  read: 

The  bishops  shall  have  residential  and  presidential  supervision  in  the 
Jurisdictional  Conferences  in  which  they  are  elected  or  to  which  they  are 
transferred.  Bishops  may  be  transferred  from  one  jurisdiction  to  another 
jurisdiction  for  presidential  and  residential  supervision  under  the  following 
conditions:  (1)  The  transfer  of  bishops  may  be  on  either  of  two  bases:  (a) 
jurisdiction  which  receives  a  bishop  by  transfer  from  another  jurisdiction  may 
transfer  to  that  jurisdiction  or  to  a  third  jurisdiction  one  of  its  own  bishops 
eligible  for  transfer,  so  that  the  number  transferred  in  by  each  jurisdiction  shall 
be  balanced  by  the  number  transferred  out,  or  (b)  a  jurisdiction  may  receive  a 
bishop  from  another  jurisdiction  and  not  transfer  out  a  member  of  its  own 
College  of  Bishops.  (2)  No  bishop  shall  be  transferred  unless  that  bishop  shall 
have  specifically  consented.  (3)  No  bishop  shall  be  eligible  for  transfer  unless 
the  bishop  shall  have  served  one  quadrennium  in  the  jurisdiction  which  elected 
the  bishop  to  the  episcopacy.  (4)  All  such  transfers  shall  require  the  approval 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members,  present  and  voting,  of  the  Jurisdictional 
Conferences  which  are  involved  after  consideration  by  the  Committees  on 
Episcopacy.  After  the  above  procedures  have  been  followed,  the  transferring 
bishop  shall  become  a  member  of  the  receiving  College  of  Bishops  and  shall  be 
subject  to  residential  assignment  by  that  Jurisdictional  Conference. 

A  bishop  may  be  assigned  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  for  presidential  service 
or  other  temporary  service  in  another  jurisdiction  than  that  which  elected  the 
bishop,  provided  request  is  made  by  a  majority  of  the  bishops  in  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  proposed  service. 

In  the  case  of  an  emergency  in  any  jurisdiction  or  Central  Conference 
through  the  death  or  disability  of  a  bishop  or  other  cause,  the  Council  of 
Bishops  may  assign  a  bishop  from  another  jurisdiction  or  Central  Conference  to 
the  work  of  the  said  jurisdiction  or  Central  Conference  with  the  consent  of  a 
majority  of  the  bishops  of  that  jurisdiction  or  Central  Conference. 
Number  of  members  of  the  Annual  Conferences  present  was  27,861;  number 
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voting  Aye  was  25,863;  number  voting  No  was  1,492;  number  abstaining  was  506. 
This  amendment  was  approved. 

Amendment  No.  1972-13:  That  Division  III,  Article  VII  (Paragraph  56)  be 
amended  by  deleting  in  the  first  paragraph  thereof  the  words  him  and  his  and 
substituting  in  their  place  respectively  the  words  the  bishop  and  the  and  by 
deleting  in  the  second  sentence  of  the  second  paragraph  the  words  Each  bishop 
shall  report  in  ivriting  annually  all  his  decisions  of  law  and  substituting  in  their 
place  the  words  AH  decisions  of  law  made  by  each  bishop  shall  be  reported  in 
writing  annually  so  that  the  paragraph  as  amended  will  read: 

A  bishop  presiding  over  an  Annual,  Central,  or  Jurisdictional  Conference 

shall  decide  all  questions  of  law  coming  before  the  bishop  in  the  regular 

business  of  a  session;  provided  that  such  questions  be  presented  in  writing  and 

that  the  decisions  be  recorded  in  the  journal  of  the  conference. 
Such  an  episcopal  decision  shall  not  be  authoritative  except  for  the  pending 

case  until  it  shall  have  been  passed  upon  by  the  Judicial  Council.  All  decisions 

of  law  made  by  each  bishop  shall  be  reported  in  writing  annually,  with  a 

syllabus  of  the  same,  to  the  Judicial  Council,  which  shall  affirm,  modify,  or 

reverse  them. 

Number  of  members  of  the  Annual  Conferences  present  was  27,904;  number 
voting  Aye  was  26,072;  number  voting  No  was  1,400;  number  abstaining  was  432. 
This  amendment  was  approved. 

Amendment  No.  1972-14:  (Contingent  upon  the  Puerto  Rico  Annual 
Conference  deciding  to  become  an  affiliated  autonomous  church  or  an  affiliated 
united  church) 

That  Section  VIII,  Article  I  (Para.  42)  be  amended  by  deleting  therefrom  the 
words  Puerto  Rico  so  that  the  boundaries  of  the  Northeastern  Jurisdictional 
Conference  will  read: 

Northeastern — Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Rhode 
Island,  New  York,  Connecticut,  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  Maryland,  West 
Virginia,  Delaware,  District  of  Columbia. 

Number  of  members  of  the  Annual  Conferences  present  was  28,365;  number 
voting  Aye  was  27,165;  number  voting  No  was  583;  number  abstaining  was  617. 
This  amendment  was  approved. 

The  above  was  ratified  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  in  its  November  12-15,  1973,  meeting  in  Nashville,  Tenn. 

Official  ballots  are  filed  by  Annual  Conferences  in  the  offices  of  Bishop  Ralph  T. 
Alton,  secretary  of  the  Council  of  Bishops,  and  J.  B.  Holt,  secretary  of  the 
General  Conference.

DIGEST 
A  lesser  annuity  rate  paid  by  an  Annual  Conference  to  a  minister 
who  transfers  out  of  that  Conference  and  retires  from  another  An- 
nual Conference  is  illegal.  Such  a  procedure  violates  the  status  of 
the  ministry  in  our  connectional  church  and  is  contrary  to  the  spe- 
cific requirements  of  Paragraphs  1257.11b  and  1259.7  of  the  1972 
Discipline. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

The  Judicial  Council  has  received  from  Robert  R.  Hollis,  Confer- 
ence Secretary,  a  letter  certifying  that  the  Southern  Illinois  Annual 
Conference  took  an  action  petitioning  the  Judicial  Council  for  a 
declaratory  decision  on  the  relation  of  Paragraph  1379.7  of  the  1968 
Discipline  to  a  lesser  annuity  rate  paid  by  the  Southern  Illinois  United 
Methodist  Ministers'  Pension  Fund,  Inc.  to  ministers  who  have  served 
in  the  Southern  Illinois  Annual  Conference,  but  subsequently  moved 
to  another  Annual  Conference  and   retired. 

The  Southern  Illinois  Annual  Conference  is  under  the  Ministers' 
Reserve  Pension  Fund.  The  annuity  rate  paid  by  this  Fund  is  the 
same  for  all  ministers  who  have  served  in  the  Southern  Illinois  An- 
nual Conference  whether  or  not  they  have  transferred  to  another 
Annual  Conference.  The  variance  in  annuity  rates  comes  from  the 
payments  from  the  Southern  Illinois  United  Methodist  Ministers' 
Pension  Fund,  Inc.  which  are  used  to  supplement  the  rate  paid  by 
the  Ministers'  Reserve   Pension  Fund. 

The  Southern  Illinois  United  Methodist  Ministers'  Pension  Fund, 
Inc.  was  accumulated  from  the  voluntary  contributions  of  individuals 
and  churches,  bequests,  etc.  for  the  benefit  of  the  retired  ministers  of 
the  Conference.  The  Fund  was  incorporated  in  the  State  of  Illinois 
as  a  Not-For-Profit  Corporation  under  the  supervision  and  control 
of  the  Annual  Conference.  The  income  from  its  investments  is  used 
to  supplement  whatever  other  pension  plans  the  Conference  may  have. 
By  an  action  taken  some  years  ago,  the  annuity  rate  to  be  paid  from 
this  supplemental  fund  to  a  minister  who  transferred  out  of  the  An- 
nual Conference  was  frozen  at  the  level  of  payment  in  effect  at  the 
time  of  transfer.  This  means  that  any  of  the  later  increases  in  an- 
nuity payments  from  this  fund  have  benefited  only  the  ministers  who 
remained  in  the  Conference.  The  question  before  us  concerns  the 
legality  of  this  procedure. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515  of  the  1972  Discipline. 
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Analysis 

The  Discipline  (Par.  1379.1,  1968;  Par.  1259.1,  1972)  has 
granted  an  Annual  Conference  considerable  power  in  the 
matter  of  determining,  on  the  basis  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Discipline,  what  services  are  approved  for  pension  credit. 
The  question  before  us  is  whether  or  not  an  Annual  Con- 
ference also  has  the  authority  to  fix  varying  annuity  rates 
for  the  same  approved  services. 

The  pension  provisions  of  the  Discipline  are  a  strong  di- 
rective to  the  Annual  Conferences  to  provide  a  pension  plan 
based  upon  an  annually  determined  annuity  rate  which  is 
related  to  the  average  salary  of  the  Annual  Conference 
(Par.  1259.7).  When  this  is  done,  the  annuity  rate  increases 
as  the  average  salary  increases  and  there  is,  in  effect,  a  cost- 
of-living  benefit  for  the  retired  ministers  who  have  a  pension 
claim  upon  the  Annual  Conference.  This  assumes,  of  course, 
that  such  pensions  are  determined  by  the  current  annuity 
rate  times  the  approved  years  of  service.  When,  as  in  the 
case  of  the  Southern  Illinois  United  Methodist  Ministers' 
Pension  Fund,  Inc.,  the  annuity  rate  for  certain  retired 
ministers  is  frozen  at  some  point  in  the  past,  they  are  denied 
such  a  cost-of-living  benefit.  Such  a  freezing  is  contrary  to 
Paragraph  1259.7  which  requires  that  the  annuity  rate  for 
approved  years  of  service  of  conference  members  be  deter- 
mined annually. 

The  petition  from  the  Southern  Illinois  Annual  Confer- 
ence calls  our  attention  to  the  fact  that  other  Annual  Con- 
ferences pay  varying  annuity  rates  for  previous  years  of 
service.  This  is  true  in  certain  Annual  Conferences  which 
are  the  result  of  mergers  between  former  Evangelical 
United  Brethren  and  former  Methodist  Annual  Conferences. 
By  agreement,  the  endowment  funds  of  the  merging  confer- 
ences were  used  to  undergird  the  pension  claims  for  years 
of  service  prior  to  merger,  while  a  single  annuity  rate  for  all 
was  approved  for  service  years  in  the  merged  conference. 
It  is  to  be  noted,  however,  that  half  of  such  merged  confer- 
ences have  already  moved  to  a  single  annuity  rate  for  all 
previous  years  of  service  in  both  former  conferences,  and 
other  such  merged  conferences  are  making  progress  toward 
this  goal. 

It  is  significant  that  most  merged  Annual  Conferences 
were  able  to  fix  immediately  a  single  annuity  rate  for  all  ap- 
proved years  of  service,  in  the  former  merging  conferences 
as  well  as  in  the  newly  merged  conferences.  Such  a  single 
annuity  rate  was  made  mandatory  by  the  General  Confer- 
ence of  1970  when  one  of  the  merging  Annual  Conferences 
was  a  former  Annual  Conference  of  the  former  Central

Jurisdiction  (Par.  1259.7).  This  would  seem  to  fix  the 
pattern  for  the  whole  church. 

Obviously  the  pension  provisions  of  the  Discipline  have 
been  flexible  enough  to  permit  some  varying  rates  within 
an  Annual  Conference  for  previous  years  of  service  when 
merger  conditions  required  it,  even  while  the  church  de- 
plored such  inequities  and  called  for  programs  to  remove 
them.  There  is,  however,  a  fundamental  difference  between 
such  inequities  which  are  caused  by  pension  relationships 
to  merging  conferences,  and  the  inequities  in  the  operation 
of  the  Southern  Illinois  United  Methodist  Ministers'  Pension 
Fund,  Inc.  which  are  caused  by  freezing  the  annuity  rates 
of  ministers  who  transfer  out  of  the  conference. 

The  question  before  us  is  not  whether  or  not  such  an 
operation  is  unjust,  but  whether  or  not  it  transgresses  the 
law  of  the  church.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Judicial  Council 
that  it  does  transgress  that  law  in  Paragraph  1259.7  and  in 
two  other  respects. 

First,  it  violates  the  connectional  relationships  of  the 
church.  Membership  in  an  Annual  Conference  is  the  basic 
relationship  of  a  minister  in  the  United  Methodist  Church. 
All  of  his  rights,  privileges,  and  duties  stem  from  this  rela- 
tionship, including  his  pension  rights.  Once  this  relationhip 
is  achieved,  it  can  only  be  changed  or  terminated  by  sur- 
render of  office,  withdrawal,  location,  or  by  trial.  Transfer 
from  one  Annual  Conference  to  another  does  not  change 
this  basic  relationship.  The  General  Conference  has  defined 
membership  in  an  Annual  Conference.  No  Annual  Confer- 
ence has  authority  to  change  that  definition.  To  class  an 
Annual  Conference  ministerial  member  as  an  "outsider" 
because  he  transfers  to  another  Annual  Conference  and  fix 
for  him  a  lesser  annuity  rate  because  of  such  transfer  is  to 
deny  the  whole  connectional  relationship  of  a  minister  in 
the  United  Methodist  Church. 

Second,  it  contradicts  not  only  Paragraph  1259.7  but  the 
specific  requirements  of  Paragraph  1259.11  of  the  Disci- 
pline. This  paragraph  authorizes  the  General  Board  of  Pen- 
sions to  administer  a  clearing  house  for  the  collection  and 
distribution  of  pensions  for  retired  ministers,  some  of  whose 
approved  service  years  have  been  given  in  Annual  Confer- 
ences other  than  the  Annual  Conference  from  which  they 
retired. 

In  this  regard  Paragraph  1257.11b  reads: 

"The  board  shall  have  authority  to  determine  the  pen- 
sion responsibility  of  each  Annual  Conference,  in  accor- 
dance with  the  principle  of  divided  annuity  responsibility, 
and  to  collect  from  each  Annual  Conference,  as  deter- 
mined on  the  basis  of  their  respective  pension  programs, 
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the  amount  required  by  the  clearinghouse  to  provide  the 
pension  benefits  related  thereto.  Each  Annual  Conference 
shall  provide  funds  to  yneet  its  annuity  responsibility  to 
beneficiaries  of  other  Annual  Conferences  on  the  same 
basis  as  it  provides  payments  for  beneficiaries  related  di- 
rectly to  itself."  (emphasis  added) 

It  is  obvious  that  when  the  Southern  Illinois  United  Meth- 
odist Ministers'  Pension  Fund,  Inc.  provides  a  lesser  annuity- 
rate  to  beneficiaries  of  other  Annual  Conferences  it  disobeys 
this  disciplinary  provision. 

We  do  not  find  merit  in  any  possible  argument  that  the 
Southern  Illinois  United  Methodist  Ministers'  Pension  Fund, 
Inc.,  being  a  Not-For-Profit  Corporation  in  the  State  of 
Illinois,  is  no  longer  subject  to  the  pension  provisions  of  the 
Discipline.  The  Fund  was  accumulated  for  the  purpose  of 
supplemental  support  for  all  pension  claims  upon  the  South- 
ern Illinois  Annual  Conference.  The  Conference  maintains 
supervisory  control  over  the  corporation  and  uses  the  income 
from  the  Fund  for  the  supplemental  support  for  its  pension 
beneficiaries.  An  Annual  Conference  is  not  exempt  from 
provisions  of  the  Discipline  regardless  of  the  conduit  it  uses 
to  channel  its  funds. 

Decision 

It  is  the  decision  of  the  Judicial  Council  that  the  lesser 
annuity  rate  paid  by  the  Southern  Illinois  United  Methodist 
Ministers'  Pension  Fund,  Inc.  to  a  minister  who  transfers 
out  of  the  Southern  Illinois  Annual  Conference  and  retires 
from  another  Annual  Conference  is  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Discipline. 
October  28,  1972 

Decision  No.  361 

In  Re:  Effect  of  the  Action  of  the  General  Confer- 
ence Amending  Paragraph  395.4. 

DIGEST 
The  amendment  of  Paragraph  395.4  by  the  1972  General  Confer- 
ence does  not  correct  the  (so-called)  inequity  addressed  in  Item  285 
(D.C.A.,  page  407),  for  the  amendment  cannot  be  applied  retro- 
actively beyond  1968;  nor  can  the  General  Conference  violate  the 
right  of  a  Central  Conference  to  elect  a  specified  number  of  bishops 
whose  tenure  has  been  determined  beforehand. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
On  April  29,  1972  the  General  Conference  adopted  an  amendment 
to  Paragraph  394.4  of  the  1968  Discipline.  Originally  the  paragraph 
read,  "An  elder  who  has  served  as  a  bishop  up  to  the  time  of  his 
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retirement  shall  have  the  status  of  a  retired  bishop."  The  paragraph 
was  amended  to  read : 

"An  elder  who  has  served  as  bishop  up  to  the  time  of  his  retire- 
ment, including  all  bishops  of  former  or  existing  Central  Confer- 
ences, shall  have  the  status  of  retired  bishop."  (D.C.A.,  Calendar 
Item  285,  pages  407,  863) 

Immediately  following  its  act  of  amendment  the  General  Confer- 
ence referred  its  action  to  the  Judicial  Council  "for  review  to  deter- 
mine that  the  action  does  correct  the  inequity  addressed  in  Item  285." 
(D.C.A.,  page  863) 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

The  inequity  referred  to  is  a  possible  one  which  arises 
from  Judicial  Council  Decision  No.  347  (October  6,  1971) 
in  which  the  Council  decided  that  two  bishops  are  not  retired 
bishops  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  they  having  been 
Central  Conference  bishops  of  The  Methodist  Church  elected 
for  terms  that  had  expired,  and  having  retired  prior  to  the 
General  Conference  of  1968. 

During  the  history  of  The  Methodist  Church  and  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  no  fewer  than  six  decisions  dealing 
with  the  matter  of  retired  Central  Conference  term  bishops 
have  been  rendered  by  the  Judicial  Council  (61,  80,  199,  236, 
303,  347).  Of  immediate  pertinence  to  the  issue  at  hand  are 
Decisions  236(1966),  303(1968),  and  347(1971). 

In  Decision  No.  236  the  Council  decided  that  a  Central 
Conference  term  bishop  who  retired  at  the  expiration  of  a 
term  ceases  to  be  a  bishop  and  returns  to  the  status  of  a 
member  of  the  Annual  Conference.  Further,  it  decided  that 
there  is  no  provision  whereby  such  a  former  bishop  may 
be  elected  to  continue  in  office  as  a  retired  bishop. 

Decision  No.  303,  interpreting  Paragraph  394.4  of  the 
1968  Discipline  stated  in  part: 

"A  bishop  elected  for  a  term  of  years  by  a  Central  Con- 
ference of  the  former  The  Methodist  Church  and  who 
at  the  end  of  his  term  was  returned  to  membership  in  the 
Annual  Conference  under  the  Discipline  of  the  Church 
is  not  now  eligible  to  have  his  term  revived  and  his  tenure 
extended  by  Paragraph  394.4  of  the  1968  Discipline." 
Moreover,  it  called  attention  to  Paragraph  55  of  the 
Constitution  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  which  states : 

"Each  bishop  elected  by  a  Central  Conference  of  The 
Methodist  Church  shall  have  tenure  as  the  Central  Con- 
ference electing  him  shall  have  determined." 
In  Decision  No.  347,  upon  the  basis  of  the  reasoning  and 
conclusions  in  Decisions  Nos.  236  and  303,  the  Council  de- 
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cided  that  Paragraph  394.4  could  be  applied  prospectively 
but  not  retroactively  to  Central  Conference  term  bishops. 
Hence  former  Central  Conference  term  bishops  who  had 
retired  prior  to  the  1968  General  Conference  were  elders 
with  membership  in  an  Annual  Conference,  and  could  not 
have  the  status  of  bishop  restored  or  revived. 

The  Judicial  Council  also  pointed  out: 

"If  this  ruling  results  in  consequences  that  are  believed 
to  be  inequitable  or  were  not  intended,  the  remedy  lies 
in  the  authority  of  the  General  Conference  to  redefine 
either  the  status  or  the  emoluments  of  former  bishops  who 
do  not  presently  enjoy  the  status  of  a  retired  bishop." 

The  Council  further  cautioned : 

"If  a  redefinition  is  attempted,  care  should  be  exercised 
to  respect  the  constitutional  right  of  the  Central  Confer- 
ences to  determine  the  tenure  of  their  bishops.  Paragraph 
55  of  the  1968  Discipline  provides  iyiter  alia:  'Each  bishop 
elected  by  a  Central  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church 
shall  have  such  tenure  as  the  Central  Conference  electing 
him  shall  have  determined.' 

"It  is  also  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  determination 
of  who  is  a  retired  bishop  involves  both  status  and  emolu- 
ments. These  are  separable  issues.  See  for  example  Para- 
graph 631.5  of  the  1968  Discipline,  which  authorizes  the 
Council  on  World  Service  and  Finance  to  determine  the 
appropriate  allowance  to  be  paid  a  former  term  bishop 
upon  his  retirement  from  the  effective  relation  in  the 
ministry." 
To  these  decisions  the  Council  does  still  adhere. 

The  question  before  the  Council  now  is  whether  or  not  the 
amendment  of  Paragraph  395.4(1972)  corrects  what  is  set 
forth  as  an  inequity  with  respect  to  former  Central  Confer- 
ence term  bishops  in  The  Methodist  Church  who  retired 
prior  to  1968  and  who  reverted  to  the  status  of  elder  in  an 
Annual  Conference.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  word  "in- 
equity" is  hardly  a  suitable  one,  for  it  has  no  basis  for  the 
making  of  a  comparison.  The  status  referred  to  existed  in 
The  Methodist  Church,  not  The  United  Methodist  Church, 
in  which  former  denomination  a  Central  Conference  deter- 
mined beforehand  the  tenure  of  its  bishops  but  could  not 
elect  to  the  status  of  retired  bishop  a  bishop  whose  retire- 
ment coincided  with  the  conclusion  of  the  term  to  which  he 
was  elected.  (See  Judicial  Council  Decision  No.  236.) 

Additionally,  Paragraph  55  of  the  Constitution  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  precludes  the  use  of  the  term 
inequity  in  the  instant  case  as  well  as  in  any  action  that 
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would  nullify  tenure  as  having  been  determined  by  a  Cen- 
tral Conference. 

Still  further,  in  adhering  to  Decision  No.  303  we  insist 
that  the  amendment  cannot  be  applied  retroactively  beyond 
1968  when  Paragraph  55  of  the  Constitution  and  Paragraph 
395.4  became  effective.  Henceforth  it  may  be  applied  pro- 
vided that  it  does  not  violate  the  right  of  a  Central  Confer- 
ence to  determine  the  tenure  of  its  bishops. 

Of  equal  import  is  the  observation  that  those  in  whose 
favor  equity  is  said  to  be  sought  are  elders  for  whom  a 
retroactive  election  to  the  status  of  bishop  is  desired.  To 
effect  the  amendment  thus  would  be  tantamount  to  election  of 
retired  travelling  elders  to  the  episcopacy.  The  General 
Conference  has  not  the  power  to  elect  as  such  amendment 
would  require. 

Decision 

The  amendment  of  Paragraph  395.4  does  not  correct  the 
so-called  inequity  addressed  in  Item  285,  for  it  cannot  be 
applied  retroactively  for  former  Central  Conference  bishops 
of  the  former  The  Methodist  Church;  nor  can  the  General 
Conference  violate  the  right  of  a  Central  Conference  both 
to  elect  its  bishops  and  to  determine  beforehand  their  tenure. 
The  General  Conference  does  not  have  the  constitutional 
authority  to  do  what  it  attempted  to  do  in  Item  285. 

Nothing  in  this  decision  should  be  construed  as  limiting 
the  authority  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
to  make  the  financial  adjustments  referred  to  in  Decision 
347.

Decision  No.  362 

In  Re:  Request  from  the  North  Mississippi  Annual 
Conference  for  an  Advisory  Opinion  as  to  the  Con- 
stitutionality of  Two  Paragraphs  in  the  Proposed 
Plan  of  Merger  with  the  Upper  Mississippi  Annual 

Conference. 

DIGEST 
The  requirement  in  the  proposed  merger  plan  for  the  North  Mis- 
sissippi and  Upper  Mississippi  Annual  Conferences  that  mernbership 
on  boards,  agencies  and  staff  must  be  from  both  of  the  merging  con- 
ferences is  one  means  of  attempting  to  assure  equitability  within  the 
merged  conference.  It  is  therefore  constitutional. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
The  North  Mississippi  Annual  Conference  in  session  June  10,  1972, 
passed  and  forwarded  to  the  Judicial  Council  the  following  resolution: 
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"Whereas,  questions  of  the  constitutionality  of  the  proposal  (sic) 
plan  of  merger  have  arisen  upon  which  there  are  divergent  opinions; 

"Whereas,  under  the  Constitution  of  the  United  Methodist  Church 
the  Judicial  Council  is  vested  with  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  deter- 
mine such  questions  upon  proper  procedure  by  advisory  opinion; 

"Whereas,  as  a  result  of  the  action  of  this  North  Mississippi 
Annual  Conference  it  is  expedient  that  all  such  questions  be  finally 
determined ; 

"Therefore  Be  It  Resolved  by  North  Mississippi  Annual  Confer- 
ence that  advisory  opinion  of  the  Judicial  Council  be  requested  as 
the  following: 

"Considering  that  portion  of  paragraph  I,  sub  paragraph  2  of 
the  proposed  merger  plan  which  provides  that: 

'.  .  .  the  boards  and  agencies  of  the  merged  conference  shall  be 

composed  of  members  of  both  of  the  former  conferences.' 
and  that  portion  of  paragraph  II,  sub  paragraph  3  of  the  proposed 
merger  plan  which  provides  that: 

'3.  The  staff  and  members  at  large  of  the  Program  Council  and 

the  membership   of   its  constituent  boards   and   agencies   of   the 

successor  conference  shall  be  composed   of  representatives  from 

both  of  the  former  Annual  Conferences.' 


"It  is  requested  that  you  consider  the  attached  merger  plan  and 
advise : 

"(1)  Whether  the  above  provisions  are  constitutional  with  regard 
to  structure  of  boards,  commissions  and  agencies;  and 

"(2)  If  the  above  quoted  provisions  are  held  to  be  unconstitutional 
does  that  render  the  balance  of  the  merger  plan  unconstitutional." 
The  Upper  and  the  North  Mississippi  Annual  Conferences  created 
conference  merger  committees  to  prepare  a  plan  of  merger  for  these 
two  conferences.  The  geographical  boundaries  of  the  two  conferences 
are  essentially  conterminous.  The  merger  of  these  two  conferences  is 
essential  to  the  completion  of  the  process  of  making  The  United 
Methodist  Church  a  racially  inclusive  church  and  to  comply  with 
the  constitutional  requirement  that: 

"In   The   United   Methodist   Church   no   conference   or  other   or- 
ganizational unit  of  the  Church  shall  be  structured  so  as  to  exclude 
any  member  or  any  constituent  body  of  the  Church  because  of  race, 
color,  national  origin,  or  economic  condition."  (Par.  4) 
Prior  to  union  with  The  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church,  The 
Methodist  Church  set  1972  as  a  target  date  by  which  time  all  of  its 
conferences  of  the  former  Central  Jurisdiction  should,  on  a  voluntary 
basis,  be  merged  with  the  geographical  Jurisdictional  Conferences.  This 
merger  procedure  moved  forward  in  a  very  commendable  manner  so 
that  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  1972  General  Conference  there 
were  only  four  mergers  which  remained  to  be  completed.  One  of  these 
is  in  northern  Mississippi. 

The  1972  General  Conference  passed  legislation  requiring  that  the 
remaining  mergers  be  completed  by  the  time  of  the  1973  sessions  of 
the  conferences  involved  and  prescribing  a  mandatory  procedure  to 
accomplish  the  merger  of  any  that  have  not  completed  their  mergers 
on  a  voluntary  basis  by  that  time.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  two  con- 
ferences in  northern  Mississippi  to  consummate  merger  on  a  volun- 
tary basis  within  the  time  limit  prescribed  by  the  General  Conference. 
The  two  conference  merger  committees  have  worked  long  and  dili- 
gently and  prepared  a  proposed  plan  of  merger  which  was  presented 
to  the  two  Annual  Conferences  at  their  respective  1972  annual  ses- 
sions. The  plan  was  passed  by  the  Upper  Mississippi  conference.  The 
North   Mississippi  conference   adopted   a  "resolution   of  intent"   and 
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passed  a  second  resolution  requesting  the  Judicial  Council  to  give  a 
ruling  on  the  constitutionality  of  the  paragraphs  listed  above.  The 
letter  of  transmission  of  this  resolution  to  the  Judicial  Council  also 
states  that  Bishop  Stokes  has  called  a  special  session  of  the  North 
Mississippi  Annual  Conference  for  November  27,  1972,  to  act  upon 
merger  plans  in  light  of  the  Judicial  decision. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

A  wide  variety  of  questions  and  issues  regarding  the 
implications  of  the  racially  inclusive,  and  non-discrimina- 
tory sections  of  the  Constitution  and  the  Discipline  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  have  been  raised.  Before  the  new 
denomination  was  really  launched,  the  Interim  Judicial 
Council  was  asked  to  rule  on  such  issues.  (I.J.C.  Decisions 
No.  4,  5)  During  the  1968-72  quadrennium  additional  ques- 
tions have  come  to  the  Judicial  Council.  (Decisions  No.  340, 
357) 

The  Constitution  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  speaks 
to  racial  issues  with  sufficient  clarity  that  there  should  be 
no  shadow  of  doubt  regarding  its  intent.  The  intent  is  that 
the  Church  shall,  in  all  its  structure,  program  and  activity, 
be  a  full  and  complete  expression  of  the  fact  that  "God  made 
of  one  blood  all  nations."  Its  intent  is  that  race  conscious- 
ness shall  be  non-existent  within  the  Church.  There  can  be 
no  special  rights,  privileges  or  obligations  established  in 
any  way  because  of  race,  color,  or  national  origin.  This  is 
binding  for  all,  minority  as  well  as  majority  groups.  The 
basic  rights,  privileges  and  obligations  of  all  individuals 
within  the  Church  are  established  by  the  fact  that  each  is  a 
child  of  God,  created  in  His  image.  There  dare  be  no  subter- 
fuge to  circumvent  the  full  application  of  this  truth  in  any 
Church  structure  or  program. 

This  is  the  position  which  has  been  taken  consistently  by 
the  Judicial  Council  in  its  decisions.  Guidelines  were  estab- 
lished in  Decision  No.  5  of  the  Interim  Judicial  Council.  The 
position  is  spelled  out  quite  specifically  in  Decision  No.  357 
which  relates  to  Annual  Conference  merger.  In  the  analysis 
of  that  decision,  the  Council  stated : 

"Annual  Conference  structure  or  voting  quotas  cannot 
be  based  on  race  or  color,  even  when  done  for  the  protec- 
tion of  a  minority.  The  Church  may  not  be  structured  bi- 
racially.  It  must  be  color  blind. 

"This  is  more  than  a  matter  of  semantics.  It  cannot 
be  circumvented  by  the  substitution  of  general  language 
which  obscures  the  fact  that  the  legislation  will  be  dealing 
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with  the  merger  of  four  Negro  Annual  Conferences  with 
their  white  counterparts.  When  they  come  together  they 
must  do  so  as  a  single  entity,  in  which  neither  structure 
nor  vote  is  controlled  by  former  conference  affiliation. 
Merge7'  of  Annual  Conferences  connotes  equitable  atti- 
tudes in  matters  of  representation  in  subordinate  bodies 
of  the  merged  conferences."  (emphasis  added) 

Decision  No.  357  was  issued  in  response  to  a  petition  from 
the  General  Conference  seeking  an  advisory  opinion  as  to 
the  Constitutionality  of  proposed  legislation  by  which  the 
General  Conference  would  mandate  a  specified  quota  of 
representation  from  former  Negro  Annual  Conferences  on 
the  boards  and  agencies  of  conferences  into  which  they 
would  be  merged.  The  Judicial  Council  held  such  proposed 
legislation  to  be  unconstitutional  because  it  is  based  on  race. 

In  the  instant  case  the  proposed  plan  of  merger  simply 
requires  that  the  boards  and  agencies  of  the  merged  confer- 
ence shall  have  representatives  from  both  former  confer- 
ences. There  are  no  quotas.  The  basis  for  this  requirement 
is,  of  course,  that  there  can  be  no  merger  of  two  conferences 
into  a  new  conference  unless  both  of  those  conferences  are 
represented  in  the  board  and  agency  structure  of  that  new 
conference.  Persons  come  into  their  positions  in  the  merged 
conference  on  the  basis  of  their  qualifications  for  those  posi- 
tions. In  most  instances  these  qualifications  are  best  demon- 
strated by  their  training  and  experience  in  the  Annual  Con- 
ferences from  which  they  come  into  the  merger.  That  some 
of  these  persons  may  be  white,  some  black  and  some  have 
other  distinguishing  racial  or  ethnic  characteristics  is  purely 
incidental.  It  is  not  the  qualifying  criterion  by  which  they 
are  selected.  The  qualifying  criterion  is  a  functional  one  for 
the  effective  and  equitable  structuring  of  the  new  conference 
into  which  the  program  and  activities  of  both  former  con- 
ferences are  merged. 

It  is  then  evident  that  the  paragraphs  in  the  proposed  plan 
of  merger  of  the  two  conferences  in  northern  Mississippi 
which  require  that  membership  of  boards,  agencies,  and 
staff  be  based  on  membership  in  their  former  conferences 
meets  the  requirement  of  "equitable  attitudes  in  matters  of 
representation  in  subordinate  bodies  of  the  merged  confer- 
ences" and  are  therefore  constitutional. 

We  would  call  attention  of  these  conferences,  and  their 
committees  on  merger  quite  emphatically  to  the  fact  that  in 
their  merger  structure  and  program  procedures  they  travel 
a  two-way  street.  It  is  incumbent  upon  the  merging  confer- 
ences to  see  to  it  that  the  merged  conference  structure  does 
in  fact  show  "equitable  attitudes  in  matters  of  representa- 
tion in  subordinate  bodies  of  the  merged  conferences."  We 
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cannot  stress  too  strongly  that  de  facto  exclusion  is  no  more 
acceptable  than  de  jure  inclusion.  If  any  merged  conference 
or  its  boards  and  agencies  should  be  so  structured  that  it  can 
in  fact  be  demonstrated  that  equitable  attitudes  in  matters  of 
representation  have  not  been  observed  and  the  resulting 
structure  is  in  reality  inequitable,  that  structure  would  be 
unconstitutional . 

Decision 

In  conference  mergers  the  membership  of  boards,  agencies 
and  staff  in  the  merged  conference  must  demonstrate  that 
equitable  attitudes  have  obtained  in  their  selection  to  such 
membership.  One  criterion  for  determining  such  equitability 
would  be  the  experience  of  these  persons  in  the  conferences 
which  are  being  merged.  The  requirement  in  the  proposed 
merger  plan  for  the  North  Mississippi  and  Upper  Missis- 
sippi Annual  Conferences,  that  membership  on  boards, 
agencies  and  staff  must  be  from  both  of  the  merging  confer- 
ences is  one  means  of  attempting  to  assure  such  equitability. 
It  is  therefore  constitutional.

Decision  No.  363 

In  Re :  May  a  Lay  Person  be  Elected  and  Consecrated 
to  the  Episcopacy  without  Ordination? 

DIGEST 
A  lay  person  may  not  be  elected  to  the  episcopacy  nor  may  a  lay 
person  be  consecrated  as  a  bishop.  To  be  elected  and  consecrated  a 
bishop  a  person  must  first  be  a  traveling  elder. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

On  July  11,  1972,  during  the  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ence a  question  was  raised  from  the  floor  prior  to  the  first  ballot  for 
the  election  of  bishops.  Ministerial  delegate  Claude  W.  Whitehead 
of  North  Alabama  inquired  whether  a  vote  for  a  candidate  who  is 
not  an  ordained  elder  invalidates  the  entire  ballot. 

The  presiding  officer,  Bishop  James  W.  Henley,  replied  that  (accord- 
ing to  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Rules)  a  vote  for  a 
person  not  holding  elder's  orders  would  not  invalidate  the  entire  ballot, 
but  that  such  a  person  would,  nevertheless,  be  ineligible  for  election  to 
the  episcopacy. 

Dr.  0.  Kelley  Ingram  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  presented 
the  following  request  for  a  ruling  from  the  chair: 

"Since  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  Disciplinary  impediment  to 

the  election  of  a  lay  person  to  the  episcopacy, 

AND  since  there  are  at  least  two  precedents  in  Methodist  tradition 

for  the  election  of  such  persons  to  that  office, 

AND  since  the  requirement  that  a  bishop  be  an  elder  in  order  to 

discharge  the  duties  of  this  office  provided  the  requirement  can  be 
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met  in  the  course  of  time,  assuming  the  layman  possesses  the  gifts 
and  graces  of  ministry, 

AND    since   Bishop    Henley    has    ruled   that   a   lay    person   is   not 
eligible  for  election  to  the  episcopacy: 

THEREFORE  I  request  that  Bishop  Henley  reconsider  his  ruling 
concerning  the  eligibility  of  lay  persons  to  the  episcopal  office." 
Bishop  Henley  sought  to  clarify  his  official  ruling  on  the  following 
grounds : 

"While  it  is  true  that  Mr.  Asbury  was  consecrated  a  bishop  on  the 
third  day  after  being  ordained  a  deacon  on  the  first  and  elder  on 
the  second,  the  simple  fact  is  that  the  Christmas  Conference  was 
an  organizing  conference,  without  procedural  restraints  or  an 
adopted  Discipline.  The  process  involved  in  full  connection  and 
elder's  orders  are  currently  infinitely  more  complex  and  the  time 
factors  as  well  as  academic  preparation  constitute  a  delaying  ele- 
ment in  ordination  procedures.  The  delay  between  the  election  of 
a  layman  and  his  possible  ordination  as  an  elder  in  a  conference 
can  no  longer  be  accomplished  precipitously,  but  require  adequate 
preparation  involving  years  of  study  plus  practical  experience. 
"The  Methodist  Church  has  believed  in  these  procedures  and  nothing 
less  than  radical  and  far-reaching  revisions  of  the  Discipline  can 
alter  them. 

"At  the  same  time,  while  the  legislation  of  the  Discipline  does  not 
state  that  a  person  must  be  an  elder  in  full  connection  to  be  eligible 
for  the  episcopacy,  the  presumptive  evidence  is  unmistakable: 
In  the  consecration  service  the  ordinand  is  presented  with  these 
words :  'We  present  this  elder  to  be  consecrated  a  bishop'. 
In  division  3  of  the  constitution  we  read :  "There  shall  be  a  con- 
tinuance of  the  episcopacy  in  The  United  Methodist  Church  of 
like  plan,  power,  privileges  and  duties  as  now  exist  in  The  Meth- 
odist Church  and  in  The  Evangelical  United  Brethren."  Both  of 
these  historic  bodies  practice  the  consecration  of  only  elders  as 
bishops. 

In  paragraph  310,  section  2  of  the  Discipline:  'An  elder  may  be 
ordained  by  a  bishop  employing  the  order  of  service  for  the  ordi- 
nation of  elders.  The  bishop  shall  be  assisted  by  other  elders  in 
the  laying  on  of  hands.' 
"We  could  multiply  such  references  many  times.  For  this  reason  I 
must  abide  by  my  ruling  that  a  person,  to  be  eligible  for  the  election 
to  the  episcopacy,  must  be  an  elder  in  full  connection  and  must  be 
so  at  the  time  of  his  election." 

On  July  15,  1972,  following  a  ruling  by  Bishop  Paul  Hardin,  Jr., 
that  under  Paragraph  1712  Bishop  Henley's  ruling  would  automatically 
come  before  the  Judicial  Council,  there  was  uncertainty  among 
the  delegates  as  to  whether  further  action  was  needed  to  assure  trans- 
mission of  the  appeal  for  decision  to  the  Judicial  Council.  The  Confer- 
ence took  action  on  a  motion  by  Dr.  Louise  Branscomb  requesting  the 
Judicial  Council  to  render  a  declaratory  decision  on  the  constitution- 
ality of  the  following: 

May  a  lay  person  be  elected  to  the  episcopacy? 
Having  been  elected,  may  a  lay  person  be  consecrated  as  a  bishop 
without  ordination  as  an  elder? 

Thereafter  Bishop  Henley  transmitted  his  ruling  to  the  Judicial 
Council. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1512. 
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Analysis 

There  is  no  specific  and  direct  statement  in  the  Discipline 
concerning  the  requirement  of  ordination  for  ehgibility  of  a 
person  to  be  elected  to  the  office  of  bishop,  nor  is  there  any 
statement  that  specifically  states  he  must  be  ordained  as  an 
elder  before  consecration  as  a  bishop. 

However,  the  Discipline  does  provide  for  the  continuance 
of  an  episcopacy  of  "like  plan"  as  existed  in  The  Methodist 
Church  and  The  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church  prior 
to  their  union  in  1968. 

The  1972  Discipline  states  in  Paragraph  50: 
"There  shall  be  a  continuance  of  an  episcopacy  in  The 
United  Methodist  Church  of  like  plan,  povi^ers,  privileges, 
and  duties  as  now^  exist  in  The  Methodist  Church  and  in 
The   Evangelical   United  Brethren   Church  in   all  those 
matters  in  w^hich  they  agree  and  may  be  considered  iden- 
tical; and  the  differences  between  these  historic  episco- 
pacies are  deemed  to  be  reconciled  and  harmonized  by  and 
in  this  Plan  of  Union  and  Constitution  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  and  actions  taken  pursuant  thereto  so 
that  a  unified  superintendency  and  episcopacy  is  hereby 
created  and  established  of,  in,  and  by  those  who  now  are 
and  shall  be  bishops  of  The  United  Methodist  Church ;  and 
the  said  episcopacy  shall  further  have  such  powers,  privi- 
leges, and  duties  as  are  herein  set  forth." 
To  determine  what  the  "like  plan"  was,  is  to  discover  that 
the  parent  denomination.  The  Evangelical  United  Brethren 
Church,  and  the  grandparent  denomination,  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  state  specifically  in  their  Disciplines  that 
bishops  are  to  be  elected  from  among  "the  active  itinerant 
elders"  and  from  among  the  "traveling  elders"  respectively. 
The  1967  Discipline  of  The  Evangelical  United  Brethren 
Church,  Paragraph  385,  states : 

"The  bishops  of  The  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  by  the  General  Conference  from 
the  active  itinerant  elders  who  have  been  itinerant  elders 
for  at  least  ten  years  .  .  ." 

The  1936  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
Paragraph  86,  states: 

"The  General  Conference  shall  elect  by  ballot  from  among 
the  Traveling  Elders  as  many  General  Superintendents 
as  it  may  deem  necessary." 

In  all  references  in  the  ritual  for  the  consecration  of  a 
bishop,  in  the  Disciplines  of  both  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  and  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  it  is 
indicated  that  the  one  chosen  to  be  bishop  is  to  be  an  elder. 
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The  1936  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
Paragraph  1443 : 

THE  ORDER  FOR  THE  CONSECRATION  OF 
BISHOPS 

"(This  service  is  a  consecration,  not  an  ordination,  of  an 
Elder  or  Presbyter  to  the  duties  of  General  Superinten- 
dency  in  the  Church.)"  (Page  607  reads  as  follows:) 
"Then  shall  the  Elected  Person  be  presented  by  two  Elders 
unto  the  Bishop,  the  Elders  saying:  We  present  unto  you 
this  Elder  chosen  to  be  consecrated  a  Bishop." 

The  1938  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  Paragraph  669 : 

THE  FORM  OF  CONSECRATING  A  BISHOP.  (Page 
415  reads  as  follows:)  "After  the  Gospel  and  the  sermon 
are  ended,  the  elected  person  shall  be  presented  by  two 
elders  unto  the  Bishop  saying :  We  present  unto  you  this 
elect  elder  to  be  consecrated  a  Bishop." 

The  identical  paragraph  which  appeared  in  the  1936  Dis- 
cipline of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  as  Paragraph 
1443  (quoted  above)  is  found  in  the  1939  Discipline  of  The 
Methodist  Church  as  Paragraph  1592.  The  paragraph  is 
repeated  in  the  19SJ^  Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church, 
Paragraph  1722. 

Moreover,  the  same  language  was  used  in  the  1939  Dis- 
cipline that  united  the  former  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
and  former  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  as  that  later 
used  in  the  1968  Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist  Church, 
in  regard  to  the  continuance  of  the  episcopacy: 

"There  shall  be  an  episcopacy  in  The  Methodist  Church 
of  like  plan,  powers,  privileges,  and  duties  as  now  exist 
in  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  the  Methodist 
Episcopal   Church,   South."    (Par.   34,    1939   Discipline) 

There  are  other  disciplinary  references  which  offer  pre- 
sumptive data  indicating  the  necessity  for  ordination  as 
elder  as  qualifying  a  person  for  election  as  a  bishop.  In  the 
1972  Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  Paragraph 
395  makes  reference  to  provisions  for  the  resignation  of  a 
bishop  and  states  that  a  bishop  who  voluntarily  retires 

"shall  surrender  consecration  papers  to  the  secretary  of 
the  Jurisdictional  Conference  and  shall  be  furnished  with 
a  certificate  of  resignation  which  shall  entitle  the  bishop 
to  membership  as  a  traveling  elder  in  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence in  which  membership  was  last  held  or  its  succes- 
sor .  .  ."   (Par.  395.2) 
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In  the  same  Paragraph,  395.4,  it  states  that : 
"an  elder  who  has  served  as  a  bishop  up  to  the  time  of 
retirement  shall  have  the  status  of  a  retired  bishop  .  .  ." 
These  paragraphs  would  seem  to  imply  that  the  bishop  was 
a  traveling  or  itinerant  elder  previous  to  his  election  to  the 
episcopacy.  The  same  provisions  appear  also  in  Paragraph 
399.4  with  reference  to  a  Central  Conference  term  bishop 
who  is  not  re-elected. 

One  finds  further  such  evidence  in  Paragraph  310.2  of 
the  1972  Discipline.  In  reference  to  the  ordination  of  elders 
it  is  directed  that 
"The  bishop  shall  be  assisted  by  other  elders  in  the  laying 
on  of  hands."  (emphasis  added) 

Contextual  evidence  for  ordination  as  a  requirement  for 
election  and  consecration  to  the  episcopacy  is  found  in  the 
Discipline,  Paragraphs  382-400.  These  are  to  be  found  in 
Chapter  Two  of  Part  IV  of  the  Discipline  (Paragraphs  301- 
400).  This  section  is  concerned  exclusively  with  "The  Min- 
istry." With  the  exception  of  a  brief  acknowledgment  of  the 
ministry  of  the  people  of  God  (Paragraph  301)  the  entire 
chapter  is  devoted  to  United  Methodist  polity  as  it  relates 
to  the  ordained  ministry.  It  is  in  this  chapter  on  the  ordained 
ministry  that  matters  dealing  with  the  episcopacy  are  to  be 
found.  This  would  suggest  that  the  episcopacy  is  to  be  under- 
stood as  an  integral  part  of  the  ordained  ministry  of  the 
church. 

Who  are  the  traveling  or  itinerant  elders  thus  qualified  to 
be  elected  to  the  Episcopacy?  In  the  1972  Discipline,  Chapter 
Two,  The  Ministry,  states: 

"Paragraph  307.1  Elders  are  ministers  who  have  com- 
pleted their  formal  preparation  for  the  ministry  of  Word, 
Sacrament,  and  Order ;  have  been  elected  itinerant  mem- 
bers in  full  connection  with  an  Annual  Conference;  and 
have  been  ordained  elders  in  accordance  with  the  Order 
and  Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist  Church." 
Paragraph  313,  The  Order  of  Elder 

"An  elder  is  a  minister  who  has  met  the  requirements  of 
Paragraph  314  and  therefore  has  full  authority  for  the 
ministry  of  Word,  Sacrament,  and  Order;  who  has  been 
received  as  a  minister  in  full  connection  with  an  Annual 
Conference;  and  who  has  been  ordained  elder."  (Pars. 
331-332.) 

The  Council  has  been  greatly  aided  in  its  study  and  deci- 
sion-making process  by  briefs  submitted  by  various  persons 
including  Bishops  William  R.  Cannon,  L.  Scott  Allen  and 
Roy  H.  Short,  Reverends  E.  Dale  Dunlap,  Joseph  Mitchell, 
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and  0.  Kelly  Ingram,  Dr.  Louise  Branscomb  and  Dr.  Har- 
riett Miller. 

It  has  been  argued  that  the  election  and  consecration  of 
Francis  Asbury  as  bishop  established  a  precedent  for  elect- 
ing laymen  as  bishops.  Yet,  Asbury  himself,  to  emphasize 
the  clerical  or  ministerial  nature  of  his  position  as  bishop, 
was  ordained  first  as  a  deacon,  then  as  an  elder,  and  finally 
after  another  day,  he  was  consecrated  to  the  general  super- 
intendency  of  the  church.  It  should  be  noted  that  this  oc- 
curred before  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  the  church, 
and  it  is  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  which  must  direct 
a  decision  in  this  appeal. 

To  the  person  that  argues  that  a  lay  person  may  be  elected 
bishop  but  must  be  ordained  elder  in  order  to  be  consecrated, 
one  must  call  attention  to  the  present  disciplinary  require- 
ments for  ordination  as  an  elder.  It  now  requires  a  minimum 
of  four  years  to  qualify  for  ordination  as  an  elder  if  one 
follows  the  normal  route  of  seminary  training,  presupposing 
that  the  one  elected  holds  a  baccalaureate  degree  at  the  time 
of  his  election.  Without  some  additional  General  Conference 
legislation  in  this  regard,  this  would  hardly  seem  a  practical 
procedure  in  the  election  of  bishops. 

It  is  a  matter  of  historical  record  that  in  1884,  William 
Taylor  was  elected  to  serve  as  a  bishop  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church.  He  was  a  lay  delegate  to  the  General 
Conference  from  the  South  India  Conference.  He  was  con- 
secrated a  bishop  the  day  after  his  election  by  the  1884 
General  Conference.  In  this  instance,  however,  William  Tay- 
lor had  been  a  traveling  elder  for  more  than  40  years  before 
"locating"  soon  after  1880  because  of  disagreement  with 
certain  missionary  policies  of  the  church.  He  was  a  local 
elder  when  chosen  a  lay  delegate  to  the  General  Conference. 

It  was  this  status  as  an  elder  which  seemingly  made  his  con- 
secration possible  without  delay. 

In  parent  denominations  and  former  years  there  have 
been  persons  who  have  been  ordained  as  local  elders — hold- 
ing orders  but  not  full  membership  in  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence. Therefore  they  cannot  be  classified  as  "itinerant"  or 
"traveling"  elders.  They  were  and  are  qualified  to  exercise 
their  orders  only  in  a  local  church  to  which  they  were  ap- 
pointed as  local  preachers,  approved  lay  pastors,  or  cur- 
rently, lay  pastors.  The  1972  Discipline  makes  no  provision 
for  such  orders  in  The  United  Methodist  Church.  Those 
holding  local  orders  in  the  merging  denominations,  however, 
maintain  the  rights  and  privileges  which  were  theirs  at  the 
time  of  merger.  (Par.  307)  It  is  the  conclusion  of  the  Judi- 
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cial  Council  that  the  term  "like  plan"  (Par.  50)  requires 
limitation  of  the  term  denoting  eligibility  for  election  to  the 
episcopacy  to  "traveling  elder"  or  "itinerant  elder." 

When  persons  are  elected  and  consecrated  as  bishops,  they 
retain  the  ministerial  order  of  traveling  elders  and  are 
consecrated,  not  ordained,  as  bishops.  They  are  set  aside 
v^ithin  the  order  of  elder  as  bishops  or  general  superinten- 
dents in  the  church.  The  v^ork  of  a  bishop,  presupposes  there- 
fore, the  preparation,  training,  experience  and  service  of  a 
fully  ordained  minister  who  is  in  full  connection  v^ith  an 
Annual  Conference. 

A  decision  in  this  case  hinges  on  what  is  implied  in  "the 
like  plan"  of  Paragraph  50  of  the  Constitution.  As  ob- 
served above,  the  plan  of  the  episcopacy  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  specifically  provided  that  a  bishop  must 
be  an  ordained  elder,  and  the  plan  of  episcopacy  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  implied  the  same  re- 
quirement. Thus,  the  plan  of  the  episcopacy  of  The  Methodist 
Church  which  was  to  be  "of  like  plan"  as  existed  in  its  two 
parent  denominations,  required  that  a  bishop  be  elected  from 
among  the  elders.  The  plan  of  episcopacy  of  The  Evangelical 
United  Brethren  Church  specifically  required  that  bishops  be 
elected  from  among  the  elders.  A  "like  plan"  would  there- 
fore require  ordination  as  an  elder  and  Annual  Conference 
ministerial  membership  to  qualify  a  person  to  be  elected 
and  consecrated  a  bishop. 

Decision 

It  is  the  decision  of  the  Judicial  Council  that  the  Consti- 
tution provides  a  "like  plan"  that  requires  that  any  person 
elected  and  consecrated  a  bishop  in  The  United  Methodist 
Church  must  first  have  been  an  ordained  elder  and  minis- 
terial member  in  full  connection  in  an  Annual  Conference. 
Therefore,  to  elect  an  unordained  lay  person  to  the  epis- 
copacy or  to  consecrate  a  lay  person  to  the  episcopacy  would 
be  unconstitutional.  Lay  persons,  therefore,  may  not  be 
elected  or  consecrated  to  the  episcopacy, 
October  27,  1972 


Decision  No.  364 

In  Re:  Appeal  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  for  a  Ruling 

as  to  the  Constitutionality  of  Paragraph  827,  1972 

Discipline,  of  Legislation  Creating  the  General 

Council  on  Ministries 
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DIGEST 
The  General  Conference  may  not  delegate  legislative  functions  and 
responsibilities    which   are    assigned   to    it   by   the    Constitution.    The 
legislative   powers  granted   to  the  General   Council  on  Ministries  by 
Paragraph  827  are  therefore  held  to  be  unconstitutional. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
The  General  Conference  of  1972  enacted  legislation  creating  a 
General  Council  on  Ministries  of  The  United  Methodist  Church.  Inci- 
dent to  the  consideration  of  this  legislation  two  questions  were  ap- 
pealed to  the  Judicial  Council.  The  first  appeal  came  directly  from 
the  General  Conference  asking  for  a  declaratory  decision  as  to  the 
constitutionality  of  that  part  of  the  legislation  which  specifically 
denies  the  possibility  of  a  bishop  being  an  officer  of  the  Council  on 
Ministries.  The  Judicial  Council  answered  that  question  in  its  Decision 
No.  359  while  the  General  Conference  was  still  in  session. 

The  second  appeal  came  from  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  was  re- 
ceived by  the  Judicial  Council  on  April  28.  It  reads  as  follows: 

"Whereas  the  General  Conference  on  April  24th  last  passed  a 
measure  creating  a  Council  on  Ministries  as  is  found  in  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate  of  that  date; 

"And  whereas  the  measure  as  passed  contained  a  paragraph 
listed  as  829,  P.  426  of  the  D  C  A,  which  outlined  the  powers 
granted  to  the  said  Council; 

"And  whereas  among  these  powers  are  those  allowing  it  in  the 
interim  of  general  conferences  to  'establish  policies  and  make  de- 
cisions governing  the  functions  of  the  general  boards  and  agencies 
of  the  United  Methodist  Church  consistent  with  the  actions  of  the 
General  Conference  during  the  interim  between  its  sessions';  and 
also  to  'approve  or  disapprove  Recommendations  by  a  board  to 
change  its  internal  structure'  and  also  giving  power  to  the  boards 
'to  transfer  functions  among  them'  this  also  in  the  interim, 

"We  the  Council  of  Bishops  of  The  United  Methodist  Church, 
respectfully  ask  the  Judicial  Council  of  the  Church  to  rule  on  the 
constitutionality  of  the  said  paragraph  which  seems  to  be  a  delega- 
tion of  powers  to  the  said  Council  on  Ministries  which  the  General 
Conference  of  the  Church  cannot  give  under  its  own  constitutional 
powers.  Respectfully  submitted  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  by  their 
own  vote." 

Because  of  the  press  of  time  it  was  not  possible  for  the  Judicial 
Council  to  give  a  decision  on  this  second  question  before  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  General  Conference.  Therefore,  it  was  docketed  for  the 
1972  fall  session  and  is  the  question  under  consideration  in  this 
decision. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1507  of  the  Discipline. 

Analysis 

The  Constitution  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  estab- 
lishes the  General  Conference  as  the  highest  legislative  body 
of  the  Church  and  defines  its  powers  and  duties.  Paragraph 
7,  provides  that : 

"There  shall  be  a  General  Conference  for  the  entire 

Church  v^ith  such  pov^ers,  duties,  and  privileges  as  are 

hereinafter  set  forth." 
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Paragraph  15,  states : 

"The  General  Conference  shall  have  full  legislative 
povi^er  over  all  matters  distinctively  connectional,  and  in 
the  exercise  of  this  power  shall  have  authority  as  follows : 

*         If        if. 

"8.  To  initiate  and  to  direct  all  connectional  enter- 
prises of  the  Church  and  to  provide  boards  for  their  pro- 
motion and  administration. 

*  *     * 

"13.  To  establish  such  commissions  for  the  general 
work  of  the  Church  as  may  be  deemed  advisable. 

*  *     * 

"15.  To  enact  such  other  legislation  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, subject  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Church." 

The  General  Conference  acted  clearly  within  its  legisla- 
tive authority  when  it  created  a  General  Council  on  Minis- 
tries as  an  entity  for  the  promotion  and  administration  of 
the  work  of  the  Church.  It  is  only  where  the  delegation  of 
authority  by  the  General  Conference  goes  beyond  promotion 
and  administration  and  includes  delegation  of  legislative 
functions  that  constitutionality  is  called  into  question. 

Paragraph  829  (April  24,  1972,  D  C  A,  p.  426)  of  the 
legislation  which  created  the  General  Council  on  Ministries 
states : 

"The  powers  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  are : 
"1.  To  establish  policies  and  make  decisions  gove7ning 
the  functions  of  the  general  boards  and  agencies  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church,  consistent  with  the  actions  of 
the  General  Conference,  during  the  interim  between  its 
sessions. 

"2.   To  approve  or  disapprove  recommendations  by  a 
board  to  change  its  internal  structure  as  specified  in  the 
Discipline  or  by  boards  to  transfer  functions  among  them, 
subject  to  ratification  by  the  General  Conference." 
(emphasis  added) 

The  powers  delineated  in  Paragraph  829  (Par.  827,  1972 
Discipline),  go  far  beyond  promotion  and  administration. 
These  powers  are  legislative  in  nature  and  so  far  as  boards 
and  agencies  are  concerned  could,  in  effect,  make  the  Gen- 
eral Council  on  Ministries  an  interim,  and  more  or  less  con- 
tinuous. General  Conference.  They  would  permit  the  Coun- 
cil to  function  on  behalf  of,  and  with  full  authority  of,  the 
General  Conference  at  any  time  between  sessions  of  that 
conference.  This  would  mean  that  any  board  or  agency  of 
the  Church,  established  by  the  General  Conference  and  re- 
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sponsible  to  that  conference,  could  change  its  policies,  func- 
tions and  structure  as  established  by  legislative  act  of  the 
General  Conference,  subject  only  to  the  approval  of  the 
General  Council  on  Ministries.  Thus  a  board  directly  re- 
sponsible to  the  General  Conference  with  its  functions 
clearly  and  specifically  defined  by  legislative  enactment  of 
that  conference  and  promulgated  as  a  part  of  the  Discipline 
could  be  completely  re-structured  as  to  its  organization,  its 
policies  and  its  functions  simply  by  securing  approval  of 
the  Council  on  Ministries  at  any  time  between  sessions  of 
the  General  Conference. 

It  is  true  that  the  Council  on  Ministries  would,  at  a  later 
date,  be  required  to  make  a  report  and  be  accountable  to 
the  General  Conference  which  in  its  consideration  of  the 
actions  would  be  faced  with  a  fait  accompli.  In  this  way  the 
Council  on  Ministries  would  in  fact,  if  not  in  procedure,  be 
exercising  legislative  functions  reserved  to  the  General 
Conference  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Church. 

The  Constitution  limits  the  General  Conference  in  the  au- 
thority it  may  delegate  to  the  boards  and  agencies  which  it 
creates.  This  authority  is  limited  to  the  work  of  promotion 
and  administration.  Such  boards  and  agencies  may  not  de- 
termine policies  of  the  Church  nor  may  they  determine  their 
own  functions  except  as  such  action  is  consistent  with 
actions  already  taken  by  the  General  Conference;  much 
less  are  they  free  to  transfer  functions  and  change  internal 
structure  which  has  been  specified  in  the  Discipline  through 
the  legislative  enactments  of  the  General  Conference. 

Under  the  Constitution  of  The  United  Methodist  Church 
the  creation  and  establishment  of  general  church  boards 
and  agencies,  the  fixing  of  their  structure,  the  determination 
of  their  functions,  duties  and  responsibilities,  and  the  es- 
tablishing of  church  priorities  are  legislative  functions  re- 
served to  the  General  Conference  alone.  These  legislative 
functions  may  not  be  delegated. 

Only  Paragraph  827  of  the  legislation  creating  the  General 
Council  on  Ministries  is  before  the  Judicial  Council  in  this 
appeal  and  we  rule  here  only  on  that  paragraph.  This  de- 
cision neither  denies  nor  establishes  the  constitutionality 
of  any  other  paragraph  of  the  legislation. 

We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  it  is  argued,  and 
with  some  cogency  and  logic,  that  in  our  rapidly  changing 
world  a  period  of  four  years  is  too  long  to  wait  for  necessary 
changes  if  the  Church  is  to  be  effective  and  relevant  in  cer- 
tain areas  of  Christian  Mission  and  that  a  much  more 
timely  flexibility  is  needed. 

Some  degree  of  flexibility  is  possible  under  the  adminis- 
strative  powers  granted  to  the  General  Council  on  Minis- 
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tries  and  to  other  boards  and  agencies.  If  greater  flexibility 
than  is  now  possible  under  these  powers  is  desired  by  the 
Church,  such  flexibility  may  be  obtained  through  appropri- 
ate legislative  action  regarding  its  constitutional  law,  or 
through  more  frequent  sessions  of  the  General  Conference. 

Decision 

The  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church 
is  its  highest  legislative  body.  The  Church  Constitution 
empowers  this  conference  alone  with  certain  legislative 
functions  and  responsibilities.  Such  legislative  powers  may 
not  be  delegated.  The  legislative  powers  granted  to  the 
General  Council  on  Ministries  by  Paragraph  827,  1972  Dis- 
cipline, are  therefore  held  to  be  unconstitutional. 
October  27,  1972 

Dissenting  Opinion 

I  concur  with  the  decision  to  the  extent  that  Paragraph 
827.2  may  grant  to  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  powers 
which  could  enable  the  council  to  approve  actions  that  might 
be  tantamount  to  creating  legislation. 

It  is  my  opinion,  however,  that  not  only  are  the  powers 
granted  in  Paragraph  827.1  not  legislative,  but  such  powers 
as  are  granted  in  that  section  are  required  to  be  ".  .  .  con- 
sistent with  the  actions  of  the  General  Conference  .  .  ."  and 
thus  could  not  result  in  legislation.  Therefore,  I  dissent 
with  the  decision  as  relates  to  Paragraph  827.1. 

Florence  Lucas  Edwards 

Dissenting  Opinion 

The  constitutional  power  to  legislate  in  all  matters  con- 
nectional  is  clearly  vested  in  the  General  Conference.  The 
validity  of  its  legislation  to  "initiate  and  to  direct  all  con- 
nectional  enterprises  .  .  .  and  provide  for  their  promotion 
and  administration"  should  be  given  a  strong  presumption 
in  the  absence  of  compelling  reasons  otherwise.  Such  com- 
pelling reasons  should  be  real,  not  fancied  or  assumed. 

The  judicial  authority  called  upon  to  interpret  legislation, 
in  the  light  of  the  constitution,  should  in  all  cases  avoid  sub- 
stituting its  judgment  for  that  of  a  representative  legislative 
authority.  In  this  instance  we  believe  the  Judicial  Council 
has  erred  by  applying  a  narrow  and  restrictive  rule  to  powers 
of  a  legislature  which  may  be  delegated,  and  has  repealed 
by  judicial  decree  an  essential  part  of  legislation  of  great 
significance  to  the  Church. 

The  principle  long  established  in  civil  law  that  a  legisla- 
tive authority  cannot  delegate  its  power  to  7nake  laws  is  ap- 
plicable, but  should  not  be  applied  so  narrowly  as  to  stifle 
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a  legislative  body  in  pursuit  of  orderly  and  effective  gover- 
nance and  administration.  We  contend  that  the  rule  preclud- 
ing the  delegation  of  law-making  power  by  a  legislature, 
does  not  embrace  every  power  the  legislature  may  properly 
exercise.  Any  power  not  law-making  in  character  which  the 
General  Conference  may  exercise,  we  believe  it  may  properly 
delegate.  Thus  the  General  Conference  may  not  delegate  its 
power  to  make  laws  in  matters  connectional,  but  in  the 
exercise  of  the  power  to  initiate  and  direct  connectional 
enterprises  of  the  Church,  it  has  the  authority  to  delegate 
administrative  and  functional  powers  to  an  agency  estab- 
lished for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  work  of  the  Church. 

The  powers  granted  by  the  General  Conference  to  the 
General  Council  on  Ministries  in  Discipline  Paragraph  827 
are  not,  in  my  opinion,  law-making  authority,  but  rather 
ministerial  power  to  achieve  functional  co-ordination  and 
effectiveness  of  general  boards  and  agencies  in  achieving 
goals  of  the  Church.  The  law-making  powers  of  the  General 
Conference  are  expressly  reserved,  and  the  ministerial 
powers  granted  must  be  exercised  "consistent  with  actions 
of  the  General  Conference"  and  be  "subject  to  ratification  by 
the  General  Conference." 

The  constitutionality  of  Paragraph  827  enacted  by  the 
General  Conference  should  have  been  sustained.

Decision  No.  365 

In  Re:  Petition  from  the  Memphis  Annual  Confer- 
ence for  a  Declaratory  Decision  as  to  the  Legality  of 
an  Annual  Conference  Budgeting  an  Amount  for 
Supplementary  Support  of  the  Office  Expense  of  a 

Bishop. 

DIGEST 
The  action  of  an  Annual  Conference  which  would  include  in  its 
annual  budget  an  amount  for  supplementary  support  for  the  office 
expense  of  a  bishop  is  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline. 
This  ruling  is  distinguished  from  an  area  expense  fund.  (See 
Analysis.) 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

On  March  23,  1972,  the  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
of  the  Memphis  Annual  Conference  received  report  of  a  request  from 
the  resident  bishop  for  supplementary  support  of  the  office  of  the 
bishop.  The  commission  took  no  action,  but  expressed  the  belief  that 
such  support  was  chargeable  to  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

A  written  request  for  supplementary  support  was  received  by  the 
commission  at  its  meeting  on  May  4.  The  request  for  $1,200  to  $1,500 
annually  for  "discretionary  purposes"  was  refused. 
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On  May  29  at  the  final  meeting  of  the  commission  before  presenta- 
tion of  the  1973  budget  to  the  Annual  Conference,  the  bishop's  request 
was  again  presented,  considered  and  refused. 

The  1973  budget  was  presented  on  May  31  by  the  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance  to  the  1972  Session  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence and  it  was  adopted.  The  requested  item  for  supplementary  support 
was  not  included.  Later  in  the  day  Bishop  H.  E.  Finger,  Jr.,  asked  the 
chairman  of  the  commission,  Dr.  Charles  W.  Grant,  to  report  to  the 
conference  concerning  the  request  for  supplementary  support. 

After  Dr.  Grant's  report  Bishop  Finger  presented  to  the  Annual 
Conference  the  information  which  he  had  supplied  for  the  commission. 
He  spoke  concerning  new  guidelines  by  which  direct  reimbursement 
for  postage  and  telephone  calls  was  discontinued.  These  expenses  now 
"shall  be  included  in  the  budget  for  episcopal  area  offices."  (DC A, 
1972,  p.  26)  Upon  motion  from  the  floor  the  conference  voted  to  in- 
struct the  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  to  provide  the 
necessary  funds  to  grant  the  bishop's  request  for  $1,200  in  supple- 
mentary funds.  The  conference  then  voted  to  petition  the  Judicial 
Council  for  a  declaratory  decision  as  to  the  legality  of  the  Annual 
Conference's  action  granting  supplementary  funds  for  support  of  the 
bishop's  office. 

The  Judicial  Council  received  briefs  from  Jimmy  M.  Evans,  member 
of  Memphis  Annual  Conference  Commission  on  Finance  and  Adminis- 
tration, and  from  R.  Bryan  Brawner  and  James  A.  Crippen  of  the 
General  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  Oral  arguments 
were  presented. 


Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

The  Memphis  Annual  Conference  in  its  petition  to  the 
Judicial  Council  asks  whether  the  conference  action  which 
would  include  supplementary  funds  for  support  of  the 
office  of  the  bishop  complies  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Discipline. 

Paragraph  15  of  the  Constitution  reads  in  part: 

"The  General  Conference  shall  have  full  legislative 
power  over  all  matters  distinctively  connectional,  and  in 
the  exercise  of  this  power  shall  have  authority  as  follows : 

*     *     * 

"5.  To  define  and  fix  the  powers,  duties,  and  privileges 
of  the  episcopacy,  to  adopt  a  plan  for  the  support  of  the 
bishops  ..."  (emphasis  added) 

The  General  Conference  has  provided  a  plan  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  bishops,  the  Episcopal  Fund  as  defined  in  Para- 
graph 857,  1972  Discipline: 

"The  Episcopal  Fund,  raised  separately  from  all  other 
funds,  shall  provide  for  the  salary  and  expenses  of  effec- 
tive bishops  and  for  the  support  of  retired  bishops  and 
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surviving  spouses  and  minor  children  of  deceased  bishops 

>> 

Further,  General  Conference  has  charged  the  Council  on 
Finance  and  Administration  with  the  responsibility  for  ad- 
ministration of  the  Episcopal  Fund: 

"The  Council  shall  recommend  to  each  quadrennial 
session  of  the  General  Conference  for  its  action  and  deter- 
mination: (1)  the  amounts  to  be  fixed  as  salaries  of  the 
effective  bishops;  (2)  a  schedule  of  such  amounts  as  may 
be  judged  adequate  to  provide  for  their  expense  of  house, 
oflfice,  and  travel;  (3)  the  amounts  to  be  fixed  as  annual 
pensions  for  the  support  of  retired  bishops;  and  (4)  a 
schedule  of  allowance  for  the  surviving  spouses  and  for 
the  support  of  minor  children  of  deceased  bishops  .  .  ." 
(Par.  858) 

This  charge  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
provides  four  items  of  episcopal  support :  salaries ;  expense 
of  house,  office,  and  travel ;  pensions ;  and  allowance  for 
surviving  spouses  and  children.  Two  of  these  items  are 
defined  as  fixed :  "the  amounts  to  be  fixed  as  salaries  of  effec- 
tive bishops"  and  "the  amounts  to  be  fixed  as  annual  pen- 
sions for  the  support  of  retired  bishops."  However,  concern- 
ing other  expenses  the  Council  is  instructed  to  recommend 
"a  schedule  of  such  amounts  as  may  be  judged  adequate  to 
provide  for  expense  of  house,  office,  and  travel." 

Paragraphs  859  to  865  of  the  Discipline  provide :  for  ap- 
portionment of  the  Episcopal  Fund  to  the  Annual  Confer- 
ences and  to  each  pastoral  charge  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ences (Par.  859)  ;  for  payments  from  the  Fund  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration 
(Par.  860)  ;  for  determining  travel  expenses  (Par.  861) ; 
and  for  administering  pensions  and  allowances  (Pars.  862- 
865). 

The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  defines  office 
expense  in  Report  No.  3  to  the  General  Conference.  (DC A 
1972,  pp.  25,  26) 

In  1972  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  pre- 
sented to  the  General  Conference  for  office  allowance  (sec- 
retarial and  office  expense)  and  office  equipment  (except 
for  establishing  a  new  office)  the  following  maximum 
amounts:  1973— $12,000;  1974— $13,000;  1975— $14,000 
and  1976— $15,000.  This  was  adopted  by  the  General  Con- 
ference. 

On  report  forms  supplied  by  the  Council  to  the  bishops 
the  following  are  listed  as  expenses :  secretarial,  other  staff, 
employee  benefits,  taxes,  insurance,  telephones,  rent,  travel 
for  others  professional  services,  stationery  supplies,  postage. 
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equipment  maintenance  and  miscellaneous.  The  reporting 
form  includes  a  column  for  listing  area  support. 

There  are  no  further  provisions,  limits,  or  interpretations 
concerning  the  amount  which  may  be  judged  adequate  for 
the  expense  of  a  bishop's  office. 

In  the  instant  case,  the  Annual  Conference  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  refused  the  request  of  the 
bishop  for  an  annual  amount  of  $1,200  to  $1,500  for  sup- 
plementary support.  The  bishop  presented  material  to  the 
Commission  relative  to  the  deficit  in  the  operating  budget 
of  the  episcopal  office  and  the  additional  expenses  of  the 
coming  year.  Hovv^ever,  the  refusal  of  the  commission  was 
based  on  the  belief  that  all  support  of  episcopal  offices 
should  be  charged  to  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  that  supple- 
mentary support  by  the  Annual  Conference  would  be  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline. 

The  Annual  Conference  responded  in  a  different  manner. 
On  learning  of  the  deficit  and  the  additional  expenses  in  the 
operating  budget  of  the  episcopal  office,  a  ministerial  mem- 
ber of  the  conference,  stating  that  he  wanted  the  episcopal 
office  to  be  "adequately  financed,"  made  a  motion  to  in- 
struct the  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  to 
provide  the  necessary  money  for  supplemental  support  of 
the  bishop's  office.  The  Annual  Conference,  in  adopting  this 
motion,  sought  to  provide  adequate  support  of  the  office  of 
the  bishop. 

The  question  presented  by  the  Memphis  Annual  Confer- 
ence is  the  legality  of  actions  by  the  Annual  Conference  in- 
structing the  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  to 
grant  the  bishop's  request  for  supplemental  funds  in  the 
amount  of  $1,200  for  the  1973  budget  year. 

The  Constitution  provides  that  the  General  Conference 
shall  adopt  a  plan  for  support  of  bishops  (Par.  15)  and  the 
General  Conference  has  enacted  legislation  to  provide  the 
Episcopal  Fund  administered  by  the  Council  on  Finance 
and  Administration  (Pars.  857,  858).  Although  the  Annual 
Conference  is  the  basic  body  in  the  Church,  the  right  and 
responsibility  to  provide  support  to  a  bishop  has  been  dele- 
gated to  the  General  Conference  and  the  method  of  furnish- 
ing such  support  has  been  pre-empted  by  legislation  of  the 
General  Conference. 

An  "Area  Expense  Fund"  is  not  to  be  identified  as  the 
"expenses  of  the  office  of  a  bishop."  Such  an  Area  Expense 
Fund,  which  may  provide  for  additional  program  staff  and 
for  services  to  the  churches  in  the  area,  is  a  legitimate 
claim  upon  the  budgets  of  the  Annual  Conferences.  It  is  to 
be  noted  that  such  legitimate  claims  vary  widely  depending 
on  geographical  location,  size  of  the  area,  and  type  of  pro-

gram  projected  for  the  area  by  the  bishop  and  the  leader- 
ship of  the  Annual  Conferences. 

We  conclude  that  any  need  for  additional  support  of  the 
bishop  and  his  office  should  be  addressed  to  the  General 
Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  as  the  administra- 
tive agency  of  the  General  Conference,  and  not  to  the  An- 
nual Conference  or  Conferences  in  an  episcopal  area.  To 
permit  otherwise  would  foster  double  apportionment  for 
episcopal  support  on  those  Annual  Conferences  responding 
to  such  requests. 

Decision 

We  hold  that  the  action  of  the  Memphis  Annual  Confer- 
ence to  provide  supplemental  funds  for  office  expense  of  a 
bishop  as  requested  by  the  bishop  of  the  area  was  uncon- 
stitutional and  invalid. 

This  ruling  is  not  to  be  construed  as  affecting  those  pro- 
grams adopted  and  supported  voluntarily  as  episcopal  area 
projects  for  which  the  Annual  Conferences  provide  annual 
supporting  budgets.

Decision  No.  366 

In  Re:  May  an  Elder  in  Full  Connection,  Who  Takes 
Voluntary  Location  under  Paragraph  367,  1972  Dis- 
cipline, be  Classified  on  the  Conference  Rolls,  and 
Serve  as  a  Lay  Pastor,  Subject  to  Assignment  of  the 
District  Superintendent? 

DIGEST 
An  elder  who  has  been  granted  voluntary  location  may  be  classified 
on  the  conference  rolls,  and  serve  as  a  lay  pastor,  but  is  not  subject 
to  assignment  of  the  district  superintendent. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

On  August  8,  1972  the  secretary  of  the  Louisiana  Annual  Confer- 
ence duly  submitted  to  the  Judicial   Council  a  resolution  seeking  a 
declaratory  decision  which  resolution  had  been  adopted  by  the  confer- 
ence during  its  session  of  June,  1972.  In  part  the  resolution  reads: 
"May  an  elder  in  full  connection,  who  takes  voluntary  location 
under  Paragraph  366,  be  classified  on  the  conference  rolls,  and  serve 
as   a   Lay  Pastor,  subject  to  assignment  of  the   District   Superin- 
tendent?" 

Jurisdiction 

Jurisdiction  is  based  upon  Paragraph  1515  of  the  1972 
Discipline. 
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Analysis 

The  question  before  the  Council  in  this  instance  consists 
of  two  parts:  1)  May  an  elder  who  has  been  granted  volun- 
tary location  be  classified  on  the  conference  rolls  and  serve 
as  a  lay  pastor?;  2)  May  the  said  elder  be  subject  to  as- 
signment (appointment)  of  the  district  superintendent? 
The  answer  to  the  first  part  lies  in  Paragraph  366  of  the 
Discipline  as  enacted  by  the  General  Conference  of  1972 
(Par.  367,  1972  Discipline) ;  answer  to  the  second  lies  in 
that  legislation  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  which  sets 
forth  the  duties  of  the  district  superintendent  as  they  have 
to  do  with  assignment  or  appointment  of  persons  to  serve 
pastoral  charges  as  pastors. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  in  The  Methodist  Church  a  body  of 
legislation  existed  continuously  from  1939  according  to 
which  an  elder  who  had  been  granted  voluntary  location 
became  a  local  preacher  who  although  ordained  was  by  defi- 
nition a  layman.  (See  Paragraph  374,  1964.  Discipline: 
Judicial  Council  Decisions  Nos.  110  and  173.)  As  such  the 
elder  was  a  member  of  a  local  church  in  which  under  a 
pastor  he  could  exercise  his  orders.  He  could  also  serve  as 
an  approved  supply  pastor  subject  to  the  appointment  of  a 
district  superintendent.  In  The  Evangelical  United  Brethren 
Church,  on  the  other  hand,  local  elders,  including  those  not 
continued  in  the  itinerancy,  were  classified  as  ministers 
whose  membership  was  in  a  local  church.  (See  Paragraphs 
271,  272,  1967  E.UB.  Discipline.)  Additionally,  in  The 
Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church  each  minister  serving 
a  charge  held  membership  on  the  charge  where  he  served. 
(Par.  255,  1967  E.U.B.  Discipline) 

As  enacted  by  the  General  Conference  of  1972,  Para- 
graph 367  (1968,  Par.  366)  is  the  culmination  of  a  process 
of  harmonization  that  became  effective  first  in  1968,  was 
modified  in  1970,  and  concluded  with  revision  in  1972. 

The  1968  Discipline  recognized  the  located  elder  to  be  a 
minister,  and  permitted  him  to  exercise  his  orders  as  an 
ordained  local  minister  in  the  charge  in  which  he  was  lo- 
cated or  in  a  charge  to  which  he  might  be  appointed  tempo- 
rarily. The  legislation  of  1970  permitted  the  located  elder  to 
designate  the  local  church  in  which  membership  would  be 
held,  over  against  a  previous  regulation  that  membership 
must  be  in  the  place  of  residence.  And  the  legislation  of 
1972  specifies  that  the  exercise  of  ministerial  functions 
shall  be  limited  to  the  charge  in  which  membership  is  held. 

The  successive  legislation  of  the  years  1968-1972,  then, 
does  three  things:  1)  it  recognizes  an  elder  who  has  been 
granted  voluntary  location  to  be  a  local  elder  with  minis- 
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terial  status:  2)  it  permits  the  elder  to  designate  the  local 
church  in  which  membership  is  to  be  held;  3)  it  permits 
the  elder  to  exercise  ministerial  functions  in  the  charge, 
and  only  that  charge,  in  which  membership  is  held. 

Inasmuch  as  the  elder  on  voluntary  location  may  serve  as 
a  minister  in  the  local  church  in  which  he  holds  member- 
ship, and  provided  that  by  due  process  he  meets  the  require- 
ments for  the  status  of  lay  pastor  (formerly  called  approved 
supply  pastor  in  The  Methodist  Church,  see  footnote.  Par. 
307.3,  1968  Discipline),  he  may  be  listed  on  the  conference 
rolls  and  appointed  to  serve  as  a  lay  pastor. 

With  respect  to  the  answer  to  the  second  part  of  the  ques- 
tion, it  is  to  be  noted  that  there  is  a  difference  between  the 
duties  of  the  district  superintendent  in  the  former  The 
Methodist  Church  over  against  duties  in  The  United  Meth- 
odist Church.  In  the  former  The  Methodist  Church  the 
district  superintendent  had  among  his  duties  the  appoint- 
ment of  approved  supply  pastors  during  the  intervals  be- 
tween conferences  and  in  the  absence  of  the  bishop  (Par. 
362.3,  1964  Discipline) .  No  such  specific  reference  is  made 
to  this  duty  in  the  1972  Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church.  Moreover,  the  latter  Discipline  (Par.  391.9)  clearly 
reserves  to  the  bishop  the  duty  of  appointment,  including 
that  of  an  elder  who  has  been  located  at  his  own  request.  It 
follows  that  although  such  an  elder  may  serve  as  a  lay 
pastor,  he  may  not  be  subject  to  assignment  (appointment) 
of  the  district  superintendent. 

Decision 

An  elder  in  full  connection,  who  takes  voluntary  location 
under  Paragraph  367,  may  be  classified  on  the  conference 
rolls  and  serve  as  lay  pastor  in  a  church  to  which  he  may 
be  appointed,  provided  that  by  due  process  he  meets  quali- 
fications for  status  of  lay  pastor.  He  is  not  subject  to  ap- 
pointment by  the  district  superintendent,  appointment  being 
the  prerogative  of  the  bishop.

Decision  No.  367 

In  Re :  Petition  from  the  North  Georgia  Annual  Con- 
ference for  a  Declaratory  Decision  on  the  Legality 
of  a  New  Standing  Rule  Providing  for  "Legislative 
Committees"  to  Consider  Reports  of  Program 
Boards  and  Committees  Before  They  Come  to  the 
Floor  of  the  Conference. 
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DIGEST 
An   Annual   Conference  may   adopt   Standing   Rules   providing  for 
Legislative  Committees  to  receive  reports  from  its  boards  and  agen- 
cies, to   refine  and   change  them  and   bring  them   to   the   conference 
floor  for  final  consideration  and  action. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
On    Thursday,    June    22,    1972,    during    the    session    of    the    North 
Georgia  Annual  Conference  a  resolution  was  adopted   adding  a  new 
rule  entitled  "Legislative  Committees"  to  the  standing  rules  of  the 
conference. 

Question  of  the  legality  of  the  provision  was  raised  on  the  confer- 
ence floor  and  immediately  after  passage  of  the  action,  "the  proposed 
standing  rule  (was)  immediately  transmitted  to  the  Judicial  Council 
for  a  declaratory  judgment  as  to  its  legality  under  the  law  of  the 
church." 

The  Resolution  as  adopted  states : 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  a  new  rule  entitled  'Legislative  Com- 
mittees' be  added  to  the  standing  rules  of  the  North  Georgia  Annual 
Conference  to  follow  rule  10  of  the  existing  rules  as  follows : 

"1.  There  shall  be  the  following  standing  Legislative  Commitees: 
Christian  Social  Concerns,  Conference,  Ecumenical  Affairs,  Chris- 
tian Education,  Christian  Higher  Education,  Health  and  Welfare 
Ministries,  Membership  and  Evangelism,  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension, New  Ministries,  Pensions,  Temporal  Economy,  or  such 
other  designations  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Committee  on  Pro- 
gram and  Entertainment  on  recommendation  of  the  Conference 
Program   Council. 

"2.  The  Committee  Chairmen  shall  be  selected  by  the  Bishop  and 
the  Committee  Secretaries  by  the  Conference  Secretary.  No  person 
shall  serve  as  chairman  or  secretary  for  more  than  four  consecutive 
years. 

"3.  Each  committee  shall  have  members  from  each  district.  The 
membership  from  each  district  shall  be  determined  by  the  District 
Council  and  shall  be  composed,  insofar  as  is  possible,  of  an  equal 
number  of  ministers  and  lay  persons  on  each  committee  with  each 
member  of  the  Conference  being  assigned  to  one  of  the  committees 
in  such  manner  as  to  provide  balanced  district  representation  among 
the  Legislative  Committees.  Each  charge  shall  be  advised  in  ad- 
vance as  to  the  Legislative  Committee  to  which  the  lay  member  (s) 
or  minister (s)  are  assigned.  Uniform  procedures  shall  be  followed 
in  notifying  conference  members  of  their  Legislative  Committee 
assignments. 

"4.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Business  and  Agenda  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  District  Superintendents,  which  shall  work  with  the 
Program  Committee,  to  arrange  an  orderly  presentation  of  the  re- 
ports of  the  agencies,  boards,  commissions,  committees,  councils 
and  institutions  of  the  Conference  and  other  Legislative  matters. 

"5.  The  Committee  on  Business  and  Agenda  shall  assign  the  re- 
ports of  the  agencies,  boards,  commissions,  committees,  councils,  and 
institutions  of  the  Conference  to  the  proper  Legislative  Committee 
where  they  shall  be  considered  before  presentation  on  the  floor  of 
the  Conference. 

"6.  The  Legislative  Committees  shall  report  to  the  Conference  on 
all  matters  assigned  to  them  and  may  amend  or  revise  the  sections 
of  the  reports  projecting  programs  or  proposals  and  shall  present 
to  the  Conference  only  those  matters  which  require  legislative 
action  or  items  of  information  which  may  be  deemed  of  such  import 
as  to  make  such  presentation  necessary,  provided  however,  that 
informational    reports  shall   be   presented   within  the  time   allotted 
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to  the  particular  Legislative  Committee  on  the  conference  program. 

"7.  A  minority  report  may  be  presented  when  approved  by  one- 
tenth  of  the  members  of  the  Legislative  Committee. 

"8.  Summary  reports  dealing  primarily  with  agency  and  institu- 
tional achievements  shall  be  accepted  for  printing  in  the  Journal 
without  being  read  to  the  Conference. 

'9.  Reports  from  the  Legislative  Committees  which  involve  sub- 
stantial changes  from  the  Pre-Conference  Manual  shall  be  prepared 
in  printed  form  and  distributed  to  the  Conference  before  considera- 
tion." 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515  of  the  Discipline. 

Analysis 

The  Discipline  grants  to  an  Annual  Conference  broad 
freedom  to  adopt  its  own  rules  and  regulations  with  regard 
to  its  committee  structure,  its  agenda,  its  plans  of  organiza- 
tion, its  procedure  in  handling  reports.  Paragraph  662.1 
states,  "The  Annual  Conference  .  .  .  may  adopt  rules  and 
regulations  not  in  conflict  with  the  Discipline.  .  .  ." 

In  setting  up  guidelines  for  the  business  session  of  the 
Annual  Conference,  Paragraph  663.4  says : 

"The  business  of  the  Annual  Conference  shall  include 
the  receiving  and  acting  upon  reports  from  the  district 
superintendents,  the  officers,  the  standing  and  special 
committees,  the  boards,  commissions,  and  societies  and 
also  the  making  of  such  inquiries  as  the  Council  of 
Bishops  shall  recommend  by  the  provision  of  a  supple- 
mental guide." 

The  issue  raised  by  this  appeal  is  whether  or  not  an  An- 
nual Conference  may  provide  for  legislative  committees 
which  will  give  preliminary  consideration  to  reports  and 
proposals  from  its  agencies,  boards  and  committees,  before 
those  reports  have  been  presented  on  the  floor  of  the  Annual 
Conference.  The  question  is  whether  or  not  the  report  of 
such  a  conference  agency  actually  does  arrive  at  the  floor 
of  the  Annual  Conference  for  which  it  is  intended,  or 
whether  the  legislative  committee's  power  to  alter,  change 
and  delete  from  such  report  constitutes  an  interception  of 
the  rights  of  the  board  or  agency  to  come  to  the  Annual 
Conference  with  its  proposals. 

In  summary,  the  proposed  organization  of  the  North 
Georgia  Annual  Conference  provides : 

1)  For  the  reference  of  all  program  reports  to  selected 
segments  of  the  Annual  Conference  membership  who  com- 
pose its  legislative  committees. 

2)  That  such  committee  may,  under  the  rule,  amend, 
delete,  revise  and  otherwise  change  any  report  which  is 
assigned  to  it. 
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3)  That  each  legislative  committee  is  required  to  report 
to  the  Annual  Conference  its  actions  which  require  legisla- 
tion, with  the  stipulation  that  any  reports  which  are  sub- 
stantially changed  from  the  pre-conference  printed  reports 
must  be  made  available  in  printed  form  before  conference 
consideration  and  action. 

4)  The  Annual  Conference  maintains  its  right  to  take 
final  legislative  action  on  all  such  reports. 

Any  organizational  structure  in  an  Annual  Conference 
dealing  with  legislative  matters  must  protect :  the  rights  of 
the  Annual  Conference  to  receive  and  act  on  all  proposals 
brought  to  it;  the  rights  and  requirements  of  boards  and 
agencies  that  they  report  annually  to  the  conference;  and, 
the  rights  of  individual  members  of  the  conference  to  be 
informed  on  and  to  participate  fully  in  all  legislative  de- 
cisions. 

The  Judicial  Council  concludes  that  the  proposed  rule  in 
the  North  Georgia  Annual  Conference  does  in  fact  protect 
these  rights  because  it  requires  that  all  final  consideration 
and  decisions  on  legislative  proposals  be  made  by  the  total 
conference  membership.  Under  conference  rules  all  reports 
are  to  be  in  the  hands  of  all  members  prior  to  the  confer- 
ence session.  All  persons  who  vote  in  the  proposed  legisla- 
tive committees  are  conference  members.  If  a  legislative 
committee  deletes  a  part  of  a  report  or  changes  drastically 
the  proposals  from  an  agency  or  board,  it  is  required  to 
provide  such  changes  in  writing  for  all  members  of  the 
conference.  Moreover,  any  member  of  the  conference  may, 
on  the  floor  of  the  conference,  introduce  amendments  or 
substitutions  which  would  restore  the  original  proposal  in 
the  form  in  which  it  came  from  the  board  or  agency.  In  ad- 
dition, the  rule  provides  a  means  for  a  minority  report  from 
the  legislative  committees.  The  rule,  by  omission,  rightly 
excludes  the  Board  of  the  Ministry.  (Par.  663,5) 

The  Judicial  Council  finds  nothing  in  Paragraph  662.1  or 
663.4  which  prevents  an  Annual  Conference  from  channel- 
ing its  reports  and  legislative  proposals  through  legislative 
committees.  The  rule,  here  considered,  in  no  way  impairs 
the  right  of  the  North  Georgia  Annual  Conference  members 
to  take  final  action  and  make  final  decisions  on  all  legislative 
matters  as  required  by  the  Discipline. 


Decision 

The  action  of  the  North  Georgia  Annual  Conference  in 
adding  a  standing  rule  providing  for  legislative  commit- 
tees composed  of  Annual  Conference  members  to  receive, 
discuss,  alter,  change  and  refine  reports  and  proposals  from 
boards,  agencies,  commissions,  committees  and  institutions 
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before  they  come  to  the  floor  of  the  Annual  Conference  is  not 
in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  Disciphne.

Decision  No.  368 

In  Re :  Petition  from  Northwest  Philippines  Annual 
Conference  for  a  Declaratory  Decision  Regarding 
the  Authority  of  a  Central  Conference  Bishop  to  Ap- 
point a  Minister  as  District  Superintendent  for  More 
than  Six  Years  in  Any  Consecutive  Nine  Years. 

DIGEST 
The  "six  year  rule"  for  appointment  of  district  superintendents  set 
forth  in  Paragraph  391.3  of  the  Discipline  is  applicable  only  within 
the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  of  the  United  States. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
The  Northwest  Philippines  Annual  Conference  of  The  United  Meth- 
odist Church  during  its  1972  regular  session  (June  11,  1972)  voted 
unanimously  to  request  a  declaratory  decision  from  the  Judicial  Coun- 
cil regarding  the  appointment  of  two  ministers  as  district  superin- 
tendents for  the  eighth  consecutive  year. 

Material  submitted  with  the  petition  indicates  that  in  1955  the 
Northwest  Philippines  Annual  Conference  adopted  a  resolution  re- 
questing the  presiding  bishop  to  appoint  and  reappoint  the  district 
superintendents  for  a  term  which  shall  not  exceed  four  (4)  consecutive 
years.  However,  the  Judicial  Council  has  not  been  asked  to  rule  on 
the  legality  of  that  resolution. 

Pertinent  excerpts  from  the  1972  Conference  Journal  of  the  North- 
west Philippines  Annual  Conference  read : 

"When  the  bishop  appointed  Revs.  Isagani  A.  Curameng  and 
Regino  A.  Aquinaldo  as  district  superintendents  for  the  eighth 
consecutive   year   the    Conference 

V-32.  VOTED:  To  request  a  declaratory  statement  from  the 
Judicial  Council  if  a  Central  Conference  Bishop  can  appoint  a 
superintendent  for  more  than  six  (6)  consecutive  years,  and  to 
direct  the  secretary  to  send  the  request,  upon  motion  of  Gregorio 
R.  Bailen,  duly  seconded.  The  vote  was  unanimous  in  favor  of  the 
motion." 

The  Revs.  Isagani  A.  Curameng  and  Regino  A.  Aguinaldo  were 
appointed  as  district  superintendents  by  Bishop  Jose  L.  Valencia  for 
the  first  time  in  1965  and  were  reappointed  yearly  until  the  retirement 
of  Bishop  Valencia  in  1968.  The  following  year,  and  yearly  thereafter, 
they  were  again  appointed  as  district  superintendents  by  the  new 
presiding  bishop,  Paul  Locke  A.  Granadosin.  During  the  last  session 
of  the  Northwest  Philippines  Annual  Conference  they  were  reap- 
pointed district  superintendents  for  the  eighth  consecutive  year. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515  of  the  1972  Discipline. 
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Analysis 

The  Constitution,  Paragraph  58, 1972  Discipliyie,  provides 
that: 

"In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  one  or  more 
district  superintendents  who  shall  assist  the  bishop  in  the 
administration  of  the  Annual  Conference  and  shall  have 
such  responsibilities  and  term  of  office  as  the  General 
Conference  may  determine." 

The  General  Conference  has  seen  fit  to  place  certain  limi- 
tations upon  bishops  regarding  the  appointment  of  ministers 
to  their  places  of  work  and  responsibility.  These  limitations 
are  set  forth  in  Paragraph  391  of  the  1972  Discipline.  One 
of  these  limitations  relates  to  appointment  of  district  super- 
intendents. Paragraph  391.3  states: 

"The  bishop  shall  choose  and  appoint  district  superin- 
tendents annually,  hut  within  the  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ences of  the  United  States  no  minister  shall  be  appointed 
a  district  superintendent  for  more  than  six  years  in  any 
consecutive  nine  years."  (Emphasis  added) 
The  limitation  regarding  the  number  of  consecutive  years 
for  which  a  minister  may  be  appointed  a  district  superin- 
tendent  as   stated   in   Paragraph   391.3,   quoted   above,    is 
clearly  meant  to  apply  only  within  the  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ferences of  the  United  States.  It  cannot  be  held  to  apply  to 
Central  Conferences.  It  has  been  argued  that  the  Discipline, 
Paragraph  399.2,  gives  to  bishops  in  Central  Conferences 
"authority  similar  to  that  exercised  by  bishops  elected  by  or 
administering   in   a  Jurisdictional   Conference,"   and   that 
therefore  the  limitations  of  Paragraph  391.3  apply  to  Cen- 
tral Conferences  as  a  similar  authority  to  that  which  is  ex- 
ercised in  Jurisdictional  Conferences.  To  argue  thus  would 
be  to  nullify  specific  legislative  enactments  of  the  General 
Conference.  The  General  Conference  has  not  legislated  in 
the  matter  of  the  number  of  consecutive  years  that  a  minis- 
ter may  serve  as  a  district  superintendent  in  an  Annual 
Conference,  other  than  in  the  Annual  Conferences  within 
the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  of  the  United  States. 

If  no  legislation  placing  restrictions  on  the  number  of 
years  that  a  minister  may  serve  as  district  superintendent 
is  enacted,  then  the  authority  of  appointment  rests  with  the 
Central  Conference  bishop,  for  the  same  paragraph  (391.3) 
states,  "The  bishop  shall  choose  and  appoint  the  district 
superintendents  annually,  .  . ." 

Decision 

The  provision  of  the  Discipline  that  a  bishop  shall  not 
appoint  any  minister  a  district  superintendent  for  more 
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than  six  years  in  any  consecutive  nine  years  (Par. 
391.3)  applies  specifically  and  only  within  the  Jurisdictional 
Conferences  of  the  United  States  and  therefore  a  Central 
Conference  bishop  is  not  limited  by  this  restriction.

Memorandum  No.  369 

In  Re:  Request  from  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
Methodist  Church  in  Southern  Asia  for  a  Clarifica- 
tion of  Decision  No.  350  and  Memorandum  No.  355. 

Pursuant  to  Judicial  Council  Decision  No.  350  and  Mem- 
orandum No.  355  in  April,  1972,  the  Central  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Church  in  Southern  Asia  at  its  session,  Nov.- 
Dec.  1972,  appointed  a  new  Committee  for  Consultation  on 
church  union  with  the  Church  of  North  India.  Prior  to  such 
consultation  this  committee  held  a  group  meeting  in  Febru- 
ary, 1973.  From  reports  we  have  had  on  this  meeting,  there 
was  much  discussion  about  the  authority  of  this  Committee 
on  Consultation  to  make  modifications  to  the  Fourth  Plan  of 
Union.  It  was  pointed  out  that  some  modifications  were 
necessary,  in  view  of  the  changed  situation,  particularly  in 
the  section  on  "The  Unification  of  The  Ministry."  This  was 
due  to  several  factors.  The  Fourth  Plan  had  envisaged  the 
coming  together  of  seven  churches.  When  the  participation 
of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Southern  Asia  wa^  delayed,  the 
other  six  churches  proceeded  in  1970  to  form  the  Church  of 
North  India.  Thus,  the  present  consultation  involves  two 
churches  instead  of  the  original  seven. 

Much  of  the  discussion  in  the  Committee  on  Consultation 
revolved  around  the  question  of  whether  or  not  the  Central 
Conference  in  carrying  out  the  requirements  of  the  Judicial 
Council  Decision,  by  consultations  with  the  Church  of 
North  India,  had  the  authority  to  modify  the  Fourth  Plan  of 
Union  to  fit  the  changed  factors  in  the  present  situation. 

A  resolution  from  the  Committee  on  Consultation  was 
ordered  by  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Central  Conference 
of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Southern  Asia  to  be  sent  to  the 
Judicial  Council  as  a  request  for  further  clarification  of 
Decision  No.  350  and  Memorandum  No.  355.  The  request 
was  sent  by  Rev.  J.  B.  Satyavrata,  Secretary  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board.  It  reads  as  follows : 
"RESOLUTION : 

"WHEREAS,  the  Consultation  Committee  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church  in  Southern  Asia,  appointed  by  the  MCSA 
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Central  Conference  at  its  regular  Twenty-eighth  Session 
from  November  28  through  December  5,  1972,  at  Jabal- 
pur,  was  constituted  with  authority  to  enter  into  consul- 
tation as  soon  as  possible  with  the  Church  of  North 
India  according  to  the  directions  of  the  Judicial  Council 
Decision  No.  350  and  subsequent  Memorandum  No.  355, 
and 

"WHEREAS,  the  Consultation  Committee  met  on  Feb- 
ruary 12,  1973  at  the  Parish  Hall,  Christ  Church,  Delhi, 
with  the  intention  and  purpose  of  arranging  union  of 
M.C.S.A.  with  the  Church  of  North  India  on  the  basis  of 
the  Plan  of  Church  Union   (revised)   IVth  edition,  and 

"WHEREAS,  some  obstacles  came  in  the  way  of  this 
Committee  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  two  rather 
than  seven  churches  to  be  united  and  that  the  Fourth 
Plan  is  not  to  be  changed,  while  on  the  other  hand  it  has 
been  indicated  that  the  final  effecting  of  union  will  "in- 
volve the  working  out  of  numerous  details"  in  implement- 
ing the  Plan  of  Church  Union  IVth  Edition  according 
to  and  in  terms  of  Decision  No.  350  of  the  Judicial  Coun- 
cil of  The  United  Methodist  Church  unless  certain  modi- 
fications in  Part  II,  The  Unification  of  the  Ministry,  of 
the  Fourth  Plan  are  made,  making  it  possible  for  the 
unification  of  the  ministry: 

"THEREFORE,  this  Consultation  Committee  petitions 
the  Judicial  Council  through  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
M.C.S.A.,  requesting  authorization  for  this  Committee  to 
make  necessary  modifications  in  the  Fourth  Plan  of 
Church  Union  in  consultation  with  the  Church  of  North 
India  as  are  necessary  in  implementing  the  Decision  No. 
350  of  the  Judicial  Council." 

While  we  have  no  further  official  report  on  the  matter, 
we  assume  that  this  Committee  on  Consultation  has  been 
meeting  with  the  representatives  of  the  Church  of  North 
India  on  the  details  in  question.  We  have  received  briefs  on 
this  request  from  Mr.  Cecil  T.  Richards,  Mr.  S.  Charles,  and 
Prof.  S.  R.  Silas. 

On  the  record  we  have  received,  this  request  to  the 
Judicial  Council  :s  far  from  clear  as  to  what  specific  points 
need  clarification.  Sometimes  the  record  of  the  Committee 
on  Consultation  speaks  of  the  need  for  "substantial 
changes,"  sometimes  for  "minor  changes"  in  the  Fourth 
Plan  of  Union.  The  record  before  us  sounds  at  times  as 
though  what  is  involved  is  merely  a  change  in  wording  to  fit 
the  present  situation,  and  at  other  times  as  though  new 
items,  not  included  in  the  Fourth  Plan  of  Union,  were  being 
introduced  into  the  negotiations.  The  actual  wording  of  the 
particular  resolution  which  became  the  petition  sent  to  us 
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by  the  Executive  Board  sounds  more  like  a  request  for  au- 
thorization, than  for  clarification.  If  what  is  sought  in  this 
request  is  a  clarification  of  the  authority  of  the  Central  Con- 
ference to  enter  into  consultation  with  the  Church  of  North 
India  for  the  purpose  of  working  out  any  remaining  details 
for  the  consummation  of  the  union  which  was  voted,  the 
Judicial  Council  is  of  the  opinion  that  such  authorization, 
and  its  limitations,  are  clearly  outlined  in  its  Decision  No. 
350  and  Memorandum  No.  355. 

We  would  emphasize  again  that  there  is  no  authority  to 
reopen,  revise  or  re-negotiate  the  Fourth  Plan  of  Union 
which  was  authorized  by  the  General  Conference  and  ap- 
proved by  the  required  votes  of  the  Central  Conference  and 
its  constituent  Annual  Conferences.  Any  remaining  details 
must  be  worked  out  "within  the  framework  of  the  Fourth 
Plan."  If  it  is  discovered  that  some  matters  were  omitted, 
the  Plan  cannot  now  be  revised  to  include  them.  They  will 
have  to  be  worked  out  within  the  new,  merged  Church. 

The  Judicial  Council,  at  the  time  of  Decision  No.  350 
and  Memorandum  No.  355,  was  aware  of  the  fact  that  six  of 
the  seven  churches  involved  in  the  Fourth  Plan  of  Union 
had  already  come  together  on  the  basis  of  the  Plan  to  become 
the  Church  of  North  India.  It  is  understandable  that  this 
would  involve  some  incidential  changes  in  the  wording  in 
the  Fourth  Plan  of  Union  to  accommodate  the  new  situation. 

We  would  point  out  that  the  Central  Conference  is  still 
under  the  mandate  of  the  authorization  of  the  General  Con- 
ference and  the  overwhelming  vote  of  the  Central  Confer- 
ence and  its  Annual  Conferences  to  proceed  as  swiftly  as 
possible  to  the  consummation  of  union  under  the  Fourth 
Plan.

Decision  No.  370 
In  Re :  Action  of  the  Tenth  Philippines  Central  Con- 
ference on  the  Status  of  Bishops  Pending  Episcopal 

Elections. 

DIGEST 
Bishops  of  a  Central  Conference  elected  for  a  term  are  entitled  to 
continue  service  in  their  episcopal  office  until  the  close  of  the  Central 
Conference  session  in  which  their  successors  are  to  be  elected.  The 
action  to  adjourn  the  session  to  a  future  date  to  continue  the  election 
balloting  postpones  the  closing  of  the  session  and  expiration  of  term 
of  office. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
At  the  Tenth  Regular  Session  of  the  Philippines  Central  Conference 
held  November  29  to  December  3,   1972,   23   ballots  were   conducted 
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without  election  of  two  bishops  to  succeed  incumbent  bishops  elected 
for  a  term  of  the  quadrennium  1968-1972.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
23rd  ballot,  the  Conference  voted  "that  an  adjourned  session  of  the 
Philippines  Central  Conference  be  called  in  1974,"  to  complete  the 
episcopal  election  and  other  unfinished  matters.  By  authority  of  the 
conference,  the  Coordinating  Council  has  fixed  January  23-27,  1974 
as  dates  for  the  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Central  Conference. 

Thereafter,  the  Philippines  Central  Conference  voted  the  following 
actions:  (1)  that  Bishop  Cornelio  M.  Ferrer  be  retired  as  bishop 
under  the  1972  Discipline  Paragraph  396.2  and  referred  the  action  to 
the  Council  of  Bishops;  (2)  that  the  outgoing  bishops  be  permitted 
to  stay  in  their  episcopal  residences  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  six 
months  from  adjournment  of  the  conference  or  the  arrival  of  the 
bishops  sent  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  to  provide  residential  super- 
vision, whichever  occurred  first;  (3)  that  the  Council  of  Bishops  be 
requested  to  provide  episcopal  supervision  over  the  Manila  and  Baguio 
Areas  under  provisions  of  Paragraph  385  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

The  question  as  to  the  status  of  incumbent  Bishops  Cornelio  M. 
Ferrer  and  Paul  L.  A.  Granadosin  was  sought  to  be  presented  to  the 
Judicial  Council  by  petitions  from  two  individual  members  of  the 
Central  Conference ;  by  petition  from  the  National  United  Methodist 
Young  Adult  Fellowship  of  the  Philippines;  and  by  an  appeal  of  the 
College  of  Bishops  of  the  Philippines  Central  Conference.  The  views 
of  the  Council  of  Bishops  on  this  matter  have  been  presented  by  brief 
to  the  Judicial  Council. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1508  of  the  1972  Discipline  on  finding  that  an  appeal  has 
been  made  by  a  majority  of  bishops  of  the  Philippines  Cen- 
tral Conference. 

Analysis 

The  Constitution  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  (Par. 
30.2)  provides  that  Central  Conferences  shall  have  the 
power  to  elect  the  bishops  in  number  as  may  be  determined, 
"upon  a  basis  fixed  by  the  General  Conference." 

The  Constitution  further  authorizes  Central  Conferences 
to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  administration  of 
work  within  their  boundaries,  "subject  to  the  powers  vested 
...  in  the  General  Conference"   (Par.  30.5). 

The  enabling  act  of  the  General  Conference  creating  the 
Philippines  Central  Conference  authorized  the  election  of 
two  bishops. 

The  1968  Philippines  Central  Conference  enacted  legisla- 
tion that  bishops  be  elected  for  four  year  terms,  provided 
that  a  bishop  elected  for  three  consecutive  terms  shall  be 
considered  elected  for  life.  It  was  at  this  same  conference 
that  Bishops  Cornelio  M.  Ferrer  and  Paul  L.  A.  Granadosin 
were  elected  for  the  quadrennium  1968-1972  and  were  con- 
secrated. 

It  is  apparent  from  the  record  that  the  general  impression 
is  prevalent  in  the  Philippines  Central  Conference  that  the 
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election  of  bishops  for  the  term  of  a  quadrennium  is  a 
fixed  term  and  the  entitlement  to  the  office  of  bishop  termi- 
nates with  the  quadrennium. 

If  this  was  the  intent  of  the  1968  legislation  establishing 
a  term  episcopacy,  it  failed  to  regard  "the  basis  fixed  by  the 
General  Conference"  in  the  exercise  of  Central  Conference 
power  to  elect  bishops.    (Par.  30.2) 

The  power  of  a  Central  Conference  to  fix  and  terminate 
the  term  of  office  of  a  bishop  is  limited  and  controlled  by 
legislation  of  the  General  Conference  in  Paragraph  399 
which  provides  that  bishops  shall  be  elected,  "subject  to  such 
other  conditions  as  the  General  Conference  shall  prescribe." 
Specifically,  Paragraph  399.4  provides  that  in  a  Central  Con- 
ference where  term  episcopacy  prevails,  "their  (bishops') 
term  of  office  shall  expire  at  the  close  of  the  Central  (Con- 
ference at  which  their  successor  is  elected."  The  statute  does 
not  provide  for  the  failure  to  elect  a  successor. 

In  the  instant  case,  the  failure  or  inability  of  the  Central 
Conference  to  elect,  after  23  ballots,  successors  to  the  in- 
cumbent bishops,  and  the  action  to  continue  the  conference 
to  an  adjourned  session  to  complete  the  election,  effectively 
postponed  the  official  closing  of  the  conference  and  the  ex- 
piration of  terms  of  office.  Had  the  Central  Conference  ad- 
journed its  session  siyie  die,  thereby  officially  closing  its 
session  without  electing  successor  bishops,  the  incumbent 
terms  of  episcopal  service  would  have  then  expired.  The 
provisions  of  Paragraph  385  might  then  have  been  ap- 
propriately invoked. 

We  conclude  that  Bishops  Ferrer  and  Granadosin  con- 
tinue in  the  function  of  their  respective  episcopal  powers, 
duties  and  obligations,  and  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges 
of  their  episcopal  offices,  until  their  successors  are  elected 
or  the  adjourned  session  of  the  1972  Philippines  Central 
Conference  is  closed. 

The  acts  of  the  1972  Philippines  Central  Conference  (1) 
to  retire  a  term  bishop;  (2)  to  limit  or  curtail  the  privilege 
of  episcopal  residence;  and  (3)  to  request  episcopal  super- 
vision over  areas  which  are  the  episcopal  responsibility  of 
the  elected  incumbent  bishops  were  and  are  unconstitutional 
and  without  legal  authority  or  effect. 

Decision 

Bishops  Cornelio  M.  Ferrer  and  Paul  L.  A.  Granadosin 
elected  for  a  quadrennium  term  (1968-1972)  continue  in 
their  episcopal  offices  until  the  close  of  the  1972  adjourned 
session  of  the  Philippines  Central  Conference. 

When  a  Central  Conference  in  regular  session  acts  to 
continue  its  election  balloting  at  an  adjourned  session  at  a 
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particular  time,  the  regular  session  continues  in  recess  and 
the  conference  is  not  closed.  Any  declaration  of  the  presid- 
ing officer  that  the  conference  is  closed  after  action  estab- 
lishing an  adjourned  session  is  in  error  and  of  no  legal  effect 
to  close  the  conference.

Dissenting  Opinion 

I  respectfully  dissent  from  the  opinion  of  the  majority  for 
the  following  reasons. 

The  election  of  a  bishop  for  a  term  of  four  years  imposes 
a  binding  tenure  agreed  on  prior  to  the  balloting. 

The  Philippines  Central  Conference  in  keeping  with  Par. 
30.2  of  the  Constitution  had  the  power  to  elect  bishops  "in 
number  as  may  be  determined  from  time  to  time,  upon  a 
basis  fixed  by  the  General  Conference." 

The  enabling  legislation  of  the  1968  General  Conference 
fixed  the  number  and  authorized  the  election  of  two  bishops 
by  the  1968  Philippines  Central  Conference. 

Par.  631.3  gives  to  Central  Conferences  the  power  to  fix 
the  tenure  of  a  bishop  elected  by  said  Central  Conferences. 

Par.  631.3  states : 

"When  a  Central  Conference  shall  have  been  authorized 
to  elect  bishops,  such  elections  shall  be  conducted  under 
the  same  general  procedure  as  prevails  in  the  Jurisdic- 
tional Conferences  for  the  election  of  bishops.  A  Central 
Conference  shall  have  power  to  fix  the  tenure  of  bishops 
elected  by  the  said  Central  Conference." 
Pursuant  to  the  above  authority  and  in  keeping  with  Par. 
631.3  the  1968  Philippines  Central  Conference  elected  for  a 
four-year  term    (1968-1972)    Bishops  Cornelio   M.   Ferrer 
and  Paul  L.  A.  Granadosin. 

Par.  631.3  gives  to  the  Philippines  Central  Conference  the 
power  to  fix  the  tenure  of  a  bishop  elected  by  said  Central 
Conference.  In  Par.  631.3  there  is  no  limitation  stated  of  the 
power  "to  fix  the  tenure." 

The  fact  of  tenure  for  four  years  was  not  only  voted  by 
the  1968  Philippines  Central  Conference  but  acknowledged 
by  Bishops  Ferrer  and  Granadosin  in  running  for  re-election 
in  1972  for  another  four-year  term  and  in  their  personal  re- 
marks made  by  the  bishops  to  the  Conference  when  they 
were  not  re-elected. 

My  dissent  is  also  in  the  interpretation  by  the  majority 
of  Par.  399.4.  This  paragraph  presupposes  the  expiration 
of  a  term  of  a  bishop  and  the  election  of  a  successor  at  the 
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Central  Conference  session.  It  offers  no  provision  on  proce- 
dure when  a  successor  is  not  elected  and  a  term  is  expiring. 
The  legislation  states  in  Par.  399.4  that: 

".  .  .  bishops  whose  term  of  office  expires  prior  to  the 
time  of  compulsory  retirement  because  of  age  and  who 
are  not  re-elected  by  the  Central  Conference  shall  be  re- 
turned to  membership  as  traveling  elders  in  the  Annual 
Conference  (or  its  successor)  of  which  they  ceased  to  be 
a  member  when  elected  bishop." 
Par.  399.4  further  states : 

"Their  term  of  office  shall  expire  at  the  close  of  the 
Central  Conference  at  which  their  successor  is  elected, 
and  they  shall  therefore  be  entitled  to  participate  as  a 
bishop  in  the  consecration  of  the  successor." 

The  intent  is  to  give  a  bishop  whose  term  is  expiring  the 
right  to  "participate  as  a  bishop  in  the  consecration  of  the 
successor"  and  fixes  that  the  authority  of  the  office  of  the 
bishop  whose  term  is  expiring  "shall  expire  at  the  close  of 
the  Central  Conference  at  which  their  successor  is  elected." 
But  what  happens  if  the  Central  Conference  does  not 
elect  a  successor?  Can  a  bishop  whose  term  is  expiring  and 
who  is  not  re-elected  be  kept  in  office  by  the  Central  Confer- 
ence holding  an  adjourned  session  at  which  there  may  or 
may  not  be  an  election? 

Par.  399.4  does  not  provide  legislation  on  what  to  do  when 
the  Central  Conference  fails  to  elect  a  successor  and  terms 
are  expiring. 

To  use  Par.  399.4  to  extend  the  term  of  office  of  a  term 
bishop  when  no  successor  is  elected  violates  the  integrity  of 
the  binding  and  limiting  tenure  of  a  term  bishop  authorized 
in  Par.  631.3.  Further,  it  achieves  by  non-election  what 
could  not  be  realized  by  re-election,  the  continuance  in  of- 
fice of  a  term  bishop  beyond  his  tenure. 

When  there  is  no  elected  successor  and  there  is  an  expira- 
tion of  term  of  service  and  an  adjourned  session  of  the 
Philippines  Central  Conference  is  voted  to  be  held  later  in 
1974,  then  in  the  interim,  in  this  instance  over  a  year  be- 
tween the  regular  and  the  later  adjourned  session,  an 
emergency  exists. 
Par.  385  states : 

"In  the  case  of  an  emergency  in  a  Central  Conference 
through  the  death,  expiration  of  term  of  service,  or  any 
other  disability  of  a  bishop,  the  Council  of  Bishops  may 
assign  one  of  its  members  to  furnish  the  necessary  epis- 
copal supervision  for  that  field." 

Par.  385  is  the  legislation,  not  Par.  399.4,  that  in  my  judg- 
ment provides  for  continuity  of  the  affairs  of  the  Philippines 
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Central  Conference  when  there  is  "an  expiration  of  term  of 
service"  of  a  bishop. 

Based  on  this  interpretation  of  the  legislation,  the  College 
of  Bishops  of  the  Philippines  Central  Conference  is  vacant 
until  two  successors  are  elected. 

The  action  of  the  Philippines  Central  Conference  to  in- 
voke the  emergency  provision  of  Par,  385  for  the  interim 
because  of  the  "expiration  of  term  of  service"  was  proper.

Decision  No.  371 

In  Re:  Ruling  of  the  Reverend  Ignacio  P.  Bautista, 
President  Pro  Tempore,  1973  Session  of  the  Philip- 
pines Annual  Conference  on  the  Scope  of  Minis- 
terial Membership  in  an  Annual  Conference  as  a 
Basis  for  Representation  in  a  Central  Conference 
and  in  an  Adjourned  Session  Thereof. 

DIGEST 
All  ministerial  members  of  an  Annual  Conference  shall  be  counted 
in  determining  the  maximum  number  of  delegates  to  the  Central 
Conference  to  which  an  Annual  Conference  may  be  entitled.  Such 
ministerial  members  include  members  in  full  connection,  probationary 
members  and  associate  members,  both  active  and  retired.  A  Central 
Conference  may  fix  a  ratio  of  representation  which  is  less  than  the 
maximum  fixed  by  the  General  Conference.  When  an  adjourned 
session  of  a  Central  Conference  has  been  called,  no  changes  in  the 
ratio  of  representation  may  be  made  in  the  interim. 

STATEMENT    OF    FACTS 

The  Philippines  Central  Conference  at  its  regular  session,  Novem- 
ber 29  to  December  3,  1972,  voted  that  an  adjourned  session  of  the 
Philippines  Central  Conference  be  called  in  1974.  By  authority  of  the 
conference,  the  Coordinating  Council  fixed  the  date  of  January  23-27, 
1974,  for  the  adjourned  session. 

The  Philippines  Annual  Conference,  in  session  in  May,  1973, 
elected  the  Rev.  Ignacio  P.  Bautista  to  be  President  Pro  Tempore. 
During  the  session,  on  May  18,  the  chair  was  asked  to  rule  on  the 
meaning  of  "ministerial  members"  of  an  Annual  Conference  for  the 
purpose  of  fixing  the  number  of  delegates  from  the  Philippines 
Annual  Conference  to  the  adjourned  session  of  the  Philippines 
Central  Conference  in  1974. 

Apparently  the  Philippines  Central  Conference  had  been  inter- 
preting "ministerial  members"  to  mean  members  in  full  connection 
and  the  Annual  Conferences  had  elected  delegates  to  the  Central 
Conference  on  this  basis. 

The  chair  ruled  that  under  Paragraphs  315  and  660.1  of  the 
1972  Discipline,  ministerial  membership  in  an  Annual  Conference 
includes  members  in  full  connection,  probationary  members  and 
associate  members,  and  that  upon  this  definition  and  on  the  ratio  of 
one  ministerial  delegate  for  every  six  members  of  an  Annual  Con- 
ference  (Par.  630.1)  the  Philippines  Annual  Conference  was  entitled 
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to  elect  three  more  ministerial  and  three  more  lay  delegates  to  the 
adjourned  session  of  the   Philippines  Central  Conference. 

Jurisdiction 

This  ruling  is  properly  before  the  Judicial  Council  under 
Paragraphs  661.5  and  1512  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

In  its  Decision  No.  327,  the  Judicial  Council  answered  a 
similar  question  concerning  the  scope  of  ministerial  mem- 
bership in  an  Annual  Conference  as  a  basis  for  representa- 
tion in  the  General  Conference.  It  declared  that  ministerial 
membership  in  an  Annual  Conference  includes  members  in 
full  connection,  probationary  members  and  associate  mem- 
bers, both  active  and  retired,  and  that  all  such  members 
are  to  be  counted  in  determining  the  number  of  delegates 
to  the  General  Conference  to  which  an  Annual  Conference 
is  entitled. 

While  the  present  question  before  us  concerns  delegates 
to  the  Central  Conference,  it  is  in  part  the  same  question, 
namely  the  scope  of  ministerial  membership  in  an  Annual 
Conference.  We  re-afRrm  our  Decision  No.  327  and,  insofar 
as  the  ruling  of  the  Rev.  Bautista  conforms  to  this  decision, 
we  affirm  his  ruling. 

There  are,  however,  two  other  matters  involved  in  the 
ruling  before  us :  1,  the  authority  of  a  Central  Conference 
to  fix,  within  limits,  the  ratio  of  representation  from  its 
Annual  Conferences;  2,  the  composition  of  an  adjourned 
session  of  a  Central  Conference. 
Paragraph  630.1  reads  in  part: 

"The  Central  Conference  shall  be  composed  of  minis- 
terial and  lay  members  in  equal  numbers,  the  ministerial 
members  elected  by  the  ministerial  members  of  the  An- 
nual Conference  and  the  lay  members  by  the  lay  members 
thereof.  Their  qualifications  and  the  manner  of  election 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Central  Conference  itself, 
subject  only  to  constitutional  requirements.  Each  Annual 
Conference  and  Provisional  Annual  Conference  shall  be 
entitled  to  at  least  two  ministerial  and  two  lay  delegates, 
and  no  other  selection  of  delegates  shall  be  authorized 
which  would  provide  for  more  than  one  ministerial  dele- 
gate for  every  six  ministerial  members  of  an  Annual  Con- 
ference, except  that  a  majority  of  the  number  fixed  by  a 
Central  Conference  as  the  ratio  of  representation  shall 
entitle  an  Annual  Conference  to  an  additional  ministerial 
delegate  and  an  additional  lay  delegate."  (emphasis 
added) 
It  is  clear  that  a  Central  Conference  is  given  the  authority 
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to  fix  the  ratio  of  representation  from  its  Annual  Confer- 
ences as  long  as  the  ratio  fixed  does  not  provide  for  more 
than  one  ministerial  delegate  for  every  six  ministerial  mem- 
bers of  an  Annual  Conference  which  is  the  maximum  fixed 
by  action  of  the  General  Conference,  using  the  definition  of 
"ministerial  members"  as  defined  by  Paragraphs  315  and 
660.1. 

A  Central  Conference,  however,  has  the  authority  to  fix 
a  ratio  of  representation  which  would  provide  for  a  smaller 
number  of  delegates  from  its  Annual  Conferences  than  the 
maximum  allowed.  While  the  Philippines  Central  Confer- 
ence may  have  erred  in  equating  "ministerial  members" 
with  members  in  full  connection,  its  interpretation  had  the 
effect  of  fixing  a  ratio  of  representation  below  the  maximum 
allowed  by  the  Discipline  which  was,  therefore,  a  valid  ratio. 
It  was  accepted  by  the  Annual  Conferences  which  elected 
delegates  to  the  1972  session  of  the  Philippines  Central 
Conference. 

While  the  ruling  by  the  President  Pro  Tempore  of  the 
meaning  of  ministerial  membership  in  an  Annual  Confer- 
ence is  correct,  any  change  in  the  ratio  of  representation 
must  be  by  action  of  the  Central  Conference  for  future  elec- 
tions and  not  in  the  action  of  one  Annual  Conference  in  the 
interim  between  the  regular  and  adjourned  sessions  of  the 
Central  Conference.  We  would  point  out  again  that  the 
General  Conference  does  not  fix  the  ratio  of  representation 
in  a  Central  Conference,  only  the  maximum  allowed.  The 
Central  Conference  fixes  its  own  ratio.  Therefore,  the  ruling 
that  the  Philippines  Annual  Conference  had  the  right  to 
elect  six  more  delegates  to  the  adjourned  session  of  the 
Philippines  Central  Conference  is  in  error  and  should  be 
reversed. 

Furthermore,  the  very  nature  of  an  adjourned  session 
requires  that  its  composition  remain  the  same  as  in  its 
regular  session.  The  Discipline  grants  a  Central  Conference 
the  right  to  hold  such  adjourned  sessions  as  it  may  deter- 
mine (Par.  630.3).  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  (1970  edition, 
pages  79,  153,  373)  points  out  that  an  adjourned  session 
to  continue  business  or  to  complete  an  election  is  a  continua- 
tion of  the  session  scheduling  it.  It  takes  up  its  work  at  the 
point  where  it  was  interrupted  by  the  recess.  The  Judicial 
Council  has  held  in  Decision  221  (1964)  that  an  adjourned 
session  of  a  conference  shall  be  composed  of  the  same  num- 
ber of  delegates  elected  to  that  conference. 

Decision 

The  definition  of  ministerial  membership  in  an  Annual 
Conference  in  Paragraphs  315  and  660.1  is  determinative  of 
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the  meaning  of  "ministerial  members"  in  Paragraph  630.1 
as  a  basis  for  representation  in  a  Central  Conference. 

The  General  Conference  fixes  only  the  maximum  ratio  of 
representation  for  delegates  to  the  Central  Conference. 
Within  that  limitation  the  Central  Conference  fixes  its  own 
ratio  of  representation.  That  ratio  cannot  be  changed  in 
the  interim  between  the  regular  and  adjourned  session  of  a 
Central  Conference. 

The  decision  of  law  of  the  President  Pro  Tempore  of  the 
Philippines  Annual  Conference  is  affirmed  in  its  interpreta- 
tion of  the  scope  of  ministerial  membership  in  an  Annual 
Conference,  but  reversed  in  the  ruling  that  the  Philippines 
Annual  Conference  was  entitled  to  six  more  delegates  to  the 
adjourned  session  of  the  Philippines  Central  Conference. 

The  Philippines  Central  Conference,  for  all  future  elec- 
tions, must  adjust  its  ratio  of  representation  to  the  defini- 
tion of  "ministerial  members"  affirmed  by  this  decision. 
November  9,  1973 

Decision  No.  372 

In  Re :  Ruling  of  Bishop  Jack  M.  Tuell  on  the  Eligi- 
bility of  Affiliate  and  Associate  Members  of  a  Local 
United  Methodist  Church  to  be  Members  of  and  to 
Vote  in  the  Administrative  Board,  Charge  Confer- 
ence or  Church  Conference. 

DIGEST 

Affiliate  and  associate  members  of  a  local  United  Methodist  Church 
are  not  eligible  to  be  members  of  nor  allowed  to  vote  in  the  Adminis- 
trative Board,  Charge  Conference  or  Church  Conference.  Such  affiliate 
and  associate  members  may  hold  only  such  offices  as  are  not  else- 
where in  the  Discipline  limited  to  "members  of  the  local  church." 

STATEMENT    OF    FACTS 

John  J.  Shaffer,  Pastor  of  the  Juneau-Douglas  Larger  Parish, 
raised  the  question  of  the  voting  rights  of  affiliate  and  associate 
members.  He  noted  there  appeared  to  be  inconsistencies  in  the 
Discipline. 

Mission  Superintendent  Ac  C.  Wischmeier  replied  that  it  was 
his  opinion  that  affiliate  and  associate  members  are  not  eligible  to 
serve  on  the  Administrative  Board  as  Paragraph  149  states  "all 
shall  be  members  of  the  local  church." 

A  written  request  was  made  by  John  J.  Shaffer  to  the  Alaska 
Missionary  Conference  for  a  ruling  on  the  question  of  the  eligibility 
of  affiliate  and  associate  members  of  a  local  church  to  be  members 
of  the  Administrative  Board,  Charge  Conference,  or  Church  Con- 
ference of  the  local  church. 

Bishop  Jack  M.  Tuell  ruled  affirming  the  decision  of  the  Missionary 
Superintendent  Ac  C.  Wischmeier.  The  ruling  was  challenged  in 
the  Annual  Missionary  Conference  session.  With  the  necessary  1/5 
vote  of  the  members  present  and  voting,  the  conference  voted  to  refer 
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the  ruling  to  the  Judicial  Council  for  its  decision.  The  report  and 
transmittal  was  made  June  27,  1973  to  the  secretary  of  the  Judicial 
Council  by  Bishop  Jack  M.  Tuell  of  the  Portland  Area. 


Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1511  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

Paragraph  108  of  the  Discipline  makes  it  absolutely  clear 
that  to  be  a  member  of  a  local  church  one  must  first  be 
baptized  and  secondly  come  into  membership  either  by  con- 
fession of  faith  or  transfer.  Paragraph  126,  which  defines 
affiliate  members  and  associate  members,  does  not  require 
either  confession  of  faith  or  transfer  of  membership. 

Paragraph  108  states : 

"The  membership  of  a  local  United  Methodist  Church 
shall  include  all  baptized  persons  who  have  come  into 
membership  by  confession  of  faith  or  transfer  and  whose 
names  have  not  been  removed  from  the  membership  rolls 
by  reason  of  death,  transfer,  withdrawal,  or  removal  for 
cause." 

The  Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  also 
provides  in  Paragraph  126  that: 

"A  member  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  residing 
for  an  extended  period  in  a  city  or  community  at  a  dis- 
tance from  the  member's  home  church,  may  on  request  be 
enrolled  as  an  affiliate  member  of  a  United  Methodist 
Church  located  in  the  vicinity  of  the  temporary  residence. 
The  home  pastor  shall  be  notified  of  this  afl!iliate  member- 
ship. Such  membership  shall  entitle  the  person  to  the 
fellowship  of  that  church,  to  its  pastoral  care  and  over- 
sight, and  to  participation  in  its  activities,  including  the 
holding  of  office,  but  that  person  shall  be  counted  and 
reported  only  as  a  member  of  the  home  church.  A  member 
of  another  denomination  may  become  an  associate  mem- 
ber under  the  same  conditions." 

The  intent  of  this  paragraph  is  to  provide  spiritual  and 
pastoral  care  to  a  person  who  chooses  to  remain  a  member 
of  a  home  church  elsewhere  but  at  said  member's  request 
may  be  enrolled  as  an  affiliate  or  associate  member,  with 
rights  described  in  Paragraph  126. 

Were  it  not  for  the  phrase,  ".  .  .  including  holding  of 
office  .  .  .",  the  question  would  be  easy  to  solve. 

To  limit  the  person  from  membership  on  the  Administra- 
tive Board  is  eff'ectively  to  eliminate  him  from  some  posi- 
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tions.  It  does  not,  however,  eliminate  him  from  holding 
office.  One  can  hold  offices  as  Vice  Chairman,  Secretary, 
Chaplain,  Treasurer,  Chairman  of  Ad  Hoc  Committees,  in 
addition  to  being  a  member  of  a  number  of  important  com- 
mittees. It  would  appear  that  this  is  the  application  intended 
for  the  phrase,  ".  .  .  including  the  holding  of  office  .  .  ." 

Paragraph  126  clearly  states,  ".  .  .  including  the  holding 
of  office  .  .  .",  however,  there  are  three  statements  in  the 
Discipline  that  limit  the  rights  set  forth  to  members  in  the 
local  church. 

1.  Paragraph  149  states  in  part  that  for  the  Administra- 
tive Board :  "All  shall  be  members  of  the  local  church  except 
where  Central  Conference  legislation  provides  otherwise." 

2.  Paragraph  144.2  states  for  membership  in  a  Charge 
Conference :  ".  .  .  shall  be  all  members  of  the  Administrative 
Board  named  in  Paragraph  149  .  .  ." 

3.  Paragraph  147  states  voting  in  a  Church  and/or 
Charge  Conference  is  restricted  "to  all  local  church  mem- 
bers present  at  such  meetings." 

Where  persons  may  be  residing  in  an  area  for  reasonably 
lengthy  periods  of  time,  it  might  well  be  they  should  select  a 
transfer  of  membership  rather  than  affiliate  or  associate 
membership.  In  this  way,  they  are  not  only  entitled  to  all  of 
the  benefits  of  church  membership,  but  share  in  all  of  its 
responsibilities. 

While  it  is  recognized  that  the  will  of  the  General  Con- 
ference has  been  to  encourage  fuller  participation  in  church 
activities,  the  seeming  conflict  in  the  statement  regarding 
holding  office  in  Paragraph  126  and  the  limiting  statements 
in  other  paragraphs  of  the  Discipline  must  be  resolved  in 
favor  of  limiting  the  rights  of  affiliate  and  associate  mem- 
bers. If  a  different  result  is  desired,  it  must  come  as  the 
result  of  changes  in  the  Discipline. 

Decision 

The  Judicial  Council  affirms  the  decision  of  Bishop  Jack 
M.  Tuell  which  states  that  affiliate  and  associate  members 
are  not  eligible  to  be  voting  members  of  the  Administrative 
Board,  Charge  Conference  or  Church  Conference  of  a  local 
United  Methodist  Church.

Dissenting  Opinion 

We  find  ourselves  unable  to  agree  with  our  colleagues  in 
this  decision.  We  can  find  nothing  in  the  Discipline  which 
requires  the  interpretation  which  it  gives  to  Paragraph  126. 
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The  majority  opinion  acknowledges  that  the  question 
would  be  easy  to  solve  were  it  not  for  the  phrase  in  para- 
graph 126  which  states  that  among  the  rights  of  affiliate 
and  associate  members  of  the  local  church  is  the  right  of 
participation  in  the  activities  of  the  local  church  ".  .  .  in- 
cluding the  holding  of  office  .  .  ."  That  phrase,  however,  is 
there  and  it  is  not  qualified  in  any  way.  There  are  no  re- 
strictions in  this  paragraph  or  in  any  other  paragraph  of 
the  Discipline  which  would  entitle  affiliate  and  associate 
members  to  hold  certain  offices  in  the  local  church  and  for- 
bid them  to  hold  certain  other  offices. 

The  majority  opinion  finds  that  this  right  to  hold  office 
is  limited  by  other  paragraphs  of  the  Discipline  which  make 
local  church  membership  a  requirement  for  voting  member- 
ship on  an  administrative  board  or  in  a  charge  or  church 
conference,  thus  disqualifying  affiliate  or  associate  members 
from  membership  on  an  administrative  board  and  from 
holding  any  office  in  a  local  church  which  carries  with  it 
membership  on  the  administrative  board.  This  finding  re- 
quires the  interpretation  that  affiliate  and  associate  mem- 
bers are  not  members  of  the  local  church.  None  of  the  para- 
graphs quoted  make  this  distinction. 

As  an  illustration,  in  the  Annual  Conference  there  are 
several  categories  of  membership  for  ministers,  probation- 
ary, associate  and  full  members.  All  are  members  of  the 
Annual  Conference.  All  have  the  same  voting  powers  and 
privileges  in  the  Annual  Conference  except  in  certain  in- 
stances where  specific  provisions  of  the  Discipline  put  lim- 
itations on  probationary  and  associate  members  (Par.  322.2 
and  325.2).  There  are  no  such  limitations  on  any  categories 
of  local  church  membership.  Paragraph  126,  on  the  con- 
trary, assures  membership  rights  and  privileges  to  affiliate 
and  associate  members  without  restriction. 

The  majority  opinion  finds  a  distinction  between  a  local 
church  member  who  has  come  into  the  church  by  the  pro- 
cedure of  baptism  and  confession  of  faith  or  transfer  and  an 
affiliate  or  associate  member  of  the  local  church  of  whom, 
the  decision  says,  neither  confession  of  faith  nor  transfer  is 
required.  It  needs  to  be  pointed  out  that  an  affiliate  member 
has  come  into  membership  in  another  local  United  Method- 
ist Church  through  the  same  procedure  of  baptism,  and 
confession  of  faith  or  transfer  and  that  an  associate  mem- 
ber has  joined  that  person's  local  church  of  another  denom- 
ination by  a  similar  procedure.  The  Discipline,  in  Paragraph 
126,  grants  such  members  of  other  local  churches  the  right 
to  choose,  for  a  temporary  period,  between  transfer  of 
membership  and  affiliate  or  associate  membership,  and  as- 
sures to  affiliate  and  associate  members,  for  that  period  of 
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time,  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  membership  including 

the  unrestricted  right  to  hold  office.

Decision  No.  373 

In  Re:  Ruling  of  the  Reverend  Ignacio  P.  Bautista, 
President  Pro  Tempore,  1973  Session  of  the  Philip- 
pines Annual  Conference,  on  Action  Approving  Full 
Autonomy  without  Reconsidering  Actions  of  Previ- 
ous Sessions  of  the  Annual  Conference  Approving 
Affiliated  Autonomy. 

DIGEST 
A  motion  to  reconsider  is .  applicable  at  the  same  session  of  an 
Annual  Conference  and  cannot  be  applied  to  later  sessions  which  are 
in  fact  different  bodies.  Even  at  the  same  session  of  an  Annual  Con- 
ference, a  motion  to  reconsider,  in  the  absence  of  clear  language 
to  the  contrary  in  the  Rules  of  Order  and  Procedure,  is  in  order 
only  on  the  same  day  or  the  next  succeeding  day  after  the  original 
vote  was  taken  (not  counting  a  legal  holiday  or  a  day  on  which 
no  business  meeting  is  held).  Therefore,  a  motion  on  a  subject  not 
previously  considered  at  the  particular  session  was  properly  made 
without  moving  to  reconsider. 

STATEMENT    OF    FACTS 

On  May  18,  1973,  during  its  sixty-third  session,  the  Philippines 
Annual  Conference  voted  with  a  margin  of  seven  votes  for  full 
autonomy.  This  action  was  taken  without  reconsidering  an  action 
renewed  in  Annual  Conference  Sessions  from  1966  through  1972, 
namely,  voting  for  affiliated  autonomy.  Next  day,  May  19,  1973, 
the  Chair  was  requested  to  rule  on  the  legality  of  the  action  taken 
the  day  before. 

Applying  Rule  16  of  the  "Rules  of  Order  and  Procedure  of  the 
Philippines  Annual  Conference"  (1972  Journal,  page  223),  the 
Chairman  ruled  the  vote  for  full  autonomy  null  an,d  void.  The  said 
rule  reads  in  part,  "when  any  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  been 
enacted  upon  by  the  Conference,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member 
who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a  reconsideration." 

Rev.  Bautista  ruled  that  the  vote  having  been  made  without  first 
having  reconsidered  its  standing  action  for  affiliated  autonomy  as 
required  by  Rule  16  was  null  and  void. 


Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 

1512  of  the  iS*/^  Discipline. 
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Analysis 

Among  the  rights  granted  by  the  General  Conference  to 
an  Annual  Conference  is  the  right  to  "adopt  rules  and  regu- 
lations not  in  conflict  with  the  Discipline  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church,"  (Paragraph  662,  1972  Discipline),  so 
that  Rule  16  of  the  said  conference,  or  any  interpretation 
thereof,  is  valid  to  the  extent  that  it  does  not  violate  United 
Methodist  Discipline. 

Motions  to  reconsider  have  as  their  purpose  to  allow 
persons  who  have  acted  upon  a  motion  to  change  their  mind. 
It  is  for  this  reason  that  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  requires 
that  the  person  making  the  motion  to  reconsider  must  have 
voted  with  the  majority.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  Robert's  Rules 
clearly  states,  "It  can  be  made  only  on  the  day  the  vote  to  be 
reconsidered  was  taken,  or  on  the  next  succeeding  day  .  .  ." 

It  would  appear  that  Rule  16  of  the  Rules  of  Order  and 
Procedure  of  the  Philippines  Annual  Conference  was  in- 
tended to  have  a  similar  effect  and  similar  application  to 
the  motion  to  reconsider  as  outlined  in  Robert's  Rules  of 
Order.  Were  a  different  intent  intended,  it  should  be  clearly 
spelled  out. 

It  is  significant  that  the  Philippines  Annual  Conference 
has  over  the  years  reconsidered  the  question  of  affiliated 
autonomy  and  it  does  not  appear  that  each  time  the  ques- 
tion was  considered  a  prior  motion  to  reconsider  the  subject 
was  made. 

Inasmuch  as  the  necessity  for  reconsideration  of  the  vote 
taken  at  the  1972  Session  of  the  Philippines  Annual  Confer- 
ence was  applicable  to  that  session  only,  it  was  not  of  bind- 
ing effect  on  a  succeeding  session  and  would  have  been  out 
of  order  in  the  1973  Session.  The  1973  Session  had  full 
right  to  determine  its  agenda;  and  the  action  to  reverse  a 
previous  vote  on  autonomy  without  reconsideration  was 
legal  and  parliamentary. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  there  were  two  avenues 
to  deal  with  the  questions  raised  herein  that  perhaps  would 
have  been  more  appropriate.  A  Judicial  Court  has  been  es- 
tablished in  the  Philippines  Central  Conference  pursuant 
to  Paragraph  30.6  of  the  Discipline.  It  would  have  been 
appropriate  to  have  submitted  this  question  for  its  ruling. 
Another  possible  resolution  might  have  been  for  an  appeal 
to  have  been  taken  from  the  chair's  decision. 

Decision 

It  is  the  decision  of  the  Judicial  Council  that  the  Rule  16 
of  the  Rules  of  Order  and  Procedure  of  the  Philippines 
Annual  Conference  was  not  applicable  to  the  motion  for  full 
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autonomy  made  on  May  18,  1973.  Therefore,  the  ruling  of 
Rev.  Ignacia  P.  Bautista,  President  Pro  Tempore,  was  in- 
correct and  the  action  taken  by  the  Philippines  Annual 
Conference  was  in  order. 

The  ruling  of  President  Pro  Tempore  Ignacio  P.  Bautista 
is  reversed.

Memorandum  No.  374 

Supplement  to  Memorandum  No.  355,  Decision  No. 
350,  and  Memorandum  No.  369 

The  Judicial  Council,  subsequent  to  Memorandum  No. 
369,  received  from  the  secretary  of  the  Executive  Board 
of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Southern  Asia  a  copy  of  Execu- 
tive Board  Resolution  No.  55-73,  adopted  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Board  July  18-19,  1973.  The  resolution  was  addressed 
to  the  Church  of  North  India  and  dealt  with  the  progress  of 
the  consultation  on  union  at  that  time.  The  resolution  reads 
as  follows : 

"We  re-affirm  the  decision  of  the  Executive  Board  ac- 
cepting November  29,  1973  as  the  date  for  the  consumma- 
tion of  the  MCSA-CNI  Union,  and  as  members  of  the 
Executive  Board  express  our  conviction  that  God  wills 
this  large  unity  between  our  two  churches. 

"However,  we  wish  to  share  with  our  brethren  in  the 
CNI  the  following  urgent  concerns,  assuring  them  of  our 
determination  to  move  towards  larger  union  with  them 
and  to  consummate  the  same  on  November  29,  1973,  sub- 
ject to  the  prior  fulfillment  of  the  following  considera- 
tions to  the  mutual  satisfaction  of  the  two  churches 
concerned : 

"1.  That  we  deeply  appreciate  the  CNI  Executive  for  re- 
minding us  that  the  proposed  wider  union  between 
the  MCSA-CNI  has  to  be  on  the  basis  of  Union  in  the 
4th  Edition  Plan.  We  on  our  part  humbly  wish  to  re- 
mind that  the  M.C.S.A.  is  committed  to  this  Basis  of 
Union  contained  in  the  4th  Edition  Plan,  which  is  not 
subject  to  any  reconsideration,  revision  or  renegotia- 
tion. 

"2.  That  the  proposed  union  of  the  MCSA-CNI  is  as  be- 
tween two  churches  having  full  rights  and  voice  in 
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the  determination  of  the  Constitution  for  the  new 
church.  To  achieve  this  end  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
that  the  M.C.S.A,  coming  into  the  union  have  full 
voting  rights  in  the  special  session  of  the  Synod 
which  will  finalize  the  Constitution.  This  is  according 
to  the  CNI  Executive's  minutes  which  states  'that  the 
representatives  of  the  M.C.S.A.  will  have  their  full 
share  in  the  on-going  discussions  and  decision-making 
on  all  such  matters.' 

"3.  To  make  MCSA's  effective  participation  in  the  final- 
ization  of  the  Constitution  it  seems  necessary  that  the 
proposed  meeting  of  the  Special  Synod  be  postponed 
to  a  date  mutually  acceptable  to  the  CNI-MCSA  Con- 
sultation, giving  the  MCSA  needed  time  to  study  the 
Constitution  and  to  present  a  memorandum  on  the 
changes  desired  by  MCSA,  and  give  the  CNI  needed 
time  to  take  legislative  steps  providing  voting  powers 
for  the  MCSA  or  the  dioceses  into  which  the  MCSA 
will  go  in  the  Synod  as  well  as  time  to  elect  delegates 
and  take  other  steps  to  become  effectively  represented 
in  the  Synod. 

"4.  That  the  concerns  and  decisions  of  the  MCSA-CNI 
Consultation  be  more  explicitly  dealt  with  and  recip- 
rocated more  adequately  than  has  been  done  in  the 
CNI  Executive  as  it  evidenced  by  their  minutes. 

"5.  That  a  further  consultation  of  the  representatives  be 
convened  in  the  month  of  October  to  consider  the  re- 
ports of  the  various  committees  by  the  MCSA  and 
CNI  to  study  and  implement  the  decisions  of  the  CNI- 
MCSA  Consultation." 

The  Judicial  Council  takes  notice  of  information  received 
that  the  Central  Conference  has  rejected  the  date  of  con- 
summation of  union  of  November  29,  1973  by  a  vote  of  97 
to  32.  The  Judicial  Council  has  no  further  information  on 
the  progress  of  union. 

We  would  remind  all  concerned  of  our  warning  in  Mem- 
orandum No.  369 : 

"We  would  point  out  that  the  Central  Conference  is 
still  under  the  mandate  of  the  authorization  of  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  and  the  overwhelming  vote  of  the  Central 
Conference  and  its  Annual  Conferences  to  proceed  as 
swiftly  as  possible  to  the  consummation  of  union  under 
the  Fourth  Plan." 

We  now  point  out  that  union  must  be  consummated  under 
the  Fourth  Plan  without  further  delay.

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Memorandum  Order  No.  375 

The  Judicial  Council  in  session  November  8-11,  1973 
considered  the  appeal  of  the  College  of  Bishops  of  the  Philip- 
pines Central  Conference  seeking  a  ruling  on  the  legality  of 
conference  delegation  of  unfinished  business  to  its  Coordi- 
nating Council. 

It  is  ordered  that  jurisdiction  not  be  accepted  for  the 
reason  that  questions  relating  to  the  rules  and  regulations 
made  by  the  Central  Conference  for  its  governance  shall  be 
decided  by  the  Central  Conference.  (Par.  630.5,  1972  Dis- 
cipline) 

The  1972  Philippines  Central  Conference  has  not  been 
adjourned  and  has  scheduled  an  adjourned  session  to  be 
held  in  January  1974.  It  was  held  in  Decision  No.  370  that 
the  regular  session  continues  in  recess.  At  such  adjourned 
session  the  Central  Conference  has  authority  to  complete 
its  unfinished  business  and  repeal  or  afl[irm  any  delegation 
of  authority  to  its  subordinate  bodies.

Memorandum  Order  No.  376 

The  Judicial  Council  in  session  November  8-11,  1973, 
considered  the  appeal  coming  from  the  College  of  Bishops 
of  the  Philippines  Central  Conference  seeking  a  ruling  on 
the  conference  vote  on  the  affiliated  autonomous  church. 

It  is  ordered  that  jurisdiction  not  be  accepted  for  the 
reason  that  the  petition  does  not  raise  any  question  involv- 
ing the  constitutionality,  meaning,  application  or  effect  of 
any  portion  of  the  Discipline. 

The  requisite  vote  for  approval  of  the  recommendation  to 
become  an  affiliated  autonomous  church  is  a  parliamentary 
question  to  be  determined  by  the  Philippines  Central  Con- 
ference in  adjourned  session  in  accordance  with  its  Rules 
of  Order  or  Robert's  Rules  of  Order.  (Par.  630.5,  1972  Dis- 
cipline; Philippines  Central  Conference  Rule  37.)

Decision  No.  377 

In  Re:  Request  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education 
and  Ministry  for  a  Declaratory  Decision  as  to  the 
Meaning  of  Paragraph  803.2  of  the  1972  Discipline. 
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Specifically  Whether  There  Must  be  Two  Members 
of  the  Ethnic  Groups  Listed  in  Paragraph  803.2  in 
the  At-Large-Members  in  Addition  to  Ethnic  Repre- 
sentation Who  Have  Been  Chosen  as  Basic  Members. 

DIGEST 

Paragraph  803.2  recommends  guidelines  for  perfecting  a  represen- 
tative body.  The  guidelines  are  advisory,  not  mandatory. 

STATEMENT    OF    FACTS 

The  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Ministry  in  affirming  the 
report  of  the  Executive  Committee  has  petitioned  the  Judicial  Coun- 
cil as  to  the  meaning  of  Paragraph  803.2  and  specifically  whether  in 
electing  its  at-large  membership  it  is  in  compliance  with  the  Admin- 
istrative Order  of  The  United  Methodist  Church. 

The  election  of  members  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and 
Ministry  by  the  five  jurisdictions  of  laymen,  laywomen  and  at-large 
members,  together  with  episcopal  members  produced  a  representative 
composition  as  follows : 

10  Episcopal  Members 
60  Basic   Members 
25  At-Large  Members 

95  Total 
The  95  members  include : 

4  Hispanic  Americans 
13  Blacks 

3  Asian  Americans 

13  Former  Evangelical  United  Brethren 

4  Under  age  18 

5  Age  19-24 
9  Age  25-34 

However,  the  at-large  members  elected  by  the  board  from  the  five 
jurisdictions  resulted  in  only  one  member  of  an  ethnic  group  named 
in  Paragraph  803.2.  For  this  reason  the  executive  committee  of  the 
board  recommended  the  petition  to  the  Judicial  Council  for  declara- 
tory decision. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515. 

Analysis 

The  Judicial  Council   is  asked  specifically  whether  the 

action  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Ministry  in 

completing  its  at-large  membership,  was  in  compliance  with 

the  administrative  order  of  The  United  Methodist  Church. 

Paragraph  803  of  the  Discipline  states  in  part: 

"The  voting  membership  of  the  program  boards  shall 
be  composed  of  these  categories :  basic,  at-large,  and  epis- 
copal. 
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"1.  Basic  membership  of  the  program  boards  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Annual  Conferences  and  elected  by 
the  Jurisdictional  Conferences.  Each  jurisdiction  shall 
elect  twelve  persons  for  membership:  four  laymen, 
four  laywomen,  and  four  clergy  in  full  connection. 
Each  jurisdiction  shall  be  responsible  for  observance 
of  Paragraph  21,  Article  VII. 
"2.  At-large  membership  shall  be  elected  by  a  board  in 
order  to  perfect  the  representation  of  ethnic  minori- 
ties, youth,  and  young  adults,  and  to  bring  into  the 
board  special  knov^ledge  or  background.  .  .  .  Among 
the  at-large  members  of  each  board,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  there  be  no  less  than  two  of  each  of  the 
following:  Asian  Americans,  Blacks,  Hispanic  Amer- 
icans, and  Indian  Americans, 
"a)   There  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 

twenty-five  at-large  members, 
"b)   Each   jurisdiction    shall    designate   two   of   the 
twelve  it  has  elected  as  basic  members  of  the 
board  to  serve  on  the  committee  to  nominate  the 
at-large  members.  This  committee  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  observance  of  Paragraph  21, 
Article  VII." 
A  program  board  organized  under  Paragraph  803  is  re- 
quired to  establish  a  voting  membership  of  three  categories : 
basic,  at-large,  and  episcopal.  The  total  membership  should 
be  representative  of  ethnic  minorities,  youth  and  young 
adults,  and  adults. 

The  intent  of  Paragraph  803.2  is  to  recommend  guide- 
lines for  perfecting  a  representative  body  and  these  guide- 
lines are  not  mandatory.  The  at-large  members  to  be  se- 
lected must  be  selected  on  the  basis  of  their  qualifications 
as  persons  and  their  competency  in  order  to  perfect  repre- 
sentation and  to  bring  into  the  board  special  knowledge 
and  background. 

In  Decisions  4  and  5  of  the  Interim  Judicial  Council  the 
distinction  was  established  between  advisory  and  mandatory 
legislation  to  foster  a  racially  inclusive  church. 

The  provisions  of  Paragraph  803.2  recommending  a  num- 
ber of  ethnic  representatives  to  be  at-large  members  is  ad- 
visory only. 

Decision 

We  hold  that  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Minis- 
try has  complied  with  the  requirements  of  Paragraph  803.2 
in  the  representative  composition  of  its  total  voting  mem- 
bership.

In  Re:  Petition  from  the  South  Indiana  Annual 
Conference  for  an  Interpretation  of  the  Meaning 
of  the  Word  "Served"  Used  in  Paragraph  36  as  it 
Relates  to  the  Number  of  Annual  Conference  Lay 
Members  Which  a  Local  Church  is  Entitled  to  Elect. 

DIGEST 

In  The  United  Methodist  Church  ministers  in  an  Annual  Confer- 
ence serve  under  appointment.  The  word  "served"  as  used  in  Para- 
graph 36  can  be  equated  with  "appointed."  Therefore  a  local  church 
is  entitled  to  elect  as  many  lay  members  to  its  Annual  Conference 
as  there  are  ministerial  members  of  the  Conference  appointed  to 
serve  that  local  church. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
The  South  Indiana  Annual  Conference  at  its  regular  session, 
June  1973,  named  a  special  ad  hoc  committee  on  conference  lay  mem- 
bership to  bring  a  recommendation  concerning  the  specific  question 
of  additional  lay  members  from  churches  using  retired  ordained  clergy 
as  part-time   pastors.   The   report  of  the   Committee   states   in   part: 

"Whereas  we  affirm  the  principle  of  equal  representation  of  lay 
persons  and  ministers  in  the  Annual  Conference; 
"Whereas  we  are  a  special  committee  assigned  to  bring  a  recom- 
mendation concerning  the  specific  question  of  additional  lay 
members  for  churches  using  retired  ordained  clergy  as  part-time 
pastors;  .  .  . 

"Now  therefore,  our  answer  to  the  question  raised  is  that  any 
charge  shall  elect  an  additional  lay  member  for  each  retired 
ministerial  member  of  the  Annual  Conference  who  serves  that 
charge. 

"Be    it    resolved    that    this    Fifth    Annual    Session    of    the    South 
Indiana  Conference  define  the  word  "served"  in  the  above  consti- 
tutional section  as  involving  a  minimum  average  weekly  expendi- 
ture   of    time    of    twenty    (20)    hours    and    $1,500    annual    salary. 
"We    recommend    the    adoption    of    this    report,    its    definition    and 
resolution,  that  it  be  implemented  by  the  1974  session,  and  that  an 
interpretation  be  requested  from  the  Judicial  Council." 
The  report  of  this  committee,  including  the  request  for  interpreta- 
tion from  the  Judicial  Council,  was  adopted  by  a  two-thirds  majority 
vote  of  the  conference  on  June  7,  1973  and  forwarded  to  the  secretary 
of  the  Judicial  Council  over  the  signatures  of  the  presiding  bishop 
and  the  conference  secretary.  No  briefs  or  other  additional  statements 
have  been  filed  with  the  Council  in  this  matter. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515.2  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

The  direct  question  presented  by  the  South  Indiana  Con- 
ference is,  "What  is  the  meaning  of  the  Constitution  in 
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Section  VII,  Article  I  (Paragraph  36)  in  the  sentence, 
'Each  charge  served  by  more  than  one  minister  shall  be 
entitled  to  as  many  lay  members  as  there  are  ministerial 
members.'  "  The  totality  of  the  resolution  presented  to  and 
adopted  by  the  conference  indicates  that  the  conference  was 
having  difficulty  because  the  word  "served"  is  used  in 
Paragraph  36  rather  than  the  word  "appointed."  In  The 
United  Methodist  Church  a  minister  is  "appointed"  to 
"serve."  A  minister  serves  a  local  church,  in  his  ministerial 
capacity,  carrying  out  ministerial  functions  only  under  ap- 
pointment by  a  bishop.  Paragraph  390.4  states  that  it  is 
the  duty  of  a  bishop,  "To  fix  the  appointments  of  the  preach- 
ers in  the  Annual  Conferences.  .  .  .  The  bishop  may  appoint 
an  associate  pastor  for  a  charge  when  such  an  appointment 
is  judged  necessary." 

The  question  to  be  resolved  in  this  petition  is  whether  a 
minister,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Annual  Conference,  and 
is  employed  part-time  to  perform  ministerial  functions  in 
a  local  church,  entitles  that  local  church  to  have  an  addi- 
tional lay  member  to  represent  it  in  the  Annual  Conference. 

There  is  no  evidence  to  indicate  that  the  framers  and 
adopters  of  Paragraph  36  had  in  mind  anything  except 
regularly  appointed  ministerial  members  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference as  constituting  the  basis  for  the  determination  of 
the  number  of  lay  members  elected  by  the  local  church.  This 
Council  has  been  able  to  find  no  evidence  that  any  other 
basis  has  ever  been  employed  by  an  Annual  Conference.  We 
hold  that  there  is  no  difference  between  the  meaning  of 
the  word  "served"  and  that  of  the  word  "appointed"  so  far 
as  this  paragraph  is  concerned  because  ministers  serve 
under  appointment.  A  local  church,  therefore,  is  entitled  to 
elect  a  lay  member  to  its  Annual  Conference  for  each  min- 
isterial member  of  its  Annual  Conference  who  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  serve  that  local  church  during  the  conference 
year  in  which  the  election  takes  place. 

In  view  of  the  pending  announcement  that  the  amend- 
ment of  Paragraph  36  which  was  proposed  by  the  1972 
General  Conference  has  been  approved  by  the  Annual  Con- 
ferences, the  basis  for  determining  the  number  of  lay 
members  of  an  Annual  Conference  will  be  changed.  The 
amendment  reads:  "That  Section  7,  Article  I  (Paragraph 
36)  be  amended  by  adding  a  paragraph  at  the  end  thereof  as 
follows : 

*If  the  lay  membership  should  number  less  than  the 
ministerial  members  of  the  Annual  Conference,  the  An- 
nual Conference  shall,  by  its  own  formula,  provide  for 
the  election  of  additional  lay  members  to  equalize  lay 
and  ministerial  membership  of  the  Annual  Conference.'  " 
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Thus  this  amended  paragraph  will  require  that  there  be 
as  many  lay  members  as  ministerial  members,  including 
retired  members,  whether  or  not  they  may  be  serving  under 
appointment.  The  amendment  leaves  to  the  Annual  Con- 
ference the  determination  of  the  procedure  it  will  use  in 
electing  these  additional  lay  members.  Whether  or  not  any 
of  them  will  be  elected  by  local  churches,  and  if  so  on  what 
basis,  will  be  for  each  Annual  Conference  to  decide. 

Decision 

Ministers  in  an  Annual  Conference  serve  under  appoint- 
ment. The  meaning  of  the  phrase  "served  by  more  than 
one  minister"  as  used  in  Paragraph  36  of  the  1972  Discipline 
is  not  different  from  what  the  meaning  would  be  if  the 
phrase  "to  which  more  than  one  minister  is  appointed" 
were  used.  Therefore  a  local  church  is  entitled  to  elect  as 
many  lay  members  to  its  Annual  Conference  as  there  are 
ministerial  members  of  that  Annual  Conference  appointed 
to  serve  that  local  church.

Decision  No.  379 

In  Re:  Petition  of  the  South  Indiana  Annual  Con- 
ference for  a  Declaratory  Decision  Regarding  the 
Meaning  of  "Years  of  Service  Under  Appointment 
in  an  Annual  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  as  a  Basis  for  Retirement  Eligibility." 

DIGEST 

Ministers  in  The  United  Methodist  Church  are  appointed  on  an 
annual  basis  at  the  time  of  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference. A  year  of  service  under  appointment  therefore  is  service 
for  the  period  of  time  from  one  regular  session  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference to  its  next  regular  session. 

STATEMENT    OF    FACTS 

The  South  Indiana  Annual  Conference,  upon  the  request  of  its 
Board  of  Pensions,  on  June  8,  1973  voted,  by  a  two-thirds  majority 
vote,  to  petition  the  Judicial  Council  for  a  declaratory  decision  as 
follows : 

"The  South  Indiana  Annual  Conference  of  The  United  Method- 
ist Church  petitions  the  Judicial  Council  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  for  its  examination  of  Paragraph  1259  of  the  1972  Disci- 
pline of  The  United  Methodist  Church.  Upon  such  examination, 
request  is  made  for  a  declaratory  decision  upon  the  meaning  of 
'Years  of  approved  service  in  an  Annual  Conference  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church.'  " 
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The   reason   for   seeking  this   declaratory  decision   is   presented    in 
the  petition  to  the  Judicial  Council  which  we  quote : 

"The  Board  of  Pensions  of  the  South  Indiana  Annual  Conference 
discovers  confusion  as  to  the  meaning  of  such  years  of  service  as 
applied  to  the  period  of  time  between  annual  conference  sessions 
and  an  actual  annuity  year  of  twelve  full  months  of  pension 
payment." 

"Specifically,  the  1941-1942  Indiana  Annual  Conference  year 
spans  the  period  from  September  1,  1941  to  June  1,  1942.  Thus, 
the  1941-1942  conference  year  of  the  Indiana  Annual  Conference 
comprised  nine  months.  It  now  arises  that  a  minister  in  Full 
Connection  in  the  South  Indiana  Conference,  the  successor  con- 
ference to  the  former  Indiana  Conference,  may  apply  for  retirement 
on  the  basis  of  Paragraph  362.1  after  having  completed  forty 
years  of  full-time  approved  service.  However,  an  examination  of 
his  record  indicates  that  he  began  his  conference  service  on  Sep- 
tember 1,  1934  and  would  desire  to  terminate  his  service  on  June  1, 
1974.  Although  he  has  served  for  forty  full  conference  years,  he 
will  have  made  annuity  payments  in  the  amount  of  thirty-nine 
and  three-fourths  years.  Will  a  nine-month  year  of  an  annual 
conference,  caused  by  its  own  action  in  the  shifting  of  dates  of 
annual  conference  sessions,  be  considered  to  be  a  year  of  approved 
service  in  an  annual  conference  and  so  be  credited  against  the 
application  for  retirement  on  the  basis  of  having  forty  conference 
years?" 

"The  question  for  resolution  is  as  follows :  'What  is  a  year  of 
approved  service :  an  annual  conference  year  or  a  year  of  twelve 
full  annuity  payments?'  " 


Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515.2  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

Paragraph  1259  of  the  Discipline  deals  with  Annual  Con- 
ference administration  only  as  it  relates  to  years  of  service 
approved  for  pension  credit.  Section  1  of  the  paragraph 
states : 

"The  Annual  Conference,  on  recommendation  of  the 
conference  Board  of  Pensions,  shall  determine  the  ad- 
missibility and  validity  of  service  approved  for  pension 
credit  and  the  payments,  disallowances,  and  deductions 
thereunder,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline 
and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  pension  funds,  plans 
and  programs  of  The  United  Methodist  Church."  (em- 
phasis added) 

Each  section  of  the  paragraph  deals  with  some  specific 
phase  of  pension  credit  or  payment  and  provides  informa- 
tion and  regulations  for  its  administration  by  the  Annual 
Conference, 

Section  1  of  the  paragraph  authorizes  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence to  "determine  the  admissibility  and  validity  of  service 
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approved  for  pension  credit"  (emphasis  added)  but  such 
determination  is  "subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline 
and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  pension  funds,  plans, 
and  programs  of  The  United  Methodist  Church."  This  au- 
thority relates  only  to  "service  approved  for  pension  credit." 
(emphasis  added) 

The  Judicial  Council,  in  Decision  No.  46,  has  already 
determined  that  a  year  of  approved  service  for  pension 
credit  is  a  period  of  twelve  months.  This  decision  came  as  a 
result  of  an  appeal  by  the  Indiana  Conference  of  The  Meth- 
odist Church  from  a  ruling  made  by  Bishop  Lowe  who  had 
ruled  that  a  conference  year,  even  if  less  than  twelve 
months,  constituted  a  year  of  service  for  pension  credit. 
The  issue  was  the  matter  of  pension  credit  for  the  "short" 
conference  year  (1941-1942)  in  that  conference.  The  Judi- 
cial Council  reversed  the  bishop's  ruling.  But  that  decision 
deals  only  with  pension  credit.  It  does  not  speak  at  all  to 
the  matter  of  years  of  service  for  retirement  eligibility. 

Service  required  for  retirement  eligibility,  that  is  "years 
of  service  under  appointment"  as  specified  in  Paragraph 
362.1,  and  service  required  for  pension  credit,  while  ob- 
viously related,  are  not  necessarily  the  same.  A  minister 
may  serve  "years  under  appointment"  which  never  become 
"years  approved  for  pension  credit."  This  is  true,  for  ex- 
ample, of  years  served  under  certain  "special  appointment" 
situations  where  the  employer  of  the  minister  under  such 
special  appointment  assumes  pension  responsibility  for 
those  years.  In  order  to  give  a  clear  answer  to  the  retire- 
ment eligibility  of  a  minister  under  Paragraph  362.1  this 
distinction  must  be  understood.  It  is  the  real  point  at  issue 
in  the  South  Indiana  Annual  Conference  situation. 

Records  of  South  Indiana  Annual  Conference  show  that 
at  the  time  of  conference  union  in  the  State  of  Indiana, 
under  authority  of  Paragraph  1263,  there  was  created  a 
"Joint  Distributing  Committee"  which  functioned  for  the 
entire  Indiana  Area.  This  committee  accepted,  as  the  basis 
for  establishing  the  number  of  years  of  service  approved 
for  pension  credit,  the  evaluation  which  had  been  made  as  a 
result  of  Judicial  Council  Decision  No.  46  that  Indiana  Con- 
ference's 1941-1942  conference  year  should  be  counted  as 
three-fourths  of  a  year  for  pension  credit.  This  evaluation 
has  been  on  the  records  of  the  General  Board  of  Pensions 
since  the  time  of  that  decision.  The  years  of  service  for  pen- 
sion credit  for  all  ministers  in  the  former  Indiana  Confer- 
ence during  the  1941-1942  conference  year  have  been 
evaluated  on  this  basis. 

However,  the  fact  that  this  three-fourths  evaluation  was 
made  for  purposes  of  pension  credit  in  no  way  precludes  a 
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different  determination  for  retirement  eligibility.  Payment 
of  pension  annuity  premiums  is  not  the  determining  factor 
in  establishing  the  "years  of  service  under  appointment" 
required  for  retirement  eligibility.  Ministers  in  The  United 
Methodist  Church  are  appointed  for  service  by  a  bishop. 
The  ministers  are  appointed  annually  at  the  time  of  the 
meeting  of  the  regular  session  of  the  Annual  Conference. 
Paragraph  391.1  reads: 

"The  bishop  shall  appoint  preachers  to  pastoral  charges 
annually  .  .  .  before  the  official  declaration  of  the  assign- 
ments of  the  preachers,  the  appointments  shall  be  an- 
nounced openly  to  the  Cabinet,  and  provided  further  that 
before  any  announcement  of  appointments  is  made,  the 
district  superintendent  shall  consult  with  the  pastors  and 
the  local  Pastor-Parish  Relations  committees  or  their 
chairpersons  concerning  their  specific  appointments  ex- 
cept when  the  pastors  involved  have  left  the  seat  of  the 
Annual  Conference  without  permission  of  the  Annual 
Conference.  .  .  ." 

The  exception  to  this  procedure  is  that  authorized  under 
Section  2  of  the  same  paragraph  which  gives  to  the  bishop 
permission  to  "make  or  change  appointments  of  preachers 
in  the  interval  between  sessions  of  the  Annual  Conference 
as  necessity  may  require."  The  regular  and  normal  pro- 
cedure of  appointment  is  from  Annual  Conference  session 
to  Annual  Conference  session  and  even  all  appointments 
made  in  the  interval  between  sessions  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference terminate  at  the  end  of  that  conference  year. 

Regardless  of  what  understandings  may  be  agreed  upon 
in  advance  of  the  regular  Annual  Conference  session,  an 
appointment  is  not  "official"  until  it  is  declared  at  the  regu- 
lar Annual  Conference  session  and  no  appointment  extends 
beyond  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Annual  Conference. 
Each  annual  appointment  is  officially  a  "new"  appointment. 
An  Annual  Conference  year  is  normally  a  year  of  twelve 
months.  However  there  may  be  instances,  as  was  the  case 
in  the  Indiana  Conference,  when  an  Annual  Conference 
may  desire  to  change  the  time  for  the  meeting  of  its  regular 
annual  session.  The  desire  was  to  change  from  a  fall  to  a 
spring  meeting  time.  At  the  September  1941  session  the 
pastors  of  the  conference  were  appointed  for  the  ensuing 
conference  year  which  ended  June  1942.  In  June  1942  the 
pastors  were  again  appointed  for  a  conference  year.  The 
September  1941  session  was  a  regular  annual  session  as  was 
the  session  of  June  1942.  Therefore  a  minister  who  served 
out  the  appointment  given  to  him  in  September  1941  which 
lasted  only  until  June  1942,  the  time  of  the  next  regular  ses- 
sion of  the  Annual  Conference,  served  a  year  under  appoint- 
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ment  and  is  entitled  to  credit  for  a  year  of  service  toward 
meeting  the  retirement  eligibility  requirements  of  Para- 
graph 362.1  of  the  Discipline  even  though  his  pension  credit 
for  that  period  is  only  three-fourths  of  a  year. 

Decision 

A  year  of  approved  service  for  pension  credit  (Par.  1259) 
is  a  twelve  month  year.  A  year  of  service  under  appoint- 
ment for  retirement  eligibility  (Par.  362.1)  is  a  conference 
year  which  is  the  time  between  two  regular  sessions  of  an 
Annual  Conference. 

Ministers  in  The  United  Methodist  Church  receive  an- 
nual appointments  at  the  time  of  the  regular  session  of  the 
Annual  Conference.  Each  such  appointment  continues  only 
until  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  next  regular  session  of 
the  Annual  Conference.  A  year  of  service  for  credit  toward 
retirement  eligibility  for  a  minister  under  appointment  in 
an  Annual  Conference  is  the  period  of  time  from  one  regu- 
lar session  of  that  Annual  Conference  to  its  next  regular 
session.  Thus  a  person  who  has  served  forty  conference 
years  under  appointment  is  eligible  for  retirement  under 
Paragraph  362.1  of  the  Discipline  even  though  he  may  have 
less  than  forty  twelve  month  years  of  service  for  pension 
credit.

Dissenting  Opinion 

The  undersigned  respectfully  dissent  from  the  majority 
opinion  in  this  matter. 

The  problem  presented  here  is  merely  one  of  interpreta- 
tion of  the  phrases,  "Years  of  Approved  Service  in  an  An- 
nual Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,"  and 
"Years  of  Service  Under  Appointment."  The  problem  is 
also  in  reference  to  what  this  means  as  to  retirement 
eligibility.  It  is  simply  a  question  of  interpretation  as  to 
whether  a  year  of  service  means  a  calendar  year  or  a  Con- 
ference year. 

The  majority  made  the  decision  that  a  year  of  service 
for  credit  toward  retirement  eligibility  refers  to  a  Confer- 
ence year.  It  is  to  this  decision  that  we  respectfully  dissent. 

A  basic  rule  of  Judicial  interpretation  is  that  when  there 
is  doubt  as  to  meaning  the  most  common  interpretation  or 
meaning  should  be  applied.  The  word  "year"  normally  and 
basically  means  to  most  people  a  calendar  year.  If  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  had  meant  other  than  the  common  defini- 
tion they  would  have  said  so. 

We,  therefore,  respectfully  dissent. 

An  alternative  thought  needs  to  be  expressed  in  that 
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Paragraph  1259  of  the  DiscipHne  gives  broad  authority  to 
the  Annual  Conference  in  reference  to  these  programs.  It 
might  be  more  appropriate  for  each  Annual  Conference  to 
make  the  decision..

Decision  No.  380 

In  Re:  Petition  from  the  North  Central  Jurisdic- 
tional Committee  on  the  Ministry  for  a  Declaratory 
Decision  as  to  the  Constitutionality  of  Paragraphs 
352.7  and  392  as  They  Relate  to  Paragraphs  316  and 
308.3,  and  Petition  from  the  Iowa  Annual  Confer- 
ence for  Declaratory  Decision  on  Whether  Para- 
graphs 332  and  392  can  be  Harmonized. 

DIGEST 

Paragraph  392  of  the  1972  Discipline  cannot  be  harmonized  with 
Paragraphs  332  and  316  and  is  unconstitutional. 

The  procedure  outlined  in  Paragraph  352.7  is  constitutional  but 
is  subject  to  pertinent  limitations  imposed  by  the  Discipline. 

The  itinerant  system  requires  that  each  effective  ministerial 
member  of  the  Annual  Conference  is  entitled  to  an  appointment 
and  is  required  to  accept  an  appointment  when  made. 

STATEMENT    OF    FACTS 

The  Board  of  the  Ministry  of  the  North  Central  Jurisdiction, 
through  its  committee  on  the  ministry  raised  the  question  of  the 
constitutionality  of  Paragraphs  352.7  and  392  in  the  light  of  Para- 
graphs 316  and  308.3.  Their  petition  asked  the  following  questions 
relating  to  or  affecting  the  work  of  that  committee: 

"1.  Can  a  ministerial  member  in  good  standing  in  an  Annual 
Conference  be  guaranteed  an  appointment  as  provided  for  in 
Paragraph  316  of  the  1972  Discipline  and  yet  while  'appointed 
for  ministry  in  and  to  society'  as  provided  in  Paragraph  352.7 
have  that  guarantee  limited  as  indicated  in  Paragraph  392? 
Can  a  ministerial  member  limit  or  waive  his  or  her  guarantee 
of  appointment? 

"2.  Can  a  ministerial  member  in  good  standing  in  an  Annual 
Conference  be  required  to  'accept  and  abide  by  these  appoint- 
ments' as  provided  for  in  Paragraph  308.3  and  yet  while 
'appointed  for  ministry  in  and  to  society'  as  provided  in  Para- 
graph 352.7  not  be  'required  to  accept'  appointment  as  indicated 
in  Paragraph  392?  Can  The  United  Methodist  Church  limit  or 
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waive  its  authority  to  make  and  the  ministerial  member's  re- 
sponsibility to  accept  appointment?" 

The  Iowa  Annual  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  re- 
quested a  declaratory  decision  on  the  same  basic  point  posing  the 
following  particular  questions: 

"1.  Who   shall   have  sole   responsibility  for   matters  of   ordination, 

character,  and  conference  relations  of  ministers? 
"2.  What  effect  does  Paragraph  392  have  on  itinerancy?  (itineracy) 
"3.  What  recourse  does  an  appointee  under  Paragraph  352.7    (cf. 
Paragraph  392)  have  to  due  process  of  the  Board  of  the  Minis- 
try and  vote  of  the  Annual  Conference?" 

A  brief  was  filed  on  behalf  of  the  Division  of  the  Ordained  Ministry 
of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Ministry  of  The  United  Meth- 
odist Church. 

In  addition,  a  brief  on  this  matter  was  submitted  by  the  Iowa 
Annual  Conference  giving  a  history  of  the  situation  and  petition  from 
that  conference.  In  the  body  of  that  brief  three  appendant  "questions" 
are  raised  as  follows : 

"A.  The  involvement  of  an  appointment  'in  and  to  Society'  is  or  is 
not  a  matter  of  Annual  Conference  Relations? 

"B.  It  is  unclear  how  a  return  to  the  'itineracy'  in  accord  with  the 
1972  Book  of  Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist  Church, 
Paragraphs  352.1,  352.7,  392  is  handled.  There  is  insecurity  and 
uncertainty  at  this  point  on  the  part  of  Rev.  Robert  D. 
Williams. 

"C.  It  is  felt  the  Rev.  Mr.  Robert  D.  Williams'  brief,  pp  3  and  4, 
lifts  some  very  pertinent  questions,  germane  to  this  circum- 
stance and  other  circumstances." 

The  brief  is  accompanied  by  a  statement  of  background  by  Bishop 
James   S.   Thomas. 

A  brief  was  filed  by  the  Reverend  Robert  D.  Williams  in  which  he 
states  that  his  appointment  was  made,  "without  my  request,  over  my 
objections  and  never  with  my  consent  ..." 

The  statement  of  background  and  the  brief  indicate  that  the  petition 
arises  out  of  a  request  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Robert  D.  Williams,  an 
ordained  elder  and  full  member  of  the  Annual  Conference  since  June 
1954.  A  funding  shortage  forced  a  discontinuance  of  his  position  at 
Bidwell-Riverside  to  which  he  had  received  a  "Special  Appointment" 
from  his  bishop  for  the  previous  two  years.  In  conversation  with  the 
district  superintendent,  Mr.  Williams  indicated  his  unwillingness  to 
accept  a  parish  appointment,  but  requested  that  he  be  appointed  to 
"continue  an  advocacy-at-large  ministry."  Later  he  met  with  the 
bishop  and  made  the  specific  request  "that  he  be  granted  a  special 
appointment  with  no  supervision  of  a  district  superintendent  and  no 
amenability  to  the  bishop  and  the  cabinet." 

Shortly  before  the  Annual  Conference  convened,  Mr.  Williams  re- 
quested a  special  appointment  under  Paragraph  352.1  to  "a  minority- 
female-clergy-coalition"  then  being  formed.  The  bishop  and  cabinet 
determined  they  could  not  make  such  an  appointment  to  "a  new  and 
not  fully  established  organization." 

When  asked  if  he  desired  to  request  any  other  type  of  conference 
relationship,  Mr.  Williams  replied  that  "he  would  accept  only  an 
appointment  under  provisions  of  Paragraph  352.1."  The  bishop  in- 
dicated that  he  could  not,  in  good  conscience,  meet  this  request  and 
further  indicated  that  he  would  present  Mr.  Williams  for  an  appoint- 
ment to  society  as  provided  for  in  Paragraph  352.7.  This  was  done 
during  the  conference  session  on  June  10,  1973,  following  the  proper 
two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  Iowa  Annual  Conference. 
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Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

Both  petitions  for  declaratory  judgment  arise  out  of  ques- 
tions of  interpretation  of  Paragraph  352.7  and  392  in  con- 
junction with  Paragraphs  316  and  308.3, 

Reference  should  be  made  also  to  the  last  sentence  of 
Paragraph  332  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

These  paragraphs  read  as  follows : 

Paragraph  352.7.  "At  their  request,  conference  members 
on  recommendation  by  the  Cabinet,  confirmed  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  Annual  Conference,  may  be  appointed 
for  ministry  in  and  to  society  beyond  the  ministries 
usually  extended  through  the  local  church  and  other  in- 
stitutions of,  or  directly  related  to  the  church;  provided 
that  in  no  such  case  shall  The  United  Methodist  Church 
incur  any  financial  responsibility." 

Paragraph  392.  "Appointees  to  such  appointments  as  re- 
ferred to  in  Paragraph  352.7  may  neither  be  required  to 
accept  nor  are  they  guaranteed  appointment,  and  may  be 
returned  to  a  regular  appointment  only  by  agreement  of 
the  bishop  and  Cabinet." 

Paragraph  316.  "All  ministerial  members  who  are  in  good 
standing  in  an  Annual  Conference  shall  receive  an  annual 
appointment  by  the  bishop  unless  they  are  granted  a  sab- 
batical leave  or  a  disability  leave  or  are  in  the  super- 
numerary or  superannuate  relation." 

Paragraph  308.3.  "The  itinerant  system  is  the  accepted 
method  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  by  which  min- 
isters are  appointed  by  the  bishop  to  fields  of  labor  (Pars. 
390,  161.2).  All  ministers  shall  accept  and  abide  by  these 
appointments." 

Paragraph  332.  ".  .  .  Every  effective  member  in  full  con- 
nection who  is  in  good  standing  in  an  Annual  Conference 
shall  receive  an  annual  appointment  by  the  bishop." 

Other  pertinent  paragraphs  read: 

Paragraph  331.  "Members  in  full  connection  with  an  An- 
nual Conference  by  virtue  of  their  election  and  ordination 
are  bound  in  special  covenant  with  all  the  ordained  min- 
isters of  the  Annual  Conference.  In  the  keeping  of  this 
covenant  they  perform  the  ministerial  duties  and  main- 
tain the  ministerial  standards  established  by  those  in  the 
covenant.  They  offer  themselves  without  reserve  to  be 
appointed  and  to  serve  as  their  superiors  in  ofl^ce  may  di- 
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red.  They  live  with  their  fellow  ministers  in  mutual 
trust  and  concern  and  seek  with  them  the  sanctification 
of  the  fellowship.  Only  those  shall  be  elected  to  full  mem- 
bership who  are  of  unquestionable  moral  character  and 
genuine  piety,  sound  in  the  fundamental  doctrines  of 
Christianity  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties." 

Paragraph  352.  "A  conference  member  may  be  appointed 
by  the  bishop,  after  consultations  with  the  district  super- 
intendents, to  a  position  in  a  school,  college,  university, 
seminary,  hospital,  home,  or  agency  or  to  the  military  or 
institutional  chaplaincy  or  similar  specialized  ministry 
under  the  following  conditions : 

Paragraph  352.1.  "The  institution  or  agency  desiring  to 
employ  a  conference  member  shall  first,  through  its  ap- 
propriate official,  consult  the  member's  bishop  and  secure 
approval  before  completing  any  agreement  to  employ  the 
member.  If  the  institution  or  agency  is  located  in  another 
area,  the  bishop  of  that  area  shall  also  be  consulted." 

It  is  apparent  in  the  Iowa  case  that  Mr.  Williams  was 
unwilling  to  abide  by  the  provision  of  Paragraph  331  which 
provides :  "They  offer  themselves  without  reserve  to  be  ap- 
pointed and  to  serve  as  their  superiors  in  office  may  direct." 
He  refused  any  appointment  to  a  local  parish.  He  demanded 
appointment  under  352.1  to  a  particular  organization.  The 
bishop  and  cabinet  concluded  that  they  could  not  appoint 
him  under  this  paragraph  and  fully  protect  his  rights  and 
exercise  their  responsibility  for  him  and  the  Annual  Con- 
ference. When  offered  appointment  under  352.7  he  also 
refused,  even  with  written  assurances  that  his  concern  for 
his  "return  to  the  itinerant  ministry"  would  be  treated  as 
if  he  had  been  appointed  under  352.1.  The  Cabinet  faced  a 
dilemma  in  that  a  sabbatical  year  appointment  or  location 
were  the  only  other  options.  Mr.  Williams  had  received  a 
sabbatical  appointment  1970-71  and  thereby  was  ineligible 
for  such  in  1973.  Apparently  to  avoid  the  alternative  of  in- 
voluntary location,  the  cabinet  recommended  and  the  An- 
nual Conference  authorized  by  a  two-thirds  vote  Mr.  Wil- 
liams' appointment  under  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  352.7 
even  though  they  did  not  have  from  him  a  request  for  such 
an  appointment. 

In  answer  to  the  specific  questions  raised  by  these  peti- 
tions for  decision,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  Constitution 
provides  in  Paragraph  37,  "The  Annual  Conference  is  the 
basic  body  in  the  Church  and  as  such  shall  have  reserved 
to  it  the  right  to  vote.. .on  all  matters  relating  to  the  char- 
acter and  conference  relations  of  its  ministerial  members 
and  on  the  ordination  of  ministers..." 
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Paragraph  352.4.  "Conference  members  under  special 
appointment  are  amenable  to  the  Annual  Conference  of 
which  they  are  members  and  in  so  far  as  possible  should 
maintain  close  working  relationships  with  and  effective 
participation  in  the  work  of  their  Annual  Conference,  as- 
suming whatever  responsibilities  they  are  qualified  and 
requested  to  assume." 

In  Decision  No.  325  (1970)  the  Judicial  Council  ruled  in 
reference  to  a  plan  by  the  South  Carolina  Annual  Confer- 
ence moving  toward  a  separate  category  of  the  ministry  for 
special  appointments  to  non-United  Methodist  agencies : 

"There  is  no  such  separation  in  the  Discipline.  Special 
appointments  are  a  part  of  the  itinerant  ministry.  If 
there  is  wisdom  in  establishing  a  separate  category  of 
special  ministries,  distinct  from  the  itinerant  ministry, 
the  General  Conference  alone  has  the  authority  to  make 
such  changes." 

The  conditions  precedent  to  such  special  appointments 
were  clearly  outlined  in  Decision  No.  329  (1970) ,  as  follows : 

"1.  The  institution  or  agency  desiring  to  employ  a  con- 
ference member  shall  first  consult  or  request  the 
member's  bishop  and  secure  his  approval  before  com- 
pleting any  agreement  to  employ.  (Par.  352.1) 
"We  believe  it  is  clear  that  'approval'  as  used  means 
bilateral  approval;  that  the  bishop  recognizes  and 
approves  the  position  or  employment  as  a  specialized 
ministry,  and  the  institution  or  agency  approves  and 
would  employ  under  conditions  of  an  episcopal  ap- 
pointment. 

"2.  Where  approval  is  tentatively  reached,  the  bishop 
must  consult  with  and  obtain  the  recommendation  of 
the  District  Superintendents  for  the  proposed  non- 
United  Methodist  appointment.  (Pars.  352  and  391.6) 

"3.  The  proposed  appointment  and  recommendation  of 
the  District  Superintendents  must  be  confirmed  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  Annual  Conference.  (Par. 
391.6) 

"4.  Thereupon,  the  bishop  may  make  the  proposed  special 
appointment  to  the  position  in  a  non-United  Meth- 
odist agency." 

It  is  apparent  in  the  record  that  the  bishop  and  cabinet 
used  these  criteria  to  determine  whether  or  not  Mr.  Wil- 
liams was  entitled  to  an  appointment  under  Paragraph 
352.1. 

These  decisions  were  made  before  the  passage  of  Para- 
graphs 352.7  and  392  which  appear  to  create  a  separate 
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category  of  special  appointments  to  non-United  Methodist 
Agencies.  This  legislation  was  passed  by  the  1972  General 
Conference  without  debate. 

This  new  provision  now  becomes  a  part  of  a  series  of 
provisions  in  Paragraph  352  which  authorizes  a  bishop  to 
make  appointments  to  positions  in  institutions  and  agen- 
cies, and  to  specialized  ministries  outside  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church. 

The  provision  in  question  requires  that  an  appointment 
for  ministry  in  and  to  society  be  made  only  at  the  request 
of  the  conference  member. 

A  reading  of  the  various  paragraphs  of  the  Discipline 
clearly  indicates  a  problem  of  interpretation  if  the  para- 
graphs are  to  be  harmonized. 

In  Decision  No.  331  (1970)  the  Judicial  Council  cited 
certain  basic  rules  of  statutory  interpretation  as  follows : 

"A.  Acts  in  relation  to  the  same  subject  or  object  should 
be  construed  together. 

"B.  Construction    or   interpretation    should    be    avoided 
which  would  render  part  of  a  law  inoperative,  or  pur- 
poseless, unless  manifestly  required. 
"C.  Judicial    construction    or    interpretation    of    a    law 
should  be  prospective  for  application,  but  not  retroactive." 

An  examination  of  Paragraph  352.7  indicates  no  real 
conflict  within  the  Discipline.  It  is  merely  another  recogni- 
tion, in  a  long  series  of  such  recognitions  by  the  General 
Conference  of  the  broadening  range  of  ministerial  chal- 
lenge and  service  both  within  and  without  the  Church.  It 
prescribes  the  provisions  and  limitations  to  be  observed  in 
making  such  decisions  and  appointments. 

The  real  conflict  is  in  the  language  of  Paragraph  392. 
Paragraph  392  gives  the  right  to  special  appointees  under 
352.7  to  refuse  to  accept  appointment.  This  is  in  direct 
contradiction  of  Paragraph  308.3.  It  also  deprives  them  of 
the  right  to  a  regular  appointment  except  by  agreement  of 
the  bishop  and  cabinet  which  is  in  conflict  with  Paragraphs 
316,  332,  and  391.10. 

The  legislative  result  of  352.7  read  with  392  is  the  crea- 
tion of  a  special  appointment  which  would  not  be  a  part  of 
the  itinerant  ministry  as  defined  by  Paragraph  308.3,  and 
which  gives  a  minister  a  status,  insofar  as  his  future  re- 
sponsibilities and  rights  of  appointment  are  concerned, 
similar  in  many  respects  to  voluntary  location. 

Although  this  result  is  not  stated  in  Paragraph  352.7, 
this  type  of  appointment  must  be  confirmed  by  the  protec- 
tive device  of  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Annual  Conference. 
(See  Par.  367)  On  the  other  hand,  under  Paragraph  392,  a 
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request  for  re-appointment  does  not  have  that  protective 
device.   (See  Par.  372) 

There  is  no  directly  stated  Constitutional  right  to  an 
appointment.  However,  it  is  implicit  in  Constitutional  pro- 
visions such  as  Restrictive  Rule  III  (Par.  17)  which  for- 
bids the  General  Conference  to  destroy  the  plan  of  our 
itinerant  general  superintendency  and  Paragraph  59  which 
authorizes  the  bishops  to  appoint  ministers  to  charges.  It 
becomes  explicit  as  an  absolute  right  clearly  set  forth  in 
Paragraphs  308.3,  316  and  391.10,  disciplinary  provisions 
which  have  long  been  a  part  of  the  tradition  of  the  prede- 
cessor bodies  of  The  United  Methodist  Church. 
In  Decision  No.  351  the  Judicial  Council  said : 

"As   a  member  of  an  Annual   Conference,   a   person 
makes  himself  available  for  an  appointment  by  the  bishop. 
In  return,  the  Annual  Conference  guarantees  this  person 
an  appointment  each  year  so  long  as  he  is  'appointable' 
to  any  appointment  in  the  conference,   'Appointability' 
is  determined  first  of  all  by  a  process  of  training,  testing, 
and  evaluation  by  procedures  authorized  in  the  Discipline 
to  assure  a  high  standard  of  ministry." 
Paragraph   392   cannot  be  reconciled   with   Paragraphs 
332,  316,  and  391.10.  There  is  no  indication  that  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  desired  to  repeal  Paragraphs  332,  316  or 
391.10  or  to  do  anything  to  damage  the  integrity  of  the 
historic  itinerant  ministry.  Therefore,  Paragraph  392  must 
be  declared  unconstitutional. 

In  reference  to  the  specific  case  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Williams, 
the  record  indicates  that  Mr.  Williams  did  not  request  an 
appointment  under  Paragraph  352.7.  He  is  not  entitled 
to  an  appointment  under  Paragraph  352.1  as  a  matter  of 
right.  Nor  can  he  be  compelled  to  take  an  appointment 
under  Paragraph  352.7.  This  matter  should  be  referred  back 
to  the  Iowa  Annual  Conference  and  Mr.  Williams  should  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  request  an  appointment,  or  a  special 
appointment  under  proper  circumstances,  or  voluntary  loca- 
tion. 

Decision 

In  response  to  both  petitions,  it  is  the  decision  of  the 
Judicial  Council  that  Paragraph  392  of  the  1972  Discipline 
is  unconstitutional  and  therefore  is  void  and  of  no  effect. 
Paragraph  352.7  is  constitutional. 

In  further  response  to  the  Iowa  petition  it  is  the  decision 
of  the  Judicial  Council  that  the  matter  be  referred  back  to 
the  Iowa  Annual  Conference  to  resolve  the  problem  posed 
in  accordance  with  this  decision.

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Decision  No.  381 

In  Re:  Petition  from  the  Philippines  Central  Con- 
ference concerning  the  Authority  of  a  Central 
Conference  to  Supersede  the  Majority  Vote  of  Its 
Annual  Conferences  on  Affiliated  Autonomy  by  Re- 
quiring in  Its  Adjourned  Session  a  Two-thirds  Vote. 

The  Judicial  Council  in  session  April  18-20,  1974  con- 
sidered an  appeal  coming  from  the  Philippines  Central 
Conference  requesting  a  ruling  as  to  ".  .  .  whether  a 
Central  Conference  can  supersede  and  render  null  and 
void  the  action  of  the  Annual  Conferences  ...  in  favor 
of  an  affiliated  autonomous  structure." 

Jurisdiction  is  not  accepted  for  the  reason  that  the  peti- 
tion raises  a  question  of  parliamentary  procedure  rather 
than  a  question  involving  the  constitutionality,  meaning, 
application  or  effect  of  any  portion  of  the  Discipline, 

Reference  is  made  to  Memorandum  No.  376  in  which  the 
Judicial  Council  advised,  "The  requisite  vote  for  approval 
of  the  recommendation  to  become  an  affiliated  autonomous 
church  is  a  parliamentary  question  to  be  determined  by  the 
Philippines  Central  Conference  ...  in  accordance  with 
its  Rules  of  Order  or  Robert's  Rules  of  Order.  (Par.  630. 
5,  1972  Discipline;  Philippines  Central  Conference  Rule 
37.)"  Such  is  still  the  case.

Decision  No.  382 

In  Re:  Petition  of  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  of  the 
Little  Rock  Annual  Conference  for  a  Declaratory 
Decision  in  the  Matter  of  an  Application  for  Pro- 
bationary Membership. 

DIGEST 

An  Annual  Conference  cannot  delegate  to  its  subordinate  bodies 
its  authority  to  petition  the  Judicial   Council. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

On  Wednesday,  May  10,  1973,  after  the  examination  and  election 
of  those  received  as  probationary  members  of  the  Little  Rock  Annual 
Conference,  a  member  asked  for  a  declaratory  decision  (of  the  Judi- 
cial Council)  concerning  certain  persons  who  have  been  denied 
membership  in  the  conference.  A  motion  was  made  as  follows: 
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"That  upon  petition  by  any  candidate  for  any  conference  rela- 
tionship who  can  document  that  changes  in  disciplinary  require- 
ments have  resulted  in  an  injustice  to  him  or  her,  the  Board  of 
Ministry  or  the  executive  committee  of  the  Board  of  Ministry, 
upon  concurrence,  be  empowered  to  petition  the  Judicial  Council 
in  the  name  of  the  Little  Rock  Conference  for  a  declaratory  de- 
cision as  to  the  candidate's  eligibility." 

After  a  statement  by  the  Registrar  of  the  Board  of  the  Ministry 
the  motion  was  passed. 

Pursuant  to  this  action  by  the  Little  Rock  Annual  Conference  a 
petition  was  presented  by  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  to  the  Judicial 
Council  for  a  declaratory  decision  on  the  eligibility  of  Asa  Richard 
Poss  for  probationary  membership  in  the  Little  Rock  Annual  Con- 
ference. 


Jurisdiction 

There  is  a  basic  jurisdictional  question  before  the  Judicial 
Council  with  this  petition,  namely:  can  the  Little  Rock 
Annual  Conference  delegate  to  its  Board  of  the  Ministry 
the  authority  of  the  Annual  Conference  to  petition  the 
Judicial  Council   (Par.  1515.2)  ? 

To  this  question  the  intent  of  the  resolution  or  appeal 
was  to  vote  to  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  or  its  executive 
committee  the  right  to  act  in  the  name  of  the  Little  Rock 
Annual  Conference.  This  intent  was  affirmed  in  a  letter 
dated  October  9,  1973  to  the  secretary  of  the  Judicial  Coun- 
cil. 

The  1972  Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  in 
Paragraph  1515  provides  that  certain  bodies  in  The  United 
Methodist  Church  are  authorized  to  petition  the  Judicial 
Council  for  a  declaratory  decision  ".  .  .  .  as  to  the  constitu- 
tionality, meaning,  application,  or  effect  of  the  Discipline 
or  any  portion  thereof  or  of  any  act  of  legislation  of  a 
General  Conference  .  .  ." 

An  Annual  Conference  itself  may  make  such  a  petition, 
but  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  as  a  subordinate  body  of  the 
Annual  Conference  may  not.  See  Judicial  Council  Decision 
No.  309. 

Jurisdiction  is  vested  in  the  Judicial  Council  only  when 
the  petition  arises  from  an  authority  in  the  church  that 
has  the  right  of  appeal  directly  to  the  Judicial  Council. 
Judicial  Council  Decision  No.  29. 

The  Little  Rock  Annual  Conference  cannot  delegate  its 
authority  under  Paragraph  1515.2  (i)  of  the  Discipline,  to 
the  Board  of  the  Ministry. 

No  Annual  Conference  can  delegate  to  its  subordinate 
bodies  its  authority  to  petition  the  Judicial  Council.  There- 
fore, the  Judicial  Council  declines  to  accept  jurisdiction.

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Decision  No.  383 

In  Re:  Petition  from  the  Baltimore  Annual  Confer- 
ence for  a  Declaratory  Decision  as  to  the  Meaning, 
Application  and  Effect  of  Paragraph  892,  Equitable 
Salaries,  and  Paragraph  893,  Basic  Salary  Plan,  in 
the  1972  Discipline. 

DIGEST 

Any  comprehensive,  basic  or  total  salary  program,  by  whatever 
name  it  may  be  called,  if  it  is  to  be  adopted  by  an  Annual  Confer- 
ence, must  be  approved  by  at  least  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Annual 
Conference  and  by  a  majority  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  Charge 
Conferences  in  accordance  with  Paragraph  893  of  the  Discipline. 

Minimum  Salary  Plans  are  not  affected  by  this  decision. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

In  1968  the  Baltimore  Annual  Conference  created  a  Committee  to 
study  Deployment  and  Salaries  of  Ministers.  This  committee  made 
a  progress  report  to  each  Annual  Conference  session  during  that 
quadrennium.  The  committee  found  that  there  is  a  close  interrela- 
tionship between  the  deployment  of  ministers  and  ministers'  salaries. 
In  1970  in  his  report  to  the  Annual  Conference  the  committee  chair- 
man stated : 

"How  well  the  Conference  can,  in  fact,  place  ministers  in  situa- 
tions for  which  they  are  best  qualified  is  determined  essentially 
by  the  ministerial  salary  system.  The  two  elements,  deployment 
and  salaries,  are  inextricably  linked  with  the  practicality  of  sal- 
aries  largely   controlling  the   idealism   of   deployment." 

The  Annual  Conference  in  its  1970  session  adopted  "Deplojmient 
Guidelines"  presented  by  the  committee  but  not  its  salary  proposals. 

The  committee,  working  with  the  1968  Discipline,  found  two  para- 
graphs— 924  Minimum  Salaries  and  925  Basic  Salary  Plan — which 
were  related  to  the  salary  phase  of  its  work.  After  considerable  study 
the  committee  concluded  that  neither  of  these  paragraphs  was  en- 
tirely suitable  for  its  purposes.  It  wanted  a  plan  that  included  much 
more  than  simply  a  "minimum"  salary.  But  it  wanted  to  retain  in 
each  individual  charge  the  primary  responsibility  for  the  minister's 
salary  rather  than  the  salary  centralization  provided  for  under  the 
Basic  Salary  Plan.  In  short  it  wanted  something  in  between  these 
two  paragraphs:  something  which  would  allow  for  some  flexibility 
of  design  to  meet  specific  conference  needs. 

This  is  the  context  in  which  the  1971  session  of  the  Baltimore  An- 
nual Conference  authorized  the  committee  to  "petition  the  General 
Conference  in  1972  to  replace  the  Basic  Salary  Plan  and  the  Minimum 
Salary  Plan  with  a  flexible  provision  that  will  enable  an  Annual 
Conference  to  achieve  equity  of  salaries  for  all."  A  resolution  to 
accomplish  this  purpose,  setting  out  the  language  desired  by  the 
committee,  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  General  Conference. 
The  legislation  adopted  by  the  General  Conference  has  replaced  the 
Minimum  Salaries  paragraph  924  in  the  196S  Discipline  and  appears 
under  the  caption  "Equitable  Salaries"  as  Paragraph  892  in  the 
1972  Discipline.  However,  what  was  Paragraph  925,  Basic  Salary 
Plan,  in  the  1968  Discipline  was  neither  replaced  nor  altered  and 
appears  as  Paragraph  893  in  the  1972  Discipline. 
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Following  the  1972  General  Conference  the  Baltimore  Annual 
Conference  continued  the  activities  of  its  committee  under  its  new 
Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries.  The  commission  prepared  a  pro- 
posed plan  for  "Equitable  Salaries"  for  the  conference  which  was 
included  in  the  pre-co.nference  reports  for  the  delegates  to  the  1973 
Annual  Conference.  The  commission  recommended  that  "for  1973 
the  first  step  in  the  scale  be  guaranteed  to  all,  plus  sums  of  $200- 
$1,000  per  minister  per  year,  depending  on  the  years  of  service,  in 
five  year  intervals,  after  five  years  of  service."  The  commission 
stated:  "This  is  the  first  step  in  'phasing  in'  the  system — within  the 
limits  of  presently  available  funds,  additional  steps  are  planned  for 
succeeding  years  until  the  system  is  fully  in  force." 

When  the  matter  came  before  the  1973  session  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference, the  conference,  by  motion,  asked  its  presiding  bishop.  Bishop 
James  K.  Mathews,  for  his  judgment  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  pro- 
posal. He  stated  to  the  conference  that  it  was  his  opinion  that  the 
report  and  recommendation  of  the  commission  was  not  appropriate 
under  Paragraph  892.  He  gave  his  reasons  orally.  The  Judicial 
Council  considers  this  to  be  a  bishop's  decision  on  a  question  of  law. 

The  conference  discussed  the  Equitable  Salaries  Plan  as  presented 
to  it  by  the  commission,  made  some  amendments  to  the  plans  as  origi- 
nally presented,  and  approved  the  amended  report.  Then,  in  the  light 
of  the  opinion  by  Bishop  Mathews,  the  conference  voted  to  petition  the 
Judicial  Council  for  a  declaratory  decision.  The  Judicial  Council 
considers  this  to  be  an  appeal  from  the  bishop's  decision. 

After  the  Annual  Conference  had  adjourned,  the  petition  for  a 
declaratory  decision  relative  to  the  meaning,  application  and  eff'ect  of 
Paragraph  892  pertaining  to  Equitable  Salaries  and  Paragraph  893 
pertaining  to  Basic  Salary  Plan,  signed  by  the  bishop  and  the  sec- 
retary of  the  conference,  was  forwarded  to  the  Judicial  Council.  With 
the  petition  Bishop  Mathews  also  sent  a  statement  of  his  reasons  for 
the  opinion  that  the  matter  was  not  appropriate  under  Paragraph  892. 
This  statement  was  prepared  from  his  notes  made  at  the  time  of 
the  Annual  Conference  and  is  not  verbatim  as  presented  to  the  con- 
ference session.  The  reasons  as  stated  by  the  bishop  are : 

"1.  This  proposal  would  limit  the  right  of  a  Charge  Conference's 
prerogative  of  setting  the  salary  in  discussion  with  the  District 
Superintendent   (see  Paragraphs  145.9,  151.2,  890,  and  892.7). 

"2.  The  meaning  of  'Equitable'  is  itself  unprecise  and  possibly 
ambiguous. 

"3.  The  proposal  of  an  elaborate  equitable  salary  plan  stresses 
tenure  and  training,  not  qualification  and  evaluation  of  per- 
formance of  minister. 

"4.  For  the  annual  conference  to  adopt  this  proposed  Equitable 
Salary  Plan  without  broad  consultation  and  involvement  of 
Charge  Conferences,  as  implied  by  the  Basic  Salary  Plan,  re- 
stricts lay  involvement. 

"5.  The  cost  and  scope  of  the  plan  had  not  been  adequately  ex- 
amined. 

"6.  In  a  word,  the  Equitable  Salary  scheme  of  Paragraph  892  is 
not  merely  a  verbal  change  from  the  old  Minimum  Salary  plan 
but  it  incorporates  a  number  of  the  aspects  of  the  Basic  Salary 
Plan.  Thus  the  real  issue  is  that  Paragraph  892  allows  for 
the  possibility  of  'Basic  Salary  Plan'  being  approved  by  a 
simple  Tnajority  vote  of  an  annual  conference,  and  thus  negates 
the  safeguard  implicit  in  the  Basic  Salary  Plan  (see  Para- 
graph 893)  requiring  a  %  vote  of  the  Annual  Conference  and 
a  %  ratification  by  the  Charge  Conferences.  It  was  for  this 
reason  fundamentally  that  I  gave  the  opinion  that  the  Equitable 
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Salary  scheme  as  originally  proposed    (Exhibit  A)    would   not 
be  in  order." 

Jurisdiction 

The  petition  from  the  Baltimore  Annual  Conference  is 
properly  before  the  Judicial  Council  as  a  request  for  a 
declaratory  decision  under  Paragraph  1515  of  the  1972 
Discipline.  However,  for  reasons  already  stated  and  because 
the  motion  made  in  the  Annual  Conference  was  reduced 
to  writing  in  the  minutes,  the  Judicial  Council  also  accepts 
this  request,  under  Paragraph  1511,  as  an  appeal  from  a 
bishop's  decision  on  a  question  of  law. 

Analysis 

The  Baltimore  Annual  Conference,  through  its  Commit- 
tee to  Study  Deployment  and  Salaries  of  Ministers  and  since 
1972  through  its  Commission  on  Equitable  Salaries,  has 
worked  diligently  over  a  period  of  years  to  develop  an  Equit- 
able Salary  Plan  which  would  aid  in  the  most  effective 
deployment  of  ministers  and  be  in  conformity  with  the 
Discipline.  When,  under  the  provision  of  the  1968  Disci- 
pline, the  committee  found  it  difficult  to  attain  its  goal,  the 
Annual  Conference  petitioned  the  General  Conference  for 
disciplinary  changes.  It  sought  to  have  one  new  paragraph, 
under  the  heading  of  Equitable  Salary,  replace  two  para- 
graphs of  the  1968  Discipline,  Paragraphs  924  and  925 
which  dealt  with  Minimum  Salary  and  Basic  Salary  Plan 
respectively.  The  General  Conference  passed  legislation 
creating  a  new  paragraph  entitled  Equitable  Salary  which 
is  now  Paragraph  892  of  the  1972  Discipline.  This  para- 
graph replaces  the  paragraph  on  Minimum  Salary.  How- 
ever, the  General  Conference  did  not  eliminate  or  change 
the  paragraph  on  Basic  Salary  Plan.  That  paragraph  is 
-continued  as  Paragraph  893  of  the  1972  Discipline.  Thus 
an  ambiguity  has  been  created. 

The  Baltimore  Annual  Conference  through  its  Commis- 
sion on  Equitable  Salary  filed  a  brief  and  at  a  hearing  made 
a  statement  to  the  Judicial  Council.  The  brief  recognizes 
an  ambiguity  between  the  two  paragraphs  of  the  Dis- 
cipline, but  holds  primarily  that  such  ambiguity  does  not 
result  in  conflict  or  contradiction  or,  if  so,  that  the  legis- 
lative doctrine  of  "recency"  would  require  that  Paragraph 
892  would  prevail. 

It  is  necessary  to  analyze  the  General  Conference  action 
in  the  light  of  its  legislative  intent.  A  review  of  the  debate 
in  the  Journal  of  the  General  Conference  makes  it  clear 
that  the  proponents  of  the  legislation  intended  to  propose 
permissive  legislation  to  allow  greater  flexibility. 
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The  question  then  is  whether  that  intent  was  carried 
out  by  the  General  Conference. 

A  reading  of  Paragraphs  892  and  893  together  reveals 
that  the  problem  stated  in  the  debate  still  exists  in  the  Dis- 
cipline, 

Paragraph  892  does  incorporate  a  number  of  aspects  of 
Paragraph  893,  and  the  end  result  is,  regardless  of  the  in- 
tention of  the  proponents  of  892,  that  a  Basic  Salary  Plan 
can  be  approved  by  a  simple  majority  vote  of  an  Annual 
Conference  under  892  negating  the  safeguards  in  Para- 
graphs 893,  according  to  the  petitioners.  This  is  not  correct. 

It  should  be  further  pointed  out  that,  as  written,  892 
is  not  permissive  legislation  and  while  the  establishment  of 
a  Basic  Salary  Plan  under  893  is  permissive,  the  method- 
ology is  mandatory. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  debate  reveals  no  intent  by 
the  General  Conference  to  repeal  Paragraph  893.  An  exami- 
nation of  the  debate  reveals  rather  that  action  was  taken 
in  haste,  without  sufficient  debate,  and  without  sufficient 
explanation  and  certainly  without  the  achievement  of  find- 
ing of  distinctions  between  the  two  paragraphs. 

Under  the  1968  disciplinary  provisions  the  Minimum 
Salary  paragraph  could  be  implemented  in  an  Annual 
Conference  by  a  simple  majority  vote  of  the  conference. 
The  1972  paragraph  on  Equitable  Salary  which  replaces 
it  does  not  require  more  than  this.  However,  the  para- 
graph on  Basic  Salary  Plan  requires  for  implementation  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  Annual  Conference  and  a  majority 
vote  in  three-fourths  of  all  the  Charge  Conferences. 

We  recognize  that  many  Annual  Conferences  have  insti- 
tuted Minimum  Salary  Plans  under  the  provision  of  the 
Minimum  Salary  Plan  which  is  no  longer  a  part  of  the 
Discipline.  All  such  Minimum  Salary  Plans  may  be  con- 
tinued. 

In  the  case  before  us,  however,  we  have  a  proposed  salary 
plan  for  an  Annual  Conference  which  is  far  more  than 
a  Minimum  Salary  Plan.  By  whatever  name  it  may  be 
called  it  is  in  fact  a  basic,  comprehensive,  total  salary  plan 
for  the  conference.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  first  step 
which  it  proposed  to  implement  at  this  time  is  not  more 
than  a  Minimum  Salary  Plan.  This  is  irrelevant  because 
this  first  step  is  an  integral  part  of  the  total  plan  all  of 
which  is  intended  to  be  implemented. 

This  plan  is  clearly  a  basic,  comprehensive  one  and  Para- 
graph 893  makes  the  provisions  for  adopting  such  a  plan. 
If  the  procedures  outlined  in  this  paragraph  were  followed 
in  adopting  it,  there  is  nothing  in  the  Discipline  that  would 
be  in  conflict  with  it.  Therefore,  if  such  a  plan  is  to  be 
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adopted  while  Paragraph  893  remains  in  the  Discipline, 
it  must  be  adopted  under  the  procedures  required  by  that 
paragraph. 

Decision 

A  comprehensive  salary  plan  for  an  Annual  Conference 
which  is  in  effect  a  basic  salary  plan  for  that  conference, 
by  whatever  name  it  may  be  called,  may  be  adopted  only 
by  meeting  the  voting  requirements  of  Paragraph  893.  The 
ruling  of  Bishop  Mathews  is  affirmed.

Decision  No.  384 

In  Re:  Petition  from  the  Southwest  Texas  Annual 
Conference  for  a  Declaratory  Decision  on  the  Appli- 
cation of  Paragraph  368  of  the  1972  Discipline,  to 
Persons  Previously  Located  under  Paragraph  368 
of  the  1968  Discipline,  and  on  the  Readmission  of  a 
Former  Conference  Member  Who  Had  Been  Invol- 
untarily Located  Prior  to  the  General  Conference 

of  1972. 

DIGEST 

Paragraph  368  of  the  1972  Discipline  defines  the  ministerial  status 
of  a  former  conference  member  who  was  involuntarily  located  under 
Pai-agraph  368  of  the  1968  Discipline  as  that  of  a  person  whose 
conference  membership  and  whose  right  to  exercise  the  functions  of 
the  ministry  have  been  terminated  and  whose  ordination  credentials 
have  been  surrendered.  Such  an  involuntarily  located  person  who 
was  in  good  standing  as  a  conference  member  at  the  time  of  his 
location  may  apply  for  readmission  under  Paragraph  372  of  the 
1972  Discipline  or  apply  for  the  restoration  of  credentials  under 
Paragraph   1536  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

On  May  31,  1971,  F.  Gene  Leggett,  a  member  of  the  Southwest 
Texas  Annual  Conference,  was  involuntarily  located  under  Paragraph 
368  of  the  J  968  Discipline. 

In  the  spring  of  1973  Mr.  Leggett  informed  the  Board  of  the 
Ministry  of  the  Southwest  Texas  Annual  Conference  that  he  would 
like  to  apply  for  readmission.  The  board,  after  studying  the  1972 
Discipline,  found  the  legislation  too  ambiguous  for  it  to  determine 
whether  or  not  he  had  such  a  right  of  application.  Accordingly  the 
board  requested  the  Annual  Conference  to  petition  the  Judicial  Council 
for  a  clarification  of  the  matter.  The  following  petition  was  voted  by 
the   Southwest   Texas   Annual    Conference. 

"The    Southwest    Texas    Conference    of    The    United    Methodist 
Church    hereby    petitions    the    Judicial     Council    of    The    United 
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Methodist  Church  for  a  Declaratory  Decision  regarding  the  appli- 
cation of  Paragraph  No.  368  of  the  1972  Discipline  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  to  a  minister  who  was  Involuntarily  Located 
under  Paragraph  No.  368  of  the  1968  Discipline. 

"Furthermore,  we  petition  the  Judicial  Council  for  a  Declara- 
tory Decision  regarding  the  right  and  procedure  whereby  a  minis- 
ter who  was  Involuntarily  Located  under  No.  368  of  the  1968 
Discipline  may  apply  for  readmission  to  the   Annual    Conference. 

"WHEREAS  Nos.  372,  373  and  374  of  the  1972  Discipline  do 
not  provide  for  readmission  of  persons  who  were  granted  Involun- 
tary   Location   under   Paragraph    368    of   the   1968   Discipline    and 

"WHEREAS  Nos.  1534  and  1536  do  not  specifically  mention 
Involuntary  Location  we  request  a  decision  as  to  whether  the 
provision  for  restoration  of  credentials  contained  in  1536  would 
apply  for  a  person  who  had  been  Involuntarily  Located  under  the 
1968  Discipline." 

A  letter  from  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  of  the  Southwest  Texas 
Annual  Conference  raised  some  additional,  related  questions: 

"1.  Paragraph  368  of  the  1972  Discipline  provides  the  alternative 
of  a  trial.  Can  Mr.  Leggett  now  be  granted  that  alternative? 

"2.  Since  Paragraph  368  of  the  1968  Discipline  omitted  any  pro- 
vision concerning  the  local  church  relationship  of  a  person 
located  under  it,  what  is  the  church  membership  status  of  such 
a  person? 

"3.  Is  Mr.  Leggett  correct  in  his  feeling  that,  since  his  authority 
to  exercise  the  ministerial  office  was  only  'suspended,'  he  is 
also  a  member  of  the   charge   conference?" 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

We  have  two  basic  questions  before  us :  1.  The  application 
of  Paragraph  368  of  the  1972  Discipline  to  a  person  who 
had  been  involuntarily  located  under  Paragraph  368  of  the 
1968  Discipline,  and  2.  The  rights  and  procedures  whereby 
such  a  person  may  apply  for  readmission  to  the  Annual 

In  the  Chapter  on  "The  Ministry,"  Section  XVI  of  the 
1968  Discipline  (Paragraphs  365-373)  and  Section  XVI  of 
the  1972  Discipline  (Paragraphs  366-371)  are  both  entitled 
"Termination  of  Annual  Conference  Membership."  Para- 
graph 368  (also  369)  of  the  1968  Discipline  was  on  "In- 
voluntary Location."  Paragraph  368  of  the  1972  Discipline 
is  on  "Termination  by  Action  of  the  Annual  Conference." 
Both  paragraphs  deal  with  procedures  by  which  a  member 
of  an  Annual  Conference  may  have  his  conference  member- 
ship terminated  without  his  consent.  The  1968  paragraph 
"suspends"  the  right  to  exercise  the  functions  of  the  min- 
istry. The  1972  paragraph  "terminates"  that  right.  Both 
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paragraphs  require  the  surrender  of  ordination  credentials. 

The  1972  Discipline  has  a  new  following  section  in  the 
Chapter  on  "The  Ministry"  called  "Readmission  to  Con- 
ference Relationships"  (Section  XVII).  In  none  of  the 
paragraphs  of  this  section  is  there  any  provision  for  the 
readmission  of  a  minister  whose  Annual  Conference  mem- 
bership is  terminated  by  conference  action  under  Para- 
graph 368  of  the  1972  Discipline.  The  closing  sentence  of 
this  paragraph  reads  "the  provisions  of  this  paragraph 
shall  apply  also  to  persons  granted  involuntary  location 
prior  to  the  General  Conference  of  1972." 

Does  this  mean  that  persons  granted  involuntary  location 
prior  to  the  General  Conference  of  1972  have  no  rights  or 
procedures  whereby  they  may  apply  for  readmission  ?  What 
is  the  meaning  of  that  final  sentence  in  Paragraph  368  of 
the  1972  Discipline? 

We  should  consider  it  in  connection  with  that  final  sen- 
tence in  Paragraph  367  of  the  1972  Discipline  on  "Location 
— 1,  Voluntary — 2,  Involuntary"  which  reads  "The  provi- 
sions of  this  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  persons  granted 
involuntary  location  prior  to  the  General  Conference  of 
1972." 

It  seems  obvious  that  these  two  closing  sentences  in  Para- 
graphs 367  and  368  of  the  1972  Discipline  refer  only  to  the 
ministerial  status  of  persons  involuntarily  located  prior  to 
the  General  Conference  of  1972.  Such  persons,  by  action  of 
the  Annual  Conference  under  Paragraph  368  of  the  1968 
Discipline,  have  had  their  conference  membership  termi- 
nated, their  right  to  exercise  the  ministerial  functions  sus- 
pended and  their  ordination  credentials  surrendered.  Their 
ministerial  status  is  different  from  the  status  of  those  who 
are  voluntarily  or  involuntarily  located  under  the  new  legis- 
lation (Par.  367  of  the  1972  Discipline) ,  who  become  min- 
isterial members  of  the  local  church  and  the  charge  con- 
ference and  can  exercise  their  ministerial  functions  under 
the  supervision  of  the  pastor  in  charge,  but  the  same  as 
the  status  of  persons  whose  conference  membership  and 
ministerial  rights  are  terminated  under  Paragraph  368  of 
the  1972  Discipli7ie. 

Does  this  mean  that,  as  far  as  any  rights  and  procedures 
for  readmission  are  concerned,  there  is  no  difference  be- 
tween such  persons  who  are  involuntarily  located  under 
Paragraph  368  of  the  1968  Discipline  and  those  who  may 
have  their  conference  membership  terminated  by  the  An- 
nual Conference  under  Paragraph  368  of  the  1972  Disci- 
pline ? 

It  is  sometimes  pointed  out  that  there  is  a  great  difference 
between  the  term  "suspended"  in  the  1968  paragraph  and 
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the  term  "terminated"  in  the  1972  paragraph.  Indeed  there 
is  a  difference  in  the  meaning  of  the  terms.  The  term  "sus- 
pended," however,  in  the  1968  paragraph  is  so  quaUfied  by 
other  parts  of  the  paragraph  that  it  has  lost  its  true  mean- 
ing. The  Judicial  Council  in  1966  (Decision  No.  240)  made 
the  following  comment  about  the  term:  "However,  the 
phrase  'shall  be  suspended'  in  the  instance  of  involuntary- 
location  appears  to  be  an  imprecise  use  of  the  term  'sus- 
pend.' Involuntary  location  involves  a  termination  of  min- 
isterial functions.  Therefore  the  word  'revoked'  would  be 
more  accurate  since  surrender  of  credentials  is  required." 
There  seems  to  be  little  support  in  the  use  of  different  terms 
in  these  paragraphs  for  a  different  status  for  those  whose 
conference  membership  has  been  terminated  under  the 
1968  paragraph. 

There  are  other  considerations,  however,  which  seem  to 
argue  for  certain  rights  of  application  for  readmission  for 
persons  involuntarily  located  prior  to  1972.  It  needs  to  be 
pointed  out  that  the  new  1972  legislation  kept  a  provision 
for  involuntary  location  (Par.  367.2)  but  greatly  lessened 
the  consequences,  allowing  a  person  so  located  to  keep  ordi- 
nation credentials  and  to  exercise  within  the  charge  his 
ministerial  functions.  The  procedure  for  such  involuntary 
location  is  largely  the  same  as  that  in  Paragraph  368  of  the 
1968  Discipline.  The  primary  difference  seems  to  be  in  the 
1972  emphasis  on  the  fact  that  the  conference  must  have 
examined  the  character  of  the  person  to  be  involuntarily 
located  and  found  the  member  in  good  standing.  Neither 
Paragraph  368  of  the  1968  Discipline  nor  Paragraph  368 
of  the  1972  Discipline  requires  that  the  character  of  the 
minister  involved  be  passed.  This  would  seem  to  infer  that 
matters  of  character  might  be  involved  in  "involuntary 
location"  or  "termination,"  but  this  would  not  necessarily 
be  the  case.  The  causes  mentioned  for  involuntary  location 
in  the  new  Paragraph  367  where  a  member's  character  must 
be  passed  are  that  a  minister  is  "ineffective"  or  "inefficient." 
Some  of  the  causes  mentioned  in  Paragraph  368  of  the  1968 
Discipline  where  a  member's  character  was  not  required 
to  be  passed  are  that  a  minister  is  "unacceptable,  inefficient, 
or  indifferent."  These  are  not  necessarily  questions  of  char- 
acter. The  character  of  every  member  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference is  passed  upon  at  every  conference  session.  If  there 
is  anything  against  a  member's  character  it  is  noted.  In 
the  proceedings  of  the  Southwest  Texas  Annual  Conference 
in  the  involuntary  location  of  Mr.  Leggett  the  record  shows 
no  charges  or  complaints  of  character.  It  must  be  assumed 
then  that  the  involuntary  location  was  granted  to  him  as 
a  conference  member  in  good  standing,  and  that,  therefore, 
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as  far  as  an  application  for  readmission  is  concerned,  he 
has  the  same  right  as  those  who  may  be  involuntarily  lo- 
cated under  Paragraph  367  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

As  a  further  argument  in  support  of  this  conclusion,  we 
would  point  out  that  it  is  a  well-established  principle  of 
law  that  when  a  legal  action  is  taken  against  a  person, 
no  subsequent  legislation  can  make  the  penalty  or  burden 
imposed  upon  that  person  more  onerous  or  restrictive  than 
that  imposed  by  the  legislation  under  which  the  action  was 
taken.  We  have  pointed  out  that  the  last  sentences  in  Para- 
graphs 367  and  368  of  the  1972  Discipline  could  only  have 
validity  as  they  referred  to  the  present  status  of  persons 
who  were  involuntarily  located  under  Paragraph  368  of 
the  1968  Discipline.  That  status,  however,  was  given  to 
such  persons,  not  by  those  sentences  in  the  1972  paragraphs 
but  by  the  provisions  of  the  1968  paragraph  under  which 
they  were  located.  The  final  sentence  in  Paragraph  368  of 
the  1972  Discipline  cannot  add  to  the  penalty  imposed  by 
the  legislation  of  the  1968  Discipline.  The  final  sentence  in 
Paragraph  367  of  the  1972  Discipline  cannot  take  away  any 
rights  not  taken  away  by  the  legislation  of  the  1968  Disci- 
pline. One  of  the  rights  not  taken  away  was  the  right  of 
application  for  readmission. 

Paragraph  372  of  the  1972  Discipline  reads: 

"Readmission  after  location.  Ministers  who  have  lo- 
cated under  the  provisions  of  Par.  367  from  an  Annual 
Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  or  one  of 
its  legal  predecessors  may  be  readmitted  by  the  Annual 
Conference  in  which  they  held  previously  such  member- 
ship and  from  which  they  located,  or  its  legal  successor, 
or  the  Annual  Conference  of  which  the  major  portion  of 
their  former  conference  is  a  part,  upon  presentation  of 
their  certificate  of  location  and  recommendation  by  the 
District  Committee  on  the  Ministry,  the  Board  of  the 
Ministry,  and  the  Cabinet,  after  review  of  their  qualifi- 
cations and  the  circumstances  relating  to  their  location. 
When  reinstated  by  vote  of  the  Annual  Conference,  their 
membership  in  the  conference  shall  be  restored  and  they 
shall  be  authorized  to  perform  all  ministerial  functions." 

It  is  the  judgment  of  the  Judicial  Council  that  all  who 
were  involuntarily  located  prior  to  1972  as  conference  mem- 
bers in  good  standing  may  apply  for  readmission  under  the 
provisions  of  Paragraph  372  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Paragraph  372  makes  no  provision  for  the  restoration  of 
credentials.  The  omission  is  obviously  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  authors  of  the  legislation  did  not  consider  its  rightful 
application  to  members  in  good  standing  who  had  been  in- 
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voluntarily  located  prior  to  1972.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the 
Judicial  Council  that  readmission  to  the  Annual  Conference 
and  the  authorization  to  perform  all  ministerial  functions 
would  of  necessity  carry  with  it  the  restoration  of  creden- 
tials. 

However,  additional  authority  for  the  restoration  of  cre- 
dentials of  a  former  conference  member  in  good  standing 
can  be  found  in  Paragraphs  1534.3  and  1536  which  read : 

1534.3  "When  a  ministerial  member  is  deprived  of  his 
credentials  of  ordination,  by  expulsion  or  otherwise,  they 
shall  be  filed  with  papers  of  the  Annual  Conference." 
1536  "The  Annual  Conference  to  which  credentials 
were  surrendered  as  provided  in  Paragraphs  1534.3, 
1535  may  restore  the  same  at  its  discretion  if  no  charges 
or  complaints  against  the  minister  were  pending  at  the 
time  of  surrendering  the  said  credentials  and  if  at  the 
time  a  request  is  made  for  the  restoration  of  said  cre- 
dentials the  minister  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of 
The  United  Methodist  Church  and  shall  present  from 
the  Charge  Conference  a  certificate  of  character  and  a 
recommendation  for  the  restoration  of  credentials  .  .  ." 

It  may  perhaps  be  argued  that  these  paragraphs  are 
found  in  the  chapter  on  Judicial  Administration  in  the 
Section  on  Trials  and  that,  therefore,  they  do  not  apply 
to  the  matter  of  involuntary  location.  The  procedures  of 
involuntary  location,  however,  under  Paragraph  368  of  the 
1968  Discipline  were  judicial  procedures  which  could  de- 
prive a  conference  member  of  his  ministerial  rights  and 
required  the  filing  of  that  person's  ordination  credentials 
with  the  secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference.  When  there 
are  no  charges  or  complaints  of  character  against  such  a 
person,  the  Annual  Conference  may  restore  the  surrendered 
ordination  credentials  under  Paragraph  1536  of  the  1972 
Discipline  (formerly  Paragraph  1736  of  the  1968  Disci- 
pline). 

The  restoration  of  credentials  could  be  a  separate  action 
by  the  Annual  Conference  without  readmission,  or  the  two 
actions  could  be  combined. 

There  were  three  related  questions  in  the  communication 
from  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  of  the  Southwest  Texas 
Annual  Conference. 
1.  Since  Paragraph  368  of  the  1972  Discipline  now  provides 

the  alternative  of  a  trial,  is  that  option  now  open  to  Mr. 
Leggett?  It  is  not.  The  new  legislation  does  not  offer  any 
alternative  to  conference  action  already  taken. 
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2.  Since  Paragraph  368  of  the  1968  Discipline  omitted  any 
provision  concerning  the  local  church  relationship  of  a 
person  located  under  it,  what  is  the  church  membership 
status  of  such  a  person?  The  Board  of  the  Ministry  of 
the  Southwest  Texas  Annual  Conference  stated  that  the 
conference  had  no  intention  of  depriving  Mr  Leggett 
of  membership  in  The  United  Methodist  Church.  There 
is  no  such  intention,  either,  in  Paragraph  368  of  the 
1968  Discipline.  Mr.  Leggett  would  become  a  lay  mem- 
ber of  a  local  United  Methodist  Church. 

3.  Is  there  validity  to  Mr.  Leggett's  feeling  that,  since  his 
ministerial  functions  were  "suspended"  rather  than 
"terminated"  he  would  be  a  ministerial  member  of  a 
local  church  and  a  member  of  the  charge  conference? 
There  is  not.  His  ordination  credentials  were  surren- 
dered to  the  Annual  Conference. 

Decision 

It  is  the  decision  of  the  Judicial  Council  that  Paragraph 
368  of  the  1972  Discipline  defines  the  ministerial  status  of 
a  former  conference  member  who  was  involuntarily  located 
under  Paragraph  368  of  the  1968  Discipline  as  that  of  a 
person  whose  conference  membership  and  whose  right  to 
exercise  the  functions  of  the  ministry  have  been  terminated 
and  whose  ordination  credentials  have  been  surrendered. 
Such  an  involuntarily  located  person  who  was  in  good 
standing  as  a  conference  member  at  the  time  of  his  location 
may  apply  for  readmission  under  Paragraph  372  of  the 
1972  Discipline  or  apply  for  the  restoration  of  credentials 
under  Paragraph  1536  of  the  1972  Discipline.

Decision  No.  385 

In  Re :  Petition  by  the  General  Council  on  Ministries 

for  a  Reconsideration  of  Decision  No.  364. 

DIGEST 
The  petition  for  a  reconsideration  of  Decision  No.  364  on  the  con- 
stitutionality of  Paragraph  827  is  declined. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
In   Decision   No.   364,   the   Judicial   Council,   acting  on   an   appeal 
from    the    Council    of    Bishops    concerning    the    constitutionality    of 
Paragraph   827   of  the  legislation  creating  the   General   Council   on 
Ministries,  declared  in  the  digest  of  that  decision: 
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"The  General  Conference  may  not  delegate  legislative  functions 
and  responsibilities  which  are  assigned  to  it  by  the  constitution. 
The  legislative  powers  granted  to  the  General  Council  on  Ministries 
by  Paragraph  827  are  therefore  held  to  be  unconstitutional." 

The  General  Council  on  Ministries  at  its  meeting,  March  13-16,  1974 
took  the  following  action: 

"We  request  the  Judicial  Council  for  a  declaratory  decision  on 
the  constitutionality  of  Paragraph  827.1  which  reads;  'To  establish 
policies  and  make  decisions  governing  the  functions  of  the  general 
boards  and  agencies  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  consistent 
with  the  actions  of  the  General  Conference,  during  the  interim 
between  its  sessions.'  " 

Analysis 

Judicial  Council  Decision  No.  364  held  that  Paragraph 
827.1,-2  was  an  unconstitutional  delegation  of  powers.  The 
petition  of  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  for  a  declara- 
tory decision  on  the  constitutionality  of  Paragraph  827.1  is 
therefore,  in  effect,  a  request  for  a  reconsideration  of  De- 
cision No.  364. 

Decision 

After  giving  careful  attention  to  the  briefs  and  oral  argu- 
ments presented  by  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  in 
support  of  its  request,  the  Judicial  Council  declines  to 
reconsider  Decision  No.  364.

Decision  No.  386 

In  Re:  Petition  of  the  Alabama- West  Florida  Annual 

Conference  Seeking  Clarification  of  Its  Authority 

to  Make  Pension  Service  Credit  Adjustments  under 

Paragraph  1259  of  the  Discipline. 

DIGEST 
Full  time  service  does  not  permit  holding  substantial  employrnent 
in  nonpastoral  work.  An  Annual  Conference  acts  within  the  provisions 
of  the  Discipline  when  it  makes  adjustments  in  the  pension  credit 
record  of  a  minister. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
At  the  regular  session  of  the  Alabama-West  Florida  Annual  Con- 
ference on  May  29,  1974  the  conference  Board  of  Pensions  recom- 
mended, and  the  Annual  Conference  approved  the  recommendation, 
that  the  pension  credit  record  of  Mr.  Reynolds  EUisor  be  adjusted 
down  from  18  years  to  8^^  years  because  he  had  been  teaching 
school  in  a  full  time  capacity  for  the  past  ten  years.  He  was  dis- 
satisfied with  this  adjustment  indicating  that  he  had  given  time 
equivalent  to  full  time  service  in  the  pastoral  work  of  the  churches 
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he  served  and  raised  the  question  of  what  the  phrase  "full  time 
service"  means  as  it  is  used  in  Paragraph  1259  of  the  Discipline  and 
whether  or  not  the  conference  had  authority  to  make  such  an  ad- 
justment under  such  circumstances.  His  District  Superintendent  then 
moved,  supported  by  Mr.  Ellisor,  that  the  matter,  of  whether  in  tak- 
ing such  action  the  conference  was  acting  within  the  authority 
granted  to  it  by  the  Discipline,  be  referred  to  the  Judicial  Council. 
This  motion  was  passed  by  the  conference. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515.2  of  the  Discipline. 

Analysis 

The  Discipline  gives  an  Annual  Conference  broad  powers 
and  responsibilities  in  regard  to  the  pension  credits  of  its 
members.  (See  Judicial  Council  Decision  No.  81.)  Para- 
graph 1259.1  states: 

"The  Annual  Conference,  on  recommendation  of  the 
conference  Board  of  Pensions,  shall  determine  the  admis- 
sibility and  validity  of  service  approved  for  pension 
credit .  .  .  ,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline  and 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  pension  funds,  plans  and 
programs  of  The  United  Methodist  Church." 

Paragraph  1259.4  a)  and  b)   states: 

"4.  The  following  provisions  shall  apply  in  determining 
approval  for  pension  credit,  eligibility  for  pension,  and 
allocation  of  responsibility: 

"a)  Full-time  service  of  a  ministerial  member  or  a  lay 
pastor  shall  be  required  as  a  normal  condition  for  pension 
credit;  provided,  however,  that  such  credit  may  be 
granted  for  part-time  service  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of 
those  present  and  voting  in  the  Annual  Conference,  on 
recommendation  of  the  conference  Board  of  Pensions. 

"b)  Full-time  service  shall  mean  that  full  time  is  de- 
voted to  the  work  of  a  pastor  by  one  who  has  not  attained 
the  age  of  mandatory  retirement  for  a  conference  mem- 
ber, who  is  not  attending  school  as  a  regular  student, 
who  is  not  substantially  employed  in  nonpastoral  work, 
and  whose  cash  support  per  annum  from  all  church 
sources  is  not  less  than  the  minimum  salary  established 
by  the  conference  for  those  in  this  person's  classification." 
Paragraph  1259.6  states  that  "The  Annual  Conference, 
on  recommendation  of  the  conference  Board  of  Pensions, 
shall  have  the  power  to  revise,  correct,  or  adjust  a  min- 
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ister's  service  record  .  .  ."  It  was  in  the  exercise  of  this 
power  that  the  conference  adjusted  the  pension  credit.  The 
conference  considered  that  a  full  time  school  teacher  was 
substantially  emplpyed  in  nonpastoral  work  and  therefore 
not  eligible  for  pension  credit  for  the  years  so  employed. 
The  statement  of  the  Discipline  regarding  the  meaning 
of  "full  time  service"  is  quite  clear  and  the  Alabama-West 
Florida  Annual  Conference  acted  within  its  disciplinary 
responsibility  and  authority  when  it  made  this  adjustment. 

Decision 

Full  time  service  does  not  permit  holding  substantial  em- 
ployment in  nonpastoral  work.  Further,  an  Annual  Confer- 
ence has  authority  to  revise,  correct  or  adjust  a  minister's 
service  record  according  to  its  own  evaluation  of  that 
service.

Decision  No.  387 

In  Re:  A  Request  for  a  Declaratory  Decision  on 

Whether  or  Not  General  Boards  Have  the  Right  to 

Support  Causes  without  Specific  Approval  of  the 

General  Conference. 

DIGEST 

A  general  board  or  program  agency  of  the  church  may,  by  action 
of  its  voting  membership,  align  its  board  or  a  division  thereof  with 
an  organization  whose  program  or  action  is  designed  to  implement 
the  Christian  social  concerns  expressed  by  the  General  Conference, 
even  though  the  General  Conference  issued  no  specific  directive  for 
such  action. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference,  meeting  in  regular  session  May 
30,  1974  adopted  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  a  resolution  requesting  the 
Judicial  Council  to  make  a  declaratory  decision  on  the  following 
question:  "Does  the  Book  of  Discipline  give  authority  to  the  Board 
of  Church  and  Society  to  join  and  give  World  Service  money  to  a 
partisan  political  lobby  group,  such  as  the  Health  Security  Action 
Council,  organized  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  a  single  legislative 
bill,  when  the  legislation  in  question  has  received  no  endorsement  by 
the  General  Conference?" 

Acting  on  the  basis  of  a  General  Conference  Resolution,  duly 
presented  and  passed  by  the  1972  General  Conference,  entitled 
"Health,  Welfare,  and  Human  Development,"  a  section  of  which 
passed  judgment  on  the  inadequacy  of  health  care  delivery  systems, 
the  Division  of  General  Welfare  of  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society 
proposed,  and  the  Board  approved  by  a  specific  line  item  in  the  1973 
expenditures  budget,  a  contribution  of  $1000  to  the  Health  Security 
Action  Council.  A  like  amount  was  approved  for  the  following  year  in 
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the  1974  budget.  The  HSAC  is  a  Washington,  D.C.  based  organization, 
the  purpose  of  which  is  "to  disseminate  information  about,  and  to 
seek  support  for,"  the  Health  Security  Act  (Senate  Bill  3  and  House 
Bill  22)  bills  now  pending.  HSAC  is  supported  by  a  coalition  of  na- 
tional organizations  now  totaling  70,  including  the  Women's  Division 
of  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  and  the  Board  of  Church  and  Socie- 
ty of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  and  a  number  of  national  church 
organizations. 

Briefs  have  been  filed  by  representatives  of  the  Louisiana  Annual 
Conference  and  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society.  The  Council  takes 
note  of  the  concern  and  extensive  research  of  Dr.  J.  Robert  Kemmerly, 
a  Louisiana  layman,  who  originated  the  petition  and  appeared  before 
the  Council.  A  public  hearing  on  the  issue  was  held  by  the  Judicial 
Council  on  November  7,  1974. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  accepts  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1510  of  the  Discipline. 

Analysis 

At  issue  here  is  how  much  freedom  and  initiative  a  pro- 
gram board  of  the  church  may  exercise  in  fulfilling  the 
policies  and  program  as  established  by  the  General  Con- 
ference, and  at  the  same  time  the  basic  responsibility  of 
such  agencies  to  maintain  a  broad  sense  of  accountability  to 
the  whole  church  when  they  act. 

Questions  that  impinge  on  this  decision  include  the  fol- 
lowing: Is  a  program  board  free  to  improvise  on  General 
Conference  legislation  which  is  more  general  in  its  state- 
ments than  a  specific  issue  requires  for  adequate  treatment  ? 
Is  such  a  board  to  be  limited  to  action  solely  on  the  literal 
statements  and  actions  of  the  General  Conference?  How 
then  does  a  program  agency  or  board  deal  with  unantici- 
pated issues  of  recognized  vital  Christian  concern  which 
arise  suddenly  during  the  four  years  between  sessions  of 
the  General  Conference?  Can  the  action  of  any  such  board 
commit  The  United  Methodist  Church  ?  Does  the  Discipline 
provide  for  any  initiative  on  the  part  of  this  or  any  board  in 
dealing  with  controversial  issues?  What  recourse  does  an 
Annual  Conference  or  local  church  have  if  it  is  in  disagree- 
ment with  an  action  of  a  program  board? 

The  particular  form  of  this  issue  in  this  case  is  the  action 
of  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society  allocating  $1,000  to 
the  Health  Security  Action  Council  and  authorizing  one  of 
its  executives  to  be  a  member  of  its  governing  committee. 
The  question  is  before  the  Judicial  Council  because  such  ac- 
tion is  not  specifically  to  be  found  in  the  Discipline  nor 
specifically  authorized  by  the  1972  General  Conference.  On 
that  basis  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  has  petitioned 
the  Council  for  decision  as  to  the  right  of  the  Board  of 
Church  and  Society  to  take  such  action. 
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Paragraph  955  states  the  purpose  of  this  Board: 

"Its  purpose  shall  be  to  relate  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
to  the  members  of  the  Church  and  to  the  persons  and 
structures  of  the  communities  and  world  in  which  they 
live.  It  shall  seek  to  bring  the  whole  life  of  man  and 
woman,  their  activities,  possessions,  and  community  and 
world  relationships,  into  conformity  with  the  will  of  God. 
It  shall  show  the  members  of  the  Church  and  the  society 
that  the  reconciliation  which  God  effected  through  Christ 
involves  personal,  social,  and  civic  righteousness.  To 
achieve  this  purpose  the  board  shall  project  plans  and 
programs  that  challenge  the  members  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  to  work  through  their  own  local  church, 
through  ecumenical  channels,  and  through  society  toward 
such  righteousness;  to  assist  the  district  and  annual 
conferences  with  needed  resources  in  areas  of  such  con- 
cerns; to  analyze  the  issues  which  confront  the  person, 
the  local  community,  the  nation,  and  the  world ;  and  to  en- 
courage Christian  lines  of  action  which  assist  humankind 
to  move  toward  a  world  where  peace  and  justice  are 
achieved.  Prime  responsibility  of  the  board  is  to  imple- 
ment the  Social  Creed  (II  77)" 

Paragraph  956  definies  the  authority  of  the  Board  of 
Church  and  Society: 

"It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  board  and  its  ex- 
ecutives to  give  forthright  leadership  and  witness  on 
those  social  issues  that  call  Christians  to  action  as  for- 
given people  for  whom  Christ  died.  The  board  shall  speak 
to  the  Church,  and  to  the  world,  its  convictions,  inter- 
pretations, and  concerns,  recognizing  the  freedom  and 
responsibility  of  all  Christians  to  study,  interpret,  and 
act  on  any  or  all  recommendations  in  keeping  with  their 
own  Christian  calling." 

Authority  for  action  in  the  field  of  health  care  by  the 
Board's  Division  of  General  Welfare,  is  found  in  Paragraph 
971.1: 

"It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Division  of  Gen- 
eral Welfare  to  conduct  a  program  of  research,  education, 
and  action,  centering  around  the  following  Christian  social 
concerns:  .  .  .  medical  care  .  .  .  and  such  other  related 
concerns  as  the  board  may  specify." 

Guidance  for  implementing  Paragraph  971  in  the  area 
of  health  care  is  found  in  the  Book  of  Resolutions,  (pp.  37- 
41)   A  resolution  passed  by  the  1972  General  Conference 
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expressed  concern  about  the  existing  health  care  delivery 
system  and  stated,  "the  health  care  delivery  system  in  the 
United  States  is  seriously  deficient."  The  resolution  also  con- 
tains nine  criteria  for  a  satisfactory  health  care  delivery 
system.  However,  there  was  no  endorsement  of  any  specific 
legislative  proposal. 

According  to  the  reports  in  the  Board  of  Church  and 
Society's  brief  to  this  Council,  exhaustive  analysis  was  made 
by  its  staff  of  the  proposed  legislation  pending  before  Con- 
gress, using  the  nine  criteria  stated  in  the  General  Confer- 
ence resolution  as  a  basis.  The  Board's  decision  was  that  the 
Health  Security  Act  could  best  meet  the  conditions  set 
forth  by  the  General  Conference.  It  thus  affiliated  with  the 
National  Health  Security  Action  Council  as  a  means  of  sup- 
porting the  kind  of  legislation  which  the  Board  had  deter- 
mined would  meet  the  demands  of  the  General  Conference 
legislation. 

The  Judicial  Council  is  concerned  that,  though  the  action 
was  finally  approved  by  the  Division  and  the  Board,  it  ap- 
pears that  steps  were  taken  linking  the  name  of  the  Board 
to  the  HSAC  prior  to  the  Board's  formal  approval  because 
it  had  been  assumed  that  approval  of  a  budget  line  item 
in  support  of  HSAC  denoted  full  authority  for  such  action. 
We  remind  the  Board  that  only  its  elected  members  have 
the  right  and  responsibility  to  make  such  decisions.  No  staff 
person  may  thus  commit  the  Board  without  the  vote  of  the 
membership  who  themselves  are  responsible  to  the  General 
Conference  for  their  action  and  to  the  Annual  and  Juris- 
dictional Conferences  for  their  election  as  Board  members. 

On  the  matter  of  "speaking  for  The  United  Methodist 
Church,"  there  is  no  indication  that  the  Board  assumed  it 
was  speaking  for  the  church.  Indeed,  when  the  executive 
learned  that  the  name  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  was 
being  used  to  support  the  organization,  he  took  immediate 
steps  to  correct  this. 

In  the  judgment  of  this  Council,  the  Board  of  Church  and 
Society  was  acting  within  its  disciplinaiT  functions  and 
authority  "to  conduct  a  program  of  action  centering  around 
the  Christian  social  concern  about  medical  care."  It  made  no 
commitment  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  as  such,  only 
the  commitment  of  one  of  its  program  agencies.  This  latter 
commitment  the  Board  had  a  right  to  make,  in  spite  of  the 
confusion  of  press  reports  as  to  the  use  of  the  name  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church.  Moreover,  it  appears  that  the 
Board  exercised  its  program  initiative  with  proper  recogni- 
tion of  the  expressed  concerns  of  the  General  Conference. 
That  its  decision  and  subsequent  action  with  regard  to  the 
National  Health  Security  Action  Council  resulted  in  differ-

ences  of  opinion  across  the  church  with  regard  to  the 
wisdom  of  such  action,  is  no  evidence  that  the  Board  acted 
illegally  in  terms  of  its  disciplinary  mandates. 

The  mandate  of  the  Board  of  Church  and  Society  is  to 
act  on  behalf  of  the  General  Conference  both  within  and 
without  the  Church.  Naturally,  it  is  expected  and  necessary 
that  the  expression  or  act  of  the  Board  of  Church  and 
Society  be  within  the  guidelines  set  forth  in  the  Discipline. 

The  Judicial  Council  must  agree  with  the  argument  which 
holds  that  the  reason  for  elected  membership  is  to  permit 
and  enable  general  boards  during  the  quadrennium  to  act 
positively  and  creatively  in  the  world.  If  a  general  board 
were  not  to  be  allowed  to  make  judgments  and  take  actions 
as  in  this  case,  why  elect  representative  members  from 
across  the  church?  These  board  members  are  expected  to 
make  significant  and  consequential  administrative  and  pro- 
motional decisions. 

To  restrict  a  board  as  required  by  this  petition  would 
substantially  curtail  the  activities  of  the  general  boards  and 
agencies.  With  General  Conference  meeting  only  every  four 
years  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  church  to  be  continually 
responsive  and  current  with  the  world  and  its  issues. 

The  law  and  its  due  process  in  The  United  Methodist 
Church  provides  means  whereby  the  membership  of  the 
church  may  express  themselves  afllirmatively  or  negatively 
with  regard  to  the  functioning  of  any  of  its  program 
agencies.  That  means  is  legislative.  The  General  Conference 
is  the  final  arbiter  on  issues  in  this  case  as  in  others. 

Inherent  in  this  process  is  the  election  of  basic  members 
to  the  general  boards  by  nomination  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ferences and  election  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences.  In 
addition,  any  member  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  may 
directly  petition  the  General  Conference  for  legislative  ac- 
tion to  change  a  situation  or  program  of  any  board  or 
agency  which  is  of  concern  to  the  individual  church  mem- 
ber or  a  group  of  members.  Until  legislation  changes  the 
present  situation,  this  Council  deems  the  rights  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  program  boards  and  agencies  to  include 
the  responsible  use  of  initiative  and  creativity  in  implement- 
ing the  concerns  of  the  General  Conference  as  expressed  in 
the  Discipline. 

Decision 

The  Board  of  Church  and  Society  was  acting  within  its 
disciplinary  purpose  and  authority  under  Paragraphs  77, 
955  and  956  in  supporting  the  Health  Security  Action  Coun- 
cil as  a  means  of  implementing  the  expressed  concern  about 
the  health  care  delivery  system  as  stated  by  the  1972  Gen-

eral  Conference,  even  though  the  General  Conference  issued 
no  specific  directive  for  such  support. 

Theodore  M.  Berry,  Florence  Lucas  Edwards  and  Ralph  M. 
Houston  concur  with  the  decision  but  dissent  on  the  ac- 
ceptance of  jurisdiction.

Decision  No.  388 

In  Re :  Reconsideration  and  Clarification  of  Decision 

No.  356  on  Request  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 

the  Commission  on  the  General  Conference. 


DIGEST 
Decision  No.  356  is  modified  to  hold  that  Paragraph  21,  as  a  Con- 
stitutional Restrictive  Rule,  established  a  principle  of  double  relative 
numerical  representation  for  members  coming  from  The  Evangelical 
United  Brethren  Church  in  relation  to  members  coming  from  The 
Methodist  Church  during  the  three  quadrennia  following  union.  In 
order  to  provide  for  participation  in  decision  making  bodies  during 
that  period  minimal  percentages  of  representation  have  been  estab- 
lished in  Paragraphs  602,  615  and  815  of  the  1968  Discipline  for  mem- 
bers coming  from  the  constituent  uniting  denominatons.  The  per- 
centages thus  established  shall  be  divided  in  the  ratio  of  13%  to 
members  coming  from  The  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church  and 
87%  to  members  coming  from  The  Methodist  Church  and  those  per- 
sons coming  into  membership  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  with- 
out prior  membership  in  the  constituent  uniting  denominations.  When 
thus  applied,  Paragraphs  602.1,  615.1,  815.1  b)  and  815.2  b)  of  the 
1968  Discipline  are  in  conformity  with  Paragraph  21;  but  the  1972 
Discipline  Paragraphs  602.1,  615.1,  818.1  b)  and  c)  and  818.2  b)  and 
c)  are  at  variance  with  Paragraph  21  and  should  not  be  applied  or 
given  effect. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
On  May  14,  1974  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Commission  on  the 
General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  requested  the 
Judicial  Council  "to  review  its  Decision  No.  356  in  light  of  the  fact 
that  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Conference  finds  it  impossible  to 
assure  the  percentages  of  representation  of  the  former  two  denomina- 
tions in  the  election  of  delegates  to  the  1976  General  Conference  as 
required  by  Paragraph  602.1  {1972  Discipline)  and  interpreted  by 
the  Decision."  The  Judicial  Council  in  session  November  7,  1974  on 
consideration  of  the  request,  by  majority  vote  on  its  own  motion, 
reconsidered  its  Decision  No.  356. 


Jurisdiction 

Jurisdiction  continues  in  this  matter  under  Paragraph 
1515.2  c)  of  the  Discipline  and  Rule  13  of  the  Judicial 
Council  Rules  of  Practice  and  Procedure. 
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Analysis 

The  Judicial  Council  in  full  session  has  reviewed  Deci- 
sion No.  356,  and  considered  the  effect  thereof  as  repre- 
sented by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Commission  on 
the  General  Conference  in  its  request  for  clarification,  and 
the  statement  of  the  former  Secretary  of  the  General  Con- 
ference. 

The  Judicial  Council  reaffirms  the  primacy  of  the  Con- 
stitutional Restrictive  Rule  (Paragraph  21)  that  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  shall  not  do  away  with,  and  The  (former) 
Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church  shall  be  assured  of, 
effective  representation  in  The  United  Methodist  Church  at 
the  level  of  the  General  Conference,  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ferences, Central  Conferences,  and  on  all  boards  and  agen- 
cies at  the  Annual  Conference,  Central  Conference,  Jurisdic- 
tional Conference,  and  General  Conference  levels  and  in 
every  instance  shall  be  chosen  (emphasis  added),  during 
the  first  three  quadrennia  following  union,  in  at  least  tv^ice 
the  number  of  representatives  coming  from  the  Evangelical 
United  Brethren  Church  membership  as  the  relative  nu- 
merical membership  in  the  particular  conferences  in  rela- 
tionship to  the  number  of  representatives  coming  from  The 
Methodist  Church. 

Legislation  enacted  by  the  General  Conference  to  imple- 
ment this  objective  in  the  three  quadrennia  after  union  as 
expressed  in  Paragraphs  602,  615  and  815  of  the  1968  Dis- 
cipline, and  modified  and  re-enacted  in  Paragraphs  602,  615 
and  818  of  the  1972  Discipline  must  conform  to  the  Con- 
stitutional mandate  of  Paragraph  21. 

Upon  reconsideration  of  Decision  No.  356,  the  provisions 
of  Paragraphs  602,  615  and  815  of  the  1968  Discipline  inso- 
far as  they  establish  percentages  of  members  coming  from 
Evangelical  United  Brethren  membership  for  the  quadren- 
nia 1972-76  and  1976-80  are  found  to  be  at  variance  with 
the  intent,  purpose  and  meaning  of  Paragraph  21  and 
should  not  be  applied;  that  the  percentages  established  in 
Paragraphs  602,  615,  and  815  for  the  1968-72  quadrennium 
are  consistent  with  Paragraph  21  and  should  be  applied 
in  the  remaining  quadrennia  as  representative  of  the  rela- 
tive total  numerical  Evangelical  United  Brethren  member- 
ship coming  into  The  United  Methodist  Church. 

In  the  original  Decision  No.  356,  the  Judicial  Council 
introduced  another  element  in  the  representation  formula 
not  in  the  restrictive  rule  nor  the  legislation,  namely  the 
number  elected  or  appointed  from  "post  1968  new  member- 
ship." The  inclusion  of  this  factor  was  obiter  dictum  and 
tantamount  to  judicial  legislation  which  the  Council  intends 
to  avoid.  Subsequent  figures  regarding  post  1968  member- 
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ship  in  The  United  Methodist  Church  fail  to  support  the 
assumed  justification  for  the  changed  percentages  in  the 
quadrennia  of  1972-76  and  1976-80.  Therefore  Decision  No. 
356  is  hereby  modified  by  rescinding  and  deleting  from  the 
Digest  and  Decision  that  element  which  reads  "to  the  extent 
that  the  number  of  persons  elected  or  appointed  from  the 
post  1968  new  membership  is  less  than  the  percentage  of 
representation  to  this  group."  We  conclude  that  the  per- 
centage of  post  1968  new  members  is  relatively  so  small  that 
its  representation  can  be  included,  in  equity,  in  the  re- 
mainder of  the  church  membership. 

Decision 

Decision  No.  356  is  modified  to  hold  that  Paragraph  21, 
as  a  Constitutional  Restrictive  Rule,  established  a  principle 
of  double  relative  numerical  representation  for  members 
coming  from  The  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church  in 
relation  to  members  coming  from  The  Methodist  Church 
during  the  three  quadrennia  following  union.  In  order  to 
provide  for  participation  in  decision  making  bodies  during 
that  period  minimal  percentages  of  representation  have 
been  established  in  Paragraphs  602,  615  and  815  of  the  1968 
Discipline  for  members  coming  from  the  constituent  uniting 
denominations.  The  percentages  thus  established  shall  be 
divided  in  the  ratio  of  13%  to  members  coming  from  The 
Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church  and  87%  to  members 
coming  from  The  Methodist  Church  and  those  persons  com- 
ing into  membership  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  with- 
out prior  membership  in  the  constituent  uniting  denomina- 
tions. When  thus  applied.  Paragraphs  602.1,  615.1,  815.1  b) 
and  815.2  b)  of  the  1968  Discipline  are  in  conformity  with 
Paragraph  21;  but  the  1972  Discipline  Paragraphs  602.1, 
615.1,  818.1  b)  and  c)  and  818.2  b)  and  c)  are  at  variance 
with  Paragraph  21  and  should  not  be  applied  or  given 
effect.

Decision  No.  389 

In  Re :  Petition  from  the  Eastern  Pennsylvania  An- 
nual Conference  for  a  Declaratory  Decision  as  to 
Whether  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  Is  Fol- 
lowing the  Discipline  and  the  Plan  and  Basis  of 
Union  in  Their  Method  of  Calculating  Applicable 
Annuity  Rates  for  Ministers,  Widows  and  Children 
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as  a  Result  of  Changes  in  Borders  Effected  as  of 
January  1,  1970. 

DIGEST 

The  responsibility  for  ministerial  pensions  for  service  approved  for 
pension  credit  rests  with  the  Annual  Conference  in  which  the  service 
was  rendered  or  its  legal  successor, 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

Effective  January  1,  1970,  the  Central  Pennsylvania  (M)  and  the 
Philadelphia  (M)  Conferences  voted  an  exchange  of  charges  be- 
tween the  two  conferences.  The  exchange  involved  two  segments  of 
territory.  A  group  of  approximately  20  charges  in  Dauphin  County, 
Pennsylvania,  moved  from  the  Philadelphia  (M)  Conference  to  the 
Central  Pennsylvania  (M)  Conference.  Further,  a  group  of  approxi- 
mately 20  charges  around  Shamokin,  Mt.  Carmel,  and  Hazelton,  Penn- 
sylvania moved  from  the  Central  Pennsylvania  (M)  to  the  Philadel- 
phia   (M)    Conference. 

The  change  in  boundary  lines  was  approved  by  the  Northeastern 
Jurisdictional  Conference  held  at  Buchannon,  West  Virginia,  July 
24-27,  1968. 

The  effective  date  for  the  boundary  change,  with  the  transfer  of 
charges,  coincided  with  the  merger  of  the  Methodist  Conferences, 
namely  Central  Pennsylvania  (M)  and  Philadelphia  (M)  with  the 
Evangelical  United  Brethren  Conferences  of  Eastern  (EUB)  and  Sus- 
quehanna (EUB),  into  what  is  now  Central  Pennsylvania  and  Eastern 
Pennsylvania  Conferences  of  The  United  Methodist  Church. 

In  preparation  for  the  1970  merger  of  the  Evangelical  United 
Brethren  and  Methodist  Conferences,  a  Joint  Distributing  Committee, 
representing  the  Distributing  Committee  of  the  merging  conferences, 
met  in  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania,  on  September  12,  1969,  in  accor- 
dance with  the  authority  granted  in  Paragraph  1383  of  the  1968 
Discipline. 

The  Joint  Distributing  Committee  at  the  September  12,  1969  meet- 
ing accepted  the  suggestion  of  the  General  Board  of  Pensions,  and 
after  discussion,  adopted  the  following  principle: 

a.  "All  approved  service  to  pastoral  charges  shall  be  allocated 
to  the  successor  conference  within  whose  geographical  boun- 
daries the  charge  is  located."   (emphasis  added) 

The  principle  for  merger  was  adopted  by  the  majority  over  vigorous 
protests  of  the  three  Philadelphia  (M)  representatives.  The  objec- 
tion raised  by  the  Philadelphia  representatives  was  that  while  this 
formula  may  be  acceptable  for  establishing  pension  responsibility  for 
the  Evangelical  United  Brethren  ministers  involved  in  the  merger, 
the  application  of  this  principle  to  the  ministers  of  The  Methodist 
Church  would  work  an  unfair  hardship  on  the  Methodist  ministers  in 
Dauphin  County,  and  establish  an  unwarranted  benefit  upon  those 
Methodist  ministers  leaving  the  Central  Pennsylvania  (M)  Confer- 
ence and  being  transferred  by  change  of  territory  to  the  Philadelphia 
(M)   Conference. 

The  Philadelphia  (M)  and  Eastern  (E  U  B)  Conferences,  in 
preparation  for  merger  on  January  1,  1970,  adopted  a  document 
entitled  "Plan  and  Basis  of  Union."  This  document  was  the  basis  for 
the  merger  forming  the  Eastern  Pennsylvania  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church. 

It  was  agreed  in  the  "Plan  and  Basis  of  Union"  under  the  section 
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of  pensions  that  no  retiree  of  either  former  conference  would  receive 
less  retirement  income  than  he  or  she  had  received  in  the  past. 

As  time  passed  after  the  trade  of  charges,  the  successor  conferences 
accepted  the  pension  responsibility  associated  with  the  merger  and 
the  boundary  changes.  The  Eastern  Pennsylvania  Conference  Board 
of  Pensions,  however,  began  paying  a  "Dauphin  County  supplement" 
to  the  annuity  credit  of  those  ministers  under  appointment  or  retired 
who  had  served  in  Dauphin  County  who  were  formerly  members  of 
the  Philadelphia  (M)  Conference,  but  since  merger  and  the  boundary 
change  of  January  1,  1970,  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Central 
Pennsylvania   (UM)   Conference. 

The  reason  for  the  supplement  was  the  lower  annuity  rate  of  the 
Central  Pennsylvania  (M)  Conference  compared  to  annuity  rate  of 
the  Philadelphia  (M)  Conference.  By  the  action  of  the  Joint  Distribut- 
ing Committee,  all  approved  service  to  pastoral  charges  (including 
Dauphin  County)  shall  be  allocated  to  the  successor  conference  within 
whose  geographical  boundaries  the  charge  is  located.  There  was  con- 
cern by  some  members  of  the  Philadelphia  (M)  Conference  for  the 
years  of  service  in  Dauphin  County  charges,  which  now,  because  of 
boundary  changes,  would  be  paid,  on  retirement,  at  the  lower  annuity 
rate  of  the  Central  Pennsylvania  (UM)  Conference. 

Some  of  the  former  Philadelphia  (M)  Conference  ministers,  both 
active  and  retired,  who  had  some  service  in  churches  which  were 
moved  to  Central  Pennsylvania  (UM),  believed  they  should  be  receiv- 
ing, when  retired,  the  annuity  rate  of  the  Eastern  Pennsylvania  (UM) 
Conference  for  all  their  years  of  service  in  the  Philadelphia  (M) 
Conference. 

After  discussion  the  Eastern  Pennsylvania  (UM)  Conference  voted: 

"That  all  pastors  active  and  retired  having  served  churches  in 
Dauphin  County  in  the  former  Philadelphia  Conference  and  all 
others  affected,  thereby  accruing  approved  years  of  service  for 
pension  credit  during  those  years,  shall  receive  the  current 
Eastern  Pennsylvania  Conference  pension  rate  to  be  paid  by 
our  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  for  said  approved  years  of 
service." 

1974  Journal,  Eastern  Pennsylvania  Conference 
United  Methodist  Church,  Volume  2,  p.  414 

What  is  now  being  called  into  question  with  this  appeal  is  the 
legality  of  these  provisions  of  the  Plan  and  Basis  of  Union  with  re- 
gard to  pensions: 

"2.  That  no  retired  minister,  minister's  widow,  or  dependent  child 
who  is  receiving  financial  benefits  at  the  time  of  union,  or  is 
eligible  to  receive  them  through  conference  agencies  in  either  of 
the  two  said  Conferences  shall  receive  less  retirement  income  from 
these  sources  than  he  or  she  has  received  in  the  past." 

"4.  Service  Annuity  credits  granted  by  the  respective  conferences 
involved  up  to  January  1,  1970  shall  be  recognized  by  the  suc- 
cessor conference." 

Philadelphia  Conference  1969  Journal,  p.  610 

The  action  of  the  Joint  Distributing  Committee  at  Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania,  September  12,  1969  was  that: 

"1.  All  approved  service  to  pastoral  charges  shall  be  allocated 
to  the  successor  conference  within  whose  geographical  boundaries 
the  charge  is  located."   (emphasis  added) 
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Is  this  action,  as  far  as  the  Dauphin  County  pastors  are  concerned, 
contrary  to  Paragraph  1379,  Article  9,  of  the  1968  Discipline: 

"The  responsibility  for  pension  for  service  approved  for  pension 
credit  shall  rest  with  the  annual  conference  in  which  the  service 
was  rendered  or  its  legal  successor." 

The    Eastern    Pennsylvania    Annual    (UM)     Conference    voted    to 
petition  the  Judicial  Council  for  a  declaratory  decision: 

"As  to  whether  or  not  the  Conference  Board  of  Pensions  is  fol- 
lowing the  Discipline  and  the  Plan  and  Basis  of  Union  in  their 
method  of  calculating  applicable  annuity  rates  for  ministers,  widows 
and  children  as  a  result  of  changes  in  borders  effected  as  of  January 
1,  1970  between  the  former  Philadelphia  Conference  (M)  and  the 
former  Central  Pennsylvania  Conference  (M)  coincidentally  with 
the  establishment  of  the  Central  Pennsylvania  (U)  and  the 
Eastern  Pennsylvania  (U)   Conferences." 

Eastern  Pennsylvania  Journal  1974. 

Vol.  1,  p.  93,  and  Vol.  2,  p.  414 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

The  basic  question  asked  of  the  Judicial  Council  by  the 
petitioner,  is:  Is  the  Eastern  Pennsylvania  Conference 
Board  of  Pensions  following  the  Discipline  in  their  method 
of  calculating  applicable  annuity  rates  for  ministers, 
widows,  and  children  as  a  result  of  changes  in  borders 
effected  as  of  January  1,  1970  between  the  former  Phila- 
delphia (M)  Conference  and  the  former  Central  Pennsyl- 
vania  (M)   Conference? 

The  authority  for  fixing  the  annuity  rate  for  ministers  is 
clearly  the  responsibility  of  the  Annual  Conference,  with- 
out restriction. 

Paragraph  1379.7  of  the  1968  Discipline  and  Paragraph 
1259.7  of  the  1972  Discipline  state: 

"The  annuity  rate  for  approved  service  of  conference 
members  shall  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Annual 
Conference  without  restriction,  but  it  is  recommended 
that  such  rate  be  not  less  than  1  percent  of  the  average 
salary  of  the  conference  as  computed  by  the  General 
Board  of  Pensions  .  .  ." 

The  1968  and  the  1972  Disciplines  explicity  state  that: 

"The  responsibility  for  pensions  for  service  approved 
for  pension  credits  shall  rest  with  the  Annual  Conference 
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in  which  the  service  was  rendered  or  its  legal  successor." 
(Par.  1379.9  of  the  1968  Discipline) 

The  1972  Discipline  statement  is  the  same  except  that  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  1968  statement  these  words  are  added : 
".  .  .  according  to  the  principle  of  divided  pension  respon- 
sibility." (Par.  1259.9  of  the  1972  Discipline) 

It  is  evident  from  informal  discussion  with  and  memo 
extracts  from  the  staff  members  of  the  General  Board  of 
Pensions  who  were  present,  and  from  members  of  the  Dis- 
tributing Committee  who  represented  the  Philadelphia  (M) 
Conference,  that  the  principle  of  merger  suggested  by  the 
General  Board  of  Pensions  and  adopted  by  the  Joint  Dis- 
tributing Committee  was : 

"1.  All  approved  services  to  pastoral  charges  shall  be  al- 
located to  the  successor  conference  within  whose 
geographical  boundaries  the  charge  is  located."  (em- 
phasis added) 

This  is  in  direct  conflict  with  Paragraph  1379.9  of  the 
1968  Discipline: 

"9.  The  responsibility  for  pension  for  service  approved 
for  pension  credit  shall  rest  with  the  Annual  Con- 
ference in  which  the  service  was  rendered  or  its 
legal  successor." 

as  it  relates  to  the  boundary  and  charge  exchanges  be- 
tween the  Philadelphia  (M)  and  Central  Pennsylvania 
(M)  Conferences. 

The  principle  used  by  the  Joint  Distributing  Committee 
is  declared  invalid,  as  the  responsibility  for  pensions  rests 
with  the  Annual  Conference  in  which  the  service  was  ren- 
dered, or  its  legal  successor,  not  where  the  charge  is  located 
geographically,  after  merger. 

The  Eastern  Pennsylvania  Conference  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  is  responsible  for  the  pension  credit  and 
payment  of  all  members  active  and  retired  of  the  Phila- 
delphia (M)  Conference  including  those  who  had  years  of 
service  in  Dauphin  County  prior  to  January  1,  1970.  Years 
of  service  on  January  1,  1970  and  after  in  the  exchanged 
area  are  the  pension  responsibility  of  the  Central  Pennsyl- 
vania (UM)  Conference. 

Decision 

The  responsibility  for  ministerial  pensions  for  service 
approved  for  pension  credit  rests  with  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence in  which  the  service  was  rendered  or  its  legal  succes- 
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sor.  The  successor  conference  to  the  Philadelphia  (M)  Con- 
ference is  the  Eastern  Pennsylvania  (UM)  Conference. 
Any  action  of  the  Joint  Distributing  Committee  or  a  plan 
and  basis  of  union  for  merging  of  Annual  Conferences 
which  is  in  conflict  with  this  principle  is  null  and  void.

Decision  No.  390 

In  Re :  Request  of  the  Louisville  Annual  Conference 
of  The  United  Methodist  Church  for  a  Declaratory 
Decision  as  to  the  Legality  of  Paragraph  1260.6  a-f 
of  the  1972  Discipline  concerning  Proportional  Pay- 
ments. 

DIGEST 
Paragraph  1260.6  a-f  of  the  Discipline,  providing  that  when  the 
apportionment  to  the  pastoral  charges  for  the  pension  and  benefit 
program  of  an  Annual  Conference  is  determined  that  payments  made 
theron  by  each  pastoral  charge  shall  be  proportional  payments  made 
on  the  salary  or  salaries  of  the  minister  or  ministers  serving  it,  is 
constitutional. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
The  Louisville  Annual  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church 
on  May  24,  1974  adopted  the  following  resolution: 

"We  move  that  Bishop  Robertson  request  the  Board  of  Pensions 
to  look  into  the  matter  of  Proportional  Payment  (.1972  Discipline, 
Paragraph  1260.6  a-f)  and  bring  recommendations  to  the  1974  ses- 
sion of  the  Annual  Conference. 

"We  further  move  that  the  Louisville  Annual  Conference  support 
a  request  for  a  Judicial  Council  decision  on  the  legality  of  Propor- 
tional Payment;  that  is,  whether  The  United  Methodist  Church,  in 
all  fairness  and  conscience,  can  appoint  a  minister  to  a  church  and 
then  require  that  unless  the  charge  at  which  that  minister  has  been 
appointed  pays  in  full  the  pension  and  benefit  benevolences  appor- 
tioned to  them,  that  that  minister  be  subjected  to  the  degradation 
of  Proportional  Payment." 

There  is  nothing  presented  in  the  resolution  or  supporting  docu- 
ments which  questions  the  constitutionality  of  this  provision  of  the 
Discipline,  or  which  gives  the  Judicial  Council  a  specific  problem 
with  which  to  deal. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  in  Paragraph  1515 
of  the  1972  Discipline. 
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Analysis 

This  matter  is  before  the  Judicial  Council  on  a  petition 
for  Declaratory  Judgment  questioning  the  constitutionality 
of  Paragraph  1260.6  a-f  of  the  1972  Discipline  which  states : 

"a)  When  the  apportionment  to  the  pastoral  charges  for 
the  pension  and  benefit  program  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence has  been  determined,  payments  made  thereon  by 
each  pastoral  charge  shall  be  exactly  proportionate  to 
payments  made  on  the  salary  or  salaries  of  the  minister 
or  ministers  serving  it. 


*'f )  It  shall  not  be  permissible  for  a  pastor  to  receive  a 
bonus  of  other  supplementary  compensation  tending  to 
defeat  proportional  payment.  The  board  may  recommend 
to  the  conference  that  the  pastor's  pension  credit  be  dis- 
allowed for  the  year  during  which  such  bonus  or  sup- 
plementary compensation  was  so  received." 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Judicial  Council  has  hereto- 
fore ruled  on  a  similar  question  as  contained  in  Decision 
No.  250  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  then  Paragraph  1634 
and  Paragraph  1624.3,  .4,  and  .5. 

It  is  clear  from  that  earlier  decision  that  the  provisions 
of  Paragraph  1260.6  a-f  are  legal  and  constitutional. 

It  could  well  be  further  stated  that  they  are  within  the 
tradition  and  polity  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  and 
of  those  denominational  bodies  who  historically  make  it  up. 

Early  in  the  history  of  American  Methodism  there  are 
constant  references  to  the  fact  that  the  traveling  preachers 
had  to  account  for  all  monies  raised  and  turn  over  all  sur- 
plus for  the  support  of  their  other  brethren,  their  widows 
and  children,  except  traveling  expenses. 

Later  in  the  early  history  of  American  Methodism  there 
are  references  to  the  need  to  raise  funds  for,  ".  .  ,  worn 
out  preachers."  There  are  repeated  references  in  the  Dis- 
ciplines, of  both  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  South  beginning  in  1882  as 
shown  in  the  attached  appendix  which  indicate  that  the 
"preacher  in  charge"  has  the  responsibility  for  collecting 
claims  of  the  church,  pensions  and  the  support  of  the  con- 
nectional  system. 

These  Disciplines  frequently,  and  particularly  since  1939, 
contain  almost  the  same  language  as  is  used  in  the  current 
paragraph  of  the  Discipline. 

Bishop  Roy  H.  Short  in  his  new  book  United  Methodism 
in  Theory  and  Practice  comments : 
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"The  funds  for  the  support  of  the  episcopacy  and 
the  district  superintendency  and  funds  for  pensions  and 
minimum  salaries  are  all  related  on  a  ratio  basis  to  the 
pastor's  salary.  If  the  salary  of  the  pastor  is  paid  in  full 
these  too  must  be  paid  in  full;  and  if  it  is  not  paid  in 
full  these  funds  are  to  be  shorted  proportionately.  Back  of 
this  provision  lies  the  assumption  that  all  the  ministry  of 
the  United  Methodism  is  one  ministry  forever  intimately 
related." 

Decision 

It  is  the  decision  of  the  Judicial  Council  that  Paragraph 
1260.6  a-f  of  the  1972  Discipline  concerning  the  responsi- 
bility of  a  minister  in  charge  in  the  matter  of  proportional 
payment  on  Conference  Pensions  is  constitutional.

Decision  No.  391 

In  Re:  Appeal  of  the  East  Ohio  Annual  Conference 
from  the  Ruling  of  Bishop  Francis  E.  Kearns  that 
Paragraph  505  of  the  1972  Discipline  Prohibits  the 
Granting  of  a  Voting  Relationship  in  the  Conference 
to  Consecrated  Lay  Workers. 

DIGEST 

The  ruling  of  Bishop  Francis  E.  Kearns  that  an  Annual  Confer- 
ence cannot  grant  to  lay  workers  as  a  class  the  right  to  vote  in  ses- 
sions of  the  Annual  Conference  is  correct;  however,  a  person  who  is 
a  lay  worker  may  be  elected  to  membership  in  an  Annual  Confer- 
ence. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

During  the  session  of  the  East  Ohio  Annual  Conference,  on  June  18, 
1974,  the  Conference  was  in  the  process  of  perfecting  a  formula  for 
the  equalization  of  lay  and  clergy  membership  of  the  Conference.  In 
the  course  of  debate  an  amendment  to  a  motion  was  made  that  would 
include  the  category  of  deaconesses  and  home  missionaries  in  the 
formula  for  lay  persons.  Bishop  Francis  E.  Kearns  ruled  "that  by  his 
interpretation  of  the  Discipline,  Paragraph  505,  consecrated  lay 
workers  cannot  be  granted  a  vote  as  part  of  any  formula  for  the 
equalization  of  lay  and  clergy  membership."  By  the  necessary  vote  the 
Conference  referred  the  matter  to  the  Judicial  Council  for  decision. 


Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1511  of  the  1972  Discipline. 


Analysis 

We  interpret  the  ruling  of  Bishop  Kearns  to  mean  that 
the  Annual  Conference  may  not  grant  to  the  lay  worker  as 
a  class  the  right  to  vote  in  sessions  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
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ence.  Paragraph  505  states  that  the  lay  workers  (as  a  class) 
shall  be  seated  in  the  Annual  Conference  session  and  shall 
be  given  the  privileges  of  the  floor  without  vote.  However, 
we  see  nothing  in  the  legislation  that  prohibits  a  person 
who  is  a  lay  worker  from  being  elected  to  membership  in  the 
Annual  Conference.  Thus  a  person  who  is  a  lay  worker  may 
be  elected  to  membership  in  the  Annual  Conference. 

Decision 

The  ruling  of  Bishop  Francis  E.  Kearns  that  an  Annual 
Conference  cannot  grant  to  lay  workers  as  a  class  the  right 
to  vote  in  the  Annual  Conference  session  is  correct.  On  the 
other  hand,  a  person  who  is  a  lay  worker  may  be  elected  to 
membership  in  the  Annual  Conference.

Decision  No.  392 

In  Re:  Petition  from  the  College  of  Bishops  of  the 
Philippines  Central  Conference  for  a  Declaratory 
Decision  as  to  Whether  Cornelio  M.  Ferrer  May  Be 
Considered  a  Retired  Bishop  under  Paragraph  396.3 
and  Continue  as  a  Member  of  the  Council  of  Bishops 
as  Provided  in  Paragraph  395.4. 

DIGEST 

There  has  been  no  valid  action  to  provide  retirement  for  Cornelio 
M.  Ferrer.  Therefore,  The  Reverend  Mr.  Ferrer  returned  to  and  con- 
tinues his  membership  as  a  traveling  elder  in  the  Annual  Conference 
of  which  he  ceased  to  be  a  member  when  he  was  elected  bishop. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

At  the  Tenth  Regular  Session  of  the  Philippines  Central  Confer- 
ence, November  29  to  December  3,  1972,  no  bishops  were  elected  to 
succeed  two  incumbent  bishops  who  had  been  elected  for  a  term,  the 
quadrennium  1968-1972.  After  the  twenty-third  ballot,  the  Conference 
voted:  "That  an  adjourned  session  of  the  Philippines  Central  Con- 
ference be  called  in  1974"  to  complete  the  episcopal  election  and  other 
unfinished  matters. 

At  the  Adjourned  Session  of  the  Philippines  Central  Conference, 
February  1-3,  1974,  Paul  Locke  A.  Granadosin  was  reelected  on  the 
twenty-fifth  ballot.  After  fifty-eight  ballots  the  Conference  adjourned 
without  electing  a  second  bishop.  On  February  4,  1974,  Bishop  Paul 
Locke  A.  Granadosin  addressed  the  Judicial  Council  thus : 
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"The  College  of  Bishops  of  the  Central  Conference  of  the  Philip- 
pines respectfully  requests  the  Judicial  Council  to  rule  upon  the 
following : 

"Since  1960  the  rule  in  the  Philippines  Central  Conference  has 
been  that  the  retirement  age  shall  be  'the  same  as  that  obtaining 
in  the  jurisdictional  conference.' 

"At  the  adjourned  session  held  February  1-3,  1974  Bishop  Cornelio 
M.  Ferrer  was  not  re-elected.  Bishop  Ferrer  reached  the  age  of  65 
on  September  16,  1973.  We  should  like  to  inquire  whether  in  the 
light  of  the  Central  Conference  specification  that  the  retirement  age 
shall  be  'that  obtaining  in  jurisdictional  conferences,'  Bishop  Ferrer 
may  be  considered  a  retired  bishop  under  Paragraph  396.3  and 
continue  as  a  member  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  as  provided  for  in 
395.4." 

The  Judicial  Council  in  session  April  18,  1974,  after  considering  the 
above  petition  and  the  restrictive  legislation  of  Paragraph  1515.3, 
voted  that  said  request  be  entered  on  the  docket  of  its  next  session. 
Briefs  have  been  filed  by  Cornelio  M.  Ferrer.  Bishop  Paul  Locke  A. 
Granadosin,  Bishop  Ralph  T.  Alton,  and  Dr.  R.  Bryan  Brawner  have 
responded  to  requests  for  information. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

At  the  Tenth  Regular  Session  of  the  Philippines  Central 
Conference,  December  3,  1972,  the  Central  Conference, 
subsequent  to  the  action  providing  for  the  call  of  an  ad- 
journed session,  voted:  "That  the  request  of  Bishop  Corne- 
lio M.  Ferrer  that  he  be  retired  as  a  bishop  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  under  the  'Kennedy  Legislation'  be 
granted  and  that  this  action  be  referred  to  the  Council  of 
Bishops  for  resolution."  (Par.  395.2,  1970  Supplement;  Par. 
396.2,  1972  Discipline) 

The  above  action  was  declared  invalid  by  the  Judicial 
Council  in  Decision  No.  370.  The  Council  in  finding  that 
"the  action  to  adjourn  the  session  to  a  future  date  .  .  . 
postpones  .  .  .  the  expiration  of  terms  of  office,"  ruled  that 
the  action  of  the  Central  Conference  to  retire  a  term  bishop 
whose  term  thus  would  not  expire  was  without  legal 
authority.  The  Council  stated  further : 

"We  conclude  that  Bishops  Ferrer  and  Granadosin 
continue  in  the  function  of  their  respective  episcopal 
powers,  duties  and  obligations,  and  are  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  of  their  episcopal  offices,  until  their  successors 
are  elected  or  the  adjourned  session  of  the  1972  Philip- 
pines Central  Conference  is  closed."  (emphasis  added) 
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As  the  result  of  this  decision  of  the  Judicial  Council  both 
bishops  continued  in  their  episcopal  offices.  At  the  ad- 
journed session  of  the  Central  Conference,  February  1-3, 
1974  during  the  balloting  for  the  election  of  bishops.  Bish- 
op Ferrer  did  not  withdraw  his  name  from  consideration. 
Bishop  Ferrer  who  had  reached  the  age  of  sixty-five  years 
on  September  16,  1973,  was  not  re-elected.  He  did  not  re- 
quest retirement  although  his  term  of  office  would  expire 
at  the  close  of  the  adjourned  session  of  the  1972  Philippines 
Central  Conference.  On  the  following  day,  February  4, 
Bishop  Paul  Locke  A.  Granadosin  petitioned  the  Judicial 
Council  as  reported  above. 

On  April  8,  1974,  Bishop  Granadosin  supplied  the  in- 
formation that  the  Central  Conference  in  the  adjourned 
session  "did  not  take  any  action  regarding  the  status  of 
Bishop  Cornelio  M.  Ferrer  who  was  not  re-elected  to  the 
episcopacy.  There  was  no  recommendation  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Episcopacy  hence  no  action." 

The  question  presented  to  the  Judicial  Council  is  "whether 
in  the  light  of  the  Central  Conference  specification  that 
the  retirement  age  shall  be  'that  obtaining  in  jurisdictional 
conferences,'  Bishop  Ferrer  may  be  considered  a  retired 
bishop  under  Paragraph  396.3  and  continue  as  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  Bishops  as  provided  for  in  395.4." 

The  basic  question  in  this  case,  however,  is  not  the 
"Central  Conference  specification"  for  retirement  age,  nor 
retirement  under  Paragraph  396.3,  nor  the  application  of 
Paragraph  395.4,  but  is  the  question  whether  Cornelio  M. 
Ferrer  can  be  "considered"  a  retired  bishop. 

The  Discipline  makes  no  provision  for  such  "considered" 
retirement.  It  does  provide  for  automatic  or  compulsory 
retirement  for  bishops  on  the  basis  of  age  (Par.  396.1). 
Until  the  age  of  compulsory  retirement  is  reached,  the  pro- 
cess of  retirement  begins  with  a  bishop's  request  to  be 
retired. 

In  the  instant  case,  Cornelio  M.  Ferrer  did  not  request 
retirement  under  Paragraph  396.3  before  his  term  of  office 
expired  at  the  close  of  the  adjourned  session  of  the  Central 
Conference. 

There  can  be  only  one  conclusion : 

Par.  399.4  "In  a  Central  Conference  where  term  episco- 
pacy prevails,  bishops  whose  term  of  office  expires  prior 
to  the  time  of  compulsory  retirement  because  of  age  and 
who  are  not  reelected  by  the  Central  Conference  shall  be 
returned  to  membership  as  traveling  elders  in  the  An- 
nual Conference  (or  its  successor)  of  which  they  ceased 
to  be  a  member  when  elected  bishop  .  .  ." 
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Decision 

There  has  been  no  vahd  action  to  provide  retirement  for 
CorneHo  M.  Ferrer.  Therefore,  The  Reverend  Mr.  Ferrer 
returned  to  and  continues  his  membership  as  a  traveling 
elder  in  the  Annual  Conference  of  vi^hich  he  ceased  to  be  a 
member  when  he  v^^as  elected  bishop. 

November  9,  1974 

Ralph  M.  Houston  dissented. 

Dissenting  Opinion 

I  respectfully  dissent  from  my  colleagues'  opinion  in  this 
matter.  The  Decision  as  written,  can  be  interpreted  to  the 
effect  that  had  Bishop  Ferrer  followed  the  disciplinary  pro- 
cedures for  retirement  of  jurisdictional  Bishops  that  he 
would  now  be  classified  as  a  retired  Bishop  of  the  Church. 
The  Decision  should  clarify  this  point  for  it  appears  that  the 
Decision  rests  upon  a  technicality. 

Further,  I  do  not  feel  that  the  Council  had  enough  infor- 
mation to  properly  write  a  Decision.  It  may  be  that  the 
parties  bringing  the  question  did  not  provide  the  necessary 
information,  but  this  should  have  been  insisted  upon.

Memorandum  No.  393

Sentence  in  Paragraph  657  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Order 

This  petition  will  remain  on  the  docket  of  the  Judicial 
Council  for  consideration  and  determination  at  another 
session  not  later  than  the  first  regular  session  of  the  Judicial 
Council  following  the  adjournment  of  the  1976  General 
Conference. 

Explanation 

Paragraph  657  of  the  1972  Discipline  reads  as  follows: 

"The  Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary  Conference  shall 
have  the  same  right  as  that  given  to  Central  Conferences 
in  Par.  631.9,  .10  to  make  such  changes  and  adaptations 
regarding  the  ministry  and  ordination  of  ministers  as 
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the  effective  use  of  indigenous  leadership  in  the  Mis- 
sionary Conference  may  require ;  provided  that  no  action 
shall  be  taken  which  is  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and 
the  General  Rules  of  The  United  Methodist  Church.  Any 
such  ordination  would  be  effective  only  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary  Conference." 

The  question  asked  of  the  Judicial  Council  is  the  legality 
of  the  last  sentence  in  the  paragraph  which  limits  the 
authority  of  ordination. 

We  are  aware  of  a  widespread  concern  in  the  Church 
about  the  relationships  of  ethnic  minorities  in  the  Church. 
We  have  examined  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline  concern- 
ing a  Mission  and  a  Missionary  Conference  and  find  many 
ambiguities  and  contradictions  when  one  tries  to  find  the 
answers  to  some  basic  questions.  What  constitutes  member- 
ship in  a  Mission  or  a  Missionary  Conference?  The  General 
Minutes  state  that  "Mission  Conferences  do  not  have 
ministerial  members."  Some  provisions  of  the  Discipline 
seem  to  agree  with  that.  Others  seem  to  assume  ministerial 
and  lay  membership  and  rights  of  reception  on  trial  and 
ordination.  What  are  their  powers  of  ordination,  if  any,  and 
what  is  the  relationship  of  such  ministerial  membership 
and  ordination  to  the  ministerial  membership  of  Annual 
Conferences  in  a  connectional  Church?  The  questions  are 
many,  and  they  are  important,  and  they  deserve  careful 
answers. 

In  the  former  The  Methodist  Church  there  had  been 
provisions  in  the  Discipline  for  a  Mission  which  had  certain 
rights  of  ordination  of  "Mission  Deacons  and  Elders"  who 
had  to  meet  the  same  qualifications  as  ministers  seeking 
ordination  in  Annual  Conferences  and  who  could  transfer 
to  Annual  Conferences  with  the  same  status  they  had  in 
the  Mission.  The  Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist  Church 
still  provides  for  a  Mission  with  ordination  powers  but  the 
right  to  transfer  is  now  qualified. 

In  1968  the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church  apparently  sought  to  grant  the  Indian  Mission  in 
Oklahoma  the  authority  to  fix  its  own  standards  for  minis- 
try and  ordination  by  bringing  the  Indian  Mission  under 
Paragraph  631.9,  .10,  the  paragraph  relating  to  the  powers 
of  a  Central  Conference.   (See  Par.  658,  1968  Discipline) 

A  new  conference  had  come  into  being  in  The  United 
Methodist  Church,  The  Missionary  Conference  (Par.  654). 
In  1972  the  General  Conference  changed  the  Indian  Mission 
in  Oklahoma  to  the  Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary  Confer- 
ence and  kept  the  special  grant  of  powers  over  the  ministry 
which  became  Paragraph  657  in  the  1792  Discipline. 
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The  special  General  Conference  action  was  less  incon- 
grouous  in  1968  when  a  Mission  apparently  had  some 
rights  of  ordination,  although  there  is  ambiguity  here,  too. 
But  in  1972  the  Indian  Mission  in  Oklahoma  laecame  the 
Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary  Conference  and  the  Discipline 
(Par.  655.3)  denies  a  Missionary  Conference  the  right  to 
grant  ministerial  orders. 

Furthermore,  the  Judicial  Council,  in  Decision  No.  313 
in  1969  declared  that  Paragraph  631.9  did  not  authorize  a 
Central  Conference  to  add  or  subtract  from  the  basic 
ministerial  obligations  established  and  pre-empted  by  the 
General  Conference.  The  same  ruling  would  certainly  hold 
for  the  Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary  Conference,  assuming 
that  it  had  ordination  powers. 

All  of  this  but  adds  confusion  to  the  picture.  Further- 
more, the  Council  feels  the  need  for  far  more  background 
information  from  the  Oklahoma  Indian  Missionary  Con- 
ference, from  the  Board  of  Global  Ministeries,  etc.  to 
properly  answer  this  petition. 

We  have  had  correspondence  and  conversations  with 
Bishop  Paul  W.  Milhouse  of  the  Oklahoma  Area  and  with 
Dr.  Robert  Watts  Thornburg  of  the  Division  of  the 
Ordained  Ministry  and  a  brief  from  Dr.  Thornburg.  We 
are  assured  that  efforts  are  under  way  to  prepare  certain 
proposed  actions  for  the  1976  General  Conference  designed 
to  harmonize,  clarify  and  correct  certain  ambiguities  and 
contradictions  in  current  legislation  and  to  deal  construc- 
tively with  the  problems  raised  by  the  special  legislation  of 
Paragraph  657  and  other  related  paragraphs.  We  feel  that 
this  would  be  a  far  better  answer  to  the  question  before  us 
in  this  petition  than  a  ruling  by  the  Judicial  Council  at  this 
time. 

We  therefore  keep  the  petition  from  the  Iowa  Annual 
Conference  on  the  docket  of  the  Judicial  Council  for  con- 
sideration and  determination  at  another  session  but  not 
later  than  the  first  regular  session  of  the  Judicial  Council 
following  the  adjournment  of  the  1976  General  Conference.

Memorandum  No.  394 

In  Re :  Petition  from  the  Africa  Central  Conference 

for  a  Reconsideration  of  a  Decision  of  the  Judicial 

Council  Made  in  1964-1968  Quadrennium  Concerning 

Central  Conference  Term  Bishops. 


The  United  Methodist  Church  687 

In  the  1968  Journal  of  the  Africa  Central  Conference, 
Report  No.  2  of  the  Committee  on  the  Ministry  stated  that 
during  the  1964-1968  quadrennium  the  Judicial  Council  had 
ruled  that  a  term  bishop  loses  all  his  rights  to  title  and  pre- 
rogatives when  his  term  ends. 

In  1972  the  Africa  Central  Conference  adopted  Report 
No.  3  of  its  Committee  on  the  Ministry  which  included  the 
following  paragraph: 

"Bishop's  Pension  Rights 

"We  view  the  ruling  of  the  Judicial  Council  made  during 
the  1964-11968  quadrennium  as  it  is  explained  to  us  in  the 
Journal  of  the  Central  Conference  (Report  No.  2  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Ministry,  Par.  I,  p.  41)  as  grossly 
unfair  to  term  bishops.  We  ask  the  ruling  to  be  reviewed 
by  the  Judicial  Council  to  the  end  that  the  persons  who 
serve  as  term  bishops  upon  retirement  be  given  a  pension 
from  the  episcopal  retirement  funds  for  those  years 
which  he  worked  as  a  term  bishop." 

This  petition  was  forwarded  to  the  Judicial  Council  by 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Africa  Central  Conference. 

It  is  evident  that  the  1968  report  (No.  2)  of  the  Africa 
Central  Conference's  Committee  on  the  Ministry  made  an 
inaccurate  interpretation  of  Judicial  Council  decisions  as 
they  referred  to  the  pension  rights  of  Central  Conference 
term  bishops.  It  is  apparently  Decision  No.  236,  clarified  by 
Decision  No.  259,  to  which  the  1968  report  makes  reference. 
Paragraph  631.5  of  the  Discipline  provides  for  a  retire- 
ment allowance  from  the  episcopal  fund,  upon  retirement, 
for  Central  Conference  term  bishops  based  upon  their  years 
in  episcopal  office.  Decision  No.  236  and  other  Judicial 
Council  decisions  specifically  call  attention  to  this  fact. 

We  have  communicated  with  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  and  have  confirmed  the  fact  that  such 
pensions  are  paid,  or  will  be  paid  to  Africa  Central  Con- 
ference term  bishops  at  the  time  of  retirement  from  the 
ministry.

Decision  No.  395 

In  Re:  Petition  from  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Africa  Central  Conference  for  a  Declaratory  Deci- 
sion on  the  Legality  of  that  Conference's  Action 
Calling  for  a  Discussion  in  the  Annual  Conference  of 
"Life  Episcopacy"  without  a  Bishop  Presiding. 
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DIGEST 
The  action  of  the  Africa  Central  Conference  in  ordering  the  Annual 
Conference  "to  engage  in  discussion,  vote  and  tally  of  'Life  Episco- 
pacy' in  the  absence  of  the  presiding  bishop  and  of  any  other  bishop 
present  at  that  conference  and  under  the  presidency  of  another  person 
chosen  by  the  conference"  is  in  violation  of  the  Constitution  and 
specific  statutes  of  the  Church,  and  is  therefore  illegal  and  invalid. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
In   session   on   Saturday,   September   2,   1972,   the    Africa    Central 
Conference  voted  to  accept  a  report  from  the  Committee  on  Ministry, 
part  IV  of  which  report  is  entitled   "Life   Episcopacy."   Section  b) 
of  said  report  reads: 

"At  the  session  of  Annual  Conference  immediately  preceeding 
(sic)  the  Next  Central  Conference,  there  shall  be  held  in  each 
Annual  Conference  a  discussion,  vote  and  tally  on  the  follow^ing 
question : — "Do  we  or  do  we  not  want  life  episcopacy  in  this  Central 
Conference?"  This  discussion,  vote  and  tally  shall  proceed  in  the 
absence  of  the  presiding  bishop  and  of  any  other  bishop  present  at 
that  Conference  and  under  the  presidency  of  another  person  chosen 
by  the  Conference."  (Emphasis  added) 

On  October  31,  1974,  the  General  Secretary  of  the  Africa  Central 
Conference  addressed  a  request  from  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Conference  to  the  Judicial  Council,  asking  whether  or  not  the  action 
taken  by  the  Central  Conference  is  legal  and  valid.  Subsequently,  on 
January  16,  1975,  the  General  Secretary  submitted  a  second  communi- 
cation to  the  Judicial  Council,  explaining  that  the  aforementioned 
request  had  come  from  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Central 
Conference  rather  than  from  the  Central  Conference  itself;  and  that 
the  request  had  come  principally  from  the  bishops  themselves. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  assumes  jurisdiction  under  Para- 
graph 1515.2  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

The  basic  issue  in  the  instant  case  has  specifically  to  do 
first,  with  the  place  of  a  bishop  as  a  presiding  officer  in  the 
Annual  Conference;  and  second,  with  the  powers  of  an 
Annual  Conference  in  regard  to  its  election  of  its  presiding 
officer. 

With  respect  to  the  place  of  a  bishop  as  a  presiding 
officer  in  Annual  Conference  sessions  the  Discipline  is 
emphatic  and  specific.  Paragraph  57,  Article  VIII  of  the 
Constitution  states:  "The  bishops  of  the  several  Jurisdic- 
tional and  Central  Conferences  shall  preside  in  the  sessions 
of  their  respective  conferences."  And  although  the  fore- 
going mandate  does  not  make  particular  reference  to  the 
Annual  Conference,  corresponding  legislation  does  do  so. 
Thus  Paragraph  390 — Duties,  Powers,  And  Limitations  Of 
Bishops,  Section  2,  stipulates  one  of  the  duties  of  a  bishop 
as  being  "To  preside  in  the  General,  Jurisdictional,  Central, 
and  Annual  Conferences."  With  specfic  reference  to  bishops 
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in  a  Central  Conference,  Paragraph  399  .2,  .3,  provides  for 
them  within  the  bounds  of  their  territories  the  same  status, 
authority,  rights,  and  duties  as  possessed  by  Jurisdictional 
bishops. 

Even  more  to  the  point  is  Paragraph  661.5  which  treats 
of  the  Organization  of  the  Annual  Conference  as  it  relates 
to  a  bishop  as  a  presiding  officer,  as  also  to  a  power  granted 
the  Annual  Conference  with  respect  to  electing  its  presiding 
officer.  This  paragraph  and  section  read  as  follows : 

"The  bishop  assigned  shall  preside  over  the  Annual 
Conference  or,  in  case  of  inability,  arrange  for  another 
bishop  to  preside.  In  the  absence  of  a  bishop  the  con- 
ference shall  by  ballot,  without  nomination  or  debate, 
elect  a  president  pro  tempore  from  among  the  traveling 
elders.  The  president  thus  elected  shall  discharge  all  the 
duties  of  a  bishop  except  ordination." 

This  Paragraph  and  section,  while  prescribing  episcopal 
presidency,  nevertheless  make  provisions  for  non-episcopal 
presidency  in  the  absence  of  a  bishop,  namely  a  president 
chosen  from  among  the  traveling  elders.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  Discipline  makes  no  provision  for  an  Annual  Conference 
to  elect  a  presiding  officer  when  a  resident  or  duly  assigned 
bishop  is  present. 

The  action  of  the  Africa  Central  Conference,  in  ordering 
that  "discussion,  vote  and  tally  shall  proceed  in  the  absence 
of  the  presiding  bishop  and  of  any  other  bishop  present  at 
that  conference  and  under  the  presidency  of  another  person 
chosen  by  the  conference"  takes  for  granted  that  the  presid- 
ing bishop  is  present;  then  improperly  assumes  that  the 
Annual  Conference  has  authority  to  effect  the  said  bishop's 
absence  albeit  for  only  a  period  of  discussion,  and  that  even 
though  the  bishop  is  present  as  the  presiding  officer  the 
Conference  can  elect  a  temporary  substitute  presiding 
officer  of  its  choice. 

The  above  is  not  to  suggest  that  a  conference  may  not 
request  or  suggest  that  a  bishop  surrender  the  chair  and 
absent  himself  during  the  discussion  of  and  vote  on  parti- 
cular issues.  Further,  a  bishop  may  voluntarily  surrender 
the  chair  and  absent  himself  during  the  discussion  of  and 
vote  on  particular  issues.  In  either  event  the  conference 
may  elect  its  presiding  officer  for  the  necessary  period  of 
time.   (Par.  661.5) 

Decision 

The  action  of  the  Africa  Central  Conference  in  ordering 
each  Annual  Conference  "to  engage  in  discussion,  vote  and 
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tally  of  'Life  Episcopacy'  in  the  absence  of  the  presiding 
bishop  and  of  any  other  bishop  present  at  that  Conference 
and  under  the  presidency  of  another  person  chosen  by  the 
Conference"  is  in  violation  of  the  Constitution  and  specific 
statutes  of  the  Church,  and  is  therefore  illegal  and  invalid.

Decision  No.  396 

In  Re :  Petition  of  the  Southern  Illinois  Annual  Con- 
ference Requesting  a  Declaratory  Decision  as  to  the 
Constitutionality  of  a  Deleted  Section  of  Proposals 
Implementing  Amendment  IX  of  the  Constitution. 


DIGEST 
The  Judicial   Council   does   not   have   jurisdiction   regarding   moot 
issues. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Southern  Illinois  Annual  Conference  in  its  1974  an- 
nual session  was  considering  the  problem  of  hov^  best  to 
select  the  additional  lay  members  necessary  for  it  to  be  in 
conformance  v^ith  the  requirements  of  Amendment  IX  of 
the  Constitution,  At  one  point  in  the  consideration  legisla- 
tion was  proposed  which  would  have  named  a  particular 
group  of  persons  (a  portion  of  the  Conference  Council  on 
Ministeries)  as  lay  members.  This  legislative  proposal  was 
defeated.  Following  the  defeat  of  the  proposed  legislation 
the  conference  then  voted  to  ask  the  Judicial  Council  for  a 
ruling  as  to  whether  such  deleted  legislation  would  be 
constitutional. 

Paragraph  1515  of  the  Discipline  authorizes  an  Annual 
Conference  to  petition  the  Judicial  Council  for  a  declaratory 
decision  "as  to  the  constitutionality,  meaning,  application 
or  effect  of  the  Discipline  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  of  any 
act  or  legislation  of  a  General  Conference;  ...  on  matters 
relating  to  Annual  Conferences  or  the  work  therein." 

Constitutional  Amendment  IX  is  certainly  a  part  of  the 
Discipline  related  to  Annual  Conferences  and  the  work 
therein.  The  Southern  Illinois  Annual  Conference  would 
certainly  have  the  right  to  petition  the  Judicial  Council  for 
a  ruling  concerning  its  "meaning,  application  or  effect"  in 
relation  to  an  Annual  Conference  formula  for  implementing 
the  Amendment. 

Reluctantly,  however,  the  Judical  Council  concludes  that 
it  mu.st  decline  jurisdiction  in  this  petition.  On  the  record 
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of  the  Southern  Illinois  Annual  Conference,  the  section  of 
the  proposals  for  the  implementation  of  Amendment  IX, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Judicial  Council,  had  already  been 
deleted  by  action  of  the  Annual  Conference,  thus  making 
the  constitutionality  of  the  referred  section  a  moot  question. 
We  reach  this  conclusion  without  prejudice  to  the  right  of 
the  Southern  Illinois  Annual  Conference  to  further  petition 
the  Judicial  Council  for  a  declaratory  decision  on  this  and 
other  questions  related  to  the  meaning,  application  or  effect 
of  Amendment  IX.

Decision  Na.  397 


In  Re :  Petition  of  the  Northwest  Philippines  Annual 
Conference  for  a  Declaratory  Decision  as  to  the 
Meaning  and  Application  of  Paragraph  661.4  of  the 
Discipline  as  it  Relates  to  an  Action  of  the  Special 
Session  of  the  1974  Session  of  the 
Annual  Conference. 

DIGEST 

A  Special  Session  of  an  Annual  Conference  has  authority  to 
authorize  such  actions  and  procedures  as  it  deems  necessary  to  imple- 
ment the  acts  and  legislation  which  it  enacts  in  accordance  with  the 
purpose  of  its  call. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
The  1974  session  of  the  Northwest  Philippines  Annual  Conference, 
meeting  May  15-19,  voted  to  call  a  Special  Session  to  deal  with  five 
specific  matters,  one  of  which  was  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Audit  as  referred  to  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  This 
Special  Session  met  July  6,  1974.  It  was  not  able  to  complete  its 
agenda  on  that  day  and  voted  to  meet  in  an  Adjourned  Session 
August  15-16  to  complete  the  work  assigned  to  it. 

At  the  session  held  August  15-16  the  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  presented  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on 
Audit.  These  recommendations  were  approved  by  the  conference.  One 
of  the  recommendations  was  that  Paragraph  882  of  the  Discipline 
be  implemented.  The  Paragraph  reads : 

"For  the  sake  of  economy  and  efficiency  the  Annual  Conference  may 
constitute  the  conference  treasury  as  a  depository  for  funds  des- 
ignated for  any  or  all  conference  boards  and  agencies  participat- 
ing in  the  confei-ence  benevolences,  eliminating  as  far  as  possible 
the  necessity  of  a  treasurer  for  each.  In  this  event  the  conference 
treasurer  shall  keep  a  separate  account  for  each  such  conference 
board  or  agency,  enter  the  proper  credits  in  each  at  the  end  of 
each  month's  business,  and  disburse  the  same  on  proper  order  from 
each  board  or  agency,  respectively.  None  of  the  above-designated 
accounts  shall  be  drawn  on  for  the  benefit  of  another." 
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Immediately  following  the  approval  of  the  report  the  conference 
passed  the  following  resolution: 

"Whereas  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration  has  recom- 
mended that  we  have  a  centralized  funding  system,  be  it  resolved 
that  all  treasurers  of  conference  boards,  commissions  and  com- 
mittees shall  remit  their  fund  holdings  to  the  Conference  Treasurer 
within  sixty  days." 

The  legality  of  the  passing  of  this  resolution  was  challenged  by  a 
member  of  the  conference  on  the  basis  that  it  was  not  "stated  in  the 
call"  as  required  by  Paragraph  661.4  of  the  Discipline. 

The  motion  was  made  that  the  action  of  the  conference  be  appealed 
to  the  Judicial  Council  but  the  motion  was  defeated.  The  chairman 
of  the  conference  then  suggested  that  a  Declaratory  Decision  as  to 
the  legality  of  the  resolution  be  requested  from  the  Judicial  Council. 
This  request  was  passed  by  the  Conference. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  Jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515.2  (i)  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

The  facts  in  this  case  are  not  in  dispute.  There  is  no  ques- 
tion as  to  the  legality  of  the  session  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence that  passed  the  resolution  nor  of  its  authority  to 
consider  and  take  action,  approving  or  disapproving  the 
recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  presented  by 
the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration.  The  considera- 
tion of  this  report  was  one  of  the  five  agenda  items  listed  in 
the  call  of  the  Special  Session. 

The  call  for  the  Special  Session  did  not  specifically  state 
that  if  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  were  approved, 
the  conference  then  would  have  authority  to  implement  the 
action  by  discontinuing  the  separate  treasuries.  The  ques- 
tion before  the  Council  is  whether  such  an  action  by  the 
conference  is  legal  under  Paragraph  661.4. 

To  suggest  that  the  call  for  a  Special  Session  of  an  Annual 
Conference  must  itemize  in  minute  and  specific  detail  each 
action  that  such  Special  Session  is  empowered  to  take  re- 
garding each  of  the  matters  which  it  is  authorized  to  con- 
sider would  be  an  interpretation  so  narrow  as  to  be  absurd. 
The  granting  of  the  power  of  consideration  and  action 
certainly  implies  the  authority  for  implementation.  If  it  did 
not,  there  would  be  little  reason  for  consideration  and 
action.  The  Annual  Conference  which  authorized  the  Special 
Session  and  placed  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Audit  on  the  agenda  did  so  for  the  purpose 
of  having  the  matter  resolved  and  presumably  having  this 
accomplished  before  the  next  regular  annual  meeting  of  the 
conference.  Otherwise  there  would  have  been  no  reason  for 
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considering  it  in  a  Special  Session.  Thus  the  Special  Session 
acted  fully  within  its  legal  authority  in  passing  the  resolu- 
tion of  implementation. 

Decision 

When  a  Special  Session  of  an  Annual  Conference,  held 
under  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  661.4  of  the  Discipline, 
takes  action  regarding  a  matter  properly  assigned  to  it  in 
the  call,  it  has  authority  to  authorize  such  actions  and 
procedures  as  it  deems  necessary  for  implementation  of  its 
enactments.

Decision  No.  398 

In  Re :  Episcopal  Ruling  on  a  Point  of  Law  Regard- 
ing the  Constitutionality  of  the  Restructuring  Plans 
for  the  Mississippi  and  the  North  Mississippi  Annual 
Conferences  with  Four  District  Superintendents 
Appointed  to  Each  of  Two  Districts. 

DIGEST 
The  Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  contains  no  pro- 
visions allowing  the  number  of  district  superintendents  to  exceed  the 
number  of  districts.  The  administrative  structures  of  the  districts  of 
the  Mississippi  and  the  North  Mississippi  Annual  Conferences  are 
contrary  to  the  structures  established  in  the  Constitution  and  law 
of  The  United  Methodist  Church  to  provide  the  basis  for  a  connec- 
tional  Church,  and  are  violative  of  the  rights  of  an  Annual  Confer- 
ence, the  members  of  the  Annual  Conference,  and  the  principle  of 
inclusiveness.  The  Plans  are,  therefore  illegal  and  unconstitutional. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
Special  study  committees  of  the  Mississippi  and  the  North  Missis- 
sippi Annual  Conferences  recommended  plans  of  operation  to  those 
conferences  which  contained  recommendations  that  each  conference  be 
divided  into  two  districts.  Each  of  the  two  districts  would  be  served 
by  four  district  superintendents,  at  least  one  of  whom  would  be  black. 

The  report  to  the  Mississippi  Annual  Conference  reads  specifically 
as  follows : 

"1.  That  for  the  next  conference  year  beginning  in  June  1974  and 
ending  May  1975,  the  Mississippi  Conference  be  composed  of  two 
districts  and  that  these  districts  be  formed  by  the  presiding  bishop 
by  churches  and  charges.  That  the  cabinet  be  composed  of  8  district 
superintendents,  four  from  each  district;  that  there  be  representa- 
tion on  each  district  from  both  former  conferences;  that  the  district 
superintendents  work  together  in  a  team  process  of  administration, 
guidance  and  leadership.  That  in  keeping  with  The  Book  of  Discip- 
line, the  presiding  bishop,  in  consultation  with  the  cabinet,  will 
work  out  the  lines  of  accountability  of  the  churches  and  charges

in  each  district.  That  the  annual  conference  at  its  regular  session 
in  1975  evaluate  and  reconsider  the  implementation  of  this  plan. 

"2.  That  a  study  committee  be  appointed  in  adequate  time  before 
the  end  of  the  quadrennium  to  give  careful  consideration  to  the 
structural  and  substantive  matters  included  herein  and  to  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  number  of  district  superintendents  when  recommended 
by  the  annual  conference  and  to  evaluate  the  progress  being  made 
in  the  conference. 

"It  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  this  is  the  most  work- 
able, feasible,  and  considerate  plan  of  arrangement  of  districts  for 
the  present  time.  With  experimentation  and  adjustment  to  condi- 
tions and  needs,  it  could  become  a  new,  helpful  and  creative  plan 
within  The  United  Methodist  Church.  The  plan  is  considerate  of  all 
groups,  members  and  churches  of  both  former  conferences,  within 
the  framework  of  the  Christian  inclusiveness  of  The  United  Metho- 
dist Church." 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  report  adopted  by  the  North  Mississippi  Annual  Conference 
was  basically    the    same. 

At  a  special  session  of  the  Mississippi  Annual  Conference  on 
November  12,  1973,  Reverend  B.  Ferrell  Stokes  submitted  in  writing 
the  following  question: 

"I  request  a  ruling  on  a  point  of  law  regarding  the  constitutional- 
ity of  the  "Two  District  Plan,"  inasmuch  as  Sec.  Ill,  Par.  17,  Article 
III  of  the  Constitution  denies  even  the  General  Conference  the 
right  to  do  away  with  or  drastically  alter  the  plan  of  our  itinerant 
general  superintendency.  "The  Two  District  Plan,"  in  my  opinion, 
alters  the  itinerant  superintendency  to  such  a  degree  as  to  destroy 
the  traditional  form  of  itinerant  general  superintendency,  and  is 
in  violation  of  the  Discipline." 

Bishop  Mack  B.  Stokes  ruled  that  the  Plan  was  legal.  The  ruling 
was  reported  to  the  Judicial  Council  in  writing  in  accordance  with 
Paragraph  56  of  the  Discipline. 

On  February  5,  1975,  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  peti- 
tioned the  Judicial  Council  as  follows : 

"1.  The  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  hereby  petitions  the 
Judicial  Council  for  a  ruling  in  the  nature  of  a  declaratory  decision 
to  determine  the  constitutionality  of  the  action  of  the  Mississippi 
Annual  Conference  in  establishing  and  implementing  its  so-called 
'Two  District  Administrative  System.' 

"2.  AND  further,  to  determine  the  constitutionality  of  the  action 
of  Bishop  Mack  B.  Stokes,  presiding  Bishop  of  the  Mississippi  and 
the  North  Mississippi  Annual  Conferences  in  forming  the  districts, 
and  in  implementing  the  said  'Two  District  Administrative  Systems' 
by  the  assignment  of  the  administrative  responsibility  for  the 
charges  in  such  a  manner  as  to  restrict  the  responsibility  for  Black 
charges  to  Black  District  Superintendents  and  the  responsibility  for 
White  charges  to  White  District  Superintendents. 

"3.  Petitioner,  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race,  states  that 
the  actions  of  the  North  Mississippi  and  Mississippi  Annual  Confer- 
ences and  of  the  Bishop  in  establishing  and  implementing  said 
system  are  violative  of  the  discipline  provisions  on  inclusiveness  and 
on  the  elimination  of  racial  structures  from  the  church. 
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"4.  Petitioner  alleges  that  Bishop  Mack  B.  Stokes,  the  Mississippi 
Annual  Conference  and  the  North  Mississippi  Annual  Conference 
are  necessary  parties  to  this  action  and  are  therefore  named  as 
parties  to  this  action  entitled  to  notice  of  the  filing  of  this  petition. 

"5.  Petitioner  states  that  it  is  a  General  Conference  Body  and  that 
the  actions  complained  of  relate  to  and  affect  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mission on  Religion  and  Race  and  that  the  Judicial  Council  there- 
fore has  jurisdiction  of  this  case  and  of  the  parties  thereto." 

The  Judicial  Council  held  public  hearings  on  both  matters  at  which 
Bishop  Mack  B.  Stokes  and  Rev.  B.  Ferrell  Stokes  from  Mississippi, 
Bishop  D.  Frederick  Wertz,  the  chairman,  Reverends  Joseph  E.  Low- 
ery  and  Woodie  W.  White  and  attorneys  Leonard  Slutz  and  Clenzo 
B.  Fox,  of  the  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  were  heard.  For  the 
purpose  of  this  decision  the  two  matters  were  combined.  The  plans 
for  restructuring  the  conferences  hereinafter  will  be  called  the  Plans. 


Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraphs 
56,  1512,  1515.2  (c)  of  the  Discipline. 

Analysis 

The  district  superintendency  is  established  under  Para- 
graph 58,  Article  IX  of  the  Discipline  which  states : 

"In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  one  or  more 
district  superintendents  who  shall  assist  the  bishop  in 
the  administration  of  the  Annual  Conference  and  shall 
have  such  responsibilities  and  term  of  office  as  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  may  determine." 

The  duties  of  the  district  superintendent  are  enumerated 
in  Paragraph  354  of  the  Discipline,  among  them : 

"1.  To  travel  through  the  district  in  order  to  preach  and 
oversee  the  spiritual  and  temporal  affairs  of  the  Church. 

"3.  To  administer  the  program  of  the  Church  within  the 
bounds  of  the  district  in  cooperation  with  the  pastors  and 
the  Charge  Conferences,  to  encourage  adequate  salaries 
for  pastors,  to  promote  a  concern  for  continuing  educa- 
tion for  ministers,  and  to  urge  financial  support  of  all 
conference  and  denominational  causes. 
"4.  To  supervise  the  work  of  pastors  in  the  district  and 
counsel  with  them  concerning  their  pastoral  responsibili- 
ties, continuing  education,  and  other  matters  affecting 
their  ministry  and  personal  life.  .  .  . 
"5.  To  appraise  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  churches 
within  the  district ;  to  evaluate  fields  of  labor,  and  within 
an  ecumenically  responsible  perspective  to  initiate  new 
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forms  of  ministry,  mergers,  yoked  fields,  and  long-range 
planning  and  the  establishment  and  closing  of  churches." 

The  position  of  district  superintendent  was  originally 
devised  in  Methodism  as  a  supervisory  position  and  is,  in 
large  measure,  the  connection  between  the  local  church  and 
the  general  church. 

The  question  was  raised  in  the  Mississippi  Annual  Con- 
ference as  to  whether  or  not  the  proposed  district  structure 
was  a  violation  of  the  itinerant  general  superintendency 
protected  by  Paragraph  17,  Article  III  of  the  Constitution. 
Historically  the  bishops  of  The  United  Methodist  Church 
are  itinerant  general  superintendents.  (See  The  Doctrines 
and  Disciplines  of  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  (1798) 
at  page  44.) 

Of  course,  the  position  is  correct  that  no  General  Confer- 
ence or  Annual  Conference  or  any  other  body  may  take  any 
action  that  would  change  or  alter  the  government  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church  in  such  a  fashion  as  to  destroy  the 
plan  of  the  itinerant  general  superintendency. 

The  itinerant  district  superintendency  is  clearly  an 
administrative  arm  of  the  itinerant  general  superinten- 
dency, established  in  the  Constitution  and  law  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  as  the  basis  of  its  distinctive  connec- 
tionalism.  It  is  clear  from  the  paragraphs  of  the  Discipline 
already  cited,  as  well  as  many  others,  that  it  is  the  intent 
of  the  Discipline  that  the  format  for  the  Annual  Conference 
structure  shall  be  one  superintendent  for  one  district  and 
that  each  district  shall  have  clearly  defined  geographical 
boundaries. 

Bishop  Roy  Short,  in  his  book,  United  Methodism  in 
Theory  and  Practices,  points  out: 

"There  are  more  than  five  hundred  district  superinten- 
dents in  The  United  Methodist  Church.  They  blanket 
every  foot  of  territory  in  the  United  States  and  vast 
areas  in  other  countries  where  United  Methodism  oper- 
ates. They  keep  in  contact  continually  with  every  con- 
gregation and  are  available  for  counsel  with  every 
preacher  and  lay  person.  They  are  the  living  links  by 
which  the  connectionalism  is  kept  alive  and  functioning 
with  efficiency." 

The  provisions  of  the  Discipline  heretofore  cited  give 
ample  foundation  for  the  accuracy  of  the  definitions  of 
districts  and  district  superintendents  found  in  the  glossary 
of  the  Discipline  on  page  563 : 

"District.  The  major  administrative  subdivision  of  an 
Annual  Conference,  the  number  of  which  is  established 
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by  the  Annual  Conference  and  the  boundaries  of  which 
are  set  by  the  bishop  after  consultation  with  the  district 
superintendents.  It  comprises  all  the  pastoral  charges  in 
the  prescribed  territory  and  is  under  the  supervision  of 
a  district  superintendent." 

"District  Superintendent.  A  minister  appointed  by  the 
bishop  to  administer  the  work  of  the  church  within  a 
district." 

Under  Paragraph  390.3  of  the  Discipline  the  number  of 
districts  is  determined  by  vote  of  the  Annual  Conference. 
The  formation  and  structuring  of  the  district  is  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  bishop  after  consultation  with  the  district 
superintendents.  The  appointment  of  district  superinten- 
dents is  the  responsibility  of  the  bishop. 

The  historical  background  of  the  office  of  district  superin- 
tendent as  well  as  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline  make  it 
clear  that  the  office  of  district  superintendent  is  a  keystone 
of  the  connectional  system.  The  Constitution  also  provides 
that  "The  Annual  Conference  is  the  basic  body  in  the 
church  .  .  ." 

Paragraph  390.3  provides  that  among  the  duties  of  a 
bishop  is  "3.  To  form  the  districts  after  consultation  with 
the  district  superintendents  and  after  the  number  of  the 
same  has  been  determined  by  vote  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence." It  is  clear  that  the  historical  reason  for  reserving  the 
right  to  determine  the  number  of  districts  to  the  Annual 
Conference  is  to  give  the  Annual  Conference  control  over 
the  size  and  cost  of  the  administration  of  the  conference. 
Therefore,  when  an  Annual  Conference  votes  on  the  number 
of  districts  it  is  also  deciding  the  number  of  district  super- 
intendents. The  Plans  are  violative  of  this  basic  right  re- 
served to  the  Annual  Conference. 

While  the  Annual  Conference  has  broad  powers  to  adopt 
rules  and  regulations  for  its  own  government,  the  Judicial 
Council  has  consistently  ruled  that  the  Annual  Conference 
may  not  adopt  structures  which  are  contrary  to  those 
established  for  Annual  Conferences  in  the  Constitution  and 
law  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  nor  may  the  Annual 
Conference  adopt  procedures  which  deny  any  rights  of 
Annual  Conferences,  District  Conferences  or  local  churches, 
or  the  members  thereof,  which  rights  have  been  provided 
for  in  the  Discipline.  (See  Decisions  Nos.  239,  252,  314, 
367.) 

The  Plans  before  the  Council  fail  in  these  respects.  For 
example:  the  Discipline  clearly  provides  for  the  rights  of 
the  membership  of  the  conference  on  a  district  level. 

"Paragraph  669.  A  District  Conference  shall  be  held  if 

directed  by  the  Annual  Conference  of  which  it  is  a  part 
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and  may  be  held  upon  the  call  of  the  district  superinten- 
dent, which  call  shall  specify  the  time  and  place." 
"Paragraph  670.4.  The  District  Conference  may  incor- 
porate a  District  Union,  under  the  laws  of  the  state  in 
which  it  is  located,  to  hold  and  administer  district  real 
and  personal  property,  receive  and  administer  church 
extension  and  mission  funds  for  use  within  the  district, 
.  .  .  and  may  act  for  or  as  a  District  Conference  when 
convened  for  that  purpose  by  the  district  supe7inte7ident, 
who  shall  be  its  executive  secretary  .  .  ."  (emphasis 
added) 

"Paragraph  835.4.  Staff — The  district  superintendent 
shall  be  the  chief  executive  staff  officer"  (emphasis 
added) 

"Paragraph  872.  Should  the  Annual  Conference  make  the 
apportionments  to  the  districts  only,  the  distribution  to 
the  charges  of  each  district  shall  be  made  by  its  district 
Board  of  Stewards,  composed  of  the  district  superinten- 
dent as  chairperson  and  the  district  stewards  elected  by 
the  several  Charge  Conferences  (Par.  145.3)"  (emphasis 
added) 

"Paragraph  1041.1.  In  each  district  a  district  chairper- 
son of  education  shall  be  appointed  by  the  district  super- 
intendent in  consultation  with  the  chairperson  of  the 
conference  Committee  on  Education.  District  chairper- 
sons will  be  confirmed  by  the  conference  Committee  on 
Education."  (emphasis  added) 

"Paragraph  1414.  There  shall  be  in  each  district  of  an 
Annual  Conference  a  district  Board  of  Church  Location 
and  Building,  consisting  of  the  district  superintendent, 
three  ministers,  and  three  lay  persons  nominated  by  the 
district  superintendent  and  elected  annually  by  the  An- 
nual Conference;  .  .  ."  (emphasis  added) 

No  provision  for  these  basic  relationships  between  the 
membership  of  the  district  and  the  district  superintendent 
is  made  in  the  Plans. 

The  Discipline  clearly  provides  that  there  shall  be  the 
office  of  District  Lay  Leader. 

"Paragraph  1056.  Membership — The  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  the  dist7'ict  lay  leader,  who  shall  be  chair- 
person .  .  ."  (See  also  Par.  1057)   (emphasis  added) 

No  provision  for  this  basic  lay  position  is  made  in  the 
Plans.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  connectional  rights  of  the 
laity,  as  a  whole,  are  dissipated  by  the  Plans. 

The  Discipline  protects  the  rights  of  a  local  church  to 
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have  a  relationship  with  a  district  structure  and  a  district 
superintendent. 

"Paragraph  144.6.  Special  sessions  may  be  called  by  the 
district  superintendent  after  consultation  with  the  pastor 
of  the  charge  or  by  the  pastor  with  the  written  consent  of 
the  district  superintendent.  .  .  ."  (emphasis  added) 
"Paragraph  147.  The  Church  Conference  may  be  author- 
ized by  the  district  superintendent  on  written  request  of 
the  pastor  or  the  Administrative  Board  or  ten  percent  of 
the  membership  of  the  local  church  to  the  district  superin- 
tendent, with  a  copy  to  the  pastor,  or  at  the  discretion  of 
the  district  superintendent  .  .  ." 

"Paragraph  130.  If  a  local  church  is  discontinued,  the 
district  superintendent  shall  select  another  United  Meth- 
odist church  and  transfer  its  members  thereto,  or  to  such 
other  churches  as  the  members  may  select." 
"Paragraph  1429.  Prior  to  the  purchase  by  an  unincor- 
porated local  church  of  any  real  estate,  a  resolution 
authorizing  such  action  shall  be  passed  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Charge  Conference  .  .  .  and  provided  further,  that 
written  consent  to  such  action  shall  be  given  by  the 
pastor  and  the  district  superintendent.  (See  Par.  1436)" 
"Paragraph  1431.  Prior  to  the  purchase  by  a  local 
church  corporation  of  any  real  estate,  a  resolution  auth- 
orizing such  action  shall  be  passed  by  the  Charge  Con- 
ference in  corporate  session,  .  .  .  provided  further,  that 
written  consent  to  such  action  shall  be  given  by  the 
pastor  and  the  district  superintendent;  and  provided  fur- 
ther, that  all  such  transactions  shall  have  the  approval 
of  the  Charge  Conference." 

"Paragraph  1432.  Any  real  property  owned  by,  or  in 
which  an  unincorporated  local  church  has  any  interest, 
may  be  sold,  transferred,  or  mortgaged  subject  to  the 
following  procedure  and  conditions: 

"3.  The  written  consent  of  the  pastor  of  the  local  church 
and  the  district  superintendent  to  the  proposed  action 
shall  be  necessary  and  shall  be  affixed  to  the  instrument 
of  sale,  transfer,  or  mortgage."  (See  also  Par,  1433) 

"Paragraph  1434.  Real  property  acquired  by  a  con- 
veyance containing  trust  clauses  may  be  sold  in  confor- 
mity with  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  .  .  .  the  written  acknowledged  consent 
of  the  proper  district  superintendent  representing  The 
United  Methodist  Church  to  the  action  taken  shall  con- 
stitute a  release  and  discharge  of  the  real  property  sold 
and  conveyed  from  the  trust  clause  or  clauses ;  or  in  the 
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event  of  the  execution  of  a  mortgage,  such  consent  of  the 
district  superintendent  shall  constitute  a  formal  recogni- 
tion .  .  ." 

"Paragraph  1436.  Any  local  church  planning  to  build  or 
purchase  a  new  church  or  educational  building  or  a  par- 
sonage, or  to  remodel  such  a  building  if  the  cost  will 
exceed  10  percent  of  its  value,  shall  take  the  following 
steps : 

l.It  shall  secure  the  written  consent  of  the  pastor  and 
the  district  superintendent.

"6.  The  pastor,  with  the  written  consent  of  the  district 
superintendent,  shall  call  a  Church  Conference  .  .  ." 
"Paragraph    1438.    Two    or    more    local    churches    may- 
merge  and  become  a  single  church  by  pursuing  the  fol- 
lowing procedure. 

^.     ^     if     ie     '^ 

"3.  The  merger  must  be  approved  by  the  superintendent 
or  superintendents  of  the  district  or  districts  in  which 
the  merging  churches  are  located." 

"Paragraph  1439.  One  or  more  local  United  Methodist 
churches  may  merge  with  one  or  more  churches  of  other 
denominations  and  become  a  single  church  by  pursuing 
the  following  procedure: 

^       ^       ^       ^       i^ 

"3.  The  merger  must  be  approved  in  writing  by  the 
superintendent  of  the  district,  a  majority  of  the  district 
superintendents,  and  the  bishop  of  the  area  in  which 
the  merging  churches  are  located." 

No  provisions  for  these  basic  relationships  of  the  local 
church  are  made  in  the  Plans.  Churches  seeking  to  assert 
their  rights  are  provided  with  no  connectional  rights.  All  of 
these  rights  are,  in  effect,  eliminated  when  there  is  no 
district  structure  provided  as  required  by  the  Discipline. 

The  rights  of  a  lay  pastor  in  an  Annual  Conference  also 
require  a  relationship  on  a  district  level.  As  an  example  see 
Paragraph  1532: 

"Appeal  of  a  Lay  Pastor — 1.  In  case  of  conviction  a 
lay  pastor  shall  be  allowed  to  appeal  to  the  Annual  Con- 
ference; provided  that  within  thirty  days  after  conviction 
the  lay  pastor  shall  signify  in  writing  to  the  superinten- 
dent of  the  district  the  determination  to  appeal." 

Like  provisions  are  made  in  reference  to  the  rights  of  a 
local  church  members. 
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"Paragraph  1533.2  Any  member  of  the  Church  against 
whom  judgment  shall  have  been  rendered  by  a  Trial 
Court  may  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  as  hereinafter 
constituted,  by  giving  written  notice  of  appeal  to  the 
district  superintendeyit  within  thirty  days  after  judgment 
is  rendered, 

"3.  When  thirty  days'  notice  of  appeal  shall  have  been 
given,  or  sooner  if  agreed  upon,  the  superintendent,  hav- 
ing due  regard  for  the  wishes  and  rights  of  the  appellant, 
shall  convene  a  Court  of  Appeals  .  .  ,  The  district  superin- 
tendent shall  give  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  thirty 
days*  notice  to  all  persons  concerned  of  the  time  and  place 
at  which  the  Court  of  Appeals  shall  assemble  .  .  .  The 
district  superintendent  shall  preside.  The  court  may 
order  a  new  trial  or  acquit  the  accused  or  impose  any 
penalty  prescribed  in  Par.  1555." 

"Paragraph  1556.  If  a  member  is  brought  to  trial,  it  shall 
be  before  a  Trial  Court  composed  of  not  fewer  than  seven 
nor  more  than  twelve  members.  They  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  Charge  Conference  by  ballot  .  .  .  The  district  superin- 
tendent or  an  elder  in  full  connection  appointed  by  the 
district  superintendent  shall  preside  at  the  trial." 
"Paragraph  1558.  If  within  sixty  days  after  conviction 
under  the  foregoing  provisions  the  accused  shall  make 
application  in  writing  to  the  district  superintendent  for  a 
new  trial  on  the  ground  of  newly  discovered  evidence,  and 
shall  submit  therewith  a  written  statement  of  the  same, 
and  if  it  shall  appear  that  such  evidence  is  material  to 
the  issue  involved,  the  district  superintendent  shall  grant 
a  new  trial  .  .  ." 

No  provision  for  these  basic  rights  of  lay  pastors  and 
church  members  is  made  in  the  Plans.  Provisions  of  the 
Discipline  are  no  mere  matter  of  semantics.  They  clearly 
outline  the  rights  of  the  districts  collectively,  the  laity,  the 
lay  pastors,  and  the  church  members.  These  provisions  have 
been  eliminated  by  the  Plans  and  replaced  by  a  confusing 
administrative  procedure  which  effectively  eliminates  these 
rights. 

The  Mississippi  Conference  and  the  North  Mississippi 
Conference  have  substituted  a  sub-district  administrative 
structure  for  a  district  structure.  This  is  not  provided  for 
in  the  Discipline.  The  Plans  are  antagonistic  to  the  above 
quoted  and  many  other  sections  of  the  Discipline  and  are 
violative  of  the  connectional  system  of  The  United  Meth- 
odist Church.  The  basic  conference  structures  are  clearly 
outlined   in   the  Discipline.   While   there   is   flexibility   in 
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structure  as  to  boards  and  agencies,  there  is  no  such  flex- 
ibihty  as  to  conference  administrative  structure. 
The  result  is  inequity. 

The  Commission  on  Religion  and  Race  petitioned  the 
Judicial  Council  in  reference  to  the  Plans  averring  that 
they  ".  .  .  are  violative  to  the  discipline  provisions  on 
inclusiveness  and  on  the  elimination  of  racial  structures 
from  the  church."   (Article  3  of  Petition) 

The  Judicial  Council  takes  notice  of  the  amount  of 
progress  made  toward  racial  inclusiveness  under  the  lead- 
ership of  the  Area  Bishop,  Mack  B.  Stokes,  as  well  as  the 
lay  and  clerical  leadership  of  both  conferences. 

Nevertheless,  the  record  indicates  that  the  Plans  are 
in  effect  an  implementation  of  merger  with  little,  if  any, 
involvement  of  the  local  church  in  the  process  of  elimina- 
tion of  racial  structure  in  the  church.  The  record  also 
indicates  that  the  Plans  call  for  the  lines  of  accountability 
to  run  between  selected  district  superintendents  and  se- 
lected churches  which  system  provides  an  open  door  to 
racial  structures  within  the  district.  The  record  indicates 
that  the  result  has  been  essentially  the  dividing  of  the 
district  into  three  sub-districts  with  three  of  the  district 
superintendents  being  assigned  on  an  essentially  geo- 
graphical basis  and  one  being  assigned  district  wide.  A 
structure  which  admits  of  de  facto  exclusiveness  is  no  more 
legal  than  one  based  on  de  jure  exclusiveness.  The  Plans  dis- 
regard the  ruling  of  the  Judicial  Council  in  Decision  No. 
362: 

"If  any  merged  conference  or  its  boards  and  agencies 
should  be  so  structured  that  it  can  in  fact  be  demon- 
strated that  equitable  attitudes  in  matters  of  represen- 
tation have  not  been  observed  and  the  resulting  structure 
is  in  reality  inequitable,  that  structure  would  be  un- 
constitutional." 

Decision 

The  administrative  structures  of  the  districts  of  the 
Mississippi  and  the  North  Mississippi  Annual  Conferences 
are  contrary  to  the  structures  established  in  the  Consti- 
tution and  law  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  to  provide 
the  basis  for  a  connectional  Church,  and  are  violative  of 
the  rights  of  an  Annual  Conference,  the  members  of  the 
Annual  Conference,  and  the  principle  of  inclusiveness.  The 
Plans  are,  therefore,  illegal  and  unconstitutional.

In  Re:  Petition  from  the  Eastern  Pennsylvania  An- 
nual Conference  for  a  Declaratory  Decision  on  the 
Interpretation  of  Paragraph  1435.1  of  the  1972 
Discipline  "Specifically  to  Determine  whether  or 
not  Bail  Bond  Is  to  Be  Considered  as  a  Current 
Expense  of  the  Local  Church." 

DIGEST 
An  obligation  incurred  by  a  local  church  under  a  bail  bond  agree- 
ment would  be  a  current  expense  and  Paragraph  1435.1  of  the  1972 
Discipline  prohibits  a  local  church  from  placing  a  mortgage  on  its  real 
property  for  such  purpose. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

Concerned  citizens  in  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  which  is  situated 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Eastern  Pennsylvania  Annual  Conference 
of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  have  incorporated  a  not  for  profit 
organization  under  the  name  People's  Bail  Reform  Project,  Inc.  Simi- 
lar organizations  have  been  incorporated  and  are  operating  in  a  num- 
ber of  other  communities.  The  purpose  of  the  organization  is  to  pro- 
vide bail  bonds  for  persons  who  have  been  arrested  and  placed  in  the 
Berks  County  Prison  while  awaiting  trial,  because  they  do  not  have 
the  financial  resources  to  provide  or  secure  bail  for  themselves. 

The  People's  Bail  Reform  Project  gets  its  resources  in  two  ways. 
First  it  seeks  donations  to  provide  for  its  own  operational  expenses 
and  to  establish  a  contingency  fund  to  be  used  when  bail  must  be 
forfeited  because  the  person  for  whom  the  organization  has  provided 
bail  fails  to  show  for  court  proceedings.  Second,  the  assets  necessary 
for  the  bail  required  for  the  accused  persons  is  provided  by  persons 
and  organizations  who  agree  to  permit  their  own  unincumbered  prop- 
erty, real  or  personal  but  mostly  real,  to  be  used  as  collateral  for  the 
bail  bond.  When  real  property  is  thus  used,  it  is  mortgaged  as  security 
for  the  bond  and  the  mortgage  continues  in  effect  until  the  final  dis- 
position of  the  case  by  the  court.  On  Thursday,  June  13,  1974,  in  the 
session  of  the  Eastern  Pennsylvania  Annual  Conference,  on  motion 
of  Mrs.  Barto,  the  following  motion  was  adopted: 

"Be  it  resolved  that  the  Eastern  Pennsylvania  Conference  Session 
at  Albright  College,  June  Session  1974,  petition  the  General  Confer- 
ence in  a  memorial  to  have  The  United  Methodist  Church  property 
restriction  removed  in  order  to  allow  bail  collateral  using  real 
property. 

"We  move  referral  of  this  resolution  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  the  Commission  on  Christian  Social  Concerns,  for  study  and 
recommendation  to  be  brought  to  the  1975  Annual  Conference." 

At  the  1975  session  of  the  conference  on  Thursday,  June  12,  Mr. 
Kenneth  Texter  reported  the  action  and  recommendation  of  the  Con- 
ference Board  of  Trustees  relative  to  the  bail  bond  matter  as  follows : 

"The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Eastern  Pennsylvania  Conference 
as  directed  by  the  Barto  motion,  197 Jf  Journal,  Vol.  2,  page  438,  has 
studied  and  considered  the  request  for  'petitioning  the  General  Con- 
ference to  have  The  United  Methodist  Church  property  restriction 
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removed  in  order  to  allow  bail  collateral  using  real  property,'  and 
makes  the  following  recommendation : 

"We  recommend  petitioning  the  Judicial  Council  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  for  an  interpretation  of  Par.  1435.1  in  the  1972 
Book  of  Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist  Church,  specifically  to 
determine  whether  or  not  bail  bond  is  to  be  considered  as  Current 
Expense  of  the  local  Church." 

The  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  petition  the 
Judicial  Council  was  approved  by  the  conference  and  so  comes  to  the 
Judicial  Council. 


Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515.2  (i)   of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

Paragraph  1435.1  of  the  1972  Discipline  which  the 
Council  is  asked  to  interpret  reads: 

"No  real  property  on  which  a  church  building  or  par- 
sonage is  located  shall  be  mortgaged  to  provide  for  the 
current  (or  budget)  expense  of  a  local  church,  nor  shall 
the  principal  proceeds  of  a  sale  of  any  such  property  be 
so  used.  This  provision  shall  apply  alike  to  unincorpo- 
rated and  incorporated  local  churches." 

The  petition  from  the  Eastern  Pennsylvania  Conference 
asks  for  an  interpretation,  "specifically  to  determine  wheth- 
er or  not  bail  bond  is  to  be  considered  as  Current  Expense 
of  the  local  church."  The  Council  has  been  furnished  with 
adequate  information  regarding  the  structure,  purposes 
and  operational  procedures  of  the  People's  Bail  Reform 
Project,  Inc.  We  are  not  called  upon  to  make  any  judgment 
of  the  worthiness  of  its  program.  We  are  asked  only  to  give 
an  interpretation  of  the  one  sentence  in  Paragraph  1435.1. 

By  commonly  accepted  accounting  procedures  and  prac- 
tices, expenditures  of  organizations  are  divided  into  two 
general  classifications,  Capital  and  Current.  Each  of  these, 
of  course,  may  have  many  sub-divisions.  The  expenditure 
of  funds,  if  such  should  be  necessary,  to  pay  for  a  forfeited 
bail  bond  could  in  no  way  be  considered  as  a  Capital  expen- 
diture for  a  local  church.  It  would  not  have  even  a  remote 
relation  to  the  Capital  Assets  of  the  Church.  Such  an  ob- 
ligation would  be  current  and  payable  on  demand  of  the 
Court  as  soon  as  the  person  bonded  failed  to  appear  for  a 
required  court  procedure  relating  to  his  case. 

The  remoteness  of  the  probability  that  the  church  will  be 
called  upon  to  make  such  an  expenditure  because  of  the

safe-guards  provided  in  the  agreement  with  the  People's 
Bail  Reform  Project,  Inc.  in  no  way  alters  the  nature  of  the 
expenditure  should  the  church  be  required  to  make  it.  Not 
only  is  the  church  prohibited  from  having  a  mortgage 
placed  on  its  real  property  for  such  purposes  but  in  addi- 
tion it  is  prohibited  from  selling  any  such  property  which 
it  may  own  and  using  the  proceeds  for  any  current  expense 
obligation. 

Decision 

An  obligation  incurred  by  a  local  church  under  a  bail 
bond  agreement  would  be  a  current  expense  and  Paragraph 
1435.1  of  the  1972  Discipline  prohibits  a  local  church  from 
placing  a  mortgage  on  its  real  property  for  such  purpose.

Decision  No.  400 

In  Re:  Petition  from  the  North  Mississippi  Annual 
Conference  for  a  Declaratory  Decision  as  to  the 
Meaning  of  Paragraphs  878,  882  and  831.9  (a)  with 
Respect  to  the  Distribution  of  Funds  within  an 
Annual  Conference. 


DIGEST 

Paragraphs  878  and  882  provide  for  the  distribution  of  World 
Service  and  conference  benevolences  by  the  conference  treasurer  as 
the  Annual  Conference  has  "acted  and  determined." 

Paragraph  831.9  does  not  relate  to  the  distribution  of  funds  within 
an  Annual  Conference. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

The  Secretary  of  North  Mississippi  Annual  Conference,  Claude 
Johnson,  informed  the  Judicial  Council  of  the  following  facts. 

During  a  business  session  of  the  North  Mississippi  Annual  Confer- 
ence at  Grenada,  Mississippi,  June  6,  1975,  the  following  statement 
and  motion  were  submitted  by  L.  C.  Summers,  a  ministerial  member: 

"The  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration's  Report,  No.  2, 
8,f  on  page  61  of  "Program  1976"  recommends  as  follows:  'Based 
upon  the  Conference  objective  and  the  priorities  recommended  by 
the  Conference  Council  of  Ministries  and  adopted  by  the  Annual 
Conference,  the  committee  (on  Program  Coordination)  will  evalu- 
ate the  program  budgets  and  submit  to  each  board  an  adjusted 
figure  for  the  current  year,  in  order  to  bring  the  operation  within 
the  available  anticipated  funds  for  conference  program.  This  means 
some  boards  may  receive  100  per  cent,  others  80  per  cent,  while 
others  may  receive  60  per  cent  of  the  approved  budget.' 
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"We  move  the  report  be  amended  by  substituting  for  the  above 
following : 

"The  conference  treasurer  shall  distribute  the  funds  received 
for  conference  benevolences  according  to  the  provisions  of  Para- 
graphs 878,  and/or  882  of  the  Discipline  of  1972." 

After  some  discussion  the  following  motion  was  voted  unanimously : 

"That  the  North  Mississippi  Annual  Conference  requests  a 
Declaratory  Decision  of  the  Judicial  Council  as  to  the  meaning  of 
Paragraphs  878,  882  and  831.9(a)  with  respect  to  their  meaning  as 
to  the  distribution  of  funds  within  an  annual  conference." 

Mr.  Summers  filed  a  brief  with  the  Judicial  Council. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

From  the  facts  supplied  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual 
Conference  it  is  evident  that  the  interpretation  of  the 
paragraphs  of  the  Discipline  referred  will  relate  to  the 
work  of  the  Annual  Conference,  and  thus,  the  petition  for 
a  declaratory  decision  is  properly  before  the  Judicial  Coun- 
cil. 

Paragraph  878  requires  first  the  local  church  treasurer 
to  remit  monthly  all  amounts  contributed  for  World  Ser- 
vice and  conference  benevolences  to  the  conference  treas- 
urer who  in  turn  is  required  each  month  to  divide  the  total 
amount  and  to  set  aside  "the  proper  amount  for  World 
Service  and  the  proper  amount  for  conference  benevo- 
lences, according  to  the  ratio  established  by  the  Anmcal 
Conference  in  the  total  World  Service  and  conference  bud- 
get." (Emphasis  added.)  The  conference  treasurer  then  dis- 
tributes the  "proper  amount  for  conference  benevolences" 
to  the  treasurers  of  the  several  agencies  of  the  confer- 
ence "according  to  the  rightful  share  and  proportion  of 
each"  and  "the  proper  amount  for  World  Service"  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Council  on  Finance  and  Administration. 

Paragraph  882  provides  that  the  conference  treasury  may 
serve  as  a  "depository  for  funds  designated  for  any  or  all 
conference  boards  and  agencies  participating  in  the  confer- 
ence benevolences"  and  that  the  conference  treasurer  shall 
keep  separate  accounts  for  each  such  board  or  agency. 
"None  of  the  above  designated  accounts  shall  be  drawn 
on  for  the  benefit  of  another." 

Paragraph  831.9  establishes  the  relationship  of  program 
boards  and  agencies  of  the  Annual  Conference  with  the 
Annual  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  "in  matters  re- 
lating to  the  development,  implementation,  and  administra- 
tion of  the  program."  Not  in  this  subparagraph  nor  in  any 
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other  paragraph  of  this  section  relating  to  the  Annual 
Conference  Council  on  Ministries  (Pars.  831-834)  is  the 
Annual  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  charged  with 
the  responsibility  for  the  distribution  of  conference  funds. 

Paragraph  831.10  j  provides  for  the  Council  "to  study 
and  coordinate  the  budget  askings  of  the  conference  agen- 
cies as  they  relate  to  the  conference  program"  and  then 
make  recommendation  to  the  Annual  Conference  Council 
on  Finance  and  Administration. 

The  Annual  Conference  is  responsible  for  the  total  con- 
ference budget.  The  Annual  Conference  Council  on  Finance 
and  Administration  recommends  to  the  Annual  Conference 
for  its  action  and  determination  both  "the  total  amount  to 
be  apportioned  for  the  conference  benevolence  budget" 
and  "the  amount  or  the  percentage  of  the  total  of  the  con- 
ference benevolence  budget  v^hich  shall  be  apportioned  to 
each  cause  included  in  the  said  budget."  (Par.  868.2) 

Paragraph  870  relating  to  the  World  Service  apportion- 
ment concludes:  "The  distribution  of  all  apportionments 
in  this  paragraph  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Annual  Conference." 

Furthermore,  Paragraph  37  of  the  Constitution  estab- 
lishes that  "the  Annual  Conference  is  the  basic  body  in  the 
Church  .  .  ."  and  the  pov^ers  and  functions  of  that  body 
have  been  affirmed  and  reaffirmed  in  Judicial  Council  De- 
cisions Nos.  5,  38,  78,  79,  105  and  306  inter  alia. 

Not  only  is  the  pov^er  reserved  to  the  Annual  Conference 
but  the  Annual  Conference  cannot  delegate  its  power  to 
one  of  its  agencies. 

"Under  the  Constitution  of  The  Methodist  Church  .  .  . 
the  Annual  Conference  is  the  'basic'  body  in  The  Meth- 
odist Church,  and  is  the  reservoir  of  all  powers  not 
specifically  delegated  to  the  General  Conference. 

"No  authority  is  given  in  the  Constitution  of  the 
Church  for  it  to  delegate  its  powers  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  deprive  itself  of  that  basic  or  ultimate  power." 
Judicial  Council  Decision  No.  38 

Decision 

Paragraphs  878  and  882  provide  for  the  distribution  of 
World  Service  and  conference  benevolences  by  the  confer- 
ence treasurer  as  the  Annual  Conference  has  "acted  and 
determined." 

Paragraph  831.9  does  not  relate  to  the  distribution  of 
funds  within  an  Annual  Conference.

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Decision  No.  401 

In  Re :  Ruling  of  Bishop  Jack  M.  Tuell  in  the  Oregon- 
Idaho  Annual  Conference  regarding  the  Reporting 
of  Pensions  and  Benefits  in  the  Conference  Journal 
and  the  Designating  of  Payments  within  Ministerial 

Support. 


DIGEST 

Separate  columns  for  reporting  the  amounts  apportioned  and  paid 
for  pensions  and  benefit  purposes  by  each  local  church  shall  be  pro- 
vided in  the  conference  statistical  tables  and  the  amounts  recorded. 

Further,  the  Discipline  does  not  provide  for  a  local  church  to 
designate  its  giving  within  the  ministerial  support  items. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
During  the  1975   Session  of  the  Oregon-Idaho  Annual   Conference 
Elam  J.  Anderson,  a  ministerial  member,  in  behalf  of  his  local  church 
at  Emmett,  Idaho,  presented  to  the  presiding  bishop   the  following 
written  request  for  a  ruling : 

"Therefore  we  respectfully  request:  that  the  chair  rule  the 
present  collection  policy  out  of  order  and  insist  either  that  the  A/C 
comply  with  Discipline  Par.  1260.6c  or  that  provision  be  made  for 
designated  giving  to  the  penalty-linked  pension  portion  within  the 
total  Ministerial  Support  Apportionment." 

In  response  to  the  request  in  writing  Bishop  Jack  M.  Tuell  ruled 
as  follows : 

"1.  I  find  that  in  regard  to  Paragraph  1260.6c  that  the  annual 
conference  is  not  in  compliance.  The  conference  statistical  tables  do 
provide  a  column  for  reporting  pension  and  benefit  purposes,  but 
the  amount  paid  thereon  is  not  reported  in  that  column,  but  only  as 
a  part  of  the  entire  ministerial  support  apportioned  and  paid.  In 
order  to  comply  with  the  Discipline,  the  figure  apportioned  for 
pensions  and  benefits  and  the  amount  paid  for  that  purpose  by  each 
local  church  should  be  reported  in  appropriate  columns. 

"2.  I  find  in  response  to  the  second  request  for  a  local  church 
to  be  able  to  designate  its  giving  within  the  ministerial  support 
items  that  the  Discipline  does  not  allow  such  a  practice.  Paragraphs 
859  and  889,  among  others  make  it  clear  that  as  the  Judicial  Coun- 
cil quoted  from  Bishop  Short's  book  on  its  Decision  No.  390,  'all  the 
ministry  of  United  Methodism  is  one  ministry  forever  intimately 
related.'  This  historic  concept,  found  to  be  constitutional  in  De- 
cision 390,  is  a  cornerstone  of  our  connectional  ministry  and 
polity." 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1512  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

As  the  presiding  bishop  noted  in  his  ruling,  the  request 
submitted  by  the  ministerial  member  had  two  parts:  1.  that

the  Annual  Conference  comply  with  Paragraph  1260.6c, 
and  2.  that  provision  be  made  for  designated  giving  by 
local  churches  within  the  total  ministerial  support  ap- 
portionment. 

In  consideration  of  the  first  part,  Paragraph  1260.6c 
reads : 

"c)  The  conference  statistical  tables  shall  provide  sep- 
arate columns  for  reporting  the  amount  apportioned  to 
each  pastoral  charge  for  pension  and  benefit  purposes 
and  the  amount  paid  thereon." 

An  examination  of  the  Journals  of  several  Annual  Con- 
ferences reveals  a  variation  in  the  statistical  forms  used 
by  the  Annual  Conferences.  The  requirement  of  1260.6c 
is  sometimes  ignored.  As  in  the  Oregon-Idaho  Conference, 
the  amounts  apportioned  and  paid  for  pension  and  benefit 
purposes  are  combined  with  total  ministerial  support  or 
other  items. 

Paragraph  1260.6c  is  a  part  of  the  "Proportional  Pay- 
ment" emphasis  on  pension  and  benefit  programs.  The  pur- 
pose of  a  separate  column  for  reporting  is  seen  in  the  fol- 
lowing Paragraph  1260. 6d: 

"On  retirement,  the  amount  that  a  pastor  is  in  default 
shall  be  subject  to  deduction  from  the  pastor's  pension, 
in  accordance  with  rules  and  regulations  of  the  specific 
program  or  programs  under  which  the  pension  is  pro- 
vided." 

Bishop  Tuell  correctly  ruled  that  only  the  amounts  ap- 
portioned and  paid  for  pension  and  benefit  purposes  should 
be  reported  in  the  appropriate  columns. 

Pensions  and  benefit  programs  are  a  part  of  total  minis- 
terial support.  The  petitioner  noted,  in  presenting  the  sec- 
ond part  of  the  request,  however,  that  it  was  the  only  part 
with  a  penalty  clause  for  non-payment,  and  raised  the 
question  of  whether  or  not  churches  could  designate  giving 
to  this  "penalty-linked  portion  within  the  total  ministerial 
support  apportionment." 

Proportional  payments  are  required,  however,  by  the 
Discipline  for  all  the  items  of  ministerial  support,  as  the 
petitioner  noted.  Paragraph  889  reads: 

"When  the  apportionments  for  bishops,  district  super- 
intendents, conference  claimants,  and  the  Equitable  Sal- 
ary Fund  for  the  several  districts  and  charges  have  been 
determined,  payments  made  to  the  same  in  each  pas- 
toral charge  shall  be  exactly  proportional  to  the  amount

paid  on  the  ministerial  salary  or  salaries  (Par.  859).  The 
treasurer  or  treasurers  of  each  pastoral  charge  shall  ac- 
cordingly make  proportional  distribution  of  the  funds 
raised  in  that  charge  for  the  support  of  the  ministry  and 
shall  remit,  monthly  if  practicable  and  quarterly  at  the 
latest,  the  items  for  bishops,  district  superintendents, 
conference  claimants,  and  the  Equitable  Salary  Fund  to 
the  proper  treasurer  or  treasurers." 

Further  this  obligation  has  been  upheld  by  the  Judicial 
Council  in  several  decisions,  including  Judicial  Council  De- 
cisions Nos.  250,  306,  320  and  390. 

"The  whole  tradition  of  the  traveling  ministry  of 
Methodism,  supported  by  numerous  paragraphs  in  the 
1968  Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  gives  an 
undeniable  priority  to  ministerial  support  in  the  Church." 
Judicial  Council  Decision  No.  306 

Bishop  Tuell  was  correct  in  ruling  that  the  Discipline 
does  not  provide  for  a  local  church  to  designate  its  giving 
within  the  ministerial  support  items. 

Decision 

Separate  columns  for  reporting  the  amounts  apportioned 
and  paid  for  pensions  and  benefit  purposes  by  each  local 
church  shall  be  provided  in  the  conference  statistical  tables 
and  the  amounts  recorded  thereon. 

The  Discipline  does  not  provide  for  a  local  church  to 
designate  its  giving  within  the  ministerial  support  items. 

The  ruling  of  Bishop  Jack  M.  Tuell  is  affirmed.

Decision  No.  402 

In  Re:  Petition  from  the  Commission  on  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  for  a  Declaratory  Decision  on  the 
Question:  "Who  Can  Elect  and  Seat  Delegates  to 
the  General  Conference  and   by  What   Process?" 

DIGEST 
Delegates  to  the  General  Conference  must  be  elected  by  the  Annual 
Conferences  or  by  affiliated  autonomous  Methodist  Churches  and  the 
Methodist  Church  in  Great  Britain  when  concordats  with  them  are 
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approved  by  the  General  Conference.  Only  such  duly  elected  persons 
have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  delegates,  including  the  right  to 
expenses  and  per  diems. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

The  Commission  on  the  General  Conference  at  its  meeting  on  Oc- 
tober 16,  1974,  authorized  a  petition  to  the  Judicial  Council  for  a 
declaratory  decision  to  clarify  the  meaning  of  Paragraph  12  of  the 
Constitution  on  the  composition  of  the  General  Conference. 

The  Commission  noted  that  at  the  General  Conference  in  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  a  number  of  caucus  groups  were  seated  on  the  floor  of  the 
Conference  by  vote  of  the  General  Conference.  They  w^ere  given  voice 
but  not  vote.  Some  of  the  persons  so  seated  sought  expenses  and  per 
diems  on  the  assumption  that  they  had  been  constituted  as  delegates 
to  the  General  Conference.  The  Commission  felt  that  a  declaratory 
decision  was  necessary  to  set  forth  the  law  of  the  Church  and  to 
preclude  any  misunderstanding  about  who  are  properly  constituted  as 
delegates  to  the  General  Conference. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515  of  the  Discipline. 

Analysis 

Paragraph  12  of  the  Constitution  has  no  ambiguity  in  it 
concerning  the  composition  of  the  General  Conference.  Its 
ministerial  and  lay  delegates  are  to  be  elected  by  the  Annual 
Conferences.  When  the  Paragraph  was  amended  in  1968 
there  were  additional  provisions.  The  Paragraph  now 
reads : 

"1.  The  General  Conference  shall  be  composed  of  not  less 
than  600  nor  more  than  1,000  delegates,  one  half  of 
whom  shall  be  ministers  and  one  half  lay  members. 

"2.  Delegates  shall  be  elected  by  the  Annual  Conferences 
except  that  delegates  may  be  elected  by  other  autono- 
mous Methodist  churches  if  and  when  the  General  Con- 
ference shall  approve  concordats  with  such  other  au- 
tonomous Methodist  churches  for  the  mutual  election 
and  seating  of  delegates  in  each  other's  highest  legis- 
lative conferences. 

''3.  In  the  case  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  Great  Britain, 
mother  church  of  Methodism,  upon  mutual  approval  of 
the  concordat  now  pending,  provision  shall  be  made 
for  the  reciprocal  election  and  seating  of  four  delegates, 
two  clergy  and  two  lay." 

Paragraph  601  of  the  Discipline  carries  out  the  consti- 
tutional requirement  of  Paragraph  12  as  it  provides  for  the 
election  of  ministerial  and  lay  delegates  to  the  General  Con- 
ference by  the  Annual  Conferences. 

Paragraphs  641.3  and  644  carry  out  the  constitutional 
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provisions  authorizing  the  election  of  delegates  from  affili- 
ated autonomous  Methodist  Churches.  The  concordats  pro- 
vide that  such  delegates  "have  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  delegates,  including  membership  on  committees,  except 
the  right  to  vote."  Such  delegates,  even  with  such  restric- 
tions are  properly  constituted  delegates  by  constitutional 
provision. 

The  only  fully  constituted  delegates  to  the  General  Con- 
ference are  those  elected  by  the  Annual  Conferences  or 
those  whose  elections  are  approved  by  concordats  with  af- 
filiated autonomous  Methodist  Churches  or  with  The  Meth- 
odist Church  of  Great  Britain.  Only  such  fully  constituted 
delegates  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  delegates  to 
the  General  Conference,  including  the  rights  of  expenses 
and  per  diems. 

Presumably  the  General  Conference  has  the  power  to 
grant  certain  courtesies  to  certain  individuals  or  groups 
for  a  limited  participation  in  the  General  Conference,  but 
it  has  no  authority  to  constitute  or  seat  such  persons  as 
delegates  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  same. 
Paragraph  15.15  of  the  Constitution  grants  to  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  power  to  "enact  such  other  legislation  as 
may  be  necessary,  subject  to  the  limitations  and  restric- 
tions of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church."  With  two  minor 
exceptions  the  Constitution  provides  that  the  delegates  to 
the  General  Conference  shall  be  elected  by  the  Annual  Con- 
ferences. The  General  Conference  has  no  power  to  con- 
stitute or  seat  delegates  to  itself. 

Decision 

It  is  the  decision  of  the  Judicial  Council  that  the  only 
legally  constituted  delegates  to  the  General  Conference  are 
those  who  are  elected  by  the  Annual  Conferences,  or  those 
elected  by  affiliated  autonomous  Methodist  Churches  or  by 
The  Methodist  Church  in  Great  Britain  in  concordats 
approved  by  the  General  Conference.  Only  such  duly  elected 
persons  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  delegates,  in- 
cluding the  right  to  expenses  and  per  diems.

Decision  No.  403 

In  Re:  Petition  from  the  Commission  on  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  for  a  Declaratory  Decision  as  to 
whether  Paragraphs  603  and  648  of  the  Discipline 
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Which  Limit  the  Voting  Rights,  Privileges  and 
Traveling  Expenses  of  "Delegates"  from  Provision- 
al Annual  Conferences  Overseas  are  in  Contradic- 
tion to  Paragraphs  39  and  40  of  the  Constitution. 

DIGEST 
Provisional  Annual  Conferences  outside  the  United  States  are  not 
entitled  to  elect  delegates  to  the  General  Conference  because  of  the 
exception  from  such  entitlement  stated  in  Paragraph  14  of  the  Con- 
stitution. The  Discipline,  under  Paragraph  603,  does  authorize  them 
to  have  "a  designated  member"  at  the  General  Conference  with  the 
restrictions  indicated. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
The  secretary  of  the  General  Conference,  J.  B.  Holt,  on  August  4, 
1975,  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Judicial  Council  as  follows: 

"At  the  suggestion  of  Bishop  Jack  M.  Tuell,  the  Commission  on 
the  General  Conference  is  requesting  a  declaratory  decision  on  'Are 
Paragraphs  603  and  648  of  the  Book  of  Discipline  which  purport  to 
limit  the  voting  rights  and  privileges  and  traveling  expenses  of 
delegates  from  Provisional  Annual  Conferences  Overseas  to  the 
General  Conference  in  contradiction  to  Paragraphs  39  and  40  of 
the  Constitution  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  which  gives  Pro- 
visional Annual  Conference  delegates  all  the  rights  of  Annual  Con- 
ference Delegates?'  " 


Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515.2c  of  The  Discipline. 

Analysis 

The  concept  of  a  Provisional  Annual  Conference  in  The 
United  Methodist  Church  is  that  of  an  Annual  Conference 
in  the  process  of  becoming.  It  is  given  certain  rights,  privi- 
leges and  responsibilities  of  an  Annual  Conference,  but  it  is 
also  subject  to  certain  restrictions  because  it  has  not  yet 
attained  the  full  stature  of  a  regular  Annual  Conference. 
Achieving  regular  Annual  Conference  status  is  a  growing 
process  from  the  time  of  the  creation  of  the  Provisional 
Conference  until  it  has  developed  into  the  full  stature  of 
an  Annual  Conference  and  the  prefix  "Provisional"  is  re- 
moved. So  long,  however,  as  the  "Provisional"  prefix  re- 
mains certain  restrictions  also  continue. 

The  Constitution  and  the  Discipline  of  The  United  Meth- 
odist Church  make  some  distinctions  between  Provisional 
Annual  Conferences  in  the  United  States  which  are  within 
the  bounds  of  a  Jurisdictional  Conference  and  those  Pro- 
visional Annual  Conferences  that  are  outside  of  the  United 
States  and  within  the  bounds  of  a  Central  or  Provisional 
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Central  Conference.  One  of  the  major  distinctions  between 
these  Provisional  Annual  Conferences  is  exactly  at  the 
point  of  the  question  here  raised  by  the  Commission  on 
the  General  Conference. 

Paragraph  14  of  the  Constitution  reads  in  part : 

"The  General  Conference  shall  fix  the  ratio  of  repre- 
sentation in  the  General,  Jurisdictional  and  Central  Con- 
ferences from  the  Annual  Conferences  and  the  Pro- 
visional Annual  Conferences,  computed  on  a  tw^o-factor 
basis :  .  . .  provided  that  each  Annual  Conference  or  Pro- 
visional Annual  Conference,  except  for  the  Provisional 
Annual  Conferences  of  a  Central  Conference  or  a  Pro- 
visional Central  Conference,  shall  be  entitled  to  at  least 
one  ministerial  and  one  lay  delegate  in  the  General  Con- 
ference and  also  in  the  Jurisdictional  or  Central  Con- 
ference." 

Paragraph  38  states: 

"The  Annual  Conference  shall  elect  ministerial  and  lay 
delegates  to  the  General  Conference  and  to  its  Jurisdic- 
tional or  Central  Conference  in  the  manner  provided 
in  this  section,  Articles  IV  and  V  .  . ." 

Articles  IV  and  V  are  Paragraphs  39  and  40  v^^hich  are 
referred  to  in  the  petition  of  the  Commission  on  the  Gen- 
eral Conference.  These  paragraphs  relate  to  the  election  of 
delegates  to  the  General  Conference  and  to  Jurisdictional 
or  Central  Conferences.  Paragraph  39  relates  to  election 
of  ministerial  delegates  and  Paragraph  40  to  lay  delegates. 
Both  paragraphs  use  the  phrase  "the  Annual  Conference 
or  Provisional  Annual  Conference."  This  language  is  neces- 
sary since  some  Provisional  Annual  Conferences,  that  is 
those  within  the  bounds  of  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences, 
do  elect  delegates  to  both  the  General  Conference  and  the 
Jurisdictional  Conferences. 

However,  this  general  language  used  in  these  two  para- 
graphs in  no  way  nullifies  the  exception  of  Provisional  An- 
nual Conferences  within  a  Central  or  Provisional  Central 
Conference  made  in  Paragraph  14  of  the  Constitution.  Thus 
the  Constitution  does  not  make  any  provision  for  delegates 
to  the  General  Conference  or  to  Central  or  Provisional  Cen- 
tral Conferences  from  Provisional  Annual  Conferences 
within  the  bounds  of  Central  or  Provisional  Central  Con- 
ferences because  of  the  exception  placed  in  Paragraph  14, 

Further,  Paragraph  15  of  the  Constitution  gives  the 
General  Conference  full  power  to  "define  and  fix  the  duties 
of  .  .  .  Provisional  Annual  Conferences  .  .  ."  We  would  refer 
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to  Judicial  Council  Decision  No.  354  in  which  we  state : 
"We  respectfully  advise  the  General  Conference  that 
it  does  not  have  this  right.  The  powers  of  the  General 
Conference  are  delegated  to  it  by  the  Annual  Confer- 
ences, the  'fundamental  bodies  of  the  Church'  (Par.  10 
of  the  Constitution).  The  limitations  based  upon  those 
powers  have  a  similar  source.  The  constitutional  au- 
thority with  respect  to  the  seating  of  delegates  includes 
the  limitations  in  Paragraph  40.  Those  limitations  can 
only  be  changed  by  a  constitutional  amendment  proposed 
by  the  General  Conference  and  approved  by  the  Annual 
Conferences. 

"However,  these  constitutional  limitations  do  not  apply 
to  delegates  who  are  seated  without  the  right  to  vote. 
Nothing  we  have  decided  in  this  decision  or  in  Decision 
No.  346  would  prevent  the  General  Conference  from  seat- 
ing the  appellants  as  delegates  at  large  with  the  right  to 
speak,  but  not  to  vote,  or  from  reimbursing  them  for  such 
expenses  as  it  might  deem  appropriate.  Under  the  un- 
usual circumstances  now  before  us,  there  would  be  equity 
in  such  an  action." 

If  such  Provisional  Conferences  are  to  have  "represen- 
tation or  delegates"  at  the  General  Conference  or  the  Cen- 
tral or  Provisional  Central  Conferences,  the  authority  for 
such  representation  must  come  from  some  source  other 
than  the  Constitution. 

Consequently,  the  General  Conference,  in  its  wisdom,  has 
decided  that  indeed  these  Provisional  Annual  Conferences 
should  be  represented  in  the  General  Conference  and  in 
their  respective  Central  or  Provisional  Central  Conferences. 
This  representation  for  Central  and  Provisional  Central 
Conferences  is  authorized  in  Paragraph  648  of  the  Dis- 
cipline which  reads  in  part: 

"...  A  Provisional  Annual  Conference  within  the  ter- 
ritory of  a  Central  Conference  or  of  a  Provisional  Cen- 
tral Conference  may  elect  delegates  to  a  Central  Con- 
ference or  a  Provisional  Central  Conference  on  the  same 
basis  as  an  Annual  Conference  but  may  not  elect  dele- 
gates to  a  General  Conference." 

This  gives  these  Provisional  Annual  Conferences  dele- 
gates to  their  Central  or  Provisional  Central  Conferences 
on  the  same  basis  as  the  Provisional  Annual  Conferences 
in  the  United  States  have  to  their  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ences. But  at  the  same  time  it  prohibits  them  from  having 
delegates  at  the  General  Conference. 

In  order  that  such  Provisional  Annual   Conferences  as 
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well  as  Missionary  Conferences  outside  the  United  States 
might  have  some  representation  to  care  for  their  interests 
in  the  General  Conference,  the  General  Conference  enacted 
Paragraph  603  of  the  Discipline  which  states : 

"Each  Provisional  Annual  Conference  and  Missionary- 
Conference  outside  the  United  States  may  designate  a 
member  to  meet  with  the  standing  committees  and  have 
the  privileges  of  the  floor  of  the  General  Conference  on 
matters  affecting  the  interest  of  the  member's  confer- 
ence, but  without  vote  and  without  expense  to  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  except  for  the  per  diem  during  its  ses- 
sions." 

Since  the  overseas  Provisional  Annual  Conferences  are 
not  authorized  by  the  Constitution  to  elect  delegates  to  the 
General  Conference,  Paragraphs  603  and  648  are  not  in 
conflict  with  the  Constitution.  Paragraphs  39  and  40  of  the 
Constitution  must  be  read  in  the  light  of  the  exception 
which  relates  to  the  Provisional  Annual  Conferences  as 
stated  in  Paragraph  14. 

Decision 

Provisional  Annual  Conferences  outside  the  United  States 
which  are  within  the  territory  of  a  Central  or  Provisional 
Central  Conference  are  not  entitled  to  elect  delegates  to 
the  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist  Church. 
The  Discipline  in  Paragraph  603  does  authorize  them  to 
have  a  "designated  member"  at  the  General  Conference 
with  the  restriction  indicated.

Decision  No.  404 

In  Re:  The  Power  of  an  Annual  Conference  to 
Grant  Full  Membership  to  a  Person  Earlier  Denied 
Such  Membership  when  the  Conference  Deems  the 
Earlier  Action  to  have  Involved  Injustice  and  In- 
equity, and  the  Retroactive  Granting  of  Ministerial 

Status. 

DIGEST 
An  Annual  Conference  may  under  unusual  circumstances  g:rant  full 
ministerial  status  to  a  person  it  deems  previously  to  have  met  the 
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disciplinary  requirements,  when  in  its  judgment  there  has  been  injus- 
tice and  inequity  in  the  manner  in  which  the  original  application  for 
conference  membership  was  processed.  Such  action  may  not  be  de- 
clared retroactive. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
At  a  session  of  the  Oregon-Idaho  Annual  Conference  meeting  in 
Salem,  Oregon,  June  5,  1975,  a  motion  was  introduced  by  the  Board 
of  the  Ministry  to  grant  Gertrude  Sorlien  probationary  membership 
effective  1956  and  full  membership  effective  1960.  The  presiding  officer. 
Bishop  Jack  Tuell,  ruled  the  motion  out  of  order,  as  not  bemg  m 
compliance  with  the  Discipline,  on  the  basis  that  there  is  no  pro- 
vision in  the  Discipline  for  the  granting  of  ministerial  status  to  per- 
sons on  a  retroactive  basis. 

With  that  motion  ruled  out  of  order,  the  Board  of  the  Ministry 
offered  a  second  motion : 

"Having  found  the  training  and  experience  of  Gertrude  Sorlien 
to  be  the  equivalent  of  the  requirements  of  the  Discipline,  and 
having  found  her  services  for  six  years  as  an  associate  member  to 
be  equivalent  to  the  disciplinary  requirement  of  two  years  service 
as  a  probationary  member,  we  move  that  Gertrude  Sorlien  be 
granted  full  membership  in  the  conference." 

Bishop  Tuell  ruled  that  the  second  motion  was  in  order  and  the  full 
ministerial  members  voted  to  grant  Mrs.  Sorlien  full  membership  in 
accordance  with  the  motion.  Mrs.  Sorlien  was  asked  the  disciplinary 
questions  and  was  retired  as  a  full  member  of  the  Conference. 

The  facts  are  that  before  1956  Gertrude  Sorlien  was  barred,  along 
with  all  women,  from  full  membership  in  the  Annual  Conference. 
However,  she  began  service  as  an  accepted  supply  pastor  in  1943  and 
served  a  number  of  years  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  Conference.  She 
completed  the  four  year  conference  course  of  study  in  1953  and 
received  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Southern  Methodist  Univer- 
sity in  1955.  She  was  ordained  a  local  deacon  in  1950  and  a  local 
Elder  in  1955  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  Conference.  In  1956,  after  the 
General  Conference  had  taken  action  permitting  women  full  confer- 
ence membership,  Mrs.  Sorlien  made  application  to  the  Board  of  Min- 
isterial Training  and  Qualifications  of  the  Oregon  Annual  Conference 
for  full  membership.  She  had  recently  been  married  to  Rev.  Palmer 
Sorlien  and  she  was  apparently  informed  by  the  Board  that  it  would 
be  impossible  for  a  husband  and  wife  to  be  accepted  as  members  of 
the  conference.  She  reports  that  she  felt  there  was  nothing  she  could 
do  about  this  so  she  served  with  her  husband  in  1956  and  1957.  In 
1958  she  was  appointed  a  pastor  as  an  accepted  supply  to  the  parish 
at  Gardiner,  Oregon.  She  served  there  for  four  years.  After  the 
death  of  her  husband  she  was  appointed  to  Yoncalla  and  in  1969  she 
was  appointed  to  Joseph  and  Wallowa  charge  in  Oregon.  In  1969  she 
was  received  as  an  Associate  Member  of  the  Oregon  Conference.  In 
1975,  at  the  age  of  67,  Mrs.  Sorlien  was  ready  to  ask  for  retirement. 
Once  again  she  made  application  for  full  membership.  On  this  request 
the  motions  of  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  were  made  at  the  Annual 
Conference.  The  action  of  the  Annual  Conference  was  duly  passed 
appealing  the  decisions  of  Bishop  Tuell  on  this  matter  to  the  Judicial 
Council. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1511  of  the  Discipline. 
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Analysis 

The  matter  before  the  Council  is  whether  or  not  a  person 
who  at  one  time  has  met  the  qualifications  for  admission 
on  trial  and  progression  to  full  membership,  but  who  was 
denied  this  in  part  on  the  basis  of  her  sex  and  marital 
status,  can  later  be  voted  into  membership  at  a  time  when 
her  qualifications  do  not  meet  the  current  standards  which 
have  been  set  by  the  General  Conference  during  the  inter- 
vening period.  How  may  an  Annual  Conference  deal  with 
a  person  who  was  denied  full  ministerial  membership  dur- 
ing the  years  when  it  would  have  been  possible  and  appro- 
priate for  her  to  have  completed  the  specific  requirements 
for  full  membership,  and  who  has  served  faithfully  since 
that  time  as  a  devoted  minister?  It  hinges  upon  whether 
or  not  she  met  the  educational  requirements. 

Paragraph  323  of  the  1956  Discipline  under  which  the 
Conference  was  legally  operating  at  the  time  of  her  first 
application  read : 

"A  candidate  for  admission  on  trial  must  (1)  have 
been  graduated  with  a  bachelor  of  arts  or  equivalent 
degree  in  liberal  education  in  a  college  or  university 
accredited  or  approved  by  the  University  Senate  and 
(2)  have  completed  at  least  one-fourth  of  the  work  re- 
quired for  a  bachelor  of  divinity  or  equivalent  degree  in 
a  school  of  theology  accredited  or  approved  by  the  Uni- 
versity Senate  except  under  the  special  conditions  of 
Paragraph  325." 

The  1956  Discipline  provides  for  exceptions  under  the 
special  conditions  of  Paragraph  325,  which  read : 

"Under  special  conditions  an  Annual  Conference  may, 
by  a  three-fourths  majority  vote,  admit  a  candidate  on 
trial  in  the  following  exceptional  cases : 

1.  (Applies  to  graduates  of  non-accredited  colleges). 

2.  If  he  is  a  graduate  with  a  bachelor  of  arts  or  equiva- 
lent degree  in  liberal  education  from  a  college  ac- 
credited or  approved  by  the  University  Senate,  and 
has  completed  satisfactorily  the  introductory  studies 
for  the  ministry. 

3.  (Applies  to  approved  supply  pastors). 

It  appears  that  the  argument  that  Mrs.  Sorlien  was  not 
eligible  for  admission  on  trial  in  1956  is  not  an  accurate 
one  in  view  of  the  provision  in  Paragraph  325.2.  Mrs. 
Sorlien  did  in  1956  hold  a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  from  an 
accredited  college  and  had  completed  the  entire  conference 
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course  of  study.  The  1956  Discipline  would  have  made  her 
eligible,  after  serving  a  regular  appointment  under  super- 
vision of  the  District  Superintendent  for  two  years  while 
on  trial,  to  be  admitted  into  full  membership.  Paragraph 
343.1  stated :  "A  candidate  who  was  admitted  on  trial 
under  the  terms  of  Paragraph  325.2  may  meet  the  educa- 
tional requirements  for  admission  into  full  connection 
by  completing  the  entire  4-year  ministerial  course  of 
study."  This  Mrs.  Sorlien  had  done  prior  to  the  year  1956. 

The  1968  General  Conference  established  the  status  of  as- 
sociate member  of  the  Annual  Conference.  She  immediately 
applied  for  this  and  was  duly  elected  at  the  Conference 
in  1969.  In  the  1972  Discipline,  Paragraph  308.2  states: 
"Men  and  women  are  included  in  all  provisions  of  the 
Discipline  which  refer  to  the  ministry." 

In  Decision  No.  317  the  Judicial  Council  ruled :  "A  Board 
of  the  Ministry  of  an  Annual  Conference  may  not  deny 
approval  of  a  candidate  for  probationary  membership  on 
the  basis  of  marital  status  or  the  ministerial  occupation 
of  a  spouse." 

The  argument  was  made  that  Mrs.  Sorlien  should  not 
have  been  elected  to  full  membership  in  1975  because  she 
had  not  been  a  probationary  member  for  the  two  years  as 
required  in  the  1972  Discipline,  Paragraph  333.  Evidently 
the  Board  of  the  Ministry  and  the  Oregon-Idaho  Annual 
Conference  felt  an  injustice  had  been  done  by  the  Con- 
ference in  1956  in  denying  Mrs.  Sorlien  her  probationary 
membership  at  a  time  when  she  could  qualify  from  the  edu- 
cational standpoint  under  the  powers  given  to  the  Board  of 
the  Ministry  by  the  Discipline.  It  is  the  judgment  of  this 
Council  that  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  of  the  Oregon-Idaho 
Conference  and  the  full  ministerial  members  of  that  Annual 
Conference  were  within  their  rights  in  this  instance  in 
finding  that  the  years  of  service  as  an  associate  member 
by  Mrs.  Sorlien  could  be  deemed  equivalent  of  years  of 
service  as  a  probationary  member.  Complying  with  strict 
construction  of  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  333  of  the 
Discipline  in  this  instance  could  amount  to  an  unconsti- 
tutional deprivation  of  the  rights  of  Mrs.  Sorlien  as  a 
member  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  under  rights 
given  her  in  the  constitution.  Paragraph  15.14:  "To  secure 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  membership  in  all  agencies, 
programs  and  institutions  of  The  United  Methodist  Church 
regardless  of  race  or  status." 

It  seems  clear  to  this  council  that  at  least  a  part  of  the 
basis  upon  which  Mrs.  Sorlien  was  not  granted  her  appli- 
cation for  probationary  membership  in  1956  involved  cer- 
tain injustice.  In  essence,  a  recognition  of  her  constitu- 
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tional  rights  by  the  Oregon-Idaho  Annual  Conference  in 
receiving  her  into  full  membership  immediately  prior  to 
her  retirement  is  an  action  that  moves  in  the  direction  of 
restoration  of  rights  and  redress  for  injustice. 

Since  the  Discipline  makes  no  provision  for  the  retroactive 
granting  of  ministerial  status,  the  Oregon-Idaho  Confer- 
ence v^as  in  violation  of  the  Discipline  in  seeking  to  enter- 
tain a  motion  before  the  conference  electing  Mrs.  Sorlien 
to  full  membership  at  the  1975  session  of  the  conference 
retroactive  to  the  1960  session  of  the  conference. 

Decision 

An  Annual  Conference  may  under  unusual  circumstances 
grant  full  ministerial  status  to  a  person  it  deems  previously 
to  have  met  the  disciplinary  requirements,  when  in  its 
judgment  there  has  been  injustice  and  inequity  in  the 
manner  in  which  the  original  application  for  conference 
membership  was  processed.  Such  action  may  not  be  de- 
clared retroactive.  The  decisions  of  Bishop  Tuell  are  af- 
firmed.

Theodore  M.  Berry  was  absent. 

Dissenting  Opinion 

I  am  in  accord  with  that  portion  of  the  majority  opinion 
that  upholds  the  ruling  of  Bishop  Jack  M.  Tuell  that  there 
can  be  no  retroactive  granting  of  ministerial  status. 

I  respectfully  dissent  from  that  portion  of  the  majority 
opinion  that  states,  "An  Annual  Conference  may,  under 
unusual  circumstances,  grant  full  ministerial  status  to  a 
person  it  deems  previously  to  have  met  the  disciplinary 
requirements,  when  in  its  judgment  there  has  been  injustice 
and  inequity  in  the  manner  in  which  the  original  application 
for  conference  membership  was  processed." 

The  opinion  suggests  that  the  justification  for  permitting 
the  Annual  Conference  to  substitute  its  discretion  for  disci- 
plinary requirements  was  "injustice  and  inequity."  The 
evidence  of  injustice  and  inequity  submitted  fell  far  short 
of  establishing  with  any  clarity  the  manner  in  which  the 
original  application  was  processed.  The  only  written  record 
was  taken  from  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Ministerial 
Training  and  Qualifications : 

''Gertrude  Sorlien.  Mrs.  Sorlien  did  not  appear,  as 
she  was  ill.  She  is  uncertain  as  to  whether  or  not  she 
wishes  to  unite  with  the  Conference.  Credentials  are  to 
be  secured  from  P.N.W.  Conference  where  she  has  been 
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serving.  Moved,  seconded,  passed  to  list  as  approved  sup- 
ply as  a  local  Elder." 

Certainly  Mrs.  Sorlien  had  access  to  the  minutes  at  the 
time  and  if  they  improperly  reported  her  "uncertainty," 
the  error  should  have  been  corrected  at  that  time. 

We  are  told  that  in  recent  testimony,  Mrs.  Sorlien  indi- 
cated that  her  uncertainty  was  due  to  the  matter  of 
".  .  .  the  Board's  discussion  about  her  appointability  if  she 
were  received  on  trial."  We  are  further  advised  that  in  her 
letter  of  January  7,  1975  Mrs.  Sorlien  indicated  that  this 
question  centered  around  the  fact  that  ".  .  .  did  not  want 
an  appointment  of  her  own  but  somehow  share  one  with 
her  husband." 

In  my  opinion  the  evidence  of  injustice  and  inequity  in 
the  processing  of  Mrs.  Sorlien's  application  to  the  Board 
of  Ministerial  Training  and  Qualifications  is  insufficient  to 
form  a  valid  basis  for  the  opinion. 

Further,  I  do  not  believe  that  annual  conferences  should 
be  encouraged,  even  in  "unusual  circumstances"  to  substi- 
tute discretion  for  disciplinary  requirements.  Where  the 
Discipline  intends  discretion  such  intent  is  clear.  Paragraph 
333  of  the  Discipline  is  explicit  in  requiring  every  candi- 
date for  membership  in  full  connection  to  be  a  probationary 
member  for  at  least  two  years. 

Paragraphs  314.2  and  322.1  give  additional  evidence  of 
the  intent  to  make  probationary  membership  a  prerequisite 
for  membership  in  full  connection.  Paragraph  322.1  reads 
as  follows : 

"Associate  members  are  eligible  for  ordination  as  dea- 
cons but  TYiay  not  he  ordained  elders  unless  they  qualify 
through  probationary  membership  for  membership  in  full 
connection  in  the  Annual  Conference."  (Emphasis  added.) 

There  is  absolutely  no  indication  that  Associate  member- 
ship can  be  substituted  for  probationary  membership.  On 
the  contrary,  there  is  every  indication  that  probationary  is 
a  required  preparatory  step  to  full  connection. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  the  fact  that  Mrs.  Sorlien  was 
about  to  retire  at  the  time  that  she  applied  for  membership 
in  full  connection  made  her  situation  rather  unique.  How- 
ever, to  open  the  door  to  varying  the  requirements  as  set 
forth  in  the  Discipline  is  a  dangerous  precedent.

Decision  No.  405 
In  Re:  Petition  from  the  Louisiana  Annual  Confer- 
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ence  for  a  Declaratory  Decision  as  to  the  Right 
of  an  Annual  Conference  to  Make  a  Decision  Rela- 
tive to  Ministerial  Classifications  Without  a  Recom- 
mendation from  the  Board  of  the  Ministry. 

DIGEST 
The  Board  of  the  Ministry  is  required  by  the  Discipline  to  make 
recommendations  to  the  Annual  Conference  in  regard  to  all  matters 
of  ministerial  classifications.  In  the  event  the  Board  of  the  Ministry 
fails  to  make  such  recommendations,  the  Annual  Conference  has  the 
right  to  take  such  action  as  is  necessary. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
The  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  in  session  at  Shreveport,  Louisiana 
on  May  30,  1975  petitioned  the  Judicial  Council  to  render  a  declaratory 
decision  on  the  question:  "Does  the  Annual  Conference  have  a  right 
to  make  a  decision  relative  to  ministerial  classifications  if  there  has 
been  no  recommendation  from  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  for  such 
classifications?" 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

The  resolution  raises  a  question  of  "the  right"  of  an 
Annual  Conference  to  make  a  decision  relative  to  ministe- 
rial classifications  if  there  has  been  no  recommendation 
from  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  for  such  classifications. 
Contrarily,  the  brief  submitted  by  the  Area  Provost  in  be- 
half of  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  recognizes  such  a  right, 
then  goes  on  to  ask  rather  "if  such  a  procedure  can  be  used 
to  properly  place  a  candidate's  case  before  the  conference." 

The  Council  assumes  that  the  intention  of  the  petition  is 
to  ascertain  what  is  legal  and  also  proper  in  a  parliamen- 
tary sense  with  respect  to  an  Annual  Conference's  taking 
action  on  matters  of  ministerial  classification  in  the  absence 
of  a  recommendation  from  the  Board  of  the  Ministry. 

Granted  the  assumption,  a  decision  must  take  into  con- 
sideration the  following  propositions,  several  of  which 
applicable  to  the  instant  case  were  dealt  with  in  our  Deci- 
sion No.  344  to  which  reference  is  made : 

1.  The  Annual  Conference  is  required  by  the  Book  of 
Discipline  to  elect  a  Board  of  the  Ministry.  (Par. 
665.4) 

2.  The  Board  of  the  Ministry  has  certain  Disciplinary 
duties  including  making  and  reporting  recommenda- 
tions in  regard  to  ministerial  classifications  of  all  kinds 
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to  the  Annual  Conference   (Par.  665.5  h,  k[8]  ;  and 
Pars.  323,  325,  326,  333). 

3.  The  Board  of  the  Ministry  shall  be  directly  amenable 
to  the  Annual  Conference  for  its  actions.  (Par.  665.16) 

4.  The  Annual  Conference  has  the  right  to  vote  (Par.  37) , 
and  is  the  final  voting  authority  (Judicial  Council  De- 
cision No.  344)  in  matters  of  ministerial  classifications. 

5.  The  Annual  (Conference  may  vote  to  accept,  change, 
or  to  reject  a  recommendation  from  the  Board  of  the 
Ministry.  (Judicial  Council  Decision  No.  344) 

6.  The  Annual  Conference  or  the  bishop  may  order  an 
executive  session  of  the  ministerial  members  to  con- 
sider questions  relating  to  matters  of  ordination,  char- 
acter, and  conference  relationships.   (Par.  663.5) 

The  brief  submitted  supports  a  procedure  whereby  the 
Board  of  the  Ministry  may  withhold  a  recommendation. 
Further,  the  brief  assumes  that  all  recommendations  must 
be  in  the  affirmative.  However,  the  Board  of  the  Ministry 
is  duty  bound  to  make  a  recommendation,  positive  or  nega- 
tive. And  the  suggestion  that  withholding  may  be  inter- 
preted as  a  negative  recommendation  is  detrimental  to  due 
process. 

The  Board  of  the  Ministry  cannot  discharge  its  duty  by 
withholding  a  recommendation  as  the  brief  declares  to  be 
necessary  on  occasion.  Conversely,  the  board  has  not  dis- 
charged its  duty  until  it  has  made  a  recommendation  for  or 
against.  Should  the  board  fail  to  discharge  its  duty  the 
Annual  Conference  or  the  bishop  has  the  right,  recourse, 
and  responsibility  to  act  without  a  recommendation  through 
an  executive  session  of  the  ministerial  members.  According 
to  Paragraph  665.8: 

"The  board  shall  examine  all  applicants  (a)  for  em- 
ployment as  lay  pastors  and  (b)  for  conference  member- 
ship as  to  their  fitness  for  the  ministry,  and  shall  make 
full  inquiry  as  to  the  fitness  of  candidates  for  admission 
into  full  connection.  .  .  .  The  board  shall  also  report  rec- 
ommendations concerning :  (a)  candidates  for  ordination 
as  deacons,  (b)  candidates  for  ordination  as  elders,  (c) 
those  to  be  received  from  other  churches,  (d)  those  to  be 
transferred  into  the  conference,  and  (e)  students,  not  yet 
elders  in  full  connection,  to  be  appointed  to  attend  school 
and  assigned  to  a  Charge  Conference." 

In  the  event  that  any  candidate  in  the  above  classi- 
fications has  not  been  previously  reported  to  the  Annual 
Conference,  a  ministerial  member  may  make  a  presenta- 
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tion.  The  conference  is  then  under  obligation  to  refer  the 
case  to  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  for  a  recommendation, 
positive  or  negative,  which  the  board  in  turn  is  obligated  to 
report. 

Decision 

The  Board  of  the  Ministry  is  required  by  the  Discipline 
to  make  recommendations  to  the  Annual  Conference  in 
regard  to  all  matters  of  ministerial  classifications.  In  the 
event  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  fails  to  make  such  recom- 
mendations, the  Annual  Conference  has  the  right  to  take 
such  action  as  is  necessary.

Decision  No.  406 

In  Re:  Ruling  of  Bishop  John  B.  Warman  in  the 
Central  Pennsylvania  Annual  Conference  on  Wheth- 
er or  not  there  is  a  Principle  of  Confidentiality 
which  would  Permit  an  Annual  Conference  Board 
of  the  Ministry  to  Withhold  Information  Requested 
by  Members  of  an  Executive  Session  of  the  Annual 
Conference  Bearing  on  the  Moral  Character  or 
Spiritual  Disciplines  of  Candidates  for  the  Ministry. 

DIGEST 
It  is  the  right  of  the  Executive  Session  of  an  Annual  Conference 
to  have  full  information  presented  to  it  pertinent  to  the  qualifica- 
tions of  any  candidate  for  the  ministry.  Any  principle  of  confiden- 
tiality in  this  regard  must  include  not  only  the  Board  of  the  Ministry 
but  also  the  Annual  Conference  Executive  Session. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
On  June  12,  1975,  in  the  regular  session  of  the  Central  Pennsylvania 
Conference  at  Selinsgrove,  Pennsylvania,  a  member  of  the  conference 
asked  for  an  official  interpretation  under  Paragraph  56  of  the  Disci- 
pline, on  the  following  question: 

"Is  there  a  principle  of  confidentiality  or  secrecy,  not  formerly 
known  in  this  Conference,  that  permits  or  requires  the  Board  of 
the  Ministry,  at  its  discretion,  to  keep  from  any  Executive  Session 
of  the  Conference  information  requested  by  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive Session  bearing  on  the  moral  character  and  the  disciplines  of 
the  Christian  life  of  candidates  seeking  approval  for  ministerial 
orders  and  Conference  membership?" 

The  following  morning  on   June   13,    1975,   Bishop   John   Warman 
made  the  following  statement: 
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"The  language  of  the  request  is  not  entirely  clear.  It  asks  'Is 
there  a  principle  of  confidentiality  or  secrecy,  not  formerly  known 
in  the  Conference.'  There  is  no  way  of  knowing  what  was  'formerly 
known  in  the  Conference.'  I  only  know  that  in  the  two  preceding 
years  that  I  have  been  with  the  Conference  the  recommendations  of 
the  Board  of  the  Ministry  have  been  accepted  by  the  Executive 
Session  without  inquiry  into  the  particulars  of  any  interview  of 
any  candidate. 

"Let  me  indicate  what  I  believe  to  be  the  respective  Disciplinary 
responsibilities  of  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  and  of  the  Annual 
Conference  in  regard  to  the  examination  and  reception  of  candi- 
dates for  membership  in  the  Annual  Conference.  In  the  several 
paragraphs  of  the  Discipline  relating  to  the  matter,  the  duty  of 
examination  and  recommendation  of  the  candidate  is  laid  upon  the 
Board  of  the  Ministry  (Pars.  319;  323;  325;  and  333).  The  only 
public  examination  of  the  candidate  provided  in  the  Discipline  is 
the  examination  by  the  Bishop  in  the  presence  of  the  Conference 
as  detailed  in  Paragraph  334. 

"Had  the  General  Conference  contemplated  a  direct  examination 
of  the  candidate  by  the  Executive  Session  it  would  have  written 
the  requirement  into  the  Discipline.  That  it  did  not  do  so  and  that 
it  specifically  laid  the  duty  of  examination  on  the  Board  of  the 
Ministry  would  seem  to  indicate  that  all  pertaining  to  the  exam- 
ination is  the  peculiar  property  of  the  Board  to  be  used  by  it  in 
the  formulation  of  its  recommendation. 

"In  these  same  paragraphs  the  Annual  Conference  is  charged 
with  making  the  final  determination.  It  can  accept  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Board  or  it  can  reject  the  recommendation  of  the 
Board.  It  cannot  use  the  recommendation  as  a  covert  way  of  con- 
ducting an  additional  examination  of  the  candidate  by  requiring 
the  Board  to  yield  over  the  candidate's  answers  as  made  to  the 
Board.  The  interviews  conducted  by  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  are 
confidential. 

"This  is  in  harmony  with  Judicial  Council  Decision  No.  318: 
'Any  rule  or  regulation  which  seeks  to  add  to  or  subtract  from  the 
provisions  of  Paragraphs  318  and  320  is  in  conflict  with  the 
Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist  Church.'  " 

A  copy  of  the  decision  of  law  was  forwarded  to  the  Judicial  Council 
according  to  Paragraph  56  of  the  Discipline  with  indication  that  the 
ruling  was  challenged  by  the  conference,  and  a  decision  requested  of 
the  Judicial  Council  on  the  legality  of  the  ruling. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1512,  the  Discipline. 

Analysis 

The  issues  here  are  the  right  to  knowledge  on  the  part  of 
Conference  ministerial  members  concerning  qualifications 
of  candidates  for  the  ministry  and  the  need  to  preserve  the 
aspect  of  confidentiality  in  regard  to  privileged  information. 

Does  the  Annual  Conference  ministerial  member  or  mem- 
bers in  Executive  Session  have  the  right  to  question  the 
Board  of  the  Ministry  for  additional  information  beyond 
its  report  on  candidates  for  the  ministry?  Or,  is  this  infor- 
mation to  be  available  only  to  the  Board  of  the  Ministry 
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which  reports  its  recommendations  to  the  Executive  Ses- 
sion, but  keeps  confidential  to  itself  information  concerning 
questions  asked  and  answers  given  within  the  Board  of  the 
Ministry  which  may  be  sought  through  questions  in  the 
Executive  Session? 

Paragraph  37  of  the  Constitution  states : 

"The  Annual  Conference  is  the  basic  body  in  the  Church 
and  as  such  shall  have  reserved  to  it  the  right  to  vote  on 
all  constitutional  amendments,  on  the  election  of  minis- 
terial and  lay  delegates  to  the  General  and  the  Jurisdic- 
tional or  Central  Conferences,  on  all  matters  relating  to 
the  character  and  conference  relations  of  its  ministerial 
members,  and  on  the  ordination  of  ministers  and  such 
other  rights  as  have  not  been  delegated  to  the  General 
Conference  under  the  Constitution,  with  the  exception 
that  the  lay  members  may  not  vote  on  matters  of  ordina- 
tion, character,  and  conference  relations  of  ministers.  It 
shall  discharge  such  duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as 
the  General  Conference  under  the  Constitution  may 
determine." 

On  all  matters  of  "ordination,  character  and  conference 
relations  of  ministers"  the  ministerial  members  of  the 
Annual  Conference  are  given  the  power  of  determination. 
To  the  Annual  Conference  is  given  the  responsibility,  as  a 
part  of  the  business  of  the  conference,  to  make  inquiry  into 
the  moral  and  official  conduct  of  its  ministers.  It  may  order 
an  executive  session  of  the  ministerial  members  to  consider 
questions  relating  to  matters  of  ordination,  character,  and 
conference  relations. 

Paragraph  663.5  of  the  1972  Discipline  states: 

"The  Annual  Conference  shall  make  inquiry  into  the 
moral  and  official  conduct  of  its  ministers.  In  response  to 
the  inquiry  whether  all  ministerial  members  of  the  con- 
ference are  blameless  in  their  life  and  official  administra- 
tion, the  district  superintendent  may  answer  for  all  the 
preachers  in  the  district  in  one  answer,  or  the  Board  of 
the  Ministry  may  make  inquiry  of  each  district  superin- 
tendent about  each  minister  in  the  district  and  make  one 
report  to  the  bishop  and  the  conference  in  open  session ; 
provided  that  the  conference  or  the  bishop  may  order  an 
executive  session  of  the  ministerial  members  to  consider 
questions  relating  to  matters  of  ordination,  character, 
and  conference  relationships." 

There  is  also  a  public  examination  by  the  bishop  of  the 
class  to  be  admitted  into  the  conference,  when  the  questions 
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of  Paragraph  334  are  asked  of  all  candidates  seeking  admis- 
sion into  full  membership  and  associate  membership  of  the 
Annual  Conference. 

The  Board  of  the  Ministry  is  a  required  board  in  each 
Annual  Conference.  (Par.  665.4  a,  1972  Discipline) 

The  Board  of  the  Ministry  duties  are  listed  in  Paragraph 
665.5.  Among  the  duties  listed  are: 

"To  inquire  into  the  educational  and  spiritual  qualifi- 
cations of  each  candidate  for  the  ministry.  (Par.  665.5  g, 
1972  Discipline) 

"To  examine  each  candidate  to  be  advanced  to  mem- 
bership in  the  Annual  Conference  and  to  orders  and  each 
minister  from  another  church  seeking  entrance  into  our 
fellowship  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline, 
and  report  its  recommendations  to  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence. (Par.  665.5  h,  1972  Discipline) 

"The  board  shall  examine  all  applicants  (a)  for  employ- 
ment as  lay  pastors  and  (b)  for  conference  membership 
as  to  their  fitness  for  the  ministry,  and  shall  make  full 
inquiry  as  to  the  fitness  of  candidates  for  admission  into 
full  connection.  This  must  include  an  examination  as  to 
character,  habits  of  life,  conversation,  call  to  the  ministry. 
Christian  experience,  evangelistic  and  missionary  con- 
cern, age,  educational  qualifications,  domestic  situation, 
cooperation  with  others,  ability  to  lead  a  service  of  wor- 
ship, and  understanding  of  the  Church's  mission.  The 
answers  to  the  examination  questions  may  be  submitted 
in  writing.  The  board  shall  also  report  recommendations 
concerning:  (a)  candidates  for  ordination  as  deacons, 
(b)  candidates  for  ordination  as  elders,  (c)  those  to  be 
received  from  other  churches,  (d)  those  to  be  transferred 
into  the  conference,  and  (e)  students,  not  yet  elders  in 
full  connection,  to  be  appointed  to  attend  school  and 
assigned  to  a  Charge  Conference.  (Par.  665.8,  1972 
Discivline) 

"The  board  shall  certify  all  information  and  recom- 
mendations concerning  each  candidate  to  the  Annual  Con- 
ference in  duplicate.  One  copy  of  this  record  is  to  be  kept 
by  the  registrar  of  the  board,  and  one  copy  is  to  be  mailed 
after  each  conference  session  to  the  Division  of  the  Or- 
dained Ministry."  (Par.  665.9,  1972  Discipline) 

The  relationship  of  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  to  the 
Annual  Conference  is  stated  in  Paragraph  665.16  of  the 
1972  Discipline:  "The  board  shall  be  directly  amenable  to 
the  Annual  Conference  for  its  actions." 

The  examination  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  is  a 
responsibility  of  the  Board  of  the  Ministry.  But,  it  is  also 
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the  obligation  of  the  ministerial  members  of  the  Annual 
Conference  to  ".  .  .  consider  questions  relating  to  matters 
of  ordination,  character  and  conference  relations  .  .  ."  (Par. 
663.5) 

A  candidate  for  the  ministry  has  the  right  to  expect  that 
the  personal  data  and  private  information  provided  through 
the  examinations  of  and  by  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  will 
not  be  available  for  wholesale  distribution  and  publication. 
As  one  petitioner  argues,  "If  candidates  know  such  infor- 
mation as  is  gained  through  inquiry  and  counsel  must  be 
revealed,  upon  demand,  to  hundreds  of  others,  there  will  be 
a  natural  reluctance  to  share  openly  and  honestly  with  the 
Board."  There  are  certain  matters  of  personal  information 
which  need  the  protection  of  individual  privacy.  There  are 
occasions  when  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  would  not  report 
privileged  information  which  if  revealed  in  the  Executive 
Session  would  be  an  undue  invasion  of  the  privacy  of  the 
candidate  without  adding  measurably  to  the  conference's 
information  about  the  candidate's  qualifications  for  minis- 
try. For  example,  a  report  by  the  Board  that  psychological 
examination  reports  have  convinced  the  Board  members 
that  the  candidate  gives  promise  of  emotional  maturity 
should  be  sufficient.  It  is  not  necessary  for  test  results  nor 
medical  reports  to  be  specifically  revealed  in  detail. 

Having  said  this,  we  must  face  the  crux  of  the  question 
of  confidentiality :  does  this  apply  only  to  the  Board  of  the 
Ministry  or  also  to  the  parent  body,  the  Annual  Conference 
in  Executive  Session. 

Paragraph  663.5  states:  "The  Annual  Conference  shall 
make  inquiry  into  the  moral  and  official  conduct  of  its  min- 
isterial membership." 

Are  we  to  conclude  that  the  Discipline  proposes  that  the 
confidentiality  for  candidates  is  confined  to  the  Board  of 
Ministry,  while  that  for  all  other  members,  and  for  the 
candidate  after  he  has  become  a  member,  may  be  extended 
to  the  conference  membership  in  total? 

It  should  be  noted  that  all  matters  relating  to  ordination 
and  conference  relationship  may  be  dealt  with  in  the  Exec- 
utive Session  of  the  Annual  Conference.  Paragraph  663.5 
states : 

"The  Annual  Conference  shall  make  inquiry  into  the 
moral  and  official  conduct  of  its  ministers  ...  in  open 
session  .  .  .  provided  that  the  conference  or  the  bishop 
may  order  an  Executive  Session  of  the  ministerial  mem- 
bers to  consider  questions  relating  to  matters  of  ordina- 
tion, character  and  conference  relationships." 
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Judicial  Council   Decision  42,   held   this  provision   in   the 
Discipline  to  be  constitutional. 

Disciplinary  recognition  of  the  importance  of  confiden- 
tiality in  matters  of  personal  privacy  on  the  part  of  minis- 
terial candidates  clearly  points  to  the  importance  of  keeping 
such  information  vv^ithin  the  ministerial  family.  The  ruling 
in  the  instant  case  raises  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not 
such  information  is  the  peculiar  property  of  only  a  small 
portion  of  that  membership,  the  Board  of  the  Ministry.  A 
principle  of  confidentiality  must  be  respected  and  preserved 
by  both  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  and  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence Executive  Session. 

It  is  important  to  understand  that  members  of  the  con- 
ference must  distinguish  between  matters  relating  to  quali- 
fications and  areas  that  could  prove  an  undue  invasion  of 
personal  privacy.  Certainly,  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that 
a  trust  relationship  is  set  up  between  candidate  and  Board 
of  the  Ministry  members  over  the  period  of  years  in  which 
the  candidate  is  in  preparation  for  conference  membership. 
One  could  not  assume  such  a  trust  relationship  would  attend 
the  appearance  of  a  candidate  before  two  hundred  minis- 
terial members  of  an  Annual  Conference.  Our  procedures 
operate  on  the  assumption  that  ministerial  members  will  be 
judicious  in  their  efforts  to  secure  information  that  might 
represent  an  invasion  of  privacy  not  warranted  by  the  basic 
information  needed  to  qualify  a  candidate.  Should  a  mem- 
ber trespass  on  this  right,  the  presiding  bishop  could  sug- 
gest that  the  matter,  if  requested  by  the  candidate,  could  be 
immediately  referred  back  to  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  with 
the  inquiring  conference  member  privileged  to  bring  his 
inquiry  within  the  more  intimate  bounds  of  the  Board  of  the 
Ministry. 

Any  conference  member  with  information  concerning  a 
potential  candidate  for  the  ministry  which  might  well  dis- 
qualify him  or  her  for  admission  to  the  conference,  is  privi- 
leged, indeed  obligated,  to  bring  that  question  to  the 
attention  of  the  Board  of  the  Ministry,  and  not  wait  until  a 
recommendation  arrives  on  the  conference  floor  to  raise  his 
question. 

The  Annual  Conference  through  its  ministerial  members 
has  a  right  to  know  that  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  has 
found  no  weaknesses  in  a  candidate  that  would  hazard  an 
effective  ministry.  Such  a  right  would  require  that  members 
be  permitted  to  comment  or  question  the  Board  of  the  Min- 
istry when  it  brings  its  recommendations. 

In  contrast  to  the  Bishop's  ruling  in  this  case,  the  Disci- 
pline suggests  the  circle  of  confidentiality  extends  to  all 
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ministerial  members  in  matters  of  ministerial  relationship 
when  it  establishes  ministry  as  a  covenant  relationship. 
Paragraph  331  states: 

"Members  in  full  connection  with  an  Annual  Confer- 
ence by  virtue  of  their  election  and  ordination  are  bound 
in  special  covenant  with  all  the  ordained  ministers  of  the 
Annual  Conference.  In  the  keeping  of  this  covenant  they 
perform  the  ministerial  duties  and  maintain  the  ministe- 
rial standards  established  by  those  in  covenant.  .  .  .  Only 
those  shall  be  elected  to  full  membership  who  are  of 
unquestionable  moral  character  and  genuine  piety,  sound 
in  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  Christianity  and  faithful 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties." 

Should  the  Bishop's  ruling  stand,  the  long-practiced  pro- 
cedure in  many  conferences  could  be  called  into  question. 
In  many  such  conferences  in  the  Executive  Session  when  a 
candidate  is  presented  for  reception,  he  is  excused  from  the 
room  while  opportunity  for  persons  to  say  a  personal  word 
of  recommendation  is  given.  Does  not  such  a  procedure 
imply  that  negative  comments  could  be  made  if  a  member 
so  desired  ?  What  would  happen  in  the  case  of  a  recommen- 
dation from  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  which  did  not  include 
the  name  of  a  potential  candidate  who  had  been  turned  down 
by  the  Board  ?  Does  the  Board  simply  say,  "We  do  not  rec- 
ommend— ",  or  does  the  Annual  Conference  have  a  legal 
right  to  some  explanation? 

If  this  ruling  is  allowed  to  stand,  then  what  purpose  is 
there  in  the  Executive  Session  or  indeed  in  any  detailed 
report  of  recommendations  from  the  Board  of  the  Ministry? 
The  Discipline  clearly  provides  that  all  decisions  as  to  the 
disposition  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  are  in  the  hands 
of  the  Annual  Conference.  The  Board  of  the  Ministry  can 
only  make  recommendations.  It  does  not  have  the  final 
decision.  If  that  decision  is  to  be  an  intelligent  one,  it 
requires  not  only  faithfulness  in  performance  of  its  duties 
by  the  Board  of  the  Ministry,  but  also  that  the  Annual  Con- 
ference shall  exercise  the  freedom  to  make  its  decision  on 
the  basis  of  the  report  of  the  Board  and  any  further  infor- 
mation considered  necessary  by  the  conference  through 
questionings  and  comments  by  its  members.  Thus,  with  no 
non-ministerial  members  present,  confidentiality  is  main- 
tained within  the  fellowship  of  the  ministerial  members. 
Otherwise,  the  Annual  Conference  has  given  over  to  the 
Board  of  the  Ministry  the  decision-making  process  in  regard 
to  ministerial  candidates,  which  the  Discipline  has  clearly 
delegated  only  to  the  Annual  Conference  and  not  to  one  of 
its  amenable  boards  or  agencies. 
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Furthermore,  the  Judicial  Council  spoke  to  this  point  at 
issue  when  in  Decision  No.  42  it  stated :  "The  right  to  vote 
carries  with  it  an  inherent  right  to  be  present  and  to  partici- 
pate in  the  discussion  leading  up  to  such  a  vote." 

In  the  judgment  of  this  Council  the  assignment  of  investi- 
gating and  information-gathering  procedures  to  the  Board 
of  the  Ministry  for  candidates  applying  for  entrance  into 
conference  membership  and  orders,  while  normally  sufficient 
for  an  intelligent  vote  by  the  Annual  Conference,  does  not 
imply  that  no  question  can  be  raised  on  the  floor  of  the 
conference  following  a  recommendation  by  the  Board.  The 
fact  that  no  questions  have  been  raised  does  not  permit  a 
ruling  that  no  questions  may  be  raised. 

Decision 

It  is  the  right  of  the  Executive  Session  of  an  Annual  Con- 
ference to  have  full  information  presented  to  it  pertinent 
to  the  qualifications  of  any  candidate  for  the  ministry.  Any 
principle  of  confidentiality  in  this  regard  must  include  not 
only  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  but  also  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence Executive  Session,

Decision  No.  407 

In  Re:  Petition  from  Cornelio  M.  Ferrer  for  a  Re- 
consideration of  Judicial  Council  Decision  No.  392. 

DIGEST 
Cornelio  M.  Ferrer's  retirement  became  effective  at  the  close  of  the 
adjourned  session  of  the   Central   Conference   and   he   is   therefore   a 
retired  bishop  under  the  Discipline  of  The  United  Methodist  Church. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

At  the  Tenth  Regular  Session  of  the  Philippines  Central  Confer- 
ence, November  29  to  December  3,  1972,  no  bishops  were  elected  to 
succeed  two  incumbent  bishops  who  had  been  elected  for  a  term,  the 
quadrennium  1968-1972.  After  the  twenty-third  ballot,  the  Conference 
voted :  "That  an  adjourned  session  of  the  Philippines  Central  Con- 
ference be  called  in  1974"  to  complete  the  episcopal  election  and 
other  unfinished  matters. 

At  the  Adjourned  Session  of  the  Philippines  Central  Conference, 
February  1-3,  1974,  Paul  Locke  A.  Granadosin  was  reelected  on  the 
twenty-fifth  ballot.  After  fifty-eight  ballots  the  Conference  adjourned 
without  electing  a  second  bishop.  On  February  4,  1974,  Bishop  Paul 
Locke  A.  Granadosin  addressed  the  Judicial  Council  thus: 
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"The  College  of  Bishops  of  the  Central  Conference  of  the  Philip- 
pines respectfully  requests  the  Judicial  Council  to  rule  upon  the 
following:  'Since  1960  the  rule  in  the  Philippines  Central  Confer- 
ence has  been  that  the  retirement  age  shall  be  the  same  as  that 
obtaining  in  the  jurisdictioual   conference.' 

"At  the  adjourned  session  held  February  1-3,  1974,  Bishop 
Cornelio  M.  Ferrer  was  not  reelected.  Bishop  Ferrer  reached  the 
age  of  65  on  September  16,  1973.  We  should  like  to  inquire  whether 
in  the  light  of  the  Central  Conference  specification  that  the  retire- 
ment age  shall  be  'that  obtaining  in  jurisdictional  conferences,' 
Bishop  Ferrer  may  be  considered  a  retired  bishop  under  Paragraph 
396.3  and  continue  as  a  member  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  as  pro- 
vided for  in  395.4." 

The  Council  found  in  its  Decision  392  that  there  had  been  no  valid 
action  to  provide  retirement  under  Paragraph  396.3  for  Cornelio  M. 
Ferrer  and  that,  therefore,  he  returned  to  and  continued  his  member- 
ship as  a  traveling  elder  in  the  Annual  Conference  of  which  he  ceased 
to  be  a  member  when  he  was  elected  a  bishop. 

From  that  decision  Bishop  Ferrer  moved  for  reconsideration  and 
the  Council  agreed  to  reconsider  at  this  session. 

Additional  information,  not  available  in  our  earlier  rulings,  was 
provided  by  petitioner  appellant  as  well  as  Mr.  Justice  Crisolito 
Pascual  of  the  Committee  on  Episcopacy  of  the  Philippines  Central 
Conference  and  Bishop  Paul  Locke  A.  Granadosin. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  assumes  jurisdiction  under  Para- 
graph 13  of  its  Rules  of  Practice  and  Procedure. 

Analysis 

Because  the  records  which  were  available  to  the  Judicial 
Council  when  it  made  Decision  No.  392  were  incomplete 
and  in  some  respects  unclear,  the  Council  agreed  to  recon- 
sider that  decision. 

With  a  more  complete  record  of  the  facts  of  the  case  we 
find  that  consideration  of  the  retirement  of  Bishop  Ferrer 
must  begin  with  his  request  for  retirement  and  the  action 
of  the  Central  Conference  upon  that  request  near  the  close 
of  the  regular  session  of  the  Central  Conference  on  Decem- 
ber 3,  1972. 

At  that  time,  failing  of  reelection  and  under  the  impres- 
sion that  his  term  would  expire  immediately,  the  Bishop 
asked  for  and  the  Central  Conference  voted  to  grant  retire- 
ment under  Paragraph  396.2  which  effectively  accomplished 
his  retirement.  The  action  of  the  Conference  does  not  estab- 
lish a  date  for  the  retirement  but  with  the  close  of  the  1972 
Conference  Session  his  position  was  generally  understood 
to  be  that  of  a  retired  bishop.  Bishop  Ferrer  himself  and  the 
Conference  considered  that  he  had  been  retired. 

However,  when  the  regular  session  failed  to  elect  any 
Bishops,   and   the   Central    Conference   voted    to   hold    an 
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adjourned  session  in  1974  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
bishops,  the  Judicial  Council  ruled  in  Decision  No.  370  that 
the  terms  of  the  bishops  elected  in  1968  did  not  expire  until 
the  close  of  the  Adjourned  Session.  This  decision  which  was 
not  primarily  concerned  with  the  retirement  of  a  bishop  but 
rather  with  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office, 
was  interpreted  by  the  bishop  and  the  Committee  on  Epis- 
copacy of  the  Central  Conference  to  have  nullified  the  action 
taken  on  the  retirement.  Bishop  Ferrer  then  again  took  up 
his  work  as  bishop  and  continued  to  function  in  that  office 
until  the  close  of  the  Adjourned  Session.  The  effect  of 
Decision  No.  370  was  not  to  nullify  the  retirement  action 
taken  by  the  Conference  but  rather  to  postpone  the  date  of 
its  effectiveness  until  the  close  of  the  Adjourned  Session  in 
1974.  In  the  meantime  both  bishops  elected  in  1968  con- 
tinued in  office  under  the  directive  of  Decision  370. 

Because  of  the  misinterpretation  of  the  effect  of  Decision 
370,  both  the  Bishop  and  the  Conference  acted  under  the 
belief  that  retirement  of  Bishop  Ferrer  would  not  be  effec- 
tive without  additional  action.  When  the  Adjourned  Session 
was  convened,  the  Conference  proceeded  to  ballot  for  the 
election  of  bishops. 

The  Adjourned  Session  elected  only  one  bishop,  Paul 
Locke  A.  Granadosin,  Before  the  close  of  this  session,  fail- 
ing of  reelection.  Bishop  Ferrer,  who  had  attained  the  age 
of  65  on  September  16,  1973,  made  request  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Episcopacy  for  retirement  under  Paragraph  396.3. 

Since  that  time  the  Council  has  been  advised  by  Bishop 
Paul  Locke  A.  Granadosin,  as  follows: 

"During  the  1974  adjourned  session,  after  failing  to 
be  reelected,  and  before  final  adjournment,  Bishop  Ferrer 
appeared  before  the  Committee  on  Episcopacy  with  the 
request  for  retirement  since  he  had  turned  sixty-five 
earlier.  The  committee,  on  the  basis  that  his  request  was 
presented  after  the  episcopal  election  had  already  started 
and  that  up  to  the  time  of  a  declaration  of  a  non-election. 
Bishop  Ferrer  had  not  garnered  sufficient  votes  for  an 
election,  could  not  be  granted  the  privilege  to  retire  as  a 
bishop.  As  a  result,  his  request  for  retirement  was  not 
presented  to  the  Conference." 

The  Council  has  been  further  advised  by  Mr.  Justice 
Crisolito  Pascual  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  Philippines 
who  is  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Episcopacy  of 
the  Philippines  Central  Conference,  as  follows : 

"In  connection  with  the  penultimate  paragraph  of  your 
letter,  I  recall  that  the  request  of  the  Rev.  Cornelio  M. 
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Ferrer  for  retirement  as  bishop  was  considered  off-the- 
record  by  common  consent.  After  presenting  his  request 
for  retirement  under  Paragraph  396.2  of  the  Discipline, 
the  Rev.  CorneHo  M.  Ferrer  withdrew  and  the  Committee 
discussed  the  matter  extendedly.  In  the  end,  the  Committee 
decided  to  maintain  its  action,  reached  at  the  meeting 
held  on  January  17,  1973,  a  few  weeks  after  the  close  of 
the  1972  regular  session,  that  Paragraph  396.2  (Watkins 
Legislation)  is  not  applicable  to  Central  Conferences  and 
even  if  it  were  the  Rev.  Ferrer  couldn't  be  retired  under 
the  said  disciplinary  provision  because  the  condition  sine 
qua  non  of  the  said  disciplinary  provision  has  not  been 
met  and  that  the  Rev.  Ferrer  decided  to  remain  in  con- 
tention for  the  episcopal  office  up  to  the  very  last  and 
final  ballot  in  the  adjourned  session  but  failed  of  reelec- 
tion." 

The  Committee  on  Episcopacy  failed  to  consider  this  re- 
quest and  the  matter  of  Bishop  Ferrer's  retirement  was  not 
again  presented  to  the  Conference. 

On  the  basis  of  the  fact  that  no  action  was  taken  on  the 
matter  of  Bishop  Ferrer's  retirement  by  the  1974  session 
of  the  Central  Conference,  it  has  been  assumed  that  the 
Bishop  has  not  been  retired.  This  is  the  assumption  made 
by  the  Central  Conference  and  its  Committee  on  Episco- 
pacy as  well  as  in  Decision  392  of  the  Judicial  Council.  This 
assumption  is  in  error. 

The  retirement  of  Bishop  Ferrer  was  requested  and 
accomplished  under  the  authority  of  Paragraph  396.2  of  the 
1970  Supplement  of  the  1968  Discipline.  The  authority  of 
the  Philippines  Central  Conference  to  grant  retirement  and 
the  title  of  a  retired  bishop  is  an  authority  granted  by 
Paragraph  397.2,  1960  rule  of  the  Philippines  Central  Con- 
ference, and  Paragraph  395.4: 

"Eacli  Central  Conference  shall  determine  the  rules 
for  retirement  of  its  bishops;  provided  that  the  age  of 
retirement  shall  not  exceed  that  fixed  for  bishops  in  the 
jurisdictions.  In  the  event  of  retirement  allowances  being 
paid  from  the  Episcopal  Fund,  these  rules  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  General  Conference."  (Par. 
397.2,  1972  Discipliyie) 

".  .  .  the  retirement  age  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Philip- 
pines Central  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  shall 
be  the  same  as  that  obtaining  for  Bishops  in  the  Juris- 
dictional Conferences  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  the 
United  States."  (1960  rule  of  the  Philippines  Central 
Conference) 
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"An  elder  who  has  served  as  a  bishop  up  to  the  time 
of  retirement  shall  have  the  status  of  a  retired  bishop, 
including  all  bishops  of  former  or  existing  Central  Con- 
ferences." (Par.  395.4,  1972  Discipline) 

Bishop  Cornelio  M.  Ferrer  was  granted  the  retired  bishop 
status  by  the  retirement  voted  by  the  Philippines  Central 
Conference  on  December  3,  1972  with  the  effective  date  of 
that  retirement  being  February  3,  1974  when  the  term  for 
which  he  had  been  elected  expired. 

Decision 

Cornelio  M.  Ferrer's  retirement  became  effective  at  the 
close  of  the  adjourned  session  of  the  Central  Conference 
and  he  is  therefore  a  retired  bishop  under  the  Discipline  of 
The  United  Methodist  Church. 
October  17,  1975 
Theodore  M.  Berry  was  absent. 

Concurring  Opinion 

I  concur  with  my  colleagues  in  this  decision.  I  do  so, 
however,  with  a  deep  awareness  of  earlier  decisions  of  the 
Judicial  Council  on  this  same  question  of  the  retirement  of 
Central  Conference  term  bishops  which  seem  to  contradict 
this  decision,  and  which  sometimes  have  seemed  to  those 
involved  in  the  episcopal  relationships  under  question  to 
have  been  unjust.  My  colleagues  are  disturbed  in  this  deci- 
sion by  the  fact  that  it  seems  to  require  a  reinterpretation 
of  two  recent  decisions  on  the  question  of  the  retirement  of 
Bishop  Cornelio  M.  Ferrer,  Decisions  No.  370  and  392,  and 
also  an  admission  that,  along  with  the  Philippines  Central 
Conference,  the  Judicial  Council  had  made  an  assumption 
which  was  in  error.  Given  the  changing  legislative  and  judi- 
cial background  of  this  question  about  the  retired  status  of 
Central  Conference  term  bishops,  it  is  small  wonder  that 
at  times  both  petitions  and  decisions  get  involved  in  some 
confusion  or  ask  and  answer  narrow  questions  which  need 
to  be  tempered  by  larger  perspectives. 

In  matters  over  which  it  has  jurisdiction  the  Judicial 
Council  is  required  to  state  what  the  law  is  at  any  given 
moment.  The  law  of  the  Church  may  change,  however, 
through  constitutional  amendments  or  legislation.  I  feel 
that  some  review  of  Judicial  Council  Decisions  against  the 
background  of  the  changing  law  of  the  Church  is  necessary 
for  the  understanding  and  support  of  this  decision. 

The  Judicial  Council  of  The  Methodist  Church  had  hardly 
been  born  when,  in  Decision  No.  4,  in  1940,  it  started  to  deal 
with   the   question   of   the   tenure   of   Central    Conference 
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bishops.  That  decision  upheld  the  constitutionality  of  the 
provision  permitting  Central  Conferences  to  fix  the  tenure 
of  their  bishops,  electing  them  for  a  term  of  years  or  for 
life.  The  argument  of  the  decision  stated  emphatically  that, 
though  both  were  a  part  of  our  Episcopacy  and  of  the  Plan 
of  our  Itinerant  General  Superintendency,  there  were  two 
kinds  of  bishops,  those  elected  by  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ences and  those  elected  by  Central  Conferences.  It  based 
this  conclusion  on  the  greater  limitations  on  the  powers 
of  Central  Conference  bishops  in  the  law  of  the  Church. 

Such  differences  were  whittled  away,  however,  by  consti- 
tutional changes  and  by  General  Conference  legislation  and 
by  Judicial  Council  decisions.  In  Decision  No.  53  in  1948 
the  Judicial  Council  affirmed  the  constitutionality  of  the 
General  Conference  action  giving  a  Central  Conference 
bishop  membership  in  the  Council  of  Bishops  with  restricted 
vote.  Later  the  constitution  and  the  legislation  was  changed 
and  the  voting  restriction  was  removed  and  the  Judicial 
Council,  in  Decision  No.  164  in  1960,  when  the  General  Con- 
ference had  sought  to  restrict  the  attendance  of  Central 
Conference  bishops  at  meetings  of  the  Council  of  Bishops 
to  once  in  a  quadrennium,  decided  that  Central  Conference 
bishops  had  full  rights  of  membership  and  participation  in 
the  Council  of  Bishops  and  that  their  attendance  could  not 
be  so  restricted. 

But  while  differences  in  power  and  privilege  were  being 
eliminated,  some  differences  remained.  The  law  of  the 
Church  required  that  Jurisdictional  Conference  bishops  be 
elected  for  life  and  provided  rules  and  procedures  for  their 
retirement,  but  permitted  Central  Conferences  to  determine 
the  tenure  of  their  bishops  and  the  rules  for  their  retire- 
ment. Against  this  background  there  was  a  basic  distinction 
which  became  a  recurring  legal  problem.  It  was  not  so  much 
a  distinction  between  bishops  elected  by  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ferences and  bishops  elected  by  Central  Conferences,  but  a 
distinction  between  bishops  elected  for  life  by  either  Juris- 
dictional or  Central  Conferences  and  bishops  elected  for  a 
term  by  Central  Conferences.  Again  and  again  the  Judicial 
Council  had  to  answer  questions  concerning  the  status  of  a 
bishop  whose  term  had  ended.  In  its  decisions  the  Judicial 
Council  held  that  the  law  of  the  Church  was  clear,  that  a 
Central  Conference  had  the  right  to  elect  its  bishops  for  life 
but  when  it  chose,  instead,  to  elect  them  for  a  term,  when 
that  term  was  ended  they  were  no  longer  bishops.  A  term 
was  a  perishable  period  of  time. 

Unless  one  understood  the  thrust  of  this  interpretation 
of  the  law  one  could  read  some  Judicial  Council  decisions 
wrongly. 
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For  instance,  in  1955  in  Decision  No.  117,  the  Judicial 
Council  decided  that  a  retired  bishop  of  a  Central  Confer- 
ence was  authorized  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Council  of 
Bishops  with  expenses  paid.  One  might  have  assumed  that 
Central  Conference  bishops  who  had  completed  their  terms 
as  well  as  those  who  had  been  elected  for  life  and  retired 
were  included  in  this  authorization.  But  it  would  have  been 
a  wrong  assumption. 

Or  again,  The  Philippines  Central  Conference  in  1960 
adopted  retirement  rules  for  its  bishops  as  follows — "That 
the  retirement  age  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Philippines  Central 
Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  be  the  same  as  that 
obtaining  for  Bishops  in  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  of 
The  Methodist  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America." 
The  Judicial  Council  in  Decision  No.  199  in  1963  ruled  that 
this  action  of  the  Philippines  Central  Conference,  adopting 
by  reference  the  law  of  The  Methodist  Church  governing 
the  retirement  of  bishops  elected  by  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
ences, was  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  the  Church.  The 
Decision  went  on  to  declare  that  Bishop  D.  D.  Alejandro, 
who  had  been  elected  for  a  term  and  who  had  become  70 
years  of  age,  under  the  law  for  the  retirement  of  Jurisdic- 
tional Conference  bishops  adopted  by  the  Philippines  Cen- 
tral Conference,  would  be  retired  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Central  Conference.  One  might  have  concluded  that  D.  D. 
Alejandro  would  then  be  a  retired  bishop  of  the  Central 
Conference.  But  it  would  have  been  a  wrong  conclusion.  A 
Central  Conference  might  use  by  adoption  Jurisdictional 
Conference  retirement  rules  to  end  the  terms  of  its  term 
bishops  but  it  could  not  make  them  retired  bishops  when 
their  terms  were  ended. 

The  strong  reiteration  of  its  interpretation  of  the  law  of 
the  Church  in  Decision  No.  236  in  1966  must  have  been  a 
great  disappointment  to  those  who  had  wrongly  interpreted 
Judicial  Council  Decision  No.  199.  Again,  the  question  con- 
cerned D.  D.  Alejandro  whose  term  of  office  ended  at  the 
time  of  compulsory  retirement.  Again  the  Judicial  Council 
put  its  consistent  opinion  on  this  question  in  clear  language — 

"The  essence  of  'term  episcopacy'  is  that  on  completion 
of  that  term  of  office  the  encumbent  ceases  to  occupy  that 
office.  A  bishop,  even  though  he  reaches  the  age  of  com- 
pulsory retirement  concurrently  with  the  completion  of 
the  term  of  office,  ceases  to  be  a  bishop  and  returns  to 
the  status  of  a  member  of  the  Annual  Conference." 

In  1968,  in  an  attempt  to  alleviate  what  was  felt  by  many 
to  be   an   injustice   to   certain   Central    Conference   term 
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bishops  in  the  law  of  the  Church  as  interpreted  by  the 
Judicial  Council,  a  new  provision  was  written  into  the 
Discipline  by  action  of  the  General  Conference.  This  pro- 
vision was  amended  in  1970  and  now  reads — 

"An  elder  who  has  served  as  a  bishop  up  to  the  time 
of  retirement  shall  have  the  status  of  a  retired  bishop, 
including  all  bishops  of  former  or  existing  Central  Con- 
ferences." (Par.  395.4,  1972  Discipline) 

In  Decisions  No.  303,  347  and  361  the  Judicial  Council 
held  that  this  new  provision  could  not  be  applied  retroac- 
tively beyond  1968,  but  that  it  could  and  did  apply  prospec- 
tively. Its  effect  is  to  eliminate  many  of  the  remaining 
distinctions  between  life  tenure  and  term  bishops,  particu- 
larly in  regard  to  retirement  status.  While  a  term  bishop 
whose  term  ends  short  of  retirement  still  ceases  to  be  a 
bishop,  a  term  bishop  whose  term  ends  at  the  age  of  com- 
pulsory retirement  or  at  an  earlier  age  when  by  the  rules 
of  the  Central  Conference  he  is  retired  has  a  continuing 
status  as  a  retired  bishop  in  the  Church. 

Whether  or  not  this  was  the  intention  of  the  legislation 
in  Paragraph  395.4,  this  is  its  effect,  and  this  is  the  basic 
change  in  the  law  of  the  Church  which  supports  this 
decision.

Decision  No.  408 

In  Re:  Request  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  for  a  De- 
claratory  Decision   to   Determine   Whether   Para- 
graph 21  of  the  Constitution  will  Remain  in  Force 
for  the  General  Conference  of  1980. 


DIGEST 

Paragraph  21  of  the  Constitution  of  The  United  Methodist  Church 
does  not  apply  to  the  membership  of  the  1980  General  or  Jurisdic- 
tional Conferences.  Neither  does  it  apply  to  qualifications  for  mem- 
bers of  boards  and  agencies  of  the  Church  selected  for  terms  of  office 
whose  period  of  service  is  primarily  within  the  1981-84  quadrennium. 

The  constitutional  paragraph  and  all  paragraphs  of  the  Discipline 
implementing  its  provisions  will  be  eliminated  from  the  1980  Dis- 
cipline. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 
The  Council  of  Bishops  at  its  meeting  in  New  Orleans,  November 
10-14,  1975  voted  to  ask  the  Judicial   Council  for  a  declaratory  de- 
cision on  the  question: 
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"Does  Paragraph  21  of  the  Constitution  of  The  United  Method- 
ist Church  remain  in  force  through  the  General  Conference  of 
1980  and  if  it  does,  does  it  require  the  continued  application  of 
the  double  representation  formula  as  set  forth  in  Paragraph  21 
and  interpreted  by  the  Judicial  Council  in  Decisions  333,  356,  and 
388?" 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515.2b  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

The  Council  of  Bishops,  in  explanation  of  its  reason  for 
seeking  the  ruling,  has  properly  pointed  out  that  there 
might  be  more  than  one  possible  interpretation  regarding 
the  exact  time  when  Paragraph  21,  by  its  own  statement, 
becomes  of  no  effect.  The  paragraph,  which  is  within  the 
restrictive  rules  of  the  Constitution,  states,  "At  the  termi- 
nation of  the  first  three  quadrenniums  following  union, 
this  Article  VII  shall  be  automatically  deleted  from  the 
Constitution." 

The  question  at  issue  is,  at  what  point  in  time  do  "the 
first  three  quadrenniums  following  union"  end.  "Quadren- 
niums" may  begin  and  end  at  different  times  for  different 
purposes.  For  example  the  practice  in  both  former  churches 
was  that  a  new  "quadrennium"  began  with  the  conclusion 
of  a  General  Conference.  But  there  was  an  exception  for 
the  fiscal  "quadrennium."  In  the  former  Evangelical 
United  Brethren  Church  the  fiscal  year  was  the  calendar 
year.  The  General  Conference  was  held  in  the  fall  and 
fiscally  a  new  "quadrennium"  began  on  January  1,  next 
after  the  close  of  the  General  Conference. 

It  was  decided  by  the  1968  General  Conference  that  the 
fiscal  quadrennium  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  should 
begin  on  January  1  next  following  the  regular  meeting  of 
the  General  Conference.  An  interim  budget  for  the  new 
church  was  set  up  for  the  period  from  the  General  Con- 
ference of  1968  to  December  31  of  that  year. 

However,  for  other  purposes  the  new  "quadrennium"  be- 
gan with  the  close  of  the  1968  General  Conference  (Para- 
graph 1427,  1968  Discivline) .  This  was  changed  by  legis- 
lation of  the  1972  General  Conference.  Paragraph  1291  of 
the  1972  Discipline  states: 

"Unless  otherwise  specified  in  the  Discipline  for  a  spe- 
cific purpose,  the  term  'quadrennium'  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  the  four  year  period  beginning  January  1  following 
the  adjournment  of  the  regular  session  of  the  General 
Conference." 
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Paragraph  821  of  the  1972  Discipline  also  fixes  a  like 
specific  time  for  the  beginning  and  ending  of  the  fiscal  qua- 
drennium — January  1,  1973  to  December  31,  1976. 

But  these  dates,  fixed  after  the  adoption  of  constitutional 
Paragraph  21,  do  not  apply  to  that  paragraph.  Items  re- 
lated to  provisions  of  that  paragraph  cannot  be  changed  by 
the  General  Conference  since  Paragraph  21  is  within  the 
restrictive  rules  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Church. 

In  order  to  determine  the  time  for  the  termination  of 
the  functioning  of  Paragraph  21  we  must  give  attention 
to  the  specific  purpose  of  the  creation  and  inclusion  of  the 
paragraph  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Church.  It  has  one 
and  only  one  purpose.  That  is  stated  succinctly  and  with 
clarity  in  the  paragraph  itself.  "In  order  that  The  Evan- 
gelical United  Brethren  shall  be  assured  of  effective  repre- 
sentation in  The  United  Methodist  Church  it  is  agreed  that 
.  .  ,  during  the  first  three  quadrenniums  following  union 

Paragraph  21  was  part  of  the  proposed  Constitution  of 
The  United  Methodist  Church  set  forth  in  the  Plan  and 
Basis  of  Union.  This  Constitution  was  approved  by  the 
1966  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist 
Church  and  the  1966  special  session  of  the  General  Con- 
ference of  The  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church.  Fol- 
lowing that  the  necessary  legislative  steps  for  its  adoption 
(approved  by  a  two-thirds  aggregate  majority  voted  by 
the  Annual  Conferences  of  both  of  the  uniting  churches) 
were  carried  out  prior  to  the  convening  of  the  Uniting 
Conference  in  1968.  The  delegates  for  the  1968  General 
Conferences,  which  included  the  closing  conferences  of  each 
of  the  two  former  churches,  the  Uniting  Conference,  and 
the  first  General  Conference  of  The  United  Methodist 
Church,  were  elected  so  that  they  met  the  requirements 
of  Paragraph  21  of  the  Constitution.' 

Thus  for  the  purpose  of  the  fulfillment  of  the  provisions 
of  Paragraph  21,  the  first  quadrennium  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  began  with  the  declaration  of  union 
and  the  coming  into  being  of  The  United  Methodist  Church. 
The  delegates  from  the  former  Evangelical  United  Breth- 
ren Church,  elected  to  fulfill  requirements  of  the  para- 
graph, were  seated  in  the  first  General  Conference  of  The 
United  Methodist  Church,  May  4,  1968.  The  principal  busi- 
ness of  this  Conference  was  ratification  of  all  acts  of  the 
Uniting  Conference. 

The  delegates  to  this  conference  served  the  church 
through  the  ensuing  four  year  period.   Included   in   that

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service  was  membership  in  their  respective  Jurisdictional 
Conferences  and  in  the  1970  special  session  of  the  General 
Conference.  Persons  selected  for  service  on  the  various 
boards  and  agencies  of  the  church  also  began  their  service 
immediately  following  union  and  continued  to  serve  through 
the  next  four  years.  Thus  the  requirements  of  Paragraph 
21  were  met  for  the  first  quadrennium  following  union. 

In  a  similar  manner  delegates  elected  for  the  1972  Gen- 
eral and  Jurisdictional  Conferences  met  the  requirements 
of  Paragraph  21  for  the  second  quadrennium  following 
union.  The  delegates  elected  for  the  1976  General  and  Juris- 
dictional Conferences  will  fulfill  the  requirements  of  the 
paragraph  for  the  third  quadrennium  following  union.  This 
will  complete  the  requirements  of  the  provisions  of  Para- 
graph 21  for  special  representation  from  among  members 
of  the  former  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church.  The 
same  reasoning  applies  to  membership  on  boards  and  agen- 
cies. 

Delegates  for  the  1980  General  Conference  and  Juris- 
dictional Conferences  will  be  elected  within  the  calendar 
year  1979.  They  will  not  function  as  delegates  at  their 
respective  conferences  until  1980.  Therefore,  we  hold  that 
the  double  representation  formula  required  by  Paragraph 
21  will  not  apply  to  their  election.  (If  a  special  session  of 
any  of  these  conferences  should  be  convened  at  any  time 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  its  regular  1980  session  the  dele- 
gates to  such  special  session  would  be  the  delegates  elected 
for  the  1976  regular  session.  If  any  Annual  Conference 
should  exercise  its  option  to  elect  new  delegates  to  such 
special  session,  such  election  would  be  bound  by  the  re- 
quirements of  Paragraph  21.) 

The  delegates  for  the  regular  sessions  of  the  1980  Gen- 
eral and  Jurisdictional  Conferences,  since  they  legislate 
for  the  future,  1981  and  beyond,  and  since  their  period 
of  service  continues  until  the  regular  sessions  of  their  con- 
ferences in  1984,  are  delegates  for  the  fourth  quadrennium 
following  union  and  therefore  are  not  subject  to  the  re- 
quirements of  Paragraph  21.  The  fact  that  they  are  actually 
elected  while  Paragraph  21  continues  in  effect  is  not  rele- 
vant since  they  will  not  function  before  its  requirements 
will  have  been  fulfilled. 

Paragraph  21  of  the  Constitution,  although  it  will  be 
part  of  the  1976  edition  of  the  Discipline,  does  not  apply 
to  the  qualifications  of  delegates  to  the  1980  General  or 
Jurisdictional  Conferences.  Neither  do  its  provisions  apply 
to  persons  selected  for  positions  on  boards  and  agencies  of 
the  church  to  serve  during  any  or  all  of  the  quadrennium 
which  will  begin  officially  on  January  1,  1981.  Paragraph 
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21  and  all  of  the  paragraphs  implementing  its  provisions 
should  be  eliminated  from  the  1980  Discipline. 

Decision 

Paragraph  21  of  the  Constitution  of  The  United  Method- 
ist Church  does  not  apply  to  the  membership  of  the  1980 
General  or  Jurisdictional  Conferences,  Neither  does  it  ap- 
ply to  qualifications  for  members  of  boards  and  agencies 
of  the  Church  selected  for  terms  of  office  whose  period  of 
service  is  primarily  within  the  1981-84  quadrennium. 

This  constitutional  paragraph  and  all  paragraphs  of  the 
Discipline  implementing  its  provisions  will  be  eliminated 
from  the  1980  Discipline.

Decision  No.  409 

In  Re:  Petition  from  the  General  Board  of  Global 
Ministries  for  a  Declaratory  Decision  on  the  Valid- 
ity of  Paragraph  665.1  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

DIGEST 

Paragraph  665.1  of  the  Discipline  is  unconstitutional  because  it 
purports  to  delegate  to  the  Annual  Conference  blanket  authority  with 
regard  to  whether  or  not  the  Annual  Conference  will  comply  with 
specific,  non-optional  mandates  of  the  Discipline. 

Paragraph  665.1  of  the  Discipline  is  unconstitutional  also  because 
it  requires  the  approval  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  of  the  Annual 
Conference  to  determine  that  the  essential  functions  required  by  the 
Discipline  are  cared  for. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

The  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  creation  of  the  1972  General  Con- 
ference, became  the  successor  agency  to  several  commissions,  divi- 
sions and  boards. 

The  Board  of  Global  Ministries  on  October  24,  1975,  requested  a 
"declaratory  judgment  from  the  Judicial  Council  on  the  validity  of 
Paragraph  665.1  of  the  1972  Book  of  Discipline."  The  following 
statements  were  contained  in  correspondence  from  the  Board : 

"During  the  past  three  years  the  General  Board  of  Global  Min- 
istries has  been  working  on  legislation  which  has  now  been  for- 
warded to  the  General  Conference.  Through  the  legislative  process 
the  Board  debated  how  in  light  of  the  experience  of  the  present 
quadrennium  it  would  be  possible  to  carry  forth  its  disciplinary 
mandates  related  to  the  outreach  ministries  of  the  Church  without 
a  clearer  interpretation  of  Paragraph  665.1.  The  1972  Book  of 
Discipline  spells  out  certain  linkages  that  the  Board  is  to  develop 
(Example:  Paragraphs  1101,  1178.2,  1186)  with  the  Annual  and 
District  Conferences.  Yet  the  Discipline  makes  clear  in  Paragraph 
665.1  that  the  Annual  Conferences  have  the  right  to  decide  what 
the  relationships  shall  be  in  a  connectional  church." 
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"A  second  concern  for  the  Board  of  Global  Ministries  is  the 
maintaining  of  linkages  in  all  of  the  Annual  Conferences,  and 
there  is  fear  that  these  linkages  might  not  be  preserved  if  Para- 
graph 665.1  remains  valid.  Also  the  consistency  of  the  linkage  pat- 
terns would  be  broken." 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515.2c  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

In  October,  1969,  the  Judicial  Council  in  Decision  No. 
314  declared  that: 

"An  Annual  Conference  may  not  restructure  itself  in 
such  a  manner  that  it  disregards  the  mandatory  struc- 
ture established  by  the  General  Conference  and  described 
specifically  in  the  Discipline." 

In  1970  the  General  Conference  adopted  a  modifying 
paragraph  to  Paragraph  665.1  of  the  Discipline  which  read  : 

"Where  size,  circumstance,  and  specific  mission  respon- 
sibilities demand,  an  Annual  Conference  may,  in  consul- 
tation with  and  approval  by  the  presiding  bishop,  modify 
the  organizational  structure  as  ordered  by  the  General 
Conference;  pi^ovided  that  adequate  provisions  shall  be 
made  in  such  an  organizational  plan  for  relating  the  An- 
nual Conference  structures  to  appropriate  jurisdictional 
and  general  church  agencies  and  structures,  and  provided 
further,  that  the  essential  functions  as  required  by  the 
Discipline  shall  be  cared  for." 

The  Judicial  Council  Decision  339  in  1971  declared  this 
paragraph  unconstitutional  as  an  impermissible  delegation 
of  legislative  powers. 

The  General  Conference  of  1972  amended  Paragraph 
665.1  and  it  now  reads: 

"Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  the  Discipline 
requiring  an  Annual  Conference  to  constitute  any  board, 
commission,  or  committee,  the  Annual  Conference  may 
modify  its  structure  and  rather  than  establishing  such 
board,  commission  or  committee,  may  assign  its  duties 
to  other  organizations  of  the  conference,  provided  ade- 
quate provision  is  made  as  determined  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  Council  on  Ministries  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence and  the  written  consent  of  the  presiding  bishop  and 
Cabinet  so  that  the  essential  functions  required  by  the 
Discipline  are  cared  for." 
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The  petition  before  the  Judicial  Council  at  this  time 
is  to  determine  whether  Paragraph  665.1  of  the  Disci- 
pline as  revised  in  1972  has  eliminated  the  factors  which 
made  the  previous  paragraph  unconstitutional. 

This  has  not  been  done.  It  is  true  that  the  phrase  "not- 
withstanding any  other  provision  ,  .  ."  would  eliminate 
doubts  as  to  whether  the  Annual  Conference  qualified  by 
".  .  .  size,  circumstance  and  specific  mission  responsibilities 
.  .  ."  to  determine  what  they  will  do  regarding  establish- 
ment of  Annual  Conference  boards.  It  raises,  however,  an 
equally  complex  problem :  What  happens  to  the  distinction 
the  General  Conference  intended  between  those  paragraphs 
in  which  it  is  stated  the  Annual  Conference  "may"  estab- 
lish a  counterpart  agency  and  those  paragraphs  in  which  it 
states  an  Annual  Conference  "shall"  establish  a  counterpart 
agency. 

In  Decision  No.  339,  the  Judicial  Council  declared : 

"If  each  Annual  Conference  is  free  to  decide  for  itself, 
without  guidelines  or  controlling  standards  from  any 
other  source  regarding  any  of  the  restrictive  elements 
listed,  the  total  connectional  system  of  the  church  will 
be  undercut  at  the  Annual  Conference  level,  not  pro- 
moted and  administered  as  the  Constitution  contemplates. 
The  General  Conference  may  not  so  delegate  its  constitu- 
tional responsibilities." 

We  reaffirm  this  statement.  The  new  Paragraph  665.1 
of  the  1972  Discipline  gives  the  Annual  Conference  even 
wider  freedom  to  modify  the  mandatory  structures  ordered 
by  the  General  Conference  "notwithstanding  any  other  pro- 
vision of  the  Discipline." 

One  must  assume  that  there  are  reasons  behind  General 
Conference  actions  when  some  Annual  Conference  struc- 
tures are  made  mandatory  and  others  permissive.  To  make 
some  provisions  concerning  Annual  Conference  structures 
mandatory  and  then  add  a  paragraph  which  allows  Annual 
Conferences  to  ignore  them  is  not  only  questionable  legis- 
lation, it  is  an  impermissible  delegation  of  legislative  pow- 
ers by  the  General  Conference  and  an  abdication  of  its  con- 
stitutional responsibilities.  Under  Paragraph  15.3  and  15.8 
of  the  Constitution,  the  General  Conference  has  full  legis- 
lative powers  over  all  matters  distinctly  connectional, 
among  which  are  specifically  the  power  to  define  and  fix 
the  powers  and  duties  of  Annual  Conferences  and  the  pow- 
er to  initiate  and  direct  all  connectional  enterprises  of  the 
Church. 

Some  argue  for  greater  freedom  for  an  Annual  Confer- 
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ence  to  determine  its  own  structure.  Others  feel  that  by 
deleting  the  mandatory  clauses  in  the  provisions  which 
determine  Annual  Conference  structures  the  Church  is  de- 
parting from  its  heritage  and  is  endangering  the  impor- 
tant relationships  through  which  connectionalism  works. 
These  decisions,  however,  must  be  made  by  the  General 
Conference  as  it  balances  permissive  and  mandatory  pro- 
visions concerning  Annual  Conference  structures.  It  can- 
not make  some  provisions  mandatory  and  then  empower 
Annual  Conferences  to  ignore  them. 

We  would  further  point  out  that  the  provision  of  Para- 
graph 665.1  requiring  approval  of  the  Council  on  Ministries 
of  an  Annual  Conference  action  is  clearly  unconstitutional. 
The  Council  on  Ministries  of  an  Annual  Conference  is  a 
subordinate  body  of  the  Annual  Conference.  The  Annual 
Conference  cannot  be  required  to  seek  permission  of  a 
subordinate  body  in  order  to  take  action.  To  this  further 
extent  Paragraph  665.1  is  unconstitutional. 

In  Decision  No.  364  the  Judicial  Council  held  that  Para- 
graph 827.1  and  827.2  was  an  unconstitutional  delegation 
of  power  as  to  the  General  Council  on  Ministries  and  the 
General  Conference.  The  same  rule  applies  to  the  authority 
of  an  Annual  Conference  Council  on  Ministries  in  relation 
to  an  Annual  Conference.  (Decisions  105,  364,  385) 

Decision 

Paragraph  665.1  of  the  Discipline  is  unconstitutional  be- 
cause it  purports  to  delegate  to  the  Annual  Conference 
blanket  authority  with  regard  to  whether  or  not  the  Annual 
Conference  will  comply  with  specific,  non-optional  mandates 
of  the  Discipline. 

Paragraph  665.1  of  the  Discipline  is  unconstitutional 
also  because  it  requires  approval  of  the  Council  on  Minis- 
tries of  the  Annual  Conference  to  determine  that  the  es- 
sential functions  required  by  the  Discipline  are  cared  for.

Memorandum  No.  410 

In  Re :  Request  by  the  College  of  Bishops  of  the  Cen- 
tral Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church  in  South- 
ern Asia  for  a  Reconsideration  of  Decision  No.  350 
and  Memoranda  Nos.  355,  369  and  374. 

After  many  years  of  active  leadership  in  negotiations  for 
church   union,   the   Central   Conference   of  the   Methodist 
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Church  in  Southern  Asia  petitioned  the  General  Conference 
of  1968  for  an  enabling  act  authorizing  it  to  consummate 
union  under  the  fourth  edition  of  the  Plan  of  Union  with 
other  churches  in  North  India  and  Pakistan.  The  General 
Conference  granted  the  enabling  legislation  under  the  pro- 
visions which  the  Methodist  Church  in  Southern  Asia  had 
requested,  namely,  that  there  be  a  two-thirds  affirmative 
vote  of  the  Central  Conference  followed  by  a  two-thirds 
aggregate  vote  of  the  Annual  Conferences. 

The  1968-69  session  of  the  Central  Conference  voted  to 
commend  the  Plan  to  its  Annual  Conferences  for  their  "yes" 
or  "no"  votes.  The  vote  of  the  Central  Conference  was  122- 
5.  The  Annual  Conferences  then  voted  approval  of  the  Plan 
by  an  aggregate  vote  of  662-298,  22  more  than  the  re- 
quired two-thirds  majority.  The  Executive  Board  of  the 
Central  Conference  then  announced  that  the  necessary  votes 
had  been  taken  and  that  the  Central  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Church  in  Southern  Asia  had  "made  its  irrevo- 
cable decision  to  enter  the  union." 

The  1968-69  session  of  the  Central  Conference  had  voted 
to  call  a  special  session  of  the  Conference,  in  the  event  the 
required  two-thirds  vote  was  obtained,  "to  do  the  business 
necessary  for  a  smooth  transition  into  the  Church  of  North 
India." 

That  special  session  met  in  1970  and  added  to  its  agenda 
a  vote  on  the  Plan  of  Union  under  the  arguments  of  some 
that  the  earlier  session  of  the  conference  had  merely  "com- 
mended" the  Plan  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  their 
votes  but  had  not  adopted  the  Plan.  This  time  the  vote  in 
the  Central  Conference  was  108  to  48  against  the  Plan.  Fol- 
lowing this  vote,  the  Central  Conference  dropped  out  of 
the  Plan  of  Union  while  the  other  six  churches  in  the  Plan 
moved  ahead  to  form  the  Church  of  North  India.  The  new- 
ly formed  Church  invited  the  Methodist  Church  in  South- 
ern Asia  to  renew  negotiations  so  that  it  might  still  join 
the  new  Church  under  the  Fourth  Plan. 

An  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Judicial  Council  by  the 
requisite  one-fifth  of  the  members  of  the  Central  Confer- 
ence raising  the  question  of  the  legality  of  the  vote  against 
union  in  the  special  session. 

In  Decision  No.  338  the  Judicial  Council  ruled  that 
there  was  no  constitutional  limitation  on  the  right  of  a 
special  session  of  the  Central  Conference  to  vote  on  the 
Plan  of  Union,  but  noted  that  there  might  well  be  a  ques- 
tion on  the  validity  of  such  a  vote  in  the  1970  special  ses- 
sion in  view  of  the  Central  Conference's  earlier  action 
commending  the  Plan  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  their 
"yes"  or  "no"  vote  and  the  consequent  ratification  of  the 
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Plan  by  the  Annual  Conferences.  The  Judicial  Council  re- 
ferred this  latter  question  to  the  Judicial  Court  of  the 
Methodist  Church  in  Southern  Asia  for  a  declaratory  de- 
cision, meanwhile  retaining  jurisdiction  in  the  matter. 

The  Judicial  Court,  noting  that  six  of  its  nine  members 
were  also  members  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Methodist 
Church  in  Southern  Asia  properly  felt  that  it  should  render 
no  decision  on  the  question  and  returned  the  matter  to  the 
Judicial  Council. 

When  the  Judicial  Council  took  up  the  matter  again  in 
Decision  No.  350  in  1972,  it  noted  that  the  enabling  act, 
requested  by  the  Methodist  Church  in  Southern  Asia  and 
granted  by  the  General  Conference  called  for  a  two-thirds 
favorable  vote  in  the  Central  Conference  followed  by  a  two- 
thirds  affirmative  aggregate  vote  in  the  Annual  Confer- 
ences. The  Council  declared  that  a  vote  on  the  matter  in  the 
Central  Conference  following  the  vote  in  the  Annual  Con- 
ferences did  not  conform  to  the  order  of  voting  authorized 
by  the  enabling  act  and  that,  therefore,  the  negative  vote 
on  the  Plan  of  Union  in  the  1970  special  session  of  the 
Central  Conference  was  invalid.  The  Council  decided  that 
the  vote  of  the  1968-69  session  of  the  Central  Conference 
commending  the  Plan  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  their 
"yes"  or  "no"  vote  was  a  vote  approving  the  Plan,  and  that, 
when  the  aggregate  vote  of  the  Annual  Conferences  was 
also  affirmative,  both  votes  exceeding  the  required  two- 
thirds  majority,  all  the  required  votes  for  union  under  the 
Fourth  Plan  had  been  completed. 

The  Council  took  notice  of  the  fact  that  the  other  six 
churches  had  now  formed  the  new  Church  of  North  India 
and  that,  therefore,  some  adjustments  might  have  to  be 
made  within  the  framework  of  the  Fourth  Plan.  The  Coun- 
cil felt  that  union  under  the  Fourth  Plan  was  still  a  nego- 
tiable possibility  and  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
Methodist  Church  in  Southern  Asia  was  still  under  the  au- 
thorization of  the  General  Conference  action  and  now  under 
the  mandate  of  its  own  vote  to  consummate  union. 

The  Methodist  Church  in  Southern  Asia  then  renewed 
negotiation  with  the  Church  of  North  India.  Periodic  con- 
sultations between  the  two  were  held.  Obviously  there  were 
now  more  difficulties  in  the  situation.  Some  two  years  had 
gone  by  since  the  Methodist  Church  in  Southern  Asia  had 
dropped  out  of  the  Plan  of  Union  after  the  negative  vote 
of  the  Central  Conference,  now  declared  invalid.  Negotia- 
tions were  with  one  church  instead  of  six. 

In  Memoranda  Numbers  355,  369  and  374  the  Judicial 
Council  answered  questions  concerning  problems  which 
arose  out  of  the  planning  for  and  participation  in  the  con- 
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sultations.  The  Council  warned  that  any  adjustments  would 
have  to  be  within  the  framework  of  the  Fourth  Plan,  that 
the  Plan  itself  could  not  be  revised.  These  memoranda  also 
reminded  the  Methodist  Church  in  Southern  Asia  that  it 
was  under  the  mandate  of  its  own  vote  to  consummate 
union. 

It  became  evident  that  the  consultations  were  not  making 
progress  toward  union.  Many  problems  were  obviously  very 
difficult  to  solve.  Whatever  the  reasons,  the  time  came  when 
union  under  the  Fourth  Plan  seemed  no  longer  possible. 

A  special  session  of  the  Central  Conference  of  the  Meth- 
odist Church  in  Southern  Asia  was  called  to  meet  in  Janu- 
ary, 1976.  An  "Historical  Statement  from  1968  to  date  in 
Regard  to  Church  Union"  was  adopted  by  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Southern  Asia  and  pub- 
lished in  the  India  Witness  for  distribution  to  the  dele- 
gates of  this  special  session.  While  we  are  greatly  disturbed 
by  the  statement's  inaccurate  reporting  of  Judicial  Council 
decisions  and  of  the  action  taken  by  the  General  Conference 
in  the  enabling  act,  it  did  portray  the  failure  of  attempts 
to  consummate  union.  The  special  session  of  the  Central 
Conference  voted  to  rescind  all  its  previous  votes  in  favor 
of  church  union  under  the  Fourth  Plan  and  sent  a  similar 
resolution  down  to  the  Annual  Conferences  which  also  voted 
to  rescind  all  previous  actions  on  union.  The  Central  Con- 
ference vote  was  136  to  0.  The  aggregate  vote  of  the  An- 
nual Conferences  was  770  to  22  with  10  abstentions.  Since 
the  rescinding  voting  procedure  followed  the  order  of  vot- 
ing in  the  enabling  act  authorizing  union,  it  is  the  opinion 
of  the  Judicial  Council  that  this  was  a  valid  vote. 

The  College  of  Bishops  of  the  Central  Conference  of  the. 
Methodist  Church  in  Southern  Asia  has  requested  the 
Judicial  Council  to  reconsider  its  Decision  No.  350  and 
its  Memoranda  Numbers  355,  369  and  374.  The  Judicial 
Council  declines  reconsideration  because  it  reaffirms  the 
correctness  of  this  decision  and  these  memoranda. 

We  do  take  notice,  however,  of  two  factors  which  now 
change  the  judicial  situation — 1,  the  failure  to  consummate 
union  under  the  Fourth  Plan,  and — 2,  the  rescinding  vote 
of  the  Central  Conference  followed  by  the  rescinding  ag- 
gregate vote  of  the  Annual  Conferences. 

It  is  the  ruling  of  the  Judicial  Council  that  the  Methodist 
Church  in  Southern  Asia  returns  to  the  status  it  had  prior 
to  the  enabling  act  of  1968  and  its  vote  for  union  in  1968- 
69,  namely,  as  a  Central  Conference  in  The  United  Meth- 
odist Church.

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Memorandum  No.  411 

In  Re :  Request  of  General  Conference  for  a  Declara- 
tory Decision  as  to  the  Constitutionality  of  Calen- 
dar Item  No.  251,  Paragraph  705.1. 

Paragraph  705.1  states: 

"The  Annual  Conference  shall  determine  the  desir- 
ability of  Conference  Boards  of  Church  and  Society,  Dis- 
cipleship,  Higher  Education  and  Ministry,  and  Global 
Ministries  with  appropriate  divisions  to  have  liaison  v^ith 
and  responsibility  for  the  functions  and  concerns  of  the 
divisions  of  all  of  the  respective  general  boards.  If  a  con- 
ference should  determine  not  to  create  any  one  of  the 
boards  or  divisions  thereof,  it  shall  specifically  assign  the 
liaison  functions  and  responsibilities  of  each  such  board 
or  division  to  another  agency  in  the  conference.  (See 
Paragraphs  1201  ff,  1301  ff,  1501  ff  and  1601  ff ) 

The  Judicial  Council  is  unable  to  bring  a  decision  until 
legislation  has  been  completed  by  the  1976  General  Con- 
ference. Therefore  v^^e  issue  this  memorandum  for  advisory 
purposes  in  an  attempt  to  clarify  the  constitutional  question 
concerning  Paragraph  705.1  at  this  moment  in  the  midst 
of  continuing  General  Conference  legislation. 

The  Constitution  clearly  provides  that  the  principle  of 
connectionalism  should  be  always  primary  in  any  organiza- 
tional structure  of  The  United  Methodist  Church.  Article 
IV,  Paragraph  15  of  the  Constitution  reads : 

"The  General  Conference  shall  have  full  legislative 
power  over  all  matters  distinctively  connectional,  and  in 
the  exercise  of  this  power  shall  have  authority  as  follows : 

*  *     * 

"3.  To  define  and  fix  the  powers  and  duties  of  Annual 
Conferences,  Provisional  Annual  Conferences,  Mission- 
ary Conferences  and  Missions,  and  of  Central  Confer- 
ences, District  Conferences,  Charge  Conferences,  and 
Congregational  Meetings. 

*  *     * 

"8.  To  initiate  and  to  direct  all  connectional  enterprises 
of  the  Church  and  to  provide  boards  for  their  promotion 
and  administration." 

In  Decision  339  the  Judicial  Council  warned  against  the 
undercutting  of  the  connectional  system  at  the  Annual  Con- 
ference level,  where  mandated  connectional  programs  are 
not  promoted,  administered  and  channeled  as  the  General 
Conference  orders. 
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There  is  apparently  in  the  Church  a  movement  toward 
freedom  in  Annual  Conference  srtuctures.  The  General 
Conference  has  the  authority  to  grant  a  reasonable  amount 
of  flexibility  in  such  structures. 

We  would  remind  the  General  Conference,  however,  about 
its  constitutional  mandate  to  use  its  authority  to  maintain 
the  working  relationships  of  a  connectional  church.  When 
the  General  Conference  initiates  connectional  enterprises 
and  provides  boards  for  their  promotion  and  administra- 
tion, the  functioning  of  such  boards  must  reach  to  every 
level  in  the  life  of  the  Church,  from  the  General  Board  to 
the  Charge  Conference.  If  the  General  Conference  legisla- 
tion concerning  Annual  Conference  structures  is  either  so 
confusing  or  so  permissive  that  the  liaison  functions  do  not 
reach  through  the  Annual  Conference  to  District  and  local 
church  levels,  the  General  Conference  has  not  properly 
exercised  its  constitutional  mandate. 

In  the  specific  question  before  us  the  Judicial  Council 
is  of  the  opinion  that  Paragraph  705.1  as  written  in  Cal- 
endar Item  251  is  constitutional  as  it  stands  alone  without 
reference  to  other  legislation  proposed  concerning  the  con- 
ference boards  referred  to  in  Paragraph  705.1. 

The  Judicial  Council  has  dealt  with  the  issue  of  Annual 
Conference  structures  in  Decisions  314  and  339.  In  these 
we  said  that  the  Annual  Conference  may  not  disregard  the 
mandatory  structure  of  organization  as  legislated  by  the 
General  Conference.  Again  in  Decision  409  (DC A,  p.  197) 
we  reafl[irmed  the  position  of  the  Judicial  Council  on  this 
particular  issue  of  constitutionality.  We  held  in  409  that  it 
is  an  impermissible  delegation  of  power  by  the  General 
Conference  to  "make  some  provisions  mandatory  and  then 
empower  an  Annual  Conference  to  ignore  them." 

It  is  certainly  the  right  of  the  General  Conference  to 
designate  any  board  or  agency  of  an  Annual  Conference  as 
mandatory.  Should  the  General  Conference  exercise  this 
legislative  power  "over  all  matters  distinctively  connec- 
tional," and  pass  legislation  making  mandatory  any  of  the 
boards  named  in  Paragrph  705.1,  then  the  permissive  op- 
tion of  Pragraph  705.1  would  become  unconstitutional. 

The  Judicial  Council  retains  jurisdiction  over  this  peti- 
tion.

Action  by  a  District  Committee  on  the  Ministry 
Dealing  with  a  Request  for  the  Renewal  of  a  License 

to  Preach 

DIGEST 

The  action  of  the  Scranton  District  Committee  on  the  Ministry, 
Wyoming  Annual  Conference,  was  within  the  discretionary  powers 
stated  in  Paragraph  320  of  the  Discipline  and,  therefore,  was  not 
discriminatory. 

The  ruling  of  Bishop  James  M.  Ault  is  affirmed. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

During  the  session  of  the  Wyoming  Annual  Conference  in  Scran- 
ton, Pennsylvania,  June  8,  1975  a  request  to  Bishop  James  M.  Ault 
was  made  in  writing  for  a  ruling  "on  the  action  of  the  Scanton  Dis- 
trict Committee  on  the  Ministry  of  25  Feb.,  1974,  pertaining  to  the 
academic  requirement  or  requirement  of  the  Master  of  Divinity  de- 
gree for  the  granting  of  the  license  to  preach  for  Mr.  Robert  Lee 
Cooper  to  determine  if  this  ruling  of  the  Scranton  District  Commit- 
tee was  discriminatory  and  in  violation  of  the  Discipline." 

Bishop  James  M.  Ault,  resident  bishop  of  the  Philadelphia  Area, 
ruled : 

"The  Scranton  District  Committee  on  the  Ministry  did  not  act  in 
a  discriminatory  manner  with  respect  to  the  request  of  Robert  Lee 
Cooper  that  his  license  to  preach  be  renewed. 

"The  Book  of  Discipline  (1972)  in  Paragraph  320.3  grants  'dis- 
cretion' to  a  District  Committee  on  the  Ministry  regarding  the  re- 
instatement of  a  license  to  preach  and  the  Scranton  District  Com- 
mittee was  so  guided  in  setting  the  educational  requirement." 

On  January  29,  1976,  Bishop  James  M.  Ault  submitted  to  the 
Judicial  Council  a  report  of  a  decision  of  law.  Briefs  have  been  re- 
ceived from  the  Scranton  District  Committee  on  the  Ministry,  Bish- 
op James  M.  Ault  and  Robert  Lee  Cooper.  Material  also  was  received 
from  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  of  the  Wyoming  Annual  Conference. 
Hearings  were  held  in  Portland,  Oregon  attended  by  Mr.  Cooper, 
Bishop  Ault,  and  Rev.  Robert  E.  Germond,  Chairman  of  the  Wyom- 
ing Conference  Board  of  the  Ministry. 

Mr.  Cooper  received  his  B.S.  degree  from  Union  College  in  1971. 
From  the  fall  of  1969  through  April  8,  1975,  Mr.  Cooper  attended 
Drew  University.  He  was  certified  on  April  2,  1975  as  completing 
the  academic  requirements  for  the  Master  of  Divinity  degree,  and 
was  graduated  on  May  24,  1975. 

Robert  Lee  Cooper  held  a  license  to  preach  from  1966  to  June 
1972,  when  he  was  voted  a  probationary  member  of  the  Wyoming 
Annual  Conference  and  ordained  Deacon.  One  year  later,  June  1973, 
the  Wyoming  Annual  Conference,  on  recommendation  of  the  Board  of 
the  Ministry,  discontinued  his  probationary  membership  and  in- 
structed Mr.  Cooper  to  surrender  his  credentials  to  the  Scranton  Dis- 
trict Superintendent.  Mr.  Cooper's  discontinued  probationary  rela- 
tionship caused  his  license  to  preach  to  lapse. 

Seeking  reinstatement  of  a  license  to  preach,  Mr.  Cooper  was 
recommended  for  license  to  preach  by  the  Charge  Conference  of  the 
Dunmore  United  Methodist  Church  on  January  31,  1974.  On  Feb- 
ruary 2,  1974  he  appeared  before  the  Scranton  District  Committee  on 
the  Ministry,  requesting  a  license  to  preach.  The  District  Committee 
on  the  Ministry  meeting  February  25,   1974,  voted  that,  on  comple-

tion  of  the  Master  of  Divinity  program  at  Drew  University  School  of 
Theology,  the  license  to  preach  be  renewed  for  Mr.  Cooper.  On  April 
24,  1975  the  Scranton  District  Committee  on  the  Ministry  having 
received  this  certification  from  Drew  University  issued  a  license 
to  preach  to  Mr.  Robert  Lee  Cooper. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1512  of  the  Discipline. 

Analysis 

Mr.  Cooper's  request  for  a  license  to  preach  was  in  fact 
a  request  for  the  reinstatement  of  a  lapsed  license.  With 
his  discontinuance  as  a  probationary  member  of  the  Wyom- 
ing Annual  Conference,  Mr.  Cooper  was  returned  to  the 
status  of  a  lay  person. 

At  this  point  there  were  two  ways  whereby  Mr.  Cooper 
might  enter  once  again  the  road  toward  "ordained  minis- 
try and  Conference  Membership" :  Paragraph  373  "Read- 
mission  to  Probationary  Membership"  and  Paragraph  320 
"Renewal  of  License  to  Preach." 

Mr.  Cooper  elected  to  make  a  request  to  the  Scranton 
District  Committee  on  the  Ministry  for  a  renewal  of  a  li- 
cense to  preach.  The  Committee,  using  its  discretionary 
power,  requested  Mr.  Cooper  to  complete  the  requirements 
for  the  Master  of  Divinity  degree. 

Does  a  District  Committee  on  the  Ministry  have  the  Dis- 
ciplinary power  to  make  such  discretionary  judgment? 

Paragraph  320.3  states: 

"When  a  license  to  preach  has  lapsed,  it  may  be  re- 
instated only  at  the  discretion  of  the  District  Co7nmittee 
on  the  Ministry,  or  the  Board  of  the  Ministry,  when  the 
candidate  has  completed  satisfactorily  the  current  studies 
for  license  to  preach."  (emphasis  added) 

Certainly,  a  District  Committee  on  the  Ministry  has  no 
authority  to  require  for  a  license  to  preach  educational 
qualifications  other  than  those  authorized  by  the  Discipline. 
In  the  instant  case  Mr.  Cooper  had  met  the  educational  re- 
quirements. 

However,  a  District  Committee  on  the  Ministry  is  re- 
quired by  the  Discipline  to  weigh  other  factors  in  making 
its  decision  for  the  reinstatement  of  a  lapsed  license  to 
preach. 

The  action  of  the  Scranton  District  Committee  on  the 
Ministry  was  a  discretionary  judgment  in  keeping  with  the 
power  given  to  the  committee. 
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Decision 

The  action  of  the  Scranton  District  Committee  on  the 
Ministry,  Wyoming  Annual  Conference,  was  within  the  dis- 
cretionary powers  stated  in  Paragraph  320  of  the  Disci- 
pline, and,  therefore,  was  not  discriminatory. 

The  ruling  of  Bishop  James  M.  Ault  is  affirmed.

Dissenting  Opinion 

The  Judicial  Council  is  required  to  "pass  upon  and  affirm, 
modify  or  reverse"  decisions  of  law  made  by  bishops.  (Dis- 
cipline Paragraphs  61.3  and  1512)  To  the  extent  that  such 
decision  is  affirmed  by  the  Judicial  Council,  it  becomes  the 
law  of  the  Church.  Discipline  Paragraph  1512. 

The  basic  question  of  law  raised  by  the  episcopal  decision 
at  hand  is:  what  are  the  rights  of  a  minister  whose  pro- 
bationary membership  has  been  discontinued  under  author- 
ity of  Discipline  Paragraph  369? 

I  dissent  from  the  majority  opinion  for  the  reason  that 
affirming  the  bishop's  decision  is  too  narrow  a  declaration 
of  law  to  protect  the  rights  of  a  probationary  member  of 
an  Annual  Conference.  I  believe  the  applicable  law  required 
the  Judicial  Council  to  reverse  or  modify  the  bishop's  de- 
cision in  this  instance. 

The  first  formal  step  toward  the  ministry  is  to  qualify 
for  a  license  to  preach,  which  required  the  candidate  to 
meet  nine  specific  conditions  (Paragraph  318)  and  exami- 
nation by  a  district  Committee  on  the  Ministry  or  (Con- 
ference) Board  of  the  Ministry  (Paragraph  319).  Having 
met  these  conditions  and  a  license  is  issued,  such  license  to 
preach  is  valid  for  one  year  and  may  be  renewed  by  the 
district  Committee  on  the  Ministry  or  Board  of  the  Minis- 
try on  recommendation  of  the  Charge  Conference  and  "on 
evidence  that  the  candidate's  gifts,  graces  and  fruits  con- 
tinue to  be  satisfactory"  and  the  candidate  is  making  satis- 
factory progress.  Paragraphs  320  and  665.19. 

The  provisions  of  Paragraphs  318,  320  and  665.19  clearly 
give  concurrent  jurisdiction  to  the  district  Committee  on 
the  Ministry  and  (Conference)  Board  of  the  Ministry  to 
qualify  and  license  persons  to  preach  prior  to  their  qualify- 
ing for  Annual  Conference  relation  as  Lay  Pastor,  Asso- 
ciate Member,  Probationary  Member  or  ministers  in  full 
connection.  Paragraph  665.20  provides  that  the  district 
Committee  on  the  Ministry  "shall  recommend  to  the  Board 
of  the  Ministry  of  the  Annual  Conference  suitable  candi- 
dates for  acceptance  or  continuance  as  lay  pastors,  for  con- 
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ference  membership  and  for  restoration  of  credentials." 
(emphasis  added) 

At  the  point  that  the  district  Committee  on  the  Ministry 
recommends  to  the  Board  of  the  Ministry,  its  jurisdiction  is 
advisory  and  administrative,  and  is  not  authoritative  as  in 
granting  a  license  to  preach  under  Paragraphs  318  and 
320. 

When  a  district  Committee  on  the  Ministry  recommends 
a  candidate  for  conference  membership,  as  in  the  case  of 
probationary  member,  to  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  the 
An7iual  Coyiference  obtains  jurisdiction  over  such  proba- 
tionary members,"  and  "continuance  shall  be  equivalent  to 
the  renewal  of  their  license  to  preach."  Paragraph  325 
(emphasis  added)  See  also  Paragraphs  665.8;  665.10  and 
665.11. 

In  the  instant  case,  the  person  v^as  licensed  to  preach 
in  1966,  having  met  the  conditions  and  requirements  of 
Paragraph  306  {196Jf  Discipline),  and  the  license  was  re- 
newed annually  until  1972  when  he  was  elected  by  the  An- 
nual Conference  to  probationary  membership  on  recommen- 
dation of  the  district  Committee  on  the  Ministry  and  (Con- 
ference) Board  of  the  Ministry.  Continuation  as  probation- 
ary member  was  subject  to  the  investigation  and  judgment 
of  the  Board  of  the  Ministry  as  to  extension  of  time  for 
completing  ministerial  studies.  Paragraph  329.  The  Board 
of  the  Ministry  did  not  extend  time  to  complete  his  studies, 
but  instead,  after  one  year,  recommended  discontinuance  of 
probationary  membership  as  authorized  in  Paragraph  369 
and  the  Annual  Conference  voted  such  discontinuance  and 
ordered  surrender  of  his  license  and  deacon  orders. 

The  person  affected  by  this  action  remained  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Annual  Conference  and  Board  of  the 
Ministry  and  was  entitled  to  the  provisions  and  procedures 
of  Paragraph  373  for  re-admission  to  probationary  mem- 
bership and  restoration  of  credentials. 

We  strongly  disagree  that  discontinuance  of  probation- 
ary membership  lapsed  his  license,  thrusting  him  back  to 
renewal  procedures  under  Paragraph  320  and  subject  to  the 
discretionary  authority  of  the  district  Committee  on  the 
Ministry.  Rather  we  contend  that  by  discontinuing  proba- 
tionary membership  his  license  to  preach  and  ministerial 
credentials  were  lifted  and  held  in  suspense,  subject  to  his 
request  for  readmission,  the  required  review,  recommenda- 
tions and  action  on  reinstatement  and  restoration  of  his 
credentials  as  provided  in  Paragraph  373. 

We  hold  the  view  that  the  district  Committee  on  the  Min- 
istry and  Bishop  erred  in  treating  the  request  for  license 
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to  preach  as  a  renewal  of  license  bringing  his  request 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Committee  under  Paragraph 
320.  Rather  the  mandate  of  Paragraph  665.20  should  have 
been  followed  and.  the  request  for  license  treated  as  a  re- 
quest for  recommendation  for  restoration  of  credentials. 
The  function  and  role  of  the  district  Committee  on  the  Min- 
istry was  to  make  advisory  recommendation  to  the  Board 
of  the  Ministry,  and  not  to  exercise  its  discretionary  au- 
thority under  Paragraph  320.3. 

To  the  extent  that  subsequent  to  the  Bishop's  decision 
the  applicant  has  now  completed  the  academic  work  im- 
posed by  the  district  Committee  on  the  Ministry  and  has 
been  granted  a  license  to  preach,  the  Board  of  the  Ministry 
in  justice  should  treat  this  as  partial  review  as  required 
by  Paragraph  373  preliminary  to  recommendation  and  vote 
by  the  Annual  Conference  of  reinstatement  to  probationary 
membership. 

In  Decision  405  the  Judicial  Council  held  the  Board  of 
the  Ministry  is  required  to  make  recommendations,  positive 
or  negative,  in  matters  of  ministerial  classification;  and 
that  failing  to  make  such  recommendations,  the  Annual 
Conference  has  the  right  to  take  action.

Decision  No.  413 

In  Re:  Request  of  the  General  Conference  for  a 
Declaratory  Decision  as  to  the  Constitutionality  of 
Legislation  Fixing  a  Retirement  Age  for  Bishops 
which  is  Different  from  the  Retirement  Age  Fixed 
for  Other  Ordained  Elders  of  the  Church. 

DIGEST 

The  Constitution  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  places  upon 
the  General  Conference  the  specific  responsibility  for  fixing  the  rules 
which  govern  the  retirement  of  bishops.  It  makes  no  requirement 
that  such  rules  be  the  same  as  those  governing  the  retirement  of 
other   ordained    ministers. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

The  1976  session  of  the  General  Conference  passed  legislation 
(Sec.  3,  Paragraph  507.1;  page  470,  DCA)  which  reads: 

"Mandatory  Retirement — A  bishop  shall  be  retired  on  August  31 
next,  following  the  regular  session  of  the  Jurisdictional  Conference 
if  the  bishop  has  reached  his/her  sixty-sixth  birthday  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  Jurisdictional   Conference  is 
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held.  This  shall  be  effective  with  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  of 
1980." 

Following  the  passage  of  this  legislation  (Reverend)  H.  Eugene 
Peacock  made  a  motion  as  follows: 

"I  move  that  the  General  Conference  request  the  Judicial  Council 
to  render  a  declaratory  judgment  on  the  constitutionality  of  legis- 
lation which  places  the  retirement  of  bishops  on  a  different  age 
scale  than  other  ordained  ministerial  members." 

The  motion  was  passed  by  the  General  Conference  and  referred 
to  this  Council. 

Jurisdiction 

The  Judicial  Council  has  Jurisdiction  under  Paragraph 
1515  of  the  1972  Discipline. 

Analysis 

The  question  raised  by  this  request  for  a  decision  has 
been  ruled  upon  by  the  Judicial  Council  on  previous  occa- 
sions. See  Decision  Numbers  7,  35,  83,  114  and  312. 

The  Constitution  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  speaks 
directly  to  the  question  referred  to  the  Judicial  Council 
in  this  request  for  a  declaratory  decision.  Paragraph  15, 
Article  IV,  after  stating  that  "The  General  Conference 
shall  have  full  legislative  power  over  all  matters  distinc- 
tively connectional"  then  itemizes  a  number  of  powders 
which  are  specifically  included.  Among  the  items  listed  are: 

"5.  To  define  and  fix  the  powers,  duties,  and  privileges 
of  the  episcopacy,  to  adopt  a  plan  for  the  support  of  the 
bishops,  to  provide  a  uniform  rule  for  their  retirement, 
and  to  provide  for  the  discontinuance  of  a  bishop  be- 
cause of  inefficiency  or  unacceptability." 

This  paragraph  clearly  grants  to  the  General  Conference 
the  authority  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  retire- 
ment of  bishops. 

It  has  been  argued  that  to  make  rules  for  the  retirement 
of  bishops  different  from  those  rules  which  apply  to  other 
elders  of  the  church  establishes  a  separate  "order"  of  the 
ministry ;  that  such  legislation  takes  the  bishop  out  of  the 
"order"  of  elder  and  places  the  bishop  in  a  "class"  or  "or- 
der" separate  or  apart  from  other  ministers.  We  find  no 
merit  in  this  argument. 

The  membership  of  a  bishop  resides  in  the  Jurisdictional 
College  of  Bishops  and  in  the  Council  of  Bishops.  This 
makes  him  responsible  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  and 
places  him  under  the  authority  of  the  General  Conference. 
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When  The  United  Methodist  Church  ordains  a  person 
as  an  elder,  it  confers  upon  that  person  the  highest  rank  or 
order  of  ministry  which  exists  within  the  church.  No  per- 
son is  ordained  a  bishop.  A  bishop  is  consecrated  for  the 
specific  duties,  responsibilities  and  services  which  are  re- 
quired by  the  functions  of  the  office.  He  remains  an  elder 
in  the  church. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  the  functions  and  responsibili- 
ties of  the  episcopal  office  differ  from  those  of  other  minis- 
terial services,  the  General  Conference  has,  from  time  to 
time,  passed  legislation  which  applies  only  to  the  episcopal 
office.  Some  of  this  legislation  relates  to  retirement  age. 

Paragraph  15.5  gives  the  General  Conference  full  and 
specific  authority  to  determine  the  rules,  regulations  and 
requirements  for  the  retirement  of  those  persons  who  oc- 
cupy the  office  of  bishop,  without  reference  in  any  way  to 
legislation  which  applies  to  "other  ordained  ministerial 
members." 

Decision 

The  Constitution  of  The  United  Methodist  Church  places 
upon  the  General  Conference  the  specific  responsibility  for 
fixing  the  rules  which  govern  the  retirement  of  bishops.  It 
makes  no  requirement  that  such  rules  be  the  same  as  those 
governing  the  retirement  of  other  ordained  ministers.

COMMUNION  SERMON 
By  Bishop  W.  Ralph  Ward,  Jr.,  New  York  Area 

"On  Being  in  Covenant" 

I 

The  time  has  come  for  us  to  begin  our  life  together  in  this  1976 
General  Conference.  And  yet  the  deeper  truth  is  we  had  our 
beginning  a  long  time  ago.  Beginnings,  in  fact,  are  extremely 
difficult  to  trace.  The  beginning  of  life — the  beginning  of  a 
nation — the  beginning  of  a  covenant. 

Ours  is  somewhat  located  this  way: 

In  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1739  (237  years  ago  this  fall)  eight 
or  ten  persons  came  to  Mr.  Wesley  in  London,  They  desired,  as 
did  two  or  three  more  the  next  day,  that  he  would  spend  some 
time  with  them  in  prayer,  and  advise  them  how  to  flee  from  the 
wrath  to  come.  That  he  might  have  more  time  for  the  great  work, 
he  appointed  a  day  when  they  might  come  together,  which  from 
thenceforward  they  did  every  week,  namely  on  Thursday,  in  the 
evening — and  they  always  concluded  their  meeting  with  prayer 
suited  to  their  several  necessities  (General  Rules — The  Disci- 
pline). 

Or  if  we  want  a  more  specific  beginning  for  our  origins  in  this 
country  we  find  it  stated  this  way.  "Our  united  Society  is  no  other 
than  a  company  of  (persons)  having  the  form  and  seeking  the 
power  of  godliness,  united  in  order  to  pray  together,  to  receive 
the  word  of  exhortation,  and  to  watch  over  one  another  in  love, 
that  they  may  help  each  other  to  work  out  their  salvation."  (ibid) 

Yet  in  the  sweep  of  history  these  covenantal  beginnings  were 
set  only  a  moment  ago  compared  to  the  earliest  covenants  which 
mark  our  spiritual  journey. 

This  linking  of  life  with  life  in  covenant  set  and  sealed  by  sign, 
word,  and  mission,  arose  in  the  earliest  time. 

God  in  his  grace  and  glory  broke  in  upon  a  wandering  and 
insecure  people  to  establish  his  covenant  with  them  and  with 
their  successors  forever.  He  would  be  their  God  and  they  would 
be  his  people.  A  bow — a  rainbow — a  sign  breaking  through  every 
cloud  and  storm  would  ever  be  there  as  a  token  of  his  presence 
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with  them.  The  Lord  would  be  their  God,  and  Israel  would  be  his 
people. 

Here  a  new  community  was  born — a  community  united  around 
meaningful  norms  of  right  and  wrong:  a  community  that  would 
provide  identity  for  every  individual;  a  community  that  would 
have  a  divine  and  holy  purpose  affecting  the  well-being  of  all  in 
the  family  of  God. 

Across  the  centuries  the  influence  of  this  covenant  was  never 
lost  in  Israel.  To  be  sure,  again  and  again  the  people  failed  to 
measure  up  to  their  part  of  the  relationship.  The  covenantal 
relationship  itself  fell  victim  to  legalisms,  nationaUsm,  and  even 
idolatry. 

So  the  prophets  sought  to  reinterpret  and  renew  the  covenant 
that  it  might  not  become,  as  it  often  did,  its  own  worst  enemy; 
but  rather  that  it  might  be  a  living,  vital  understanding  of  life  and 
community. 

No  one  saw  this  more  clearly  than  Jeremiah  who  centuries 
after  the  experience  of  the  earliest  covenant  affirmed  that  the 
time  had  come  for  a  new  covenant  between  God  and  his  people,  a 
covenant  not  according  to  that  of  the  ancient  day  written  on 
tablets  of  stone,  but  a  covenant  written  on  the  inward  parts  and 
in  their  hearts. 

This  experience  of  God  giving  himself  to  his  people  and  the 
people  binding  themselves  to  God  in  faith  and  obedience  came  to 
birth  anew  in  The  Last  Supper  of  Jesus  with  the  disciples. 

In  that  large  furnished  upper  room  a  group  of  disparate 
individuals  became  a  new  community  in  Jesus  Christ.  A  covenant 
was  born.  A  sign  was  given,  a  relationship  established,  a  promise 
made  that  laid  the  foundation  for  our  coming  together  beneath 
this  cross  and  around  this  table.  St.  Paul  sharpened  the  meaning 
of  this  for  all  in  the  body  of  Christ  when  he  said,  "This  cup  is  the 
new  testament  (the  new  covenant — )." 

So,  our  beginning  has  a  long,  long  history.  The  United 
Methodist  community  celebrated  today,  and  in  coming  days,  in  a 
wide  variety  of  relationships  goes  back  not  only  to  Baltimore  and 
London,  but  to  an  Upper  Room  in  Jerusalem  where  our  Lord 
gathered  with  his  disciples,  broke  the  loaf  and  shared  the  cup; 
and  beyond  this  to  a  time  when  a  sign  was  given  to  nomadic 
people  through  a  rainbow  in  the  cloud. 

II 

We  are  here  to  remember  the  covenant.  We  come  to  remember 
that  God  is  not  only  Creator,  but  Sustainer.  We  come  to 
remember  that  God  was  not  only  at  the  beginning  but  that  he  is  in 
the  continuing.  The  covenant  is  not  of  our  making;  it  is  of  God's 
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giving.  The  priority  of  our  presence  is  not  of  our  doing  but  of 
God's  grace.  Our  hope  is  not  in  our  achieving  but  in  God's 
blessing. 

In  the  covenant  we  discover  we  are  never  alone.  The  warm 
sustaining  intimacy  of  the  Upper  Room  would  soon  be  shattered. 
The  enemy  would  come,  the  Lord  would  be  taken,  betrayed, 
tried,  and  nailed  to  a  cross.  The  little  flock  would  be  scattered, 
but  none  of  this  would  destroy  the  community  born  of  Jesus' 
presence  with  them. 

In  these  moments  we  remember  the  true  nature  of  the 
religious  life.  The  religious  life  is  not  only  a  matter  of  private 
theological  and  Biblical  convictions,  or  of  personal  opinions  about 
right  or  wrong.  Nor  is  it  loyalty  to  some  form  of  ecclesiastical 
organization  with  prescribed  constitution,  discipline,  and  rules  of 
order,  all  of  which  are  properly  a  part  of  a  human  association, 
including  the  church. 

The  significant  religious  life  has  a  depth  of  meaning  beyond  the 
privatism  of  personal  belief,  or  loyalty  to  a  branch  of  the  religious 
institution.  The  religious  life  is  sharing  a  relationship  that  is 
community  oriented  by  its  very  nature.  "Being  in  Christ"  is  being 
part  of  a  functioning,  serving,  loving  community,  that  is  always 
there  when  we  reach  out,  and  where  others  reaching  out  can  find 
us. 

One  wrote  of  his  own  life  in  memory  of  the  church  when  he 
said: 

"In  those  years  when  I  crossed  the  threshold  into  maturity, 
when  I  faced  the  decision  of  my  home,  my  vocation  and  my 
acceptance  or  neglect  of  my  Christian  heritage,  the  church  did 
not  fail  me.  She  was  there.  I  shall  not  forget." 

In  these  particular  times  all  of  us  in  General  Conference  shall 
be  crossing  thresholds  of  major  importance.  How  meaningful  it  is 
to  remember  that  the  convenant  stands,  that  its  power  to  give 
strength  will  be  here. 

And  one  of  our  distinguished  theologians  has  reminded  us,  it  is 
of  inestimable  importance  that  the  church  call  us  to  a  remember- 
ing, rejoicing  and  redeeming  service  which  celebrates  community 
and  in  which  our  lives  can  be  inwardly  nourished  and  renewed. 

In  our  remembering  it  is  especially  important  to  be  aware  that, 
while  it  is  an  extreme  privilege  and  blessing  for  us  to  be  here, 
that  there  are  many  others  of  the  koinonia,  the  fellowship,  who 
are  not  here. 

Numbered  among  them  are  members  of  our  families  and 
coworkers  in  the  fellowship  of  the  church,  yes  even  the  churches 
around  the  world.  These  we  sincerely  remember  as  we  come  to 
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the  table.  But  in  addition,  as  a  Christian  saint  once  reminded  his 
colleagues,  there  are  many  in  the  fellowship  who  are  alone — some 
persecuted  and  oppressed,  many  in  prison  and  scattered  in  places 
known  and  unknown,  who  are  of  this  covenant  whom  we  must 
remember  not  only  in  these  moments  of  rich  worship,  but 
continuously  in  our  deliberations  at  General  Conference. 

Ill 

We  gather  not  only  to  remember  the  covenant,  but  we  join  in 
this  sacred  celebration  to  renew  the  covenant. 

Jesus  calls  his  disciples  not  merely  to  remember  him,  to  recall 
his  presence,  but  to  "do  this"  in  remembrance  of  him.  We  come  to 
confront  our  guilt,  accept  forgiveness,  and  affirm  the  faith  afresh. 
To  break  the  bread  and  share  the  cup  is  to  renew  the  commitment 
we  have  with  one  another,  and  with  Christ. 

One  of  the  great  emphases  in  the  ministry  of  John  Wesley  was 
that  of  renewing  the  covenant  with  his  people.  "We  met,"  he 
records  in  his  Journal,  "to  renew  the  covenant."  "Though  the 
weather  kept  many  tender  away  (how  well  we  know)  we  had  a 
large  congregation  to  renew  our  covenant  with  God."  "In  the 
evening  we  renewed  our  covenant  with  God  in  the  New  Room  at 
Bristol."  And  so  the  Journal  goes. 

Our  covenant  needs  renewal.  We've  nibbled  our  way  into 
lostness.  The  zeal  of  our  intent  has  dimmed.  The  great  claims  we 
have  made  for  Christ  have  suffered  benign  neglect.  We  have 
started  so  often  with  such  speed  and  thrust,  but  we  have  grown 
weary  in  well  doing.  We  suffer  battle  fatigue.  Our  calendars  are 
cluttered  with  the  insignificant,  our  hves  are  threadbare  from 
attention  to  triviaUties;  we  have  lost  our  way  in  a  maze  of 
inconsequential  details.  The  roots  of  faith  are  stunted,  and  the 
fruits  of  our  various  ministries  are  meager,  because  we  have 
failed  to  nurture,  nourish  and  renew  those  things  which  build  up 
faith,  give  strength  to  carry  on,  and  power  to  see  it  through. 

In  the  heat,  pressure,  and  resistance  of  the  time  we  have 
ceased  to  press  on  to  the  prize  of  the  high  calUng  of  God  in  Christ 
Jesus. 

But  there  is  hope.  The  commitment  can  be  renewed.  The 
experience  of  the  covenant  can  be  reborn.  Our  spirits  can  be  fed 
afresh  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  All  of  this  to  meaningful 
consequences. 

Nearly  a  generation  ago  one  of  our  bishops  said,  "That  person 
is  more  quaUfied  to  sit  at  the  peace  table  who  has  just  risen  from 
the  Lord's  Table."  So  all  of  us  will  be  more  able,  more  ready, 
more  qualified  to  sit  at  the  tables  of  this  General  Conference 
when  at  the  Lord's  Table  we  have  renewed  our  covenant  with 
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God,  and  yielded  ourselves  afresh  in  single-hearted  obedience  to 
Jesus  Christ. 

''Here,  O  my  Lord,  I  see  Thee  face  to  face; 
Here  would  I  touch  and  handle  things  unseen, 
Here  grasp  with  firmer  hand  eternal  grace. 
And  all  my  weariness  upon  Thee  lean. 

Here  would  I  feed  upon  the  bread  of  God 
Here  drink  with  Thee  the  royal  wine  of  heaven, 
Here  would  I  lay  aside  this  earthly  load. 
Here  taste  afresh  the  calm  of  sin  forgiven. " 

— Horatius  Bonar 

IV 

Then,  too,  we  not  only  remember  and  renew  the  covenant  but 
we  come  to  reaffirm  its  intent  and  fulfillment. 

We  come  not  to  stand  in  awe  of  the  past,  any  past,  much  less 
our  own,  though  we  have  good  reason  to  remember  the  rock  from 
which  we  are  hewn.  We  come  not  alone  for  personal  renewal 
though  we  need  that,  and  God  is  ready  to  offer  it  to  us,  but  we 
come  to  proclaim  the  victory  of  God.  We  come  to  affirm  the  power 
that  can  overcome;  the  love  that  will  prevail. 

All  of  the  covenants  which  we  remember  have  looked  forward 
in  hope.  Acknowledging  our  covenant  with  God  in  Jesus  Christ 
and  one  another  we  look  ahead!  We  seek  to  move  forward;  we 
anticipate  and  live  in  hope  of  the  day  of  the  Lord. 

In  the  Upper  Room  Jesus  invited  all  who  were  present,  as  we 
do,  to  partake  of  the  cup,  and  he  Ukewise  challenged  all  who 
drank  to  drink  it  all. 

In  covenant  we  renew  our  commitment  to  follow  him.  We  seek 
in  Christ  not  merely  a  deeper  spirituality  but  a  more  earnest 
discipleship. 

In  Geneva,  recently,  a  company  of  friends,  students  and 
scholars  came  together  to  remember  what  would  have  been  the 
70th  birthday  of  Dietrich  Bonhoeffer.  A  distinguished  German 
scientist  Carl  Friedrich  von  Weizsacker,  went  to  the  heart  of 
Bonhoeffer's  contribution  to  this  generation  when  he  said:  "His 
life  was  to  embrace  the  experience  that  the  more  spiritual  the 
Christian  life  becomes,  the  more  worldly  it  must  be,  and  the  more 
worldly  it  becomes,  the  more  spiritual  it  must  be." 

So  in  the  covenant  we  are  not  saved  from  the  world  but  for  the 
world.  In  the  covenant  we  are  not  saved  from  anything:  trouble, 
sorrow,  frustration,  even  failure,  but  we  are  saved  by  the  grace 
of  God  in  every  state  and  condition. 
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The  covenant  speaks  to  predictability:  "The  rainbow  shall  be 
seen  in  the  cloud,  and  the  waters  shall  no  more  destroy."  "These 
things  I  have  spoken  unto  you  that  in  me  you  might  have  peace. 
In  the  world  ye  shall  have  tribulation;  but  be  of  good  cheer;  I 
have  overcome  the  world." 

Before  General  Conference  is  over  the  whole  gamut  of  personal 
experience  which  creates  alienation  and  misunderstanding, 
threatens  the  future,  blocks  real  progress,  scoffs  at  love  and 
scorns  good  will  may  well  be  experienced.  Some  will  see  high 
hopes  frustrated,  others  will  feel  betrayed.  But  all  of  this  and 
more  will  not  destroy  the  covenant.  There  is  no  promise  in  the 
covenant  that  any  of  us  shall  be  saved  from  any  of  these  feelings, 
but  there  is  the  promise  we  can  be  saved  in  all  of  them. 

We  come  to  this  General  Conference  not  in  fear  but  in  faith,  not 
in  anxiety  but  with  high  courage,  not  in  hopelessness  but  with 
hope.  We  come  to  affirm  a  covenant  upheld  in  the  promise  of  an 
eternal,  loving  and  righteous  God. 

We  come  to  rest  the  future  with  God  who  in  all  of  our  affliction 
is  afflicted;  with  a  Heavenly  Father  who  gave  his  begotten  son 
that  whosoever  would  believe  in  him  would  not  perish  but  have 
eternal  life;  with  God  who  holds  the  whole  world  in  his  love,  and 
has  no  intention  of  allowing  anything  in  life  or  in  death  to  deny  it 
his  continuing  care. 

Trouble,  disorder,  turbulence  have  their  part  in  life.  Negative 
forces  have  a  way  of  making  havoc  in  the  world,  but  none  of  these 
will  ultimately  prevail. 

There  is  in  the  Christian  way  not  only  the  sign  of  hope  but 
there  is  the  act  of  redemption  and  renewal.  God  has  come  in  Jesus 
Christ  and  things  are  being  made  new. 

At  this  table  we  not  only  receive  the  sign  of  God's  presence  but 
we  share  the  action  of  his  redeeming  grace,  and  the  promise  of  his 
victory.  We  are  thus  prepared  to  take  up  the  cross  and  follow 
him. 

In  the  world  there  are  multitudes  who  are  in  distress,  in  deep 
trouble  and  in  need  of  a  Saviour.  As  one  has  said,  miUions  are 
living  in  the  upheaval  of  change;  living  in  poverty  and  hunger; 
depressed  and  repressed  by  the  systems  of  government  and 
culture  which  dominate  their  Hves.  Some  are  old,  and  some  are 
young;  they  are  of  every  race  and  kind.  All  are  in  need  of 
salvation. 

In  response  God  is  here  in  the  breaking  of  the  bread  and  the 
sharing  of  the  cup  calling  us  to  go  forward  with  him  to  ministry 
and  mission.  And  he  gives  assurance  for  victory. 

Let  us  partake  of  these  elements  and  embrace  them  fully  that 
we  may  be  more  spiritually  fit  for  the  tasks  ahead,  and  more 
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ready  to  be  obedient  to  God's  call  for  our  presence  in  the  world 
where  his  eternal  goodness  and  abiding  love  will  prevail. 


DEVOTIONAL  ADDRESS 
By  Bishop  Eugene  M.  Frank,  Arkansas  Area 

"For  Praise  and  Remembrance" 

How  we  thank  God  today  for  the  life  in  Christ  Jesus,  which  has 
given  us  victory  over  sin  and  death.  Through  the  glorious  work  of 
God  for  our  salvation,  we  experience  the  power  of  Jesus' 
resurrection.  We  know  that  through  His  resurrection  we  are 
raised  into  a  living  hope,  the  blessed  assurance  that  Christ  has 
opened  the  door  of  God's  Kingdom  to  those  who  beheve  in  Him  as 
God's  Son.  So  for  us  every  memorial  service  is  a  celebration  of 
remembrance  and  expectation. 

The  word  "remember"  is  written  scores  of  times  in  the  Old 
Testament.  The  corollary  to  the  word  "remember,"  "forget  not," 
occurs  hundreds  of  times.  "Remember"  is  the  central  theme  of 
the  first  five  books  of  the  Old  Testament.  Psalm  136  itself 
contains  over  twenty-six  references  to  the  memory  of  the  mighty 
acts  of  God.  We  are  pledged  to  remember  these  mighty  acts  of 
God  as  He  brings  His  people  from  creation  to  salvation.  We  are 
warned  that  if  we  ever  forget  God,  we  shall  surely  perish.  In  the 
New  Testament  the  deepest  covenant  we  have  with  Christ  is  in 
his  institution  of  a  sacrament  of  remembering.  "Do  this  in 
remembrance  of  me." 

The  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  our  midst  is  to  bring  to  our 
remembrance  the  words  of  Jesus  and  to  keep  exalting  all  that  He 
did  and  taught  in  our  memory.  This  is  a  celebration  of 
remembering.  It  is  a  blessed  joy  to  remember  these — God's 
saints — who  have  entered  into  life  eternal. 

It  is  also  a  celebration  of  expectation.  In  the  liturgy  we  used 
yesterday  the  people  declared,  "Christ  has  died.  Christ  is  risen. 
Christ  will  come  again."  Memory  of  what  God  has  done  in 
Christ's  life,  passion,  death  and  resurrection  is  wonderfully 
balanced  in  God's  grace  with  the  joyous  and  victorious  expecta- 
tion that  the  end  of  the  age  belongs  to  God,  that  death  is 
swallowed  up  in  the  victory  of  resurrection.  Jesus  said,  "In  my 
Father's  house  there  are  many  rooms.  If  it  were  not  so,  would  I 
have  told  you  that  I  am  going  to  prepare  a  place  for  you,  that 
where  I  am,  there  you  may  be  also."  This  is  a  celebration  of 
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expectation.  Jesus  Christ  is  risen  from  the  dead.  He  will  come 
again. 

We  remember  His  resurrection.  We  anticipate  being  with  Him 
in  the  glory  of  the  Father.  Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  By  His  great  mercy  we  have  been  born  anew 
into  a  Uving  hope  through  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  from 
the  dead,  and  to  an  inheritance  which  is  imperishable,  undefiled, 
and  unfading,  kept  in  heaven  for  you,  who  by  God's  power  are 
guarded  through  faith  for  salvation,  ready  to  be  revealed  at  the 
last  time. 

Dear  Christian  friends,  we  remember  these  who  have  entered 
into  life  eternal  with  God.  We  love  them  still,  and  we  cherish 
every  remembrance.  We  have  overflowing  joy  in  anticipating 
their  eternal  union  with  the  glorious  company  of  Heaven.  We 
anticipate  our  own  reunion  with  them,  for  we  believe  with  all  our 
hearts  in  the  communion  of  the  saints.  We  celebrate  this  very 
moment  the  memory  that  God  has  given  us,  by  which  we  call  to 
mind  His  mighty  acts  in  His  creation  and  in  the  lives  of  those  who 
have  blessed  us,  and  we  celebrate  the  expectation  of  a  living 
hope,  because  of  which  we  stand  on  tiptoe,  waiting  expectantly 
for  the  fulfillment  of  Christ's  victory  over  sin  and  death.  Let  us 
pray. 

And  now,  dear  Lord,  consecrate  to  our  minds  and  hearts  today 
the  words  we  have  spoken  and  the  thoughts  we  have  had,  the 
very  affections  of  our  hearts,  so  that  with  all  our  being  we  may 
celebrate  the  remembrance  of  all  You  have  done  and  anticipate 
with  joyous  expectation  all  that  You  will  do  to  bring  your 
Kingdom  into  reality,  in  this  world  as  it  is  in  Heaven,  and  in  our 
hearts  and  lives,  even  as  Christ  has  died  that  we  might  be 
reborn.  And  may  the  grace,  the  mercy,  and  the  peace  of  God,  the 
Father  almighty,  abide  in  our  hearts  today  and  always.  Amen. 


DEVOTIONAL  ADDRESS 
By  Bishop  William  R.  Cannon,  Atlanta  Area 

"The  Place  of  United  Methodism  in  the  Total  Christian 

Heritage" 

I  have  been  asked  to  speak  on  the  "Place  of  The  United 
Methodist  Church  in  the  Total  Christian  Tradition."  Methodism 
is  a  latecomer  to  the  Christian  family.  Whereas,  Roman 
Cathohcism  is  venerable  with  age  and  the  orthodox  churches  of 
the  East  are  hallowed  by  immemorial  antiquity,  the  movement 
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John  Wesley  sired  is  no  older  than  the  Industrial  Revolution,  too 
young,  in  fact,  to  have  had  any  part  whatever  in  the  Protestant 
Reformation  of  the  16th  Century. 

If  Methodism  is  so  new,  then  The  United  Methodist  Church 
which  we  represent  here  is  one  of  the  youngest  entities  within 
Methodism.  We  are  just  10  years  old.  We  are  still  in  a  stage  of 
indeterminate  adolescence.  What  one  General  Conference  does, 
another  is  apt  to  undo.  We  frequently  behave  like  orphans  who  do 
not  seem  to  realize  that  they  ever  had  any  parents  at  all.  Our 
parents,  however,  are  very  much  with  us.  This  is  the  first 
generation  of  members  in  this  new  and  amazing  union.  Like  the 
apostles  who  witnessed  the  resurrection  and  lived  on  to  testify  to 
it,  and  to  establish  the  church,  so  we  have  within  ourselves  the 
gifts,  the  graces,  the  remarkable  heritage  that  came  to  us  out  of 
our  parent  denominations.  As  Pallas  Athena  in  classical  mythol- 
ogy sprang  full  grown  from  the  head  of  Zeus,  so  this  church  of 
ours  is  a  powerful  and  great  church,  an  institution  of  remarkable 
influence,  vital  in  mission,  possessed  of  a  sense  of  dedication  and 
direction,  radiant  in  faith,  and  with  her  own  peculiar  place  in  the 
wide  economy  of  God's  grace. 

What  is  that  place?  What  is  our  relationship  to  Christendom? 
What  place  do  we  occupy  in  the  Christian  heritage?  In  other 
words,  what  is  the  genius  of  Methodism?  The  genius  of 
Methodism,  if  we  can  reduce  it  to  a  single  statement,  is  our 
amazing  ability  to  adapt  to  any  situation,  a  certain  adroitness  to 
cope  with  all  circumstances  and  conditions,  really  an  ability  to 
improvise,  whatever  the  necessity  is  that  faces  us. 

When  Franklin  Roosevelt  became  President  of  the  United 
States,  at  the  very  bottom  of  the  economic  situation,  he  said  to 
his  colleagues  in  the  New  Deal,  "Try  something.  If  it  doesn't 
succeed,  try  something  else,  but  keep  on  trying."  And  that  really 
has  been  the  hallmark  of  our  history.  In  the  18th  Century 
remarkable  institutions  were  created.  John  Wesley,  by  accident 
almost,  began  field  preaching.  He  disliked  it  personally,  it  was 
distasteful  to  him,  he  thought  it  had  no  place  really  in  Catholic 
Christianity,  but  nonetheless  he  did  it,  and  when  he  saw  it 
succeed,  he  did  it  again  and  again.  John  Wesley  did  not  want 
laypeople  to  speak  much  in  public;  he  had  not  planned  a  lay 
ministry,  but  then  he  had  no  ordained  clergy  to  help  him,  that  is, 
not  many,  and  when  laypeople  did  it,  and  God  blessed  their 
efforts,  Wesley  organized  a  family  of  lay  preachers. 

What  we  have  seen  in  England  in  the  18th  Century,  we  have 
seen  in  America  in  the  19th  Century:  this  remarkable  itinerant 
system,  the  deployment  of  personnel  wherever  the  need  was 
greatest,  the  circuit  rider  who  went  out  ahead  of  the  pioneers.  As 
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people  crossed  the  prairies,  as  the  frontier  of  the  nation  moved 
west,  always  there  was  a  hardy  son  of  the  gospel  there  to  preach 
the  glad  good  news  of  Jesus  Christ. 

It's  just  not  a  matter  of  history,  it's  also  evidence  of  our 
contemporary  situation.  You  heard  in  the  Episcopal  Address  how 
early  the  Evangehcal  United  Brethren  used  women  to  preach  the 
gospel.  Georgia  Harkness  was  mentioned,  and  I  can  hear  her 
speech  now  when  the  Methodist  Church  became  one  of  the 
largest  denominations  to  admit  women  to  the  ranks  of  the  clergy, 
therefore  using  all  the  resources  of  human  personality  to  lift  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ  and  proclaim  His  message  to  the  people. 
Saint  Paul  said,  "1  have  become  all  things  to  all  people  if  by  any 
means  I  might  win  some  to  Jesus  Christ."  The  Methodists  have 
taken  his  statement  seriously.  That  has  been  the  hallmark  of  our 
achievement.  But  dear  friends,  what  has  proved  such  a 
remarkable  asset,  if  wrongly  used,  could  become  the  worst  of 
liabilities.  It's  just  not  that  we  improvise,  it's  why  we  improvise. 
It  is  the  purpose,  it  is  the  goal,  it's  that  which  we  hope  to  achieve. 

There  is  a  delegate  seated  out  here  before  me  in  the 
congregation.  Though  the  man  did  not  say  this  directly  to  me,  it 
was  reported  to  me  by  a  friend  of  his,  that  at  the  beginning  of  this 
past  quadrennium  he  was  at  the  organizational  meeting  of  one  of 
our  agencies.  He  came  up  and  spoke  to  one  of  the  youth 
representatives,  and  to  make  conversation,  he  asked  her  where 
she  was  from  and  found  out  she  was  from  the  same  town  he  lived 
in,  and  he  said,  "What  church  do  you  attend?"  "Well,"  she  said,  "I 
hate  to  tell  you,  I  don't  attend  any  local  church,  I'm  just  not 
interested  in  that."  "Oh,"  he  said,  "How  is  it  that  you  are  a 
member  of  this  agency?"  She  said,  "Well  I  just  happened  to  be 
the  right  age  and  the  right  sex."  Now  we  need  youth  in  the 
conclaves  of  the  church;  we  need  women  to  guide  and  counsel  us; 
but  not  at  that  price!  There  is  no  substitute  for  devotion  to  Jesus 
Christ  and  loyalty  to  His  church  and  hard  work  to  support  His 
mission  and  expand  His  call. 

Some  of  you  read  in  an  issue  of  "Newscope"  about  a  meeting 
under  the  sponsorship  of  one  of  our  agencies  that  brought 
together  community  workers,  and  then  there  was  discussion  and 
deliberation,  and  one  of  the  community  workers,  so  "Newscope" 
reports,  said,  "I  want  to  work  in  the  community,  I  beheve  in  good 
causes,  but  I  cannot  do  it  if  it  means  that  I  must  confess  that  I 
believe  in  God  and  that  Jesus  Christ  is  my  saviour."  Well  that 
caused  a  lot  of  discussion.  Then  someone  looked  through  the 
Discipline  and  said,  "I  don't  find  anywhere  in  the  Discipline  the 
stipulation  that  a  community  worker  must  believe  in  God."  Well  I 
know  we  are  in  a  pluralistic  society,  I  realize  that  we've  got  to

work  with  all  classes  and  conditions  of  people;  I  realize  that  we 
should  cooperate  with  persons  of  goodwill  whatever  they  beUeve. 
But  whenever  a  person  represents  the  church;  whenever  a 
person  serves  under  the  auspices  of  one  of  our  agencies  or  one  of 
our  local  congregations,  that  person  should  be  a  follower  of  Jesus 
Christ.  It's  not  all  written  in  the  Discipline.  There  are 
presuppositions  on  which  the  Discipline  rests.  It's  not  spelled  out 
in  every  piece  of  legislation,  it's  taken  for  granted.  We've  learned 
it  out  of  the  Catechism  that  our  chief  duty  is  "to  glorify  God  and 
to  enjoy  Him  forever." 

We  hear  a  lot  about  lifestyles,  and  a  lot  now  is  classified  as 
lifestyle,  as  if  it  were  a  matter  of  dress,  or  the  way  we  groom 
ourselves  to  go  out  in  public.  We  read  about  different  types  of 
moral  behavior,  but,  dear  friends,  any  form  of  sexual  life  must  be 
in  the  Christian  context,  sanctified  by  marriage,  and  its 
fulfillment  is  the  Christian  home,  and  that  home  is  ordained  of 
God  and  intended  by  Him  to  be  permanent.  I  realize  we  are  all 
sinners;  we  stand  together  constantly  in  need  of  forgiving  grace. 
I  would  open  the  door,  as  would  you,  to  all  supphants.  The 
church  is  to  save  people;  the  church  is  the  center  of  a  rescue 
mission  to  humanity,  but  when  the  doors  of  the  church  are  open, 
the  invitation  is  to  them  who  desire  "to  flee  from  the  wrath  to 
come,"  to  them  "who  do  truly  and  earnestly  repent  of  their  sin, 
intend  to  lead  a  new  life,  following  the  commandments  of  God, 
and  walking  henceforth  in  His  holy  way."  The  business  of  the 
church  is  to  convert  sinners,  not  to  confirm  any  of  us  in  our 
wickedness. 

The  churches  of  the  Reformation  were  held  in  thralldom  by  the 
concept  of  the  sovereignty  of  God.  Wesley  gave  a  different 
stress.  To  be  sure,  everything  was  dependent  upon  grace,  but  he 
thought  of  it  as  prevenient  grace,  as  sunlight  that  falls  on  all 
alike,  and  wind  that  blows  merrily  in  the  faces  of  all  the 
people — prevenient  grace,  enough  of  God  in  us  to  respond  to 
goodness.  Therefore,  natural  conscience  is  a  gift  of  God  and 
people  have  enough  power  conferred  on  them  by  God  to  respond 
to  the  gospel.  Therefore  Wesley  in  his  theology  laid  responsibility 
on  everybody.  He  took  the  precept  of  justification  by  faith  from 
the  Reformation,  but  then  he  turned  to  the  Divines  at  Trent  and 
the  teachings  of  the  Catholic  church  and  accepted  along  with  it 
the  doctrine  of  sanctification.  That's  why  there  is  such  a  close 
kinship  in  moral  understanding  and  discernment  between 
Methodists  and  Roman  Catholics.  It's  not  that  the  mantle  of 
Christ's  purity  is  thrown  over  the  leprosy  of  our  sins,  and  we  stay 
that  way  as  long  as  we  are  on  earth,  but  those  whom  God  justifies 
He  gives  power  to  be  victorious  over  sin,  and  that  which  we  look 
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to  in  Heaven  is  anticipated  in  real,  genuine  living  here  on  earth. 
Now  we  are  conscious  of  human  hunger  and  the  deplorable 
situation  that  exists  over  the  world,  and  this  properly  is  a 
priority  of  Christian  people.  We  can't  reach  a  soul  if  the  body  is 
hungry  and  diseased.  After  all,  the  soul  is  in  the  body;  we've  got 
to  help  the  body.  That's  a  great  cause  and  we'll  espouse  it  and 
we'll  do  what  we  can.  It's  good,  but  it's  not  good  enough.  Even  if 
we  could  do  all  that,  if  all  the  world — everybody  in  it — could  have 
an  income  on  which  to  be  sustained  physically  and  materially  (and 
I  would  like  to  see  that  day),  still  our  mission  is  just  started.  For 
people  must  be  made  good.  "Be  ye  transformed  by  the  power  of 
Christ,"  be  ye  remade  in  His  image.  The  church  must  be  that 
example,  that  people  may  see  our  good  works  and  glorify  God 
because  of  them.  But  the  church  cannot  do  something  for  a 
society,  for  people — she  does  that — but  she  does  something  with 
society  and  with  people  so  that  her  mission  is  not  finished  until 
they  are  incorporated  within  her  divine  life.  Wesley  said,  "Christ 
died  for  us,"  but  that's  half  the  proposition.  Christ  died  for  us  and 
the  Holy  Spirit  lives  in  us,  and  the  Holy  Spirit  is  to  be  given 
through  us  to  all  humankind.  Let  me  end  with  a  quotation  from 
St.  Augustine,  for  really  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  must  become 
the  kingdom  of  God,  and  not  our  preferences  and  our  tastes,  but 
His  will  must  be  done. 

"The  city  of  God,  0  MarceUnus,  is  my  theme.  A  city 
surpassingly  glorious,  whether  we  view  it  as  it  exists  by  faith 
in  this  fleeting  course  of  time  and  sojourns  as  a  stranger  in  the 
midst  of  the  ungodly,  or  as  it  shall  exist  in  the  fixed  stability  of 
its  eternal  seat,  which  it  now  with  patience  waits  for,  until 
righteousness  shall  return  to  judgment,  and  it  shall  receive  by 
virtue  of  its  own  excellence  final  victory  and  perfect  peace." 

Let  us  pray: 

Lord  Jesus  Christ,  whom  we  adore  as  God  in  human  form,  and 
know  no  more,  lift  up  thy  face  before  us  that  we  may  seek  to  live 
in  keeping  with  thy  life.  Thou  didst  become  human  in  order  to 
give  us  the  power  to  become  divine.  Give  us  a  sense  of 
compassion,  help  us  to  open  our  arms,  as  thou  didst  open  thine 
arms  to  us,  to  all  people.  Give  us  a  sense  of  love,  a  sense  of 
understanding  and  a  sense  of  comradeship;  but  then  bring  us 
altogether  at  thy  feet,  transform  our  lives  and  let  the  church  have 
the  power  to  fulfill  the  mission  thou  didst  give  her.  Command 
whatever  thou  wilt,  0  Lord,  but  then  grant  what  thou 
commandest.  We  pray  to  thee.  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  for  thou, 
together  with  the  Father  and  Holy  Spirit,  art  one  God,  world 
without  end.  Amen. 
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DEVOTIONAL  ADDRESS 
By  Bishop  Don  W.  Holter,  Nebraska  Area 

"Publish  Your  Message  in  the  Open  Face  of  the  Sun" 

The  message  that  I  have  this  morning  is  the  second  in  a  series 
that  has  been  planned  for  nine  presentations  that  will  somehow 
give  us  an  idea  of  the  heritage  of  United  Methodism.  We  began 
with  Bishop  Cannon  yesterday.  Tomorrow  Bishop  Ole  Borgen 
will  talk  about  the  missionary  outreach.  He  will  be  followed  by 
Bishop  Choy  in  regard  to  social  action,  Bishop  Nichols  in  regard 
to  the  blacks,  Bishop  Stowe  on  education.  Bishop  Washburn  on 
the  contribution  of  women.  Bishop  Mathews  on  the  ecumenical 
relationships,  and,  finally,  with  Bishop  Goodson  to  do  with  the  far 
horizons. 

In  1773  John  Wesley  wrote  to  one  of  the  missionaries  that  he 
was  sending  to  America,  "I  let  you  loose  on  the  great  continent  of 
America.  Publish  your  message  in  the  open  face  of  the  sun  and  do 
all  the  good  you  can."  That  this  man  along  with  other  Methodist 
missionaries,  circuit  riders,  and  local  preachers  and  forerunners 
of  the  United  Brethren  and  Evangelical  Association  did  pubUsh 
the  message  in  the  face  of  the  sun  is  one  of  the  most  amazing 
stories  in  the  history  of  Christianity.  Only  by  the  grace  of  God 
could  a  movement  with  such  small  resources  increase  in  the  two 
hundred  years  from  1776  to  1976  from  about  8000  members  with 
about  80  preachers,  mostly  untrained  and  with  no  recognized 
leadership,  to  a  membership  of  ten  milUon  with  nearly  34,000 
clergy  and  about  40,000  churches. 

The  basic  story  of  these  two  hundred  years  is  well  known.  It  is 
my  hope  to  outline  a  part  of  the  beginnings  and  growth  of  the 
constituent  groups  that  now  make  up  The  United  Methodist 
Church.  Several  aspects  of  the  total  development  will  be  related, 
as  I  indicated,  by  my  episcopal  colleagues  in  the  days  to  come. 

The  appropriate  text  is  Acts  1:8.  "When  the  Holy  Spirit  comes 
upon  you,  you  will  be  my  witnesses  in  Jerusalem  and  in  Judea  and 
Samaria  and  to  the  ends  of  the  earth."  The  early  church  had  no 
idea  as  to  how  far  this  commission  would  take  them  and  those 
that  followed.  In  a  similar  manner,  the  early  preachers  in 
America  had  no  idea  of  what  was  beyond  their  own  Jerusalem.  In 
the  telling  of  this  story  I'm  going  to  select  various  elements  that 
in  my  opinion  are  responsible  for  or  made  possible  the 
phenomenal  growth  and  development.  These  are  not  necessarily 
listed  in  the  order  of  priority. 

But,  first,  the  opportunity  with  its  demands  was  there.  The 
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population  of  the  United  States  during  the  200-year  period 
increased  from  about  2,500,000  to  over  225,000,000,  and  the 
thirteen  colonies  on  the  eastern  seaboard  have  expanded  to  fifty 
states.  Not  to  be  forgotten  is  the  fact  that  milUons  of  people  who 
came  from  Europe  were  unchurched  in  a  real  sense.  One 
authority  said  that  less  than  five  per  cent  of  those  who  came  were 
related  to  any  church  that  was  established  in  America.  Church 
membership  as  we  know  it,  therefore,  had  to  be  chosen.  In 
America  a  person  was  not  bom  into  the  church  because  of 
nationality,  as  into  a  State  church.  Therefore,  the  principle  of 
voluntarism  became  the  accepted  religious  pattern  of  this  new 
world,  because  the  few  established  churches  were  soon  elimi- 
nated after  the  Revolution.  Consequently,  on  succeeding  fron- 
tiers, as  new  villages  and  cities  grew  up,  the  rehgious  groups  had 
to  establish  their  church  life  in  organizations  with  no  assistance 
from  anyone  except  their  own  church  groups  in  the  east.  Indeed 
in  the  establishment  of  their  church  organizations  the  Methodists 
were  ahead  of  the  political  forces.  Surprising  is  the  fact  that  in 
over  four-fifths  of  the  states  the  Methodist  Annual  Conference 
was  formed  before  the  state  was  admitted  into  the  Union. 

Openness  to  diversity  is  the  second  element  that  carries 
through  the  200-year  period.  Obviously,  the  early  Methodists 
were  largely  English.  Along  with  those  were  those  from  Ireland 
and  the  German  Palatinates.  Going  beyond  the  early  Methodists 
to  the  forerunners  of  the  United  Brethren  and  Evangelical 
Association,  you  immediately  encounter  German  Reformed, 
Lutheran,  Amish,  Moravians  and  Mennonites.  Of  interest,  also, 
is  the  diversity  in  regard  to  military  service.  Well  known  is  the 
pacifist  or  non-involvement  stand  of  Francis  Asbury  and 
Freeborn  Garrison.  In  comparison  to  them  is  the  position  of  the 
British  Army  Captain,  Thomas  Webb,  who  is  involved  in  an  early 
Methodist  meeting  in  New  York.  At  the  close  he  marched  down 
to  the  front  and  announced:  "Captain  Thomas  Webb,  of  the 
King's  service,  and  also  a  soldier  of  the  cross  and  spiritual  son  of 
John  Wesley."  Remember,  also,  Jacob  Albright,  who  was  an 
American  Colonial  soldier  guarding  Hessian  prisoners.  Therefore 
he  came  in  contact  with  a  Hessian  officer,  John  Seybert,  whose 
son,  John,  was  the  next  bishop  of  the  Evangelical  Association 
after  Albright. 

Today  we  talk  of  our  acceptance  of  pluralism  in  our  unity  of 
belief  as  if  it  were  a  modem  development  in  the  theological  life 
and  practice  of  United  Methodism.  Certainly,  this  is  not  true. 
The  acceptance  of  what  is  gathered  up  in  our  more  modem  term, 
pluraUsm,  is  as  old  as  the  beginnings  of  life  in  the  United 
Methodism  and  has  continued  through  the  200  years.   How 
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amazing  it  is  that  persons  of  German  Reformed,  Mennonite, 
Lutheran  and  Church  of  England  backgrounds,  could  find  a  unity 
in  a  common  emphasis  on  the  grace  of  God  in  Jesus  Christ  as  a 
source  of  salvation. 

The  third  element  is  the  life  and  character  of  the  founders  of 
the  several  groups  that  became,  in  time.  United  Methodism. 
These  key  leaders  came  from  a  variety  of  groups  and 
backgrounds.  The  most  important  person  appointed  by  John 
Wesley  for  America  was  Francis  Asbury  who  came  in  1771. 
Asbury  was  an  unordained,  untrained  lay  preacher  until  the 
Christmas  Conference  in  1784  when  he  was  elected  by  his  fellow 
lay  preachers  to  be  one  of  their  Superintendents  or  Bishops.  On 
successive  days  he  was  ordained  Deacon,  Elder  and  Bishop  and 
consecrated  as  a  Superintendent.  From  that  time  until  his  death 
in  1816,  he  was  a  dominant  figure  in  Methodist  Episcopal  affairs 
in  America.  It  was  Asbury,  traveUng  throughout  the  total  area, 
who  bound  the  churches  together  in  a  connectional  system.  He 
made  the  episcopacy.  By  strictly  adhering  to  the  itinerant  system 
and  making  all  of  the  appointments  of  preachers  and  presiding  at 
all  of  the  Conferences  he  brought  about  a  strong  unity  and  a 
centralized  authority.  Of  course,  there  were  missionaries  other 
than  Asbury.  Not  to  be  forgotten  also  was  the  estabUshment  of 
the  first  Methodist  Societies  in  New  York  and  Maryland. 

For  the  United  Brethren,  the  spiritual  founder  was  Philip 
WiUiam  Otterbein,  who  like  John  Wesley  never  severed  his 
relationship  with  his  own  church,  German  Reformed,  for  whom 
he  had  come  to  America  in  1752.  Indeed,  he  served  as  the  Pastor 
of  the  German  Evangelical  Reformed  Church  in  Baltimore  for  39 
years  before  his  death  in  1813.  He  gave  life  service  and  adherence 
to  the  major  concern  of  the  early  Lutheran  Pietists,  Spener  and 
Francke,  who  sought  to  bring  the  church  back  to  its  primary 
emphasis  on  redemption  through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  through 
devotions,  prayer,  witness,  Bible  study,  missions  and  the  works 
of  love.  Remember  the  influence  of  the  Moravian  pietists  on  John 
Wesley.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  Asbury  found  a  kindred  spirit  in 
Otterbein  and  asked  him  to  participate  in  his  consecration  in 
December  1784? 

The  warm  relationship  between  Otterbein  and  Asbury  ex- 
tended over  a  period  of  nearly  four  years.  Asbury  hoped  that 
there  could  be  closer  cooperation  and  union  between  the 
Methodists  and  United  Brethren,  but  Otterbein  seemed  never  to 
leave  his  beloved  German  Reformed  Church. 

Another  leader  of  the  United  Brethren,  Christian  Newcomer, 
however,  appeared  eager  to  bring  about  closer  relationships 
between  the  two  groups.  Indeed  in  1809  the  Methodist  Baltimore 
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Conference  appointed  a  committee  "to  ascertain  whether  union 
could  be  effected  between  the  two  groups."  And  their  favorable 
report  was  adopted.  In  response,  however,  the  United  Brethren 
were  hesitant  in  spite  of  Newcomer's  friendliness  to  closer 
relations.  Not  long  before  his  death  Otterbein  did  ordain 
Christian  Newcomer  on  October  2,  1813,  with  the  assistance  of 
William  Ryland,  an  elder  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  But 
no  union  was  consummated  at  this  time. 

Classic  in  the  United  Brethren  tradition  is  the  famous  meeting 
of  Otterbein  and  Martin  Boehm,  probably  in  1767.  After  Boehm 
had  preached,  Otterbein  came  forth  and  said,  "Wir  sind 
Briider" — "we  are  brothers."  Martin  Boehm,  Mennonite 
preacher,  after  being  excommunicated  by  the  Mennonites  about 
1775,  became  identified  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
group  sometime  later.  In  September,  1800,  after  the  earUer 
arrival  of  persons  from  the  German  Reformed,  Mennonite, 
Amish  and  Moravian  traditions,  a  group  of  14  German  ministers 
met;  included  were  Otterbein,  Martin  and  Henry  Boehm,  and 
Christian  Newcomer.  Otterbein  and  Martin  Boehm  were  elected 
as  leaders  and  given  the  term  of  "Eltesten"  or  elders.  There 
followed  a  series  of  Annual  Conferences.  In  1813  Otterbein  died 
and  Christian  Newcomer  was  elected  Bishop  for  a  four-year 
term.  At  that  time  the  total  membership  of  the  United  Brethren 
in  Christ  was  about  10,000.  The  first  General  and  Organizing 
Conference  was  held  in  1815.  Newcomer,  elected  quadrennially, 
served  as  an  able  Bishop  and  administrator  until  his  death  at  81  in 
1830. 

Continuing  with  the  emphasis  on  founders,  we  need  to  look  at 
the  origins  of  the  Evangelical  Association — the  name  here  is 
Jacob  Albright,  a  Lutheran,  who  had  a  spiritual  crisis  following 
the  death  of  three  of  his  children  and  joined  the  Methodist  class 
society  meeting.  Not  long  after  this  in  1796  he  began  preaching 
and  by  1800  had  organized  three  classes  of  Albright's  people  with 
a  total  membership  of  20  and  held  an  organizing  conference  the 
same  year.  The  name  Evangelical  Association  came  into  use  in 
1816.  After  the  death  of  Albright  in  1809  no  one  was  elected 
Bishop  until  1839  when  John  Seybert  was  elected.  Of  interest  is 
the  fact  that  this  man  was  a  son  of  the  Hessian  officer  whom 
Jacob  Albright  guarded  as  a  prisoner  during  the  Revolutionary 
War.  Under  Bishop  Seybert,  a  bachelor,  who  had  served  as  a 
minister  since  1821,  the  Evangelical  Association  continued  to 
chng  to  the  German  language  and  tradition. 

In  the  beginnings  and  growth  of  our  church  no  element  is  more 
important  than  the  ministry.  Today  when  we  speak  of  the  United 
Methodist  preacher  we  are  usually  thinking  of  a  fully  ordained 
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member  of  an  Annual  Conference.  In  the  early  days  of 
Methodism,  however,  the  Methodist  preacher  was  not  an 
ordained  man  but  a  lay  preacher.  Methodist  preachers  did  not 
need  to  be  ordained  because  the  Anglican  clergy  took  care  of  the 
sacramental  needs  of  the  Methodists.  Indeed,  the  Methodist 
services  and  the  Methodist  chapels,  not  churches,  were  not  held 
at  the  same  hour  as  those  of  the  Church  of  England. 

Likewise,  in  our  country  until  the  year  1784,  American 
Methodism  was  a  lay  movement  within  the  Church  of  England. 
Up  to  that  time  none  of  the  Methodist  itinerants  had  been 
ordained  nor  did  they  consider  their  Societies  real  churches,  their 
places  of  worship  being  called  chapels  or  meetinghouses,  never 
churches.  It  is  difficult  to  realize  that  even  the  leader  of  the 
itinerating  Methodist  preachers,  Francis  Asbury,  was  not 
ordained  until  the  Christmas  Conference  in  1784  even  though  he 
had  been  in  America  since  he  was  chosen  by  John  Wesley  in  1771. 

In  America  Mr.  Asbury  supported  the  Wesley  policy  of 
avoiding  a  break  with  the  Church  of  England,  therefore  needing 
to  depend  on  the  Anglican  clergy  for  the  sacraments.  During  the 
year  1780  Mr.  Asbury  wrote  to  Mr.  Wesley  several  times 
imploring  him  for  an  ordained  itinerant  in  America.  Wesley  in 
turn  pleaded  in  vain  with  the  Bishop  of  London  to  ordain  such  a 
man  for  America.  Most  prominent  of  the  cooperating  priests  of 
the  Church  of  England  in  America  was  the  Rev,  Devereaux 
Jarrett  of  Virginia  who  assisted  Methodists  with  the  sacraments 
from  1773  until  the  organization  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  in  1784.  Well  known  is  the  fact  that  Robert  Strawbridge, 
who  "raised  up"  a  number  of  early  Native  American  Methodist 
itinerants,  although  not  ordained,  administered  the  sacra- 
ments. Other  Methodist  preachers  in  Virginia  and  the  Carolinas 
would  have  done  the  same,  organized  a  presbytery  and  ordained 
themselves,  had  it  not  been  for  Francis  Asbury  and  others.  But 
the  sacramental  and  other  spiritual  needs  of  the  Methodist  people 
in  America  were  not  being  adequately  cared  for  and  a  new 
solution  was  demanded.  Some  plan  for  the  ordination  of 
American  Methodist  preachers  was  necessary,  especially  follow- 
ing the  Revolutionary  War. 

The  story  of  the  Christmas  Conference — its  background,  Mr. 
Wesley's  cooperation  as  well  as  that  of  Dr.  Coke — is  well  known 
and  it  is  not  necessary  to  tell  it  again.  Many  wise  decisions  were 
made  in  the  short  time  of  ten  days  including  Asbury's  election  by 
the  preachers  on  his  demand. 

In  the  first  Minutes,  or  Discipline ,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  several  questions  were  asked.  Question  three  asks,  "As 
ecclesiastical,  as  well  as  civil  affairs,  of  these  United  States  have 
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passed  through  a  very  considerable  change  by  the  Revolution, 
what  plan  of  organization  of  church  government  shall  we 
hereafter  pursue?"  Answer:  "We  will  form  ourselves  into  an 
episcopal  church  under  the  direction  of  superintendents,  elders, 
deacons,  and  helpers."  Question  four,  "What  may  we  reasonably 
believe  to  be  God's  design  in  raising  up  preachers  called 
Methodist?"  Answer:  "To  reform  the  continent  and  to  spread 
Scriptural  Holiness  over  these  lands."  Of  interest  is  the  answer 
to  question  74  in  regard  to  building.  The  answer  was,  "That  all 
our  chapels  be  built  plain  and  decent,  but  not  more  expensively 
than  is  absolutely  avoidable.  Otherwise,  the  necessity  of  raising 
money  will  make  rich  men  necessary  to  us,  but  if  so  we  must  be 
dependent  upon  them,  yea  governed  by  them,  and  then  farewell 
to  Methodist  discipUne  if  not  doctrine  too." 

In  regard  to  salary,  the  1792  General  Conference  fixed  the 
Circuit  Riders'  annual  pay  at  $64.00  and  traveUng  expenses. 
Wives  of  married  preachers  were  to  receive  "$64.00  if  they  be  in 
want  of  it."  Certainly,  few  Methodist  ministers  received  the  total 
amount  regularly.  Increases  in  salaries  did  not  come  rapidly. 
$80.00  in  1800  with  a  like  amount  for  wives  and  small  allowances 
for  children.  In  1816  the  annual  salary  was  $100;  in  1836  it  was 
$200.  In  1848,  differences  in  salaries  appear  by  authorized 
allowances  for  "table  expenses"  to  be  determined  by  the 
Quarterly  Meeting.  As  from  the  beginning,  the  early  bishops 
received  the  same  salary  as  the  preachers.  Indeed,  it  was  a 
brotherhood  of  poverty.  Asbury  declared  "we  must  suffer  with  if 
we  labor  for  the  poor."  The  "table  expenses"  of  the  bishops  after 
1832  was  determined  by  the  annual  conference  in  which  the 
bishop  resided.  In  1860,  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  put  the  determination  of  the  preacher's  salary 
in  the  hands  of  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  the  circuit  and 
station. 

The  need  for  ordained  ministers  has  been  a  recurring  concern 
throughout  the  history  of  United  Methodism  in  America.  It  was  a 
major  demand  leading  up  to  the  Christmas  Conference.  Not 
always  remembered  is  that  the  Christmas  Conference  not  only 
elected  Dr.  Coke  and  Asbury  to  the  superintendency,  but 
thirteen  others  were  also  elected  for  deacon's  and  elder's  orders. 
When  we  remember  that  there  were  about  60  preachers  in 
attendance  at  this  first  historic  conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  and  only  sixteen  were  elected  to  orders,  then  it 
means  that  44  of  the  60  went  away  unordained.  In  all  there  were 
about  80  preachers  at  this  time.  From  1784  to  1800  the 
membership  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  increased  from 
about  15,000  to  65,000.  The  number  of  preachers  during  the  same 
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period  grew  from  83  to  266,  of  whom  only  78  were  fully  ordained 
and  qualified  to  administer  the  Lord's  Supper.  Thus  grew  up  the 
traveling  ministry  and  the  local  ministry — local  preachers, 
exhorters,  and  class  leaders.  The  membership  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  in  1840  was  853,000  and  it  was  served  by  3,587 
traveling  preachers  and  6,393  local  preachers. 

That  all  appointments  of  the  United  Methodist  ministers  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  those  days  were  made  by  Asbury, 
not  Coke  or  other  early  bishops,  is  quite  clear.  Through  the  years 
the  length  of  maximum  tenure  in  one  appointment  slowly  arose 
from  possibly  six  months  to  two  years  from  1804  to  1864  in  the 
north  when  it  became  three  years  and  five  in  1888.  In  the  south 
the  limit  became  four  years  in  1866  and  it  continued  at  that  figure 
in  the  Southern  church  until  the  time  of  union  in  1939,  with 
certain  exceptions.  Extensive  travel  and  other  demands  on  the 
early  circuit  riders  made  preachers  old  men  before  they  were 
forty  years  of  age.  All  of  these  demands  joined  with  a  meager 
financial  remuneration  made  it  seem  questionable  for  a  preacher 
to  marry  or  stay  with  the  traveling  ministry  as  a  lifetime  calling 
unless  he  remained  a  bachelor. 

It  is  not  surprising  therefore  in  the  early  Disciplines  that  there 
appears  the  admonition,  "Take  no  step  toward  man-iage  without 
first  consulting  your  brethren."  Marriage  was  discouraged 
among  the  traveling  preachers  because  of  the  demand  for  travel. 
If  a  preacher  did  marry,  it  often  meant  that  he  would  locate.  One 
authority  has  summarized  the  seriousness  of  the  situation  as 
follows:  "Of  the  1616  preachers  received  into  the  conferences 
from  the  beginning  of  American  Methodism  to  1814,  821  or  nearly 
half  had  located.  As  late  as  1809,  of  the  84  preachers  in  the 
Virginia  Conference  only  three  had  wives."  Of  course.  Bishop 
Asbury  never  married  and  never  had  a  home  of  his  own  and 
favored  celibacy  for  his  preachers.  And  one  time  when  he  heard 
that  a  favorite  preacher  was  to  be  married,  he  exclaimed,  "I 
believe  the  devil  and  the  women  will  get  all  of  my  preachers."  Dr. 
Coke  was  married,  but  the  three  bishops  chosen  after  Coke  and 
Asbury  were  unmarried.  The  unmarried  state  and  lack  of  formal 
education  of  so  many  circuit  riders  may  have  been  the  reason  that 
it  was  said  by  the  critics  of  the  successful  Methodists,  "There  are 
three  requirements  for  a  Methodist  preacher:  ignorance,  impo- 
tence and  a  hell  of  a  voice." 

A  tragic  element  in  the  story  is  the  separation  of  the  main 
groups.  You  know  them.  First  were  the  Republican  Methodists; 
of  far  greater  significance  were  the  Methodist  Protestants  who 
left  in  1830;  the  Wesleyan  Methodists  who  left  in  1842-43; 
well-known  is  the  major  separation  of  1844-45.  Toward  the  end  of 
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the  19th  century  the  Old  Constitution  group  left  the  United 
Brethren.  Beginning  in  the  1920's  were  the  union  efforts  in  all  of 
the  groups,  in  the  Evangelical  Association  and  United  Brethren 
which  finally  eventuated  in  the  Evangelical  United  Brethren 
Church.  In  the  memory  of  most  of  us  was  the  union  of  three 
major  groups  in  1939 — M.E.,  M.  E.  South,  and  the  Methodist 
Protestants,  to  form  The  Methodist  Church.  The  great  union  of 
1968  finally  brought  together  the  spiritual  children  of  Wesley, 
Asbury,  Boehm  and  Albright. 

In  the  story  of  the  beginnings  of  the  growth  of  the  church 
insufficient  attention  has  been  given  to  another  element — the 
contribution  of  lay  persons.  One  of  Wesley's  emphases  had  to  do 
with  the  control  and  discipline  of  members  carried  on  by  the 
classes  and  bands.  This  practice  was  carried  over  into  the  New 
World  and  continued  into  the  20th  century.  Also  overlooked  is 
the  vital  contribution  of  the  local  preacher,  on  whom  the 
itinerating  circuit  rider  was  so  dependent.  As  indicated  earlier, 
the  local  preachers  outnumbered  the  traveling  preachers  by  two 
or  three  to  one.  All  through  the  19th  century  they  were  the 
unsung  heroes  of  the  advance  on  the  frontier. 

EvangeUsm  should  be  singled  out  as  a  significant  element.  In 
an  important  sense,  however,  all  of  the  growth  was  an 
evangelistic  thrust.  When  we  think  of  the  frontier,  our  minds 
immediately  turn  to  the  camp  meeting.  Indeed  these  were  the 
most  dramatic  and  spectacular  of  all  the  evangelistic  efforts. 
Although  the  camp  meeting  was  never  recognized  as  an  official 
Methodist  institution  in  the  Discipline  or  by  any  General 
Conference  action,  it  was  widely  used.  In  1811,  Asbury  estimated 
that  between  400  and  500  camp  meetings  were  held,  and  the 
number  increased  to  600  by  his  death  in  1816.  All  through  the 
following  century  these  annual  times  of  concentrated  preaching, 
praying,  singing,  shouting  and  social  gatherings  brought 
thousands  into  the  church.  In  the  first  Disciplines  preachers 
were  admonished  to  choose  the  fittest  subjects  and  to  follow  them 
with  a  holy  mixture  of  seriousness  and  terror  and  love  and 
meekness.  Those  who  attended  the  camp  meetings  heard  many 
sermons  that  were  a  holy  mixture  of  seriousness,  terror,  love  and 
meekness. 

Nevertheless  as  a  human  means  of  evangelism,  the  camp 
meetings  take  second  place  to  the  untiring  day-by-day  fruitful 
preaching  of  the  circuit  riders  such  as  Peter  Cartwright, 
Christian  Newcomer,  and  John  Seybert,  and  local  preachers  in 
cabins,  barns,  crude  chapels  by  the  graveside  or  wherever  a  large 
or  small  group  was  gathered. 

The  nineteenth  century  numerical  growth  of  the  membership

of  the  constituent  groups  of  which  we  are  thinking  is  nearly 
unbelievable.  As  seen  in  the  figures  for  all  groups,  the  total  in 
1800  was  75,094;  and  in  1900  it  was  over  5,000,000.  United 
Brethren  increased  from  10,000  in  1800  to  247,000  in  1900;  the 
Evangelical  Association  from  20,000  to  166,000  in  1900;  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  from  about  65,000  to  nearly  3,000,000  in 
1900;  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  South  from  about  a  half 
million  to  one  and  one-half  miUion  in  1900;  the  Methodist 
Protestants  from  about  65,000  to  184,000  in  1900. 

That  "the  message  was  published  in  the  open  face  of  the  sun" 
and  that  tremendous  efforts  were  made  to  reform  the  continent 
and  spread  scriptural  holiness  over  these  lands  is  crystal  clear.  It 
could  be  summarized  for  United  Methodists  as  follows:  Religion 
came  to  be  a  conscious,  dynamic,  verifiable  experience.  First  a 
sense  of  sin,  and  a  desire  for  deUverance  is  the  way  for  anyone  to 
begin.  The  Holy  Spirit  operated  to  convert  the  sinner,  brought 
him  into  direct  contact  with  God.  Thereby  through  Christ  his  sins 
were  forgiven  and  he  became  assured  of  his  salvation.  Then  came 
the  experience  of  holiness — "altogether  Christians."  The  experi- 
ence of  perfect  love  or  the  experience  of  the  overflowing  love  and 
grace  of  God  should  follow.  The  final  step  was  the  awareness  of 
the  ethical  demands  for  Christian  hving.  It  has  been  said  that  it 
was  a  people's  movement,  open  to  all,  rich  or  poor,  high  or  low, 
for  the  grace  of  God  was  available  to  all. 

In  response  to  the  call  of  God  in  Jesus  Christ  and  with  a  high 
sense  of  destiny,  the  ancestors  and  forerunners  of  the  United 
Methodists  moved  across  the  continent  and  around  the  world. 
Ours  is  a  great  heritage  with  old  and  new  demands  for  our  day 
and  into  the  future. 


DEVOTIONAL  ADDRESS

"Go  Therefore  ...  to  All  the  Nations" 

Our  Scripture  lesson  this  morning  is  in  two  passages  from  the 
Gospels— Matthew  28:19-20  and  Luke  24:47-49.  "Go  therefore 
and  make  disciples  of  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  teaching  them 
to  obey  all  that  I  have  commanded  you,  and,  Lo,  I  am  with  you 
always  to  the  close  of  the  age."  And  further,  "Thus,  it  is  written: 
Christ  should  suffer  and  on  the  third  day  rise  from  the  dead,  and 
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that  repentance  and  forgiveness  of  sins  should  be  preached  in  his 
name  to  all  nations,  beginning  from  Jerusalem.  You  are  the 
witnesses  of  these  things." 

The  Bible  is  only  a  book.  Words  are  only  words.  Sermons  are 
only  words  spoken  by  a  man  or  a  woman,  if  the  Holy  Spirit  does 
not  once  again  inspire  and  enlighten  and  empower  in  the  world. 
Let  us,  therefore,  each  and  every  one,  as  you  feel  you  have  need 
and  as  I  feel  I  have  need,  pray  together  that  God  may  open  our 
hearts  in  understanding  in  order  that  we  may  in  truth  receive 
what  he  wants  to  give  us  today.  Let  us  all  pray. 

Lord,  speak  to  us  that  we  may  hear  and,  hearing,  understand 
and,  understanding,  have  life,  and  that  abundantly.  Amen. 

Sometime  back  I  heard  a  well-known  preacher  forcefully 
asserting,  "Most  of  the  members  we  take  into  membership  in  our 
churches  are  testimonies  to  our  disobedience  to  Christ."  I  must 
admit  that  at  first  I  .  .  .  my  whole  being  arose  in  protest.  But  he 
continued.  "Christ  commanded  us  to  go  and  tell  the  nations,  but 
what  do  we  do?  We  sit  here  quietly,  waiting  for  the  people  to 
come  to  us."  And  my  protest  suddenly  died. 

Of  course,  we  shall  be  grateful  to  every  person  who  comes  to 
our  churches  and  finds  a  living  faith  in  a  living  Christian 
fellowship.  It  is  wonderful  to  be  grateful  for.  But  God's  people  is 
a,  pilgrim  people.  A  people  on  the  move,  a  dynamic  force  obeying 
the  command  of  Christ  to  go,  and,  as  the  Word  said,  "let 
repentance  and  forgiveness  of  sins  ...  be  preached  in  His  name 
to  all  nations." 

In  that  sense,  Jesus  was  an  itinerant  and  so  were  His  disciples. 
There  was  a  "Tabor"  experience  up  on  the  mountain,  you 
remember?  But  they  were  not  allowed  to  settle  there.  And  when 
the  Jerusalem  community  settled  down  as  a  more  or  less 
established  community,  being  more  and  more  comfortable  in 
their  beautiful  and  wonderful  fellowship,  the  Lord  of  history  let 
Jerusalem's  walls  fall,  and  God's  people  were  scattered  like 
helpless  chickens  scared  away  from  the  mother  hen.  But  that  was 
the  salvation  of  the  Christian  community.  Again,  it  had  become 
the  pilgrim  people.  And  after  the  time  of  the  Apostles,  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  spread  all  over  the  then-known  world,  and 
it  has  been  said  the  Gospel  of  Christ  spread  through  a  band  of 
nobodies.  There  were  slaves,  servants,  illiterates,  but  they  were 
God's  Pilgrim  People. 

And  I  think  we  can  say  with  some  amount  of  truth  that  this  was 
true  of  the  early  Methodist  movement.  Driven  by  the  power  of 
the  living  Lord  to  become  the  wandering  pilgrim  people,  carrying 
with  them  the  Gospel  of  a  new  life  in  Christ  across  the  rivers, 
over  the  moors  of  England,  crossing  treacherous  seas  and  violent

streams,  facing  angry  mobs  and  sometimes  even  persecution. 
Wherever  Methodists  went,  there  was  God's  pilgrim  people. 
They  were  not  the  only  ones,  but  they  were  God's  people  on  the 
move.  Wherever  a  Methodist  family  or  group  settled,  there 
developed  a  power  center.  There  was  prayer,  there  was  Bible 
study,  there  was  fellowship,  there  was  care  and  love  within  the 
group  and  to  the  people  who  were  outside  in  the  great 
community.  And  more  often  than  not,  Uving  communities  of  faith 
developed. 

And  later  on  the  pioneering  circuit  riders  followed  the 
westward  stream  always  with  the  people  in  the  dawn  of  this 
country  as  far  as  that  goes.  The  pilgrim  people  were  there,  and 
there  .  .  .  and  there.  Driven  by  an  inner  compulsion,  the  pilgrim 
people  were  there,  enlarging  the  living  body  of  Christ  by  all 
means,  in  all  places,  at  all  times. 

A  new  pilgrim  people  emerged.  Common  men  and  women, 
immigrants,  coming  out  of  their  difficult  situations  in  their 
homelands,  sometimes  persecution,  found  a  hving  Lord  on  these 
shores.  And  returning  to  the  old  country  they  brought  with  them 
Methodism  and  a  dynamic  Hving  faith  which  they  had  received  by 
means  of  this  movement.  That  was  its  strength  and  its  power. 

And  further  on  there  emerged  men  and  women  with  a  caUing 
so  compelUng  that  they  had  to  go  to  strange  and  unknown  lands, 
sometimes  treacherous  shores  and  hostile  people.  Many  of  them 
barely  reached  their  destinations  before  succumbing  to  killing 
diseases,  but  God's  people  were  there.  God  raising  up  new  men 
and  women  to  carry  on,  and  so  Methodism  was  a  means  of 
spreading  faith  to  many  continents,  to  all  of  them,  sometimes 
slow,  sometimes  faster,  sometimes  rather  easy,  sometimes  under 
great  tribulations  and  even  persecution.  But  how?  By  the  grace 
of  God  they  had  become  the  pilgrim  people. 

And  even  today  our  United  Methodist  Church  is  found  all  over 
the  world,  a  true  ecumenical  body  in  the  real  sense  of  the  word, 
crossing  barriers  of  nations,  of  cultures,  of  peoples,  of  races,  of 
languages  and  many  other  barriers  that  men  have  built  among 
themselves,  dividing  God's  created  people  into  segments  and 
fragments.  The  Methodists  in  all  the  world  are  one  people  where 
everybody  needs  everybody  in  a  living  fellowship.  This  is  not  an 
exclusive  body:  we  are  a  part  of  the  greater  complex,  but  still  we 
are  what  I  said  we  are. 

But  when  I  come  this  far  in  my  meditation  upon  this  theme,  a 
question  arises  in  my  mind.  But  are  we  still  the  dynamic  pilgrim 
people  of  the  Living  Lord?  Are  we  still  compelled  by  the  driving 
force  of  the  spirit  of  power?  Are  we  still  a  pilgrim  people  actively 
living  under  the  command,  "Go,  tell,  preach  repentance  and 
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forgiveness  of  sins  in  His  name  to  all  nations."  Do  we  still  say  as 
did  Peter,  "We  cannot  but  speak  of  what  we  have  seen  and 
heard."  All  who  believe  have  received  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
but  we  still  hve  under  the  promise,  "Ye  shall  receive  power  when 
the  Holy  Spirit  has  come  upon  you,  and  you  shall  be  My  witnesses 
in  Jerusalem  and  in  all  Judea  and  Samaria  and  to  the  ends  of  the 
earth."  God's  people  must  first  become  something  before  they 
can  do  something. 

I  heard  a  Christian  leader  from  Africa  once  say,  "The  trouble 
with  you  westerners  is  you  try  to  do  so  much  before  you  become 
something."  And  there  might  be  something  to  that.  We  need 
today  not  revivalism,  nor  romanticism,  but  we  need  revival.  The 
greatest  need  of  man  and  woman  is  today  as  it  has  always 
been — to  be  reconciled  to  God,  and  in  order  to  be  reconciled 
among  men,  we  must  be  reconciled  with  God  first.  Call  it  what 
you  will,  conversion,  bom  again,  commitment  to  Christ,  finding 
Jesus  Christ  as  your  Lord  and  Saviour,  encountering  the  Ground 
of  my  being,  call  it  whatever  you  want  to — the  name  doesn't 
matter,  but  the  thing  is,  my  friends,  do  we  give  the  people  the 
real  thing,  do  we  ourselves  have  the  real  thing?  We  are  caught  up 
in  phrases  and  phraseology  and  cliches,  names  and  name-calUng, 
and  in  the  process  we  are  losing  that  which  is  the  essence  itself. 
God,  the  hving  God  revealed  in  the  life  and  hearts  of  men,  driving 
anew  to  witness,  and  driving  them  to  serve,  driving  them  to  be 
living  witnesses  to  men,  for  men  and  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.  Serving,  having  compassion,  love  and  feeling  with 
them,  living  with  each  and  everyone  created  by  God. 

We  do  not  need  sensational  ecstasies  or  emotionahsm,  though 
both  ecstasy  and  emotion  must  be  involved.  If  God  does  not  have 
that  part  of  our  life.  He  doesn't  have  us.  The  deeper  motivations 
lie  deep  down  in  our  subconscious.  We  think  we  are  guided  by  our 
logic  and  reason,  but  I  must  agree  with  the  man  who  said, 
"People  know  what  is  right,  why  don't  they  do  it?"  Because  there 
are  forces  within  us,  the  motivating  force  which  is  deep  in  our 
life — emotional  life  also. 

But  God  wants  a  people  so  filled  with  love  and  power  that  they 
must  go,  they  must  become  a  pilgrim  people.  Again  you  may  call 
it  whatever  you  want,  a  second  blessing,  baptism  in  the  Holy 
Spirit,  sanctification,  Christian  perfection,  and  all  the  other 
names  you  might  find  to  talk  about  this.  What  matters  is  whether 
we  live  and  constantly  receive  the  fullness  of  the  spirit  of  God. 
The  Book  of  Acts  is  really  the  acts  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  more  than 
anything  else,  and  it  is  amazing  to  read  again  and  again  through 
the  whole  book,  "and  then  they  were  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit 
and   they  preached   the   word  of  God  with   power."   It  was 
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something  once  upon  a  time,  something  continuous,  something 
that  belonged  to  the  living  relationship  with  God  and  with  men. 

Preoccupation  with  what  is  structural  or  institutional,  whether 
you  are  for  or  against  them,  is  too  often  a  sign  of  spiritual  anemia, 
as  is  activism  without  the  truly  "activizing"  power  of  God  through 
His  Spirit.  Now  God  is  love.  The  Holy  Spirit  is  a  Spirit  of  love. 
The  one  who  loves  God  must  love  his  neighbor  as  well.  This  is  as 
true  as  the  apple  tree  has  to  bear  apples.  This  love  is  not  romantic 
sentimentalism,  nor  activism,  nor  exclusivism.  We  are  confusing 
the  real  thing  with  all  these  aspects.  No,  it  is  all  inclusive  and  the 
criteria  for  testing.  The  spirits  are  not  the  gifts,  whether  they  be 
natural  or  extraordinary,  but  it  is  in  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit.  Jesus 
said,  "By  their  fruits  shall  ye  know  them."  Whether  that  be 
spiritual  fruits,  fruits  in  the  terms  of  love,  compassion,  suffering 
or  whatever  that  may  be. 

But  you  may  perhaps  say,  is  this  not  fleeing  into  the 
non-worldly  and  isolated  pietism?  Not  at  all.  John  Wesley  said, 
"You  have  nothing  to  do  but  to  save  souls."  And  a  lot  of  people 
stop  there.  Have  we  forgotten  that  he  was  the  man  who  served 
the  man  who  was  condemned  to  be  hanged?  He  fought  for  defense 
of  the  prisoners  of  war  who  were  dying  in  the  terrible  dungeons 
in  England.  He  was  the  one  who  organized  knitting  rooms  for 
widows  who  had  no  means  of  support.  He  fought  smuggling,  the 
robbing  of  shipwrecks  which  usually  involved  killing  the 
survivors.  He  fought  slavery  and  what  they  called  the  "liquid  fire 
of  the  dram,"  and  he  was  the  one  who  said,  "There  is  no  religion 
except  social  religion." 

Now  I  think  my  people,  the  people  called  Methodists,  to  whom 
I  belong,  need  to  see  this  total  picture  of  our  father,  John  Wesley, 
because  I  think  he  had  found  something,  not  for  us  to  copy,  but  to 
learn  from.  So,  therefore,  many  of  us  would  never  have  been  here 
if  somebody  hadn't  gone — perhaps  all  of  us — and  it  is  our  task  to 
serve  the  present  age,  to  be  the  pilgrim  people  all  over  the  world, 
building  community  among  us,  between  us,  that  all  people, 
getting  the  priorities  right — if  not  necessarily  in  time  so  in 
importance — and  living  a  relationship  with  a  living  Lord, 
creating  living  relationships  with  men  and  women  all  over  the 
world,  in  order  that  we  may  be  a  pilgrim  people  empowered  for 
victory  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 
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DEVOTIONAL  ADDRESS 
By  Bishop  Roy  C.  Nichols,  Pittsburgh  Area 

"Dimensions  of  Discipleship" 

We  Shall  Be 

There  is  an  old  Afro- American  spiritual  which  has  words  that 
go  like  this: 

"My  Lord  is  so  high  you  can't  get  over  him 
My  Lord  is  so  wide  you  can't  get  around  him 
He's  so  low  you  can't  get  under  him  ..." 
What  a  wonderful  way  to  describe  Divine  proportions. 

I  can  recall  in  a  Baptist  Church,  dear  to  my  childhood,  when  we 
celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  we  would  always  sing  the  hymn: 

"Beloved,  beloved, 
We  are  the  sons  of  God 
And  it  doth  not  yet  appear 
What  we  shall  be  .  .  ." 

Surely  the  aspirations  and  commitments  of  this  General 
Conference  are  to  what,  under  God,  "we  shall  be."  Since  Jesus  is 
the  incarnation  of  that  God  whom  we  describe  so  luminously, 
then  all  of  us  who  are  engaged  in  this  pilgrimage  and  this 
discipleship  are  involved  in  a  journey  of  immeasurable  dimen- 
sions. 

Freedom:  The  First  Dimension 

The  first  dimension  of  our  discipleship  is  freedom.  No  doubt 
you  have  heard  the  story  of  the  teacher  who  took  her  Sunday 
School  class  on  a  swimming  party.  The  day  was  warm  and  the 
young  people  were  enthusiastic.  When  they  arrived  at  the  pool 
they  were  anxious  to  get  in  the  water.  The  teacher  gathered  the 
group  about  her  to  give  them  the  rules  and  guidelines,  typical 
"do's"  and  "don'ts."  Then  at  the  signal  they  all  took  the  plunge; 
except  one  lad  who  was  standing  closest  to  her.  She  looked  down 
at  him  and  said,  "Henry,  why  don't  you  jump?"  With  a  quivering 
voice,  he  looked  up  at  her  and  said,  "Because  you're  standing  on 
my  flippers." 

Jesus  Christ  Frees  and  Unites 

The  recent  meeting  of  the  Fifth  Assembly  of  the  World  Council 
of  Churches  in  Nairobi,  Kenya,  took  the  general  theme:  "Jesus 
Christ  Frees  and  Unites."  At  the  opening  session,  we  were 
addressed  by  a  number  of  African  speakers  who  greeted  the 
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Assembly.  One  of  them  was  Burgess  Carr,  Executive  Director  of 
the  All- Africa  Council  of  Churches.  He  said  to  us:  "Unless  we  are 
free,  we  cannot  be  united." 

Jesus  Christ  in  his  life,  his  cross  and  in  his  resurrection,  gave 
us  back  the  birthright  of  our  freedom  which  had  been  corrupted 
through  Adam  and  the  hereditary  addiction  to  sin  by  the  whole 
human  family.  Saint  Paul,  who  fully  participated  in  that 
liberating  influence  of  Christ,  said,  "He  (Christ)  hath  freed  me 
from  the  law  of  sin  and  death."  Martin  Luther,  in  the  16th 
Century,  broke  the  church's  imprisoning  shell  with  his  emphasis 
on  justification  by  faith,  the  priesthood  of  all  beUevers,  and  the 
central  authority  of  the  word  of  God.  Thomas  Jefferson  would 
hardly  have  been  able  to  find  the  words  to  say,  nor  would  his 
listeners  have  been  able  to  understand  that  we  are  "endowed  by 
our  Creator  with  certain  unalienable  rights,"  if  it  had  not  been  for 
the  prior  declarations  which  emanated  from  the  faith  "once 
deUvered  to  the  saints." 

We  have  been  endowed  with  the  divine  right  to  pursue  liberty, 
to  pursue  freedom  and  to  pursue  happiness,  unencumbered  and 
unhindered.  This  is  what  all  the  Henry's,  the  Ho's,  the  Jose's,  the 
Hatsuka's  and  the  Hiawatha's  of  The  United  Methodist  Church 
are  saying.  We  cannot  fully  contribute  to  this  discipleship  unless 
our  "flippers"  are  free. 

Equal  Opportunity:  The  Second  Dimension 

The  second  dimension  of  our  discipleship  is  equal  opportunity. 
A  woman  was  calling  long  distance.  She  dialed  her  number  and  a 
man  answered  the  phone  on  the  other  end.  With  some  excitement 
she  exclaimed,  "Is  June  there?"  There  was  a  long  pause  and  then 
the  man  responded:  "Lady,  I  don't  know  where  you're  calling 
from,  but  where  I  am  it's  still  January."  In  the  field  of  ethnic  and 
race  relations  in  the  United  States  of  America  today  the  chill 
factor  is  far  lower  than  the  thermometer  reading.  Now  that  we 
have  reached  the  threshold  where  at  least  some  negotiable 
statements  have  been  made  to  offer  guarantees  of  equality,  a 
racist  society  has  a  tendency  to  change  the  rules  in  order  to 
frustrate  the  possibility  of  total  involvement  and  participation  in 
authority  and  responsibihty. 

One  weary  suburbanite,  after  coming  home  one  night,  flopped 
down  in  his  chair,  looked  at  his  wife.  After  a  lifetime  of  pursuing 
status  symbols,  he  said:  "Honey,  every  time  we  catch  up  with  the 
Joneses,  they  refinance."  And  this  is  the  persistent  tendency  in 
church  and  state;  to  alter  the  game  plan,  to  change  the  rules,  in 
order  to  negate  the  possibility  of  total  involvement  and  the  total 
expression  of  the  fullness  of  equal  opportunity. 
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Apostolic  Church  Problems 

The  Apostolic  Church  was  confronted  with  at  least  two 
problems  that  are  still  with  us.  The  first  is  recorded  in  the  Book 
of  Acts  in  the  6th  chapter.  The  Greeks,  you  recall,  accused  the 
Jewish  Christian  estabUshment  of  discrimination  in  administer- 
ing aid  to  the  widows.  The  apostles  had  to  deal  with  this 
confrontation.  They  appointed  an  integrated  commission  of 
deacons  on  religion  and  race  in  order  to  raise  the  level  of  trust  in 
the  Christian  community  and  to  keep  everybody  honest  in  the 
Jerusalem  Christian  society. 

The  second  problem  is  recorded  in  the  15th  chapter  of  the  Acts 
of  the  Apostles.  Saint  Paul,  as  you  recall,  a  sophisticated  Jew 
who  had  been  miraculously  converted  by  the  grace  of  God,  was 
receiving  into  the  Christian  family  Gentiles  without  forcing  them 
to  submit  to  the  ordinances  of  the  Jews.  Because  of  this,  his 
ministry  was  suspect,  Peter,  on  the  other  hand,  who  some  have 
characterized  as  the  father  of  the  church,  had  placed  the  Jewish 
ordinances  on  par  with  grace.  But,  praise  the  Lord,  at  a  meeting 
in  Jerusalem  God  opened  up  their  eyes.  They  began  to  see  that 
Christ  is  the  center  of  unity  in  the  church.  But  their  agreement 
could  hardly  be  described  as  an  invitation  to  pluralism  by  some 
definitions  of  the  word.  It  was  more  an  interim  statement  of 
priorities.  In  fact,  you  recall,  before  they  left  the  meeting  they 
did  agree  to  some  secondary  formulations  that  had  to  do  with 
idols  and  with  human  sexuality. 

If  we  describe  our  fellowship  in  terms  of  a  diversity  which 
begins  and  converges  in  Christ,  that  is  one  thing.  But  if  our 
description  of  pluraUsm  ends  up  in  a  parallelism,  the  effect  is  not 
only  divisive  but  heretical.  We  will  resegregate  and  reisolate 
ourselves  behind  labels  of  our  own  fashioning.  Suspicion  and 
distrust  then  increase  rather  than  diminish  in  the  life  of  the 
church.  We  are  freed  by  Christ  to  be  united  in  Christ. 

Responsibility:  The  Third  Dimension 

The  third  dimension  of  our  discipleship  is  responsibility. 
Whatever  predates  all  else  we  do,  the  achievement  of  freedom 
and  the  realization  of  equal  opportunity,  the  objective  of  all  of 
this  is  to  empower  the  people  of  God  in  the  mission  of  saving  the 
world.  This  is  our  reason  for  being  if  we  are  indeed  imbued  with 
that  spirit  of  discipleship  to  which  Christ  has  commissioned  us. 

We  are  called  to  be  agents  of  reconciliation.  We  need  make  no 
extraordinary  point  of  this.  It  has  been  too  well  spoken  already 
by  so  many  speakers  who  have  come  to  this  platform.  But  we 
must  emphasize  at  least  the  aspect  of  our  reconciUation  ministry 
in  bringing  people  to  the  Christian  understanding  of  God.  For 
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now  with  boldness  we  approach  the  throne  of  grace.  We  have 
been  freed  from  our  fears  and  given  liberty  through  the  power  of 
God's  redeeming  love.  In  Christ,  we  learn  to  love  God  and  to  be 
loved  by  God  without  fear. 

With  this  new  empowerment  we  are  now  capable  of  loving  each 
other  completely  without  fear.  For  since  God  has  taught  us  the 
secret  of  the  miracle  of  community,  we  are  now  capable  of 
sharing  the  meaning  of  that  community  with  the  brothers  and  the 
sisters  whom  we  have  learned  to  love.  We  are  called  to 
responsibility  to  care  and  to  share.  This  is  not  a  suggestion.  It  is 
a  commandment.  (Hebrews  13:16)  And  we  are  called  to 
perfection.  Nothing  less. 

One  of  the  apprehensions  and  fears  I  have  heard  expressed, 
not  always  with  the  lips,  sometimes  by  the  raising  of  the 
eyebrow:  will  involvement  of  ethnic  minorities  in  the  life  of  the 
church  to  their  fullest  tend  to  lower  the  standards?  Nothing  that 
I  have  seen  at  the  seat  of  this  General  Conference  gives  any 
justification  to  that  fear.  In  fact,  the  total  participation  of  the 
total  strength  of  the  church,  with  its  beautiful  plethora  of  colors 
and  faces,  dialects  and  languages,  are  not  only  enriching  us  in 
terms  of  our  looks  but  in  raising  the  standards  of  excellence  in  the 
life  of  this  Christian  community  as  well. 

In  the  category  of  our  responsibility,  we  have  been  charged  to 
be  the  advocates  of  the  oppressed.  When  Jesus  stood  up  in  the 
synagogue  at  Nazareth  and  read  from  the  61st  chapter  of  the 
Book  of  Isaiah  the  Prophet,  "The  spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon  me  for 
he  hath  sent  me  to  preach  deUverance  ..."  he  laid  upon  the 
shoulders  of  each  of  us  the  obligation  to  be  the  advocate  and  the 
friend  of  the  poor  and  of  the  oppressed. 

Frederick  Douglass  was  one  of  the  remarkable  men  who  gave 
great  assistance  during  the  difficult  period  when  the  States  were 
wavering  between  peace  and  war.  When  negotiations  broke 
down,  wearily  Douglass  admitted  that  unredeemed  men  and 
women  who  possess  power,  privilege,  and  domination  will  not 
surrender  that  power  or  privilege  without  a  struggle.  "They 
never  have  and  they  never  will,"  he  added.  No  wonder  the 
weight  is  so  heavy  upon  us,  in  this  business  of  saving  the  world, 
so  that  redeemed  men  and  women  may  possess  the  capability  of 
resolving  their  differences  without  prolonged  violence  and  the 
aggravation  of  war. 

During  the  days  when  the  sun  was  high  and  the  heat  was 
intense  in  the  Civil  Rights  Movement,  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King 
was  approached  on  both  sides,  by  friend  and  foe,  asking  him  to 
"cool  it  and  have  a  little  patience."  After  a  thoughtful  retreat,  Dr. 
King  returned  with  a  book  which  bore  the  title  "Why  We  Can't 
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Wait."  "We  can't  wait,"  he  said  in  substance,  "because  waiting  is 
always  interpreted,  by  those  who  hold  the  power,  that  the 
oppressed  are  satisfied  with  their  situation."  Confi:'ontation  is 
inevitable.  Hence,  the  Christian  must  assist  and  advocate  the 
cause  of  the  poor  and  the  oppressed;  so  help  us  God! 

The  only  active  bishop  of  this  Council  of  Bishops  who  could  not 
answer  roll  call  at  this  General  Conference  is  Bishop  Abel  T. 
Muzorewa,  the  bishop  of  Rhodesia,  the  country  now  referred  to 
as  Zimbabwe.  A  few  weeks  ago  my  wife  and  I  were  visiting  with 
him  in  Lourenco  Marques  in  Mozambique  on  the  distant  coast  of 
Africa.  We  spent  two  evenings  together.  We  prayed,  we  sang, 
we  shared.  What  a  beautiful  spirit!  What  a  giant  of  a  man!  And 
what  a  privilege  for  us  United  Methodists  to  have  a  man  like  this 
at  the  helm  during  these  difficult  days  in  Southern  Africa. 

There  is  no  way  I  could  make  concessions  to  the  oppressive 
practices  which  I  saw  and  the  subtleties  of  dehumanization  so 
prevalent  in  that  region  of  the  world.  "Bishop,"  I  said  to  him, 
with  my  wife  sharing  the  conversation,  "it  seems  that  conditions 
are  deteriorating.  Every  indication  seems  to  be  moving  irrevoca- 
bly toward  violence."  "Roy,"  he  said,  "you  know  I  have  spent  my 
whole  life  and  ministry  as  head  of  the  African  National  Council 
trying  to  bring  about  a  peaceful  settlement,  a  reconciliation 
through  concession  and  dialogue.  But,"  he  said,  "I  have  failed." 
"If  violence  comes,"  he  continued,  "it  will  be  tragic.  But  if  it  does 
come,  I  will  have  to  accept  it  as  an  act  of  self-defense." 

Listening  to  his  fateful  words  was  like  sitting  in  a  hotel  room 
waiting  for  the  other  shoe  to  fall  in  the  room  above.  Then  the 
words  of  Frederick  Douglass  became  more  poignant  than  ever.  Is 
it  true  that  men  and  women  who  possess  power  and  dominion  will 
never  surrender  without  a  struggle?  If  that  is  true,  then  I  join  in 
camaraderie  with  my  brother  Bishop  in  Zimbabwe  and  pray 
God's  favor  upon  the  outcome  of  his  cause. 

A  New  Nation 

In  the  next  thirty  years,  25%  of  the  population  increase  in  the 
United  States  will  consist  of  immigrants  and  their  offspring 
coming  from  Asia,  southern  Europe,  Latin  America  and  Africa. 
Add  to  that  a  proportionate  increase  in  the  number  of 
Afro- Americans  who,  sometime  beyond  the  turn  of  the  century, 
will  be  moving  toward  13%  of  the  population  of  the  United  States 
of  America.  And  add  to  that  the  residual  ethnic  and  racial 
minorities  and  the  native  Americans  who  are  a  part  of  our 
company;  then  we  can  see  the  emerging  prophecy  of  the  future 
regarding  the  composition  of  this  country. 

In  less  than  a  hundred  years,  in  all  probability,  we  will  become 
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the  most  multi-racial  nation  on  the  face  of  the  earth.  The 
implications  for  both  church  and  state  are  clear.  The  issue  is  no 
longer  simply  a  tea-sipping  approach  to  brotherhood.  It  has 
something  to  do  with  Christian  credibility  and  the  survival  of  the 
nation. 

Bahalana 

In  our  Council  of  Bishops  we  have  Bishop  Granadosin  of  the 
Philippines.  He  led  our  worship  service  in  the  Council  meeting 
some  months  ago.  He  flavored  his  presentation  with  a  phrase 
that  is  used  in  the  Philippines  by  his  people  when  the  Christian 
community  meets.  Before  they  speak  a  word,  they  shake  hands 
and  say,  "Bahalana."  "Bahalana"  translated  means,  "Let  God 
decide." 

Members  of  this  General  Conference,  as  we  begin  to  engage  in 
the  heat  of  debate  in  perfecting  our  community  of  faith,  we  need 
to  let  Christ  decide  the  model  of  our  personal  and  public  morality, 
ethics  and  values.  We  need  to  let  the  Bible  be  our  rules  of  order. 
We  need  to  let  the  Holy  Spirit  take  governance  over  our  voting. 
We  need  to  let  God  decide  the  dimensions  of  this  discipleship!  His 
choice  will  be  our  blessing. 

In  the  name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
So  be  it.  Let  us  pray: 

Almighty  God,  grant  to  this  company,  as  we  begin  a  week  of 
arduous  labor,  a  sense  of  the  brooding  of  thy  spirit  upon  us, 
within  us  and  through  us.  Help  us  to  understand  that  this  is  no 
ordinary  assembly  of  ordinary  people;  but  those  committed  to 
the  fullness  of  that  discipleship  we  have  discovered  in  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord,  Grant,  0  Lord,  that  we  may  be  sensitive;  that 
all  we  do  may  be  pleasing  in  thy  sight.  So  be  it. 


DEVOTIONAL  ADDRESS 
By  Bishop  Wilbur  W.  Y.  Choy,  Seattle  Area 

"Who  Is  My  Neighbor?" 

About  a  year  ago  it  was  my  privilege  on  behalf  of  the  Council  of 
Bishops  in  the  United  States  to  visit  in  Southeast  Asia,  While 
there  I  was  invited  to  speak  and  to  preach  in  various  churches. 
On  one  occasion,  after  I  had  preached,  I  was  feeling  particularly 
good  because  as  I  looked  around  the  congregation  I  saw  people 
seemingly  just  hanging  on  my  words.  They  were  just  enthralled, 
so  I  thought,  and  as  I  was  standing  with  my  host  shaking  hands 
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with  those  who  were  leaving  the  church,  I  noticed  that  someone 
was  coming  who  had  not  taken  her  eyes  off  of  me.  I  thought  that  I 
was  going  to  get  some  kind  of  compUment,  and  very  quickly  I 
thought  of  the  humble  things  that  I  would  say  in  response.  I 
didn't  need  to  because  her  first  words  were,  "I  didn't  understand 
you.  I  have  trouble  with  your  American  accent."  I  realize  that  I 
am  speaking  to  not  only  Americans  from  the  50  states  of  our 
country,  but  also  to  United  Methodists  and  other  Methodists 
from  as  many  nations,  and  if  my  accent  is  American  to  those  of 
you  who  are  not  Americans,  I  hope  you  will  not  have  too  much 
difficulty  with  what  I  say  and  with  how  I  say  it. 

The  parable  of  the  Good  Samaritan  is  one  of  the  best  known  of 
our  Lord's  parables.  Our  sympathies  are  aroused  by  the  plight  of 
the  victim.  Our  admiration  is  awakened  by  the  generous 
compassion  of  the  Samaritan.  Our  tendency  to  side  with  the 
underdog  is  satisfied  by  the  juxtaposition  of  the  despised 
Samaritan,  who  was  humane,  and  the  two  representatives  of  the 
establishment,  who  were  callous  and  self-centered.  So  this  is  not 
only  a  well-known  parable,  it  is  an  attractive  one.  Many  of  you, 
perhaps  most  of  you,  have  spoken  on  it,  both  the  lay  and  clergy. 
Nevertheless,  let  your  minds  meander  along  with  mine  as  your 
ears  listen  to  this  voice  giving  sound  to  these  thoughts  that  are 
generated  by  this  parable  which  our  Lord  told  in  answer  to  the 
question,  "Who  is  my  neighbor?"  And  Jesus  replied,  "A  man  was 
going  down  from  Jerusalem  to  Jericho,  and  he  fell  among 
robbers."  That  was  in  the  first  century.  Let's  ask  it  now,  the  20th 
century.  What  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life?  And  then  Jesus 
tells  of  something  that  happens  to  people,  and  then  "who  is  our 
neighbor?" 

"Who  is  our  neighbor.  Lord?" 

A  woman  was  on  her  way  from  Canton  to  San  Francisco.  She 
ran  into  the  Chinese  exclusion  laws  and  was  detained  at  Angel 
Island  in  the  middle  of  San  Francisco  Bay.  This  was  the  Ellis 
Island  of  the  West.  One  eyewitness  described  this  station  in 
these  words:  "Ever  since  the  establishment  of  this  wooden  shed 
at  the  wharf,  the  mistreatment  received  by  us  Chinese  confined 
there  was  worse  than  for  jailed  prisoners.  The  walls  were 
covered  with  poems  of  lament.  Traces  of  tears  soaked  the  floor. 
There  were  even  those  who  could  not  stand  the  cruel  abuse  and 
took  their  own  lives.  The  ropes  they  used  to  hang  themselves  can 
still  be  seen.  Now,  we  have  been  moved  and  will  be  confined  on  a 
barren  island  by  the  seashore."  This  Chinese  woman  was  placed 
there  for  twenty  months  from  1938  to  1939.  After  a  year's 
detention  she  wrote  to  her  mother  back  in  Canton,  "It  has  been 
over  a  year  since  I  left  our  home  village.  Since  that  time  I  have 
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cried  a  bowl  of  tears.  Although  you  drilled  me  well  in  preparation 
for  the  immigration  authorities,  I  could  tell  they  did  not  believe  I 
was  truly  married  to  a  merchant  in  the  Big  City  (San  Francisco). 
And  the  many  questions  they  asked  of  distances  between  houses 
in  our  villages  and  the  number  of  steps  in  the  village  temple 
caused  me  to  have  bad  dreams  for  many  days  after  the 
interrogation  was  over.  Then  to  find  out  I  hardly  answered 
certain  questions  wrong,  and  as  a  result  have  been  barred  from 
the  Golden  Mountains.  My  husband  has  hired  a  lawyer  to  appeal 
my  case,  but  he  could  not  assure  me  when  it  will  be  all  over. 
Meanwhile,  I  sit  here  and  thinking  the  same  thoughts  as  a 
previous  occupant  of  this  room  who  wrote  this  poem  on  the  wall: 

Today  is  the  end  of  winter: 

Tomorrow  mom,  the  vernal  equinox. 

One  year's  prospects  change  to  another. 

But  melancholy  is  killing  me  in  this  wooden  building.'" 

"Who  is  my  neighbor,  Jesus?" 

A  migrant  farm  worker  was  on  his  way  to  work  in  some  of  the 
richest  farm  lands  in  the  country,  of  the  world  for  that  matter. 
These  farms  produce  the  food  to  make  the  United  States  the 
best-fed  nation  in  history.  This  man  and  his  fellow-workers  put 
food  in  great  variety  and  abundance  on  our  tables.  However,  this 
is  not  true  for  the  worker  and  his  family.  They  are  under- 
nourished. Some  of  his  fellow- workers  are  so  poor  they  can't  even 
get  enough  cash  together  to  buy  the  government  food  stamps. 
They  exist  on  a  diet  of  starches  and  water.  Their  housing  is 
substandard  with  no  indoor  plumbing.  Health  care  is  almost 
non-existent.  Yet,  farm  workers  are  four  times  more  likely  to 
have  job-related  accidents  than  workers  in  other  industries.  The 
life  span  of  the  average  farm  worker  is  49  years  as  compared  to  70 
years  for  other  Americans.  The  average  adult  male  migrant  has 
received  6.2  years  of  schooUng.  The  average  migrant  child  drops 
out  of  school  at  the  age  of  12  years  to  help  with  the  family's 
support.  Traditionally,  farm  workers  have  received  little  atten- 
tion from  state  and  federal  legislators,  except  as  laws  are  passed 
to  exclude  them  from  benefits  taken  for  granted  in  most  other 
industry.  For  example,  they  do  not  have  the  protection  needed 
under  law  to  choose  their  own  labor  union.  Farm  workers  are 
specifically  excluded  from  coverage  under  the  National  Labor 
Relations  Act.  So  the  worker  and  his  fellows  wanted  to  organize. 
For  this  he  was  beaten,  fired  from  his  job,  and  he  drifted  with  his 
family  from  the  substandard  housing  without  plumbing. 

"Who  is  my  neighbor?" 
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There  was  a  mother  and  a  father.  They  sent  their  daughter  off 
to  college  with  great  pride  and  expectations  for  her.  This  was 
during  the  years  of  an  undeclared  and  an  unpopular  war.  A  new 
development  in  that  war  caused  the  students  to  demonstrate 
against  it.  The  National  Guard  was  brought  in  to  break  it  up; 
shots  were  fired.  Four  students,  including  their  daughter,  were 
killed.  The  FBI  investigated  the  incident  and  reported  that  the 
shooting  was  not  necessary.  A  Presidential  Commission  con- 
cluded the  same  thing.  Nevertheless,  the  State  government  said, 
the  case  was  closed.  The  President's  Attorney  General  said  the 
case  was  closed. 

Why  did  it  happen?  Why  was  there  a  conspiracy  of  silence? 
Why  were  the  doors  of  justice  being  closed?  And  the  mother 
asked,  "When  we  go  to  her  grave,  what  do  we  say?  Do  we  say, 
There  is  no  justice.  No  one  cares  that  you  are  dead?'"  As  the 
father  said,  they  "felt  alone  and  helpless." 

"Who  is  my  neighbor?" 

There  was  a  man.  He  left  his  village  in  Luzon  to  find  work  in 
the  city.  He  found  work  with  an  American  librarian  and  artist. 
Next  door  was  an  American  teacher.  Though  his  eyesight  was 
poor,  he  learned  to  read  and  he  loved  it.  He  learned  about 
America,  "the  land  of  the  free  and  the  home  of  the  brave." 
Abraham  Lincoln  was  a  hero  to  him.  Richard  Wright's  writings 
interested  him,  intrigued  him,  inspired  him.  America  was  where 
he  wanted  to  go.  Journalism  was  what  he  wanted  to  do.  An 
education  was  what  he  wanted  to  get.  He  worked  hard  to  earn 
enough  money  to  come  to  America  by  steerage.  There  in  the 
steerage,  on  his  bunk,  he  went  for  days  without  food.  He  was 
seasick  and  lonely.  And  after  weeks  in  that  stuffy,  hot,  smelly 
hold,  suffering  through  sickness,  narrowly  missing  an  epidemic  of 
meningitis,  he  arrived  in  Seattle.  Intermittently  and 
haphazardly,  he  got  some  schooling  but  it  was  a  school  of  hard 
knocks  that  made  some  lasting  impressions  on  him.  He  worked  in 
fishing  canneries  in  Alaska  and  fishing  canneries  in  San  Pedro. 
He  worked  in  farms  and  orchards  in  the  Yakima  Valley  in  the 
state  of  Washington,  the  Willamette  Valley  in  the  state  of 
Oregon,  the  Great  Central  Valley  in  the  state  of  Cahfomia.  In  all 
those  states  there  were  union  bosses,  labor  contractors,  gam- 
bling operators,  rooming  house  managers,  pimps  and  prostitutes, 
policemen,  under-sheriffs.  He  was  rolled  and  robbed  by  them.  He 
was  beaten  and  crippled  by  them.  He  wrote,  "I  came  to  know 
afterward  that  in  many  ways  it  was  a  crime  to  be  a  Filipino  in 
California.  I  came  to  know  that  the  public  streets  were  not  free  to 
my  people.  We  were  stopped  each  time  these  vigilant  patrolmen 
saw  us  driving  a  car.  We  were  suspect  each  time  we  were  seen 
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with  a  white  woman.  And  perhaps  it  was  this  narrowing  of  our 
life  into  an  island,  into  a  filthy  segment  of  American  society,  that 
had  driven  FiUpinos  inward,  hating  everyone  and  despising  all 
positive  urgencies  toward  freedom."  One  unforgettable  night  he 
saw  how  this  was  with  his  older  brother.  The  brother  had  come  to 
America  many  years  earlier.  They  had  lost  touch  with  each  other. 
Then  he  found  out  where  his  brother  was.  Hear  him  tell  it.  "I 
opened  a  door  quietly  and  entered.  I  heard  him  talking  to  a  man 
in  one  of  the  rooms  upstairs.  When  I  reached  the  landing,  a  hard 
blow  fell  on  my  head.  I  rolled  on  the  floor.  Then  I  saw  him  with  a 
gun  in  his  hand,  poised  to  strike  at  my  head  again.  Standing 
behind  him  was  my  brother,  Amado,  holding  a  long-bladed  knife. 
I  scrambled  to  my  feet  screaming,  'Brother,  it  is  me.  It  is  Alios. 
Remember?'  My  brother  told  his  friend  to  stop.  He  came  near 
me,  walking  around  me  suspiciously.  He  stepped  back  and  folded 
the  blade  of  the  knife.  There  was  some  doubt  yet  on  his  face.  'I 
am  your  brother,'  I  said  again,  holding  back  the  tears  in  my  eyes. 
'I  am  Alios!  Remember  the  village  of  Mangusmana?  Remember 
when  you  beat  our  carabao  in  the  rain?  When  you  touched  my 
head  then  ran  to  Binalonan?  Remember,  Amado?'  I  was  not  only 
fighting  for  my  life,  but  also  for  a  childhood  bond  that  was 
breaking.  Frantically  I  searched  in  my  mind  for  other  remem- 
brances of  the  past  which  might  remind  him  of  me,  reestablish  a 
bridge  between  him  and  my  childhood." 

"If  you  really  are  my  brother,  tell  me  the  name  of  our  mother." 
"Our  mother's  name  is  Meteria,"  I  said.  "That  is  what  the  people 
call  her,  but  her  real  name  is  Autiha  Sampayan."  Slowly, 
recognition  came,  and  tearful  reunion! 

"Who  is  my  neighbor?" 

There  was  a  family  who  lived  on  Terminal  Island,  Southern 
California.  On  the  morning  of  December  7,  1941,  the  father  and 
brothers  were  in  their  new  boat  along  with  other  fishermen  in 
twenty  or  twenty-five  other  boats.  They  were  part  of  the 
commercial  fishing  fleet  of  San  Pedro  harbor.  The  mother  and 
sisters,  along  with  other  women,  stood  in  the  warm  southern 
California  sun,  waving  goodbye.  As  was  their  custom,  they  were 
keeping  their  vigil  until  the  fleet  would  slip  over  the  edge  of  the 
horizon.  But  this  time  they  did  not  disappear.  They  kept  floating 
out  there.  "They're  coming  back!"  cried  mother.  "Why?"  Then 
the  word  came.  The  Japanese  Imperial  Air  Force  had  bombed 
Pearl  Harbor.  All  fishermen  of  Japanese  ancestry  were  ordered 
to  turn  back.  The  father  had  lived  in  the  United  States  for  over 
thirty  years.  He  was  a  taxpayer  and  a  law  abiding  resident.  But 
the  law  at  that  time  prohibited  Asians  from  naturalization.  By 
hard  work  and  frugality  he  had  been  able  to  put  a  good  down 
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payment  on  this  new  $25,000  boat.  It  was  radio-equipped  for 
ship-to-shore  communications.  A  few  days  later,  he  was  arrested 
as  an  alien  with  a  sea-going,  electronically  equipped  boat.  The 
next  time  the  family  heard  from  him  he  was  in  a  Federal 
penitentiary  in  the  Midwest.  The  family  was  not  to  see  him  again 
for  a  year.  Meanwhile,  with  a  few  days'  notice,  the  family  along 
with  other  Japanese  folk  along  the  Pacific  Coast — including 
American  citizens — were  rounded  up  and  herded  into  Manzanar, 
sleeping  in  barracks,  eating  in  mess  halls.  Four  years  later,  when 
the  war  was  over  and  they  were  allowed  to  leave,  the  family  ties 
had  been  loosened.  Their  home  was  lost.  The  boat  had  been 
repossessed.  Their  business  wiped  out! 

"Who  is  my  neighbor?" 

There  was  a  woman  on  her  way  home  from  work.  She  was  tired 
and  her  feet  hurt.  The  bus  was  almost  full,  but  there  was  one  seat 
in  front.  She  sat  down  and  my!  it  felt  good.  But  only  for  a  second. 
For  the  driver  was  yelling  at  her  to  move  to  the  back!  That's 
where  the  black  folks  were  supposed  to  go.  She  refused.  You 
know  the  rest  of  the  story. 

"Who  is  my  neighbor?" 

Several  Native  American  Indian  chiefs  went  to  Walla  Walla  for 
a  Council  meeting.  They  were  of  the  Yakima  Tribe  and  they  went 
with  great  reluctance.  But  in  1850  Congress  enacted  the 
Donation  Act,  inviting  settlers  to  come  to  the  Yakima  territories. 
The  way  of  life  of  the  settlers  and  that  of  the  Indians  were  quite 
different.  As  the  Yakimas  put  it,  "My  Mother  is  the  Earth;  my 
Father,  the  Light.  When  I  die,  my  body  returns  to  my  Mother 
and  my  spirit  to  my  Father."  They,  understandably,  did  not  want 
to  surrender  the  land  to  a  people  who  plowed  the  soil.  But  the 
pressure  was  too  much.  Finally,  the  leaders  of  the  Yakima 
Nation  agreed  to  meet  with  the  representatives  of  the  United 
States  government.  For  two  weeks  they  met.  The  chiefs  listened, 
but  spoke  little.  When  called  upon,  one  of  them  responded, 
"What  shall  I  do?  Shall  I  give  the  land  which  is  part  of  my  body 
and  leave  myself  poor  and  destitute?  My  people  are  far  away; 
they  do  not  know  your  words;  I  cannot  give  you  an  ansv/er." 
Finally,  with  utmost  reluctance,  tired  of  the  talking,  the  waiting, 
and  wanting  to  return  home,  the  chiefs  signed  the  Yakima  Treaty 
on  the  ninth  of  June,  ceding  to  the  United  States  16,920  square 
miles  of  their  old  homeland,  reserving  for  themselves  1,872 
square  miles  for  their  exclusive  use  and  benefit.  In  return  they 
were  promised  $140,000,  retainment  of  the  Wenatshapam 
fishery,  and  fishing  rights  at  all  the  usual  and  accustomed  places. 

The  treaty  was  signed  in  1855  with  the  understanding  that  it 
was  not  to  go  into  effect  until  the  United  States  Senate  had 
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ratified  it  and  the  President  had  signed  it,  which  was  done  in 
1859,  But  as  soon  as  word  got  out  about  the  preliminary  signing, 
the  white  men  came  into  reserved  land  as  well  as  the  other.  And 
120  years  later,  the  echo  of  Chief  Kamiakin's  words  about  the 
treaty  at  the  Walla  Walla  Council  still  haunt  us:  "Perhaps  you 
have  spoken  straight,  that  your  children  will  do  what  is  right.  Let 
them  do  as  you  have  promised.  That  is  all  I  have  to  say." 

The  man  in  our  Lord's  parable  was  beaten  up,  robbed  and  left 
behind  on  the  road  between  Jerusalem  and  Jericho.  The  woman 
on  Angel  Island,  the  migrant  farm  worker,  the  mother  and  father 
of  the  slain  student,  the  man  from  Luzon,  the  family  who  got 
shipped  to  Manzanar,  the  woman  on  the  bus,  the  Chiefs  of  the 
Yakima  Nation. 

A  woman,  a  man,  father  and  mother,  daughters,  sons,  persons, 
they  were  all  left  behind,  too.  Some  were  actually  beaten 
physically,  others  figuratively  and  emotionally  so.  Some  lost 
property  and  land.  Others  were  denied  justice  and  their  civil 
rights.  All  of  them  were  abused,  oppressed,  and  victimized.  This 
was  perpetrated  by  individuals,  by  groups,  by  the  system. 

Like  the  priest  and  Levite  in  that  parable  told  in  the  first 
century,  we  church  people  of  today  sometimes  pass  by  on  the 
other  side. 

But,  praise  God!  not  always. 

There  was  a  Methodist  deaconess  who  became  known  as  the 
Angel  on  Angel  Island.  The  churches  of  California  paid  a  dear 
price  in  supporting  the  farm  workers.  Glenn  Olds  told  us  Sunday 
night  of  the  six  Methodist  preachers  who  stood  in  front  of  the 
Japanese  American  home  right  after  Pearl  Harbor  ready  to  lay 
down  their  lives  for  the  residents  inside.  The  father  of  the  slain 
student  said  to  a  group  of  United  Methodists,  "You  came  to  us 
when  we  were  abandoned."  And  there  are  other  instances.  But 
there  are  too  many  occasions  when  we  do  pass  by  on  the  other 
side.  For  these  and  many  other  concerns  are  social  and  political 
and  controversial.  Furthermore,  they  are  so  complex.  And  we 
know  the  solutions  offered  have  not  always  worked.  Involvement 
sometimes  embarrasses  us,  or  worse. 

These  concerns  also  seem  to  have  little  to  do  with  religion.  Our 
business,  we  are  reminded,  is  to  proclaim  the  gospel,  and  the 
gospel  is,  "God  so  loved  the  world  that  He  gave  his  only  begotten 
Son  that  whosoever  believes  in  Him  should  not  perish  but  have 
everlasting  life." 

Luke  is  the  only  Evangelist  to  tell  of  the  parable  of  the  Good 
Samaritan.  He  joins  with  Matthew  and  Mark  in  recording 
another  occasion  when  someone  concerned  with  eternal  life 
wanted  to  ask  him  about  that,  with  almost  the  identical  words, 
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"Good  teacher,  what  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life?" 

It  is  true,  isn't  it,  that  there  are  more  people  interested  in 
personal  salvation?  "What  shall  /  do  to  inherit  eternal  life?"  It 
was  true  then.  It  is  true  now. 

This  man  that  asked  of  our  Lord  recounts  his  disciplined  life, 
how  he  had  observed  the  Commandments  from  his  youth. 
However,  he  did  not  mention  the  one  about  loving  your  neighbor 
as  yourself.  And  Jesus  suggested  that  he  give  thought  to  those 
poor  neighbors  in  need,  liquidate  his  assets  and  help  them,  and 
Luke  records,  "When  he  heard  this  he  became  sad,  for  he  was 
very  rich." 

Mark  records  it  this  way,  "At  that  saying  his  countenance  fell 
and  he  went  away  sorrowful." 

The  expectations  of  God  as  revealed  in  Christ  are  not  always 
easy  to  live  up  to.  To  act  the  part  of  a  good  neighbor  is  to  be 
concerned  for  the  neighborhood,  and  that  means  society  as  a 
whole.  Bishop  Fred  G.  Holloway  said  to  the  Council  in 
November,  1974,  "Once  the  world  was  a  little  community  in 
which  we  lived,  and  now  the  whole  world  is  a  community.  John 
Wesley  said  that  the  world  was  his  parish.  The  word  parish 
comes  from  the  Greek  word  which  means  'neighborhood.'  Now 
we  know  that  the  whole  universe  is  a  neighborhood." 

Are  people  asking  what  to  do  to  inherit  eternal  life?  Is  the 
Church,  the  Body  of  Christ,  trying  to  answer  that  question? 

Jesus  told  about  a  man  who  fell  among  robbers  and  was  beaten 
and  robbed,  about  two  churchmen  who  passed  by  on  the  other 
side;  and  then  about  the  third  man  who  interrupted  his  own 
business,  risked  being  robbed  himself,  and  gave  generous  help. 

And  Jesus  said  to  him  who  questioned  him,  "Go,  and  do 
likewise."  Is  our  Lord  saying  to  us,  "Go,  and  do  likewise"? 


DEVOTIONAL  ADDRESS

"And  Gladly  Teach" 

Wasn't  that  tremendous?  We  have  heard  the  Gospel  this 
morning.  We  rejoice  in  hearing  it.  Thank  you,  very  much,  choir.  I 
am  very  proud  of  our  black  colleges,  and  very  grateful  for  what 
the  United  Methodist  Church  is  doing  through  our  black  colleges, 
and  this  is  but — well,  it's  an  illustration  of  what  I  am  talking 
about  today.   Our  Scripture  is  found  in  the  28th  chapter  of 
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Matthew,  the  19th  and  20th  verses.  It's  Jesus  speaking,  the  last 
words  that  he  spoke  before  he  left  the  earth.  Because  of  the  great 
commission,  we  might  call  it  the  last  commandment.  "Gro, 
therefore,  and  make  disciples  of  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
teaching  them  to  observe  all  that  I  have  commanded  you,  and  lo  I 
am  with  you  always." 

I  don't  often  turn  on  television,  and  television  doesn't  often 
turn  me  on,  but  recently  there  was  a  poignant  moment — I'm  not 
talking  about  the  Super  Bowl  or  the  Dallas  Cowboys — my  team 
lost;  if  they  had  won,  I  might  preach  on  that — I'm  not  talking 
about  anything  Mr.  Reagan  or  Mr.  Ford  or  Mr.  Carter  said — I'm 
talking  about  when  there  was  the  award  of  the  Oscars  and  Louise 
Fletcher,  winning  the  outstanding  actress  award  for  the  year  for 
her  part  in  "One  Flew  Over  the  Cuckoo's  Nest,"  in  her  statement 
of  appreciation,  suddenly  began  to  move  her  hands  and  her 
fingers  and  began  to  speak  on  her  hands,  and  we  did  not  know 
then  that  her  parents  were  deaf.  Sitting  and  watching  in 
Birmingham,  Alabama,  her  father  a  minister,  but  she  spoke  on 
her  hands  to  them  and  said  to  them,  "Thank  you  for  teaching  me 
to  have  a  dream.  You're  seeing  my  dream  come  true." 

Well,  Jesus  taught  the  world  to  have  a  dream.  A  dream — what 
was  it?  A  dream  of  a  world  where  the  kingdoms  of  men  shall 
become  the  Kingdom  of  God;  where  the  people  shall  become  the 
people  of  God.  But  how  did  it  come  about?  He  gave  another 
simple  answer  to  that,  and  it  was  the  last  words  that  he  gave.  He 
said,  it  comes  about  by  making  disciples. 

But  how  does  that  happen?  He  gives  a  threefold  suggestion. 
He  says  it  is  by  sacrament;  he  says  it  is  by  word;  he  says  it  is  by 
presence.  The  sacrament — go  baptize.  Here  the  grace  of  God  and 
the  faith  of  a  person  come  together  in  the  sacrament  of  baptism, 
where  the  grace  of  God  washes  clean,  and  the  faith  of  a  person 
accepts  the  acceptance  of  God. 

By  sacrament,  by  word — go  teach.  What  do  you  teach?  You 
teach  the  Word.  And  what  is  the  Word?  The  Word  is  Jesus 
Christ.  In  the  '50's  we  flourished  for  we  received  many  decisions. 
In  the  '60's  we  floundered  because  we  had  not  made  disciples. 
Teach. 

And  the  third  is  the  presence.  Lo,  I  am  with  you  always.  And 
what  is  he  doing?  Just  making  us  feel  good,  so  we  can  go  and  say  I 
have  experienced  Him  and  I'm  just  having  a  wonderful  time? 
Indeed,  not.  That  may  be  a  side  effect,  but  that  is  not  the  main 
purpose.  He  is  still  in  his  ministry,  moving  through  the 
incarnation  of  human  beings  like  you  and  me.  Making  disciples. 
Well,  for  our  purposes  today,  I  would  have  you  recognize  that  if 
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there  are  to  be  disciples,  right  in  the  midst  of  his  instruction  he 
tells  us  there  must  be  teaching.  No  teaching,  no  disciples.  No 
faith,  no  disciples.  No  presence,  no  disciples.  But  we  are  zeroing 
in  on  this  thing,  that  if  disciples  are  to  be,  it  is  going  to  be  partly 
because  the  story  has-  been  told,  the  faith  has  been  taught. 

The  question  we  raise  is,  "Have  we  been  faithful  to  the 
Command,  the  last  Command,  of  our  Lord?"  Historically  we  have 
been  very  faithful.  Philip  William  Otterbein  received  his 
theological  education  at  the  University  of  Herrborn  in  Germany 
before  he  came  to  the  new  world  to  be  a  missionary  and  to  be 
used  of  God  as  one  of  the  founders  of  the  United  Brethren  in 
Christ  Church.  He  was  a  Biblical  scholar  and  brought  his 
scholarship  with  him.  John  Wesley,  a  don  at  Oxford,  a  fellow  of 
Lincoln  College,  a  classical  and  Biblical  scholar,  speaking  five 
languages,  reading  seven  or  eight  languages,  always  reading  his 
New  Testament  in  the  Greek;  and  he  never  separated  those 
things  that  his  brother  would  include  in  the  hymn  we  sang  which 
was  first  sung  at  the  opening  of  Kings  wood  College,  Kings  wood 
School;  "Let  us  unite  the  two  so  long  divided,  disjoined, 
knowledge  and  vital  piety." 

Wesley  once  declared:  "The  Methodists  may  be  poor,  but  there 
is  no  need  they  should  be  ignorant."  And  when  asked  what  would 
happen  to  Methodism  after  his  death,  he  replied:  "That  will 
depend  on  the  education  and  religious  instructions  of  the  children 
of  the  Methodists."  Wesley's  commitment  to  education  is  clearly 
revealed  in  literally  hundreds  of  books,  pamphlets,  and  tracts 
that  he  wrote  and  digested  and  published  for  the  people  called 
Methodists. 

His  enthusiasm  for  learning  was  caught  at  the  Christmas 
Conference  in  1784  where  this  handful  of  60  ministers  pledged 
from  their  own  meager  stipend  of  $64  per  year,  five  thousand 
dollars  for  the  founding  of  a  college.  One  of  the  first  acts  of  a 
church  being  faithful  to  Wesley,  but  faithful  to  our  Lord  and  his 
last  command.  Since  that  time  these  five  bodies  which  now  make 
up  The  United  Methodist  Church  have  founded  more  than  one 
thousand  institutions  of  learning.  No  other  denomination  any- 
where in  the  world  has  a  record  such  as  this.  Today  there  are  one 
hundred  and  twenty-two  institutions  related  to  The  United 
Methodist  Church,  including  seven  universities,  81  four-year 
colleges,  19  two-year  colleges,  two  professional  schools,  and  13 
theological  seminaries.  The  oldest  college  for  women  is  in  Macon, 
Georgia,  Wesleyan  College,  where  in  1836  the  school  was 
founded  for  the  training  of  young  women.  The  Black  Colleges  of 
United  Methodism  have  produced  a  phenomenal  number  of  great 
black  leaders  for  the  Church  and  for  our  society. 
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Possibly  the  greatest  educational  work  we  have  done  has  not 
been  within  the  United  States  but  across  the  world  where 
missionaries  have  gone  to  preach  and  to  teach.  For  125  years  we 
have  founded  educational  institutions,  kindergartens,  schools, 
colleges,  teaching  hospitals,  medical  schools,  agricultural  colleges 
and  universities;  and  one  small  sample  of  the  whole  educational 
process  is  the  Crusade  Scholarship  program  where  there  are 
heads  of  state  across  the  world,  bishops,  professors,  adminis- 
trators, ministers  and  lay  persons  providing  leadership  because 
we  believed  that  we  must  train  the  minds  of  the  peoples  of  the 
world.  If  we  are  now  being  able  to  feed  more  people,  part  of  it  is 
because  we  have  been  concerned  about  teaching  people  about 
seed  and  soil  and  sun,  to  dig  wells  and  to  plant  crops.  The  answer 
is  not  complete,  but  without  the  education  hunger  would  be  more 
rampant  than  it  is.  We  have  been  deeply  and  profoundly 
committed  to  higher  education  throughout  our  history,  but  we 
have  been  equally  committed  to  other  kinds  of  education, 
especially  the  Sunday  School.  Education,  we  have  believed,  is  for 
all  ages. 

At  the  founding  of  American  Methodism  at  the  Christmas 
Conference,  a  question  was  included  in  the  Discipline:  "But  what 
shall  we  do  for  the  rising  generation?"  Answer:  "Where  there  are 
ten  children  whose  parents  are  in  a  society,  meet  them  at  least  an 
hour  every  week."  In  1786,  in  Hanover  County,  Virginia,  Bishop 
Francis  Asbury  organized  what  has  been  called  the  first  Sunday 
School  proper  on  the  American  continent. 

So  important  was  education  to  Asbury  that  on  his  episcopal 
seal,  which  was  to  seal  all  his  letters,  papers  and  parchments  that 
were  received  by  the  ministers  across  the  first  decade  or  two  of 
our  church,  were  these  words:  "Study  To  Shew  Thyself 
Approved  Unto  God." 

In  1790  the  question  of  the  conference  was  "What  can  be  done 
to  instruct  poor  children — white  and  black — to  read?"

Dr.  Thomas  Trotter  adds  to  this  by  saying,  "The  purpose  of 
these  schools  is  deeply  and  inextricably  related  to  reflection  on 
the  purpose  of  God.  That  is  the  heart  of  the  theological  rationale 
for  church  institutions." 

Let  us  recognize  then  we  teach  because  we  believe,  and  if  we 
are  faihng  to  teach  it  is  not  because  of  the  curriculum,  and  not 
because  of  the  organization,  it  is  because  of  a  lack  of  belief. 

Jesus  said,  "Go  teach." 

Our  charge  is  to  "tell  the  story,"  to  teach  the  word.  The  story  is 
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There  are  four  thoughts  about  that.  Women  experience  being 
in  Christ  as  hberating  grace.  Margaret  Sonnenday,  the  president 
of  Church  Women  United  in  this  country,  wrote,  "Most  precious 
to  me  is  the  assurance  of  God's  grace  and  its  availability.  To  me 
this  means,"  she  said,  "that  God  loves  me  when  I  least  deserve  to 
be  loved.  That  God  accepts  me  as  I  am  in  so  many  ways 
unacceptable.  That  God  forgives  me,  again  and  again,  when  I  fall 
short  of  my  commitments.  That  every  new  day  I  have  a  new 
chance,  a  fresh  start,  to  try  again.  It  is  this  grace  which  gives  me 
the  courage  to  attempt  to  do  more  than  I  am  able  to  do  and  to 
become  more  than  I  can  ever  become.  God's  grace  frees  me  to 
dare  and  to  risk."  Margaret's  witness  is  typical  of  many  women 
who  experience  being  in  Christ  as  liberating  grace.  Gladly,  they 
say,  for  freedom  Christ  has  set  us  free. 

Again,  women  experience  being  in  Christ  much  more  in  terms 
of  resurrection  than  in  terms  of  crucifixion.  They  do  not  deny  the 
significance  of  the  life  and  death  of  Jesus  in  any  complete 
understanding  of  God's  acts  which  save.  But  they  have  a  special 
love  affair  with  the  meaning  of  Christ  risen  and  alive  now.  This 
insight  can  be  gathered  by  reading  carefully  a  book  like  Sheila 
Collins'  A  Different  Heaven  and  Earth.  In  one  portion  she 
writes,  "Christ's  sacrificial  self-giving.  His  death  and  crucifixion, 
are,  perhaps,  the  central  elements  of  the  Christian  faith. 
Although  we  give  lip  service  to  Easter  and  resurrection,  that  is 
to  life  and  regeneration,  the  once  a  year  ritual  which  is  given  over 
to  the  celebration  of  life  and  joy."  So  many  of  the  nuances  in  that 
book  move  me  to  conclude  that  women  want  to  move  away  from 
excessive  emphasis  about  the  cross  and  its  scape-goat  syndrome 
and  toward  the  celebration  of  life  lived  fully  and  joyfully.  They 
know  and  feel  that  life  can  be  lived  under  the  power  of  the 
resurrection.  There  is  for  them  an  attunement  to  hungering  and 
thirsting  for  life. 

Last  month  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  I  heard  them  singing, 
"Yesterday  I  was  bored  and  lonely,  but  today,  look  and  see,  I 
belong  to  the  Easter  people.  Life's  exciting  to  me.  Every 
morning  is  Easter  morning  from  now  on.  Everyday  is  resurrec- 
tion day.  The  past  is  over  and  gone."  So  I  am  saying  that  women 
have  a  special  love  affair  with  the  resurrection. 

And  again,  women  experience  being  in  Christ  as  being  in 
covenant  community.  At  the  closing  of  a  conference  for  women  in 
West  Berlin,  Mary  Tulip  from  Australia  said,  "We  have  a  new 
community  to  help  us.  A  healing,  supporting  community.  A 
community  of  liberation,  a  new  sisterhood.  As  we  are  able  to 
believe  in  ourselves,  to  trust  each  other,  and  to  share  our  deepest 
experiences — our  hurts,  our  horrors,  our  joys — we  are  no  longer 
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separated  by  race  or  class  or  by  sense  of  lack  of  worth.  In 
creating  a  new  community  of  acceptance  and  wholeness,  we  are 
on  our  way  to  creating  a  new  world."  And  have  we  all  noticed  the 
fascination  which  our  United  Methodist  Women  have  with  their 
Department  of  Supportive  Community.  So  being  in  Christ,  for 
women,  means  being  in  covenant  community,  a  community 
including  all  who  put  trust  in  divine  grace. 

And  yet  again  women  experience  their  being  in  Christ  as  a 
condition  of  taking  grand  risks  for  the  sake  of  the  new  world. 
Elizabeth  Rice  prayed,  "Spirit  of  God,  Holy  God,  wind  of  God, 
fire  of  God,  life  of  God,  anoint  us  to  be  a  people  of  your  good 
news.  Yoked  to  break  yoke,  sighted  to  bring  sight,  healed  to  be 
healers,  struggling  to  bring  release.  Make  your  justice,  your 
work  and  love  real  through  our  hves."  So  women  witness  that 
being  in  Christ  throws  them  into  the  thick  of  things,  where 
movement  is,  movement  that  lays  claim  to  new  territory  for  the 
City  of  God. 

In  this,  then,  I  have  tried  to  describe  some  special  accents  for 
the  text,  "Being  in  Christ."  That  is,  being  in  liberating  grace, 
being  in  the  power  of  the  resurrection,  being  in  covenant 
community,  and  being  in  risk-taking  ministries. 

How,  then,  can  we  deal  with  maleness  and  femaleness  in  the 
church,  and  how  shall  we  think  of  this?  Three  suggestions.  First, 
Christian  women  hold  and  hope  that  freedom  in  Christ  is 
available  and  will  be  claimed  by  either  male  or  female.  That  is 
they  hold  and  hope  for  the  enrichment  that  comes  to  persons  from 
women  being  women  in  Christ  and  from  men  being  men  in  Christ. 
Thus  women  are  free  to  be  women,  and  men  are  free  to  be  men. 
That's  the  diversity. 

Sheila  CoUins,  in  discussing  how  to  exorcise  the  patriarchal 
demon  in  a  male-dominated  church,  wrote  a  paragraph  that 
reveals  some  of  the  riches  that  will  be  available  where  either 
women  or  men  are  free  in  Christ.  Listen  for  the  diversity  of  the 
gifts  which  she  lists.  She  said,  "Patriarchal  thought  is  charac- 
terized by  being  objective,  rather  than  subjective,  rational  rather 
than  intuitive,  linear  rather  than  circular  or  organic,  logical 
rather  then  mystical,  dissecting  rather  than  unifying,  abstract 
rather  than  concrete.  Patriarchal  behavior  is  cool  and  unemo- 
tional rather  than  warm  and  emotive,  although  I  suppose  we 
doubt  that  now,  expedient  rather  than  purposeless,  aggressive 
rather  than  passive,  unreflective  rather  than  reflective.  Pat- 
riarchal institutions  tend  to  be  ordered  along  hierarchical  chains 
of  command  or  lines  of  authority,  rather  than  being  communical 
and  anarchical.  They  are  exclusive  rather  than  inclusive, 
goal-directed  rather  than  maintenance-oriented." 
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To  take  that  paragraph  and  make  it  a  hst  of  female  and  male 
characteristics  is  to  oversimplify  reality.  For  it  is  clear  that  in  our 
changing  society  there  are  many  patriarchal  women  as  well  as 
men,  and  many  men  who  exhibit  feminine  characteristics  as  well 
as  women.  But  the  church  and  the  world  will  be  the  better  for  the 
full  and  free  expression  of  either  female  or  male  characteristics 
and  women  seem  to  understand  the  difference  is  beautiful. 
Women  do  not  need  to  see  men  as  enemies  and  men  do  not  need 
to  see  women  as  enemies.  Both  are  present,  and  both  being 
present  can  be  free. 

So  we  ought  to  understand  in  this  the  profound  interest  in  the 
value  of  the  individual,  whether  female  or  male.  In  North 
Vietnam  in  the  city  of  Hanoi,  at  the  site  where  the  carpet 
bombing  was  executed  at  Christmas  time,  a  statue  has  been 
erected  of  a  mother — a  Vietnamese  mother  standing  taller  than 
any  woman  in  the  world,  holding  a  child  in  her  arms.  That  is  a 
symbol  for  me  of  the  value  which  all  of  us  ought  to  see  in  every 
human  being.  So  we  might  understand  and  stand  under  this  text 
in  this  way,  there  is  either  male  or  female  and  we  are  all  one  in 
Christ,  and  heirs  according  to  the  promise. 

Second,  Christian  women  hold  and  hope  that  freedom  in  Christ 
is  available  and  will  be  claimed  by  both  females  and  males — that 
is  they  hold  to  and  hope  for  an  inclusive  church  that  comes  from 
both  females  and  males  participating  freely  and  equally  in  the 
formation  of  the  church  in  the  world.  That  now  is  not  the 
diversity  of  it,  but  the  unity  of  it.  The  church  can  no  longer  ignore 
the  richness  of  both  females  and  males  participating  in  the 
covenant  making  of  the  church. 

On  another  occasion  I  wrote,  "The  United  Methodist  Church  is 
a  community  of  1 1  million  individual  Christians  who  are  living  in 
covenant  with  one  another."  Covenants  help  United  Methodists  to 
know  who  they  are  as  a  Christian  community,  and  in  their 
working  out  these  covenants  help  United  Methodists  to  know 
how  and  where  they  are  in  mission  together.  The  covenant 
community  is  a  construct  of  many  separate  contracts.  And  I 
understand  women  in  the  church  to  be  saying  that  they  have  been 
too  much  left  out  of  the  contract  making  events  for  too  long,  far 
too  long.  They  want  the  scriptures,  the  hymns,  the  Uturgies,  the 
Book  of  Discipline  and  especially  the  mission  to  give  evidence 
that  females  and  males  are  in  this  church  together.  This  is  more 
than  problem  of  semantics.  It  is  for  all  of  us  a  matter  of  being  real 
about  how  life  in  the  church  is  and  how  it  must  be  expressed. 
Greta  Schumm,  one  of  the  pages  here  at  this  Conference  and  at 
Iliff  School  of  Theology,  wrote  a  poem.  She  called  it  the  Future 
Breaking  In,  and  this  is  what  she  said,  "It  is  more  than  that  you 
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know,  more  than  deciding  who  opens  the  door;  who  chairs  the 
committee;  who  waxes  the  floor  or  allowing  the  woman  to  speak 
in  a  sacred  place.  The  vision  is  just  stirring  in  the  shell,  and 
requires  a  tearing,  a  breaking  up  of  pieces,  a  release  from  the 
past.  The  vision  is  woman  turning  into  woman  and  man  turning 
into  man  who  had  rather  care  than  compete,  who  spends  some 
time  listening,  who  writes  sister  or  brother  instead  of  Dear  Sir, 
Who  give  up  their  life  for  each  other,  feeding,  healing,  touching. 
Forgetting  that  one  was  called  great  and  one  was  called  nothing. 
People  free  to  need  each  other  in  the  unity  of  one  spirit  where 
each  person  is  the  gift  and  the  giver  and  no  one  goes  without  a 
name." 

This  accent  upon  covenant  making  leads  me  to  say  that  all  of  us 
need  to  be  deeply  concerned  about  the  covenants  which  make  the 
basic  unit  of  society  which  is  the  family.  In  many  a  place  between 
the  east  and  the  west  statues  have  been  erected  of  pioneer 
famiUes,  strong  men,  strong  women  and  children  making  their 
way  to  the  new  country.  So  we  might  understand  and  stand 
under  this  text  in  this  way,  there  are  both  male  and  female  for  we 
are  all  one  in  Christ  and  heirs  according  to  the  promise. 

Once  again  Christian  women  hold  and  hope  that  freedom  in 
Christ  is  available  and  will  be  claimed  by  the  whole  of 
humankind.  This  is  now  not  the  diversity  of  it,  or  the  unity  of  it, 
the  wholeness  of  it.  Nell  Morton,  Associate  Professor  of 
Christian  Education  at  Drew,  spoke  about  whole  theology,  and  in 
part  this  is  what  she  said:  "Of  one  thing  we  may  be  sure.  Whole 
theology  cannot  come  out  of  one  group  or  sex  speaking  for  the 
whole.  Women  cannot  speak  for  a  whole  anymore  than  men  have 
been  able  to  speak  for  the  whole.  A  whole  theology  would 
envision  all  of  the  people  speaking  out  of  their  own  experiences 
into  the  process  toward  full  humanness."  She  goes  on,  "Long  ago 
the  Judeo-Christian  tradition  envisioned  a  new  history  inclusive 
of  all  people  and  at  home  with  the  natural  universe;  peace  to 
replace  warring,  justice  and  love  to  govern  human  relationships, 
and  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth  to  replace  the  present 
competitive  exploitative  one  when  God's  image  in  humanity 
would  be  actual  and  apparent.  Were  the  entire  human 
community,"  she  said,  "taken  with  dead  seriousness  there  might 
be  no  more  temple,  for  God  would  be  in  the  midst  of  the  people.  A 
new  heaven  and  a  new  earth  would  indeed  appear,  for  the  old 
heaven  and  the  old  earth  are  already  in  process  of  disappearing." 

In  our  nation's  capital  our  Women's  Division  had  a  large  part  to 
play  in  getting  a  statue  of  Mary  Bethune  placed  there  in  a  park, 
but  before  they  could  put  that  statue  up  there  in  Washington 
they  had  to  turn  the  statue  of  Abraham  Lincoln  around  so  that  he 
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would  be  facing  the  statue  of  Mary  Bethune.  That  event  in  the 
presence  of  those  two  statues  there  say  better  what  I  have  been 
trying  to  say  about  wholeness  than  I  can  say  it.  There  they  are, 
Mary  Bethune  and  Abraham  Lincoln  who  cared  deeply  about  the 
wholeness  of  the  human  family.  And  I  submit  this  morning  that 
that  is  maturity.  Thinking  like  this  we  might  understand  and 
stand  under  the  text  in  this  way.  There  is  a  wholeness  to  life  for 
we  are  all  one  in  Christ  and  heirs  according  to  the  promise. 

I  want  to  read  in  closing  PhyUs  Tyler  Wayman's  benediction. 
She  said:  "Sisters  and  Brothers,  rise  for  the  benediction.  Grasp 
the  hands  of  the  persons  on  either  side  of  you,  go  forth  in  the 
name  of  the  living,  caring  God,  who  by  nature  is  female  and  male. 
Go  forth  in  the  vision  in  the  stories  of  our  foremothers  and  our 
forefathers.  Go  forth  to  confront  all  that  enslaves  the  spirits  of 
children,  women  and  men.  And  go  forth  rejoicing  that  we  have 
each  other  for  the  renewal  of  our  spirits."  There  is  neither  male 
nor  female  for  we  are  all  one  in  Christ  and  heirs  according  to  the 
promise.  What  promise?  What  is  that  promise  to  which  we  are 
heirs?  That  promise  to  which  we  want  to  lay  claim,  not  only  in 
this  Conference  but  in  the  Church.  And  not  only  in  the  Church 
but  in  the  World.  Why  the  promise  is  this:  for  freedom,  Christ 
has  set  us  free.  Amen. 


DEVOTIONAL  ADDRESS 
By  Bishop  James  K.  Mathews,  Washington  Area 

"That  All  May  Be  One" 

Let  us  be  silent  in  the  presence  of  God.  Oh,  eternal  God,  show 
us  your  word,  and  your  covenant  in  your  word,  and  your  grace  in 
your  covenant,  and  your  glory  in  your  grace,  and  your  goodness 
in  your  glory,  and  your  love  in  your  goodness,  and  Yourself  in 
your  love.  And  all  in  the  peace  of  Jesus  Christ  in  whose  name  also 
we  pray.  Amen. 

I  remind  you  that  grace  is  yours  and  peace  from  God  our 
Father  and  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  In  the  midst  of  the  great  liturgy  of 
the  Russian  Orthodox  Church  there  comes  a  time  for  the 
response  of  the  people.  With  incredible  beauty  and  fervor  they 
sing  the  Nicene  Creed.  Among  other  affirmations  they  confess:  I 
believe — we  believe:  one,  holy,  catholic  and  apostolic  church.  We 
too  believe. 

To  be  Wesleyan  is  to  be  ecumenical,  for  we  are  neither  more 
nor  less  than  a  part  of  the  one,  holy,  catholic  and  apostolic  church. 
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One  of  its  symbols  is  a  little  ship  surmounted  by  a  cross  in  the 
middle  of  the  sea.  It  has  passed  through  many  a  storm.  It  has 
touched  on  every  shore.  Archbishop  William  Temple  said  that  he 
believed  in  such  a  ship  but  regretted  very  much  that  it  did  not 
exist.  Surely  he  must  have  said  this  in  a  rare  and  passing  mood  of 
discouragement,  for  he  also  observed  that  ecumenism  was  the 
"great  new  fact  of  our  time." 

Throughout  the  whole  inhabited  world  in  our  day  God  has  been 
renewing  His  Church.  We  have  been  participants  in  this  painful 
and  often  slow  process.  Nevertheless,  those  who  would  complain 
excessively  about  the  shortcomings  of  the  church  may  well  recall 
that  Noah  might  have  found  the  stench  on  the  inside  of  the  ark 
unendurable  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  storm  on  the  outside.  As 
John  17  bears  witness,  Jesus  prayed  four  times  over  for  the 
oneness  of  the  church,  a  unity  likened  to  the  oneness  of  the 
Father  and  the  Son.  Jesus,  our  High  Priest,  offered  himself  in 
holiness  for  the  church  that  it  might  also  be  holy.  The  one 
consecrated  church  is  sent  as  witness  into  the  whole  inhabited 
world,  that  the  world  might  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  has  been 
sent  to  it  and  so  that  humanity  might  know  that  it  is  indeed  loved 
of  God.  These  petitions  of  our  Lord  have  not  gone  unanswered. 
We  are  all,  without  any  exception,  beneficiaries  of  his  interces- 
sion. 

Each  of  these  four  marks  of  the  church,  its  oneness,  its 
holiness,  its  universality,  and  its  sent-ness  imply  and  reinforce 
each  and  all  of  the  other  marks.  Each  is  a  gift  of  God  gratefully  to 
be  received  by  the  whole  church  and  is  essential  to  its  life.  This  is 
a  part  of  our  Wesleyan  heritage.  Therefore,  to  be  United 
Methodist  is  to  believe  one  church — this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
ecumenism  is  reputed  to  be  the  least  of  our  concerns. 

The  New  Testament  knows  but  one  church,  though  it  may  be 
gathered  in  Rome  or  in  Corinth  or  in  Ephesus  or  Epworth  or 
Manila  or  Portland  or  anywhere  else.  With  Corinthian  Christians 
St.  Paul  raised  the  absurd  question:  Is  Christ  divided?  It  was 
meant  to  be  answered  by  a  resounding  "No!"  There  is  one  church, 
just  as  there  is  one  body,  one  spirit,  one  hope,  one  Lord,  one 
faith,  one  baptism,  one  God  and  Father  of  us  all,  who  is  above  all 
and  through  all  and  in  all.  Jesus  said  to  the  first  disciples,  and 
says  to  all  followers  today,  "One  is  your  Master,  and  all  you  are 
brothers  and  sisters." 

By  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  we  have  been  taken  into 
the  very  family  of  God.  How  intimate  this  is  may  be  seen  in  the 
fact  that  three  times  in  the  New  Testament  the  word  "Abba, 
Father"  is  used.  It  comes  to  us  untranslated  from  the  language  of 
our  Lord.  It  was  a  term  of  great  warmth  and  affection,  and  it  was 
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used  only  in  the  bosom  of  the  family,  never  in  prayer.  Never,  that 
is,  until  Jesus  dared  to  use  it.  Undoubtedly,  this  is  the  word 
uttered  when  he  taught  his  disciples  to  say,  "Our  Father — my 
Father,  who  is  also  your  Father."  This  is  a  family  word  binding 
all  who  use  it  into  one  fellowship.  It  is  with  this  word  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  intercedes  for  us.  It  is  with  this  word  that  the  spirit 
witnesses  within  us  that  we  are  indeed  children  of  God. 

It  is  the  very  intimacy  of  our  given  oneness  which  makes  our 
divided  state  so  scandalous.  An  extreme  example  is  found  in 
South  Africa  where  the  government's  policy  is  based  officially  on 
apartheid,  which  literally  means  separation.  There  of  all  places 
we  would  suppose  that  the  church  would  emphasize  its  unity.  But 
what  we  find  in  that  land  is  that  the  church  is  more  sorely  divided 
than  anywhere  else  on  earth,  with  some  2500  denominations — 
2500  denominations  amid  a  nation  of  20,000,000  people. 

In  the  United  States  we  have  for  generations  taken  for  granted 
our  divided  state.  We  have  brought  our  denominations  with  us. 
We  have  started  new  ones  here.  We  have  segregated  ourselves 
by  language  and  color.  In  our  denominations  we  have  reflected 
our  sociological  differences.  Now,  at  long  last,  a  divided  world 
calls  out  to  us,  "Physician,  heal  thyself." 

Last  autumn  the  Fifth  Assembly  of  the  World  Council  of 
Churches  met  in  Nairobi  under  the  theme,  "Jesus  Christ  Frees 
and  Unites."  Most  of  the  delegates  knew  only  a  few  words  of 
SwahiU,  one  of  them  was  "Uhuru" — freedom,  the  title  of  one  of 
Robert  Roark's  books.  The  other  was  "Harambee" — "Shoulder  to 
shoulder  we  go  forth  together."  When  the  theme  was  translated 
into  Swahili,  behold,  there  were  our  two  friends:  "Jesus  Christ 
Uhuru  (frees)  and  Harambee  (unites)."  This  is  more  than  a 
slogan;  it  is  a  reality  we  experience,  for  Jesus  Christ  does  liberate 
from  every  shackle.  He  frees  us  from  the  narrowness  and 
parochialism  and  stifling  denominationalism  which  may  charac- 
terize us.  Then,  he  unites  us  in  one  great  fellowship  of  love.  Unity 
is  not  a  goal  we  achieve;  it  is  a  gift  we  receive  in  behalf  of  all 
humanity. 

As  United  Methodists  we  take  this  gift  seriously  and  seek  to  be 
more  perfectly  one.  So  it  is  that  we  are  involved  in  Christian 
councils  at  every  level,  for  the  Church  is  of  necessity  conciliar  and 
cooperative.  We  are  engaged  in  conversations  with  Roman 
Catholics;  with  Lutherans;  and  are  planning  to  do  so  with  our 
Greek  Orthodox  friends — for  the  Christian  faith  implies  a 
necessity  of  talking  things  over.  As  to  organic  union,  we  are 
ourselves  the  result  of  several  formal  unions,  not  to  mention 
those  in  other  lands.  We  are  participants  in  the  Consultation  on 
Church  Union.  For  us  these  are  not  options  but  obligations.  Long 
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ago  Archbishop  Soderblom  said  of  Christian  unity,  "God  wills 
it — and  the  world's  need  requires  it."  The  unity  of  the  church 
points  to  the  unity  of  all  humankind,  for  in  Jesus  Christ  finally 
"all  things  hold  together."  God  intends  that  the  universe  be 
brought  into  one  in  Christ. 

Secondly,  to  be  United  Methodist  is  to  beheve  one,  holy 
church.  How  often  during  our  General  Conference  have  these 
words  echoed  within  these  walls:  that  we  are  a  people  raised  up 
to  spread  scriptural  holiness  throughout  the  lands  of  earth. 
However  much  we  may  have  fallen  short  in  the  fulfillment  of  our 
intention,  somehow  we  know  that  this  is  a  demand  laid  upon  us. 

Scriptural  holiness  affirms  that  God  is  holy.  Scriptural  holiness 
acknowledges  that  the  church  is  holy  because  for  its  sake  Jesus 
consecrated  himself.  Scriptural  holiness  insists  that  God's  people 
are  a  holy  people.  Scriptural  hoUness  projects  us  into  a  society  to 
"put  wrong  things  right."  For  we  are  called  to  lives  of  total 
commitment;  we  are  called  to  be  saints,  faithful  brothers  and 
sisters  in  Christ.  It  is  God  who  makes  saints  and  the  world  cannot 
live  without  them. 

Holiness  is  both  God's  gift  to  the  church  and  the  task  which  He 
assigns  to  it.  We  are  the  guardians  of  the  holy  and  are  supposed 
to  witness  to  it  and  identify  it  wherever  it  manifests  itself  in 
human  experience. 

Now  it  is  hard  for  us  to  speak  of  these  things  but  we  must 
speak  of  them,  for  without  a  sense  of  the  holy,  culture  itself 
withers  away.  At  the  Umits  of  our  existence,  we  encounter 
mystery,  the  sacred,  the  eternal,  the  transcendent,  the  dimen- 
sion of  depth,  the  "really  real."  At  life's  fearful  extremities, 
prompted  by  the  Holy  One,  we  dare  to  say:  "Father  and  Friend." 

The  Reformers  knew  that  every  day  was  holy;  that  time  was 
sacred.  But  it  was  only  as  they  regarded  particular  days  as  holy 
that  they  had  any  standard  by  which  to  judge  the  sacredness  of 
all  their  days.  Our  forebears  knew  also  that  all  space  is  sacred.  To 
measure  this  reality,  they  understood  that  some  space  had 
specifically  to  be  designated  as  sacred  space,  where  the  meaning 
of  life  is  symbolized  and  empowered.  In  our  society  we  do  not 
have  nearly  enough  of  it;  so  we  continue  to  pollute  and  desecrate 
the  planet.  Our  mothers  and  fathers  in  the  faith  knew  that 
somehow  human  relations  are  sacred,  and  that  when  this 
perspective  is  lost — when,  as  we  say,  "nothing  is  sacred" — then 
civilization  itself  is  brought  to  the  brink  of  destruction. 

Our  fathers  and  mothers  in  the  faith  knew  that  there  was  such 
a  thing  as  a  sacred  calUng.  It  was  never  experienced  in  an 
unmixed  way.  Like  Isaiah,  our  calling  is  a  strange  mixture  of 
being  undone  even  as  we  are  addressed  by  God;  and  of  our  being 
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unready  in  our  very  readiness  to  be  sent  by  Him.  The  fear  which 
repels  and  the  fascination  which  at  the  same  time  draws  us  on 
together  prompt  the  awe — the  wonder — that  is  present  when  we 
experience  the  holy.  When  most  aware  of  our  contingency  we  are 
surest  of  our  feet  resting  on  solid  ground,  Uke  a  father  who  had 
suffered  a  series  of  tragic  losses  but  could  still  witness:  "I  have 
been  to  the  bottom  and  it  is  firm." 

Today,  of  course,  as  Hammerskjold  has  reminded  us,  "The 
road  to  hoUness  leads  through  the  world  of  action."  We, 
therefore,  experience  the  holy  when  we  sense  what  God  is  doing 
in  history  and  therefore  what  we  must  do  with  Him.  Moses  came 
along  at  a  time  and  place  where  God  was  about  to  set  his  people 
free.  When  Moses  was  invited  to  join  in  the  enterprise,  he  knew 
he  was  on  holy  ground  and  a  sharer  in  a  sacred  task.  A  hated 
Samaritan  came  along  at  the  time  and  place  God  would  have  an 
act  of  mercy  done.  John  Wesley  came  along  when  God  intended  to 
revive  his  Church.  All  these  persons  were  on  the  road  to  holiness, 
totally  committed  to  the  work  of  God.  So  must  we  be.  For  we 
have  come  along  when  God  intends  to  complete  hberation  of 
people  and  then  give  them  full  humanity  and  justice,  where  the 
time  of  our  Uves  and  the  place  of  our  lives  intersect,  there  is  our 
sacred  mission. 

This  is  no  small  task.  Centuries  ago  Gregory  the  theologian 
stated  that  the  "art  of  arts"  and  the  "science  of  sciences"  for  the 
Christian  is  to  give  up  the  clay  to  the  spirit — to  turn  matter  into 
spirit.  This  is  our  assignment.  Who  can  deny  that  our  world  cries 
out  for  it  today?  H.  Richard  Niebuhr  once  wrote:  "Man  Uves  in 
two  worlds  and  when  he  tries  to  make  his  home  in  one  alone 
something  goes  awry  with  him.  Our  race,  like  migratory  birds, 
cannot  live  and  perform  all  its  functions  in  one  climate  but  must 
undertake  a  periodic  flight  to  another  homeland." 

It  is  with  such  considerations  in  mind,  I  think,  that  the 
message  of  the  Fifth  Assembly  of  the  World  Council  of  Churches 
was  to  call  the  churches  to  prayer.  It  is  not  surprising,  either, 
that  the  United  Methodist/Roman  Catholic  dialogue  has  con- 
cerned itself  with  holiness  and  spirituality  of  the  ordained 
ministry  and  of  us  all.  As  those  who  beUeve  one  holy  church,  and 
without  withdrawing  one  step  from  significant  social  engage- 
ment, do  we  not  need  to  confess  that  we  are  not  likely  to  go  much 
further  as  United  Methodists  without  digging  deeper? 

Furthermore,  to  be  a  United  Methodist  is  to  believe  one,  holy, 
catholic  Church.  We  need  not  labor  this  point  in  a  global  era.  The 
Church  has  to  do  with  all  times  and  all  places.  It  is  universal  and 
it  is  local.  It  relates  to  all  humanity.  No  one  is  left  out.  At 
Nairobi,  it  was  precisely  in  the  report  on  Christian  Unity  that  the 
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claims  of  the  physically  handicapped  were  affirmed.  In  the  light 
of  the  Gospel  records,  this  should  not  surprise  us.  No  one  is  left 
out.  Ecumenism  refers  not  so  much  to  relations  between 
churches  as  to  the  inclusiveness  of  our  caring.  When  John  Wesley 
preached  on  "The  Catholic  Spirit,"  he  noted  the  "two  grand, 
general  hindrances"  to  unity  are  first,  "that  we  do  not  all  think 
alike"  and  secondly,  that  we  do  not  all  act  or  walk  aUke.  He 
continued,  "But  although  a  difference  in  opinion  or  modes  of 
worship  may  prevent  an  entire,  external  union,  yet  need  it 
prevent  our  union  in  affection?" 

Then  later  he  concludes,  "Catholic  love  is  universal  love."  As 
God  loves  the  whole  world  so  must  we.  This  implies  both 
openness  and  inclusiveness.  Either  we  will  be  radically  ecumeni- 
cal or  we  will  come  out  as  merely  parochial  Americans  or  British 
or  Swedish  or  Chinese  or  whatever.  Either  we  will  be  radically 
ecumenical,  or  we  will  settle  for  being  merely  a  man  or  woman 
representative  of  a  particular  sex  or  race  or  region.  Either  we 
will  be  radically  ecumenical  or  we  will  be  merely  denominational. 
We  must  begin  at  such  places  but  we  do  not  end  there,  for  to  be 
radically  ecumenical  is  to  care  for  all,  to  hve  for  all  just  as  Jesus 
Christ  died  for  all.  In  one  of  Charles  Wesley's  great  hymns  he 
sings,  "Come  All  Ye  Souls  by  Sin  Oppressed,  Ye  restless 
wanderers  after  rest;  Ye  poor,  and  maimed,  and  halt  and  blind. 
In  Christ  the  hearty  welcome  find."  Then  he  concludes.  "Come 
thou,  this  moment,  at  His  call,  and  live  for  Him  who  died  for  all." 

Finally,  to  be  United  Methodists  is  to  beheve  one,  holy, 
cathoUc  and  apostoUc  Church.  By  this  we  do  not  mean  merely  we 
share  the  apostolic  faith,  which  we  do,  nor  that  we  claim  to  be 
connected  in  some  unbroken  fashion  with  the  apostles,  which  we 
do  not.  Rather,  we  are  summoned  for  an  apostoUc  task.  We  are 
sent  on  mission.  In  John  20,  we  find  Jesus  saying:  "As  the  Father 
has  sent  me,  so  I  send  you."  Two  words  for  "send"  are  used  in 
this  passage.  One  is  of  great  force:  He  is  sent  as  ambassador 
extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary.  The  second  "send," 
our  sentness,  is  of  lesser  force.  It  implies  that  we  are  all  sent  as  a 
part  of  His  mission. 

This  passage  suggests  what  one  theologian  has  called  the 
"divine  relay  race."  The  mission  passed  from  Father,  to  Son,  to 
Holy  Spirit,  to  the  Church,  and  then  to  each  one  of  us.  We  have 
come  to  see  more  clearly  than  ever  before  that  the  Church  does 
not  have  a  mission;  it  is  mission.  Since  the  Church  is  mission  it 
continues  the  mission  of  Jesus  Christ,  announced  in  the  sermon  at 
Nazareth:  "God's  Spirit  is  in  my  heart:  he  has  called  me  to  a  great 
work.  This  is  what  I  have  to  do — give  Good  News  to  the  poor;  tell 
prisoners  that  they  are  prisoners  no  longer,  and  bUnd  people  that

they  can  see;  set  conquered  people  free,  and  tell  everybody  God's 
Great  Day  has  come."  Jesus  is  found  doing  the  work  of  evangelist 
and  missionary. 

E.  Stanley  Jones,  if  I  may  say  of  him,  used  to  love  to  expound 
this  passage  as  the  Good  News  in  action  addressed  to  the 
economically  disinherited;  the  socially  and  politically  disinher- 
ited; the  physically  disinherited;  the  morally  and  spiritually 
disinherited;  and  the  offer  of  a  new  beginning — a  Jubilee  Year  for 
everybody.  Apostolic  task  indeed!  Let  the  missional  priorities  of 
this  General  Conference  be  tested  against  the  reassuring 
measuring  rod  of  the  mission  of  Jesus.  Let  them  be  measured 
against  the  standards  of  Matthew  25  in  which  Jesus  Christ 
identifies  himself  with  every  person  in  need,  and  consequently 
our  service  to  humanity  is  service  to  our  Lord. 

Nor  should  we  forget  for  one  moment  that  Matthew  25  is  set  in 
the  context  of  God's  judgment  upon  us  all.  But  we  need  not 
succumb,  as  some  would  have  us  do,  to  hopelessness.  They  would 
emphasize  that  we  are  headed  for  a  new  Dark  Ages;  that  the 
world  faces  a  series  of  unparalleled  crises;  that  we  are  like  a 
Titanic  on  a  colUsion  course  with  an  iceberg;  like  a  Brontosaurus 
on  the  road  to  extinction;  that  our  basic  problem  is  survival  itself. 
Nor  need  we  subscribe  to  this  analysis:  "When  society  reaches  a 
stage  where  property  confers  rank,"  (I  quote)  "wealth  becomes 
the  only  source  of  virtue,  passion  the  only  bond  of  union  between 
husband  and  wife,  falsehood  the  source  of  success  in  life,  sex  the 
only  means  of  enjoyment,  and  when  outer  trappings  are  confused 
with  inner  religion  then  the  age  of  destruction  is  at  hand." 

Now  there  is  truth  here,  but  not  the  last  word,  for  this  is  the 
Hindu  view  of  history,  the  KaU  Yuga,  the  age  of  destruction.  For 
Hindus,  Kali  is  the  deity  of  destruction.  She  is  also  the  smallpox 
goddess.  I  would  simply  point  out  that  this  very  year  smallpox 
has  been  entirely  eliminated  from  human  history.  When  the  age 
of  destruction  seems  to  be  upon  us,  at  that  very  moment  Great 
Kali  is  dead.  But  Jesus  Christ  is  risen  and  alive  for  ever  more. 

Ours  is  therefore  a  mission  of  hope.  Jesus  Christ  goes  before 
us,  he  is  present  with  us,  he  presents  his  church  today  with 
challenges  and  opportunities  without  parallel  for  centuries.  For 
people  everywhere  today  are  awakening — have  we  not  noticed, 
women,  men,  youth,  students,  the  poor,  the  dispossessed  of 
earth,  a  veritable  explosion  of  consciousness.  There  is  today  a 
universal  yearning  for  meaning,  value,  justice,  community,  for 
fullness  of  life.  Multitudes  do  not  know  that  theirs  is  basically  a 
religious  search.  They  are  not  supposed  to  know.  But  we  are,  for 
we  know  One  who  came  that  they  might  have  life  and  have  it  in 
all  its  fullness.   This  is  his  mission  and  ours.   To  be  United 
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Methodists  is  to  believe  and  be  a  part  of  one,  holy,  catholic  and 
apostolic  church.  Amen. 

Thine  is  the  Glory,  Risen,  Conquering  Son,  so  may  God  grant 
that  the  word  we  have  heard  this  day  and  throughout  these  days 
find  its  way  to  the  good  soil  of  our  lives  and  there  grow  and  bring 
forth  fruit  abundantly,  some  thirty-fold,  sixty-fold  and  some  one 
hundred-fold,  as  Jesus  used  to  put  it,  and  to  this  end  may  the 
Grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  being  interpreted  is  the 
love  of  God  the  Father,  and  being  further  interpreted  is  the 
fellowship,  the  friendship  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  be  with  you  now  and 
evermore.  Amen. 


CLOSING  WORSHIP  ADDRESS 
By  Bishop  W.  Kenneth  Goodson,  Richmond  Area 

The  scene  was  Barratt's  Chapel  in  Delaware  sometime  around 
midyear,  1784.  A  comparatively  tall,  rather  handsome  man  stood 
near  the  pulpit,  Bible  in  hand,  preparing  to  preach.  He  scanned 
the  crowd  from  the  podium  as  if  he  were  looking  for  another  soul 
whose  arrival  in  the  New  World  had  reached  his  ears.  Suddenly 
the  door  to  the  modest  little  church  opened  and  a  stranger — a 
well  known  stranger,  I  might  add — entered  Barratt's  Chapel  and 
walked  slowly  down  the  aisle.  The  preacher  of  the  day  came  down 
from  the  pulpit.  The  two  men  walked  slowly  toward  each  other. 
The  stranger,  short,  stocky  and  distinguished,  extended  his  hand 
while  the  tall  preacher  reached  to  greet  him. 

The  smaller  man  spoke.  "Brother  Asbury,  I  assume." 

"Dr.  Coke,"  he  answered. 

Immediately  following  the  service.  Dr.  Coke  disclosed  his 
mission  and  informed  a  rather  unimpressed  Mr.  Asbury  of  Mr. 
Wesley's  plans  for  him  as  the  General  Superintendent  and  plans 
for  the  structure  of  the  Church  in  the  New  World. 

Discussions  were  held  as  to  how  the  preachers  could  be 
informed.  An  enterprising  young  preacher  by  the  name  of 
Freeborn  Garretson  was  summoned  and  given  the  orders  to  ride 
off  in  all  directions  from  Maine  to  Florida,  west  to  the 
AUeghenies,  and  inform  the  brethren  that  a  meeting  would  be 
held  on  Christmas  Eve,  1784,  in  Lovely  Lane  Chapel  in 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  to  consider  the  organization  of  a  Society. 

Lovely  Lane  Chapel,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  1784 — you  know 
the  rest.  A  Church  was  organized  on  the  motion  of  Brother 
Dickens,  I  think.  A  ballot  was  taken,  and  scholarly  Dr.  Coke  was 
elected  a  General  Superintendent.  Another  ballot  was  taken,  and 
Francis  Asbury,  whose  name  is  synonomous  with  our  movement, 
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was  elected  General  Superintendent  and  assumed  responsibility 
for  the  work  in  the  New  World.  Phillip  William  Otterbein,  leader 
of  a  group  of  German-speaking  Wesleyans  who  were  prevented 
from  joining  the  new  Church  by  a  language  barrier,  placed  his 
hand  upon  the  head  of  young  Asbury  and  assisted  the  brethren  in 
consecrating  him.  Francis  Asbury — a  General  Super- 
intendent— a  Bishop — in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Following  the  meeting,  the  preachers,  most  of  them  compara- 
tively young  men,  rode  off  in  all  directions,  facing  the  enemy  of 
sin  in  whatever  form  it  raised  its  head,  determined  to  know 
nothing  save  Christ  and  Him  crucified,  resolved  to  win  a 
continent  for  Christ  and  to  spread  scriptural  holiness  over  all  the 
land.  Across  the  mountains,  through  the  valleys,  over  rivers  and 
streams  they  rode,  Bible  in  hand,  saddle  bag  at  their  side, 
denying,  suffering,  starving,  even  dying — yet  on  they  rode, 
facing  the  new  frontier  which  rose  up  on  every  hand  to  meet  them 
and  to  challenge  them. 

You  know  the  story.  Everywhere  did  Circuit  Riders  go  and 
preach  and  preach  until  the  Wesleyan  movement  became  a  force 
to  be  reckoned  with  in  the  New  World. 

You  know  the  story.  God  prospered  their  ministry — hardships 
and  deprivations — the  fires  of  revival  were  burning  on  the 
frontier — until  division  faced  them  in  1828,  and  the  people  that 
were  one  found  structure  a  barrier  to  function,  and  now  became  a 
house  divided  into  two.  1844 — a  social  problem — a  theological 
dilemma — Who  is  my  brother? — a  nation  divided.  And  the 
Wesleyans  were  now  three.  Years  of  war  and  division  tore  into 
pieces  a  land,  a  people — wars  and  rumors  of  wars — separation 
and  all  that  it  involved,  and  for  more  than  50  years — alienation. 

In  the  1900's — McDowell — Hughes — McConnell — Mouzon — 
Moore — Kern — Straughan — Broomfield,  and  the  dream  of 
union  began  to  rise  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  good  people. 

Kansas  City,  Missouri— the  long  road  of  division  now  dwin- 
dling away,  and  we  found  what  we've  always  known — the  road  to 
a  friend's  house  is  never  far — the  Methodists  are  one  people. 

Wars  and  pain,  and  pain,  and  pain,  and  Crusade  for  Christ,  and 
the  Methodists  found  new  life  in  mission,  to  build  again  in  love 
what  hostility  had  destroyed. 

The  1950's  and  1960's — how  to  leave  it  unsaid  and  go  on,  but  I 
can't.  A  nation  hurt  by  strife  and  division.  A  world,  Europe, 
Asia,  Africa — facing  convulsion  in  the  search  for  civil  rights  and 
human  dignity.  "Who  is  my  brother — and  who  is  my  sister  and 
who  is  my  mother  and  who  is  my  father?" 

"0  God,  did  we  come  to  the  Kingdom  in  such  a  time  as  this?" 

Then  1968 — Dallas — language  no  longer  a  barrier.  The  sons 
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and  daughters  of  Otterbein  and  Albright  and  Boehm  draw  near  to 
build  a  new  home  with  the  children  of  Asbury  and  Coke.  A  united 
home — "A  New  Church  for  a  New  World." 

Atlanta,  1972 — first  time  in  the  South.  Hallelujah!  Once  more 
we  restructured  our  house,  seeking  renewal,  knowing  all  the 
while  renewal  is  not  in  structure,  yet  never  quite  wiUing  to  really 
let  structure  go. 

Portland,  1976 — American  Bicentennial.  The  celebration  of  a 
revolution  for  freedom  that  is  not  yet  ended.  From  the  North, 
South,  East,  West,  from  across  the  seas,  they  came — like  at 
Pentecost.  Many  tongues — one  spirit. 

War  no  longer  dividing  us,  yet  rumors  fill  the  earth.  Good 
people  still  seeking  to  discover  their  brothers  and  sisters.  New 
lands,  new  nations,  old  lands  and  old  nations,  here  we  are  in  this 
great  arena  tonight.  Most  of  us  came  in  school  buses — how 
prophetic!  We  seek  to  know  the  truth,  and  the  truth  shall  set  us 
free. 

1976— What  are  the  words? 

Hunger.  One  half  of  the  human  family  will  go  to  bed  tonight 
suffering  from  malnutrition.  Some  10,000  human  beings  have 
died  today  from  causes  related  to  life-styles,  affluence,  diet. 

Our  quadrennial  theme  is  "Committed  to  Christ — Called  to 
Change."  Dear  God,  don't  let  us  play  Church.  Forgive  us  if  in 
giving  our  money  we  wait  to  hear  it  fall  into  the  cup.  That  kind  of 
a  priority  is  not  a  program — it's  a  sickness.  Help  us  to  look  at  and 
feel  with  this  poor  starving  world  and  ache,  and  hurt,  and 
proclaim,  "Such  as  I  have,  give  I  unto  you."  "Lovest  thou  me?" 
Feel  them — they  ain't  heavy — they're  your  brothers! 

Ethnic  Minority  Churches.  How  good  of  God  to  give  us 
another  chance.  It's  so  Hke  Him.  If  you're  just  fooling,  don't  do  it 
here.  It's  too  late,  and  the  hurt  is  too  deep.  Don't  applaud  when 
you  hear  it  sung  unless  deep  inside  of  you  the  melody  of  your  soul 
can  sing,  We  Shall  Overcome  Someday.  Someday  soon. 

No  other  Protestant  church  in  America  nor  anywhere  in  the 
world  is  more  uniquely  equipped  than  are  we  to  face  the  problem 
and  the  dilemma  of  the  ethnic  minority  church  and  make  it  a 
challenge — a  loving  challenge  in  brotherhood  and  sisterhood 
because  it  is  right,  and  it's  due.  Let  us  do  the  right  thing  and  let 
us  do  it  for  the  right  reason! 

Evangelism.  Not  a  program.  Not  a  gimmick.  Not  blue  and  red 
buttons,  but  evangelism — the  heart  of  the  Gospel.  God  so  loved 
the  world  that  He  gave  His  only  begotten  Son  that  whosoever 
.  .  .  that's  the  Good  News.  Proclaim  it.  Don't  wait  for  gimmicks 
or  games  or  even  plans.  Do  evangelism.  What  is  your  watch- 
word? Wesley  had  it.  "In  the  morning  I  preached  at  Bath  and 
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offered  them  Christ.  In  the  evening  I  preached  near  Bristol  and  I 
offered  them  Christ." 

That's  it.  Offer  them  Christ.  That's  the  only  evangehsm  I 
know.  But  evangelism  doesn't  stop  there.  It  starts  there.  Let  our 
evangelism  have  integrity  and  depth  as  we  nurture  and  teach. 

Then  suffer  me  yet  another  word.  Don't  fret  so  about 
structure.  Many  Protestant  churches  wish  heartily  for  an 
itinerant,  structured,  connectional  support  system  Uke  The 
United  Methodist  Church.  Let  us  affirm  it — not  attack  it. 

And  now  in  conclusion,  I  beg  of  you,  never  forget  that  John 
Wesley  was  one  of  the  most  articulate  theologians  of  the  18th 
Century.  I  pray  that  you  may  make  a  new  commitment — a  new 
study — a  restatement  of  your  faith.  We  need  a  better  under- 
standing and  a  deeper  awareness  of  what  it  means  to  hold 
membership  in  our  societies — hear  me — to  belong  to  the  church. 
We  need  a  better  understanding  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  what  it 
means  to  be  involved  with  the  Holy  Spirit  today. 

Surely  you've  come  to  the  Kingdom  for  such  a  time  as  this.  Let 
us  retool  our  enthusiasms  and  march  forth  to  win.  I  cannot  come 
to  terms  with  defeat.  I  refuse  to  accept  defeat  or  loss  as  an  option 
for  life  in  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

The  King  is  not  only  Coming,  the  King  is  here!

Report  No.  10

from  the  National  Association  of  Associate  Members  and  Lay  Pastors. 

Presentation  to  the 
1976  General  Conference 

Council  of  Bishops,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  1976  General  Conference. 
Thank  you  for  this  opportunity  to  bring  you  greetings  from  the  National 
Fellowship  of  Associate  Members  and  Lay  Pastors — a  fairly  new  organization  but 
representing  a  long  disfranchised,  unrecognized  body  of  men  and  women.  We 
recognize  the  Herculean  efforts  that  are  required  by  all  involved  in  this 
Conference:  time  away  from  families  and  jobs,  long  hours,  exhausting  debate  as 
legislation  is  perfected,  the  frustration  of  trying  to  do  mountains  of  work  within 
molehills  of  time.  We  commend  you  for  the  seemingly  miraculous  accom- 
plishments that  you  make  here.  We  wish  to  inform  you  that  you  have  been,  are, 
and  will  continue  to  be  in  our  prayers  that  God  will  grant  you  wisdom  for  the 
decisions  you  must  make,  strength  to  endure,  and  love  that  you  might  disagree 
without  being  disagreeable. 

As  president  of  the  National  Fellowship,  I  speak  on  behalf  of  over  4,000  men 
and  women,  or  a  little  more  than  10  percent  of  the  pastors  in  our  great  Church. 
The  lay  pastor,  under  many  names — local  preacher,  supply  pastor,  soon  to  be 
local  pastor,  and  many  others — has  served  our  Church  since  its  beginning  under 
John  Wesley.  They  carried  the  Word  through  the  boroughs  of  England,  to  the 
colonies,  and  to  every  frontier.  They  continue  to  serve  faithfully,  most  often  in 
churches  which  otherwise  would  not  have  a  pastor:  small  churches,  usually  on 
multipoints,  Native  American,  Hispanic,  Black,  every  ethnic  group.  While  not 
seminarians,  they  bring  years  of  practical  experience  and  cultural  understanding 
that  enable  them  to  serve  their  Lord  and  their  congregations  well,  by  and  large 
asking  only  one  thing  of  The  United  Methodist  Church — the  opportunity  to 
answer  God's  call  to  preach  and  serve  in  the  pastorate. 

I  pray  you  to  give  recognition  to  these  men  and  women  who  still  have  no 
standing  in  our  Church  as  they  are  classified  as  neither  laity  nor  ministerial. 
Although  having  shown  themselves  worthy  over  and  over  again  through  years  of 
faithful  dedication  to  their  calling  and  proven  performance  in  the  discharge  of 
their  pastoral  duties,  they  still  are  too  often  looked  down  upon  as  second-class 
persons.  There  are  those  who  would  close  the  door  to  this  form  of  pastoral 
ministry  which  has  given  so  much  to  The  United  Methodist  Church.  Lay  pastors 
have  only  the  privilege  of  voice,  and  many  Annual  Conferences  refuse  to 
recognize  even  that. 

As  you  strive  to  provide  properly  for  women,  youth,  young  adults,  Native 
Americans,  Blacks,  Hispanics — all  minority  groups — please  do  not  forget  us. 
Especially  as  you  labor  to  perfect  each  word  and  phrase,  as  it  were  each  jot  and 
tittle,  I  beg  you  not  to  "strain  at  gnats  and  swallow  camels."  Remember  us! 

May  God  bless  you  in  your  efforts,  and  may  He,  through  you  and  all  who  labor
